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The  Assembly  met  in  Joint  Session  with  the  Sri  Chitra  State 
Council  in  the  Legislative  Chamber,  Public  Offices  at  Eleven  of  the 
Clock,  the  President  Sachivottama  Sir  C.-  P.  Eamaswaray  Aiyar, 
K.  O.'l.  E.,  Dewan  of  Travancore,  Presiding. 

Lieut.  Col.  G.  P.  Murphy,  Resident  for  the  Madras  States,  and 
Mrs.  Murphy  were  also  present. 

MR.  M.  GOV  IN  DA  P1LLAI  (Financial  Secretary  to  Government): 


The  budget  for  the  current  year  was  placed  before  this  House  by 
my  predecessor  about  this  time  last  year  in  an.  atmosphere  of  political 
unrest  and  uncertainty.  It  is  well  known  that  a  spirit  of  unrest  and 
disorderliness  was  prevalent  m  the  country  for  some  months  during 
the  year  under  consideration.  The  Government,  under  your  sagacious 
guidance,  strove  successfully  to  maintain  and  preserve  peace  and  order 
in  the  land-  One  of  the  methods  adopted  in  the  course  of  this  agitation 
was  to  cast  a  doubt  on  the  soundness  of  the  State’s  finances  and 
another  was  deliberately  to  disarrange  those  finances  by  frontal  attacks 
against  the  collections  of  revenue  under  certain  heads.  It  is  a  matter 
for  sincere  gratification  that  such  attempts  have  largely  failed  ,  .  hut 
the  reactions  of  the  political  unrest  on  the  finances  ol  the  Mate  will  be 
appreciated  clearly  when  Ideal  with  the  revised  est irnates  for  tne 
current  year.  Today  all  the  signs  point  to  the.  restoration  of  peace 
and  tranquillity  and  the  elimination  of  that  spirit  of  disregard  for  con- 
stituted  authority  which  affected,  though  not  to  the  extent  anticipated, 
by  the  sponsors  of  the  political  movement,  not  only  the  finances  but 
Kenera?  administration  of  the  country.  It  is  therefore  in  a  spirit 
*f  optimism  that  I  present  for  the  consideration,  of  this  House  the 
budget  estimate  for  the  year  1115.  .  , 

Before  coming  to  a  consideration  of  the.  revised  estimates  for  the 
current  year  and  the  budget  position  for  the  next,  L  shall  first  refer 
'■  briefly  to  the  more  important  features  of  the  final  accounts  for  the 
year  1113.  .  . 
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ACCOUNTS  OP  1113. 

2.  Though  the  revised  budget  for  1113  was  prepared  on  the  basis 
of  a  revenue  realisation  of  It 3  251'06  lakhs,  the  actual  collections 
amounted  only  to  Es  249'60  lakhs,  while  the  expenditure  charged  to  rev¬ 
enue  was  Bs  251*32  lakhs  against  the  revised  estimate  of  Rs  25006 
lakhs.  The  year  thus  closed  with  a  revenue  deficit  of  Es  1*72 
lakhs  as  against  a  surplus  of  Rs  1  lakh  anticipated  in  the  revised 
estimate.  This  was  the  result  of  a  decline  in  the  anticipated  revenue 
to  the  extent  of  Rs  1*46  lakhs  and  of  increase  in  expenditure  amounting 
to  Rs  1*26  lakhs.  The  fall  in  revenue  was  mainly  under  Land  Eevonue 
(2*90),  Excise-Tobacco  (*86)  and  Stamps  (1*18)  counter-balanced  lo 
some  extent  by  increased  receipts  under  Taxes  on  Income  (1*14), 
Customs  ("77),  Forests  (’71)  and  Miscellaneous  (1'06).  The  decrease 
under  Land  Revenue  was  due  to  the  remission  of  tax  to  the  extent  of 
Rs  1*39  lakhs  sanctioned  during  the  year  and  also  to  the  extension  of 
time  granted  for  payment  of  tax  till  the  end  of  Kanni  1114.  Under 
Excise,  the  decrease  was  under  Tobacco  due  to  lesser  consumption. 
Stamp  revenue  was  less  than  the  anticipation  by  Rs  1*18  lakhs,  the 
decline  being  mainly  under  Court  Fee  Stamps. 

The  improvement  under  Taxes  on  Income  was  under  Income 
derived  from  business  and  was  also  due  to  less  expenditure  on  account 
of  refund  of  revenue.  Under  Customs,  the  betterment  was  under 
Exports  due  to  large  exports  of  pepper  and  ginger  and  of  the  produce 
of  the  cocoanut  tree.  Forest  revenue  was  better  than  the  revised 
estimate  .  by  Rs  *71  of  a  lakh  due  to  better  prices  obtained  for  our 
timber.  Under  Miscellaneous  the  increase  was  due  to  larger  lapses 
of  deposits. 

On  the  expenditure  side,  the  net  increase  of  Rs  1*26  lakhs 
was  -  contributsa  chiefly  by  Medical,  Public  Health  and  Sanitation  (*54) 
due  to  increased  expenditure  under  hospitals  and  dispensaries,  and 
partly  by  superannuation  allowances  and  pensions  (*55)  on  account 
of  the  increase  in  the  retirement  list. 

The  receipts  from  the  sale  of  Government  lands  and  the 
Miscellaneous  receipts  amounted  to  Rs.  1*87  lakhs  and  the  capital  ex¬ 
penditure  not  charged  to  revenue  including  the  loss  on  the  investment 
in  the  Travancore  Sugars  was  Rs  25'30  lakhs  against  the  revised  esti¬ 
mate  of  Rs  3.35  lakhs  and  Rs  32.33  lakhs  respectively. 

As  a  result  of  the  year’s  transactions,  both  ordinary  and  capital, 
the  Government  Balance  which  was  expected  to  stand  atRs  45*80  lakhs 
in  the  revised  estimate  for  the  year  amounted  to  Rs  48*43  lakhs  at 
the  close  of  the  year. 

REVISED  ESTIMATES  FOR  1114. 

3.  I  come  now  to  the  current  year  1114.  In  his  budget  speech 
last  July,  my  predecessor  had  anticipated  a  total  revenue  of  Rs  261*41* 
lakhs  during  the  current  year  and  provided  for  a  programme  of  ex- 
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penditure  of  Rs  259'98  lakhs,  thus  leaving  a  revenue  surplus  of  Rs 
1'43  lakhs.  The  above  estimates  were  based  on  the  continuance,  with¬ 
in  the  State,  fof  normal  conditions  during  the  year.  Unfortunately, 
however,  public  tranquillity  was  violently  disturbed  by  the  initiation 
of  the  Civil  Disobedience  Movement  and  other  subversive  political 
activities  which  were  started  during  the  early  months  of  the  year  and 
which  upset  the  programmed  budgetary  position.  These  subversive 
activities  adversely  affected  the  revenue  realisations  under  some  of  the 
important  revenue  heads  and  inevitably  resulted  in  additional  and 
avoidable  expenditure  to  the  extent  of  more  than  Rs  3  lakhs  for  the 
preservation  of  peace  and  order  in  the  land.  On  the  basis  of  the 
actuals  so  far  available,  the  revenue  for  the  year  is  expected  to  stand 
at  Rs  256'27  lakhs  and  the  expenditure  charged  to  revenue  at  Rs 
257'0S  lakhs,  resulting  in  a  small  revenue  deficit  of  Rs  '81  of  a  lakh, 
But  for  the  political  disturbances,  the  ordinary  transactions  of  the 
current  year  would  have  resulted  in  a  revenue  surplus  of  more  than 
two  lakhs  instead  of  a  deficit.  The  ordinary  revenue  of  the  year  is 
expected  to  be  less  than  the  budget  anticipation  by  Rs  5'14  lakhs.  . 
This  is  the  net  result  of  decrease  in  revenue  to  the  extent  of  Rs  13'44 
lakhs  under  some  of  the  revenue  heads  and  increases  amounting  to  Rs 
8-30  lakhs  under  others.  The  expected  decrease  in  revenue  is  main¬ 
ly  under  Law  Revenue  (1*06),  Excise  (2‘51),  Stamps  (l-32),  Industries 
(’94),  Currency  and  Mint  (-73),  Buildings,  Communications  and 
Miscellaneous  Public  Improvements  (P83),  Commercial  Transport 
(2'85)  and  the  Ceramic  Factory  (’80).  The  expected  decrease  under 
Land  Revenue  is  mainly  under  Ayacut,  due  chiefly  to  the  extension  of 
the  concessions  sanctioned  at  the  close  ,§f  Iasi,  year  in  regard  to  the 
tax  left  in  arrears  on  the  last  day  of  Karkadagom  all  3  to  those  also 
who  had  paid  the  tax  in  1 113  by  adjusting  the  excess  from  the  current 
year’s  tax  in  case  they  paid  the  dues  one  month  before  the  close  of 
1114.  In  this  connection  I  may  mention  that  as  .  a  result  of  the 
repeated  representations  made  by  the  bfanjinad  ryots  regarding  the 
high  rale  of  assessment  prevailing  in  that  part  of  the  State  and  on 
the  basis  of  the  recommendations  of  the  Special  Officer,  who  was 
appointed  to  examine  the  question  and  in  view  of  the  repeated  failure 
of  the  monsoons  in  recent  years  and  the  proved  inadequacy  of  the 
Kodayar  Reservoir  to  meet  in  full  the  demand  for  water  supply  to  the 
entire  extent  of  lands  under  cultivation.  Government  have  sanctioned 
as  a  concession  a  general  remission  of  20  - percent  of  the.  Ayaeut 
demand  with  effect  from  the  second  half  of  the  current  year  on  all  wet 
lands  in  the  taluks  of  Thovala,  Agasteeswaram  (except  the  pakuthies  - 
of  Neend akara  A  and  B  Divisions)  and  Shencotiah  including. Sr ee- 
pandaravagi  lands,  for  a  period  of  5  years.  This  general  remission 
represents  a  reduction  in  revenue  to  the  extent  of  Rs.  86,000  every 
year. 

4..  Supplies  to  the  Palace  through  the  Kandukrishi  will  be  abolish¬ 
ed  with  effect  from  the  commencement  of  the  next  year;  and  the  lands  ; 
coming  under  Pandaravagai  viruthies  will  be  enfranchised  and 
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registered  in  the  names  of  the  present  holders  on  levy  of  full  assessment 
and  vilayartham.  The  vilayartham  and  assessment  on  these  lands 
will  be  credited  to  the  General  Revenues  and  an  amount  equal  to 
the  increased  assessment  realised  by  the  enfranchisement  will  be  paid 
annually  to  the  Palace  as  compensation  for  loss  on  account  of  the 
abolition  of  the  Viruthi  service. 

5.  Under  Excise,  the  decrease  is  expected  both  under  T  obacco  and 
Abkari  and  Opium  to  the  extant  of  Es  1'80  lakhs  and  Its  '7.1  of 
a  lakh  respectively.  The  fall  under  Tobacco  is  due  to  less  consum¬ 
ption  and  that  under  Abkari  due  mainly  to  the  Civil  Disobedience  Move¬ 
ment  started  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  The  fall  in  Stamp  revenue 
as  also  under  Registration  is  due  to  an  appreciable  shrinkage  in  business 
activities  and  the  decline  in  litigation  in  general,  as  a  result  of  the  orga¬ 
nisation  of  the  Debt  Conciliation  Boards.  In  the  current  year  there  lias 
been  a  special  receipt  of  about  Es,  GO, 000  from  the  sale  of  General 
Stamps  on  account  of  Advocates’  Enrolment  fees.  The  Industries  bud¬ 
get  included  a  receipt  of  Rs  '66  of  a  lakh  on  account  of  lease  amount, 
rent  etc.,  due  from  the  Travancore  Cables  and  Rubbers  Ltd.,  to  whom 
the  Rubber  factory  was  leased  out  in  1112.  The  Company  stopped 
working  the  factory  on  account  of  various  adverse  circumstances  arul  no 
further  receipts  are  expeoted  under  this  head  pending  a  thorough  over¬ 
haul  of  the  working  of  the  factory  which  is  contemplated,  The  deoreaso 
under  Currency  and  Mint  is  due  to  the  delay  in  completing  the  arrange¬ 
ment  for  minting  Chitra  Coins  for  Rs.  1  lakh.  Arrangements  have  now 
been  finally  made  to  mint  the  coins  in  the  Government  Mint  at  Bom¬ 
bay,  instead  of  at  Birmingham  as  hitherto  and  it  is  expected  that  the 
new  coins  will  be  ready  for  issue  early  next  year.  Under  Buildings, 
Communications  and  Miscellaneous  Public  Improvements,  the  expected 
fall  is  due  to  less  receipts  from  the  Road  Development  Account  of  the 
Government  of  India  which  amounted  to  Rs  '78  of  a  lakh  only  against 
the  anticipated  receipt  of  Rs,  2  lakhs.  Owing  to  the  delay  in  the  com¬ 
pletion  of  the  bridge  and  approach  road  to  the  Willingdon  Island,  the 
Cochin-Munnar  transport  service  'which  was  expected  to  commence 
from  December  1938  had  to  be  postponed  to  the  end  of  May  1939.  New 
transport  services  contemplated  in  the  budget  such  as  Quilon-Kottara- 
kara,  Nagercoil-Azhakiapandipuram,  etc.,  were,  also  not  taken  up. 
These  together -with  the  political  disturbances  which  obstructed  regular 
traffic  in  addition  to  the  destruction  of  vehicles  reduced  the  receipts 
UDder  Commercial  Transport.  Besides,  the  depreciation,  interest  and 
other  charges  for  the  two  years  1113  and  1114  are  proposed  to  be  ad¬ 
justed  in  the  current  year’s  accounts  since  the  above  adjustments  were 
not  made  last  year.  In  the  budget  estimate  for  the  year,  a  net  revenue 
of  Rs  '95  of  a  lakh  was  anticipated  from  the  working  of  the  Ceramic 
Factory  on  the  expectation  that  it  would  be  possible  to  start  work  from 
the  beginning  of  the  current  year.  But,  owing  to  the  delay  in  the  com¬ 
pletion  of  Civil  Engineering  works,  it  was  possible  to  start  work  only 
in  Kumbhom  and  that  too  was  confined  to  the  washing  of  China  clay 
alone  on  a  limited  scale.  The  net  receipt  in  the  current  year  is  there¬ 
fore  expected  to  amount  to  Rs  ’15  of  a  lakh  only. 
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6.  Increased  revenue  is  expected  under  some  of  the  major  heads  of 
which  the  important  ones  are  Taxes  on  Income.  (’86),  Customs  (T77) 
Excise  duty  on  Matches  (2'66),  Interest  (-69)  and  Scientific  and  Miscel¬ 
laneous  Departments  (1  34).  Under  Taxes  on  Income  the  increase  is 
expected  under  income  derived  from  business.  The  increase  under 
Customs  is  due  to  larger  exports  of  our  dutiable  articles.  As  a  result  of 
the  revised  accounting  procedure  adopted  by  the  Central  Government 
of  adjusting  the  proceeds  of  the  match  excise  duty,  in  the  year  to  which 
they  relate,  the  amount  due  to  this  Government  out  of  the  common 
pool  to  the  end  of  Eebruary  1939  amounting  to  Bs  2' 30  lakhs  was  re¬ 
ceived  in  the  current  year  in  addition  to  the  share  for  the  year  ended 
March  1938.  This  accounts  for  the  increase  under  Excise  duty  on 
matches.  Under  Interest  the  increase  is  due  to  the  gain  in  the  disposal 
of  Government  of  India  Securities  of  the  5  per  cent,  loan  of  1945-55 
for  the  face  value  of  Es.  5  lakhs.'  he  expected  increase  under  Scientific 
and  Miscellaneous  Department  is  due  to  larger  exports  of  our  mineral 
produce  and  also  to  the  recovery  of  Es  '87  of  a  lakh  from  Messrs.  Hop- 
kin  and  Williams  Ltd.,  being  the  excess  rebate  on  Eoyalty  appropriated 
during  the  previous  four  years. 

7.  The  Civil  Disobedience  Movement,  started  during  the  early 
months  of  the  year,  had  adversely  affected  the  revenue  position,  though 
not  to  the  extent  anticipated  and  perhaps  desired  by  its  promoters.  As 
a  precautionary  measure,  Government  had  to  control  the  expenditure 
especially  under  travelling  allowances  and  contingencies  so  as  to  keep  it 
within  the  revenue  realisations.  During  the  continuance  of  the  poli¬ 
tical  agitation  there  were  some  items  of  apeoial  expenditure  which  had 
to  be  incurred.  H.  E.  The  Crown  Eepresentitive  and  H.  H.  the 
Maharaja  of  Bikaner  paid  visits  to  this  State  and  the  Thirumadampu 
Ceremony  of  H.  H.  the  Elaya  Eaja  was  performed  on  a  scale  commen¬ 
surate  to  its  importance.  In  accordance  with  ordinary  canons  of 
finance,  Es.  3‘1  lakhs  were  debited  to  the  Bevenue  Beserve  Bund  of 
Es.  12  lakhs,  representing  the  expenditure  on  these  items  which  are 
not  of  a  recurring  character  and  stand  in  a  separate  category  from  the 
normal  activities  and  expenditure  of  the  State-  This  fund  has  in  fact 
been  created  with  a  view  to  provide  for  special  and  capital  expenditure 
and  to  meet  unforeseen  fall  in  revenue  as  in  the  current  year.  The 
ordinary  expenditure  of  the  year  is  thus  estimated  at  Es.  257’08  lakhs 
or  Es.  2‘  90  lakhs  less  than  the  budget  estimate,  the  variation  being 
only  about  '8  per  cent.  The  iftain  items  whioh  contribute  to  this 
savings  are  Forest  ('50),  H,  H.  The  Maharaja’s  Tours  outside  the  State 
(POO),  Education  (1’35)  and  Army  (1'03).  The  decrease  under  Forest 
is  due  to  the  non-utilisation  of  the  full  provision  made  for  the  Develop¬ 
ment  Department.  The  provision  of  Bs.  1  lakh  made  in  the  budget 
for  the  tour  of  His  Highness  the  Maharaja  outside  the  State  is  expected 
to  lapse.  The  saving  in  Education  expenditure  is  chiefly  under  salaries' 
and  establishment  charges.  Under  Army,  the  saving  is  due  to  the  fact 
that  the  strength  of  the  Forces  has  not  been  brought  up  to  the ,£>.11!  sanc¬ 
tioned  number.  Increased  expenditure  is  also  :  expected  under  Police, 
087),  Buildings,  Communications  and  Miscellaneous  Public  Improve¬ 
ments  (1'08)  and  Superannuation  Allowances  and  Pensions  (’51).  The  ; 
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increase  under  Police  is  due  to  the  extra  expenditure  that  had  to  be 
incurred  in  the  year  for  the  formation  of  a  Special  Armed  Beserve 
Police  and  the  enrolment  of  Special  Police  for  the  preservation  of 
peace  and  order  in  the  country,  which  were  disturbed  by  the  Civil  dis¬ 
obedience  Movement.  Under  Buildings,  Communications  and  Miscel¬ 
laneous  Public  Improvements,  the  increase  is  duo.  to  the  additional 
grants  sanctioned  in  the  course  of  the  year  for  urgent  works.  The  in. 
crease  under  Superannuation  Allowances  and  Pensions  is  due  to  the 
increase  in  the  retirement  list. 

8.  On  the  capital  section,  sale  proceeds  of  Government  lands  are 
expected  to  bring  in  Bs.  2  lakhs  against  the  budget  estimate  of  Bs.  2.5 
lakhs  and  Bs.  1'91  lakhs  has  been  received  from  the  Travaneore  Sugars 
and  Chemicals  Ltd.,  on  account  of  the  sale  of  the  Government  Distil¬ 
lery  at  Nagercoil.  A  total  outlay  of  Bs.  23'30  lakhs  is  now  expected  on 
our  non-productive  schemes  and  works  against  the  budgeted  expendi¬ 
ture  of  Bs.  33  50  lakhs..  In  the  result,  a  net  outgoing  of  Bs.  20'20 
lakhs  is  expected  this  year  against  Bs.  29-57  lakhs  anticipated  in  the 
budget.  The  Government  Balance  is  now  expected  to  bo  Bs.  28’23 
lakhs,  at  the  close  of  the  current  year. 

BUDGET  ESTIMATES  FOB  1115. 

9,  I  shall  now  pass  on  to  the  budget  estimates  for  the  ensuing 
year.  The  estimates  have  been  framed  on  the  data  now  available  and 
in  the  expectation  of  the  continuance  of  the  present  normal  conditions 
and  of  a  normal  season  as  to  both  of  which  the  forecasts  are  propitious. 
The  estimated  revenue  for  the  next  year  is  Bs.  263'79  lakhs  and  the 
programme  of  expenditure  charged  to  this  revenue  has  been  fixed  at 
Bs,  261 ‘09  lakhs  leaving  a  surplus  of  Bs.  2-70  lakhs.  The  receipts 
from  the  sale  of  Government  lands  are  expected  to  bring  in  Bs.  2‘5 
lakhs  and  the  programme  of  capital  expenditure  on  non-productive 
works  is  estimated  at  Bs  24'5  lakhs.  The  capital  outlay. on  productive 
works  aggregating  to  Bs  2V75  lakhs  has  been  provided  for  under  tho 
Debt  Head  section  of  the  budget.  We  shall  thus  be  drawing  frouFour 
accumulated  surplus  Bs  19’30  lakhs  in  the  next  year.  In  the  result, 
the  Government  Account  balance  is  expected  to  stand  at  Bs  8*93 
lakhs. 


Bevenue. 

10..  The  budgeted  revenue  of  Bs.  268‘79  lakhs  for  the  next  year  is 
expected  to  be  better  than  the  anticipated  revenue  for  the  current  year 
by  Bs  7'52  lakh's.  The  main  items  which,  it  is  hoped,  will  contri¬ 
bute  to  the  increase  are  Taxes  on  Income  (-60),  Excise  (2’78),  Forests 
C94),  Stamps  ('80),  Currency  and  Mint  (D46),  Commercial  Transport 
(.2*26)  and  Ceramic  Factory  C85).  The  increase  under  Taxes  on  In¬ 
come  is  expected  mainly  under  income  derived  from  business  as 
a  result  of  the  activities  of  the  department  in  detecting  fresh  cases  of 
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evasion  of  Income  Tax  and  thug  increasing,  the  number  of  assessees. 
Under  Excise,  the  expected  increase  is  chiefly  under  Tobacco,  due  to  the 
enhancement  of  duty  on  Jaffna  Tobacco,  from  B.  Bs.  135  to  B.  Bs.  200 
per  candy  with  effect  from  the  1st  July  1939.  Forest  revenue  is  ex¬ 
pected  to  be  better  than  the  revised  estimate  by  Bs  .94  of  a  lakh  due  to 
the  expected  increase  in  sales  and  the  receipt  of  better  prices  for  our  tim¬ 
ber  including  soft  woods  as  a  result  of  the  efforts  of  the  Development 
Department.  Treated  timber  is  also  proposed  to  be  utilised  for  works  in 
place  of  steel  and  cement  thus  increasing  the  sales  of  the  department. 
Under  Stamps,  an  increase  of  Bs  '80  of  a  lakh  is'anticipated  on  the  assum¬ 
ption  of  the  revival  of  normal  business  activities.  The  Court  Fee 
Inspectors  whose  appointments  are  proposed  to  be  continued  next  year 
are  also  expected -to  contribute  to  the  increase  by  d  electing  cases  of  loss  of 
Stamp  revenue  due  to  the  non-observance  of  the  provisions  of  the  Stamp 
Act.  Interest  receipts  are  expected  to  be  better  than  the  current  year’s 
anticipated  revenue  on  account  of  the  premium  of  Bs  ‘80  of  a  lakh  on 
reconversion  of  our  securities  in  the  5  per  cent.  Loan  of  1939-44  for 
Bs.  33  lakhs  which  was  redeemed  at  par  on  the  15th  July  1939,  into 
the  new  3  per  cent  Loan  of  1963'65.  As  already  explained,  the  minting 
of  our  half  rupee  ‘Chitra’  coins  which  have  been  declared  unlimited 
legal  tender  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Government  of  India  was  not 
taken  up  this  year.  But  as  the  stock  of  silver  coins  in  the  Treasuries- is 
not  sufficient  to  meet  the  requirements,  it  is  proposed  to  mint  next  year 
Chitra  Coins  to  the  face  value  of  Bs  3  lakhs  in  the  Government  -Mint 
at  Bombay  instead  of  at  Birmingham  as  hitherto.  In  this  connection, 
I  am  glad  to  inform  the  House  that  the  Government  of  India  -have 
readily  agreed  to  supply  the  silver  required  for  the  minting  of  the  coins 
on  a  duty-free  basis.  The  gain  on  this  minting  of  the  '  coins 
is  expected  to  amount  to  about  Bs  T50  lakhs.  The  expected  improve¬ 
ment  in  the  net  receipts  of  the  commercial  Transport  Scheme  is  due  to 
the  prevalence  of  normal  conditions,  to  the  enhanced  receipts  next 
year  from  the  lorry  service  between  Munnar  and  Cochin  and  to  the 
proposed  opening  of  new  lines.  The  current  year’s  receipts  under  Com¬ 
mercial  Transport  were  only  Bs  ’40  of  a  lakh  on  account  of  a  Special 
feature  i.  e.,  the  adjustment  of  depreciation,  interest  and  other  charges 
of  1113  also  against  the  current  year’s  receipts.  The  Ceramic  Factory 
is  expected  to  start  work  on  a  commercial  scale  very  shortly.  Besides 
large  soale  washing  of  China  clay  for  which  there  is  a  ready  market, 
the  manufacture  of  drainage  pipes,  pickle  jars,  sanitary  wares  etc.,  is 
also,  proposed  to  be  taken  up.  This  accounts  for  the  increase  in  receipts 
under  Ceramic  Factory.  ,  - 

Decrease  in  revenue  to  the  extent  of  Bs  3*93  lakhs  is  also  expected 
under  some  of  the  major  heads  of  which  the  important  ones  are  Excise- 
duty  on  Matches  (2*57),  and  Scientific  and  Miscellaneous  Departments 
(•98).  The  revised  estimate  for  the  current  year  under  Excise,  duty  on 
Matches  includes  our  share  in  the  common  pool  for  the  year  1937—38 
and  for  eleven  months  in  1938 — 39,  i,  e.  up  to  February  1939  as  a 
result  of  the  revised  accounting  procedure  adopted  by  the  Central  Govern- 
■  ment,  while  the  normal  receipt  alone  is  budgeted  for  the  next  year.

The  increase  in  the  current  year’s  receipt  under  Scientific  and  Misce¬ 
llaneous  Departments  is  special  to  the  year  for  reasons  already  expla¬ 
ined. 

Expenditube  chaeqed  io  REVENUE. 

11.  The  expenditure  proposed  to  be  made  from  the  revenue  of  11s 
283-79  lakhs  budgeted  for  the  next  year  has  been  fixed  at  Es  261-09 
lakhs.  This  exceeds  the  revised  estimates  for  the  current  year  by  Rs 
4-01  lakhs.  The  programme  of  expenditure  for  the  various  departments 
has  been  subjected  to  careful  scrutiny  both  by  the  Government  and  the 
Standing  Finance  Committee  of  the  Legislature  and  the  allotmsnts 
fixed  with  due  regard  t0  the  needs  of  progressive  administration  on  the 
one.  hand  and  the  necessity  for  rigid  economy  on  the  other.  I  shall  now 
pass  on  to  a  brief  survey  of  tbe  more  important  features  of  the  next 
year’s  programme  of  expenditure. 

12.  Land  Revenue.  Over  and  above  the  provision  for  the  normal 
.  activities  of  the  Department,  the  necessary  allotment  has  been  made  in 
the  Land  Revenue  budget  for  the  continuance  of  certain  important 
special  items  of  work  such  as  the  Jenmikaram  Settlement  Operations, 
which  are  nearing  completion,  the  survey  of  Minor  Circuits  and  the 
demarcation  and  survey  of  encroachments  within  the  Cardamom  Hills 
Reserve.  But  the  one  outstanding  feature  of  the  Land  Revenue  budget 
for  the  next  year,  a  feature  of  particular  interest  to  the  ryot,  is  a  lump 
sum  provision  of  Rs  20,000  for  working  out  a  scheme  for  bringing  up- 
to-date  the  records  relating  to  land,  which  had  of  late  been  falling  into 
arrears  owing  to  a  substantial  reduction  of  the  Land  Records  Mainten¬ 
ance  staff  in  1107  as  a  measure  of  retrenchment. 

13.  Income  Tax.  The  Income  Tax  Department,  which  had  at 
first  been  only  an  adjunct  of  the  Land  Revenue  Department,  hut  which 
was  separated  therefrom  and  organised  as  a  self-contained  unit  at  the 
commencement  of  this  year,  on  a  temporary  basis  under  a  Deputy  Com¬ 
missioner  of  Income  Tax,  is  proposed  to  be  made  permanent^from  next 
year,  in  view  of  the  appreciable  improvements  in  ^assessment  and  col¬ 
lections  resulting  from  the  separation.  The  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commission'er  will,  however,  continue  to  exoercise  superior  control 
over  the  department  as  the  Chief  Revenue  authority. 

14.  Excise.  It  has  not  yet  been  possible  to  arrive  at  a  correct 
estimate  of  tbe  work  of  the  special  temporary  executive  staff  appointed 
in  1113  acd  continued  during  the  current  year,  for  the  prevention  of 
smuggling  and  the  conservation  of  Excise  revenue  especially  in  the 
frontiers  ;  for,  though  this  staff  has  been  in  existence  for  over  a  year 
and  a  half,  the  effects  of  their  work  on  the  Excise  revenue  of  the  State 
had  been  considerably  vitiated  by  the  concurrent  effects  of  the  general 
political  unrest,  from  which  we  are  just  emerging,  andjt  may  take 
soma  time  more  for  the  staff  to  show  their  real  usefulness.  Govern¬ 
ment,  however,  feel  that  the  Excise  revenues  of  the  State*  during. 
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the  current  year  have  not  come  up  to  the  expectations  which  the  de¬ 
partment  held  out  at  the  time  of  the  entertainment  of  the  temporary 
staff.  But  as  it  may  not  be  advisable  to  disband  the  entire  staff  im¬ 
mediately,  before  waiting  sometime  more  to  Jassess  their  real  useful¬ 
ness  in  the  improvement  of  Excise  revenue,  the  temporary  staff  is  pro¬ 
posed  to  be  continued  next  year  also,  subject  to  a  reduction  to  the 
extent  of  Bs.  23,000  in  the  departmental  badge!.  The  Excise  Com¬ 
missioner  has  already  been  asked  to  submit  definite  proposals  for  re¬ 
ducing  the  staff  to  the  absolute  minimum  requirements.  The  Statisti¬ 
cal  branch  of  the  department  will  continue  to  function  next  year  also 
with  a  view  to  the  correct  recording  and  compilation  of  trade  and  cus¬ 
toms  statistics  which  is  of  paramount  importance  to  the  State  and  to 
the  commercial  public. 

15.  Forest.  The  House  is  aware  that  the  Government  had 
scoured  the  services  of  a  specially  trained  and  qualified  officer  of  the 
Forest  Besearcb.  Institute,  Dehra  Dun,  to  advise  them  on  matters  re¬ 
lating  to  exploitation  of  the  resources  of  their  forests.  He  has  already 
demonstrated  in  a  very  practical  way  the  possibilities  of  making  good 
use  of  the  soft  woods  of  our  forests  by  subjecting  them  to  Ascu  treat¬ 
ment.  He  is  now  investigating  the  possibility  of  making  prefabricated 
bridge  and  roof  trusses  using  treated  timber  in  lieu  of  iron  and  steel. 
A  provision  of  Bs  '08  of  a  lakh  has  been  made  in  the  forest  budget  to 
enable  him  to  carry  on  his  investigations  ;  and  it  is  hoped  that  ere  long 
the  treated  soft  woods  of  our  forests  will  find  a  ready  market  even  out¬ 
side  the  State. 

16.  General  Administration.  An  authorised  publication,  in  a 
form  readily  available  for  easy  reference,  of  the  various  Acts  and  Pro¬ 
clamations  of  the  State  and  the  amendments  issued  thereto  from  time 
to  time  has  been  a  long-felt  need,  especially  to  Lawyers  .and  Judges. 
To  remove  this  want,  it  is  proposed  to  make  arrangements  for  an  offi¬ 
cial  compilation  of  the  Laws  of  the  State  on  the  analogy  of  the  Unre¬ 
pealed  Central  Acts  of  the  Government  of  India,  A  sum  of  Ks,  10,000 
•has  been  provided  for  the  purpose.  The  temporary  staff  in  the  Central 
Becords  specially  appointed  for  sorting  and  listing  the  old  records  of 
the  State,  many  of  which  are  of  historical  and  archaeological  interest, 
will  continue  to.  work  next  year  also- 

The  Stores  Purchase  Committee  will  continue  to  function  next 
year  also  as  a  central  agency  for  arranging  for  the  purchase  and  supply 
of  the  stores  required  for  the  various  departments  of  the  State  service. 
By  this  centralisation  Government  hope  that  it  would  be  possible  to 
obtain  the  best  materials  at  the  cheapest  prices.  It  will  also  leave 
the  departmental  officers  free  to  devote  their  full  time  to  the  depart¬ 
mental  work  unsaddled  by  tho  (direct  responsibilities  for  purchase  of 

large  stores. 

The  experience  of  'the  past  two  years  has  been  very  encouraging. 
The  aggregate  approximate  value  of  the  contracts  settled  by  the  Stores. 
Purchase;  Committee  ha3  risen  from  Bs.  IP  16  lakhs  in  1113  to

11s  15-08  lakhs  up-to-date.  As  many  as  300  firms  have  registered 
■fch.ir  names  with  the  Committee.  The  large  increase  in  the  number  of 
competitive  quotations  has  ended  to  greater  economy.  The  Committee 
are  also  attempting,  whenever  possible,  to  effect  economy  by  substitution 
of  suitable  cheaper  materials  for  costly  makes  of  article*  by  directing 
local  manufacture  of  many  articles  in  the  P.  W.  IX  Work-shops,  in  the 
Central  Prison  Manufactory,  etc.,  at  a  much  cheaper  rate.  Another 
important  economy  exorcised  by  the  Committee. is  in  limiting  to  a 
minimum  the  purchase  of  stores  from  Indian  Stocks  and  ordering  them 
as  far  as  possible,  from  abroad  on  a  duty-free  basis,  thus  saving  the 
duty  payable  on  the  articles  ranging  from  20  to  50  per  cent’  of  the 
actual  value. 

17.  Administration  of  Justice.  The  continuance  of  the  existing 
temporary  Second  Judges’  Courts  and  the  Temporary  Munsiffe’  Courts 
during  the  whole  of  the  next  year,  except  the  one  at  Pathunam!  hitta, 
has  been  provided  for  in  the  Budget.  But  provision  for  the  continu¬ 
ance  of  the  Conciliation  Boards  has  been  made  only  for  8  months. 

A  committee  has  been  appointed  to  go  into  the  whole  question  of 
indebtedness  with  special  reference  to  agricultural  and  industrial  debts 
and  the  proper  mode  of  dealing  with  the  same  and  to  report  to  Govern¬ 
ment  their  conclusions  inter  ■alia  regarding  the  extent  to  which  com¬ 
pulsion  may  be  resorted  to  in  scaling  down  and  settling  the  existing 
debts  and  the  legal  procedure  to  achieve  the  end.  When  the  sugges¬ 
tions  of  the  Committee  are  embodied  in  a  suitable  Legislative  Enact¬ 
ment,  as  they  will  be  very  soon,  the  constitution  of  the  Conciliation 
Board  may  undergo  a  thorough  change. 

18.  Central  Prison.  To  enable  convict  labour  to  be  used  to  the  best 
advantage  of  the  Government  as  well  as  the  convicts  themselves,  funds 
have  been  included  in  the  next  year’s  budget  for  the  purchase  of  power 
looms,  and  warping  and  weaving  machines  for  the  Central  Prison. 
Provision  has  also  been  made  for  the  continuance  of  the  Leather 
Industry.  The  Jail  Manufactory  has  already  offered  to  supply  the 
leather  goods  required  for  the  use  of  the  State  Police  and  Military  and 
it  ia  hoped  that  in  the  near  future  the  industry  will,  not  only  be  able  to 
stand  on  its  own  legs,  but  will  also  be,a  profitable  concern. 

19.  Police.  ’  While  reviewing  the  Revised  Estimates  for  the  current 
year,  I  have  drawn  the  attention  of  the  House  to  the  heavy  expenditure 
which  the  Government,  in  the  discharge  of  their  fundamental  duties 
had.to  incur  for  the  preservation  of  peace  and  order  and  the  protection 
of  the  person  and  property  of  the  law-abiding  citizens  of  the  land 
Though  the  sombre  clouds  that  darkened  the  atmosphere  have  vanished 
to  a  considerable  extent,  the  horizon  is  not  yet  perfectly  clear  and 
Government  consider  that  it  would  be  only  a  cautiou’s  measure  of  pre¬ 
vention  that  there  should  be  specific  provision  in  the  budget  for  the 
continuance  of  the  special  police  and  of  the  Armed  Reserve  for  a  few 

i  more. months  next -year  to  deal  with  any  emergent  situation,  should  it

token  grant  of  Rs.  10,000  is  included  in  the  Budget.  There  is  also 
provision  in  the  Industries  Budget  for  the  proper  administration  of  the 
recently  enacted  Labour  Laws  viz.,  the  Factories  Act,  the  Workmen’s 
Compensation  Act ,  Trade  Unions  Act  and  the  Trade  Disputes  Act. 

23.  Go-operative  Department  and  Uplift  of  Baokwa-nl  Communities. 
Besides  the  allotment  for  the  grant  of  the  usual  subsidies  to  non- 
Governmental  Co-operative  Organisations  like  the  Supervising  Unions 
and  Co-operative  Conferences,  an  enhanced  provision  lias  been  made 
for  ameliorative  measures  to  help  the  backward  communities, 

24.  It  has  always  been  the  avowed  policy  of  Government  to  render 
all  possible  help  to  the  backward  communities  in  their  struggle  for 
advancement  in ,  diverse  directions,  social  economic  and  material. 
Free  registry  of  lands,  educational  concessions,  grants  to  Hatijan 
hostels,  promotion  of  cottage  industries,  construction  of  dwelling 
houses  in'  selected  areas  ;  these  are  but  a  few  of  the  various  acti¬ 
vities  which  Government  have,  undertaken  in  pursuance  of  their 
programme  of  ameliorative  measures  for  the  uplift  of  backward 
classes.  A  Harijan  Colony  has  been  established  in  Kurichi  with 
accommodation  for  40  families.  Harijan  hostels  are  liberally  subsidised 
by  Government.  About  40  Harijans  are  being  fed  and  accommodated 
in  the  Sri  Chiura  Hostel,  25  Harijan  girls  in  the  Mahilamandiram 
are  being  supported  by  Government  at  a  cost  of  Rs  4  per  pupil. 
About  Rs  4,000  to  Rs.  5,000  are  being  spent  for  the  free  supply  of 
text  books  to  Harijan  pupils  in  the  3rd  and  4th  classes  in  primary 
schools.  The  total  expenditure,  direct  and  indirect,  on  these  com¬ 
munities  is  Estimated  at  Rs,  2  lakhs, 

25. -  Medical  and  Public  Health.  The  House  will,  I  'believe,  be 
interested  to-  note  that  in  order  to  obviate  the  difficulties  and 
inconveniences  arising  from  the  lack  of  trained  triple; nurses  in  the 
Hospitals  of  rhe  State,  the  opening  of  a  special  class  for  the  train¬ 
ing  of  male  nurses  has  been  arranged  for.  Provision  has  also  been 
made  for  the  usual  improvements  to  and  additional .  staff  for  the 
medical  institutions  of  the  State.  In  particular,  I  would  like  to 
inform  the  House,  that  the  premier  medical  institution  of  the  State, 
the  General  Hospital  at  Trivandrum,  has  been  well  equipped  for 
Radium  treatment  of  cancer  under ,  an  officer  specially  trained  in  the 
work,  an  arrangement  which  exists  only  in  very  few  hospitals  in 

■  South  India,  . 

■  The  frequent  occurrence  of  Malaria  in  an  almost  epidemic  form 
in  some  parts  of  the  country  has,  of  late,  been  , a  menace  to  public 
health  and  consequently  a  source  of  great  anxiety  to  the  Government. 
One  of  the  District  Health  Officers  of  the  State,  was  therefore  doputed 
for  practical  training  in  Malariology  in  the  various  malarial  centres  of 
the  Empire  including  Ceylon.  He  has  returned  and  will  formulate 


definite  proposals  for  organising  measures  for  controlling  and  combating 
the  disease.1”  A  small  provision  has  been  made  for  this  purpose,  as  a 
first  instalment. 

26  Public  Works.  The  allotment  for  ordinary  Public  Works  ex¬ 
penditure  for  the  next  year  is  fis  33'27  lakhs  as  against  Bs  32-57  lakhs 
for  the  current  year.  This  grant  is  exclusive  of  the  works  provided  for 
in  the  Capital  Section  of  the  budget  and  those  proposed  to  be  met  out 
of  the  Road  Development  Bund. 

In  view  of  the  frequent  droughts  and  the  inadequacy  of  the  Kofla- 
yar  Beservoir  Supply,  the  irrigation  needs  of  the  State  especially  those 
of  South  Travaneore  are  engaging  the  attention  of  Government.  A 
provision  of  Es.  25  of  a  lakh  has  been  made  in  the  next  year’s  budget 
for  immediate  improvements  to  the  irrigation  tanks  and  their  restora¬ 
tion  Provision  has  also  been  included  for  the  investigation  of  an 
irrigation  scheme  to  augment  the  supply  from  the  Ivodayar  Reservoir. 

A  sum  of  Es  17,500  has  been'  provided  for  the  supply  of  drinking- 
water  from  wells  in  places  where  it  is  absolutely  necessary  especially 
in  South  Travaneore  and  Shencotta.  As  an  annual  expenditure  of 
Bs  1,000  is  being  now  incurred  for  the  supply  of  water  to  the  Muttam 
ViHa'n-e,  a  permanent  scheme  costing  Es  32,000  is  proposed  to  be  taken 
np  and  a  provision  of  Es  20,000  has  been,  made  for  the  purpose  in  the 
Caviital  Sectiou  of  the  budget. 

"  The  Main 'Southern  Road.  It  is  proposed  to  provide  dustless  sur¬ 
facing  for  this  road  from  Trivandrum  to  Cape  Comorin  with  cement 
concrete  for  tire  portion  from  Trivandrum  to  Thamaraculam  Junction 
and  tarcrete  from  thence  to  Cape  Comorin.  The  whole  work  including 
stone  metal  berms  4  inches  on  either  side  of  the  special  surfacing  is 
estimated  to  cost  Es  14-76  lakhs.  A  lump  sum  provision  of  Es  7  lakhs 
has  been  made  for  the  purpose  under  capital  expenditure. 

27.  Road  Denclopmsnt  Fund.  The  Government  of  India  have 
instituted  the  Koad  Development  Fund  with  a  view  to  subsidise  States 
and  Provinces  in  their  undertaking  of  works  of  improvement  and  deve¬ 
lopment  of  the  means  of  communication.  An  Excise  duty  of  2|  annas 
per  gallon  is  levied  on  petrol  produced  in  British  India  and  a  similar 
duty  is  levied  as  counterveiling'  duty  on  all  petrol  imported  into  British 
India  from  foreign  countries  including  Burma.  Out  of  the  net  receipts 
on  this  account  a  sum  not  exceeding  15  per  cent,  is  kept  by  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  of  India  as  Special  Reserve  .and  out  of  this  Reserve  Fund,  the 
Government  of  India  have  allowed  the  Travaneore  Government  a 
special  grant  amounting  to  half  the  estimated  cost  of  construction  of 
the  Always  Bridge.  The  balance  is  distributed  on  the  basis  of  consump¬ 
tion. of  petrol  and  our  share  on  this  account  during  1937-38  amounted  to 
Bs  2,30,345.  Our  share  of  the  petrol  duty  so  far  sis  it  related  to  imports 
at  the  port  of  Cochin  having  been  included  in  the  share  of  the  customs 
receipts  paid  to  us  under  the  Cochin  Harbour  Agreement,  a  sum  of 
Es  1,53,087  has  been  deducted  and  the  balance  of  Bs  77,258  was  paid 
to  this  Government.  .  x  ,  .  ' 

The  contributions  received  are  not  appropriated  for  ordinary 
revenue  expenditure,  but  credited  to  a  separate  fund  and  utilised  on  the 

improvements  of  our  main  trunk  roads.  V

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30.  Wilier  Supply  schemes.  The  capital  outlay  on  the  Trivandrum 
Willingdon  Water  Works  is  expected  to  stand  at  Rs  58'2  lakhs  at  the 
end  of  this  year  and  the  expenditure  provided  for  in  the  budget  is 
Rs  "50  of  a  lakh  for  extension  of  street  mains  and  settlement  of  contrac-  _ 
tors’  accounts  and  other  liabilities. 

The  schemes  for  the  supply  of  'water  in  the  towns  of  Alleppey  and 
Shoncottah  are  progressing  and  it  is  expected  that  the  Supply  could  be 
begun  in  October  .next.  The  water  supply  scheme  for  the  Nagercoil 
town  is  also  making  fairly  good  progress. 

31.  Trivandrum  Draimgt.  Sewer-laying  work  is  in  good  progress, 
as  also  the  construction  of  manholes  and  house  connections.  Pumps 
for  the  Pumping  Station  at  Kuriathi  and  the  sub-pumping  Station  at 
Karamanai  are  expected  to  arrive  from  abroad  and  be  installed  towards 
the  middle  of  next  year.  The  construction  of  the  Pump  House  will  be 
started  soon  after  the  monsoons.  The  expenditure  under  the  scheme 
would  stand  at  about  Es  1B'3  lakhs  by  the  end  of  this  year.  An  expen¬ 
diture  of  Es',5’7  lakhs  has  also  been  provided  for  in  rthe  next  year’s 
budget. 

32.  Railway*.  The  capital  charge  for  the  Quilon-Trivandrum  Eail- 
way  and  the  Chakai-Thampanur  Extension  at  the  close  of  the  year 
ended  31st  March  1938  was  B.  Bs.  52‘69  lakhs  and  B.  Rs.  27‘29  lakhs 
respectively.  The  budget  estimate  for  1115  provides  for  a  sum  of  Es. 
26,790  mainly  to  meet  payments  on  account  of  land  acquisition  charges 
anticipated  to  be  decreed  by  courts.  The  South  Indian  Railway  Ad¬ 
ministration  is  now  working  the  Extension  provisionally  as  part  of  the 
Quilon-Trivandrum  Section,  pending  settlement  of  the  terms  which  are 
still  under  consideration.  The  agreement  is  expected  to  be  drawn  up 
shortly. 

The  working  of  the  Travanore  Railway  resulted  in  a  loss  of  B1 
Es.  52,188  for  the  year  ended  31st  March  1939  representing  the  deficit 
in  the  interest  guaranteed  by  the  Government,  the  amount’being  work¬ 
ed  out  on  yearly  calculationsJjin  accordance  with  the  revised  orders  of 
the  Government  of  India.  A  sum  of  B.  Es.  13,092  has  also  been  re¬ 
funded  by  the  Railway  Company  in  addition  to  the  sum  of  B.  Es  15,052 
already  refunded  as  mentioned  in  my  predecessor’s  speech  last  year. 

In  this  connection,  I  may  also  inform  the  House  that  our  repre" 
sentation  for  the  reduction  of  the  rate  of  interest,  with  retrospective 
effect,  on  moneys  advanced  by  the  Secretary  of  State  for  discharging 
debentures  in  1924  and  1926,  from  5^  per  cent  to  3|  per  cent  per  an¬ 
num  is  still  under  the  consideration  of  the  Central  Government.  The 
probable  savings  if  the  Central  Government  accept  our  representation 
would  be  about  Bs ’75  of  a  lakh. 

;  Commercial  Undertakings. 

33.  Pallivasal  Hydro-Electric  Project.  The  works  in  connection 
with  this  scheme  are  nearing  completion.  The  sub-stations  at  Maveli- 
,  kara,  Kundara,  Pallom,  Kothamangalam  and  Alwaye  are  ready.  The 
construction  of  the  new  Power  House  at  Pallivasal  ife  over  and  the 
1  generating  plant  is  being  re-erected,  The  rnsjog  transmission  lines  are 
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ready  and  the  distribution  lines  are  almost  complete  ;  and  it  is  antici¬ 
pated,  to  certainty,  that  the  project  will  be  in  actual  operation  before  ■ 
the  middle  of  next  year  and  in  all  probability  by  the  middle  of  Decem¬ 
ber  1939.  The  revenue  yield  for  the  six  mouths  the  scheme  will  be  in 
operation  next  year,  has  been  estimated  at  Rs.  2-5  lakhs  ;  and  it  is 
hoped  that  within  3  years  from  the  commoucomeut  uf  sorvico,  the 
scheme  will  be  able  to  meet  interest,  depreciation  and  working  expenses, 
The  total  expenditure  on  the  project,  including  civil  and  electrical 
works,  is  expected  to  stand  at  Rs.  127'35  lakhs  at  the  close  of  the  our- . 
rent  year,  while  for  the  next  year,  a  provision  of  Rs.  20  lakhs  has  been 
included  in  the  Budget  for  the  completion  of  the  unfinished  items  of 
work,  as  well  as  for  operation  expenses. 

34,  Trivandrum  M-etrie  Supply.  The  total  capital  expenditure  on 
this  scheme  is  expected  to  stand  at  Rs.  10't'SO  lakhs  at  the  ondof  the 
current  year  and  tlie  expenditure  budgeted  for  for  the  next,  year  is  Rs, 
•70  of  a  lakh.  The  present  generation  is  1’33  million  units  per  aunutn, 
which  is  likely  to  mount  up  to  2  million  units  with  the  opening  of  the 
Rubber  Factory.  The  demand  for  supply  of  power  is  encouraging  and  ' 
the  gross  receipts  during  the  current  year  are  expected  to  bo  Rs.  2'55 
lakhs  and  those  during  the  next  year  are  estimated  at  Its.  2'7fi  lakhs, 

35,  Qtiilon  Etectric  Supply.  By  the  close  of  the  current  year,  Gov- 
vernment  would  have  incurred,  a  capital  expenditure  of  Rs.  3 'll  lakhs 
on  this  scheme  and  Rs.  3'41  lakhs  by  the  close  of  the  next  year.  There 
is  a  rapid  increase  in  the  demand  for  suppjy  of  power.;  The  total  ge¬ 
neration  in  1112  was  only '23  million  units.  It  rose  up  to ’8  million  , 
units  in  1113  and  is  expected  to  go  up  to  1*7  million  units  at  the  cud  of 
this  year.  The  receipt  for  this  year  is  estimated  at  Rs.  1*87  lakhs  and 
that  for  the  next  year  at  Rs.  1'50  lakhs. 

The  Depreciation  and  Reserve  funds  of  the  Electrical  schemes  are 
expected  to  stand  at  Rs.  6*97  and  Rs.  3'08  lakhs  respectively  at  the 
close  of  the  next  year. 

Sir,  Travancore  has  boldly  ventured  to  harness  the  Muunar  in  the 
confident  hope  that  she  would  supply  the  State’s  deficiencies  iri  iron, 
cotton  and  coal  ljy  what  the  Americans  call  “  White  coal  ”  and  thereby 
ensure  a  never  falling  source  of  ever-expandingttccession  of  revenue 
as  well  as  the  country’s  industrial  growth  and  re-generation.  The  , 
example  of  Sivasamuidram  in  Mysore  and  of  Pykaro  in  Madras,  the- 
latter  of  which;  owes  its  courageous  inception  and  statesman-like  exe¬ 
cution  to  you  Sir,  when  you  held  the  reins  of  office  in  the  Presidency, 
should  assuredly  hearten  us  to  push  on  with  the  Pallivasal  Scheme 
which  heralds  the  dawn  of  a  new  era  of  hope  and  prosperity. 

36,  Trunk  Telephone  Scheme.  This  Scheme  is  making  rapid  pro¬ 
gress.  The  Trunk  line  from  Trivandrum  to  Quilon  has  already  been 
brought  into  operation  and  the  remaining  works  are  expected  to  be 
finished  during  the  year..  The  capital .  expenditure  on  the  scheme  is 
estimated  to  stand  at  Rs  S'98  lakhs  at  the  close  of  the  current  year, 
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while  for  the  next  year  an  expenditure  of  Rs  2’73  lakhs  has  been  bud¬ 
geted  for.  When  the  full  scheme  is  brought  into  operation,  it  is  hoped 
that  the  service  will  be  freely  availed  of  by  the  trading  classes  and  that 
it  may  go  a  great  way  to  further  the  progress  of  trade  in  the  land  by 
bringing  the  markets  of  the  country  into  direct  contact  with  the  busy 
marts  of  the  world,  thereby  enabling  the  local  merchants  to  take  the 
best  advantage  in  due  time  of  an  ever  ready  knowledge  of  the  fluctua¬ 
tions  and  vicissitudes  in  the  outside  markets. 

37.  Broad-casting.  An  estimate  of  Rs  2‘80  lakhs  has  been  sanc¬ 
tioned  for  this  work.  The  equipments  for  the  transmitting  station  and 
the  studio  arc  expected  to  arrive  at  site  by  Thulam  next.  The  station, 
is  likely  to  start  operation  towards  the  latter  half  of  the  next  year.  The 
total  expenditure  at  the  end  of  the  next  year  on  this  scheme  is  expected 
to  stand  at  Ks  1‘7B  lakhs.  One  important  feature  of  this  scheme  is  the 
inclusion  in  the  programme  of  100  Community  receivers  at  the  import¬ 
ant  villages  and  towns  in  the  State,  the  underlying  idea  being  to  take 
in  hand  the  problems  of  adult  education  and  the  dissemination  of  infor¬ 
mation  and  advice  of  practical  use  to  the  dwellers  in  the  villages  and 
the  countryside,  as  well  as  the  satisfaction  of  their  musical  tastes  and 
desire  for  general  news. 

36.  Commercial  Transport.  The  department  has  been  functioning 
for  about  a  year  and  a  half  and  during  the  first  six  months  of  its  work¬ 
ing  i.  c.,  from  Kumbhom  to  Karkadag'om  1113  it  was  able  to  show  a 
net  profit  of  204  per  cent,  per  annum  on  a  capital  outlay  of 
Rs  5 '98  lakhs.  The  total  receipts  estimated  for  the  current  year  are 
Rs.  9  lakhs  and  the  total  expenditure  excluding  depreciation,  interest 
and  other  charges  of  1113,  amounts  to  Rs  7 '95  lakhs,  the  next  receipts 
of  the  year  being  Rs  T05  lakhs  on  an  outlay  of  Rs  8'20  lakhs.  This 
works  out  to  about  13  per  cent,  per  annum.  But  conaidering.tke  various 
adverse  circumstances  which  prejudicially  affected  the  smooth  working 
of  the  scheme,  such  as  obstruction  to  traffic  on  account  of  political  dis¬ 
turbances,  destruction  of  and  damages  to  buses  caused  by  the  mob  at 
several  places,  and  the'rise  in  the  price  of  high  speed  diesel  oil,  it  cannot 
be  said  that  a  profit  of  13  per  cent,  on  the  outlay  is  in  any  way  dis¬ 
couraging.  With  the  restoration  of  normal  conditions  and  the  regular 
working  of  the  Oochin-Munnar  Lorry  service,  better  results  are  ex¬ 
pected  during  the  noxt  year.  The  capital  expenditure  on  the  scheme 
at  the  end  of  this  year  is  estimated  to  be  Rs  8-2  lakhs,  while  for  the 
noxt  year  an  expenditure  of  Rs  T75  lakhs  has  been  budgeted  for. 

39.  Clan  refining  awl  Porcelain  Factory.  The  factory  has  com¬ 
menced  work.  Since,  the  middle  of  the  year,  the  mining  and  washing 
of  China  clay  have  been  undertaken  on  a  limited  scale-  The  clay  ob¬ 
tained  is  of  tiio  host  quality  and  compares  favourably  with  the  best 
English  China  clay.  Clay  to  the-  value  of  Rs.  10,000  has  so  far  been 
sold  and  it  is  estimated  that  by  the  close  of  the  year  the  sales  would  go 
up  to  Rs  1.5,000.  Certain  improvements  in  the  arrangements  for  pump¬ 
ing  water  and  drying  have  been  found  necessary .  These  will  be  effected 
Wn  Wd  with  these  improved  equipments,  it  is  quite  probable  that  thg 
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sales  would  mount  up  to  Es  1  lakh  next  year.  Drainage  pipes,  pickle  J 
jars.  Sanitary  wares  and  electrical  goods  are  being  successfully  manu¬ 
factured  at  the  factory.  The  question  of  finding  suitable  markets  for 
these  goods  and  also  primarily  for  the  refined  China  clay  itself  whose 
high  quality  is  admitted,  is  engaging  the  attention  of  Government,  iho  J- 
total  investment  on  the  factory  at  the  end  of  this  year  will  be  Ks  0'85 
lakhs  and  Es  7-35  lakhs  at  the  close  of  next  year.  ' 

40.  State  'Life  Insurance.  The  Public  Branch  of  _th.fi  State  .1  fife  , 
Insurance,  having  completed  the  first  five  years  of  its  existence  in.# 
Kiunbkom  last,  steps  have  been  taken  for  the  first  acturial  'valuation  <4i 
the  Insurance  Fund.  The  results  of  the  valuation  are  not  yet  available-  r 
But  there  is  no  question  of  the  continued  popularity  of  the  scheme.- 
The  number  of  policies  in  force  is  over  5100  and  the  balance  to  the. 
credit  of  the  fund  which  stood  at  Es.  3-73  lakhs  at  the  commencement, 
of  the  current  year  is  expected  to  go  up  to  Es  5" 53  lakhs  by  the  close 
of  the  year.  The  official  branch  of  the  Insurance  Scheme  is  also  work¬ 
ing  satisfactorily  and  the  closing  balance  of  the  Fund  at  the  end  of  the 
year  is  expected  to  he  4-46  lakhs. 

41.  The  State  Provident  Fund.  The  scheme  is  becoming  more  and 
more  popular  from  day  to  day  among  the  officers  of  Government ,  the  j 
number  of  subscribers  admitted  to  the  fund  to  date  being  about  12,700'* 
against  11,234  at  the  close  of  last  year.  The  closing  balance  at  the  cud 
of  the  current  year  is  expected  to  stand  at  Es  11-85  lakhs  and  that  at 
the  end  of  next  year  at  Es  14‘45  lakhs. 

42.  Savings  Bank  (Anehal  and  Treasury).  The  Savings  Bank 

being  resorted  to  very  freely  by  the  public  for  investing  their  money 
in.  The  closing  balance  in  the  Savings  Banks  of  the  State  which  stood*1 
at  Es  182  lakhs  at  the  close  of  1113  is  expected  to  mount  up  to  E/' 
186  lakhs  at  the  close  of  this  year  and  to  Es  196  lakhs  at-  the  close  <# 
next  year.  •*

Assets  and  Liabilities, 

43.  The  usual  statements  of  assets  -and  liabilities  are  furnished  on 
pages  18  and  14  of  the  budget  estimates.  The  Government  balanco 
including  the  General  Beserve  fund  of  Es  60-55  lakhs,  the  Ecvcnuyj 
Baser ve  Fund  of  Es  12  lakhs  and  the  Sinking  Fund  balances  whicSL 
stood  at  Bs_  136’26  lakhs  at  the  beginning  of  the  currcnlf  year,  is  osii-- 
mated  to  stand  at  Es  94-71  lakhs  at  the  close  of  the  next  year  asV 
result  of  our  capital  programmes  on  non-pruductive  schemes  during  the 
current  and  ensuing  years..  Besides  the  above,  we  have  financed 
remunerative  schemes,  shown  under  Debt  Heads  to  the 'extent  of  Es 
194*66  lakhs.  This  is  a  true  picture  of  our  present  position  and  in 
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considering  it,,  attention  should  be  directed  to  the  circumstance  that  we 
have  so  far  financed  capital  expenditure  on  productive  and  non¬ 
productive  schemes  amounting  to  more  than  Ks  four  crores,  besides 
advancing  Ks  37’59  lakhs  for  the  fourth  stage  works  of  the  Cochin 
Harbour  and  for  the  purchase  of  Dredging  Plant  for  that  Port.  Since 
most  of  the  capital  works  already  taken  up  are  nearing  completion  or 
will  be  completed  by  tli.e  close  of  the  next  year  and  the  final  payment 
.  of  the  balance  of  the  loan  towards  the  fourth  stage  works  of  the  Cochin 
Harbour  is  expected  to  be  made  next,  year,  we  may  not  have  to  draw 
tmuch,  if  at  all;  from  the  Government  account  balance  in  future.  On 
the  other  hand,  the  Government  balance  would  be  increased  by  Ks  15 
lakhs  when  the  mofussil  water  supply  schemes  are  completed,  since  one 
Aialf  of  the  cost  of  the  scheme  to  be  borne  by  the  Municipal  Councils  is 
fc  be  treated  as  a  loan  to  the  Councils  to  bo  repaid  in  annual  instal- 
>  meats  at  per  cent,  interest  per  annum.

„  44.  With  a  view  to  finance  our  capital  schemes  in  progress,  both 

.  productive  and  non-productive,  it  was  proposed  this  time  last  year,  lo 
withdraw  Its  25'44  lakhs  from  our  surplus  investments.  But  as  the 
progress  of  expenditure  did  not  go  up  to  the  anticipated,  level,  it  was 
found  necessary  to  withdraw  only  Its  5  lakhs  during  the  year.  Our 
.  working  balance  in  the  Treasuries  apd  the  Imperial  Bunk  is  expected 
‘to  amount  to  Ks  45 '92  lakhs  at  the  close  of  the  current  year.  During 
the  next  year  wo  have  to  finance  productive  and  non-productive  capital 
■  expenditure  to  the  extent  of  14s  54'25  lakhs.  The  Government  account 
,  is  expected  to  bring  in  Its  f>'20  lakhs  and  the  Debt  Head  and  Fund 
'‘transactions  are  expected  to  result  in  an  incoming  of  Ks  19‘32  lakhs. 
#t  may  become  necessary  to  provide  funds  to  the  extent  of  Ks  25  lakhs. 
'  Since  these  funds  are  not  immediately  required,  it  is  proposed  to 
k  provide  them  according  to  the  progress  pf  the  works  from  our  surplus 
\mvest.men,ts  as  a  temporary  measure.  It  is  therefore  proposed  to  witli- 
"j^airaw  next  year  14s  25  lakhs  from  our  surplus  .investments  to  maintain 
t*  sufficient  working  balance. 

THK  PAST  DECADE— A  RETROSPECT,. 


45.  I  have  thus  far  attempted  in  as  brief  a  manner  as  possiblo  to 
picture  to  the  House  the  financial  condition  of  the  State  in  the  years 
1113,  1114  and  UT5.  The  actuals  of  1113  are  satisfactory  ;  the  revised 
figures  for  the  current  your  are  hopeful  and  the  anticipations  for  the 
coining  year  are  re- assuring.  Yet,  I  am  constrained  to  seek  your  in¬ 
dulgence  Sir,  for  a  few  moments  more  so  that  I  may  present  to  you  as 
succinctly  as  possible  the  financial  position  of  the  State  during  the  past 
decade.  Such  a  retrospect  has  become  imperatively  necessary  to  re¬ 
move  the  misapprehensions  and  misconceptions  in  the  public  mind 
which  constitute  the  inevitable  sequence  to  the  irresponsible  and  tenden¬ 
tious  utterances  and  writing's,  both  here  and  abroad,  of  persons  who 
should  know  better.  These,  otherwise  amiable  people,  have  been 
reckless  in  their  denunciation  of  the  financial  policy  of  the  State  and 
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have  t l)edn  indulging  oqn&lly  recklessly  iu  statements  which  tended  to 
convoy  the  unfortunate,  hut  erroneous  impression  that  our  financial 
condition  is  far  from  Sound  or  satisfactory. 

lief,  US  look  at  the  oilier  side  of  tlio  pieturu  hy  an  intelligent 
scrutiny  of  the  ligmvn  hash  on  I, lie  receipt  and  expenditure  side  from 
(ifi,,  y(,,.u;  nor,,  'i’lic  year  11  Oft  witnessed  the  onset  of  the.  unprecedent¬ 
ed  economic  depression  from  tbo  disastrous  effects  cf  which  the  civilised 
world  has  only  .begun  to  emerge.  Travancorc  finances  liave  stood  re¬ 
markably  W"li  tlio'stress  and  strain  of  the  economic  blizzard. 

The,  adverse  effect  of  the  economic  depression  on  the  revenues  of 
the  state  wasiird,  leil  in  the  last  quarter  of  1105  ami  the  revenue  of  the 
year  was  Its  217  lakhs.  During  the  succeeding  two  years,  the  revenue 
declined  and  stood  at  the  lowe  st  figure  of  Its  2.1.9  lakhs  iu  1107.  Asa 
result  of  the  receipt  from  the  Cochin  Harbour  Sohoine  which  was  re¬ 
ceived  for  the  first  time  in  1108,  the  revenue  rose  to  Es  234  lakhs 
during  the  two  years  1108  and  1109.  Due.  to  the  general  and  special 
remissions  of  the  land  tax  sanctioned  hy  Government  in  .1110,  the 
revenue  of  the  voir  again  dropped  io  the  level  of  HOC,  u  c.,  Ks  ‘427 
lakhs.  Since  1  h<-n,  it'bogan  to  rise  yraduallv  and  reached  the  high  level  , 
of  Es  256  laklis  in  1112,  mainly  due  to  the  special,  receipt  on  account 
of  the  refund  hy  the  .British  Government,  of  the  duty  on  Jaffna  tobacco 
pooled  for  division  in  the  apportionment  of  Cochin  Harbour  receipts  in 

previous  years.  The  revenue  during  1113  was  11b  249  lakhs  and  if  the 
special  receipt  under  Customs  in  1112  referred  to  above  ia  excluded,  it 
was  an  improvement  on  the  revenue  of  1112.  During  11.14  (current 
year)  the  ordinary  revenue  is  expected  to  amount  to  Es  256  lakhs  .which  I 
is  the  high  level  reached  in  1112.  , 

On  a  review  of  the  receipts  under  the  principal  heads,  it  will  be 
seen  |that  Land  Kcvcnne  which  is  more  or  less  cf  a  fixed  character 
had  been  fluctuating  from  year  to  year  on  account  of  the  prevailing 
economic  depression  and  the  failure  of  soasonal  rains  necessitating  re¬ 
mission  of  tax.  Prom  Bs  BO  lakhs  in  HOC,  it  dropped  to  Its  38‘9  lakhs 
in  1108  duo  to  the  separation  of  Kandukrishi  'revenue  from  Land 
Revenue  and  still  further  to  Es  30  laklis  in  1110,  the  lowest  figure  in 
the  decade  on  account  of  the  general  remission  of  taxes.  Sir,  the  policy 
and  the  spirit  underlying  laud  revenue  remissions  in  Travancorc  are 
far  more  liberal  than  in  British  India  or  in  the  other  Indian  States  with 
the  result  that  the  Government,  ever  solicitous  of  the  welfare  of  the 
ryots,  have  sanctioned  during  the  past  decade  remissions  to  the  tune  of 
about  Es  22  lakhs,  Since  1110,  Laud  Revenue  steadily  improved  and 
went  up  to  Es'42‘7  lakhs  in  4ii2  as  a  result  of  better  collections  of  the 
accumulated  arrears  of  tax.  With  the  registry  of  unregistered  puduval 
lands  the  revenue  is  expected  to  improve  still  further.

Thu  finan¬ 
cing  of  those  schemes  in  thin  manner,  instead  of  by  loans,  as  is  almost 
tiiliformally  the  c.tse  elsewhere  ami  according  to  modern  practice,  is; 
tile  solo  reason  why  the  Government  balance  has  decreased. 

h:  is  therein,';  o!1- nr  Iha  almost  every  source  of  our  I'evonuo 
has  oonriiierably  iioon  augmented  and  yields 'today  far  higher  income 
than  the  nro-depression  diys  .  •!'  plenitude  noil  plenty  ami  Ido  not  at 
the  same  time  ignore  th.o  fuel.  that  the  para, lysing  coliseum:  nets  of  the 
world-wide  economic  depression  ami  the  severely  adverse  seasonal 
condition.')  iiave  bad  serious  ivgioi'cussioiis  on  the  financial  fabric  of  the 
State,  si)  much  so  that  our  revenues  went  down  to  its  219  lakhs  in 
1107;  and  wo  wore  able  io  make  up  only  lis  227  lakhs  in  1110. 
Barring  tiieso  two  yearn  -thanks  to  the  wise  and  cautious  policy  of  a 
benign  .■idmioisl, ration  —the  receipts  recorded  a  satisfueiory  index  of 
tin)  'increasing;  financial,  strength  year  after  year.  Today,  the  periodi¬ 
cal  contributions  from  the  receipts  of  the  Cochin  Harbour,  the  impos¬ 
ition  of  flu;  superiax  and  the  increased  receipts  under  customs  revenue 
have  enabled  us  to  reach  tile  peak  figure  of  Its  250  lakhs,  while  the 
Government  have  never  been  parsimonious  in  providing  fur  the  ever 
increasing;  demands  of  an.  advancing  and  progressive  State.  These 
increasing  demands  under  expenditure  have  only  served  to  establish 
the  remarkable  resilience  of  our  finances,  which)  with  the  completion 
of  tho  1‘aUivasal  Hydro-Electric  Scheme,  the  development  of  our  Clay 
defining  factory  and  the  expansion  of  the  Transport  Service,  are 
bound  progressively  to  expand  from  next  year  onwards  and  vouchsafe 
to  the  State  greater  contentment  and  prosperity.  I  may,  therefore, 
assure  the  House  once  again  that  pace  tho  diatribes  of  our  would-be 
critics,  we  ar;  in  an  unassailably  sound  financial  position  audits 
soundness  has  boon  practically  demonstrated  by  the  fact  that,  notwith¬ 
standing  the  economic  depression  and  the  strain  ol:  intense  political 
agitation  tho  finances  of  the  State  have  gone  on  from  strength  to 
strength  without  recourse  to  additional  taxation  save  an  Income  and 
Super-Tax  and  with  full  increasing  piovision  being  made  for  amelior¬ 
ative.  .and  nation-building  services.'  .. 
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?elio,c-M«mt*r*  of  ihc  Tr, ignore  bey! stature. 

Under  the  provisions  of  Rub  Ob,  Snb-i«il8  -i,  as  President,  1 
propose *o  make  a  statement  on  the  document  which  has  now  been 
placed  before  you.  In  the  first  place  let  me  cake  this  opportunity  to 
dbngzatalate  the  Financial  Secretary  to  Government  on  the  compre¬ 
hensiveness  and  the  lucidity  that  have  marked  the  presentation  or  the 
figm'-'S  of  revenue  and  of  expenditure.  Let,  me  specially  congratulate 
him  on  the  efforts  made  by  him,  which  I  account  to  be  highly  success¬ 
ful,  to  give  a  bud’s  eye  view  of  tho  position  of  -..he  bta’e  and  its  pos¬ 
sibilities  and  potentialities  from  the  financial  point  of  view.  In  the 
discussion  of  the  financial  stiinemeut,  in  ike  elucia.vtion  of  the  i’-udget 
of  the  Sin;;e,  certain  aspects  hare  ic  bn  borne  in  mind,  which  l  shall, 
with  your  leave,  place  before  you  ir.  as  succinct  a  form  as  possible. 

Tie1-  me,  to  start  with,  associate  myself  with  the  remarks  which 
fell  from  the  Financial  Secretary  to  Government  m  regard  to  the  hopes 
that  he  expressed,  and  the  confident  expectation  which  was  visible  m  his 
speech  as  to  the  likely  permanence  of  the  peace  and  the  contentment 
of  the  State  at  She  present  moment.  It  has  not  been  achieved  without 
difficulty,  and  let -us  hope  it  will  not  bo  disturbed  again  to  the  detriment 
of  the  progress  of  the  State. 

Iu  dealing  with  the  financial  statement,  certain  outstanding  features 
should  not  be  lost  sight  of.  Firstly,  thh  ooimuy  pis„e.s  s  a  io.al  area 
of  just  under  8000  Sq.  miles  of  which,  between  a  fourth. and  a  third 
are  occupied  by  backwaters  and  hills.  What  does  that  mean  ?  It 
means  that  in  an  area  of  about  6000  Sq-  miles— perhaps  a  little  less— 
there  is  a  population  of  5^  millions  according  to  the  last  census  and  it  is- 
now  anticipated  to  be  about  6  millions  in  the  forthcoming  census.  Six 
million  people  are  thus  existing,  working  and  trying  to  mak  a  livelihood 
in  an  area  of  6000  Sq.  miles.'  That  is  a  population  the  density  of  which 
is  perhaps. the  highest  in  Asia  excepting  Java.  It  is  this  predominating 
factor  which  has  to  be  borne  m  mind  by  every  one  who  is  concerned 
with  the  political  or  the  financial  administration  of  the  State.  It  must 
also  not  be  forgotten  that  the  revenues  of  the  State  as  well  a.s  the 
population  of  the  State  give  it  a  rank  among  Indian  States,  next  only 
to  Hyderabad  "and  Mysore  and  in  the  matter  of  general  enlightenment 
and  education  this  State  yields  to  no  part  of  India.  In  the  matter  of 
actual  and  potential  revenve,  there  is  no  other  State  which  has  re¬ 
latively  larger  possibilities  because,  as  I  shall  endeavour  presently  to  in¬ 
dicate,  with  ilia  proper  husbanding  of  our  resources  and  proper  expansion 
of,  our  nation  building  services,  it  may  be  confidently  asserted  that  in  the 
course  of  the  next  decade,  our  revenues  without  additional  taxation,  can 
1  and  will  reach  the  3  crores  limit. 
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Now,  having  said  that,  there  is  cun  other  compel  ling  factor  which 
must  not  lx-  forgotten,  and  that  is,  that  wo  have  to  buy  our  food.  It 
is  possible  and  I  hope  it  will  be  oar  definite  programme  to  increase  the 
area  of  cultivation.  '-'his,  however,  does  not  amount  to  much  in  view 
•of  tho  lie  oli  the  land  ;  but  what  wo  do  not  have  in  extension  we  must 
create  in  intensity.  Intensive  cultivation  and  Hie  creation  of  new  sources 
of  food  supply,  like  the  soya  bean  which  can  be  grown  without  difficulty 
and  which  serves  agricultural  as  well  as  industrial  needs — these  are  some 
of  the  urgent  problems  More  u».  Wo  are  not  able  to  grow  all  these 
cereals  and  other  food  products  which  will  beep  us  alive..  Wu  are 
today  under  die  obligation  to  import  rice,  from  I  Surma  or  Hiam,  or  other 
localities,  '■  'Imre1 ore.  it  must  over  be  borne  in  mind  by  those:  interested 
in  the  Stain  and  in  the  development  of  the  State,  that  the  tommorco 
of  the  Slate,  llm  htciustries  of  tho  State,  and  the  activities  of  the 
State  must  lie  so  directed,  regimented, consolidated  and  organised  that 
we  might  got  enough  by  way  of  surplus  to  buy  our  food  supplies.  That 
is  the  "reason  why  ’wo  want  an  active  policy  of  industrialisation,  ana 
'of  a  now  education  adapted  to  that  industrialisation,  in  order  to  survive 
in  the  struggle  for  existence. 

I  have  made  special  reference  to  this  feature  because,  without 
complete  co-operation  between  the  Government  and  the  people,  with¬ 
out  mi  one- pointed  determination  literally  to  make  two  blades  of  gtass 
grow  where  one  grow  before,  without  a  definite  resolve,  to  improve,  our 
industrial  p.  ssibi'itios  and  intensify  our  agricultural  production,  we 
shall  ho  in  a  very  difficult  stale. 

In  Um  domain  of  .agriculture  there  arc  one  or  two  matters  which 
arc.  exercising  the  minds  of  everyone  in  Tratouicore.  One  is  the 
cocoanuf  problem.  Tin's  is  a  matter  of  life  and  death  to  Travancoro  as 
it  is  to  oni:  neighbouring  State  and  some  of  the  nearby  districts.  We 
believe  cocoanut  has  been  dumped  here  from  Ceylon  to  the  prejudico 
of  Indian  produce.  That  has  affected  to  a  large  extent  the  main 
industry  of  tho  State.  The  sooner  this  problem  is  dealt  with,  with  | 
large-heariedness  and  wide  vision,  with  tho  underlying  idea  of  aug- 
Viuenting  Indian  resources  and  for  making  India  self-sufficient  in  this 
matter,  and  the  sooner  such  policy  is  taken  on  hand  by  those  respon¬ 
sible  lor  the  formulation  and  the  carrying  on  of  that  policy  into  effect, 
tho  better  will  it  be.  The  alternative  is  very  dismal  to  contemplate. 
Therefore,  it  is  hoped  that  the  representations  that  this  Government 
and  the  Government  of  the  neighbouring  State,  and  the  Malabar 
District  of  the  Madias  Presidency  are  making  to  the  Government  of 
India,  will  fall  on  responsive  cars  and  that  we  shall  have  some  allevia¬ 
tion  of  our  troubles.  'Practically,  the  cocoanut  -industry  and  the  coir 
industry' are  the  two  fundamental  pivotal  industries  of  the  State.  It 
must  be  realised  by  those  wh.o  are  charged  with  the  responsibility  of 
deciding  the  question,  that  there  is  a  difference  between  the  industries  as 
conducted  here  and  those  conducted  elsewhere.  Elsewhere,  the  produc*. 
tipn  of  cocoanut  and  cocoanut  products  is  largely  on  a  plantation  basis'- 


Wealthy  financiers  and  commercial  magnates  owning  about  one  or  two 
thousand  acres  or  even  larger  areas,  densely  planted  and  carefully 
looked  after,  are  easily  able  to  produce  and  market  their  products  under 
advantageous  and  competitive  conditions,  with  that  lavish  advertise¬ 
ment  which  with  the  resources  at  their  disposal  they  alone  can  afford, 
whereas  in  l’ravancore,  production  of  cocoanut  is  intrinsically  and 
solely,  a  cottage  industry.  Each  poor  man,  with  his  backyard  or  field 
of  half  an  acre  or  an  acre,  owns  a  few  trees  and  out  of  the  proceeds 
of  these  he  expects  to  fill  the  gap  of  livelihood  between  necessity  and 
starvation.  It  is  therefore  impossible  for  him  adequately  to  advertise 
his  goods ;  it  is  impossible  for  him,  speaking  practically,  to  mark  or 
grade  his  goods  and  it  is  impossible  to  keep  up  all  those  high  standards 
which  people  in  a  more  fortunate  situation  are  able  to  adopt.  The 
handicap,  the  natural  hardships  of  fragmented  holdings  and  labour 
working  on  the  margin  of  starvation,  must  also  attract  the  attention 
and  engage  the  careful  consideration  of  the  authorities,  who  will,  I 
trust,  deal  with  this  matter  in  a  spirit  of  all-India  patriotism. 

In  this  connection,  I  am  able  to  give  you  some  good  news.  I  am 
glad  to  be  able  to  tell  you  that,  quite  recently,  the  Canadian  Govern¬ 
ment,  from  whose  markets  our  coir  produce  were  practically  shut  out 
on  account  of  high  tariff  wails,  have  amended  to  our  advantage  the 
tariff  rules  with  the  result  that  we  are  now  in  a  better  position  to 
capture  that  market.  That  is  a  part  of  the  general  scheme  of  Empire 
preference  which,  I  trust,  will  enure  to  our  advantage. 

I  have  spoken  of  the  necessity  of  producing  our  own  food,  There 
is  one  matter  which  should  engage  the  attention  of  every  one  in  this 
State  and  that  is  the  importance  of  the  quality  of  the  food  we  eat.  In 
the  country-side,  tapioca  is  th.e  main  and  has  almost  become  the  exclu¬ 
sive  diet  of  the  poorer  classes  apart  from  a  thin  gruel  or  conjee  and  a 
stray  jack  or  banana.  A  more  innutritious  product  does  not  seem  to 
have  been  invented  by  Nature  and  it  is  responsible  for  the  peasantry’s 
lack  of  resistance  to  disease  and  comparative  inefficiency.  The  remedy 
is  very  clear  and  easy,  if  only  it  will  be  pursued,  by  the  people  and  the 
Government  agents,  with  a  will.  This  country  produces  almost  one- 
fifth  of  the  total  quantity  of  fish  caught  in  the  whole  of  India.  What . 
is  taking  place  today  in  this  State  is  that  the  fish  is  consumed  only  in 
the  coastal  areas,  and  a  large  portion  of  it  is  left  to  rot  and  waste.  If 
there  could  be  brought  about  a  wise  scheme  of  transport  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  taking  the  fish,  properly  refrigerated,  from,  the  coast  to  the 
interior,  and  if  in  the  interior  those  people  who  are  not  vegetarians 
(and  they  count  more  than  four -fifths  of  the  population  of  the  .  State) 
could  he  given  this  nutritious  food  at  a  cheap  rate,  that  would  make  all 
the  difference  between  health  and  ill-health,  efficiency  and- inefficiency. 
It  was  with  that  desire  that  the  cold  storage  scheme  was  inaugurated 
in  Trivandrum.  At  ones  began  the  cry  of  “deliberate  starvation  of 
fishermen”.  Propagandists  went  to  the  fishermen,  went  from  house 
to  house,  and  told  them  “Here  is  a  scheme  which  will  result  in  your 
elimination..  The  Government  are  opt  to  make  illicit  gains  at  your

expense.”  The  result  of  such  poisonous  propaganda  was  that  a  very 
important  and  nation-building  programme  was  delayed.  The  amateur 
politicians  who  were  responsible  for  that  propaganda  ought  to  be 
ashamed  of  that  propaganda,  because  they  have  delayed  a  vital  scheme, 
by  their  short-sightedness  by  pursuing  a  short-sighted  and  idiotically 
destructive  policy  of  blindly  striking  at  Government.  Government  do 
not  want  to  make  a  profit  out  of  it ;  and  if  private  enterprise  will 
initiate  such  a  system  and  will  buy  the  fish,  up  and  send  it  cheaply  and 
welbpreserveil  to  the  interior  parts,  then  the  problem  would  bo  solved; 
not  entirely  of  course,  but  to  some  extent.  Surely,  in  such  a  matter, 
there  is  the  possibility  for  complete  co-operation  between  the  Govern¬ 
ment  and  the  people.  I  trust  such  co-operation  will  be  forthcaming. 

Another  matter  which  most  attracts  the  attention  of  visitors  to 
this  State  is  this.  In  certain  seasons,  the  jack  fruit  is  practically 
thrown  to  waste  and  you  can  see  ripe  jack  fruits  rotting  on  the  road. 
The  pine-apple,  which  is  better  in  quality  here  than  pine-apple  almost 
anywhere  else,  is  being  allowed  to  waste,  whereas  in  England  today,  if 
you  want  to  buy  pine-apple,  you  will  have  to  pay  like  50  to  100  times 
the  price  at  which  it  can  he  purchased  in  Travancore  according  to  the 
season.  If  a  proper  organisation  is  started  for  the  purpose  of  establish¬ 
ing  a  canning  industry,  and  for  the  export  of  our  fruits,  that  will 
greatly  advance  the  prosperity  of  our  country. 

Last  year,  speaking  from  my  place  as  President,  I  indicated  the 
policy  of  Government  with  regard  to  Trade  Agency,  I  invited  the 
Chambers  of  Commerce  to  take  up  that  work  so  that  the  money  paid 
to  the  Agents  may  be  given  to  them  as  the  representatives  and  pro¬ 
tagonists  of  the  commerce  of  this  State,  so  that  they  might  carry  on 
the  advertisement  of  our  trade  and  do  proper  propaganda  in  relation  to 
our  products  and  manufactures.  I  trust  that  the  commercial  and '  in¬ 
dustrial  interests  who  are  functioning  in  this  State  will  come  together 
and  take  all  those  responsibilities  from  Government  in  regard  to  the 
advertisement  of  the  products  of  this  country  and  propaganda  work. 
That  surely  is  a  matter  for  non-official  enthusiasm  and  conjoint  effort. 
That  surely  is  not  the  task  of  Government  nor  is  any  great  result  to  be 
expected  from  what  may  be  called  the  “  red  tape  or  mumool  ”  routine 
of  Government. 

I  may  mention,  in  this  connection,  that  in  most  countries  in 
Europe,  they  largely  augment  their. national  incomes  from  what  they 
call  tourism  the  income  derived  from  tourists.  With  a  view  to  augment 
our  income  from  that  source  arrangements  are  being  made  with  Messrs. 
Thos  Cook  &  Son,  the  biggest  travel  and  transport  agents  in  Europe,  to 
act  as  our  agents  in  London,  Paris,  Berlin,  Colombo,  New  York, 
Singapore  and  Bombay.  They  will  open  what  may  be  called  a  Travan¬ 
core  Section  in  London  and  in  the  other  places  mentioned.  In  addition 
to  that  they  will  keep  select  stocks  of  our  natural  and  commercial  pro¬ 
ducts  in  those  cities,  for  inspection,  In  addition  to  the  work  of  that 
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organization,  I  trust  the  nan-official  agents  of  this  State  will  so  co¬ 
operate  as  to  make  it  possible  for  us  to  derive  a  handsome  income. 
Moreover,  on  a  purely  commercial  and  commission  basis,  Messrs.  Thos 
Cook  dfe  Son  will  be  paid  a  percentage  of  our  net  profit  from  the  tourists 
who  visit  this  State.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  arrangements  are  already  in 
progress  for  the  coming  into’  Travancore  of  a  large  body  of  tourists. 
Those  tourists  in  some  of  the  luxury  liners  of  Europe  and  America  have 
till  now  been  avoding  Travancore  for  want  of  necessary  facilities-  We 
can  expect  from  400  to  500  tourists  annually  from  1940  onwards.  But 
then  what  happens?  That  is  a  matter  which  again  deserves  the  most 
anxious  and  careful  consideration.  A  tourist  comes  here  and  he  wants 
to  purchase  what  may  be  called  the  characteristic  goods  of  Travancore. 
Where  is  there  that  non-official  organisation  for  the  purpose  of  pro-, 
paganda  in  regard  to  that  matter  ?  That  is  a  question  which  the  non¬ 
official  public  of  Travancore  will  have  to  deal  with.  To  expect  Gov¬ 
ernment  to  do  that  is  to  expect  the  impossible.  Government,  as  they 
are  constituted,  the  Heads  of  departments,  Secretaries  to  Government, 
Assistant  Secretaries,  Superintendents  and  clerks  may  be  very  good  in 
disposing  of  files  ;  but  in  commercial  matters,  the  flair  for  advertise¬ 
ment  and  the  instinct  for  salesmanship  are  obviously  and  notably 
deficient  in  them.  It  is  not  the  duty  of  Government  but  it  is  the  public’s 
duty  to-  attend  to  propaganda  work. 

One  more  observation  I  have  to  make  on  the  general  budget.  You 
will  have  seen  on  more  than  one  occasion  reference  being  made  to  what 
are  called  Government  balances.  There  are  two  methods  of  financing 
productive  and  non-productive  public  schemes.  One  method  is  to  adopt 
the  maxim  of  posterity  paying  for  what  benefit  posterity.  The  other  is 
for  us  of  the  present  generation  to  handle  those  works  ourselves  and 
pay  for  them  ourselves.  Ah  over  cautious — X  do  not  want  to  charact¬ 
erise  it  differently — an  over-cautious  policy  in  the  past  has  tended  to 
this  result,  that  to-day  Travancore  has. got  a  tiny  public  debt  of  l?s.  50 
lakhs  whereas  she  has  paid  and  is  continuing  to  pay  out  of  her  income 
and  her  resources  for  the  financing  of  the  schemes,  productive  and  non¬ 
productive,  to  the  extent  of  4  crores.  Now  surely,  the  water  supply  of 
Alleppey,  the  water  supply  of  Shencottah  or  of  Nagercoil,  the  re-making 
of  a  road  on  a  quasi-permanent  basis,  the  Pallivasal  Hydro-Electric 
Scheme,  the  clay  refining  factory —  all  these  things  are  ventures  and 
enterprises  which  will  benefit  the  country,  not  for  the  next  two  or 
three  years  blit  for  the  next  25  or  30  or  50  years.  It  stands  to  reason 
that  those  Governments  which  are  embarking  on  projects  of  that  kind 
should  embark  on  those  project*  on  borrowed  capital,  borrowing  money 
from  the  public  at  as  easy  a  rate  as  possible  and  providing  for  adequate 
sinking  funds  and  distribute  the  repayment  of  the  amounts  so  borrowed 
over  a  period  of  20,  30,  40  or  50  years.  That  is  the  policy  adopted' 
everywhere  else.  Wa  have,  on  the  other  hand,  tried  to  finance  all  those1 
projects  practically  out  of  our^savings  and  out  of  our  fluid  and  present 
resources.  If  I  may  so,  that  policy  is  not  one  which  need  be  adhered 
to,  It  may  be  seen  in  this  connection  that  in  order  not  to  make  a 
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violent  departure  from  that  policy,  we  have  maintained  the  old  plan  in 
regard  to  the  financing  of  our  non-productive  and  our  productive  schemes 
for  next  year,  that  is,  to  the  extent  of  Rs.  54  lakhs,  from  our  savings 
and  our  income.  I  did  not  want  to  adopt  any  other  plan  because  I  did 
not  desire  to  do  so  without  these  two  Houses  being  fully  acquainted 
with  and  the  country  fully  conscious  of  the  necessity  to  adopt,  a  change 
of  programme.  In  future,  therefore,  it  will  be  the  object  and  the  aim 
of  G-overnmont  to  finance  those,  what  may  be  called,  long-term  enter¬ 
prises  by  loans  and  not  by  trespassing  upon  savings  or  upon  the  re¬ 
venue.  Lot  me  give  you  an  instance.  If  we  take  the  programme  of 
capital  works,  at  page  19  of  the  volume  which  is  before  us  we  find  that 
next  near  we  are  spending  Its.  vM'5  lakhs  upon  wafer  supply  schemes, 
drainage  schemes,  town  planning  schemes,  military  works  and  mis¬ 
cellaneous  items.  Obviously  these  are  schemes  which  arc  of  a  perma¬ 
nent  character  and  to  finance  those  schemes  posterity  who  will  benefit 
by  thorn  as  much  as  we  do  and  in  fact  progressively  more  than  we  do, 
will  have  to  pay.  That  amount  of  Its.  34'5  lakhs  should  not,  normally 
and  according  to  the  canons  of  modern  finance,  coma  out  of  our  Savings 
or  out  of  our  revenues.  But  we  are  going  to  do  so  next  year,  because  I 
did  not  desire  to  make  a  violent  departure  from  the  past  practice.  Lot 
mo  take  the  instance  of  productive  schemes: —

The  same  remarks  apply  to  these.  Therefore  when  you 
hear  or  read  in  this  volume  about  what  may  be  called  decrease  of 
Government  balances,  such  decrease  of  Government  balances,  is 
entirely  imaginary  and  easily  preventable.  The  decrease  of  Gov¬ 
ernment  balances  is  due  to  this  policy  which  I  have  tried  to 
expound.  What  havo  we  got  iu  return  for  that  ?  We  have  got 
capital  works  of  a  productive  and  protective  nature  of  the  value  of  Rs.  4 
orores  which  will  benefit  this  country  not  only  now  but  for  a  long  series 
of  years.  I  am  making  these  remarks  in  order  that  people  may  not 
ran  away  with  the  idea  that  there  has  been  some  kind  of  hanky-panky 
or  extravagant  treatment  with  regard  to  Government  finance.  It  is 
nothing  more  nor  less  than  the  adoption  of  a  particular  financial  theory 
unstated  to  present  day  conditions.  According  to  the  canons  of  the  im¬ 
mediate  past,  productive  and  protective  works  which  ought  normally  to 
he  met  by  loan  have  been  constructed  out  of,  our  savings  and  out  of  our 
resources,  a  policy  which  makes  our  balances  small  nominally.  But, 
Whan  we  remember  that  we  can  go  to  the  money  market  with  these 
assets  at  our  back  the  raising  of  Rs.  2  crores  at  very  favourable  rates 
Will  be  an  easy  proposition.  Fortunately  we  are  not  obliged  to  make 
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any  such  excursions-  into  the  money  market.  In  the  course  of  the  next 
year  or  two  at  the  utmost  we  shall  require  only  about  Es.  50  lakhs. 
The  proper  time  will  be  chosen  and  when  national  or  international  ten¬ 
sion  is  not  so  keen  as  at  present  I  am  sure  that  we  shall  get  the  best 
possible  results.  That  our  finances  have  been  carefully  husbanded  by 
the  Financial  Secretary  I  might  tall  you  by  giving  you  an  example.  Re- 
cently  the  Government  of  India  floated  a  loan  and  they  substituted  one 
variety  of  security  by  another.  By  promptly  converting  Es.  33  lakhs 
of  the  old  into  the  new  Government  of  India  loan  we  got  a  net  profit  of 
Rs.  79,000  out  of  it.  That  is  chronicled  in  the  Financial  Secretary’s 
note  and  I  must  congratulate  the  Financial  Secretary  and  his  depart¬ 
ment  on  the  promptitude  and  the  financial  vision  with  which  that 
transaction  was  conducted. 

There  is  another  matter  which  I  desire  to  emphasise  and  emphasise 
very  strongly.  Ic  must  be  remembered  that  the  bulk  of  the  income  of 
the  State  is  derived  from  indirect  taxation.  This  is  not  often  realised. 
18  per  cent,  of  the  income  is  dervied  from  customs  and  match  excise 
and  another  18  per  cent,  from  other  excises  and  about  9  to  10  percent, 
from  salt.  What  does  that  mean  V  About  half  our  total  income  is 
derived  from  what  may  be  called  central  or  federal  sources  of  revenue. 
This  is  an  aspect  which  has  to  be  very  carefully  borne  in  mind  in  the 
discussions  which  may  take  place  in  the  immediate  future.  It  must  be 
remembered  that,  m  this  respect,  Travancore  differs  from  almost 
every  Province  excepting  Madras  and  Bombay  and  notoriously  differs 
from  the  Punjab,  the  United  Provinces,  the  Central  Provinces,  Assam, 
and  Behar  and  also  differs  in  this  respect  from  almost  every  other  State 
excepting  the  few  maritime  States  which  have  not  already  entered  into 
special  arrangements  with  the  Government  of  India. 

Land  Bevenue  yields  to  us  less  than  Es  40  lakhs ;  it  represents, 
15  per  cent,  of  the  total  revenues  of  the  State,  whereas  |land  revenue  is 
the  backbone  of  provincial  finance  generally  speaking.  Income  Tax 
brings  us  about  Es  10  lakhs  and  the  aggregate  of  the  two  taxes  i.  e . 
about  50  lakhs  is  all  the  direct  tax  that  the  people  of  the  State  are 
paying.  In  other  words,  a  population  of  5%  millions  is  paying  by  way 
of  direct  taxation  a  total  of  Es  50  lakhs  ;  the  bulk  of  our  revenue,  over 
two  crores  is  derived  from  indirect  taxation. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  figures  that  I  have  quoted  that  the 
incidence  of  Land  Tax  in  the  State  is  10  annas  per  head  per  annum; 
surely  that  is  one  of  the  smallest  items  of  direct  taxation  in  the  world. 

Now,  the  elasticity  of  our  revenue  is' another  matter  which  should 
not  be’forgotten.  Let  me  tell  you'exactly  what  we  have  done. recently. 

Remissions.  ~ 

The  following  remissions  were  granted  from  1112  onwards^.-— 

In  1112  a  . seasonal  remission  of  tax  allowed  to  the  Southern  taluk 
came  to  Rs.  12,280.  In  1113  there  was  a  remission  of  tax  including 
water  cess  and  irrigation  assessment  in  the.  Southern  taluks  for  the 
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Kanni  crop.  The  benefit  was  extended  to  Kandukrishi  and  Sri- 
pandaravagai  lands  also.  The  total  remission  amounted  to  Bs  1,09,040. 
There  was  also  a  general  remission  of  50  per  cent,  on  tax  of  Be,  1  and 
below.  12J  per  cent,  on  tax  above  Be.  1  and  total  remission  of  land  tax 
of  one  chuckram  and  less  in  respect  of  the  current  arreas  for  1113  under 
Avacut  outstanding  on  the  last  day  of  Karkatakam.  The  amount  thus 
remitted  was  Bs  93,858.  The  above  remission  was  allowed  in  respect 
of  water  cess  and  irrigation  assessment  as  well,  the  amount  remitted 
being  Bs  3,449.  The  benefit  of  these  concessions  was  extended  in  1114 
to  those  who  had  already  paid  their  tax  for  1113  and  to  those  who  would 
pay  thgir  kists  for  1114  at  least  one  month  before  the  close  of  the  year. 
The  amount  remitted  on  this  account  is  estimated  at  Bs  4,30,668. 

A  general  remission  of  one  half  of  the  demand  notice  fee  was 
allowed  during  the  first  half  of  1114  for  those  who  paid  their  dues  be¬ 
fore  the  end  of  Makaram  1114. 

Twenty  per  cent,  remission  of  the  Ayacut  demand  in  the  taluks  of 
Thovala,  Agastheeswaram  (except  the  pakuthies  of  Neendakara  A  and 
B  divisions),  and  Shenkottah,  including  Sripandaravaga  lauds,  has  been 
allowed  for  a  period  of  five  years  from  the  second  half  of  1114.  On  an 
average  this  brings  about  a  remission  of  Es  84,400  per  annum. 

Bural  Uplift. 

A  sum  of  Bs.  50,006  has,  been  set  apart  in  the  budget  for  the  next 
year  for  being  utilised  for  rural  welfare  work.  Seven  Village  Pancha- 
yats,  constituted  under  Aot  VII  of  1100,  have  been  in  existence  for  some 
years,  but  the  results  have  fallen  short  of  expectations.  It  is  therefore 
proposed  to  introduce  a  scheme  to  rehabilitate  the  Village  Panchayats. 
The  idea  is  to  have  a  Village  Panchayat  for  every  village.  It  is  pro¬ 
posed  to  have  one  Panchayat  in  every  taluk  next  year.  The  most  suit¬ 
able  village  will  be  selected  for  the  purpose.  All  the  nation-building 
departments  will  as  far  as  possible  he  represented  in  the  Panchayat  and 
the  Tahsildar  of  the  taluk  will  be  the  chairman.  It  is  expected  that 
the  changes  now  proposed  will  go  a  great  way  in  improving  the  con¬ 
ditions  of  the  villagers. 

Mabkbt  tolls. 

Government  also  propose  to-  abolish  tentatively  idnring  the  next 
year  the  market  tolls  in  respect  of  head  loads  weighing  less  than  twenty 
pounds.  It  is  hoped  that  this  will  afford  some  relief  to  poor  villagers 
who  Carry  the  fruits  of  their  labours  to  the  market  and  with  the  pro¬ 
ceeds  thereof  purchase  the  necessaries  of  life. 

Supply  op  drinking  water  in  South  TbaVancobe. 

About  six  months  ago  it  was  brought  to  the  notice  of  Government 
by  officials  as  well  as  by  non-officials  that  there  was  scarcity  of  drink* 
ing  water  in  South  TravanCore  as  most  of  the  wells  in  the  interior  of 
the  taluks  had  dried  up.  After  oarefully  investigating  the  matter  a

small  committee  was  constituted  in  each  of  the  five  taluks  to  go  from 
village  to  village,  make  enquiries  as  to  the  sources  of  water  supply  and 
to  suggest  the  deepening  or  sinking  of  wells  where  necessary.  A  sum 
of  Bs.  10,000  was  distributed  to  the  five  taluks.  The  formalities  such 
as  preparation  of  estimates,  etc.,  were  dispensed  with  in  order  to  save 
delay  and  the  Tahsildars  were  directed  to  disburse  the  'amounts  in  two 
or  three  instalments  as  the  works  progressed. 

With  a  view  to  afford  a  plentiful  supply  of  good  water  for  drinking 
purposes  in  areas  where  its  necessity  is  keenly  felt  so  as  to  prevent  the 
outbreak  of  epidemic  diseases,  particularly  cholera  and  typhoid, 
Government  have  resolved  that  a  sum  of  Bs.  10,000  should  be  provided 
in  the  budget  for  1115  to  be  spent  in  digging  permanent  wells  in  South 
Travancore  and  Shencottah.  The  Land  Bevenue  and  Income  Tax 
Commissioner,  the  Director  of  Public  Health  and  the  Division  Peishkar 
and  the  Executive  Engineer  concerned  will  form  a  standing  committee 
for  the  purpose  and  will  be  at  liberty  to  secure  the  eo-operation  of  non- 
officials  by  the  formation  of  committees  either  for  a  pakuthi  or  for  a 
group  of  pakuthies  or  for  a  taluk-  The  idea  is  to  carry  out  a  three- 
year  programme  of  sinking  such  wells, 

A  sum  of  Bs  7,600  will  be  provided  in  the  budget  for  sinking  big 
wells  according  to  the  P.  W.  D.  plan  and  estimate  after  scrutiny  by 
the  Committee. 

An  annual  expenditure  of  over  Bs  1,000  is  now  being  incurred 
for  the  supply  of  water  to  the  Muttom  Village  by  means  of  lorries.  A 
scheme  based  on  the  tapping  of  a  perennial  spring  at  Attinkarai  costing 
Bs  32,000  is  proposed  to  be  worked  out.  A  sum  of  Bs  25,0U0  has 
been  provided  in  the  budget  for  the  purpose. 

Ibbigation  facilities  in  South  Tbavancobe, 

The  main  source  of  water  supply  for  irrigation  purposes  in  South 
Travancore  is  the  Kodayar  Project,  and  it  is  found  that  this  source  is 
not  adequate  to  meet  the  requirements  particularly  in  years  of  partial 
failure  of  the  monsoonr.  The  -possibility  of  augmenting  the  supply  of 
water  in  the  Kodayar  Beservoir  has  been  considered  and  an  estimate 
for  the  investigation  of  the  Perinchani  Beservoir  Scheme  has  been 
sanctioned.  The  necessary  provision  has  been  made  in  the  budget 
for  1115. 

Government  have  also  resolved  upon  improvements  to  the  existing 
tanks  and  have  discountenanced  their  assignment  either  on  registry 
or  on  Kuthagapattom.  A  sum  of  Bs  25,000  has  been  provided  in  the 
budget  for  1115.  A  similar  provision  is  proposed  to  be  made  in  sub¬ 
sequent  years  also,  and  a  standing  committee  of  the  Land  Bevenue 
Commissioner,  the  Division  Peishkar,  Trivandrum,  and  the  Executive 
Engineer,  Southern  Division,  will  carry  out  the  work  of  improving  the  - 
tanks  and  they  will  be  charged  with  the  duty  of  utilising  .  the  amount 
successfully.  They  will  be  at  liberty  to  secure  the  co-operation  of 
J  eading  non-officials  by  the  formation  of  committees.  -  . 
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Conservation  of  Monsoon  bain  water. 

A  scheme  for  the  control  and  conservation  of  monsoon  rain  water 
by  constructing  suitable  reservoir  dams  along  the  sources  of  rivers  so 
as  to  regulate  the  flow  of  water  and  to  prevent  the  silting  of  rivers  in 
times  of  flood  and  the  inrush  of  brine  at  other  times  is  also  under  in- 
vestigation  and  will  be  taken  up  early. 

ThOTTAEALLY  SPILLWAY  AND  BRIDGE. 

The  existing  facilities  for  the  drainage  of  flood  water  in  Knttanad 
are  poor  and  unsatisfactory.  During  monsoons  the  lower  regions  in 
Knttanad  remain  submerged  under  more  than  five  feet  of  water.  It  is 
proposed  to  construct  a  spillway  at  Thottapally; with  ‘banks  on  either 
side  of  the  channel  with  twenty  feet  top  width.  The  channel  itself 
will  be  1200  feet  wide  and  where  it  cuts  the  Quilon-Alleppey  road  it  is 
proposed  to  put  up  an  Ascu  treated  timber  bridge.  The  investigation 
and  survey  are  in  progress  and  the.construction  of  the  bridge  and  the 
spillway  will  be  taken  up  after  the  fixing  of  alignment  of  the  road  and 
the  acquisition  of  the  land.  The  approximate  cost  of  tlio  whole,  work 
will  be  Es.  3,50,000. 

I  now  turn  to  a  topic  which  has  aroused  some  controversy:  and 
that  is,  our  policy  with  regard  to  Jaffna  tobacco  and  the  imposition  of 
slightly  enhanced  duty  on  it.  I  am  now  turning  from  direct  to  indirect 
taxation.  Jaffna  tobacco  is  now  taxed  at  Rs  135  for  a  candy  of  660  lbs. 
whereas  in  British  India,  a  candy  is  taxed  at  Rs  1,650.  This  arrange¬ 
ment  was  brought  about  because  the  people  of  Travancore  have  culti¬ 
vated  and  maintained  an  abiding  taste  for  the  particular  method  of 
curing  adopted  in  what  is  called  ‘Jaffna  tobacco’.  That  was  the  reason 
why,  many  many  years  ago,  a  certain  special  power  or  privilege  was 
vested  in  the  Government  of  Travancore  for  the  levy  of  differential  and 
favourable  rates  of  duty  on  Jaffna  tobacco  with  a  view  to  stimulate  its 
import  into  the  State-  To  the  extent  to  which  that  was  done,  we  have 
crippled  our  own  tobacco  production  notwithstanding  the  fact  that 
there  are  large  tracts  within  the  State  itself  capable  of  raising  tobacco, 
good  tobacco  ;  and  it  is  not  beyond  the  wit  of  man  to  devise  a  method 
by  which  the  particular  kind  of  curing  is  adopted  by  ourselves  which 
gives  Jaffna  tobacco  that  flavour  which  commends  itself  to  the  palates 
or  mouthB  of  the  people  of  Travancore.  Surely,  it  was  not  beyond  our 
capacity  to  devise  some  method  of  producing  here  a  suitable  substitute' 
for  Jaffha  tobacco.  But  we  have  not  done  that.  All  the  same,  having 
regard  to  our  revenue  demands,  purely  for  revenue  purposes,  we  have 
now  raised  the  duty  on  Jaffna  tobacco  from  Rs  135  per  candy  to  Rs  200. 
We  have  not  yet  concerned  ourselves  with  the  question  of  retaliatory 
measures  against  the  repatriation  or  tariff  policy  of  Ceylon.  It  is  not 
my  object  how— nor.  will  it  be  appropriate— to  speak  fully  on  that  topic 
at  this  juncture.  But;  let  it  be  remembered  by  Ceylon  that  one  of  our 
very  flourishing  trades  was'practically,  annihilated  by  the  heavy  import 
duty  imposed  a  few  years  ago  by  the  Ceylon  Government  of  Travancore 
eggs.  Let  it  be  remembered  that  Travancore,  like  the  neighbouring 
State  and  the  neighbouring  districts  aof  British  India,  is  suffering  on 
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account  of  ihe  dumping  into  British  India  of  Ceylon  cocoanut  and 
cocoanut  products.  Our  natural  markets  are  being  interfered  -with,  so 
that  it  would  not  be  inequitable  or  sinful,  on  the  part  of  the  Travan- 
core  Government,  if  they  exercise  their  power  in  this  matter  to  secure 
their  legitimate  rights  and  claims.  But  we  have  not  so  far  done  so  in 
the  interest  of  amity  and  of  possible  fruitfulness  in  the  negotiations  on 
foot.  I  leave  it  at  that. 

Turning  now  to  expenditure,  it  will  be  seen  that  over  Es  50  lakhs 
are  spent  on  education  and  Es  33  lakhs  on  roads,  bridges,  protective 
irrigation  and  other  P.  W.  D.  works ;  and,  under  the  heading  Medical, 
Public  Health  and  Sanitation  we  spend  about  Es  15  lakhs.  As  against 
these,  only  less  than  4  per  cent,  of  the  total  revenues  of  the  State  go  to 
the  Privy  Purse  of  His  Highness  the  Maharaja,. 

Turning  next  to  the  schemes  now  in  execution,  I  desire  first  to  deal 
with  the  most  important  among  them.  You  have  heard  from  the 
Financial  Secretary  that  the  Pallivasal  Hydro-Electric  Scheme  is  expe¬ 
cted  to  supply  power  from  the  middle  of  December.  I  have  gone  there; 
And  may  confidently  assure  the  House  that  there  would  be  no  further 
delay,  so  much  so,  that  in  the  expectation  that  power  would  be  avail¬ 
able  ii» December,  we  are  now  entering  into  contracts  for  the  supply  of 
power  in  bulk  to  various  individuals  and  organisations.  It  will  also  be 
noticed  that  the  Trivandrum  Electric  Supply  has  built  up  adequate 
reserve  and  is  thriving  very  well.  Once  cheap  power  becomes  available, 
there  will  be  ample  scope  for  industrial  and  agricultural  progress  on 
intensive  lines.  I  desire  to  reiterate  what  I  said  when  I  began  my 
remarks,  namely,  unless  intensive  agriculture  and  wide-spread  indus- 
f  tries  are  resorted  to,  the  future  of  this  State  would  be  dismal.  In 
relation  to  this  subject  those  who  have  the  future  of  the  State  at  heart 
are  dissatisfied  with  the  present  methods  of  the  Agricultural  Depart¬ 
ment  here,  as  are  the  people  of  the  other  part3  of  India  with  regard  to 
"the  Agricultural  Departments  there,  What  happens  is  this.  The  Agri¬ 
cultural  Department  opens,  demonstration  farms.  These  farms  are 
almost  always  objects  of  ridicule  among  the  neighbouring  peasants 
because  of  the  poor  out-turn  after  much  inevitable  overhead  and  depart¬ 
mental  expenditure.  These  farms  must  be  run  for  research  work,  for 
the  production  of  new  strains,  for  introducing  economical  methods, 
for  familiarising  people  with  new  varieties  of  food  stuffs  or  fruit 
and  new  veterinary  practice  and  breading  of  new  types.  They 
;  assert  that  if  the  Department  would  give  them  the  money  they  spend 
i  on  their  farm  they  could  produce  much  better  results  than  the  Depart- 
f  inent.  Unless  the  Department  is  able  to  discover  a  new  variety  of  food 
j  crop  or  commercial  crop,  or  eradicate  some  pest  or  do  some,  really 
creative  work,  there  would  be  no  use  in  maintaining  any  of  these 
demonstration  farms  which  are  a  real  handicap  to  Government.  These 
,  farms  may  also  be  conceivably  useful  if  they  attract  young  and  edu- 
!  cated  persons  and  enable  them  to  study  new  and  intensive  methods  of 
!  horticulture,  agriculture  or  veterinary  practice  or  cattle-breeding, 
f  While  saying  this  I  am  not  oblivious  to  the  fact  that  this  state  of  affairs 
■  is  .nothing  peculiar  to  Trayancore;  this  is  what  is  taking  place  ia 
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Madras  •  the  same  thing  occurs  elsewhere  too.  Everywhere  yon  have 
Directors  Assistant  Directors  and  other  officers  in  the  Department ;  a 
number  of  demonstration  farms  are  started  without  any  of  them 
attracting  the  attention  of  the  common  people  of  the  country  ;  wo  have 
our  fruit  farm  at  Cape  Comorin,  and  other  futile  institutions.  There 
is  no  arrangement  for  proper  propaganda  or  marketing..  Iho  whole 
argauisation  is  run  on  essentially  unbusinesslike  linos.  Tlite  is  the 
position  with  regard  to  the  Agricultural  Departments  of  all  Govern- 
ments  in  India. 

To  summarise,  this  Department  should  confine  itself  to  research 
work 'in  the  matter  of  discovery  and  production  of  new  varifies,  eliiui- . 
nation  of  plant  diseases,  eradication  of  pests,  and  also  the  starting,  if 
possible,  of  farms  like  that  of  Rothhamstead  which  will  show  to  the 
people  of  the  country  that  the  Govemmem  can  produce  better  and  more 
products  at  a  cheaper  cost  than  the  common  peasant  of  the  country.  If 
the  Travancore  Agricultural  Department  can  do  that,  let  it  live.;  if  not, 
let  it  not  live. 

Similar  and  even  more  drastic  remarks  are  called  for  in  regard  to 
the  Co-operative  Department.  Now,  the  Co-operative  Departmenrhas 
become  an  agency  of  petty  and  short-. sighted  usurers.  It  has  become  a 
money-lending  organisation  too  often  benefiting  a  coterie.  Many  of 
our  societies  do  not  practise  co-operative  principles.  No  doubt,  it  was 
one  of  the  objects  of  the  .progenitors  of  the  movement  to  afford  cheap 
credit  also. 

But  that  was  only  a  subsidiary  idea.  The  Co-operative  Depart¬ 
ment  was  designed  for  the  purpose  of  bringing  people  together,  to  pool 
their  agricultural  and  industrial  resources  to  arrange  for  marketing 
their  products,  distributing  manure,  doing  propaganda  work  and  pro¬ 
per  marketing,  and  the  affording  of  cheap  credit  was  only  one  of  the 
means  to  an  end  which  was  that  of  co-ordinating  the  united  efforts  of 
an  otherwise  scattered  community  of  peasant  proprietors  and  small  in¬ 
dustrialists.  The  result  of  that  is  that,  today,  60  to  65  per  cent,  of  our 
co-operative  societies  hava-Ho  right  to  exist.  It  would  be  the  duty  of 
the  Government  to  take  all  necessary  steps  to  bring  about  .  the  extinc¬ 
tion,  in  as  painless  a  manner  as  possible,  of  these  so-called  co-opera¬ 
tive  societies  which  have  become  a  meauce  to  society  and  to  the 
co-operative  ideal,  and  then  the  other  really  useful  co-operative  societies 
will  be  so  re-organised  that  they  may  do  real  co-operative  work.  That 
is  what  the  Government  have  in  their  view. 

I  have  spoken  of  the  difficulties  of  meeting  competition  with 
Ceylon  in  regard  to  cocoanut,  Supposing,  for  instance,  we  can  com¬ 
bine  ourselves  into  co-operative  societies  for  the  purpose  of  advertise¬ 
ment  and  grading  and  findmg.  markets  for  cocoanut  products,  treatment 
of  cocoanut  pests,  etc.,  thg  .-problem  can  be  largely  solved.  What  do 
they  do  m Denmark?  Today,  England  has  ceased  to  he  an  agricultural 
country  ;  and  Denmark  has  taken  advantage  of  it.  They  have. or¬ 
ganised  co-operative  societies  for  production  and  for  marketing.  Every 
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morning,  co-operatively  produced  milk  and  cheese  and  butter  trans¬ 
ported  by  steamers  run  by  co-operative  organisations  are  supplied  by 
Denmark,  to  the  English  people,  at  a  cheaper  rate  than  that  offered  by 
the  English  farmer  to  his  own  countrymen.  It  must  be  our  objective 
hereafter  to  attract  cur  unemployed  young'  men  to  agriculture  and  in¬ 
dustry.  In  that,  Government  will  help  them.  If  it  is  made  increas¬ 
ingly  clear  to  every  youug  man  and  young  woman  in  the  country  that 
Government,  for  their  normal  work,  do  not  want  B.  A’s.,  B.  L’s.  or 
M.  A’s.,  and  that  the  money  spent  on  higher  education  could  better  be 
utilised  for  the  improvement  of  his  farms  and  factories,  it  is  possible 
that  our  young  men  may  turn  towards  agriculture.  The  glamour  of 
clerical  and  minist  rial  service  must  be  strenuously  extinguished. 

Now,  the  remarks  which  I  made  with  regard  to  the  Agricultural 
and  Co-operative  Departments  were  not  made  with  a  view  to  offer  a 
reproach.  The  Agricultural  and  Co-operative  Departments  in  Travan- 
core  are  as. good  as  the  Departments  elsewhere.  The  whole  outlook 
has  to  be  changed.  What  is  wanted  is  intensive  agriculture  which 
alone  can  enable  us  to  grow  our  own  food.  Unless  we.  achieve  this,  we 
shall  be  nowhere.  The  Agricultural  Department  will  bear  that  in 
mind  and  work  with  that  end  in  view. 

Now  I  ooine  to  another  question  which  has  a  vital  bearing  on  the 
prosperity  of  the  country  and  that  is  the  question  of  administration  of 
justice.  It  is  not  necessary  for  me  to  point  out  that  elimination  of  de¬ 
lay  in  the  administration  of  justice  is  fundamental  to  commercial  and 
industrial  prosperity.  It  would  indeed  be  difficult  if  a  person  who  has 
got  commercial  transactions  has  to  wait  4,  5,  0  or  7  years  for  realisa¬ 
tion  of  his  dues.  If  he  has  also  io  encounter  various  vexatious  judicial 
obstacles  such  as  indefinite  adjournments  and  stay  of  proceedings  and 
so  forth,  then  it  would  be  all  the  more  difficult  tor  him.  We  cannot 
have  what  may  be  called  real  progress  unless  we  eliminate  law’s 
delays. 

At  the  same  time  let  me  deal  with  the  extravagant  suggestion  put 
forward  by  certain  persons  who  ought  to  hive  known  better.  It  ha  s 
been  said  that  Indian  States  should  have  resort  to  the  High  Court  of 
some  neighbouring  province  by  way  of  appeal  against  the  judgments  of 
their  own  High  Contis.  I  have  practised  in  many  of  the  Courts 
in  India  and  also  in  England  and  I  have  studied  judicial  systems  in 
Europe  ;  and  I  may  assure  honourable  members  in  this  House  and  the 
public  beyond  our  confines,  in  the  matter  of  judicial  aceumen,  impartia¬ 
lity  and  what  may  be  called  judicial  and  legal  equipment,  the  Travan- 
cora  High  Court  and  the  subordinate  judiciary  and  bar  here  are  not 
behind  their  compeers  in  the  High  Court  in  Madras  or  in  any  other 
British  Indian  Province,  ft  is  a  preposterous  idea  to  ask  the  Hydera¬ 
bad,  the  Mysore  or  the  Tnivancore  Courts  to  make  themselves  sub¬ 
ordinate  to  any  of  the  British  Indian  High  Courts.  From  a  comparison 
with  the  most  of  the  other  High  Courts  in  India  we  shall  not  suffer  in 
any  respect.  The  idea  is  fantastic  and  the  best  treatment  will  be  tQ 

Ignore  it.  ■ 
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Having  said  that,  I  come  back  to  the  question  of  laws’  delays.  It 
is  hoped  that  lawyers  and  judges  will  co-operate  in  order  to  make  it  pos. 
Bible  for  Travancore  to  be  as  good  in  the  matter  of  speediness  in  the 
transaction  of  legal  business  and  in  the  quick  formulation  of  legal 
judgments,  as  any  other  State  or  Province.  Unless  that  is  done,  we 
shall  not  improve  our  trade  or  commerce.  People  are  shy  of  investing 
money  in  Travancore.  People  are  shy  of  conducting  business  here. 
Why '?  Largely  because  of  laws’  delays.  I  do  not  say  that  elsewhere 
matters  are  perfect.  Figures  are  before  me  which  would  show  that 
the  position  is  worse  in  some  other  places.  But  that  is  no  consolation. 
It  is  hoped  that  Travancore  will  set  its  house  in  order  in  this  respect. 
I  am  confident  that  the  legal  and  judicial  elements  in  the  country  will 
co-operatc  to  that  end. 

The  next  point  that  I  want  to  dwell  upon  is  the  question  of  our 
forest  resources.  I  would  have  had  nothing  to  say  on  the  subject  but 
for  the  fact  that  there  is  a  series  of  questions  with  regard  to  the  possi¬ 
bilities  of  the  experiment  conducted  by  Mr.  Kamesam. 

Now,  honourable  members  will  be  glad  to  hear — because  as  very 
often  happens,  no  man  is  properly  appreciated  in  India  unless  he  gets 
a  certificate  from  somewhere  outside — Mr.  Kamesam  was  fortunate  to 
get  recently  a  lakh  of  rupees  for  his  ascu  patent  right  sold  to  a  certain 
American  scientific  syndicate.  I  congratulate  him  for  this  recognition. 
It  is  not  merely  for  theoretical  experimentation  that  Government  have 
engaged  his  services  :  he  has  got  certain  realistic  ideas  which  the 
Government  thought  they  could  take  advantage  of.  A  scientist  should 
he  an  idealist  and  a  realist  as  well.  To  the  extent  to  which  he  is  an 
idealist  Government  will  clip  his  wings  and  to  the  extent  to  which  he 
.  is  .a  realist  Government  will  take  advantage  of  the  results  of  his  realistic 
experimentations 

With  regard  to  the  minerals,  the  position  is  this  :  Some  years 
ago,  the  Travancore  Government  handed  over  to  one  company  100 
miles  of  our  seaside  up  to  a  particular  width,  for  the  purpose  of  exploit¬ 
ing  the  mineral  resources  found  in  the  sands.  Subsequently  similar 
licences  were  given  to  other  companies  also.  These  companies  made 
large  profits,  but  the  royalty  they  paid  to  Government  was  very  meagre- 
So,  Government  resolved  'that  nobody  could  get  licences  for  exploiting 
our  mineral  resources  unless  Government  were  paid  a  certain  percent¬ 
age  of  the  net  profit  out  of  the  venture.  While  we  are  glad  to  encour- 
age  the  exploitation  of  the  mineral  resources  of  our  country,  we  should 
be  very  careful  that  the  State’s  financial  interests  are  duly  safeguarded. 
Government  are  fully  aware  of  the  fact  that  any  competitive  commer¬ 
cial  enterprise  departmentally  run  is  not  likely  to  succeed  ;  but  wlqere 
there  is  a,  monopoly,  there  is  no  harm  in  Government  undertaking'  its 
exploitation.  This  is  preferable  to  handing  over  the  monopoly  to 
private  persons  without  adequate  protection  to  governmental  interestst 
In  the  matter  of  china  clay  it  is  a  monopoly  and  we  mean  to  keep  tha. 
property  to  ourselves  and  utilise  it  to  the  utmost  benefit  of  the  State, 
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Moreover,  we  are  primarily  interested  in  selling  the  china  clay  in 
lump,  than  in  the  manufacture  of  artistic  wares  out  of  it.  But  by  th  e 
manufacture  of  pipes  and  other  articles  for  Government  needs  even 
■without  manufacturing  artware  we  hope  to  make  considerable  profit. 
The  sale  of  artware  is  a  difficult  proposition  by  reason  of  world  com¬ 
petition. 

Next  we  come  to  the  question  of  Transport.  The  Financial 
Secretary  has  made  it  abundantly  dear  in  his  statement  that  the 
scheme  has  great  possibilities,  It  was  first  intended  to  start  the  scheme 
on  a  particular  route  and  see  the  result  at  the  end  of  two  years  ;  that 
period  expires  in  March  next  year.  The  House  will,  I  trust,  express 
itself  as  to  whether  we  should  extend  the  scheme  or  not.  The 
minimum  profit  that  we  should  get  is  15  to  20  per  cent,  on  the  capital 
outlay.  Now,  the  very  first  month  of  opening  the  Munnar-Coohin 
Transportation  has  demonstrated  what  a  profitable  concern  it  is.  I 
shall  explain  the  outlines  of  the  scheme.  Till  now,  all  the  tea  pro¬ 
duced  in  the  High  Ranges — they  produce  a  considerable  proportion  of 
the  total  quantity  of  tea  grown  in  India — went  from  Travancore  to 
Bodinayakanur  and  via  Boainayakanur  to  Tuticorin.  Therefore,  the 
State  was  losing  all  the  profits  derivable  from  the  exportation  of  tea 
from  the  High  Ranges,  as  also  the  profit  that  could  be  made  by  the 
transportation,  back  to  the  estates,  of  all  provisions  required  for  tbe 
estate  coolies.  Now,  with  the  development  of  the  Cochin  Harbour, 
after  negotiations,  we  got  the  agency  for  transportation  to  and  from 
Cochin  and  Munnar  via  Alwaye.  This  means  that  we  are  to  transport 
perhaps  40  to  50  thousand  tons  of  exportable  material  for  the  mutual 
benefit  of  Cochin  Port  and  Travancore.  In  this  connection  I  may  say, 
in  view  of  certain  observations  let  fall  elsewhere  that  we  do  not  admit 
that  by  doing  all  this  we  shall  forget  Alleppey  and  its  claims.  We 
propose  to  maintain  and  develop  our  own  ports,  while  helping  sub¬ 
stantially  the  Cochin  Harbour  scheme  in  which  we  are  partners. 

The  advantage  of  private  management  of  industrial  concerns  has 
been  proved  by  the  transfer  of  the  Government  Sugar  Factory  which 
was  a  practically  defunct  and  insolvent  Travancore  company.  It  has 
been  stated  that  the  Government  have  encouraged  an  essentially  foreign 
concern  in  this  respect.  Whose  fault  was  that  ?  The.  shares  of  the 
company  wero  open  for  Travancoreans.  Btit  how  many  shares  were 
taken  by  Travancoreans  ?  In  any  case,  the  company  has  paid  to  our 
Government,  last  year,  an  amount  of  Rs  57,500  by  way  of  income-tax 
surper-tax  and  our  share  of  the  net  profits.  And  the  company  is  ex¬ 
tending  its  operation  to  a  large  range  of  pharmaceutical  products. 

■Now  a  word  about  the  Rubber  Factory.  When  this  factory  was 
run  by  Government  it  met  with  the  usual  fate.  Then  it  was  transfer¬ 
red  to  the  management  of  a  lessee.  The  products  of  the  factory  were 
good.  They  made  various  beautiful  artistic  things,  but  they  ignored 
the  necessity  of  propaganda  and  marketing  arrangements.  _  They  com¬ 
mitted  the  same  error  ds  Governments  are  apt  to  commit,  i.  e.,  sit  down 
•  and  write  notes  and  expect  profits  to  drop  into  their  bags, 
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The  present  idea  is  this  ;  there  is  the  Transport  Department  which 
can  utilise  at  least  one  product  of  the  Rubber  Factory,  namely,  the 
inner  tubes.  And  then,  the  factory  can  produce  good  bicycle  tyres  and 
tubes ;  there  are  innumerable  young  men — and  perhaps  young  women 
also  hereafter — who  use  bicycles  for  their  work  or  as  a  pastime.  It  is 
thus  hoped  that  there  will  be  an  assured  market  for  bicycle  tyros  and 
tubes.  If  the  factory  will  supply  all  the.  inner  tubes  required  for  the 
Government  Transport  Department  and  for  the  other  transport  systems 
in  the  State,  as  also  bicycle,  tyros  and  tubes,  I  think  it  can  be  run  on  ,a 
profit,  provided  the  Government  brings  into  existence!  an  officiant 
marketing  organisation.  IinayassurotheHou.se  that  unless  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  are  able  to  bring  into  existence  a  proper  marketing  agency, 
Government  will  not  think  of  working  tho  factory  again.  There  is  no 
use  making  a  thing  on  a  commercial  scale,  unless  you  Know  now  to 
sell  it. 

In  order  to  achieve  the  results  that  we  anticipate  from  all  these 
enterprises  what  is  wanted  is  enthusiasm  and  a  re-orienled  system  of 
education;  or  in  other  words,  the  practica’.igution  of  education.  It  is 
there  that  we  have  our  University  to  help  us.  The  extent  to  which  tho 
University  will  cease  lo  he  a  manufactory  of  second-rate  by/product  s, 
and  the  extent  to  which  it  is  able  to  send  out  intelligent,  trained  young 
men  wliose  aspirations  and  bent  of  nxind  will  be  towards  nation  build¬ 
ing  activities,  will  be  the  measure  of  our  having  achieved  our  objects  in 
starting  our  own  University. '  Almost  every  day,  we  get  questions  relat¬ 
ing  to  public  service ;  that  has  become  what  may  bo  called  the  main 
pre-occupation  of  the  journals  of  the  State  as  it  is  one  of  the  main  items 
"on  which  legislatures  concentrate.  It  is  tho  hope  of  Government  that 
sooner  or  later  public  service  will  be  regarded  as  a  secondary  and 
ancillary  feature  of  national  life  and  national  activity.  It  is  in  order  to 
make  the  public  service,  clerical  posts  and  ministerial  appointments,  not 
the  main  ambition  of  the  people  of  the  country,  that  we  are  trying  at 
reorganisation  of  our  education, — physical,  intellectual  and  psycholo¬ 
gical. 

Now,  fellow -members,  the  future  programme  of  the  State'  does  not 
contemplate  any  fresh  taxation  ;  it  relies  for  revenue  upon  natural  ex¬ 
pansion,  and  upon  the  utilisation  of  the  natural  resources  of  the  State, 
including  the  forests'  and  fields  and  minerals  and  their  exploitation,  the 
possibility,  of  the  export  of  fish,  fish  oil,  oocoanut,  cocoanut  products, 
glycerine  manufactured  out  of  cocoanut  oil,  and  the  manufacture  of 
sulphuric  acid  and  hydrochloric  acid  in  the  Slate  as  ancillary  to  large- 
scale  industry.  In  order  to  bring  about  success  in  this  venture,  team 
spirit  is  essential,  and  it  should  not  be  allowed  to  flag.  In  this  connec¬ 
tion  it  is  worthwhile  referring  to  a  pronouncement  recently  made,  which 
unless  I  mention  the  name  of  the  author-,  may  not  be  believed  to  have 
emanated  from  that  source. 

“  While  I  am  in  favour- of .  encouraging'  cottage  industries,  I  lay 
emphasis  on  the  industrialisation  of  the  country  on  a  wide 
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scale,  which  alone  can  produce  the  requisite  amount  of 
material  l'or  the  people  if  they  are  to  have  higher  standards  of 
life.”  ^ 

The  author  of  this  statement  is  Pandit  Jawaharlal  Nehru.  Please 
note  ‘  higher  standards  of  life  ’ — not  the  lowering  of  the  standard  of 
living  by  having  recourse  to  misdirected  ideals.  He  insists  on  indu¬ 
strialisation,  not  as  contradistinguished  from  or  opposed  to  cottage  in¬ 
dustries,  but  side  by  side  with  it.  I  shall  not  dilate  upon  this.  Unfor¬ 
tunately  we  have  suffered  a  great  deal  from  the  conflict  between  two 
ideals.  Fortunately  those  ideals  are  now  being  harmonised. 

There  is  a  final  thought  which  may  be  kept  in  mind.  The  people 
of  Travancore  have  a  right  to  be  proud  of  themselves.  They  have  got 
a  du  ty  to  preserve  the  prestige,  the  honour,  the  dignity,  the  glory  of 
Travancore.  Our  material  progress  depends  on  our  psychological 
qualities,  equipment  and  striving's  as  much  as  on  our  physical  attributes 
and  our  accessories.  Therefore,  it  must  always  be  remembered  by  the 
men  and  women  of  Travancore  that,  to  the  extent  to  which  they  are 
proud  of  Travancore,  to  the  extent  to  which  they  are  anxious  and  pre¬ 
pared  to  make  Travancore  the  foremost  State  in  India  and  one  of  the 
foremost  units  of  the  British  Empire,  to  that  extent  alone  will  they 
justify  themselves.  With  that  hope;  with  the  feeling  that  Travancore 
will  surely  rise  to  the  full  height  of  her  own  stature,  I  wish  you  God- 
speed  in  your  labours.  .{Cheers.)

PRESIDENT  :  I  have  received  notices  of  certain  adjournment 
motions.  The  first  one  from  Mr.  K.  Narayanaperumal  Nadar  reads. 

‘‘  I  intend  to  move  a  motion  for  the  adjournment  of  the  business  or 
this  House  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  a  ma.tor  of  recent  urgent 
public  importance,  namely,  the  alarming  situation  croated  by  the 
loss  of  bodiiy  weight  of  the  political  prisoners  in  tho  Central  Jail 
and  by  their  diseased  condition.”, 

1  wish  to  know  whether  the  honourable  member  lias  the  leave  of 
the  House  to  make  this  motion. 

MR.  KAINIKK ARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  (H/mm/u/mr'trm/  cum 
Peermade)-.  Sir,  I  object. 

(The  sense  of  the  House  was  ascertained  and  Mr.  Narayanaperumal 
Nadar  alone  stood  for  the  motion. 

Leave  was  refused. 

PRESIDENT;  The  next  motion  reads  thus  ; 

“  I  beg  leave  to  move  the  adjournment  of  .tho  business  of  tho  House 
to  discuss  a  definite  matter  of  urgent  public  importance  viz.,  tho 
serious  situation  arising  from  the  unauthorised  inclusion  of  cocoa- 
nut  trees  which  are  not  expected  to  live  for  12  years  from  the  date 
of  oounting,  on  account  of  cocoauutpest  against  definite  Provisions 
in  the  Rules,  for  purposes  of  'assessment  in  tho  Thekkey  Kara 
Pakuthy  of  tho  Poonjar  Bdavaga,  and  tho  consequent  hardship  and 
unrest  caused  among  the  thousands  of  Kudiyans  in  that  Pakuthy.’ 

A  long  statement  also  is  appended  by  the  member  in  regard  to  this 
matter.  I  should  like  to  know  how  the  honourable  member,  Mr.  Siva- 
rama  Piilai  wishes  to  bring  this  motion  within  the  rules  regarding  the 
admissibility  of  adjournment  motions. 

Mr.  P.  S1VARAMA  PILLAI :  Sir*  the  people  in  Sthose  parts  are  put  to 
a  lot  of  trouble.  The  pattas  will  be  given  either  on  the  28th  or  29th 
of  this  month .  Unless  something  is  done  earlier  in  regard  to  this 
matter  the  Kudiyans  there  will  be  subjected  to  great  hardship.  It  is 
with  that  object,  I  have  tabled  this  motion. 

PRESIDENT  :  I  ain  afraid  I  must  disallow  this  motion.  The  matter 
will  receive  administrative  consideration. 

The  next  motion  is  from  Mr.  P.  Narayana  Pil  ai.  It,  reads  : 

That  the  business  of  the  Assembly  be  adjourned  to  discusB  a  matter 
of  urgent  public  importance  namely,  tbe  immediate  necessity  of 
granting  a  remission  of  fifty  per  cent  of  the  Land  Rovonuo  for  tho 
year  1116  to  all  agriculturists  in  the  State  due  to  tire  hardship 
caused  by  the  continuance  of  the  economic  depression  and  the 
failure  of  crops.” 

This  does  not  relate  to  a  matter  of  recent  occurrence.  This  is  a 
matter  which  will  have  to  be  discussed  on  differen1.  platforms  and  in  a 
different  manner  than  by  means  of  an  adjournment  motion.  Moreover,

the  position  is  this.  The  honourable  member  has  complte  liberty  of 
patting  forward  his  case  in  the  coarse  of  these  discussions.  The 
honourable  members  who  make  motions  for  adjournment  of  the  busi¬ 
ness  of  the  Sousa  during  the  time  of  the  Budget  will  have  to  remember 
that  except  when  the  motions  are  of  such  crucial  and  fundamental  im¬ 
portance,  other  members  too  have  an  opportunity  for  mentioning  their 
points  of  view  at  the  time  of  the  general  discussion  as  well  as  during 
the  moving  of  cut  motions.  I  trust  that  will  be  borne  in  view  by  the 
honourable  members.  So,  I  rule  the  motion  out  of  order  not  on  the 
ground  that  it  is  not  of  paramount  importance  but,  it  is  neither  ‘recent’ 

Another  matter  is,  I  have  got  a  notice  signed  by  about  fiive  honour¬ 
able  members  of  this  House  desiring  that  item  No.  13  in  the  Demands 
for  Grants  be  taken  up  immediately  aft  a'  Demand  No.  Vlil.  The 
point  is  that  the  Inspector  General  of  Police  as  the  trustee  of  an 
institution  is  interested  in  certain  forthcoming  religious  celebrations 
He  has  to  be  away  from  the  S'.ate  for  about  three  days  in  that  con¬ 
nexion.  But  every  attempt  will  be  made  to  allow  a  full  discussion  on 
the  Police  Demand.  If  that  is  what  the  honourable  members  have  in 
mind,  every  attempt,  will  be  made  to  secure  the  fullest  possible  discus¬ 
sion  and  the  earliest,  possible  da:e  will  be  given  to  that  Department. 

There  is  one  more  matter  which  I  have  to  mention.  I  find  that  a 
newspaper  published  in  Madras  has  stated  that  contrary  to  usual 
custom,  the  Press  was  not  supplied  with  a  copy  of  the  Budget.  I  should 
like  to  know  what  really  happened  on  that  matter  ? 

Mr.  M.  GOVINDA  PILLAI :  Sir,  the  fact  was  that,  at  the  Joint 
sitting,  by  the  time  the  proceedings  began,  all  the  copies  of  the  Preli¬ 
minary  edition  of  the  Budget  had  not  arrived  from  the  Government 
Press.  It  was  really  the  intention  and  the  desire  of  the  staff  concerned 
to  see  that  the  honourable  repress  ntatives  of  the  Press  were  also  put  in 
possession  of  the  copies-  I  may,  on  behalf  of  Government,  assure  them 
that  it  was  far  from  the  intention  of  Government  to  treat  them  with 
any  discourtesy  or  disrespect- 

PRESIDENT  :  In  reinforcing  the  assurance  of  the  Financial  Secre¬ 
tary,  I  wish  to  say  emphatically  that,  no  discourtesy  to  the  Press  was 
intended.  But  by  reason  of  what  took  place  certain  practical  difficulties 
have  arisen  in  the  matter.  I  suppose,  because  the  budget  was  not 
supplied  to  the  press,  inaccuracies  in  Press  Reports  have  crept  in.  A 
newspaper  referred  under  the  heading  "From  our  own  correspondent” 
speaks  of  the  revenues  of  the  State  as  nearly  11s.  two  crores.  Such  gross 
under  statements  and  inaccuracies  might  not  have  taken  place  if  the 
budget  copy  had  been  given  early  to  the  Press.  1  trust  the  Press  will 
also  take  more  care  about  such  matters.  This  kind  of  supplying  infor¬ 
mation  haphazard  is  bound  to  give  a  wrong  impression  to  the  public  at 
large.  I  am  sure  it  was  not  done  intentionally,  but  I  trust  that  such  in¬ 
accuracies  from  general  or  special  correspondents  will  not  recur.

KeFE  BENCE  REGARDING  THE  DEATH  OF 

.Yit.  B.  Shabaman  Nair. 

Mr.  M.  K.  NiLAKAiMTA  AIYAR  .  It  is  my  painful  duty  Jo  announce 
the  sad  and  unexpected  death  of  Mr.  Sivaraman  Nair,  an  honourable 
member  of  this  House  Mr.  Sivaraman  Nair  was  only  28  years  of  age 
and  his  death  rook  place  last  week.  He  was  hale  and  hearty  till  a  few 
days  ago  when  he  was  a  tacked  by  typhoid.  The  very  best  medical  aid 
was  rendered,  but  he  was  snatched  away  by  the.  cruel  hand  of  death. 
The  service  he  has  done  to  this  Assembly  in  the  matter  of  Legislative 
Business  is  too  well  known  to  all  the  members  of  this  House  to  require 
any  reference  from  me.  Nobody  ever  thought,  that  his  end  was  so  near. 
Evidently  he  was  one  whom  God  loved.  Ilis  simple  and  unostentatious 
habits,  his  winning  manners,  his  untiring  indus'ry,  his  lofty  patriotism 
and  above  all  his  exemplary  character  endeared  him  to  all  those  who 
had  occasion  to  come  into  contact  with  him.  His  death  has  created 
a  void  which  it  is  not  easy  to  fill.  I  move  “that  this  House  record  its 
sorrow  on  the  sudden  and  unexpected  death  of  Mr.  Sivaraman  Nair 
and  convey  its  deep  sympathy  to  his  relations  and  friends  on  their 
bereavement’’. 

Mr.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  :  Sir,  I  am  in  more  than 
one  way  not  fitted  to  speak  on  this  subject.  To  me  Mr.  Sivaraman  Nair 
was  not  merely  a  colleague  in  the  Assembly,  not  merely  a  friend  and 
not  merely  a  friend’s  relative.  The  relation  between  .Mr.  Sivaraman 
Nair  and  myself  is  something  dearer,  something  more  sacred-  Ho  had 
been  my  student.  My  memory  is  irresistibly  called  back  to  a  period, 
some  16  years  ago,  when  I  had  the  good  fortune  to  have  him  under  me 
in  my  class  as  one  among  the  many  first  batch  of  students  I  had  to 
handle  as  a  teacher,  He  was  a  small  boy  and  I  myself  was  not  bigger 
than  an  old  boy.  I  have  known  him  intimately  for  the  last  16  years 
since  that  moment.  I  would  only  say  that  it  would  have  been  much 
better  and  much  more  proper  and  much  more  suited  to  the  law  of 
nature  if  Mr-  Sivaraman  Nair  had  to  do  this  function  on  the  occasion 
of  my  death.  I  am  not  capable  of  talking  more.  I  can  only  pray  that 
enternal  piece  may  descend  on  that  beloved  soul  and  mental  peace  bless 
the  various  persons  that  have  been  left  behind  to  mourn  his  loss.

A  member  of  a  very  ancient-  and  respectable  family 
in  central  Travancore  he  had  end  eared' himself  t  o  all  of  us  during  the 
short  time  he  was-itt  this  House;  Without  attempting;  to' express  any¬ 
thing  more  and  with  a  very  sorrowful  heart  I  second  the  motion. 
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Mr.  J.  E.  A.  PEREIRA  ( Commerce  and  Industry,  South) :  _  I  also  wish 
to  associate  myself  with  all  that  have  been  said  by  the  previous  speaker. 
Death  lays  its' icy  hand  upon  kings  and  the  humblest  in  its  inexorable 
way  but  it  is  so  tragic  to  lose  a  person  in  the  very  prime  of  life  within 
a  year  of  his  marriage.  While  I  could  not  claim  acquaintance  with  the 
late  Mr.  Sivaraman  Nair,  during  the  brief  time  he  was  in  the  Assembly 
in  the  last  Session,  he  showed  unmistakable  evidence  of  a  promising 
career.  There  is  no  doubt,  we  have  lost  a  valuable  member  and  so,  it 
is  but  proper  we  convey  our  sympathies  to  the  members  of  the  bereaved 
family. 

Mr.  VARKALA  K.  MADHAVAN :  Mr.  Sivaraman  Nair  has  been  my 
classmate.  For  the  last  many  years  we  were  intimate  friends.  It  is 
my  painful  duty  to  record  my  deep  sorrow  on  the  sudden  death  of  my 
friend  Mr.  Sivarauian  Nair.  I  associate  myself  Cully  with  all  the  senti¬ 
ments  expressed  by  my  learned  friends.  May  his  soul  rest  in  peace. 

MR.  K.  G.  GOVINDAN  {Pattanamtitta)  :  I  associate  myself  with  all 
the  sentiments  that  have  been  expressed  so  far.  My  acquaintance  with 
Mr.  Sivaraman  Nair  was  but  short.  But  during  that  short  interval  I  was 
much  impressed  with  the  geniality  of  his  temperament,  the  correctness, 
of  his  manners,  the  gentlemanliness  of  his  behaviour  and  the  attractive¬ 
ness  of  his  person.  I  could  hardly  bring  myself  round  to  believe  the 
news  when  I  first  saw  it  in  the  newspapers.  He  was  an  active  mem¬ 
ber  of  our  party  and  this  House.  He  was  strong  and  healthy.  ITe  was 
perhaps  the  youngest  member  of  this  Assembly  and  perhaps  the  most 
promising  member.  Situated  as  he  was  under  very  favourable  circum¬ 
stances  and  surrounding  he  could  very  legitimately  have  hoped  to  attain 
very  high  positions  in  the  State  even  during  the  term  i.f  this  Assembly. 
It  is  not  an  easy  matter  to  bring  in  sensible  amendments  to  bills  that 
have  'been  introduced  by  Government  after  deep  deliberation  into  this 
House.  But  Mr.  Sivaraman  Nair  has  been  able  to  bring  in  amend¬ 
ments  and  many  of  them  have  been  carried.

STATEMENT  BY  THE  PRESIDENT  REGARDING  THE 
-PROCEDURE  FOR, DISCUSSION  OF  THE  BUDGET- 

-PRESIDENT  :  Under  Rule  69,  the  debate  on- the  budget  will  begin 
.with , a  .general jdigenssion  and.be  followed  .  by  the  voting  pf  Demands  for 
Grants.  Two  days  have  been  allotted  for  the  general  discussion  and 
the  maximum  of  seven  days  has  been  set  apart  for  the  voting  of 
(Demands, for. Grants.  The  Demands. will  be  taken  up  in  the  order  m 
whiph  they  are.  printed  in  the  list  pf. Demands,  copy  of  which  has  been 
already  furnished  to  honourable  members.  The  Demands  under  I- 
Juani  Revenue  and  Taxes  onjnpome, and  XLPublic  Works  may  each 
be  .discussed  for  one  whole  .day  ;,.and  not.  njore  than  half  a,  .day  .will  be 
allotted  for  each  of  the  remaining, Demands. 

Every  member,  other  (than  the  -Financial  Secretary,  will:  be 
allowed  during  the  general  discussion  .stage,  not  more  than  fifteen 
minutes  -as  usual.  Bat  I  hope  hocon table  members  will,  while.not- 
unduly  restraining- themselves,  allow  ,as.  many  non-offioial  members  ,as 
-possible  to- participate,  in -the  discussioniand  alao  render  it  .possible  to 
give  the  Government  members  adequate..time,for. reply; 
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I  find  on  scrutiny  of  the  names  furnished  by  the  Secretary  that 
there  are  2.6  members  in  the  National  Congress  Party,  12  members  in 
the  People’s  Party  and  23  members  who  belong  to  No-Party.  My' 
endeavour  will  be,  as  far  as  possible,  to  give  the  members  of  these 
parties  in  proportion  to  their  numbers  opportunity  for  speaking. 
Roughly  speaking  12  members  of  the  National  Congress  Party,  5  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  people  s  party  and  10  members  of  the  No-party,  will  be 
allowed  to  take  part  in  the  general  discussion  of  the  budget.  As  mem¬ 
bers  when  they  stand  up  catch  the  eye  of  the  president  they  will  be 
called  upon  to  speak. 

When  voting  on  the  Demands  for  Grants  every  mover  and  the 
official  member  who  has  the  right  of  reply  will  be  .allowed  ten  minutes 
each  and  the  other  members  five  minutes  each.  Standing  Order  No. 
59  requires  notice  of  c-very  motion  to  be  given  to  the  Secretary  two 
clear  days  before  tire  day  on  which  the  Demand  conies  up  for  consider¬ 
ation.  Late  motions  will  not  be  accepted'  It  will  facilitate  business 
if  honourable  members  giving  notice  of  token  motions — which  can  most 
conveniently  be  for, a  reduction  of  one  rupee  will  also  specify  the  pur¬ 
pose,  underlying  the  proposed  cut  and  take  care  to  see  that  the  cut 
motions  are" confined  to  amounts  en.irely  votable. 

In  this  connection,  1  may  also  invite  the  attention  of  honourable 
members  to  my  predecessor’s  ruling  regarding  budget  motions  given’  on 
the  30th  of  July  1935,  reported  on  pages  705  to  707  of  Yol.  VI  of  the 
Proceedings  of  the  Sri  Mnlam  Assembly — Me  pages  121-124  of  the 
Rulings  from. the  Chair. 

In  calculating  the  number  of  hoars  to  be  allotted  for  the  voting  of 
Demands,  I  propose  to  follow  the  procedure  which  has  been  followed 
during  ihe  last  three  years.  A  day  will  be  taken  as  from  11  a.  m. -to 
.5  r.  ft.  One  hour  being  available  for  question  time,  and  another  hour 
(1  to  2  p.  m.)  as  lunch  interval,  the  remaining  four  hours -be  treated  as 
one  full  day  and  two  hours  as  half  ;a  day.  If  the  whole  of  the  first 
hour  is  aot..takcn  up  for  questions  and  answers,  the  time  left  over  will 
be  available  for  the  voting  of  Demands  for  Grants.  Such  available 
time  will.not  go  to  increase  the  time  .allotfed.for.any  particular  Demand 
but  yyill  be  available  to  the  House  and  thus  enable  them  to  reach  more 
Demands.

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Mr.  T.  C.  KESAVA  PILLAI  (EalMdam  euro  Vilarankocl) :  Sir, 
1  wish  to  place  before  yon  a  few  salient  features  of  this  year’s  Budget. 

PRESIDENT:  The  honourable  member  will  kindly  raise  his  voice- 

MR.  T.  C.  KESAVA  PILLAI ;  We  are  exceptionally  fortunate  in 
having  an  experience  Financial  Secretary  who  could  anticipate  matters 
at  the  inspiration  of  an  experienced  Dewan.  There  are  certain  matters 
peouliar  so  far  as  this  year’s  Budget  is  concerned.  The  financial  posi¬ 
tion  of  an  individual  or  a  Government  or'ot' even  Gods  is  looked  upon  by 
the  world  as  counting  to  its  respectability.  The  God  who  has  a  gold 
Cross  will  be  respected  more  than  a  Church  with  an  ordinary  stone 
Cross  Similarly,  the  reputation  of  the  finance  of  a  Government  will 
be  trumpeted  elsewhere  not  in  a  very  low  tone. 

Our  Financial  Secretary  has  been  able  to  draw  an  impressive 
picture  of  the  financial  position  of  this  State  before  the  world  by  draw¬ 
ing  the  figures  from  1105  up  to  1116.  There  were  comparative  state¬ 
ments  and  vivid  points  in  the  shape  of  anecdotes  which  I  was  able  to 
glimpse  over  only  after  the  elucidation  by  the' Dewan.  Viewing  these  two 
speeches  together  I  must  say  that  there  is  no  sensible  point  left  for 
any  one  of  us  to  discuss  as  a  non-official  individual  (Rear,  hear).  Our 
beloved  sovereign  has  given  us  the  privilege  to  handle  our  Budget 
absolutely.  We  have  got  the  privilege  to  do  away  with  any  of  the  items 
or  all  items.  We  have  got  that  absolute  privilege.  I  s-m  not  an  ex¬ 
pert  in  Budget  speeches.  I  have  seen  some  of  the  Budget  speeches 
made  elsewhere.  They  say  that  it  is  “a  long  budget,  a  red  budget’’ 
and  so  on.  I  put  the  question  “what  is  the  intention  of  the  Legisla¬ 
ture  ?  ”  It  is  to  utilise  the  privilege  conferred  by  the  Sovereign  on  the 
representatives.  When  I  go  through  the  Dewan-President’s  speech 
and  the  Budget  speech,  I.  am  forced  simply  to  remain  quite  and  do 
nothing. 

Sir,  I  must  heartily  congratulate  the  Financial  Secretary  for  the 
anticipation  and  the  President  for  his  good  intentions  to  shape  the 
country  into  richt  lines.  I  shall  deal  with  one  or  two  point?  regarding 
this.  Thes.e  are  very  hard  days.  Economic  depression  and  starvation 
face  the  people  in  the  country  side.  It  is  the  duty  of  us,  the  non- 
Official  members,  also  to  heartily  co-op.erate  with  you  to  gain  our 
objects,  to  materially  raise  the  economic  condition  of  the  poor.  Before 
the  Nair  Act  canae  into  force  individual  partition  was  unheard  of.  But, 
.after  that  legislation  we  are  nowhere  even  though  we  predicted  much. 
W.e  have  been  studying  a  set  of  text  books  but  you  have  now  intro¬ 
duced  rightly  certain  text  books  whist  in  course  of  t.irne  will  <©ly 
produce  loyal  citizens.  W:e  had  rural  schemes  like  the  Tillage  school 
masters’  schools  some  fifty  years  ago.  The  people  exchanged  their 
goods  and  met  all  their  wants.  Thole  was  only  the  .question  of  one 
(religion.  But  w.e  b,a.v.e  now  gone  astray-  ?9U  will  ef9h?® 
ren  who  have  gone  astray.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  father  tp  look  »f -er  his 
children,  to  feed  them  and  ,to  give  ahem  .one  or  two  .blows  when  they 
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commit  mischief.  It  is  only  quite  natural.  We,  the  children,  may 
not  at  times,  due  to  our  younger  mentality,  succumb  to  accept  the 
superiority  of  our  parents.  Tt  is  the  duty  of  the  benign  Government 
to  forgive  us,  to  come  down  a  little  and  help  us  so  that  peace  may 
reign  in  the  country,  I  mean  about  the  State  Congress  activities. 

Sir,  the  village  organisation  scheme  is  a  most  important  one.  Let 
us  see  where  we  are  now.  We  are  menaced  with  diversity  of  opinions. 
There  now  exist  so  many  religious  institutions.  1  condemn  all  those 
including  the  Kerala  Hindu  Mission,  simply  because  they  do  not  exist 
for  the  material  benefit  of  the  poor  men  and  women.  They  only  ex¬ 
ploit  these  people.  The  poor  Pulaya  gets  three  Chackrams  by  the 
sale  of  grass  and  the  missionary  exploits  him.  They  do  a  lot  of  mis¬ 
chief  and  they  are  a  real  menace  to  the  country.  It  is  high  time  for 
us  to  organise  in  view  of  these  facts.  Village  Pane hayats  should  be 
peculiarly  emphasised.  I  appreciate  the  words  which  say  that  some¬ 
thing  has  been  set  apart  for  “the  nation  building  departments.” 
What  are  those  departments  ?  It  should  not  be  eommunalism.  These 
religious  feelings  should  go  away  and  other  departments  should  come 
and  heartily  cooperate  with  the  officer  in  the  country  parts.  There 
shuuld  be  political,  non-political,  religious,  economic,  industrial  and 
mercantile,  in  fact,  all  sorts  of  associations  heartily  Co-operating  with 
the  head  officer  of  the  Panchayats  in  nation  building  activities.  Sir, 
you  have  expressed  your  hope  in  the  future  welfare  of  the  county  with 
the  best  of  intentions  and  it  is  disgraceful  that  we  individuals  do  not 
co-operate  with  the  Sovereign  in  the  right  sense.  Here,  section  by 
section  exploitation  is  going  on.  So  it  is  essential  to  have  such  rural 
units.  Sir,  you  have  kindly  sanctioned  Rs.  10,000  for  South  Travan- 
core  Water  supply  during  drought.  But  that  money  was  not  wholly 
utilised  in  some  taluks.  I  do  not  want  to  pain  you  with  any  details. 

The  Tahsildar  is  the  most  responsible  officer  in  the  taluk.  It  is 
through  him  that  all  the  departmental  machinery  works.  He  must 
be  a  really  honest  man.  So  my  humble  wish  is  that  such  units  should 
be  organised  throughout  the  State.  In  each  taluk  there  should  be 
Vill.  ge  Panchayats.  It  is  not  possible  to  have  a  Panchayat  in  each 
pakuthi  with  Ihe  Tahsildar  as  President.  There  should  be  organised 
sub-commiPees  or  a  number  of  Panchayats  under  one  Tahsildar.  We 
do  not  want  big  Engineers  for  road  construction  or  for  sinking  wells. 
These  works  should  be  entrusted  with  such  organisations.  I  o  not 
want  to  emphasise  such  points  as  irrigation  and  others.  The  other 
day  I  read  the  speech  of  the  Devvan  President.  He  addressed  the 
honourable  members  “Fellow  legislators.”  A  comparatively  illiterate 
man  who  happened  to  hear  me  reading  that  immediately  expressed  his 
surprise  at  the  use  of  the  word  ‘fellow.’  I  myself  was  also  ignorant 
and  I  referred  to  a  literate  man  who  made  me  understand  that  fellow 
means  an  equal.  “So  the  Dewan  is  one  amongst  us”  exclaimed  the 
man  who  had  expressed  the  doubt.  I  am  simply  bringing-  to  the  notice 
of  the  House  the  privilege  enjoyed  by  the  honourable  members  of  this 
House.  An  organisation  which  brings  down  the  interest  of  the  country 
should  be  put  down  and  the  poor  illiterate  men  must  be  saved 
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I  may  speak  at  random  on  certain  points  also.  I  congratulate  the 
Financial  Secretary,  but  at  the  same  time,  I;  bring  to  liis  notice  that  as 
regards  the  Kodayar  Irrigation  Project  the  allotment  is  very  meagre. 
Only  Es.  25,000  have  been  set  apart  though  there  were  estimates  for 
Es.  3  lakhs.  I  hope  that  as  a  supplementary  grant  at  least  Govern¬ 
ment  will  be  pleased  to  restore  all  the  tanks.  Sinking  of  wells  is  also 
an  important  item  to  be  attended  to  in  South  Travancore.  I  find  no 
adequate  provision  for  this  is  made.  There  is  a  5  year  plan  for  Kal- 
kulam  and  Vilavancode  for  sinking  wells  and  about  2  lakhs  is  the 
amount  required.  Sir,  where  is  the  allotment  for  that  ?  These  taluks 
are  cholera  affected  areas.  Please  have  a  special  treatment  of  these 
taluks. 

As  regards  improvement  of  agriculture,  I  find  from  the  report  of 
the  department  that  the  cultivation  of  tobacco  and  beedi  leaves  in  the 
Puliyara  Demonstration  Farm  has  come  out  successful.  Although, 
according  to  Government,  industries  are  most  important,  and  the 
development  of  agriculture  is  only  secondary,  I  hope  Government  will 
encourage  the  cultivation  of  tobacco  and  beedi  leaves,  so  that  the  huge 
drainage  of  our  money  outside  may  be  avoided. 

I  have,  one  matter  for  the  urgent  consideration  of  our  timber 
expert.  In  recent  years,  we  have  been  buying  a  lot  of  pressed  wood 
planks  from  foreign  countries,  for  chairs,  partitions  etc,  I  would 
request  our  timber  expert  to  direct  his  attention  to  the  local  manu¬ 
facture  of  pressed  wood  so  that  we  can  save  a  lot  of  our  money  going 
to  foreign  countries. 

Sir,  there  are  many  matters  in  which  we  are  being  mis¬ 
understood  by  Government.  The  Criminal  Procedure  Cods  provides 
for  a  certain  set  of  persons  called  Desakavalkars.  A  few  years  back 
we  appealed  to  the  Commissioner  of  Police — as  he  was  then  called — 
to  make  payments  for  the  services  of  these  Desakavalkars,  at  least 
during  emergencies  ;  they  are  willing  honourary  workers.  It  would  he 
enough  if  the  Government  would  sanction  not  exceeding  Es.  5  per 
head  for  the  period  for  which  they  are  actually  engaged.  As  I  said, 
they  will  be  of  immense  use  to  Government  during  turbulent  times. 
The  Commissioner  instead  of  sanctioning  pay  stopped  the  office  itself 
and  henceSthere  are  no  DesakaVals  now  in  South  Travancore.  I  request 
the  Inspector-General  of  Police  to  revive  the  office  of  Desakavat.  I 
hope  the  Inspector-General  of  Police  will  consider  the  question  of 
utilising  the  services  of  these  Desakavalkars  about  whom  there  is 
specific  provision  in  the  Criminal  Procedure  Code. 

A  word  Sir,  about  the  purchase  of  quinine.  Every  Anchal  Office 
sells  it  at  1  ch.  per  packet.  Sir,  my  submission  is  that,  if  Es.  6,000 
can  be  spent  for  the  nurses’  kitchen  in  the  Nagercoil  Hospital,  the 
Government  can  well  afford  to  forego  the  Rs.  6,000  which  they  now 
get  by  the  sale  of  quinine  to  the  Kanikars  in  the  malarial  regions.  I 
would  appeal  to  Government  to  distribute  quinine  free  to  these  poor- 
people  or  to  sell  quinine  in  anohal  offices  as  it  was  done  years  back. 

With  these  words,  I  resume  my  seat, 
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MR.  J.  E,  A.  PERIEfi A  :  Sir,  I  congratulate  the  Financial  Secretary 
tor  having  brought  out  a  favourably  balanced  budget  wi  h  a  surplus  of 
2'20  lakhs,  a  surplus  which  is  sufficient  to  cover  the  deficit  of  the  pre¬ 
vious  two  years.  The  fact  that  the  anticipated  deficit  is  confined  only  to 
1-81  lakhs  is  very  creditable,  taking  into  consideration  the  heavy  ex¬ 
penditure  we  had  to  meet  to  counteract  these  subversive  activities  and 
for  the  sams  reason  the  expee  ed  revenue  was  not  for.hcoming. 

Sir,  the  fact  that  our  cash  balance  have  appreciably  reduced  has 
been  well  explained  by  your  goodself  that  we  had  been  able  to  meet  the 
total  cost  of  the  capital  expenditure  both  productive  and  non-prod uclive 
items  to. ailing  31l'o  lakhs  during  the  last  decade  from  almost  our  own 
resources.  The  soundness  of  our  financial  position  is  amply  testified  by 
the  fact  that  our  public  debt  is  confined  to  merely  50  lakhs  whereas  our 
booked  assets  total  3icrores.  During  the  last  decade  we  have  success¬ 
fully  weathered  all  conditions  |i Deluding  the  unprecedented  economic 
blizzar  1  which  swept  the  whole  world.  Last  but  not  least  the  sub¬ 
versive  activities  of  misguided  persons.  There  was  a  deficit  of  12  lakhs 
in  HOG,  but  as  a  result  of  the  precautionary  measures  adopted  by  Gov¬ 
ernment,  it  was  possible  to  avoid  deficit  in  the  subsequent  years  and  in 
1112,  there  was  a  surplus  of  14-9  lakhs  which  was  mainly  due  to 
revenue  from  Cochin  Harbour  Scheme  and  oui.  of  which  we  were  able 
to  create  a  revenue  surplus  fund  of  12  lakhs  which  is  a  creditable 
achievement.  In  1107,  we  had  the  lowest  revenue  of  219  lakhs  and  if 
the  anticipated  revenue  for  1115  is  realized  oiz.,  263  lakhs,  it  will  be  a 
peak  year.  All  these  unmistakably  demonstrate  that  resiliency  and 
elasticity  of  our  finances.  All-told  the  net  result  of  last  decade  is  a 
record  which  Travail  core  can  justifiably  be  proud  of. 

As  regards  financing  of  future  capital  expenditure,  I  believe,  Sir, 
we  have  to  make  a  departure  from  our  practice  of  financing  from  our 
own  revenue  and  go  in  for  raising  of  loans  which  we  can  safely  do  with 
our  splendid  state  of  assets.  I  say  this  beoa.use,  the  closing  balance  of 
1115  is  expected  to  be  approximately  9  lakhs. 

It  strikes  me,  we  have  arrived  at  a  juncture  when  we  must  make 
a  comprehensive  survey  and  take  a  full  stock  of  our  resources  with  a 
view  to  fashion  the  finance  of  future  on  proper  lines.  I  shallipresently 
explain  in  detail  what  I  mean.  It  is  an  opportune  time  to  make  such 
a  survev  in  as  much  as  the  Financial  Secretary  himself  has  made  a 
survey  of  the  last  decade.  The  atmosphere  is  also  congenial  for  that. 

The  Governmen  t  has  to  go  to  the  help  of  the  two  languishing 
trades,  Agriculture  and  Cocoanut  trade.  Dealing  with  the  agriculture 
first,  no  doubt,  the  Government  have  done  the  proper  thing  in  appoint, 
ing  a  committee  to  investigate  ways  and  means  of  relieving  agricultural 
indebtedness,  so  far  well  and  good  as  regards  the  debts  of  the  past. 
What  about  the  capacity  of  .the  agriculturists  to  pay  the  land  tax  ? 
you  had  pointed  out  iu  your  speech  that  the  incidence  of  direct  taxation 
works  out  at  10  annas  per  head  which  is  the  lowest  compared  to  other 
surroundings ;  but  my  question  is,  when  the  land  remains  fallow  for 
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considerable  time  and  poor  ryot  has  to  keep  the  proverbial  wolf  from 
the  door,  how  can  he  be  expected  to  pay  tax  at  10  annas  per  head  per 
annum.  The  fact  that  we  had  to  make  remission s  totalling  22  lakhs  in 
the  last  few  years  is  the  clearest  evidence  that  agriculturists  stand  in 
need  of  help.  This  method  of  peace-meal  relief  is  not  satisfactory. 
The  Government  should  do  one  of  the  following  three  things:  ■ 

First,  they  must  give  a  reorientation  to  agriculturists  to  divert 
them  for  more  profit  yielding  crops  like  tobacco,  sugar-cane,  etc.  The 
Government  must  make  all  the  necessary  experiments  and  give  a  lead 
or  secondly,  we  should  ascertain  whether  we  can  completely  relieve  of 
the  agriculturists  land  tax.  If  this  is  not  pcssible,  thirdly,  lessen  the 
rate  of  present  taxation.  As  regards  the  finances  required  for  these,  I 
shall  make  a  reference  later.  '  .  . 

Coming  to  oocoannt,  I  would  submi*.  the  Government  should  go¬ 
to  the  help  of  this  languishing  trade  by  organising  the  production  on 
co-operative  basis  and  establish  a  Cocoa-nut  Board  for  1 1  e  successful 
marketing  as  well  as  for  research.  The  Government  must  subsidize 
this  trade  if  necessary  to  put  it  on  proper  lines. 

I  would  also  plead  that  a  number  of  surveys  in  different  directions 
be  undertaken  by  the  Government,  one  alter  another,  with  a  view  to 
ascertain  whether  wc  are  get.ing  the  maximum  yield  from  our  forest, 
fishery,  minerals  and  so  on.  Therefore,  a  geological  survey  to  find 
out  the  potentialities  of  the  rich  fauna  of  Travancore  and  a  similar 
survey  of  the  potentialities  of  the  forest  and  that  of  fisheries  are  caihd 
for.  In  this  connection,  I  most  heartily  welcome  the  appointment  of  a 
special  officer  from  the  Forest  Research  Institute  Debra  Dun  to  as¬ 
certain  the  possibilities  of  the  irade  in  soft  wood.  The  expenditure  on 
this  experts  service  is  only  sowing  in  order  to  reap  later.  As  a  result 
of  these  surveys  we  must  have  clear  cut  ideas  for  our  future. 
We  must  hate  a  forest  policy,  fishery  policy,  a  five  year  plan  for 
inaustries  and  so  on.  All  these  mean  money.  This  is  possible 
to  be  done,  as  there  is  unmistakable  symptoms  that  our  revenues  are 
expanding  as  a  result  of  Cochin  Harbour  Scheme,  super  tax,  china  clay 
industry  and.  other  industries  like  mining  and  we  can  confidently  ex¬ 
pect  a  revenue  of  3  crores  in  future  and  perhaps  more  and  side  by  side 
with  this,  the  proper  husbanding  of  air  resources  by  avoiding  avoidable 
expenditure  is  necessary.  At  a  juncture  like  this  when  we  want 
finances  for  all  these,  the  expenditure  of  7  lakhs  on  a  50  mile  road 
caDnot  find  mv  approval.  I  do  not  say  that  we  should  not  improve  our 
roads.  We  can  do  this  at  proper  time  later,  since  there  are  more  cry- 
ine  needs.  It  is  absolutely  untenable  at  present.  The  proper  hus¬ 
banding  our  resources  is  necessary  when  we  have  such  ambitious, 
scheme  such  as  Travancore  University  but  if  proper  husbanding  is 
done,  we  can  even  launch  out  more  laudable  nation  building  activities. 

I  trust  my  suggestions  will  appeal  :o  Government  and  then  what- is 
required  only  is  the  co-operation  of  the  Government  and  the  people,  as 
called  for  in  your  speech  and  which,  I  am  sure,  will  be  forthcoming 
now  the  atmosphere  is  calm  with  the  disappearance  of  the  subversive 
activities.  _  ..  . 
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I  am  very  sorry  to  find  no  provision  has  been  made  for  the  im¬ 
provement  of  our  porta.  The  need  for  a  pier  at  Quilon  is  urgent.  In 
this  connection,  I  do  not  know  the  exact  nature  of  our  commitment  in 
the  three  party  Cochin  agreement ;  but  if  the  improvement  of  our  ports 
■will  not  involve  a  violation  of  the  agreement,  provided  we  can  show  such 
improvement  is  no.  intended  to  compete  with  Cochin  Harbour,  then  I 
would  suggest  that  we  ascertain  whether  it  will  be  possible  to  construct 
a  basin  at  Neandakarai  for  accommodating  about  (>  steamers.  If  this 
can  be  done,  there  is  no  need  for  a  pier  at  Quilon,  The  construction 
of  a  basin  at  Neendakarai  will  give  a  great  fill  up  to  the  various  in¬ 
dustries  which  are  around  Quilon.  The  china  clay  factory,  the 
minerals  factories  and  cashewnut  factories  are  all  around  Quilon.  If 
we  do  this,  we  can  attract  steamers  easily  at  more  economical  freight. 
The  uneconomical  freight  is  a  great  handicap  to  industries. 

Sir,  I  congratulate  the  Government  for  the  arrangement  in  making 
the  Sri  Chithira  Coin  as  unlimited  tender.  This  is  not  only  enhances 
our  reputation  but  also  brings  appreciable  revenue  of  l'GO  lakhs. 

As  regards  the  Bobber  factory,  it  was  very  unfortunate,  tho 
private  agency  which  took  ii  was  found  inefficient  to  work  it  success¬ 
fully.  I  bope,  better  private  agency  will  be  forthcoming  to  undertake 
the  Rubber  factory, 

As  regards  the  enhancement  of  duty  on  tobacco,  I  really  cannot 
understand  it  unless  it  is  intended  as  a  retaliation  to  Ceylon.  If  the 
Government  ever  wants  to  enhance  the  duty  as  retaliated  measure,  I 
will  be  one  with  the  Government  and  I  am,  sure  every  one  will  be  one 
with  Government  in  that  respect,  iu  order  to  bring  the  Government 
of  Ceylon  to  reason  and  to  desist  from  taking  the  suggested  Anti- 
Indian  drive.  If  it  is  not  intended  as  a  retaliation  I  do  not  think  it 
is  warranted  at  present.  In  any  event,  we  want  the  additional  tax 
to.be  remitted  so  far  as  the  current  year  is  concerned. 

MR.  T.  C.  KESAVA  PILLAI  :  May  I  ask  whether  the  tobacco  mer¬ 
chants  have  not  increased  the  price  of  tobacco  more  than  the  extent  to 
which  the  Government  has  increased  the  duty  on  tobacco  ? 

Mr.  J.  E.  A.  PERIERA  :  We  have  not  increased  the  price.  There 
is  a  dead-lock  as  if  it  were  at  the  Banks  halls.  I  am  sure,  the  Excise 
Commissioner  will  bear  me  out. 

Sir,  I  shall  conclude  by  emphasizing  once  more  the  need  for  an  all 
round  survey  at  this  juncture,  so  that  we  can  chalk  out  a  programme 
for  the  future  and  the  necessary  husbanding  of  our  resources  to  achieve 

Mr.  K.KUNJU  PANICKER  (Mavelikam  cum  Kunnattur):  Sir,  the  Finan¬ 
cial  Secretary  deserves  the  congratulations  of  this  House  for  preparing 
a  proper  budget  for  the  coming  year,' without  imposing  any  addiional 
taxation.  The  Budget  now  before  us  is  the  biggest  one  that  this  House 
has  seen  so  far,  inasmuchas  a  revenue  of  Bs.  2G3f  lakhs  is  expected, 
and  an  expenditure  of  Bs.  261  lakhs  has  been  provided  for.  During 
the  current  year,  although  a  revenue  of  Bs.  261}  lakhs  "was  budgeted  - 
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for,  due  to  the  political  upheaval,  the  receipts  fell  down  to  Es.  256?t 
lakhs.  The  subversive  activities  have  led  to  unnecessary  and  unforeseen 
expenditure,  to  the  tune  of  Es,  3  lakhs.  The  Government  were  not 
able  to  realise  all  that  they  expected.  Due  to  the  political  disturbances, 
the  Government  have  incurred  an  expenditure  of  over  3  lakhs,  and 
have  lost  income  to  the  extent  of  Es,  2  lakhs,  so  that  our  total  loss  duo 
to  the  subversive  activities  amounts  to  5|:  lakhs  of  rupees. 

Sir,  the  State  Congress  could  bo  formed  mainly  due  to  the  elec¬ 
toral  arrangements  of  1112  by  which  certain  backward  communities 
were  given  reserved  seats  and  the  system  of  the  single  non-transferr- 
able  vote  for  such  reserved  seats. 

PRESIDENT:  The  House  will  now  adjourn  and  meet  again  at  2 
o’clock. 

The  House  rose  for  lunch  at-  1  P.  M.  and  re-assembled  at  2  p.  it. 
with  the  President  in  the  chair. 

MR.  K.  KlINJU  PANICKER  :  I  was  submitting  that  the  subversive 
activities  which  were  going  on  in  the  name  of  the  State  Congress  were 
mainly  the  result  of  Ihe  single  non-transferable  vote  and  the  reserva¬ 
tion  given  to  certain  backward  communities.  By  that  arrangement-, 
the  Ezhavas  and  other  backward  communities  were  made  to  depend 
upon  certain  political  minded  expert  C-hrisiian  gentlemen.  Ths  re- 
servationists  had  to  yield  to  their  wishes  for  every  thing  connected  with 
the  political  activities  and  it  is  thus  that  the  Ezhavas  and  the  other- 
people  who  took  part  in  the  subversive  activities  were  going  on  with 
their  undesirable  activities.  When  you,  Sir,  discovered  the  defect  of 
the  voting  system,  you  were  prompt  in  curing  the  defect ;  and  now-  the 
thing  is  alright.  It  appears  that  there  is  a  move  on  the  pari  of  those 
who  were  taking  part  in  the  subversive  activities  to  get  the  present 
system  corrected  in  the  name  of  10  per  cent  or  something  of  that  sort. 
I  say, 

PRESIDENT  :  Order,  order.  I  do  not  thick  that  a  ay  full  discus¬ 
sion  on  the  question  of  the  Franchise  Rules  is  permissible  in  this 
House.  Passing  reference  may,  of  course,  be  made,  but  honourable 
member  will  know  the  limits  of  permissible  debate  on  this  point-. 

MR.  K.  KUNJU  PANICKER  :  I  wanted  only  to  point  out  that  any 
chance  given  to  such  people  to  combine  together  will  bring  about  the 
former  situation  again  in  the  land.  It  was  only  to  point  out  that  fact 
that  I  was  touching  that  point. 

The  discontentment  of  the  Ezhavas  was  mainly  due  to  the  want  of 
proper  representation  in  the  public  service  also.  For  that  there  are 
provisions  made  in  the  Public  Service  G  0.  of  course,  for  the  lower 
and  the  intermediate  grades.  But  by  means  of  certain  exemptions  the 
rules  are  not  brought  into  force  in  all  their  full  significance.  On 
account  of  that  there  is  a  sort  of  discontentment  among  the  educated 
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members  of  the  backward  communities,  especially  among  the  Ezhavas. 
About  the  higher  grade  service  also  Ezhavas  have  (got  grievances.  I 
submit  that  also  ought  to  be  taken  note  of  by  the  Government. 

About  the  excise  policy  of  the  Government  I  have  to  submit  a 
word.  The  Excise  Department  is  one  of  the  most  important  depart- 
ments  from  which  our  revenue  is  secured,  but  corruption  is  rampant  jn 
that  department,  mainly  owing  to  the  sub-shop  system  which  is 
practised  by  the  shop  contractors  and  owing  to  smuggling.  I  submit 
that  that  can  be  remedied  only  by  putting  responsible  persons  of 
character  to  supervise  the  affairs  of  the  Department.  Mere  educational 
qualifications  will  not  do  in  remedying  such  things.  The  corruption 
owing  to  the  keeping  of  the  sub-shop  system  is  prevelaut  throughout 
the  State  ;  yet  that  is  not  checked.  That  is  a  mystery.  I  can  find  the 
solution  of  it  only  in  the  fact  of  want  of  proper  persons  of  character  to 
remedy  the  defect.  So,  I  specially  emphasise  that  point  and  bring  it 
to  the  notice  of  Government.  I  would  also  submit  that  the  price  of 
toddy  which  is  the  chief  intoxicating  beverage  that  is  consumed  by  the 
poor  people  should  be  increased  at  least  by  four  times  what  it  is  now, 
Then  only  will  these  poor  people  desist  from  taking  too  much  of  toddy. 
Formerly,  even  the  arrack  was  sold  at  a  very  low  price  and  then  people 
were  using  it  profusely.  But  when  the  price  of  it  was  increased,  the 
consumption  has  decreased.  In  the  same  way,  the  consumption  of 
toddy  also  will  decrease  if  the  price  c-f  toddy  is  enhanced  four-fold. 
Then  the  poor  people  will  not  take  too  much  of  it,  to  intoxicate  them- 
selves  and  ruin  their  families.  So,  I  submit  that  to  remedy  the  evils 
of  toddy  drinking,  the  price  of  toddy  should  be  increased. 

One  of  the  sources  of  discontent  in  our  land  is  the  educated  un¬ 
employment  of  our  youngsters.  For  remedying  that  I  submit  that 
some  industrial  projects  should  be  organised  [under  the  auspices  of  the 
Government. 

Then  I  have  to  submit  a  word  about  the  Agricultural  Department 
and  its  work.  Now  we  have  got  a  department  which  is  called  the 
Agricultural  Department  but  which  is  not  as  a  matter  of  fact  rendering 
any  useful  service  to  the  land,  I  submit,  that  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Agricultural  Department  large  scale  farming  both  of  wet  land  and 
garden  land  should  be  undertaken  and  model  cultivation  should  be 
conducted  both  for  the  profit  of  the  Government  and  as  a  model  for 
the  private  cultivators  who  wish  to  follow  the  department.  Private 
cultivators  I  submit,  should  be  encouraged  to  join  together  by  co-opera¬ 
tion  and  consolidation  to  conduct  cultivation  on  a  large  scale.  By 
taking  to  cultivation  on  a  piecemeal  scale  we  are  spending  too  much 
and  are  getting  too  title  in  the  form  of  profit.  So,  the  Government 
should  conduct  propaganda  work  to  make  our  cultivators  to  co-operate 
and  thus  consolidate  the  wet  land  and  the  garden  land  ;  and  to  induce 
them  to  work  on  a  larger  scale  for  the  profit  of  the  land, 
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I  would  also  submit  that  an  expert  should  be  appointed  to  investi¬ 
gate  the  possibilities  of  tapping  the  mineral  products  of  our  land. 
The  expert  should  go  into  the  matter  and  try  to  spot  out  first  the 
places  were  we  can  get  the  mineral  products  of  our  land.  After  getting 
his  report,  under  the  direction  of  the  Government  we  should  try  to 
tap  our  resources  in  that  direction  and  give  employment  to  our  un¬ 
employed  people. 

For  the  agricultural,  economic  and  industrial  development  of  our 
land  I  would  suggest  that  an  expert  committee  should  be  appointed  to 
thresh  out  a  plan  for  a  ten  years  programme  for  the  development  of 
these  branches  ;  and  after  getting  the  report  of  the  expert  committee, 
the  Government  under  its  ausuices  should  give  scope  for  work  to  all 
sorts  of  unemployed  persons,  educated  as  well  as  uneducated,  and  de¬ 
velop  the  economic  resources  of  the  land. 

I  would  also  point  out  that  the  various  persons  who  are  now 
running  private  banks  as  well  as  joint  stock  concerns  are  running  not 
only  the  banks  but  also  the  share-holders  and  the  depositors.  I  submit 
that  so  many  people  are  put  into  difficulties  on  occonni  of  it.  Isay 
that  the  savings  bank  system  of  our  Government  should  be  expanded 
and  banking  should  be  conducted  in  the  land  under  the  direct  super¬ 
vision  of  the  Government  rather  than  private  persons  be  allow  ed  to 
exploit  the  poor  credulous  people- 

I  would  also  suggest  that  the  transport  system  should  be  extended 
throughout  the  State.  First  it  should  be  extended  throughout  the 
main  roads,  that  is,  throughout  the  length  of  the  M.  C.  road  and  the 
west  coast  road.  Those  roads  I  i submit,  should  be  concreted  or  at 
least  tarcreted  so  that  dust  may  he  avoided  and  the  vehicles  may  run 
fast.  Though  the  Government  have  introduced  the  transport  system 
in  certain  areas  there  are  still  extensive  areas  where  the  benefit  of 
it  is  required.  To  those  areas  also  I  submit,  the  transport  service  should 
be  extended  as  early  as  possible  so  that  the  people  of  those  places  also 
may  get  the  benefit  of  the  Government  transport  service.  Now,  the 
private  buses  owned  by  private  individuals  do  it,  but  they  do  not  run 
the  bases  at.  the  scheduled  times  regularly.  There  are  so  many  special 
timings  for  these  buses  and  only  after  getting  a  full  load  from  the 
shed  will  a  bus  be  allowed  to  start  on  its  journey. 

PRESIDENT  :  Honourable  member  will  kindly  bring  his  remarks 
to  a  close  as  early  as  possible. 

MR.  K.  KUNJU  PAN1CKER  :  With  these  remarks  I  resume  my  seat. 

MR.  S.  KRISHNA  AlYAR  ( Nominated ):  Sir,  It  has  become  a  custom  or 
the  fashion  to  open  the  general  discussion  of  the  budget  estimates  with 
compliments  to  the  Financial  Secretary.  I  am  just  thinking  why  I 
should  not  depart  from  that  custom  or  fashion  and  rather  compliment 
ourselves  on  the  discovery  of  talent  that  has  been  lying  dormant  for 
want  of  opportunities. 

As  regards  facts  and  figures,  I  do  not  propose  to  go  into  them  at 
any  length.  I  have,  however,  one  head  of  complaint.  We  are  now 
passing  through  very  critical  days.  The  western  world  is  on  the  verge 
of  war.  I  doubt  whether  our  finances  are  sufficiently  elastic  to  be  able 
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to  stand  the  strain  of  war,  if  war  really  comes.  On  the  occasion  of  the 
last  world  war,  towards  the  close  prices  wont  up  by  leaps  and  bounds, 
especially  the  prices  of  food-stuffs.  Paddy  soared  up  to  Ks.  1J  per  para. 
So  also  other  commodities.  For  purchase  of  our  food  requirements 
we  are  dependant  on  our  export  produce-  Our  export  produce  might 
become  unsaleable.  Already  we  have  lost  many  a  market.  Under  the 
circumstances,  with  diffidence,  I  am  suggesting  to  the  Financial  Secie. 
tary  whether  it  would  not  be  advisable  for  the  Government  to  enter 
into  early  contracts  for  supplies  of  rice  in  case  of  emergency,  aud  to 
hold  adequate  reserve  stock  as  they  do  in  Britain  and  other  places. 

I  shall  next  pass  on  to  what  I  would  call  the  main  problems  of  the 
hour  and  these  are,  first,  the  unemployment  problem  ;  second  the  low 
standard  of  living;  third,  our  credit  structure;  and  fourth,  agricul¬ 
tural  depression, 

On  the  subject  of  unemployment  Mr.  Ivunju  Panicker  had  some¬ 
thing  to  say.  A  committee  was  constituted  for  that  purpose  a  few 
years  back  and  a  report  was  submitted  by  that  Committee.  I  am 
afraid  that  wc  have  not  materials  enough  at  the  prusonl  moment  to 
find  out  exactly  where  we  are.  Statistics  have  not  been  collected.  It 
would  therefore  be  advisable  if  we  take  the  opportunity  afforded  by  the 
forthcoming  Census  to  collect  statistics  or  unemployment  regarding 
every  branch  of  activity,  regarding  prices,  indebtedness  cost  of  living 
and  the  like.  Thereafter  we  may  able  to  gauge  the  situation  better 
and  apply  ameliorative  methods. 

I  would  like  to  go  into  some  length  on  the  subject  of  the  credit 
structure  of  the  State,  Not  only  agriculture,  not  only  Commerce,  but 
every  branch  of  our  activity  is  dependent  on  credit.  Prom  the  date  of 
the  passing  of  tbs  last  Agricultural  Belief  Act,  a  sort  of  want  of  con¬ 
fidence  has  arisen  in  the  public  towards  each  other.  Before  that  agri¬ 
cultural  credit  was  built  on  friendly  and  neighbourly  loans,  rural 
finance,  and  for  long  term  credit  on  chiities.  Alter  the  Agricultural 
Belief  Act  came  into  play,  that  credit  has  been  shaken.  Friendly  and 
neighbourly  loans  have  ceased  to  exist .  Bonds  aud  promissory  notes 
have  dwindled.  Gkitties  are  extinct.  No  fresh  loan  is  advanced  on 
the  security  of  immovable  properties,  the  latter  due  to  the  fact  that 
prices  of  agricultural  produce  have  fallen  low,  and  land  has  ceased  to 
he  regarded  as  an  investment.  In  mher  words  landed  property  has  not 
got  sufficient  purchasing  power.  I  am  not  prepared  to  say  that  it  has 
no  purchasing  power.  Bor  instance,  if  an  agriculturist  wants  to  raise 
a  loan  he  cannot  get  it  by  means  of  a  hypothecation  bond,  but  has  to 
mortgage  or  sell  his  land.  This  has  become  a  very  serious  problem. 
Turning  to  the  commercial  aspect  of  the  question,  the  problem  of  credit 
has  become  worse.  The  crash  of  bank  after  bank  that  has  been  going 
on  for  the  past  year,  coupled  with  the  revelations  of  the  last  few 
months  have  created  a  panic  and  sapped  the  foundations  of  commercial 
credit.  Added  to  that  a  number  of  shady  companies  that  have  been

floated  here  during  the  past  two  or  three  years  have  taken  in  the  out¬ 
side  investor  and  shaken  outside  credit.  The  big  Banks  such  as  the 
Imperial  Bank,  the  Central  Bank  and  the  Indian  Bank  are  serving 
only  a  limited  few.  They  concern  themselves  with  first  class  and 
possibly  also  select  second  class  parties.  Every  trader  and  every  busi¬ 
ness  man  in  Travanaore  cannot  cal!  himself  a  first  or  second  class  party. 
Our  trade  is  carried  on  by  a  large  number  but  on  a  small  scale.  Con¬ 
sequently  our  business  finds  it  difficult  to  get  credit  from  those  banks. 
There  is  thus  considerable  stagnation  in  trade.  On  the  side  of  agri¬ 
culture  we  want  three  species  of  credit.  We  want  medium  credit  for 
raising  produce;  short-term  credit  for  marketing  produce  and  long¬ 
term  credit  for  the  purpose  of  developing  and  improving  the  land.  The 
last  facility  has  been  furnished  by  Government  by  the  institution  of  the 
Credit  Bank.  But  how  about  medium  and  short-term  credits?  Travan- 
core  has  not  got  capital  enough  to  finance  a  fifth  of  its  activities.  Our 
foreign  trade  has  arisen  to  about  18  crores  of  rupees  annually.  The 
old  credit  structure  is  gone  and  there  has  been  none  to  take  its  place. 
It  is  true  we  have  a  certain  amount  of  floating  capital.  Quite  a  lot  of 
money  flows  into  the  Auchal  Savings  Bank,  something  like  186  lakhs  of 
rupees.  If  these  Savings  Bank  amounts  could  he  uiilised  for  irrigating 
the  fields  of  agricultural  and  commercial  credit,  'our  condition  might 
be  bettered.  So  long  as  Government  is  taking  deposits,  there  should 
be  outflow  as  well.  Government  his  already  taken  to  commercial 
ventures.  There  is  State  Life  Insurance,  State  Transport,  a  State-aided 
Bank.  Why  not  the  State  follow  up  as  is  being  done  in  other  parts  of 
the  civilised  world  ?  Excepting  Great  Britain  and  one  or  two  other 
countries,  agricultural  credit  has  been  taken  up  by  the  Government 
of  most  countries.  Even  in  Turkey  agricultural  credit  has  been  under¬ 
taken  by  Government  and  the  Government  is  running  its  own  bank. 
The  same  is  happening  in  some  other  countries  also,  in  some  places 
directly  by  Government  establishing  banks  and  in  others  indirectly  by 
loans,  grants  and  guaranteeing  debentures.  It  is  high  time  that  some¬ 
thing  is  done.  Our  credit  structure  has  broken  down  and  conditions 
migh  become  woise.  In  this  connection,  I  may  point  out  that  in  view 
of  the  Agriculturist  Belief  Bill  that  is  likely  to  come  up  for  considera¬ 
tion,  this  House  may  consider  this  matter  not  from  the  standpoint  of 
the  individual  but  from  the  point  of  view  of  the  State.  One  man’s 
debts  spell  another  man’s  wealth.  I  would  once  again  appeal  to  the 
House  to  consider  the  matter  deeply,  forgetting  individuals  but  retain¬ 
ing  the  good  of  the  Slate  at  heart. 

Passing  from  credit,  I  come  to  another  problem  which  is  also  one 
of  the  basic  problems  of  the  State.  I  refer  to  the  export  duty  that  is 
levied  on  our  produce.  It  is  quite  against  all  canons  of  economics. 
Unless  we  have  a  monopoly  in  a  certain  product,  there  is  no  justifica¬ 
tion  in  imposing  an  export  duty.  Such  a  duty  can  be  justified  if  it  is 
necessary  for  fiscal  purposes,  as  Government  has  to  function.  The 
price  of  cocoanuts  is  about  JRs.  17  per  thousand.  The  price  of  pepper  is 
less  than  Bs.  80  per  candy.  Those  products  certainly  cannot  bear  any 
export  duty,  Two  days  back  I  heard  on  the  radio  that  America  is  to 
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give  export  bounties  for  its  cotton  while  we  here  are  hindering  exports 
with  a  duty.  It  may  be  said  that  exigencies  of  Government  demand 
an  export  duty.  We  are  not  permitted  to  levy  any  import  duty.  That 
brings  me  to  the.  Interportal  Convention. 

PRESIDENT  :  The  member  may  please  note  that  the  export,  bounty 
of  the  United  States  was  adopted  practically  as  a  retaliatory  measure 
against  the  export  credits  of  Japan. 

MR.  S.  KRISHNA  AIYAR  :  I  am  referring  to  a  bounty  that  is  to 
come  into  force  in  the  course  of  this  week.  It  is  high  time  that  an 
attempt  is  made  for  revision  of  the  Interportal  Convention.  That, 
would  enable  Government  to  get  sufficient  compensation  for  the  loss  of 
the  export  duty. 

PRESIDENT  :  If  the  honourable  member  will  help  me  in  getting  a 
revision  of  the  Interportal  Convention,  then,  the  question  regarding 
the  imposition  of  export  duties  can  be  re-considered. 

Mr.  S.  KRISHNA  AIYAR  :  When  our  Legal  and  Constitutional 
Advisor  has  been  able  to  secure  better  terms  in  important  transactions 
such  as  the  agreement  with  the  S.  I  R.  and  the  Secretary  of  State  for 
India,  the  Kannan  Devan  Hills  Concession,  the  catchment  area 
involved  in  the  Periyar  lease  with  the  Government  of  Madras  and 
other  matters,  as  Dewan  he  can  by  himself  without  help  arrive  at 
more  fruitful  results  on  a  further  scrutiny  of  the  papers  relating  to  the 
Interportal  Convention  as  well. 

That  takes  me  to  the  subject  of  Federation.  I  may  not  be  in  a 
position  to  discuss  that  topic  at  the  moment.  I  am  referring  to  it  for 
the  fact  that  in  the  event  of  our  joining  Federation,  wo  could  get 
something  in  lieu  of  export  duty.  In  other  words,  if  as  a  rnaratime 
State  our  customs  revenue  can  be  assured  to  us  the  export  duty  can  be 
abolished  altogether.  That  is  a  matter  which  Government  has  to  con. 
aider  when  joining  Federation. 

Another  matter  of  importance  is  the  annual  subsidy  paid  to  the 
British  Government.  I  think,  as  it  is  only  a  matter’  of  agreement 
entered  into  by  the  Travancore  Governmen,  with  the  East  India  Com¬ 
pany,  the  subject  is  really  a  matter  coining  within  the  purview  of 
discussion  in  ihis  House.  I  may  say  that  this  Ks.  8  lakhs  is  given  to 
the  East  India  Company  as  consideration  for  specific  service.  Now 
that  consideration  has  failed.  That  service  is  not  rendered  to  us  by 
the  successors  of  the  East  India  Company.  We  have  been  paying  this 
huge  sum  for  the  last  very  many  years.  '  As  a  matter  of  fact,  a  good 
portion  of  the  amount  paid  by  us  has  to  be  returned  by  the  British 
Government  because  we  have  ceased  to  get  the  consideration  promised 
by  the  East  India  Company.  That  is  the  position  which  I  want  to 
emphasise. 

PRESIDENT  :  In  that  manner  we  may  have  to  realise  in  thousands 
of  lakhs. 
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MR.  S.  KRISHNA  AIYAR  :  Why  not,  if  that  is  the  balance  ?  Feder¬ 
ation  is  of  interest  to  ns  from  other  stand-points.  We  do  not  want  to 
have  any  commercial  barrier  between  British  India  and  Travancore. 
British  India  is  our  home  market.  In  fact  the  whole  of  India  British 
and  Indian  constitute  our  home  market.  In  conjunction  with  Cochin 
and  British  Malabar,  we  are  trying  to  present  our  case  against  the 
dumping  of  Ceylon  copra.  When  there  is  Federation  we  can  make 
ourselves  better  heard  than  now.  At  present  the  Commerce  Member 
of  the  Government  of  India  does  not  care  for  our  interests.  We  have 
no  representation  there.  He  can  imr.ase  or  lower  our  duties.  For 
such  and  kindred  purposes,  it  is  advisable  for  us  to  enter  into  the 
Federation.  The  dignity  of  the  State  has  to  be  preserved.  Travancore 
is  a  first-class  State,  but  it  has  not  been  recognised  as  such.  Kashmir 
is  a  first-class  State,  but  in  point  of  population  and  revenue  it  lags 
behind  us,  though  it  is  bigger  in  area  than  Travancore.  Considering 
these  aspects,  and  subject  to  the  four  conditions  I  have  mentioned, 
namely  (1)  revision  of  ihe  Interportal  Convention  (-2)  assurance  of  our 
Customs  revenue  (3)  lapse  of  a,rd  repayment  of  the  so-called  subsidy 
(4)  recognition  as  a  first-class  State,  I  would  recommend  entry  into 
Federation. 

There  are  one  or  two  minor  matter*,  that  I  wanted  to  place  for 
the  consideration  of  Government.  A  huge  expenditure  is  being 
incurred  by  Government  every  year  in  respect  of  a  certain  institution. 
I  would  merely  state  fir  the  information  of  the  House  that  the  insti¬ 
tution  affects  the  self-respect  and  demoralises  a  particular  community. 
That  institution  has  outgrown  its  usefulness.  It  gives  a  premium  to 
able-bodied  idleness.  It  is  against  public  morality.  The  'expenditure 
incurred  on  that  institution  can  very  wdl  be.  put  a  stop  to.  For  these 
reasons,  I  am  entitled  to  make  a  suggestion  for  the  absolute  abolition 
of  the  Agrasala  and  Oottupuras. 

MR.  T.  C.  KESAVA  PILUI  :  May  1  know  the  name  of  the  commu¬ 
nity  referred  to  by  the  member  ? 

Mr.  J.  W.  T0LS0N(27ie  Travanwe  I'lan'.ers):  I  have  to  congratulate 
the  Government  on  presenting  to  the  House  a  well  balanced  budget. 
There  are  however  one  or  two  observations  I  wish  to  make. 

I  am  aware  that  it  is  a  time  in  which  most  countries  are  facing 
very  stringent  financial  difficul  ies.  Travamnre  today  is  able  to  face 
the  situation  without  any  iucreas  ,d  taxation  except  that  on  Jaffna" 
tobacco.  The  work:ng  of  the  Tran:  port  Department  has  been  quite 
satisfactory-  It  has  been  able  to  earn  a  dividend  of  1 3  per  cent. 

During  the  past  three  months  it  has  inaugurated  the  new  line  of 
trans -ort  between  Cochin  and  Munnar  and  they  are  to  be  congratu¬ 
lated  on  having  successfully  carried  on  the  work.  Lorries  have  worked 
smoo  hly  in  a  difficult  country  and  during  the  early  heavy  rains  tackled 
a  problem  which  had  many  difficulties  to  overcome  in  a  manner  which 
is  to  be  admired. 
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I  trust  it  will  bring  Travancore  prosperity  and  give  employment 
to  many. 

While  attention  has  been  given  to  transport  by  road,  may  I  just 
say  one  or  two  words  with  regard  to  the  form  of  transport  through 
canals.  Travancore  has  been  favoured  with  canals  of  immence  import¬ 
ance.  Is  it  right  that  now  because  we  live  in  the  age  of  patrol  these 
should  be  negleted  ?  Is  it  not  in  the  interest  of  many  that  these 
canals  should  be  kept  dredged  and  open  for  transport  V  With  the 
dredger  lying  idle  at  Alleppey  sruely  it  is  possible  to  use  it  in  the 
canals  during  the  monsoon  period. 

We  heard  on  Friday  list  what  the  Dewan  President  said  with 
regard  to  improving  the  distribution  of  fish  in  the  State  and  with  this 
in  view  I  wish  to  make  a  few  observations.  The  present  enquiry  is  to 
see  if  it  is  possible  to  distribute  fish  by  means  of  refrigeration.  This 
method  may  be  faced  with  difficulties,  especially  the  one  of  delivering 
fish  in  a  perfectly  fresh  condition  to  the  refrigerator  and  it  is  for  that 
reason  I  wish  to  suggest  another  method  viz.  the  curing  by  drying,  or 
by  smoking. 

Travancore  has  been  favoured  with  a  coast  line  second  to  none  in 
India  and  with  correct  drive  and  direction  the  possibilities  of  improve¬ 
ment  are  unlimited.  By  correct  co-operative  endeavour  in  the  collec¬ 
tion,  preparation  and  distribution  unlimited  prosperity  will  accrue 
provided  that  there  is  that  will  to  obtain  success. 

I  have  also  to  draw  the  attention  of  Government  to  thoir  Forest 
policy.  The  opening  up  of  large  areas  where  elephants  roam  to  culti¬ 
vation  has  created  a  problem  which  must  be  tackled  by  the  authorities. 
Population  is  increasing  year  by  year.  Govcrment  will  admit  that 
they  have  a  responsibility  to  protect  the  lives  and  property  of  the  people 
who  live  in  the  hilly  districts.  Government  must  devise  ways  and 
means  to  curb  if  not  prevent  a  nuisance  which  will  only  become  more 
exaggerated  as  time  goes  on.  Other  countries  have  faced  and  con¬ 
trolled  this  nuisance  in  order  that  they  can  maintain  the  economic 
development  of  the  country. 
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MR.  N.  NARAYANA  KURUP  :  Sir,  I  congratulate  the  Financial  Secret¬ 
ary  for  his  clever  and  clear  exposition  of  the  financial  stabilities  of  our 
State  and  also  for  the  presentation  of  a  surplus  Budget,  when  I  was 
anxiously  expecting  a  deficit  Budget.  We  are  told  Sir  that  the  revenue 
of  the  State  has  increased  from  247  lacs  of  rupees  in  1105  to  2G3  lacs  in 
1115.  But  at  the  same  time,  we  see  from  the  statement  that  the  expen¬ 
diture  including  cost  of  administration  also  has  increase  from  240  lacs 
in  1105  to  261  lacs  in  1115.  Thus  when  the  revenue  has  increased  by 
16  lacs  in  10  years,  the  expenditure  has  increased  by  21  lacs.  This 
fact  does  not  deserve  any  congratulation,  as  the  State  has  not  gained 
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financially.  The  cost  of  administration  including  pension  in  1090  was 
about  52  lacs  while  the  same  amounts  to  more  than  10G  lacs  in  1114. 
Therefore  it  is  essential  that  we  should  reduce  our  cost  of  administra¬ 
tion.  I  would  request  the  Government  that  the  {principle  of  national 
socialism  be  adopted  in  reducing  the  pay  of  every  officer  getting  more 
than  Es.  500  per  mensem  and  in  raising  the  lowest  pay  in  the  State  to 
Es.  20  per  mensem. 

In  the  matter  of  general  administration,  certain  definite  policy 
must  he  adopted.  The  policy  of  re-entertaining  the  Superannuated 
pensioned  officers  must  be  discontinued.  It?  is  an  insult  offered  and 
injustice  done  to  the  unemployed,  educated  and  capable  citizens  of  the 
State.  Sir  our  motto  must  be  “Travancore  for  Travancoreans”  I  can 
understand  that  this  motto  might  have  to  he  changed  in  certain  cases 
of  appointment  regarding  experts  in  the  particular  subjects.  In  the 
recent  session  of  the  Legislative  Council  of  Cochin  the  admission  to 
the  Travancore  Students  in  the  Ernakulam  College  was  questioned. 
At  least  we  may  take  a  lesson  from  there.  Thirdly,  the  Government 
must  fight  for  their  right  wherever  it  is  due.  We  have  contributed 
much  for  the  Cochin  Harbour  and  as  such  we  are  also  entitled  to  get 
a  share  in  the  appointments.  Mr.  M.  L.  Janardhana  Pillai  who  was 
our  member  in  the  Harbour  Committee  once  fought  for  1/3  share  in 
the  matter  of  appointments  in  the  Harbour  and  I  believe  that  the 
Madras  Government  also  approved  it.  So  also  jn  the  appointments 
in  the  South  Indian  Eailway  Company,  we  are  entitled  to  get  a  share 
in  the  appointments.  Bus  the  Government  has  not  fought  for  the 
establishment  of  those  rights  and  we  are  not  getting  our1  due  share. 
Sir,  it  is  reliably  known  that  our  representative  in  the  Koodalmani- 
ckam  Temple,  has  been  restrained  by  injunction  efc.,  by  Cochin  Courts 
from  doing  his  duties.  We  are  a*  a  loss  to  know  whether  the  Govern¬ 
ment  has  taken  any  action  upon  it. 

PRESIDENT  :  That  is  a  matter  of  vindication  of  Treaty  Eights 
between  Cochin  and  Travancore  which  rights  are  guaranteed  by  the 
British  Government.  Such  negotiations  as  are  taking  place  and  such 
assertions  of  our  undoubted  rights  os  have  been  made  by  the  Govern¬ 
ment  of  Travancore  are  matters  between  the  Government  of  British 
India,  Cochin  and  Travancore  and  cannot  be  discussed  on  the  floor  of 
this  House. 

Mr.  N.  NARAYANA  KURUP:  Sir,  I  shall  now  deal  with  the  Agri¬ 
cultural  Department.  I  am  glad  io  note  that  the  Government  also  is 
convinced  of  the  fad  ,  that  it  has  not  served  any  useful  purpose  except 
giving  grants  to  Seedbulls,  supplying  guini  grass  and  Napier  grass, 
and  maintaining  some  Farms.  Sir,  it  is  admitted  that  about  95%  of 
the  population  are  engaged  in  agricultural  pursuits.  Yet  the  produce 
is  less  and  less  every  year.  Price  of  produce  has  fallen  low.  Hence 
the  ryot  is  heavily  involved  in  debts.  It  must  be  the  ou  t  look  of  the 
Agricultural  Department  to  increase  the  income  of  the  ryots  in  all 
respects.  The  director  must  chalk  out  a  ten  year  plan  by  which  he 
can  achieve  that  object.  Our  country  is  composed  of  about  480 
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villages.  If  every  village  is  made  self  sufficient  and  self  contained  the 
whole  State  will  be  happy  and  ideal.  The  Direclor  may  visit  every 
village  and  find  out  the  suitable  variety  of  cultivation  in  the  locality. 
He  should  then  find  out  the  essential  needs  of  the  locality  such  as  the 
means  of  communications,  medical  and  sanitary  aid,  the  means  of 
education  of  the  children  of  the  villagers  and  so  or.  Even  though  the 
execution  of  such  works  may  be  left  to  other  departments,  it  must  ha 
the  duty  of  the  department  to  recommend  for  the  same  to  the  Govern¬ 
ment.  In  addition  to  that  the  department  should  also  tine!  out  the 
suitable  Cottage  Industry  for  every  village  by  which  the  income  of  the 
ryot  can  be  increased  and  if  necessary  recommend  for  the  grant  of 
small  industrial  leans.  I  shall  presently  show  how  the  department  can 
help  the  villagers.  During  the  flood  in  1099  all  the  cattle  of  the  Agri¬ 
culturists  in  Kuttanad  found  a  watery  grave,  ca, using  loss  and  damage 
due  to  the  want  of  a  raised  ground  in  those  areas.  If  the  Director  had 
visited  the  locality  before  and  recommended  for  reclamations  in  water¬ 
logged  area— say  for  six  pakuthies— this  death  and  loss  of  cattle  could 
have  been  averted,  If  several  village  roads  and  canals  are  made,  cheap 
marketing  of  the  agricultural  products  can  be  gained.  If  the  village 
roads  of  Thiruvella — Ambalapuzha,  Alleppey  Thannirmukkam,  the 
Karoor  village  road  and  the  Arattuvazhi  in  South  Arvnfl  and  the 
Erothodu  in  Punnapura  are  completed,  similar  gain  can  be  derived. 
If  even  after  such  facilities  having  made  the  ryots  are  not  in  a  position 
to  pay  tax,  the  Director  can  recommend  for  land  revenue  remissions  in 
appropriate  cases.  The  Government  also  should  be  ready  to  provide 
more  funds  for  rural  reconstruction  on  the  suggestion  of  the  Depart- 
merit-  Of  course,  the  Financial  Secretary  has  assured  us  that  our 
investment  on  commercial  projects  are  practically  over  and  they  will 
fetch  sufficient  profit  after  an  year.  If  so,  we  have  sufficient  fund  to 
provide  for  the  Department.  If  the  Director  of  Agriculture  submits 
a  scheme  on  the  line  suggested,  I  am  sure  that  within  10  years,  our 
State  will  become  an  ideal  one. 

Sir,  we  must  spend  lavishly  for  medical  aid.  It  is  seen  from  the 
statement  of  the  Financial  Secretary  only  3  lacs  of  Kupees  is  the  in¬ 
crease  in  the  Budget/  allotment  of  from  105  to  115.  Considering  the 
increase  of  about  30%  in  the  population  and  50%  in  the  deceases,  the 
increase  is  quite  insufficient.  It  is  even  complained  that  the  inpatients 
are  given  only  |  diet  and  the  supply  of  medicines  in  dispensaries  is 
insufficient  for  even  6  months  in  the  year.  More  dispensaries  should 
be  started  wherever  necessary.  The  people  of  Kalavoor  and  South 
Aryad  have  prayed  for  Evening  Dispensaries  at  least.  They  have  built 
buildings  to  be  handed  over  to  the  Department,  in  case  that  prayer  is 
sanctioned.  I  may  suggest  a  moving  Veterinary  and  Allopathic  Dispen¬ 
sary  each  in  both  shall  be  started  for  medical  aid  in  Kuttanad.  If 
the  Government  finds  it  difficult  to  help  the  people  in  this  way,  every 
taluk  may  be  given  a  Ayurvedic  Hospital  each  and  every  pakuthy  a 
graat-iu-aid  Vaidyasala. 


GENERAL  DISCUSSION  OP  THE  BUDGET. 


Coming  on  to  the  Public  Works  Department,  I  am  tired  of  repeat¬ 
ing  my  demands  for  my  constituency.  Even  though  the  Executive 
Engineer  in  each  place,  recommends  for  certain  urgent  works  the 
Chief  Engineer,  who  does  not  know  the  necessity  but  poses  to  know 
better,  does  not  provide  for  them  in  the  Budget.  He .  has  a  nack  to 
half-finish  every  work  just  like  the  shaving  in  Bameswaram.  Sir,  the 
Ambakpuzha-Thiruvella  r ,ad  and  the  Alleppey-Thannirmukkam  road 
are  about  10  years  old  and  are  half-complete  Arattuvazhi  in  South 
Aryad  and  the  Government  trace  at  Karoor,  Thuruvoor-Chellanam 
road,  Erothodu  in  Punnapura  are  some  urgent  needs  in  'my  consti¬ 
tuency.  The  Chief  Engineer  may  be  directed  to  divert  some  fund  for 
the  completion  of  the  above  roads  and  canals.  So  also  the  construction 
of  several  small  bridges  in  the  two  banks  of  rivers  at  Chambakuiam, 
Nedumudy  and  Pulinkunnu  will  give  us  the  facility  of  continuous  land 
communication  for  miles  together  in  those  water  logged  areas.  Simi¬ 
larly  sluices  and  culverts  in  Shertallai  for  cultivation  of  Karinilams 
have  to  bo  completed  so  that  intensive  and  profitable  paddy  cultivation 
may  be  continued.  The  Chief  Engineer  also  may  pay  great  attention 
to  the  Maramat  Department  in  the  matter  of  constructing  or  restoring 
old  temples. 

Sir,  one  word  about  the  Education  Department.  Proper  attention 
is  not  given  to  Malayalam.  A  comparison  of  the  results  of  Examina¬ 
tions  will  prove  it.  For  S  S-  L.  C.  Examination,  53%  has  passed, 
but  for  Vernacular  Higher  Examination,  and  E.  S.  L  C.  Examin¬ 
ation  only  35%  and  27 %  respectively.  The  Director  may  be  pleased 
to  assertain  the  cause  and  rectify  it.  It  is  reported,  Sir,  that  E.  S. 
L.  C.  holders  will  not  be  entertained  as  teachers  in  Schools.  But  the 
Department,  by  their  word  and  deed,  made  us  believe  that  they  are 
qualified  for  public  service.  Hence  the  change  of  policy  is  really 
a  breach  of  trust.  If  the  principle  is  not  to  be  changed,  that 
examination  is  also  may  he  stopped,  maintaining  only  the  V.  H. 
Examination  in  Malayalam. 

The  policy  of  demanding  from  the  people  to  construct  more  build¬ 
ings  in  Sirkar  Schools  whenever  more  accommodation  is  necessary  may 
be  changed.  The  people  in  certain  places  have  surrendered  their  build¬ 
ings  and  the  site  to  Government.  If  the  strength  of  the  School  has 
increased  and  if  a  V.  P.  School  to  be  changed  into  a  V.  M.  School,  it 
is  not  right  to  ask  the  people  to  construct  more  buildings.  The  Go¬ 
vernment  may  be  pleased  to  provide  more  accommodation  or  at  least 
building-grant  may  be  sanctioned,  I  refer  this  in  connection  with  the 
V.  M.  School  in  Kottankulangara-  and  the  V,  M.  School  in  Vezhappra. 

Sir,  one  word  about  the  police.  The  politeness  and  good  beha¬ 
viour  of  the  British  Police  must  be  our  ideal.  But  here  every  man  is 
afraid  of  the  Kakhi  man.  Eor,  though  small,  he  is  a  big  officer  in  the 
country  parts.  In  certain  places,  the  police  are  interfering  in  elect¬ 
ions  and  in  cases  cf  a  civil  nature.  They  also  take  sides,  get  at  the 
people  and  insult  them  and  send  them  away.  That  complaint  may  be 
redressed.  I  would  request  the  Inspector  General  of  Police  to  set  an 
example  in  regard  to  politeness  and  good  behaviour  among  the  police 
here  also. 
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UIR,  PULIY00R  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  ( Tir malla )  :  May  I 
know  from  tha  honourable  member,  whether  there  was  any  election 
petition  on  the  ground  of  interference  by  the  police. 

MS.  N.  NARAYANA  KURUP:  Sir,  I  had  not  the  occasion  to  fight  an 
election  petition. 

Sir,  I  may  be  permitted  to  speak  a  word  about  the  Public  Service 
Commissioner.  A  person  who  has  passed  a,  particular  examination  in 
1937  and  who  has  been  given  a  memo  of  registration,  does  not  get  a 
service  while  another  of  the  same  community,  passing  the  same  exa¬ 
mination  in  1938  and  getting  a  memo  of  registration  on  1938,  is 
recruited.  We  are  at  a  loss  to  know  the  cause.  The  addenda  of  the 
Public  Service  Commissioner  does  great  harm.  The  first  selected 
candidates,  who  have  been  re-registered  after  break  in  service  and  the 
second  selected  candidates,  who  have  never  been  entertained  are  includ¬ 
ed  in  lists  supplied  to  the  Department.  In  this  case  also  preference 
should  be  given  to  the  re-registered  candidates  and  if  it  is  impossible, 
confirmation  may  be  delayed  till  all  arc  absorbed.  There  is  yet  an¬ 
other  serious  defect.  A  person  appointed  in  the  Education  Depart¬ 
ment  is  appointed  subsequently  in  the  Police  Department  and  thence 
to  the  Judicial  Department.  When  a  subsequent  vacancy  occurs  yet 
another  stranger  is  appointed.  This  practice  does  harm  to  the  Depart¬ 
ment  and  its  working  are  concerned, 

PRESIDENT  :  Honourable  member  will  realise  that  other  honour¬ 
able  members  also  wish  to  take  part  in  the  discussion  and  will 

MR.  N.  NARAYANA  KURUP  :  I  suggest  therefore.  Sir,  that  the  list  of 
registration  and  appointment  may  be  published  in  our  Gazette,  lest 
any  complaint  may  arise  in  future.  With  these  observations  I 
resume  my  seat. 

Mr.  M.  L.  JANARDHANA  PILLAI  [Nomina led) :  Sir,  it  gives  me  very  great 
pleasure  to  congratulate  the  Financial  Secretary  for  tho^budget  proposals 
that  have  been  placed  before  this  house.  He  has  been  very  careful  to  say 
that  they  are  meant  only  for  a  normal  year.  Therefore  we  have  to  take 
it  that  in  the  event  of  any  contingency  arising  like  a  war  in  the  west, 
he  might  have  to  cast  the  budget  in  different  form  altogether.  At  the  . 
same  time  the  speech  of  I  he  Dewjn-President  has  thrown  a  flood  of 
light  on  a  very  important  point  in  connection  with  the  development 
of  this  country.  It  is  indeed  a  happy  augury  that  we  have  been  told 
that  “it  must  be  borne  in  mind  by  those  interested  in  the  Slate  and  in 
the  development  of  the  State,  that  the  commerce  of  the  State,  the 
industries  of  the  State,  and  the  activities  of  the  State,  must  be  so 
directed,  regimenied,  consolidated  and  organised  that  we  get  enough 
by  way  of  surplus  and  buy  our  food  supplies.  “That  is  an  observation 
which  does  certainly  gladden  the  heart  of  every  man  who  loves  this 
country  because  it  means  very  clearly  that  the  Government  are  get¬ 
ting  out  of  the  rut  in  which  they  have  been  accustomed  to  be  for 
generations  past  viz  of  carrying  on  the  administration  of  the  country 
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from  day  to  day  by  collecting  the  revenue  and  spending  it  perhaps  in 
a  wise  manner  or  perhaps  otherwise.  But  the  present  change  augurs 
an  era  of  future  prosperity.  At  the  same  time  it  is  also  a  happy 
feature  of  the  administration  that  during  the  last  year  there  have  been 
the  introduction  and  passing  of  several  commercial  legislations  which 
Were  urgently  required  for  the  benefit  of  this  country’s  trade  and  com¬ 
merce.  It  has  also  been  pointed  out  by  the  Dewan-President  that  effect¬ 
ive  steps  are  being  taken  to  see  that  inordinate  delays  do  not  occur 
in  the  disposal  of  commercial  suits  and  that  people  outside  the  State 
need  not  be  shy  of  investing  their  capital  here  on  account  of  this 
difficulty  which  they  had  so  for.  I  think  these  are  important  steps 
that  have,  been  taken  for  the  amelioration  of  the  country’s  trade  and 
industry.  But  at  the  same  time,  Sir,  I  have  to  take  the  view  that  the 
values  realised  from  our  exportable  produce  is  declining  year  after 
year  and  it  has  therefore  to  be  very  seriously  considered  whether  our 
conditions  are  satisfactory.  In  spite  of  bad  seasons  and  poor  yield, 
the  value  of  our  imports  of  rice  and  paddy  have  fallen  from  Bs,  3'2 
crores  to  Bs.  2’2  crores  in  the  same  period.  The  consumption  of  salt, 
an  article  of  necessity  even  to  the  poorest  of  the  poor  has  not  appreci¬ 
ably  advanced  since  1105.  It  should  also  be  remembered  that  the 
growth  of  the  population  during  the  years  since  1105  would  warrant 
our  assuming  a  steady  increase  in  the  consumption  of  these  commodit¬ 
ies.  But  the  figures  seem  to  point  out  that  there  is  a  general  debility 
on  the  part  of  the  consumer  who,  I  suspect,  has  fully  exploited  his 
credit.  I  am  offeriug  these  figures  aud  hypotheses  for  the  closest 
scrutiny  by  Government  so  that  their  plan  for  the  industrialisation  or 
commercialisation  might  be  properly  laid,  and  with  their  end  in  view. 

In  regard  to  various  other  items,  one  thing  that  I  have  observed  is 
the  refreshing  candour  with  which  Government  have  come  out  even  to 
the  extent  of  pointing  out  the  defects  in  the  working  of  their  own 
departments.  This  is  a  very  novel  departure  but  a  very  happy  and 
useful  departure.  The  remarks  of  the  Dewan-President  about  the 
Agricultural  Department  and  the  Co-operative  Department  have  not 
come  a  day  too  soon.  But  at  the  same  time»  Sir,  may  I  take  this 
opportunity  to  tell  the  House  there  are  augean  stables  still  to  be  cleaned. 
To  take  an  instance  in  point,  if  only  our  reads  and  our  canals  had  been 
given  the  gift  of  their  tongues,  they  would  have  their  own  (ales  to  tell 
as  to  how  the  money  set  apart  for  their  improvements  have  all  been 
systematically  denied  to  them.  I  know  how  anxious  the  head  of  the 
Administration  was  during  the  early  parts  of  this  Administration  to 
root  out  corruption  in  the  various  departments  and  I  can  also  under¬ 
stand  the  effect  of  the  actions  taken  by  Government  in  so  far  as  they 
have  been  able  to  indirectly  influence  the  subversive  activities  of 
various  organisations;  It  was  in  order  to  save  the  skin  of  some  of  the 
delinquents  some  worked  so  that  the  attention  of  Government 
might  be  directed  elsewhere. 

Sir,  speaking  of  the  budget,  it  presents  a  surplus  budget  and  I 
hope  it  will  prove  to  be  so  and  I  pray  that  our  finances  may  be  still 
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more  prosperous.  All  the  same,  I  am  disappointed  in  one  respect, 
because  Government  on  these  occasions  must  make  it  a  point  to  make 
an  announcement  in  regard  to  how  they  are  going  to  finance  and  help 
the  commercial  and  industrial  classes  of  this  country,  this  has  not 
been  done.  I  know  Government’s  difficulties  and  limitation.  I  am 
also  fully  aware  that  under  the  statute,  despite  its  best  intentions  the 
Travaneore  Credit  Bank  could  not  come  forward  to  help  the  commerce 
and  industry  of  this  State.  But  all  the  same  the  difficulties  are  there. 
Government  are  expecting  a  surplus  in  the  Income-Tax  and  various 
other  departments.  In  fact,  if  you  make  a  careful  survey  you  will 
observe  that  the  prosperity  of  commerce  and  industry  must  in  its  turn 
bring  the  prosperity  of  agriculture  and  the  other  occupations  of  the 
State.  We  are  passing  through  a  terrible  financial  strain  and  Govern¬ 
ment  must  be  prepared  to  come  forward  in  some  manner  be  it 
through  the  Credit  Bank,  be  it  thro  ugh  any  other  organisation,  be  it 
through  support  rendered  to  existing  organisations  in  some  way  help 
■has  to  come.  I  would  leave  it  to  Government  to  devise  ways  and 
means  howbest  they  could  come  forward  to  render  financial  help  to 
commercial  and  industrial  organisations  in  the  country. 

In  regard  to  Aileppey  Port,  Sir,  elsewhere  we  have  read  that 
it  is  likely  that  the  freight  rates  would  be  increased  or  that  attempts 
would  be  made  to  see  that  the  freight  rates  are  increased  because 
Aileppey  is  only  a  roadstead  and  not  a  protected  harbour. 

It  will  be  found  that  7o  per-cent  of  the  total  imports  through  the 
Cochin  Port  are  consumed  in  TvavaucOre.  During  the  discussions 
some  time  ago  at  the  Madras  conference  in  connection  with  the 
Cochin  Port  it  was  pointed  out  that  the  hinterland  which  would 
provide  all  the  trade  for  Cochin  could  be  secured  only  by  the  introduc¬ 
tion  of  a  few  new  railway  lines  in  that-  hinterland,  under  the 
Izzut  Scheme.  But  it  has  subsequently  been  made  clear  that  those 
lines  cannot  be  opened  at  ail.  Cochin  Port  must  necessarily  therefore 
depend  upon  Travaneore  trade  for  continuing  her  prosperity  in  future 
as  she  is  doing  now.  It  is  rather  amusing  to  read  what  Cochin  thinks 
of  Aileppey  Port  in  this  respect  without  realising  that  if  only  Travan- 
core  Exports  do  not  reach  Cochin  for  two  months  consecutively, 
Cochin  will  have  to  shut  her  shop.  I  hope  that  the  Government  will 
take  all  necessary  steps, 

PRESIDENT  :  Order,  order.  I  do  not  think  there  is  any  attempt 
on  the  part  of  anybody  outside  Travaneore  to  minimise  the  importance 
of  the  Travaneore  State. 

Mr.  M.  L.  JANARDHANA  PILLAI :  I  request  that  this  aspect  might 
be  borne  in.  mind  and  that  all  steps  might  be  taken  to  see  that  no 
difference  is  brought  about  in  the  rate  of  freight  obtaining  between 
Cochin  and  foreign  ports  and  that  obtaining  between  Aileppey  and 
foreign  poets. 
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la  regard  to  transport,  Sir,  I  distinctly  remember  the  prophesy 
that  was  held  out  at  the  time  of  its  introduction,  as  to  how  it  was  going 
to  be  a  failure,  how  it  was  dangerous  to  the  financial  interests  of  the 
country  and  so  on  and  so  forth.  And  now  even  after  Government 
having  openly  stated  that  they  have  been  able  to  obtain  a  profit  of  Id 
per  cent  on  the  total  outlay,  it  has  been  possible  for  certain  journals  in 
North  Travancore  to  say  that  this  statement  is  either  incorrect  or  that 
the  amount  of  profit,  is  not  satisfactory.  As  a  business  man  of  over 
30  years  standing,  I  fail  to  understand  how  a  declaration  of  13  percent 
dividend  on  any  investment  can  be  said  to  be  an  unsatisfactory  income. 
At  the  same  time  I  am  reminded  of  the  service  which  the  Transport 
Department  has  rendered  at  the  time  of  the  last  irresponsible  State 
congress  activities.  I  really  wonder  what  would  have  been  the  real 
state  of  affairs  during  the  last  political  tangle  in  Travancore,  if  the 
Government  themselves  had  not  provided  these  transport  facilities. 
This  is  not  the  first  time  when  Governments  are  condemned  at  the 
initial  stage  of  any  scheme.  Dewan  Bahadur  T,  Raghavia  agreed  to 
include  Travancore  in  the  Coohin  Harbour  agreement.  It  was 
condemned  by  all  Travancore  Politicians.  It  was  even  said  that 
Mr.  Raghaviah’s  attempt  was  to  please  the  then  Governor  of  Madras 
for  his  own  advantages.  Today  we  know  that  Mr.  Raghaviah  stands 
vindicated. 

Hr.  S  KRISHNA  AIYAR  :  May  I  ask  how  the  average  life  of  the 
chassis  was  calculated  ? 

MR.  M.  L.  JANARDHANA  PILLAI:  That  is  for  the  Government  to 
answer. 

MR.  S.  KRISHNA  AIYAR  :  May  I  again  ask,  what  percentage  of  profits 
are  to  be  allotted  for  meeting  depreciation? 

MR.  M.  L.  JANARDHANA  PILLAI:  The  details  are  not  before  me  at 
the  moment. 

Then,  Sir,  in  regard  to  the  Rubber  Factory,  Government  have 
come  forward  with  a  token  demand  of  Rs.  10,000  and  have  asked  for 
the  opinion  of  this  House  as  to  whether  it  is  advisable  for  Government 
themselves  to  continue  the  working  of  the  factory  or  that  whether  it 
should  be  entrusted  to  private  hands.  It  is  an  acknowledged  fact  that 
Government,  cannot,  in  the  very  nature  of  things,  manage  an  industrial 
concern  satisfactorily.  In  fact  the  whole  position  appears  to  me  to  be 
that  nobody  has  any  data  to  .'proceed  within  discussing  the  venture. 
As  for  that  matter,  this  House  too  is  not  in  possession  of  any  data  and 
therefore  it  is  all  the  more  difficult  for  us  to  express  a  correct  opinion 
in  regard  to  the  scheme  being  financed  by  Government.  But  this  much 
I  can  say.  As  far  aa  possible,  all  endeavours  must  be  made  by  Govern¬ 
ment  to  see  that,  private  companies  come  forward  to  take  up  the 
running  of  the  rubber  factory  on  some  definite  clear  understanding  which 
would  prove  to  be  a  workable  as  well  as  a  profitable  arrangement. 
After  having  spent  about  some  lakhs  of  rupees  for  the  machinery  and 
buildings  for  establishing  the  factory  in  a  country  which  produces i  60 
per  cent  of  the  total  production  of  rubber  in  India,  it  may  be  absurd  tq 
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suggest  that  the  Government  should  given  up  the  scheme  altogether. 
But  at  the  same  time,  Government  will  be  justified  in  taking  up  the 
scheme  and  working  it  over  if  they  do  not  succeed  m  obtaining  private 
capitalists  to  take  up  the  scheme.  I  have  to  point  out  for  the  in- 
formation  cf  Government  as  well  as  the  House  that  tariff  walls  are 
being  raised  against  our  products  in  almost  every  part  of  the  world. 
The  coir  mats  and  matting  industry  which  is  probably  largest  industry 
in  the  State  is  not  prospering  well.  In  spite  of  increase  in  the  volume 
of.  exports,  I  cannot  say  that  the  industry  is  in  a  prosperous  condition. 
We  are  meeting  everywhere  with  tariff  walls  rising  higher  and  higher. 

1  do  not  know  to  what  extent  the  Government  will  be  able  to  stop  the 
erection  of  such  tariff  walls.  I  am  sure  Government  can  find  out  ways 
and  means  by  which  they  can  approach  other  Governments  and  see 
that  those  tariff  walls  are  not  put  into  operation  against  us. 

In  the  course  of  the  address  delivered  yesterday,  the  Dewan 
President  said  that  for  the  purpose  of  developing  trade  with  British 
Indian  towns,  the  Government  proposed  to  appoint  a  special  agency 
that  the  two  Chambers  of  Commerce  did  not  sufficiently  respond  to  the 
Government’s  offer  by  submitting  a  suitable  scheme.  I  feel  it  ray  duty 
to  state  openly  on  behalf  of  the  two  chambers  that  a  definite  scheme 
was  drawn  up  and  submitted  to  Government  jointly  by  the  two 
.chambers.  I  am  sorry  to  say  that  it  is  stjll  in  the  archives  of  Govern¬ 
ment  should  devote  their  attention  for  the  development  to  trade  and 
industries  of  this  country.  So  far  as  the  major  industries  are  con¬ 
cerned  I  may  say  that  they  have  come  up  to  their  present  position  with 
the  capital  that  was  invested  by  private  enterprise  and  by  means  of 
borrowed  capital  as  well  but  not  through  any  assistance  specially 
rendered  by  Government.  Recent  troubles  in  the  banking  world  have 
made  it  quite  necessary  that  Government  should  come  forward  with 
some  assistance.  I  quite  realise  that  it  may  not  be  possible  for  them 
to  start  any  commercial  bank  and  thus  render  help.  But  the  knowledge 
that  the  Government  are  behind  the  commerce  and  industries,  of  the 
State  and  that  they  are  anxious  to  do  their  utmost  will  be  an  incentive 
for  well-conducted  banks  with  plenty  of  resources  at  their  disposal  to 
come  forward  to  aid  our  commerce  and  industries.  Thus  it  will  become 
possible  for  some  agency. to  establish  a  new  commercial  bank  or  satis¬ 
factorily  operate  existing  branches  to  aid  our  trade.  All  what  is  im¬ 
mediately  wanted  to  get  over  the  present  difficulty  is,  that  there  should 
be  sincere  co-operation  between  the  people  and  the  Government.  That 
co-operation.  Sir,  has  become  almost  impossible  in  this  country  during 
the  iast  few  years  on  account  of  duty  competition  amongst  people  to 
enter  into  the  public  service.  As  I  said  at  the  last  budget  speech  publio 
service  in  this  country  has  deteriorated  in  quality.  I  am  really,  sorry 
at  this  state  of  affairs.  If  it  is  realised  that- even  now  questions  are 
asked  about  caste- war  statements  even  relating  to  convicts  in  jails,  the 
extent  to  which  public  service  has  deteriorated  becomes  clearer.  Even 
this  morning  during  interpellation  time,  caste-war  statements  of -com¬ 
munities  relating  to  almost  every  department  were  asked  for.  If  that 
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is  the  attitude  to  be  followed  I  am  sure  the  morale  of  the  public  service 
can  never  improve.  In  this  connection  I  wish  to  say  that  when  we 
want  outside  finance  and  trade  with  outside  countries,  where  is  the 
justification  for  us  to  say  that  wa  do  not  want  outsiders  to  be  allowed 
to  do  business  enterprises  in  this  State?  Is  it  possible  for  us  to  consume 
all  our  export  articles  and  our  manufactured  articles?  How  can  we 
carry  on  our  trade  and  industries  if  outsiders  do  not  buy  them  for  us  ? 
After  all,  when  Federation  with  British  India  is  being  seriously 
considered,  is  there  any  meaning  in  saying  that  British  Indians  are  out¬ 
siders?  Is  it  possible  for  us  to  be  in  water-tight  compartments?  Our 
relationship  with  the  outside  world  must  be  harmonious.  We  do  not 
want  artificial  barriers  between  provinces  and  ourselves.  On  the  other 
hand  we  should  extend  our  hand  of  fellow-ship  to  them.  The  condi¬ 
tions  obtaining  in  this  country  must  be  so  acceptable  that  it  should  be 
possible  for  outside  financiers  to  freely  come  to  our  State  and  invest  in 
our  industries.  For  attaining  all  these  it  is  very  essential  that  the 
public  service  of  the  State  mu3t  be  maintained  in  the  most  efficient 
manner.  Those  in  the  services  must  be  given  the  idea  that  promotions 
in  service  will  be  determined  only  by  the  usefulness  of  the  work  turned 
out.  In  other  words,  in  public  service,  promotions  should  be  based  on 
real  merit  and  not  on  communal  considerations.  Trade  and  industries 
and  everything  else  will  flourish  only  if  our  public  service  is  most 

efficient  and  honest.  If  local  talents  do  not  come  forward  to  work 

industries  or  other  professions  which  require  special  knowledge  and 
large,  finance,  at  the  same  time  if  outsiders  come  and  work  herein- 
vesting  large  finances,  we  are  told  that  they  are  outsiders. 

For  instance,  I  had  recently  an  order  to  ship  Travancore  teak. 
I  am  trying  my  best  to  get  the  teak  from  the  Forest  Department  but 
was  not  successful,  because  the  department  refused  to  supply  teak  in 
special  sizes.  They  only  offered  to  supply  logs.  I  then  wrote  to 

Mr,  Kamesam  and  the  co-ordinated  efforts  between  him  and  the 

Conservator  have  now  made  it  possible  for  me  to  ship  teak  within  a  few. 
days.  I  dare  say  that  the  business  would  not  have  become  a  fait 
accompli  if  Mr.  Kamesam  had  not  found  out  the  way  for  supplying 
special  sizes.  Why  should  we  not  profit  ourselves  by  utilising 
Mr.  Kamesam’s  services?  Have,  we  got  any  other  local  man  to  do  that 
work?  So.  there  is  no  meaning  in  saying  that  outsiders  should  be  kept 
out  of  the  country.  You  have  no  finance  and  business  experience  in 
this  country.  Our  British  Indian  brethren  should  not  be  tabooed  in 
this  Srate.  With  the  advent  of  Federation,  the  relationship  between 
British  India  and  Indian  Statefi  will  be  quite  different.  We  want  the 
best  men  of  undisputed  abilities  in  our  public  service.  Unless  and  until 
our  public  services  can  be  guaranteed  to  give  complete  satisfaction  to 
the  public  at  large,  there  is  no  meaning  in  saying  that  everything  has. 
been  done  for  the  good  of  the  country.  Therefore  it  must  be  the  duty 
of  the  Government  and  the  people  of  this  country  to  pull  together  and 
pull  strongly  at  this  juncture,  with  one  united  heart  for  the  common 
good  of  the  country. 
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MR.  K.  NARAYANAPERUMAL  NADAR  (Tovala  cum  Agastisvaram) :  Sit, 

I  cannot  congra  ulate  the  Financial  Secretary  for  having  presented  this 
Budget  which  has  not  been  framed  with  a  view  to  serve  the  best  inter- 
ests  of  the  agricultures.  One  feature  of  the  Budget  is  that,  every  year 
State  expenditure  is  increasing  by  leaps  and  bounds.  This  increase  is 
chiefly  marked  under  interest  charges  and  under  pension  charges. 

Interest  charges  in  1105=  4  lakhs. 

in  1114=11-6  lakhs, 
pension  charges  in  1105  =  9.5  lakhs. 

in  1115  =  15-6  lakhs. 

1  do  not  intend  to  discuss  about  either  the  interest  charges  or  the  pen- 
sion  charges.  For,  I  will  not  be  allowed  by  the  President  to  deal  with 
that  topic. 

PRESIDENT  :  What  is  the  member’s  point  please  ? 

MR.  K.  NARAYANAPERUMAL  NADAR  Under  the  Buies  and  Standing 
Orders,  a  member  cannot  discuss  about  pension  charges  and  so  I  said 
that  the  President  will  prohibit  discussion  on  that. 

PRESIDENT  ;  The  honourable  member  has  put  in  a  self-denying 
ordinance  on  himself  by  suggesting  in  that  manner.  The  position  is 
that  no  honourable  member  can  move  for  a  reduction  in  pension  charges 
or  change  the  incidence  of  pension.  But  it  is  open  to  the  honourable 
member  to  suggest  that  no  pension  need  be  paid  hereafter  or  that  the 
idea  of  allowing  a  pension  for  services  rendered  by  a  person  may  be 
stopped  and  so  forth. 

MR.  K.  NARAYANAPERUMAL  NADAR  :  On  reading  through  the  Budget 
from  cover  to  cover  I  find  that  a  large  amount  has  been  ear-marked  for 
payment  towards  salaries  and  establishments.  So  much  so,  I  believe 
that,  this  Budget  is  intended  for  Government  servants  alone  and  not  for 
the  benefit  of  the  peasants  and  workers.  If  one  will  read  the  budget 
carefully,  he  could  notice  that  no  good  amount  has  been  allotted  for  the 
amenities  of  the  poor.  Having  said  that,  I  will  deal  with  the  financial 
policy  of  Government  with  special  reference  to  the  reserve  fund. 

Till  recently,  the  financial  policy  had  been  to  keep  the  expenditure 
within  the  revenue  realisations  of  the  year  and  to  lay  the  available 
surplus  as  a  reserve  for  the  future. 

The  reserve  so  built  up  rose  in  1104  to 

173-13  lakhs. 

It  should  be  remembered  that  the  Kodayar  Project  was  built  of 
the  revenue  surplus.  That  was  a  good  financial  policy  and  that  was 
the  policy  adopted  in  olden  days.  Some  2  or  8  years  ago  the  then 
Financial  Secretary  emphasised  the  necessity  of  a  revenue  reserve  fund. 
His  argument  was  that  it  could  be  utilised  for  abnormal  times  whan  it 
would  be  difficult  to  raise  fund  by  taxation-  If  you  would  carefully 
read  the  Administration  Beport  for  1113  on  page  17  it  is  said  that  the 
Bevenue  Beserve  Fund  in  1112  was  Bs.  12  lakhs  and  in  1113  it  ;s  zero 
and  the  Financial  Secretary  has  not  stated  what  would  be  the  position 
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Now  I  will  deal  with  the  General  "deserve  Fund.  In  1104  it  was 
Es.  173.1  3  lakhs  and  in  the  beginning  of  1113  it  was  Es- 73.5  lakhs 
and  at  the  end  of  1113  it  was  Rs.  43.4  lakhs  and  nest  year  tne  Finan¬ 
cial  Secretary  is  going  to  draw’  Es.  25  lakhs  Ultimately  it  is  reduced 
to  Bs.  8.93  lakhs  in  1115.  From  the  year  1104  on-wards  onr  Account 
Balance  has  dwindled  to  this  day.  That  is  our  financial  position  with 
reference  to  the  Account  Balance. 

A  few  words  about  the  Revenue  Budget,  The  Revenue'  policy 
followed  here  is  reprehensible.  Those  who  are  able  to  pay  should  be 
taxed  and  those  who  are  not  able  to  pay  should  be  relieved.  The  un¬ 
economic  holdings  should  be  relieved  from  taxation.  But  what  has 
been  done  in  this  direction  ?  In  the  taluks  of  Thovala  and  AgaBtis- 
waram,  two  years  ago  an  experimental  Re-survey  was  conducted.  But 
this  year  there  is  no  provision  for  the  next  Re-settlement.  Taxation 
in  those  taluks  was  fixed  30  years  ago  and  it  was  fixed  tor  30  years 
and  the  Settlement  is  overdue.  It  may  be  said  by  some  honourable 
members  cf  this  House  that  there  is  a  remission  of  20  per  cent  on 
Ayacut  lands.  It  is  something.  It  is  something,  because  13  Dewans 
in  the  past  had  failed  to  do  anything  in  the  matter.  Something  is 
better  than  nothing.  But  that  does  not  solve  the  fringe  of  the  Nanji- 
nad  taxation  problem.  Taxation  there  is  very  high.  Only  a  Settle¬ 
ment  can  solve,  the  problem,  In  the  Proceedings  dated  -21st  April  1939 
it  is  stated  that  remission  is  given  as  a  matter  of  concession  and  not  as 
a  matter  of  right.  I  claim  it  as  a  matter  of  right  and  not  as  a  matter 
of  concession. 

Another  point  that  I  want  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  House  is 
this.  The  report  submitted  by  the  Special  Officer  has  not  yet  seen  tha 
light  of  the  day.  It  is  said  in  Scott’s  Kennilworth  novel  wherever 
there  is  a  secret  there  is  some  thing  wrong.  What  I  wont  to  say  is 
that  Settlement  should  be  started  in  Tovaia  and  Agastiswaram  without 
delay. 

PRESIDENT  :  Coes  the  honourable  member  want  a  Re-seitlement 
for  only  Thovala  and  Agastiswaram  or  for  the  whole  State? 

MR.  K.  NARAYANAPERUMAL  NADAR  :  I  am  mainly  concerned  with 
Thovala  and  Agastiswaram  because  I  am  returned  from  that,  con¬ 
stituency. 

PRESIDENT  :  A  Re-settlement  of  the  whole  State  may  cost  Rs.  1 
crore  or  Rs.  1  crore  and  a  half. 

MR.  K.  NARAYANAPERUMAL  NADAR  :  The  Re-settlements  should  be 
the  result  of  a  Legislative  Act  and  not  an  Executive  Act.  In  the 
Madras  Presidency  Bills  have  been  introduced  by  the  honourable 
Revenue  Minister  Mr.  Prakasam  to  deal  with  that  question.  A  Com¬ 
mittee  has  been  appointed  in  Malabar  by  the  Madras  Government  to 
go  into  this  question  and  make  recommendations  to  that  Government. 

A  few  words  about  the  Prison  Although  the  expenditure  is  fast 
increasing  there  is  no  corresponding  benefit  to  the  people.  The  ex¬ 
penditure  for  1113  was  1,01,363  Rs.  13  chs.  9  cash  and  the  expenditure 
for  1114  was  Rs,  1,17,874.  On  page  7  of  the  Administration  Report 
Jor  1113  it  h  stated  as  follows :  — 
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“The  overcrowding  in  the  jail  continued  as  in  the  previous 
year.  The  necessity  for  additional  accommodation  is 
keenly  felt,  as  it  is  found  impossible  to  abide  by  the  rules 
laid  down  for  classification  and  seggi-egation  of  different 
classes  and  types  of  prisoners.” 

That  is  why  I  have  said  that  Jail  life  is  horrible  and  our  Central  Trison 
is  almost  a  hell.  What  is  the  chief  object  of  a  Prison  ?  Mr.  B, 
Oghden,  in  an  address  to  the  1919  Congress  cf  the  American  Prison 
Association  says  as  follows: — 

“  Unless  a  prison  is  curative  and  makes  a  man  better,  so 
that  when  he  goes  out,  he  will  see  tliirgs  from  a  different 
point,  it  has  no  more  right  to  exist  than  a  hospital  which 
would  maim  and  cripple  its  patients  and  send  them 
out  a  greater  burden  on  the  community  than  when 
admitted.” 

If  that  is  the  test  of  the  Prison,  our  Central  Jail  has  no  right  to 

A  few  words  about  the  political  prisoners.  I  am  more  concerned 
with  the  political  prisoners  because  they  are  convicted  for  committing 
an  offence  not  for  their  own  gain  but  for  the  good  of  the  State.  The 
offence  does  not  involve  any  moral  turpitude.  Therefore  it  is  the  duty 
of  the  State  to  see  that  those  political  prisoners  are  given  certain  privi¬ 
leges.  The  day  is  passed  when  political  prisoners  like  Messrs.  Mathunni 
and  Sankaran  Nair  were  given  some  privileges.  They  were  allowed 
to  read  some  books  and  to  enjoy  certain  privileges.  Now  there  are 
eminent  Vakils  who  are  imprisoned  for  political  offences.  They  should 
be  given  some  privileges.  Political  prisoners  are  the  leaders  of  the 
people  and  they  may  become  the  future  Legislature  or  Ministers  of 
Travancore.  They  may  become  the  Dupty  Presidents.  Some  of  them 
may  occupy  the  very  same  chair  now  occupied  by  the  Dewan  President. 
Therefore  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Government  to  give  them  some  privi¬ 
leges.  Mr.  C,  Rajagopalachai'iar  was  a  political  prisoner.  But  today 
he  is  the  Prime  Minister  of  a  big  Province  like  Madras.  He  did  the 
work  of  an  oil  monger  in  the  prisons. 

PRESIDENT  ;  Did  Mr.  Bajagopalacbari  object  to  that  kind  of  work 
in  the  prison  ? 

Mr.  K. NARAYANAPERUMAL  NADAR  :  Now  a  word  about  the  non-official 
visitors  to  the  Central  Prison.  Men  of  sterling  capacity  should  be  . 
appointed  as  non-official  visitors.  Such  things  are  done  in  Bengal. 
Mr.  fcarat  Chandra  Bose  Congress  Member  and  the  leader  of  opposition 
in  the  Eengal  Assembly  is  a  non  official  visitor  to  the  prisons  there. 
That  is  the  way  in  which  things  are  conducted  in  other  places.  But 
here,  even  retired  officers  are  appointed  as  non-official  visitors.  A  set 
of  men  who  caDnot  see  things  in  the  right,  perspective  are  appointed. 
There  is  a  Jail  Advisory  Board  and  during  1113  no  meeting  was  held. 
Yesterday  or  day  before  yesterday  I  learned  from  a  paper  called 
“ifaUnmdi”  that  Political  Prisoners  have  lost  their  weight  and  some  of 
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them  are  in  a  desperate  condition.  That  is  the  reason  why  I  brought 
in  an  adjournment  motion.  I  do  not  blame  the  Devvan  President.  I 
only  blame  the.  House,  because  they  did  not  give  me  leave  to  move 
that  motion. 

A  few  words  above  the  Police  Budget,  The  expenditure  under 
Police  is  increasing  year  by  year.  In  1113  the  budget  estimate  was 
Bs.  7.43,026.  The  Budget  estimate  for  1115  is  Rs.  8,85,617  and  for 
the  continuation  of  the  Special  Police  Force,,  Ks.  35,000.  There  is 
absolutely  no  meaning  for  the  continuation  of  the  Special  Police  force. 
There  is  complete  peace  and  tranquillity  in  ihe  country.  The  State 
Congress  has  suspended  Civil  Disobedience  indefinitely  at  the  request  of 
Mahatma  Gandi.  Therefore  the  Special  Police  Force  may  be  disbanded. 
If  these  people  are  retained  for  6  more  months  it  will  be  an  additional 
burden  to  the  tax-payers.  I  intend  to  speak  a  good  deal  on  the  Police 
Administration  when  the  Police  demand  is  taken  up  for  consideration. 
It  is  said  generally  that  the  Police  are  supposed  to  be  the  maintainers  of 
law  and  order  and  keepers  of  peace  as  well.  But  after  the  present  Inspector 
General  has  assumed  office  it  is  painful  to  note  that  the  Travancore  Police 
have  become  notorious  in  brer  king  law  and  order.  It  ruay  perhaps  be  said 
that  there  is  a  subversive  movement  and  therefore  additional  Police  force 


initiated  by  the  State  Congress.  The  object  of  that  movement  is  to 
obtain  Responsible  Government  under  the  aegis  of  His  Highness  the 
Maharaja.  Therefore  it  is  wrong  to  say  that  there  is  a  subversive 
movement  in  the  State.  This  movement  exists  not  only  in  Travancore 
but  it  exists  in  Mysore,  Hyderabad  and  in  almost  all  States  in  India. 
The  Financial  Secretary  has  used  ihe  unhappy  word  “subversive”. 
He  is  not  perfectly  right  in  using  that  word.  It  is  a  sin  to  call  the 
reform  movement  a  subversive  movement. 

A  word  about  the  Transport  Department.  It  is  said  that  the 
Transport  Department  is  being  run  on  a  commercial  basis.  If  it  can 
be  proved  that  the  Transport  Department  is  of  btnefit  to  the  travelling 
public  it  does  not  matter  if  there  is  no  profit  derived  from  it  because 
the  Department  is  a  quasi- commercial  one.  When  I  sent  an  interpel¬ 
lation  on  the  paucity  of  buses  I  thought  that  I  would  be  the  only 
member  to  put  that  question.  Similarly  when  I  sent  another  inter¬ 
pellation  on  over  loading  of  the  buses  I  thought  that  no  other  number 
would  have  put  that  question.  But  on  perusing  the  list  of  questions 
asked  in  this  House  I  find  that  several  other  honourable  members  have 
put  identical  questions.  So,  I  submit  that  better  convenience  should 
be  provided  to  the  travelling  public  by  the  Transport  Department. 

Now  with  regard  to  the  increased  fares  of  the  transport  system. 
Before  the  pre-transport  days  the  bus  fare  from  Trivandrum  to  Nager- 
coil  was  Chs,  21  and  now  it  is  21  chs.  and  8  cash.  Sir,  it  is  a  hard 
earned  eight  cash.  The  bus  fare  from  Trivandrum  to  Quilon  was  a 
little  more  6  annas.  Now,  it  is  22  ohuckrams.  It  is- the  duty  of  the 
Government  to  see  that  suitable  reductions  in  the  bus  fares  are  effected. 
Moreover,  one  of  the  conditions  necessary  for  marketing  the  agricul¬ 
tural  products  is  that  their  transport  should  be  cheap.  But,  unfortu¬ 
nately  it  is  not  so  now- 
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About  the  paucity  of  buses  I  will  read  one  or  two  lines  from  the 
Administration  Reuort  of  the  Transport  Department.  On  page  4  of 
this  document  it  is  stated  as  follows  :  —

The  number  of  buses  previously  plying  was  102  and  the  number 
of  buses  now  plying  is  only  18. 

Teivandb  om-Neyyatiink  ae  a. 

The  number  of  buses  previously  plying  was  19  and  the  number 
of  buses  now  plying  is  only  6. 

Na  gercoil- Colachel. 

The  number  of  buses  previously  plying  was  19  and  the  number 
of  buses  now  plying  is  only  6. 

Nagercoil-Cape. 

The  number  of  buses  previously  plying  was  18  and  the  number 
of  buses  now  plying  is  only  5 

It  is  therefore  clear  that  the  passengers  suffer  very  much  I  have 
therefore  established  that  the  system  offers  absolutely  no  convenience 
to  the  travelling  public.  I  would  speak  more  about  Transport  when 
the  demand  for  it  comes  before  the  House. 

MR.  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI :  Sir,  let  me  in  the.  first  place  congra- 
tulate  the  Government  and  the  Financial  Secretary  on  the  lucidity  and 
thoroughness  of  their  treatment  of  the  complicated  subject  of  budgeting 
for  the  year  1115  M.  E.  The  Financial  Secretary  has  concluded  his 
speech  with  an  emphatic  and  definite  assurance  that  we  are  in  an 
unassailably  sound  financial  position.  According  to  the  budget  that  has 
been  placed  before  us  the  surplus  at  the  end  of  the  next  year  is  estimated 
to  be  Bs.  2,70,089.  My  hearty  congratulations  are  due,  not  because 
they  have  been  able  to  place  before  us  a  surplus  budget  but  because 
they  have  been  able  to  do  so  with  full  increasing  the  provisions  being 
made  for  ameliorative  and  nation  building  activities  without  recourse  to 
additional  or  new  taxations.  Sir,  I  do  not  find  any  substantial  reason 
to  believe  in  the  materialisation  of  the  Financial  Secretary’s  hope  that 
there  would  be  an  increase  of  revenue  during  next  year  from  the  Excise 
and  the  Stamp  as  is  anticipated  in  the  budget  under  discussion.  The 
expected  increase  under  tobacco  as  a  result  of  the  recent  enhancement 
of  duty  on  Jaffna. Tobacco  from  B.  Bs.  185  to  B.  Bs.  200  per  candy  is 
sure  to  fail  as  it  is  certain  to  have  a  fall  in  the  consumption  of  tobacco. 
Judging  also  from  the  fall  in  the  file  of  suits  filed  in  civil  courts  and  also 
in  the  number  of  documents  registered  in  the  sub-registry  offices  there 
is  no  justification  for  the  anticipated  increase  under  stamp  as  well.  On 
the  whole  I  regret,  Sir,  my  inability  to  honestly  subscribe  to  the 
unsupportable  view  of  the  Financial  Secretary  that  the  budget  for 
the  next  year  would  really  be  a  surplus  one  unless  it  is  made  so  bv  a 
deliberate  reduction  on  the  expenditure  side  also- 
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Sir,  it  givss  me  much  pleasure  to  congratulate  the  Government  on 
their  sincere  attempt  for  effecting  a  speedy  and  satisf ictory  solution  of 
the  problem  of  agricultural  indebtedness  in  the  State.  But  T  only 
wish  in  this  connection  to  warn  the  Government  that  their  usual  prac¬ 
tice  of  extending  the  period  of  the  committees  once  constituted  should 
not  be  followed  and  that  an  adequate  legislative  enactment  should  be 
made  possible  to  be  passed  at  the  earliest  possible  opportunity. 

Having  said  so  much  about  the  budget,  I  wish  to  make  a  few 
general  observations  regarding  governmental  policy  in  general.  Being 
a  member  of  the  Travaacore  National  Congress  Party,  both  in  and  out¬ 
side  this  House,  I  am  very  jealous  of  maintaining  the  prestige,  and  the 
rights  and  the  privileges  of  that  party.  It  is  the  only  one  recognised 
political  party  whose  activities  in  the  interests  of  the  'political  and 
economical  advancement  of  the  State,  in  the  interests  of  the  general 
prosperity  of  the  country  and  above  all  in  the  interests  of  communal 
harmony  have  always  been  most  loyal  and  constitutional.  It  is  a  matter 
for  sincere  gratification  that  our  party  has  been  able  to  educate  and 
convince  the  public  by  a  concrete  example  of  the  recent  franchise  reform 
that  the  Government  of  His  Highness  the  Maharaja  under  the  sagacious 
guidance  of  the  present  head  of  the  administration  is  always  ready  and 
willing  to  graciously  satisfy  the  legitimate  aspirations  of  the  subjects 
and  that  any  lawlessness  or  foreign  intervention  are  not  conducive  to 
the  good  name  and  advancement  of  the  State.  Sir,  I  am  given  to 
understand  that  there  is  a  move  from  some  quarters  for  seeking  to  effect 
some  political  reforms  behind  our  party  and  without  our  consultation. 

PRESIDENT  :  From  where  does  the  Honourable  Member  get  that 
idea? 

Mr.  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILL Al :  Sir,  I  got  that  idea  from  news¬ 


papers. 

PRESIDENT  :  Oh!  It  is  a  dangerous  source  of  information. 

MR.  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI:  Sir,  what  appears  in  newspapers 
at  times  may  be  taken  to  be  dangerous.  But  invariably  they  become 
accomplished  fc Is  afterwords.  Sir,  I  do  wish  to  state  that  any  reform 
not  acceptable  to  the  Travancore  National  Congress  Party  and  made 
behind  their  back  will  certainly  be  not  acceptable  to  the  country  in 
general. 

PRESIDENT  :  Why  should  the  Honourable  Member  proceed  on 
only  imaginary  hypothesis  ?  There  is  absolutely  no  question  cf  any 
scheme  or  reform  of  Government  or  the  Government  proceeding  to 
give  their  views  on  any  scheme  of  reform  in  the  dark,  so  to  say.  If  it 
is  the  intention  of  the  Government  of  His  Highness  the  Maharaja  to 
bring  into  effect  any  scheme  or  reform  they  will  not  ignore  the  views 
and  opinions  of  the  various  parties  or  groups  and  all  the  points  of  view 
will  be  duly  considered. 

MR.  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI :  Sir,  a  word  of  explanation.  I  was 


given  to  understand  that  there  is  a  move  for  changing  the  recer 
formed  franchise  system  and  for  introducing  the  exception  of 
per-cent  votes  again  in  favour  of  a  particular  community. 
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PRESIDENT  :  The  honourable  member  will  remember  the  warning 
that  I  gave  that  Government  will  not  proceed  on.  any.  reform  without 
taking  the  advantage  of  the  concensus  cf  the  public  opinion  or  without 
the  elucidation  of  all  the  view  points. 

MR.  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI :  Sir,  I  have  gained  my  object  and 
I  would  stop  here. 

PRESIDENT  :  Remarks  on  the  observations  from  the  Chair  are  not 
in  order. 

Mr.  M.  SIVATHANU  PILLAI :  One  question,  please. 

MR.  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI:  I  do  not  yield  Sir. 

PRESIDENT:'  Order,  order. 

MR.  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  :  It  is  true  Sir,  that  the  Govern¬ 
ment  were  handicapped  in  carrying  out  some  of  the  beneficial  measures 
which  had  been  provided  for  in  the  budget  for  the  current  year  as  a 
result  of  the  strain  due  to  the  intense  political  agitation.  But,  Sir,  I 
do  not  find  any  substantial  justification  for  this  sort  of  indefinite  post- 
ponment  of  the  actual  operation  of  the  Hydro  Electric  Project.  At  this 
time  last  year  a  definite  assurance  was  held  out  both  by  the  Dewan 
and  the  then  Financial  Secretary  that  the  scheme  wuuld  be  in  com¬ 
mercial  service  for  about  three  months  this  year  itself.  Now  we  are 
asked  again  to  wait  for  another  six  months  Sir,  I  believe  that  under  the 
very  able  and  efficient  and  strictly  honest  administrative  control  and 
supervision  of  Mr.  K-  P.  P.  Menon  the  .Electrical  Engineer  there  will 
not  be  any  further  postponment  of  the  actual  operation  of  this  project. 
In  the  Financial  Secretary’s  speech  introducing  the  current  year’s 
budget  a  full  paragraph  was  devoted  for  explaining  matters  relating  to 
the  Public  Service  Commissioner.  This  year’s  speech  is  conspicuous 
by  its  absence.  It  is  not  at  all  any  exaggeration  when  I  say  that  this 
office  of  the  Public  Service  Commissioner  has  become  a  nuisance  and 
menace  to  the  educated  citizens  of  the  State.  The  existing  rules  and 
the  methods  of  recruitments  are  highly  detrimental  to  the  candidates 
belonging  to  all  the  communities.  Some  of  the  condidates  who  had 
the  misfortune  to  become  the  foremost  in  the  order  of  merit  are  no  w 
out  of  service  for  more  than  three  years  after  acting  in  short  vacancies. 
Those  who  are  very  low  in  the  order  of  merit  and  rank  have  already 
been  confirmed  in  the  service  in  certain  departments.  Sir  I  do  not  wish 
to  hide  the  fact  that  very  serious  scandals  are  rampant  about  the 
present  working  of  the  department.  It  is  high  time  for  Government  to 
put  a  stop  to  the  present  system  of  recruitment  and  explore  ways  and 
means  to  improve  the  system  of  recruitment  to  the  public  service. 

Mr,  M.  K.  NILAKANTA  AIYAR  :  Sir,  I  may  state  for  information  of 
the  House  that  Rule  45  of  the  Public  Service  Recruitment  Rules  has 
been  revised  and  orders  have  been  passed  to  that  effect. 

MR.  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI :  I  am  thankful  to  the  Chief  Secret¬ 
ary.  But  I  am  definitely  of  opinion  that  the  change  already  effected 
will  not  be  sufficient  to  remedy  the  existing  defects.  Many  a  time  it 
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was  brought  to  the  notice  of  this  house  that  the  amalgamation  cf  the 
Maramat  Department  with  the  P.  W.  Department  has  seriously  affected 
the  proper  carrying  out  of  the  Maramat  works  in  the  State.  In  the 
same  way  the  proposal  to  abolish  the  separate  irrigation  division  is 
certainly  a  move  in  the  wrong  direction.  In  the  Financial  Secretary's 
speech  introducing  the  Budget  of  1110  it  was  stated  that  with  the 
establishment  of  a  separate  irrigation  division  it  would  be  possible  for 
the  department  to  bestow  greater  attention  to  the  improvement  of 
several  Protective  irrigation  works  lying  scattered  throughout  the  State. 
This  wa,s  indeed  a  measure  which  was  calculated  to  benefit  the  ryots  of 
the  State.  Sir,  I  am  glad  to  state  that  in  effect  also  the  irrigation  divi¬ 
sion  of  the  P.  W.  D.  was  able  to  satisfy  the  needs  of  the  cultivators 
with  greater  attention  and  promptitude. 

Sir,  if  the  irrigation  Division  is  going  to  be  abolished,  as  is  re¬ 
ported,  there  may  not  be  any  body  particularly  responsible  in  the  matter 
and  the  P.  W.  D.,  along  with  other  multifarious  other  duties  will  be 
naturally  indifferent  to  satisfy  the  irrigation  needs  of  the  agriculturists. 
Therefore,  I  would  submit,  in  the  interests  of  the  agriculturists  of  the 
State  that  it  is  necessary  to  allow  the  Irrigation  Department  to  continue 
and  give  it  a  sufficient  trial  in  its  working. 

MU.  M.  K.  NILAKANTA  A1YAR:  The  Irrigation  Division  alone  is 
proposed  to  be  abolished.  The  Sub-division  is  to  be  retained. 

Mb.  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI :  Government  deserves  congratula¬ 
tion  for  their  having  him  pleased  to  publish  the  text-books  for  the  use 
of  schools  in  the  State,  and  I  am  very  glad  that  the  standard  of  such 
publications  has  been  considerably  improved  there  by.  But,  I  am  con¬ 
strained  to  observe  that  the  price  fixed  for  such  publications  is  very 
prohibitive  and  out  of  all  proportion  to  the  cost  of  production.  It  is 
highly  painful  to  the  public  to  find  that  the  publication  of  text  hooks  is 
also  made  a  source  of  profit  to  the  Government  as  in  the  case  of  com¬ 
mercial  undertakings.  Sir,  I  trust  that  early  steps  will  be  taken  to  see 
that  these  books  are  supplied  to  the  students  at  a  price,  which  is  equal 
to  the  cost  of  production.  If  the  Government  really  wants  to  make 
savings  in  the  Educational  expenditure  of  the  State,  there  are  other 
convenient  and  justifiable  means  for  doing  so.  I  may  cite  as  an  instance 
of  the  kind  that  the  office  and  the  post  of  the  Inspectress  of  schools  and 
the  separate  Middle  School  for  girls  may  be  abolished  without  incon¬ 
venience  and  detriment  to  administrative  control  or  efficiency.  The 
existing  circumstances  do  really  necessitate  and  justify  such  a  step 
being  taken  immediately  by  the  Government. 

A  word  about  market  toll  and  I  shall  conclude.  As  a  result  of  the 
repeated  representations,  both  in  this  House  and  in  the  old  Legislative 
Council,  Government  have  now  decided  not  to  levy  market  tolls  in 
respect  of  head  loads  up  to  20  pounds.  While  the  public  are  really 
grateful  to  Government  for  the  concession  already  granted  I  am  con¬ 
strained  to  remark  that  the  present  arrangement  will  not  result  in  any 
substantial  benefit  to  the  suffering  people.  How  is  it  possible  or 
practicable  for  the  market  contractor,  or  to  the  market  going  people  to 
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ascertain  the  weight  of  each  hand  load,  whether  it  exceeds  twenty 
pounds  or  not  ?  That  is  the  reason  why  I  submit  that  the  present 
arrangement  will  not  bring  any  real  benefit  to  the  Agriculturists. 
Moreover,  this  is  not  any  adequate  concession  in  the  matter.  So,  I 
would  request  the  Government  to  reconsider  the  whole  position  and 
extend  the  concession  in  respect  of  all  head-loads  and  hand-loads 
irrespective  of  the  weight  of  the  load.  After  all,  Government  should 
understand  that  the  loss  sustained  on  this  account  is  very  meagre  and 
nominal. 

MR.  VARKALA  K.  IWADHAVAN :  Sir,  I  have  great  pleasure  in  con¬ 
gratulating  the  Financial  Secretary  in  presenting  a  very  satisfactory 
and  well  balanced  Budget.  It  is  \ery  satisfactory  from  the  point  of 
view  of  the  villager  and  other  tax- payers.  Ample  provision  has  been 
made  in  the  Budget  for  rural  wel-fare  work.  Special  facilities  for 
enhancing  the  knowledge  of  the  villagers  are  also  seen.  In  addition 
to  this  being  conducive  to  their  betterment,  this  will  bo  a  source 
of  pleasure  for  the  villagers  during  their  leisure  hours. 

The  Government  have  taken  steps  for  industrialising  the  State. 
Several  factories  were  set  up  such  as  the  Rubber  Factory,  the  Clay 
refining  Factory  and  the  Sugar  Factory.  The  expectations  oni  the 
Rubber  Factory  have  not  been  fulfilled.  It  is  presumed  that  the 
clay  Refining  Factory  will  be  a  success.  Sir,  in  this  connection,  it 
may  bo  said  with  emphasis  that  the  future  of  l'ravancorc  lies  not  in 
the  big  Factories,  but  in  Cottage  industries.  As  the  Dewan  Presi¬ 
dent  has  already  remarked,  the  cocoanut  industry  is  a  cheap  cottage 
industry  in  Travancore.  But  it  is  deplorable  to  learn  that  it  is  now 
deteriorating.  In  this  connection,  it  is  very  gratifying  to  me  to  learn 
that  the  duty  on  Jaffna  tobacco  is  enhanced. 

Sir,  there  are  more  than  two  hundred  villages  in  Travancore, 
with  a  population  of  more  than  four  thousand  people.  But  the  sani- 
tary  arrangements  provided  and  the  conditions  prevalent  in  all  these 
villages  are  deplorable.  Separate  allotment  is  necessary  for  improving 
the  Sanitary  conditions  of  many  of  these  villages.  The  allotment  here 
is  about  Rs.  50,000  and  that  is  set  apart  for  rural  wel-fare  work  to  be 
carried  out  in  the  village  in  every  taluk.  This  amount  is  not  available 
for  improving  the  sanitary  conditions  of  the  most  thickly  populated 
villages  in  Travancore. 

As  regards  Public  Works,  year  after  year,  the  allotment  provided 
for  carrying  out  improvement  works  lapses.  This  is  due  entirely  to 
the  negligence  of  the  P.  W.  Department. 

Then,  Sir,  our  Railway  is  working  at  a  loss.  There  must  be  some¬ 
thing  wrong  with  the  Railway  administration  which  incurs  a  loss  year 
after  year.  Anyhow,  we  have  to  put  up  with  such  losses  till  1945, 
when  the  present  agreement  with  the  Company  will  be  terminated. 
In  the  Budget  that  has  been  presented  to  us  no  provision  is  made  for 
the  relief  of  the  unemployed  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Government  to 
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provide  some  relief  to  the  unemployed  population.  Sir,  they  are  chiefly 
the  agriculturists  who  have  to  remain  unemployed  throughout  the 
major  portion  of  the  year. 

Another  dreadful  problem  to  be  solved  in  our  State  is  the  beggar 
problem.  Sir,  the  beggars  are  growing  in  number  year  after  year. 
This  problem  must  be  distressing  to  us  since  we  are  going  to  attract 
tourists  from  America  and  other  foreign  countries. 

Let  me  now  say  a  few  words  about  Fisheries.  There  are  great 
facilities  in  our  land  for  developing  our  fisheries.  Unfortunately,"  our 
fishermen  are  ignorant  of  any  modern  method  of  catching  fish.  They 
must,  be  given  some  training  in  modern  methods  of  catching  fish, 

I  once  again  congratulate  the  Financial  Secretary  for  presenting 
such  a  well-balanced  Budget. 

MR.  JEBAMONY  NADAR  :  Sir,  when  I  rise  to  take  part  in  the  general 
discussion  of  the  Budget,  I  don’t  wish  to  deal  with  any  of  those  matteis 
referred  to  already  by  the  Honourable  Members  who  have  spoken  be¬ 
fore  me.  In  dealing  with  the  Budget,  I  am  not  concerned  with  the 
arithmetical  side  of  it.  I  am  not  influenced  by  the  fact  that  a  surplus 
Budget  is  presented,  because  a  surplus  Budget  may  deserve  all  criticism, 
whereas,  a  deficit  Budget  may  be  entitled  to  all  tributes.  I  view  the 
Budget  as  an  important  document  pronouncing  the  programme  and 
policy  of  the  Government  for  the  ensuing  year.  Viewing  it.  in  that 
light,  certain  considerations  arise,  namely,  the  provisons  made  in  the 
Budget  for  irrigation  schemes  and  rural  reconstruction.  So  far  as 
these  matters  are  concerned,  I  view  the  Budget  with  relief  and  dismay. 
In  my  view,  the  provision  for  irrigation  in  South  Travancore  is  n0t 
adequate,  faking  into  consideration  the  vast  needs  of  that  part  of  the 
country.  It  is  certainly  kind  on  the  pan  of  Government  to  have 
taken  up  the  matter  of  sinking  wells  in  right  earnest. 

MR.  M.  GOVINDA  PILLAI  :  May  I  inform  the  Honouiable  Member 
that  the  idea  of  Government  is  to  provide  annually  at  least  Es.  25,000 
for  the  purpose  of  sinking  wells  and  Government  do  not  propose  to 
stop  the  work. 

MR.  JEBAMONY  NADAR  :  Certainly,  I  thank  the  Government  for 
that-  but  my  submission  is  that  the  amount  is  not  adequate.  That  is 
my  position.  It  very  often  happens  that  the  Engineering  Department 
allows  allotments  such  as  these  to  lapse  and  that  they  do  matters  in 
such  a  way  that  it. 

PRESIDENT :  Order,  order,  the  idea  underlying  Government  is 
that  Ks.  25,000  be  given  year  after  year  and  that  it  should  not  lapse, 
but  should  form  a  fund  from  which  improvements  of  irrigation  resources 
and  water-supply  may  be  effected. 

MR.  JEBAMONY  NADAR  :  If  that  be  so,  I  feel  happy,  otherwise  I 
have  got  very  serious  complaints  against  the  D.  P.  W.  in  the  matter  of 
executing. 

MR.  T.  C,  KESAVA  PlLLAl :  May  I  know  whether  this  Rs,  25,000 
will  meet  the  requirements  of  the  fifty  villages  in  South  Travancore. 
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MB.  JEBAMONY  NADAR:  I  don’t  know.  The  actual  amount  re- 
qnived  for  all  the  villages  in  South  Travancore  depends  upon  various 
circumstances. 

Mr.  T.  C.  KESAVA  PILLAI :  May  I  know  whether  the  Honourable 
Member  knows  the  amount  required  for  the  construction  of  the  Perm, 
chani  Scheme? 

Mr.  JEBAMONY  NADAR  :  I  have  absolutely  no  idea.  1  find  some 
provision  made  in  the  Budget  for  the  supply  of  drinking  water.  Here 
again,  I  feel  diffident  about  the  •  Engineering  Department.  In  one  of 
t£.-  interpellations  sent  by  me,  I  have  drawn  the  attention  of  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  to  the  unsatisfactory  work  that  has  bsen  done  by  the 

D.  P.  W- 

It  so  happens  that  almost  every  well  sunk  bj'  D.  P.  W.  has  no 
water  ;  if  any  one  of  them  has  water,  it  is  either  brackish  or  unfit  for 
drinking  purposes.  There  is  no  doubt  that  each  one  of  these  wells 
would  have  cost  not  less  than  lls.  I,5u0  or  2,000.  L  have  mentioned 
some  of  these  wells  in  my  interpellation.  Some  of  them  are  on  the 
main  road.  They  are  very  deepi  but  absolutely  dry  while  private  wells 
in  the  neighbourhood  arc  all  right.  These  public  wells  look  very 
attractive  with  their  beautiful  parapet  walls,  pillars,  crossbeams  and 
pulleys;  only  they  do  not  serve  the  purpose  for  which  they  are 
intended. 

Kir,  during  the  water  scarcity  some  months  ago,  Government 
allotted  some  money  for  the  purpose  of  drinking  water  in  South  Tra- 
vancare.  The  money  was  entrusted  to  a  committee,  consisting  of  the 
Tahsildar  unelh  W.  1).  Officer,  one  Sanitary  Officer  and  representatives 
of  the  people.  I  know  what  excellent  work  was  done  in  the  Kalkulam 
taluk;  with  the  money  at  our  disposal,  we  were  able  to  sink  a  good 
number  of  permanent  wells.  The  people  willingly  co-operated  with  us. 
We  visited  the  Villages  and  made  the  people  understand  that  if  they 
wanted  water  they  must  not  grudge  dorng  some  work  on  their  part; 
they  gladly  agreed.  The  result  was,  that  with  such  co-operation  of  the 
people  and  the  money  available,  we  were  able  to  do  substantial,  good.  I 
would  appeal  to  Government  to  follow  some  such  practice  in  future 

MR.  M.  K.  NILAKANTA  AIYER  :  May  I  inform  the  honourable  member 
that  that  is  whai  Government  propose  to  do  in  1115  also  ? 

Mr.  C,  JEBAMONY  NADAR  :  We  are  really  thankful  to  Government 
for  that. 

Now,  I  wish  to  say  a  word  with  regard  to  the  Dewan  President’s 
observations  the  other  day  at  the  Joint  Session,  regarding  the  Agri¬ 
cultural  Department.  If  the  Dewan  finds  that  a  department  is  not 
working  properly,  he  has  power  to  end  it  or  to  mend  it;  unless  he  does 
the  one  or  the  o'.her,  I  should  think  such  observations  by  the  Dewan- 
President  are  of  no  avail.  I  do  not  think  the  fault  lies  with  the  De¬ 
partment  or  the  officer  who  runs  it.  I  have  got  great  appreciation  for 
the  work  done  by  the  present  Agricultural  Director.  Personally. 
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PRESIDENT  :  The  observations  made  by  the  Chair  were  not 
directed  to  the  personnel,  or  to  any  incapjcity  or  defect  on  the  part  of 
the  personnel  of  the  Travancore  Agricultural' Department  Those  re¬ 
marks  were  intended  to  point  out  that  the  programme  of  work  kept 
before  Agricultural  Departments  all  over  India  nut  only  here  was 
essentially  wrong  because,  they  proceeded  on  a  very  limited  outlook  in 
regard  to  the  agricultural  development  of  the  coumry.  I  also  endea¬ 
voured  to  point  out  that  that  co-ordination  of  effort,  which  should  exist 
between  that  Department  and  the  Co-operative  Department  especially, 
was  missing.  Those  were  the  main  observations  of  the  Dewan-Presi- 
dent,  and  they  are  as  much  applicable  to  Baluchistan  as  they  are  to 
Travancore. 

MR.  JEBAMONY  NADAR  :  In  my  view,  the  Agricultural  Department 
is  absolutely  necessary  in  the  interests  of  our  agriculturists.  It  is  up  to 
Government  to  organise  it  in  such  a  way  that  it  could  do  effective 
work.  At  present,  it  is  more  or  less  impotent.  There  is  no  doubt  that 
it  can  be  made  useful  and  effective.  As  it  is,  constituted  at  present  it 
could  deal  v.  itb  all  matters  except  those  really  agricultuial.  It  is  in 
those  matters  that  the  agriculturist  needs  Government  help  that  this 
department  is  not  able  to  help  him  to  any  extent.  Take,  for  instance, 
irrigation  The  Agricultural  Department  is  absolutely  powerless  : 
Irrigation  is  under  some  other  department  which  naturally  gives  this 
subject  only  a  step-motherly  treatment.  The  Irrigation  branch  of  the 
P.  W.  D.  could  be  placed  under  the  Director  of  Agriculture.  He  should 
be  able  to  find  out  the  real  needs  of  the  ryots  and  must  have  also  the 
power  to  execute  the  necessary  works.  There  is  not  much  use  in 
merely  finding  fault  with  the  Agricultural  Department  unless  we  give 
it  ample  funds  and  power. 

{At  this  stage,  the  President  cacat.M  the  Chair  wh:ch  was  then 
occupied  by  Mr.  Kcvinikkam  M.  Pa-hnanabhn  PiUai,  one  of 
the  'panel  of  Chairmen-) 

I  have  also  a  word  to  say  about  the  Transport  Department.  It  is 
a  nuisance,  if  not  a  scandalto  have  made  provision  for  standing  accom¬ 
modation  in  buses.  When  the  bus  is  full,  and  all  seats  are  occupied, 
some  of  them  by  ladies,  just  imagine  a  number  of  men  c  lining  and 
standing  in  between  the  seats  occupied  by  ladies.  It  is  really  indecent, 
and  should  be  avoided  especially  in  a  concern  conducted  by  Govern¬ 
ment. 

Again,  sometimes,  overcrowding  is  so  terrible  that  one  feels  as  if 
he  is  treated  like  cattle.  As  was  pointed  out  by  one  honourable  member, 
these  buses  seldom  start  in  time.  One  day  people  had  to  wait  for 
nearly  two  hours  for  a  bus.  When  it  came,  naturally,  there  was 
great  rush.  There  were  two  members  of  this  House  waiting  to  get 
in,  one  of  them  lean  and  the  other  a  bit  stout.  While  the  former 
rushed  in  the  latter  could  not,  and  was  therefore  detained.  That  is 
the  state  of  affairs.  Perhaps  the  Superintendent  is  not  aware  of  these 
matters. 
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Sir,  it  is  a  matter  for  regret  that  there  is  also  incivility  on  the 

part  of  some  of  the  subordinates  of  this  department ;  they  do  not  behave 
properly  and  at  times  seen  to  treat  the  passengers  as  their  subordinates. 
One  day  I  had  the  most  unpleasant  experience  of  hearing  the  citing 
remarks  of  one  of  the  Division  Inspectors.  There  were  some  tourists 
from  Mysore.  One  of  them  told  the  Inspector  something  like  this. 
“We  have  read  excellent  accounts  of  the  Travancore  State  Transport 
system  ;  that  was  why  we  thought  of  visiting  Travancore.  Why  do 
you  overcrowd  your  buses  like  this.”  The  immediate  reply  that  came 
from  the  Inspector  was  “Who  asked  you  to  get  into  the  bus."  On 
enquiry.  I  found  that  the  tourist  in  question  was  a  Professor  of  the 
Maha  Raja’s  College,  Mysore.  I  hope  such  rude  behaviour  will  not 

I  shall  now  turn  to  our  University.  Sir,  we  thought  that  it  was 
going'  to  be  a  boon  to  the  backward  communities  who  could  get  better, 
useful  and  cheaper  education  in  their  own  country.  But  such  hopes 
have  been  shattered  by  the  very  rales  for  admission  into  the  University 
Colleges.  Sir,  I  am  referring  to  the  recent  admissions  to  our  .Engineer¬ 
ing  College.  After  all,  where  is  the  need  for  the  efficiency  test  being 
applied  even  for  admission  for  study?  Why  should  you  shut  them 
out  of  the  College  itself  ?  I  consider  that  this  is  only  a  devise  to  defeat 
the  claims  of  the  backward  communities.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  to  see  that  all  communities  get  equal  opportunity  for  training 
in  these  professional  Colleges. 

MR.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  :  May  I  inform  the  honourable  mem¬ 
ber  that  1  Mahomcdan,  1  Ezhava  and  1  Sambavar  Christian  have  been 
selected  for  our  Engineering  course,  solely  with  a  view  to  respect  the 
principle  of  communal  representation  ? 

MR.  JEBAMONY  NADAR  :  Only  1  from  each  of  these  important  com¬ 
munities  !  If  that  one  man  fails,  that  community  would  be  shut  out 
absolutely  from  the  Engineering  Department. 

MR.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  ;  Sir,  out  of  the  2  Mahomedans  who 
applied,  we  have  selected  1, 

MR.  JEBAMONY  NADAR;  That  is  a  danger  Zone.  These  rules  of 
admission  must  be  so  relaxed  as  to  enable  the  backward  communities  to 
get  adequate  opportunity  for  training.

Service  also.  I  am  not  surprised  to  hear  that  the  candidates  belong¬ 
ing  to  the  backward  communities  did  not  fare  well  at  the  viva  vuce 
examination.  In  fact  many  of  them  come  from  country  parts  and 
might  not  have  seen  even  once  the  examiners  before  whom  they  were

PRESIDENT  :  I  am  glad  that  the  question  has  been  put  to  me  and 
I  think  I  shall  be  able  to  satisfy  the  honourable  Members  of  the  House 
on  this  matter.  Normally  speaking,  it  is  the  duty  of  every  department 
of  Government,  to  give  all  possible  information  to  the  Members  of  the 
Legislature  who  are  anxious  to  get  information.  Nevertheless,  it  must 
be  remembered  that  the  putting  of  questions  and  the  gathering  of  the 
answers  is  a  matter  involving  considerable  research  in  certain  cases. 
For  instance,  I  have  had  to  deal  with  the  question  of  a  classification 
by  caste  and  community  of  every  convict  within  the  last  three  years. 
Apparently  the  curiosity  of  honourable  Members  as  to  the  community 
to  which  law  breakers  belonged  was  evidently  over  mastering  them. 
But  the  trouble  would  be  to  take  statistics  of  all  the  convictions  in  all 
the  courts  of  the  State  during  those  years  and  then  find  out  by  enquiry 
to  which  communities  they  belonged.  Now  this  time,  not  less  than 
150  questions  have  been  received  in  respect  of  caste-war  statements  in 
the  various  departments  of  Government,  I  shall  certainly  be  right  in

saying  that  73  per  cent,  of  the.  total  number  of  questions  coming  up  for 
answer  is  with  regard  to  either  official  or  non-official  agencies  and  the 
castewar  denomination  of  the  people  who  are,  who  have  been  or  who 
might  be  entertained  from  among  those  communities.  All  I  could 
now  say  is,  all  efforts  will  be  made  to  give  all  possible  statistics  on  that 
matter  very  shortly,  because,  at  the  end  of  three  years  the  whole  work 
of  the  Public  Service  Commissioner  has  to  bo  reviewed,  and  for  that 
purpose  Government  have  to  collect  complete  statistics  in  that  matter. 
Therefore  in  gathering  statistics  of  such  a  character,  not  only  the 
Legislative  Department  but  every  department  of  Government  in 
mofussil  places  will  have  to  be  called  upon  to  do  the  work. 

With  regard  to  the  mere  point  of  order,  the  position  is  as  follows,: 
Government  have  the  right  to  say  that  they  will  not  answer  such  ques¬ 
tions.  It  is  the  inherent  right  of  Government.  But  that  will  be  dis¬ 
courteous  to  the  Legislature.  Therefore  I  have  always  discouraged 
that.  It  is  easy  to  say  that  certain  answers  are  detrimental  to  public 
interests.  But  the  kind  of  answer  that  is  now  supplied  to  this  question 
is  an  answer  which  is  given  in  every  Legislature  in  India,  where  stati¬ 
stics  are  called  for,  which  in  the  opnion  of  the  department  concerned 
will  not  serve  any  useful  purpose.  There  are  questions  as'to  permanent 
graduate  teachers,  acting  teachers,  permanent  or  acting  teachers  who 
were  appointed  since  1-1-1112  and  so  forth.  We  are  now  near  the 
year  1115.  Therefore  all  the  papers  relating  to  the  Education  Depart¬ 
ment  and  all  the  various  branches  of  that  department  all  over  the 
State  have  to  be  gathered.  People  who  have  acted  for  one  year  or  two 
years  or  even  more  and  people  who  have  acted  for  10  days  and  the  details 
relating  to  them,  have  to  be  obtained,  then  a  castewar  statement  has 
to  be  made.  What  good  does  it  do  ?  It  is  admitted  by  Government 
that  certain  communities  are  over-represented.  There  are  certain 
over-represented  communities  in  the  public  service,  and  there  are 
certain  under-represented  communities  also.  The  latter  communities 
are  not  represented  not  because  they  are  necessarily  unfit.  Their 
claims  can  be.  urged  even  without  asking  for  a  castewar  statement. 
To  know  how  many  Secretaries  to  Government  there  are.  or  how  many 
Assistant  Secretaries  there  are,  how  many  Superintendents  there  are 
in  the  Secretariate,  a  scrutiny  of  the  Civil  List  will  suffice.  I  have 
always  discouraged  questions  which  can  be  answered  by  a  reference  to 
the  Givi)  List  or  other  records.  There  are  ever  so  many  Government 
publications  such  as  the  Civil  List,  Census  Report  etc.  I  think  it  is 
within  what  may  be  called  ordinary  range  of  politeness  to  refer  the 
members  to  those  publications.  But  where  very  elaborate  work  has 
to  he  done  for  the  purpose  of  gathering  statistics,  it  is  open  to  Govern¬ 
ment  to  weigh  the  possible  advantages  or  disadvantages  as  the  case 
may  be,  and  then  put  down  the  proper  answer.  That  is  what  has 
been  done  in  the  present  instance.  At  the  same  time  if  the  honour- 
able-  Members  say  that  the  information  supplied  is  wrong  and  if 
Government  are  convinced  of  that,  that  will  be  examined.  If  by 
giving  the  information  some  immediate  interest  will  be  served,  then 
the  Chair  will  order  the  collection  of  n«eess».rv  atetiaMoa _ _ _ — 
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If  the  information  is  accessible  and  ready  to  band,  it  is  the  duty 
of  every  Government  department  to  furnish  that  information.  But 
surely,  the  honourable  Member  will  be  the  first  to  perceive  that  no 
Government  servant  and  no  Secretary  is  entitled  to  invent  information 
for  the  purpose  of  satisfying  the  honourable  Members  opposite.  If 
he  has  got  the  information,  he  will  readily  give  it.  If  he  has  not,  he 
will  necessarily  require  some  time.  The  obvious  remedy  in  such 
oases  will  be  this.  In  this  House,  very  curiously,  that  method  is  not 
resorted  to.  Just  after  leaving  this  Chamber,  every  honourable 
Member  has  the  right  to  approach  the  Chief  Secretary  or  the  Secretary 
and  inform  him  of  the  proposed  question,  or  write  to  him  direct  that 
such  and  such  a  question  will  be  asked  with  in  two  or  three  days.  If  the 
information  supplied  by  him  is  found  satisfactory,  then  the  matter  rests 
there.  If  the  information  is  inadequate  then  a  short  notice  question 
can  be  put  and  answer  elicited  from  the  Government  benches.  That 
is  the  practice  adopted  in  other  Legislatures.  But  you  cannot  surely 
make  the  Government  officers  evolve  answers  which  are  not  relevant 
and  up  to  date.

STATEMENT  HE.'  THE  DISTURBANCES  IN  THE  CENTRAL  PBISON  1-11 

PRESIDENT  :  What  has  happened,  Mr-  Secretary'? 

SECRETARY  :  Under  standing  order  10,  Sundays  and  other  public 
holidays  are  to  be  excluded  in  the  calcula  ion.  Therefore  all  Cut 
Motions  on  the  Land  Revenue  Demand  should  have  reached  (he  office 
of  the  Secretary  before  3  p.  m.  on  Saturday.  The  Cut  Mot;ous  referred 
to  by  the  Honourable  Member  were  received  only  after  that  t  me 
and  hence  not  included  in  the  printed  list- 

Mr.  P.  KUNJUKRISHNAN :  Sir,  something  like  a  not  is  reported  to 
have  taken  place  in  the  Central  Prison  yesterday  as  a  result  of  which 
one  of  the  injured  has  been  taken  over  to  the  General  Hospital.  I 
pray  that  the  House  be  enlightened  on  that  incident. 

PRESIDENT  The  matter  has  been  anticipated  and  a  statement 
has  been  prepared.  It  will  be  placed  before  the  House  by  the  Chief 
Secretary. 

STATEMENT  BE:  THE  DISTURBANCES 
IN  THE  CENTRAL  PBISON. 

MR.  M.  K.  NILAKANTA  AIYAR  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  : 
It  is  understood  that  a  few  days  ago  the  authorities  of  the  Central 
Prison  detected  some  cases  of  smuggling  into  the  Jail  premises  of  con¬ 
traband  articles  like  beedies,  tobacco,  arecanuts  and  so  on.  Two 
convict  warders  had  in  their  possession  these  articles  which  were  dis¬ 
covered  on  successive  days.  It  also  came  to  light  a  couple  of  days  ago 
that  with  the  connivance  of  a  warder  and  another  convict  warder, 
arecanuts,  betels  and  other  articles  were  concealed  in  their  waist 
clothes  and  smuggled  into  the  prison.  When  these  instances  were 
discovered,  the  warders  were  punished  and  some  of  the  prisoners  who 
were  benefited  by  the  smuggling  appear  to  have  made  common  cause 
with  them  and  on  Monday  when  a  prisoners’  parade  took  place  a.s 
usual,  they  gathered  together  and  began  to  demonstrate  and  shout 
slogans  like  Inquilab  Zindabad  (Long  Live  Revolution).  In  this  de¬ 
monstration  some  of  the  prisoners  convicted  of  sedition  and  other 
cognate  offences  also  took  part. 

As  the  situation  was  getting  tense,  the  Superintendent  of  the 
Central  Prison  te'ephoned  to  the  Police  [authorities  who  despatched  a 
small  force  of  dO  Armed  Reserves.  The  Inspector  General  and  the 
District  Magistrate  also  proceeded  to  the  Jail  and  the  latter  held  an 
elaborate  enquiry  at  which  it  was  made  clear  that  the  demonstration 
had  been  premeditated. 

The  death  of  a  convict  who  had  been  suffering  from  pleurisy  and 
had  been  discharged  from  tne  hospital  very  recently  was  made  the 
occasion  for  demonstration.  The  suggestion  was  made  that  the  death 
was  due  to  man-handling  by  soma  of  the  jail  authorities.  This  was 
not  established  but  in  order  to  get  at  the  truth,  a  case  has  been  regis¬ 
tered  and  the  enquiry  is  proceeding. 

After  the  advice  of  the  District  Magistrate  to  the  prisoners,  they 
took  their  morning  kanji  which  they  had  earlier  declined.  The  situa¬ 
tion  has  become  normal  and  the  authorities  are  considering  ways  and 
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means  to  prevent  a  recurrence  of  illicit  practices  like  smuggling  of 
contraband  goods  and  the  participation  by  various  classes  of  prisoners 
in  acts  of  insubordination  of  disturbance. 

GENERAL  DISCUSSION  OE  THE  BUDGET — (contd.) 

MR.  KAINIKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAl  (Cliavganachtrry  cum 
Peermade)  :  Sir,  it  is  with  a  sense  of  hesitation  that  I  approach  the 
budget  before  the  House.  I  do  not  believe  the  hesitation  is  mine.  It 
is  rather  sympathetic.  I  perceive  a  spirit  of  hesitation  pervading  the 
whole  budget  speech.  This  year’s  budget  and  the  budget  speech  are 
conspicuously  lacking  in  that  contageous  self-confidence  so  characteris¬ 
tic  of  the  last  two  budgets.  I  am  afraid  that  the  Financial  Secretary 
is  haunted  still  by  the  ghost  of  the  State  Congress.  He  has  told  us 
that  the  Finances  of  the  State  was  upset  by  the  Political  agitation,  and 
the  subversive  activities  form  one  of  the  main  themes  of  the  budget 
speech.  I  can  easily  understand  how  the  Government  had  to  spend  an 
additional  amount  of  Rs-  3  lakhs  for  maintenance  of  peace  and  order. 
I  can  also  easily  understand  how  the  agitation  has  adversely  affected 
.  the  finances  in  general.  But  the  revenue  has  fallen  by  Rs.  13  and  a 
half  lakhs.  I  too  have  been  watching  the  State  Congress  closely  and 
while  admitting  their  capacity  for  doing  mischief.  I  am  not  prepared 
to  give  them  the  credit  for  having  upset  our  finances  to  the  extent  of 
Rs.  13J  lakhs.  I  have  gone  through  that  portion  of  the  Financial 
Secretary’s  speech  very  carefully  and  I  find  that  he  has  been  able  to 
relate  the  agitation  even  distantly  only  with  two  items.  One  is  the 
Transport  and  the  other  is  Excise.  In  the  Transport  their  contribu¬ 
tion  is  the  destruction  of  one  or  two  buses  and  the  distrnbances  in  the 
public  roads  for  one  or  two  weeks.  In  the  case  of  Excise  I  believe  the 
whole  thing  is  an  anachronism.  The  no-tax  campaign  and  the  Prohi- 
tion  campaign  were  some  of  their  postamenesty  bluffs  which  were 
never  carried  out  and  I  am  sure  they  did  not  intend  to  carry  out. 
There  was  civil  disobedience  only  driving  the  first  two  months  of  this 
year  and  at  that  time  there  was  no  prohibition.  Then  they  disobeyed 
laws,  disturbed  peace,  molested  passengers  cut  down  trees  and  attacked 
officers.  But  it  will  be  untrue  and  unjust  to  say  that  the  State 
Congress  people  did  not  drink.  I  believe  that  the  effect  of  the  agita¬ 
tion  has  been  more  on  the  Financial  Secretary  than  on  the  finances. 
The  effect  has  been  not  financial  but  psychological.  There  is  a  kind  of 
nervousness  on  the  part  of  the  Government  and  as  I  said  courage  is 
lacking.  Let  us  hope  with  the  Financial  Secretary  that  peace  has 
come  and  come  to  stay. 

Coming  to  the  budget  of  this  year  I  wish  to  make  a  few  remarks 
on  one  or  two  separate  items.  The  financial  Secretary  has  hinted  that 
a  re-orientation  of  policy  will  take  place  in  the  Co-operative  and  Agri¬ 
cultural  Departments,  and  you,  Sir,  have  told  us  the  broad  lines  in 
which  such  changes  ace  to  take  place.  Before  we  see  the  picture  com- 
plete  I  am  not  in  a  position  to  give  an  opinion.  But  in  the  meanwhile 
Government  can  do  one  thing  very  useful.  We  have  been  told  that, 
the  chief  function  of  the  Agricultural  Department  is  research.  I  would 
j  add  to  that)  propaganda.  As  for  research  we  have  had  nothing  and  as 
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for  propaganda,  the  demonstration  gardens  have  demonstrated  to  the 
public  that  scientific  cultivation  is  a  failure  in  this  country.  I  there¬ 
fore  would  make  one  suggestion.  There  are  a  good  number  of  young 
men  in  this  country  who  have  studied  in  our  Agricultural  Schools  and 
come  out  successful.  The  intention  of  the  Government  at  one  time  was 
to  give  each  of  them  some  acres  of  land  and  some  advance  money  and 
send  them  back  to  the  soil.  This  scheme  was  not  carried  out  and  now 
we  find  these  young  men,  like  every  other  set  of  young  men  coming 
out  from  every  other  kind  of  school,  going  about  and  knocking  out  at 
the  doors  of  the  appointing  authorities. 

Sir,  I  was  saying  that  the  young  men  turned  out  from  the  Agricul- 
turalSchools,  like  any  other  set  of  youg  men  coming  out  from  any  other 
kind  of  institutions,  go  about  knocking  at  the  door  of  appointing  authori¬ 
ties.  Tlieir  number  is  above  hundreds.  Government  must  carry  out  their 
original  scheme  of  providing  these  young  men  with  small  plots  of  land 
and  advancing  money  to  them  to  carry  on  agricultural  operations  and 
thus  forming  them  into  a  colony.  In  a  colony  conducted  nnder  the 
auspices  of  the  Agricultural  Department,  naturally  there  would  be  an 
Inspector.  One  thing  that  I  want,  to  make  clear  in  this  connection  is 
that  the  Inspector  appointed  must  be  one  of  the  members  of  the  colony. 
He  must  not  be  an  outsider.  He  must  have  his  own  plot  and  must 
work  with  them,  ITe  must  be  a  kind  of  elder  brother  to  the  rest  of 
the  members  of  the  colony.  I  would  request  Government  that  the 
scheme  be  taken  up  at  once. 

You  have  told  us  that  the  Agriculture  and  Co-operative  Depart¬ 
ments  have  failed.  But  you  have  not  told  us  that  there  is  another 
Department  that  has  failed  even  more  miserably,  I  mean  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Industries.  It  may  not  be  correct  English  to  say  that  it  has 
failed,  for  in  fact  the  Department  has  done  nothing.  It  has  had  its 
futile  existence  for  too  long  a  period  and  I  have  strong  doubts  as  to  the 
necessity  for  keeping  this  costly  ornament  for  any  longer  period.  We 
had  a  few  experts  and  they  were  told  to  carry  on  investigations,  and 
they  carried  on  investigations  so  long  that  none  not  only  the  investiga¬ 
tions  but  even  the  experts  have  disappeared.  Now  there  are  a  few 
weaving  schools  and  a  few  boilers.  I  ask  why  not  appoint  a  weaving 
Inspector  under  the  Education  Department  and  a  Boiler  Inspector 
under  the  Public  Works  Department?  Now  we  are  told  by  the 
Financial  Secretary  that  the  Pallivassal  Scheme  will  begin  to  operate 
within  a  few  months.  With  that  we  expect  a  new  era  of  cottage  in¬ 
dustries  to  dawn  in  this  country.  But  are  the  people  of  the  country 
sufficiently  educated  in  the  matter  of  using  electricity  for  cottage  in¬ 
dustries?  Has  the  Department  done  anything  in  this  direction? 
Have  they  even  thought  about  it  ?  Boys  and  girls  in  schools  may  be 
taught  about  the  use  of  electricity.  The  adults  may  be  given  short 
practical  courses  and  for  that  again  the  school  buildings  may  be  used. 
An  intelligent  and  active  co-operation  between  the  Education  and  the 
Industrial  Department  alone  can  carry  it  out  within  a  short  time. 
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Now,  I  would  speak  one  word  about  rural  uplift.  I  believe  it  is 
high  time  that  Government  face  the  question  in  greater  earnestness. 
I  find  that  the  present  budget  has  given  greater  importance  to  rural  up¬ 
lift  work.  I  would  say  that  for  the  successful  working  of  a  rural  up¬ 
lift  programme  various  factors  have  to  be  taken  into  consideration.  It 
would  mean  scientific  and  intensive  cultivation,  cottage  industries, 
poultry  farming,  cattle  rearing  and  above  all  efficient  marketing. 
Instead  of  making  stray  and  disconnected  attempts,  I  would  suggest 
that  a  really  efficient  and  experienced  officer,  a  person  with  a  thorough 
going  self-sacrificing'  missionary  zeal,  be  appointed  and  a  concentrated 
and  correlated  scheme  be  prepared  and  worked  out. 

Before  I  resume  my  seat  I  wish  to  touch  upon  two  general  topics. 
As  I  have  said  at  the  beginning  of  my  speech,  the  one  subject  which 
has  occurred  most  in  the  budget  speech  is  the  political  unrest.  I  am 
one  who  has  always  considered  the  agitation  wroDg  in  every  way, 
wrong  in  intention  and  wrong  in  method-  I  have, strongly  opposed 
the  agitation  both  in  the  Assembly  and  outside.  But  we  all  know  that 
we  have  uo  hatred  towards  them.  They  have  erred  as  any  of  us  may 
err  at  any  time.  Now  they  seem  to  have  realised  that  their  methods 
were  wrong.  They  seem  to  have  realised  the  fact  that  around  them 
are  not  enemies  but  their  own  brothers  .and  sisters  and  above  us  the 
noblest  of  a  noble  line  of  gracious  monarchs.  Now  they  have  peace¬ 
fully  approached  Government.  We  are  all  glad  and  we  wish  them  all 
success.  But  it  is  my  duty  to  point  out  one  thing.  We  hear  that  re¬ 
peated  interviews  are  taking  place  between  the  representatives  of  the 
State  Congress  and  the  head  of  the  administration.  At  the  same  time 
we  hear  very  little  of  what  is  happening  during  those  interviews.  I  do 
not  want  to  probe  into  their  secrets.  When  a  political  party  of  tbe 
country,  a  party  which  was  a  menace  to  the  country  and  to  the  Gov¬ 
ernment,  carries  on  conversations  with  the  head  of  the  administration 
we  naturally  infer  that  the  conversation  would  centre  round  one  topic 
namely  constitutional  reform. 

PRESIDENT  :  The  honoufable  may  remember  that  very  many 
other  topics  were  also  discussed.  P 

Mr.  KA.IN1KARA  ID.  PADiWANABHA  PILLAI :  Of  course,  Sir.  The  State 
Congress  have  corrected  many  of  their  mistakes.  But  even  today  they 
have  not  done  the  very  first  thing  that  they  ought  to  Jiave  done.  An 
agreed  public  opinion  has  to  be  formed  before  approaching  Govern¬ 
ment.  Even  now  they  do  not  seem  to  care  for  it.  If,  in  spite  of  all 
the  unpleasant  experiences  of  the  past  year,  even  when  they  seem  to 
have  regained  their  reasonableness  they  hope  that  they  can  ride  rough 
shod,  regardless  of  a  vast  section  of  the  people  that  oppose  them  they 
will  be  commuting  a  first  class  political  blunder.  So  also  if  Govern¬ 
ment  believe  that  any  agreement  reached  between  the  Government  and 
the  State  Congress  with  regard  to  political  reform  will  have  the 
Bupport  of  the  country  in  general,  they  will  also  be  committing  a 
blunder. 
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PRESIDENT  :  Blunders  need  not  be  attributed  unless  reasons  for  it 
are  made  absolutely  clear. 

Mr.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI:  Sir,  a  word  about  ano¬ 
ther  point  also.  In  your  speech  you  have  told  us  that  only  half  a 
crore  of  rupees  is  derived  from  direct  taxation  and  that  more  than  half 
of  our  total  revenue  is  derived  from  what  may  be  called  indirect 
taxation. 

PRESIDENT  :  Not  half  but  three  quarters. 

MR.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI :  Yes,  Sir,  three  quarters  of 
our  revenue. 

A  statement  of  this  nature,  especially  at  this  juncture,  set  rue 
thinking.  I  do  not  wish  to  speak  on  the  question  of  our  State  enter¬ 
ing  or  not  entering  the  Federation, 

PRESIDENT  :  The  honourable  member  will  not  be  allowed  to  do 

that. 

MR.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  :  All  that  I  want  at  this 
moment  is  to  be  assured  as  to  whether  I  can  rely  upon  the  estimates 
presented  before  the  House.  The  ^Financial  Secretary  has  estimated 
a  revenue  of  Rs.  2‘63  crores  and,  what  is  more  serious,  an  expenditure 
of  about  2 ’61  crores. 

PRESIDENT  :  In  order  to  make  the  position  clear  I  wish  to  make  a 
few  observations  on  this  While  it  will  be  the  duty  of  the  Chair  not 
to  allow  any  discussion  on  the  possible  entry  or  non-entry  of  the  State 
into  Federation,  it  is  quite  open  to  the  honourable  member,  and  he  is 
in  order,  to  discuss  the  financial  prospects  in  relation  to  the  budget 
in  view  of  the  possible  entry. 

MR.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  ;  What  I  want  to  know 
definitely  is  whether  the  financial  position  of  our  State  will  be  the 
same  as  now  even  if  it  joins  the  Federation.  I  want  to  know  whether 
even  if  this  country  joins  the  Federation  I  can  depend  upon  these 
estimates,  I  referred  to  the  Government  of  India  Act  and  I  find  that 
the  following  items  of  our  revenue  are  classed  as  Federal  namely,  Salt, 
Excise,  Tobacco,  Customs  including  export  duties,  Income  Tax,  Super¬ 
tax  and  Corporation  taxes,  Coinage,  Post,  Telegraph,  Telephone  and 
Broadcasting,  Railways,  Maritime  Shipping  and  Navigation,  Fisheries, 
Industries,  Cheques,  Books  of  Exchange,  and  Pro-notes,  Companies, 
Banking,  Mines  and  Minerals.  I  ask  what  is  there  left  for  us  ?  Sir, 
after  this  long  list  of  items  is  made  Federal  I  must  ask  the  anxious 
question  what  remains  for  the  State.  On  a  rough  calculation  this 
would  mean  about  1J  crores.  We  have  estimated  our  expenditure  to 
be  2'61  crores.  With  a  crore  of  rupees  left  for  us  how  can  we  carry 
011  the  administration.  We  want  Rs.  50  lakhs  for  education,  we  want 
more  than  Rs.  30  lakhs  for  P.  W.  D.,  we  want  to  contribute  Rs.lfi  lakhs 
for  Devaswom.  There  are  also  other  various  inevitable  and  irreduceably 
items  of  expenditure.  How  are  we  to  meet  these  demands  ?  Are  we  to 
have  no  more  roads  ?  Are  we  neglect  the  present  roads  ?  Are  we  to 
plose  our  schools  ?  On  these  points  we  have  to  be  assured, 
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So  also,  what  is  to  become  of  the  Tnterportal  Convention  referred 
to  a  hundred  times  in  this  House.  Are  we  still  to  continue  to  suffer 
the  huge  loss  that  we  are  suffering  now  ? 

Then  again  there  is  the  question  of  the  Subsidy.  We  are  all 
Indians  and  we  are  behind  none  in  our  patriotism.  But  our  conditions 
are  so  peculiar  and  we  want  to  know  exactly  where  we  arc  marching 
to.  We  are  asked  to  make  a  huge  sacrifice.  What  is  the  return  ?  Will 
we  have  at  least  an  equality  of  status  in  the  Federation  ?  If  so,  where 
is  the  place  for  the  subsidy  "> 

PRESIDENT  :  The  discussion  to  the  extent  to  which  if  deals  with 
equality  of  status  on  joining  Federation  is  irrelevant.  Butin  this  con¬ 
nection  I  feel  it  is  my  duty  to  tell  the  honourable  members  that  His 
Highnesses’  Government  will  not  contemplate  entering  on  any  partner¬ 
ship  which  is  not  most  complete  or  equal.  Same  is  the  case  with  re¬ 
gard  to  the  question  of  entering  into  Federation. 

IVB.  KAINIKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI:  Sir,  I  was  anxious  about 
this  point  because  of  the  pronouncements  made  by  important  British 
Indian  politicians  that  the  paramountcy  wilb'be  transferred  from  the 
British  Crown  to  the  Federal  Government. 

PRESIDENT  :  I  have  explained  this  Government’s  position  and  it 
roust  be  taken  as  fundamental. 

Hr.  KAINIKKARA  H.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  :  Therefore,  Sir,  in  the 
light  of  the  assurance  given,  I  raise  the  question  of  subsidy.  Therp 
will  be  no  place  for  it  if  the  partners  are  equal.  Mr.  S.  Krishna  Aiyar 
clearly  explained  that  it  has  become  an  invalid  contract.  Even  grant¬ 
ing  that  it  is  still  valid  I  ask  where  is  the  justification  for  any  subsidy 
after  we  have,  joined  the  Federation-  The  subsidy  is  paid  for  defence. 
As  I  have  already  shown  that  we  will  be  contributing,  and  contributing 
more  than  any  other  State,  to  the  Federal  revenue  there  can  be  no 
reason  for  paying  an  additional  amount  for  defence.  One  simple  test 
I  would  put  for  example.  We  are  asked  to  make  big  sacrifices  and 
entrust  the  future  of  the  State  with  them.  Then  I  ask  why  not  their 
fraternal  feeliBg  be  demonstrated  by  entrusting  with  us  the  few  acres 
at  Anjengo  and  Thangacherry.  My  request  is  that  before  coming  to 
any  decision  Government  must  give  us  definite  information  on  the  ex¬ 
tent  to  which  our  finances  will  be  affected,  how  the  interportal  Con¬ 
vention  will  be  worked,  whether  we  wiii  have  to  continue  to  pay  the 
subsidy  and  what  our  status  will  be  in  the  Federation.  With  these 
words  I  resume  my  seat. 

Mr.  KOTTALIL  P.  ABRAHAM:  Sir,  I  congratulate  the  Financial 
Secretary  for  his  surplus  budget  and  for  the  clear  and  convincing 
speech  with  which  he  presented  the  same.  He  has  told  us,  Sir,  that 
thanks  to  your  sagacious  and  strenuous  guidance  the  Government  have 
been  able  this  year  to  withstand  and  finally  bring  to  quiet  the  unfor¬ 
tunate  political  agitation  which  cost  the  Government  an  additional  ex¬ 
penditure  of  over  3  lakhs-of  rupees  causing  also  an  expected  deficit  in 
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the  current  year’s  budget  to  the  extent  of  Rs.  81,000.  During  the  next 
year,  however,  a  surplus  of  2'7  lakhs  of  rupees  is  anticipated."- the  esti¬ 
mated  ordinary  revenue  being  a  little  over  Rs.  263  lakhs  and  the  ex¬ 
penditure  estimated  being  over  Rs.  261  lakhs.  His  retrospect  of  the 
past  one  decade  has  been  convincing  enough  to  show  that  whether  our 
budget  be  a  deficit  budget  or  a  surplus  budget,  the  financial  position  of 
the  Stale  is  unassailably  sound.  There  was  however  some  room  for  mis¬ 
conception  in  certain  quarters  regarding  the  continuous  fall  in  the  past 
successive  years  of  the  closing  Government  cash  balance  which  by  the 
close  of  the  next  year  would  stand  at  Rs.  8  93  lakhs  only.  Sir,  the 
learned  Financial  Secretary  and  yon  from  the  Chair  have  both  clearly 
explained  to  us  that  there  need  be  no  anxiety  nr  alarm  on  that  account 
since  whatever  we  have  found  reduced  in  the  cash  balance  will  be 
found  compensated  for  in  the  outlay  towards  our  capital  schemes 
which  have  consumed  over  4  crores  of  Rupees  and  which  still  continue 

In  this  connection,  it  is  gratifying  to  note  that  some  of 
the  big  schemes  like  the  Palhvasal  Hydro-Electric  Scheme  will 
begin  to  yield  revenue  from  the  middle  of  the  next  year.  I 
am  particularly  happy  to  note  that  that  particular  scheme  takes 
its  source  in  my  constituency.  The  people  in  my  constituency 
will  also  be  happy  to  realise  that  a  huge  capital  scheme  which  have 
taken  its  source  in  their  midst  and  on  which  lilt  now  the  Government 
have  spent  nearly  crores  of  Rupees  will  be  yielding  revenue  to|the 
state  continually  and  sufficiently,  the  income  estimated  to  be  derived 
therefrom  for  the  2nd  half  of  the  next  year  being  Rs.  2'5  lakhs- 
Now  Sir,  coming  to  the  Budget  under  discussion,  the  Financial 
Secretary  has  stated  that  the  programme  of  expenditure  has  been  fixed 
with  due  regard  to  the  needs  of  a  progressive  administration  and  the 
necessity  of  rigid  economy.  All  the  same,  I  particularly  notice  some 
items  in  the  Budget  provision  for  adverse  remarks  and  one  such  item  is 
the  expenditure  towards  pensions.  It  is  seen  that  the  pension  amount 
is  rapidly  swelling  year  after  year. 

PRESIDENT  :  It  is  the  sign  of  improving  health  of  the  people. 

Mk.  KOTTALH-  P.  ABRAHAM:  That  also  argues,  Sir,  that  we  have 
to  pay  the  pensions  for  longer  years- 

PRESIDENT:  Yes. 

MR.  KOTTALIL  P.  ABRAHAM  :  So,  what  I  submit  is  that  we  have  to 
be  very  careful  and  see  that  the  pension  item  does  not  affect  our 
finances  too  much  and  too  heavily.  What  in  1105  was  9'5  lakhs  of 
Rs.  as  pension  has  come  up  to  15’6  lakhs  of  Rupees  in  1114;.  This,  I 
suggest,  is  something  which  we  have  to  view  with  concern.  There  is 
in  these  days  a  cry  that  even  salaries  of  officers  should  be  cut  down 
to  save  expenditure.  The  salaries  and  the  pensions  together  consume 
almost  half  the  annual  amenities  revenue  of  the  Stale,  What  is  left  for 
the  taxpayers,  therefore,  could  be  only  very  little.  If  any  suggestion 
is  expected  from  me  I  would  submit  that  the  maximum  pension  that 
is  to  be  given  should  only  be  Rs.  100  per  year. 
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PRESIDENT  :  Hundred  rupees  ? 

MR.  KOTTALIL  P.  ABRAHAM:  Hundred  rupees  per  month,  Sir.  A 
reasonable  percentage  of  the  pension  amount  say, '23  per  cent,  generally 
may  be  cut  down  according  to  the  nature  and  deservedness  or  merits  of 
the  persons  receiving  the  pension,  fixing  also  a  minimum  and  a  maxi¬ 
mum  in  the  various  scales  now  in  existence. 

As  for  the  agricultural  debt  relief,  the  Government  have  been 
pleased  to  appoint  a  committee  to  find  out  the  means  and  measures 
for  the  relief  oi  such  debts.  Any  how,  the  people  are  feeling  anxious 
over  the  matter.  They  expect  the  bill  passed  in  the  last  Assembly  to 
take  effect  very  soon.  There  is  a  fear  iu  the  minds  of  the  public  that 
the  committee  have  been  devised  with  a  purpose  to  prolong  the 
business.  But,  there  is  an  assurance  from  the  chair  that  the  whole 
thing  will  be  settled  in  the  course  of  three  months.  I  also  wish  that  in 
no  case  will  that  three  months  be  exceeded  for  the  solution  of  this 
problem. 

I  may  also  submit,  in  this  connection,  that  there  is  provision  in 
the  Budget  for  the  continuance  of  the  Conciliation  Officers  for  another 
8  or  9  months  more.  Now,  it  is  admitted  on  all  hands  that  the 
Conciliation  Board  is  of  no  good  at  all  and  if  that  is  so,  I  ask,  why 
should  there  be  a  deliberate  waste  incurred  by  keeping  these  officers  in 
office  for  no  good  and  paying  them.  There  is  absolutely  no  good  com¬ 
ing  out  by  continuing  their  offices. 

Another  item  which  I  have  particularly  to  bring  to  the  notice  of 
this  House  is  the  allotment  to  the  P.  W.  D.  The  P  W.  D. 
allotments  are  rather  poor  and  unsatisfactory.  Of  all  the  Departments, 
it  is  this  Department  that  is  specially  watched  by  the  Villagers,  because 
its  working  reaches  them  very  perceptily.  If  proper  communications 
are  not  provided  for  them,  the  villagers  and  the  agriculturists  would 
always  show  discontentment  by  complaining  that  Government  have 
neglected  them.  Such  discontentments  and  feelings  of  being  discard¬ 
ed  left  in  the  minds  of  the  villagers  are  sometimes  liable  to  aid  or 
promote  unwarranted  and  un-wanted  political  unrest  in  the  country. 
They  are  now  in  full  sympathy  with  the  Government,  and  desire  to 
remain  for  ever  loyal  and  peaceful  citizens.  There  is  another  ground 
for  extending  the  benefits  of  this  department  .to  the  villagers.  It  is 
now  the  declared  policy  of  the  Government  that  mdus'ry  should  be 
developed  and  agriculture  rehabilitated  and  cottage  industry  encourag¬ 
ed  among  the  agriculturists.  This  must  be  made  possible  by  establish¬ 
ing  sufficient  communications  iu  all  the  village  parts,  Wi.houl  proper 
communications,  the  villagers  will  nos  be  able  to  advertise  aDd  market 
their  produces  to  any  desired  extent.  In  any  event,  tbe  allotment  next 
year  for  communications  which  is  Rs.  66,C0U  only,  is  very  meagre  and 
unsatisfactory. 

There  is  however  one  item  of  consolation  which  is  found  in  the 
Budget  and  that  is  the  provision  for  the  village  Pancbayat  system.  The 
idea  is  a  laudable  one  but  the  amount  alloted  even  there  is  too  small,  it 
being  only  Rs.  50,000  for  all  ihe  30  taluks.  Dividing  this  Rs.  50,000 
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among  the  30  taluks  each  taluk  or  each  pakuthi  for  that  matter,  which 
is  to  be  selected  this  year  will  get  only  about  Rs.  1,500.  That  is  too 
small  an  amount  and  with  that  very  little  could  be  achieved. 

MR.  M.  G0V1NDA  PILLAI  :  May  I  inform  the  ho aourable member 
that  the  idea  of  Government  is  to  take  one  pakuthi  in  each  taluk  and 
not  all  the  pakuthies  together. 

MR.  KOTTAUL  P.  ABRAHAM  :  If  one  pakuthi  is  taken  and  ex¬ 
perimented  upon  and  if  it  is  found  that  for  want  of  funds  the  working 
is  not  statisfactory,  the  Presidents  remarks  made  the  other  day  regard¬ 
ing  the  Agricultural  Department  would  apply  to  this  working  also  and 
there  would  be  again  nothing  but  ridicule  and  disapproval  of  the 
system.  My  submission  is  that  such  a  thing  should  not  be  taken  as  a 
mere  experiment.  Some  benefit  must  really  be  brought  about.  As  to 
the  working  of  the  system  it  is  contemplated  -that  one  pakuthi  from 
each  taluk  will  be  taken  at  first  and  the  Tahsildar  of  the  taluk  will  be 
the  Chairman  of  the  Panchayat.  In  making  Tahsildar  the  Chairman 
there  is  one  difficulty.  If  he  is  to  be  the  Chairman,  naturally,  the 
most  important  pakuthi  in  dhe  taluk,  the  one  with  the  taluk  head 
quarters  will  be  selected  as  the  place  for  working  of  the  panchayat. 
On  the  other  hand,  the  scheme  should  be  so  worked  that  the  benefit 
arising  from  the  same  should  go  first  to  the  most  neglected  and  least 
important  pakuthi  in  a  taluk  ;  for  it  is  there  that  the  working  will  be 
most  clearly  and  perceptibly  appreciated,  expeciatly  when  we  remember 
that  the  funds  available  on  this  account  is  so  small.  If  that  position  be 
accepted  then  the  Tahsildars  will  not  be  able  to  conveniently  co-operate 
with  the  Village  P&nchayats  which  will  ;have  to  be  worked  far  away 
firm  his  head  quarters.  If  at  all  he  is  to  be  an  unavoidable  member 
he  might  be  made  an  ex-officio  member  or  an  occasional  Inspector  and 
not  a  Chairman  who  should  be  in  constant  touch  with  the  working  of 
the  system. 

SRIMATI  T.  iWARAYANI  AIV1IVIA  ( Nominated ) :  Sir,  the  Budget  for 
1115  M.  E.  and  the  speech  of  the  Financial  Secretary  in  introducing 
it  arc  documents  of  outstanding  importance  and  claim  special  attention 
this  year,  on  account  of  the  circumstances  to  which  reference  have  been 
made  by  the  Financial  Secretary.  Evan  more  important  is  the  speech 
with  which  you  hive  elucidated  some  of  the  important  features  of  the 
Budget  and  have  explained  the  policy  of  the  Government. 

At  the  very  outset,  I  congratulate  Ihe  Financial  Secretary  on  what 
you  have  rightly  characterised  at  the  comprehensiveness  and  the  luci¬ 
dity  of  his  presentation  of  ihe  budget-  I  also  congratulate  him  on  the 
fact  that  the  actuals  of  111.3  are  satisfactory,  the  revised  figures  for  the 
current  year  hopeful  and  the  anticipations  of  the  coming  year  reassur¬ 
ing.  The  House  must  also  be  thankful  to  him  for  giving  a  retrospect 
of  the  financial  condition  of  the  Slate  during  the  past  decade.  He  has 
shown  to  us  by  facts  and  figures  that  the  State’s  financial  position  is 
imassailabiy  sound  and  that  the  savings  have  gone  on  from  strength  to 
strength  without  having  recourse  to  adcti.ional  taxation,  and  with 
increased  provision  being  made  lor  ameliorative  and  nation-building 
services.  This  is  a  circumstance  on  which  every  one  would  feel  proud. 
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Coming  to  some  of  the  details  of  the  Budget  I  am  glad  to  note  that 
without  additional  taxation,  without  'in  any  way  siarving  She  nation- 
building  departments,  it  is  expected  that  the  transactions  of  the  next 
year  will  result  in  a  surplus  of  Its.  2'7  laklis.  Ample  provision  has  been 
made  under  Education,  Public  Works,  Indus’ries,  and  Rural  Uplift. 
The  fact,  again,  that  the  expenditure  on  capital  schemes  next  year  is 
worked  out  at  Es.  54'25  lakhs  speaks  for  itself  and,  in  this  connection  a 
declaration  of  policy  made  by  you  to  the  effect  that,  in  future  it  will  be 
the  aim  of  the  Government  to  finance  what  may  be  called  long-term 
enterprises  by  loans  and  not  by  tresspassing  upon  the  revenue  or 
savings,  will  commend  itself  to  all. 

The  appointment  0f  a  full-time  officer  for  organising  welfare  and 
vocational  work  in  schools  is  indeed  a  happy  idea.  It  is  also  gratifying 
to  find  that  re- orientation  of  the  policy  of  agriculture  and  Co-operative 
Departments  is  under  consideration  of  the  Government  with  a  view  to 
Co-ordinate  their  activities  There  is  much  that  can  be  achieved  by 
reorganising  and  developing  the  Co-operative  Department,  While  the 
activities  of  this  Department  will  be  co-ordinated  with  those  of  agricul¬ 
ture,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  Co-operative  Department  will  not  be 
assigned  a  subordinate  place.  The  ameliorative  schemes  adopted  by 
Government  for  helping  the  backward  communities  will  be  very  much 
appreciated  and  it  rebounds  to  the  credit  of  the  Government  that  a  sum 
of  Bs.  2  lakhs  is  being  spent  on  these  communities. 

With  regard  to  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  every  one  who 
is  interested  in  the  progress  of  this  State  and  the  welfare  of  the  people 
will  appreciate  the  provision  made  under  irrigation,  with  regard  to 
the  supply  of  drinking  water.  The  provision  made  for  the  supply  of 
good  drinking  water  in  places  where  it  is  absolutely  necessary  especially 
iu  South  Travancore  and  ShenkoMah  will  also  be  very  much  apprecia¬ 
ted.  Then  Sir,  the  setting  apart  of  Bs.  50,000  for  being  utilised  for 
rural  welfare  work,  which  as  the  Financial  Secretary  has  stated,  is  a 
new  feature  of  this  year’s  Budget  and  it  will  be  welcomed  by  every  one 
who  has  long  felt  that  rural  welfare  work  will  be  extended  and  deve¬ 
loped  by  increasing  the  number  and  extending  the  scope  of  the  work  of 
Village  Panchayat. 

The  Financial  Secretary  has  mentioned  the  fact  that  in  order  to 
obviate  the  difficulties  and  inconveniences  caused  by  the  lack  of  trained 
male  nurses  in  the  hospitals  of  the  State,  the  opening  of  a  special  class 
for  male  nurses  has  been  arranged  for.  This  is  good  so  far  as  it  goes. 
But  the  question  is  what  has  been  done  with  regard  to  meet  the  demand 
for  increased  number  of  female  nurses.  It  appears  to  me  that  greater 
attention  should  be  paid  for  increasing  the  number  of  female  nurses 
than  that  of  the  male  nurses.  I  mean  no  reflection  to  the  latter.  But 
I  feel  that  nursing  is  a  profession  in  which  women  could  be  more  effi¬ 
cient  than  men.  I  remember  that  in  Madras  when  the  introduction  of 
male  nurses  was  proposed,  there  was  criticism  from  several  quarters 
against  the  idea.  Let  there  be  some  male  nurses  also  if  there  is  real 
demand,  but  it  is  absolutely  necessary  that  every  effort  should  be  made 
to  increase  the  number  of  duly  qualified  female  nurses. 
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I  am  sorry  to  note  that  greater  .provision  has  not.  been  made  for 
extending  medical  relief  to  rural  areas. 

In  conclusion,  I  congratulate  the  Financial  Secretary  for  his  frank 
and  lucid  exposition  of  the  various  features  in  the  finances  of  this 
country  in  his  presentation  of  this  year’s  Budget.

.at  the  most.  I  am  not  applying  the  rule  retrospectively  to 
Mr.  N.  B.  Krishnan.  But,  in  order  that  a  large  number  of  the 
hon’ble  members,  who  have  evinced  a  desire  to  speak,  may  speak,  I 
shall  have  to  enforce  the  rule  hereafter.

Mr.  N.  V.  JOSEPH  (Mwachil  cum  ThodupuzJia) :  The  Financial 
Secretary  is.  really  to  be  congratulated  on  the  pains  he  has  taken  to 
make  the  financial  position  cf  the  Government  as  intelligible  as  possible 
Vol.  XIV.  No.  3. 
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to  men  like  myself  who  are  not.  trained  hi  the  intricacies  of  finan¬ 
ces  and  budgets.  He  is  all  the  more  to  be  praised  because  it  is  liis 
maiden  budget  if  I  am  not  mistaken. 

As  the  Financial  Secretary  has  said  in  the  opening  paragraph  of 
his'  address  the  current  year  has  been  one  of  exceptional  difficulties  for  r 
the  Government  on  account  of  the  misguided  activities  of  the  State 
Congress.  I  do  not  want  to  sa,y  anything  on  this  occasion  about  that 
most  unfortunate  episode  in  the  history  of  onr  country  except  that  I 
beleive  that  my  countrymen  will  learn  a  good  lesson  from  this  and  will 
never  again  seek  the  help  of  outside  political  organizations  and  will 
never  again  have  recourse  to  civil  disobedience  technique  for  getting' 
constitutional  reforms  from  our  own  Sovereign. 

As  the  Dswau-President  has  said  in  his  address  from  the  Chair  the 
economic  salvation  of  Travancore  lies  mainly  in  the  direction  of  inten-  ' 
sive  cultivation  and  industrialization,  both  cottage  and  large  scale.  As 
regards  the  introduction  of  new  varieties  of  food-stuff,  I  think,  it  is  the 
agricultural  department  that  should  take  the  lead.  It,  is  the  Govern-  ‘ 
ment,  some  SO  or  60  years  ago,  that  introduced  tapioca  into  our  country  • 
and  when  it  was  found  useful  and  profitable  the  people  all  over  the 
country  took  to  tapioca  cultivation . 

Similarly  if  our  agricultural  deparmeut  take  up  the  matter  seriously 
and  earnestly,  it  can  make  experiments  with  new  varieties  of  food  stuffs 
and  if  successful,  can  establish  demonstration  farms  in  suitable  centres. 
The  people  are  sure  to  follow  the  lead  as  they  have  done  in  the  case  of  ' 
tapioca.  1  do  not  belive  in  the  accusation  that  the  Travancore  culti¬ 
vators  arc  very  conservative  and  are  reluctant  to  take  to  novel  crops 
and  methods. 

Intensive  cultivation  mainly  depends  upon  scientific  methods  and 
manures.  There  also  it  is  the  department  that  has  the  facilities  to 
lead.  I  do  fully  realize  that  at  best  it  is  only  possible  for  the  Govern¬ 
ment  to  establish  model  farms  and  demonstrate  to  the  people  how 
all  these  things  should  be  done.  The  real  work  has  to  be  carried  on  by 
the  people  themselves.  One  of  the  greatest  obstacles  at  present  that 
Btand'  in  the  way  of  those  improved  methods  of  cultivation  is  the  want  •• 
of  sufficient  means  for  financing  the  work.  Scientific  methods  and  im-. 
pliments  and  new  manures  mean,  some  outlay  of  capital,  and  it  is  well 
known  that  few  of  our  average  cultivators  have  the' necessary  money 
without  borrowing  to  cultivate  their  lands  even  in  the  old-fashioned 
manner.  Here  we  come  to  the  knotty  question  of  the  indebtedness  of 
our  agriculturists.  Whether  the  Government  will  be  able  to  solve  that— 
question  satisfactorily  or  not,  I  think  the  Government  should  make  an 
attempt  to  see  whether  they  can  render  some  financial  help  to  such  of 
the  needy  cultivators  who  are  prepared  to  follow  the  lead  of  the  De¬ 
partment  in  improved  methods  of  cultivation.  I  do  not  know  whether  ' 
tile  present  system  of  granting  agricultural  loans  in  -money,  oan  be 
changed  into  supplying  implements  and  manures  on  loan.  I  do  not 
pretend  to  have  thought  out  the  matter  in  all  its  bearings.  I  make  only 
a  suggestion. 
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Coming  to  the  question  of  industrialisation,  the  development  may 
proceed  on  the  large  scale  industry  system  or  the  cottage  industry 
system  or  on  both  simultaneously.  For  the  large  scale  industry  we 
wantonly  sufficient  capital  and  qualified  hands.  Labour  we  have 
enough  in  the  land.  Even  foreign  capital  and  foreign  enterprises  can 
be  invited  and  attracted  to  Travancore.  Though  this  may  not  add  very 
much  to  the  wealth  of  Travancore,  our  labouring  classes  especially 
will  be  benefited  and  the  Government  revenue  may  also  bo  augmented. 
If  our  own  capitalists  can  come  forward  and  make  ventures  into  these 
fields  they  will  all  the  more  be  welcome.  Wc  may  rest  assured  that 
the'present  Government  will  do  its  utmost  to  help  such  enterprises. 
Compared  to  the  introduction  of  cottage  industries,  to  my  mind,  the 
introduction  of  large  scale  industries  are  far  easier.  For,  in  the  latter 
case,  it  is  mainly  only  a  question  of  capital- 

When  we  come  to  the  question  of  cottage  industries,  we  are  faced 
with  many  a  difficulty.  Only  1%  of  our  population  are  employed  in 
industry.  Of  this  7  per  cent,  are  in  organised  factory  industry  and  93 
percent,  in  cottage  industries  in  rural  areas.  The' mam  cottage  industries 
arc  coir-yarn  making,  spinning  and  weaving,  wood  industries,  metal  in¬ 
dustries,  ceramics,  jaggery  making,  toddy-drawing. 

Total  workers  are  only  3J  lakhs.  All  these  industries  go  after 
caste  occupations  and  traditional  habits  and  caste  prejudices  will  cer¬ 
tainly  stand  in  the  way  of  extending  some  of  those  industries  among  the 
people  of  Travancore  irrespective  of  caste. 

The  greatest  need  of  Travancore  is  to  find  some  subsidiary  occu* 
pation  to  the  agricultural  class,  i.  e.,  the  cultivating  owner.  It  can  be 
seen  that  about  6  per  cent,  of  the  total  holdings  in  Travancore  are  less 
than  20  cents  in  extent,  about  11  per  cent,  less  than  60  cents  38  per 
cent? less  than  one  acre,  62  per  cent,  less  than  two  acres,  87  per  cent. -less 
than  5  acres,  95" S  per  cent,  less  than  10  acres  and  4-5  per  cent.  10  acres 
and  over.  If  10  acres  is  considered  to  be  the  minimum  size  of  an  economic 
holding,  only  less  than  five  per  cent,  of  the  holding  fall  within  that 
category.  In  these  holdings  the  chief  cultivations  are  cocoanuts  and 
paddy,  We  can  reasonably  infer  that  a  good  many  of  our  cultivators, 
whether  cultivating  owners  or  tenant  cultivators,  will  have  :a  lot  of 
spare  time  to  devote  on  ' some  other  occupations.  Our  agriculturists 
wholly  depend  on  the  bounties  of  nature.  More  than  half  the  year 
they  while  away  their  time  and  starve.  I  am  tempted  to  quote  a 
saying  current  in  the  land  of  how  our  people  mange  to  get  on. 
fflcngjo  o4gjo.  ^craiaomjo

If  this- -is  a  trad  description  of  the  state  of  things  we  will  have  to 
fmS  occupation-far  6  months -for  nearly  54  per  cent,  of  our  people. 
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The  question  is  what  cottage  industries  can  be  introduced  among 
them  and  how  to  work  them  up.  Will  our  Industrial,  Agricultural  and 
Co-operative.  departments  jointly  be  cable  to  find  a  solution  to  this  pro¬ 
blem? 

Sir,  we  can  clearly  see  that  you  have  laid  the  foundation  for  the 
development  of  the  country  in  this  direction.  One  of  the  chief  objects 
of  the  Travancore  University  is  to  give  craft  education  and  inject  a 
taste  for  industry  into  the  agricultural  and  job-hunting  traditional 
hereditary  blood  of  our  middle  class  people.  Your  Credit  Bank  is  also 
meant  for  that.  We  all  hone,  that  a  resourceful  mind  like  yours  will 
certainly  find  a  solution  for  these  and  other  problems  facing  the  coun¬ 
try. 

Ms.  K.G.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  (NeyyaMinlcara  cum  Trivandrum)  '■ 
Permit  me,  Sir,  at  the  outset  to  congratulate  the  Financial  Secretary 
for  the  very  able  budget  that  he  has  placed  before  this  House.  In  more 
respects  than  one  he  deserves  to  be  congratulated.  To  begin  with,  take 
his  photo  in  the  Madras  Mail.  He  looks  aggressive,  no  doubt  with  a 
just  indignation  on  account  of  the  amount  of  money  he  had  to  find  to 
meet  subversive  propaganda  and  subversive  organisations.  Or,  Sir, 
take  again  the  resonant  cadences  which  fell  on  our  ears  ou  Monday 
morning.  They  give  the  lie  direct  to  the  statement  of  expert  that  it 
is  the  nasal  twang  of  the  Malayalae  that  is  responsible  for  the  bad 
accoustics  of  the  Hall.  Or  again,  take  the  matter  in  hand,  the  financial 
statement  itself.  I  hive  been  a  student  of  economics  and  I  for  one  can 
say  unhesitatingly  that  showing  a  surplus  budget  is  certainly  not  the 
one  criterion  of  the  success  of  a  financial  statement.  You  can  show  a 
surplus  budget,  Sir,  by  accumulating  in  the  revenue  accounts  the  funds 
gathered  from  the  sale  of  Government  lands  or  by  giving  contract  for 
forest  timber  or  in  so  many  other  ways.  Then  you  can  always  tell  this 
House  as  well  as  the  outsider  that  here  is  a  surplus  budget.  I  think, 
Sir,  it  will  be  agreed  on  all  hands  at  any  rate  in  the  present  day  that 
that  is  not  a  true  financial  statement  of  the  nature  that  is  expected. 

Well,  Sir,  I  am  particularly  glad  that  the  Financial  Secretary  has 
been  able  to  give  us  a  retrospect  of  the  progress  of  the  country  for  the 
last  decade.  It  shows  no  doubt  a  mounting  expenditure.  It  equally 
shows  a  highly  prosperous  and  a  necessarily  developing  administration 
in  the  country.  That  gives  us,  Sir,  a  bird's  eye  view  in  fact  of  how  the 
administration  of  the  country  is  progressing  and  of  how  the  people  are 
also  going  step  by  step  forward  in  the  march  of  progress.  Therefore,  I 
say,  Sir,  that  the  present  Financial  Secretary’s  statment  placed  before 
the  House  is  a  very  worthy  document  and  he  deserves  our  congratula- 

Going  into  the  general  aspects  of  the  case,  Sir,  with  the  very 
limited  time  at  my  disposal,  I  wish  to  place  before  the  House  such 
observations  as  may  not  possibly  be  brought  under  discussion,  under 
particular  heads,  For  instance,  Sir,  we  have  been  reading  from  day 
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to  day  about  the  scheme  of  Federation  that  is  being  discussed  every  ¬ 
where',  It  was  ouiv  the  other  day  that  we  read  that  certain  Princes  in 
the  eastern  part  of  India  had  decided  io  join  Federation.  Again  we  read 
that  the  time  for  communicating  their  decision  has  been  extended  to 
some  future  date  by  the  Government  of  India  These  things,  Sir,  do 
certainly  make  us  nervous  and  it  is  up  to  the  Government  to  iake  us 
into  their  confidence  and  tell  us  what  is  happening. 

PRESIDENT  :  Older,  order.  The  only  thing  that  Government  can 
say  about  it  is  that  such  information  is  not  always  reliable. 

MR.  K.  G.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAl In  any  case,  Sir,  take  the  state- 
ment.  placed  before  the  House  by  Mr.  Kaiuikkara  Padmanabha  Pillai 
which  really  shows  that  fif  wc  enter  the  Federation,  we  are  going  to 
hand  over  all  the  major  sources  of  revenue,  at  any  rate,  all  the  growing 
sources  of  revenue.  What  benefit  dots  that  confer  on  us  in  return  for 
going  into  Federation,  except  that  we  allow  ourselves  to  be  crippled  ? 

PRESIDENT  :  Brotherly  efforts  towards  a  great  ideal.  That  is  the 

idea. 

Mr.  K  G.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  :  Great  ideals,  Sir,  do  not  make  the 
pots  boil  unless  they  are  backed  up  with  rice,  fuel  and  such  other  ele¬ 
mentary  economic  necessities  of  life,  so  that  for  Travaucore  to  exist  even 
as  a  State— nothing  need  be  said  against  the  great  ideal — wc  must  insist 
on  keeping  enough  to  keep  up  our  cu'ture,  our  tiaditions,  unhampered, 
Sir,  by  any  other  body.  [  am  saying  this  particularly  because  we  find 
that  recently  there  is  even  rat  attempt  to  say  that  we  must  submit  our 
judiciary  to  the  British  Indian  Provinces.  Sir,  these  are  not  small 
matters  Having  [had  some  experience  personally  of  how  the  courts  in 
other  parts  of  India  are  working,  I  have  not  the  least  hesitation  in 
saying  ‘'Sir,  give  me  my  court  rather  than  the  court  elsewhere.”  Let 
us  bo  satisfied,  if  it  is  evil,  with  the  evil  that  we  know  than  be  pushed 
on  to  the  evils  that  we  know  not  of.  That  is  one  thing,  Sir.  Take 
again  the  question  of  paramountcy- 

PRESIDENT:  Order,  order.  That  is  a  matter  in  which  I  would" 
deprecate  discussion. 

Mr.  K.  G.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  :  I  am  merely  referring  to  these  to 
bring  to  the  attention  of  the  House  that  if  we  go  into  the  Federation, 
our  resources  should  not  be  crippled  but  that  we  should  ha\e  sufficient 
to  carry  on  our  own  enterprises,  to  preserve  our  culture  and  our  tradi¬ 
tions  and  for  everything  that  we  want.  At  this  stage  I  may  bring  to 
the  notice  of  this  House  that  if  and  when  we  go  into  the  Federation 
Whether  it  will  be  possible  for  us  to  keep  enough  money  for  essential 
purposes  inside  this  State.  Even  though  the  British  force  which  was 
being  maintained  in  Travancore  at  the  cost  of  this  Slate  has  been 
withdrawn  long  ago,  we  are  still  paying  Rs.  8  lakhs  annually.  It  is  as 
large,  I  suppose,  as  the  budget  for  the  Travancore  University.  Well, 
Sir,  we  should  keep  as  much  money  as  is  possible  and  utilise  it  fur  our 
own  purposes.  Therefore,  Sir,  my  humble  submission  is  that  this  House 
must  very  seriously  consider  and  must  also  press  on  Government  the 
Yol.  XIV,  No,  3. 
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serious  necessity  of  considering  all  these  aspects  and  of  enabling  us  to 
go  our  own  way  unhampered  so  far  as  finances  are  concerned,  before 
we  enter  into  Federation  if  it  ever  comes.  I  hope  it  is  not  coming,  Sir. 

Another  point  into  which  I  just,  want  to  enter  is  regarding  the 
ports.  I  understand,  Sir,  that  we  have  a  very  good  share  in  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  the  Cochin  Port  and  that  we  derive  also  a  fair  share  of  the  in¬ 
come  realised  from  that.  But,  Sir,  one  thing  that  I  want  to  bring  to 
the  notice  of  this  House  and  the  Government  is  that  we  have  got  our 
own  ports  They  are  situated  favourably  for  carrying  on  our  trade. 
Large  amounis  of  money  have  been  spent  for  the  development  of  these 
ports.  Is  there  anything,  I  ask,  preventing  us  from  making  use  of  these 
ports  for  our  own  purposes.  From  my  investigation  I  have  got  certain 
figures.  Is  it  a  fact,  Sir,  I  ask,  that  out  of  a  total  tonnage  of  19,831, 
15,777  represents  minerals  which  have  been  shipped  from  Travancore 
through  the  Cochin  Port.  Could  this  shipping  have  not  been  made  at 
Alleppey  ?  What  prevented  this  and  the  income  out  of  it  being  taken 
by  the  Travancore  Government  for  the  benefit  of  the  people  of  Travan- 
core  7  These  things  are  certainly  serious  matters  for  the  consideration 
of  Government  and  this  House.  While  I  say,  let  the  Cochin  Port  de- 
velop  as  much  as  possible,  I  ask  what  prevents  us,  the  patriotic  citizens 
of  this  State  who  are  working  and  earning  in  this  land,  from  trying  to 
help  in  the  development  of  our  ports  and  getting  an  income  through' 
them  with  a  view  to  invest  it  for  the  benefit  of  the  people  in  the  State, 
This  is  another  important  matter  which  cannot  be  brought  into  dis¬ 
cussion  under  any  particular  head  and  therefore  I  am  submitting  it  at 
this  s  age  before  the  House. 

Then,  Sir,  1  wish  to  touch  briefly  on  one  or  two  other  matters.  I 
want  to  submit  that  a  deficit  budget  could  be  justified  certainly  under 
two  circumstances.  One  is  when  the  investment  enures  to  the  benefit 
of  the  posterity.  It  is  no  doubt  then  true  and  proper  to  say  “Let 
posterity  pay  for  it.’’  There  is  another  set  of  circumstances  in  which  a 
deficit  budget  would  be  quite  proper.  In  times  of  stress  likewar,  famine, 
epidemics  like  malaria  a  deficit  budget  could  be  justified.  I  say,  Sir, 
that  the  allotment  for  social  services  in  the  budget  is  inadequate.  Take 
the  case  of  malaria  in  the  Neyyattinkara  taluk.  Two  or  three  lakhs  of 
rupees  spent  in  regard  to  that,  I  submit,  would  certainly  be  very  proper 
in  a  budget  even  though  it  may  show  a  deficit,  because,  Sir,  on  occasions 
for  the  very  existence  of  the  people  of  the  State  as  also  for  the  pros¬ 
perity  of.  the  future  citizens  of  the  State,  some  extraordinary  expen. 
diture  is  justified.  I  am  bringing  that  to  the  pointed  attention  of  this 
House  and  of  Government  so  that  Government  may  not  certainly  be 
unwilling  to  spend  the  moneys  that  are  necessary  for  meeting  the 
epidemic  of  malaria  in  South  Travancore  or  even  elephantiasis  in  Sher- 
tallai  about  which  with  great  authority  an  honourable  member  from 
Shertallai  gave  us  details  or  for  providing  for  supply  of  water  in  places 
where  there  is  scarcity  of  water.  My  point  therefore  is  that  a  greater 
amount  for  expenditure  on  social  services,  even  if  it  leads  to  a  deficit 
budget,  would  be  perfectly  justifiable. 
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One  word  more,  Sir,  with  regard  to  the  development  of  the  re¬ 
sources  of  the  State.  Sir,  I  for  one  have  always  welcomed  the  depart¬ 
ment  of  Development  now  placed  under  the  management  of  Mr.  Ka- 
mesam.  We  are  making  an  experiment  and  the  experiment  in  99 
cases  out  a  hundred  is  going  to  succeed.  I  say,  Sir,  that  even  if  we 
have  to  incur  a  lot  of  expenditure,  we  must  find  out  whether  our  forest 
resources  are  not  more  than  ample  to  give  us  the  return  for  the  sums 
spent  on  initial  investment.  That  is  one  of  the  sources  of  income  that 
may  go  on  increasing  and  multiplying  and  the  poor  man  may  be  saved 
additional  taxation  on  his  lands.  At  the  same  time  the  State  is  going 
.to  gain  in  this  venture.  Therefore,  say,  Sir,  that  it  is  high  time  that 
the  development  of  the  forest  resources  are  tackled  with  greater  co¬ 
ordination,  greater  sympathy  and  great  exploitation. 

PRESIDENT  :  The  House  will  now  adjourn  and  meet  again  at  2  o’ 

(The  House  rose  for  lunch  at  1-5  and  re-assembled  at  2  p.  m.) 

Mr.  E.  SUBRAMONIA  AIYAR  (Xominated)  :  Sir,  before  I  proceed 
to  make  a  few  observations  on  the  budget  presented  to  this  House,  I 
must  and  do  compliment  ihe  Financial  Secretary  for  the  Budget  he 
bas  presented  to  this  House.  The  facts  have  been  presented  clearly 
and  squarely  before  the  Legislature.  He  has  not  glossed  over  hard 
facts  ;  facts  and  figures  had  not  been  strained  to  reach  any  desired  con¬ 
clusion.  As  was  remarked  by  that  Hon.  member  Mr.  Janardhanan 
Pillai,  there  is  a  refreshing  candour  throughout.  To  use  the 
language  of  the  lawyer  there  is  neither  suppressio  nor  suggestiro 
falsi. 

In  my  view  the  Budget  speech  is  a  gesture  on  the  part  of  Govern¬ 
ment  to  take  this  House  into  their  confidence  and  to  disclose  iu  the 
House  their  plans  for  the  future.  In  one  place  I  noticed  it  stated  that 
the  decrease  in  excise  revenue  is  due  to  less  consumption  of  tobacco. 
In  another  place  the  Financial  .secretary  has  stated  that  experiments 
for  the  prevention  cf  smuggling  by  the  introduction  of  additional  staff 
has  not  been  very  successful.  A  careful  reading  of  the  statements 
made  by  him  would  indicate  that  he  has  not  attempted  to  confuse  the 
situation  or  clou  1  the  various  issues  that  are  facing  us.  Therefore 
1  would  appeal  lo  the  House  to  co  operate  with  Government  in  tap- 
•  ping  our  capital  resources  of  the  countryand  husbanding  them  properly. 
That  gesture  has  been  made  clearer  by  the  Dewan-Presidem/s  speech 
in  a  still  more  forcible  way.  He  has  pointed  out  that  unless  the  com¬ 
mercial  and  industrial  activities  of  the  State  are  properly  co-ordinated 
and  regimented,  we  may  not  be  able  to  stand  the  contingencies  that 
may  arise  m  future. 

^Regarding  .our  entry  into  Federation,  as  to  the  feasibility  or 
necessity  or  otherwise  of  Federation,  I  cannot  speak  at  length.  But 
fhe  fact  which  one  cannot  ignore  is,  that  v?e  cannot  afford  to  live  in  a 
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state  of  splendid  isolation,  from  the  rest  of  India,  If  not  today,  at 
least  to- morrow,  we  will  have  to  co-operate  with  the  adjoining  provinces. 
That  will  become  a  necessi'y  in  course  of  time.  Therefore,  all  that 
we  can  think  of  is  to  federate  at  least  on  an  equal  basis,  if  not  on  more 
advantageous  terms  with  the  rest  of  India.  In  this  connection  I  must 
point  out  that  our  extreme  endeavour  should  be  to  see  that  our  prestige 
is  maintained  at  all  costs,  A  vicious  propaganda  is  going  on  outside 
the  country  to  the  effect  that  wc  are  a  sort  of  inferior  people.  In  my 
view  we  are  not  at  all  suffering  from  any  inferiority  complex.  We 
remain  silent  but  that  is  not  an  indication  of  the  inferiority  complex. 
At  this  stage  I  may  particularly  refer  to  the  observations  made  by  a 
great  personage  regarding  our  judiciary.  Those  observations  are  an 
insult  to  our  judiciary.  The  proposition  that  our  judiciaary  should  be 
subordinated  to  the  judiciary  of  the  a  Ijoining  provinces,  the  very  sug¬ 
gestion  is  ludicrous.  Speaking  from  experience  of  the  Travancore 
judiciary  for  the  last  28  years  and  more,  I  may  assure  you  Sir,  that  it 
is  my  considered  opinions  that  so  far  as  our  judiciary  is  concerned,  we 
are  in  no  way  behind  in  the  rigorous  and  impartial  administration  of 
justice  that  is  meted  out  to  the  people.  On  account  of  different 
circumstances  obtaining  in  the  country,  the  duty  of  the  judiciary  and 
the  bar  in  these  days  has  been  considerably  enhanced.  It  is  not 
enough  if  a  Judge  be  honest,  be  impartial  and  be  just.  Something 
more  is  required  of  him.  He  must  be  believed  to  be  hones1,  impartial 
and  just.  That  is  a  more  important  thing  to  be  taken  note  of.  When 
a  vicious  propaganda  is  going  on  about  our  judiciary,  it  is  the  duty  of 
the  judiciary  as  well  as  the  members  of  the  bar  and  of  all  others  who 
are  interested  in  the  prestige  of  Travancore  to  see,  that  no  adverse 
impression  is  created  either  by  error  of  judgment  or  by  other  causes 
relating  to  our  judiciary. 

Beganling  laws  delays,  no  doubt,  there  are  some  delays.  That 
requires  an  examination  of  the  causes  thereof.  I.  know  instances  where 
delay  is  more  due  to  the  parties  and  lawyers  rather  than  to  courts. 
I  know  also  instances  where  the  judges  are  too  timid  to  grant  unneces¬ 
sary  adjournments  even  when  the  conditions  urge  for  that.  Merely 
to  say  that  i here  is  delay  in  disposal  of  cases  is  not  proper.  Another 
matter  I  want  to  emphasise  now  is  that  only  efficient  hands  should  be 
appointed  as  judges.  That  is  the  important  factor.  ‘  Efficiency  ’  means 
doing  the  right  quality  of  work  at  the  proper  time,  without  the  least 
possible  delay.  Capacity  to  run  the  machine  is  one  thing  ;  efficiency 
is  a  different  one.  It  is  not  e  10  lgh  that  the  minimum  number 
of  cases  required  of  them  is  disposed  of  by  the  judicial  officers.  That 
is  no,  the  test.  Ido  not  however  propose  to  expatiate  on  that  any 
further. 

Eegarding  the  grant  of  agricultural  relief  and  the  affording  of 
credit  facilities,  I  have  to  mike  one  observation.  It  is  a  fact  that  the 
credit  of  the  country  had  been  adversely  affected.  It  will  be  necessary 
to  examine  the  problem  in  order  to  find  out  suitable  remedies.  But 
the  fact  is  there.  The  passing  of  an  enactment  has  not  done  much 
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to  help  the  peasants.  It  appears  no  settlement  has  been  possible  due 
to  the  inal-adjusiment  of  the  relationship  between  the  creditor  and  the 
debtor.  It  is  one  thing  to  find  that  a- debtor  does  not  pay  and  it  is 
another  thing  to  say  that  the  debtor  is  unable  to  pay.  In  dealing  with 
that  matter,  the  interests  of  the  creditor  and  the  debtor  must  be  taken 
into  account  and  a  certain  ra-adjustment  is  necessary  if  you  propose  to 
build  the  credit  structure  properly.  The  situation  now  is  such  that 
the  claims  of  the  debtor  and  the  crediior  in  this  State  cannot  be  easily 
adjusted  without  taking  bold  measures. 

In  regard  to  the  elasticity  of  our  revenues,  a  cursory  examination 
of  the  Budget  will  show  that  in  spite  of  the  expectations  of  the  Financial 
Secretary,  we  are  not  going  to  get  an  increase  under  excise  and 
stamps. 

No  doubt  Court  Fee  Inspectors  have  been  appointed  by  the 
Government  to  see  in  what  way  proper  stamping  of  documents  could 
he  enforced  and  where  it  has  not  been  done,  to  realise  the  balance  of 
stamp.  In  such  cases,  Government  should  see  how  far  the  money  spent 
on  that  work  gives  adequate  return  to  tire  State  It  is  from  that  stand¬ 
point,  that  question  has  to  be  examined.  Money  spent  on  those  ap¬ 
pointments  should  bring  adequate  return  to  Government. 

is  regards  the  work  in  courts,  I  have  to  state  that  there  is  not 
sufficient  work  to  bn  done  by  t.he  judges  as  a  whole.  In  the  High 
Court,  the  number  of  special  appeals  has  not  even  come  up  to  300. 
Regarding  another  set  of  appeals,  though  the  number  has  come  up 
to  700,  most  of  them  arc,  what  I  may  name,  two  rupee  appeals.  The 
point  I  wish  to  bring  home  to  Government  in  this  connection  is  the 
fall  in  the  work  of  the  courts  as  well  as  the  comparatively  light 
nature  of  the  work  in  a  large  number  of  cases.

MR.  8.  GOVINDA  PILLAI :  {ChirayinMl  cmn.N edummgad)  :  Shi 
almost  all  the  "points  connected  with  the  budget  have  already  been 
discussed  here  and  I  will,  therefore,  confine  myself  with  making  a  few 
remarks  on  certain  aspects.  Sir,  I  also  congratulate  the  Financial 
Secretary  for  the  scientific  way  in  which  he  has  prepared  the  budget 
and  the  lucid  manner  in  which  he  has  presented  it  to  the  House.  But 
I  do  not  know  whether  all  the  forecasts  may  be '  taken  at  their  face 
value.  What  I  mean  is  that  as  often  happens  our  receipts  fall  far 
short  of  our  expectations  and  our  expenditure  increases- 

Sir,  there  is  an  attempt  at  industrialisation  of  the  country.  We 
have  lost  confidence  in  industrialisation.  Our  experience  with  regard 
to  the  Rubber  Factory  and  the  Sugar  Company  are  such  that  we  doubt 
very  much  what  will  be  the  future  of  the  new  industrial  ventures 
which  we  are  going  to  launch.  All  that  I  could  say  is,  let  not  the  fate 
of  the  Ceramic  Factory  be  the  same  as  that  of  our  Rubber  and  Sugars. 

Now,  coming  to  another  item  of  income,  i.  e.,  land  tax,  it  will  be 
seen,  that  tbenumber  of  auction  sales  of  land  for  the  default  of  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  tax  is  on  the  increase.  Besides  the  payment  of  tax  the  expenses 
which  the  ryots  have  to  incur  in  connection  with  the  payment  for 
demand  notice  fees  is  really  too  heavy.  Number  of  plots  of  lands  are 
being  sold  for  the  arrears  of  land  tax  so  much  so  that  at  one  time  or 
other  Government  will  have  to  take  all  these  lands  that  are  put  in 
auction  as  there  will  be  no  bidders.  It  is  high  time  for  ps  to  revise 
the  system  of  land  tax  prevailing  in  our  country. 
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Sir,  in  the  course  of  the  Financial  Secretary’s  speech  reference 
was  often  made  to  the  subversive  activities  of  a  certain  set  of  the 
people  in  Travancore  which  caused  a  fall  in  revenue  and  an  increase  in 
expenditure.  In  my  humble  opinion  the  root  cause  of  the  -.-.hole 
trouble  was  economic.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  majority  of  the  people 
of  the  State  are  unable  to  meet  even  the  bare  necessities  of  their  life. 
And  there  is  rank  unemployment  among  theeduca.ed  young  men  of 
the  country.  Sickness  leading  to  death  carried  away  a  good  propor¬ 
tion  of  the  population  of  South  Travancore.  Therefore  it  is  not  un¬ 
reasonable  to  suppose  that  these  causes  might  have  spread  disaffection 
among  a  section  of  our  people  and  they  were  led  astray  by  short  sighted 
agitators.  We  are  not  going  to  solve  this  problem  and  bring  back 
peace  and  tranquility  by  conferences  or  interviews  or  by  increasing  the 
police  force.  The  solution  lies  only  in  bettering  the  economic  condi¬ 
tion  of  the  people  of  the  country. 

We  can  still  reduce  the  burden  of  land  tax  and  compensate  the 
reduction  in  revenue  by  exploring  pther  sources  of  income  as  by  exploit¬ 
ing  mineral  resourses  of  our  land.  Sir,  it  would  be  much  better  and 
conducive  to  the  economic  welfare  of  theState  and  its  subjects  if  Govern¬ 
ment  would  take  the  monopoly  in  the  exploita  ion  of  minerals  as  they 
have  done  in  Transport  and  in  the  matter  of  china  clay.  Government 
should  take  up  the  work  of  tapping  the  mineral  sources  of  our  land 
and  they  should  not  lease  the  lands  containing  minerals  on  to  indi¬ 
viduals  or  companies. 

With  regard  to  the  Ports  I  havs  to  say  a  few  words.  At  Quilon 
there  is  a  good  port  which  needs  improvement.  Then  again  at  Tri¬ 
vandrum  if  the  existing  port  is  improved  and  adequate  facilities  given 
for  loading  and  unloading  cargo  much  more  trade  can  be  attracted  to 
that  port  to  the  advantage  of  both  the  Government  and  the  traders. 
It  is  high  time  for  the  Govarnment  to  improve  the  Travancore  ports 
to  suit  the  conditions  of  enhanced  imports  and  exports. 

The  Dewan-President  has  stated  in  his  speech  that  one  important 
source  of  income  could  be  realised  from  the  fish  industry  that  is  carried 
on  along  the  coast.  He  has  also  stated  that  due  to  certain  mischievous 
propaganda  the  schemes  that  were  started  by  Government  to  improve 
and  develop  that  industry  were  forced  to  be  kept  in  abeyance.  But  I 
submit  that  it  is  for  Government  to  demonstrate  to  the  public,  especially 
the  fisher-folk  the  advantages  of  the  cold  storage  and  scientific  methods 
by  proper  propaganda. 

Next  I  would  also  make  a  reference  to  our  Transport  System.  I  was 
one  of  the  earliest  supporters  of  the  scheme.  I  am  glad  to  find  that 
my  expectations  have  been  fulfilled.  Bur  to  make  the  Department  a 
more  paying  one,  my  humble  opinion  is  that  the  Bcheme  should  be 
extended  to  the  whole  of  the  State,  the  number  of  buses  should  be 
increased  and  the  expenditure  of  the  Department  should  be  curtailed 
as  far  as  possible-  It  should  also  be  a  souree  of  employment  for  the 
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educated  young  men.  Sir,  by  the  expansion  of  our  Transport  Depart¬ 
ment,  by  the  expansion  of  the  Fisheries  Department  and  by  the  exploi¬ 
tation  of  our  Mineral  resources  we  can  considerably  enhance  the 
revenue  of  the  State  and  in  course  of  time  Travancore  is  bound  to 
become  one  of  the  most  prosperous  snd  happy  States  in  India,  With 
these  words  I  resume  my  seat. 

MR.  KANNANTHODATH  JANARDANAN  NAIR  :  Sir,  there  are  two  funda¬ 
mental  principles  underlying  the  criticism  of  the  budget.  One  is  the 
revenue  derived  from  taxation  and  the  other  how  it  is  expended.  With 
these  two  criterions  in  view  I  shall  proceed.  At  the  very  outset  I  have 
to  make  a  very  uncomplimentary  remark  on  the  budget  allotment  for 
the  expenditure  side.  .  The  neighbouring  state  of  Cochin  with  an  extent 
of  a  fifth  of  our  State  has  allotted  a  lakh  and  75  thousand  rupees,  out 
of  a  revenue  cf  a  little  above  one  crore  of  rupees,  for  rual  uplift  work. 
But  our  Government  wfere  pleased  to  allot  only  Rs.  50,000  on  that 
account.  Sir,  the  Dewan  President  has  stated  in  his  address  on  the 
budget  that  the  incidence  of  taxation  was  the  lowest  in  Travancore. 
I  admit,  Sir,  it  is  true  in  regard  to  direct  taxation.  I  am  concerned 
here  with  taxation  direct  or  indirect  as  it  weighs  on  the  poor  ryot.  In 
this  connection  I  have  to  mention  that  our  staple  product  which  is  the 
coeoanut  is  excessively  over  taxed.  The  coastal  regions,  I  say  the  low¬ 
lands  are  very  thickly  populated  at  the  rate  of  1,800  to  12,000  per  sq. 
mile.  This  is  the  main  coeoanut  area.  In  this  area  the  coeoanut 
grower  has  to  pay  a  very  heavy  tax.  First  the  land  is  assessed 
according  to  the  varying  quality  of  the  soil  in  the  increasing  ratio  of 
production.  Then,  Sir,  the  coeoanut  grower  is  taxed  at  the  source  for 
the  husk,  fibre,  coir,  kernal,  copra,  oil  and  punnac.  This  comes  to 
about  Rb.  60 — Rs,  80  per  acre.  This  and  other  taxes  combined  the 
incidence  of  which  is  Rs  2  to  Rs.  3  is  a  pernicious  taxation  cutting  at 
the  very  root  of  the  coeoanut  indusiry  of  the  State.  When  we  con¬ 
sider  all  these  we  could  see  that  Travancoreans  pay  a  far  higher  rate 
of  tax  than  what  the  Dewan-President  actually  meant.  Elsewhere, 
in  England  there  is  no  land  tax  and  to  compensate  that  they  have 
income  tax  super  tax  and  death  duties.  Earlier  this  system  of  land 
tax  is  abolished  and  the  amount  lost  thereby  realised  by  enhancing  the 
incou  e  tax  and  super  tax,  sooner  will  the  burden  of  taxation  be 
shifted  from  the  shoulders  of  the  poor  to  the  shoulders  of  the  rich. 

Now,  I  shall  proceed  to  show  how  this  tax  is  returned  to  the  tax 
payer  on  the  coast.  They  are,  Sir,  deprived  of  the  primal  necessities 
of  civilised  existence.  They  have  no  water  to  drink,  no  sufficient 
number  of  schools  to  educate  their  children,  no  good  hospitals  or 
dispensaries  to  rely  on  for  medical  aid,  no  suflicient  means  of  coin- 
municatiojs  to  boast  of.  Sir,  the  House  will  be  surprised  to  here  that 
in  Kaiunagapalli  and  Karthigapalli  combined  there  are  only  50  miles 
of  gravel  road.  A  comparative  statement  on  this  subject  will  elucidate 
the  matter.  Thovala  density  of  population  227 — the  length  of  the 
gravel  road  96  miles.  In  Agastheeswaram  the  density  is  1487  and 
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the  number  of  miles  of  road  is  118.  Ia  Kalkalam  we  have  228  miles 
of  road  In  Thiruvella  the  density  is  1  533.  and  the  number  of  miles 
of  road  is  216.  The  density  of  population  in  Karunagapalli  and 
Karthigappalli  combined  is  1700  to  1125  and  the  total  length  of  road 
is  S'J  miles,  of  which  2S  miles  form  part  of  the  Quilon  Alleppey  read 
incidentally  running  along  these  two  taluks.  These  facts  will 
apparently  show  the  inadequacy. 

Now,  I  may  pass  on  to  the  question  of  our  agricultural  pro* 
dnetion.  Being  agriculturists  our  capital  is  land.  Mere  than  ninety- 
nine  per  cent  of  the  land  on  the  sea  coast  is  under  cultivation.  As 
there  is  no  change  of  increasing  our  capital  the  only  means  of 
salvation  to  us  is  to  increase  our  production.  Can  production  be 
ncreased  at  the  present  state  of  affairs  ?  Sir,  nowhere  else  land  is  so 
much  fragmented.  In  our  enthusiasm  to  exert  our  individuality  in 
every  sphere  of  life  we  have  established  statutes  to  fragment  and  to 
encourage  fragmentation  still  further.  In  this  connection  I  may  sugget 
that  if  the  consolidation  system  at  present  practised  in  Punjab  is 
worked  out  here  too  with  the  active  co-operation  of  the  Co-operative 
Department  and  the  Agricultural  Department  that  will,  I  trust, 
raise  the  economic  condition  of  the  peopole  here.  But.  how 
far  this  can  be  achieved  by  those  two  Departments  condemned 
strongly  by  the  experienced  head  of  administration  is  yet  to  be 
discovered.  Sir  John  Bussel,  writing  about  the  Indian  Peasant, 
states  that  the  peculiarity  about  them  is  that  they  keep  away  from  the 
experimental  stations.  Sir,  this  is  more  true  in  Travancore.  Our 
peasants  keep  aloof  not  because  they  are  ignorant  but  because  they 
are  convinced  of  the  futility  of  our  experimental  stations,  I  may 
suggest  that  if  the  Agricultural  Department  is  3onverted  into  a  non- 
official  1  esearch  council  subsidised  and  controlled  ly  the  Government 
as  is  done  in  England  and  America  and  if  the  loaning  Co-operative 
societies  are  remoulded  into  distributive  societies  with  banking  unions 
to  assist  them  they  may  prove  living  and  beneficial  organisations 
considerably  helping  to  raise  the  economic  condition  of  the  State.

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MR.  IB.  SJVATHAWB  PiLLAI :  Sir,  barring  the  prefatory  and  the  con- 
eluding  remarks  (in  the  financial  statement )  regarding  the  political  un¬ 
rest  and  its  repurcussions  on  the  finances  of  the  State,  I  fully  appreciate 
the  Financial  Secretary’s  presentation  of  the  budget.  It  is  true  that 
this  year’s  budget  is  characterised  by  a  different  feature  from  tb  ose  of  the 
previous  years.  I  agree  with  my  ihonorable  friend  Mr.  E.  Subramonia 
Iyer  that  the  budget  for  the  coming  year  is  very  frank.  The  Financial 
Secretary  has  not  attempted  to  present  figures  in  a  false  position  and  to 
mislead  the  House  as  was  done  on  some  prior  occasions.  On  the  other 
hand,  what  we  find  is  transparent  sincerity  which  is  the  characteristic 
of  the  present  Financial  Secretary  ;  only,  I  am  afraid  he  has  overdone  it 
in  his  zeal  to  present  a  surplus  budget,  Evidently  be  thinks  that  a 
surplus  budget  alone  can  indicate  the  prosperity  and  progress  of  the 
country.  Sir,  I  hasten  to  assure  him  that  the  earlier  he  eradicates  that 
impression  from  his  mind,  the  better.  A  proper  deficit  budget  will  be 
equally  welcome  as  a  proper  surplus  budget.  I  may  once  again  point 
out  to  him  that  his  exaggerated  references,  in  his  speech,  to  the  recent 
political  disturbances  are  really  jarring. 

In  the  first  place,  his  observations  have  created  a  false,  an  errone¬ 
ous  impression  outside  the  State,  As  honorable  members  might  be  . 
aware,  a  few  days  back,  a  reputed  daily  newspaper  from  Madras  had 
Written  a  leader  on  (he  finances  of  ihe  State.  Sir,  there  is  a  mischie¬ 
vous  attempt  on  the  part  of  some  to  portray  the  recent  political  agitation 
here  in  very  prominent  colours.  That  leader  in  that  daily  which  I  have 
referred  to  states  that,  even  though  for  the  time  being  the  agitation  had 
subsided,  it  behoves  Government  to  take  advantage  of  the  present  true 
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and  to  bring  about  permanent  peace.  That  kind  of  expression  appears 
to  me  to  be  the  language  of  hyperbole.  It  gives  undue  importance  to 
the  recent  disturbances  in  this  country.  The  newspaper  has  raised  it  to 
the  level  of  the  peace  talks  between  Chamberlain  and  Hitler.  I  really 
cannot  understand  how  the  recent  disturbances  deserve  so  much  of  im¬ 
portance, 

PRESIDENT:  The  honorable  member  need  not  spend  much  time 
on  the  lucubrations  of  any  newspaper,  however  eminent  and  leading  it 
may  be. 

Ml.  M  SIVATHANU  PULA!  :  What  I  want  to  stress  is  this.  Some¬ 
how,  an  erroneous  impression  lias  been  created.  I  stoutly  protest  against 
that  portion  of  I  he  statement.  According  to  me,  to  a  large  extent,  the 
Financial  Secretary  is  responsible  for  that  erroneous  impression.  All 
that  happened  here  was  ! his.  As  a  result  of  the  weakness  on  the  part 
of  tins.  Government,  the  atmosphere  got  surcharged  with  vicious  ideas. 
Even  to-day  we  have  had  an  instance  ;  Government  accept  the  principle 
of  communal  representation  on  population  basis,  and  Mr.  Tharakan  now 
wants  representation  in  service  according  to  the  taluk-war  basis.  In  the 
same  way,  mainly  due  to  the  encouragement  given  by  the  Government, 
vicious  ideas  have  caught  hold  of  tbo  people.  The  idea  of  communal  re¬ 
presentation  developed  into  and  gave  rise  to  what  was  called  the  Sam- 
yuktka  party.  It  did  not  take  much  time  for  the  legislature  to  show  to 
the  leader  of  that  party  his  proper  place;  that  was  done  as  a  result  of 
his  erroneous  impression  about  his  position  and  that  of  a  pofilical  con¬ 
vict  treated  among  the  people  of  Travancore.  ,  That  party  lost  its  head 
and  its  leader-  They  became  disappointed.  There  were  numerous  dis¬ 
gruntled  elements  in  the  country  at  that  time;  they  all  joined 
together  without  losing  much  time.  Just  thou,  a  huge  fraud  on  the 
part  of  a  bank  was  about  to  be  exposed.  Parties  interested  in  the 
bank  also  joined.  Money  was  therefore  freely  supplied-  Sir,  that, 
putting  it  briefly,  is  the  history  of  our  recent  disturbances.  Was 
there  any  genuineness  on  the  part  of  the  agitation,  for  responsible 
Government  as  it  was  called?  One  cannot  believe  hundreds  of  Gandhi 
caps  cropping  up  all  on  a  sudden.  So  far  as  Travancore  is  concerned 
this  agitation  was  like,  the  cry  of  the  butcher,  who  said  his  heart  was 
bleeding  for  his  country. 

My  point  is  this.  Our  Financial  Secretary  :  has  given  undue  im¬ 
portance  in  his  speech  to  the  recent  disturbances.  I  do  not  think  he 
was  justified  in  attempting  to  put  up  a  very  strong  defend  for  our 
present  financial  condition,  and  how  it  was  sound  in  spite  of  the  political 
disturbances-  Why  should  it  appear  that  the  present  position  of  our 
finances  stands  in  need  of  such  stout  defence  by  the  Financial  Secretary? 
Whoever''  doubted  our  financial  stability  ?  Barring  his  prefatory  and 
concluding  remarks  relating  to  the  disturbances,  as  I  said)  the  Financial 
Secretary  deserves  congratulation  for  his  presentation  of  the  budget. 

Sir,  the  Detoan  President,  remarked,  in  his  address  to  the  joint  ses¬ 
sion,  that  the  incidence  of  direct  taxation  in  Travancore  worked  out  to 
only  10  annas  pier  head.  Sir,  that  is  a  very  clever  way  of  putting  things. 
I  am  reminded  of  how  our  ex-Land  Revenue  Commissioner  put  togethe 
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the  rate  of  assessment  on  the  various  classes  of  lands  including  garden 
or  dry  lands  in  South  Travancore,  struck  an  average  and  showed  it  to  me 
with  a  view  to  convince  me  that  the  assessment  was  not  very  high  even 
in  Nanjinad.  I  should  hasten  to  point  out  to  you,  Sir,  that  the  average 
assessment  per  acre  works  out  to  over  Es.  20  in  Nanjinad.  I  would 
appeal  to  you,  Sir,  to  put  this  figure  side  by  side  with  your  statement 
that  the  incidence  of  land  tax  in  Travancore  works  out  to  only  10  annas 
per  head. 

It  is  high  time,  Sir,  that  steps  are  taken  to  introduce  steps  for  in¬ 
tensive  agriculture  (as  you  said  in  your  'Statement).  I  should  consider 
that  is  the  elementary  duty  of  Government.  As  a  first  step  towards 
that,  let  the  Government  first  of  all  disburden  the  ryot  of  his  heavy  tax. 

I  may  just  remind  you,  Sir,  of  one  of  your  own  statements  made  on 
a  prior  occasion  that  the  land  revenue  system  in  Travancore  needs  tho¬ 
rough  overhauling ;  you  also  stated  that  different  principles  of  taxation 
were  being  followed  in  different  parts  of  Travancore  and  that  the  burden 
on  land  tax  should  be  e:jual  in  all  the  raluks  of  the  State.  You  have  also 
said,  Sir,  that  we  are  importing  rice  and  paddy  from  Burma  and  Siam. 
Both  in  Nanjinad  and  Kuttanad  there  is  ample  scope  for  the  increase  of 
paddy  production  ;  all  that  is  needed  is  intensive  cultivation.  Also,  un¬ 
less  the  tax  is  reduced,  there  cannot  be  much  scope  for  expansion  :  And 
there  is  no  doubt  that  so  far  as  land  revenue  is  concerned,  there  is  no 
scope  for  any  expansion.  Therefore,  Government  have  to  turn  their 
attention  to  exploit  the  natural  resources  of  the  country.  Our  income 
from  our  forests  has  really  been  disappointing  in  the  last  few  years.  It 
is  therefore  very  gratifying  to  note  that  Government  have  secured  the 
services  of  a  great  scientist  and  research  scholar  in  the  person  of  Mr. 
Kamesam.iTo  me,  Sir,  ho  appears  to  bo  a  jolly  good  fellow.  (Laughter). 

I  am  only  sorry  that  his  services  have  been  secured  only  for  a  brief  per¬ 
iod  of  3  years  and  not  more.  After  all,  3  years  for  research  on  coven¬ 
anted  service,  is  not  very  long  :  and  it  behoves  Government  to  give  him 
all  facilities  so  that  we  can  get  from  him  the  utmost.  Mr.  Kamesam 
is  a  patriotic  young  research  worker,  who  has  established  his  ability  and 
reputation;  and  I  know  that  he  has  also  a  tradition  behind  him,  Natur¬ 
ally  he  is  keenly  alive  to  his  duty  and  responsibility.  True,  he  is  an 
idealist  being  a  scientist  himself.  Scientists  are  first  idealists,  and  we 
have  seen  Mr,  Kamesam  also  a  realist.  I  am  glad  that  I  heard  he  was 
able  to  secure  an  order  for  a  lakh  of  cubic  feet  of  soft  wood  from  a  Madras 
match  company  for  a  very  very  favourable  rate  which  he  alone  could 
have  done.  At  any  rate  he  has  reversed  the  position  of  our  |Forest  De¬ 
partment.  We  now  can  dictate  to  companies  wh<r  come  to  purchase, 
you  remarked,  Sir,  that  to  the  extent  he  is  an  idealist  his  wings  may  be 
dipped  and  to  the  extent  that  he  is  a  realist,  advantage  will  be  taken  of 
it.  Sir,  he  is  both  an  idealist  and  realist  happly  combined.  So  there  is 
no  necessity  to  clip  his  wings.  On  the  other  hand,  all  the  unstinted 
support  and  facilities  may  be  given  to  him  unfettered  by  any  in  complete 
knowledge  of  things.

PRESIDENT :  I  am  afraid  the  honorable  member  will  have  to  bring 
his  remarks  to  a  close. 

MR.  M.  SIVATHANU  PILLAI  :  With  regard  to  the  Transport  Depart¬ 
ment  I  think  there  is  a  misleading  statement  in  the  Financial  Secretary’s 
speech, with  regard  to  the  calculation  of  the  net  income  of  that  depart¬ 
ment  for  the  year  1114,  and  there  is  a  belief,  as  Mr,  M.  L.  Janarda- 
nan  Pillai  remarked,  that  this  misleading  statement  was  responsible 
for  a  not  much  known  journal  to  remark  that  there  is  only  loss  and 
not  profit.  This  is  what  we  find  in  the  Financial  Secretary’s  state- 

“The  total  receipts  estimated  for  the  current  year  are  Bs.  9  lakhs 
and  the  total  expenditure,  excluding  depreciation,  interest  and  other 
charges  of  1113,  amounts  to  Bs.  7.95  lakhs,  the  net  receipts  of  the  year 
being  Bs.  1-05  lakhs  on  an  outlay  of  Bs.  8'20  lakhs.  This  works  out  to 
about  13  per  cent  per  annum.  ” 

The  word  “excluding”  depreciation,  interest  and  other  charges  is 
misleading.  Unless  it  is  stated  as  including  depreciation,  interest  and 
other  charges  ’  the  net  income  may  not  work  out  to  13  per  cent.  So  I 
would  like  the  Financial  Secretary  to  explain  it. 

Mr.  G.  VELU  PILLAI  (Karuncujapalhj  cum  Kartilcapally) :  Sir,  I 
congratulate  the  Financial  Secretary  on  the  surplus  budget  that  he  has 
prepared  but  I  am  not  sure  whether  there  will  be  any  surplus  at  all  at  the 
end  of  the  next  year.  The  history  of  the  past  budgets  has  been  a  history 
of  successive  assurances  and  repeated  disappointments  and  with  the  bitter 
experience  of  the  previous  years  before  us,  it  is  not  reasonable  to  assume 
that  there  will  beany  surplus  at  all  at  the  end  of  the  next  year  also.  The 
economic  horizon  is  still  gloomy.  There  is  no  likelihood  of  the  prices  of 
agricultural  products  going  high  and  there  is  no  sign  of  the  possibility  of 
the  agriculturist  escaping  the  claws  of  the  prevailing  depression.  Sir, 
though  there  are  signs,  as  the  Financial  Seore’ary  said,  which  point  to  Ihe 
restoration  of  peace,  we  are  not  in  a  position  to  say  that  the  spirit  of  rest¬ 
lessness  has  completely  subsided.  There  may  still  be  the  chance  of  strik¬ 
ing  some  theatrical  stroke.  There  may  still  be  the  possibility  of  sending 
some  new  rockets  into  the  sky.  So  the  tone  of  optimism  in  the  Finan¬ 
cial  Secretary’s  statement  in  presenting  the  budget  estimates  of  the  next 
year  remains  to  be  justified.  The  Financial  Secretary  concludes  his 
speech  with  the  remark  that  the  financial  position  of  the  State  is  of 
exceptional  soundness  and  strength.  This  very  same  remark  has  been 
repeated  by  his  predecessor  also,  but  what  is  the  condition  of  the  bulk  of 
the  population  of  the  State  namely,  the  agriculturists  ?  The  sale  of 
agricultural  holdings  for  arrears  of  land  revenue  for  very  nominal  prices 
is  a  spectacle  in  every  taluk  office  to-day.  If  the  ryot  bad  any  means 
under  his  control  to  avert  the  sale,  sorely  he  would  not  have  allowed  his 
holdings  to  be  sold  for  such  nominal  prices.  Procla2nations  for  sale  fill 
an  additional  volume  of  .our  Government  Gazette  What  does  it  show, 
Sir?  It  shows  the  abject  poverty  of  the  ryot  in  the  Stale.  Taxation  it¬ 
self  is  universally  repugnant  to  mankind.  Much  more  will  it  be  so  to 
the  poor  tax-payer  who  finds  it  very  difficult  to  pay  Lewis  Leopoled  in 
his  book  “  Prestige  ’’  tells  of  a  superstition  .that  prevails  in  Malaya 
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aoording  to  which  ilie  ourang-oufcang  is  really  human  but  that  it  remains 
speechless  simply  to  avoid  the  payment  of  tax.  Sir,  unless  the  condition 
of  the  ryots  in  this  State  is  improved,  that  superstition  will  find  a  wel¬ 
come  here  also. 

The  most  outstanding  and  the  most  relieving  feature  in  the  Budget 
is  the  provision  of  Ks.  15,000  for  rural  welfare  work.  This  is  certainly 
an  insignificant  sum  compared  to  the  importance  of  the  subject  but  it 
certainly  is  encouraging.  Hitherto  Government  have  been  bestowing  at¬ 
tention  only  on  the  urban  areas.  It  is  now  high  time  that  they  bestow 
their  attention  on  rural  areas  as  wall,  I  might  venture  to  suggest  that 
the  utter  disregard  nf  rural  welfare  has  been  the  prime  cause  or  the 
sudden  and  unexpected  spread  of  the  recent  political  agitation  in  the 
State.  It  has  been  an  established  rule  that  the  Heads  of  Departments 
never  travel  in  the  rural  areas  to  ascertain  the  real  needs  of  the  people. 
Memorials  and  petitions  from  the  people  have  no  effect  and  they  fall  on 
deaf  ears.  Whenever  there  is  an  amount  sanctioned  for  any  work,  that 
work  is  not  taken  up.

MR.  M.  RAMIAH  P1LLAI  ( Chirayinlcil  oum  Nedumangad) :  Sir,  In 
rising  to  congratulate  the  Financial  Secretary  on  the  very  satisfactory 
budget-  presented  to  the  House,  I  beg  to  offer  a  few  remarks  based  upon 
personal  experience  though  in  rather  a  limited  sphere. 

As  our  very  learned  President  observed  on  another  occasion  the 
trouble  in  Travanoore  is  entirely  economical  and  not  political  at  all,  I 
very  humbly  agree  with  that  view.  If  only  we  bend  all  our  energies  to 
a  study  of  our  own  economic  problems  and  how  best  to  solve  them,  in¬ 
stead  of  dissipating  our  energies  on  useless  and  meaningless  political 
agitation,  the  country  would  make  very  rapid  progress  under  the  guid¬ 
ance  of  our  able  and  enlightened  Dewan.  When  every  contry  is  trying' 
to  be  economically  nationalistic,  why  should  we  allow  ourselves  to  be 
made  a  cits-paw  of  by  others, 

Sir,  look  at  Ceylon.  Thousands  of  Travancoreans  are  being  sent 
Out  of  the  country  in  order  to  give  employment  to  the  Singhalese.  And 
at  the  same  time,  Ceylon  is  dumping  her  cocoanuts  and  copra  on  the 
British  Indian  markets  ruining  millions  of  Travancoreans.  And  when 
a  small  import  duty  is  placed  on  Jaffna  tobacco,  Ceylonese  are  making  a 
hue  and  cry.  This  is  but  one  instance  of  our  national  weakness.  That 
is  due  to  our  wandering  in  the  political  wilderness. 

It  goes  without  saying  that  commercial  credit  has  suffered  consi¬ 
derably  owing  to  several  well-known  reasons.  It  was  forgotten  that 
every  Travanoore  business-man  who  carries  on  business  outside  is.the 
custodian  of  his  country’s  honour  ana  credit.  But  for  the  business  acu¬ 
men  and  foresight  of  our  Dewan,  this  country  would  not  have  withstood 
the  shock  to  our  commercial  credit. 

It  is  easy  for  arm-chair  critics  to  speak  airly  about  finance.  The 
trouble  arises  only  when  they  have  to  deal  with  it  directly.  And  not 
only  that,  there  was  plenty  of  attack  from  interested  quarters  on  the 
country’s  financial  position .  The  speech  of  the  Financial  Secretary  has 
demonstrated  to  the  whole  world  how  financially  sound  our  position  is. 

The  most  noticeable  feature  is  that  there  has  been  no  additional 
direct  taxation  imposed  for  getting  this  national  inoome.  The  addi¬ 
tional  burden  has  been  imposed  only  upon  those  able  to  bear  it  and  not 
upon  the  poor  at  all.  And  there  has  been  remission  of  land  tax 
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even  it  was  found  just  and  necessary,  whereas  in  other  places  in  British 
India  it  still  remains  a  matter  of  election  promise  only. 

Our  nation-building  activities  are  being  encouraged  very  vigor - 

Sir,  The  atmosphere  lias  become  calm  and  I  humbly  submit  that 
under  the  guidance  of  our  enlightened  Dewan  and  the  benign  rule  of 
His  Highness  the  Maharaja,  the  country  is  bound  to  become  more  and 
more  prosperous. 

Once  again  I  offer  my  congratulations  to  the  Financial  Secretary 
for  the  satisfactory  budget  and  his  instructive  statement  of  facts  and 
figures. 

Mr.  K.  C.  KARUNAKARAN  (dominated)  :  Sir,  in  dealing  with  the 
Financial  Secretary’s  speech  introducing  the  budget  for  the  coming 
year,  I  find  an  important  and  outstanding  feature. 

So  far  as  the  preparation  of  the  budget  of  this  country  is  con¬ 
cerned  it  shows  in  unmistakable  terms  that  “  Finance  has  come  to 
depend  on  Policy  ”  and  “  not  Policy  on  Finance.  ” 

Till  very  recent  years,  our  Financial  Secretaries  were  following  a 
very  conservative  policy  in  regard  to  the  preparation  of  the  budget. 
They  had  evidently  followed  the  principle  that  the  policy  should  depend 
on  the  finances.  This  was  one  of  the  primary  reasons  why  our  past 
Governments  were  not  showing  any  interest  or  inclination  in  tapping 
and  developing  our  vast  natural  resources.  They  were  content  by 
formulating  policies,  which  their  finances  would  justify  from  year  to 
year. 

This  healthy  and  definite  departure  in  framing  the  budget  t.  e., 
‘'Finance  is  to  depend  on  policy  ”  and  not  “  policy  on  finance  ”  should 
be  welcomed  by  the  country.  The  direct  result  of  accepting  the  whole¬ 
some  policy  was  for  the  Government  to  embark  upon  vast  industrial 
and  commercial  schemes,  which  would  bring  them  sufficient  money  to 
finance  their  various  activities  for  the  moral  and  material  uplift  and 
prosperity  of  the  people. 

The  ample  provisions  made  for  the  completion  of  Pallivasal  Hydiro- 
Blectric  Scheme,  for  water-supply  and  drs  inage  schemes,  for  Town 
Planning  scheme,  for  Rural  up-lift  and  village  reconstruction  are 
instances  in  point. 

When  most  of  the  countries  are  unable  to  balance  their  budgets, 
it  is  gratifying  to  find  that  our  Financial  Secretary  has  been  able  to 
present  a  surplus  budget,  after  making  ample  provisions  for  various 
activities. 

If  the  anticipations  and  estimates  of  the  Financial  Secretaty  are 
not  upset  by  any  unforeseen  circumstances,  I  am  fully  confident  that 
the  budget  proposals  before  us  will  be  a  real  contribution  to  the  stability 
and  soundness  of  our  financial  position.  I  congratulate  the  Financial 
Secretary. 

Here  we  have  no  separate  finance  bill  as  in  British  India.  In  the 
absence  of  this,  I  expected  the  Financial  Secretary  to  give  the  House 
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a  detailed  account  of  our  internal  and  external  economic  relations.  I 
expected  him  to  show  to  us  the  effect  of  the  operation  of  duties  on  com¬ 
modities  exported  from  here  and  on  those  importod  into  this  country.  I 
further  expected  from  the  Financial  Secretary  a  short  account  of  the 
restrictions  placed  on  our  exported  goods  by  the  importing  countries. 

These  are  very  important  facts  which  the  Financial  Secretary  of  a 
m  aritime  country  with  a  growing  internal  and  external  trade  should 
not  ho,ve  overlooked.  This  omission  in  the  statement  of  the  Financial 
Secretary  has  been  remedied  to  a  certain  extent  by  the  Dewan- 
President  in  his  speech.  It  is  very  encouraging  and  gratifying  to  note 
that  the  Canadian  Government  have  reduced  the  duty  imposed  on  our 
coir  goods.  They  imposed  this  duty  about  six  years  ago  and  we  lost  a 
growing  trade  with  that  country.  I  earnestly  hope  that  the  present 
reduction  will  enable  us  to  get  into  that  market  again. 

In  this  connection  I  have  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  Govern¬ 
ment  that  New  Zea’and  has  recently  completely  prohibited  the 
importation  of  our  coir  goods ;  that  the  Union  Government  of 
South  Africa  have  increased  the  import  duty  on  coir  goods  from 
May  1939  ;  that  the  Government  of  Egypt  has  imposed  a  100  per  cent 
import  duty  on  our  coir  goods.  I  do  not  say  anything  about  the  non- 
British  Empire  countries. 

My  learned  friend,  Mr,  S.  Krishna  Iyer  had  suggested  yesterday 
the  necessity  of  abolishing  Export  duties  .  I  am  fully  aware  of  the  dis¬ 
advantage  to  the  producer  and  exporter  by  the  continuation  of  these 
export  duties.  But  this  disadvantage  is  nothing,  when  one  seriously 
studies  this  question  and  realises  the  fact  that  this  is  a  privilege,  a 
sovereign  right,  which  very  few  Provinces  and  Indian  States  enjoy 
at  the  present  day. 

In  this  connection  I  have  to  point  out  that  this  Government  has  no 
definite  painciple  in  fixing  trail!  values  and  the  Excise  duty  is  based 
on  these  trail!  values. 

In  British  India,  the  traiff  value  is  based  on  the  average  market 
prioe  of  a  commodity  for  the  12  months  preceding,  the  principle  being 
that  tariff  values  should  as  far  as  possible  conform  to  the  market 

In  fixing  the  tariff  values  here,  I  do  not  find  proper  consideration 
is  given  to  average  market  price  of  the  commodity  and  I  suggest  to  the 
Government  to  follow  closely  the  British  Indian  method  in  fixing  tariff 
values  from  year  to  year. 

It  is  a  very  reassuring  declaration  when  the  Dewan-President  in 
his  address  said,  ‘‘  We  propose  to  maintain  and  develop  our.  own 
Port” — meaning  the  Port  of  Alleppey.  Till  that  declaration,  was  made 
on  Friday,  the  impression  in  the  country  was  that  this  Government  was 
debarred  from  developing  this  Port.  This  declaration  will  be  received 
with  great  joy  and  gratification  by  the  Industrial  and  Commercial 
interests  throughout  the  country. 

In  this  connection,  I  may  be  permitted  to  remind  the  House  the 
contribution  made  by  the  European  and  the  Indian,  commercial  an^ 
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industrial  interests  to  make  the  Port  of  Alleppey  what  it  is  to-day.  I 
have  also  to  mention  here  the  important  part  played  in  this  by  the 
Clan  Line.  During  the  past  50  years,  ihe  Clan  Line  built,  up,  with  the 
close  help  and  co-operation  of  the  commercial  and  industrial  interests 
of  this  country,  a  very  lucrative  shipping  irade  which  is  growing  from 
year  to  year.  It  is  up  to  the  public  and  the  Government  to  see  that 
every  thing  possible  is  done  to  maintain  and  develop  this  important 

Much  has  been  said  regarding  the  industrial  development  of  the 
country.  There  can  be  no  two  opinions  on  this  point. 

Sir,  in  addressing  a  Joint  Session  of  (he  Legislatures,  your  pre¬ 
decessor  placed  brfore  the  country  a  programme  for  the  development  of 
cotlage  industries.  You,  Sir,  took  advantage  of  the  opportunity,  when 
you  laid  the  foundation  stone  of  the  Sri  Chnra  Mills  at  Alwaye  to  lay 
before  the  country  definite  proposals  for  the  development  of  cottage  and 
factory  industries.  You  have  also  then  said  how  these  cottage 
industries  could  be  brought  into  very  close  touch  with  the  factory 
industries. 

I  am  aware,  Sir,  that  the  Government  have  not  been  able  to  do 
much  in  this  direction.  It  is  my  considered  opinion  that  if  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  have  had  ‘  normal  times  in  the  country,  much  progress 
could  have  been  made. 

The  various  Provincial  Governments  in  India  have  instituted 
cottage  industries’  surveys  and  much  has  been  said  to-day  in  regard  to 
the  localisation  of  industries. 

The  solution  of  the  questions  relating  to  rural  uplift,  village  re¬ 
construction,  unemployment  and  higher  standards  of  life  are  all  very 
intimately  connected  with  the  creation  of  new  cottage  industries,  with 
the  development  of  existing  cottage  industries  and  the  revival  of  past 
and  passing  cottage  industries. 

MR.  K.  DOMINIC  JOSEPH  (Vaikom  cum  Kottaypm)  :  Sir,  the  Financial 
Secretary  deserves  congratulation  in  that  he  has  been  able  to  frame  a 
budget  for  the  coming  year  without  resorting  to  any  fresh  taxation.  It 
is  a  matter  for  sincere  grat  ification  for  the  people  that  the  introduction 
of  agrarian  reform  has  found  such  forcible  and  inimitable  expression,  in 
your  address  to  the  Joint  Legislature,  the  other  day. 

The  salvation  of  an  agricultural  country  like  Travancore,  lies  in 
nuking  two  blades  grow  where  one  grew  before,  in  achieving  self- 
sufficiency  in  the  matter  of  fond  stuffs  and  in  discovering,  introducing 
and  popularising  suitable  commercial  and  money  crops  which  will 
augment  the  wealth  and  increase  the  purchasing  power  of  the  people. 

Sir,  I  will  advocate  a  five-year  plan  for  achieving  self-sufficiency 
in  the  matter  of  paddy  production  in  [T-ravancore.  Years  ago 
committees  were  appointed  in  several  taluks  for  disafforestation  of  the 
swampy  areas  fit  for  paddy  cultivation  from  the  Beserve 'Foret*.  Those 
committees  submitted  reports  recommending  disafforestation  of  such 
svyampy  lands  and  registering  them  to  the  agriculturists.  But  it  would 
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appear  that  that  policy  has  been  left  where  it  was  and  it  has  not  been 
pursued.  If  such  a  scheme  is  adopted  it  would  go  a  great  deal  to  al- 
leviate  the  acute  problem  of  unemployment  and  it  will  add  to  the  wealth 
of  the  country.  In  these  days  of  international  tension  it  has  to  be 
considered  whether  it  would  be  prudent  for  a  State  like  Travancore  to 
depend  for  its  food  stuffs  on  foreign  countries. 

Sir,  another  matter  that  I  would  urge  to  the  attention  of  the 
House  is  the  introduction  of  suitable  commercial  crops  in  Travancore. 
The  Imperial  Council  of  Agricultural  Research  had  appointed  a  Special 
Officer  to  report  on  the  possibilities  of  cinchona  cultivation  in  India. 
That  officer  has  submitted  a  report  and  I  submit  that  it  should  engage 
the  best  attention  of  the  Government.  In  his  report  it  has  been  stated 
that  Travancore  is  eminently  suited  for  cinchona  cultivation.  If  a 
scheme  for  the  development  of  cinchona  industry  on  a  commercial  line 
is  started  that  will  really  solve  the  question  of  unemployment  and 
it  would  add  to  the  wealth  of  the  country.  It  is  a  matter  for  con¬ 
sideration  whether  if  would  not  be  of  very  great  utility  to  a  State  like 
Travancore  stricken  with  Malaria. 

PRESIDENT  :  Is  the  member  aware  that  Java  produces  nine-tenth 
of  the  quinine  produced  in  the  whole  world? 

MR.  K.  DOMINIC  JOSEPH  :  I  am  aware  of  that.  That  is  why  I  say 
that  there  are  very  great  possibilities  for  cinchona  cultivation  in 
Travancore. 

Now  I  would  advert  to  certain  colossal  undertakings  in  Travancore 
the  revision  of  which  will  lead  Travancore  to  the  high  road  to  prosperity, 
colossal  in  the  matter  of  the  interests  involved  and  colossal  in  the 
.matter  of  detriment  caused  to  Travancore  interests-  I  will  only  just 
name  them.  I  mean  the  Infcerportal  Convention,  the  Periar  lease,  the 
Kannan  Devau  concession  and  the  agreement  with  the  S-  I.  R,  with 
regard  to  the  Travancore  Railways.  I  trust  that  early  opportunities 
will  present  themselves  to  a  consideration  of  these  questions  and  that 
the  fullest  advantage  will  be  availed  of  to  promote  the  interests  of 
Travancore-

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MR.  P.  SIVARAMA  PIULA1  :  Sir,  let  me  congratulate  the  Financial 
Secretary  for  the  very  lucid  exposition  of  the  financial  condition  of  the 
State  by  departing  from  the  conservative  method  followed  by  his 
predecssors.  The  retrospect  of  the  past  decade  towards  the  end  of  his 
speech,  analysing  the  financial  position  during  the  period,  has  gone  a 
long  way  towards  removing  misapprehensions  and  misconceptions  created 
by  certatn  interested  sections  of  the  people  in  the  State.  Since  the 
time  at  my  disposal  is  very  limited  I  shall  just  refer  to  a  few  topics. 

Considering  the  experience  gained  during  the  last  two  years,  when 
the  final  account  for  the  year  1113  show  a  deficit  of  Es,  1'72  lakhs 
and  the  revised  estimates  for  1114  show  a  deficit  of  Rs  ‘81  of  a  lakh 
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instead  of  surpluses  expected  during  these  years,  I  do  not  see  my  way 
10  rejoice  over  the  prospects  of  a  surplus  budget  for  the  next  year  as 
anticipated  by  the  Financial  Secretary. 

In  my  budget  speech  at  this  time  last  year,  I  had  drawn  the 
pointed  attention  of  the  Government  to  the  phenominal  rise  in  expen¬ 
diture  charged  to  revenue  during  the  last  few  years.  I  find  that  this 
year  also  the  budgetted  expenditure  is  26L09  lakhs  of  rupees  which  is 
about  4  lakhs  more  than  the  revised  figure  for  1114.  I  am  constrained 
to  observe  that  there  is  a  tendency  on  the  part  of  the  Government  to 
add  unnecessarily  to  the  number  of  officers  every  year.  A  perusal  of 
the  budget  for  111  5  will  bear  ample  testimony  to  this  tendency.  It  is 
a  sorry  feature  of  our  Public  Service  that  several  of  the  officers  cannot 
carry  on  the  work  without  the  help  of  a  large  army  of  subordinates 
under  several  designations  like  assistants  and  managers.  To  mention 
only  a  few,  we  have  got  the  Assistant  Biochemist,  Assistant  Entomo¬ 
logist,  Graduate  Assistant  in  addition  to  the  [laboratory  Assistant  to 
the  Plant  Pathologist,  Field  Assistant  to  the  Agricultural  Demons¬ 
trator,  Field  Assistant  to  the  Bee  Expert,  Textile  Assistant,  Assistant 
to  the  Geological  Assistant,  Chemical  Assistant  to  the  Industrial  Che¬ 
mist,  Laboratory  Assistant  to  the  Water  Analyst  and  so  on.  To  add 
to  this  heavy  burden  on  the  poor  tax-payer,  there  are  a  number  of 
institutions  which  have  outlived  their  purpose  and  can  be  abolished  in 
the  best  interests  of  the  Government  and  the  public.  The  Government 
School  of  Commerce  at  AHeppey  is  one  of  such  institutions.  It  was 
started  at  a  time  when  there  were  no  other  institutions  imparting 
commercial  education  in  Travaneore.  And  it  served  a  very  useful 
purpose  then.  But  there  are  a  large  number  of  recognised  commercial 
institutions  at  present  and  the  number  of  students  in  the  Alleppey 
Commercial  School  have  dwindled  down  very  much.  An  annual  ex¬ 
penditure  of  about  Rs.  10,000  for  such  an  institution  is  a  luxury 
which  the  poor  tax  payer  cannot  afford  to  meet.  I  may  be  permitted 
to  read  from  the  Administration  Report  for  1113  the  results  of  the 
school  candidates  who  appeared  in  the  Madras  Government  Technical 
Examinations :

The  figures  speak  for  themselves.  I  would  therefore  strongly 
gorge  upon  the  Government  the  necessity  for  detecting  such  institutions 
wd  closing  them  and  thus  save  considerable  amounts  which  can  be 
utilised  for  better  and  more  useful  purposes. 
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I  may  be  permitted  to  refer  to  another  aspect  of  the  budget 
namely  the  steady  dwindling  down  of  the  Government  account  balance 
during  the  last  few  years.  The  figures  for  1 112,  1113,  1114  and  1 115 
are  73  lakhs,  48  lakhs,  28  lakhs  and  9  lakhs  respectively.  Sir,  it  is 
true  that  we  were  and  are  appropriating  considerable  amounts  from 
this  item  towards  financing  capital  works.  But  all  the  same,  when  the 
future  is  so  uncertain,  can  we  afford  to  allow  this  account  to  go  down 
to  such  a  low  figure  as  9  lakhs.  At  the  same  time  it  has  to  be  re¬ 
membered  that  we  have  not  been  able  to  appropriate  any  amounts 
towards  the  Revenue  Reserve  Fund  during  the  last  two  years.  On  the 
other  hand  we  have  actually  drawn  3‘1  lakhs  out  of  this  fund  for 
certain  items  cf  expenditure.  This  is  a  state  of  affairs  which  should 
at  once  be  put  a  stop  to.  It  was  a  relief  to  many  of  us  when  the 
Pewan  referred  to  this  aspect  of  the  problem  and  suggested  that  in 
future  the  Government  may  boldly  enter  the  money  market  when 
necessity  arises  instead  of  falling  back  upon  our  accumulated  surpluses. 
I  would  even  suggest  that  all  reproductive  works  should  be  financed  by 
loans. 

I  may  also  refer  in  passing  to  the  IncomeTax  section.  Since  land 
revenue  is  an  inelastic  source  of  income  we  have  to  depend  more  upon 
income  tax  and  such  other  taxes  for  increase  of  revenue.  Even  though 
the  collections  under  income  tax  have  considerably  increased  during 
the  last  two  years,  I  believe  there  is  still  scope  for  further  increase  in 
this  direction.  I  would  even  suggest  the  separation  ofrlncome  Tax 
from  the  Land  Revenue  Department  if  more  attention  could  be 
bestowed  in  the  matter  of  assessment  and  cases  of  evasion  reduced 
thereby. 

I  shall  now  turn  to  the  commercial  undertakings.  Whenever 
Government  launched  upon  any  commercial  undertaking  it  waskeld 
out  that  the  concern  would  prove  to  be  a  profitable  one-  But  for 
some  reason  or  other  they  have  been  forced  to  retrace  their  steps  in 
almost  all  cases-  The  rubber  factory  was  started  with  great  hopes. 
But  owing  to  mismanagement  and  lack  of  business  acumen,  Govern¬ 
ment  could  not  work  it  for  long.  The  factory  was  therefore  entrusted 
to  a  private  company  which  also  has  failed  to  work  it  successfully  and 
now,  Government  are  proposing  to  work  it  as  a  Government  concern. 
Let  me  sound  a  note  of  warning  in  this  connection  that  Government 
should  not  begin  to  work  the  factory  unless  the  possibilities  thereof 
have  been  fully  explored.  I  hope  Government  will  take  a  lesson 
from  their  past  experience  in  working  this  factory. 

I  shall  not  say  anything  about  the  clay  refining  factory,  but  shall 
only  hope  that  Government  will  exercise  effective  control  over  it  so 
that  the  expectations  raised  by  the  Financial  Secretary  may  be 
realised  at  least  next  year.  The  Ceramic  Expert  may  have  ample 
factory  experience  but  very  little  of  commercial  experience.  So  it  is 
all  the  more  necessary  to  have  a  strict  control  and  supervision  over 
the  marketing  of  the  goods  manufactured  in  the  factory. 
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PRESIDENT  :  On  that  matter  the  honourable  member  may  rest 
assured  that  the  Government  very  well  realise  that  the  present  expert 
has  no  commercial  experience  and  so  the  responsibility  has  been  taken 
entirely  by  Government. 

MR.  P  SIVARAMA  PILLAI:  As  to  the  commercial  transport,  it  is 
encouraging  to  hear  that  a  profit  of  13  per  cent  on  the  outlay  is  ex¬ 
pected  from  this  for  the  year  1114.  When  the  scheme  was  brought 
before  this  House  we  were  told  that  the  idea  was  to  use  crude  oil 
engines  so  that  the  running  cost  may  be  minimised.  But  it  is  surpri¬ 
sing  that  recently  some  petrol  buses  have  been  purchased  for  the 
Transport  Department.  I  doubt  very  much  whether  the  compara¬ 
tively  higher  management  expenses  coupled  with  the  high  cost  of 
petol  will  not  considerably  reduce  the  rate  of  profit. 

I  do  welcome  the  scheme  to  provide  dustless  surfacing  for  the  road 
from  Trivandrum  to  Cape.  I  have  only  to  add  that  we  in  the  north 
are  also  equally  troubled  by  dust  on  the  roads.  Unfortunately  we  are 
not  dustproof  and  I  would  request  the  Government  should  not  be 
oblivious  to  the  needs  of  the  people  of  the  north  in  this  respect. 

Closely  allied  to  the  commercial  undertaking  is  the  Department  of 
Industries  which  I  am  very  sorry  to  remark  is  proving  a  white 
elephant.  It  is  needless  to  say  that  the  Department  of  Industries  is 
considered  to  be  the  most  vital  of  all  departments  in  any  civilised 
State.  More  so  in  a  State  like  Travancore  which  is  on  the  way  to 
industrialisation.  But  I  do  not  know  what  onr  department  is  doing. 

I  have  gone  through  the  Administration  Beport  of  this  department  for 
the  last  few  years  and  I  find  that  almst  the  same  medley  of  words 
repeated  year  after  year.  The  S.  M.  T.  School,  the  School  of  Arts, 
The  Central  Technological  Institute  and  the  Minor  Industries  Sections 
have  all  been  transferred  to  the  University.  And  what  remains  now 
is  but  a  skeleton.  There  is  still  the  Director  of  Industries  at  its  head 
drawing  a  fat  salary  with  about  65  Technical  schools  most  of  them 
weaving  schools,  the  control  of  which  appears  to  be  his  main  works. 
The  Director  of  Industries  is  said  to  be  inspecting  all  these  weaving 
schools  with  what  technical  qualification  I  do  not  know.  I  do  not  for¬ 
get  the  Geological  Section  with  a  Geological  Assistant  and  several 
other  assistants.  This  section .  has  been  in  existence  for  some  years 
now  and  its  work  still  remains  a  mystery.  Possibly  they  are  still 
going  on  boring  and  boring. 

Mr.  P.  V.  MATHAI  CHEMPARATHY  (Memachil  cum  l  udupuzha): 
Sir,  I  have  to  congratulate  the  Binancial  Secretary  for  the  way  in  which 
he  has  presented  the  budget.  I  am  not  very  much  concerned  whether 
the  budget  is  a  surplus  or  deficit  one.  I  am  only  concerned  with  the 
items  of  expenditure  which  go  to  improve  the  lot  of  the  subjects  of  the 
State.. — I  mean  the  expenditure  allotted  for  nation  building  activities, 
such  as  rural  uplift,  industries  and  education.  As  has  been  remarked 
by  the  President  that  the  possibilities  of  improving  and  extending  onr 
cultivation  are  limited  owing  to  the  increasing  population  and  so  we 
-yyiU  have  to  resort  to  intensive  cultivation  so  that  every  agriculturist 
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could  make  a  decent  living  out  of  the  yield  he  gets  from  his  lands  how¬ 
ever  small  in  area.  And  for  this  purpose  it  is  true  that  the  Agricultu¬ 
ral  Department  has  not  done  anything.  But  we  cannot  blame  them  for 
they  can  only  suggest  to  the  agriculturists  that  different  methods  of 
cultivation  should  be  applied  and  particular  binds  of  manure  should  be 
used.  But  the  majority  of  our  agricul.urists  could  not  afford  to  pay  for 
scientific  manures  or  to  resort  to  intensive  cultivation.  A  man  who  is 
owning  1  acre  of  paddy  land  may  not  be  able  to  buy  sufficient  manure 
for  his  field  or  to  have  necessary  agricultural  implements.  So  he  bor¬ 
rows  money  for  his  cultivation  purposes.  In  99  cases  out  of  100,  this 
borrowed  money  is  not  returned  and  finally  the  land  he  possesses  is 
alienated  to  the  creditor.  So  what  I  would  suggest  is  that  agricultural 
co  operative  societies  should  be  started  with  Governmental  aid  iu  all 
the  rural  parts  of  the  State  with  a  view  to  advance  money  to  small  hol¬ 
ders.  Unless  and  until  a  substantial  amount  is  expended  on  that  side, 
the  condition  of  our  agriculturists  will  not  improve  whatever  might  be 
the  methods  of  euhivation  adopted  by  them.  It  is  true  Sir,  that  Gov¬ 
ernment  are  attempting  at  legislation  by  appointing  a  committee  to 
make  laws  for  relieving  the  agriculturists.  As  has  been  remarked  by 
the  Dewan-President,  every  debtor  is  a  creditor  and  vice  versa  Even 
if  a  debt  amount  of  Bs.  1,000  is  reduced  to  500,  I  do  not  think  the  agri¬ 
culturist  bebfcor  will  be  able  t0  pay  it  off.  Therefore  what  we  want  as 
an  imperative  measure  is  that  the  praying  capacity  of  the  agriculturists 
should  be  increased.  This  can  be  done  by  improving  the  methods  of 
cultivation  and  also  by  fetching  better  prices  for  the  agricultural  pro¬ 
ducts.  For  this  once  again  the  co-operative  societies  can  do  much.  I 
may  at  this  juncture  congratulate  the  Government  for  having  under¬ 
taken  schemas  and  plans  to  improve  the  industries  of  the  land.  At 
this  time  I  wo  ale  bring  to  the  notice  of  Government,  that  it  would  be 
far  better  if  the  money  expended  on  rubber  factory  is  spent  outside  the 
State  to  find  better  and  suitable  markets  for  our  agricultural  and  indus¬ 
trial  products.  Fruits  like  banana,  pine  apple  and  mangoes,  if  exported 
outside,  could  fetch  better  prices.  The  tapioca  grown  in  plenty  in  the 
State  can  be  exported  if  suitable  market  for  it  is  found  out.  The  sur¬ 
plus  production  of  tapioca  can  be  utilised  in  suitable  and  bettor  ways  if 
adequate  and  proper  research  is  conducted  in  that  direction. 

Now,  coming  to  the  question  of  ornamenting  and  beautifying  the 
capital  I  beg  to  submit  that  rural  places  like  Tod upuzha  are  left  un¬ 
heeded  with  regard  to  many  needs  of  the  taluk  while  considerable  sums 
of  money  is  spent  in  the  capital.  The  rural  parts  of  North  Travancore 
viz.,  the  taluks  of  Meenachil,  and  Todupuzha  are  not  provided  with 
hospitals  or  dispensaries  to  serve  adequately  the  medical  needs  of  the 
people  of  those  parts.  So,  I  submit  that  a  well-equipped  hospital  with 
all  the  modern  convenience  for  medical  aid  should  be  established  soon. 
With  these  words  I  resume  my  seat. 

MR.  M.  RAMACHANDRA  RAO  ( Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commis¬ 
sioner)  :  Sir,  I  am  thankful  to  you  for  giving  me  an  opportunity  to 
present  my  views  regarding  the  working  of  the  Go -operative  Depart¬ 
ment  especially  injeonsideration  of  the  very  forceful  remarks  which  you

passed  in  addressing  this  House-  It  is  only  9  months  since  I  took 
charge  of  the  Co-operative  Department.  And  during  my  tours  I  have 
inspected  over  500  societies.  I  wish  to  place  before  the  House  certain 
facts  which  I  inferred  from  the  working  of  the  department.  The  main 
defect  in  the  working  of  the  department  is  this.  The  people  had  not 
been  sufficiently  educated  in  the  principles  of  the  co-operative  move- 
ment  and  when  it  was  introduced  in  intensive  propaganda  in  the  line  as 
required  was  done.  At  a  time  when  credit  was  cheaper,  that 'is  before 
the  present  stringency  set  in,  the  Co-operative  Central  Bank  was  started. 
Naturally  every  village  started  co-operative  societies  with  the  belief 
that  if  a  member  spends  Rs.  5  he  could  get  Rs.  25  as  a  loan.  Several 
primary  societies  were  opened  and  loans  were  freely  given  to  them  from 
the  Central  Bank.  These  societies  did  not  plan  how  the  amount  bor¬ 
rowed  from  the  Central  Bank  could  be  repaid.  That  was  the  oue  rea¬ 
son  why  the  credit  side  of  the  movement  failed.  The  Administration 
Report  of  11 '.3  will  reveal  that  there  were  1676  societies  of  which  1560 
are  credit  societies  and  only  117  non  credit  societies  of  which  40  are 
distributive  societies  And  in  addition  to  this,  there  is  another  type 
of  societies  called  communal  societies.  I  regret  to  say  that  there  are 
493  communal  societies  in  Travancore 

Sir,  of  this  1559  Societies,  about  65  per  cent  are  defunct, 
25  per  cent  more  have  a  lingering  existence  and  the  rest  are 
still  carrying  on  some  little  work.  The  co-operative  movement  as 
has  been  explained  by  the  Dewan-President  should  concern  mostly  with 
the  non-credit  side.  The  credit  side  comes  in  only  incidentally.  This 
has  been  forgotten.  Regarding  the  policy  which  Government  have  to 
adopt  in  the  matter  of  these  Societies,  I  may  submit  that  cancellation  of 
all  defunct  societies  is  an  important  matter.  There  is  no  use  of  keep¬ 
ing  on  the  books  such  societies  and  losing  even  the  little  money  which 
we  could  get  if  we  liquidate  them.  In  the  Administration  Report  of 
1113,  the  number  of  societies  cancelled  is  given  as  66. 

The  second  policy  to  be  adopted  will  be  healthy  propaganda  and 
encouragement  of  good  non-credit  societies.  It  is  better  to  have  ten 
good  non -credit  societies  in  a  Division  than  a  large  number  of  credit 
societies  scattered  over  every  nook  and  cornor.  I  am  asking  my  ins¬ 
pectors  and  Assistant  Registrars  to  encourage  non-credit  societies  and 
open  new  non-credit  societies  if  possible. 

l’liere  is  one  point  more.  1  may  submit  to  this  House  that  the  co¬ 
opera  ive  movement  depends  upon  character  and  honesty.  A  good 
managing  committee  is  an  essential  thing  to  all  co-operative  societies. 
I  trust  that  the  members  will  kindly  encourage  the  good  co-operative 
societies  and  arrange  for  a  very  efficient  managing  committee  to  look 
after  the  respective  societies  in  their  constituencies. 

Mr.  K.  R.  NARAYANA  AlYAR  :  Sir,  it  is  a  matter  for  some  gratification 
to  me  that  the  statement  made  by  you'in  your  Presidential  address  in 
regard  to  the  present  working  and  future  programme  of  the  Agricul. 
tural  Department,  at  the  Joint  Session  of  the  Sri  Mulam  Assembly  anfi 
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the  Sri  Chitra  State  Council,  has  not  produced  any  bitter  reperoussions 
in  the  minds  of  the  honourable  members  of  this  House.  I  have  been 
listening  with  wrapt  attention  to  the  debates  on  the  general  discussion 
of  the  budget  these  two  days  and  the  concensus  of  opinion  among  the 
members  has  been  that  the  department  should  only  be  mended  and  not 
ended.  Before  saying  anything  further  about  the  present  policy  and 
working  of  this  department,  I  think  it  -would  be  useful  were  I  to  briefly 
trace,  at  this  juncture,  the  history  of  this  department. 

The  Department  of  Agriculture  in  Travancore  was  first  organised 
by  a  distinguished  predecessor  of  mine  in  the  year  1908.  Since  then, 
its  scope  and  activities  have  been  steadily  increasing.  In  consonance 
with  the  policy  that  was  adumbrated  by  the  late  Lord  Curzon,  the  then 
Viceroy  of  India,  the  work  of  the  department  consists  of  (1)  Besearch 
in  the  Laboratory  (2)  Experiments  in  Farms  and  (3)  Propaganda  among 
agriculturists.  It  was  this  policy  that  was  followed  successfully  for 
several  years  and  that  is  being  followed  now  also.  A  number  of  agri¬ 
cultural  farms  were  opened  in  different  parts  of  the  Stale  from  time  to 
time,  the  chief  among  them  being  the  Paddy  Farm  at  Nagercoil,  the 
Fruit  Farm  at  Gape  Comorin,  the  Oocoanut  Farm  at  Alleppey,  the  Pep¬ 
per  Farm  at  Koni,  the  Puliyara  Farm  and  tile  Alwaye  Farm  with  a  view 
to  test  the  efficiency  of  new  methods  of  cultivation,  the  uses  of  improved 
implements  and  complete  fertilisers  and  the  suitability  of  exotic  varie¬ 
ties  of  crop  plants.  It  is  not  possible  for  me,  Sir,  within  the  very  short 
time  at  my  disposal  now,  to  review  the  achievements  of  the  department. 
A  resume  of  the  activities  of  the  department  up  to  the  year  1929  is 
given  in  the  Administration  Report  of  the  department  for  the  year 
1104.  However,  to  level  the  charge  of  futility  against  the  working  of 
this  department,  to  say  the  least  is  bard,  severe  and  uncharitable  cri¬ 
ticism.  In  the  Besearch  Section  of  the  department  we  have  surveyed 
and  mapped  out  thoroughly  all  the  important  paddy  growing  tracts  in 
the  State  viz.,  Nanjanad,  Kuttanad,  Onattukara,  Vaikom  Shertallai  and 
Shencottah.  The  department  has  shown  that  it  is  profitable  to  supple¬ 
ment  local  supplies  of  manure  with  chemical  munures  and  other  fertili¬ 
sers  with  the  result  that  artificial  manures  to  the  extent  of  nearly  one 
lakh  of  rupees  is  being  imported  every  year  and  utilised  by  the  ryots. 
We  have  demonstrated  the  value  of  composts  on  an  extensive  scale. 
The  last  census  report  would  show  that  when  the  total  area  under  paddy 
increased  only  by  2'5  per  cent  during  the  decade  1920-21  to  1930-31, 
the  out-turn  of  paddy  increased  by  over  ll'O  per  cent  which  is  a  clear 
indication  to  prove  that  more  intensive  cultivation  has  been  resorted  to 
by  our  agriculturists  after  the  establishment  of  the  Agricultural 
Department.  Sir,  while  making  no  pretentions  to  the  effect  that  the 
Agricultural  Department  has  converted  every  ryot  into  a  gentleman 
farmer,  it  must  be  emphasised  that  we  have  been  able  to  infuse  a  spirit 
of  enquiry  in  the  minds  of  the  agriculturists.  The  stubborn  conserva¬ 
tion  and  positive  antipathy  towards  scientific  agriculture  displayed  by 
our  agriculturists  25  years  ago  have  now  given  place  to  a  desire  to  learn 
and  a  will  to  put  into  practice,  new  methods  of  cultivation, 
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Sir,  the  Department  of  Agriculture  in  Travancore  is  now  32  years 
old.  Its  policy  was  decided  by  a  distinguished  predecessor.  It  is  only 
2 J  years  now  since  I  took  charge  of  the  department.  Since  then,  a 
distinct  reorientation  has  been  ‘given  to  the  policy  of  working  of  the 
department.  The  method  of  work  in  the  different  farms  has  been 
changed.  As  one  honourable,  member  had!  occasion  to  remark,  the 
Always  Farm  wherein  all  sorts  of  miscellaneous  crops  used  to  be  culti¬ 
vated  previously  has  been  converted  entirely  into  a  sugarcane  station. 
This  farm  now  compares  favourably  with  any  other  like  institution  in 
the  rest  of  India.  It  is  a  matter  :of  great  satisfaction  to  me,  Sir,  that 
the  local  variety  of  sugarcane  which  has  a  very  low  tonnage  and  sugar 
content  has  been  replaced  by  a  variety  that  has  a  much  higher  tonnage 
and  sucrose  content,  over  3000  acres  of  the  11,000  acres  that  we  have 
under  cane  in  the  State,  during  the  course  of  the  past  5  or  6  years. 
That  means,  Sir,  that  on  account  of  the  introduction  of  this  particular- 
variety  alone,  the  net  annual  additional  gain  to  the  sugar  cultivators  of 
Travancore  is  well  over  one  lakh  of  rupees.  Sir,  an  experimental  sta¬ 
tion  should  not  bo  viewed  purely  from  a  commercial  profit  and  loss 
basis*  It  is  to  be  judged  by  the  extent  to  which  it  adds  to  the  national 
income  of  the  country,  to  the  extent  to  which  it  subserves  the  needs  of 
the  ryot  population.  It  is  this  criterion  that  is  going  to  be  applied  to 
every  one  of  the  Departmental  Farms  in  future.  Those  institutions 
which  do  not  come  up  to  this  standard  will  not  be  allowed  to  continue 
any  more. 

Sir,  reference  has  been  made  in  your  speech  to,  the  Kothemsted 
Experimental  Station,  I  have  visited  this  station  myself  and  studied 
its  working.  This  institution  was  started  as  early  as  1847  by  Lawes 
and  Gilbert  who  gave  an  entire  fortune  to  it,  which  they  had  made  from 
their  fertiliser  industry.  Since  then,  enormous  contributions  have  been 
made  to  this  station  both  by  the  British  Government  and  the  public. 
Fabulous  amounts  of  money  have  been  spent  on  it  and  the  institution 


is  now  03  years  old.  Sir,  even  such  an  institution  was  the  target  of 
attack  practically  during  the  whole  of  the  19th  century.  Only  recently 
has  it  been  able  to  earn  a  reputation.  That  institute  is  now  being  pre¬ 
sided  over  by  the  great  and  distinguised  Agricultural  Expert  Sir  John 
Kussell  who  had  occasion  to  visit  Travancore  2f  years  ago.  Let  me 
take  this  opportunity  to  read  out  what  he  has  stated  regarding  the 
work  in  one  of  our  Government  Farms  viz.,  the  Paddy  Faria. 


This  is  proof  positive  to  show  Sir,  that  the  swe; 
of  the  department  as  utterly  useless  by  some  of  th 
unjustifiable,  - 
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members  is  quite 
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On  the  side  of  propaganda  also,  the  policy  has  been  completely 
changed.  The  system  of  conducting  diffused  demonstrations  at  numer¬ 
ous  centres  in  a  fragmentary  manner  is  proposed  1o  be  discontinued. 
An  ideal  holding  of  about  five  to  ten  acres  will  bs  selected  in  each  taluk 
and  a  regular  crop  planning  scheme  in  a  cu-ordinaied  manner  with 
suitable  supplementary  occupations  at  each  centre  will  be  followed  up. 
The  scheme  has  been  approved  by  Government  recently  and  will  be 
put  into  effect  immediately  with  the  co  operation  of  the  Village  Pan- 
chayatsj  the  Karaynya’its  and  'other  associations  wherever  possible. 
But  the  chief  difficulty,  Sir,  is  that  the  agriculturists  in  many  cases  do 
not  have  the  wherewithal  to  carry  out  the  advice  given  by  the  depart¬ 
ment.  In  this  connection  the  fragmentation  of  holdings  is  another 
great  drawback.  For  carrying  on  large  scale  farming,  for  industriali¬ 
sing  agriculture,  cheap  rural  credit  has  to  be  made  available  and  that 
is  possible  only  by  co-operative  effort.  The  same  co-operative  effort  is 
also  necessary  to  carry  on  collective  farming,  pooling  ‘together  of  resour¬ 
ces  and  collective  sale  of  produce.  The  ideal  that  you  have  pictured  in 
your  address,  Sir,  will  be  rigidly  borne  in  mind  by  my  Department  and 
every  effort  will  be  made  to  realise  it  as  expeditiously  as  possible  with 
the  resources  available  at  our  disposal.  I  have  full  13  years  more  be¬ 
fore  me  to  retire  and  I  hope  that  it  would  be  possible  for  me  to  show 
some  tangible  results  in  the  course  of  the  next  few  years. 

KHAN  BAHADUR  G.  S.  A.  KARIM  SAHIB  SUHRAWARDY  :  Sir,  there  has 
been  mentioned  in  the  course  of  the  'day  that  much  worn-out  slogan 
“Inquilab  Zindabad.” 

PRESIDENT  :  The  honourable  member  will  confine  himself  to  the 
point  at  hand. 

KHAN  BAHADUR  G.  S.  A.  KARIM  SAHIB  SUHRAWARDY  :  Thank  you 
Sir,  I  would  like  to  tell  the  House  a  conversation  which  I  had  recently 
with  one  of  the  front  line  labour  leaders  of  the  State,  Mr.  P.  N.  Krishna 
Pillai  came  to  me  the  other  day  and  discussed  the  prohibitory  order 
of  the  Government  regarding  the  recital  of  that  slogan.  I  asked 
him  whether  he  understood  its  significance  and  whether  he  was  able  to 
pronounce  this  slogan  properly.  I  promised  ,to  give  him  a  prize  and 
held  a  currency  note  in  my  hands-  He  said  “Inkalab  Jundabad.” 
Sir,  that  is  how  he  recited  the  slogan.  I  told  him  that  he  was  wrong 
and  informed  him  of  the  historicity  and  the  origin  of  that  slogan.  It 
had  its  birth  in  a  very  inauspicious  moment.  It  was  born  of  the  third 
International  and  other  revolutionary  organisations  of  Leniaian  move¬ 
ments. 

PRESIDENT  :  Order-)  order.  The  honourable  member  must  be 
aware  that  Government  have  proscribed  the  recital  of  the  slogan  and 
that  Government  are  quite  aware  that  those  who  use  either  tins  slogan 
or  the  red  flag  do  not  know  what  they  are  doing.  They  do  not  know 
that  -‘Inquilab  Zindabad”  is  a  really  revolutionary  term  and  that  it 
means  “long  live  revolution'’’  '  It  is  hardly  necessary  to  emphasise 
this  excepting  it  be  for  the  purpose  of  showing  that  Government  do  not 
advocate  the  teaching  of  revolution. 
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KHAN  BAHADUR  G.  S,  A.  KARIM  SAHIB  SUHRAWARBY  :  Sir,  I  was 
telling  the  gentleman  the  historicity  and  the  origin  of  that  phrase.  As 
I  remarked  it  was  after  the  bloody  revolution  in  Eussia  that  this  slogan 
was  born,  Prom  there  it  went  on  to  San  Francisco.  And  then  it  came 
to  the  Punjab.  Sir,  when  did  that  slogan  originate  in  Eussia?  It  was 
after  the  bloodv  revolution  and  it  was  taken  to  India  while  there  was 
peace.  I  told  him  that  he  should  confine  himself  to  the  labour  problem 
or  the  trade  union  problem.  When  I  was  able  to  convince  him,  he 
became  wiser  and  I  hope  that  those  who  follow  him  will  also  become 
wiser. 

Sir,  I  have  been  accused  of  having  made  certain  appointments,  in 
the  discussions  that  have  taken  place  during  these  two  days.  Sir,  I  ex- 
plained  that  there  was  no  partiality  in  my  mind.  I  made  the  appoint¬ 
ments  with  the  best  of  intentions  in  a  most  satisfactory  manner  and  by 
open  competition.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  until  these  interpellations  came 
to  my  notice,  I  did  not  know  how  many  were  the  communities  which 
applied  for  the  places  but  now  since  my  eyes  have  been  opened,  parti¬ 
cularly  by  Mr.  K,  E,  Narayanan,  who  pointed  out  to  me  that  there 
has  been  a  dearth  of  his  community,  if  he  and  others  outside  will  bring 
proper  material  before  me,  I  promise  that  I  can  do  justice  in  this 
matter. 

My  friend  Mr.  Narayanaperumal  Nadar  bad  advised  to  sack  off 
the  Beserve  and  Special  Police.  He  will  be  glad  to  note  that  we  have 
already  started  the  process.  In  regard  to  the  Madras  men  we  have 
brought  them  for  a  special  purpose ;  when  we  found  that  the  agitation 
has  subsided  and  fallen  to  normal  lines  to  some  extent  wo  have  already 
sent  them  back.  If  conditions  will  continue  like  this  and  if  the''peace 
of  the  country  is  assured,  surely,  we  are  not  going  to  tax  the  taxpayer 
any  more.  Let  Mr.  Nadar,  while  he  is  advising  me,  advise  the  radicals 
and  the  Forward  block  and  ask  them  not  to  import  revolutionary 
activities  into  the  State.  I  hope  he  will  do  so.  I  hops  he  will  take 
advice  from  me. 

KHAN  BAHADUR  G.  S.  ABDUL  KARIM  SAHIB  SUHRAVARDY :  Sir,  I  have 
been  asked  to  abolish  the  A.  S.  Ps.  It  is,  I  know,  a  well-meant  sug¬ 
gestion.  My  friend  probably  does  not  know  that,  in  British  India, 
between  the  Inspector  and  the  D.  S.  P.  there  are  the  Deputy  S.  Ps. 
and  the  A.  S.  Ps.

slave  of  British  Indian  methods.  When  I  came  here,  I  had  full  know¬ 
ledge  of  the  several  police  systems  in  the  world,  including  the  Scotland 
Yard, 
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Coming  to  my  point,  in  British  India,  between  the  ‘Inspector- 
General  and  the  Inspector  there  are  4  officers,  viz,,  the' D.  I.  G. 
D.  S.  P.,  the  A.  S.  P.  and  the  Deputy  S.P.,  here  we  have  only  the 
jj;  s.  P.  .and  the  A  S.  P.  between  the  Inspector  and  the  Inspector- 
General.  What  we  call  Inspector  or  Station  House  Officer  here  is 
called  Sub-Inspector  in  British  India,  so  that,  between  the  Sub-Inspeo- 
torand  the  D.  S.  |P.  Jin  British  India,  they  have  the  A.  S.  P.,  the 
Deputy  S.  P.  and  the  Inspector. 

Sir,  in  the  circumstances  our  A.  S.  Ps.  are  absolutely  necessary  for 
detection  and  prevention  of  crime  and  supervision  and  control  of  a 
large  force.

KHAN  BAHADUR  G.  S.  ABDUL  KARIM  SAHIB  SUHRAVARDY  :  I  thank  the 
honourable  member.

KHAN  BAHADUR  G.  S.  ABDUL  KARIM  SAHIB  SUHRAVARDY :  It  was  only 
limited  Buiveilance,  Sir.  ( Laughter ) 

Mr.  Kurup  told  me  that  he  felt  certain  delicacy  in  giving  me 
specific  cases,  I  can  quite  understand  that.  Sir,  let  me  tell  Mr.  Adichan 
and  also  Mr.  Kesava  Pillai  than  I  have  noted  their  suggestions,  and 
shall  do  my  best. 

MR.  M.  K.  NILAKANTA  AIYAR  :  Sir,  almost  all  branches  of  the  ad- 
ministration  have  been  covered  by  the  discussions  in  this  House  during 
the  last  2  days.  It  may  not  [be  possible  for  me,  within  the  time  at  my 
disposal,  to  cover  all  of  them.  I  shall,  however,  try  to  deal  with  the 
important  points  raised  during  the  debate. 

Communal  representation.  Much  has  been  said  of  communal  re¬ 
presentation.  It  has  been  suggested  by  some  members  that,  in  every 
Department  and  in  every  grade  of  appointments,  there  should  be  com¬ 
munal  representation  on  the  basis  of  population.  That  is  not  practicable 
unless  promotions  are  also  made,  not  on  the  basis  of  individual  fitness 
but  communal  representation.  Some  other  members  have  stated  that 
efficiency  alone  should  be  the  determining  factor  and  that  communal 
considerations  should  not  prevail.  The  policy  of  Government  has  been 
stated- more  than  once. 

It  has  been  their  policy  to  redress  communal  inequalities  whether 
such  inequalities  are  due  to  historical  or  other  reasons.  Other  things 
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being  equal,  greater  representation  is  being  given  to  the  less  favoured 
communities  so  as  to  bring  up,  if  possible,  all  communities  to  the 
same  level. 

In  the  case  of  initial  appointments  alone  would  it  be  equitable  to 
recognise  the  principle  of  communal  representation.  Persons  belong¬ 
ing  to  certain  communities,  who  have,  by  seniority  and  efficiency,  come 
up  to  a  particular  place  cannot  be  sent  out  of  that  position  without 
violent  departure  from  official  propriety  and  procedure.  These  com¬ 
munities  have  come  to  occupy  certain  positions  by  reason  of  certain 
historical  causes,  the  redressing  of  such  inequalities  as  exist  being  neces¬ 
sarily  a  long  term  programme  from  which  however  the  Government 
do  not  shrink.  The  members  of  the  present  service  came  into  service 
under  the  rules  operating  at  the  time,  and  gradually  worked  out  his 
seniority,  and  to  say  that  he  should  suffer  because  a  junior  who  is 
perhaps  not  good  as  he  is,  has  the  advantage  of  belonging  to  an  un¬ 
represented  group  would  be  to  deal  inequitably.  The  sphere  of  recruit¬ 
ment  is  being  gradually  widened,  The  Public  Service  Commissioner 
works  according  to  certain  rules  of  communal  representation.  It  is  now 
alleged  that  the  rules  have  not  procured  the  desired  result. 

The  recruitment  scheme  itself  sanctioned  by  Government  is  tenta¬ 
tive  and  enures  only  for  a  period  of  three  years  and  the  whole  position 
will  be  reviewed  by  Government  after  September  1939  the  date  on 
which  the  period  of  3  years  expires.  Dr.  Nohes  has  returned  from 
leave  and  has  been  asked  to  send  up  his  report  on  the  working  of  the 
scheme  for  the  last  3  years.  The  whole  position  will  be  reviewed  by 
the  Government,  and  all  I  can  say  is  that  Government  will  cousidar  all 
the  suggestions  of  the  members  and  may  probably  require  the  help  of 
this  House  itself  to  find  out  a  proper  [way  to  deal  with  the  question  to 
the  satisfaction  of  all. 

The  next  point  I  have  to  deal  with  is  the  provision  for  the  cement- 
concreting  of  the  M.  S.  road.  There  seems  to  be  some  misapprehension 
in  certain  quarters.  Mr.  Pereira  has  spoken  on  the  subject.  I  therefore 
propose  to  make  the  position  clear.  The  'proposal  has  been  sanctioned 
by  Government  for  2  reasons  (1)  economy,  (2)  interests  of  the  health  of 
the  people  living  in  thg  vicinity  of  the  road.  The  cost  of  the  whole 
scheme  is  estimated  to  be  only  Ks.  14  lakhs;  and  this  amount  will 
cover  both  the  capital  expenditure  and  the  maintenance  charges  for  the 
next  7  years.  The  annual  maintenance  charges  on  the  road  now  come 
to  Bs.  78,000  ;  out  of  this  Bs.  60,000  will  be  saved  from  1115.  It  is 
estimated  that  the  Transport  Department  will  save,  in  tyres,  about 
1  lakh  of  rupees  annually.  Thus,  during  7  years,  the  savings  on  this 
road  will  be  Bs.  .11,02,000. 

Another  point  which  was  raised  by  Mr.  Pereira  was  the  establish* 
ment  of  cocoanut  boards,  as  in  Ceylon.  A  recommendation  having  been 
made  by  the  Economic  Development  Board  for  the  establishment  of 
Cocoanut  Boards  on  the  lines  of  those  in  Ceylon,  the  Chambers  of  Com¬ 
merce  were  consulted  and  other  enquiries  made.  It  was  then  ascertained 
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that  the  scheme  was  not  working  successfully  in  Ceylon,  and  that  it  is 
not  suited  to  Travancore  where  the  holdings  are  very  small,  The  idea 
had  therefore  to  be  dropped. 

Sir,  some  honourable  members  suggested  the  fixing  of  the  mini¬ 
mum  pay  at  Ks.  20,  and  the  maximum  pay  at  Es.  500.  I  would  invite 
the  attention  of  the  honourable  members  to  the  observation  made  by 
my  predecessor  in  the  course  of  the  budget,  discussion  last  year.  He 
has  clearly  pointed  out  that  the  raising  of  the  minimum  pay  to  Ks.  20 
will  involve  an  additional  expenditure  of  Es.  6  lakhs,  while  oven  if  the 
salaries  above  Es.  500  are  brought  down  to  that  level,  the  saving  will 
be  only  Ks.  2J  lakhs. 

The  specific  instance  of  discourtesy  on  the  part  of  a  bus  conductor, 
pointed  out  by  Mr.  Jcbamony  Nadar,  was  taken  due  notice  of  by  the 
Transport  Superintendent,  and  adequate  action  was  taken  immediately 
after  the  matter  was  brought  to  the  notice  of  Government. 

Mr.  T.  C.  Kesava  Pillai  was  referrrmg  to  Village  Panchayats.  The 
scheme  as  suggested  is  tentative  one  to  be  worked  under  the  Village 
Panchayats  Act.  For  the  present,  it  is  proposed  to  start  the  work  only 
in  one  pakuthi  in  every  taluk  as  an  experimental  measure.  Section  5 
of  the  Act  says  that  a  Panchayat  shall  consist  of  odd  number  of  mem¬ 
bers  not  exceeding  eleven  and  not  less  than  five.  It  also  provides  that 
the  members  shall  be  partly  elected  and  partly  nominated  and  that  the 
number  of  members  elected  shall  not  be  less  than  two-thirds  of  the 
total  number  of  members.  Thus  there  will  be  ample  scope  for  disinter¬ 
ested  work  for  people  like  the  honourable  member  himself.  All  that 
the  Tahsildar  will  have  to  do  is  to  direct  the  plan  of  operations.  The 
details  of  the  scheme  have  not  yet  been  fixed,  Government  are  anxious 
to  secure  the  full  co-operation  of  non-officials  for  the  successful  working 
of  the  scheme,  and  every  suggestion  towards  that  end  will  be  carefully 
considered. 

Mr.  P.  SIVARAMA  PILLAI  :  .  Are  the  present  provisions  of  the  Act 
sufficient  to  work  the  scheme  properly  ? 

MR.  M.  K-  NILAKANTA  AIYAR  :  That  matter  is  engaging  the  atten¬ 
tion  of  the  Government. 

MR.  M.  GOVINDA  PILLAI :  Sir,  I  am  happy  to  note  that  my  budget 
has  been  generally  well  received.  It  is  therefore  not  necessary  for  me 
to  put  up  any  elaborate  defence.  I  shall  however  touch  upon  one  or 
two  important  points,  which  were  adverted  to  by  some  honourable 
members. 

I  am  equally  happy  to  observe  that  the  financial  policy  of  Govern¬ 
ment  in  respect  of  capital  works  has  had  the  concurrence  and  approval 
of  the  House  as  a  whole,  with  the  exception  of  my  esteemed  friend 
Mr.  Narayanaperumal  Nadar  who  seemed  to  deplore  the  dwindling 
balance  of  Government.  I  have  already  explained  the  position;  and 
you,  -  Sir,  in  your  address  to  the  Joint  Session,  have  enunciated  the 
policy  which  ought  to  guide  us  in  these  matters,  fin  my  speech  intro¬ 
ducing  the  budget,  in  the  paragraph  on  "  Assets"  and  Liabilities  ”,  re¬ 
garding  the  estimates  for  1115,  I  have  fully  explained  the  -position.  I 
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have  also  stated  how,  from  next  year  onwards,  since  our  capital  works 
are  nearing  completion,  it  will  not  be  necessary  at  all  for  us  to  draw 
upon  our  reserves. 

Another  point  adverted  to  by  the  honourable  members  is  our  in' 
creasing  expenditure  on  pensions-  That  has  been  a  matter  of  concern 
with  Government  also.  It  has  risen  from  Es,  5  lakhs  in  1109  t0 
Bs.  15  lakhs  in  1115.  Now,  there  are  only  two  alternative  courses  to 
be  adopted  to  escape  from  the  present  position.  (1)  to  raise  the  age  of 
superannuation,  and  t.2)  to  substitute  the  system  of  pension  by  a  lump 
sum  payment  in  the  shape  of  an  endowment  fund  at  the  time  of  retire¬ 
ment. 

If  we  raise  the  age  of  superannuation,  it  would  intensify  the  pro¬ 
blem  of  educated  unemployment  which  is  already  difficult  of  solution. 
If  we  decide  that  new  recruits  should  go  without  pension,  and  devise  a 
system  of  a  lumpsum  bonus  or  endowment  payable  at  the  time  of  re¬ 
tirement,  there  also  the  problem  is  not  free  from  difficulty.  Already 
other  Governments  have  begun  to  feel  the  pinch  on  account  of  the 
gratuity  allowances  and  have  been  forced  to  stop  the  practice.  I  may 
however  inform  the  House  that  the  matter  is  engaging  the  serious  and 
anxious  consideration  of  Government. 

MR.  KAIN1KARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI :  adverted  to  my  references, 
in  my  speech,  to  the  recent  political  unrest,  and  stated  that  the  Govern- 
ment,  especially  the  Financial  Secretary,  had  a  kind  of  obsession  in  the 
matter,  and  seemed  to  be  haunted  by  that  idea-  I  may  assure  him  that 
there  is  absolutely  no  haunting  or  obsession.  As  the  leader  of  one  of 
the  parties  said,  1  did  not  want  to  hide  any  fact,  or  to  give  any  wrong 
colour  ;  I  wanted  to  place  facts  as  they  are.  I  have  done  that ;  that  is 
all.  I  have  not  stated  that  the  whole  of  onr  deficit  was  due  to  the 
subversive  activities ;  only,  under  Excise  and  Transport,  the  fall  was 
due  to  the  activities  of  the  State  Congress  ;  and  that  is  quite  true. 

Sir,  Mr.  K.  G.  Kunjukrishna  Pillai  apprehended  whether,  in  our 
anxiety  to  show  a  surplus  budget,  we  might  not  ignore  the  requirements 
of  the  malaria-stricken  area. 

I  may  assure  him  as  well  as  the  House  that  Government  will  not 
stint  to  contribute  to  any  extent  which  the  requirements  of  the  occasion 
may  demand. 

There  has  been  an  apprehension  expressed  by  my  esteemed  friend 
Mr.  Krishna  Aiyar  whether  in  the  event  of  a  world  conflict,  our  finances 
will  be  sufficiently  elastic  to  combat  the  situation.  Travancore  has 
already  had  the  experience  of  the  world  war  between  1014  and  1918, 
and  under  less  prosperous  times  we  have  been  able  to  deal  with  the 
situation  successfully  without  any  serious  loss  or  deficit.  I  may  assure 
the  House  that  when  oar  finances  are  now  in  a  more  stable  and  pros¬ 
perous  condition,  the  Travancore  State  will  be  able  to  deal  with  the 
crisis  should  it  ever  occur.  At  the  same  time  I  may  inform  the  House 
that. the  only  problem  which  confronted  the  Government  between  1911 
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and  1918  and  which  may  confront  the  Government  now  in  the  event 
of  a  world  conflagration,  will  be  tackled  effectively.  The  question  has 
already  engaged  the  attention  of  Government  and  measures  have  been 
devised  to  make  adequate  safeguards  for  the  provision  of  ample  food- 
supply  should  the  calamity  of  a  war  befall  the  world  in  the  near 
future. 

THE  PRESIDENTS  CONCLUDING  EE  MARK’S  OS  THE 
GENERAL  DISCUSSION  OF  THE  BUDGET. 

PRESIDENT  :  Fellow-Members  of  the  Legislature,  I  feel  it  is  nec¬ 
essary  to  offer  a  few  remarks  at  the  conclusion  of  what  I  conceive  to 
have  been  an  extraordinarily  well-informed  and  constructive  discussion 
of  the  Budget  and  the  financial  statement  placed  before  the  House  by 
the  Financial  Secretary.  Certain  points  have,  however,  been  raised 
which  need  elucidation  ;  and  I  propose,  to  do  so  especially  as  some  of 
those  points  involve  matters  of  high  policy.  One  of  the  points  which 
was  raised  incidentally  was  the  question  of  Federation  and  the  entry 
into  Federation*  It  was  my  duty  to  rule  out  discussion  which  would 
directly  deal  with  that  subject,  because  at  the  present  moment  the  dis¬ 
cussions  that  are  taking  place,  the  correspondence  that  has  taken  place 
and  will  take  place,  are  confidential.  Whatever  may  be  the  practice 
anywhere  else,  it  has  been  the  object  and  the  resolve  of  this  Govern¬ 
ment  to  treat  confidential  correspondence  as  confidential.  But,  as  ques¬ 
tions  have  arisen  which  may  bear  upon  the  finances  of  this  State,  it  is 
my  duty,  as  representing  His  Highness’  Government,  to  assure  honour¬ 
able  members  of  this  House  that  nobody  is  more  concerned  or  can  be 
more  concerned  than  the  Government  or  the  inhabitants  of  Travancore 
with  the  possibilities  of  any  diminution  of  resources.  As  has  been  well 
pointed  out  in  the  course  of  the  debate,  we  have  certain  minima  re¬ 
quirements,  requirements  which  perhaps  differ  in  quality  and  kind, 
from  the  requirements  of  other  places.  We  have  through  a  long  series 
of  years  embarked  upon  an  educational  policy  from  which  there  is  no 
turning  back.  We  have  launched  upon  the  provision  of  certain  amen- 
ities  to  the  people  of  the  country,  the  lessening  or  diminution  of  which 
will  produce  a  legitimate  discontent.  There  are  requirements  of  pro¬ 
gressive  administration  which  have  to  be  arranged  for,  unless  Govern¬ 
ment  are  to  give  up  their  responsibilities  for  the  well-being  of  the 
people.  That  means  that  in  all  probability,  as  has  been  well  put  up  by 
an  honourable  member  our  minimum  requirements  would  be  about 
Rs.  2J  crores.  If  for  any  reason  this  State  is  not  able  to  raise  that 
Rs.  2J  crores,  it  would  have  to  lessen  its  standards.  Just  as  I  have 
pleaded  for  a  programme  for  increasing  the  standards  of  living  amongst 
the  people,  so  it  is  incumbent  on  Governments  constantly  endeavour  to 
raise  their  standards,  not  by  increasing  what  may  be  called  wasteful  or 
needless  expenditure,  but  by  maintaining  and  augmenting  those  resour¬ 
ces  to  be  devoted  to  the  amelioration  of  the  condition  of  the  people  of 
the  State.  Honourable  members  may  rest  assured  that  in  any  discus- 
-eion  that  take  place,  the  fundamental  financial  factors  will  be  borne  in 
mind. 
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Something  was  said  as  to  export  duties.  Export  duties  may  be 
attacked  or  may  be  defended  and  certainly  at  the  present  juncture  they 
have  their  drawbacks.  But  it  must  be  remembered  that  this  State  is 
one  of  the  few  States  in  India  which  alone  have  the  right  to  levy  export 
duties.  In  the  incidence  of  these  export  duties,  in  the  amount  to  be 
levied  in  regard  to  these  export  duties!  our  discretion  is  not  fettered  in 
any  manner,  excepting  to  the  extent  which  a  discerning  Government 
will  seek  not  to  lay  heavier  burdens  on  persons  than  they  can  bear  or 
should  be  made  to  bear.  Based  on  such  principles  and  also  on  the  basis 
of  the  export  duty,  we  have  programmed  our  expenditure.  If  it  iB 
sought  to  be  interferred  with,  a  revision  of  the  whole  customs  organi¬ 
sation  would  become  necessary  and  that  is  why  I  ruled  that  it  was  not 
wholly  irrelevant  to  talk  of  the  Interportal  Trade  Convention.  Let  us 
realise  exactly  what  the  Interportal  Trade  Convention  meant.  At  a 
particular  stage  in  the  history  of  this  country,  and  of  most  maritime 
States,  the  British  Government  wanted  as  a  matter  of  all-India  policy 
of  Tree  Trade  that  these  States  which  till  then  had  a  plenary  and  un¬ 
fettered  right  to  levy  any  kind  of  import  duty  to  any  extent,  should 
level  up  and  level  down  their  duties  to  the  British  Indian  level.  Pra. 
ctically  all  the  States  acceded  to  this  arrangement.  In  other  words, 
we  are  under  a  duty  and  an  obligation  to  make  the  import  duty  uni¬ 
form  in  this  country  with  the  duty  leviable  in  British  India,  It  is  not 
therefore  open  to  us  to  levy  a  discriminatory  duty  or  grant  a  subsidy 
directly  or  indirectly  as  the  United  States  are  now  doing  in  regard  to 
cotton.  The  range  of  import  duty,  the  jurisdiction  in  respect  of  im¬ 
port  duty,  is  strictly  limited.  Now,  in  compensation  for  the  loss  of  our 
rights  to  levy  import  duties  according  to  our  discretion  and  the  needs 
of  the  country,  a  sum  of  Rs.  4l),000  is  paid  to  us  per  year.  That 
Rs.  40,000  was  settled  at  a  time  when  the  trade  of  Travancore  was 
about  a  tenth  or  an  eighth  of  the  present  trade.  In  other  words,  we 
get  a  compensation  Zfor  a  trade  which  we  lost  Y  ;  and  when  Y  has 
become  10  Y  we  still  get  the  compensation  X.  That  is  one  of  the 
matters  which  are  under  discussion  and  I  do  not  wish  to  say  more  than 
this,  It  is  the  complicacy  of  the  situation,  the  interaction  of  one 
policy  upon  another,  that  has  to  be  borne  in  mind  when  we  deal  with 
the  question  of  export  duty,  the  abolition  of  which  is  no  doubt  entirely 
within  the  purview,  the  jurisdiction  and  the  cognisance  of  this  Govern¬ 
ment.  But  to  do  that,  to  abolish  the  export  duty,  without  getting  certain 
compensatory  advantages  in  respect  of  import  duties  would  be  a  matter 
which  will  require  the  most  careful  consideration  and  a  consideration 
of  the  financial  adjustments,  possible  and  practicable.  That  is  why 
this  Government  have  throughout  the  last  two  or  three  years  tried  to 
discourage  discussion  on  this  question  of  export  duty.  Some  persons 
have  said  it  was  funking  the  matter.  It  is  not.  It  is  a  question  merely 
of  keeping  confidential,  discussions  which  of  necessity  have  to  be  kept 
confidential  until  the  policy  and  the  line  of  action  pursued  by  . this  Gov¬ 
ernment  can  be  published  for  the  elucidation  of  the  public  of  this 
country, 
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Now,  dealing  with  our  financial  balances,  what  are  our  material 
assets  and  wbat  are  our  liabilities.  Mineral  sands  were  mentioned. 
An  honourable  member  asked  “Why  should  we  not  make  it  a  Govern¬ 
ment  monopoly  ?”  Assuming  to  day  their  exploitation  is  a  Govern¬ 
ment  monopoly,  who  is  going  to  buy  our  mineral  sands  ?  They  fetch 
a  value  only  after  the  most  scientific  and  most  laborious  processes  in. 
volving  the  highest  chemical  equipments,  resources,  laboratory,  refi¬ 
ning  and  transforming  apparatus,  costing  perhaps  crores  in  the  way  of 
capital  expenditure.  After  all  this  process  is  perfected  the  resultant 
substance  is  sold  in  America.  What  is  this  Government  to  do  ‘d  To 
start  factories  on  that  scale,  in  order  to  deal  with  mineral  sands,  you 
need,  not  lakhs  but  perhaps  crores.  It  means  scientific  processes  invol¬ 
ving  firstly,  a  process  of  cleaning.  The  sand  has  to  be  put  into  a  huge 
reservoir  of  acid.  It  is  allowed  to  stay  there  for  the  preliminary  pro¬ 
cess  of  cleaning  which  itself  is  very  expensive.  Then  the  quantity  be¬ 
comes,  let  us  say.  one-third  of  the  original  quantity.  In  respect  of  the 
residue,  chemical  processes  are  applied.  Laboratory  experiments  con¬ 
tinually  take  place.  If  they  are  successful,  and  practical  applications 
become  feasible,  certain  commercial  results  are  achieved  ;  but  they  re¬ 
quire  for  marketing  the  most  elaborate  propaganda  and  demonstration 
and  sale  arrangements  and  also  the  formation  of  syndicates  for  the 
elimination  of  wasteful  competition  and  the  establishment  of  a  standard 
product.  It  is  one  of  the  technical  chemical  industries  of  the  world 
and  to  compete  with  America  where  perhaps  a  single  millionare  has 
got  an  income  as  large  as  the  income  of  this  State  is  not  an  easy  task. 
Therefore  it  is  that  to  talk  glibly  or  easily  of  taking  up  of  the  mono¬ 
poly  of  mineral  sands  is  not  to  deal  in  a  practical  way  with  this 
question.  But  there  are  other  possibilities.  One  possibility  is  that  in¬ 
stead  of  sending  these  sands  in  bulk,  at  least  some  of  the  intermediary 
processes  might  be  done  in  this  country  so  that  we  may  gain  something 
at  least  in  the  matter  of  freight.  As  I  have  already  stated  earlier,  it 
will  be  the  object  and  the  policy  of  Government  not  to  allow  such 
natural  monopolies  as  china  clay  and  mineral  sands,  not  even  an  ounce, 
to  leave  the  shores  of  the  country  unless  Government  gets  an  adequate 
proportion  of  the  net  profit  derivable  from  such  profitable  under¬ 
takings. 

Now,  I  come  to  commercial  undertakings  especially  the  Rubber 
Factory.  I  have  said  and  I  wish  to  emphasise  that  the  Rubber  Factory 
failed  not  because  of  the  low  quality  of  its  productions.  It  is  admitted 
that  the  quality  was  good-  Some  honourable  member  exclaimed  “why 
not  close  down  the  Bubber  Factory  and  start  banana  cultivation  or  some¬ 
thing  of  the  kind  ?  ”  Well,  that  is  a  possibility,  no  doubt.  But  on  the 
other  hand,  let  me  point  out  the  other  side  of  the  picture.  Travancore 
is  the  largest  producer  of  rubber  in  the  continent  of  India.  Ceylon  and 
Java  of  course  are  much  larger  producers.  Now,  why  should  that  rub¬ 
ber  not  be  turned  to  some  use  in  the  country  of.  its  origin  ?  Why  should 
a  country  which  uses  a  lot  of  rubber  not  make  those  rubber  goods  which 
it  uses  ?  If  Mr.  Salter  of  the  Transport  Department  wants  inner  tubes 
why  should  they  not  be  produced  locally?  If  there  is  an  honest  and  camblq 
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private  enterprise  willing  to  take  it  up,  that  would  be  the  best  plan* 
Government  have  waited  and  will  wait,  but  if  no  such  enterprise  emer¬ 
ges,  then  it  might  be  the  duty,  it  might  be  necessary  for  Government 
to  take  it  up  and  utilise  the  products  for  governmental  and  allied  pur¬ 
poses  until  the  time  arrives  when  more  comprehensive  arrangements 
can  be  devised. 

The  Travancore  users  of  bicycles,  and  they  are  numerous,  may  buy 
their  requirements  in  tyres  and  tubes;  the  Transport  Department  and  the 
other  departments  of  Government  may  by  their  requirements  of  rubber 
products.  It  may  be  that  we  may  not  make  much  profit ;  but  surely  it 
is  a  matter  for  earnest  consideration  whether  a  country  which  produces 
rubber  in  such  large  quatities,  a  large  proportion  of  which  is  unexport- 
able  owing  to  quota  arrangements  in  regard  to  the  export  of  rubber, 
which  has  got  use  for  rubber  goods,  should  not  make  some  business  pro¬ 
position  emerge  in  regard  to  manufacture  of  rubber  goods.  That  is  a 
matter  which  the  public  of  Travancore  will  have  carefully  to 
consider- 

Why  should  it  be  the  case  that  immediately  the  Sugar  Factory  is 
turned  over  to  Messrs,  Parry  and  Co.,  it  begins  to  pay  good  dividend, 
while  so  long  as  local  private  enterprise  ran  it,  not  only  did  it  not  pay  any 
dividend,  but  on  the  other  hand,  it  was  losing  all  along  the  line.  In  the 
right  solution  of  this  question  this  House  can  do  a  great  deal  of  service  . 
to  the  country.  Propaganda,  propaganda,  propaganda  all  the  time.  That 
is  what  is  needed  as  well  as  the  spirit  of  joint  stock  enterprise. 

There  was  something  said  about  the  Transport  Scheme  and  petrol. 
Now,  the  position  with  regard  to  petrol  and  diesel  oil  is  very  simple. 
Diesel  oil  was  decided  upon  for  our  transport  service,  because  it  is  che¬ 
aper  than  petrol.  Why  is  petrol  so  dear  here  ?  Nobody  knows  why  ?  It 
is  sold  in  Madras  at  a  rupee  or  an  anna  or  two  more  per  gallon,  while 
we  have  to  pay  Re.  1-4-0  or  1-5-0  ;  really  it  ought  to  be  sold  at  some¬ 
thing  like  11  or  12  annas  per  gallon.  If  we  import  petrol,  if  there  is  an 
agency  for  the  purpose  utilising  coastal  lines  for  importation,  the  pro¬ 
blem  would  he  solved,  and  there  would  be  very  little  difference  between 
petrol  prices  here  and  else-where.  Petrol  is  controlled  by  certain  Syndi¬ 
cated  agencies  ;  they  naturally  want  to  keep  up  prices.  That  was  why 
we  experimented  on  Diesel . 

Fortunately  there  are  ways  out  of  the  situation ;  and  there  are 
possibilities.  I  do  not  wish  to  put  it  higher  than  mere  possibilities.  I 
think  it  is  possible  to  buy  petrol  much  cheaper  than  we  have  been  buying 
it  in  the  immediate  past. 

If  so,  the  petrol-driven  vehicle  is  more  advantageous  in  some  res¬ 
pects.  It  is  incidental  to  diesel  fuel  that  the  vehicle  will  make  a  certain 
amount  of  noise ;  in  the  nature  of  things  that  is  inevitable.  In  the  com¬ 
bustion  of  diesel  oil,  some  jerkiness  is  also  inevitable.  There  is  no  doubt 
[hat  vehicles  driven  by  petrol  are  less  noisy  and  run  more  .smoothly.  We 
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have  therefore  decided  to  have  petrol  as  a  kind  of  side  experiment.  But 
its  success  depends  almost  entirely  on  the  sucoess  of  our  attempt  to  get 
petrol  cheap  within  the  State. 

Although  there  were  complaints  regarding  inadequacy  of  accommo¬ 
dation  in  our  transport  buses  and  also  regarding  the  paucity  of  vehicles 
actually  on  the  line,  it  was  a  matter  for  gratification  to  realise  that  the 
scheme  as  a  whole  was  more  or  less  admitted  to  be  a  success ;  and  I  was 
glad  to  hear  the  requests  coming  from  many  quarters  for  the  extension 
of  the  State  Transport  Service.  It  may  be  of  use  to  remind  the  House 
of  what  was  mentioned  on  the  floor  of  this  House,  ou  this  matter,  about 
a  couple  of  years  ago  when  the  Scheme  found  few  friends 

Paucity  of  buses.  Now,  what  was  the  numerousness  of  vehicles  in 
the  recent  past  due  to  ?  It  was  due  to  insensate  competition  by  various 
rival  firms  which,  for  the  purpose  of  getting  exiguous  and  chance  profits 
were  running  buses  at  most  uneconomical  rates,  and  increased  the  num¬ 
ber  of  vehicles  on  the  road  without  absolutely  any  possibility  of  any  ulti¬ 
mate  profit.  Judged  by  the  income  tax  returns — if  they  can  be  believed — 
these  firms  do  not  appear  to  have  made  any  profit ;  most  of  them  has 
reported  loss.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  most  careful  calculations  show 
that,  with  intervals  of  5  to  7  minutes,  20  or  25  buses  can  deal  with  the 
whole  southern  traffic.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the  department  did  not 
till  now  have  the  full  number  required  ;  but,  recently  we  have  supple¬ 
mented  the  number  of  our  vehicles  by  .certain  purchases.  I  trust  ‘com¬ 
plaints  of  want  of  accommodation  and  paucity  of  vehicles  will  cease 
hereafter.  Bat  I  must  say  that  to  judge  of  the  usefulness  of  the  system 
by  the  number  of  vehicles  actually  on  the  road  previously,  is  to  judge 
wrongly.  The  common  tendency  here  seems  to  be  this ;  that  if  a  man 
makes  some  profit  by  running  a  bus  service  from  say,  Kaudiyar  to  the 
Fort,  bis  neighbour  does  not  think  of  rannmg  a  bus  from  the  Fort  to 
some  other  locality,  but  will  run  his  buses  only  between  Kaudiyar  and 
the  Fort.  And  the  result  is  what  may  be  called  multiplicity  of  competi¬ 
tion  in  the  sime  limited  locality.  That  is  the  trouble ,  and  that  was  the 
trouble  with  the  bus  concerns  which  were  serving  the  public  in  the  lines 
which  are  now  bemg  served  by  the  State  Transport  service. 

I  am  sure  the  Transport  Department  will  bear  in  mind  what  has 
fallen  from  the  members  in  this  honourable  House  and  see  to  it  that  it 
gets  that  popular  co-operation  and  that  steady  support  from  a  discern¬ 
ing,  and  perhaps  critical  hut  ultimately  sympathetic  public,  without 
which  the  success  of  the  department  will  be  limited. 

The  Agricultural  Department  was  referred  to  by  me,  and  from 
certain  remarks  that  have  fallen  on  the  floor  of  this  House  it  is  evident 
that  those  remarks  of  mine  have  not  been  appreciated  in  the  manner 
in  which  I  expected  and  hoped  they  would  be  appreciated.  I  may  re¬ 
peat  that  it  was  not  my  desire  to  level  any  reproaches  upon  the  person¬ 
nel  of  a,ny  department  here  or  elsewhere.  But  I  stated  and  still  repeat 
that  where  an  Agricultural  Department  acts  by  itself  without  the  co¬ 
operation  of  the  Co-operative  Department,  the  Land  Revenue  Depart¬ 
ment,  the  Finance  Department  and  the  Irrigation  Department,  there 
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it  does  not  fulfil  or  satisfy  its  purpose.  If  it  does  not  act  in  closest  co¬ 
operation  with  the  peasant,  if  it  does  not  produce  research  results,  crop 
results  new  crops  and  new  methods  which  appeal  to  the  Indian  peasant 
and  which  are  brought  home  to  him  it  does  not  fulfil  its  purpose.  It 
should  be  the  aim  of  every  Agricultural  Department  to  induce,  to 
attract  the  educated,  unemployed  young  man  to  go  back  to  the  land 
and  to  make  a  living  out  of  it,  and  to  cease  from  wandering  in  the 
corridors  of  public  offices  with  infructuous  applications  for  jobs. 

Now,  the  problem  of  educated  unemployment,  the  problem  of 
“going  back  to  the  land  ’’  has  been  solved  elsewhere  ;  it  can  be  solved 
here  also-  A  well-known  practical  agriculturist  who  runs  a  model 
farm  not  far  from  Allahabad  has  said  that  if  a  young  man  would  start 
a  farm  with  a  thousand  of  rupees  or  at  the  most  Rs.  1,500  by  way  of 
investment  be  could  easily  earn  Rs.  25  a  month ;  in  fact,  he  has  been 
helping  several  young  men  that  way.  I  hope  and  wish  it  will  be 
possible  for  persons  like  him  to  pay  a  visit  to  Travancore  to  demonstrate 
what  can  be  done  in  that  direction. 

I  know  that  the  present  Director  of  Agriculture  is  full  of  enthu¬ 
siasm,  especially  in  the  matter  of  research  and  propaganda.  But  the 
policy  of  the  department,  in  so  far  as  it  is  segregated  from  the  farmer  of 
today  and  the  potential  farmer  of  tomorrow,  in  so  far  as  the  depart¬ 
ment  preaches  at  them  instead  of  working  with  them,  will  have  to  be 
modified.  The  Agricultural  Department,  in  conjunction  with  the  Co¬ 
operative  and  other  departments;  will  have  to  base  its  activities  on 
propaganda  work. 

Thanks  to  our  social  laws,  our  lands  have  become  fragmented  to 
such  an  extent  that  their  scientific  and  profitable  cultivation  has  he- 
come  almost  an  impossibility.  Unless  by  a  process  of  co-operative 
endeavour,  or  by  suitable  legislative  changes,  there  is  brought  about  an 
agglutination  of  these  fragmented  holdings,  there  cannot  be  any 
possibility  of  large  scale  agricultural  enterprise,  no  question  of  im¬ 
provement,  no  question  cf  intensive  cultivation.  What  are  they  doing 
in  Russia  ?  They  are  using  tractors.  Now,  tractors  cannot  be  used 
unless  you  have  hundred-acre  units.  Such  an  idea  would  be  utopian 
here.  What  else  can  we  do  ?  We  can  experiment  on  new  crops  and 
adopt  the  most  advanced  methods  of  increasing  yields. 

One  of  the  most  important  things  Travancore  will  have  to  deal 
with  is  let  us  say,  the  cultivation  of  alternative  and  hardy  and  nutri¬ 
tious  crops  like  the  soya  bean.  It  has  made,  in  China  and  Japan,  all 
the  difference  between  prosperity  and  a  bare  sustenance.  The  soya 
bean  has  meant  not  only  very  valuable  food  but  textile  foundations  and 
plastics  like  bakelite.  It  has  meant  phenominal  industrial  and  agri¬ 
cultural  advantage  to  the  people  of  those  countries.  There  are  other 
crops  like  tobacco  and  sugarcane  that  can  also  be  mentioned  as  also  the 
careful  terraced  cultivation  of  rice. 

But  let  me  point  out  that  intensive  cultivation,  for  instance,  of 
soya  bean  means  tremendous  amount  of  work,  experimental  work 
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research,  work,  propaganda  work.  Our  peasantry  are  conservative,  and 
so  need  intensive  and  effective  propaganda.  But,  nevertheless,  once 
they  are  convinced  of  the  benefits  of  a  particular  crop  or  method  they 
will  adopt  new  ways,  as  has  been  proved  by  the  popularity  of 
Cambodia  cotton  evolved  in  Coimbatore.  I  trust  honourable  members 
of  the  House  will  make  fruitful  contributions  in  tackling  such 
questions  like  the  fragmentation  of  holdings,  fragmentation  to  an  ex¬ 
tent  almost  suicidal  in  its  effect.  How  is  it  possible  to  cultivate  one- 
eighth  or  one  sixteenth  of  an  acre,  profitably?  How  can  there  be  any 
agricultural  or  industrial  advancement  with  such  holdings  ?  Unless 
these  are  consolidated,  the  whole  programme  of  national  advance  will 
be  lopsided.  All  development  certainly  means  the  joining  together  of 
all  forces  of  labour  and  capital  and  land.  How  is  this  going  to  be 
achieved  if  every  person  insists  on  keeping  apart  his  1/32  of  an  acre  or 
his  25  or  50  rupees  of  capital  and  refuses  to  combine  with  his  neigh¬ 
bour  ?  These  are  aspects  which  the  honourable  House  will  have  to 
consider. 

Now,  I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  make  an  announcement.  The 
House  will  be  glad  to  learn  that  between  the  first  day  we  met  and 
today,  the  Directohof  Development  has  been  able  to  sell  a  lakh  of 
cubic  feet  of  certain  unused  varieties  of  timber  at  a  profit  of  8  annas 
per  cubic  foot,  with  the  result  that  we  get  about  Bs.  50  thousand.  I 
am  mentioning  this  for  the  purpose  of  showing  that,  with  proper  care 
and  proper  utilisation  of  our  resources  and  propaganda  we  can  do  a 
great  deal.  But,  as  I  said,  all  this  requires  the  co-operation  of  the 
people,  and  the  conjoint  action  on  the  part  of  the  people  and  the  Gov¬ 
ernment,  to  deflect  the  educational  and  psychological  activities,  into  a 
region  of  practical  usefulness  rather  than  of  theoretical  disputation. 
I  trust  that,  viewed  in  that  light,  the  labours  of  this  House  will  re¬ 
dound  to  the  credit  and  prosperity  of  Travancore  and  to  the  glory  of 
His  Highness  Sri  Chitra  Tirunal. 

The  House  adjourned  at  6-15  P.  M.  to  meet  again  at  11  a.  m.,  the 
next  day.

Letter  No.  G.  C.  82/38,  dated  24-1-38  from  tha  Land  Revenue 
and  Income  Tax  Commissioner  forwarding  a  scheme  for  the  recruit¬ 
ment  of  Proverlhicars. 

Order  R.  Dis.  No.  380/38/  Revenue, 
dated  Trivandrum,  24th  February  1938. 

The  question  of  fixing  a  certain  proportion  of  Proverthicars’ 
vacancies  for  direct  recruitment  has  been  under  the  consideration  of 
Government  for  some  time  past.  Of  late,  a  largo  number  of  cases  of 
misappropriation  of  Sirkar  money  by  Proverthicars  were  reported  to 
Government  and  it  was  thought  necessary  to  find  out  ways  and  means 
as  to  how  chances  of  such  misappropriations  could  be  minimised. 
Government  however  expected  some  improvement  in  the  existing  state 
of  affairs  by  the  recruitment  of  a  better  class  of  men  as  Proverthicars 
when  the  Public  Service  Commissioner  selected  candidates  for  recruit¬ 
ment.  In  the  Public  Service  Recruitment  Rules,  the  post  of  Proverthi- 
cars  is  included  in  Schedule  I  B  among  appointments  which  may  be 
made  either  by  direct  recruitment  or  by  promotion.  But  so  far,  no 
direct  recruitment  to  tke  cadre  of  Proverthicars  has  been  made  as  no 
definite  principles  have  been  laid  down  in  the  matter. 

There  was  a  cut  motion  at  the  last  Budget  Session  of  the  Assembly 
to  discuss  the  question  of  recruitment  of  Proverthicars.  In  the  course 
of  his  reply  to  the  cut  motion,  the  Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax 
Commissioner  gave  an  assurance  to  the  House  on  behalf  of  Govern¬ 
ment,  that  a  scheme  providing  for  direct  recruitment  of  a  certain  per¬ 
centage  of  Proverthicars  would  be  prepared  and  submitted  to  Govern¬ 
ment  for  their  consideration.  With  his  letter  read  above,  the  Land 
Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commissioner  has  now  forwarded  to  Govern¬ 
ment  the  scheme  promised  by  him.  The  Land  Revenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner  suggests  in  the  scheme  that  SO  per  cent,  of  the 
vacancies  arising  in  the  cadre  of  Proverthicars  may  thereafter  be  filled 
by  direct  recruitment  and  50  per  cent,  by  promotion  of  Accountants. 
The  Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commissioner  has  also  suggested 
that  the  appointment  of  Accountants,  now  placed  in  the  Intermediate- 
Division  under  the  Public  Service  Recruitment  Rules,  may  be  brought 
down  to  the  Lower  Division  in  consideration  of  the  low  status  and  pay 
attached  to  the  post. 

Government  have  carefully  considered  the  scheme  submitted  by 
the  Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commissioner  and  they  are  con¬ 
vinced  that  it  is  necessary  to  effect  a  radical  change  in  the  present 
system  of  recruitment  to  the  cadre  of  Proverthicars  so  that  it  may  ba 
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possible  to  have  in  that  cadre,  in  course  of  time,  a  set  of  men  of  effici¬ 
ency  and  character.  In  view  to  secure  that  end  Government  are 
pleased  to  sanction  the  following  arrangements  in  the  matter  of  recruit- 
menfc  of  Proverthicars 

(1)  The  Land  .Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commissioner  has  re¬ 
commended  that  50  per  cent,  of  Proverthicars’  vacancies  may  he  filled 
by  direct  recruitment  and  60  per  cent,  by  promotion  of  Accountants 
Government  however  consider  it  is  unfair  to  deny  half  of  the  vacancies 
on  a  sudden  to  those  who  are  in  service  as  Accomitauts.  Government 
accordingly  direct  that  1(3  of  the  Proverthicars’  vacancies  arising  here¬ 
after  may  be  filled  by  direct  recruitment  and  the  remaining  2/3  by 
promotion  of  deserving  Accountants. 

1 9)  The  number  of  Proverthicars  to  be  directly  recruited  for  the 
next  five  years  will  be  fixed  at  10  per  year.  (1  for  the  Devicolam  Divi¬ 
sion  and  3  for  each  of  the  other  three  Divisions), 

(3)  The  selection  will  be  made  by  the  Public  Service  Commis¬ 
sioner  under  the  Rules  for  recruitment  to  the  Intermediate  Division  of 
Public  Service. 

(4)  The  minimum  qualification  for  recruitment  will  be  English 
School  Leaving  Certificate  Examination  with  eligibility  for  college 
admission  and  Certificates  of  having  passed  examinations  in  Chain  and 
Theodolite  Survey  and  Village  Officer’s  Test. 

(5)  The  selected  candidates  will  be  appointed  as  probationers 
and  paid  Rs.  18  per  mensem  for  a  period  of  six  months. 

(6)  The  probationers  will  be  given  training  as  follows : — 

(flO  for  three  months  in  a  Pakuthi  Cutcherry  assisting-  the 
Proverthicar  in  his  regular  and  normal  work,  besides 
writing  up  all  the  accounts  in  the  Pakuthi  during  the 

(i)  for  three  months  in  a  taluk  office  doing  intensive  work  in 
the  D  C.  B.  Section  and  studying  the  methods  of  pre¬ 
paring  D.  C.  B.  returns,  dealing  with  papers  relating  to 
the  sale  of  movable  and  immovable  properties  under  the 
Revenue  Recovery  Regulation, etc. 

(  )  After  training,  the  Probationers  will  be  appointed  to  per¬ 
manent  vacancies  of  Proverthicars.  In  case  there  are  no  permanent 
vacancies,  they  will  he  posted  to  long-term,  temporary  or  acting  vacan¬ 
cies  replacing  officiating  hands.  During  the  probationary  period,  the 
vacancies  in  the  cadre  of  Proverlhicars  reserved  for  direct  recruitment 
will  be  filled  only  by  officiating  promotion  of  Accountants. 

(8)  On  confirmation,  'the  selected  candidates  will  be  paid  the 
minimum  pay  of  the  post,  viz.,  Rs.  18  per  mensem.  In  regard  to  the 
question  of  promoting  to  the  clerical  line  deserving  Proverthicars  Gov¬ 
ernment  do  not  consider  it  necessary  to  lay  down  any  hard  and  fast 
rules.  The  Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commissioner  and  the 
Division  Peishkars  may  .promote  efficient  and  deserving  Proverthicars 
to  the  clerical  line  provided  they  are  fit  to  be  so  promoted. 

(9)  The  above  scheme  will  be  tried  tentatively  for  a  period  of 
five  years. 
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The  Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commissioner's  suggestion 
that  the  post  of  Accountants  may  be.  included  in  the  Lower.  Division  of 
Public  Service  does  not  commend  itself  to  Government.  This  question 
was  considered  very  carefully  at  the  time  of  the  issue  of  the  G,  0.  on 
Public  Service  Recruitment  and  it  was  then  decided  that  on  account  of 
the  important  character  of  the  work  and  responsibilities  d  evolving  on 
Proverthicars  and  Accountants  they  should  not  be  included  in  the 
Lower  Division  along  with  peons,  attenders,  copyists  and  others,  whose 
duties  do  not  involve  any  special  skill,  but  should  be  brought  into  the 
Intermediate  Division  along  with  other  skilled  workers  of  the  Public 
Service.  Government  do  not  consider  it  necessary  to  make  any  altera¬ 
tion  in  the  existing  arrangement  and  they  order  accordingly.

ADJOURNMENT  MOTION. 

PRESIDENT  :  I  have  received  notice'  from— for  the  adjournment 
of  the  business  oft  he  house  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  a  definite 
matter  cf  urgent  public  importance,  vis.,  the  alarm  and  unrest,  created 
among  the  public,  due  to  the  alleged  ill-treatment  meted  out.  to  the 
prisoners  in  the  Central  Jail  causing  the  sudden  death  of  one  of  'them 
just  after  the  alleged  quarrel  between  them  and  the  jail  authorities  on 
Monday,  the  8th  Karkadagom  1114. 

Mr.  Chief  Secretary,  how  does  the  position  stand  now? 

MR.  M.  K.  NILAKANTA  AIYAR  :  Sir,  I  have  already  explained  to  the 
House  yesterday  what  actually  happened.  The  Medical  Certificate  and 
the  Postmortem  Certificate  are  expected  today.  The  matter  is  sub-  judice. 

PRESIDENT  :  Has  any  case  been  registered  ? 

MR.  M.  K.  NILAKANTA  AIYAR  :  Yes,  a  case  has  been  register'd  by  the 
Police  and  the  matter  is  under  investigation. 

PRESIDENT  :  As  the  matter  is  under  investigation  and  the  Police 
have  registered  a  case,  the  matter  is  sub-judice  and  it  is  hoped  that  the 
investigation  will  bring  all  the  facts  to  light.  The  matter  being  sub- 
judice,  I  rule  the  adjournment  motion  out  of  order. 

DEMANDS  FOR  GRANTS. 

Demand  I — Land  Revenue  and  Taxes  on  Income. 

MR.  M.  RAMACHANDRA  RAO  :  Sir,  I  rise  to  move  for  a  grant  of  Rs. 
10  61,949  under  Demand  I — Land  Revenue  and  Taxes  on  Income. 

MR.  PUUYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI :  Sir,  I  move  for  the  re¬ 
duction  of  the  allotment  of  Rs.  2,600  for  travelling  allowance  by  Re.  1. 
The  object  of  my  motion  is,  as  is  stated,  “To  discuss  the  desirability 
of  relieving  the  Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commissioner  of  his 
dirties  as  the' Registrar  of  Co-operative  Societies  so  as  to  make  misfcra- 
velling  more  beneficial  to  the  tax-payers  in  the  State,”  Sir.  the  Land 
Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Department.,  is  no  doubt,  one  of  the  most 
important  branches  of  the  administration  of  the  State  and  also  the 
biggest  Department.  It  is  seen  from  the  Administration  Report  for 
the  year  1113  that  even  a  full  time  Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax 
Commissioner  was  able  to  be  in  camp  only  for  90  days  during  the 
year.  It  is  the  supreme  duty  of  the  Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax 
Commission  ir  by  virtue  of  his  travelling  to  be  convinced  of  the  actual 
needs  and  sufferings  of  the  ryots  in  the  State.  Sir,  he  has,  during  his 
travel  as  at  present  circumstanced  to  perform  duties  in  three  different 
capacities,  that  is  to  say,  one  in  the  capacity  of  the  Land  Revenue  and 
Income  Tax  Commissioner  and  another  in  the  capacity  of  the  Registrar 
of  the  Co-operative  Societies.  I  am  given  to  understand  that  he  has 
been  asked  to  discharge  the  duties  of  an  arbitrator  also  in  a  very  serious 
dispute  involving  the  interests  of  Government  to  a  very  great  extent. 
Therefore  my  submission,  Sir,  is  that  his  travelling  has  not  resulted 
in  any  substantial  benefit  to  the  tax-peayers  in  the  State.  Personally 
speaking,  I  have  no  reason  to  doubt  the  honesty  or  correctness  of  the 
present  Land  Revenue  and  Income-Tax  Commissioner.  But,  Sir,  I 
am  in  possession  of  certain  documents  which  will  tend  to  show  that  very 
serious  scandals  are  rampant  about  his  appointment  as  the  arbitrator  in 
that  dispute. 
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PRESIDENT  :  In  what  manner  ? 

MR.  PUUYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  :  That  is  to  say  that  his 
appointment  may  not  be  quite  conducive  to  the  safeguarding  of  the  in¬ 
terests  involved  in  the  matter  of  Government.  I  do  not  wish  to  ex¬ 
press  in  detail  all  what  I  heard  because  I  do  not  personally  believe 
them  and  because  it  may  net  be  fair  on  my  part  to  definitely  base  nay 
arugument  solely  on  hearsay  informations. 

PRESIDENT  :  The  honourable  Member  should  realise  that  when 
a  charge  of  this  kind  is  levelled  against  any  officer  either  the  honours, 
ble  member  is  to  take  the  responsibility  of  the  charge  or  not  to  do  so. 
The  honourable  member  cannot  say  that  he  bases  his  charge  on  certain 
rumours  or  certain  statement  disown  the  responsibility  for  those  state¬ 
ments  because  it  would  obviously  place  the  officer  concerned  on  the 
Government  in  a  difficult  position.  Assuming  for  a  moment  that  those 
charges  are  subs' antial  then  Government  have  done  wrong  in  en¬ 
trusting  that  responsible  work  to  an  officer  of  that  kind.  But  if  those 
charges  are  wrong  they  must  be  repelled.  To  level  such  charges 
against  an  officer  on  rumours  would  be  roost  embarassing  to  the 
officer  concerned  and'  to  the  Government.  An  experienced  member  like 
Mr.  T.  P.  Velayudhan  Pillai  surelv  should  know  that. 

MR.  PUUYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI :  I  too,  am  in  a  position  to 
relaise  all  what  you  have  started,  Sir, 

PRESIDENT  :  One  thing  more  I  may  say  in  this  connection.  If 
His  Highness’s  Government  is  to  lake  cognizance  of  such  rumours 
about  an  officer  or  to  take  action  On  memorials  or  petitions  received 
against  such  officer  without  ascertaining  facts  I  do  not  know  where  it 
will  land  us. 

Mr.  PUL1Y00R  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  :  I  believe  that  the  present 
Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commissioner  has  not  sufficient  legal 
qualification  to  tackle  the  most  intricate  questions  of  law  and  fact  in¬ 
volved  in  the  dispute.  So  I  wanted  to  avail  myself  §of  this  opportunity 
to  bring  this  fact  to  the  pointed  attention  of  Government. 

MS  M.  SIVATHANU  PILLAI :  May  I  know  the  nature  of  the  dispute 
and  the  parties  concerned  '! 

Mr.  PULIYOQR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  :  Sir,  I  am  glad  to  answer 
that  question.  The  nature  of  the  dispute  is  .with  regal'd  to  the  title 
and  ownership  of  an  extensive  area  of  very  valuable  land  belonging  to 
Government  to  which  the  other  party  is  attempting  to  lay  some  claims. 
The  dispute  is  between  Government  on  one  side  and  Mr.  Palamatom 
Thomas  of  Kottayam  on  the  other. 

PRESIDENT  :  It.  was  a.  case  in  which  both  the  Government  and 
Dr.  Thomas  consented  to  have  Mr.  Ramachandra  Rao  as  arbitrator. 

MR.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  ;  That  is  the  information. 
Bo  my  request  to  Government  is  to  see  that  scandals  are  avoided  if 
possible  under  any  circumstance. 

PRESIDENT  :  How  does  it,  arise  under  T.  A.  to  the  Registrar  of 
Co-operative  Societies. 

MR.  PULIYOOR  T,  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI :  Sir,  during  his  travels-7- 

as  Registrar  of  Co-operative  Societies  the  present  Land  Revenue  and 
Income  Tax  Commissioner  who  is  appointed  as  the  arbitrator  of  the 
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said  dispute  stays  with  Mr.  Thomas  instead  of  travelling  in  those  parts 
of  the  State  for  inspecting  the  working  of  the  Co-operative  Societies  and 
make  Societies  feel  their  duties  and  responsibilities  and  the  effect  of  his 
circuit. 

To  make  my  position  more  clear,  the  Land  Eevenue  and  Income 
Tax  Commissioner  while  on  circuit  may  go  to  Kottayam  and  he  may  be 
rather  inclined  to  stay  with  Dr.  Thomas  in  his  bungalow  without 
going  out  for  effective  inspection  works. 

PRESIDENT  :  Whv  should  he  stay  ? 

MR.  PULIYOOR  T.  P!  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI :  That  is  the  information 
Sir,,  and  it  is  for  the  Land  Eevenue  Commissioner  to  oulighten  us  with 
regard  to  the  purpose  for  which,  he  stays  at  the  Doctor’s. 

PRESIDENT  :  Have  you  verified  that  information  ? 

Mr.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI :  That  is  what  the  infor¬ 
mation  which  I  was  able  to  gather. 

PRESIDENT  :  Is  the  honourable  member  responsible  for  his 
statement  > 

MR.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI :  Sir,  for  my  moral  satisfac¬ 
tion  I  verified  the  information  and  I  hold  myself  responsible  for  my 
statement  ? 

PRESIDENT  :  Very  well. 

MR.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  :  So  my  submission  is  that 
it  would  be  better  to  appoint  one  of  the  High  Court  Judges  as  arbitra¬ 
tor  in  the  dispute. 

PRESIDENT:  Order,  Order.  I  can  well  understand  the  argument 
to  the  effect  that  the  labours  of  some  officer  in  connection  with  an  arbi¬ 
tration  are  so  engrossing  that  it  may  leave  him  little  time  to  look  to 
other  works.  But  to  suggest  that  some  other  officer  sh  ould  be  appoin¬ 
ted  comes  under  a  separate  discussion  on  the  desirability  of  relieving 
the  Income  Tax  Commissioner  of  the  duties  of  the  Begistrar  of  Co¬ 
operative  Societies. 

MR.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI :  Sir,  I  will  stop  there  : 

PRESIDENT:  The  honourable  member  should  have  stopped  much 
earlier. 

Mr.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI :  Sir,  another  point  which 
I  want  to  mention  in  this  connection  is  that  if  he  is  retained  as 
a  full  time  Land  Eevenue  and  Income  Tax  Commissioner  it  would  have 
been  certainly  possible  for  him  to  go  on  circuit  at  least  once  to  Tliiru- 
vella  which  is  my  constituency  and  find  out  the  real  necessity  for  the 
creation  of  a  Separate  Chengannur  taluk.  Because  he  has  to  work  in 
three  different  capacities  he  has  not  yet  been  able  to  devote  so  much 
attention  in  matters  like  this,  Sir,  it  is  a  very  long  time  since  repre¬ 
sentations  have  been  submitted  to  Government  for  the  creation  of 
separate  Chengannur  taluk.  At  least  a  separate  sub-treasury  should  be 
established  at  Chengannur.  Thiruvella  is  the  biggest  taluk  in  the 
State  in  point  of  the  number  of  paknthiea.  The  present  Thiravalla  taluk 
consist  of  27  pakuthies. 
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PRESIDENT  :  I  find  on  a  perusal  of  tbe  paper  before  me  that  this 
matter  has  been  dealt  with  separately.  I  also  find  another  cut  motion 
regarding  Cbengannur.  I  would  advise  the  honourable  member  to 
confine  himself  to  the  question  of  overwork  for  the  Land  Revenue 
Commissioner. 

MR.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILL  A! :  In  principle  also  Sir,  the 
investing  of  the  duties  of  two  departmental  heads  with  one  and  the 
same  officer  especially  with  the  head  of  a  very  big  Department  is  detri¬ 
mental  to  the.  interests  of  the  ryots  and  to  the  interests  of  the  Govern¬ 
ment  as  well.  So,  it  is  high  time  for  the  Government  to  relieve  the 
the  present  Land  Eevenue  and  Income  Tax  Commissioner  of  his  duties 
as  Registrar  of  Co-operative  Societies,  As  regards  the  qualification  of 
the  present  Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commissioner  to  be  the 
Registrar  of  Co-operative  Socielies  also  I  do  not  wish  to  mention  any- 
thing  now  as  1  may  get  an  opportunity  for  doing  it  when  we  come  to 
that  Department.  With  these  words  I  move  my  molion  for  the  un¬ 
animous  acceptance  of  the  House. 

Mr.  KESAVA  PANICKER  :  Is  the  Land  Revenue  Commissioner  to 
hear  revenue  cases  ? 

Mr.  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  ■  Ijjam  not  going  to  answer  that 
question. 

MR.  S.  GOVINDA  PILLAI :  Sir,  I  would  support  the  motion  before 
the  House.  I  would  like  to  point  out  in  this  connection  that  the  Co¬ 
operative  Department  is  an  important  one,  and  as  such  the  head  of 
that  department  should  be  one  who  is  specially  qualified  to  fill  that 
post.  If  I  am  correct,  I  think  the  present  Financial  Secretary  was  de¬ 
puted  to  study  the  working  of  the  Co-operative  movement  in  other 
parts  of  British  India  before  he  took  charge  as  Registrar  ef  that  de¬ 
partment.  At  this  time  when  the  Co-operative  Department  is  passing 
through  a  crisis  it  is  better  to  appoint  a  person  who  has  got  a  thorough 
working  knowledge  of  the  movement.  Instead  of  doing  that  to  entrust 
the  head  of  major  department  of  the  State  with  the  work  is  not  con¬ 
ducive  to  the  progress  of  the  movement,  or  to  the  efficient  working  of 
his  own  department. 

If  the  Land  Revenue  Commissioner  is  sufficiently  vigilant  ,he 
would  have  to  go  to  all  the  pakutbiesto  be  in  touch  with  the  taxpayers 
to  know  definitely  what  their  real  needs  are  and  how  the  tax  is  collec¬ 
ted  from  them.  For  this  he  will  get  no  time  so  long  as  he  is  entrusted 
with  the  two  fold  duties.-  Sir,  the  manner  in  which  tax  is  collected  is 
most  deplorable.  The  proverthicars  remain  in  their  offices  and  expect 
that  the  taxpayers  should  go  to  them  and  pay  their  dues.  It  is  for  the 
proverthicar  to  go  and  collect  the  taxes  from  house  to  house.  If  the 
Land  Revenue  Commissioner  had  sufficient  time  he  could  have  gone  to 
all  the  pakuthies  and  see  for  himself  how  the  taxes  are  paid  and 
whether  the  ryots  are  really  capable  of  paying  all  that.  With  these 
few  words  I  support  the  motion  before  the  House.

Mr.  M.  SlVATHANU  PILLAI :  Sir,  I  oppose  the  motion.  Iu  opposing 
it  1  have  two  main  reasons  to  mention.  Of  coarse  I  do  not  for  one  mo¬ 
ment  dispute  the  fact  that  the  Co-operative  Department  is  a  big  depart¬ 
ment,  and  I  do  not  minimise  its  importance.  Yet,  this  Department 
at  its  present  stage  can  be  safely  entrusted  to  the  charge  of  the  Land 
Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commissioner.  I  understand  from  the  spee¬ 
ches  of  various  honourable  members  who  supported  the  motion  that 
the  Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commissioner  lacks  that  knowle¬ 
dge  in  co-operation  which  is  essential  to  an  officer  who  is  to  control 
and  guide  that  department.  Sir,  I  may,  in  this  connection  state  that 
the  principle  and  the  object  of  the  Co-operative  Movement  is  not  new 
or  very  difficult  to  understand.  The  important  principles  of  the  move¬ 
ment  can  easily  be  understood  by  any  painstaking  officer  in  one  or  two 
months  and  they  can  be  gathered  from  any  text  book  on  the  subject. 
That  does  not  require  any  particular  technical  skill  or  scientific  know- 
ledge.  At  best  what  is  essentially  wanted  is  that  real  frame  mind  for 
co-operation,  and  an  heart  to  heart  sympathy  with  the  people.  If  that 
is  guaranteed  co-operative  principles  can  be  understood  and  worked  up 
successfully.  And  we  heard  yesterday  from  the  Land  Revenue  and  In¬ 
come  Tax  Commissioner  that  except  foi  a  couple  of  hundred  societies 
all  the  rest  numbering  about  1,400  deserve  to  be  liquidated  at  once. 
That  is  what  he  gathered  from  the  working  of  the  societies.  Only 
about  a  couple  of  hundred  societies  which  are  mostly  noncredit  societies 
Vol.XIV  N0.4,  " 
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deserve  to  exist  tnd  all  the  others  are  to  be  liquidated  and  wound  up 
without  delay.  In  South  Travancore  also  there  are  societies  _  ihat  des¬ 
erve  to  be  liquidated.  As  Land  Eevenue  Commissioner  in  his  tour  in 
South  Travancore  he  has  had  occasion  to  visit  almost  all  the  societies 
in  the  South  and  I  found  that  it  was  very  easy  for  him  to  understand 
how  the  Co-operative  societies  in  our  rural  parts  are  working,  and  he 
was  able  to  distinguish  between  good  and  bad  societies.  Therefore  he  is 
in  every  way  fit  to  be  in  charge  of  this  Department.  Further  it  saves 
money  fir  his  tour  expenses  and  travelling  allowances  as  it  would  other¬ 
wise  cost  allowances  for  two  officers,  on®  for  the  Registrar  and  the 
other  for  the  Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commissioner.  I  hope 
Hon- members  will  bear  this  aspect  of  the  question  that  tax  payers 
money  should  not  be  frittered  away  in  unnecessary  expenditure. 

Here  is  a  very  desirable  policy  of  retrenchment.  If  there  is  any 
possibility  of  a  Registrar  being  appointed  at  this  stage,  I  will  on  those 
grounds  oppose  it.  I  am  well  experienced  in  co-operative  movement. 

I  know  that  all  that  is  necessary  is  the  creation  of  co-operative  spirit  in 
the  minds  of  the  public  and  not  (scientific  or  technical  knowledge)  in 
the  officer.  Ofcourse  the  officer  has  got  to  be  patriotic  and  sympathetic. 
If  the  idea  is  to  safeguard  the  interests  of  the  public  fund,  I  do  not 
think  that  this  House  will  support  this  motion,  as  it  is  a  matter  of  avoi¬ 
dable  expenditure. 

Hr.  P.  KUNJUKRISHNAN  :  Sir,  I  wish  to  make  a  few  observations 
and  it  is  in  the  light  of  the  statement  made  by  the  Dewan  President 
in  the  joint  session  of  the  Assembly  and  Council.  It  was  stated  by  the 
Dewan  President  that  the  idea  is  to  see  that  the  Agricultural  Depart¬ 
ment  and  the  Co-perative  Department  are  worked  in  such  a  way  as  to 
uplift  the  agricultural  and  rural  population  and  if  the  agricultural  and 
Co-operative  sections  do  not  serve  these  purposes,  it  is  high  time  that 
these  two  sections  are  removed  from  the  list.  I  may  observe  here  that 
if  the  idea  of  the  mover  of  this  motion  is  that  by  taking  away  the  Co¬ 
operative  Department  from  the  control  of  the  present  Land  Revenue 
Commissioner,  it  is  to  see  that  the  Co-perative  Department  is  to  work 
in'.conjenction  with  the  Agricultural  Department  so  that  the  nationbuil¬ 
ding  programme  of  the  Government  as  envisaged  by  the  Dawan-Presi- 
dent  is  to  be  brought  into  effect  immediately  I  am  one  with,  the  mo¬ 
ver.  If  that  is  not  the  view,  I  may  suggest  that  there  is  no  necessity 
for  taking  away  this  Depirtment  from  the  hands  of  the  Land  Revenue 
Commissioner  at  present.  We  know  as  a  matter  of  fact.  Sir,  that 
the  problem  of  the  rural  population  is  most  vital  to  the  na  .  ion,  that  agri- 
culture  has  fallen  far  below  expectations  and  that  intensive  cultivation' 
is  to  be  resorted  to  and  that  cultivation  on  co-operative  basis  has  to  be 
adopted  on  account  of  the  piecemeal  division  of  the  land  in  the  country 
and  that  credit  on  co-operative  basis  has  to  be  extended  to  the  peasants 
so  that  cultivation  may  be  done  on  more  profitable  lines.  These  are 
the  useful  and  high  schemes  that  the  Grovernment  have  in  view  when 
it  has  been  observed  by  the  Dewan-Presidenfc,  that  the  Government 
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mean  by  improving  the  Agricultural  and  Co-operative  Departments  to 
rebuild  the  countryside  and  relieve  the  agricultural  classes  of  their  p re¬ 
sent  deplorable  condition.  If  that  is  the  view  of  the  mover  of  this 
motion,  I  may  very  gladly  support  him.  If  that  is  not  the  idea,  if  we 
are  going  simply  to  take  away  the  Co-operative  Department  from  the 
hands  of  the  present  Land  Revenue  Commissioner  and  entrust  it  to  some 
other  individual  and  give  him  a  high  pay  and  then  do  nothing  else  then 
certainly  it  will  amount  to  a  waste  of  the  State’s  money. 

Sir,  with  regard  to  the  present  Commissioner,  I  have  not  a  word 
against  him.  He  is  quite  capable  of  discharging  the  duties  that  are 
now  entrusted  to  him.  But  still,  consideringithe  needs  of  the  country,  if 
you  have  the  good  of  the  people  at  heart,  it  is  necessary  that  the  Co¬ 
operative  Department  is  separated  from  the  Land  Revenue  Department 
so  that  the  Co-operative  Department  along  with  the  Agricultural  De¬ 
partment  are,  worked  in  such  a  way  as  to  produce  the  effect  that  has 
been  envisaged  by  the  Dewan-President  in  his  speech.

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Mr.  N.  NARAYANA  KURUP  :  Sir,  I  wish  to  make  a  few  observations. 
I  do  not  complain  against  the  capacity,  good  intentions  or  otherwise  of 
the  Land  .Revenue  Commissioner,  who  has  inspected  about  500  societies 
within  a  period  of  nine  months.  It  is  the  record  inspection  made  by 
any  officer  in  any  department.  Sir,  I  believe  that  the®  institution  was 
started  with  the  good  intention  of  teaching  the  people,  the  idea  of  Co¬ 
operation  and  also  the  system  of  Self  Government.  Hence  we  see  the 
society  is  a  non  official  body.  Our  Government  also  have  spent  much 
for  it.  Devadas  Committee  was  instituted  and  a  ‘Regulation  was  also 
enacted  on  the  strength  of  that  report.  A  full  time  officer  was  put  in 
charge  of  the  office,  yet  the  hon.  members  complain,  the  institution 
has  not  prospered.  If  in  spite  of  all  these  remedial  measures,  tie  result 
is  bad,  I  do  not  understand  how,  a  better  result  can  be  attained  by  hand¬ 
ing  over  the  charge  of  the  Department  to  an  officer  like  the  Land  Re¬ 
venue  Commissioner  who  is  overwoiked.  Therefore  Sir,  if  the  inten¬ 
tion  of  the  Government  is  to  better  the  Department,  it  must  be  separa¬ 
ted  from  the  Land  Revenue  Commissioner. 

Sir,  I  do  not  agree  with  my  learned  friend  Mr.  Sivathanu  Pillai 
who  suggested  that  we  can  gain  much  by  the  blending  of  the  two 
offices  and  that  the  expenses  will  de  minimised.  If  it  is  so,  Sir,  the 
Land  Revenue  Commissioner  can  )be  .asked  to  take  charge,  of  the 
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Agricultural  Department  as  well.  Thus  we  can  stop  both  the  Co-operative 
and  Agricultural  Department,  and  dispense  with  the  Services  of  all 
Subordinates.  This  will  still  lessen  the  cost  of  administ.ation.  The 
Parvathicars.  Thasildars  and  Peishkars  can  be  entrusted  wi  h  the  works 
inappropriate  places.  I  wonder  how  my  friend  Mr.  Sivathanu  Pillai 
who  has  been  advocating  for  the  result  of  an  enterprise,  disregarding 
the  cost  of  it-  has  erred  in  this  particular  matter. 

Mb.  M.  SIVATHANU  PILLAI:  Sir,  I  am  sorry  my  friend  has  totally 

misunderstood  me  in  this  position. 

MR.  N.  NARAYANA  KURUP:  I  have  understood  him  correctly,  Sir. 

PRESIDENT  :  Apparently  there  is  a  difference  of  opinion. 

Mr.  N.  NARAYANA  KURUP:  As  the  Co-operative  movement  was  started 
to  teach  the  system  of  Self  Government  and  to  teach  the  benefit  of  Co- 
peration,  the  non-official  nature  shall  never  be  changed  by  strict  rules 
and  Regulation. 

MR.  M.  SIVATHANU  PILLAI  Sir,  am  I  then  to  understand  the  Hon. 
Member  that  the  people  of  Travancore  have  not  understood  the  spirit 
of  Co-operative  movement. 

.  i  .  MR.  N.  NARAYANA  KURUP:  Sir,  I  don’t  question  his  capacity  of  under¬ 
standing.  If  the  separation  is  taking  place  or  not,  the  recommenda¬ 
tion  of  the  Devadar  Committee  to  appoint  an  advisory  Board  may  be 
enforced.  The  recent  rigid  rules,  empowering  the  Registrar,  to  cancel 
the  resolutions  of  the  general  body,  to  remove  the  Committee  elected 
by  the  general  body  and  to  appoint  his  own  nominee  for  managing  the 
affairs  of  the  society,  completely  change  the  non-official  charuo.er  of  the 
societies. 

MR.  M.  SIVATHANU  PILLAI :  Sir,  a  point  of  order. 

PRESIDENT  :  Order  order.  Two  honourable  members  are  stand¬ 
ing.  It  is  a  matter  of  well-recogmsed  procedure  that,  the  moment  a 
point  of  order  is  raised  everybody  excepting  the  honourable  member 
who  raises  the  point  of  order  resumes  his  seat.  Mr.  Sivathanu  Pillai 
will  proceed. 

MR'  SIVATHANU  P1LLA|  :  Sir,  may  I  know  whether  in  the  Course 
of  his  speech  a  member  can  take  suggestions  from  other  members  who 
are  seated  near  him  and  then  proceed  to  lengthen  his  speech. 

PRESIDENT  :  A  point  of  order  has  very  well  defined  limitations. 
It  arises  if  any  remark  made  on  the  floor  of  the  House  is  irrelevant  or 
inappropriate  or  is  to  be  ruled  out  of  discussion.  The  expediency  of  an 
honourable  gentleman  lengthening  his  speech  taking  advantage  of  ano¬ 
ther  member’s  suggestion  needs  hardly  to  be  resolved  because  the  ans¬ 
wer  is  obvious.  I  trust  that  point  of  orders  will  be  raised  only  when 
there  are  point  of  orders  to  be  raised. 

MR.  N.  NARAYANA  KURUP  :  Sir,  I  therefore  suggest-  that  a  separa¬ 
tion  of  the  offices  should  be  made  and  the  rigid  rules  mentioned  above 
shall  be  cancelled  giving  the  Department  its  original  status  and  charac- 
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PRESIDENT:  Suggestions  for  the  improvement  of  the  Co-operative 
societies  and  Legislation  are  not  in  order  in  regard  to  this  motion. 

Mr.  N.  NARAYANA  KDRliP:  Sir,  if  the  intention  of  the  Government 
is  to  improve  the  Co-operative  Department,  the  above  mentioned  rigid 
rules  may  be  cancelled,  giving  the  societies  the  character  of  a  non-offi¬ 
cial  body.  With  these  remarks  I  support  the  motion. 

Mr.  T.  C.  KESAVA  PILL Al :  Sir,  in  supporting  the  motion,  I  have 
to  place  a  few  facts  for  the  consideration  of  the  House.  The  Land 
Revenue  Department  is  one  of  our  biggest  departments  wherein  the 
attention  of  the  Land  Revenue  Commissioner  will  have  to  be  concen¬ 
trated  to  an  increasing  extent.  He  is  more  or  less  the  personification 
of  all  the  pattadars  of  the  State  and  at  the  same  time  has  sovereign 
rights  in  respect  of  the  department.  It  is  also  seen  from  the  Dewan- 
President’s  speech  that  the  Income  Tax  Department  too  has  to  be 
supervised  by  him.  He  is  the  appellate  authority  for  deciding  assess¬ 
ment  in  respect  of  income-tax. 

The  present  Land  Revenue  Commissioner,  even  if  he  is  appointed 
as  Chief  Engineer,  since  he  is  one  of  our  honest  officers,  will  supervise 
the  department  very  well.  But  I  am  sure  the  present  Land  Revenue 
Commissioner  cannot  tackle  both  the  Land  Revenue  Department  and 
the  Co-operative  department  successfully.  There  are  thousands  of 
revenue  sales  being  notified  every  week.  The  unfortunate  pattadars  in 
the  different  taluks  are  deprived  cf  their  lands.  The  Tahsildars  of  the 
different  localises  recommend  for  the  sale  of  the  pattadars’  lands  on 
account  of  default  in  payment  of  tax.  In  all  revenue  matters  the 
Land  Revenue  Commissioner  is  almost  the  final  authority.  In  such 
a  big  department  as  the  present  one,  persons  who  have  conscience 
should  be  appointed  as  the  Head  of  the  Department,  because  he  has  to 
approve  of  the  actions  of  the  Tahsildars  in  respect  of  sale  of  lands. 
There  are  very  big  questions  to  be  settled  such  as  the  fixing  of  the 
boundary  limits  and  other  allied  matters.  Let  me  ask  Government 
whether  any  responsible  officer  has  inspected  the  S  ate  boundaries  be¬ 
tween  Tinnevelly  and  Travancore  or  between  the  adjoining  Provinces. 

PRESIDENT  :  That  is  going  on  for  all  the  time. 

MR.  T.  C.  KESAVA  PILLAI  :  I  myself  am  the  President  of  a  Co¬ 
operative  Society.  It  was  doing  very  good  work.  It  has  not  done  any 
harm  to  any  one.  On  the  recommendation  of  the  Tahsildar,  the  Land 
Revenue  Commissioner  has  cancelled  the  continuance  of  the  Society. 
I  personally  represented  the  matter  to  the  Commissioner  and  he  replied 
that  that  order  was  as  a  result  of  a  report  from  one  of  his  subordinates. 
Since  he  was  an  honest  officer  he  agreed  with  tbe  opinion  of  his 
subordinate.  It  was  a  matter  affecting  the  Co-operative  Hospital  in 
that  locality.  Without  knowing  the  details  and  without  making  local 
inspection  the  Commissioner  cancelled  the  society.  This  is  the  State 
of  affairs  in  respect  of  the  Co-operative  Department  under  the  guidance 
of  the  present  Commissioner.  If  such  a  big  officer  as  the  present  Land 
Revenue  Commissioner  cannot  do  well,  I  would  suggest  that  the  super¬ 
vision  of  the  department  may  be  taken  away  from  him. 
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The  Dewan  President  suggested  in  his  address  that  some  of  the 
minor  departments  such  as  the  Agricultural,  the  Industrial,  the  Forest 
and  Co-operative  Departments  may  be  put  under  a  Development  Com¬ 
missioner.  I  am  in  entire  agreement  with  that  suggestion.  The 
allowance  that  is  being  given  to  the  Commissioner  for  looking  into  the 
duties  of  the  Co-operative  Department  may  not  be  paid  any  longer  if  a 
separate  officer  is  appointed  for  the  Co-operative  Department.  With 
these  remarks  I  strongly  support  the  motion.

MR.  C.  JEBAMONY  NADAR  :  Sir,  J.  oppose  the  motion  because  1  am 
not  convinced  of  the  reasonableness  of  the  same.  The  intention  of  the 
mover  as  made  clear  from  the  statement  in  the  motion  sheet  is  “to  dis¬ 
cuss  the  desirability  of  relieving  the  Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax 
Commissioner  of  his  duties  as  the  Registrar  of  Co-operative  Societies 
so  as. to  make  his  travelling  more  beneficial  to  the  tax-payers  in  the 
State.”  Trom -that,  does  it  mean  that  if  the  officer  is  relieved  of  his 
duties  as  the  Registrar  of  Co-operative  Societies  he  would  do  more 
travelling  Y  Is  it  the  meaning  of  the  statement  that  we  want  to  relieve 
him  of  his  travel  ?  I  do  not  see  any  point  in  that.  He  has  got  the 
powers  of  the  Land  Bevenue  Commissioner,  the  Income  Tax  Commis- 
sioner  and  the  Registrar  of  Co-operative  Societies  and  when  he  comes 
to  a  place,  he  cannot  say  “I  have  come  to  the  place  only  as  the  Land 
Revenue  Commissioner”  nor  could  he  say  “I  have  come  to  the  place 
only  as  the  Registrar  of  Co-operative  Societies.”  When  he  goes  to  a 
particular  place,  he  could  attend  to  all  his  three  functions.  But  if, 
some  other  officer  is  appointed  as  Ihe  Registrar  of  Co-operative  Socie¬ 
ties  it  would  mean  that  travelling  allowance  batta  and  all  those  will 
have  to  be  paid  to  that  officer  separately.  Suppose  .the  Land  Bevenue 
and  Income  Tax  Commissioner  goes  to  a  particular  place  on  a  particular 
day  and  the  Registrar  of  Co-operative  Societies  also  goes  to  the  same 
place  on  that  day  that  means  so  much  more  batta  and  travelling 
allowance. 

Secondly,  I  do  not  know  how  far  the  head  "of  a  department  is  a 
travelling  officer.  There  are  ever  so  many  subordinates  Under  him 
who  do  the  travelling.  I  think  that  the  functions  of  the  head  of  the- 
department  consist  in  laying  down  the  policy  of  that  department  and 

in  controlling  the  various  activities  of  that  department. '  ' 
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I  should  also  think  that  in  a  debate,  like  this  personal  consider 
tions  do  not  arise.  If  any  principle  is  sought  to  be  made  out.  by  this, 
token  cut,  it  makes  no  difference  who  the  present  incumbent  is.  We 
have  to  consider  the  question  apart  from  person  of  the  present  officer, 
So,  for  these  reasons  and  in  view  of  the  statement  made  by  the 
Dewan-President  of  the  present  defunct  nature  of.  the  Co-operative 
Department,  I  oppose  the  motion,

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Mr.  J.  E,  A.  PEREIRA  :  I  distinctly  remember  the  mover  saying 
there  is  a  dispute  between  the  Government  and  one  Mr.  X  and  tha 
matter  has  been  referred  to  arbitration  by  the  Land  Bevenue  Commis¬ 
sioner  and  the  inference  I  got,  Sir,  is  the  present  inoumbent  may  not 
be  able  to  do  it. 

MR.  PULIY00R  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAl :  On  a  word  of  personal 
explanation.  That  was  not  my  object. 

Mr.  J.  E.  A.  PEREIRA  :  It  has  been  said  that  the  present  incumbent 
of  the  Co-operative  Department  does  not  possess  knowledge  of  law. 
I  don’t  think  this  argument  is  sustainable  because  questions  of  law 
arise  in  every  Department  and  the  Head  of  the  Department  may  make 
a  reference  to  the  Crown  lawyers,  when  occasion  demands. 

Mr.  PUUY00R  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAl :  When  a  case  is  argued 
before  Land  Bevenue  Commissioner,  does  the  Member  suggest  that  he 
must  immediately  refer  the  matter  to  the  Advocate-General  ? 

MR.  J.  E.  A.  PEREIRA  :  I  was  only  referring  to  him  as  the  Director 
of  Co-operative  Department.  Therefore,  that  does  not  arise.  By  a 
seemingly  innocuous  cut  motion,  I  honestly  feel,  Sir,  that  an  unwar¬ 
ranted  and  unjustifiable  attack  has  been  made  on  the  capacity  on  one 
of  the  noblest  straightforward  and  very  able  officer.  In  my  opinion, 
he  will  not  only  fit,  but  also  be  an  ornament  to  any  cabinet  or 
ministry. 

MR.  M.  RAMACHANORA  RAO  :  Sir,  I  was  appointed  as  Land  Bevenue 
Commissioner  about  ten  months  back.  It  was  a  few  days  after  I  took 
charge  as  Land  Bevenue  Commissioner  that  I  was  directed  by  Govern¬ 
ment  to  take  charge  of  the  Co-operative  Department  also.  I  did  not 
feel  quite  sanguine  about  it  then ;  but  I  had  to  obey  the  orders  of 
Government.  I'have  been  working  as  the  Registrar  of  Co-operative 
Societies  for  about  nine  months.  After  having  worked  for  nine  months 
I  have  come  to  certain  conolnsions  which  I  shall  place  before  the  House, 
The  co-operative  movement  is  a  mass  movement  and  Government 
have  not  got  to  do  much  except  by  way  of  propaganda,  guidance  and 
supervision.  Any  growth  and  improvement  has  to  come  only  from  the 
people ;  Government  can  only  help  them. 

Secondly,  the  status  of  the  Registrar  of  Co-operative  Societies 
should  he  not  that  of  an  officer  on  Rs.  300.  it  should  be  of  that  of  a 
first  grade  officer.  If  you  compare  the  status  of  the  Registrars  in  other 
States  or  in  the  Provinces  of  India,  yon  will  see  that  only  first  grade 
officers  are  put  in  charge  of  the  Co-operative  Department.  The  main 
reason  is  that  it  is  only  then  that  that  public  co-operation,  which  is 
very  necessary  for  the  success  of  the  movement,  will  be  forthcoming. 

Thirdly,  the  Co-operative  Department  does  not  need  the  help  and 
co-operation  of  any  other  department  as  much  as  it  needs  the  co¬ 
operation  of  the  Land  Bevenue  Department ;  in  fact,  there  is  no  de¬ 
partment  which  does  not  need  the  help  of  the  Land  Bevenue  Depart, 
ment.  Dor  every  matter,  references  have  to  go  to  the  PeishKar,  to 
tha  Tahsildar  and  down  to  the  Proverthicar.  At  any  rate,  in  the  case 
of  the  Co-operative  Department,  it  can  be  asserted  more  or  less  that  it 
cannot  get  on  without  the  help  of  the  Land  Bevenue  Department.- 
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Fourthly,  Sir,  in  Travancore,  the  Co-operative  Department  had 
come  to  a  stage  when  the  Government  had  to  pause  in  order  to  see 
how  far  the  department  had  progressed.  Naturally,  the  Land  Revenue 
Commissioner  being  the  officer  who  has  most  to  deal  with  the  public 
at  large,  and  who  has  to  visit  every  taluk  and  every  pakuthi  in  the 
State  to  meet  the  people  and  to  ascertain  their  wants  in  all  matters 
connected  with  their  welfare,  was  given  the  charge  of  the  Co-operative 
Department  also.  I  should  think  these  were  the  reasons  which  weighed 
with  the  Government  in  making  the  present  arrangement.  That  is 
my  inference. 

I  may  perhaps  repeat  that,  if  our  Co-operative  movement  has 
failed,  it  is  mainly  due  to  the  fact  that  our  Begistrars  have  been  officers 
of  the  Bs.  300-400  grade.  There  is  no  wonder  that-  officers  of  that 
status  were  not  able  to  attract  people  to  them  and  to  get  from  them 
the  willing  co-operation  which  is  the  foundation  of  the  Co-operative 
movement. 

I  do  not  know  what  exactly  the  policy  of  Government  was  when 
they  appointed  me  as  the  Co-operative  Registrar  j  but  having  been 
in  the  department  for  nearly  an  year,  I  think  I  am  right  in  the  infer¬ 
ences  I  have  drawn  about  the  reasons  which  should  have  weighed 
with  the  Government  in  giving  the  charge  of  the  Co-operative  Depart¬ 
ment  to  the  Land  Revenue  Commissioner. 

Having  been  appointed  Registrar  of  Co-operative  Societies,  I  took 
Up  the  task.  Such  of  the  Hon’ble  members  as  have  known  me  and 
have  had  occasion  to  watch  my  work,  Would  bear  me  out  when  I  say 
that  I  have  gone  to  several  pakuthies  in  the  State  and  have  visited 
many  Co-operative  Societies  during  the  time  I  have  been  in  charge  of 
the  department.  I  have  already  given  a  succinct  account  of  how  the 
movement  stands  in  the  State  at  present. 

As  regards  the  arbitration  case,  I  repudiate  the  statements  made 
by  the  member.  The  arbit.  case  is  a  sacred  trust  handed  to  me 
by  Government  and  I  will  discharge  it  to  the  best  of  my  ability  (hear, 
hear).  The  tricky  way  in  which  the  member  brought  the  matter  of 
arbitration  oaSe  into  this  motion  concerning  the  Co-operative  Depart¬ 
ment  and  the  Land  Revenue  Commissioner  shows  what  he  is  I  have 
nothing  more  to  say,  Sir, 

Mr.  K0TTAL1L  P.  ABRAHAM :  May  I  ask  Whether  Land  Revenue 
Work  has  suffered  in  any  way  by  the  Hon'ble  member’s  work  as  head 
of  the  Co-operative  Department  ? 

Mr.  M.  RAMACHANDRA  RAO:  I  have  already  stated  that  neither 
the  work  of  the  Land  Revenue  Department,  nor  the  work  of  the  Co¬ 
operative  Department  has  suffered. 

The  moment  I  feel  I  am  too  weak  to  handle  both  the  departments, 
t  shall  be  the  first  man  to  tell  the  Government  about  it. 

MR.  KUNJUKRI3HNAN:  May  I  ask  whether  there  is  any  definite 
scheme  before  Government  for  coordinating  the  activities  of  the 
Agricultural  Department  and  the  Co-operative  Department,  with  a 
view  to  the  regeneration  of  rural  parts  /

MR.  PUUYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILlAl:  I  am  not  at  all  satisfied 
with  the  explanation  given  by  the  Land  Revenue  Commissioner,  nor 
with  the  tone  of  his  reply.  I  therefore  press  my  motion. 

PRESIDENT:  Before  putting  the  matter  to  vote,  I  have  two  points 
to  clear.  It  is  necessary  to  remember  that  Government  have  not  vested 
the  Co-operative  Department  and  its  administration  with  the  Land 
Revenue  Commissioner,  by  mere  chance  or  due  to  lack  of  a  definite 
policy  in  the  matter.  I  shall  now  enunciate  our  policy  in  this  respect. 

(a)  To  get  rid  of  unnecessary  heads  of  departments,  heads  which 
are  costing  the  Government  needless  money; 

(b)  To  administer  such  departments  with  the  aid  of  local  talent 
as  fat  as  possible— a  scrutiny  of  Government  benches  will  disclose  the 
results  of  that  policy ; 

(c)  To  appoint  non-Travancorean  experts  only  Where  the  abso- 
lute  necessities  of  the  situation  demand  such  appointment. 

Now,  I  for  one  feel  that,  in  the  past,  there  has  been  considerable 
laxity  in  th.ia  matter.  For  a  State  of  this  size  !and  this  income,  it  is 
unnecessary  to  have  so  many  heads  of  departments  as  we  are  having, — 
(Bear,  here,)  Registrar  of  Joint  Stock  Companies  Registrar  of  Co-opera* 
tive  Societies,  Protector  of  Backward  Communities,  Superintendent  of 
Stationary  and  Printing,  and  so  on  and  so  forth.  The  object  of  the 
Govsrnment  is  that  only  those  of  heads  of  departments  survive  and  are 
maintained,  who  have  got  a  day’s  work  and  a  definite  and  important 
policy  to  ..pursue. 

Moreover,  in  view  of  what  fell  from  certain  Honorable  members, 
I  find  that  there  is  some  talk  about  technical  efficiency,  as  it  is  called, 
for  certain  departments.  Mention  has  been  made  of  the  necessity  of 
scientific  knowledge  of  co-operation.  The  Co-operative  Department 
needs  nothing  more  than  knowledge  of  human  nature,  and  sympathy 
With  the  common  peasant ;  perhaps,  there  are  a  few  elementary  text 
books  to  be  read. 

One  of  the  most  successful  Co-operative  Registrars  that  have  shed 
lustre  on  that  office  has  been  my  distinguished  predecessor  here,  the 
late  Sir  P.  Rajagopalachariar;  it  was  perhaps  his  work  as  Registrar  of 
Co-operative  Societies  that,  was  the -finest  work  he  did  in  his  life.  How 
did  he  succeed  ?  He  went  about  from  village  to  village,  and,  by  sitting 
Dharna  at  the  door  of  each  headman  of  the  village  made  every  other 
villager  oome  near  him.  That  was  how  he 'tried  and  started  co-opera¬ 
tive  societies.  Anfi  then,  he  used  to  repeat  his  visits  to  every  one  of 
these  villages  and  to  see  to  it  that  the  dues  are  properly  paid  by  the 
Villagers.  He  wcnild  sit  by  the'side  of  the  leaders  in  the  Village  and 
bring  round  all  the  villagers,  preach  to  them  the  advantages  of  co-oper¬ 
ation  and  create  in  them  a  sincere  interest  in  the  work.  That  was  how 
the  work -of  that  department  became,  in  Madras,  the  success  it  was, 
which  I  would  now  emphatically  say,  it  is  not  today.  In  fact,  after  Sir 
P.  Rajagopalachari  left  the  department,  it  deteriorated  and  degenerated, 
and  is  now  as  bad  as  in  Travancoro. 
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Now,  feeling  like  that,  all  talk  of  scientific  knowledge  of  co-opera¬ 
tion  and  all  the  rest  of  it,  does  not  appeal  to  me  at  all.  There  is  abso¬ 
lutely  no  science  about  it.  What  is  needed  as  I  said,  is  knowledge  of 
human  nature  and  sympathy  ;  and  along  with  that  sympathy,  you  re¬ 
quire  conjoint  action  on  the  part  of  officials  and  non-officials.  What  is 
mainly  wanted  is  complete  co-operation  from  the  Land  Revenue  Depart¬ 
ment  ;  because  without  the  help  of  the  Tahsildars  and  the  Proverthicars, 
the  work  of  the  Co-oporative  Department  will  not  be  adequately  imple¬ 
mented. 

A  separative  Co-operative  Registrar  for  Travancore  is  a  costly  and 
needless  luxury.  Secondly  it  was  considered  that  the  Land  Revenue 
Department  was  the  fittest  instrument  for  doing  co-operative  work  at 
the  present  stage  of  the  movement.  When  the  department  was  started 
the  position  was  different.  High  hopes  were  raised.  It  was  considered 
that  eo-operation  was  a  recondite  science,  and  by  the  Wave  of  a  magie 
wand  as  it  were  all  the  indebtedness  of  the  people  would  disappear.  It 
was  thought  that  useful  marketing  societies,  useful  credit  societies  would 
come  into  existence  in  large  numbers  in  every  village  in  the  country. 
It  has  since  been  realised  that  so  far  as  our  people  ^are  concerned,  the 
movement  has  not  been  the  great  success  that  we  hope  it  would  be. 
All  our  hopes  of  joint  action  on  the  part  of  the  people  have  been  shatt¬ 
ered.  In  fact,  in  Travancore.  the  habit  of  joint  work  has  to  be  patien¬ 
tly  inculcated,  village  by  village,  with  the  co-operation  of  Village  Pan- 
chayats.  What  is  mainly  needed  is  the  foundation  of  Village  Pancha- 
yats,  and  Village  and  Taluk  Societies-  These  are  the  foundations  of 
the  Co-operative  movement.  I  would  'repeat,  there  is  absolutely  no 
science  about  it. 

Now,  whether  a  particular  occupant  of  the  office  does  his  work  ot 
not,  it  is  for  the  House  and  for  the  public  to  Judge.  But  to  say  that 
we  must  have  a  separative  Co-operative  Registrar  for  dealing  withlabso- 
lutely  defunct  institutions,  and  for  sending  out  monetary  letters  asking 
people  to  pay  up  their  dues,  is  something  which  fI  cannot  subscribe  to. 
I  leave  it  for  the  House  to  decide.  Judging  from  my  experience  of  the 
department  in  this  State,  I  have  been  driven  to  the  following  conclu¬ 
sion. 

{&)  The  first  duty  of  the  Cc-operative  Registrar  would  be  to  put 
out  of  the  way,  as  soon  as  possible,  all  the  societies  that  are  a  real 
menace  to  the  country. 

(J)  Secondly,  it  should  be  his  duty  to  encourage  and  actively  to 
encourage  and  support  those  societies  which  have  a  future,  which  are 
backed  by  real  securities,  which  ate  worked  by  sincere  and  enthusiastic 
men  of  character  and  integrity.  What  is  much  more  important  for  the 
co-operative  department  than  money— that  is  nothing  for  real  co-opera¬ 
tive  work— ,  what  is  needed  more  than  even  credit,  is  character;  that 
is  the  foundation  of  the  co-operative  movement. 

Any  head  of  the  department  who  will  bsar  these  in  mind,  will 
Succeed ;  any  one  who  does  not,  will  not  succeed.  The  material  is 
there,  I  am  sure,  in  this  country.  What  was  happened  is  that  certain 
divining  people  have  taken  advantage  of  village  factions  and  have  ufcij 
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lised  these  societies  as  money  lending  organisations.  That  idea  must 
throughly  disappear.  It  is  for  that  that  you  require  propaganda,  in- 
tensive  propaganda  by  men  of  character  ;  any  amount  of  money  will  not 
serve  that  purpose. 

How  far  a  particular  officer  has  bean  able  to  do  that  will  be  judged 
and  as  per  such  judgment  verdict  will  be  passed  upon  his  work. 

Mr.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  P1LLAI :  In  view  of  the  con¬ 
vincing  elucidation  of  facts  by  the  Dewan-President,  I  beg  leave  to 
withdraw  my  motion. 

The  motions  was,  by  leave,  withdrawn. 

Motion  No.  5 

Mr.  PULIYOOR  t.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  P1LLA1  :  Sir,  I  beg  to  move  the 
following  motion: 

“To  reduoe  the  allotment  of  Its.  2,500  for  travelling  allowance  by  Be  1” 

My  object  is  to  impress  upon  the  Government  the  indispensable 
necessity  of  opening  a  sub-treasury  at  Ohengannur-  The  matter  has 
been  brought  to  the  attention  of  Government  many  a  tinle,  by  means 
Of  cut  motions  and  interpellations,  The  first  question  that  the 
Government  should  consider  is  whether  it  Would  be  desirable  to  consti¬ 
tute  a  separate  taluk,  of  Ohengannur,  consisting  of  the  pakuthies  of  the 
old  Ohengannur  taluk.  But,  as  I  could  gather  from  the  answers  given 
to  my  interpellation,  that  the  Ex-Land  Revenue  Commissioner  was 
not  for  establishing  a  separate  Ohengannur  Taluk  at  present.  Sir,  I 
was  told  the  other  day,  in  answer  to  an  interpellation,  that,  in  regard 
to  the  question  of  opening  a  sub-treasury  there  the  Land  Revenue 
Commissioner  had  submitted  a  favourable  report  to  Government.  It  is 
a  long  time  Bince  I  got  that  answer. 

Sif,  Ohengannur  has  very  many  Government  institutions;  there 
is  a  Munsiff’s  Court,  an  English  High  School,  the  Division  Assistant’s 
Office,  and  two  Magistrates’  Courts.  All  these  institutions  have  fre¬ 
quently  to  remit  money  into  the  treasury;  and  money  has  also  to  be 
withdrawn  from  the  treasury  for  the  payment  of  the  salaries  of  the 
establishment  of  these  institutions  and  of  the  officers  also.  As  is  well- 
known  large  amounts  of  money  are  being  taken  to  the  treasury  and 
from  thereto  the  respective  offices  only  by  low-paid  peons  attached  to 
the  various  Government  institutions  situated  in  distant  places,  especially 
very  late  in  the  evening,  There  is  the  likelyhood  of  risk  and  danger  to 
the  life  and  money  in  addition  to  the  difficulties  that  the  public  are  put 
to  in  ever,  so  many  ways. 

All  these  facts,  I  understand,  have  been  reported  to  Government 
more  than  once.  After  all  the  opening  of  the  Sub-Treasury  cannot 
involve  any  very  heavy  additional  expenditure,  because,  you  may 
require  only  a  clerk  and  one  or  two  peons  since  the  charge  and  other 
responsibilities  of  ihe  sub-treasury  can  very  well  be  entrusted  to  one 
gf  the  two  magistrates  and  their  Head  Clerks  as  deemed  fit  and 
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convenient  for  the  purpose.  I  would  therefore  request  the  Government 
to  take  early  steps  for  the  opening  of  a  sub-treasury  at  Chengannur, 
and  to  redress  this  legitimate  and  long-felt  grievance  of  the  people  of 
Chengannur. 

MR.  M.  RAMACHANDRA  RAO  :  The  matter  of  opening  a  sub-treasury 
at  Chengannur  is  engaging  the  attention  of  Government. 

The  motion  was,  by  leave,  withdrawn. 

Motion  No,  6. 

MR.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI :  Sir,  I  ibeg  to  move  the 
following  motion  : 

“To  reduce  the  allotment  of  Rs.  2,500  for  travelling  allowance  by  He.  X 

Sir,  as  a  result  of  representations,  made  in  this  House  as  well  as 
in  the  old  Legislative  Council,  Government  were  pleased  to  pass  orders 
abolishing  market  tolls  on  hand  loads  not  exceedings  20  pounds  in 
weight.  I  have  dwelt  on  this  matter  at  length  in  my  speech  during 
the  general  discussion  of  the  budget. 

Sir,  according  to  the  administration  report  of  1113  the  total 
number  of  public  markets  in  the  State  is  219,  and  that  of  the  private 
markets  at  the  end  of  the  year  360.  The  total  amount  estimated  for 
the  next  year,  under  market,  is  Rs.  1,05,000.  It  has  been  declared 
by  Government  more  than  once  that  their  object  in  introducing  the 
system  of  market  tolls  is  to  collect  adequate  funds  for  the  improve¬ 
ment  and  proper  maintenance  of  markets:  and  more  than  once  they 
have  assured  this  House  that  the  whole  of  the  collections  from  markets 
would  be  utilised  in  the  improvement  of  the  markets. 

The  House  adjourned  for  lunch  at  1.  3  P.  M,  and  reassembled 
at  2  p.  m. 

MR.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI:  We  were  at  cut  motion 
No.  6.  As  I  have  been  explaining,  the  real  object  cf  the  introduction 
of  the  market  toll  in  the  State  was  to  'see  that  the  .  whole  amount 
realised  by  Government  annually  in  the  shape  of  market  toll  is  utilised 
for  the  improvement  of  the  public  markets  in  the  State.  But  from' 
the  Government  records  it  is  seen  that  not  more  than  8  per-cent  of  the 
total  collection  of  the  market  toll  is  utilised  for  the  purpose  ear-mark¬ 
ed  by  Government.  As  a  result  of  the  recent  Government  orders,  I 
have  no  hesitation  to  say  that  the  present  arrangement  will  not,  in  any 
way,  benefit  the  poor  agriculturists  who  carry  the  fruits  of  their  labours 
to  the  markets. 

PRESIDENT :  Is  the  honourable  member’s  complaint  only  with, 
regard  to  the  fixation  of  the  20  lbs.  or  is  it  wider? 

Mr.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI :  My  complaint  is  that  it 
is  not  practical  or  possible  for  any  market  contractor  or  market-going 
individual  to  ascertain  beforehand  whether  the  weight  of  all  hand 
loads  taken  to  the  market  exceed  20  lbs  or  pot, 
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PRESIDENT  •  I  quite  understand  your  point.  Your  complaint  is 
that  the  fixation  of  the  20  lbs  limit  is  unworkable? 

Hr.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUQHAN  PIUAI  :  It  is  unworkable. 

PRESIDENT  :  Is  the  honorable  member’s  complaint  with  regard  to 
the  headload  or  is  it  possible  for  him  to  go  step  by  step  and  abolish  the 
20  lbs  limit? 

HR.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI:  I  will  leave  it  to  the 
decision  of  the  Government.  But  anyhow  the  fixation  of  20  lbs  should 
be  oancelledummed iately  and  all  band  loads  irrespective  of  any  weight 
should  be  absolutely  exempted  from  the  payment  of  market  toll. 

HR.  M.  RAMACHANDRA  RAO  :  Sir,  considering  what  the  member  has 
said,  I' do  not  think  there  is  any  objection  to  reduce  the  toll  on  all  hand 
loads. 

MR.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI :  Irrespective  of  the 
weight  ? 

MR.  M,  RAMACHANDRA  RAO  :  Yes. 

MR.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI:  For  the  present  I  am 
satisfied  and  I  do  not  press  my  motion. 

The  motion,  by  leave,  was  withdrawn. 

Motion  No.  7, 

The  following  motion  was  not  moved  : — 

Mb.  Ptjliyoob  T.  P.  Velayudhan  Pil&ai  : 

“To  reduae  the  allotment  of  Ks.  2,500/-for  travelling  allowanoe  by  Re.  i*\ 

Motion  No.  8. 

;  MR;.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI:  Sir,  I  move  that  the 
allotment  of  Rs.  2,500  for  Travelling  Allowance  be  reduced  by  Be.  1. 
My  object  in  moving  this  motion  is  to  impress. upon  the  Government 
the.  desirability  of  untilising  the  amounts  collected  by  way  of. 
market  tolls  for  improving  the  public  markets  and  also  for  opening  new 
markets.  As  I  have  already  stated  in  connection  with  out  motion  No.6, 
the  object  of  the  levy  of  the  market  toll  was  obviously  with  the  idea  of 
utilising  the  whole  amount  collected  by  way  of  market  toll  for  the 
improvement  of  all  the  public  markets  in  the  State.  But,  Sir,  I  am 
constrained  to  submit  that  the  actual  expenditure  for  the  improvement 
of  the  markets  has  not  exceeded  more  than  8  per-cent  of  the  total 
collection  of  the  market  tolls  as  can  very  well  be  seen  from  the 
Administration  Beport  of  the  year  1113. 

Mr.  M.  RAMACHANDRA  RAO  :  Sir,  I  hasten  to  correct  the  member. 
The  expenditure  in  1114  was  Bs.  20,000  and  the  expenditure  in  1115 
is  expected  to  be  nearly  Rs.  20,000. 

MR.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI :  May  I  know  what  was 
the  actual  expenditure  for  the  improvement  and  maintenance  q! 
markets  in  1113, 
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Mr.  M.  RAMACKANDRA  RAO:  Es.  8,542. 

Mr.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI :  My  submission  therefore 
is  that  the  expenditure  for  the  improvement  of  the  markets  has  not 
come  to  more  than  8  per  cent  of  the  total  collection  in  1113.  Eor  a  long 
time  past,  we  have  been  making  representations  and  urging  upon  the 
attention  of  the  Government  the  indispensible  necessity  for  making 
some  improvements  to  the  Kulanada  market  situated  in  the  Thiruvella 
talus,  on  the  side  of  the  M.  0.  Road  near  the  Pandalam  campshed. 
Government  had  promised  to  look  into  the  matter  very  favourably  and 
do  the  needful  with  regard  to  that  matter,  We  have  been  waiting 
so  long  to  see  whether  any  useful  result  would  arise  out  of  that  solemn 
promise.  But  sorry,  to  say  Sir  that  nothing  further  was  done  ia  the 
matter.  The  real  difficulty  is  this.  After  collecting  the  market  toll 
the  amount  is  now  utilised  by  Government  not  for  the  purposes  for 
which  that  system  was  introduced  into  the  State  but  for  altogether 
different  purposes.  The  condition  of  many  of  the  public  markets  in 
the  State  is  very  miserable  and  many  of  them  are  altogether  neglected. 
So  my  submission  is  that  if  the  policy  underlying  my  cut  motion  is 
accepted  by  Government  there  will  not  be  any  difficulty  in  the  matter 
and  that  policy  may  be  worked  out  in  future  for  the  best  advantage  of 
the  market-going  people.  So  I  move  my  cut  motion  for  the  acceptance 
of  this  House. 

MR.  M.  RAMACHANDRA  RAO  :  As  regards  the  figures  supplied  by 
the  member,  I  beg  to  submit  that  in  the  year  J 11 4  against  a  receipt  of 
Es.  1,05,000  about  Es.  20,000  was  spent  on  markets  and  for  the  year 
1115  it  is  expected  that  the  same  amount  of  Rs.  20,000  will  be  spent. 
I  do  not  think  Government  have  accepted  the  principle  that  all  the 
receipts  from  the  market  will  be  spent  for  market  improvement.  Inci¬ 
dentally,  for  the  proper  maintenance  of  markets  there  are  other  items 
of  expenditure  like  the  police,  the  maintenance  of  roads  and  thodus 
leading  to  markets.  These  expenses  are  not  taken  into  account  in  the 
maintenance  of  markets.  It  has  been  said  by  my  predecessor  that  if 
there  is  some  surplus  there  could  be  no  objection  to  Government  using 
it  for  other  purposes  than  for  mere  market  maintenance.  I  have  also 
told  the  House  that  about  Es.  20,000  was  spent  in  1114  and  the  same 
amount  is  expected  to  be  spent  in  1115  also. 

As  regards  the  particular  market,  which  the  honourable  member 
has  mentioned,  I  shall  see,  during  the  course  of  the  year,  whether  I  will 
be  able  to  devote  some  money  for  that  market. 

With  this  assurance,  I  hope  the  honourable  member  will  withdraw 
his  motion. 

MR.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI:  Sir,  I  beg  permission 

of  the  House,  to  withdraw  my  motion. 

The  motion,  by  leave,  was  withdrawn.

MR.  P.  V.  MATHAI  CHEMPARATHY:  Sir,  1  beg  to  move  tli,  following 
motion  : 

“  To  ireduce  the  allotment  of  Rs  2,500  for  travelling  allowance 
by  Re.  1  ”,

My  object  in  moving  this  motion  is  to  discuss  the  necessity  for 
giving  adequate  representation  to  the  Catholic  community  in  the  Land 
Revenue  Department.  I  intend  by  this  motion  that  all  the  unrepre¬ 
sented  communities  should  get  their  clue  share  of  appointments  in  the 
Land  Revenue  Department."  It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the  Govern¬ 
ment  have  accepted  the  principle  and  with  that  end  in  view  the  Public 
Service  Commissioner  has  been  appointed.  But  though  the  principle 
is  accepted,  in  practice  we  do  not  see  any  appreciable  improvement  in 
the  state  of  affairs.  I  am  not  going  at  this  juncture  to  place  before  the 
House  ail  the  figures  which  are  rather  vexing.  I  know  it  is  a  legiti¬ 
mate  grievance  and  I  hope  that  you  will  redress  the  grievance  of  all 
the.  unrepresented  communities.  With  these  words  I  place  the  motion 
for  the  acceptance  of  the  House. 

MR.  C.  JEBAMONY  NADAR  :  I  beg  to  move  an  amendment. 

MR.  KA1NIKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI :  Sir,  I  rise  to  a  point  of 
order.  An  amendment  to  the  motion  cannot  be  moved.  The  motion 
is  to  reduce  Re.  1  from  the  allotment  of  Rs.  2,500  for  travelling  allow¬ 
ance.  The  motion  must  be  to  reduce  Rs.  2  or  Rs.  3  and  not  an  amend¬ 
ment  to  this  motion. 

PRESIDENT  ;  Let  us  see  what  the  amendment  is. 

MR.  C.  JEBAMONY  NADAR  :  Instead  of  the  words  “the  Catholic 
community”  insert  the  words  “all  inadequately  represented  com¬ 
munities”. 

PRESIDENT  :  The  motion  is  designed  to  bring  to  the  prominent 
attention  of  Government  the  inadequate  representation  of  the  Catholic 
community.  It  is  quite  open  to  the  honourable  member  to  say  that 
other  communities  are  inadequately  represented  by  way  of  argument. 
But  to  add  the  words  suggested  by  the  member  would  be  against,  what 
may  be  called,  the  fundamental  idea  of  the  mover.  I  believe  there  are 
some  other  motions  of  a  wider  scope.  But  I  take  it  that  the  object  of 
this  particular  motion  is  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  Government  the 
grievances  of  the  Catholic  community. 

Mr.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  :  Sir,  I  rise  to  a  point  of 
order.  The  reduction  of  the  proposed  travelling  allowance  relates  only 
to  the  travelling  of  the  Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commissioner. 
But  the  scope  of  the  motion  is  not  that.  Under  the  Rulings  of  the 
Chair  reported  on  page  122  the  motion  is  not  strictly  admissible  and 
hence  cannot  be  moved  now. 

The  purpose  of  a  token  motion  and  the  debate  on  a  token  motion  must 
be  strictly  relevant  to  the  purpose  for  which  th  amount  sought  to 
be  reduced  is  demanded.  If  the  motion  relate  to  the  total  grant 
for  a  department,  the  debate  is  all:  wed  to  tango  >.ver  the  whole 
policy  of  the  department.  It  the  Mil  sought  so  be  reduced  is  a 
hub  total,  then  the  debate  is  allowed  tv  rang  ' over  only  so  much 
of  the  Policy  of  the  department  as  may,  by  c,  nile  <■  i  lelevancy,  be 
apportioned  to  that  sub-total.  If,  for  instanco,  the  a  mount  sou.-ht 
to  be  reduced  is  only  the  singe  item  of  Tra  c  Him.  ..  llowance,  the 
iigi'ote  must  be  strictly  confined  to  the  travelling  of  the  officer  for 
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whose  travelling  the  amount  is  demanded.  If  the  amount  sought 
to  be  reduced  is  the  amount  of  salaries  for  clerks,  the  debate  must 
be  confined  to  the  work  of  the  clerks.” 

PRESIDENT  :  I  think  the  honourable  member  is  right.  The  motion 
is  ruled  out  of  order.  I  find  on  the  motion  for  ref  notion  of  total  grants 
the  question  of  communal  representation  has  been  raised.  H  i  the 
honourable  member  might  discuss  the  whole  matter  under  that  it.  m. 

Motion  No.  10. 

Mr.  P.  V.  MATHAI  CHEMPARATHY:  Sir,  I  beg  to  move  that  Rs  -,r-00 
for  travelling  allowance  be  reduced  by  Re.  1. 

My  object  is  moving  this  motion  is  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  Gov¬ 
ernment  that  a  good  deal  of  hardship  is  experienced  by  the  ordinary 
tax  payers  in  paying  their  tax  because  many  of  them  live  at  a  distance 
of  13  or  U  miles  from  the  Fakuthy  Cuicherry  to  which  the  tax  is  to  be 
paid.  If  a  man  has  to  pay  tax  of  Re.  I  he  will  have  to  spend  5  or  6 
chuckrams  for  motor  fare  to  go  to  the  Pakuthy  Cutcherry  to  pay  his  tax 
I  want  also  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  Government  that  the  numbu 
of  Pakuthy  Cutcherries  in  my  taluk  is  only  5.  This  is  a  great  handi¬ 
cap  both  to  the  tax  payers  and  to  the  tax  collecting  people  of  the 
Revenue  Department.  So  I  want  the  Government  to  realise  the 
necessity  of  increasing  the  number  of  Pakuthy  Cutcherries  in  my  taluk. 
With  these  observations  I  move  my  motion  for  the  acceptance  of 
the  House. 

MR.  M.  SIVATHANU  PILLAI:  Sir,  this  motion  is  also  similar  to  the 
one  already  moved. 

PRESIDENT  :  I  have  been  noticing  that  ruling.  We  have  been 
allowing  the  discussion  in  regard  to  T.  A.  to  range  somewhat  more 
freely  than  might  be  technically  admissible .  Let  us  take  for  instance 
the  question  of  corruption  of  an  officer  coming  under  his  T.  A.  during 
the  discussion.  It  might  be  said  because  the  person  did  not  travel 
more  strenuously  or  intensively  and  so  he  was  corrupt.  But  I  did  not 
want  to  be  too  meticulous  in  restricting  the  scope  of  discussion.  So 
I  am  not  going  to  be  too  strict  about  that. 

MR'.  M.  RAMACHANDRA  RAO:  In  Thodupuzha  th;  Pakuthy  ICut- 
cherries  are. distributed  far  between  and  they  may  need  splitting  up  as 
the  honourable  member  has  suggested.  The  pakuthy  of  Karicode  is 
too- extensive.  But  there  is  this  unfortunate  difficulty.  The  question 
of  splitting  up  of  pakuthies  cannot  be  taken  up  between  one  settlement 
and  another.  There  will  be  complications  in  the  matter  of  accountss 
and:,  so,  that  question  can  be  considered  during  the  next  settlement. 
While  it  may  be  possible  to  consider  the  amalgamation  of  two  pakuthies 
before  the  next  settlement,  it  is  very  difficult  to  consider  the  question 
of  breaking  up  of  a  pakuthy.  So,  I  request  the  honourable  member 
will  withdraw  the  motion. 

Mr,  P.  V.  MATHAI  CHEMPARATHY  :  In  view  of  the  explanation  given 
by  the  Land  Revenue  and  Income  .Tax  Commissioner,  I  withdraw 
the  motion,  - 
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Motion  No.  11. 

Mr.  P.  V.  MATHAI  CHEMPARATHY  :  Sir,  I  beg  to  move  that  Rs.  2,500 
for  travelling  allowance  be  reduced  by  Re.  1. 

PRESIDENT:  How  do  you  bring  this  motion  under  this  heading? 

MR.  P.  V.  MATHAI  CHEMPARATHY:  Sir,  my  object  is  that  if  the 
Revenue  Commissioner  is  to  travel  he  will  be  in  a  position  to  under¬ 
stand  the  real  difficulties  experienced  by  Puduval  Land  Registry  holders 
in.paying  the  tharavila  and  other  dues  to  Government. 

PRESIDENT:  The  honourable  member  will  realise  that  the  hard¬ 
ships  experienced  in  paying  the  tharavila  is  a  matter  of  general  prin¬ 
ciple  and  cannot  come  under  the  T.  A.  of  the  Land  Revenue 
Commissioner.  The  motion  is  not  in  order. 

Motion  No  12. 

MR.  P.  V.  MATHAI  CHEMPARATHY  ;  Sir,  I  beg  to  move  that  Rs.  2,500 
for  travelling  allowance  be  reduced  by  Re.  1. 

My  object  in  moving  this  motion  is  not  to  dilate  too  much  upon 
the  corruption  prevailing  among  the  subordinate  officers  in  the  depart¬ 
ment  It  is  only  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  the  Land  Revenue 
Commissioner  and  of  the  Government  that  there  is  corruption  prevalent 
among  the  officers  connected  with  the  Pakuthy  Cutcherries.  In  this 
connection  I  may  bring  to  the  notice  of  this  House  that  when  once  the 
present  Land  Revenue  Commissioner  was  circuiting  in  the  rural  parts 
of  the  Thodupuzha  taluk  I  was  pleased  to  hear  from  the  ryots  that  the 
Land  Revenue  Commissioner  was  enquiring  about  the  needs  of  them 
and  was  assuring  them  that  any  complaint  would  be  soon  attended  to 
thereafter.  This  was  overheard  by  an  Accountant  and  he  reported  to 
one  of  his  friends  that  it  would  be  very  dangerous  for  them  if  the 
Commissioner  came  to  understand  about  their  corrupt  practices.  So 
by  circuit  and  inspection  an  officer  can  come  into  contact  with  the 
ryots  of  the  land  and  by  sympathetic  enquiry  and  assurances  he  could 
infuse  faith  in  them.  The.  present  Land  Revenue  Commissioner  is  a 
good  example  to  be  followed  by  other  heads  of  departments.  With  this 
object  in  view'  I  move  the  motion  for  the  kind  acceptance  of  the  House,

Mr.  M.  RA,WACHAI\iDRA  RAO:  Sir,  the  charge  is  that  there  is 
corruption  prevailing  among  the  subordinate  staff.  I  have  been  on 
circuit  for  ten  months  since  I  assumed  charge  and  have  inspected  all 
the  Pakuthy  Cutcherries  in  twelve  taluks.  Wherever  I  have  heard  com¬ 
plaints  I  have  given  the  necessary  warning  to  the  Tahsildars  and  their 
subordinates  that  if  any  complaint  is  received,  drastic  action  will  be 
taken  on  it.  I  would  request  the  honourable  members  to  bring  instances 
of  corruption  to  my  notice  and  I  may  assure  them  that  I  will  be  very 
strict  in  dealing  with  such  cases. 

Having  regard  to  the  registry  of  lands  for  the  members  of  the 
backward  communities  Mr.  John  Joseph  said  that  preference  is  not 
given  to  their  applications.  But  there  is  one  thing  of  which  I  should 
warn  Mr.  Joseph.  Encroachments  should  not  be  made  on  tank-beds 
or  cattle  grazing  grounds  and  it  is  a  well-known  fact  that  Travancore 
is  badly  in  need  of  grazing  lands. 

If  there  is  any  other  land  available  for  registry  and  if  the  depres¬ 
sed  classes  of  people  would  come  and  ask  for  registry  of  that  land, 
I  should  be  the  first  man  to  encourage  their  application  and  I  assure 
^.he  House  that  I  will  do  all  that  I  can.

Mr.  M.  RAIMA  CHANDRA  RAO  :  Sir,  the  question  reln.es  1o  a  market 
at  Varkala,  At  Nadayara  there  was  a  private  market  which  was  being 
conducted  by  a  Makomedan  contractor.  The  Government  policy  now 
is  to  stop  all  private  markets  and  to  convert  them  all  into  public 
markets.  The  private  market  owner  was  approached  with  a  view  to 
declare  the  market  as  a  public  one  without  asking  for  compensation 
and  he  has  refused.  Government  have,  thereupon,  opened  another 
market  in  about  a  mile  from  the'  first  market.  The  file  regarding 
this  came  before  me  as  soon  as  J  took  charge  of  this  office;  Govern¬ 
ment  had  directed  me  to  inspect  the  two  places.  I  went  and  inspected 
the  two  sites  personally  and  found  that  the  latter  place,  was  a  more 
convenient  one.  There  was  no  market  in  the  second  site  and  it  was 
acquired  by  Government.  Government  decided  that  there  should  be 
only  one  market  and  .hat  was  fixed  in  the  second  site.

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MR.  M.  RAMACHANDRA  RAO:  Sir  the  instance  which  the  honour¬ 
able  member  has  drawn  attention  to  is  that  two  paknthies  are  located 
under  one  house.  This  is  not  ;he  only  instance  of  the  kind;  1  may 
say  that  such  cases  are  now  engaging  my  attention. 

Regarding  new  Pakuthy  Catchemes  there  is  a  type  de  igned  by  the 
Chief  Engineer  and  approved  by  Government.  Each  building  will 
cost  11s.  2,000,  Each  year  one  or  two  Pakuthi  Cutckerries  will  be  put- 
up.  I- shall  do  my  utmost  to  see  that  the  cutcheries  are  located  as  far 
as  possible  in  the  middle  of  the  pakuthy. 

As  regards  Peruinbsvoor  market  a  sum  has  been  sanctioned  this 
year  for  the  "purposes  of  sheds  and  other  conveniences.  I  shall  also 
see  whesher  I  can  allot  any  amount  for  the  cattle  market. 

MR.  K.  P.  KQCHUKORA  THARAKAN  :  I  do  not  press. 

The  motion,  by  leave,  was  withdrawn. 

Mr.  K.  NARAYANAPERUMAL  NADAR  :  I  beg  So  move  to  reduce  the 
allotment  of  Bs.  2,500  for  travelling  allowance  by  Be.  1  to  point  out 
that  the'  Laud  Revenue  Commissioner  should,  during  his  travel,  exa¬ 
mine  tanks  and  tank-beds  as  to  whether  they  are  encroached  by  private 
owners  with  special  reference  to  tanks  and  tank-beds  in  Neendakara 
A  &  B  paku lilies  in  Agastiswaram  taluk. 

Sir,  in  i  be  A  and  B  pakuthies  of  Neendakara,  in  Agastiswaram 
taluk,  there  are  more  than  25  irrigation  tanks.  Now  the  beds  of  those 
tanks  are  held  by  the  owners  of  the  adjoining  ground.  I  do  not  pro¬ 
pose  to  deal  with  all  those  tanks  excepting  four  important  ones.  The 
firs!  one  I  may  take  up  is  the  Champakulatn  in  the  Neendakara  B 
pakuthy.  It  is  about  30  acres  in  extent.  The  tank  is  named  after  the 
late  Sir  M.  Krishnau  Nail1.  It  is  found  that  the  tank  is  encroached 
by  the  owners  of  the  neighbouring  area,  so  much  so,,  the  storage 
capacity  of  the  tank  is  reduced. 

The  second  tank  I  have  to  mention  about  is  the  Asarjkulam  tank 
1  near  the  Asarikulam  village.  Regarding  this  tank  I  have  asked  a 
question  which  appears  among  the  interpellations.  It  was  stated  in 
my  quest;on :  “Whether  Government  are  aware  of  a  momorial  sub- 
refitted  requesting  for  the  improvement  of  the  tank  in  S.  902  A  and  C 
in  1114  ?  (b)  whether  any  encroachment  on  the  tank  is  made  ?  If 

the  answer  is  in  the  affirmative,  (c)  the  number  of  acres  and  the 
action  taken  thereon 

The  third  tank  to  which  I  may  draw  your  attention  is  the  Perumal- 
kulam.  It  is  35  acres  in  extent.  Exactly  27£  acres  are  given  to  one 
ex-M.  L.  C.  on  Kuthagapattom.  Now,  Sir,  he  has  encroached  on  the 
remaining  portion  of  the  tank.  When  the  people  of  those  parts  ask 
him  whether  it  was  right  to  encroach  on  those  tank-beds  the  usual  reply 


KR.  C.  JEBAMONY  NADAR  :  Sir,  one  question. 

Mr,  K.  NARAYANAPERUMAl  NADAR  :  I  don’t  yield.  Sir,  his  answer 
was  “All  the  important  officers  are  now  known  to  me  and  the  Tahsil- 
dars,  the  Division  Peishkar  and  the  present  Land  Revenue  Commis¬ 
sioner  are  persons  with  whom  I  am  familiar.  They  are  all  my  friends. 
Therefore  what  action  can  you  take  ?  I  will  do  as  I  like.’’  I»- 


demand 
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Sir,  than  coming  to  the  other  tank,  namely,  the  ‘  Murungavilla 
kulam.’  It  is  in  S.  No.  4,560.  Some  six  months  back  there  was  an 
attempt  to  register  that  tank.  The  applicant  had  deposited  in  the 
Taluk  Office  Es.  500  and  at  the  request  of  the  public  and  mine  the 
Division  Peishkar  Mr,  Parameswara  Panickar  visited  the  spot  and 
made  recommendation  to  the  Land  Revenue  Commissioner  to  the 
effect  that  the  tank  should  not  be  registered.  The  Land  Revenue 
Commissioner  did  not  register  the  tank  in  his  name  but  still  the 
applicant  is  retaining  all  the  five  acres  of  the  tank.  It  is  regrettable 
to  find  that  the  same  person  is  still  irrigating  all  those  acres.  That 
only  shows  the  weakness  of  Government.  Even  the  local  Tahsildar 
and  the  Proverthicar  are  aware  of  that  fact;  they  are  not  prepared  to 
take  any  action, 

MR.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VEIAYUDHAN  PILLA1 :  May  I  know'the  name  of 
the  gentleman  who  is  irrigating  thise  acres  for  ;he  last  so  many  years  V 

MR.  K.  NARAYANAPERUMAL  NADAR  :  He  is  one  Mr.  E.  Subramonia 
Pillai. 

MR.  T.  C,  KESAVA  PILLAI  :  3ir,  I  wish  to  offer  a  few  words  in  this 
motion.  There  are  certain  irrigation  tanks  in  the  adjoining  sea  coasts, 
The  fields  in  those  areas  are  fed  by  the  channel  water.  The  particular 
tank-bed  that  is  being  irrigated  by  E.  S.  Pillai  was  once  proposed  to 
be  auctioned.  Bs.  33,000  was  secured  on  that  land  by  means  of  auc¬ 
tion.  The  people  of  the  locality  are  divided  into  two  parties,  One  is 
the  Nadav  party  and  the  other  the  Vellala  party.  The  Nadar  party 
wanted  to  get  it  in  auction  and  the  Vellala  party  wanted  that  sale  to 
be  cancelled.  In  order  tc  achieve  that  object  the  Vellala  party  pre¬ 
sented  a  petition  to  the  Dewan  to  that  effect.  On  account  of  some 
interference,  unfortunately  no  bidders  came  to  purchase  it  in  the  first 
instance.  After  the  second  notification  some  arrangements  were  made 
for  auctioning  the  laud.  Under  that  arrangement  R.  S.  Pii'.ai  got  it. 

MR,  M.  RAMACHANDRA  RAO:  It  has  been  given  on  Knthagapa'.tom. 

MR.  T.  C.  KESAVA  PILLAI :  I  have  seen  that  tank  myself  and  the 
renovation  of  the  whole  of  it  is  an  impossibility.  Considering  that 
difficult  aspect  of  the  restoraiion  of  the  whole  area  it  is  better  that 
some  area  may  be  registered  piece-meal.  I  fully  support  the  principle, 
namely,  that  no  tank-bed  should  bs  registered  in  favour  of  parties. 

Mr.  M.  RAMACHANDRA  RAO  :  I  find  from  the  office  file  that  an  area 
of  27  acres  have  been  given  on  Kuthagapattom  to  R  S.  Pillai.  This 
lease  expires  in  two  year’s  time  after  which  Government  have  ordered 
that,  that  particular  tank-bed  should  not  be  registered  therafter.  It 
is  the  policy  of  Government  not  to  register  tank-beds  hereafter  and  I 
may  assure  the  House  that  no  inch  of  such  ground  will  be  recom¬ 
mended  for  being  registered  either  by  the  Tahsildar  or  the  Division 
Peishkar  or  by  the  Land  Revenue  Commissioner. 

MR.  K,  NARAYANAPERUMAL  NADAR  :  May  I  know  from  Government 
whether  any  land  commanded  by  the  Kodayar  project  will  be  given  on 
thagapatrom  ? 
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Mr.  M.  RAMACHANDRA  RAO  :  There  is  no  objection  if  any  tank-bed 
is  leased  on  Kuthagapattom  till  its  renovation  is  taken  up  by  Gov em¬ 
inent. 

MR.  K.  NARAYANAPERUVIAL  NADAR:  Is  the  member  aware  that 
lands  were  given  to  Mr-  R.  S.  Pillai  for  a  very  nominal  sum  of  Rs.  250 
although  the  area  contains  about  27  acres. 

PRESIDENT  :  Is  this  not  a  post  mortem  examination  I 

MR.  M.  RAMACHANDRA  RAO  :  Yes,  Sir. 

'  Not  only  that  government  are  not  going  to  stop  registry  of  tank 
beds,  but  the  moment  that  those  beds  require  renovation,  they  will  be 
assumed  back  by  Government.  Oa  this  assurance,  I  trusi  that  the 
member  will  see  his  way  to  withdraw  the  motion. 

Ms.  PUUYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  :  If  the  tank-beds  are  to 
be  given  on  kuthagapattom,  will  it  not  give  room  for  unnecessary 
litigation  between  the  Government  on  the  one  side  and  the  parties  on 
the  other  at  the  time  of  eviction  ? 

Mr.  M.  RAMACHANDRA  RAO  :  No,  Sir.  The  conditions  have  been 
fixed  in  respect  of  each  lease.  The  lessee  must  return  the  land  when¬ 
ever  wanted  by  Government. 

PRESIDENT  :  I  am  glad  this  question  has  come  up.  I  am  able  to 
assure  the  House  that  one-third  of  the  trouble  in  many  localities  is  due 
to  registration  of  tank-beds.  That  is  not  only  lessening  the  catchment 
area  and  lessening  the  possibilities  of  improving  the  tanks,  but  has 
really  increased  the  difficulty  attendant  on  the  Kodayar  Project  and 
irrigation  under  it.  So  Government  have  to  pursue  rn  inflexible  policy 
never  to  register  any  tank-bed  hereafter,  under  any  circumstance 
whatsoever.  Moreover,  as  soon  as  a  tank  is  likely  to  be  taken  up  for 
renovation,  all  kuthagapattom  tenures  will  come  to  an  automatic 
termination.  Leases  will  be  given  only  on  that  basis  and  under  that 
definite  understanding. 

Mr.  K.  NARAYANAPERUMAL  NADAR  :  Sir,  I  beg  to  withdraw  the 
motion.

There  are  a  large  number  of  revenue  copyists  in  the  Land  Bevenue 
Department  and  among  them,  especially  in  the  Taluk  Cutohrries,  and 
a  few  among  them  are  duly  qualified  people  on  account  of  their  educa¬ 
tional  qualifications  and  long  service  in  the  department  as  copyists 
waiting  to  be  absorbed  in  the  permanent  establishment  of  the  depart¬ 
ment.  I  am  not  here  for  favouring  any  particular  community  as  a  re¬ 
sult  of  the  acceptance  of  this  motion.  I  know  as  a  matter  of  fact  that 
candidates  belonging  to  all  communities  are  there  among  the  duly  quali¬ 
fied  revenue  copyists.  The  ex-Land  Bevenue  Commissioner  was 
pleased  to  state  on  behalf  of  Government,  on  the  floor  of  this  House  in 
answer  to  an  interpellation  as  well  as  to  a  similar  out  motion,  that  the 
question  of  the  absorption  of  these  duly  qualified  revenue  copyists  into 
the  permanent  establishment  had  been  engaging  his  earnest  considera¬ 
tion.  In  the  face  of  that  abatement,  I  am  at  a  loss  to  under¬ 
stand  why  no  earnest  steps  have  been  taken  in  the  matter  and  a  satis¬ 
factory  solution  arrived  at.  Sir,  I  wish  to  bear  from  the  Land 
Bevenue  Commissioner  about  the  number  of  such  duly  qualified,  revenue 
copyists  now  in  the  department  and  whether  he  or  his  predecessors  in 
office  have  taken  any  step  hitherto  in  this  question.  I  have  no  hesita¬ 
tion  to  suggest  that  if  such  a  course  is  adopted  it  will  be  most  beneficial 
to  the  interests  of  the  department.  Such  a  step  will  benefit  the  duly 
qualified  candidates  also.  With  these  observations,  I  commend  my 
motion  for  the  acceptance  of  the  House. 

Nr.  M.  RAMACHANDRA  RAO:  Sir,  the  question  of  the  revenue  copy¬ 
ists  in  the  Land  Bevenue  Department  is  not-  a  new  one  to  Travancore. 
The  same  system  is  followed  in  British  India  and  elsewhere.  The 
present  rules  of  the  department  do  not  allow  the  absorption  of  these 
men  in  the  permanent  establishment  of  the  department.  That  is  the 
main  difficulty. 

As  regards  the  number  of  such  men,  I  gather,  it  is  74.  Among 
them,  I  am  not  quite  sure  how  many  are  duly  qualified.  I  believe  this 
question  was  taken  up  some  time  hack  and  it  was  found  that  the  time 
was  not  opportune.  Under  such  circumstances,  I  trust  the  question 
could  be  taken  after  some  time.  As  it  is,  the  question  has  to  lie  over. 
There  is  another  aspect  of  the  problem.  .There  is  still  a  facility  for 
these  people  to  enter  into  the  regular  service  whenever  occasions  arise. 
That  loophole  has  not  been  completely  shut.  In  view  of  that  favourable 
aspect,  I  request  the  mover  to  consider  it. 

Mr.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI .  May  I  know  from  the 
member,  when  did  Government  arrive  at  the  conclusion  that  no 
immediate  steps  could  be  taken  to  solve  this  question  ? 

Mr,  M.  RAMACHANDRA  RAO  :  6th  January  1939. 

Mr.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI :  May  I  ask,  will  the  num¬ 
ber  of  such  duly  qualified  people  be  more  than  10  ?

Sir,  the  condition  of  the  ryots  has  become  very  bad  ;  the  economic 
depression  is  continuing  unabated;  and,  combined  with  this,  there  is 
failure  of  crops  in  many  parts.  Even  with  regard  to  paddy  fields,  the 
present  Chingom  crops  have  proved  a  failure  in  many  places,  especially 
in  Central  Travancore.  Many  places  are  left  uncultivated  on  account 
of  the  excessive  rain  at  the  time  of  sowing  and  in  places  where  culti¬ 
vation  was  effected  and  the  crops  were  promising  at  the  beginning,  the 
crops  were  subsequently  damaged  on  account  of  want  of  rain  But 
none  of  these  factors  have  been  considered  by  the  revenue  authorities 
in  realising  the  arrears  of  tax.  The  demand  notices  are  increasing  out 
of  all  proportion  and  the  revenue  sales  have  become  very  great  with 
the  rasult  that  the  lands  of  the  ryots  are  being  sold  at  a  very  nominal 
price.  The  average  price  per  acre  in  1113  for  wet  lands  wras  Rs,  15 
and  for  garden  lands  was  Rs,  14.  This  is  far  below  even  five  per  cent, 
of  the  actual  price  of  the  land.  All  this  loss  has  been  suffered  by  the 
ryots  on  account  of  the  coercive  processes  adopted  by  the  Land  Re¬ 
venue  Department,  So,  it  is  necessary  to  grant  some  concession  to 
them  and  the  coercive  steps  taken  by  the  department  should  be  sus¬ 
pended  lor  a  time. 
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Mr.  IV!.  KESAVA  PANICKAR  :  Sir,  I  rise  to  support  the  motion  and 
add  a  few  words  with  particular  reference  to  the  taluk  of  Neyyattin- 
kara.  The  economic  depression  is  prevailing  in  a  very  acute  state  in 
my  taluk.  To  add  to  it,  ihe  epidemic  of  malaria  is  rampant  in  that 
part  of  the  country.  It  is  gratifying  to  find  that  Government  have 
realised  the  necessity  for  taking  relief  measures  in  that  taluk. 
Especially  in  view  of  this  fact,  my  suggestion  is  that-  the  coercive  steps 
in  that  taluk  must  be  suspended  for  some  time  at  least. 

MR.  KANNANTHODATH  JAKARDHANAN  NAIR:  On  referring  to  page 
16  of  the  Budget  I  find  that  the.  Land  Revenue  Commissioner  expects 
something  like  a  lakh  of  rupees  to  be  collected  from  process  fees.  Sir, 
the  majority  of  this  amount  is  to  come  from  demand  notices  issued. 
Rightly  or  wrongly,  and  I  say  wrongly,  with  an  emphasis  and  a  pur¬ 
pose,  because  it  is  a  common  practice  to  issue  demand  notices  on  a 
single  person  for  the  recovery  of  a  single  tax  on  a,  single  property.  So 
also,  when  a  man  owns  more  than  one  property,  generally  a  good  num¬ 
ber  of  demand  notices  are  issued  for  the  recovery  of  the  taxes  on  those 
lands.  This  may  sound  strange,  but  unfortunately  this  is  the  practice. 
Of  course  there  are  some  difficulties  in  the  maintenance  of  the  registers 
up-to-date,  but  we  are  not  to  be  found  fault  with  for 'having  the  register 
kept  like  that.  In  this  case,  the  proverthiears  and  their  assistants  are 
either  guilty  of  commission  or  ommission.  I  do  not  understand,  Sir, 
why  the  demand  notices  are  issued  to  the  successors  of  patta  holders 
when  the  patta  holders  alone  are  responsible  ■  for  the  payment  of  the 
tax.  May  I  add,  Sir,  that  this  is  only  taking  back  by  one  hand  what 
has  been  given  by  the  other.  If  so,  it  is  very  pitiable.  Remission  of 
tax,  Sir,  is  given  in  recognition  of  the  incapacity  of  the  tax-payer  to  pay 
tax.  Having  done  it,  it  is  a  pity  to  take  back  in  another  way  what  has 
already  been  remitted.  Sir,  on  account  of  >  his  pernicious  practice  of 
issuing  demand  notices  by  the  proverthiears  people  who  have  to  pay  10 
or  12  ehackcams  as  tax  had  to  pay  more  than  that  amount  on  demand 
notices  issued  to  them.  If  the  Land  Revenue  Commissioner  can  find 
it  convenient  to  come  with  me  to  Karunagapally,  I  shall  show  him 
several  instances  of  the  kind.  I  do  not  mean  to  say  that  demand 
notices  should  not  be  issued.  We  do  not  want  to  evade  or  avoid  pay¬ 
ment  of  tax.  We  only  want  that  we  should  not  be  victimized  for  the 
callous  indifference,  of  the  subordinates  of  the  department.  So,  with 
all  the  vehemence  that  I  can  command  I  condemn  this  policy  of  the 
department.  Hence  I  support  the  motion  before  the  House. 

Mr.  T.  C.  KESAVA  PILLAI  :  Sir,  regarding  the  realisation  of  tax,  I 
can  place  before  the  House  the  difficulties  and  sufferings  of  the  ryots  of 
South  Travancore.  Sir,  the  Oodukur  Special  Officer  had  occasion  to 
find  out  the  difficulties  of  the  pattadars  in  the  Oodukur  taluks  of  South 
Travancore.  There  are  instances  of  2,000  part  owners  of  a  single 
Borvey  number.  There  are  instances  of  a  single  tree  owned  by  many 
persons.  There  s.re  instances  of  families  owning  properties  under 
oodukur  along  with  other  tenures.  Under  this  contigency,  that  a  hard¬ 
hearted  revenue  officer  should  be  placed  in  a  particular  taluk  and  that

he  should  empower  the  Proverthicars  to  do  anything  is  very  hard  on 
the  ryots.  Sir,  I  used  to  place  facts  as  they  are  and  I  used  to  place 
them  before  this  Assembly.  I  represented  to  the  Chief  Secretary,  I 
represented  to  the  Revenue  Commissioner,  I  represented  to  the  Division 
Peishkar  about  the  transfer  of  Mr.  V.  S.  Gopala  Pillai,  one  of  the 
corrupt  officers  of  this  State. 

Mr.  PUUYOOR  T.  P,  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  :  Sir,  is  it  in  order  for  a 
member  to  make  such  personal  references  about  any  officer  ? 

PRESIDENT.-  Order,  order,  It  is  a  very  serious  responsibility  for  any 
hon’ble  member  to  make  a  definite  statement  that  a  particular  named 
official  is  guilty  of  corruption.  But  if  any  hon’ble  member  of  this  House 
in  the  discharge  of  his  responsibility  as  a  representative  of  the  people  is 
thoroughly  convinced  of  the  authenticity  or  truth  of  what  he  is  saying 
and  he  says  that  from  his  place  on  that  responsibility,  then  of  course  it 
is  a  very  serious  charge  which  Government  would  have  to  consider,  At 
the  same  time  Government  is  aware  that  on  these  occasions  the  officer 
has  no  chance  or  opportunity  to  defend  himself  on  the  floor  of  the 
House.  Therefore,  hon’ble  members  would  bo  very  chary  of  making 
those  aspersions.  But  if  those  charges  are  made  and  persisted  in, 
Government  will  take  due  note  of  those  charges  and  make  enquiries 
and  hon’ble  members  who  make  charges  in  a  light-hearted  vein  would 
also  have  to  be  dealt  with  by  the  House  and  by  the  amhorities. 
But  it  is  quite  within  the  limits  of  an  honorary  member’s  juris¬ 
diction  in  this  House  that  in  cases  of  well-known  corruption,  if  they 
think  that  they  have  got  sufficient  materials  at  their  disposal—  it  is  not 
only  their  duty  but  their  right  to  bring  it  with  the  full  knowledge  of 
the  responsibility  t-hat  they  are  taking  and  the  risks  attendant  upon 
such  procedure. 

MR.  T.  C.  KESAVA  PILLAI ;  Sir,  in  my  observations  regarding  the 
conduct  of  a  particular  officer,  I  am  not  in  the  habit  of  stating  frivolous 
facts.  I  simply  place  before  this  House  the  seriousness  of  the  situation 
in  having  such  an  officer  there. 

PRESIDENT  :  Order,  order.  Honourable  member  must  make  up  hia 
mind.  As  I  said,  as  a  custodian  of  the  peoples  interests  every  repre¬ 
sentative  who  comes  to  this  House  has  a  sacred  duty  to  discharge.  If 
in  the  discharge  of  that  duty  he  thinks  it  necessary  or  expedient  to 
level  a  charge  against  anybody,  however  high  under  His  Highness’  rule, 
he  is  entitled  to  do  so.  But  he  must-  do  so  with  the  full  sense  of  res¬ 
ponsibility  and  making  himself  responsible  for  those  allegations.  I 
take  it,  knowing  the  sense  of  responsibility  of  the  honourable  member, 
that, he  has  done  so  on  that  basis..  I  take  it  that  it  is  so. 

MR.  T.  S,  KESAVA  PILLAI :  Sir,  I  do  not  want  to  adduce  evidence 


PRESIDENT  :  Order,  order,  order.  That  is  hardly  the  point.  This 
particular  case  may  be  important  or  may  not  be  important;  but  it 
raises  very  large  issues  and  I  think  those  issues  must  be  resolved.  That 
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is  this.  The  honourable  member  has  mentioned  a  name.  As  that  name 
has  been  mentioned,  it  has  now  become  the  duty  of  Government  to  go 
into  that  matter  and  investigate  it  immediately.  I  mean  that  it  is  not 
possible  in  the  interests  of  the  officer  concerned,  in  the  interests  of  pub¬ 
lic  service  and  in  the  interests  of  Government  to  leave  the  matter  there. 
The  moment  an  officer’s  name  is  mentioned  either  for  corruption  or 
inefficiency  or  any  other  matter,  the  Government,  if  it  has  been  moved 
in  that  behalf,  as  it  must  be  taken  it  is  moved  by  direct  mention  of  his 
name  by  an  honourable  member  of  this  House,  will  have  to  enquire 
into  this  matter. 

Now  that  the  name  has  been  mentioned,  Government  have  no 
other  alternative.  I  take  it  that  the  honourable  member  is  willing  that 
the  enquiry  should  take  place. 

MR.  T.  C.  KESAVA  PILLAI :  I  will  be  satisfied  with  the  ;  transfer  of 
the  individual.  It  is  very  difficult  for  non-officials  to  prove  primarily  ; 
but  from  previous  conduct  as  well  as  experience  in  the  locality . 

PRESIDENT  :  There  again  I  must  join  issue  with  my  honourable 
friend.  Now,  on  this  question  of  transferring  there  seems  to  be  a  kind 
of  general  superstition  here  that  if  you  transfer  a  man  from  one  place 
to  another  there  is  some  kind  of  stigma  cast  upon  him.  That  is  an 
illusion  which  must  bs  definitely  knocked  out  of  people’s  minds.  The 
question  is  whether  any  desciplinary  action  is  going  to  be  taken  against 
a  corrupt  officer.  Government  have  issued  very  strict  instructions  in 
that  behalf  and  have  also  stated  that  if  any  persons  can  bring  forward 
charges  and  substantiate  charges  of  corruption,  those  Who  are  guilty  of 
offering  bribes  for  instance  will  not  be  proceeded  against  by  Govern¬ 
ment  as  abettors.  It  is  open  to  honourable  members  of  this  House  and 
members  of  the  public  to  make  a  charge  of  corruption  against  any 
officer  of  Government,  however  highly  placed  in  service,  being  assured 
that  even  if  they  have  participated  in  the  offering  of  the  bribe  they  will 
not  be  proceeded  against  by  Government  or  prosecuted  for  having  acted 
as  abettors,  provided  that  they  know  the  truth  about  the  officers  con¬ 
cerned.  It  is  in  regard  to  these  aspects  that  I  am  asking  my  honourable 
friend,  if  he  has  got  proof,  not  flinch  from  disclosing  the  actual  facts. 
If  he  has  not  got  proof,  no  names  should  be  mentioned  in  this 
House. 

MR.  T.  C.  KESAVA  PILLAI  :  Sir,  I  wanted  to  place  before  the  House 
the  difficulty  the  people  of  Vilavankod  taluk  will  have  to  undergo. 

All  that  I  wanted  was  to  place  before  the  House  the  difficulties 
experienced  by  the  people  of  the  Vilavankod  taluk.  That  taluk  has  a 
number  of  pattadars  who  own  lands  under  the  Oodukur  tenure.  Many 
of  them  do  not  have  actual  possession  of  lands  for  which  pattas  are  in 
their  names.  It  is  that  that  leads  to  difficulty.  Although  I  have  no 
fear  to  collect  evidence,  if  necessary,  about  the  corruption  of  the  officer 
I  mentioned,  I  would  rather  not  press  that  matter  since  I  do  not  want 
any  harm  to  be  done  to  anybody.

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PRESIDENT:  Honourable  member  has  no  right,  while  discharging 
his  responsibility,  to  consider  what  harm  might  be  done  to  anybody 
else. 

IWr.  T.  C,  KESAVA  PILLAI  :  I  would  rather  withdraw  the  allegation 
I  made  against  the  particular  officer,  Sir ,  I  merely  wanted  to  stress 
the  suffering  on  the  part  of  the  people. 

PRESIDENT  :  That  again  is  a  matter  which  may  not  give  the  head 
of  the  administration  real  help  in  matters  of  this  land.  Almost  daily 
I  am  receiving  letters  that  such  and  such  an  officer  is  guilty  of  taking 
bribes,  that  just  two  days  before,  a  particular  judgement  was  delivered, 
that  the  judge  received  such  and  such  amount  as  bribe,  etc.  But  the 
moment  I  asked  for  proof,  or  start  investigation,  the  person  who  wrote 
the  letter  withdraws  his  letter  and  says  “I  do  not  want  to  injure  the 
officer  concerned”.  My  point  is,  if  honourable  members  and  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  have  to  co-operate  in  purging  this  country  of  corruption,  if  it 
exists,  the  questions  that  A  or  B  may  have  to  suffer,  or  that  the  educa¬ 
tion  of  the  grand  children  of  X  or  Y  might,  be  interrupted,  those  are 
not  matters  which  must  stand  in  the  way  of  honourable  members. 

MR.  T.  C.  KESAVA  PILLAI :  In  my  experience  there  are  not  many 
Revenue  officers  who  are  corrupt ;  there  are  only  stray  instances.  As  I 
said,  I  have  no  objection  to  adduce  the  necessary  evidence  if  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  are  very  particular  :  that  is  not  very  difficult. 

PRESIDENT  :  I  realise  your  point. 

MR.  N.  NARAYANA  KURUP  :  Sir,  I  also  support  this  motion.  The 
vel'y  same  topic  came  up  fer  discussion  during  last  Budget  Session 
also,  as  the  depression  due  to  fall  in  price  of  the  agricultural  produce 
and  consequent  inability  of  the  tax  payer  were  keenly  felt  by  all.  Our 
Government,  not  only  did  stay  the  coercive  steps  taken  for  realisation 
of  tax,  but  also  gave  a  land  revenue  remission  and  allowed  time  to  pay 
the  arrears.  The  conditions  have  not  changed  and  the  tax  payer  is  in 
the  same  plight  this  year  also.  Hence,  the  cause  being  the  same, 
Government  may  even  make  a  remission  in  land  tax  this  year  as  well. 
If  it  is  not  possible,  the  tax  payer  may  be  given  time  till  Thulam  1115 
for  the  payment  of  the  tax  for  this  year,  suspending  all  coercive  steps 
taken  hitherto  for  the  realisation  of  tax. 

A  word  more  about  the  demand  notices,  Sir-  Too  many  demand 
notices  are  issued  at  a  cost  of  two  chackrams,  more  than  the  actual 
cost.  I  know  instances  in  which,  a  tax  payer  who  has  to  pay  seven 
chackrams  as  tax,  having  paid  six  chackrams  as  charge  of  demand 
notices.  Hence  I  suggest  that  the  Government  may  be  pleased  to 
order  the  issue  of  demand  notices  by  anchal  alone  at  the  actual  costs. 
That  will  be  proper  service. 

The  Tahsildars  may  be  directed  to  sell  properties  or  portions  of 
the  same,  just  sufficient  to  realise  the  tax,  leaving  a  margin  of  course. 
Generally  no  descretion  is  exercised  by  them  in  selling  properties. 
About  36  cents  of  cocoanut  garden  land,  in  the  Alleppey  town,  with  an 
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annual  yielding  capacity  of  3000  nuts,  was  sold  by  a  Tahsildar  for 
realising  Bs.  3.  If  this  is  the  descretion,  to  be  used  by  a  responsible 
officer,  the  tax  payer  has  no  safety.  The  department  is  driving  the 
man  from  his  homestead,  instead  of  protecting  him.  The  Tahsildars 
may  be  directed  and  strict  orders  may  be  issued  to  sell  properties,  just 
sufficient  to  realise  the  tax  on  it,  in  case  he  has  to  sell  at  all. 

Mr.  M.  RAMACHANDRA  RAO  :  At  the  outset  I  may  inform  the 
House  that  coercive  steps  are  not  intended  to  harass  the  tax  payers 
but  merely  as  a  corrective,  to  induce  them  to  pay  promptly.  ■  No  person 
who  pays  the  tax  in  time  need  fear  of  demand  notices  nor  other  pro¬ 
cesses. 

The  question  would  arise  “why  is  it  that  people,  do  not  pay  in 
time  ?”  There  are  reasons.  Firstly,  some  people  are  not  able  to 
pay.  Going  into  the  system  of  land  tenure  here,  I  find  that  a  great 
per  cent  of  our  tax  payers  pay  less  than  one  rupee  per  annum.  In  the 
question  of  remission,  even  when  only  a  small  fraction  of  tax  is  remit¬ 
ted,  while  the  Government  lose  four  or  five  lakhs,  many  of  the  tax 
payers  d o  not  get  any  substantial  benefit;  those  who  are  poor,  do  not 
get  practically  any  benefit  out  of  these  remissions.  All  the  same, 
Government,  in  recent  years,  as  a  sort  of  gesture,  have  been  granting 
liberal  remission  of  land  tax-  Even  last  year  the  Dewan- President 
announced  that  people  who  pay  up  the  arrears  of  1113  during  the 
course  of  1114,  would  get  the  benefit  of  the  remission.  Concessions 
were  granted  partly  in  1113  and  partly  in  1114;  the  total  extent  of 
concessions  during  these  years  amounted  to  Rs.  5  lakhs  odd.  Who 
got  the  benefit  ?  It  is  only  the  top  pattadars,  rich  men  who  may  not 
stand  in  need  of  the  relief  ;  the  poor  pattadars  did  not  feel  the  relief. 

MR.  PULIY00R  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  :  May  I  ask  the  honour¬ 
able  member  whether  the  argument  that  he  is  advancing  is  a  new  one, 
which  has  special  application  for  this  year  ? 

MR.  M.  RAMACHANDRA  RAO;  I  admit,  Sir,  that  it  is  not  a  new 
argument. 

Sir,  during  my  tour,  I  have  had  talks  with  the  people,  about  these 
remissions.  A  rich  pattadar  was  able  to  tell  me  “I  pay  annually 
Es.  4,000  by  way  of  tax.  This  year  I  need  pay  Rs.  500  less."  Af 
the  same  time,  the  masses  told  me  “after  all  what  is  the  benefit  that 
we,  poor  people,  have  derived  from  your  remissions  '(  I  pay  only  a  tax 
of  seven  chuckrams  per  annum,  and  so  I  do  not  gain  more  than  one 
chuckram.”  I  may  inform  the  House  that  more  than  50  per  cent. 
of  our  tax  payers  pay  less  than  rupee  one  per  annum.  So,  as  I  said 
these  remissions  do  not  help  the  people  who  really  deserve  it;  it  is  a 
ase  cf  “To  him  that  has  more  shall  be  given.” 
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Coercive  processes,  as  I  said,  are  intended  only  as  a  corrective. 
Unpunctual  payment  may  be  due  to  negligence  on  the  part  of  the  tax 
payer,  or  his  ignorance  of  rules;  also  the  Proverthicar  would  not  have 
cared  to  go  to  the  pattadars  and  collect  the  tax.  Under  the  present 
rules  tax  has  to  be  paid  to  the  Proverthicar  at  his  office.  I  have 
always  been  telling  the  people  of  the  country  that  the  rules  relating  to 
the  payment  of  tax  should  be  strictly  adhered  to.  I  have  also  been 
telling  my  subordinates  that  they  should  go  about  and  collect  taxes. 
I  have  also  given  them  strict  instructions  to  the  effect  that  as  far  as 
possible  they  should  attach  only  movable  property;  because  the  attach¬ 
ment  of  immovable  property  is  really  a  hardship.  I  am  sure  that  is 
resorted  to  only  where  there  is  persistent  default.  During  the  last 
nine  months,  about  600  cases  have  come  to  my  notice  in  regard  to  such 
sales  of  properties  for  arrears  of  tax  ;  and  I  am  sure  honourable 
members  are  aware  how  I  have  been  dealing  with  those  cases.  I  may 
inform  Mr.  Narayana  Kurup  that  I  have  advised  the  Tahsildars  to  be 
more  careful  in  the  sales  yf  immovable  properties  for  arrears  of  tax. 

Sir,  it  was  suggested  that  time  may  be  granted,  for  the  payment 
of  this  year’s  tax,  at  least  up  to  the  end  of  Kanni  1115.  This  was  tried 
once  during  the  days  of  the  last  Dewan.  Tt  was  found  that,  instead 
of  helping  the  ryot,  it  only  gave  them  an  additional  burden  ;  they  had 
two  taxes  to  pay  at  the  same  time.  If  a  person  cannot  pay  Re.  1 
now  how  is  he  going  to  pay  Rs.  2  next  year  ?  As  long  as  the  present 
land  revenue  system  exists,  as  long  as  the  people  have  to  pay  land  tax, 
the  system  of  coercive  processes  for  the  recovery  of  taxes,  and  the  issue 
of  demand  notices  have  to  be  there  too.  The  question  of  reducing  the 
cost  of  demand  notices  was  considered;  Government  came  to  the  con¬ 
clusion  that  it  need  not  be  reduced,  I  must  say  I  am  not  able  to 
understand  or  apprieiate  the  argument  that  coercive  processes  should 
be  altogether  stopped.  It  is  like  saying  ‘that  a  man  will  thieve  but 
should  no  be  punished 

Ab  regards  irrigularities  on  the  part  of  some  Tahsildars,  I  may 
inform  the  House  that,  whenever  specific  cases  are  brought  to  my 
notice,  I  deal  with  them  severely. 

Mu.  N.  NARAYANA  KURUP:  What  is  the  actual  cost  of  a  demand 
notice  ? 

MR.  M.  RAMACHANDRA  RAO:  Ordinarily,  four  chuckrams ;  if  the 
tax  is  less  than  one  rupee  it  is  two  chuckrams. 

Mr.  PUUY00R  T.  P.  VELAYUDKAN  PILLAI  :  May  I  know  whether 
Government  accept  as  valid  payment  a  tax  paid  under  a  receipt  given 
not  in  the  prescribed  form  ? 

MR.  M.  RAMACHANDRA  RAO  :  No.  Unfortunalely  during  my  tra¬ 
vels  a  person  produced  a  false  receipt  and  I  had  to  deal  ' with  that 
matter. 

MR.  PULIY00R  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI:  Am  I  to  take  it  from 
the  .Land  Revenue  Commissioner  that  it  is  the  declared  policy  of 
Government  that  payments  made  not  under  the  prescribed  form  of 
receipt  will  not  be  considered  as  valid  payments  ? 
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MR.  M.  RAMACHANDRA  RAO  :  Yes. 

MR.  N.  RAMAKRISHNA  PILLAI  :  May  I  know  from  the  member  the 
the  total  amount  collected  by  way  of  demand  notices  ? 

MR.  M.  RAMACHANDRA  RAO  :  About  Rs.  60,000. 

MS.  P.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  :  I  beg  permission  to  withdraw  the 
motion.

Mr.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  :  I  move  that  the  allot- 
ment  of  Rs.  23,535  for  Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commissioner 
be  reduced  by  Re.  1,  The  object  of  my  motion  is  to  suggest  that  the 
system  of  land  tax  as  it  exists  to-day  be  reorganised  on  the  principle  of 
income  tax.  I  am  not  making  this  suggestion  for  the  first  time  in  this 
House.  Ever  since  1108,  that  is,  ever  since  I  had  the  privilege  of  be¬ 
coming  a  member,  ’I  have  been  repeatedly  offering  this  suggestion' 
and  I  have  been  repeatedly  opposed  by  the  Government.  Most  proba¬ 
bly  I  will  have  to  repeat  the  same  arguments  in  favour  of  my  motion 
and  I  expect  the  same  reply  will  come  from  the  Land  Revenue  Com¬ 
missioner.  But,  Sir,  on  this  occasion  I  rise  with  greater  hopes  because 
on  more  than  one  occasion  remarks  have  fallen  from  the  head  of  the 
administration  that  the  present  system  of  Land  Revenue  deserves  re¬ 
consideration.  When  the  Government  themselves  feel  that  a  recon¬ 
sideration  of  this  system  of  taxation  is  necessary,  I  think  I  can  more 
hopefully  offer  suggestions  about  the  method  in  which  the  system  may 
be  modified. 

The  apparent  injustice  in  the  present  system  of  land  tax  is  in  its 
inflexibility.  That  is  a  thing  which  everybody  can  see.  The  income 
may  go  up,  the  income  may  go  down  ;  yet  the  tax  remains  immutable. 
There  have  been  cases  where  income  has  disappeared.  For  example, 
if  we  go  to  Central  Travaneore,  to  the  taluks  of  Karunagapally  and 
Earthikapally  and  other  places,  we  will  find  compounds  which  were 
extremely  fertile  and  where  cocoanut  plants  were  yielding  and  perhaps 
yielding  best  in  Travaneore,  now  absolutely  waste.  The  pest  has 
attacked  the  trees  and  trees  themselves  have  disappeared  ;  but  the  tax 
continues.  I  may  go  a  step  further  and  say  that  there  are  instances 
where  the  land  itself  has  disappeared.  The  sea  has  washed  away  lands; 
rivers  have  sweft  off  lands.  I  have  just  now  received  a  letter  from  a 
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friend  of  mine  from  Aranmula  saying  that  from  the  Aranmula  temple 
tip  for  a  distance  of  three-fourth  of  a  mile,  river  Pamba  has  been  rob¬ 
bing  land  bit  by  b:t.  Though  the  land  itself  has  disappeared  the  land 
tax  continues.  Irrespective  of  the  fact  what  income  is  derived  from 
the  land,  irrespective  of  the  fact  if  any  income  is  derived  and  irrespect¬ 
ive  of  the  fact  whether  the  land  itself  exists,  the  tax  continues.  That 
is  an  apparent  injustice  which  is  perceivable  to  everybody. 

Another  point  I  want  to  emphasise  is  the  great  variety  of  taxes 
that  fall  upon  the  head  of  an  agriculturist.  If  you  have  got  a  piece  of 
land  you  must  pay  tax,  if  you  improve  the  land  you  must  pay  tax  on 
the  improvement,  if  any  produce  is  raised  again  the  produce  is  taxed. 
Almost  every  indirect  tax  ultimately  falls  upon  the  agriculturist.  You, 
Sir,  told  us  the  other  day,  and  from  the  budget  we  know  that  the 
Excise  duty  on  tobacco  has  been  increased.  The  merchant  at  once 
increases  the  value  of  the  tobacco.  He  always  sees  that  a  margin  of 
profit  goes  into  his  hands.  Thus  even  the  export  duty  and  the  import 
duty  fall  upon  the  head  of  the  poor  agriculturist. 

Another  point  which.  I  want  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  the 
Government  is  that  there  is  a  kind  of  invidious  distinction  between 
the  land  owner  and  any  person  who  invests  his  money  in  any  thing 
except  land.  I  may  have  any  amount  of  money,  I  may  invest  my  money 
in  a  bank,  in  commerce  or  industry,  I  can  do  anything  with  that 
,  money  and  yet  be  free  from  tax  imless  I  get  an  income  above  Its.  2,000. 
But  for  merely  possessing  a  piece  of  land  I  am  asked  to  pay  a  tax. 
The  land  may  be  merely  to  lay  my  head  on.  It  may  be  for  myself 
and  my  family  to  live.  By  the  system  as  it  exists  to-day  if  a  person 
is  penalised  for  the  mere  act  of  buying  the  land  while  other  men  are 
free  to  invest  their  money  in  any  other  concern  other  than  in  land  and 
be  free  from  tax.  It  is  a  kind  of  open  discouragement  of  investing 
money  in  land.  That  is  one  side  of  the  picture.  There  is  another 
side.  An  agriculturist  will  find  that  his  position  is  more  and  more 
advantageous  as  he  goes  higher  aDd  higher.  If  he  finds  that  his  posi¬ 
tion  is  sad,  when  he  is  at  the  bottom,  it  is  quite  fortunate  when  he  goes 
high.  For  example,  a  person  can  have  vast  areas  of  land,  he  may  be 
an  Over  Lord  of  a  taluk,  he  may  get  abnormal  income  from  land  and 
at  the  same  time  he  will  have  to  pay  nothing  but  land  tax.  A  mer¬ 
chant  whose  income  is  Bs.  2,000  or  more  has  to  pay  income  tax.  The 
land  owner’s  income  may  be  immensely  greater  and  yet  he  need  not 
pay  anything  more  than  the  land  tax.  Therefere  it  is  apparent  that 
there  is  a  defect  in  the  system  as  it  exists  to-day.  The  only  way  by 
which  we  can  overcome  the  injustice  consequent  on  the  fluctuations  of 
the  price  of  the  produces  aDd  the  fluctuations  of  the  produce  itself  is 
to  bring  land  tax  on  a  par  with  income  tax.  The  income  of  the  land 
has  to  be  taken  into  account  and  the  land  to  be  left  free. 

I  must  suggest  one  thing  more.  Suppose  a  man  buys  a  piece  of 
land  and  leaves  it  uncultivated.  I  would  suggest  penal  taxation  for.  it 
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la  another  ease  a  person  may  buy  5  cents  of  land  to  put  up  a  small 
hut.  There  we  should  apply  only  the  rule  of  income.  I  would  sug¬ 
gest  that  in  the  case  of  land,  perhaps  the  minimum  may  be  fixed  even  at 
a  lower  level.  Now  we  tax  an  income  above  Es.  2,000.  The  average 
income  of  a  person  in  this  country  according  to  the  census,  is  Es.  50 
and  the  average  number  of  members  in  a  family  is  five.  So  the 
average  income  of  a  family  comes  to  Es.  250.  Any  person  whose 
income  exceeds  Es.  250  may  pay  a  small  tax  to  Government.  Any 
person  who  does  not  get  that  income  should  be  left  free,  i  submit 
these  suggestions  for  the  deep  consideration  of  Government. 

MR.  S.  KRISHNA  AlYAR  :  I  rise  to  make  a  few  observations  as  re¬ 
gards  the  incidence  of  land  tax.  It  is  a  matter  which  is  bound  up 
with  the  history  of  Travancore  and  Kerala.  Only  a  few  tenures  will 
be  referred  to.  It  is  taken  for  granted  that  all  the  lands  belonged  to 
jeumies  having  been  granted  to  them  by  Parasurama.  It  is  only  later 
that  the  right  of  the  Soverign  or  Government  stepped  in.  Thus  in 
Travancore  we  have  only  two  species  of  tenures  generally,  one  jenmom 
land  and  the  other  Government  or  Pandaravaka  land.  Among  jenmom 
lands  there  are  two  varifcies  ;  free  hold  jenmom  lands  that  are  abso¬ 
lutely  exempt  from  taxation  by  Government  like  the  free  hold  of  the 
Eadapalli  Chief,  the  Vanjipuzha  Chief,  the  Punjar  Chief  and  the  Kili- 
manoor  Chief.  As  regards  intermediatory  or  ordinary  jenmom  land  it 
■  has  been  the  immemorial  custom  in  Travancore  to  impose  such  lands 
with  Rajabhogam  as  soon  as  they  are  leased  or  assessed  for  a  money 
consideration.  If  such  land  passes  from  hand  to  hand  the  land  passes 
whb.  the  Rajabhogam  fixed  upon  it.  So  far  as  Pandaravaka  lands  are 
concerned,  till  1040  there  was  no  fixity  of  tenure  in  Travancore.  These 
lands  were  redeemable  and  the  holders  were  mere  tenants-at-will.  It 
was  the  Eoyal  Proclamation  during  the  itinre  of  Sir  T.  Madhava  Eao 
called  the  Magna  Carta  of  Travancore  that  fixity  of  tenure  conferred. 
A  tax  was  imposed  which  is  still  called  Pandaravaka  Pattom.  So  that 
here  also  when  lands  are  transferred,  they  are  transferred  with  the 
fixed  rent  or  pattom,  which  in  theory  is  a  share  of  the  produce  over 
them.  When  a  person  purchases  land  he  is  purchasing  it  with  the 
burden  of  land  tax  on  it.  Thus  knowing  the  history  of  Travancore  and 
Kerala  it  has  to  be  conceded  that  when  a  person  purchases  a  land  he 
purchases  the  liability  also  upon  it.  Yesterday,  when  you,  Sir,  referred 
to  the  question  of  export  duty,  an  honourable  member  said  that  it  was  a 
right  rather  onerous  and  burdensome  which  Travancore  and  other 
States  had.  Similarly  when  lands  are  purchased  there  is  the  liability 
also  attached  to  it. 

Passing  on  to  certain  difficulties  referred  to  by  Mr.  Padmanabha 
Pillai,  may  I  refer  to  a  counter-illustration.  A  piece  of  land  might 
have  been  registered  in  the  name  of  an  individual  as  waste  land.  He 
improves  it  and  enjoys  it  as  planted  land  paying  the  old  waste  land 

Mr.  KAIN1KKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI:  May  I  know  from  the 
member  whether  that  is  not  a  reason  for  changing  the  system  ? 
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Mr.  S.  KRISHNA  AIYAR  :  I  am  giving  a  coimter-illustration.  That 
was  the  system  which  was  in  vogue  for  a  long  time.  I  am  an  agricul¬ 
turist.  myself  and  am  interested  in  all  agricultural  produce  grown 
in  the  State.  I  have  very  great  sympathy  with  that  Mr.  Padmanabha 
Pillai  said.  But  let  us  look  at  the  other  side  of  the  picture. 

Sir,  there  are  very  great  practical  difficulties  in  modulating  land 
tax  on  the  lines  of  income  tax.  For  income  tax  a  D  form  notice  is 
given  and  statements  are  made  and  accounts  arc  called  for.  The  office 
decides  what  tax  is  to  be  levied  on  a  particular  person.  In  the  matter 
of  levying  tax  on  lands  on  the  lines  of  income  tax,  if  accounts  are  called 
for  we  can’t  get  any  figures.  It  is  very  rarely  that  an  agriculturist  in 
Travancore  keeps  accounts.  An  agriculturist  may  be  a  tapioca  grower. 
There  will  be  no  necessity  for  him  to  maintain  accounts  for  the  income 
or  expenditure  on  account  of  tapioca.  Mr.  Padmanabha  Pillai  might 
have  read  that  the  tobacco  cultivators  of  Trichinopoly  recently  struck 
work  unable  to  keep  the  prescribed  accounts. 

PRESIDENT  :  Evidently,  the  inhabitants  of  the  Madras  Presidency 
are  forced  to  keep  proper  accounts  in  view  of  the  recently  instituted 
sales  tax. 

Mr.  S.  KRISHNA  AIYAR  :  They  may  even  have  to  get  the  services  of 
a  chartered  accountant  to  maintain  the  prescribed  books,  It  is  very 
difficult  to  get  proper  accounts  from  the  agriculturists  of  Travancore  to 
assess  income  from  agriculture.  In  the  case  of  a  paddy  cultivator  we 
have  to  take  very  many  factors  into  account  before  he  is  taxed.  How 
much  he  gets,  what  he  spends,  prices  and  what  he  gets.  If  these 
matters  are  likely  to  be  scrutinised  they  must  be  scrutinised  in  a  court 
of  law.  Witnesses  for  and  against  have  to  be  cited,  examined  and 
cross-examined,  it  must  again  be  taken  up  to  the  appellate  authorities 
that  is  the  chief  revenue  authority.  It  is  beset  with  very  great  practi¬ 
cal  difficulties.  I  do  not  say  that  the  now  system  is  impossible  to  be 
worked  out.  While  I  have  great  sympathy  with  the  principle  pro¬ 
pounded  by  Mr.  Padmanabha  Pillai  that  the  principle  of  assessment  for 
land  tax  and  income  tax  should  be  the  same,  I  have  to  sound  a  note  of 
warning  that  it  has  very  great  practical  difficulties  and  it  will  not  be 
practical  politics  for  the  administration  to  tax  land  on  the  lines  of 

Mr.  M.  L.  JANARDHANA  PILLAI :  Sir,  I  have  very  great  pleasure  in 
supporting  the  proposal  made  by  Mr.  Padmanabha  Pillai.  At  the  time 
when  the  income  tax  was  introduced  in  the  State,  it-  was  stated 
that  land  tax  was  getting  oppressive  and  that  merchants  and  indus¬ 
trialists  were  exempted  from  paying  any  sort  of  tax.  Popular  repre¬ 
sentations  were  submitted  during  the  repeated  sessions  of  the  Sri 
Mulam  Popular  Assembly  and  to  Government  requesting  them  to 
introduce  income  tax.  At  the  time  of  first  introducing  the  income  tax 
in  Travancore,  no  doubt,  there  were  difficulties  in  the  production  of 
accounts,  for  in  those  times  the  I  average  Indian  merchant  was  not  in 
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the  habit  of  keeping  his  accounts  in  the  proper  form:  But  those  diffi¬ 
culties  have  now  disappeared  and  now  the  system  of  assessing  income 
tax  is  working  very  satisfactorily  and  there  has  been  no  difficulty  what¬ 
soever  in  submitting  satisfactory  accounts  as  far  as  honest  and  respect¬ 
able  business  men  are  concerned.  If  dishonest  people  conduct  them¬ 
selves  differently  they  are  paying  the  penalty.  Sir,  I  find  that  the 
earliest  record  available  in  Travancore  in  regard  to  the  method  of 
assessment  was  in  1080  M.  E.  The  first  settlement  was  begun  in  the 
year  1883  and  completed  in  1911.  Now  28  years  have  elapsed  since 
the  completion  of  that  settlement.  And  during  those  28  years  much 
watev  has  flown  under  the  bridge.  The  financial  problems  affecting 
the  prosperity  of  every  State  have  undergone  radical  changes  in  their 
outlook.  Aud  now  I  ask,  has  not  the  time  come  to  consider  whether 
we  should  stick  on  to  the  old  financial  methods  or  whether  we  should 
depart  from  it  and  change  the  system  of  assessing  tax  from  lands?  A 
steady  inoome  for  the  Government  is  always  to  be  welcomed.  But  the 
levy  of  the  present  rate  of  land  tax  is  not  at  all  satisfactory  to  the 
interests  of  the  ryots.  Year  in  and  year  out,  Government  hear  com¬ 
plaints  from  the  tax  payers  that  they  are  unable  to  pay  land  tax  and 
agreeably  with  those  opinions  Government  are  sanctioning  remissions. 
Then,  why  not  make  the  ryot  pay  only  a  proportion  of  what  he  gets 
from  his  land?  This  is  after  all  not  a  new  or  novel  departure.  This 
has  been  followed  elsewhere.  Even  in  Ceylon  we  understand  this 
system  of  assessing  land  tax  on  the  principle  of  income  tax  assessment 
is  adopted,  but  the  minimum  taxable  income  may  be  less.  The  cocoa- 
nut  cultivator  and  other  cultivators  have  only  to  submit  their  accounts 
in  proper  form  so  that  they  may  be  taxed  according  to  their  agricul¬ 
tural  income.  The  one  great  difficulty  that  stands  in  the  way  of  adopt¬ 
ing  this  method  is  the  cry  that  is  heard  everywhere  “that  it  is  danger¬ 
ous  to  state  finances”.  Sir,  here  is  a  cry  from  a  very  large  section  of 
the  people  of  the  country  that  they  are  heavily  taxed  and  that  they 
require  some  relief.  Let  us  give  them  the  relief  in  this  form.  Some 
time  ago  I  suggested  in  this  House  that  instead  of  giving  the  ryots 
continuous  concessions  in  the  matter  of  paying  tax  by  way  of  remis¬ 
sions,  Government  should  be  prepared  to  return  to  the  agriculturists 
a  substantial  portion  in  the  form  of  subsidies  as  is  done  in  England 
and  U.  S.  A. 

PRESIDENT  :  That  system  exists  in  England  even  from  the  very 
beginning  of  agriculture  in  that  land. 

Mn.  M.  L.  JANARDHANA  PILLAI :  Sir,  my  submission  is  that  it  is  for 
the  Government  to  see  whether  it  will  not  be  more  fair  and  equitable 
to  ask  the  agriculturists  to  pay  tax  out  of  the  income  which  he  geis 
from  his  properties.  If  this  is  done  much  of  the  discontent  that  we 
find  in  the  country  would  certainly  disappear.  I,  therefore,  have  great 
pleasure  in  placing  this  matter  for  the  very  kind  consideration  of  tha 
Government  and  this  House. 

Mr  Krishna  Aiyar  said  the  question  is  beset  with  difficulties 
especially  in  regard  to  accounts.  The  fact  is  that  the  present  day  agri¬ 
culturist  does  not  feel  the  necessity  for  maintaining  proper  accounts.

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so  long  as  he  hag  to  pay  a  definite  amount  of  tax  year  after  year  where 
is  the  need  for  keeping  proper  accounts  of  his  income  from  the  land? 
Sir,  the  landed  class  in  this  country  is  much  more  educated  than  the 
landed  class  elsewhere.  Government  are  proposing  to  supply  a  new 
form  of  education  which  will  ensure  the  general  Well  being  of  the 
country  with  a  new  orientation. 

I  am  sure  it  will  not  be  impossible  for  Government  to  devise 
some  workable  scheme  to  adopt  this  suggestion.  But  then  I  do  admit 
that  it  is  very  difficult  for  any  Government  to  get  out  of  the  established 
system  of  collecting  tax.  But  I  say  in  all  sincerity  and  With  all  the 
earnestness  that  I  can  command,  that  the  subject  is  one  which  must 
be  very  carefully  considered  by  Government  sooner  or  later  this 
question  will  have  to  he  tackled  by  Government  and  the  sooner  the 
better. 

PRESIDENT :  With  regard  to  this  question  there  are  certain 
aspects  which  must  be  considered  and  threshed  out  on  the  floor  of  this 
House.  The  matter  has  been  engaging  the  attention  of  Government 
but  it  is  bound  up  with  the  system  of  land  tenure  obtaining  in  the 
country.  Supposing  you  are  to  grade  a  certain  area  of  land  for  asses¬ 
sing  tax  according  to  the  principle  of  assessment  adopted  in  taxing 
incomes.  If  that  holding  is  fragmentised  into  plots  less  than  $  acre 
then  you  will  not  be  able  to  get  any  tax  from  the  land.  What  is  there 
to  prevent  the  members  of  a  family  from  partitioning  their  land? 
Perhaps  each  member  of  the  family  may  get  J  of  an  acre  and  that 
could  not  be  taxed.  Unless  there  is  a  system  of  compulsory  consolida¬ 
tion  at  least  for  a  certain  purpose  this  could  not  be  brought  into  effect. 
Again,  it  requires  social  legislation.  This  question  has  been  engaging 
the  very  anxious  attention  of  Government.  The  problem  is  how  it  is 
to  he  worked  out  and  brought  into  operation.  On  the  one  hand  there 
is  the  settlement.  During  the  next  settlement  a  levelling  down  will 
have  to  be  effected  in  vrew  of  the  economic  depression  and  certain 
other  circumstances.  Apart  from  the  settlement  we  will  have  to 
exempt  from  taxation  lands  below  a  certain  area.  In  order  to  exempt 
lands  below  a  certain  level  we  will  hav  e  to  take  into  consideration 
the  present  system  of  land  tenure  and  the  magnitude  of  the  holding. 
These  are  the  side  aspects  of  the  question  to  be  considered.  The 
honouroble  member  will  bear  these  facts  in  mind  and  deal  with  the 
problem. 

Mr.  N.  RAMAKRISHNA  PILLAI:  Sir,  this  is  one  of  the  most  im¬ 
portant  questions  brought  forward  in  this  House.  I  understand  that 
the  object  of  the  motion  is  to  do  away  with  the  land  tax  altogether 
and  not  merely  to  impose  a  tax  on  agricultural  income.  Sir,  land  tax 
is  a  share  of  the  agricultural  income  which  is  exempted  from  the  opera¬ 
tion  of  the  Income  Tax  Begulation.  The  learned  mover  of  th  e  motion 
I  thought,  had  this  object  in  view,  namely,  to  stop  the  land  tax  alto¬ 
gether  and  m  its  place  to  introduce  an  income  tax  on  this  basis  that  I 
venture  to  offer  my  remarks*  The  question  is  very  important  and  affects 
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an  ancient  system  of  taxation  :  and,  I  must  say,  it  has  not  been  possible 
for  the  members  of  this  House  to  bestow  suffioient  thought  and  atten¬ 
tion  upon  this  matter.  In  England  and  in  several  other  countries  in 
Europe,  there  is  no  land  tax.  This  is  probably  due  to  the  fact  that 
these  countries  are  highly  industrialised  and  that  there  are  several 
sources  of  income  which  can  be  taxed.  In  those  countries  the  taxon 
land  has  become  unimportant.  India  on  the  contrary  is  essentially  an 
agricultural  country  and  the  people  are  not  accustomed  to  any  other 
kind  of  taxation  excepting  this  tax  on  land.  Even  in  the  days  of  the 
Moghul  Empire,  we  know  that  there  were  land  revenue  settlements 
and  that  it  was  a  share  of  the  produce  of  the  land  that  was  taken  by  the 
Government  for  their  expenses.  In  those  days  there  could  have  been  no 
income  tax  or  any  other  kind  of  tax.  Whatever  that  be,  the  people  of 
India  were  accustomed  to  a  system  of  taxation  evidently  based  on  land. 
The  idea  of  chan  ing  this  system  altogether  and  bringing  into  effect  a 
system  of  taxation  whioh  is  wholly  foreign  to  this  country,  or  for  that 
matter,  to  the  whole  of  India,  is  one  which  requires  a  great  deal  of 
thought,  care  and  study.  It  is  not  possible,  therefore  on  account  of  the 
numerous  difficulties  attendant  on  the  change  of  such  a  system,  to 
bring  into  effect  any  Buch  principles  of  taxation  in  the  near  future.  In 
India  the  whole  fabric  of  administration  is  built  upon  a  system  of  land 
tax.  Take  the  case  of  Travancore.  Here  you  have  several  kinds  of 
tenures  like  the  Jen  ni  and  the  Panclaravaga.  In  fact  the-  complexity 
of  our  tenures  is  the  first  and  most  serious  obstacle  that  confronts  us  at 
the  outset,  The  Jenmies  are  allowed  to  bold  the  land  in  the  place  of 
the  Sirkar  and  the  Sirkar  takes  nothing  from  them.  What  are  we  to 
do  with  the  rights  of  these  Jenmies.  Again,  there  are  the  Kevaswoms 
owing  lands,  with  regard  to  which  the  Sirkar  has  now  become  almost  a 
trustee. 

PRESIDENT:  The  same  question  would  arise  in  British  India 
under  the  Permanent  Settlement,  One  of  the  methods  whioh  are  now 
■  being  contemplated  there  is  the  change  of  the  system  and  replacing  it 
by  income  tax. 

Mr.  N.  RAMAKRISHNA  PILLAI  :  Of  course,  it  may  perhaps  be  possi¬ 
ble  to  change  the  system,  but  I  am  pointing  out  the  difficulties  in  chang 
ing  the  system  in  the  immediate  future.  If  the  present  system  of  land 
tax  is  discontinued  there  will  be  further  difficulties  which  the  Govern¬ 
ment  will  have  to  face.  Fragmentation  of  the  holdings  which  has  been 
the  result  of  the  social  legislation  among  the  different  communities  in 
the  State  is  another  matter  which  makes  the  imposition  and  collection 
of  taxes  all  the  more  difficult.  On  account  of  this,  it  is  necessary  tc 
bring  into  force  a  system  of  taxation  the  incidence  of  which  must  fall 
equitably  on  all  people.  Take  again  the  case,  for  instance,  of  the  pri¬ 
vate  trustees  and  those  standing  in  the  position  of  trustees.  The  Gov¬ 
ernment  have  recognised  their  rights  based  on  the  possession  of  land. 
It  is  not  easy  to  get  over  such  difficulties  which  will  have  to  be  tackled 
with  in  order  that  a  different  system  of  taxation  may  be  brought  into 
effect.  I  submit  that  there  is  a  better  way  of  ameliorating  the 
condition  of  the  agricultural  population  of  the  country  without  chang¬ 
ing  the  system  of  taxation.  The  settlement  must  he  made  a  permanent 
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one  like  the  Bengal  Settlement  and  by  the  time  the  country  becomes 
industrialised,  it  may  be  possible  to  tap  other  sources  of  revenue  to 
make  up  for  the  loss  of  land  revenue  and  to  bring  into  force  a  more 
equitable  system  of  taxation.  Otherwise,  we  will  be  embarking  on  an 
experiment,  theiresult  of  which  we  do  not  know  and  we  cannot  foresee, 
"We  do  not  know  what  the  results  of  the  change  of  the  system  of  taxa¬ 
tion  in  the  British  Indian  Provinces  will  be.  My  view  therefore  is  that 
before  any  such  system  is  adopted,  the  present  Settlement  may  be 
made  permanent  and  without  abolishing  land  tax  altogether  we  may 
slowly  bring  into  force  a  new  system  of  taxation  based  upon  the  princi¬ 
ples  of  the  Income  tax.  Sir,  I  have  not  been  able  to  devote  much 
attention  to  this  question  and  the  few  remarks  that  I  have  ventured  to 
make  are  therefore  merely  superficial.  I  oppose  the  motion, 

Mr.  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI:  Sir,  as  I  am  bound,  under  the 
party  discipline,  to  associate  myself  with  the  arguments  advanced  by  the 
leader  of  my  party,  I  wish  to  make  a  few  observations  on  the  motion 
under  discussion,  especially  with  regard  to  the  doctrine  of  vis-major 
and  the  havoc  caused  by  the  river  Pampa  and  the  consequent  loss  to 
the  inhabitants  on  its  southern  bank  for  about  4  furlongs  down  the 
Aranmnla  Temple  bathing  ghat, 

PRESIDENT:  Order,  order.  The  honourable  member  cannot  pos¬ 
sibly  speak  about  the  southern  bank  of  a  river  in  dealing  with  the 
question  of  travelling  allowance  excepting  by  way  of  very  indirect 
illustration. 

Mr.  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  :  Sir,  it  is  just  to  convince  this 
House  particularly  of  the  inequity  that  is  being  experienced  by  the 
tax  payers  as  a  result  of  the  present  land  revenue  system  that  I  made 
the  reference. 

Sir,  the  Land  Revenue  Commissioner  was  pleased  to  inform  us  that 
the  act  of  vis— major  will  be  leniently  considered  by  Government.  To 
convince  this  House  that  leniency  was  not  shown  to  the  suffering  public 
in  the  manner  he  has  stated  I  will  state  a  few  facts.  Last  time,  the 
inhabitants  of  this  locality  submitted  a  written  representation  to  the 
Government  direct,  complaining  of  the  havoc  that  was  being  commit¬ 
ted  by  the  river  Pampa  and  the  loss  they  are  subjected  to  thereby,  A 
copy  of  that  representation,  forwarded  to  me  by  the  people  in  the 
capacity  of  their  representative,  was  also  submitted  by  me  to  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  with  the  hope  that  the  people  in  the  locality  may  get  some 
benefit  in  the  matter.  Curiously  enough,  after  the  expiry  of  a  period  of 
one  year,  that  is  just  four  or  five  days  before  the  commencement  of  this 
Session  of  the  Assembly,  I  got  an  official  letter  from  the  Huzur  Office 
to  the  effect  that  the  havoc  and  the  loss  could  have  been  averted  if  the 
public  of  the  locality  had  only  cared  to  take  the  necessary  precautions 
in  time,  by  spending  their  own  money.  This  appears  to  be  very  curious 
way  of  satisfying  the  needs  of  the  people. 

PRESIDENT  :  There  is  only  half  an  hour  more  for  this  cut  motion. 
So,  the  honourable  member  will  confine  his  remarks  to  the  relevant 
points. 
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MR.  T.  p.  VELAYUDHAN  P ILL Al  :  I  wonder  why  a  Government  like 
the  Travancore  Government,  which  has  been  pleased  to  give  us  each 
issue  of  the  Government  Gazette  in  two  parts,  one  part  especially  set 
apart  for  the  publication  of  revenue  sales  could  not  comply  with  the 
request  of  the  people  or  show  some  gesture  of  sympathy  and  kindness 
to  them.  Only  with  a  view  to  bring  this  matter  to  your  notice,  Sir, 
that  I  support  this  motion. 

MR.  p.  SIVARAMA  PILLAI  ;  It  is  admitted  by  all  the  honourable 
members  of  this  House  that  there  is  a  cry  for  remissson  of  tax  year 
after  year.  It  is  admitted  that  during  the  last  28  years  there  was  no 
revision  of  land  tax  in  Travancore,  The  last  settlement  was  completed 
28  years  ago  and  during  this  period  large  tracts  of  land  were  exploited 
and  improved  and  certainly  more  income  is  being  now  derived  from 
these  lands.  Therefore,  it  is  only  just  for  the  Government  to  ask  the 
big  land  owners  to  pay  something  more  to  them  by  way  of  tax.  As  the 
Dewan  President  suggested  the  fragmentation  of  land  is  very  patent  in 
Travancore  than  anywhere  else  in  the  world.  We  have  to  admit  that 
there  is  something  fundamentally  wrong  in  the  system  of  taxation  of 
land  in  Travancore-  While  we  have  to  find  out  a  way  out  of  the  diffi¬ 
culty,  there  is  no  good  in  relegating  it  to  the  background  and  say  that 
we  have  to  wait  for  some  time  more.  We  have  to  meet  the  problem  some 
day  or  other.  If  some  legislative  enactment  is  necessary,  by  all  means 
have  it.  There  is  no  meaning  in  evading  and  escaping  the  problem.  It 
is  to  be  admitted  that  there  is  something  wrong. 

PRESIDENT  :  If  the  lands  in  Travancore  can  be  divided  into  five- 
acre  holdings,  there  will  be  no  difficulty  in  bringing  this  into  operation. 
That  is  the  whole  position. 

Mr.  P.  SIVARAMA  PILLAI  :  I  only  want  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  this 
House  that  something  has  to  be  done  for  the  purpose  of  reassessment  of 
tax.  Why  not  some  new  principle  be  adopted  ? 

PRESIDENT  :  What  is  the  new  principle  that  is  suggested  ? 

MR.  P.  SIVARAMA  PILLAI  :  Just  the  principle  that  has  .been  enun¬ 
ciated  in  the  cut  motion.  Why  not  that  be  adopted  ? 

Mr.  E-  E.  PANDARATHIL;  So  far  as  the  principle  of  this  motion  is 
involved,  Sir,  my  friend  Mr.  Nambuthiripad  represents  one  of  the  ac¬ 
cident  of  history.  The  Jenmies  came  into  existence  because  they  were 
the  pioneers  of  the  social  workers  and  acted  in  co-operation  with  the 
people  of  the  land. 

Some  how  or  other  they  have  come  to  stay  and  even  with  the 
Amendment  Act  of  1108  their  position  will  be  such.  Incidentally  I 
have  also  to  mention  that  the  settlement  of  Jemnikaram  is  still  under 
way.  It  is  also  a  fact  that  our  land  tenure  is  still  in  an  inperfect  stage 
which  has  not  given  complete  satisfaction  to  all  parties  concerned.  I  do 
not  propose  to  expatiate  on  the  other  aspects  of  the  question,  How¬ 
ever,  I  would  request  the  House  to  consider  the  redemption  of  jenmies, 
both  financially  and  figuratively,  when  the  question  of  reform  of  taxa- 
tion  is  taken  up. 
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MR.  M.  RAMACHANDRA  RAO  :  Arguments  both,  for  and  against  have 
been  advanced  in  regard  to  this  problem.  But  there  are  some  practical 
difficulties  in  the  working  of  this  question,  in  view  of  the  complicated 
system  of  land  tenures  existing  in  this  State.  There  are  favourable 
tenures  as  well  as  fragmentary  tenures.  The  income  under  Land  Re- 
venue  is  almost  a  fixed  income.  When  I  was  the  Financial  Secretary 
for  some  time,  1  worked  out  the  figures  consequent  on  the  proposition. 
A  revenue  to  tbe  extent  of  7  lakhs  may  be  secured  thereby.  The 
honourable  members  have  to  bear  in  mind  that  that  was  only  a  rough 
calculation.  That  being  the  case  we  must  be  prepared  to  forego  a  sum 
to  the  extent  of  33  lakhs,  from  the  income  under  Land  Revenue. 

MR.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI :  May  I  point  out  that  we 
are  not  prepared  to  admit  that  that  calculation  was  done  on  the  right 
lines. 

Ml.  M.  RAMACHANDRA  RAO  :  AH  that  I  say  is,  I  worked  out  that 
proposition  and  the  result  arrived  at  was  that  about  7  lakhs  could  be 
secured  thereby.  Secondly,  in  the  matter  of  collection  of  that  tax,  the 
machinery  required  for  the  collection  will  be  a  difficult  problem-  There 
are  lands  in  eaoh  pakuthi.  A  number  of  persons  will  have  to  be 
employed  to  asses  the  income  on  those  lands.  These  are  practical  dif 
Acuities.  Thirdly,  such  a  system  exists  nowhere  in  India.  India  is  an 
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agricultural  country  and  Travancore  is  also  like  that.  It  is  well  known 
that  land  is  tbe  back-bone  of  the  peasantry.1''  Any  departure  from  the 
existing  practice  of  taxation  has  to  be  taken  with  very  great  care. 
Moreover,  it  is  from  Land  Revenue,  the  contribution  to  the  Devaswom 
Department  is  effected.  At  the  moment  I  can  suggest  one  remedy  and 
it  is  a  re-settiement.  That  will  level  up  the  whole  system  of  land 
taxation.  Another  point  is,  with  the  development  of  industry  and 
commerce  some  relief  could  be  got  with  reference  to  land  revenue, 

Mr.  S.  KRISHNA  IYAR  :  May  I  ask  what  a  re-settlement  will  cost 
for  the  whole  of  Travancore  ? 

Mr.  M.  RAMACHANDRA  RAO  :  About  80  lakhs  of  rupees. 

So  then  the  remedy  is  this.  An  industrial  development  which  has 
fortunately  commenced  will  ease  the  situation.  If  the  industrial  and 
commercial  advancements  work  for  a  period  of  ten  years,  there  will  be 
immense  relief  under  land  revenue.  My  submission  is  that  this  pro¬ 
position  may  wait  for  a  decade  when  Travancore  will  become  an  in¬ 
dustrially  advanced  country.  Till  then  that  question  cannot  be  con¬ 
sidered.  Under  these  circumstances,  I  request  the  mover  to  withdraw 
his  motion  for  the  present  and  renew  it  after  ten  years. 

MR.  P.  S1VARAMA  PILLAI  :  Is  it  the  member’s  view  that  this  pro¬ 
blem  should  be  left  as  it  is  and  not  tackled  at  all  ? 

Mr.  M.  RAMACHANDRA  RAO:  I  have  already  said  that  a  re-settle¬ 
ment  will  do  something  in  the  direction  of  improvement  towards  the 
object  aimed  at  by  the  mover. 

MR.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  ;  Sir,  I  did  not  bring  this 
proposition  under  any  illusion.  I  have  no  doubt  that  there  are  practical 
difficulties  which  Government  have  to  face  jn  tackling  this  problem  I 
do  not  believe  that  it  is  an  easy  proposition.  But  one  thing  I  must  say. 
It  is  a  difficulty  worth  facing.  I  do  not  agree  with  the  observation  made 
by  Mr.  "Velu  Aohari  that  it  is  an  impracticable  proposition.  It  is  practi¬ 
cable,  though  it  is  certainly  difficult.  A  mere  re-settlement  will  not. 
solve  the  problems  I  have  pointed  out.  That  will  repeat  the  same  laws- 
It  is  a  modification  of  the  system  that  I  want.  Government  have  to 
face  this  problem  whether  there  is  the  industrial  development  or  not. 
It  may  or  may  not  take  place.  The  point  is  that  the  land-holders  in 
the  country  are  put  to  hardship  on  account  of  the  system  of  taxation 
and  therefore  I  am  placing  their  grievances  before  Government.  There 
is  no  use  shelving  the  problem  till  the  industrial  development  takes 
place-  Mr.  Krishna  Iyer  remarked  that  the  agriculturist  do  not  beep 
accounts.  As  for  that  matter,  I  can  say  from  my  personal  knowledge 
that  the  best  method  to  make  them  write  accounts  is  to  introduce  this 
change.  In  my  lifetime  I  never  wrote  accounts  until  I  was  asked  to 
pay  income-tax. 

PRESIDENT  :  For  industrial  and  commercial  purposes  two  sets  of 
accounts  are  maintained. 
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Mr.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADIWANaBHA  PILLAI  My  request  to  Govern¬ 
ment  therefore,  is  that  this  is  a  problem  which  Government  must  face' 
If  not  to-day  to-morrow  Government  will  have  to  face  this  problem. 
Lookin'?  at  the  motion  sheet  I  find  that  several  members  had  tabled 
motions  for  the  remission  of  land  tax  though  they  had  the  goodness 
not  to  move  them.  Every  year  this  problem  has  cropped  up.  No 
doubt,  there  is  real  difficulty  in  working  out  this  proposition.  But  Gov¬ 
ern  nent  ought  not  to  postpone  this  question  until  the  country  is  indust¬ 
rialised.  Hence  I  have  to  press  this  motion. 

PRESIDENT  :  Before  this  motion  is  put  to  vote,  I  wish  to  say  a 
few  words.  As  I  have  said,  there  am  many  circumstances  which  have 
rendered  this  problem  more  difficult  in  Travanoore  than  anywhere  else. 
Elsewhere  in  British.  India,  there  are  permanent  settled  tracts,  ryot- 
wari  tracts  and  certain  intermediate  tenures  So  far  as  permanently 
settled  estates  ore  concerned,  land  tax  as  such  has  ceased  to  be  of  any 
significance.  The  tax  that  was  levied  between  the  years  1790  to  1795 
has  remained  static.  When  the  Herman  m  settlement  was  started,  the 
dues  to  Government  were  sup'iospd  to  be  fixed  at  25  or  30  or  35  per 
cent,  of  the  produce  of  the  land.  The  pos:tion  has  change.d  radically 
and  permanent  settlement  has  meant  a  serious  lack  of  elastici  y  in 
revenue.  A  tempts  are  being  made  el  ewliere  to  modify  the  system 
directly  or  indirectly  and  the  introduction  of  the  svs.em  here  will  be  a 
retrograde  step.  It  is  p  -rmanent  settlement  that  has  rendered,  for 
instance,  the  revenues  of  Bihar  and  of  Bengal  and  a  great  deal  of  the 
revenues  of  the  United  Provinces,  so  inelastic  that  the  Provinces  have 
been  unable  to  face  present  demands  Assuming  that  the  present  sys¬ 
tem  cintinnes  what  follows?  Withou  a  re-se  tlement  we  cannot  deal 
with  the  problem  of  levelling  up  and  levelling  down  land  tax.  The 
obvious  reason,  as  I  pointed  out  on  a  previous  occasion,  is  this,  that  in 
certain  parts  of  the  country  vast  tracts  of  lan  1  have  escaped  taxation, 
others  have  newly  come  under  taxation,  whereas  there  are  strenuous 
members  from  the  southern  tracts  .f  the  cmnry  who  never  tire  of 
saying  that  they  are  amongst  the  most  highly  taxed  localities  in  India.- 
However,  they  might  have  origin ited  there  are  many  inequalities  now 
and  a  re-settlem  mt  is  necessary  if  equitable  results  have  to  be  achieved. 
But  a  re-sett.lemcnt  has  go  two  or  three  difficulties.  Firstly,  there  is 
the  tremendous  cost  of  it.  There  should  be  a  scientific  re-survey  of 
the  whole  country  and  it  will  take  about  6  or  7  years  at  least  to  finish, 
according  to  scientific  methods,  and  a  scientific  settlement  has  to  follow. 
A  re-survey  and  a  re- settlement  are  expected  to  cost  something  like  a 
crore  of  ruoees.  It  is  probtbly  worth  while  embarking  on  that.  Bat 
there  are  obvious  difficulties  and  it  has  been  considered  that  in  these 
days  of  economic  depression  no  such  process  should  be  started.  From 
some  experience  of  re-settlement  elsewhere  I  may  say  that  people  will 
start  sayiug  that  Government  are  out  to  place  the  unfortunate  tenant 
and  that  the  whole  scheme  is  to  get  more  revenue.  As  a  matter  of  fact 
it  may  lead  to  lo3S  of  revenue  in  some  localities  and  extra  revenue  in 
some  other  localities. 
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[President.] 

So  far  as  the  question  of  agricultural  income  tax  is  concerned, 
honourable  members  may  remember  that  I  indicated  sometime  ago 
that  the  matter  is  one  which  must  engage  the  attention  of  legislators 
here  and  elsewhere,  because  that  question  will  have  to  be  faced  sooner 
or  Is, ter.  But  in  order  to  face  it  there  are  certain  things  neces¬ 
sary.  That  is,  it  must  be  made  fool-proof.  So  far  as  the  accounts 
of  business  are  concerned  we  know  where  we  are.  We  may  ex¬ 
empt  all  incomes  below  a  certain  level  and  tax  incomes  above  that 
level.  Even  in  such  cases  evasions  are  common.  Q  lite  recently 
members  of  the  same  family  formed  themselves  sub-partnerships  and 
joint  stock  companies  and  successfully  avoided  super-tax.  The  Legis¬ 
lature  has  had  to  step  in  and  deal  with  this  question.  There  are 
many  difficulties  attendant  upon  the  imposition  of  income  tax  on 
lands  in  Travancore-  The  fundamental  difficulty  so  far  as  Travan- 
core  is  concerned  is  the  size  of  the  holdings.  If  we  are  going  to' 
have  income  tax  for  income,  say  of  Ids.  20  a  year,  it  must  be  recollected 
how  many  hundreds  and  thousands  of  functionaries  would  be.  necessary 
for  the  purpose  of  going  round  and  collecting  statistics  ss  to  whether 
people  may  get  an  income  of  Rs.  20  and  whether  that  income  has  been 
actually  realised.  In  Russia  the  Government  took  up  all  the  laud  and 
then  partitioned  it  out  id  large  blocks  especially  in  Ukraine,  where  thev 
have  soma  of  the  most  fertile  lands  in  the  world.  Other  nations  too 
have  dealt  with  these  problems.  The  moment  we  have  large  scale 
agricultural  operations,  income  tax  becomes  a  feasible  problem.  A 
small  or  fragmented  agricultural  holding  makes  it  difficult  for  income 
tax  to  be  collected.  The  best,  remedy  is  for  the  State  to  rely  less  and 
less  upon  agricultural  tax  and  land  tax  and  more  upon  other  sources  of 
revenue.  In  fact  if  things  go  well,  I  do  fervently  hope  that  the  inci¬ 
dence  of  land  tax  here  would  get  progressively  less,  until  we  are  able  to 
make  up  our  revenue  from  other  sources. 

It  is  in  that  direction  that  our  efforig  should  be  turned.  After 
all  it  must  be  remembered  that  we  are  in  a  peculiarly  advantageous 
position.  Our  total  income  is  over  2J  crores.  The  total  land 
revenue  is  Rs.  40  lakhs.  If,  for  instance,  we  can  raise  Rs.  20  lakhs 
otherw  se,  then  honourable  members  may  ask  Government  to  lessen 
the  land  tax.  That  would  be  a  feasible  proposition.  Government  know 
the  difficulties  of  the  small  land  owners  and  will  ever  be  sympa  hetic 
towards  them.  But  the  fundamental  problem  in  dealing  with  the 
question  of  land  tax  which  presses  upon  the  mo  it  impoverished  and 
struggling  portion  of  the  population  is  one  of  intensive  cultivation  and 
consolidation  of  holdings.  The  policy  of  Government  will  be  to  increase 
the  income  from  other  sources  so  that  they  may  say — “We  do  not  want 
so  much  by  way  of  land  tax.” 

MR.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  :  Sir,  I  withdraw  the 
motion.

Mr.  S.  CHATTAMhTHA  KARAYAt-Ah  (u  ,  ,i„  P-endcnt)  :  Sir,  may 
I  point  out  that  the  ntepuiy  President  as  such  does  not  hold  any 
factory  ? 

Mr.  K.  NARAYANAPERUMAL  WADAR  :  Sait,  is  scraped  only  in  the 
morning  and  the  evening.  But,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  it  must  ha  scraped 
only  during  the  hottest  part  of  the  day. 

MR.  M.  P.  JOSEPH  :  Sir,  it  is  not  a  fact  that  salt  is  scraped  in  the 
inorning  and  evening. 

MR.  K.  NARAYANAPERUMAL  NADAR  :  Sir,  I  am  a  man  at  the  spot 
ivhile  the  Excise  Commissioner  is  living  more  than  42  miles  away  from 
the  spot  and  the  man  on  the  spot  .must  certainly  be  credited  with, 
knowing  much  bette”  than  a  person  residing  42  miles  away.  Moreover, 
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[Mr.  K.  Narayanaperumal  Nadar.] 

I  represent  the  people  of  Tamarakulam  and  as  such  I  have  teen  told 
by  all  the  labourers  that  aie  working  in  the  factories  there  that  this  is 
the  practice.  Therefore,  the  question  before  the  House  is  whether 
they  should  give  more  wieght  to  the  fact  stated  by  me  or  to  the  state¬ 
ment  made  by  the  Excise  Commissioner. 

Now,  Sir,  salt  is  scraped  in  these  factories  in  the  morning  and  the 
evening.  The  reason  is  that  if  the  salt  is  scraped  in  the  morning  and 
the  evening  the  pay  of  the  coolies  will  be  very  low.  But  if  the  salt  is 
scraped,  say,  between  12  and  2,  each  labourer  will  have  to  he  paid 
between  6  and  8  annas.  Therefore,  Sir,  I  bring  to  the  notice  of  the 
House  that  salt  should  be  scraped  during  the  hottest  part  of  the  day 
and  not  in  the  morning  or  the  evening. 

With  these  words  I  move  the  motion. 

Mr.  T.  C.  KESAVA  P1LLAI  :  Sir,  I  oppose  the  motion  and  I  submit 
that  so  far  as  the  Bajackamangalam  Allom  is  concerned  what  Mr. 
Narayanaperumal  Nadar  said  in  regard  to  scraping'  of  salt  is  opposed  to 
facts.  First  of  all,  I  know  that  Mr.  Narayanaperumal  Nadar  is  not  a 
licensee,  nor  has  he  seen  the  scraping  of  salt  in  the  factory  as  a  visitor, 
with  the  permission  of  the  Excise  authorities.  It  is  only  secondary 
evidence  which  has  to  be  discarded. 

Sir,  Mr.  Narayanaperumal  Nadar  wanted  'to  impress  on  the 
authorities  concerned  this  particular  scientific  fact.  He  has  innocently 
brought  a  charge  on  the  authorities  as  well  as  the  licensees  in  South 
Travancore  by  suggesting  that  the  salt  scraped  in  those  factories  would 
affect  the  public  health  and  safety  of  the  people  of  Travancore.  Iam 
sure  the  department  as  well  as  the  licensees  would  strictly  follow  the 
directions  contained  in  the  Standing  Orders  of  the  Department. 

As  regards  the  increment  of  wages  that  would  be  entailed  if 
scraping  is  done  at  noon,  what  was  stated  by  Mr.  Narayanaperumal 
Nadar  is  not  a  fact.  The,  cooly  who  goes  to  the  salt  factory  at 
7  o’  clock  in  the  morning  returns  at  2  o’  clock  in  the  aftermoon.  So, 
it  is  easier  for  the  licensees  to  employ  coolies  for  scraping  salt  during 
the  hottest  part  of  the  day  rather  than  in  the  evening.  It  is  very 
difficult  to  get  a  cooly  in  the  evening  because  after  'a  hard  day’s  labour 
in  the  hot  season,  the  cooly  goes  home  at  3  in  the  afternoon,  has  his 
bath  and  after  meal  sleeps.  So,  it  is  not  a  fact.  So  I  oppose  the 
motion. 

Along  With  that,  I  want  to  place  one  or  two  suggestions.  The 
only  defect  I  have  been  able  to  find  is  that  in  some  of  the  old  factories 
the  density  of  the  brine  is  affected  by  the  percolation  of  fresh  water. 

MR.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARA7ALAR  :  Sir,  I  rise  to  controvert  the 
statements  of  fact  contained  in  the  motion  itself,  and  also  the  theory 
advanced  by  him  in  regard  to  the  time  cf  scraping  of  salt.  Mr.  Nadar 
ha3been  telling  us  that  in  our  salt  factories  scraping  has  been  going 
on  only  in  the  morning  and  evening  and  that  such  practice  should  be 
condemned.  That  is  not  a  fact.  So  far  as  my  knowledge  and  ex- 
panenoe  go,  scraping  takes  place  all  through  the  day  ;  I  car  assert 
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that  with  some  authority.  The  only  conditions  under  which  scraping 
of  pare  salt  takes  place  are  that  the  density  of  the  brine  should  be 
within  certain  prescribed  limits  at  the  time  of  scraping.  That  is  all 
If  this  state  of  affairs  is  adhered  to,  there  is  no  impediment  to  salt  being 
scraped  at  any  time. 

Sir,  Mr,  Nadar  levelled  the  charge  against  the  authorities  of  the 
Excise  Department  that  they  were  allowing  scraping  in  the  morning 
and  in  evening,  and  that  it  was  wrong  on  their  part  to  allow  that. 
Sii'i  this  can  be  treated  as  a  charge  against  the  Excise  authori¬ 
ties  only  if  they  allow  any  violation  of  the  salt  rules.  So  far  as  I  am 
aware,  there  is  no  rule  which  prohibits  the  scraping  of  salt  in  morning 
and  evening.  The  rules  are  absolutely  silent  about  the  time  of  scra¬ 
ping.  There  is  nothing  to  warrant  the  theory  that  it  is  unscientific 
to  scrape  salt  in  the  morning  or  in  the  evening. 

In  regard  to  the  other  statements  made  by  Mr.  Nadar,  and  his 
theory  I  cannot  accept  either  the  one  or  the  other. 

I  oppose  the  motion. 

Mr,  M.  P.  JOSEPH  (Excise  Commissioner)'.  Sir,  Mr.  Narayana* 
perumal  Nadar  is  not  a  licensee  nor  has  he  seen  the  working  Of  a 
factory. 

MR.  K.  NARAYANAPERUMAL  NADAR  :  I  challenge  that  statement,  Sir. 
I  have  seen  the  working  of  almost  all  the  factories  in  South  Travan- 
core. 

MR.  M.  P.  JOSEPH  :  I  made  the  statement  because  he  would  not 
be  allowed  to  see  a  factory  working,  without  the  permission  of  the 
Excise  Officers. 

MR.  K.  NARAYANAPERUMAL  NADAR  :  With  the  permission  of  the 
Excise  Inspector,  I  have  seen  all  these  factories. 

MR.  M.  P.  JOSEPH:  Sir,  the  Excise  Commissioner  is  supervising 
the  manufacture  of  salt  in  the  State.  He  has  gone  to  every  one  of 
them  and  has  watched  the  scraping  of  salt.  Therefore  his  statement 
is  entitled  to  greater  Weight  than  that  of  Mr.  Narayanaperumal  Nadar, 
although  he  belongs  to  the  Agastisvaram  taluk. 

Sir,  the  manufacture  of  salt  is  governed  by  certain  rules.  None 
of  those  rules  provides  any  time  limit  within  which  alone  scraping 
shall  be  done.  It  is  left  to  the  licensee  to  scrape  salt  in  any  part  of 
the  day,  or  throughout  the  day,  The  only  point  to  be  looked  into  is 
that  the  salt  scraped  should  be  free  from  impurities  like  magnesium 
chloride,  magnesium  sulphate  and  potassium  chloride  }  sodium  chloride 
Should  be  the  main  ingredient  in  the  salt  scraped.  That  can  be 
achieved  by  scraping  when  the  density  of  the  brine  is  between  25 
degrees  and  30  degrees.  Era:  that  there  is  provision  in  the  rules. 

Sir,  Mr.  Narayanaperumal  Nadar  referred  to  some  old  books  On 
salt  manufacture  which  says  that  salt  should  be  scraped  only  at  noon, 
and  that  if  it  is  scraped  in  the  forenoon  and  afternoon,  there  would  be 
impurities  like  magnesium  and  potassium  salts.  I  may  inform  my 
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esteemed  friend  that  that  view  is  not  eoiiect.  i  a.u  sure  my  statement 
will  be  borne  out  by  some  oi  ibo  betas  e-s  pies.nl .  htie,  I  mean  Messrs. 
T.  0.  Kesava  Pillai  and  Mr.  ChaUanatlia  Karayalar.

Mr.  M.  P.  JOSEPH  :  Sir,  the  very  same  subject  was  brought  for* 
ward  in  this  House  last  year,  and  was  discussed  threadbare.  My 
friend  Mr.  Narayanan  also  tools  part  in  that  debate. 
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Sir,  I  may  inform  my  friend  that,  before  1080,  salt  manufac¬ 
ture  was  the  monopoly  of  the  Government. 

Till  1080,  we  bad  the  monopoly  system  ;  there  were  factories 
even  in  Central  Tvavancore.  But  our  total  output  of  salt  was  not 
enough  for  local  consumption  so  that  large  quantities  had  to  be  im¬ 
ported  from  Bombay  and  Taticorin  at  vary  high  iprices.  The  salt 
manufactured  was  also  of  inferior  quality.  That  was  why  the  monopoly 
system  was  given  up  and  licenses  were  begun  to  be  issued  for  the 
manufacture  of  salt.  Now  we  have  several  lactones  working  in  the 
country.  Our  total  output  at  present  is  between  15  and  18  lakhs  of 
maunds  of  salt  per  annum.  There  is  actual  over-production. 

Sir,  Mr.  Narayanan  was  saying  that  the  quality  of  salt  would 
improve  if  the  Government  weie  to  take  up  the  manufacture.  I  do  not 
subscribe  to  that  proposition.  I  have  visited  all  the  factories  in  the 
State  and  can  boldly  sav  that  the  salt  produced  in  some  of  our 
factories,  especially  the  Kovalam  .Factory  in  Cape  Comorin,  the  S.  8. 
Allom  and  the  Avathamkal  Allom,  can  compare  very  favourably  with 
anV  salt  imported  from  outside  ;  m  its  percentage  of  sodium  chloride 
it  compares  verv  favourably  with  Bombay  salt.  I  cannot  understand 
my  friend’s  argument  that,  if  the  Government  take  up  this  industry, 
the  quality  would  improve.  There  is  keen  competition  between  the 
various  licensees  to  produce  the  best  salt  possible.  If  there  is  no  com¬ 
petition,  there  will  be  no  incentive  to  improve  the  quality.  At  present, 
the  duality  of  salt  in  some  of  the  factories,  especially  the  one  at 
Kovalam,  is  so  good  that  there  is  a  rush  of  merchants  to  get  that  salt. 
In  fact  one  of  the  merchants  came  to  me  and  requested  me  to  persuade 
the  licensee  at  Kovaiam  to  give  him  some  of  the  Kovalam  salt  for  sale, 
That  is  the  position  to-day.

DEMAND  No.  II — Excise  Deparimext  -  (ouncUl.) 

Mt.  M.  P.  JOSEPH:  Sir,  we  were  yesterday  on  this  subject  of 
nationalisation  of  salt  industry.  The  mover  of  the  resolution  supported 
it  on  tl: ree  grounds  :  first  on  the  ground  that  better  salt  could  be 
produced  if  Government  takes  up  the  monopoly  ;  second,  that  it  could 
be  sold  at  a  cheaper  rate  and  third,  that  the  money  which  we  realise 
may  be  utilised  for  ameliorative  purposes. 

Yesterday,  I  was  dealing  with  the  question  of  monopoly.  Till  the 
year  1080,  Government  had  the  monopoly  of  salt.  But  the  salt  which 
was  produced  in  the  State  was  insufficient  for  our  consumption  and  si 
we  had  to  get  salt  from  Bombay  and  Tnticorin.  Alter  the  monopoly 
was  abolished  and  licenses  were  given  the  salt  manufacture  in  our  State 
became  increasingly  sufficient  for  our  purposes. 

MR.  E.  P.  VARUGlIESE  (Ambalapu-ha  Cum  Shcrtalkri) :  May  Iknow 
when  that  license  was  abolished  ? 

MR.  All.  P.  JOSEPH  :  In  1080. 

Now,  we  have  in  fact,  an  over  production.  About  12  lakhs  maunda 
cf  sad  are  required  for  our  consumption.  We  get  about  15  to  20  lakhs 
if  the  seasons  are  favourable.  The  licensees  are  also  vying  with  one 
another  to  have  better  salts  so  that  they  may  effect  larger  sales.  If 
the  Government  takes  up  the  salt  industry  it  may  be  possible  to  prepare 
and  produce  good  salt.  But  there  will  be  no  incentive  to  improve  the 
quality,  The  incentive  to  improve  the  quality  will  be  lost  if  the  Gov- 
-■enmsnf  takes  up  the  industry. 
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There  is  another  weighty  reason  why  we  should  not  take  up  the 
manufacture  of  salt.  There  are  70  licensees  in  the  State  and  the 
licenses  are  for  a.  period  of  50  years  each..  If  wo  hare  to  cancel  those 
licenses  we  have  to  pay  about  Bs.  30  to  Rs.  50  lakhs  as  compensation. 
I  do  not  think  that  any  honourable  member  will  advocate  the  spending 
of  such  a  large  amount  and  the  cancellation  of  the  licenses  leaving  the 
licensees  to  suffer.

MR.  M.  P.  JOSEPH  :  Licenses  are  given  from  the  year  1904  to  1933. 

Another  reason  adduced  by  the  mover  was  that  we  coaid  sell  the 
salt  at  a  cheaper  rate  if  we  take  up  the  monopoly,  Under  the  Inter¬ 
portal  Convention  we  are  not  allowed  to  sell  salt  at  over  price.  I  will 
read  to  the  members  of  the  House  the  Notification  issued  by  the  British 
Resident  in  Travancore  and  Cochin,  dated  20th  Edavom  1040,  the  date 
of  the  Interportal  Convention. 

‘‘  Th"  Cochin  and  Travancovc States  will  «doyt  the  British  Indian  Soiling  price  of 
salt,  the  rates  at  inlard  Depots  bei„g  raised  so  ns  to  place  the  salt  of  Cooliiu, 
Travancore  and  B-itish  India  on  the  same  footing  in  the  market." 

In  the  face  of  this  provision  it  is  impossible  for  us  to  sell  salt  at  a 
a  cheap  price.  Now  we  are  getting  about  Hs  20  to  22  lakhs  as  duty 
and  price  on  salt.  Iu  the  last  two  licenses  given,  after  the  present 
Dewan  took  up  the  Administration  of  the  State,  an  additional  clause 
was  included  ;  that  is,  ten  per  cent,  of  the  net  profit  also  should  go  to 
the  Government.  This  is  not  in  any  of  the  previous  licenses.  If  this 
amount  also  comes  in  we  are  likely  to  get  about  Rs  25  lakhs  per  year 

Salt  has  not  been  manufactured  in  these  two  factories.  Licenses 
have  been  given  only  recently.  The  salt  manufacture  will  commence 
only  from  Kanninext  year. 

Under  these  circumstances,  I  would  request,  '.he  honourable  mem¬ 
bers  to  consider  whether  it  is  desirable  or  profitable  to  take  up  the 
nationalisation  of  salt  industry.  In  my  humble  opinion  the  present 
arrangement  is  good  because  we  could  get  better  salt  and  the  revenue 
which  we  derive  is  sufficiently  high.

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MU.  P.  KUNJURRiSHKAN  [Qniloii  cum  Koitnrai  ur„)  :  Sir,  I  rise  to 
support  this  motion.  The  Government’s  policy  is  enunciated  in  the 
speech  of  the  Dewan. president  at  the  joined  session  of  the  Assembly 
and  Council.  “  Where  there  is  a  monopoly  there  is  no  haim  in  Govern¬ 
ment  undertaking  its,  exploitation.  This  is  preferable  to  handing  over 
the  monopoly  to  private  persons  without  adequate  protection  to  Govern, 
mental  interests.  ”  Now  the  Excise  Commissioner’s  explanation  for 
not  taking  up  this  industry  by  the  Government  is  not  at  all  satisfactory 
to  my  mind.  It  has  been  said  that  if  it  is  taken  up  by  the  Govern¬ 
ment  there  will  be  no  room  for  competition  and  so  the  quality  of  the 
salt  will  have  to  suffer.  But  from  experience  wo  know  that  the  working 
of  the  Transport  Scheme  has  resulted  in  success.  Tlic-re  were  grave 
apprehensions  entertained  by  the  public  in  the  beginning.  Bat  we 
know  that  it  has  been  a  success ;  thanks  to  proper  control  and  direction. 
In  matters  like  this,  what  is  required  is  proper  supervision  by  the 
department  concerned.  Government  must  seriously  take  up  the  matter 
in  hand.  If  they  would  make  up  their  minds  to  workup  in  earnestness 
there  is  no  doubt  that  they  can  manufacture  better  salt  than  the  one  we 
get  now. 

The  Excise  Commissioner  ref  erred  to  Its.  30  to  SO  lakhs  which 
may  have  to  be  paid  to  the  licensees  by  way  of  compensation  in  case 
their  factories  are  taken  over  by  the  Government.  Sir,  I  understand 
that  the  licensees  annua'ly  make  between  Es.  S  and  9. lakhs  as  net  profit 
out  of  this  industry.  Therefore,  if  the  Government  would  take  over 
the  industry  the  profits  of  the  first  few  years  would  be  quite  suffice  to 
cover  the  compensation  payable  to  the  licensees, 

In  regard  to  the  quality  of  tire  salt  l  am  sure  mat  it  ttie  Govern¬ 
ment  take  up  the  matter  seriously  they  can  produce  much  better  salt ; 
also  there  will  be  no  room  for  complaints  about  scraping  hours  and  all 
that,  we  had  here  last  evening. 

Also  if  the  Government  take  it  up,  there  is  a  chance  of  people 
getting  salt  at  a  cheaper  rats.  Salt  is  every  man’s  necessity.  There 
is  no  one  who  does  not  use  salt ;  and  it  is  the  poor  who  consume  more 
salt  than  the  rich.  Therefore,  it  will  be  a  great  boon  to  the  poor  people 
if  salt  is  manufactured  by  Government  and  supplied  cheaper. 

Further  if  the  Government  take  up  this  industry  it  will  be  a  source 
of  additional  revenue  to  Government.  At  the  same  time  nobody  will 
have  any  hardship.  If  necessary  the  licensees  may  be  given  a  few 
years’  notice,  so  that  they  may  prepare  themselves  to  hand  over  the 
factories  to  Government. 

With  these  words,  I  support  the  motion. 

Mr.  KANNANTHODATHU  JANARDHANAN  NAIR  :  This  motion  was  passed 
by  the  House  last  year.  Then  also  it  was  argued  against  the  motion 
that  Government  would  have  to  pay  heavy  compensation  to  the  present 
licensees.  Sir,  may  I  ask  whether  1  he  Government  paid  any  compen¬ 
sation  to  the  private  bus  owners  when  the  Government  took  up  the 
State  Transport  Service  ?  ■ 
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PRESIDENT  :  That  was  because  the  bus  owners  were  not  entitled 
to  it,  under  the  law. 

MR.  KANNANTHODATH'J -JlNARDHANAN  NAIR  :  I  witharaw  that  argu¬ 
ment,  Sir. 

I  would  support  the  motion  on  anoiher  ground.  At  present  the 
licensees  get  Rs.  1-1  as.  per  hag  of  salt  ;  their  expenditure  on  a  bag  of 
salt  would  be  only  between  four  and  five  annas.  Nearly  6  to  12  lakhs 
of  salt  are  sold  every  year.  On  an  average,  all  the  licensees  put  together 
get  nearly  Rs.  8  lakhs  as  profit.  If  the  Government  nationalise  the 
industry,  this  eight  lakhs  would  flow  into  the  State  Exchequer  and  can 
be  returned  to  the  tax  payer  either  in  the  shape  of  redaction  in  the 
price  of  salt,  or  by  some  nation  building  activities. 

Hence  I  support  the  motion.

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IWr.C.  JEBAMONY NADAR :  Sir,  I  oppose  the  motion.  The  g'rounds 
urged  by  the  Excise  Commissioner  appear  to  me  to  be  reasonable  and 
convincing.  Firstly,  he  says  that  Government  have  entered  into  con¬ 
tracts  with  the  licensees.  Any  contract  entered  into  by  Government 
should  be  respected,  and  cot  treated  as  scraps  of  paper.  When  the 
Government  enter  into  a  contract  with  a  party,  the  party  believes  that 
the  Government  will  not  go  back,  and  that  the  contract  will  be 
honoured.  Therefore,  on  principle  and  on  policy,  I  think  that  the 
contracts  already  entered  into  by  Government  should  not  be  cancelled 
in  a  case  like  this. 

Secondly,  there  is  already  over  production  of  salt  in  the  State, 
and  according  to  the  existing  agreement  with  the  British  Cochin  Gov¬ 
ernments,  there  is  no  possibility  of  selling  the  excess  salt  outside  the 
State. 

Mr.  PUUYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI:  May  I  know  whether 
there  is  any  difficulty  in  selling  our  salt  outside,  except  in  the  matter 
of  the  selling  price  ? 

HR.  C.  JEBAMONY  NADAR  :  ThatWashow  I  understood  the  Excise 
Commissioner  ;  there  is  difficulty. 

Thirdly,  as  to  the  salt  required  for  local  purposes,  till  now  there  has 
been  no  difficulty  whatsoever  in  the  matter  of  producing  or  getting 
salt.  Lastly,  if  my  information  is  correct,  so  far  as  the  Rajakka- 
mangalam  old  Allora  is  concerned,  it  was  under  a  special  Command  of 
the  then  sovereign  that  a  Nadar  licensee  was  asked  to  manufacture  sail, 
about  200  years  ago.  Some  of  these  contracts  being  thus  200  or  300 
years  old  it  is  not  at  all  desirable  that  they  be  set  at  nought  so  easily 
and  without  sufficient  grounds.  Hence  I  oppose  the  motion. 

MR.  K.  KUNJU  PAN1CKER  ( MaveUMra  cam  KMinattur) :  I  support 
the  motion.  I  submit  that  salt  industry  should  be  nationalised.  Till 
a  few  years  ago,  it  was  the  abkari  policy  of  the  Government  to  give 
monopoly  contracts  to  particular  individuals ;  and  they  i (contractors) 
made  huge  profits  ;  Government  got  only  a  small  lump-sum  from  them. 
Government  realised  this  defect  and  revised  the  system.  It  is  now 
found  that  the  present  Excise  system  is  entirely  satisfactory  and  also 
profitable.  I  submit  that  salt,  being  one  of  the  most  important  food 
materials  of  mankind  and  even  more  important  than  transport  or 
abkari,  that  industry  should  be  taken  over  by  Government.  I  have  heard 
the  Excise  Commissioner  say  that  it  would  be  difficult  for  Govern¬ 
ment  to  manage  and  run  the  industry.  To  me  it  appears,  Sir,  that 
our  Government  can  manage  such  industries  much  better  and  more 
profitably  than  any  private  agency  :  then  the  quality,  of  the  product 
also  will  improve. 

Eurther,  if  the  Government  undertake  the  manufacture  of  salt  it 
would  be  possible  for  all  sections  of  His  Highness  the  Maharaja’s 
subjects  to  get  their  due  share  of  employment  in  these  institutions.  At 
present  the  licensees  employ  whomsoever  they  like.  The  present  pro¬ 
posal  would  be  a  solution  of  the  problem  of  general  unemployment 
as  well. 
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As  regards  the  contracts  for  the  supply  of  our  salt  to  Cochin  and 
British  India,  it  is  a  matter  for  negotiation  by  our  Government  with 
those  Governments.  I  do  not  think  there  will  be  any  difficulty  in  the 
matter. 

As  for  the  argument  that  Government  should  nut  go  back  upon 
contracts  already  entered  into,  there  are  other  instances  in  which  the 
Government  are  doing  it.  Bor  instance,  there  is  the  case  of  the 
Kottayam  Electric  Supply.  When  the  Pallivasal  Power  becomes 
available  the  supply  by  the  private  agency  at  Kottayam  will  have  to  be 
stepped. 

PRESIDENT :  In  most  of  these  contracts  there  is  a  stipulation  that 
the  contracts  will  terminate  when  the  State  undertakes  the  supply. 

Mr.  K.  KUNJU  PAN1CKER  :  Ido  not  think,  Sir,  it  would  be  difficult 
fn r  Government  to  persuade  the  present  salt  licensees  to  accept  re¬ 
asonable  compensation  and  withdraw.  Government  should  realise 
that  they  are  losing  annually  about  Ks.  8  lakhs  by  the  licence  system 
and  under  ihe  present  licenses  Government  will  continue  to  lose  that 
huge  income  for  the  next  40  or  50  years.  It  is  therefore  very  necessary 
that  they  should  come  to  a  reasonable  understanding  with  the  present 
licensees,  and  take  over  the  manufacture  of  salt  as  early  as  possible. 

With  these  observations,  I  support  the  motion  whole¬ 
heartedly. 

MR.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI :  What  will  be  the  ap¬ 
proximate  compensation  that  may  have  to  be  paid  to  the  contractors  ? 

MR.  KUNJU  PANiCKER  :  That  is  a  matter  to  be  settled  between  the 
contractors  and  the  Government.

Mr.  M.  P.  JOSEPH  :  Sir,  I  have  heard  the  speeches  of  the  honour¬ 
able  members  on  the  subject.  I  do  not  know  whether  those  members 
who  spoke  on  the  motion  ever  went  to  South  Travancore  and  saw  the 
working  of  a  salt  factory.  Mr.  Kunju  Panicker  was  telling  ns  that 
Government  adopted  the  auction  system  in  regard  to  abkari  and  that 
similarly  the  salt  factories  also  may  be  given  in  auction.  The  analogy 
is  misleading.  In  the  case  of  ahkari  there  is  no  elaborate  process  of 
manufacture  excepting  a  very  simple  process.  The  salt  licensees  will 
tell  the  honourable  members  how  difficult  it  is  to  manufacture  good  salt. 
.Several  licensees  have  spent  lakhs  and  lakhs  of  rupees  ove.r  the  manu¬ 
facture  of  good  salt  and  they  have  lost  lakhs  atd  lakhs  of  rupees.  It 
was  only  after  many  years  of  experience  that  they  were  able  to  get  good 
salt.  As  I  told  the  House  before,*  Government  tried  to  manufacture 
salt  and  they  ifailed.  It  was  only  then  that  they  handed  over  the 
manufacture  to  the  licensees.  Now  the  licensees  are  working  under 
the  direct  supervision  of  the  Department.  Every  factory  has  an  In¬ 
spector,  a  number  of  petty  officers  and  hundreds  of  .peons.  Strict 
instructions  are  given  for  the  scraping  of  salt  and  storage.  Mr.  Kunju 
Panicker  told  us  that  if  the  Government  takes  up  the  industry  the 
problem  of  unemployment  will  be  solved.  Now,  I  would  ask  the 
honourable  member  whether  our  graduates  and  under-graduates  will 
go  and  work  in  the  Allams  just  like  the  pulayas  are  doing  in  the  fields. 
That  is  the  only  work  that  remains  for  them  because  all  the  higher 
officers  are  Government  officers.  The  only  persons  who  get  employ¬ 
ment  are  coolies  and  they  are  paid  from  2  annas  to  7  or  8  annas.  So 
the  unemployment  problem  will  not  be  solved  unless  the  educated 
people  are  prepared  to  go  and  work  like  a  cooly  in  those  fields  in  the 
hot  sun. 

Mr.  K.  KUNJU  PANICKER  :  Are  not  the  Government  spending  money 
by  appointing  Government  officers  for  the  management  of  the  factories 
excepting  payment  of  coolies? 

MR.  M.  P.  JOSEPH  :  Yes,  they  are. 

MR.  K.  KUNJU  PANICKER  :  So,  by  under-taking  the  business  Gov¬ 
ernment  will  have  to  take  up  the  work  of  management  of  the  coolies. 
Is  it  not  so  ? 

MR.  M.  P.  JOSEPH  :  It  is  not  the  management  alone  that  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  will  have  to  take  up.  They  will  have  to  take  up  the  whole 
manufacture. 

MR.  K.  KUNJU  PANICKER  :  Excepting  the  cooly  work  in  the  manu¬ 
facture  the  whole  supervision  and  control  are  exercised  by  the  Excise 
Department..  Is  it  not  so  ? 

MR.  M.  P.  JOSEPH  :  Yes.  - 
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Mr.  Kumaran  Vaidyan  was  telling  us  that  the  salt  which  we  sell 
from  the  Munambam  Depot  is  not  pure  salt  and  it  is  all  sand.  I  may 
inform  the  House  that  the  salt  transported  to  Munambam  Depot  is 
taken  from  the  best  factory  in  South  Travancore.  I  remember  when 
this  year’s  transport  took  place  that  salt  from  several  alloms  were  pro¬ 
posed  to  be  sent  and  I  myself  selected  the  best  salt  available  for  trans¬ 
port  to  Munambam.  I  find  from  the  last  year’s  discussion  also  that 
the  same  charge  was  levelled  against  the  Excise  Department,  namely 
that  the  salt  that  is  in  the  Munambam  Depot  is  bad  salt.  People  there 
have  acquired  a  bad  taste  for  Bombay  salt  which  contains  impurities  of 
a  high  order.  Now  that  this  salt  has  been  replaced  by  Travancore  salt 
which  is  better,  they  say  that  it  is  bad  salt.  It  is  due  to  the  acquisition 
of  a  bad  taste  by  long  use.  I  believe  that  in  course  of  time  the  people 
will  find  that  our  salt  is  better  salt  and  that  they  'will  acquire  a  taste 
for  our  salt. 

PRESIDENT  :  Is  there  much  Bombay  salt  consumed  here  in  the 
S'ate  ? 

MR.  M.  P.  JOSEPH  :  No  Bombay  salt  is  consumed  here  at  all. 

I  said  that  the  Government  have  to  invest  lakhs  and  lakhs  of 
rupees  if  they  want  to  take  up  this  manufacture  of  salt  and  they  will 
also  have  to  pay  a  heavy  amount  by'way  of  compensation  to  the  licensees 
who  took  up  the  work  and  invested  lakhs  of  rupees  over  it  under  the 
belief  that  solemn  agreement  entered  into  between  them  and  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  will  be  respected. 

Mr.  P.  KUNJUKRISHNAN  :  May  I  know  the  nature  of  the  conditions? 

Mr.  A|.  P  JOSEPH :  If  the  honourable  member  will  come  to  my 
office,  I  will  show  him  a  copy  of  the  agreement  entered  into  between 
the  licensees  and  the  Government. 

Mr.  Kunjithommen  has  been  .telling  us  very  much  about  the 
quality  of  the  salt.  I  said  before  that  salt  is  [manufactured  under  the 
direct  supervision  of  the  Excise  Department  and  that  one  of  the 
factories  produces  salt  which  is  better  in  quality  than  either  the  Tuti- 
coria  salt  or  the  Bombay  salt.  Now,  Government  have  deputed  a  Pro¬ 
fessor  of  Chemistry  to  investigate  and  find  out  how  to  improve  the  salt 
manufacture.  Tw'O  pans  each  from  the  Cape  Comorin  and  Tamara- 
kulam  factories  were  given  to  him  to  start  manufacture.  He  will  be 
starting  the  manufacture  and  the  experience  which  he  gains  and  the 
result  he  obtains  will  be  available  to  the  Department  and  to  the 
licensees. 

Wi.h  these  words  I  oppose  the  motion.

Mr.  K.  KUNJU  PANICKER:  On  a  point  of  order.  I  want  to  know 
whether  the  mover  of  a  token  cut  motion  has  the  right  of  reply. 

PRESIDENT:  No.  But  the  Chair  may  call  upon  him  to  explain 
his  attitude  with  regard  to  what  has  fallen  from  the  Excise  Commis¬ 
sioner.  I  presume  he  is  going  to  do  that,  Mr.  Narayanan,  you  have 
no  right  to  reply  in  that  sense  hut  you  can  explain  your  attitude  and 
indicate  the  reasons  for  that  attitude.

Mr.  P.  V.  MATH  A!  CHEMPARATHY  :  Sir,  cut  motions  No.  81  deals 
with  corruption  under  Assistant  Excise  Commissioner’s  salary  while  cut 
Motion  No.  91  deals  with  corruption  in  the  Excise  Department.  I 
request  the  permission  of  the  Chair  to  speak  on  the  two  motions 

PRESIDENT  :  Yes.  The  honourable  member  may  proceed. 

MR.  PUUY00R  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI :  These  two  motions  can¬ 
not  be  discussed  together  because  motion  No.  91  relates  to  a  different 
head. 

PRESIDENT :  I  know.  But  he  does  not  want  to  talk  piecemeal 
about  corruption.  He  wants  to  talk  comprehensively  about  eorrup- 

Mr.  MATHAl  CHEMPARATHY  :  The  revenues  of  the  department  could 
not  be  properly  collected.  That  leads  to  loss  of  revenue  to  Government. 
I  know  that  more  than  90  per  cent  of  the  Excise  Inspectors  are  very 
corrupt  and  some  of  the  Assistant  Excise  Commissioners  are  also 
corrupt.  The  Inspectors  have  necessarily  to  be  corrupt)  because  they 
work  with  the  connivance  of  the  Assistant  Excise  Commissioners. 
These  people  take  money  from  the  toddy  and  abkari  contractors. 

MR.  PULIY00R  t.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI:  I  have  to  clear  one  doubt. 
The  present  cut  motion  comes  under  the  heading  ‘Excise  Commissioner 
Salary’  and  the  other  motion  comes  under  the  heading  ‘Commissioner 
Allowances’.  I  wish  to  know  whether  the  object  detailed  in  the  cut 
motion  could  be  discussed  in  this  motion. 

PRESIDENT  :  You  say  that  questions  relating  to  two  heads  at  the 
same  time  cannot  be  discussed.  But  at  the  same  time  it  is  an  easy 
proposition.  I  do  not  know  v,'hy  the  honourable  member  sought  my 
permission  to  move  the  two  motions  together  and  rbAh  discuss  the 
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object  underlying  them.  It  is  quite  open  to  the  member  to  say  that 
the  corruption  of  this  officer  is  by  no  means  signgular.  He  could  say 
that  the  Assistant  Excise  Commissioners  are  corrupt  because  their 
subordinates  are  corrupt  and  they  in  turn  cau  say  that  their  subordinates 
are  corrupt.  In  that  manner  the  discussion  can  go  on.  It  is  fully 
knowing  that  aspect  of  the  matter  I  have  allowed  a  discussion  in 
general  terms  on  both  the  motions. 

MR.  P.  V.  MATAAI  CHEMPARATHI :  From  personal  knowledge  I  can 
say  that  she  con  tactors  give  lump  sums  to  the  Range  Inspectors  for 
certain  concessions  done  to  them  and  the  Range  Inspectors  in  their 
turn  give  a  portion  of  their  income  to  their  superior  officers  the 
Assistant  Excise  Commissioners  and  thus  the  matter  goes  on. 

PRESIDENT  :  I  am  sure  the  honourable  member  has  borne  in 
mind  the  remarks  that  I  made  yesterday.  The  number  of  Assistant 
Excise  Commissioners  will  be  about  seven  and  a  remark  of  that  kind 
is  naturally  a  charge  on  them.  I  take  it  that  the  honourable  member 
realises  the  full  force  of  what  I  have  said  yesterday. 

MB.  P.  V.  S5ATHA1  CHEMPARATHI :  Sir,  I  do  not  level  a  particular 
charge  on  anybody.  I  only  mean  to  speak  in  general  terms.  I  know 
there  are  licensed  and  unlicensed  shops.  It  is  from  the  unlicensed 
shops  the  Inspectors  get  more  bribes.  The  officers  who  supervise  such 
shops  are  to  be  blamed.  There  are  also  a  good  number  of  unmarked 
trees  in  some  parts  of  the  localities.  It  is  a  source  of  loss  to  Govern¬ 
ment  if  the  trees  remain  unmarked.  The  subordinate  officers  are  aware 
of  these  facts,  but  they  allow  the  trees  to  be  tapped  without  including 
them  in  the  acc  ount.  Now  on  account  of  the  effective  supervision  by  the 
present  Excise  Commissioner,  I  notice  an  appreciable  change  in  the 
subordinate  officers  of  the  Excise  Department.  This  fact  was  noticed 
from  the  time  of  his  predecessor  also.  There  is  another  point  also  to 
be  taken  note  of,  that  is,  the  location  of  toddy  shops.

MR.  P.  V.  MATHAI  CHEMPARATHI :  I  am  not  in  possession  of  statis- 
tiots  at  this  moment. 

MR.  PULIYCOR  T.  P.  UELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  :  It  is  enough  if  the 
member  could  say  approximately. 

Mr.  P.  V.  MATHAI  CHEMPARATHI :  There  is  an  appreciable  change 
in  the  degree  of  corruption, 
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Bat  my  point  is  that  in  the  matter  of  giving  contracts  of  toddy 
shops,  the  Inspectors  recommend  in  favour  of  those  who  give  them 
money  and  similar  is  the  practice  of  the  Assistant  Excise  Commissioners 
in  this  matter.  An  instance  of  that  kind  was  brought  to  my  notice. 
Immediately  the  matter  was  reported  by  me  to  the  Commissioner.  He 
took  immediate  steps  in  the  matter  and  corrected  the  wrongs  done  by 
his  subordinate  in  that  instance.  I  know,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  the  subject 
of  corruption  is  not  a  pleasant  topic  to  be  dealt  with  in  this  House. 
Still,  when  I  come  to  know  of  it,  it  is  my  duty  to  bring  to  the  notice  of 
Government  that  matter.  It  is  not  my  object  to  see  that  the  toddy 
contractors  should  be  benefited.  But  it  is  my  object  to  see  that  corrap. 
tion  does  not  exist  in  any  of  the  departments  of  Government.  A  good 
deal  of  revenue  is  lost  to  Government.  With  these  remarks,  I  move 
■  my  motion  for  the  acceptance  of  the  House.

Mr.  K.  KUNJU  PANiKKflR  Sir,  I  support  the  motion.  Corruption 
largely  exists  with  respect  to  toddy  shops.  Almost  90  per  cent,  of  the 
contractors  are  victims  to  that.  It  is  in  the  sale  of  toddy  there  is  much 
scope  for  corruption .  Every  main  Bhop  has  10  or  12  sul>sbops ;  in 
certain  cases  there  are  even  20  sub-shops.|  If  proper  supervision  is 
conducted  by  the  Excise  authorities  on  the  spot  corruption  could  have 
been  avoided  to  a  great  extent-  But  that  is  not  done.  The  inference 
is  that  they  are  conniving  at  the  practice  of  the  contractors  or  that  they 
are  getting  some  profit  out  of  it.  Even  now  there  are  many  trees 
which  are  un-numbered  and  they  are  trees  which  cannot  easily  he 
removed.  Toddy  is  openly  extracted  from  such  trees  and  Ihe  Excise 
officers  are  not  taking  any  action  about  such  illicit  tapping.  For  find¬ 
ing  out  illicit  tapping,  it  is  not  enough  subordinate  officers  like  Excise 
peons  are  deputed.  Though  they  have  facilities  to  go  to  various 
localities  and  could  find  out  the  mischief  workers  we  find  the  mischief 


There  is  also  a  practice  prevalent  in  the  land,  i.  e  ,  that  the  tappers 
are  selling  toddy  in  their  own  houses  and  that  they  are  tapping  from 
trees  which  are  not  numbered.  It  is  thus,  I  submit,  that  proper  revenue 
is  not  being  collected  in  the  Excise  Department.  I  do  not  cast  any 
aspersion  on  the  present  Excise  Commissioner,  bocause  he  is  a  man  of 
character.  But  one  man  of  character  alone  cannot  remedy  this  defect. 
Other  people  of  character  should  take  particular  care.  His  subordinate 
officers' should  take  par  iouiar  care  to  see  that  corruption  is  removed 
from  the  department.  If  they  are  vigilant  about  removing  the  corrup¬ 
tion,  then  only  proper  revenue  could  be  collected.  So,  1  submit  that 
Government  should  take  very  strict  steps  in  removing  the  corruption 
existing  in  this  Department.

SR1MATHY  T.  NARAYANI  AMMA  :  I  also  rise  to  support  the  motion 
to  discuss  only  one  aspect  of  the  Excise  policy  namely,  that  of  Abkari. 

PRESIDENT  :  How  will  the  member  bring  in  corruption  under 
that  heading  ? 

SRIMATI  T.  NARAYANI  AMIVIA  :  I  will  bring  that  also  during  the 
course  of  my  discussion. 

Times  without  Dumber  this  question  has  been  discussed  on.  the 
.floor  of  this  House.  I  do  not  propose  now  to  reiterate  the  arguments 
in  support  of  that.  We  have  been  told  that  the  policy  of  the  Depart- 
.  ment  is  the  promotion  of  temperance.  But  it  is  regrettable  to  note — 

PRESIDENT  :  Though  I  do  not  want  to  check  the  liberty  of  the 
member,  I  may  inform  the  member  that  the  question  of  local  option 
and  prohibition  would  not  be  relevant  to  the  discussion  before  the 
House. 

Mr.  M:  P.  JOSEPH :  Sir,  I  am  in  a  peculiar  position.  I  am  the 

■  victim  of  a  burdensome  legacy.  The  Excise  Department  has  been  the 

■  subject  of  complaint  and  attack  from  very  early  times.  I  may  at  once 
admit  that  there  is  some  form  of  corruption  in  the  lower  ranks  of  the 
Department  as  there  is  in  other  Departments.

PRESIDENT  :  The  honourable  member  will  remember  that  there 
is  only  3  minutes  to  1  o’clock  when  the  Demand  has  to  be  put  to 

MR.  M.  P.  JOSEPH  :  I  am  not  prepared  to  admit  that  there  is 
corruption  in  the  higher  ranks  of  the  service.  There  may  be  black 
sheep  here  and  there.  But  to  say  that  98  or  99  per  cent  of  the  Excise 
Department  employees  are  corrupt  is  going  wide  of  the  mark.  We 
have  been  trying  to  weed  out  corruption  as  far  as  possible.  We  have 
punished  several  Inspectors,  several  Petty  officers  and  several  peons-  I 
do  not  want  to  give  a  list  of  persons  that  have  been  punished.  But  I 
may  inform  the  House  that  very  drastic  steps  have  been  taken  against 
those  officers  who  are  corrupt.

Their 
object  is  to  see  that  the  Department  is  kept  neat  and  clean.  Thera 
might  have  been  malpractices,  sub-sales,  sub-shops  etc.  But  an  earnest 
attempt  is  being  made  by  the  Department  to  get  rid  of  all  malpractices 
and  corruption.

DEMAND  III—  Administration  op  Justice. 

Mr.  PUTHUPALLi  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI :  Sir,  I  rise  to  move  for  a  grant 
of  Es.  11,25,100  under  Demand  III — Administration  of  Justice. 

The  House  rose  for  lunch  at  1  p.  m.  and  reassembled  at  2  p.  m. 

Mr.  K.  NARAYANAPERUMAL  NADAR  :  Sir,  I  move  to  omit  the  allot¬ 
ment  of  Es.  1,800  for  Deputy  Registrar  by  Ee.  1 — to  speak  of  the 
abolition  of  the  Deputy  Registrar’s  post. 

Sir,  the  Retrenchment  Committee  appointed  in  1107  went  into 
tie  whole  question  and  made  the  following  observation,  on  page  32  of 
Retrenchment  Committee’s  report.  Sir,  before  reading  this  let 
bring  to  your  notice,  that  the  non-official  members  of  the  Commit- 
included  among  others  the  honourable  member  Mr.  Puthucally  S. 
shna  Pillai  (the  present  Legal  Remembrancer),  Mr.  Pattam  Thanu 
Pillai  and  myself.  It  is  stated  there,  that  '‘some  reduction  seems 
however  to  be  possible  in  the  office  staff  of  the  High  Court.  The 
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appointment  of  the  Deputy  Registrar  is  in  oar  opinion  not  justified  by 
the  volume  of  the  ministerial  work  m  the  High  Court.  The  work  that 
is  now  being  attended  to  by  the  Deputy  Registrar  may  be  conveniently 
divided  between  the  Registrar  and  the  Manager  without  dislocation  of 
work.  We  therefore  recommend  that  the  post  of  the  Deputy  Registrar 
of  the  High  Court  be  abolished.  As  regards  the  Registrar's  post  we 
find  that  although  the  sanction  was  for  the  appointment  of  one  in  the 
grade  of  250  to  350,  it  has  been  almost  the  invariable  practice  of  the 
High  Court  to  appoint  senior  Munsiffs  who  are  ripe  for  promotion  as 
Second  Judges,  with  a  view  to  give  the  maximum  in  that  scale.  This 

is  objectionable . .  We  accordingly  recommend  the  appointment 

of  the  Registrar  from  the  cadre  of  the  District  Munsiff  and  Munsiff  of 
ripe  experience  being  appointed  in  the  place.'’  The  honourable  Mr. 
Puthupally  Krishna  Pillai  is  transferred  now  to  the  official  block  from 
the  non-official  block.  I  am  not  going  to  say  whether  it  is  a  promotion 
or  a  depromotion.  But  I  trust  in  view  of  the  extract  that  has  been 
read  that  the  honourable  member  the  Legal  Remembrancer  will  not 
waste  his  lungs  in  opposing  the  motion. 

Mr.  PUTHUPALLY  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  :  Sir,  the  honourable 
member  Mr.  Nadar  refers  to  a  statement  made  by  the  Retrenchment 
Committee  in  their  report  submitted  to  Government  and  he  contends 
on  the  strength  of  that  statement  that  the  Deputy  Registrar’s  post 
should  be  abolished.  Certain  observations  have  been  made  by  me  in 
my  capacity  as  a  member  of  that  Committee.  But  I  submit  that  after 
the  presentation  of  that  report,  the  question  was  carefully  gone  into  by 
Government  and  also  by  the  High  Court.  Some  reallocation  of  work 
was  made  and  it  is  now  practically  certain  that  this  is  a  post  which 
could  not  be  dispensed  with.  No  doubt,  at  the  time  the  report  was 
submitted  there  y/as  some  little  justification  for  making  that  recom¬ 
mendation.  But  a  very  careful  examination  of  the  details  of  his  work 
and  the  various  factors  now  in  existence  which  give  him  additional 
work,  render  his  post  indispensable.  Those  who  are  familiar  with  the 
Work  of  the  High  court  can  very  well  realise  how  onerous  are  the 
duties  and  responsibilities  of  the  Deputy  Registrar.  There  are  three 
Benches  now  working  regularly  in  he  High  Court.  The  work  of 
posting  the  eases  for  the  week  is  managed  by  the  Deputy  Registrar. 
He  has  to  see  that  all  the  papers  are  printed  and  got  ready  before  a 
case  is  posted.  He  has  to  see  that  all  notices  are  properly  served  on 
the  parties  and  returned.  It  is  his  task  to  see  that  the  Advocates  who 
appear  in  the  court  are  not  put  to  any  inconvenience  in  the  posting 
of  cases  because  it  often  happens  that,  when  the  Deputy  Registrar 
finds  that  a  case  is  ripe  for  argument  the  Advocate  is  unavoidably 
absent.  In  such  cases  the  Judges  will  have  to  adjourn  sitting 


PRESIDENT  :  Does  that  happen? 

MR.  PUTHUPALLY  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  :  Sir,  because  the  lawyer 
is  absent  sometimes  it  happens.  The  Deputy  Registrar  has  to  attend 
On  such  occasions  to  the  proper  and  convenient  posting  of  the  Cases 
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He  has  to  arrange  them  to  suit  the  conveniences  of  the  Judges,  the 
parties  and  the  Vakils.  Those  who  are  familiar  with  the  work  that  he 
is  carrying  on  now  knows  that  it  is  more  than  one  man  can  do  and  the 
argument  that  the  post  must  be  abolished  and  that  the  work  should  be 
distributed  between  the  Registrar  and  the  Manager  shows  a  lack  of 
knowledge  of  how  cases  are  arranged  fot  each  day.  The  High  Court 
have  intimated  that  over  and  above  the  preparation  and  keeping  ready 
of  all  these  records  not  only  in  the  ordinary  cases,  but  the  "Deputy 
Registrar  has  to  prepare  the  records  in  Referred  Trails,  References, 
Review  petitions  and  miscellaneous  cases.  The  Deputy  Registrar  is  to 
supervise  the  working  of  the  Bench  Clerks  at  each  of  the  Benches. 
In  fact  it  has  since  been  possible  for  Government  and  the  High  Court  to 
give  sufficient  work  for  the  Deputy  Registrar  and  the  conditions  which 
prevailed  at  the  time  the  report  was  submitted  do  not  exist  at  the 
present  time.  I,  therefore,  oppose  the  motion. 

Mr.  K.  NARAYANAPERUMAL  NADAR  :  Sir,  I  do  not  press  the 
motion. 

The  motion,  was  by  leave,  withdrawn. 

MR.  K.  NARAYANAPERUMAL  NADAR  :  I  do  not  wish  to  move  the 
next  two  cut  motions  standing  to  my  name  via.,  “To  reduce  the  allot¬ 
ment  of  Rs.  1,56,304  for  salaries  and  establishment  by  Be.  1.’’  To  speak 
of  the  policy  of  giving  extension  to  ministerial  staff  and  the  desirability 
of  disbanding  those  members  of  the  ministerial  staff  enjoying  extension 
of  service. 

Motion  No.  122. 

Mr.  VARKALA  K.  MADHAVAN  :  Sir,  I  move  to  reduce  the  allotment 
of  Rs.  2,500/-  for  travelling  allowance  by  Re.  I — to  urge  the  necessity  of 
exercising  more  control  over  the  subordinates  with  a  view  to  prevent 
malpractices  prevailing  in  lower  courts  My  object  in  moving  this 
motion  is  to  emphasise  the  necessity  cf  checking  corruption  prevailing 
among  the  Si  aff  of  the  Munsiffs  Courts.  The  process  servers  and  the 
Amins  are  most  corrupt  among  the  staff  of  the  Munsiffs  Courts.  I  have 
heard  of  Amins  who  are  earning  Rs.  50  0  to  Rs.  600  per  mensem,  by  their 
malpractices.  I  have  heard  of  Amins  who  have  made  retired  High 
Court  J  udges  to  bribe  them.  Sir,  this  is  one  of  the  primary  causes  of 
the  Law’s  delays  and  these  people  are  primarily  responsible  for  that. 
I  do  not  know  whether  the  honourable  Judges  of  our  High  Court  are 
aware  of  this  corruption  but  it  is  high  time  that  we  check  the  malprac¬ 
tices  in  the  lower  courts.  There  are  many  honourable  members  who 
can  speak  authoritatively  on  this  and  I  place  this  motion  for  the  con¬ 
sideration  of  the  honourable  members  of  this  House. 

MR.  P.  KUNJUKRISHNAN :  Sir,  I  wish  to  make  a  few  observa¬ 
tions  in  support  of  this  motion.  This  morning  we  heard  arguments 
levelled  against  the  officers  of  the  Exoise  Department  that  s  good 
portion  among  them  are  corrupt  and  that  corruption  and  malpractices 
£re  prevalent  in  that  Department.  Sir,  this  is  also  one  of  the 
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Departments  in  which  corruption  prevails.  In  the  lower  ranks  it  is 
rampant.  Corruption  in  Public  Seivice  is  a  matter  which  is  to  be  viewed 
with  very  great  concern  by  the  Government.  This  is  a  question  of 
general  interest  and  it  concerns  the  welfare  both  of  the  people  and  the 
Government.  By  this  motion  it  is  intended  to  bring  to  the  notice  of 
the  House  and  the  Governm  nt  the  fact  that  the  subordinates  in  the 
Judicial  Department  are  prone  to  corruption.  E  may  confine  myself 
to  this  point  at  present,  while  at  the  same  time,  I  lmug  to  the  notice 
of  this  House  that  corruption  and  bribery  are  rampant  in  almost  all 
the  Departments  of  the  Slate.  I  do  not,  refer  to  the  higher  grades 
in  the  Departments.  The  higher  grades  avo  generally  free  from  bri¬ 
bery.  I  know  that.  But  the  intermediate  and  the  lower  grades  in 
all  Departments  are  very  lamentably  prone  to  this  malpractice.  While 
referring  to  this  particular  question  I  am  aware  that  there  must  be 
experienced  members  in  this  House  and  in  the  Bar  who  must  have 
known  the  real  state  of  affairs  prevailing.  My  friend  referred  to  the 
fact  that  there  are  Amins  earning  Bs.  500  a  month  by  resorting  to 
such  malpractices.  The  honourable  member  referred  to  Amins  and 
process  servers  alone.  But  this  cannot  be  confined  to  them  alone. 
Take,  for  example,  the  exeou  ion  clerk,  the  Bench  clerk  or  other 
clerks  iu  the  Munsiffs’  Courts  or  the  District  Courts  or  the  Magistrate 
Courts  etc.  Take  the  case  of  the  ordinary  clerks  of  the  ministerial 
section  of  the  department.  We  know,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  that  many 
among  them  are  receiving  money  every  day,  every  week,  hour  after 
hour-  That  is  a  fact  which  cannot  be  ignored. 

PRESIDENT  :  Who  pays  them  ? 

MR.  P.  KUNJUKRISHNAN  :  It  is  the  public.  I  am  coming  to  that 
presently.  I  know  that  it  is  the  public  that  pays  them. 

PRESIDENT  '.  Do  you  include  the  lawyers  in  the  term  ‘public’  ? 

MR.  P.  KUNJUKRISHNAN  :  Indirectly  (he  lawyers  also  because  they 
are  put  to  such  a  position.  The  public  are  under  certain  disadvan¬ 
tages.  The  laws  make  provision  that  those  who  give  bribes  are  also 
brought  to  book,  along  with  the  persons  receiving  bribes.  It  is  be¬ 
cause  of  that  that  the  public  are  not  coming  forward  with  their 
grievances  for  fear  that  they  will  be  dealt  with  severely.  In  this  case, 
my  first  and  foremost  submission  is  that  the  law  should  be  changed  in 
such  a  way  as  to  give  protection  for  those  who  have  given  bribes  but 
at  the  same  time  have  sought,  the  protection  of  the  authorities.  It  ia 
a  matter  for  great  relief  that  it  has  been  stated  from  the  Chair  that  if 
any  person  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Government  that  a  particular 
officer  received  bribes  from  him  the  matter  will  be  considered  and  that 
the  person  who  bribed  will  not  bo  prosecuted. 

PRESIDENT  :  No.  No.  If  a  bribe  giver  will  definitely  mention  to 
Government  the  fact  that  he  gave  the  bribe,  for  the  sake  of  putting 
down  corruption  Government  may  not  prosecute  him.  But,  in  any 
case  they  will  not  pat  him  on  his  back. 
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Mr.  P.  KUNJUKRiSHNAN  :  Sir,  my  submission  is  that  taking  Uio 
Judicial  Department  alone,  the  Hinisteriai  still  and  ins  low  paid 
servants  of  the  Department,  many  among  them  are  able  n  earn  much 
larger  amounts  of  money  every  month  than  most  of  these  highly  paid 
officers.  It  is  due  to  the  corrupt  praciice  of  receiving  bribes  prevailing 
among  them  that  they  are  able  to  earn  much:  Therefore,  I  may 
submit  that  in  order  to  avoid  corruption  and  bribery  in  the  State,  not 
only  in  the  Judicial  Department  but  in  every  ether  Department,  and 
to  put  a  check  no  it  effectively  suitable  action  should  be  taken  by  Gov. 
eminent  themselves.  For  this  live  head  of  the  administration  should 
institute  a  separate  0.  I.  D,  section  to  serve  this  special  purpose,  and 
this  C.  I.  D.  section  must  be  directly  under  the  control  of  the  head  of 
the  administration. 

PRESIDENT  :  Why  does  the  honourable  member  assume  that  it  is 
not  one  already  in  existence.  Perhaps  the  honourable  member  does 
not  find  any  provision  for  it  in  the  budget. 

Mr.  P.  KUNJUKRISHNAN:  Because  Ido  not,  find  it  lessened  Sir 
If  this  section  of  the  C.  I.  D.  is  thoroughly  supervised  and  eontroiled 
and  the  men  are  reliable,  drastic  and  suitable  punishments  can  be 
awarded  to  the  miscreants. 

PRESIDENT :  Does  the  honourable  member  suggest  for  a  momeni 
that  officers  can  be  punished  merely  on  the  basis  of  C.  I.  D,  report  V 

MR.  P.  KUNJUKRISHNAN:  Not  exactly,  Sir. 

Mr.  M.  SIVATHANU  PILLAI  :  May  I  know  from  the  membei 
whether  another  section  of  0.  I.  D.  is  not  needed  to  watch  over  this 
C.  I.  D  section  ? 

PRESIDENT  :  There  is  a  very  old  proverb  that  big  fleas  have  liitli 
fleas  to  bite  them. 

Mr.  P.  KUNJUKRISHNAN:  Sir,  I  would  admit  that  it  is  avert 
difficult  problem.  But  o.her  Governments  have  taken  strong  nieasnr 
to  check  corruption  in  public  services.  For  instance,  the  Govermner, 
of  the  United  Provinces  have  taken  very  prompt  steps  in  putting  dowr 
malpractices  in  the  public  service.  Sir,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  th 
welfare  of  the  people  and  the  Government  depend  upon  the  honest; 
and  the  integrity  of  our  public  service,  both  of  the  lower  grade  and  o 
the  higher  grade,  it  is  highly  necessary  that  immediate  measure: 
should  be  adopted  to  make  our  public  service  free  from  corruption  anc 
malpractices.  I  have  already  suggested  bow  this  can  be  done  by:  h 
institution  of  a  thoroughly  dependable  C-  I.  D.  section  under  thr 
direct  control  and  supervision  of  the  head  of  the  administration. 

MR.  E.  SUBRAMONIA  Iyer  :  Sir,  I  believe  I  shall  be  failing  in  m; 
duty  to  myself,  to  the  members  of  the  bar,  to  the  Judiciary  and  to  tin 
public  at  large  if  I  do  not  say  a  few  words  on  this  question.  It  hi 
been  pointed  out  by  several  honourable  members  that  corruption  is 
rampant,  at  any  rate,  in  the  ministerial  services  of  the  Judiciary.  1 
am  not  saying  for  a  moment  that  here  and  there  there  may  not  be  in 
stances  which  require  to  be  dealt  with  immediately  ;  but  to  say  tha 
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the  whole  department  is  seething  and  stinking  with  corruption  is 
making  a  very  large  statement  without  absolutely  any  foundation  there- 
for.  I  have  been  a  practitioner  not,  only  in  the  highest  court  in  the 
land — everyone  of  the  public  knows  that  fact— I  have  practised  in  the 
Munsiffs’  Courts,  I  have  practised  in  District  Courts  and  now  I  am  practi¬ 
sing  in  the  High  Court.  I  am  not  going  to  state  my  experiences  with 
reference  to  she  latter  period  of  my  association  with  the  bar.  It  must 
be  pointed  out  at  this  stage  that  I  had  not  been  able  to  detect,  or  come 
into  contact  with  or  to  find  out  any  kind  of  malpractice  which  is  an 
especial  feature  of  our  courts.  But  even  in  my  younger  days— let  it 
be  understood  that  I  am  not  for  making  any  general  statements  from 
my  experience  in  my  younger  days — I  had  some  experience  of  the 
ministerial  work  of  the  Judicial  Department.  For,  in  fact,  it  may 
not  be  known  to  many  that  for  six  months  I  had  been  the  Head  Clerk 
of  the  District  Court,  Kottayam.  Even  with  my  six  months’  ex¬ 
perience,  I  am  prepared  to  assert  that  the  working  of  the  ministerial  staff 
of  the  Judiciary  does  not  deserve  such  characterisation  and  condemn¬ 
ation  as  have  been  heard  on  the  floor  of  this  House  to-day.  Sir,  it  was 
pointed  out  that  the  process  servers  and  the  Amins  do  make  a  lot  of 
money  by  receiving  bribes.  If  the  amount  of  money  which  a  person 
is  earning  or  has  earned  is  to  be  taken  as  the  criterion,  I  may  say  that 
that  criterion  may  not  stand  the  test,  l't  may  be  that  a  person  was 
making  a  lot  of  money  every  month  or  for  that  matter  every  day,  but, 
when  we  come  to  the  closing  balance  probably  his  assets  may  come  to 
a  minus.  Instances  are  not  wanting  of  such  cases.  “Without  any 
offence  to  anybody  I  may  say  that  the  school  masters  are  able  to  save 
much  more  than  an  average  lawyer.  Coining  to  tny  personal  exper¬ 
ience,  I  may  say  that,  when  I  was  getting  50  S.  Bs.  as  Head  Clerk  of 
the  Kottayam  District  Court,  I  was  able  to  save  Bs.  3  a  month.  Now 
I  may  honestly  tell  you  that  in  spite  of  the  fair  income  which  I  am 
malting  at  the  bar,  I  find  it  difficult  for  me  to  make  both  ends  meet. 

Now  turning  again  to  the  topic  in  hand  I  may  state  that  I  am  not 
for  relaxing  the  rigorous  control  which  the  Presiding  officer  or  the 
head  of  the  department  should  exercise  over  his  ministerial  staff  so 
far  as  corruption  is  concerned.  But  I  may  say  that  the  lawyers  also 
have  got  a  duty  to  the  public  and  a  duty  to  the  country  to  see  that 
such  corruptions  do  not  take  place.  Take  for  example  a  plaint  is  filed. 
The  one  general  complaint  is  that  the  process  servers  comes  away 
without  effecting  the  proper  service  of  the  summons.  He  would  re¬ 
turn  the  process  by  saying  that  the  particular  person  is  not  to  be  seen. 
Then  what  is  the  lawyer  doing  ?  Is  he  to  keep  quiet  over  the  matter  ? 
He  is  in  duty  bound  to  bring  the  matter  to  the  notice  of  the  court  and 
point  out  that  the  process  server  has  been  negligent.  The  party  also 
can  make  complaints  to  the  court  about  this.  So,  if  the  public  and 
the  lawyers  mind  they  can  remove  much  of  the  so  called  alleged 
corruption,  of  the  ministerial  staff  of  the  Judiciary.  Then  coming  to 
the  question  of  the  execution  of  warrants  by  the  peons,  there  is  a 
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general  complaint  that  the  peon  goes  to  the  party,  takes  some  bribe 
from  him  and  comes  back  without  executing  the  warrant.  But  he  can 
do  that  only  once.  If  the  lawyer  or  the  party  concerned  makes  a 
report,  the  peon  is  immediately  punished.  It  is  not  enough  to  say 
that  there  is  corruption  in  the  Judicial-'  •  Unless  you  co-operate  with 
the  Judiciary  in  the  matter  of  cleaning  this  Augean  Stables  as  it  were, 
no  enquiry  or  investigation  can  do  any  good.  You  may  have  several 
committees  of  enquiry  and  you  can  spend  money  over  it.  Will  that 
remove  corruption  ?  Unless  ref  orm  is  made  from  within,  nothing  can 
be  done.  Well,  for  my  part,  I  may  say  that  I  was  never  put  to  the 
necessity  of  conniving  at  or  to  he  a  party  directly  or  indirectly  to  such 
malpractices.  By  making  those  observations  I  do  not  mean  to  say 
that  here  and  there  there  is  no  corruption.  We  are  not  now  concerned 
with  old  days.  We  are  now  speaking  of  the  present,  condition.  Most 
of  the  old  ministerial  s-aff  of  the  Judiciary  have  been  replaced  by 
young  graduates  and  graduafes-in-law.  By  this,  I  do  not  mean  that 
the  replaced  members  of  the  staff  -were  not  efficient  or  honest.  Is  it 
the  honourable  member’s  suggestion  that  these  graduates  and  graduates 
in-law  who  are  clerks  and  copyists  in  the  ministerial  service  of  the 
Judicial  Department  are  corrupt? 

Mr  K.  MADHAVAN  :  May  I  know  whether  there  is  any  graduate  as 

MR.  E.  SUBRAMONIA  IYER  :  Sir,  a  time  may  come  if  things  are  to 
go  on  at  this  rate,  that  even  the  peon’s  place  will  be  taken  up  by 
graduates.  Sir,  I  was  saying  that  most  of  the  old  officers  have  been 
replace!  by  persons  with  University  qualifications.  And  those  process 
peons  and  Amins  are  daily  associating  themselves  with  men  of  accre¬ 
dited  honesty  and  every  opportunity  is  given  to  them  to  improve  them¬ 
selves.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  such  contact  will  have  a  salutary  effect 
upon  these  peons  and  Amins. 

What  I  am  submitting  is  that  such  wholesale  condemnation  of  a 
department  is  not  proper.  I  do  not  for  a  moment  suggest  that  every¬ 
thing  is  perfiect  in  the  Judicial  Department,  or  for  that  matter,  in  any 
other  department.  The  control  now  exercised  by  the  High  Court  and 
by  the  District  Courts,  and  by  the  other  presiding  officers,  over  the 
staff,  should  not  in  any  way  be  relaxed  ;  it  should  be  exercised  with 
even  greater  rigour  than  now.  But,  at  the  same  time,  let  us  not 
forget  ourselves  ;  I  am  making  that  statement  with  pointed  reference 
to  the  members  of  the  Bar.  Let  us  co-operate  with  the  presiding 
officers  and  root  out  corruption,  and  even  its  sources.  It  is  the  duty 
of  the  new  incumbents  in  the  Judicial  Department,  most  of  whom  are 
graduates  and  graduates-in-law  whose  watch-word  is  honesty  and  re- 
sisteuce  to  temptation,  to  impress  upon  their  colleagues,  clerks,  amins 
or  peons  that  honesty  after  all  pays  more  than  dishonesty. 

With  these  words,  I  oppose  the  motion.

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MR-  T.  C,  KESAVA  PILLAI :  Sir,  in  supporting  this  motion,  I  would 
submit  the  following  for  the  kind  consideration  of  the  House. 

I  have  some  experience  of  the  lower  courts,  since  I  am  a  Yakil 
practicing  there.  I  do  not  think,  Sir,  there  is  any  justification  for 
speaking  so  much  on  what  has  been  called  corruption  in  the  Judicial 
Department.  After  all,  for  convenience  sake,  some  parties,  at  their 
sweet  will  and  pleasure,  some  times  make  small  presents  to  the  clerks 
and  other  subordinates  in  courts.  We  find  a  similar  practise  in  the 
Registration  Department  also.  7)71190  there  is  a  partition  in  a  big 
family,  :he  Sub-Registrar  obliges  the  parties  ;  in  turn,  the  parties  give 
him  some  small  presents.  After  all.  Sir,  even  in  the  case  of  Markan- 
daya,  God  did  not  hesitate  to  set  aside  his  own  injunctions ;  he  chuck¬ 
ed  out  Yama  and  declared  that  his  devotee  shall  always  be  a  youth  of 
sixteen;  and  thus  even  Yama  was  dismissed  (L aiiyhter).  Here  and 
there  there,  are  stray  cases  of  corruption  in  the  case  of  the  execution 
clerks,  and  also  amins  in  delivery  cases  {Laughter).  I  cannot  say  that 
there  is  any  corruption  in  the  writing  of  judgments. 

l-’rorn  some  of  the  speeches  that  I  have  heard,  I  have  to  infer  that 
graduates  alone  will  not  steal,  and  that  others  will  steal.  Suppose  a 
graduate  is  made  a  constable  on  Es,  10  and  he  has  a  big  family  to 
support.  There  is  no  doubt  that  he  will  be  tempted  to  be  corrupt.  If 
all  graduates  are  sure  to  be  honest,  the  State  Transport  Department 
would  not  have  appointed  Checking  Inspectors;  because  most  of  the 
conductors  are  graduates  and  may  not  need  any  checking. 

I  am  sorry.  Sir,  that  none  of  my  predecessors  made  any  construc¬ 
tive  suggestion  to  remedy  the  defect.  Sir,  man  as  a  whole  has  got  a 
guilty  conscience  and  even  if  he  wants  to  accuse  an  innocent  man,  he 
will  not  certainly  do  it.  If  there  is  dirt  somewhere  it  will  be  published 
and  when  it  goes  to  the  maximum  limit  it  would  be  precipitated, 

As  long  as  no  constructive  programme  has  been  placed  before  the 
House,  any  number  of  C.  I.  Ds.  cannot  do  much.  I  would  make  the 
suggestion  that  Government  be  pleased  to  connect  the  Trunk  Tele¬ 
phone  as  early  as  possible  so  that  it  may  be  possible  for  the  inter¬ 
mediate  or  higher  officers  to  make  a  surprise  visit  on  receipt  of  inform 
ation  over  the  phone  and  sack  the  individual  concerned,  if  he  is  guilty. 
Such  si  ski  ag  may  take  place  for  one  month  in  a  year.  The  season 
should  not  be  definitely  known.  In  the  month  of  Chingam  it  must  be^ 
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be«nn  in  the  Judiciary.  In  Kanui  it  may  be  in  the  Excise  Depart¬ 
ment.  In  Thulam  it  i cay  be  in  the  Education  Department.  Of 
course  the  authority  that  has  got  absolute  power  over  all  these  depart¬ 
ments  alone  could  control  this  situation. 

Corruption  means  not  only  the  receipt  of  bribe.  I  have  seen  com- 
munalism.*’  I  will  quote  one  instance  of  it.  In  a  certain  Municipality 
they  wanted  class  VI  to  be  opened  in  their  schools.  Thai,  was  a 
Malayalam  school  and  under  a  Tamil  Assistant  Inspector.  The 
Inspector  never  wants  that  Malayalam  school  to  be  extended.  The 
public  applied  for  permission  to  open  an  additional  class.  But  no  sanc¬ 
tion  was  coming.  That  action  is  something'  akin  to  eommunahsm. 
These  matters  should  be  severely  dealt '  with.  I  submit  that  the 
President  alone  will  have  to  meditate  and  find  out  a  remedy  which 
should  not  be  let  known  even  to  the  C.  I.  Ds-  and  such  a  remedy 
should  be  immediately  applied. 

As  regards  corruption  in  other  Departments  also,  I  do  not  think 
there  is  as  much  corruption  here  as  in  British  India  or  in  any  other 
place.  Even  otherwise  there  should  be  a  little  bit  of  corruption  so  that 
we  may  be  able  to  realise  what  Corruption  is  and  who  corrupt  indi¬ 
viduals  are.  Then  alone  will  we  be  able  to  have  some  enjoyment. 

Mr.  K.  G,  GOVIMDAN  (.VaUana-idlfta)  :  Mr.  Kunjnkrishnanjindulg- 
ed  in  wholesale  condemnation  of  the  ministerial  staff  in  the  judidiary 
and  Mr.  Subramania  Aiyar  from  his  experience  for  six  months  as  a 
head  clerk  in  the  judicial  department  told  us  that  the  ministerial 
department  does  not  deserve  such  wholesale  condemnation  He  very 
advisedly  used  the  words  “such  wholesale  condemnation”.  He  implies 
thereby  that  the  ministerial  staff  deserves  wholesale  condemnation  but 
not  to  such  a  severe  extent  So,  Mr.  Subramania  Aiyar  who  stood  up, 
I  believe,  to  speak  against  the  motion  has  also  to  a  very  great  extent 
supported  the  general  principle  contained  in  the  motion. 

Sir,  somebody  has  stated  somewhere  that  law  respects  no  man  and 
there  is  nobody  who  is  more  anxious  bo  observe  very  correctly  this 
principle  than  the  clerical  staff  in  the  Judicial  Department.  The  clerk 
there  respects  no  man.  Just  go  into  his  office  He  does  not  see  you. 
He  is  blind,  very  ardently  driving  his  quill.  Speak  to  him  a  word. 
He  does  not  hear  you.  He  is  deaf.  One  is  astonished  at  the  ardour 
with  which  he  does  his  work.  But  just  throw  a  small  coin  before  him, 
say  a  7  chuckra  in  silver  coin  and  you  see  it  works  wonders.  The  deaf 
man  hears.  The  blind  man  sees.  It  is  wonderful,  Sir,  how  that  small 
coin  stiould  contain  with  in  it  such  miraculous  powers.  The  moment 
the  coin  makes  a  din,  as  I  said,  it  makes  him  hear  ;  it  makes  him  see. 
That  is  the  state  of  affairs.  After  that  he  becomes  your  obedient 
servant  and  he  is  prepared  to  do  anything  you  ask  him.  Ask  him  for 
a  copy.  At  once  he  prepares  it.  He  reads  out  the  whole  thing  and  we 
can  take  a  copy.  So,  it  has  a  miraculous  effect,  This  low-paid  clerk 
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drawing  a  salary  of  Rs-  12  or  Rs.  15  is  capable  of  nullifying  the  orders 
of  a  Distric  Judge  drawing  a  salary  of  Rs.  700.  The  District  Judge 
passes  an  order,  an  injunction  order  or  a  stay  order.  Say,  a  sale  is 
to  take  place  at  1  ‘O’  clock  in  the  lower  court  at  Mavelikara  or  some 
other  place.  The  District  Judge  passes  an  order  at  11-30  staying  the 
sale.  The  order  has  immediately  to  be  communicated.  It  has  to  be 
communicated  by  the  clerk  but  ho  cannot  be  seen  there  at  that  moment. 
Unless  the  scheduhd  amount  is  forthcoming  he  cannot  be  seen  there. 
So,  the  party  who  is  very  anxious,  because  if  the  sale  takes  place  at 
1  ‘O’  clock  he  will  be  puJ  to  very  great  difficulties,  gives  the  scheduled 
fee.  He  is  forced  to  give  it  because  it  is  a  matter  of  life  and  death 
almost  The  whole  property  may  go  away  otherwise  So  also  with 
the  injunction  order.  If  you  want  to  move  a  stay  petition  before  a 
Judge  the  scheduled  fee  must  be  coming.  There  are  special  fees  for 
each  court.  There  must  be  a  check  for  all  these  things. 

At  this  juncture  1  may  refer  to  an  observation  made  by  Mr.  E. 
Subramania  Aiyar.  He  has  given  the  junier  members  of  the  bar  a 
kind  of  advice  in  which  there  is  a  very  severe  insinuation.  The 
insinuation  is  that  the  junior  members  of  the  Bar  are  instigating  amins 
and  peons. 

MR.  E.  SUBRAMANIA  AIYAR  :  On  a  point  of  personal  explanation. 
I  never  made  any  insinuation  and  I  never  forget  the  fact  that  I  was  a 
junior  mjself. 

Mr,  K.  G.  GOVINDAN:  If  he  did  not  make  any  such  insinuation  I 
have  nothing  to  say.  But  it  is  a  fact,  Sir,  that  the  members  of  the 
bar  here  do  not  indulge  in  any  such  kind  of  instigating  the  clerks  or 
the  ministerial  staff.  If  anybody  says  otherwise,  it  is,  I  think,  un¬ 
called  for,  uncharitable,  untrue  and  disgraceful  to  the  profession 

Mr.  K.  G.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI :  I  wish  to  make  a  few  observa¬ 
tions  on  the  motion  before  the  House.  If  Sir,  there  is  an  amin  like 
the  traffic  constable  who  occasionally  takes  a  tip,  it  is  only  a  blessing 
to  him  that  gives  and  him  that  takes  and  nobody  is  worse  for  that,  On 
such  experience  to  make  an  open  condemnation  of  a  whole  set  of  people 
is  certainly  not  justifiable.  I  have  had  much  experience  in  the 
Munsiffs  Courts,  in  the  lower  Magistrates’  Courts  and  in  every  one  of 
those  courts  where  these  amins,  the  process  servers,  bench  clerks  and 
other  people  are  working  and  I  must  pay  a  tribute  to  the  extreme  hard 
work  they  aie  doing,  very  often  from  8  in  the  morning  till  8  in  the 
night,  not  because  of  any  bribes,  not  because  of  any  temptation  placed 
in  their  way  but  because  they  want  to  finish  their  work  as  much  as 
possible  so  that  the  next  day’s  work  may  be  less.  It  is  certainly  very 
uncharitable  to  say  because  you  might  have  been  disappointed  in  a 
particular  execution  application  that  the  man  has  taken  a  bribe  proba¬ 
bly  from  the  other  party.  The  whole  system,  Sir,  is  certainly  a  very 
difficult  system  and  a  complicated  system  and  the  working  out  of  even 
a  petition  for  execution  takesa  large  amount  of  necessary  delay  and 
the  over-enthusiastic  lawyer  may  immediately  suspect  that  bribe  has 
been  taken  by  the  clerk  from  the  other  side.  All  these  things  are 
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taking  place  day  by  day,  but  if  any  one  who  has  been  at  the  bar 
either  as  a  junior  or  as  a  senior  can  place  his  hand  upon  his  heart  and 
say  “  I  can  testify  to  the  majority  of  the  clerks  receiving  bribes  ”  I  for 
one  would  like  to  say  that  that  is  untrue  and  that  99  per  cent  of  them 
are  honest  and  hard  working  and  doing  their  utmost  for  the  benefit  of 
the  people  of  the  Stale-  So  that  when  Mr.  Subramania  Aiyar  spoke 
up  for  them  I  was  glad  because  as  a  senior  member  of  the  Bar,  as  a 
gentleman  who  has  a  very  large  experience,  I  expected  he  will  come  to 
the  rescue  of  the  people  who  have  no  voice  here  and  who  were 
condemned  in  toto  by  people  who  probably  had  very  little  experience 
in  these  matters. 

Our  subordinate  judiciary,  the  Munsiffs  and  the  Magistrates  are 
exercising  a  very  great  check  on  these  clerks  day  to  day.  At  least 
about  one  and  a  half  hours  of  every  day  are  spent  in  checking  the  work 
of  these  clerks.  The  papers  are  taken  to  these  officers.  The  parties 
and  the  vakils  take  to  them  their  complaints.  They  are  heard  and  dis¬ 
posed  of.  Then  wliat  more  can  humanly  be  done  ?  What  can  the 
C  I.  D.  find  out  as  to  what  is  happening  behind  the  doors  ?  Behind 
the  doors  practically  there  is  nothing  doing.  These  allegations  do  show 
a  want  of  sense  of  proportion  in  these  matters.  These  clerks,  these 
amins  and  these  process  servers  are  all  attacked  by  most  of  the  people 
who  are  in  one  sense  or  other  discouraged  by  these  people,  m/t  because 
they  take  bribes  but  because  the  bribes  that  were  offered  were  not 
taken  very  often  in  a  particular  matter  where  there  could  not  possibly 
be  any  justice,  the  party  would  advance  a  four  chuekram  piece.  The 
clerk  would  not  take  it.  Then  that  man  comes  out  and  says  that 
clerk  is  corrupt  and  that  he  has  taken  bribe  from  the  other  side.  To 
say  that  these  clerks  should  be  watched,  that  they  should  be  bound 
hand  and  foot,  I  submit,  Sir,  is  certainly,  to  say  the  least,  a  very  dis¬ 
proportionate  view  of  the  matter  to  take  Therefore,  Sir,  having  had 
some  personal  experience  in  these  matters  and  an  experience  of  a  very 
satisfactory  character.  I  must  pay  a  willing  tribute  to  the  subordinate- 
ministerial  staff  of  the  judicial  department  for  their  honesty,  hard 
work  and  their  efficiency. 

If  there  are  individual  cases,  they  are  very  often  detected  and 
punished.  Proper  steps  are  being  taken  whenever  complaints  arise 
before  a  Munsifl  Court,  or  Magistrate  Court  or  District  Court  or  even 
High  Court.  All  those  complaints  are  enquired  into  and  necessary 
action  taken  to  eradicate  malpractices.  Therefore,  Sir,  in  voicing  forth 
my  opinion  and  opposing  this  motion  I  submit  that  this  motion  should 
not  have  been  made  and  remarks  should  not  have  been  expressed  to  the 
extent  to  which  it  has  been  done. 

Mr  P.  S  MUHAMED:  go<s  (THeqaio-nffla.  aiarflggg.

MR.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  ( rattanapurr. cum  Sheulcotta )  '• 
Sir,  I  wish,  to  make  a  few  observations  on  this  motion.  The  complaint 
of  the  mover  is  against  the  ministerial  subordinates  of  the  Judicial 
Department.  To  put  in  plain  words,  the  complaint  is  that  orocess  ser¬ 
vers,  aminsand  execution  clerks  take  moneys  from  parties  and  litigants 
in  order  to  discharge  their  duties  expeditiously.  Let  us  consider  the 
nature  of  this  form  of  corruption  for  a  movement.  I  wish  to  emphasise 
that  this  is  different  in  character  from  the  ordinary  coirupt  practices 
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prevalent  in  certain  other  departments  of  Government.  What  I  mean 
to  say  is  that  whatever  payments  are  made  by  parties  for  such  services 
are  in  the  nature  of  voluntary  contributions,  so  that  in  order  to  find  out 
a  remedy,  to  slop  this  evil  practice,  it  is  necessary  to  bear  this  fact  in 
mind.  Let  me  explain  that  these  contributions  are  made  by  the  liti¬ 
gant  public  themselves,  sometimes  aided  and  abetted  by  the  pleaders 
concerned  in  particular  cases.  Unless  therefore,  the  litigant  public  and 
the  vakils  co-operate  with  Government  in  s' ana  ping  out  this  form  of 
corruption,  it  will  be  impossible  by  any  means  whatsoever  to  check  it. 
Whether  we  institute  an  investigation  committee  or  devise  a  system 
under  which  the  officers  of  the  High  Court  and  the  subordinate  courts 
are  called  upon  to  make  extensive  travels,  it  will  be  impossible  to  put 
down  this  form  of  corruption,  because,  it  is  all  done  by  the  litigant 
public,  sometimes  aided  and  abetted  by  the  vakils  concerned.  Unless 
therefore  these  parties  co-operate,  unless  they  raise  their  own  standards 
of  morality,  it  will  be  impossible  to  put  down  this  form  of  eorrmtion. 
There  is  no  use  setting  up  any  secret  committees  for  investigating  this 
form  of  corrupt  practice.  What  gurantee  is  there  that  the  members 
of  the  investigating  committee  itself  will  not  be  prone  to  similar  ten¬ 
dencies  T  So  then,  what  I  want  to  emphasise  is  that  the  reform,  as 
Mr.  SubvatnoDia  Aiyar  pointed  out  must  come  from  within  and  not  from 
without.  This  is  a  problem  which  is  not  capable  of  being  solved  either 
by  extensive  travels  of  the  Judges  of  the  High  Court  or  by  means  of 
special  committees. 

MR.  C.  JEBAMONY  NADAR  :  Sir,  I  am  inclined  to  oppose  this  token 
motion,  because  a  wholesale  condemnation  of  the  ministerial  officers  of 
the  Judicial  Department  is  not  quite  fair.  Of  course  there  might  be 
lapses  hare  and  there.  Why  should  the  lower  courts  alone  be  accused 
of  malpractices,  I  am  not  able  to  understand.  Of  all  the  courts,  why 
should  the  lower  courts  of  the  Judiciary  bo  singled  out  in  respect  of 
malpractices?  I  know  there  are  Munsiffs  and  Magistrates  who  are  as 

just  as  justice  could  be.  My  experience  is . 

Mr.  P.  KUNJUKRISHNAN  :  Does  the  member  know  in  what  subject 
we  are  ? 

Mr.  C.  JEBAMONY  NADAR  :  I  am  fully  aware  of  the  motion  under 

discussion . that  whenever  any  complaint  is  brought  before  such  a 

presiding  Magistrate  or  Munsiff,  by  the  parties  concerned,  for  misconduct 
of  his  subordinate  action  is  taken  then  and  there,  and  the  matter  is  set 
right,  Thai  is  my  experience  with  some  of  these  courts.  In  fact  there 
might  be  corruption  in  all  the  ranks  of  the  Judiciary,  from  the  highest 
to  the  lowest.  Of  course,  as  was  pointed  out  by,  no  less  an  eminent 
lawyer  than  Mr.  E.  Subramonia  Aiyar,  they  are  individual  cases.  On 
that  ground  therefore  it  is  unfair  to  attack  the  whole  of  those  hard¬ 
working  officers  who  toil  from  6  a.  m.  to  6  p.  m.  They  enjoy  no  holi¬ 
days  even. 

MR.  P.  KUNJUKRISHNAN  :  Are  not  certain  other  offices  working  like 
that? 

MR.  C.  JEBAMONY  NADAR  :  Certainly  hot  like  these 
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Hr.  P.  KUNJUKRISHNAN  :  Is  it  not  for  getting  money  that  the  offi¬ 
cers  of  the  lower  coin-  s  work  from  6  A.  M.  to  6  P.  M.? 

Mr.  C.  JEBAMCNY  NADAR  :  I  do  not  think  that  they  are  so  working 
for  securing  any  il.ogitimato  gratification.  That  is  how  I  understand 
them.  In  fac'j  y  at  cmnot  expect  clients  or  parties  to  go  to  courts  so 
early. 

Again  I  am  surmised  to  find  that  the  mover  of  the  motion  has 
confined  his  motion  to  the  lower  courts  alone.  I  should  think  that 
there  might  be  as  much  corruption  in  the  higher  as  in  the  lower  courts. 
That  being  so  I  should  think  that  tke  motion  as  it  stands  is  an  unneces¬ 
sary  insinuation  against  a  hard  worked  class.  Wi  h  these  remarks  I 
oppose  the  motion.  t 

Mr.  N.  NARAYANA  KUSUP  (Ambalapuzha  cum  Sheriala)  :  Sir,  I 
also  wish  to  say  a  few  words  on  this  motion.  From  the  speech  of 
Mr.  P.  S.  Mohammed,  this  House  will  Ihink  that  he  was  referring  to 
the  Ministerial  Staff  in  the  Courts  of  Alleppey  including  the  District 
Court  and  all  the  Courts  subordinate  thereto.  But  as  a  lawyer  of  13 
years  standing  and  with  opportunities  to  appear  before  one  or  other 
courts  daily  for  one  case  or  o  her,  I  cannot  agree  with  the  opinion  ex¬ 
pressed  by  my  brother  that  about  95  per  cent,  of  the  Ministerial  Staff 
are  corrupt.  If  my  friend  was  complaining  against  the  conditions  13 
years  ago  I  have  nothing  to  say  against.  But  I  can  boldly  and  correctly 
say  that  not  even  2  per  cent,  of  them  are  corrupt.  Almost  all  in  the 
Ministerial  Staff  including  Clerks,  Amins  and  Peons  are  beyond  corrup¬ 
tion.  Neither  my  clients  nor  I  had  any  occasion  to  complain  against 
them  hitherto.  But  we  may  find  some  old  veterans  in  the  art  of  cor¬ 
ruption  here  arid  there  in  the  courts  among  low  paid  Amins  aDd  PeoDs 
as  the  honourable  member  Mr.  E.  Subramonia  Aiyar  remarked,  who 
may  desire  for  some  presents,  hut.  may  do  their  duties  even  though 
nothing  is  paid  to  them.  But  if  by  chance  some  of  the  clients  offer 
this  Staff  some  chewing  materials  or  a  cup  of  coffee,  just  to  encourage 
them  or  as  a  dose  of  incentive  to  do  the  work  at  once,  it  cannot  be 
considered  as  a  bribe.  It  is  the  anxiety  of  the  client  that  makes  him 
to  offer  these  materials. 

One  of  the  honourable  members  was  remarking  that  unless  some 
bribe  is  given  to  the  Clerk  he  will  not  communicate  the  Stay  Orders 
etc.,  in  appeals,  in  urgent  matters  in  which  the  order  has  to  reach  the 
destination  next  day.  My  experience  is  otherwise  Sir.  The  Clerks 
also  know  the  purpose  well  and  they  generally  help  us  in  all  matters  in 
courts  as  far  as  possible.  There  is  no  necessity  of  such  complaint  if 
the  Advocate  or  client  concerned,  filed  the  appeal  and  obtain  the  stay 
sufficiently  early  so  that  the  order  may  reach  the  destination  in  time. 

More  than  this  Sir,  all  our  presiding  Officers  are  quits  capable, 
honest,  hardworking  and  energetic  and  they  are  exercising  a  severe  con¬ 
trol  over  their  staff  in  all  matters  and  it  is  impossible  to  find  corruption 
practised  in  the  courts  in  my  constituency.  If  corruption  is  brought  to 
the  notice  of  the  presiding  officers  they  severally  punish  the  offenders. 
Therefore  the  wholesale  condemnation  of  the  Ministerial  Staff  is  un¬ 
justifiable  and  unwarranted,  and  I  oppose  this  motion.

Ms.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI :  There  is  no  subject  which 
gives  the  Government  greater  anxiety  than  about  the  alleged  corrup¬ 
tion  amongst  its  officers.  Corruption  in  the  Judicial  Department,  if 
there  be  any,  is  viewed  with  greater  alarm  and  disfavour  by  Govern, 
ment  and  Government  are  in  full  sympathy  with  any  feeling  in  regard 
to  that  ma'ter  entertained  by  the  public.  I  may  assure  honourable 
members  of  this  House  that  every  effort  is  being  made  and  will  be  com- 
tinued  to  be  made  for  keeping  the  Judicial  Department  free,  ei  tirely 
free  from  Corruption.  It  is  a  matter  which  is  of  paramount  considera¬ 
tion  with  Government.  Government  are,  however,  giad  to  note  that 
unlike  on  previous  occasions  there  is  a  general  feeling  on  the  part  of 
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honourable  members  of  the  House  who  are  representatives  of  the  peo¬ 
ple  that  the  higher  ranks  of  Judiciary  are  far  .better  and  are  discharg¬ 
in’’ their  duties  more  efficiently  than  they  were  before  and  that  there 
is  very  little  to  be  said  about  or  against  them.  If  that  is  the  integrity 
with  which  the  higher  ranks  of  the  .Judicial  Department  are  being 
maintained,  if  that  is  the  level  our  judiciary  has  been  aole  to  attain, 
honourable  members  may  very  well  feel  assured  that  the  same  standard 
will  be  maintained  with  regard  to  the  subordinate  ranks  as  well.  When 
it  was  possible  for  the  Government  fo  attain  that  efficiency  in  the 
higher  ranks,  it  is  equally  possible  for  us  to  achieve, the  same  results  in 
the  subordinate  ranks  also. 

In  .the  case  of  the  Judicial  Department,  Government  can  very  well 
realise  that  corruption  amongst  the  Ministerial  staffer  the  subordinate 
staff  is  possible  not  because  there  is  anything  fundamentally  wrong  with 
them  but  because  there  ia  very  great  scope  for  corruption.  The  num¬ 
ber  of  persons  interested  in  exploiting  the  Courts  of  justice  for  their 
own  advantage  and  the  number  of  such  cases  would  be  very  much 
larger  than  in  the  case  of  other  Departments.  It  has  been  pointed  out 
here  that  if  a  stay  order  has  to  be  obtained  it  will  involve  expenditure 

-  of  some  kind  if  it  is  to  be  given  effect  to  expeditiously.  If  the 
parties  prefer  the  application  and  make  a  motion  sufficiently  early  there 
is  certainly  no  room  for  any  alarm  for  anxiety  whatsoever.  In  the 
ordinary  course  the  order  is  despatched  in  time,  provided  it  is  granted 
by  the  Judge.  But  for  gaining  his  own  purpose  and  for  the  purpose  of 
defeating  the  opponent  and  taking  him  by  surprise  the  party  waits  till 
the  eleventh  hour  and  then  rushes  to  the  court,  asks  for  an  order  and  he 
wants  that  the  order  is  despatched  within  an  hour’s  time.  He  has  cotne 
to  the  court  probably  avoiding  his  opponent ;  probably  he  v/as  hiding 
himself  in  some  corner  in  order  to  avoid  his  vigilent  opponent.  He  wants 

-  to  have  the  order  without  anybody  knowing  it  and  he  wants  to  keep  it 
as  a  secret.  If  it  is  made  public  he  fears  that  it  would  be  vetoed  by 
the  same  Judge  beiause  the  opposite  party  .may  be  waiting  at  the 

.  Court’s  door.  If  that  is  the  sort  of  stay  order  which  the  clients  in 
question  do  obtain,  the  inclination  to  corrupt  cur  officers  is  more  pro¬ 
minent  in  the  case  of  the  Judicial  Department  than  in  the  case  of 
other  Departments. 

Similarly  it  is  said  that  there  are  rich  Amins  who  are  making 
earnings  as  high  as  the  salary  of  the  District  Judges,  namely,  Rs.  S00- 
700  a  month.  In  an  ordinary  case  where  the  party  want;  merely  to 
have  orders  executed,  a  proper  order  in  his  favour,  there  will  not  be 
much  difficuliy.  But  if  the  party  has  obtained  a  decree,  say,  for  in¬ 
stance,  against  adeceased  person  or  without  a  subsequent  encumbrancer 
on  record  and  wants  to  get  delivery  of  the  property,  he  might  have  com¬ 
mitted  the  error  uneonsiously  or  having  discovered  it  during  the  course 
of  the  proceedings  might  have  found  it  too  late  lo  amend ;  in  such  cases 
the  party  himself  has  the  inducement  to  corrupt  our  officers.  Officers 
themselves  are  not  corrupt.  Even  in  such  cases  I  do  not  say  that  any 
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amount  received  by  the  Amin  or  any  subordinate  officer  h  justifiable. 
But  I  am  trying  to  bring  home  to  the  members  the  very  scrious'rc's' 
.ponsiblity  devolving  on  the  public.  In  such  cases  for  the  purpose  of  de¬ 
feating  the  opponent,  the  property  corrupts  our  officers.  Ia  such  cases 
even  though  the  Dewan  President  has  stated  that  if  any  person  would 
bring  to  the  notice  of  Government  that  he  has  corrupted  an  officer  that 
party  will  not  be  proceeded  with . 

PRESIDENT :  Order,  order- 

Mr.  PUTHUPAUY  S.  KRISHNA  PiLLAI :  But,  in  this  particular  case, 
Sir,  in  the  integrity  of  the  Judicial  Department  and  as  a  representative 
of  the  administration  of  justice  in  the  State  I  must  maintain  that-  a 
person  who  corrupt  a  subordinate  officer  is  more  guilty  than,  another 
who  corrupt  any  other  officer.  Oases  have  been  brought  before  the 
courts  where  officers  were  made  instruments  of  ridicule  and  disrepute 
by  some  designing  persons  saying  that  the  particular  officer  received 
bribes.  That  is  a  very  heinous  offence,  Sir.  Those  who  now  complain 
of  corruption  in  the  subordinate  ranks  of  the  Judicial  Department  must 
bear  these  facts  in  mind. 

It  is  said  that  our  process  peons  are  corrupt.  it  is  said  that 
for  the  purpose  of  effecting  even 'a  process!  in  the  regular  court  he 
has  to  be  paid.  Such  sweeping  statements  affecting  an  institution  which 
has  been  serving  the  public  honorably  for'  a  long  time  is  quite  un¬ 
deserved.  I  will  explain  the  position  more  fully.  Suppose  in  a  case 
the  plaintiff  is  interested  in  getting  an  exparty  decree.  Know¬ 
ledge  of  the  institution  of  the  suit  will  bring  the  opposite  party  to  court. 
The1  result  will  be  that  the  suit  is  dismissed.  The  only  way  of  avoiding 
this  ia  by  getting  a  false  return  of  service  of  process.  The  mischief 
starts  with  the  plaintiff  in  such  cases.  That  is  probably  why,  I  believe 
my  honourable  friend,  Mr.  Karayalar  said  that  we  are  all  voluntary 
contributors  so  far  as  bribery  is  concerned.  Some  people  take  it  only- 
in  that  light.  One  honourable  member  said  that  there  is  a  third  party 
in  this  which  is  the  aggrieved  party.  But  what  I  submit  is  that  there 
is  also  a  fourth  party  that  is,  the  Government  who  are  more  aggrieved 
than  the  others.  The  institution  is  maintained  for  the  purpose  of  serv¬ 
ing  the  public.  They  are  actually  maintaining  the  best  judicial  officers 
nossible.  These  officers  themselves  are  beyond  corruption.  And  they 
exercise  sufficient  control  over  their  subordinates.  Even  then,  the 
cupidity  of  the  litigant  public  and  the  frauds  they  are  capable  of  com¬ 
mitting  are  such  that  they  arc  able  to  avade  the  strictest  vigilance  that 
is  being  maintained  by  the  Government.  - 

MR.  K.  KUNJU  PANiCKAR  :  Is  it  enough  for  the  honourable  to  pre¬ 
varicate  the  subject  by  attributing  presumptive  motives  to  the  litigant 
public  as  an  explanation  so  that  the  discussion  might  be  prolonged  ? 

Mr.  PUTHUPALLY  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI:  Sir,  1  was  only  echoing  the 
sentiment  that  reform  must  begin  at  the  proper  place.  I  at  the  very 
outset  stated  that  I  am  certainly  against  any,  form  of  corruption  and  I  can 
assure  that  Government  are  trying  their  utmost  to  cheek  corruption 
whereyer  it  is  found.  As  I  have  said  already,  if  there  is  corruption, 
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that  corruption  is  due  to  the  temptions  offered  by  certain  people  \vho 
have  taken  to  litigation  as  their  life’s  work,  A  humble  client,  and  an 
ordinary  litigant  may  not  resort  to  all  these  things.  But  there  ara 
parties  who  mnsfc  be  taken  into  account.  Beform  should  begin  with 
these  people.  That  does  not  mean  that  G-overnment  are  not  dealing 
with  those  matters  whioh  come  to  their  notice.  I  can  assure  the 
honourable  members  that  the  Government  is  keeping  a  strict  watch 
over  the  subordinates  of  the  Judicial  Department  and  every  case  that 
comes  to  their  notice  is  being  severely  dealt  with.  That  is  the  only 
assurance  I  can  give  to  the  honourable  members.  But  I  would  request 
the  honourable  members  to  consider  the  question  dispassionately.  With 
these  words,  I  request  the  honourable  member  to  withdraw  bis 
motion.

Motion  No.  123, 

MR.  K.  G.  GOVINDAN  : 

To  reduce  the  allotment  of  Rs,  2,500  for  travelling  allowance  by 
Be,  1. 

(To  point  out  the  necessity  for  continuing  the  Munsiff’s  Court 
at  Pattanamtitta.) 

Sir,  I  beg  to  move  that  Bs.  2,500  allotted  for  travelling  allowance 
be  reduced  by  Be.  1.  The  object  of  my  motion  is  to  point  out  the  neces¬ 
sity  for  continuing  the  Munsiff’s  Court  at  Pattanamtitta.  From  the 
next  year’s  budget,  it  is  seen  that  there  is  no  provision  for  the 
Munsiff’s  Court  at  Patlanamtitta.  From  that  the  only  possible  inference 
is  that  ■Government  are  not  going  to  continue  any  court  at  Pattanam¬ 
titta.  If  this  inference  is  correct,  then  I  have  to  say  something  about 
the  necessity  of  continuing  the  court  at  Pattanamtitta.  This  question 
of  the  establishment  of  a  court  at  Pattanamtitta  was  discussed  elabora¬ 
tely  by  the  Laws  Delays  Commissioner  and  he  has  come  to  the  very 
definite  conclusion  that  a  court  is  necessary  for  Pattanamtitta  and  that 
it  should  be  in  the  town  or  somewhere  near  it.  He  has  advanced  many 
reasons  for  it  on  pages  606  to  609  of  the  Laws  Delays  Commissioner's 
report.  One  of  the  reasons  for  the  continuance  of  the  court  at 
Pattanamtitta  is  that  th  e  litigant  from  Banni  has  to  travel  a  distance 
of  2D  to  40  miles  if  they  want  to  reach  the  Chengannur  Munsiffs 
Court.  And  the  litigants  from  Kumpazha  have  to  travel  a  distance  of 
12  to  15  miles  to  reach  the  Munsiff’s  Court  at  Adoor.  If  there  is  no 
Munsiff’s  iCourt  in  the  Pattanamtitta  taluk,  the  result  will  be  that 
thepakuthies  of  Omallur,  Kumbpazha,  Pattanamtitta  and  Yallicode 
will  have  to  be  transferred  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Adoor  Munsiff’s 
Court  and  the  pakuthies  of  Elanthoor,  Mullapnzhacherry,  Cherukole, 
and  Banni  will  have  to  be  transferred  to  the  Chengannur  Munsiff’s 
Court  and  the  pakuthy  of  Ayroor  will  have  to  be  transferred  to  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Tiruvalla  Munsiffs  Court.  The  Laws  Delays  Com¬ 
missioner  has  a  ated  that  these  pakuthies  should  not  be  transferred  to 
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these  jurisdictions.  The  pakuthies  of  Omallur,  Kuiupazha  and  Mulla- 
puzhacherry  are  nearer  to  the  Pattanamtitta  town  than  to  Adoor.  So 
also  Ayroor  is  nearer  to  Pattanamtitta  than  to  Thiruvalla.  In  the 
Pattanamtitta  town  there  are  schools,  there  is  a  Hospital  and  Sub- 
Treasury.  In  Pattanamtitta  there  are  nearly  at  present  45  Vakils 
practising.  Regarding  the  cases  filed  in  the  Pattanamtitta  Munsiffs 
Court,  the  Administration  Report  of  1112  gives  the  number  as 
follows  : — 

“  At  the  close  of  3.112,  original  suits  pending  in  the  Pattanam¬ 
titta  Munsiffs  Court  was  1,777”.  There  are  only  some  16  Munsiffs 
Courts  out  of  40  in  the  whole  State  where  the  number  of  cases  on  the 
file  at  the  close  of  1112  is  greater  than  this.  There  are  munsiff  , 
Courts  where  the  number  of  cases  on  the  file  is  far  less  than  1,000. 
So  if  a  Munsift’s  Court  is  to  be  abolished  or  discontinued,  my  submission 
is  that  it  should  not  be  the  Munsiff’s  Court  at  -  Pattanamtitta,  but  let 
it  be  some  other  Munsift’s  Court. 

Sir,  the  taluk  of  Pattanamtitta  is  perhaps  one  of  the  biggest  in 
area  and  it  has  got  a  very  many  other  considerations  to  be  taken  into 
account.  With  these  words  I  move  the  motion  for  the  kind  acceptance 
of  the  House. 

Mr.  PUTHUPALLY  S.  KRISHNA  ‘P1LLAI :  Sir,  one  question  to  the 
honourable  member.  Wbat  was  the  pendancy  in  1112  ?  I  heard  the 
member  giving  the  figure  as  1,777.  Where  does  the  member  get  that 
figure  from  ? 

Mr.  K.  G.  GOVINDAN  :  Prom  the  Administration  Report  1112  of 
the  Administration  of  justice,  on  page  49. 

MR.  PUTHUPALLY  S.  KRISHNA  PILLA1 :  The  Government  decision 
may  be  understood  as  an  adoption  of  the  principle  that  there  are  in  the 
state  more  courts  than  are  justified  at  the  present  moment.  It  may 
be  taken,  for  the  present,  that  Government  may  review  the  whole 
question  and  decide  upon  the  abolition  of  one  or  more  of  the  courts 
now  in  existence  in  the  state. 

MR.  K.  G.  GOVINDAN  :  In  view  of  the  explanation  offered  by  the 
official  member,  I  beg  leave  to  withdraw  my  motion. 

The  motion  was  by  leave  withdrawn. 

MR.  K.  NARAYANAPERUMAL  NADAR;  Sir,  I  move  to  reduce  the 
allotment  of  Rs.  2,500  for  travelling  allowance  by  Re.  1— to  speak  of 
suprise  visile  of  High  Court  Judges  with  special  reference  to  N&ger- 
coil  Munsift’s  Court. 

Ci  PRESIDENT  :  Your  point  is  that  the  Nagercoil  Munsiff’s 'Court 
must  always  be  excepting  a  suprise  visit. 

MR.  K.  NARAYANAPERUMAL  NADAR:  Sir,  sometimes  1  go  to  the 
Hagercoil  Munsiff’s  Court  not  because  I  have  any  business  there  but 
simply  to  see  how  some  lawyers  conduct  'the  cases.  On  all  those 
occasions  I  invariably  find  that  the  Munsiff  comes  to  the  office  at 
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11-30  or  12.  To  the  Vakils  assembled  in  the  court  (in  Nagorcoil  the 
Vakils  are  more  numerous  than  the  clients)  one  day  I  told  “  why  not 
you  organise  a  public  meeting,  pass  resolution  about  it  and  send  it 
to  the  Government.”  Well,  said  one,  Vakil  “  Mr.  Nadav,  if  I  do  that 
lam  doomed.”  These  Munsiffs  will  then  wreak  vengeance  -bn  me.  The 
best  place  for  ventillatiug  the  grievances  will. be  on  the  floor  of  the 
Legishture.”  I  am  therefore  moving  this  motion.  If  the  Judges  of 
High  Court  who  receive  Bs.  900  and  11s.  .1,400  will  visit  these  courts 
and  make  surprise  inspections  I  do  not  think  there  will  bo  any  more 
room  for  complaint  against  them.  On  page  31  of  the  Administration 
Report  for  1113  it  is  stated  that  the  High  Couit  Judges  conducted 
surprise  visits  to  2  Civil  Courts  and  one  Village  Pauohayat  Court  during 
the  last  year  against  7  Civil  Courts  and  two  Village.  Panchayat  Courts 
in  the  year  before  last.  -Thus  while  in  1112  they  inspected  7  courts, 
in  1113  they  made  only  two  surprise  visits,  and  probably  in  1114  they 
may  conduct  no  surprise  visits  at  all.  If  our  High  Court  Judges  are 
so  laxy  how  could  these  small  men  who  receive  smaller  amounts  be 
expected  to  be  very  regular  in  attending  the  courts.  Some  fifteen  days 
ago  I  saw  a  High  Court  Judge  near  the  Museum  at  about  11-30  on 
a  worKiug  day.  Sir,  this  is  how  our  High  Court  Judges  are  carrying 
on  the  work  and  that  is  one  of  the  reasons  for  the  laws’  delays  in  our 
State. 

MR.  T.  C.  KESAVA  PILLAI :  Sir,  in  supporting  this  motion,  I  may 
submit  that  two  of  the  pakut  hies  of  the  Vilavencode  taluk  just  six  months 
back  transferred  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Noyyattirrkara  Munsiffs 
Court  were  about  to  be  sent  back  or  shifted  to  ihe  Kusshithurai  Mun¬ 
siffs  Court.  But  that  order  is  being  stayed.  With  regard  to  the 
distance  and  other  conveniences  it  is  absolutely  necessary  that  Kollen- 
kode  and  Palugal  pakuthies  may  be  transferred  to  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  Kuzhithurai  Munsift’s  Court.  With  these  words,  I  support  the 
motion. 

MR.  PUTHUPALLY  S.  KRISHNA  P1LLAI :  Sir,  in  the  year  1113,  the 
inspection  work  was  carried  on  by  the  Sessions  Judges  as  well  and  that 
was  the  reason  why  the  surprise  inspections  made  by  the  High  Court 
Judges  were  so  few  in  number.  But  a  change  was  effected  in  1114. 
Mr.  Nadar  apprehends  that  no  surprise  inspection  would  have  been 
made  at  the  rate  at  which  the  High  Court  was  inspecting  in  1114. 
I  might  submit  that  the  number  of  surprise  visits  that  the  High  Court 
Judges  have  made  is  more  than  what  he  himself  might  expect. 
Seventeen  courts  were  inspected  during  the  year  1114  and  I  may  state 
that  many  of  those  surprise  visits  were  fruitful  and  have  yielded  en¬ 
couraging  results.  In  one  or  two  cases,  the  High  Court  was  able  to 
discover  serious  irregularities  in  the  conduct  of  the  work  of  the  court 
and  stem  measures  were  taken  for  correcting  the  Judges  and  the  staff 


Under  these  circumstances,  Sir,  and  in  view  of  the  great  changes 
made  ffl  the  system  by  the  Court,  I  request  that  the  honourable  member 
m  r  of',  /.U  tha+J  hast0  bedone  bad  been  done 

and  the  High  Court  will  be  doing  eYen  more  when  necessary. 
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MR.  K.  NRAYANAPERUMAL  NADAR  Sir,  can  the  member  assure  that 
the  Judges  will  make  more  visits? 

MR.  PUTHUPALLY  S.  KRISHNA  PlLLAI  :  Yes,  Sir.  That  is  exactly 
the  assurance.

MR.  N.  NARAYANA  KURUP:  I  support  the  motion'  We  are  all 
aware  that  several  private  agencies  have  taken  up  the  work  of  impart¬ 
ing  education  to  the  pupils  and  have  thus  relieved  the  Government 
considerably  of  their  burden  in  the  matter.  These  private  agencies 
are  therefore  entitled  to  get  adequate  help  at  the  hands  of  Government, 
In  my  constituency  itself  there  are  several  private  schools  ;  I  can  say 
that,  but  for  them,  we  would  have  moved  Government  long  ago  for 
departmental  schools  there.  In  the  Alleppey  town  itself,  there  is  no 
Malayalam  School  for  girls ;  one  private  agency  has  taken  up  that 
work,  I  am  sorry  to  say  that  since  1110  they  have  not  been  given 
grants  lor  the  higher  classes.  The  institution  is  run  by  a  poor  agency 
and  the  pupils  there  are  mostly  poor-  There  are  not.  many  among  the 
pupils  who  pay  school  fees;  therefore,  the  agency  finds  it  very  difficult 
to  run  the  school.  If  the  Government  do  not  go  to  their  rescue,  by 
giving  them  grants  it  is  very  likely  that  they  may  stop  the  school,  and 
increase  the  burden  of  Government  in  this  matter. 
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I  would  therefore  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  House,  and  of  the 
Government,  that  these  private  agencies  deserve  all  help  at  the  hands 
of  Government  and  the  Government  may  be  pleased  to  give  grants  to 
sucb  schools. 

MR.  K,  KUWJU  PAN1CKAR  :  Sir,  I  also  support  the  motion.  Travan- 
core  is  one  of  the  most  advanced  countries  in  the  matter  of  education; 
still,  we  cannot  say  that  our  education  has  become  universal. 
Especially  the  backward  and  the  depressed  communities  are  si  ill  far 
below  the  standard  we  aspire  for. 

In  regard  to  the  backward  communities,  such  of  thorn  as  have  had 
the  good  fortune  to  have  got  themselves  educated,  have  attempted  to 
start  schools  under  their  direction  and  control,  and  have  been  persua¬ 
ding  the  members  of  their  community  to  send  their  children  to  such 
schools.  There  are  only  very  few  schools  of  that  sort.  They  deserve 
to  be  encouraged  by  liberal  grants. 

I  would  especially  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  honourable  membec 
the  Director  of  Dublin  Instruction,  the  Malayalaru  School  at  Pon- 
kunnam.  It  was  started  in  1105,  and  was  raised  to  the  Middle  School 
standard  in  1 1 11.  There 'are  now  600  pupils  there, and  15  teachers. 
The  school  has  not  so  far  been  given  a  grant.  The  institution  is  run 
by  Ezhavas. 

There  is  another  3chooi  near  Pathanamthitta,  a  primary  school. 
The  first  two  classes  were  started  in  1090  ;  those  classes  are  being  given 
grant.  Now  the  third  and  the  fourth  classes  have  also  been  added  ; 
and  the  institution  is  a  full  blown  primary  school.  The  third  and  the 
fourth  classes  have  not  yet  secured  the  departmental  grant.  Those 
who  run  ,the  school  are  not  in  a  position  to  pay  the  salaries  of  the 
teachers ;  in  fact  the  salaries  are  in  arrears.  As  it  is,  unless  the 
Government  give  the  grant,  the  managers  will  have  to  pay  fire  salaries 
of  the  teachers  from  their  own  pockets. 

Sir,  compulsory  education  is  our  ideal.  Therefore  agencies  which 
start  primary  schools  should  be  encouraged. 

I  therefore  beg  to  submit  that  the  motion  before  the  Plonse  should 
be  accepted  and  that  institutions  which  serve  the  backward  communi¬ 
ties  should  be  specially  encouraged  by  liberal  grants. 

HR.  T.  C.  KESAVA  PILLAI:  Sir,  this  motion  raises  a  very  import¬ 
ant  question  and  should  receive  adequate  and  careful  consideration  at 
the  hands  of  Government.  Schools' were  no  doubt  started  in  the  past 
with  the  best  of  intentions.  Nowadays,  they  have  become  more  or 
less  commercial  undertakings.  Most  of  the  communal  institutions  are 
ran  as  profit-making  concerns. 

Mr.  KUNJU  PANICKAR  :  Is  that  so  with  regard  to  primary  schools? 

MR.  T.  C.  KESAVA  PILLAI  :  Yes  ;  four  teachers  join  together,  each 
one  of  them  contributes  Rs.  200  ;  and  they  start  a  school.  They  easily 
obtain  Government  grant.  It  is  not  difficult  for  them  to  get,  adequate 
return  for  their  investments. 
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Sir,  what  I  would  suggest  is  this.  We  are  contemplating  the 
establishment  of  Village  Panchayats.  All  our  primary  schools  should 
be  handed  over  to  the  Panchayals.  There  need  be  no  giving  of'  grant 
by  Government  or  the  taking  of  it  by  any  individual.  Let  the  allot¬ 
ment  for  grants  be  consolidated— be  it  five  rupees  or  fifty  thousand 
rupees  —and  distributed  to  the  various  Panchayats.  If  any'  additional 
amount  is  inquired,  it  would  be  open  to  the  Panchayat  to  levy  ad¬ 
ditional  cess  from  the  people  of  the  locality. 

Sir,  in  most  cases,  even  in  places  where  there  arc  Government 
schools,  private  schools  are  started  in  the  neighbourhood.  X  or  Y  is 
interes'ed  in  the  management.  He  is  able  to  get  Government  grant. 
The  result  is  that,  after  3  or  4  years,  the  Government  school  becomes 
extirict,  and  X’s  school,  under  the  indirect  patronage  of  officers,  grows 
stronger  and  more  healthy.  My  suggestion  therefore  is  that  primary 
education  should  be  entrusted  to  Village  Panchayats. 

As  regards  secondary  education,  I  would  suggest  that  that  also  be 
nationalised.  Let  there  be  no  private  institution  imparting  secondary 
education.  If  it  is  profitable,  let  the  Government  get  the  profit.  If 
any  private  agency  is  anxious  to  start  and  run  any  educational  insti¬ 
tution  of  the  higher  grade,  let  such  agencies  stai.t  industrial  schools. 

This  is  a  very  important  matter.  A  very  great  portion  of  our 
revenue  is  spent  on  education.  We  have  got  a  university.  For  a  State 
like  Travancore  it  is  highly  necessary  that  primary  education  should  be 
strictly  enforced.  Let  Government  give  a  grant.  If  this  matter  is 
strictly  adhered  to  by  Government,  in  the  course  of  the  next  ten  years 
there  will  bo  compulsory  education  successfully  worked  out  in  the 
rural  parts.  Eecently,  a  church  was  converted  into  a  school  on  week 
days  except  Sundays.  There  are  some  industrial  schools  also.  Such 
philanthropic  agencies  are  working  with  the  aid  of  Government  money. 
Without  Government  money  no  institution  could  come  up,  not  even 
individuals.  So,  it  is  high  time  that  Government  think  over  the 
matter  and  entrust  this  primary  education,  village  sanitation,  minor 
irrigation  and  such  other  things  under  the  direct  control  of  the  Village 
Panchayats.  With  these  words  1  support  the  motion. 
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Mr.  A.  GOPALA  MEhlON  :  My  personal  altitude  in  regard  to  the 
desirability  of  encouraging  primary  schools  under  private  management 
was  expressed  in  very  clear  terms  at  the  last  budget  session  of  this 
Assembly,  and  in  the  administration  of  the  affairs  of  the  Education 
Department,  I  have  carried  out  my  idea  by  allotting  every  pie  of  the 
amount  assigned  in  the  Budget  for  the  purpose  for  distribution  among 
primary  schools  in  the  State.  Unfortunately,  however,  the  funds  have 
not  been  sufficient.  Last  year,  as  I  think  I  have  told  the  House  before, 
it  was  possible  to  bring  all  primary  schools  opened  and  completed  up 
till  Idavom  1110  within  the  scope  of  the  grant-in-aid  rule.  For  that 
purpose,  Government  generously  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  Its.  9,  75,000.  With  that  sum  it  was  possible  to  bring  down  the 
date  up  to  Idavom  1110  uniformly  for  all  primary  schools.  I  did  not 
want  to  make  any  discrimination  in  that  matter  because  every  locality 
is  interested  in  its  own  school,  and  therefore  to  have  a  fixed  date  would 
be  more  appropriate  and  justifiable  than  to  select  a  few  schools  in  every 
locality. 

My  friend  Mr.  P.  S.  Mahomed  has  given  a  very  wide  scope  to  his 
motion,  because  the  motion  covers  the  treatment  towards  managers  of 
private  schools  as  a  whole.  In  this  regard,  I  have  to  place  before  the 
House  considerations  whieh  must  decide  between  different  types  and 
different  kinds  and  grades  of  schools.  For  example,  there  are  English 
High  Schools  and  English  Middle  Schools,  in  which  to  a  large  extent 
the  fee  income  is  sufficient  to  cover  all  the  necessary  expenditure.  It 
has  also  been  observed  for  a  very  long  lime  that  the  English  Middle 
schools  are  certainly  profit-making  concerns  to  private  managements, 
and  that  English  High  Schools  can  at  least  pay  their  own  way.  In  re¬ 
gard  lo  Milayalam  and  Tamil  Middle  Schools  also,  this  proposition 
holds  good  to  some  extent.  Fees  are  levied  in  every  class  and  a  mini¬ 
mum  of  20  students  who  are  paying  fees  will  guarantee  an  income  of 
at  least  ten  rupees  to  the  manager.  Secondly,  there  is  no  direct  obli¬ 
gation  on  the  part  of  the  Government  or  the  department  to  run  to  the 
rescue  of  these  institutions  as  a  rule.  There  are,  of  course  certain 
institutions  which  are  run  on  very  advanced  lines  and  which  require 
some  help,  and  they  are  getting  such  help  even  now,  from  another  fund 
placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Department.  But  as  a  general  rule,  the 
anxious  demand  for  more  and  more  schools  of  this  type  has  brought  to 
the  front  the  possibility  at  any  rate  of  such  institutions  becoming  pro¬ 
fit-making  concerns,  and  therefore  during  the  last  two  years  a  very 
strict  watch  has  been  kept  over  their  development,  especially  where 
they  come  into  direct  conflict  with  established  institutions  and  set  up 
rival  management  in  the  same  locality.  My  sympathy  is  all  for  primary 
schools,  because  the  Government  have  declared  that  the  managements 
should  not  collect  fees  from  the  pupils.  As  I  have  told  the  House 
earlier,  with  Bs.  9,75,000  placed  at  the 'disposal  of  the  Department  it 
Was  possible  for  me  to  bring  schools  opened  and  completed  up  to  Eda* 
vom  1110  only,  within  the  scope  of  the  grant. 
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Recently  I  have  started  an  enquiry  as  to  how  many  primary 
schools  which  have  been  completed  after  1110  deserve  special  rc-cogni. 

tion  or  aid  and  those  statistics  are  coming  in.  The  Assistant  Inspectors 
have  been  asked  to  report  on  schools  which  have  sufficient-  accomodation, 
schools  which  are  efficient  in  teaching  and  schools  which  require 
immediate  help,  so  that  they  may  not  drop  out,  so  that  these  schools 
maybe  taken  up  for  special  aid.  After  examining  such,  institutions,  I 
shall  be  in  a  position  to  say  how  far  we  can  go  immediately  Wards 
their  aid.  Even  then  a  substantial  number  might  have  to  be  loft  out  in 
the  next  year,  and  every  effort  must  be  made  to  close  down  over-lapping 
schools  and  save  money  on  the  grants  that  are  now  wasted  on  them. 
The  difficulty  there  is  that  two  class  schools  refuse  to  become  four- 
classes  schools,  because  they  are  not  immediately  given  the  promised 
aid  for  the  third  and  the  fourth  classes.  They  are  receiving  grants  for 
classes  one  and  two  only  and  unless  the  Department  can  promise  a 
grant  for  classes  3  and  f,  they  refuse  to  move  forward  and  they  do  not 
therefore  co-operative  'with  ns.  Wherever  the  schools  are  found  to  be 
over-lapping  they  will  be  closed  down  and  the  moneys  made  available 
thereby  will  be  utilised  as  far  as  possible  to  help  institutions  which  have 
four  complete  classes  and  which  run  on  efficient  lines. 

Something  has  been  said  in  regard  to  the  help  rendered  to  back¬ 
ward  areas  and  backward  communities.  The  difficulty  has  been  very 
great  in  recent  months,  because  some  schools  are  not  getting  now  any 
kind  of  grant.  The  attention  of  the  Department  has  beer,  drawn  to  the 
necessity  for  going  to  the  rescue  of  backward  areas  and  the  uplift  of  the 
backward  communities.  As  regards  backward  areas,  I  can  easily  under¬ 
stand  the  demand.  Some  times  the  plea  on  their  behalf  gets  mixed  up. 
Is  the  school  to  be  judged  by  the  community  to  which  the  management 
belongs  or  backwardness  in  relation  to  the  backward  class  pupils  attend¬ 
ing  those  schools.  If  it  is  the  recognition  of  the  backward  class  pupil 
alone,  I  think  Government  have  already  made  some  provision  for  help¬ 
ing  the  Harijan  schools  and  other  schools  of  that  kind  by  means  of 
special  rules  such  as,  lower  rates  of  grants,  waiving  of  necessary  condi¬ 
tions  of  recognition  etc.  Their  teachers  do  not  require  any  qualifica¬ 
tions  and  there  is  no  necessity  to  have  any  particular  type  of  building, 
nor  is  there  any  restriction  in  regard  to  the  number  of  classes,  and  so 
forth.  So  that  then,  there  is  no  question  of  any  discrimination  in  regard 
to  them.  What  often  happens  is  some  managements  come  and  say  that 
they  are  running  schools  and  as  children  of  .backward  communities  are 
undergoing  tuition  there,  they  require  help.  In  that  particular  respect, 
probably,  I  am  not  able  to  meet  the  requirements  of  mv  honourable 
friends  either  here  or  elsewhere.  But  to  the  extent  to  which  the  pri¬ 
mary  schools  are  working  satisfactorily,  to  the  extent  to  wlrich  they  are 
working  within  the  rules  laid  down  by  the  department,  it  will  be  mv 
earnest  endeavour  to  help  them  with  whatever  funds  are  available  and 
give  them  such  support  as  is  possible  at  present. 
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Sir,  something  has  been  said  by  way  contrast  between  the  economy 
of  private  management  and  the  costeiness  of  departmental  management. 
That  is  a  very  wide  question  upon  which  I  will  not  enter.  Department 
tal  schools:  serve  purposes  of  their  own  which  the  private  schools  cannot 
serve.  Private  schools  serve  their  objects  too  and  I  am  aware  of  that. 
But  the  average  type  of  private  school  is  not  in  any  way  superior  to  the 
average  type  of  departmental  school.  My  difficulty  is  that  within  cer¬ 
tain  allotted  funds,  the  possibility  of  developing  these  departmental 
schools  is  so  difficult  and  the  possibility  of  developing  the  private  schools 
is  so  limited  that  it  is  not  fair  on  my  part  to  take  up  the  challenge.  I 
shall  content  myself  by  saying  this  in  reply  to  the  suggestion  put  for¬ 
ward  here.  Let  me  say,  that  it  is,  neither  cheap  and  economical  and 
probably  not  more  efficient  to  hand  over  departmental  schools  to  private 
managements.  Sir,  it  has  been  my  belief  that  such  a  transition  cannot 
be  allowed  under  the  present  condition  of  the  schools  and  I  cannot 
subscribe  to  such  a  proposition  But  the  main  contention  here  is  that 
private  managements,  should  be  given  such  help  as  would  enable  them  to 
carry  on  the  work  which  they  arc  doing  now.  I  agree  with  that  proposi¬ 
tion  and  1  shall  endeavour  to  give  them  such  help  as  is  possible  within 
the  funds  at  my  disposal  or  within  the  funds  that  I  can  bring  to  my 
help.  With  this  assurance  I  request  Mr.  Muhamad  to  withdraw  his 
motion. 

Mr.  P.  S.  MAHOMAD :  I  beg  leave  to  withdraw  the  motion.  The 
motion  was,  by  leave,  withdrawn.

MR.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILlAi :  Sir,  I  move  the  following 
motion. 

“  To  reduce  the  allotment  of  Bs.  2,300  for  travelling  allo¬ 
wances  by  rupee  1.” 

My  object  in  moving  this  motion  is  to  impress  on  the  Government  the 
necessity  for  reducing  the  price  of  test  books  published  by  Govern- 

PRESIDENT  :  Is  it  the  member’s  idea  that  the  Director  during  his 
travels  can  hear  the  grievances  in  regard  to  the  high  prices  of  text¬ 
books  ? 

MR.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI :  Yes  Sir.  That  is  exactly 
my  point. 

The  public  in  general  are  very  greatful  to  Government  for  having 
been  pleased  to  publish  text-books  and  we  all  know  that  the  standard 
of  those  books  has  been  considerably  .  improved  thereby.  But  Sir,  it  is 
a  matter  of  common  complaint  that  the  prices  fixed  for  the  Text-books 
published  by  Government  are  very  prohibitive  and  out  of  proportion  to 
the  cost  of  their  production.  I  have  asked  a  specific  question  with 
regard  to  the  cost  of  production  aud  the  selling  price  of  these  books  and 
I  find  it  has  been  admitted  in  the  list  of  questions,  for  answers,  I  have 
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enquired  the  price  of  each  copy  of  the  Test-Boobs  published  by  Go¬ 
vernment  and  the  actual  cost  of  its  production.  I  am  sorry  to  find  that 
I  haYe  not  been  able  to  get  so  far  an  answer  to  this  question  of  mine, 
I  do  not  wish  to  make  a  long  speech  in  support  of  this  motion,  but 
would  only  draw  the  attention  of  Government  to  the  grievances  of  the 

general  public  in  regard  to  the  high  price  fixed  for  the  test-books,  by 
Government.  It  is  rather  disappointing  and  extremely  painful  to  the 
public  to  find  that  the  publication  of  these  Text  Books  by  Government 
is  also  attempted  to  be  made  a  source  of  profit  to  them  as  in  the  case 
of  commercial  undertakings,  Of  course  this  should  not  bo  the  motto 
of  any  Government.  Hence  I  movo  my  motion  for  the  unanimous 
acceptance  of  the  House. 

MR.  K.  KUNJU PANICK AR  :  I  support  the  motion  so  ably  moved  by 
my  friend  Mr.  Velayudhan  PiUai.  The  cost  of  education  in  English 
and  Vernacular  schools  of  the  State  has  become  too  [prohibitive  on  ac¬ 
count  of  the  high  rate  of  school  fees  levied  on  the  students.  I  should 
say  it  is  a  sort  of  super-tax  levied  from  the  parents  for  sending  their 
children  to  the  schools.  That  cannot  ,be  tolerated.  But  along  with 
that,  to  make  the  students  of  Preparatory,  First  and  Second  Forms  etc. 
to  purchase  books  worth  from  Us.  7  to  Rs,  10  is  very  very  hard.  If 
the  Books  had  cost  so  much  by  way  of  printing  and  other  charges  to 
the  publishers,  then  the  fixing  of  high  prices  would  have  been  reason¬ 
able.  On  the  other  hand,  we  see  that  an  ordinary  Malayalam  V  reader 
which  was  once  sold  by  an  ordinary  printer  for  four  or  five  chuckrams 
are  now  being  sold  only  for  three  times  the  price.  The  same  is  the 
ease  with  regard  to  most  other  books.  So,  my  submission  is  that  along 
with  the  prohibitive  school  fees,  to  tax  the  guardians  with  such  high 
prices  for  text-books  also  is  not  a  justifiable  proposition.  I  should  say 
that  it  is  not  a  step  in  the  right  direction.  It  appears  that  it  is  rather 
to  prohibit  education  that  such  .high  prices  are  fixed,  especially  for 
Government  publications.  So  as  a  policy  of  encouraging  education  at 
least  considering  the  depression  time  in  which  we  are  placed,  the  price 
of  text-books  should  be  brought  down  to  a  reasonable  level.  With 
these  words  I  resume  my  seat. 

MR.  M.  SIVATKANU  PIUAI  :  I  also  wish  to  offer  a  few  remarks  on 
this  motion.  I  am  one  with  Mr.  Velayudhan  Pillai  in  thinking  that 
the  price  of  books  published  under  the  auspices  of  Government  is  high. 

I  had  occasion  to  compare  the  price  of  Malayalam,  Tamil  and  English 
books  and  I  found  that  the  cost  for  Tamil  text-books  especially  lias 
been  fixed  at  higher  rates  than  for  Malayalam  text  books.  T  also 
happened  to  see  one  or  two  Tamil  books  which  my  children  brought 
to  me,  when  I  ascertained  its  prohibitive  price.  When  I  turned  the 
pages  of  them,- 1  found  their  printing  so  bad  i hat  even  with  the  help 
of  spectacles,  I  was  not  able  to  read  them.  The  printing  was  shabby 
and  was  covered  by  a  thin  layer  of  ink.  I  am  sorry  to  observe  that  the 
printing  was  so  disgraceful.  Then  as  regards  illustrations  in  the  books, 
elephant  looked  like  an  ass.  It  may  be  said  that  I  am  a  bit  exaggerat¬ 
ing  matters.  Whatever  it  is,  the  fact  remains  that  the  printing  of 
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Tamil  text  boobs  was  thoroughly  unwordiy.  Such  books  cannot  at  all 
be  recommended  to  be  used  especially  by  school  children  Alow 
with  that,  if  Government  were  to  say  that  the  price  of  each  book  il 
between  0  to  10  annas,  so  far  as  Preparatory  class  text  books  are  con¬ 
cerned,  I  do  not  know  how  many  students  will  buy  that  kind  of  books 
Perhaps  they  may  be  forced  to  do  without  such  books. 

PRESIDENT :  Wlrat  is  the  publication  which  the  honourable 
Member  is  referring  to  ? 

MU.  M.  SIVATHANU  PILLAI  :  I  refer  to  Tamil  books  that  were  print¬ 
ed  by  the  City  Press  and  the  Beddiar  Press. 

PRESIDENT :  What  is  the  actual  publication  referred  to  by  the 
Member. 

Mr.  M.  SIVATHANU  PILLAI  :  Some  readers  for  the  Preparatory  class 
and  certain  higher  forms.  That  is  the  present  position  of  the  printing 
undertaken  by  the  Government,  authorising  private  firms  to  print  for 
them.  For  these  reasons  it  is  desirable  for  the  Government  to  see 
that  the  get  up  printing  and  finish  of  there  text  books  in  Tamil  is 
sought  to  be  improved  and  the  price  thereof  is  also  reduced  so  aa  to 
give  no  room  for  further  complaint. 

MR.  P.  SIVARAMA  PILAI :  Sir,  I  would  like  to  offer  a  >few  remarks. 
Since  the  text  books  are  intended  for  educating  school  children,  ic'er- 
tain  principles  have  to  be  followed  in  that  respect.  It,  should  be  our 
object  to  inculcate  artistic  taste  in  our  children.  Their  get-up 
should  neat;  the  illustrations  therein  should  be  neat;  the  printing 
should  equally  be  neat.  In  the  Government  publication,  for 
instance,  illustrations  in  the  first  and  second  reader  in  Malayalanj 
give  a  different  import  altogether.  Modern  education  in  lower  classes 
especially,  depends  to  a  great  extent  ou  the  illustrations  Picture 
studies  are  considered  to  be  more  important.  In  the  books  I  referred 
to,  pictures  of  animals  look  like  plants  and  plants  look  like  animals. 
Sometimes  plant  designs,  give  the  appearance  of  sky  and  stars.  Is 
that  state  of  affairs  due  to  lack  of  persons  wanting  in  good  artistic 
taste  ?  In  fact  pictures  should  be  what  they  are  intended  to  be.  From 
such  publications,  I  have  to  infer  that. there  is  paucity  of  good  artists 
here.  So,  what  I  want  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  Director  is,  that 
even  if  the  price  of  books  are  reduced  possibly  next  year,  proper  print¬ 
ing  of  books  with  really  good  illustrations  must  be  looked  into.  There 
should  be  no  room  for  similar  complaints  next  year  also. 

Mr.  A.  GOPALA  MENON  ;  Sir,  the  Government  have  published  re= 
Oently  a  number  of  text  books  on  various  topics  covering  the  whole 
scheme  of  syllabus  for  middle  schools  in  English,  Maiayalam  and 
Tamil.  These  books  were  prepared  by  pereons  employed  in  the  Edu¬ 
cation' Department  here  and  elsewhere  as  well  as  by  public  men  who 
Were  found  fit  for  such  kind  of  work.  This  work  was  hurried  through 
go  a*  to  make  it  possible  for  uniform  readers  and  text-books  to_  be  in¬ 
troduced  in  the  schools  of  the  State  with  as  little  delay  as  possible. 
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The  work  was  entrusted  to  established  firms  of  printers  and  pnb- 
Ushers  in  the  State  itself.  The  Government  are  aware  that  if  the 
work  had  been  entrusted  to  out-siders  it  would  have  been  done  better, 
particularly  in  the  case  of  Tamil.  But  the  Government  deliberately 
did  not  want  to  do  it.  The  work  was  gone  through  in  a  hurry.  Given 
time  and  opportunity,  Government  are  confident  that  publishers  and 
firms  in  this  country  can  come  up  to  that  artistic  sense  which 
Mr.  Sivarama  Pillai  dwelt  upon. 

MR.  C.  JABAMONY  NADAR:  May  I  know  the  names  of  the  puh- 

MR.  A.  GOPALA  MENON:  As  far  as  I  remember  they  were  the 
lleddiar  Press,  the  City  Press  and  the  Anantharamavarma  Tress  which 
had  salt  in  coinpetative  tenders  for  printing  and  stocking  these  books. 
They  were  engaged  to  print  and  stock  these  books  and  get  the  work 
done  as  quickly  and  cheaply  as  possible.  In  this  case  they  had  not 
the  time  to  do  their  very  best.  Whatever  shortcomings,  there  are, 
m»y  be  overlooked  for  the  time  being  because  we  fully  expect 
that  the  revised  and  later  editions  will  attain  the  excellence  which 
we' all  wish  for. 

In  regard  to  the  price,  the  question  again  is  mixed  up.  Wa  have 
been  t  Id  by  honourable  members  that  the  prices  now  are  higher  than 
before.  Considering  that  I  have  been  connected  with  the  Text  Book 
Committee  for  the  last  25  years,  I  am  surprised  that  the  cry  should 
now  be  raised  at  the  prices  now  levied  by  Government  for  any  book 
should  be  regarded  as  high.  Even  if  it  be  so,  the  House  will  remember 
that  she  capital  cost,  the  cost  of  preparing  these  books,  the  cost  of 
translating  these  books  and  the  cost  of  printing  and  binding  these 
books  all  these  will  have  to  be  considered  in  fixing  the  price.  Govern¬ 
ment  had  to  fix  the  price  of  these  books  at  such  a  figure  as  will  enable 
them  to  pay  all  sorts  of  persons  engaged  in  the  work.  The  bills  that  pass 
through  my  office  show  me  that  the  initial  costs  are  high  and  that  the 
sales  will  not  be.  up  to  expectations.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  number 
of  copies  in  each  case  had  to  be  reduced  because  of  the  possibilities  of 
the  books  not  selling.  The  sixth  and  seventh  readers  are  not  purchased 
by  all  the  students.  If  all  the  students  could  afford  to  purchase  the 
books  prescribed  for  their  classes,  Government  will  not  stand  to  loose. 
®So  unless  the  students  come  to  the  rescue,  I  am  afraid,  this  year  the 
expenditure  will  exceed  the  receipts.  As  regards  the  Readers  which 
have  been  taken  over  long  ago  by  the  Government  the  cry  has  been 
raised  that  they  could  have  been  printed  and  sold  for  five  chs.  The 
books  which  were  sold  for  five  chs.  in  the  old  days  had  only  25  to  40 
pages  and  were  badly  printed  on  dirty  paper.  The  Headers  now  sold 
contain  120  pages  and  more  and  include  many  illustrations.  They 
may  not  be  of.the  best  type,  i  hey  are  also  not  such  as  are  produced 
by  any  amateurs.  Such  productions  cannot  be  sold  for  5  chs.  or  10  chs, 
Gjvermnent  have  no  intention  of  making  any  great  profit.  But  -thev 
do  not  propose  to  invest  money  on  these  Readers  and  sell  them  at  ' 
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loss.  Government  have  also  to  take  into  account  the  possibility  of 
expenditure  on  other  publications  for  schools  which  they  have  in  view. 
I  can  assure  the  House  that  the  whole  question  will  be  examined  with 
a  view  to  reduce  the  gain  that  Government  may  be  making  on  these 
Headers  and  with  that  undertaking  1  request  the  Honourable  member 
to  withdraw  his  motion. 

Mr.  P.  SIVARAMA  PlLLAl  :  Has  the  Government  made  any  profit 
this  year  on  this  account : 

IWR.  A.  GOPALA  IMENON  :  It  is  too  early  to  say  that  now,  the  sale 
is  only  going  on. 

Ml.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PlLLAl  :  Is  it  on  account  of  their 
apprehension  that  the  total  number  of  books  will  not  be  sold  this  year 
that  they  have  fixed  the  prohibitive  price? 

MR.  A.  GOPALA  MENCN  :  No  prohibitive  price  has  been  fixed. 

Mr.  P.  SIVARAMA  PlLLAl:  Will  the  Government  be  able  to  pro- 
duce  the  books  from  the  Government  Press  next  year  ? 

Mr.  A.  GOPALA  MENON  :  I  am  not  sure. 

MR.  PULIYOGR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PlLLAl  :  I  beg  permission  of  the 
House  to  withdraw  the  motion. 

The  motion  was,  by  leave,  withdrawn. 

Motion  No.  168. 

MR.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PlLLAl  :  Sir,  I  leg  to  move  that 
the  allotment  of  Bs.  2,800  for  Travelling  Allowance  be  reduced  by 
Be.  1.  The  object  of  my  motion  is  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the 
Government  the  necessity  for  the  reduction  of  school  fees  at  least  by  25 
per  cent.  The  use  of  the  words  “school  fees’’  in  this  motion  is  very 
significant.  I  do  not  intend  including  within  the  scope  of  this  motion 
any  request  regarding  the  reduction  of  College  fees.  When  we  ap¬ 
proach  this  problem  we  must  bear  in  mind  the  economic  position  of 
the  average  agriculturist  in  the  State.  From  page  4  of  the  Dewan 
President’s  statement  on  21st  July  1939  at  the  Jcint  sitting  of  the 
Travancore  Sri  Mulam  Assembly  and  the  Sri  Chitra  State  Council  it 
is  seen  that : 

“Each  poor  man  with  his  backyard  or  field  of  half  an  acre 
or  an  acre  owns  a  few  trees  and  oat  of  the  proceeds  of 
these  he  expects  to  fill  the  gap  of  livelihood  between 
necessity  and  starvation.  “It  is  therefore  impossible 
for  him  adequately  to  advertise  his  goods,  it  is  impossible 
for  him,  speaking  practically,  to  mark  or  grade  his  goods, 
and  it  is  impossible  to  keep  up  all  those  high  standards 
which  people  in  a  more  fortunate  situation  are  able  to 
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adopt.  The  handicap,  the  natural  hardships  of  frag, 
mented  holdings  and  labour  working  on  the  margin  of 
starvation,  must  also  attract  the  attention  and  engage  the 
careful  consideration  of  the  authorities”. 


It  is  on  account  of  this  candid  admission  of  the  real  economic  condition 
of  the  agriculturists  in  the  Stats  that  I  have  been  emboldened  to  make 
this  request  by  means  of  the  motion  under  discussion.  It  is  not 
necessary  in  this  connection  to  say  that  we,  the  non-official  members 
on  this  side  of  the  House,  did  not  venture  to  move  the  cut  motions 
regarding  the  remission  of  land  tax  with  the  fervent  hope  that  atleast 
this  modest  and  legitimate  request  will  meet  with  sympathetic  consid¬ 
eration  at  the  hands  of  Government.  The  total  amount  of  agricultural 
indebtedness  in  this  State  will  not  be  less  than  Rs.  3  crores  now. 

PRESIDENT ;  That  figure  has  been  repeated  very  often,  but  it 
must  necessarily  be  wrong  because  in  this  country  there  is  no  class  of 
people  as  money-lenders.  The  same  man  may  be  the  lender  and  the 


MR.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  :  According  to  a  modest 
calculation  made  by  me  the  total  agricultural  indebtedness  will  bear 
not  less  than  Rs.  180  lakhs  per  annum  at  the  rate  of  6  per  cent.  We 
can  see  from  the  budget  estimate  that  Government  expects  to  get 
during  the  next  year  by  way  of  school  fees  and  college  fees  about  Rs  8 
lakhs.  These  two  figures  will  suffice  the  purpose  of  serving  as  a  sure 
index  of  the  unbearable  burden  of  the  suffering  agricu'turists  during 
the  next  year.  I  may  be.  permitted  to  state  that  the  reduction  of 
school,  fees  will  m  effect  be  more  beneficial  to  the  whole  population  of 
the  State  than  any  generous  remi  sion  of  land  tax-  The  latter  would 
beneht  only  the  land  owning  people  of.  the  State.  But  so  far  as  Travan- 
core. is  concerned,  I  can  assure  this  House  that  almost  in  all 'Homes 
there  will  be  some  school- going  children  and  so  much  so  if  any 
generous  reduction  in  the  school  fees  is  made  by  Government  that  will, 
no  doubt,  benefit  the  whole  population  of  the  State  to  some  extent  at 
least.  So  my  request  is  very  modest  and  legitimate.  I  pray  only  for 
the  reduction  of  25  per  cent  of  the  school  fees  and  the  probable  amount 
of  loss  as  a  result  of  this  cut  motion  being  carried  and  acted  upon  will 
not  be  very  much  because  Rs.  8  lakhs  estimated  in  the  next  year’s 
include  the  college  fees  also,  Sol  commend  my  motion 
tor  the  acceptance  of  the  House.  j

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MR.  PULIY00R  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI :  Yes,  I  have  no  objection. 
They  may  also  be  taxed  on  this  account. 

MR.  K.  KUNJU  PANICKAR  :  I  also  support  the  motion.  Generally, 
families  in  Travancore  have  to  spend  Es.  3  to  4  as  tuition  fees  for  the 
education  of  their  children.  An  average  family  will  havo  to  spend 
atleast  10  Rs-  as  school  fees.  The  price  of  paddy  is  too  low  as  also  the 
price  of  cocoanut,  the  major  source  of  our  income.  Even  to  an 
average  socalled  wealthyi  Travancorean  to  pay  Es.  10  per  mensem 
as  education  fees  is  very  difficult.  By  his  earnest  desire  to  get  his 
children  educated,  he  cannot  desist  from  teaching  his  children  though 
with  much  difficulty  and  even  some  liability.  I  submit  that  a  higher 
rale  of  fees  may  be  levied  for  those  b^ys  who  go  above  the  High  School 
classes.  Middle  School  and  High  School  education,  I  submit,  has 
become  a  necessity  with  Travancoreans.  To  charge  a  prohibitive  rate 
as  school  fees  for  acquiring  the  necessity  of  a  man  is  not  a  good  policy. 
So  I  beg  to  support  the  motion  of  my  friend. 

MR.  P.  NARAyANA  PILLAI  At  this  time  of  economic  depression— 
PRESIDENT  :  The  House  will  now  adjourn  and  meet  again 
tomorrow  at  11  o’clock.

Mr.  P.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Mavelilca'-a  cum  Kun-nattur)  :  Sir,  at 
this  time  of  economic  depression  it  has  become  very  difficult  for  the 
people  to  pay  the  present  high  rates  of  fees.  The  present  rates  are  so 
high  that  it  is  beyond  the  scope  of  ordinary  people  to  bear  the  expenses 
of  education.  It  should  be  the  concern  of  the  Government  to  afford 
ample  facilities  to  all  classes  of  Hia  Highuess’s  subjects,  in  the  matter 
of  education.  Except  very  few  individuals,  there  are  no  people  who  do 
not  feel  the  strain  of  sending  their  children  to  schools  and  colleges. 
Unless  substantial  induction  is  made  in  school  fees,  a  number  of 
students  who  are  desirous  of  prosecuting  their  studies  will  have  to 
discontinue  their  studies.  Even  now  there  are  many  who  do  not  send 
their  children  to  the  schools  on  this  ground-  That  is  certainly  incon¬ 
sistent  with  the  policy  of  Government  in  the  matter  of  education. 

Sir,  it  may  be  that  Government  may  lose  some  money  if  they  re¬ 
duce  the  fee3  ;  but  that  loss,  then  should  be  prepared  to  incur  for  the 
general  welfare  of  the  people.  The  difficulty  experienced 'by  the  people 
can  be  seen  from  the  abnormal  increase  in  the  Dumber  of  fee  concession 
applications  in  recent  years.  Considering  the  present  rate  of  fees,  and 
the  general  depression,  I  should  think  that  a  reduction  of  school  fees 
by  fifty  per  cent  would  not  be  an  unreasonable  demand.

PRESIDENT  :  Will  the  Director  of  Public  Instruction  inform  the 
House  as  to  what  is  now  being  done,  in  the  matter  of  school  fees,  for 
children  belong. ng  to  the  backward  communities? 

MR.  ft.  QdPALA  MENON  (Director  of  Public  Instruction):  Sir, 
backward  communities  are  divided  into  two  classes,  A  and  B  ;  full  fee 
concession  is  allowed  in  regard  to  class  A,  and  half  fee  concession  to 
clasi  B,  In  class  A,  the  pupils  are  eligible  to  enjoy  the  benefit  for  two 
years  in  the  same  class  ;  in  other  words,  even  if  the  pupil  f  ails  once,  he 
will  continue  to  get  the  concession.  In  the  Middle  School  and  High 
School  classes,  they  can  fail  once  in  the  former  and  once  in  the  latter, 
without  prejudice  to  the  concession.  • 

PRESIDENT  :  How  do  our  rates  of  school  fees  compare  with  those 
in  British  India  and  in  Cochin  ? 

MR  A.  GOPALA  MENON  In  British  India,  for  the  High  School 
classes,  the  rate  :s  the  same  Rs.  42  per  .annum  only  it  is  Sirkar 
rupees  here,  while  it  is  B.  Rs  therec  In  the  first  form,  they  charge 
British  rupees  IS  while  here  we  charge  S.  Rs.  24  per  annum.  In  the 
sec  nd  aad  third  forms,  they  charge  B.  Rs.  30  per  annum,  while  we 
charge  only  S.  Rs.  24  per  annum. 
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In  Cochin,  they  charge  fees  for  the  primary  classes  also,  4  annas 
for  the  1  class,  0 '  annas"  for  the  II  class,  9  annas  for  the  III  class 
and  12  annas  for  the  IY  class.  For  the  Preparatory  class  they  charge 
B.  Ks,  18.  For  the  higher  classes,  the  rates  are  the  same  as  the  rates 
here.  Their  rates  are  in  British  Rupees.

SRUWATI  T.  NARAYANI  AMMA  (toW«)  :  Sir,  the  present  foono- 
mio  depression,  to  put  it  in  the  woids  if  one  cf  the  previous  Financial 
Secretaries,  i-:  unprecedented  in  its  extent,  duration  and  intensity  and 
those  whom  this  depression  has  hit  very  hard  are  the  poor  ryots  who 
form  the  hulk  of  the  guardiac-s  of  our  s'-udents.  Many  of  them  find  jfc 
extremely  difficult  to  send  their  sons  and  daughters  to  schools.  I 
know  very  many  instances  where  even  promising  students  had  to  dis¬ 
continue  their  studies.  Sir,  Ihe  authorities  of  he  various  educational 
institutions  will  be  able  to  tell  us  the  number  of  instances  in  which 
there  have  been  bebted  payments  of  fees,  in  most  cases,  out  of  sheer 
inability,  I  am  sure  the  number  of  students  in  the  schools  and 
colleges  will  be  much  greater  but  for  this  economic  depression.  There¬ 
fore  a  temporary  reduction  by  il 5  %  of  the  school  fees  will  be  a  step  in 
the  right  direction  and  it  will  be  welcomed  by  all  classes  of  people.  I 
therefore  trust  that  Government  will  find  their  way  to  grant  ibis  modest 
demand.

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Mr.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  P.ILLAI:  Sir,  I  also  wish  to  offer  a 
few  remarks  on  this  motion.  As  a  result  of  the  wide-spread  economic 
depression  and  the  ever-growing  standard  of  life, -the  problem  of  school 
fees  has  become  really  a  difficult  problem  for  the  average  parent  or 
guardian.  That  is  the  reason  why  similar  motions  have  been 
repeatedly  moved  on  the  floor  of  this:  House  and  the  Government 
requested  to  make  fee  concessions.  When  approaching  this  subject. 
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various  considerations  have  to  be  remembered.  This  motion  has  not 
been  moved  for  getting  any  of  those  considerations  The  mover  himself 
pointed  out  that  there  will  be  a  loss  to  the  extent  of  about  Ks.  2  lakhs, 
in  the  fee  income  to  Government.  It  is  a-  matter  for  serious 


MR.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  Uliruveita) :  Sir,  a  word 
of  personal  explanation.  It  must  be  less  than  Bs.  2  lakhs. 

MR.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  :  That  is  why  I  said  that  a 
loss  of  about  2  lakhs  in  the  fee  income  will  have  to  be  suffered  by  Gov¬ 
ernment.  In  the  year  1110,  the  same  experiment  was  tried,  and,  as  a 
result  of  that,  the  Government  had  to  pay  a  good  amount  by  way  of 
compensation  for  the  loss  incurred  by  private  managements.  If  school 
fees  are  reduced,  compensation  will  have  to  be  paid  again.  It  may  be 
paid  openly  as  compensation  and,  even  if  Government  do  not  go  so  far, 
it  will  have  to  be  paid  indirectly  as  payment  towards  grant. 

PRESIDENT  :  Or,  in  the  alternative,  the  teachers  will  have  to 
Btarve. 

Mr.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI :  Yes,  Sir.  Therefore,  the 
financial  implication  is  someahing  more  than  Bs.  2  lakhs  Suppose,  no 
compensation  is  paid  or  that  the  maintenance  grant  is  calculated  ex¬ 
cluding  this  loss,  the  result  will  be  certainly  painful  to  the  teachers. 
As  was  pointed  out  by  the  Director  yesterday,  the  average  number  of 
pupils  studying  in  a  Vernacular  Middle  School  will  be  20  or  say  25 
according  to  the  rules.  That  means,  from  these  25  pupils,  the  average 
monthly  fee  income  will  be  about  Es.  37J.  A  Vernacular  Middle 
School,  at  the  same  time,  will  have  to  pay  for  4  teachers.  On  an  aver¬ 
age,  each  teacher  can  be  paid  at,  the  rate  of  Bs.  9.  If  compensation  is 
also  not  paid  to  private  management,  then  the  teacher’s  pay  will  go  still 
lower  down.  Therefore,  all  these  considerations  have  to  be  thought  of. 
At  the  same  time,  the  financial  difficulties  of  the  parents  are  so  very 
severe  that  we  have  to  come  before  Government  with  similar  requests. 
In  my  opinion,  the  question  has  to  be  gone  into  more  carefully  by  the 
Department  than  it  would  appear  necessary  at  first  sight.  First  of  all, 
a  certain  amount  of  discrimination  is  necessary  between  schools  them¬ 
selves,  also,  a  certain  discrimination  between  the  guardians.  Let  us 
compare  the  fees  that  is  collected  from  the  different  kinds  of  schools. 
The  fee  to  be  paid  in  a  Vernacular  Middle  School  is  half  a  rupee  per 
|  month  ;  in  a  Vernacular  High  School,  it  is  rupee  1 ;  in  the  Preparatory 
class  Bi.  1J;  in  the  I,  II.  &  III  forms,  Bs.  2  each  and  in  the  High 
School  classes  it  is  Bs.  3£.  Yon  find  a  great  disparity  between  the  fee 
that  is  t0  be  paid  in  a  Vernacular  High  School  and  that  of  an  English 
Middle  School.  Sir,  a  Vernacular  High  School  has  to  be  staffed  with 
L,  T.'s  and  Graduates.  It  has  to  provide  for  a  very  good  library 
and  a  laboratory.  It  has  to  be  fitted  almost  exactly  on  a  level  with  an 
English  High  School.  The  maintenance  expenditure  is  in  no  way  be¬ 
low  that  of  an  English  High  School.  While  the  fee  to  be  paid  in  a 
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Vernacular  High  School  is  only  rupee  3,  the  fee  to  be  paid  in  an  Eng¬ 
lish  Middle  School  is  Bs.  2.  In  other  words,  the  fee  to  be  paid  in  an 
English  Middle  School  is  ju*t  double  the  amount  to  be  paid  in  a  Verna¬ 
cular  High  School.  Thus  there  are  certain  sections  cf  the  schools 
where  the  fees  can  be  reduced  by  ev.  n  more  than  25  per  cent  Now 
looking  at  English  High  Schools)  what  do  we  find  ? 

MR.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEXHARAN  (P ro-V ice- Chancellor .  :  Is  it  not  a 
fact,  that  the  lower  s' rata  of  society,  economically  speaking,  favour 
Vernacular  Schools? 

MR.  KA1NIKKARA  M.  PADViANABHA  PILLAI  :  I  shall  come  -co  that. 
Now,  Sir,  I  personally  am  against  reducing  lees  in  English  High 
Schools.  The  mover  of  the  motion  said  that  the  Colleges  are  left  ont. 
The  same  principle,  I  believe  must  be  applied  to  English  High  Schools 
as  well,  because,  English  High  School  classes  are  clearly  the  pre- 
University  classes.  Fifth  and  Sixth  forms  are  pre-Umv errity  classes. 
If  the  fees  need  not  be  reduced  in  the  Colleges,  for  the  very  same 
reason,  fees  should  not  be  reduced  in  High  School  classes  also.  Having 
ltid  out  these  preliminaries  I  will  proceed  to  regroup  the  classes. 

Mr.  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  :  May  I  know  from  the  member,  is 
it  not  possible  to  extend  (hat  logic  oven  to  the  Preparatory  class? 

MR.  KAINIKKARA  IW.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI:  Nb,  Sir.  If  we  have 
logic,  we  cannot.  If  we  have  no  logic,  then  we  can.  Therefore,  to 
summarise  the  whole  plan,  in  the  Primary  School  we  have  no  fees,  in 
the  Vernacular  Middle  School  we  lave  a  small  fee;  in  the  English 
Middle  School,  an  abnormal  fe  when  compared  to  V.  M  and  V.  H. 
Schools.  I  would  suggest  a  recasting  of  classes.  If  primary  education 
is  to  give  full  benefit,  you  have  to  make  one  more  class,  free  of  fees. 
That  is  to  say,  the  fifth  class  will  have  to  be  transferred  to  the  primary 
section,  so  that,  you  may  te  assured  of  a  permanent  literacy  from  the 
pupils  who  go  out  of  the  primary  classes-  The  fourth  class  standard  is 
loo  low  to  assure  us  a  permanent  literacy.  Therefore  the  first  thing  is 
to  push  down  the  V  class  to  the  primary  section.  The  second  thing  is, 
you  have  to  push  down  the  fourth  form  from  the  High  School  classes  to 
the  English  Middle  School  section.  It  must  be  accompanied  by  anamalga- 
mation  or  the  two  kinds  of  Middle  Schools.  And  then  it  will  be  time 
to  /introduce  a  uniform  system  of  fees.  The  first  step  will  be,  as  I  said, 
to  ex'. end  the  courses  of  education  in  a  primary  school  and  in  an  English 
Middle  School,  to  add  the  fifth  class  to  the  primary  section,  and  the  fourth 
form  to  the  English  Middle  school  section.  It  is  necessary  to  make  pri¬ 
mary  class  education  freely  accessible  to  every  boy  and  girl  in  this 
country,  whether  poor  or  rich.  It  is  equally  necessary  to  make  the 
middle  school  education  accessible  to  the  average  guardian  in  this 
country.  It  is  necessary  to  limit  the  admissions  in  colleges  and  there¬ 
fore  there  is  absolutely  no  necessity  for  making  any  fee  concession  in 
High  School  classes. 

Here  one  pertinent  question  was  raised  by  Sriznathi  Narayani 
Amma.  Very  brilliant  students  from  among  the  poor  will  have  to  dis¬ 
continue  education  on  account  of  their  poverty.  After  studying  in  a 
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primary  school  for  5  years,  they  may  find  it  difficult  to  pursue  higher 
studies.  In  such  instances,  my  answer  is  this.  This  can.  be  remedied 
only  by  a  wider  application  of  the  rules  relating  to  scholarships  and  not 
by  fee  concessions  't  here  should  be  more  scholarships.  In  fee.  con¬ 
cession  no  discrimination  is  to  be  [exercised.  If  we  [find  that  a  boy  or 
girl  is  brilliant  and  that  boy  or  girl  deserves  to  go  to  college,  it  is  the 
duty,  certainly,  of  the  State,  not  only  in  the  interest  of  the  boy  or  girl 
but  in  its  own  interest,  to  help  that  boy  or  girl  by  giving  adequate 
facilities  for  studies. 

PRESIDENT  :  It  will  be  in  the  interests  of  the  various  communities 

also. 

Mr.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI:  We  hop*  that  this  question 
will  disappear  very  soon  at  least  in  educational  matter.  Suppose  we 
give  indiscriminate  concession  to  all  persons.  The  result  will  be  as 
Mr-  Kunjitommen  observed,  the  deserving  may  not  get  it,  while  those 
who  do  not  deserve  may  get  it. 

Therefore,  my  suggestion  is  let  the  department  go  into,  the  ques¬ 
tion  carefully.  Let  them  reorganise  the  whole  fee  system,  so  that,  the 
benefit  of  the  reduction  may  go  to  those  sections  of  the  schools  and 
guardians  that  really  deserve  it.  I  should  not  be  understood  to  be 
opposing  the  reduction  of  school  fees.  While  making  a  reduction.in 
school  fees,  the  department  must  take  particular  care  that  the  reduc¬ 
tion  becomes  useful  to  those  persons  who  are  in  immediate  need  of  it. 
Those  persons  certainly  are  the  poor. 

I  may  point  out  that  this  was  just  the  recommendation  made  by 
the  Educational  Beforms  Committee  also.  They  recommended  that 
there  must  be  5  classes  in  a  primary  school  section  and  the  English 
Middle  school  must  end  in  form  IV  and  a  public  examination  must  be 
held  at  the  end  of  the  IV  form.  The  students  might  be  tested  about 
their  special  aptitudes.  Such  of  the  students  that  are  fit  for  college 
tuition  may  be  diverted  to  that  branch  and  those  who  exhibit  special 
aptitudes  may  be  diverted  to  those  branches.  Thus  they  may  be  ena¬ 
bled  to  specialise  for  different  kinds  of  professions.  If  a  boy  or  girl 
wants  to  enter  into  an  independent  profession,  an  independent  walk  of 
life  suited  to  his  or  her  taste,  then  it  is  the  duty  of  the  State  to  give 
that  at  reasonable  cost.  Primary  education  must  be  imparted  free,  be¬ 
cause  it  must  reach  even  those  persons  who  cannot  pay  anything. 
Therefore,  primary  education  must  be  absolutely  free.  Then  there 
are  parents  who  want  to  educate  their  children  in  the  middle  schools 
and  thereby  make  them  fit  for  entering  into  independent  walks  of  life. 
Such  children  do  not  want  college  education.  Therefore,  the  middle 
school  education  must  be  such  as  an  average  citizen  can  give  to  his  boy 
or  girl.  Therefore  the  reduction  of  fees  must  be  confined  mostly  tothe 
middle  school  section  and  it  must  be  limited  to  those  persons  who  axe 
not  capable  of  paying  it. 
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Now  about  compulsory  primary  education,  what  I  have  to  say  is 
this.  We  are  demanding  Responsible  Government  in  all  sincerity, 
yesterday,  the  whole  debate  centred  round  the  subject  of  corruption. 
We  really  feel  that  we  must  come  into  closer  contact  with  the  Govern¬ 
mental  machinery  that  it  is  necessary  that  our  relation  with  the  ad¬ 
ministration  of  Government  should  be  more  intimate.  But  we  have  to 
reaau gnise  .  that  Responsible  Government  is  dependent  upon  adult 
franchise  and  there  can  be  no  adult  franchise  without  compulsory  pri¬ 
mary  education.  So,  when  we  are  trying  for  reform,  let  us  start  with 
compulsory  primary  education.  That  means  a  lot  of  money.  These 
aspectshave  to  be  considered  carefully.  Under  these  circumstances, 
my  requests s,  that  this  motion  may  be  accepted  by  Government  in  such 
a  way  that  the  loss  incurred  by  Government  may  go  to  benefit  the  de¬ 
serving  poor  as  well  as  to  that  section  of  schools  that  actually  deserve  it. 

MR.;Mi-SIVATHANU  PILLAI  {Tovala  cum  A gastuwaram)  :  Then,  am. 
I  to  take  -it,  that  the  member  is  not  satisfied  with  the  present  policy  of 
Government  in  granting  half  fee  concession  arid  also  providing  for 
scholarships  in  the  English  Middle  Schools  ? 

Mr:  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILL  A!  :  No.  In  fact  scholarships 
are  not'  given  at  all  now  in  schools.  Only  fee  concessions  are;  being 
allowed.  My .  position  is  that  more  scholarships  should  be  instituted.. 
In.deciding  fee  concession  the  poverty  of  the  student  is- the  main  con¬ 
sideration.  But  in  granting  scholarships  the  ability  of  the  student  is 
the  main  fact. 

MR.  A.  GOPALA  MENON  :  Sir,  as  has  been  remarked  by  various 
members  in  this  House,  firstly  the  economic  depression  which  was  pre¬ 
valent  in.  .the.  State  was  not  materially  different  from,  the  depression  in 
other  parts  ..of  India  and  has  not  affected  Tr.ivancore  more  than  other 
parts  of  India.  Secondly  there  is  no  possibility  of  any  case  for  the  re¬ 
duction  of  school  fees  until  the  economic  depression  is  over.  On  the-- 
other  hand,  I  am  constrained  to  agree  with  Mr.  Kunjithommen  when  he 
pointed  out  that  this  proposition  is  introduced  with  a  view  to  relieve- 
the  average  middle  class  parent  or  guardian  rather  than  with  a  view  to 

secure  better  and  .greater  opportunities  fOT  really  indigent  people.  A 

discrimination  therefore  has,  to  be  made  between.the  two  classes  of  re¬ 
lief  .which  this  proposition  envisages.  Mr.  Kainikkara  Padmanabha 
Pillai,  although  he  came  very  near  to  solving  the  problem  -  I  do  not 
know  for.  .what  reason  he  changed  his  opinion  finally  and  pleaded  that 
Government,  should  accept  this  proposition.  There  was  quite  a  good  i 
show  during ihe  major  portion  of  his  argument  prior  to  the  final,  con- 
cluiion.that  he  was  opposed  to  the  proposition.  I  thought  he  was  agree¬ 
ing  lo  the  position  that  concession  should  be  given  to  the  really  deserving 
people  and  not  to  others.  When  he  went  further  he  said  that  Govern¬ 
ment  should  accept  this  proposition  for  the  reduction  of  school  fees. 

Mr.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI :  I  said  it  as  conditional. 
What  I  said  was  that  it  must  he  accepted  so  as  to  utilise  the  money  for 
this  purpose. 
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Mr.  A.  GO  PA  LA  MENON:  I  stand  corrected. 

PRESIDENT  :  So,  the  motion  is  theoretically  accepted  and  practi¬ 
cally  rejected  by  the  member. 

MR.  A.  GOPALA  MENON  :  Either  in  accepling  or  rejecting  this  pro. 
position  Mr.  Padmanabha  Pillai  brought  in  a  number  of  issues  of  vital 
importance;  the  question  of  re-organisation  of  the  schools,  the  question 
of  compulsory  primary  education  and  so  forth.  They  cannot  be  solved 
in  an  year  or  two,  nor  can  they  support  tl  e  ;  resent  demand.  The 
question  of  relieving  the  average  middle  class  guardian  from  the 
burden  of  fees  in  English  Schools  is  inseparably  connected  with 
the  reorganisation  of  the  education  system,  so  much  so  that,  before 
that  is  done  nothing  can  be  immediately  achieved.  Government 
are  contemplating  the  reorganisation  of  the  education  system 
which  will  start  with  the  high  schools  and  the  time  is  not  far 
distant  when  the  whole  scheme  will  be  adumbrated  by  the  University 
and  submitted  to  Government  for  approval.  In  that  connection  the 
recommendation  of  the  Statham  Committee  Eeport  will  be  taken  into 
account  and  such  suggestions  as  are  indicated  by  Mr.  Padmanabha  Pillai 
may  become  possible.  Although  I  should  not  state  it  as  the  Director  of 
Public  Instruction,  I  know  honourable  members  and  some  guardians 
are  fully  aware  of  it  that  there  is  a  method  open,  a  way  clear  for  all 
guardians  who  wish  to  avoid  the  burden  of  fees  in  English  Schools.  As 
soon  as  a  boy  passes  the  7th  Class  of  a  Malayalam  or  a  Tamil  School  he 
can  walk  into  the  2nd  Porm  of  an  English  Middle  School.  Therefore 
by  paying  14  chs.  for  3  years  he  can  avoid  the  heavy  burden  of  paying 
Ks.  18  in  the  Preparatory  Class  and  Es.  24  in  the  first  Form.  After  all 
he  is  losing  only  one  year.  The  Text  Books  now  used  in  the  Malayalam 
and  Tamil  Schools  are  identical.  I  do  not  see  where  the  difficulty  lies 
for  the  children.  I  should  not  have  spoken  of  this  method.  Some  people 
are  already  aware  of  it,  how  to  get  over  the  burden  of  school  fees  in  the 
two  lower  classes.  The  fundamental  difficulty  therefore  in  regard  to  the 
reduction  of  school  fees  is  how  to  distribute  the  relief  in  such  manner 
as  to  benefit  the  really  deserving  and  to  discover  such  people.  I  have 
referred  to  the  ready  made  method  which  can  he  resorted  to  by  all  alike. 

In  the  case  of  Malayalam  Schools,  Government  have,  in  recent 
years,  been  keeping  the  fees  at  a  reduced  rate  of  14  chs.  per  month  and 
that  rate  has  been  continued  for  the  last  3  years  ;  and  probably  it  may 
be  continued  during  the  course  of  the  depression.  With  that  concession 
it  is  possible  for  parents  who  send  their  children  to  the  English  Middle 
schools  to  get  over  the  difficulty  of  heavy  fees  there.  The  point  has  been 
admitted  that  in  view  of  the  general  reconstruction  scheme  which  we 
contemplate  it  will  not  be  possible  for  us  to  linker  with  the  existing 
sources  of  income  in  the  High  School  classes. 

There  are  certain  disabilties  which  the  poor  parents  suffer 
apart  from  the  fee  concessions  and  scholarships  now  granted. 

I  know,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  specific  cases  which  are  taken 
before  Government  for  consideration,  in  which  concessions  are 
granted  independently  of  those  rules,  where  the  guardians  are 
poor.  But  to  give  them  wholesale*  as  has  been  pointed  out  by  some  of 
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ths  members  of  the  House,  the  loss  that  has  to  be  sustained  by  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  will  be  somewhere  about  Es.  3  lakhs.  If  this  25%  reduction 
is  made  it  will  immediately  mean  the  loss  of  Es.  I  lakh  by  way  of  fees 
from  the  Departmental  English  High  Schools.  The  strength  of  the 
Departmental  English  schools  is, however,  only  one-third  of  the  strength 
of  the  non-departmental  English  schools.  Mr.  Padmanabha  Pillai,  as 
the  manager  of  a  very  wide  educational  organisation,  can  see  how  far  it 
will  affect  him  more  than  the  Departmental  schools.  I  am  sure  Govern¬ 
ment  cannot  afford  to  pay  any  compensation  to  the  private  schools  for 
this  reduction  of  school  fees.  They  are,  even  now,  under-cutting  the 
fees  in  the  Government  schools  and  there  is  no  meaning  in  allowing 
them  to  go  further  down  so  as  to  throw  a  heavier  burden  on  Govern¬ 
ment.  While  Government  lose  the  income  from  fees,  they  also  lose  in¬ 
directly  by  paying  compensation  to  the  managers,  and  thus  the  loss  sus¬ 
tained  by  Government  is  twofold.  Government  cannot  afford  to  meet 
all  those  expenses.  However  the  point  now  under  consideration  is  mainly 
with  regard  to  Departmental  schools.  But  in  so  far  as  fees  in  Depart¬ 
mental  schools  are  to  be  lowered,  private  schools  will  also  have  to  lower 
their  fees.  Even  now  many  concessions  are  given  in  private  schools 
with  the  special  approval  of  the  Department,  In  extending  such  cases, 
the  point  to  be  considered  is  whether  we  want  to  increase  merely  the 
number  of  pupils  attending  the  schools  or  whether  we  want  education  to 
advance.  Is  it  possible  by  merely  increasing  the  number  of  pupils  to 
make  them  more  learned  and  wiser  ?  The  fundamental  principle  laid 
down  in  the  G.  0.  on  the  question  of  fee  concession  should  be  borne  in 
mind,  that  there  is  no  meaning  in  encouraging  pupils  who  are  not  fit  to 
receive  education  of  a  higher  standard.  Therefore  the  average  pupil  need 
not  be  helped  beyond  a  certain  limit. 

The  fee  concessions  now  in  force  are  those  allowed  three  years  ago. 
Taking  the  backward  communities  as  a  special  case,  those  concessions 
will  be  allowed  to  them  until  they  go  to  the  Sixth  Form.  It  is  true  that 
the  recent  rules  on  concessions  say  that  if  a  pupil  fails  more  than  once 
his  concession  shall  be  stopped.  May  I  ask  whether  it  should  be  the 
policy  of  Government  or  can  it  be  the  policy  of  any  Government  to  en¬ 
courage  slackness  in  any  pupil  and  create  the  belief  that  he  will  be  the 
fondling  of  the  State  for  ever  ?  He  must  rise  to  the  occasion.  There  is 
no  distinction  between  the  instruction  given  to  pupils  belonging  to  the 
backward  communities  and  those  belonging  to  advanced  communities. 
What  matters  probably  is  that  the  home  surroundings  of  the  backward 
community  pupils  are  not  as  conducive  to  a  sustained  application  to 
studies  as  the  surroundings  of  members  of  other  communities.  Thu  ques¬ 
tion  of  continuing  concessions  to  pupils  who  have  failed  once,  merely 
because  they  are  members  of  backward  communities,  requires  further 
investigation  and  cannot  be  admitted  as  a  proposition  worthy  of  immedi¬ 
ate  acceptance.  The  fact  of  retaining  these  slackers  along  with  othei-3  in 
the  same  class  has  also  to  be  taken  into  account.  Therefore  in  reply  lo 
the  mover  I  may  submit  that  Government  are  prepared  to  consider  the 
whole  question  in  relation  to  the  re-organisation  of  education  in  the 
State,  and  devise  such  measures  as  will  give  greater  relief  to  those  pupils 
who  really  deserve  relief  in  the  ffij'  ter  of  the  burden  of  school  fees.

Ms.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN :  Sir,  I  rise  to  a  point  of  order.  The 
motion  relates  to  the  University  Budget.  The  University  Budget  is 
not  before  the  Legislature.  I  have  moved  for  a  grant  of  Rs.  8,40,000 
for  the  University.  If  the  member  would  modify  his  motion  and 
propose  reduction  of  the  total  allotment  by  Re.  1  it  will  be  all  right. 
T.  A.  is  under  the  General  Administration. 

PRESIDENT  :  As  it  is,  the  motion  is  not  in  order.  Considering 
the  whole  question  Government  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  more 
important  diploma  courses  may  be  started  by  the  University.  Diploma 
courses  in  medicine  and  surgery  would  involve  at  least  Rs.  25  Jakhs 
in  the  beginning  and  an  establishment  charge  of  over  Rs-  one  or  two 
lakhs  per  annum.  We  cannot  really  afford  it.  If  the  honourable 
member  wants  to  move  bis  motion  I  will  give  him  permission. 

Ml.  VARKAIA  K.  MADHAVAN  .  I  do  not  press  my  motion,

Mr.  P.  V.  MATHAI  CHEMPARATHY  (Minaohii  cum  7 holup  zlv,)-.  Sir, 
I  beg  to  move  to  reduce  the  allotment  of  Rs.  8,40,000  by  Re.  1  to 
point  out  the  necessity  of  holding  University  Examinations  in  the 
month  of  September  also.  My  object  in  moving  this  motion  is  to  bring 
to  the  notice  of  the  Government  the  difficulties  experienced  by  a  good 
number  of  students  who  are  unfortunately  not  able  to  pass  in  the  exa¬ 
mination  during  the  month  of  April.  It  is  necessary  that  an  examina¬ 
tion  should  be  held  3  or  4  months  after  April  for  the  use  of  those 
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[Mr,  P.  V.  Mathai  Cbemparatby.] 
of  inconvenience  is  caused  to  such  students.  It  is  to  bring  this  fact  to 
the  attention  of  the  Government  and  this  House  that  I  bring  forward 
this  notion. 

Mr.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  :  This  year  only  two  examinations 
have  been  held  by  the  University,  the  L.  T.  and  F.  L.  examinations 
and  the  number  of  students  who  failed  is  so  small  that  the  University 
will  not  be  justified  in  holding  a  September  examination  for  their  sake. 
When  the  big  examinations  are  held  next  year  it  may  be  necessary  to 
have  the  September  examination  also.  The  September  examination 
may  be  necessary  for  the  Intermediate  and  B.  A.  Whether  we  should 
have  a  September  examination  for  L.  T.  and  F.  L.  is  a  matter  that  has 
to  be  considered.  To  hold  a  special  examination  for  such  a  limited  num¬ 
ber  of  students  would  mean  heavy  cost  by  way  of  examination  fees  for 
setting  of  papers  and  other  incidental  charges.  But  the  other  question 
will  be  considered  when  the  big  examination  is  held, 

MR.  P.  V.  MATHAI  CHEMAPARATHY  :  I  beg  permission  to  withdraw 
the  motion. 

The  motion  was,  by  leave,  withdrawn.

MR.  S.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  :  ( Quilon  cum  Kotlarakara)  :  Sir,  I  beg 
to  move  to  reduce  the  allotment  of  Bs.  8,40,000  by  Be- 1  to  discuss 
the  need  for  affording  greater  facilities  for  the  study  of  Hindi  in  the 
College  classes 

PRESIDENT :  Has  the  honorable  member  any  idea  of  the  number 
of  Hindi  Books  fit  for  college  studies? 

MR.  S.  NARAYANA  PILLAI :  No,  Sir. 

PRESIDENT :  Are  there  100  books  in  Hindi  language  fit  for 
College  education? 

MR.  S.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  :  I  am  not  sure.  This  is  not  the  first 
time  that  a  demand  for  the  introduction  of  Hindi  in  the  schools  has 
been  made  in  the  Travancore  Legislature.  A  resolution  was  carried 
about  8  years  ago  for  the  introduction  of  Hindi  in  High  Schools  and 
the  Education  Department  has  considered  the  question  favourably  and 
Hindi  baa  been  introduced  in  seven  Departmental  and  nine  Aided 
Schools.  About  120  students  appeared  for  the  last  E.  S.  L.  C. 
Examination  of  whom  more  than  70  have  passed. 

PRESIDENT  ;  Is  the  honorable  member  acquainted  with  Hindi? 

MR.  S.  NARAYANA  PILLAI :  No,  Sir.  The  Hindi  Prachar  Sabha 
has  been  making  great  progress  in  the  study  of  Hindi  in  the  State. 

A  large  number  of  students  have  applied  for  admission  in  the 
Science  College  and  most  of  them  wanted  to  take  Hindi  as  their  second 
language  in  the  Intermediate  class.  That  fact  also  should  not  be 
forgotten. 

PRESIDENT :  I  am  told  there  are  only  about  100  or  120  books 
altogether  in  that  language. 

Mr.  S.  NARAYANA  PILLAI:  Sir,  my  submission  is  that  provision 
for  the  study  of  Hindi  should  be  made  in  the  Colleges  conducted  by 
our  University. 
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MR.  P.  SIVARAMA  PILLAI :  Sir,  I  am  sorry  that  I  cannot  support 
the  motion.  A  lot  of  talk  about  this  question  is  going  on  in  India  espe¬ 
cially  in  the  Madras  Presidency  at  the  present  day.  Sir,  I  am  well 
acquainted  with  North  India  where  I  have  stayed  for  6  years  of  which 
I  spent  2  years  in  Bengal  and  4  years  in  United  Province,  As  a 
matter  of  fact  there  are  about  5  crores  of  people  in  Bengal,  but  most 
of  them  do  not  know  Hindi  and  do  not  want  to  study  the  language. 
Though  there  are  excellent  books  in  Hindi  like  the  Thulasidas  Kama- 
yana  and  a 'very  few  excellent  novels,  there  are  very  few  books  useful 
for  College  students. 

PRESIDENT  :  I  think  most  of  the  books  were  written  during  the 
last  seven  years  under  the  auspices  of  the  Hindi  Pracharak  Sabha. 

MR.  P.  SIVARAMA  PILLAI  :  Sir,  I  do  not  want  to  enter  into  the 
question  whether  Hindi  should  or  should  not  be  the  lingua  franca  of 
India.  But  considering  the  practical  difficulties  that  stand  in  our  way 
and  considering  the  practical  utility  of  making  Hindi  a  language  of 
study,  either  compulsory  or  optional  in  our  Colleges,  I  am  not  sure 
whether  it  is  worthwhile  trying.  Though  the  idea  is  popular,  from  a 
practical  utilitarian  point  of  view,  I  think  it  is  not  feasible  at  present  to 
institute  a  Hindi  course  in  our  Colleges. 

MR.  J.  E.  A.  PEREIRA  ( Commerce  and  Industry,  South)  :  Sir,  I  like 
to  support  this  motion  for  the  introduction  of  Hindi  for  the  Collegiate 
classes.  Much  of  our  ancient  culture  in  diverse  direction  have  been 
lost  to  us  because  India  has  become  a  disunited  country  and  this  dis¬ 
union  was  brought  about.  by  want  of  unifying  force. 

PRESIDENT  :  Does  the  honourable  member  understand  Hindi  ? 

MR.  J.  E.  A.  PEREIRA  :  No,  Sir.  But  it  is  my  ambition  to  study  as 
early  as  possible.  One  can  study  til!  one  goes  to  grave.  This  want  of 
unifying  force  is  further  demonstrated  when  we  go  to  Bengal  or  Bom¬ 
bay  sides.  We  cannot  make  ourselves  understood  when  we  go  to  the 
bazaars.  So  much  so,  we  are  looked  upon  as  strangers  in  our  own 
country.  Considering  all  these,  I  would  like  to  see  the  Government 
introduce  Hindi  in  the  Schools  and  Colleges. 

MR.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI :  Sir,  I  do  support  the 
motion  on  this  ground.  Now  there  are  a.  larger  number  of  pupils  who 
have  passed  the  School  Final  with  Hindi  as  their  second  language. 

PRESIDENT  :  Do  they  not  know  Malayalam. 

MR.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI :  They  begin  Malayalam 
in  their  College  classes.  I  am  at  a  loss  to  understand  why  Hindi  could 
not  be  taught  in  College.  Hindi  is  being  taught  in  almost  all  the  Colleges 
of  North  India. 

PRESIDENT  :  There  is  a  Professor  for  Tibetan,  Pali,  and  Burmese 
respectively  in  the  Calcutta  University.  But  there  are  no  students  to 
study  them. 

Mr.  KAINIKKARA  M,  PADMANABHA  PILLAI :  But  I  assure  you,  Sir, 
that  there  will  be  no  lack  of  students  in  the  case  of  Hindi*

Mr.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  :  Sir,  l  am  afraid  that  there  is  a 
great  deal  of  sentimentality  about  this  question  of  Hindi.  I  wish  that 
we  in  South  India  would  clear  our  minds  in  regard  to  the  question  as 
to  what  should  he  the  pcsition  of  Hindi  here.  I  can  understand  the 
position  that  South  Indians  should  have  a  working  knowledge  of  Hindi 
to  follow  discussions  in  Hindi  and  to  be  able  to  carry  on  conversation 
with  North  Indians.  But  for  acquiring  a  working  knowledge  of  Hindi 
I  do  not  see  why  our  University  should  provide  a  scholarly  course 
in  Hindi. 

Mr.  P.  KUNJUKRISHNAN:  May  I  know  whether  there  is  Hindi 
course  conducted  in  the  Colleges  at  Madras  ? 

Mr.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  :  No,  not  to  my  knowledge.  Sir,  there 
is  a  good  deal  of  artificial  agitation  about  Hindi  in  South  India.  The 
Hindi  Prachara  Sabha,  though  a  useful  organisation,  is  in  ^danger  of 
becoming  a  nuisance  to  the  public  and  the  authorities.  They  go  about 
with  petition  forms  and  after  getting  the  names  of  the  pupils  entered 
in  the  forms,  thsy  ask  such  pupils  to  present  these  petitions  to  their 
respective  Principals.  In  the  Science  College  the  Principal  gathered 
together  all  these  petitioners  and  had  a  talk  with  them.  Out  of  a 
large  number,  only  11  desired  to  take  Hindi. 

The  University  Office  is  now  flooded  with  petitions  for  courses  in 
Arabic,  Syriac  and  Hindi.  Here  in  this  connection  I  am  reminded  of 
the  story  of  a  teacher  who  asked  his  pupil  ‘  why  our  language  is  called 
the  mother-tongue”?  The  pupil  replied  “our  language  is  .'called  the 
mother-tongue  because  the  fathers  do  not  know  how  to  use  it”.  It  looks 
as  if  the  fathers  here  may  soon  forget  their  own  mother-tongue  in  this 
Tower  of  Babel.  I  understand,  Sir,  that  Hindi  has  a  very  poor  litera¬ 
ture,  and  men  with  adequate  qualifications  for  teaching  Hindi  of  Uni¬ 
versity  standard  are  also  scarce. 

PRESIDENT  :  Of  the  100  books  available,  only  25  are  fit  for 
College  studies. 

Mr.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  :  Sir,  Hindi  can  only  be  an  ancillary 
or  subordinate  subject  of  study  something  which  would  be  of  help  to  us 
when  we  travel.  But  to  think  of  providing  for  it  in  the  programme 
of  a  South  Indian  University,  cannot  be  taken  seriously.  There  is  another 
source  of  trouble.  A  number  of  young  men  who  have  passed  the 
Yisharad  Examination  are  going  about  here  in  search  of  work.  They 
carry  on  propaganda  for  Hindi.  Altogether,  I  think,  there  is  a  great 
deal  of  sentimentality  on  the  one  hand  and  a  certain  am  ount  of  econo¬ 
mic  calculation  on  the  other.  If  there  is  a  sufficient  number  of 
enthusiasts  for  Hindi,  they  must  conre  together,  pool  their  resources 
and  give  an  endowment  to  the  University  to  start  -a  Chair-  for 
that  purpose.  If  adequate  endowments  or  donations  are  forthcoming 
the  University,  can  start  the  study  of  any  language— Tibetan,  Arabic 
Pali  or  Syriac.  We  have  no  objection  to  that.  There  is  one  difficulty, 
Sir,  which  Mr.  Padmanabha  Pil'ai  has  pointed  out.  In  eight  schools 
we  have  introduced  Hindi  as  an  experimental  measure  and  those 
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students  who  passed  thei  r  School  Final  Examination  with  Hindi  as  their 
second  language,  number  about  50  or  60.  It  is  not  correct  to  say  that 
they  do  not  know  Malayalam.  The  students  who  wish  to  take  up  Hindi 
may  reasonably  be  compelled  to  study  their  mother-tongue.  The 
mother-tongue  is  going  to  be  more  and  more  important.  In  the  last 
University  Conference  held  at  Bombay  it  was  agreed  that  the  mother- 
tongue  should  be  gradually  made  the  medium  of  instruction.  When 
we  have  such  rich  and  valuable  languages  as  Tamil  and  Malayalam, 
why  should  the  University  provide  a  Chair  for  Hindi.  In  view  of  these 
considerations,  I  would  request  the  honourable  mover  to  withdraw 
the  motion. 

Mr.  KOTTAUL  P.  ABRAHAM:  Sir,  may  I  know  whether  the  figure 
given  in  the  cut  motion  is  correct  ?  On  page  112  of  the  budget  it 
is  stated - 

PRESIDENT  :  Order,  order.  We  are  still  on  the  subject  of  Hindi. 

MR.  KOTTAUL  P.  ABRAHAM  :  Sir,  the  motion  is  to  cut  down  Be.  1 
from  the  total  grant. 

PRESIDENT  :  That  question  can  be  taken  up  afterwards. 

I  think  it  is  necessary  that  this  matter  should  be  put  beyond 
any  further  possibility  of  confused  controversy.  I  am  speaking  on 
this  matter  not  only  as  the  Vice-Chancellor  of  the  Travancore  Uni¬ 
versity  but  also  as  one  of  the  first  few  persons  who  in  the  Madras  Pre¬ 
sidency  helped  this  Hindi  propaganda.  It  was  about  25  or  30  years 
ago  and  it  was  nob  very  popular  at  that  time.  A  small  school  was  open¬ 
ed,  and  I  was  connected  with  the  management.  From  that  day  to 
this,  I  have  been  personally  interested  in  this  matter.  Therefore  I  can 
speak  with  some  kind  of  acquaintance  with  this  topic.  From  that  day 
to  this,  I  have  been  a  regular  subscriber  to  many  publications  in  Hindi. 
So  it  is  not  with  any  prejudice  that  I  am  speaking.  As  the  Pro- Vice-  ' 
Chancellor  put  it,  the  language  is  extremely  valuable  for  ordinary  lin¬ 
guistic  purposes,  for  business,  travel  and  conversation  in  North  India. 
If  the  leaders  of  our  organised  parties  have  to  go  for  some  conference 
in  Lahore  or  Lucknow  and  have  to  put  forward  the  Travancore  point 
of  view,  the  likelihood  is  that,  if  they  talk  in  English,  very  few  would 
understand  them,  because  the  facility  to  talk  and  understand  English 
is  not  as  widespread  in  Northern  India  as  it  is  in  the  South-  But  if 
they  talk  in  Hindi,  they  will  be  fairly  well  understood.  A  large  num- 
ber -of  people  in  North  India  although  they  speak  other  languages," 
understand  Hindi  because  the  basic  principle  of  Hindi  is  Sanskrit,  as  it 
is' of  Bengali,  Punjabi,  Gujerati  and  many  otherlanguages.  It  is  for  the 
same  reason  that  I  am  able  up  to  a  point  to  understand  Hindi ;  because, 

I  know  Sanskrit.  Therefore-'from  the  point  of  view  of  making  oursel¬ 
ves  intelligible  in  North  India,  and  as  a  lingua  franca  in  the  sense  that 
it  is  a  ready  medium  of  ordinary  conversation  among  the  people  all 
over  India,  it  is,certainly  worthy  of  encouragement,  as  a  third  language 
in  addition  to  English  and  Malayalam..  The  order  of  importance,  I 
should  say  emphatically  and  unequivocally,  should  be  first  Malayalam 
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or  Tamil  second  English  and  third  Hindi,  the  reason  being  that  Mala- 
valam  and  Tamil  possess  a  very  great,  a  very  ancient  and  a  veiy  memo- 
Lbleliterature.  Malayalam  is  allied  to  Sanskrit  and  can  draw  from 
Sanskrit  as  a  kind  of  tributary  m  addition  to  its  own  literature.  Any 
stop  that  is  taken  to  discourage,  actively  or  passively,  directly  or  indire¬ 
ctly,  the  speedv  progress  and  encouragement  of  Malayalam,  Sanskrit 
and  Tamil  is  a  step  which,  I  trust,  the.  Travaneore  University  and  the 
Travancore  Government,  and  the  Travaneore  public,  would  not  encour- 
, Je  (Heir  hear)  That  is  the  first  essential  to  be  considered.  It  is 
equally  essential  that,  for  the  purpose  of  the  progress  of  this  country, 
scientific  education,  literary  education,  and  all  education  excepting  m 
the  highly  technicalised  subjects,  should  be  imparted,  if  possible,  in 
Malayalam  or  Tamil  in  course  of  time  I  am  therefore  looking  forward 
to  the  time  when  the  publication  department  of  the  Travancore  Uni¬ 
versity  would  bring  out  text  books,  suitable  text  books,  on  almost  every 
important  subject  under  the  Sun,  text  books  written  m  Malayalam  and 
Tamil  so  that,  excepting  in  the  teaching  of  English  as  a  language,  the 
medium  of  instruction  in  the  University  of  Travancore  will  be  Malaya¬ 
lam  and  Tamil.  Peeling  like  that,  one  would  seriously  question  the 
nece=sitv  for  introducing  Hindi  in  the  College  Classes.  It  is  likely  to 
improve"  our  education,  or  is  it  not?  That  is  the  main  test  by  which 
this  question  has  to  be  judged. 

It  is  not  possible  without  great  exaggeration  to  compare  Hindi  lan  - 
guage  and  literature  with  Sanskrit  or  Tamil  or  Malayalam  In  Sans¬ 
krit  we  have  hundreds  of  books  fit  to  be  prescribed  for  University 
studies'  and  in  fact,  many  more  books  are  still  being  unearthed.  Put 
what  i’s  the  case  of  Hind;?  It  will  be  admitted  even  by  the  best  stu¬ 
dents  of  Hindi  that  apart  from  a  very  few  classics,  they  have  less  than 
200  books  worthy  of  being  prescribed  for  higher  studies  and  most  of 
them  are  modern.  The  position  is  entirely  different  m  the  case  of 
Tamil  or  Malavalam.  Tamil  has  a  literature  over  8000  years  old- 
Therefore  the  question  is,  are  we  going,  for  the  sake  of  spreading  the 
knowledge  of  these  hundred  odd  books,  to  start  a  University  course  m 
Hindi?  The  position  would  be  entirely  different  in  the  case  of  primary 
schools  or  even  secondary  schools.  After  a  boy  has  learned  English  or 
Malayalam,  he  might  learn  Hindi  instead  of  English  history  or  some 
other  similar  study  in  the  lower  classes.  I  therefore  trust  that,  in  their 
enthusiasm,  honourable  members  would  nob  lose  their  sense  of  propor¬ 
tion  with  regard  to  their  ideals  and  outlook  in  what  may  be  called  the 
programme  of  higher  University  education.  The  motion  deals  with 
only  University  education.  As  I  said,  if  it  had  been  a  question  of  pri¬ 
mary  education  or  even  secondary  education,  the  position  would  have 

been  somewhat  different.  It  is  not  that.  I  take  it  that  honourable 
members,  would  bear  that  in  mind  in  voting  on  this  motion. 

The  motion  was,  by  leave  withdrawn.

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Mb.  P.  Naeayana  Pielai: 

240.  To  reduoe  the  total  allotment  o£  Rs.  8,40,000:«nder  Demand  V  by  He.  1 

Motion  No.  241 

MR.  C.JEBAWONY  NADAR  (Ratkulam  cum  Vilavanlod):  Sir,  I  beg 
to  move  the  cat  motion  No.  241  which  stands  in  my  name. 

“To  reduce  the  total  allotment  of  Rs.  8i40,000  under  De.mrnd  V 
by  Re.  1.”  As  stated  the  object  of  this  cut  is  to  point  out  the  need  for 
working  the  rules  of  admission  to  the  various  colleges  in  such  a  way 
that  candidates  from  all  communities  may  be  afforded  opportunities  of 
Collegiate  education.  Sir,  the  cause  of  action  for  moving  the  motion 
arises  from  the  recent  admissions  to  the  Engineering  College.  It  ap¬ 
pears  that  there  was  an  examination  to  test  the  capacity  of  the  students 
who  wished  to  study  in  that  particular  C  illege .  The  result  of  this  was 
that  the  communities  which  are  at  present  not  adequately  represented 
in  the  public  services  were  afforded  only  sernt  opportunities.  On  the 
other  hand,  the  communities  which  are  already  overrepresented  in  the 
Engineering  Department  have  been  afforded  a  overwhelming  chance 
for  the  continuance  of  this  over  representation.  In  a  matter  like  this 
I  do  not  see  much  force  in  the  so  called  “  efficiency  test”.  It  is  after 
all  only  admission  to  a  College.  We  cannot  be  sure  that  all  the  stu¬ 
dents  who  are  admitted  would  coma  out  successful  in  the  final  examina¬ 
tion.  Even  supposing  that  they  do  so,  one  cannot  be  sure  that  they 
would  be  successful  in  their  profession.  There  may  be  some  reason  in 
applying  this  efficiency  tests  to  appointments  for  particular  posts.  On 
the  other  hand,  if  you  apply  this  test  to  a  College  study  course  I  think 
it  may  even  tend  to  shut  out  the  best  intelects.  Again,  so  far  as  the 
viva-voce  examination  is  concerned  many  practical  difficulties  arise.  A 
student  may  be  well  educated  and  really  clever.  But  he  may  be  coming 
from  a  far  off  village.  He  sees  these  examiners  for  the  first  time.  No 
sooner  he  meets  them  than  they  put  the  questions.  The  student  is 
taken  aback.  Till  then  he  might  not  have  had  any  idea  as  to  the  nat¬ 
ure  of  the  questions  that  might  be  put.  Thus  due  to  some  cause  or 
other  which  may  have  little  to  do  with  his  real  merit  he  is  told  that  he 
is  not  fit  to  be  selected.  E'urther  I  am  told  that  students  who  have  pas¬ 
sed  the  Intermediate  and  the  B.  A.  have  applied  and  that  those  stu¬ 
dents  who  took  years  to  pass  the  Intermediate  examination  have  been 
admitted  whereas  candidates  who  have  passed  with  first  class  in  B.  A. 
have  been  rejected.  Sir,  thus  there  is  a  conflict  between  these  exami¬ 
ners  tests  and  the  University  degrees  already  granted.  When  the 
University  has  given  them  a  decree  to  the  effect  that  they  are  sufficient¬ 
ly  qualified  these  examinations  say  otherwise.  In  my  view  the  Madras 
University  has  to  be  prefered  to  these  examiners,  and  that  this 
Yiva-voce  examination,  is  not  at  all  a  safe  and  sure  test.  What  I  there¬ 
fore  suggest  is  that  the  rules  have  to  be  worked  out  in  such  a  way  that 
all  communities  may  be  given  a  chance  and  thereby  pick  up  knowledge. 
The  principle  of  communal  representation  may  be  applied  to  this  case 
also.  Of  course  there  might  be  no  candidate  coming  forward  from  some 
community.  In  that  case  there  could  be  no  objection  in  admitting 
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candidates  from  other  communities.  The  number  selected  from  the 
over-represented  communities  is  large  enough  that  some  of  them  at  least 
would  necessarily  come  out  successf  ul  and  I  regret  that  this  year’s  selec¬ 
tion  has  manifestly  placed  the  backward  communities  in  a  most  disad¬ 
vantageous  position. 

That  means  the  Engineering  Department  would  be  closed  to  those 
under-represented  communities.  Hence  it  is  that  I  move  this. 

NIr.  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAf ;  May  I  know  whether  he  is  aware 
that  sons  of  the  biggest  officers  of  the  State  were  refused  admission  by 
the  Board  or  by  the  Engineering  College. 

MR.  C.  JEBAMONY  NADAR  :  I  am  not  aware  of  the  son  of  the  big¬ 
gest  officer  being  refused  admission. 

MR.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN:  Sir,  in  the  course  of  the 
general  discussion  of  the  Budget  Mr.  Jebamony  Nadar  raised  this  point 
and  with  a  sublime  indifference  to  fact  said  that  no  representative  of 
any  backward  community  was  admitted  to  the  Engineeing  College.’ 

MR.  G.  JABAMONY  NADAR  :  I  did  not  say  that. 

MR.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  :  I  immediately  got  up  and  cor¬ 
rected  him  and  stated  that  1  Muhammadan,  1  Ezhava,  1  Sambava  Chris¬ 
tian  and  1  Malayala  Brahmin  were  admitted.  The  fundamental  fact  is 
that  the  number  of  admission  was  very  rigidly  restricted.  There  were 
only  21  seats  assigned  for  the  Degree  Course,  21  seats  for  the  Diploma 
Course  and  40  seats  for  the  Certificate  Course.  For  the  Degree  Course 
there  were  208  applicants.  What  method  does  Mr.  Jebamony  Nadar 
suggest  for  selecting  21  out  of  208  applicants  ?  If,  as  he  says,  all  com¬ 
munities  should  be  represented  it  would  mean  a  dichotomy  of  the  poor 
candidates,  There  are  nearly  40  communities  in  Travaneore  and  only 
21  seats  for  the  Degree  Course  in  the  Engineering  College.  The  Prin¬ 
cipal  was  very  keen  that  there  should  be  a  very  careful  selection.  A 
written  examination  was  held  and  a  viva  conducted.  Mr.  K.  P.  P. 
Menon,  Mr.  Kamesam  and  Mr.  Matthewman  were  members  of  the 
oina board  and  from  the  combined  results  of  the  two  examinations  the 
selections  were  made.  Ninteen  out  of  the  21  candidates  were  selected 
strictly  according  to  merit.  Two  seats  were  reserved  for  backward 
communities  and  one  Mnammadan  and  a  Sambava  Christian  were  given  ' 
admission. 

Similarly,  with  regard  to  the  Diploma  Course,  there  were  written 
examinations  and  viva.  The  members  of  the  viva  board  were  Mr.’ 
Matthewman,  Mr.  K.  P.  P.  Menon,  Mr.  Balakrishna  Bao  .and  the 
Registrar  and  the  final  selection  was  made  on  the  basis  of  the  combined 
results.  There  was  no  need  to  set  apart  any  ‘  seat  for  communal 
representation  as  most  of  the  communities  were  represented  in  the  ' 
selection  made.  " 

Well,  Sir  the  cry  of  communal  representation  is  rampant  during  the  . 
Budget  discussions  in  this  House,  I  respectfully  submit  to  the  honour¬ 
able  members  of  this  House,  that  so  far  as  the  University  is  concerned, 
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this  cry  may  be  suspended  at  least  until  this  young  University  finds  its 
feet.  We  are  a  young  University  and  we  have  yet  to  make  a  name 
and  earn  a  reputation.  We  have  to  win  the  recognition  of  the  whole 
of  India.  If  the  cry  that  appointments  should  be  made  on  the  basis  of 
communal  representation  and  admissions  should  be  based  on  that  basis 
only,  is  raised  what  will  people  outside  think  of  our  infant  University  ? 
Let  us  mike  a  name  ?  Let  us  establish  a  reputation  and  then  the  cry 
for  communal  representation  may  be  started,  if  you  like.  It  will  then 
do  less  harm. 

Mr.  C.  JEBAMONY  NADAR  :  Does  it  not  mean  that  only  deserving 
candidates  will  get  admission  into  the  University?  Only  certain  candi¬ 
dates  will  be  successful  even  if  communal  repressentakion  is  restored  to. 

MR.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  :  Mr.  Nadar  suggests  that  a  brilliant 
or  well-equipped  student  belonging  to  one  of  the  advanced  communities 
should  be  rejected  and  an  inferior  student  from  among  the  bickward 
communities  should  be  admitted  to  courses  to  require  a  high  degree  of 
intelligence  and  equipment. 

Mr.  C.  JEBAMONY  NADAR  :  '  Is  it  not  a  fact  that  students  who  passed 
in  the  First  Glass  in  B.  a-  were  selected  as  against  Intermediate  candi¬ 
dates  ? 

MR.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN;  Quite  so.  .  As  I  stated  we  instituted 
an  impartial  test,  a  written  examination  and  a  viva  examination  and  we 
combined  the  results  of  these  examinations  and  selected  candidates  in 
the  order  of  merit.  In  the  case  of  the  ordinary  colleges  no  such  restric¬ 
tions  are  necessary  but  it  is  different  in  the  case  of  high  grade  pro¬ 
fessional  colleges.

MR,  C  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  :  Sir,  the  University  will  certainly 
not  neglect  candidates  belonging  to  backward  communities  provided 
they  possess  as  good  qualificaions  as  other  candidates. 

Mr.  P.  SIVARAMA  P1LLAI :  Is  this  principle  accepted  'in  any  other 
college  in  India? 

Mr.G.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN:  No,  emphatically  no.  Not  only 
in  any  Indian  University  but  in  no  University  of  the  world  so  far  at  least 
as  professional  colleges  are  concerned. 

The  question  of  appointments  is  not  under  consideration  now. 
But  even  there  the  important  appointments  are  made  by  a  selection 
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committee.  We  have  got  the  standards  and  the  qualifications  for  the 
teaching  posts  laid  down  in  the  Statutes  and  the  appointraentsj  are 
made  in  strict  adherence  to  those  standards  and  the  best  men  are  put 
in.  That  ought  to  be  our  ideal  and  objective. 

So  far  as  the  Engineering  College  is  concerned,  I  am  fully  con¬ 
vinced  that  the  University  has  done  the  best  possible  thing  in  the 
circumstances  to  provide  for  adequate  representation  for  backward  com¬ 
munities.  Since  these  Muhrmadan  and  Sambavar  Christian  candi¬ 
dates  were  fairly  high  in  rank  in  lhe  list,  we  felt  that  these  two  candi¬ 
dates  should  be  admitted.  Sct  if  the  candidates  of  the  backward  com¬ 
munities  approximate  to  the  levJ  of  the  qualifications  required  for 
admission,  I  can  assure  this  honourable  House  that  the  University  will 
treat  them  with  the  greatest  sympathy  and  cosideration. 

Mr.  P.  S1VARAMA  PILLAI :  May  I  know  whether  there  were  appli¬ 
cations  from  outside  Travancore. 

MR.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN:  Yes,  a  few.  But  no  non-Travan- 
corean  has  been  admitted.

MR.  K.  NARAYANAPERUMAL  NADAR  :  Sir,  I  beg  to  make  the  follow¬ 
ing  motion : 

To  reduce  the  total  allotment  of  Rb.  8,40,000  under  Demand  V  by  Re.  5. 

My  object  is  to  discuss  the  industrial  side  of  fisheries. 

The  primary  object  of  the  University  is  to  improve  the  technical 
and  technological  side  of  education.  So  far,  that  object  has  not  been 
realised  to  any  extent  at  all.  What  Travancore  wants  is  not  more  fish; 
but  the  fish  caught  should  be  properly  handled  and  marketed.  If  the 
University  is  going  to  be  really  useful  to  the  people  the  following  items 
may  engage  the  attention  of  its  authorities  : 
picking  of  fish 
desieation  of  fish 
eansiug  of  fish 
salting 
bottling 

manufacture  of  fish  oil 
refinement  of  fish  oil 
manufacture  of  glue 
manufacture  of  iodine 
utilisation  of  fish  meal 
fish  fertilzers 
fish  powders 

preservation  of  shark  fins 

study  of  the  sources  of  aquatic  leather, 

I  would  like  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  House  one  more  point. 
One  of  our  most  important  problems  is  that  of  food.  Our  population 
is  increasing  by  leaps  and  bounds.  I  remember  my  esteemed  Professor 
of  Economics  in  His  Highness  the  Maharaja’s  College,  Professor 
A.  Gopala  Menon  saying  that  when  the  population  increases  by  arith¬ 
metical  progression,  the  supply  of  food  diminishes  by  geometrical  pro¬ 
gression.  Although  that  theory  is  now  being  criticised  by  «ome  ex¬ 
perts,  there  is  a  good  deal  of  truth  in  it.  Sir,  our  problem  of  focd  will 
be  solved  very  easily  if  we  develop  the  industrial  side  of  our  fisheries. 

I  understand  that  our  University  has  a  Marine  Biologist.  I  do  not 
know  how  far  he  is  qualified  for  the  work.  We  want)  an*expert  from  Ja¬ 
pan,  because  Japan  is  the  only  country  which  has  succesfully  developed 
Voi.  XIV.  No.  6. 
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the  industrial  side  cf  fisheries.  I  do  not  think  any  Marine  Bio¬ 
logist  from  Bombay,  Calcutta  or  Madras  will  be  of  any  use.  I  should 
like  to  know  from  the  Fro- Vice-Chancellor,  the  qualifications  of  our 
Marine  Biologist. 

With  these  words  I  place  the  motion  for  the  acceptance  of  the 
House. 

MR.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHAR  AN  :  I  am  very  grateful  to  the  hon’ble 
member  for  having  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  House  the  importance 
of  the  University  research  activities  being  directed  to  the  conservation 
and  development  of  fisheries  in  the  State.  I  can  assure  the  hon’able 
member  that  that  matter  will  receive  adequate  attention  in  the  formu¬ 
lation  of  the  University’s  programme  of  activities. 

The  Professor  of  Marine  Biology  and  Fisheries  has  very  high  quali¬ 
fications,  and  has  won' distinct  recognisation  as  a  research  worker.  His 
contributions  have  been  frequently  published  in  the  well-known  scienti¬ 
fic  journals  of  India  and  England.  He  has  given  us  a  very  elaborate 
programme  of  work.  I  hope  I  shall  not  try  the  patience  of  the  Housa 
if  I  read  out  the  list  of  problems  which  he  has  set  before  himself  as  a 
long-period  programme. 

(1)  To  investigate  methods  of  preservation  and  transport  facili¬ 

ties  through  which  the  present  markets  can  he  explanded; 

(2)  Statistical  recording  of  the  quantity  of  fish  landed  from  day 

to  day  at  the  important  fishing  centres  of  the  State  a 
study  of  which  is  essential  for  any  scheme  of  transport 
explansion. 

(3)  Increasing  the  resources  of  fresh-water  and  lake  fisheries  by 

opening  hatcheries,  saneturies,  stocking  ponds,  etc. 

(4)  Investigating  the  desirability  of  introducing  closed  seasons 

as  a  means  of  increasing  the  fish  supply  of  lakes  and 

(5)  Experimenting  on  the  possibility  of  introducing  better 

types  of  fishes  such  as  Catla  from  other  places. 

(6)  The  study  of  the  behaviour  of  plankton  organisms  and  their 

relation  to  the  habits  of  Shoal  fishes. 

(7)  Investigating  the  various  species  of  fish  found  in  our  seas 

and  determination  of  their  relative  food  value. 

(8)  The  study  of  the  habits  and  life  histories  of  important 

marine  fishes,  their  migratory  habits,  etc. 

(9)  Studying  the  economic  condition  of  the  fishing  community 

and  suggesting  methods  by  which  their  lot  can  be  im¬ 
proved. 

(10)  To  carry  out  a  survey  with  the  object  of  developing  Chank 

fisheries,  and  investigate  the  possibilities  of  Pearl  fish¬ 
ing. 

(11)  To  study  the  utility  of  small  fishes  for  the  control  of 

malaria. 

(12)  Investigations  on  Shark  liver  oil.  Ininglass  and  Shagreen.” 
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Some  of  these  items  have  already  been  taken  up,  for  instance,  the 
investigation  of  the  utility  of  Shark  Liver  Oil,  in  collaboration  with 
the  department  of  Public  Health,  I  understand  that  it  has  yielded 
very  promising  results. 

After  discovering  quantities  of  old  pearl-oyster  shells  in  the  sands 
near  Cape  Comorin,  he  has  taken  up  the  question  of  investigating  pearl 
fisheries.  One  stage  of  investigation  is  over :  and  he  is  waiting  for  the 
next  season  to  begin  diving  operations  again. 

He  has  also  taken  up  the  question  of  biological  control  of  malaria, 
there  again,  with  very  promising  resulis.  By  introducing  certain  type 
of  fish  which  feed  upon  mosquito  larvae  in  pools,  'tanks,  and  wells,  it 
may  be  possible  to  destroy  mosquito  larvae  altogether. 

He  has  also  given  us  two  more  schemes  for  consideration  ;  in  fact 
I  am  waiting  for  the  budget  session  to  be  over  to  taka  up  the  examina¬ 
tion  of  those  schemes.  One  is  the  question  of  transporting  fish  by 
means  of  motor  refrigerator  vans  from  the  coastal  areas  to  the  interior 
The  other  is  an  interesting  scheme  for  the  co-ordination  of  the  Univer¬ 
sity  Department  of  Fisheries  and  the  Oovernment  Department  of 
Fisheries.  And  then,  equally  important  is  the  problem  of  conservation 
and  development  of  Prawn  fisheries  in  the  State.  He  has  found,  by 
investigation,  that  at  present,  on  account  of  indiscriminate  and  waste¬ 
ful  exploitation,  our  prawn  fisheries  are  gradually  declining  in  value 
and  that  certain  restrictive  and  protective  measures  are  necessary  in 
order  that  prawn  fisheries  can  be  conserved  arid  developed.  He  has 
made  certain  very  far-reaching  proposals  in  this  respect ;  those  pro¬ 
posals  will  be  considered  by  an  expert  Committee. 

I  can  assure  the  hon'able  member  that  the  University  authorities 
are  convinced,  from  the  periodical  reports  they  receive  from  the  Pro¬ 
fessor  of  Marine  Biology,  that  he  is  working  on  right  lines.  The  Uni¬ 
versity  has  high  expectations  of  the  resulis  of  the  work  turned  out  by 
this  Professor.  The  points  which  Mr.  Narayanaperumal  Nadar  has 
mentioned  will  also  be  borne  in  mind  and  placed  before  the  Professor 
for  consideration.  - 

MR.  P.  SIVARAMA  PILLAI :  Is  there  provision  in  the  University  for 
a  course  of  study  in  Fisheries  ? 

Mr  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  :  No,  Sir,  there  is  only  a  research 
section  at  present.  Two  students  are  doing  research  work  for  the  M.  So. 
Degree  of  the  Travancore  University;  they  have  taken  up  Travancore 
fisheries  as  their  subject  and  are  working  under  the  guidance  of  the 
Professor  of  Marine  Biology. 

MR.  P.  SIVARAMA  PILLAI :  Are  they  starting  the  course  in  the  near 
future  ? 

MR.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  :  Not  at  present.  Sir. 

Mr.  K.  NARAYANAPERUMAL  NADAR  I  withdraw  the  motion. 

The  motion  was,  by  leave,  withdrawn.

Mr.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHAR  AN  :  Sir,  until  about  20  or  25  years  ago, 
the  Muslims  in  Travancore  were  extremely  backward  in  education.  I 
think  it  was  in  Dewan  Mr.  Raghaviah’s  ;time  that  a  very  elaborate 
enquiry  was  made  into  the  whole  matter  of  the  position  of  the  Muslims 
in  education  and  from  the  report  .that  was  presented  it  was  seen  that 
the  backwardness  of  the  Muslims  in  primary  education  and  in  secondary 
education  was  mainly  due  to  the  fact  that  there  were  no  facilities  for 
the  study  of  Arabic.  Reciting  prayers  from  the  Quoran  is  absolutly 
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essential  for  ike  Muslim  boy  and  girl.  Accordingly  Government 
decided  that  Arabic  should  be  introduced  in  the  primary  schools  and 
the  secondary  schools  wherever  there  was  a  certain  number  of  Muslim 
children  studying  ;  and  Arabic  mnnshies  have  been  appointed  in  very 
large  number's  in  primary  and  secondary  schools.  It  seems  to  me,  Sir, 
that  the  community  should  be  satisfied  with  that.  Why  they  want  an 
Arabic  Chair  in  the  University  when  all  our  instruction  is  going  to  be 
in  our  mother  tongue  is  rather  difficult  of  comprehension.  For  a  Tra- 
vancore  Musi  im,  Sir,  it  is  as  important  that  he  should  be  able  to  read 
and  speak  Malayalam  as  it  is  for  a  Nair  or  an  Ezhava  or  any  other 
Travaucorean.  Does  not  Mr-  Mahomed  [feel  that  a  Travancore  Muslim 
should  have  the  same  equipment  in  the  manipulation  of  the  mother 
tongue  as  other  communities  ?  And  will  not  the  Muslim  students  iu 
the  colleges  suffer  by  backwardness  in  this  respect  ? 

So  far  as  the  colleges  are  concerned,  Sir,  this  has  been  an  annual 
problem.  Every  year  there  have  been  a  few  Muslim  students  who 
have  taken  Arabic  in  the  High  School  classes  and  who  want  Arabic  to 
be  introduced  in  the  colleges  also.  But,  unfortunately  in  no  year  was 
the  number  of  such  students  large  enough  to  justify  the  appointment 
of  an  Arabic  lecturer  in  one  of  the  colleges.  Even  this  year  there  are 
only  about  five  or  six  studends  who  desired  to  take  Arabic.

Ms.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  The  report  that  I  received  from 
the  Principal  of  the  Science  College  about  a  month  ago  is  to  the  effect 
that  the  number  is  only  about  five  or  six.  There  may  be  only  two  or 
three  in  the  Arts  College.  Are  we  to  provide  for  one  lecturer  in  the 
Arts  College  and  for  one  lecturer  in  the  Science  College  for  a  handful 
of  students  ?  The  late  Nawab  Abdul  Hakim  very  generously  offered  au 
endowment  of  Bs-  25,000  to  our  Travancore  University  for  the,  pro¬ 
motion  of  Islamic  studies  But  before  the  promise  could  be  fulfilled, 
the  old  gantleman  died  and  his  heirs  are  extremely  unwilling  to  carry 
out  the  promise.  It  is  also  a  matter  for  regret,  Sir,  that  while  a  large 
number  of  endowments  has  come  to  the  Travancore  University  from 
all  communities,  and  particularly  from  Tamilians,  not  a  single  Muslim 
gentleman  has  made  even  a  small  endowment  to  the  University.  I 
suggest,  Sir,  that  Mr.  Mahomed  should  use  his  undoubted  influence 
among  the  Muslims  of  the  State  and  get  for  the  University  a  small 
endowment  which  will  enable  us  to  start  an  Arabic  Chair  immediately, 
I  am  not  making  that  a  condition  for  encouraging  Arabic  in  the  Univer¬ 
sity.  If  and  when  the  problom  becomes  really  acute,  I  assure  Mr. 
Mahomed  that  the  University  will  consider  and  do  what  is  necessary 
in  the  matter. 

MR.  P.  S.  MAHOMED  :  Sir,  I  wish  to  say  a  word  of  personal  ex- 
planation,

PRESIDENT  I  think  I  may  inform  this  honourable  House  that 
quite  recently  a  deputation  of  Muslim  gentlemen  met  me.  They  were 
from  various  places  and  they  have  promised  to  do  their  utmost  to 
make  good  the  amount  of  the  endowment  which  was  promised  by 
Nawab  Abdul  Hakim  Sahib.  It  was  definitely  mentioned  to  them  that 
if  they  make  a  really  significant  gesture,  Government  will  not  be 
behindhand  in  dealing  with  this  question  of  the  promotion  of  Arabic 
teaching. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  Arabic  is  probably  a  more  difficult 
language  than  even  Sanskrit  to  learn.  I  am  speaking  from  personal 
experience,  having  battled  in  my  early  days  with  Arabic  for  some 
time.  The  study  of  it  would  practically  be  one  of  the  major  tasks  of  a 
student-  The  pronunciation  is  unfamiliar  to  our  pallets  and  throats 
and  there  are  certain  sounds  which  are  probably  unattainable  by  those 
individuals  who  have  not  been  born  in  the  homelands  of  the  Arabic 
race.  Apart  from  that,  its  grammar  is  very  complicated  and  the 
literature  itself  is  recondite.  Now,  it  is  a  matter  for  very  careful  con¬ 
sideration  how  far  the  acquisition  of  an  extremely  difficult  language 
like  that  in  addition  to  other  languages  and  subjects  of  study  would  be 
on  the  lines  indicated  for  the  Travancore  University. 

Nevertheless,  the  Government  of  Travancore  realises  that  for  the 
Muslim  community  the  possession  of  a  working  knowledge  of  Arabic, 
the  ability  to  recite  their  prayers  in  their  sacred  language,  are  matters 
of  paramount  importance.  Having  regard  to  all  these  things,  I  believe 
honourable  members  should  be  content  with  such  encouragement  as 
the  Government  has  been  giving  till  now  for  the  promotion  of  the 
normal  acquisition  of  the  elements  of  Arabic,  being  also  assured  with 
what  I  have  said  that  the  moment  there  is  a  real  demand  for  higher 
studies  in  Arabic  and  the  community  makes  itself  the  exponent  of  that 
desire,  Government  will  not  be  behindhand  in  encouraging  that  desire 
and  those  ambitions. 

MR.  P.  S.  MAHOMED:  I  withdraw  the  motion.

MR.  M.  K.  NILAKANTA  AIYAR  :  Sir,  I  rise  to  move  for  a  grant  not 
exceeding  Bs.  3,31,464  under  Demand  VI — General  Administration 
excluding  Financial  Secretariat,  Accountant-General’s  Office  and 
Legislative  Bodies. 

PRESIDENT  :  I  have  been  examining  the  list  of  cut  motions. 
I  find  that  they  may  be  divided  into  three  or  four  categories. 
The  largest  number  of  motions  relate  to  the  question  of  communal 
representation  amongst  the  various  grades  and  categories  of  public 
servants,  Assistant  Secretaries,  Superintendents,  clerks  and  so  on. 
Practically  it  may  be  said  that  60  per  cent,  of  the  total  number  of  cut 
motions  relates  to  communal  representation.  Instead  of  taking  each 
one  of  these  motions  separately,  I  propose,  with  the  leave  of  the  House, 
that  the  general  question  of  communal  representation  may  be  discussed 
under  any  one  heading  and  the  desire*  and  the  ideas  of  the  House 
may  be  ventilated.  Then  there  are  certain  specific  matters  like 
Mr.  P.  S,  Mahomed’*  motion  No.  25 '2  about  want  of  sympathy  exhi¬ 
bited  on  a  certain  occasion  and  shorthand  mistakes  committed  by  short, 
hand  writers  and  about  the  necessity  for  introducing  the  name  Milad 
sheriff  in  the  place  of  Bharawafat,  which  are  what  may  be  called 
comparatively  less  important  subjects. 

Then  arises  another  important  subject,  the  subject  of  corruption  and 
general  defects  in  the  administration.  I  ihink  it  will  conduce  to  the 
convenience  of  honourable  members  to  have  the  first  discussion  for  a 
certain  time-  There  are  two  hours  available  for  this  Demand.  One 
hour  may  be  devoted  to  communal  representation,  25  to  30  minutes  to 
corruption,  and  another  30  minutes  to  general  defects  in  the  adminis¬ 
tration.  Does  that  meet  with  the  general  desire  of  the  House  ?  Other¬ 
wise,  if  I  go -step  by  step,  what  would  happen  is,  in  all  posibility  the 
discussion  on  the  subject  of  adequate  communal  representation  among 
the  Assistant  Secretaries  will  take  up  the  whole  time  and  there  will  be 
nothing  left  for  any  other  discussion.  It  i»  entirely  for  the  leaders  of 
the  various  parties  and  their  followers  to  make  up  their  minds  on  the 
matter.  I  am  perfectly  prepared  to  follow  the  normal  course,  if  they 

Mr.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMAUABHA  PILLAI :  To  our  party  the  sug¬ 
gestion  of  the  Chair  is  acceptable. 
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PRESIDENT  :  As  foi:  as  possible,  I  shall  call  upon  the  members  in 
the  order  in  which  they  appear  in  the  motion  paper.  Those  who  re¬ 
present  different  points  of  view  shall  also  be  given  scope,  side  by  side, 
with  the  others  to  speak  on  the  motion.

Mr.  P.  V.  MATHAI  CHEIWPARATHI :  Sir,  I  move  the  following  motion :

My  object  is  to  point  out  the  necessity  of  giving  adequate  com¬ 
munal  representation  among  Assistant  Secretaries,  Even  though  the 
Government  have  accepted  the  principle  of  communal  representation,  it 
has  not  been  properly  worked  up.  When  we  analyse  the  appointments, 
we  find  that  it  is  adhered  more  in  the  breach  than  in  the  observance 
of  it.  That  is  the  real  stale  of  affairs  in  respect  of  that  matter 

PRESIDENT  :  Since  there  is  a  lot  of  public  interest  involved  in  the 
discussion  of  this  topic,  I  propose  to  fix  a  time  limit  of  5  minutes  each 
for  every  member  to  make  Iris  speech  so  that  a  fairly  large  number  of 
members  can  participate  in  the  discussion. 

MR.  P,  V.  MATHAI  CHEIWPARATHI :  I  have  stated  already  that  this 
cry  of  communal  representation  is  baaed  on  economical,  social  and  other 
factors  governing  every  community  as  well  as  society.  It  is  just  and 
fair  tha:;  Government  should  grant  the  request  of  the  unrepresented 
communities  in  the  matter  of  appointments  in  the  public  service.  In 
fact,  those  who  enjoy  the  privileges  may  be  unwilling  to  part  with 
them  and  equally  naturally  those  who  do  not  enjoy  such  privileges  will 
be  trying  to  get  them.  So  I  do  not  blame  any  particular  community. 
I  want  to  respect  the  sentiments  of  all  com  muni  des.  My  submission 
is  that  for  those  communities  who  are  placed  in  an  advantageous  situa- 
tion  and  who  are  holding  such  high  position  in  the  service,  it  will  not 
be.  impossible  to  show  a  liberal  mind  towards  communities  who  are  not 
properly  represented  in  the  public  service.  The  less  said  about,  it,  the 
better,  Eor  instance,  I  will  merely  draw  the  attention  of  the  House  to 
the  number  of  interpellations  that  were  asked  on  the  floor  of  this  House 
this  morning.  Questions  Nos.  8i3  to  88  deal  wi.lr  that  question.  We 
cannot  understand  why  there  are  so  few  permanent  hands  from  the  un¬ 
represented  communities  in  the  Public  Service.  I  am  sorry  to  find  that 
no  steps  have  been  taken  by  Government  to  better  the  position  of  un¬ 
represented  communities  in  the  public  service.  In  the  list  of  those  who 
draw  Rs.  100  and  above,  there  is  not  one  individual  who  is  from  the 
Latin  Catholic  community.  During  the  last  3  years,  nobody  has  been 
appointed  from  that  community  though  they  come  to  nearly  4  lakhs  in 
point  of  population.  The  same  is  the  case  with  regard  to  Syrian  Ca¬ 
tholics.  All  these  show  that  though  the  principle  has  been  accepted  by 
Government,  it  has  not  been  properly  put  into  actual  practice.  With 
these  observations  I  move  the  motion  for  the  acceptance  of  the  House.

Mr.  M.  SIVATHANU  PILLAI :  Sir,  why  not  we  know  the  opinion  of 
the  Travancore  National  Congress  Party  ? 

MR.  KAINiKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  :  Sir,  I  have  not  heard  the 
question. 

PRESIDENT:  The  honorable  member  wants  to  know  the  opinion 
of  the  National  Congress  Party  on  this  question.  I  am  going  to  call 
two  members.  The  next  is  Mr.  P.  Kunjukrishnan.  After  that  I  shall 
call  upon  some  member  from  this  side. 

MR.  P,  KUNJUKRISHNAN:  Sir,  it  was  said  here  that  about  75  per 
cent,  questions  answered  related  to  caste-war  statements,  I  have  felt  it 
along  with  many  other  members  of  this  House  that  it  looks  a  little 
awkward  for  honorable  members  of  this  House  to  be  asking  at  every 
stage  for  caste-war  statements  of  appointments  in  the  various  grades  of 
the  public  service.  I  have  also  heard  the  honorable  members  on  the 
Government  side  feeling  somewhat  awkward  over  this  question.  But  I 
may  submit  that  there  is  nothing  to  feel  awkward.  I  am  one  with  the 
Chief  Secretary  to  the  Government  when  he  says  that  it  is  due  to  the 
historical  causes  that  the  communaljrepresentation  problem  has  a  risen. 

PRESIDENT  :  I  now  find  that  it  is  practically  impossible  to  enforce 
what  I  stated  a  few  minutes  ago  because  there  is  one  more  gentleman 
to  speak  on  this  side  and  two  mere  on  the  other.  . I  shall  therefore 
extend  the  time  by  ten  or  fifteen  minutes.  It  means  that  the  time  al¬ 
lotted  should  be  rigorously .

PRESIDENT  :  The  honorable  member  cannot  dictate  to  the  Chair. 
It  means  a  very  rigorous  enforcement  of  the  five-minutes  allotted  to 
each  member. 

MR,  P.  KUNJUKRISHNAN:  With  regard  to  the  Ezhava  community, 
uptill  a  few  years  ago,  they  were  denied  admission  to  the  colleges  and 
schools.  And  hence  they  were  backward  in  point  of  education  and  in 
social  matters.  That  is  the  historical  background  and  that  is  why  they 
Were  not  able  to  get  Government  -appointments  early  in  the  history  of 
this  decade.  Then,  they  gradually  progressed  and  got  themselves 
qualified.  When  they  approached  Government  for  appointments  3 
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was  found  that  all  the  places  were  filled  in  by  the  favoured  communi¬ 
ties.  Sir,  as  has  been  observed  here,  persons  in  power  will  not  easily 
part  with  it.  They  cannot  be  blamed  for  that.  History  stands  an  ex¬ 
ample  to  it.  Even  this  morning  here,  the  interpellation  on  short  notice 
“  whether  any  assurance  was  given  by  Government  that  the  60  per 
cent,  safeguard  will  be  given  to  the  Ezhava  Community  if  the  S.  N.  D. 
P.  Yogam  passed  a  resolution  stating  that,  it  has  nothing  to  do  with  the 
State  Congress  ”,  takes  us  to  the  conclusion  that  communities  which 
can  wield  power  unjustifiably  in  the  voting  by  the  changes  now  intro¬ 
duced,  and  about  which  the  Ezhava  community  feels  so  much  want  to 
keep  it.  It  is  circumstances  such  as  these  that  have  created  the  dif¬ 
ficulty.  It  may  be  said  in  this  connection  that  India  is  put  in  a  peculiar 
position.  It  is  a  continent  of  communities  and  castes  quite  apart  from 
the  classes  and  other  sections  of  people  found  in  the  European  countries. 
I  challenge  anybody  in  this  House  to  prove  the  fact  that  this  communal 
system  exists  in  any  other  country  to  the  rigour  and  to  the  extent  to 
which  it  exists  here. 

PRESIDENT  :  Honorable  members  who  know  recent  discussions 
about  Public  Service  in  Zechoslovakia  and  Rumania  know  that  exactly 
the  same  problem  prevails  in  those  countries, 

Mr.  P.  KUNJUKRISHNAN  :  I  mean  to  the  extent  to  which  it  prevails 
here. 

PRESIDENT  :  Biots  have  taken  place  in  Zechoslovakia  and  Rumania 
on  the  question  of  Government  Service. 

MR.  P.  KUNJUKRISHNAN  :  I  mean  on  this  untouchability  problem. 
Persons  were  treated  much  worse  than  four  legged  animals.  That 
was  the  kind  of  social  position  which  was  prevailing  here  until  the 
Temple  Entry  Proclamation  was  promulgated.  This  gracious  act  of 
our  Sovereign  has  remedied  all  these  disabilities  and  now  we  are  in  a 
position  to  stand  on  an  equal  footing,  so  far  as  social  position  is  con¬ 
cerned,  with  the  so  called  high  caste  people.  But  so  far  as  the  Public 
Service  is  concerned,  I  may  ask  whether  the  disadvantages  and  disabili¬ 
ties  that  have  been  created  on  account  of  the  historical  causes  have 
been  removed?  My  submission  is  that  Government  ought  to  taka  a 
bold  venture  to  see  that  these  disabilities  which  have  come  to  fall  on  US 
on  account  of  the  historical  causes  are  removed.  We  do  not  say  that 
efficiency  should  be  sacrificed.  We  say  that  the  minimum  qualifiea-. 
tion  requited  for  a  place  may  be  fixed  in  the  case  of  the  unrepresented 
communities.  WThat  is  really  wanted  is  that  some  adjustment  must  be 
made  so  that  the  gross  inequalities  prevailing  in  the  public  service  may 
be  removed.  I  am  aware  that  a  Public  Service  Commissioner  has  been 
appointed,  but  as  my  friend  Mr.  Narayanan  has  pointed  out,  that  has 
not  mended  matters  and  we  are  still  in  hot  waters.  This  question  of 
representation' to  unrepresented  communities  has  engaged  the  attention 
.of  . the  Indian  National  Congress  Governments  in  other  native  States 
and  it  is  my  information  that  all  sections  of  advanced  views  in  British 
India  are  very  seriously  trying  to  tackle  this  problem  because  they 
know  perfectly  well  that  unless  this  problem  is  solved  there  is  no  salyftv 
tion  for  our  country.

HR.  PULIYOOR  T.  P,  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAl :  At  the  outset,  I  may  be 
permitted  to  state  that  I  am  speaking  on  this  motion  in  my  individual 
capacity  and  not  as  a  member  of  the  National  Congress  party.  I  did 
Hot  really  wish  to  take  part  in  the  discussion  on  this  subject ;  but,  Sir, 

J  am  constrained  to  do  so  in  the  face  of  the  statement,  showing  the 
total  number  of  posts  in  the  Public  Service  in  the  country  carrying  a 
salary  below  Ks,  100  held  by  the  different  communities  in  the  State, 
which  was  just  now  read  out  by  my  honorable  friend  Mr.  Padiyara 
Joieph  Kunju.  Sir,  that  statement  relates  to  a  period  7  or  8  years  back. 
From  that  statement  one  would  be  led  to  think  that  that  the  Nair 
community  is  unjustly  holding  the  hulk  of  appointments  ih  the  public 
service  of  the  State.  But  it  will  be  seen  from  the  statement  that  while 
the  Tamil  Brahmins  numbering  54.141  on  the  whole  hold  2,S10 
appointments  carrying  below  Bs.  100,  the  Nair  community  which  is 
sixteen  times  as  large  as  the  Brahmin  community  in  point  of  population 
get  only  13,181  posts.  If  the  Brahmin  community  can  hold  such  a 
large  percentage  of  appointments  I  do  not  see  any  reason  why  any  com* 
plaint  should  be  levelled  against  the  Nair  community  in  particular, 
According  to  the  statistics  relating  to  the  Tamil  Brahmins  regarding 
the  number  of  posts,  Nair  Community  is  entitled  to  have  40,106  posts. 
Obviously  therefore  there  is  no  meaning  in  the  unmerited  complaints 
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levelled,  unfortunately,  against  only  the  Nair  community  by  certain 
members  due  to  their  being  always  influenced  by  mischeivous  propen¬ 
sities  to  which  they  have  almost  become  slaves. 

PRESIDENT  :  Mr.  Padiyara  Kunju’s  remarks  were  directed,  so  far 
as  I  could  gather,  to  three  communities,  the  Marthoma  Christians,  the 
Brahmins  and  the  Nairs. 

HR.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI:  My  point  is  this.  He 
read  out  the  statement  and  laid  particular  emphasis  on  a  particular 
community.

Mr.  PULIYOOR  T.  P,  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  :  I  concede  that  position, 
Sir.  As  I  said,  according  to  the  statement  read  out  here,  if  the  Tamil 
Brahmin  community  can  hold  2,S10  posts,  the  Nair  community  would 
be  entitled  to  40,160  appointments,  while  as  a  matter  of  fact,  according 
to  the  statement,  they  hold  only  13,181  posts.

Mr.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  :  The  very  same  book 
Which  was  made  use  of  by  Mr.  Padiyara)  Joseph  Kunju  here-  F,urther, 
Sir,  I  am  sure  that  out  of  the  13,000  odd  appointments,  more  than  85 
per  cent,  would  be  sepoys  and  constables  in  the  Nair  Brigade  and  the 
Police  Department  and  also  peons  and  menial  servants  in  the  several 
Depatments  of  Administrative  machinery.  I  beg  to  point  out,  Sir,  that 
if  there  is  any  one  community  in  the  State  which  has  been  most  unjustly 
treated  and  prejudicially  affected  by  the  operation  of  the  existing  Public 
Service  Keeruitment  Buies,  it  is  the  Nair  Community.  Sir,  even 
honorable  members  like  Mr.  Kunjithommen  were  gracious  enough, 
kind  enough,  to  agree,  in  their  report  on  Public  Service  Recruitment 
that,  in  the  lower  Division  of  the  Public  Service  Nairs  may  be  given 
11  posts  out  of  every  55;  I  am  sorry  to  submit  that,  in  utter  disregard 
of  the  Committee’s  report  and  of  the  unavoidable  opinion  expressed 
in  the  Beport  by  even  persons  like  Mr.  Kunjithommen,  Government, 
Very  unjustly,  when  they  passed  the  final  proceedings  on  the  matter, 
gave  the  Nairs  only  5  out  of  56  appointments,  instead  of  11.  Govern¬ 
ment  were  more  unkind  to  the  Nair  community  than  members  who 
have  been  fighting  for  communal  representation  for  the  last  two  or 
three  decades.  That  is  exactly  the  present  rather  pitiable  position  of 
the  Nairs  now  and  still  this  unfortunate  community  has  always  ta  bear 
the  brunt  of  criticisms  which  are  apparently  hollow  and  unjust.

I  would  therefore  invite  the  attention  of  the  House  to  the  fact  that 
we  have  absolutely  nothing  more  than  what  is  legitimately  due  to  us' 
in  the  Public  Service. 

With  these  remarks,  I  oppose  the  motion. 

MR.  M.  SIVATHANU  PILLAI  (Tovala  cum  • Agastiswuram )  :  Am  I 
to  understand,  from  the  observation  with  which  the  honorable 
member  prefaced  his  speech,  namely,  that  he  was  speaking  on  his  own 
behalf  and  not  on  behalf  of  his  party,  that  the  party  as  a  whole  has  no 
opinion  on  this  matter  ? 

PRESIDENT  :  Mr.  Kainikkara  M.  Padmanabha  Pillai. 

MR.  KAINIKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLaI  :  Sir,  I  oppose  the  motion 
before  the  House.  Mr.  Sivathanu  Pillai  and  I  have  been  friends  for  a 
long  time  and  I  know  we  agree  on  most  points. 

Mr.  PADIYARA  JOSEPH  KUNJU:  Sir:— 

Mr.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI:  Here  is  another . 

PRESIDENT  :  Mr.  Padiyara  Kunju  wants  to  put  a  question  to 

you. 

Mr.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI :  I  do  not  yield,  Sir.  At 
any  rate,  I  shall  not  begin  by  yielding.  If  it  is  absolutely  necessary  to 
yield,  I  shall  fight  out  and  then  yield. 

PRESIDENT ;  It  is  not  a  question  of  yielding  on  the  meiits,  but 
only  yielding  your  place  for  a  question  by  another  honorable  member. 

Mr.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI :  As  I  was  submitting,  Sir, 
Mr.  Sivathanu  Pillai  and  myself  agree  on  most  points  ;  that  was  why 
he  and  I  simultaneously  felt  the  necessity  for  making  the  position  of 
the  National  Congress  party  clear.  .Therefore,  before  I  give  my  opinion 
on  the  motion,  I  would  like  to  say  one  word  about  the  attitude  of  my 
party  with  regard  to  this  motion. 

Sir,  several  members  of  my  party  combine  in  them  a  double  duty 
and  a  double  responsibility.  They  are  all  members  of  the  Travancore 
National  Congress  Party,  and  many  of  them  have  been  returned  on  that 
ticket.  As  suoh  they'  are  hound  to  obey  our  mandates,  follow  our  ideals 
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and  stick  to  our  programme.  But  there  are  also,  in  the  party,  members 
who  have  been  returned  from  constituencies  specially  reserved  for  com- 
munities  and  there  are  some  others  who  have  been  mominated  by  Go. 
vernroent  solely  to  represent  particular  communities.  This  reservation 
of  seats  and  nomination  of  members  are  made  for  the  explicit 
purpose  of  enabling  communities  to  send  the  members  of  their 
community  to  the  Assembly  and  through  them  to  represent  the  special 
communal  interests.  My  party  therefore  realise  that  several  of  our 
members  are  in  a  delicate  situation.  We  went  into  the  question  deeply 
and  came  to  the  conclusion  that  it  would  not  be  proper  to  force  the 
opinion  of  the  majority  upon  them  to  choke  their  opinion  and  force 
them  into  a  position  where  they  will  have  to  prove  disloyal  to  their 
respective  communities  which  they  represent  and  they  are  intended 
statutarily  to  represent.  Therefore  wa  have  given  the  members  of  our 
partylcomplete  freedom  of  opinion  on  the  question  of  communal  re¬ 
presentation  in  the  public  service. 

Personally,  Sir,  on  more  than  one  occasion  in  this  House,  I  have 
made  my  position  clear.  No  one  can  deny  the  fact  that  different  com¬ 
munities  are  living  in  this  country.  No  one  can  deny  the  fact  that  the 
communities  are  not  getting  on  as  amicably  as  one  would  wish.  No 
one  can  deny  the  fact — whatever  be  the  reason — that  there  are 
differences  in  the  degrees  of  representation  that  the  different  com. 
munities  have  been  able  to  secure  in  the  public  service.  In  these 
matters  ther*  can  be  no  dissentient  opinion,  nor  any  denying  of  facts. 
The  difficulty  arises  when  a  solution  is  suggested.  My  friend  Mr.  John 
Joseph  said  that  the  backward  communities  must  be  given  their  re. 
presentation  on  a  population  basis.  Personally,  Sir,  I  am  prepared  to 
give  them  not  only  their  due  share  on  population  basis  but  also  some 
weightage.  I  shall  gladly  wait  and  keep  quiet  for  any  length  of  time 
if  Government  would  give  appointments  to  all  the  qualified  hands  be¬ 
longing  to  Backward  communities,  irrespective  of  the  question  whether 
they  exceed  their  due  share  or  not. 

My  friend  Mr.  Padiyara  Joseph  Knnju  was  saying  that,  in  future, 
if  persons  with  equal  qualifications  come  forward  seeking  a  job,  pre¬ 
ference  should  be  given  to  persons  belonging  to  the  under-represented 
communities.  Sir,  even  with  that  proposition,  I  shall  agree.  But,  it 
has  been  urged  that,  regardless  of  the  qualifications  of  individual 
Candidates  who  apply  for  a  particular  post,  if  only  a  rarticular  person 
is  found  to  possess  the  minimum  qualification  fixed  for  that  job,  he 
should  be  chosen  for  that  job  in  preference  to  others  with  higher  and 
better  qualifications.  There,  Sir,  I  must  certainly  protest,  in  the  interest 
of  efficiency.  It  is  there  that  I  would  raise  the  question  of  efficiency. 
Bor  example,  the  Education  Code  prescribes  only  the  B.A,  and  the  L.T. 
qualifications  for  the  post  of  Headmasters  of  English  High  Schools,  so 
that  even  3rd  class  B.  A’s.  and  3rd  class  L.  T’s.  can  be  considered  to 
possess  the  prescribed  qualification ;  in  fact,  there  were  days,  when  even 
nea-graduates  held  Headmasters’  posts  in  English  High  Schools, 
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Fortunately,  Sir,  those  days  are  gone  ;  first,  rate  men  are  now  available, 
first  class  M.  As.  and  first  class  Tj.  Ts.  I  am  mt  prepare!  to  agree  ro 
the  proposition  that  such  persons  should  be  asked  to  stand  bad:  merely 
because  they  have  the  misfortune  to  have  been  born  to  women  who 
happened  to  be  born  in  some  particular  community  which  due  to  his¬ 
torical  reasons,  is  now  over-represented  in  the  public  service,  according 
to  the  population  basis.  Also,  I  cannot  yield  to  the  proposition  of 
mathematical  division,  on  a  population  basis,  of  the  number  of  po.sls 
available,  I  am  saying  this  theoretically.  For  practical  purposes,  if 
you  find  that  certain  communities  are  wanting  in  and  deserve  re¬ 
presentation,  by  all  means  encourage  them  ;  encourage  them  by  appoint¬ 
ing  them  whenever  possible  without  at  the  same  time  billing  efficiency. 
It  has  been  said  that  efficiency  is  no'  the  monopoly  of  any  one  com¬ 
munity  and  that  is  exactly  why  I  say  that  communal  representation  is 
not  necessary.  If  efficiency  is  not  the  monopoly  of  any  one  community 
then  there  is  no  reason  for  nervousness.  It  is  only  when  a  person  feels 
that  efficiency  is  the  monopoly  of  one  or  two  communities  that  the 
question  of  communal  representation  comes  up.  If  efficiency  is  not  the 
monopoly  of  any  one  community,  then  by  all  means*  as  Mr.  Padiyara 
Joseph  Kunju  said,  when  applicants  with  the  same  qualifica-ioos  come 
forward  give  preference  to  the  unrepresented  community.  But  to  di¬ 
vide  the  number  of  appointments  according  to  the  popu'ation  basis  and 
to  recruit  persons  just  because  they  possess  minimum  qualificitions  and 
belong  to  an  unrepresented  community  is  a  thing  'which  I  object  to  very 
strongly.  With  these  words  I  oppose  the  motion  before  the  House. 

MR.  K.  KUNJU  PANICKER  :  Sir,  I  snppor,  the  motion  before  the 
House.  Before  going  into  the  merits  of  the  case,  I  beg  to  submit  that 
in  this  case  no  aspersion  is  to  b6  cast  against  communities  which  are 
over-represented  from  the  standpoint  of  population.  It  is  by  wellknown 
historical  causes  that  certain  communities  in  this  land  came  to  occupy 
a  predominant  position  in  the  public  services.  That  is  an  admitted  fact. 
It  is  also  an  admitted  fact  that  it  was  owing  to  the  policy  of  the  then 
Government  that  certain  backward  communities  could  not  get  them¬ 
selves  educated  men  in  the  Government  schools  and  colleges  formerly. 

It  was  on  account  of  that  that  certain  communities  could  not  come  up 
and  acquire  sufficient  educational  qualifications  and  secure  appointments 
in  the  public  service  formerly.  Now,  by  the  policy  pursued  at  present 
by  His  Gracious  Highness  the  Maharaja’s  Government  ail  the  back¬ 
ward  communities  have  secured  convenience  for  obtaining  necessary 
educational  qualifications-  Therefore  there  are  persons  in  the  backward 
communities  now  with  sufficient  qualifications.  But  there  is  also  the 
historical  fact  that  though  the  population  of  this  land  is  divided  into 
three  main  religious  groups,  there  are  differences  of  castes  and 
differences  of  social  groupings,  with  reference  to  the  members 
of  the  various  religion:  .  Take  f  ir  examp  e  ti  e  Hindu  groan. 
There  the  communities  like  the  JBzhrvai,  lul  y;s  and  otheis 
could  not  even  approael  the  ecm-unaiaes  l<kt  tho  Biahmirs  and 
Nails.  Under  such  circumstances,  i  submit  that  there  could  be  no 
possibility  of  equality  in  the  matter  of  their  social  arrangement 
;  Vol.  XIV.  No.  6, 
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ol-  in  their  economic  enterprise.  Naturally,  privileges  could  not 
be  distributed  equally,  because  communities  were  segregated  and  sepa¬ 
rated  as  watertight  compartments.  One  community  could  not  under¬ 
stand  the  position  of  another  community.  It  would  not  naturally  safe¬ 
guard  the  interests  of  other  communities.  Take  fur  example  the  con¬ 
dition  of  the  Ezhavas.  Up  to  the  time  when  they  were  given  a  chance 
uf  getting  themselves  educated,  what  did  they  do  ?  They  were  mainly 
employed  in  agricultural  and  industrial  activities  of  the  land.  I  may 
even  venture  to  say  that  the  best  products  of  the  land  were  and  are 
being  produced  to  a  very  great  extent  by  the  Ezhava  community.  That 
community,  when  it  got  education  and  when  it  fouud  that  those  com¬ 
munities  which  had  the  advantage  of  getting  into  the  public  service 
earlier  were  not  distributing  justice,  in  social  matters  and  even  in 
economic  and  land  policy,  on  account  of  social  prejudices  and  other 
causes,  they  naturally  pressed  to  get  places  in  the  public  service  for 
them  also  so  that  they  might  also  have  a  chance  of  ameliorating  their 
conditions  by  being  situated  in  advantageous  positions. 

There  is  also  another  matter.  In  this  land  the  public  service  in¬ 
volves  a  certain  superiority  of  position.  Those  who  are  not  favourably 
situated  in  the  public  services  are  rather  found  to  he  touched  with  a 
sort  of  inferiority  complex.  They  themselves  feel  that  they  are  below 
ini  status  to  their  fellow-beings-  Such  a  situation  also  can  he  got  cor¬ 
rected  only  by  getting  positions  in  the  public  services.  Apart  from  this, 
there  are  so  many  other  factors  also  to  be  considered  in  this  connection. 
From  the  economic  standpoint  as  well  public  service  has  its  advanta¬ 
ges.  I  beg  to  submit  that  as  those  communities  which  hold  an 
advantageous  position  or  rather  numerical  superiority  in  public  services 
wo  have  no  reason  to  quarrel.  We  have  a  Government  which  would 
give  temple  entry  much  earlier  than  in  British  India  where  there  is 
the  Congress  Government  under  the  direction  of  Mahatma  Gandhi  who 
is  the  votary  of  temple  entry  and  the  equality  of  the  Hindu  communi¬ 
ties.  In  Travancore  without  the  prompting  or  persuasion  of  anybody 
our  Gracious  Highness  thejMaharaja  could  give  temple  entry  and  there¬ 
by  cut  at  the  root  of  communal  differences  among  Hindus.  Now  there 
is  a  chance  open  to  the  Hindus  to  get  themselves  united  and  to  live  and 
think  as  one  community  without  being  obstssed  by  the  idea  of  caste 
distinctions.  Under  the  circumstances  what  I  have  to  say  to  my  Ezhava 
brethren  and  other  communities  who  are  troubled  by  inferiority  complex 
is  that  there  is  a  chance  wide  open  to  them  to  live  on  equal  terms  with 
their  caste  Hindu  brethern.  Let  us  try  to  get  positions  in  Government 
service  also  without  quarrelling  with  them.  They  are  not  uncharitable. 
When  you  cast  aspersions  against  them,  naturally  they  feel  irritated. 
But  if  you  represent  your  grievance  in  its  true  colour,  they  would  be 
properly  supporting  you,  if  borne  out  not  only  in  the  matter  of  temple 
entry  but  also  in  the  matter  of  walking  through  the  public  roads  and 
other  things.  I  can  say  that  the  caste  Hindus  were  rather  fighting 
shoulder  to  shoulder  with  the  Ezhavas  and  other  non-caste  Hindus  to 
get  such  grievances  redressed.  That  is  their  attitude  when  we  approach 
them  in  the  right  spirit.  I  say  that  backward  communities  also  shoulfl

get  an  equitable  proportion  in  the  public  service.  I  submit  tint  my 
community  or  any  other  community  which  is  at  a  disadvantage  has  no 
reason  to  quarrel  with  communities  holding  advantageous  positions  on 
account  of  historical  reasons.  I  request  the  cast  Hindu  communities 
not  to  be  touchy  on  account  of  certain  members  of  ray  community  liv¬ 
ing  to  find  fault  with  them.  They  should  be  given  a  large  latitude. 
They  would  stand  at  a  distance  if  you  s:and  against  their  inteiests.  But 
on  the  other  hand,  if  they  are  given  an  opportunity  to  understand  and 
find  out  your  true  point  of  view  for  themseives  they  will  understand 
that  yon  are  not  against  them.  They  should  be  given  an  opportunity 
to  associate  with  you  for  the  upliftment  of  all  the  communities  in  the 
laud,  You  should,  as  elder  brethren,  be  more  tolerant,  and  more 
charitable  and  should  show  a  friendly  hand  in  the  matter  of  distribut¬ 
ing  the  public  services  to  the  communities  which  are  situated  at  a  dis¬ 
advantage.  With  that  mutual  co-operation  and  mutual  helpfulness,  I 
submit,  the  quarrel  about  public  services  will  be  a  thing  of  the  past, 
and  Travanoore  will  progress  economically  and  industrially.  With  these 
words  S  support  the  motion.

Mr.  KAIN1KKARA  IM.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  :  Sir,  that  is  an  insinuation 
which  1  must-  emphatically  protest  against.  Sir,  he  is  making  a 
remark  which  will  show  that  I  spoke  one  thing  outside  the  House  and 
quite  the  reverse  inside  the  House.  I  spoke  the  same  thing  both 
outside  and  inside  the  Home.  I  will  make  my  position  clear. '  What  I 
said  was  that  when  persons  with  the  same  qualifications  apply,  if  a 
member  belongs  to  an  under-represented  community  he  can  be  given 
preference  and  I  made  it  very  clear  that  a  person  with  a  high  quali¬ 
fication  must  not  lie  compared  with  a  person  with  a  low  qualification. 
That  is  what  I  said  both  ou.side  and  inside  the  House.

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MR.  C.  JEBAMONY  NADAR  :  Sir,  in  supporting  the  motion,  I  have 
no  special  complaints  to  make  either  against  the  Government  or  against 
any  community.  I  think  I  should  express  my  gratefulness  for  what 
the  Government  have  done.  In  my  opinion  the  fault  lies  with  those 
officers  who  make  the  appointments. 

In  this  connection  I  shall  bring  to  the  notice  of  Government  the 
case  of  Hindu  Nadars  of  the  S.ate.  Their  population  is  nearly  2^ 
lakhs.  Recently  some  appointments  were  made  in  the  Police  Depart¬ 
ment.  Out  of  240  constables  that  were  recruited,  I  find  only  one 
Nadar  and  that  in  the  last  grade.  Out  of  30  Head  Constables  none 
from  that  community.  Their  fate  had  been  the  same  in  other  appoint¬ 
ments.  After  all  can  this  be  a  case  of  want  of' fitness?  Certainly 
not.  It  is  well  known  that,  just  a  few  months  ago,  Government 
recongnised  by  a  notification,  the  fitness  of  Nadars  for  serving  in  the 
State  forces. 

PRESIDENT  :  Was  not  the  climbing  on  trees  and  running  by  the 
recruits  referred  to  by  the  Inspector  General  a  few  days  back  in 
connection  with  the  recruitment  of  constables  ? 

MR.  C.  JEBAMONY  NADAR  :  Yes,  Sir.  His  test  must  be  defective. 
In  answer  to  an  interpellation  I  was  told  that  there  is  not  a  single 
officer  from  this  oommunity  who  is  receiving  a  pay  of  Bs.  100  or  over 
per  mensem.  So  I  would  appeal  to  the  Government,  to  satisfy  the 
claims  of  the  community  as  and  when  chances  arise. 

Then  about  the  S.  I.  U.  G.  community  I  have  to  say  a  word. 
If  efficiency  is  the  test  to  be  followed,  this  community  is  not  behind 
any  others.  If  it  is  character  that  .is  wanted  this  community  stands 
first.  The  convictions  of  the  Criminal  courts  of  the  land  are 
recongnised  as  indications  of  moral  turpitude.  Yesterday  a  question 
was  asked  about  the  number  of  inmates  of  the  Central  Jail.  There 
is  only  one  S.  I.  U.  C.  ccnvict  in  the  Gentral  Jail.  This  com¬ 
munity  has  the  lowest  number  of  criminals.  That  speaks  for 
the  excellent  charae.er  and  loyalty  of  this  sect.  That  is  a  matter 
for  special  of  consideration.  But  the  position  of  this  community  in 
public  services  is  not  satisfactory  and  I  trust,  every  step  will  be  taken 
to  increase  representation  from  arnoDg  the  Nadar  community.  I  shall 
refer  to  an  answer  during  this  session  to  show  .

Mr.  M.  SIVATHANU  PILLAI :  Sir,  I  oppose  the  motion  in  spite  of 
the  fact  that  I  prentend  to  represent  the  Vellala  community  here. 
Certain  members  have  told  me  that  if  I  want  to  be  elected  to  any  of 
the  committees  set  up  by  this  House  I  should  support  communal 
representation.  It  was  alBo  stated  that  I  should  not  at  least  oppose 
the  motion. 

PRESIDENT  :  What  does  the  member  mean  by  that  ? 

Mr.  M.  SIVATHANU  PILLAI :  Sir,  certain  members  told  me  that  if 
I  oppose  this  motion  they  will  not  give  me  any  vote  in  the  elections 
that  will  take  place  in  this  House.  Instances  are  not  wanting  to  show 
such  a  kind  of  attitude  among  some  members  of  the  House. 

PRESIDENT :  Order,  order.  Independence  of  action  is  expected 
from  every  member  of  this  House. 

Mr.  M.  SIVATHANU  PILLAI:  Certainly,  that  is  why  I  am 
opposing  the  motion.  I  was  rather  anxious  to  find  out  the  opinion  of 
the  National  Congress  party  on  this  most  important  and  equally  vexed 
question  of  communal  representation  in  Travancore.  That  is  why  I

X  wanted  to  know  from  Mr.  Kainikkara  Padinanabha  Pillai,  the 
leader  of  that  party,  definitely  the  views  of  that  party  in  respect  of  this 
question.  The  honourable  members  of  that  party  proclaim  that  theirs  is 
the  only  organised  political  party  functioning  in  this  House  (as  well  as 
outside.)  I  am  sorry  to  find  that  that  party  which  says'so,  has  no  defi¬ 
nite  opinion  to  offer  on  such  a  very  important  question  as  this.  Bnt  at 
the  same  time  I  am  rather  glad  to  hear  that  they  have  come  out  with 
sufficient  frankness  and  have  given  freedom  to  its  members  to  vote  on 
this  question  in  any  manner  they  wished.  Each  member  was  at  liber¬ 
ty  to  choose  his  own  line  of  action  unlike  the  position  that  was  adopted 
by  another  political  party  year  ago.  That  so-called  party  gave  ont  an 
elaborate  statement  in  respect  of  the  communal  question  supporting 
the  communal  G.  0.  and  demanding  its  implimenting  and  at  the  same 
time  they  mentained  that  that  position  was  national  ?  That  took 
nobody  anywhere.  Mr.  K.  R.  Narayanan  remarked  that  the  Samyukta 
party  was  not  the  party  that  subsequently  became  the  State  Congress 
party.  The  fact  is  known  to  all,  inside  and  outside  this  legislature. 
But-  all  the  same  it  is  surprising  to  find  what  the  National  Congress 
party  fights  shy  of  this  question  and  allows  this  to  drift.  Well  I 
will  leave  it  to  them. 

Before  proceeding  to  offer  a  few  words  on  the  motion  I  have 
to  ohallenge  the  figures  read  out  by  Mr.  Padiyara  Joseph  Kunju  in 
respect  of  Vellala  to  representation  lin  public  services  in  relation  to 
their  population.  The  figures  in  respect  of  the  Vellala  community 
both  in  point  of  population  and  representation  in  services  are  wrong.  I 
mayassnre  the  members  of  this  house  that  those  figures  are  highly  erron¬ 
eous  anr  (/challenge  anyone  to  prove  that  to  be  otherwise.  I  can  confiden-  ; 
tly  say  chat  the  total  population  of  the  Vellalas  including  its  different 
sections  will  not  be  more  than  35  to  40  thousand  in  the  State.  The 
Vellala  community  may  be  said  to  consist  of  Nanjinad  Vellalas  about 
24,000  and  Makkavazhi  Vellala  comprising  the  rest.  iThe 
figure  quoted  by  Mr.  Joseph  Kunju  was  69,000  or  so.  That  is  a  very 
wrong  figure.  If  it  is  that  figure  it  may  not  be  strictly  speaking  of 
the  Vellalas.  That  figure  may  be  composed  of  Maravars,  Mnthalalis, 
Parayass,  etc.  as  is  sometimes  found  in  British  India.  I  know  several 
instances  where  people  really  belonging  to  other  denominations 
claim  to  be  Vellalas  as  it  were  to  beloDg  to  it  confers  greater  status  in 
society.  Perhaps  numerous  instances  of  this  kind  might  have  put  up 
the  figure.  That  is  no  reason  why  they  should  be  accepted  as  Vellalas. 
Anyway  that  is  not  a  correct  grouping  of  the  community.  I  will  point 
out  a  glaring  mistake.  In  Madras  Coroporation  there  was  one  Siva- 
shanmugom  Pillai  as  its  Mayor.  The  word  Pillai  may  lead  one  to  infer 
that  he  was  a  Vellala ;  but  actually  he  was  not.  The  gentleman 
referred  to  is  a  member  of  the  backward  community.  But  his  name 
uufortnnately  appears  to  be  of  the  Vellala  community.  So  also  is  the 
case  of  several  persons  belonging  to  Muthali,  Marava  and  sometimes 
other  communities  as  Salia  and  Pattaria.  Mr.  Padiyara  Kunju  I  think 
read  out  a  figure  consisting  of  the  above  communities  possibly. 
Properly  speaking  this  can  not  be  included  in  the  population  of  Vellalas, 
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In  Travanoore  especially,  I  am  quite  sure,  the  Vellalas  cannot-  come 
anywhere  near  that  figure  either  in  point  of  population  or  of  repress- 
tation  in  public  services  of  the  Slate.  I  repudiate  the  correctness  of 
that  figure  G9.000  in  population  and  1,000  and  odd  in  representation 
ascribed  to  Vellalas. 

MR.  K.  P.  KOCHUKORA  THARAKAN  :  oja^es  mj.-iarW  WWn

MR.  M.  SIVATHANU  PILLAI  :  I  repudiate  that  figure.

MR.  M.  SIVATHANU  PILLAI :  I  know  definitely  that  there  are 
certain  individuals  belonging  to  other  castes  and  who  are  unreasonably 
mixed  up  in  the  Vellala  Group.  I  repudiate  the  figure  in  the  Public 
Service  Commissioner’s  report  which  is  based  on  incomplete  knowledge 
of  things  or  wanton  misrepresentation  of  facts.  As  a  matter  of  fact, 
there  are  some  persons  who  are  desirous  of  being  classed  as  Vellalas. 

I  have  come  across  many  such  cases  and  as  a  matter  of  fact  I  know 
that  they  are  not  at  all  Vellalas.  There  is  a  neighbour  of  mine  who 
happen  to  profess  that  he  is  a  Vellala,  but  whereas  in  fact  he  belongs 
to.  some  other  caste  which  I  need  not  mention  here.  Whatever  may 
be  said  by  others  I  still  maintain  this  fundamental  fact,  nameiy,  that 
this  oyer-representation  of  the  Vellala  community  is  incorrect  and 
highly  misleading.  Let  this  House  have  no  misconception  about  it. 

You  will  realise,  Sir,  that  the  Vellalas  in  Travanoore  have  an 
ancient  history  of  their  own.  True  it  is  that  they  are  smaller  in  popu¬ 
lation  compared  to  other  major  sections.  Their  importance  does  not 
depend  on  population.  It  is  their  privilege  to  own  a  historic  tradition 
of  loyal  and  faithful  service  both  to  the  crown  and  country  and  they 
are  not  at  all  over-represented  in  Government  service  when  it  is 
realised  that  they  were  a  set  of  loyal  and  very  trustworthy  people  from 
very  ancient  times.  This  fact  may  not  be  known  to  most  of  the  honor¬ 
able  members  of  this  House.  In  ancient  days  Vellalas  ran  to  the 
rescue  of  Maharajas  of  Travanoore  when  they  were  surrounded  by 
dangerous  circumstances  sometimes  risking  their  lives  and  on  other 
occasions  by  payment  of  huge  ransom  to  the  enemy.  No  wonder 
they  were  appointed  to  trusted  posts.  I  may  recall  here  one  instance. 
There  is  a  particular  section  of  the  Vellala  community  in  Nagercoil, 
namely,  the  Cketty  community.  They  are  found  only  m  Kottar.  They 
have  got  a  big  trust  of  their  own  even  to  day.  There  is  record  to  show 
that  a  member  of  that  community  advanced  a  loan  of  six  lakhs  of 
rupees  to  one  of  our  Maharaja’s  who  subsequently  executed  a  pro¬ 
missory  note  for  this  amount.  There  is  also  another  document  of  a 
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promissory  note  executed  by  one  of  the  Maharajas  for  almost  a  like 
amount  wiih  6  per  cent,  interest.  These  have  not  yet  been 
redeemed,  (.-no  such  record  is  in  Palmyra  leaf  and  the  other  one  is  on 
paper.  The  handwriting  of  the.  Maharaja  is  also  there.  I  am  pre¬ 
pared  to  show  tha*.  Well  that  is  the  record  of  service  of  the  Chatty 
community  to  the  i-loyal  House,  unlike  the  others  who  were  found  to  be 
exacting  as  much  as  possible  from  the  Maharajas. 

PRESIDENT:  I  trust  the  honorable  member  is  no:  proposing  to 
affect  the  budget  thereby. 

t  MR.  M.  SIVATHANU  PILLAI :  Certainly  not,  Sir.  We  do  no:  at  all 
require  back  that  money.  Wre  only  want  to  serve  cur  Maharaja  faith¬ 
fully  and  loyally  no  matter  whether  it  is  recognised  or  not,  Again  you 
can  find  in  almost  all  Taluks  of  the  State  even  now  at  least  one  or  two 
Vellala  families,  the  reason  being  in  those  days  the  Yellalas  were  found 
to  control  and  manage  Treasuries  in  those  places.  They  were  also 
entrusted  with  administration  of  Taluks  with  the  affairs  of  Treasuries 
as  well  even  as  tire  Yellalas  were  found  to  he  trustworthy.  They 
were  found  to  be  very  capable  in  accounts.  That  is  why  in  most  of 
the  taluks  of  the  State  where  there  was  a  Treasury  Office  there  are 
even  today  one  or  two  Vellala  families  who  are  the  descendants  of 
the  old  Treasury  Officers.  So  even  if  it  is  a  case  of  over-representa¬ 
tion  of  Yellalas  in  Public  Service  which  X  do  not  admit  it  stands  to 
reason.  That  community  has  been  all  along  serving  the  country  and 
crown  loyally  and  faithfully.  I  ask,  Sir,  is  not  loyal  and  faithful 
service  to  the  crown  and  country  rewardable  ?  Is  it  not  the  duty  of 
any  Government  to  reward  loyal  services  ?  I  say,  Sir,  that  in  the  in¬ 
terest  of  the  Government  and  of  the  country  and  crown  that  this  loyal 
community,  this  trustworthy  community,  is  not,  to  say  the  least,  dis¬ 
couraged.  It  is  not  from  the  point  of  view  of  the  population  or  from 
their  forceful  Voice  that  community  should  be  given  preference  for 
jobs-but  their  claims  for  service  are  there  on  account  of  their  loyalty 
and  trustworthiness.  Yellalas  need  not  be  given  preference  because 
they  are  rich  or  because  they  are  vociferous  or  because  they  are  able 
to  bluff.  I  am  not  going  to  take  a  stand  upon  that  position.  I  may- 
pause  a  little  in  this  matter.  What  tooK  place  during  the  last  few 
months  of  political  unrest.  The  whole  situation  was  unreal.  What 
did  the  Vellalas  do  ?  Or  for  the  matter  of  that,  what  did  the  whole 
Tamilian  community  do  ?  They  scrupulously  kept  a  loof  and  held  out 
their  hand  in  fellowship  with  the  Government ;  aDd  rendered  them 
valuable  service  by  extending  to  the  Government  their  moral  support. 
This  is  the  characteristic  of  Tamilians  as  of  old.  Should  it  go  unre¬ 
cognised  ?  I  hope  it  will  not  be. 

My  friend  Mr.  K.  E.  Narayanan  had  described  communal  repre¬ 
sentation  as  scientific  nationalism.  I  differ  from  that  view.  On  the 
other  hand  I  think  it  is  entirely  anti-national  from  beginning  to  end. 

Of  course  I  cau  understand  if  there  is  any  lack  of  representation  for 
a  community  and  if  there  is  an  applicant  from  the  rank  of  under  • 
represented  community  who  is  duly  qualified,  at  least  for  the  sake  c 
Vol,  XIV.  No.  6, 
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asserting  their  rights  he  should  be  given  a  chance.  However  much  I 
may  heir  about  the  scientific  na  ionalism,  in  communal  representation 
I  am  opposed  to  that  proposition  in  its  entirety.  I  for  one  cannot 
subscribe  to  the  implications  contained  therein.  It  is  true  that  the 
principle  of  communal  represeni  ation  was  accepted  by  Government.  I 
say  that  it  was  out  of  weakness  and  cowardice  that  the  Government 
accepted  it.  I:  was  intended  to  piacate  individuals  and  communities  at 
the  expense  of  efficiency  and  common  good.  The  result  is  what  we 
find  to- lay.  Inefficiency  and  corruption  is  at  a  premium.  There  is 
little  scope  to  satisfy  all  clamour.  To  try  to  do  it  is  still  worse.  The 
whole  thing  is  in  a  vicious  circle.  There  is  no  end  of  it.  Let  us 
boldly  retrace  to  subserve  the  common  good  of  .the  land.  As  one  of  my 
friends  remarked  here  if  there  are  vacancies  and  if  applicants  from  all 
communities  are  available  then  preference  may  be  given  to  the  least 
repiesonted  command  ies  sacrificing  the  interests  of  other  over-repre¬ 
sented  communities.  The  numerical  strength  of  the  least  represented 
community  need  not  be  given  any  significance  at  all.  Let  their  self 
respect  be  no'  wounded.  Let  them  feel  they  have  a  place  in  the  State. 
My  friend  Mr.  Tharakau  was  saying  that  though  Government  have 
accepted  the  principle  of  communal  representation,  they  have  not  im¬ 
plemented  the  spirit  contained  in  the  proposition.  The  question  of 
implementing  that  vicious  principle  was  heard  Imre  on  a  former 
occasion  when  the  S  ate  Congress  party  was  called  upon  to  define  their 
position  in  respect  of  communal  representation.  But  I  must  warn  the 
Government  do  not  accept  the  principle  of  communal  representation. 
The  Government  were  forced  to  accept  that  proposition  in  one  of  their 
weak  moments.  The  sooner  they  do  away  with  it  the  better  for  them. 
Otherwise  ihcra  is  going  to  be  uu  end  of  i».  The  communal  cry  will 
always  be  ringing  in  the  ear?,  of  Government  in  season  and  cut  of 
season.  It  is  not  to  end  here  on  population  basis.  Mr.  Tharakan 
wants  the  Government  taluk-war  representation  to  be  accepted.  It  is 
impossible  for  the  Government,  to  consider  that  proposition.  If  they 
do  so  then  there  'will  no  be  Kunjithommen’s  fund  wantingj  to  say 
tha.  pakuthi-war  representation  should  be  accepted.  Therefore 
according  to  me,  this  proposition  of  communal  representation  on 
population  basis  should  be  given  the  quietus  that  it  deserves  and  the 
couniry  saved  from  the  ramifications  attendant  on  that.

Mr.  M.  K.  NILAKANTA  AIYAR  :  Sir,  in  the  c.uvse  of  the  general  dis¬ 
cussion  on  the  Budget  I  said  that  the  policy  of  the  Government  is  that 
‘‘other  things  b*ing  equal  greater  representation  will  be  given  to  less 
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come  to  the  same  level”.  It  was  in  the  year  1907  that  this  policy  was 
declared  by  the  Government  by  the  then  De-.vnn  Mr.  S.  Gopalachari. 
It  was  in  pursuance  of  this  policy  that  the  Devasworn  separation  was 
effected  and  orders  issued  that  unrepresented  communities  should  be 
given  preference  in  the  Revenue  Department-  The  result  of  this 
change  could  be  appreciated  by  anyone  who  glances  through  the  civil 
list.  Prior  to  1098  all  Division  Peishkars,  Division  Assistants  and 
Tahsildars  were  either  Brahmins  or  Nairs.  Now,  out  of  the  three 
Division  Peishkars,  there  is  only  one  Nair  the  remaining  'wo  belong 
to  the  two  communities  that  have  all  along  been  agitating  for  com¬ 
munal  representation.  I  refer  to  the  Syrian  Catholic  Christians  and 
Ezhavas/  In  the  combined  cadre  of  Assistant  Secretaries  and  Assistant 
Peishkars,  there  is  one  Muhammadan,  one  Ezhava  and  two  Christians.

The  Tahsildars  and  the 
Superintendents  of  the  Secretariat  have  the  same  grade  of  pay. 

PRESIDENT :  The  honorable  member  must  be  allowed  to  finish 
his  remarks  and  after  that  questions  may  be  put. 

Mr.  M.  K.  NILAKANTA  AIYAR  :  Out  of  the  30  Tahsildars,  about  50 
per  cent,  belong  to  the  communities  which'ihad  no  representation  in  the 
Revenue  Department  prior  to  1098.  Out  of  the  18  Magistrates  about 
50  per  cent,  represent  communities  other  than  the  Brahmin  and  the 
Nair.  Turning  to  clerks  in  the  Secretariat,  in  the  year  1100,  about 
72  per  cent  were  either  Brahmins  or  Nairs.  The  above  percentage 
has  now  dwindled  to  53  per  cent.  Among  the  19  acting  clerks  now  in 
the  Secretariat  there  are  only  sis  or  33  per  cent,  belonging  to  the 
Brahmin  or  Nair  communities.  Out  of  the  remaining  13,  tA'O  are 
Bzhavas,  one  Kammala,  one  a  Cheramar,  two  Jacobite  Christians,  two 
Syrian  Catholics  one  Latin  Catholic,  and  one  other  Christian.  Out  of 
the  14  short  term  vacancies  filled  up  in  1114,  there  are  only  3  Nairs. 
There  is  no  Brahmin,  The  rest  belong  to  the  other  communities.  It 
will  thus  be  clear  that-  the  Government  have  been  carrying  out  as  best 
as  they  coaid,  the  policy  laid  down  by  them  long  ago,  that  other  things 
being  equal,  preference  will  be  given  to  the  unrepresented  communities. 
Government,  however  feel  that  the  progress  made  is  not  adequate. 
But  it  has  to  be  remembered  that  such  inequalities  among  communities 
due  to  historical  or  other  causes  are  not  removed  in  a  day.  In  this 
connection  I  cannot  do  better  than  quote  what  our  Dewan  President 
said  on  the  27th  November  1937  in  connection  with  a  resolution 
moved  in  the  Assembly  for  communal  representation  in  the  Secretariat. 
This  is  what  he  said : — 

“I  would  like  to  remind  the  honorable  members  of  the  House  of  the  persistent 
endeavour  and  deliberate  attempt  made  by  the  well  known  Justice  Party  of 
Madras  to  bring  about  compile  redress  of  communal  inequalities.  They  raced 
against  time.  They  started  their  work  in  1921  and  we  are  now  in  1937.  I 
selected  some  pages  at  random  from  the  Madras  Civil  List,  dealing  with  the 
Secretariat,  the  Judiciary,  the  Engineering  service  and  the  Medioal  serviofc_ 
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As  compare.!  with  what  has  been  done  by  the  Justice  Party  in 
British  India  the  progress  that  has  beer,  made  here  is  marvellous.  I 
can  assure  the  honorable  members!  that  the  same  policy  will  be 
continued  hereafter  and  that  it  will  not  be  long  before  the  inequalities 
are  completely  redressed.  With  this  assurance  I  hope  the  honorable 
member  will  withdraw  his  motion.

Sir,  a  long  speech  is  not  necessary  for  me  to  convince  the  Govern¬ 
ment  and  the  honorable  members  of  this  House  that  the  members 
who  come  to  Trivandrum  and  stay  in  connection  with,  the  Assembly  or 
Council  suffer  great  inconveniences  and  difficulties  for  want  of  proper 
accommodation.

So,  it  is  only  in  the  fitness  of  things  that  we  should 
be  given  some  accommodation  for  our  stay  in  the  metropolis,  at  least 
we  must  be  provided  with  ordinary  human  comforts.  As  I  have  said 
already  we  are  experiencing  considerable  difficulties  in  this  direction. 
Elsewhere,  in  Simula  and  Delhi,  the  Government  of  India  are  providing 
ample  and  suitable  accommodations  for  the  members  of  the  Centra^ 
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.[legislatures.  I  think  that  some  sort  of  accommodation  should  be  pro¬ 
vided  by  our  Government  to  the  members  of  our  legislatures.  So  it  r 
only  proper  that  this  courtsey  should  he  ex ‘.ended  to  us  by  provid¬ 
ing  with  facilities  during  the  time  when  we  are  here  in  connection  with 
the  meetings  of  this  legislature.

VAIDYASASTRAKUSALA  Dr.  (Mrs.)  M.  POONEN  LUKOSE  Surgeon 
General  :  Sir,  I  move  for, a  grant  not  exceeding  Bs.  10,50,977  under' 
Demand  IX — Medical. 

Motion  No.  320. 

Mr.  PULIYOUR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI :  Sir,  I  move  to  reduce  the 
allotment  of  Bs.  2,200  for  travelling  allowance  by  Be.  1. 

The  object  of  this  motion  is  to  discuss  the  desirability  of  increasing 
the  number  of  House  Surgeons  in  hospitals  and  dispensaries.  Sir,  the 
scheme  for  the  entertainment  of  honorary  House  Surgeons  was  com¬ 
menced  in  the  year  1110  and  we  find  in  the  Budget  of  the  year  1115 
that  there  is  a  provision  for  an  honoraria  being  paid  to  12  House  Sur¬ 
geons  at  the  rate  of  Bs-  30  per  mensem  and  to  4  House  Surgeons  at  the 
rate  of  Bs.  20  per  mensem  and  the  total  amount  provided  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  in  the  next  year’s  budget  is  Bs.  5,230  on  the  whole. 

Sir,  let  us  now  look  at  the  question  whether  this  scheme  has 
resulted  in  any  substantial  benefit  to  the  public  in  the  matter  of  getting 
medical  aid.  In  the  Financial  Secretary’s  speech  introducing  the  Budget 
for  the  year  1114  it  is  stated  like  this — “Those  honorary  House  Sur¬ 
geons  do  regular  hospital  work  and  thereby  meet  in  some  measure  the 
demand  for  additional  staff  in  the  Medical  Department.”  Sir,  there  is 
a  general  complaint  from  the  public  and  I  presume  from  the  depart¬ 
mental  head  also  that  the  number  of  medical  officers  just  at  present  in 
the  department  is  not  quite  adequate  to  the  needs  of  several  institutions 
in  the  State.  Sir,  this  difficulty  of  the  Department  and  the  incon¬ 
venience  and  sufferings  of  the  public  could  be^  very  well  remedied  by  in- 
creasing'the  number  of  these  Honorary  House  Surgeons;  and  a  resort  to 
this  course,  of  course  will  not  entail  very  large  expenditure  either.  Sir, 
it  can  be  seen  from  the  administration  report  of  the  Medical  Depart¬ 
ment  for  the  year  1113—1  am  stating  it  as  an  instance— that  inChen- 
gannur  District  Dispensary  the  total  number  of  patients  tieated  in  the 
year  ]  113  was  48,668  and  that  the  average  daily  attendance  was  376-44. 
Sir,  there  is  only  one  medical  officer  in  charge  of  this  institution  and 
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I  may  be  permitted  to  submit  that  it  is  physically  impossible  for  anyone 
medical  officer  to  attend  to  37o'44  cases  in  the  course  of  a  few  hours  of 
a  day.  Sir,  if  this  suggestion  of  increasing  the  number  of  House  Sur¬ 
geons  both  in  the  hospitals  and  in  the  important  dispensaries  of  the 
State  is  adopted,  the  question  of  insufficiency  of  hands  can  satisfactorily 
be  solved. 

Moreover,  there  is  a  good  number  of  duly  qualified  candidates  in 
medicine  in  all  parts  of  the  State  aud  also  belonging  to  all  communities. 
Sir,  these  young  candidates  are  waiting  for  appnntment  in  the  Medical 
Department  and  by  so  doing  they  lose  their  knowledge  and  practice  in 
medicine  which  they  would  have  been  able  to  utilise  for  the  advantage 
of  the  public. 

PRESIDENT  :  Presumably,  they  qualified  for  medicine  in  order  to 
start  private  work. 

MR.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLA! :  Sir,  it  may  be  very  easy 
for  men  in  authority  to  observe  that  they  can  very  well  resort  to  private 
practice.  But,  Sir,  it  requires  a  good  initial  investment  for  starting 
private  practice  also  and  many  of  them  may  not,  after  their  education 
and  huge  expenditure  on  that  account,  find  it  possible  or  convenient  to 
start  private  practice.  Sir,  from  this  it  is  clear  that  the  principle  under¬ 
lying  this  motion  can  very  well  be  accepted  by  the  Government.  With 
these  observations  I  move  my  motion  for  the  acceptance  of  the  House. 

MR.  M.  L.  JANARDANA  PILLAI  < Nominated )  :  Sir,  I  have  great, 
pleasure  in  supporting  the  motion  of  Mr.  Velayudhan  Pillai.  As  was 
pointed  out  by  Mr.  Velayndhan  Pillai,  the  number  of  attendance  in  even 
a  dispensary  like  the  Chengannur  dispensary  comes  to  more  than  300 
and  it  is  simply  physically  impossible  for  any  medical  man  to  do  justice 
to  his  work  and  to  do  justice  to  the  patients  whom  he  is  treating,  if  he 
is  expected  to  do  his  work  properly.  What  is  being  done  in  almost  every 
institution  except  perhaps  in  some  of  the  big  hospitals,  is  the 
perfunctory  manner  in  which  patients  are  examined  and  the  equally 
perfunctory  manner  in  which  prescriptions  are  written.  There  are,  as 
pointed  out  by  Mr.  Velayudhan  Pillai,  a  number  of  medical  graduates 
in  the  country  who  are  unemployed.  Now,  it  is  a  very  very  big  ques¬ 
tion  as  to  whether  they  cannot  take  up  private  practice.  It  is  within 
the  common  knowledge  of  everybody  that  the  young  medical  men  who 
take  up  to  private  practice  are  likely  to  commit  serious  errors,  endan¬ 
gering  the  life  of  the  patients  who  may  be  committed  to  their  charge, 
On  the  other  hand,  the  practice  suggested  by  Mr.  Velayudhan  Pillai 
will  give  these  medical  men  the  opportunity  of  working  with  senior 
medical  men  in  Government  hospitals  so  that  in  course  of  time  they 
will  acquire  sufficient  practice,  not  only  in  medical  work  but  also  in 
surgical  work  and  then  in  a  few  year’s  time  they  will  be  ompetent  to 
start  private  practice,  with  considerable  advantage  to  the  public  and  to 
themselves.  Not  only  that.  It  is  time,  I  believe,  for  the  State  to 
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seriously  consider  whether  the  State  should  go  on  continuously  spend¬ 
ing  in  the  manner  in  which  they  are  spending  on  the  Medical  Depart¬ 
ment  at  present.  Elsewhere  the  system  has  been  introduced  by  which, 
slowly  the  public  are  directly  made  to  pay  the  medical  men  who  are 
treating'  the  patients.  Such  a  system  has  not  come  to  stay  here  and  it 
is  impossible  for  us  under  present  conditions  to  adopt  such  a  system 
because  there  are  not  sufficiently  qualified  medical  men  outside  "the 
Department  to  taka  up  the  work.  If  there  are  really  qualified  medical 
men  in  and  around  the  places  where  you  have  got  first  class  hospitals 
and  they  are  allowed  to  come  and  work  under  senior  medical  men  in 
those  hospitals,  in  a  few  years’  time  these  medical  men  could  be  avail¬ 
able  ’o  the  country,  so  much  so,  Government  will  be  enab'ed  to  reduce 
their  expenditure  under  this  item.  Therefore,  I  trust  that  this  motion 
will  receive  the  support  of  the  House  and  will  meet  with  the  approval 
of  Government, 

MR  VARKALA  K.  MADHAVAN  :  Sir  I  oppose  the  motion.  In 
mv  opinion,  the  extension  cf  the  ordinary  House  Surgeon  system 
will  not  be  of  any  benefit  to  the  patients.  The  honourable  mem¬ 
bers  may  have  no  detailed  information  of  the  results  of  the  working 
of  this  system  in  British  India-  'Sir,  I  have  known  patients 
coming  from  the  British  parts  teiling  me  about  the  sort  of  medical 
help  they  are  getting  in  British  India.  One  gentleman  told  me  that 
every  House  Surgeon  will  have  two  needles,  one  blunt  and  one  sharp, 
for  injecting.  The  blunt  needle  will  be  used  on  the  first  day  so  that  it 
may  cause  the  maximum  pain  to  the  patient.  The  next  day,  if  the 
patient  brings  some  money,  the  other  needle  will  be  used. 

Mr.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PlLLAI  :  May  I  know  whether 
the  honourable  member  is  aware  of  the  fact  that  the  Madras  Provincial 
Government  have  expressed  their  opinion  very  strongly  in  favour  of  the 
continuance  of  the  scheme  on  account  of  the  very  good  results  arising 
therefrom  ? 

PRESIDENT  :  Order,  order.  Has  it  been  realty  tried  in  Madras  ? 

VAIDYASASTRAKUSALA  dr.  (MR.)  M.  POONEN  LUKOSE  :  It  has  not 

been  tried,  Sir. 

MR.  VARKALA  K.  MADHAVAN  :  Sir,  I  think  the  opinion  of  the  patient 
is  the  authority  and  not  the  opinion  of  the  honourable  the  Minister  in 
charge  of  the  Department. 

PRESIDENT:  Unless  he  is  the  patient  also. 

MR.  VARKALA  K.  MADHAVAN :  Sir,  Travancore  is  not  a  rich  country. 
It  is  mainly  an  agricultural  country.  In  rural  parts  the  medical 
practitioners  •  get  their  fee  not  in  money  but  in  kind,  such  as  mangoes 
and  jack  fruits.  Sir,  I  have  enquired  into  the  actual  state  of  affairs  in 
several  villages  and  even  in  towns  and  this  is  the  plight  of  the  young 
medical  graduates  who  have  set  up  practice  in  several  parts  of  the 
State.  The  conditions  in  England  and  other  industrial  countries  may 
be  quite  different.  There  the  people  are  very  rich  and  will  not  go  to 
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any  Government  hospital.  They  will  go  only  to  the  nursing  homes 
and  they  have  the  financial  resources  to  pay  for  the  efficient  medical 
aid.  But  that  is  not  the  case  in  Travancore  where  there  are  poor- 
people  who  depend  for  medical  aid  only  upon  Government.  Govern- 
ment  have  been  very  charitable  in  this  direction  and  they  have  been 
giving  efficient  medical  aid  to  all  the  members  of  the  State.  I  want 
more  paid  doctors  and  not  house  Surgeons—  with  starvation  allowances. 
Sir,  with  these  words,  I  emphatically  oppose  the  motion.

MR.  S.  GDVINDA  PILL  AS  (Gh'ra-jin’M  cum  h' edumangmd) Sir,  1 
support  the  motion  before  the  House.  The  other  day  we  were  dis¬ 
cussing  the  Medical  Registration  Bill.  If  we  were  not  able  to  pass  the 
bill  yesterday,  we  will  be  able  to  pass  it  tomorrow.  Then  it  will  be 
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necessary  for  us  to  secure  a  well-equipped  staff  who  will  be  able  to  look 
after  the  welfare  of  the  rural  population.  If  the  scheme  of  House 
Surgeons  is  enlarged,  if  they  are  allowed  to  do  work  in  some  of  the 
hospitals  of  the  State,  they  will  be  able  to  take  up,  in  course  of  time 
the  rural  medical  work  in  the  villages  and  they  would  get  an  opportunity 
to  get  practical  experience  in  medicinal  treatment.  In  course  of  time 
there  will  be  a  number  of  doctors  who  will  be  able  to  take  up  rural 
work.  It  will  also  to  a  great  extent  solve  unemployment  among  the 
medicial  graduates  who  come  out  of  the  University. 

For  these  reasons  I  oupport  the  motion  before  the  House.

PRESIDENT  :  How  does  the  honourable  member  relate  the  loyalty 
of  the  local  inhabitants  of  Kaviyoor  with  the  desirability  of  increasing 
the  number  of  House  Burgeons.  Honourable  member  will  proceed  with 
that  aspect  in  view.

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PRESIDENT  :  Cut  motion  342  is  for  the  purpose  of  bringing  to 
tbe  notice  of  Government  the  necessity  of  a  hospital  ia  Kaviyoor 
pakuthy.  That  will  be  reached  in  the  course  of  the  discussion.  The 
question  of  appointing  a  House  Surgeon  for  Kaviyoor  pakuthi  could  not 
be  discussed  within  the  scope  of  this  motion. 

DR.  (Mrs.)  POONEN  LUKOSE  (Surgeon-General):  Sir, the  honourable 
members  who  spoke  on  the  subject  House  Surgeons  in  the  hospitals  and 
dispensaries  have  not  understood,  I  am  afraid,  the  difference  between 
appointing  honorary  House  Surgeons  here  and  the  honorary  system 
that  has  bean  recommended  in  Madras-  The  two  are  quite  different. 

PRESIDENT  :  The  idea  in  Madras  is  that  no  honorary  surgeon  will 
get  any  salary  and  that  no  medical  practitioner  in  Government  service  is 
to  have  any  private  practice.  The  honorary  surgeons  will  bo  paid  Es. 
20  per  mensem  and  the  other  doctors  are  to  work  for  nothing  so  far  as 
private  practice  is  concerned. 

Dr.  (Mrs.)  POONEN  LUKOSE:  The  honorary  House  Surgeons  may 
not  even  get  Es.  20  hereafter:  In  the  year  1110,  Sir,  the  idea  of 
appointing  House  Surgeons  in  hospitals  inTravancore  was  contemplated. 
At  present  there  are  14  House  Surgeons  working  in  different  hospital* 
of  the  State.  They  are  of  some  real  help  in  the  hosp.tals  and  they  also 
gain  practial  experience.  But  I  am,  against  the  appointment  of 
honorary  House  Surgeons  in  the  dispensaries.  The  dispensaries  have 
not  got  the  conveniences  for  training  House  Surgeons,  dispensaries  are 
meant  to  be  institutions  where  people  resort  to  mostly  as  out-patients, 
It  is  true  that  in  Chengannur  Dispensary,  there  is  a  large  out-patient 
attendance.  The  appointment  in  a  dispensary  of  a  House  Surgeon  who 
is  new  and  who  has  just  passed  out  from  the  college,  will  not  help  in 
rendering  efficient  medical  aid  to  the  people.  I  am  in  favour  of  posting 
House  Surgeons  only  for  a  limited  period  in  the  hospitals.  But  what 
has  been  happening  here  is  that  for  the  last  three  or  four  years,  con- 
tinuously  House  Surgeons  have  been  working  in  various  hospitals.  From 
last  Kanni  they  are  given  a  small  honorarium — Es.  30  for  an  Assistant 
Surgeon  and  Ks.  20  for  a  Sub- Assistant  Surgeon.  It  is  do*  good  that 
these  young  men  should  go  on  working  for  :  His  pittance  for  years  while 
others  in  service  are  paid  higher  salaries.  But  we  have  to  remember 
that  the  salaries  of  doctors  in  Travancore  is  far  less  than  these  in  British 
India.  Assistant  Surgeons  and  Sub-Assistant  Surgeons  in  Madras 
Presidency  have  much  higher  scale  of  salaries.  By  appointing  honorary 
House  Surgeons  in  our  dispensaries,  tbe  doctors  are  not  going  to  gain 
much  experience  nor  are  the  people  to  be  benefited  much.  But  the 
appointing  of  House  Surgeons  in  hospitals  for  a  limited  period  to  gain 
experience  is  acceptable.  We  have  now  as  I  said  before  14  house 
surgeons  who  are  working  for  some  years  in  the  various  hospitals.  If 
they  are  prepared  to  go  out  and  start  work  on  their  own,  they  will  be 
of  very  great  help  to  the  people  particularly  in  rural  areas.  I  trust  the 
honourable  members  of  this  House  will  encourage  these  young  men. 
Hereafter  Government  will  not  be  able  to  undertake  everything  for  the 
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people.  The  people  mu3t  lighten  the  financial  burden  of  G  ernment 
by  helping  existing  medical  institutions  and  starting  institutions  in 
rural  areas  and  in  parts  where  there  is  no  medical  aid.  There  are  no 
Government  medical  institutions  in  England.  English  hospitals  are 
run  by  endowments  and  voluntary  subscriptions.  I  have  been  there 
recently  and  observed  the  working  of  these  institutions.  They  are 
liberally  supported  by  voluntary  subscriptions  by  the  people.  There 
are  also  nursing  homos  for  the  well-to-do.  But- hospitals  are  meant 
mainly  for  the  treatment  of  the  poor.  It  is  not  possible  for  us  to  adopt 
all  that  is  practised  in  other  countries.  But  it  is  time  for  us  to  do 
something.  The  rules  governing  the  working  of  honorary  House  Sur¬ 
geons  have  to  be  modified  before  moreHouso  Surgeons  can  be  appointed. 

Mr.  XA1NIKKASA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  ( Changaanoheny  cum 
peermade) :  Sir,  I  wish,  to  make  a  few  remarks  in  support  of  this 
motion.  The  necessity  for  appointing  house  surgeons  in  the  hospitals 
has  been  emphasised  by  the  previous  speakers.  From  what  has  been 
spoken  by  the  officer  in  charg  and  also  from  the  remark  that  fell  from 
the  honourable  memb  r  Mr.  S.  Govinda  Pillai,  I  believe  that  I  might- 
speak  a  few  words  on  another  aspect  of  the  same  question,  or  rather  a 
particular  direction  in  which  : his  can  be  used  to  the  wider  advantage 
and  benefit  of  the  country  at  large.  We  find  year  after  year  demands 
for  wider  madical  aid-  We  have  been  complaining  that  the  medical  aid 
does  not  reach  the  village  as  much  as  it  should  reach.  We  have  been 
demanding  for  more  hospitals  and  dispensaries  This  motion  recom¬ 
mends  for  the  appointment  of  more  house  surgeons  in  the  hospitals  and 
dispensaries  of  the  State.  I  would  support  the  mo'ion  as  a  first  step 
towards  an  organised  move  for  the  supply  of  medical  aid  in  rural  areas. 
The  Government  are  spending  a  considerable  amount  on  Medical  De¬ 
partment.  We  do  want  Government  to  spend  more  money  on  it.  At 
the  same  time,  with  the  revenue  that  we  have  got,  even  if  Government 
come  forward  with  an  increased  allotment,  we  know  that  we  cannot 
have  as  many  hospitals  and  dispensaries  as  we  require.  The  one  sug¬ 
gestion  that  I  would  offer  is  this.  Just  as  there  are  grant-in-aid  Ayur¬ 
veda  Vydiasalas  run  by  private  Vydians  under  the  direct  control  and 
supervisijn  of  the  Ayurveda  Department,  there  could  be  a  net  work 
of  private  dispensaries  throughout  the  country  under  the  direct  control 
and  supervision  by  the  Medical  Department.  If  we  are  to  have  such 
hospitals  and  dispensaries,  it  is  necessary  that  we  should  have  doctors 
trained  in  very  well  furnished  hospi.a’.s  manned  with  the  best  doctors, 
best  experts,  avilable  in  this  country.  Therefore,  this  recruitment  of 
honorary  surgeons  m  good  numbers  can  be  made  a  preliminarj  step  for 
distributing  these  doctors  as  private  practitioners,  supervised  and  con¬ 
trolled  and  if  possible  aided  with  a  grant  by  the  Medical  Department. 

One  thing  more  I  would  like  to  point  out  in  this  connexion.  Our 
country  has  been  always  famous  for  charity  But  those  who  would 
take  the  trouble  to  look  into  the  actual  working  of  that  charity  would 
notice  that  there  is  another  aspeci  in  our  charitable  institutions.  It 
does  not  deserve  the  universal  praise  that  it  has  always  got.  Our  charity 
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has  always  Veen  rather  indiscriminate.  We  know  that  poor  men  have 
to  be  fed.  But  the  feeding'  in  Travancore  has  always  been  indiscrimi¬ 
nate  of  the  poverty  or  the  wealth  of  the  person  that  is  fed.  The  Medical 
Department  has  always  been  a  charitable  department  rendering 
medical  aid  indiscriminately  free  to  the  rich  and  the  poor.  Sir,  the 
duty  of  an  advanced  and  civilized  Government  is  always  to  relieve  the 
poor  from  the  burden  of  taxation  and  to  transfer  that  on  to  the  shoul¬ 
ders  of  the  rich.  That  is  what  ihe  Medical  Department  ought  to  have 
done,  I  do  not  know  the  reason  why  a  rich  citizen  of  the  country  be 
not  asked  to  pay  for  the  medical  aid  he  gets.  If  the  Travancore  Gov¬ 
ernment  is  to  meet  the  growing  demand  in  rural  areas,  if  the  Govern¬ 
ment  are  to  open  more  dispensaries  and  hospitals  or  to  control  a  net¬ 
work  of  private  practitioners,  supported  financially  and  supervised  by 
the  department,  then  certainly  let  the  rich  be  asked  to  pay.  A.  revenue 
to  the  Medical  Department  must  be  obtained  by  a  sort  of  indirect 
taxation,  I  would  say,  from  the  rich.  The  medical  aid  must  he  com¬ 
pletely  free  to  the  poor,  but  not  to  the  rich.  In  our  country  there  are 
very  well  qualified  private  practitioners  in  different  towns  and  villages 
besides  the  well-equipped  hospitals.  But  even  the  rich  citizens  of  a 
town  would  naturally  go  to  Government  hospitals  for  the  one  simple 
reason  that  he  can  get  free  medicine  In  Trivandrum  Sir,  for  example 
the  Dewan  himself  might  require  medical  aid.  I  am  afraid  he  would 
go  to  the  General  Hospital. 

PRESIDENT  :  I  do. 

Mr.  KAINIKKARA  fl/l.  PADMANABKA  PILLAI:  Without  attributing 
miserly  motives  to  the  Dewan,  I  would  say  that  most  probably,  unre¬ 
cognised  by  himself,  in  the  sub  conscious  stage.there  is  an  attraction  for 
a  free  hospital.  I  do  not  know  why  such  highly  paid  officers  and  rich 
merchants  and  landlords  should  be  given  medical  aid  without  payment. 
While  the  poor  penniless  millions  should  get  medical  aid  free  of  cost,  I 
think  the  rich  men  must  be  asked  to  pay,  not  only  for  the  medical  aid 
to  them  hut  also  for  the  medical  aid  given  to  the  poor. 

Mr.  E.  SUBRA530N1A  AIYAR  ('dominated') :  Suppose  Government 
doctors  treat  the  rich  and  get  some  money.  Does  the  member  suggest 
that  the  money  obtained  from  the  rich  should  be  surrendered  to  Gov¬ 
ernment  ? 

Mr.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABKA  PILLAI :  There  are  two  alterna¬ 
tives.  If  Government  do  not  pay  any  salary  to  the  doctors,  I  have  no 
objection  to  the  doctors  getting  the  necessary  fee.  Once  they  got  a 
salary,  they  should  not  get  any  fee  from  the  patients.  That  should  be 
left  to  them  to  choose.  Either  one  or  the  other  should  be  agreed  to 
by  thm. 

MR.  PUL1Y00R  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  :  Is  it  the  honourable 
member’s  view  that  the  Government  Medical  Officers  should  not  have 
private  ■  practice  ? 
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MR.  K AtNIKKAR A  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI :  They  cannot  havo  salary 
and  private  practice,  My  suggestion  is  that'this  motion  must  bo  accepted 
with  an  eye  for  the  future.  The  department  and  the  Government 
must  see  that  it  is  possible  with  the  present  revenue  to  satisfy  the  de¬ 
mand  of  every  rural  area  in  the  matter  of  madieal  aid.  The  only  re¬ 
medy  can  be,  as  I  said,  by  a  net- work  of  private  practitioners  and  for 
that,  this  motion  has  to  be  accepted.  The  department  must  ascertain 
the  places  which  are  in  need  of  medical  aid.  Doctors  should  be  trained 
in  very  well  furnished  medical  hospitals  under  the  guidance  of  best 
qualified  doctors  and  sent  out,  with  a  grant  if  possible,  to  practice  in 
rural  areas  and  to  compensate  for  this  additional  expenditure,  a  Certain 
amount  of  fee  might  be  levied  from  the  rich  persons.  With  these 
remarks  I  strongly  support  the  motion. 

PRESIDENT;  Before  the  motion  is  put  to  the  vote  of  the  House 
there  are  one  or  two  points  which  need  clearing  up.  It  is  very  satis¬ 
factory  to  hear  for  the  first  time,  I  think  on  ihe  floor  of  this  House, 
sentiments  like  those  expressed  by  the  last  speaker  with  reference  to 
the  policy  of  ihe  Medical  Department.  As  the  scope  of  the  original 
motion  has  been  enlarged  and  extended  by  reason  of  the  various  points 
that  have  been  made,  certain  outstanding  problems  must  be  faced. 
Why  is  it  that,  not,  only  in  Travancore  but  also  throughout  India, 
almost  every  third-  or  fourth  house  bears  the  nameplate  of  a  doctor  if 
not  of  a  lawyer  and  why  are  those  plates  so  numerous  in  the  main 
urban  centres  and  so  rare  in  the  rural  parts  '<  The  reason  is  obvious. 
Taking  Cravancore,  for  instance,  the  State  is  really  competing  with 
the  private  practitioners.  As  a  matter  of  fac,,  the  State  is  competing 
unfairly  with  the  private  practitioner,  because  to  the  rid  tost  as  well  as 
to  the  poorest  in  the  country  it  affords  medical  advice  and  medical 
assistance  gratis.  There  is  no  incentive  therefore  for  anyone  to 
approach  a  private  practitiunei  unless  his  eminence  is  absolutely  assured 
and  the  patient  feels  that  he  cannot  get  equai  efficient  treatment  any¬ 
where  else.  He  goes  direct  to  the  Government  hospital;  and  going 
into  it,  what  does  he  find  ?  The  medical  attendants,  the  various  nurses 
and  all  .he  paraphernalia  of  the  hospital — human  nature  being  what 
it  is— are  likely  to  be  more  solicitous  cf  the  interests  and  the  comforts 
of  the  more  well-to-do  and  the  more  potentially  paying  person,  than  of 
the  destitute  and  the  poor  pitient.  To  assert  [hat  it  is  not  so  or  that 
hospitals  are  ran  absolutely  impartially  may  be  right  academically,  but 
there  are  bound  to  be  exceptions.  Not  only  the  State,  is  competing 
with  the  private  Practitioner  but,  the  State  also  makes  it  almost  com¬ 
pulsory  on  the  part  of  the  well-to-do  classes  to  resort  10  hospitals  rather 
than  to  private  practitioners  b  cause  as  a  result  of  -their  poor  practice, 
private  practitioners  are  unable  to  equip  themselves  adequately.  The 
result  is  that  there  is  no  incentive  to  the  private  prac.itioner  to  settle 
himself  down  in  his  own  village  or  locality.  He  wants  to  come  to  the 
cities  for  practice  if  he  is  an  expert  and  if  he  is  ordinary  lie  begins  to 
apply  for  honorary  House  Surgeonship.  If  the  whole  policy  of  the 
State  is  changed,  as  was  indicated  on  a  previous  occasion,  things  would 
be  different.  Suppose,  for  instance,  it  was  laid  down  a3  a  policy  that 
there  should  ba  half  a  dozen  or  at  the  most  eight  hospitals  with  first 
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grade  equipment  where  the  most  modern  methods  of  treatment  and 
appliances  such  as  X-Bay  and  radium  apparatus  are  available.  AH 
people,  whether  poor  or  rich,  should  be  allowed  to  take  advantage  of 
these  hospitals  but  except  for  the  poorest  a  small  and  if  possible  a 
graduated  fee  should  be  leviable.  Only  those  who  demand  the  highest 
professional  assistance  and  appliance  in  surgery  from  the  first  class 
hospitals  would  go  to  such  hospitals,  and  the  private  practitioner  would 
have  the  opportunity  to  obtain  and  build  up  a  practice,  I  am  not 
referring  only  to  Allopathy  but  also  to  the  Ayurveda  and  the  Chinth- 
mony  systems  of  treatment  If  there  are  a  few  centralised  institutions 
absolutely  well  equipped  whose  primary  object  is  to  cater  to  the  poor, 
then  the  problem  would  be  solved  easily. 

In  Kottayam  it  was  found  that  an  appeal  had  only  to  be  made  to 
the  philanthropic  instincts  of  public  spirited  persons  for  a  fine  response 
to  be  made.  The  Kottayam  hospital  management  deserves  the  utmost 
commenda. ion  for  their  efforts.  They  have,  by  making  an  appeal  to 
the  richer  people  in  that  locality  already  arranged  for  an  extension  and 
I  am  glad  to  inform  the  House  that  another  extension  devoted  to  the 
treatment  of  women  and  children  has  already  been  promised  by  a 
retired  Judge  at  the  Travancore  service,  and  that  offer  has  been  thank¬ 
fully  accepted.  Elsewhere  in  the  world,  hospitals  are  run  almost 
wholly  by  private  benefactions.  This  is  the  main  direction  which 
private  philanthropy  takes  and  I  hope  we  shall  have  here  something 
like  the  response  which  has  been  evoked  in  Mysore  and  other  localities 
in  the  way  of  endowment  of  beds  in  hospitals  and  towards  the  treat¬ 
ment  of  special  ailments.  It  is  impossible  to  go  back  upon  the  prin¬ 
ciple  laid  down  in  the  case  of  Travancore  that,  for  people  who  cannot 
afford  medical  treatment,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  State  to  give  such  treat¬ 
ment.  Now  that  has  been  accepted  as  a  cardinal  principle  of  our 
administration.  It  is  impossible  for  our  country  claiming  to  be  a  land 
of  charity  to  go  back  upon  that  principle.  But  surely  that  principle 
can  be  qualified  by  laying  down  that  men  who  can  pay  should  pay. 
Once  that  principle  is  accepted  then  many  other  things  will  follow. 
House  Surgeons  then  will  be  an  integral  part  of  the  system.  These 
men  can  be  regarded  as  probationers  on  their  way  to  independent 
practice.  A  group  of  men  who  go  after  qualifying  themselves  in  these 
hospitals  can  settle  down  in  rural  parts  to  practise.  But  at  present 
what  is  the  use  of  these  House  Surgeons  ?  What  prospect  have  they  ? 
Unless  they  are  absorbed  in  the  Medical  Department  they  cannot  go 
anywhere.  Therefore  they  add  to  the  list  of  unemployed.  The  ques¬ 
tion  of  House  Surgeons  can  only  be  taken  up  seriously  in  conjunction 
with  a  general  scheme  for  bringing  into  existence  a  few  first  rate 
hospitals  in  selected  centres,  and  the  encouragement  of  private  practi¬ 
tioners  elsewhere,  care  being  taken  to  see  that  they  come  npto  the  mini¬ 
mum  standard  of  efficiency  and  are  enabled  by  Government  not 
competing  with  them  to  earn  their  livelihood.  Except  as  a  pare  of 
that  general  scheme,  the  proposition  cannot  he  dealt  with  fragtnen- 
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MR,  PULIYOliR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILL Ai  :  I  press  the  motion.

MR.  PULlYf  OR  T,  P.  VELAYUDHAR  PILLAI :  I  rise  to  a  point  of  order. 
Ruling  209  on  page  134  of  the  Rulings  from  the  Chair  says  that 
if  a  motion  is  put  to  vote  all  other  motions  under  that  heading  must 

1  MR.  PUTHUPAU]  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI :  Last  year  ihis  time,  the 
ruling  was  that  if  a  motion  is  carried  and  the  House  expresses  its 
opinion  on  a  particular  matter  then  all  motions  under  that  sub-heading 
must  lapse. 

MR.  KAI'  IKARA  M  PADWNABHA  Pil-LAI ;  It  does  not  matter  whether 
he  vote  was  lor  or  against.  It  is  not  a  question  as  to  whether  the 
motion  is  carnal  or  non  When  once  a  motion  is  put  to  vote,  then  it 
means  that  the  House  has  expressed  its  opinion. 

PRESIDENT:  The  point  is  not  so  simple  as  that.  As  is  well 

known,  presidents  Rulings  are  entitled  to  the  utmost  possible  consi¬ 
deration  not  only  because  of  the  eminence  of  the  occupants  of  the  Chair 
from  time  to  time  hut  also  because  of  the  well-known  legal  principle  of 
stare  dadsis  which  mean;,  that,  if  a  decision  ha--  been  given  by  the 
Chair  on  one  occasion,  as  far  as  possible,  that,  decision  has  to  be  adhered 
to  even  though  ih.:  succeeding  occupant  of  the  Chair  may  have  a  differ¬ 
ent  opinion  just  as  one.  full  bench  almost  invariably  follow  the  decision 
of  another  full  bench.  But,  nevertheless  the  question  arises  as  to  the 
exact  construction  scope  of  this  ruling  which  is  rather  ambigiously 
expressed.  If  a  cut  pro  taut  motion  is  carried  the  Government  is 
censured.  If,  for  instance,  Mr.  T.  B.  Velayudhan  Pillai  had  succeeded 
in  carrying  his  motion  it  would  have  meant  that  in  as  much  as  the 
Surgeon  General  has  not  considered  the  desirability  of  increasing  the 
number  of  House  3urg..ons  in  hospitals,  she  is  failing  in  her  duty. 
In  that  case,  according  o  the  ruling  referred  to,  arguments  whit 
regard  to  the  alleged  brutish  way  in  which  Doctors  in  Government 
hospitals  and  dispensaries  are  apt  to  treat  patients  may  not  arise 
because  Dr. (Mrs  jLakose  was  proved  to  be  wrong  a*  to  House  Surgeons. 
This  seems  to  be  illogical.  Why  should  the  poor  people  in  Thodupuzha 
and  Edappalli  suffer  by  their  needs  not  being  allowed  to  be  brought 
forward  by  the  carrying  or  loss  of  another  motion  on  a  different 
topic  ? 

MR.  PUTHUPALU  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI :  Precedents  which  wo  have 
been  following  not  only  last  year  but  even  this  year  would  be  in  support 
of  the  position  which  I  contend  for,  namely,  that  all  motions  under 
that  heading  lapse  when  any  motion  under  a  special  heading  is 
carried. 
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PRESIDENT  :  This  particular  ruling  is  ambiguous.  When  there 
is  no  particular  issue  before  the  House,  the  motion  is  considered  as  a 
censure.  The  result  is  a  condemnation  of  the  Rurgen-G-eneral  under 
that  heading. 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI :  There  is  no  Standing  Order. 
It  is  simply  laid  down  that  if  a  motion  is  pressed  and  lost,  all  other 
motions  of  that  category  lapse. 

PRESIDENT  :  The  matter  deserves  more  consideration.  I  do  not 
propose  to  give  a  ruling  except  to  allow  the  consideration  of  the  motion 
without  prejudice  to  the  ruling  referred  to.  The  matter  is  of  great 
importance  and  honourable  members  will  remember  that  it  also  affects 
the  privileges  of  the  House.  If  we  are  to  stop  with  the  decision  of  one 
motion  under  one  heading  then  the  department  becomes  absolutely 
safe  from  any  attack  under  any  other  topic.  The  question  has  to  he 
well  considered  before  I  give  a  ruling.

Mr.  KANNANTHOOATR  JANAflOHANjAN  NA|R;  (KctrunagapaUi ,  .own, 
Kartigapally)  :  Sir,  I  also  support  the  motion.  I  was  practically, 
keeping  silent  when  the  question  of  corruption  in  the  public  service  was1 
discussed  here  yesterday,  and  day.  before  yesterday.;  in,  connectioBCwitb,. 
the  Demand  for  some  other  department..  But  in  .this-,  department, 
because  corruption  has  reached  such  a  pitch,  adversly  affecting  the 
people  St  large,,  especially Jbe  pidor  class,.  Dam  tempted  to  make  a'feyrv 
remarks.  The  corruption  prevailing  in,  the  Medical,  DegEgtmep*,  i%; 
manifold.  Last  year,  the  then  Surgeon  general '  announced  '  to  thj' 
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House  that  it  is  not  a  crime  for  doctors  to  take  money  from  the  public. 
Now,  under  cover  of  this  statement  the  doctors  have  degenerated  into 
standing  monuments  of  corruption  aDd  greed,  taking  people  irrespective 
of  their  capacity  to  pay.  This,  Sir,  takes  away  from  the  people  the 
benefit  that  the  Government  have  conferred  upon  them,  viz.,  free 
medical  aid, 

I  know,  Sir,  in  several  hospitals  doctors  are  giving  first  considera¬ 
tion  to  their  private  patients  in  the  matter  of  accommodating  them. 
The  poor  patients  are  discarded  in  the  corners  and  verandas  while  the 
moneyed  private  patients  are  given  beds  and  other  comforts.  Again, 
in  the"  matter  of  medicine  supply,  a  lot  of  the  costliest  medicines  are 
removed  from  the  stock  by  many  of  the  doctors  to  be  utilised  for  their 
private  practice.  I  know,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  that  jealousy  prevails  to 
a  great  extent  in  the  department.  If  a  particular  doctor  understands 
that  a  particular  patient  has  given  money  to  one  doctor  then  on  that 
account  alone  another  doctor  is  disinclined  to  attend  that  patient. 
These  and  other  factors  forming  into  a  powerful  combine  have  converted 
the  hospitals  merely  booking  offices  to  the  other  world. 

Sir,  in  this  connection  I  wonld  like  to  put  in  just  a  word  about  my 
constituency.  It  is  about  3  years  since  the  present  doctor  came  to  take 
charge  of  the  Karunagapalli  dispensary.  Since  his  coming  corruption 
h,as  reached  the  highest  point.  The  people  of  the  locality  gave- a  mass 
representation  to  the  then  Surgeon-General  who  transferred  that 
individual  from  Karunagapalli.  Somehow  or  other  he  managed  to  get 
that  order  of  transfer  cancelled  and  again  came  back  to  Karunagapalli. 
8ince  his  coming  back  he  has  been  growing  more  aggressive  and  more 
unkind.  Early,  last  month  I  myself  approached  the  Surgeon  General 
a?.a  representative  of  the  people  and  requested  her  that  this  individual 
should  be  transferred  from  Karunagapalli.  She  lent  me  a-  patient 
hearing  and  promised  to  consider  my  request.  But,  Sir,  I  am  sorry, 
to  find  that  the  Surgeon, General's  promise  has  not  fructified  yet.  Sir, 
it. would. be  only  just  and  proper  if  doctors  are  often-  transferred  to  one 
place  from- other  and. thus  save  -the  poor  taxpayers  from  their  vagaries- 
and. corruptions.  Consider,  Sir,  how  just  and  proper  our  request  is'  when' 
what  all  we  want  is  that:  he  should  be  transferred,  Do  this  please-and* 
s&va.us.  With  these  words  I  support  the  motion. 

MR,  M.  Lv  JANAROANA  PILLAI  ( Nominated ):  Sir,  I  support' the 
motion;  There. are  very  many  good.doctors  in  the  Medical  Department; 
and.  there  are  equally  a  good  number  who  are  absolutely  unsympdthetie 
aod-.oomipt.  The  utter,  irresponsibility  with  which  things  are'b'eing= 
done  is  evident  from  the  way  in  which  they  conduct  themselves  in1  the'- 
daily  treatment  of  their  patients.  I  would  not  mention  the  names  of. ' 
either: the  good  medical  men  or  of  those  who  are  absolutely:  careless 
and  indifferent  to  the  suffering  of  the  poor  people.  But.Dshaihjust 
content  myself  by  referring  to  one  or  two-  instances  :of  their  callousness. 
When  the  outbreak  of  plague  started  in  AJleppey  two  years  back' a  ' 
certain,  young  boy  came,  to  one .  of  his  relation’s  house  in  Trivandrum-. 
He:  was  suffericg.from.  a  slight  attack  of  ordinary  fever.  Becanse  he 
came  from  Alleppey,  the  medical  officer  who' was  called  to -  examine.' the; 
boy,  without  properly  examining  him,  declared  that.it  was  a  suspicious 
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case  of  plague  with  the  result  that  at  midnight  he  was  taken  in  an 
ambulance  car  to  Alleppey  in  pouring  rain  to  be  immediately  sent  to 
the  plague  station,  And  it  was  pointed  out  to  the  medical  officer  who 
was  in  charge  at  Alleppey  that  the  boy  looked  quite  alright  and  therefore 
he  should  not  be  taken  to  the  plague  shed  and  housed  along  with  other 
patients,  and  that  the  bay  was  not  apparently  suffering  from  any  disease; 
he  was  quite  hale,  hearty  and  strong  and  evidently  the  medical  officer 
at  Trivandrum  might  have  made  mistake.  But  the  doctor  there  said  that 
the  boy  should  be  straight  away  taken  not  to  the  shed  but  to  a  separate 
building  rented  by  the  guardian  for  the  purpose.  The  boy’s  father 
pleaded  with  the  doctors  and  requested  that  the  boy’s  blood  might  be 
examined  before  being  considered  as  plague  infected,  however,  at  long 
last,  after  repeated  refusals  the  blood  was  examined,  and  it  was  found  that 
he  was  not  suffering  from  plague.  The  matter  did  not  go  beyond  that 
and  Government  felt  subsequently  sorry  for  the  incident.  I  mention 
this  only  to  show  how  indifferent  and  callous  some  of  the  medical  men 
are.  Instances  are  not  wanting  to  show  that  in  the  various  other 
hospitals  in  the  State  similar  things  are  going;  on.  In  some  hospitals 
persons  who  have  met  with  serious  car  accidents  were  not  allowed 
admission  because  the  doctors  in  charge  were  not  satisfactorily  paid. 
Such  things  are  going  on  even  now.  While  there  are  excellent  medical 
men  in  the  department  who  are  satisfied  with  what  they  get  from 
Government,  there  are  a  good  number  of  men,  as  I  have  mentioned. 
The  fact,  is  probably,  the  non-officials  have  no  control  over  the  matter, 
on  account  of  the  fact  that  if  any  non-official  members  bring  such 
corrupt  practices  to  the  notice  of  Government  they  are  told  hy  Govern¬ 
ment  that  evidences  should  be  tendered,  and  otherwise  those  who 
complain  would  get  into  trouble.  Sir,  there  was  in  Cochin  sometime 
ago,  when  the  present  head  of  the  administration  was  iu  the  Govern¬ 
ment  of  Madras,  a  high  placed  European  Official  employed  in  the 
construction  of  the  Harbour.  He  was  found  to  be  corrupt  and  the 
matter  was  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Government  of  Madras  merely 
hy  an  interpellation  in  the  Cochin  harbour  Advisory  Committee  and 
the  present  occupant  of  the  Chair  who  was  then  the  Law  Member  to 
the  Government  of  Madras  saw  that  the  officer  was  expelled  within 
30  days  from  date  of  the  interpellation.  Sir,  we  can  only  bring  the 
facts  which  we  believe  to  be  true  to  the  kind  notice  of  Government. 
But  if  Government  think  that  evidences  are  not  forthcoming,  parti¬ 
cularity  in  cases  concerning  professional  misconduct  or  mistakes 
costing  the  lives  of  people,  how  can  a  layman  let  in  sufficient 
evidence - 

PRESIDENT  :  In  the  same  manner  that  the  honourable  member  has 
narrated  this  incident. 

Mr.  M.  L.  JANARDANA  PILLAI :  Sir,  I  wish  also  to  relate  another 
particular  instauoe.  This  also  occurred  at  Alleppey  during  the  outbreak 
of  plague  there.  During  the  examination  and  inspection  of  goods  that 
passed  from  Alleppey  in  boats,  a  snm  of  Bs.  2  was,  charged  per  boat  by- 
the  medical  men  who  passed,  the  boats. 
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I  spoke  about  this  to  the  then  Dewan  Peishkar  and  he  admitted 
in  private  conversation  that  Bs-  2  had  to  be  paid  to  medical  men  for 
passing  the  boats,  but  when  I  made  the  charge  at  the  open  meeting  of 
merchants  convened  by  the  Dewan  Peishkar,  he  denied  that  medicial 
men  received  any  amounts  merely  because  he  wanted  to  shield 
his  officers.  This  is  the  way  in  which  corruption  is  encouraged  here. 

MR.  T.  C.  KESAVA  PILLAI  (Kalkulam  cum  Vilavankod)  :  Sir,  I  also 
support  the  motion.  In  supporting  this  motion  I  would  place  before 
the  G-overnment  the  fact  that  there  is  so  much  of  competition  going  on 
among  Allopathy,  Ayurveda  and  Sidhavaidya.  There  is  'competition 
between  vaidyans  and  vaidyans  and  there  is  competition  between 
doctors  and  vaidyans  The  nature  of  the  cut  motion  itself  would  show 
that  there  is  competition  between  the  vaidyan  and  the  doctor.

Mr.  T.  C.  KESAVA  PILLAI  :  Sir,  I  simply  wanted  to  impress  upon 
the  honourable  members  the  fact  that  much  competition  is  going  on 
between  different  systems  of  medical  treatment  and  their  advocates. 

PRESIDENT  :  That  is  a  humourous  way  of  putting  that  point  of 
view. 

MR.  T.  C.  KESAVA  PILLAI  i  Therefore,  Sir,  it  is  highly  necessary 
that  the  Medical  .Registration  Bill  must  be  brought  into  force  at  the 
earliest  opportunity. 

PRESIDENT  :  How  will  that  deal  with  this  particular  question? 

MR.  T.  C.  KESAVA  PILLAI  :  The  so-called  ‘brutish  ways'  means 
this.  If  it  is  a  case  of  tumour,  a  doctor  would  suggest  an  operation. 
If  on  the  other  hand,  an  ordinary  vaidyan  is  approached  he  would  pres¬ 
cribe  some  kashayam.  In  the  eyes  of  a  vaidyan  the  former  procedure 
will  be  considered  bruitish.

So  in  regal'd  to  that  question  it  is  necessary  to  emphasise  the 
desirability  of  Government  taking  the  earliest  opportunity  to 
introduce  a  Medical  Begistration  Bill  including  the  ,  Allopathic  and 
Sidhavaidya  systems. 

My  second  consideration  is  that  inmost  of  the  hospitals  the  instru¬ 
ments  are  often  times  rusty  and  other  techinicalities  which  the  member 
in  charge  of  the  department  should  take  particular  note  of.  I  have 
experienced  such  difficulities  and  it  may  be  mentioned  that  deaths  have 
faken  place  in  some  cases.  When  an  ordinary  poor  lady  from  the 
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village  is  brought  to  the  so-called  District  Hospitals  in  rural  areas,  the 
doctor  would  take  his  own  time,  just  12  or  13  hours  after  the  arrival 
of  the  patient,  to  attend  oh  her.  She  would  be  kept  till  the  next 
morning  in  something  like  a  bathroom.  I  quote  this  instance  as  hav¬ 
ing  occurred  some  years  back  in  the  Parasala  Hospital.  A  poor 
and  innocent  woman  belonging  to  a  very  poor  family  was  brought  into 
the  hospital.  She  was  placed  inside  a  room  and  the  door  was  locked. 
Fortunately,  there  was  one  window  through  which  light  and  air  would 
enter.  The  next  day  morning  the  doctor  came  to  attend  on  her.  But,, 
she  died  soon  after.  I  simply  relate  this  to  impress  upon  the  Govern¬ 
ment  the  importance  of  this  matter  viz.,  that  these  flaws  could  be 
easily  looked  to  during  the  inspection  by  the  Inspecting  Medical 
Officer. 

In  some  of  the  hospitals,  Sir,  insufficiency  of  medicine  is  felt. 

PRESIDENT :  That  is  a  separate  matter  which  is  coming  np 

MR,  T.  C.  KESAVA  PILLAl :  Sir,  in  some  hospitals  only  three 
medicines  out  of  the  four  that  are  needed  for  a  mixture  are  available.  ■ 
The  fourth  medicine  is  easily  substituted  by  some  alkali  and  thus  the 
concentration  of  the  mixture  is  preserved.  When  such  mixtures  are 
supplied  it  is  really  ‘brutal’. 

Then,  Sir,  I  hope  the  malarial  patients  will  be  given  special  treat¬ 
ment,  1  am  recommending  the  supply  of  kanji  to  the  poor  men  whb 
are  affected  by  malaria,  along  with  the  quinine.  I  would  strongly  ■ 
recommend  .Government  to  continue  this  supply  of  kanji  for.  at  least 
two  months.  I  request  that .  the  Government  may  kindly  sanotion 
this. 

Sir,  another  important  item  which  I  wish  to  bring  to  to  the  notice 
of  the  Government  is  the  checking  of  the  stock  by  the  Medical  Officer,. - 
If  it  is  any — 

PRESIDENT:  The  honorable  member  will  confine  his  remarks  to 
the  subject. 

MR.  T.  C.  KESAVA  PILLAl :  Sir,  I  only  wish  to  bring  these  matters 
to  the  notice  of  the  Government,  and  with  these  few  words  I  support 
the  motion.  I  request  that  the  Surgeon. General  would  order  the  sale- 
of  quinine  to  the  poor. 

MR.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  ( Pathauapuram  oum  Shencotta) : 
Sir,  I  wish  to  make  a  few  observations  on  this  motion,  This  is  a " 
censure  motion  directed  against  the  Surgeon-General  and  it  is  sought 
to  be  vested  on  the  ground  that  the  treatment  of  patients  , by  the  doctors, 
of  the.  State,  in  general,  is  inhuman  and  reprehensible.  So  from  the  - 
nature  of  the  motion  it  appears  to  me  that  this  motion  can  be 
justified  oniy  if  the  inhuman  treatment  is  wide-spread  and  colossal 
in  extent  on  the  part  of  the  doctors  towards  patients  in  general.  Un¬ 
less,  therefore,  this  House  is  satisfied  that  the  majority  of  the  doctors 
are  inhuman  and  irresponsible  in  thoir  conduct  towards  patients,  this 
motion  ought  not  to  be  accepted  by  the  House,  Of  course,  individual 
cases  have  been  brought  to  light  by  some  members  Who  spoke  onthe 
motion.  These  individual  cases  have  to  be  dealt  with  on  their  merits 
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by  the  Surgeon  General.  But  the  question  is  whether  the  evil  exists 
on  such  a  colossal  scale  as  to  justify  a  censure  motion.  If  the  evil  is  so 
rampant  as  to  amount  to  a  scandal  and  if  it  is  not  put  down  by  the 
Surgeon  General  even  after  it  is  specifically  brought  to  her  notice,  then 
it  would  be  a  serious  matter.  What  I  wish  to  suggest  is  that  if  there 
are  only  a  few  stray  cases  in  which  the  doctors  have  behaved  in  a  most 
inhuman  and  irresponsible  manner  towards  patients,  then  their  cases 
ought  to  be  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Surgeon  General  and  there  is 
no  scope  for  generalisation.  If  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  such  offences 
are  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Surgeon  General,  she  should  be  in¬ 
different,  it  will  be  time  for  members  to  bring  forward  motions.  As 
things  stand  and  so  far  as  my  information  and  knowledge  goes,  the  vast 
majority  of  the  medical  practitioners  and  the  medical  men  are  treating 
the  patients  quite  like  human  beings  and  not  like  inhuman  beings. 
The  evil  is  not  so  widespread  as  to  call  for  a  censure  motion  of  this 
nature.  However,  I  would  like  to  know  from  the  Surgeon  General 
whether  this  evil  exists  in  such  a  colossal  scale  and  if  so,  to  request  her 
to  enlighten  the  House  on  the  action  taken  by  her  to  put  down  the 

MR.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  P1LLAI  :  Sir,  even  though  the 
doctors  in  the  Government  Medical  institutions  in  the  State  ,  are  very 
kind  and  courteous  to  the  patients  and  also  very  efficient  in  their  pro¬ 
fession  the  result  of  their  consultation  and  preliminary  examination  of 
the  patients  taken  to  those  institutions,  in  a  few  cases,  turns  out  to  be 
rather  very  disappointing  and  even  disgraceful  to  the  State  and  to  the 
Medical  Department  as  a  whole.  Of  course,  in  such  cases  I  must  can¬ 
didly  admit  that  such  results  are  not  at  all  due  to  any  fault  or  indiffer¬ 
ence  on  the  part  of  the  doctors.  But,  on  the  other  hand  I  can  assure 
this  House  that  it  is  entirely  due  to  the  want  of  sufficient  equipments 
in  those  institutions. 

Sir,  I  wish  to  make  a  few  observations  on  this  'motion,  especially 
with  regard  to  the  state  of  affairs  pretaining  to  the  General  Hospital  in 
Trivandrum. 

Before  doing  that,  I  must  admit,  that  the  administration  of  that 
institution  is  quite  satisfactory  and  all  the  doctors  there  are  very  effici¬ 
ent  in  the  matter  of  scientific  medical  treatment  and  very  polite  and 
very  courteous  in  their  dealings  towards  the  patients  and  outside  public 
going  over  there.  Sir,  my  complaint  is  that  in  the  General  Hospital, 
which  is  the  premier  Medical  institution  in  'the  State  and  one  of  the 
most  important  institutions  in  South  India,  if  we  are  repeatedly  asked 
to  take  patients  taken  to  that  Hospital,  in  a  few  cases,  to  Madras  and 
elsewhere  especially  in  cases  where  immediate  attention  is  required, 
does  it  not  amount  to  a  disgrace  to  the  Medical  Department  and  to  the 
State  ?  That  is  the  question  which  I  wish  to  ask.  Besides  a  few 
instances  of  the  kind  I  would  take  the  case  of  a  patient,  taken  by  no  less 
a  person  than  Dr.  Baman  Tampi,  who  is  the  retired  Durbar  Physician 
or  Surgeon-General. 

PRESIDENT  :  Also  in  charge  of  the  Besidency  Hospital. 
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PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  :  Yes,  Sir.  When  a,iew 
months  ago  when  I  happened  to  pass  the  gate  of  the  General  Hospital 
I  heard  some  respectable  and  educated  men,  who  are  standing  near  the 
General  Hospital,  making  some  remarks  about  the  General  Hospital  in 
General.  When  1  enquired  about  the  matter  they  told  me  that 
JDr.  Baman  Tarnpi  took  a  boy  to  the  General  Hospital  because  a  pin  had 
gone  down  the  wind  pipe  of  the  child.  After  examination,  the  doctors 
there,  immediately  took  the  boy  to  the  X-ray  room.  After  ,the  X-ray 
examination  they  were  able  finally  to  locate  the  exact  position  of  the 
pin.  But  on  account  of  the  insufficiency  of  the  equipment  it  was  not 
possible  to  extract  the  pin  from  within  the  body.  That  was  what  the 
men  were  remarking  about, 

PRESIDENT  :  Dr.  (Mrs.)  Lukose,  was  that  not  on  account  of  the 
absence  of  a  certain  instrument  in  the  Hospital. 

Dr. (Mrs.)  LUKOSE:  Yes,  Sir.  The  instrument  required  for  that 

extraction  is  the  Bronchoscope. 

PRESIDENT  :  Has  that  instrument  not  yet  keen  ordered  since  ? 

Dr.  (MRS,)  LUKOSE  :  We  have  not  ordered  for  it.  But  it  is  under 
consideration. 

MR.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI :  Sir,  I  am  very  glad  that 
the  matter  has  been  given  particular  attention  both  by  the  Government 
and  the  Department. 

Sir,  yesterday  I  took  a  girl  who  is  a  relation  of  mine  to  the  General 
Hospital  because  a  very  small  key  of  a  miller  lock  had  been  swallowed 
by  her.  She  is  a  school  going  girl  aged  about  eight  or  nine. 

PRESIDENT  :  What,  swallowed  a  key  ? 

MR-  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI :  Yes.  Immediately  after  my  going 
to  the  Hospital,  the  doctors  who  were  kind  to  me  took  the  patient  to 
the  X-ray  room.  A  preliminary  examination  was  conducted  and  at  my 
request  the  Doctor  in  charge  of  that  Branch  was  kind  enough  to  show 
me  also  the  exact  location  of  the  key.  They  asked  me  to  wait  for  the 
next  day  so  that  the  key  might  go  out  naturally  as  it  was  then  in  the 
intestines  and  they  assured  me  that  it  will  cause  no  harm  to  the  girl. 
Now,  without  any  treatment  in  the  Hospital  the  girl  is  alright.  But 
suppose  the  key  had  gone  down,  the  wind  pipe.  What  would  have  been 
the  hardship  caused  ? 

PRESIDENT  :  Would  that  have  caused  any  difficulty  in  the  General 
Hospital,  Dr.  Lukose  ? 

Db.  (Mrs.)  LUKOSE ;  No,  Sir.  In  the  other  case  the  difficulty  was 
that  certain  special  apparatus  was  necessary  because  it  was  a  pin, 

Mr.  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI :  Sir,  I  was  , pointing  out  the  diffi¬ 
culty  that  would  be  caused . 

MR.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  :  Will  the  honourable  member  kindly 
tell  us  what  happened  to  the  key  finally  ?  {Laughter.) 

Mb.  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI :  If  the  honourable  member  is  very 
inquisitive  of  knowing  it  I  shall  ascertain  it  :tomorrow  and  tell  him 
( Laughter ).  .  ,  ; 

PRESIDENT:  Order,  order,  . 
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Mr.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.VELAYUDHAN  P1LLAI  :  Sir,  ray  only  object  in 
mentioning  these  facts  is  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  this  House  and  to  the 
Chair  the  difficulties  that  we  have  been,  experiencing  in  this  matter.  It 
is  only  a  few  months  back  that  I  happened  to  read  in  some  newspapers 
that  Government  had  very  kindly  isanctioned  leave  to  some  Medical 
Officer  to  go  to  America  and  qualify  himself  in  Bronchoscopy.  My  in¬ 
formation  is  that  he  has  returned.  Why  should  the  valuable  services 
of  such  an  expert  who  has  also  acquired  special  knowledge  and  practice 
in  Bronchoscopy  from  one  of  the  most  famous  institutions  dealing  solely 
in  this  branch  of  the  medical  science,  be  allowed  to  be  of  no  use  to  the 
public  simply  on  account  of  the  insufficiency  in  equipment  for  that 
purpose,  in  the  General  Hospital  ?  I  request  that  the  Government 
may  be  pleased  to  see  that  our  General  Hospital  is  well  equipped  with 
all  the  necessary  apparatus  so  that  it  would  be  of  great  use  to  the 
public.  May  I  trust  that  the  Surgeon  General  will  not  defer  recom¬ 
mendation  to  Government  for  the  necessary  sanction  to  get  down  the 
instruments  required  for  the  treatment  of  the  kind. 

MR.  KOTTALIL  F.  ABBAHAM  :  Sir,  I  wish  to  make  a  few  remarks  on 
this  motion.  Sir,  the  motion  as  it  is  worded  amounts  to  a.  wholesale 
condemnation  of  the  treatment  afforded  to  patients  in  our  hospitals  and 
by  our  Doctors  in  General.  No  hospital  and  no  doctor  is  saved.  The 
treatment  afforded  to  patients  is  suggested  to  be  ‘brutish.’  If  the  word 
‘Brutish’  had  been  humourously  applied  to  the  Surgical  side  of  the 
treatment,  one  would  have  had  no  serious  objection.  To  use  the  word 
‘brutish’  seriously  against  any  aspect — surgical  or  civil— of  the  Medical 
treatment  in  general  is  something  to  which  I  cannot  subscribe.  I  do 
not  thereby  deny  that  there  are  doctors  here  and  there  who  are  really 
unsympathetic  and  who  deserve  severe  chastisement  from  their  superiors. 
The  experience  of  the  patients  in  the  Hospital  when  they  go  jthere  for 
the  first  time  is  rather  distressing.  There  will  be  several  patients 
waiting  at  the  door  of  the  Hospital,  each  man  trying  to  enter  first,  be¬ 
fore  the  other.  The  longer  he  remains  there,  the  more  the  patient 
becomes  impatient.  All  the  while  the  Doctor  will  be  attending  to 
the  patient  who  had  got  access  to  him  and  the  number  of  pati¬ 
ents  who  crowd  before  him  at  a  time  is  likely  to  annoy  him  and 
further  limits  the  time  he  has  to  allot  to  each  patient.  There  is  some 
sort  of  hurry  or  haste  in  dealing  with  each  patient.  What  happens  is 
that  doctor  identifies  the  patient  to  begin  with  and  then  tries  to  pres¬ 
cribe  for  the  first  mentioned  disease.  In  many  cases  it  is  often  merely 
repeated  a  number  of  days.  But  such  a  course  of  conduct  cannot  be 
treated  or  characterised  as  “brutish.”  Much  has  been  said  in  that 
direction.  As  for  the  imputation  regarding  the  Parur  Hospital,  and 
the  Medical  Officers  there,  I  think  I  will  be  failing  in  my  duty  if  I  do 
not  state  my  experience  and  say  that  as  far  as  I  know  the  imputations 
with  which  the  officers  are  charged  arejquite  unnecessary  and  the  least 
merited.  The  chief  doctor  there  is  a  local  man,  and  as  far  as  I  know 
he  is  interested  in  seeing  to  the  best  working  of  the  Hospital  which  is 
both  near  his  home  and  under  his  control.  He  is  always  anxious  to 
royide  additional  and  adequate  accommodation  to  the  incoming 
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patients.  Many  of  his  inpatients  are  kept  on  the  floor  of  the  rooms 
and  also  on  the  varandhas  of  the  wards.  The  [waiting  accommodation 
for  out-patients  is  also  not  adequate.  These  inconveniences  in  that 
Hospital  have  to  be  redressed  as  early  as  possible. 

PRESIDENT  :  The  House  will  now  adjourn  and  meet  again  at 
2  o’  clock. 

The  House  adjourned  at  1  p.  m.  and  reassembled  at  2. 

Mr.  KOTTALIL  P.  ABRAHAM  :  Sir,  I  would  however  add  in  general 
that  grave  particular  eases  of  misconduct  on  the  part  of  the  doctors  as 
in  the  case  pointed  out  by  the  honourable  mover  should  be  enquired 
into  thoroughly  and  the  culprit  when  discovered  should  be  given  exem- 
plory  punishment. 

Mr.  N,  V.  JOSEPH  (Minaohii  cum  Todupuzha) :  Sir,  I  oppose  the 
motion.  What  does  the  motion  say  ?  To  discuss  “the  brutish  way” 
in  which  doctors  treat  patients  in  Government  hospitals  and  dispen¬ 
saries.  It  is  a  statement  made  about  every  doctor  in  Government  ser¬ 
vice  and  about  every  Government  hospital  or  dispensary.  Sir,  such  a 
wholesale  condemnation  of  the  Travancore  Medical  Department 
is  unpardonable.  Personally,  I  think  that  our  Government  hospitals 
and  Government  doctors  are  quite  up  to  the  level  expected  of  them  by 
the  Government  and  by  the  people.  There  may  be  rare  exceptions. 
Sir,  which  human  institution  is  there  which  is  perfect  ?  Instances  have 
been  narrated  here  ,  we  have  heard  also  anacdotes  and  stories.  I  am 
sure  that  if  you  enquire  into  their  genuineness  or  authenticity,  you  will 
find  that  several  of  them  are  unfounded.  It  will  be  like  the  story  of 
the  ghost.  Several  people  believe  in  ghosts.  Who  has  seen  a  ghost? 
That  is  the  case  with  regard  to  many  of  these  anacdotes.  There  is  no 
doubt  that  when  we  hear  these  stories,  we  are  struck  by  'the  harshness 
of  the  doctors.  But  if  you  would  enquire  into  the  details  you  would 
find  that  there  would  be  some  explanation. 

Sir,  even  assuming  that  these  anacdotes  and  stories  are  true,  are 
they  so  numerous  as  to  !  merit  such  a  wholesale  condemnation  of  the 
department?  Unless  the  ill-treatment  of  patients  is  colossal  and  general 
I  do  not  think  it  is  proper  on  the  part  of  this  Honse  to  consider  this 
question  at  all.  For  this  motion  to  have  been  brought  forward  to  this 
House,  these  mal-practices,  even  if  the  allegations  are  true,  must  be 
universal,  affecting  the  whole  State.  Sporadic  instances  here  and  there 
cannot  be  sufficient  ground  for  such  condemnation  of  the  department 
as  a  whole.  I  was  wondering  how,  if  the  treatment  in  our  Government 
hospitals  and  dispensaries  was  really  brutish;  nearly  3  lakhs  of  people 
would  think  of  attending  these  institutions  every  year.  Statistics  show 
that  annually  our  hospitals  and  dispensaries  treat  about  76,000  in-pati¬ 
ents,  and  about  3,00,000  of  patients  on  the  whole  including  in-patients. 
Judging  from  these  figures,  it  is  preposterous  to  suggest  that  the  treat¬ 
ment  accorded  to  patients  is  brutish  or  anything  like  that.  I  cannot 
really  imagine  that. 
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Also,  comparing  the  private  institutions  with  the  Government 
hospitals  and  dispensaries,  we  find  that  the  people  go  to  the  latter  in 
much  larger  numbers  than  to  private  institutions.  Why  should  they 
do  so  if  the  treatment  there  is  really  brutish.  That  makes  it  clear  that 
the  allegation,  the  accusation,  the  charge  levelled  against  the  Medical 
Department  is  not  true  or  fair.  We  have  been  listening  to  the  num¬ 
ber  of  instances  cited.  After  all  how  many  are  they  ?  Just  one  or  two 
or  three.  What  is  that  compared  to  the  nearly  three  lakhs  of  patients 
treated  every  year.  What  is  the  proportion  that  the  number  of  these 
stray  instances  bears  to  the  total  number  of  patients  treated  ?  There¬ 
fore,  Sir,  I  strongly  oppose  the  motion. 

Mr.  N.  NARAYANA  KURUP  :  I  move  that  the  question  be  now  put. 

Mr.  E.  P.  VARGHESE:  (Ambalapuzha  cum  Shertala):  I  oppose 
the  motion.  I  fear  we  have  been  administered  an  over-dose  of  the 
brutality  of  doctors.  I  am  sorry  that  some  of  the  honorable  mem¬ 
bers  who  supported  the  motion  have  altogether  forgotten  the  humane 
side  of  the  question.  I  know,  Sir,  how  most  of  these  doctors  attend  to 
the  numerous  patients,  who  flock  to  our  hospitals,  at  very  great  per¬ 
sonal  inconvenience  and  strain.  Invariably  they  go  early  in  the 
morning  and  return  very  late  in  the  noon  ;  sometimes  .  they  have  to 
hurry  back  from  their  tables.  I  do  not  deny  that  in  some  rare  cases 
some  patients  might  not  have  been  treated  exactly  in  that  fashion  in 
which  they  would  prefer  to  be  treated.  As  the  previous  speaker  said, 
such  cases  are  very  rare.  That  cannot  be  said  of  the  generality  of 
doctors.  Therefore,  such  wholesale  condemnation  of  the  department 
is  unfair  and  unjustifiable.  Sir,  the  poor  people  flock  to  the  hospitals 
in  very  large  numbers.  I  know  that  the  in-patients  are  treated  with 
the  greatest  kindness.  The  Sisters  in  the  Hospitals  are  incarnations 
of  kindness  and  service.  They  devote  all  their  time  in  looking  to  the 
comforts  and  convenience  of  the  patients.  Cases  of  unkind  treatment 
are  really  very  rare,  perhaps  one  in  a  thousand  or  one  in  ten  thousand. 
Therefore,  as  responsible  members  of  this  House,  it  is  not  right  that 
we  make  such  a  wholesale  condemnation  of  the  department.  The 
motion  iE  too  sweeping  and  our  doctors  do  not  deserve  such  a  censure 
for  the  great  works  of  humanity  and  charity  they  do. 

VAIDYA  SASTRA  KUSALA  Dr.  (MRs.)  M.  POONEN  LUROSE :  Sir,  I  ata 
very  thankful  to  you  for  having  allowed  Mr.  Kumaran  Vaidyan  to 
move  this  cut  motion  ;  because,  if  it  had  gone  unmoved  it  would  have 
been  taken  for  “granted  that  the  whole  department—  every  hospital  and 
every  dispensary  in  this  State,  every  doctor  and  every  subordinate  in 
the  Medical  Department— merited  such  a  general  condemnation.  Very 
serious  charges  have  been  levelled  against  the  department,  and  I  feel  it 
my  duty  to  let  the  House  know  what  the  real  position  is. 

Sir,  the  honorable  member  who  moved  the  motion  has  told  us 
of  the  general  unsympathetic  and  callous  way  in  which  patients  are 
being  treated  in  Government  hospitals  and  dispensaries  by  the  staff. 
How  does  he  exemplify  it?  I  do  not  know  whether  the  honorable 
member  is  an  Ayurvedic  physician.  His  methods  of  diagnosis  and 
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treatment  must  necessarily  differ  from  those  of  the  allopathic  system. 
Sir,  the  member  said  that  when  a  patient  goes  to  the  hospital,  the 
doctor  immediately  asks  Ms  name  and  age.  The  names  and  ages  of 
patients  have  to  be  ascertained  and  recorded  not  only  for  statistical 
purposes.  The  age  is  necessary  for  diagnosis  and  for  dosage  of  drugs. 
Certain  diseases  occur  only  in  certain  ages.  The  age  is  therefore  a 
very  important  aid  to  diagnosis  and  treatment. 

The  name  and  age  have  to  be  entered  first.  There  are  also  other 
entries  made1, before  examination  is  done  and  proscription  written, 

Mr.  Kumaran  Vydian  also  said  that  he  had  never  stayed  in  a 
hospital  and  therefore  could  not  speak  anything  from  his  own  personal 
experience.  His  observations,  therefore,  are  based  on  what  he  has 
heard  from  others.  To  them  the  cruelty  of  doctors  and  their  greed  for 
money  he  narrated  the  story  of  a  woman  who  had  twins.  Sir,  I  have 
heard  the  same  story  related  by  an  honorable  member  about 
fourteen  years  ago  when  I  had  the  privilege  of  representing  this  depart* 
ruent  in  the  old  Legislative  Council. 

PRESIDENT  :  The  same  case  ? 

VAIDYASASTRAKUSALA  Dr,  (Mrs.)  M.  POONEN  LUKOSE  :  An  identical 
case.  Sir,  that  was  the  first  time  I  had  heard  it ;  on  enquiry  I  was 
told  then  that  this  was  a  very  old  story  usually  narrated  against 
medical  officers.  But  if  the  honorable  member  is  actually  referring 
to  a  specific  case  I  can  assure  him  that  if  he  would  only  let  me  know 
who  the  doctor  is,  I  shall  take  the  necessary  action. 

Then,  the  other  allegation  that  was  made  was  that  proper  diet 
was  not  being  given  to  the  in-patients.  I  must  admit,  Sir,  that  we  are 
rather  poor  in  diet  allotment.  I  feel  that  we  ought  to  give  more 
money  for  dieting  patients  in  some  of  the  institutions  and  I  have  already 
brought  this  to  the  notice  of  Government. 

Callousness  and  indifference  on  the  part  of  doctors  were  also 
alleged.  During  my  tours  to  various  parts  I  have  taken  some  trouble 
to  find  out  how  the  staff  worked.  In  some  of  the  out-of-the-way  stations 
I  have  stayed  on  for  more  than  an  hour  in  the  institution  after  my 
inspection  and  have  been  able  to  meet  several  poor  patients  and  resi- 
dents  of  the  locality.  Wherever  I  have  been  told  that  my  subordi¬ 
nates  were  not  what  they  ought  to  be,  I  have  made  prompt  enguiriss 
and  taken  action  when  found  necessary. 

Sir,  I  have  been  getting  letters  about  subordinates  signed  by 
particular  individuals  written  in  such  a  manner  that  they  appear  to  be 
authentic.  But,  when  I  actually  go  to  the  institution  after  giving 
notice  to  the  authors  of  the  letters,  nobody  turns  up.  In  other 
instances  when  I  enquire  of  the  patient  concerned,  and  the  relations 
they  tell  me  that  the  accusation  made  against  the  staff  was  absolutely 
false,  I  therefore  request  the  honorable  members  to  let  me  know  of 
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specific  cases  of  mal -practice.  I  assure  them  that  I  shall  certainly 
enquire  into  such  cases  and  take  prompt  action.  Sir,  it  is  my  earnest 
desire  that  such  mal-practices,  if  any,  should  he  stopped,  I  must  say 
however  that  it  is  Dot  possible  for  me  to  take  any  action  on  general 
accusations  like  what  has  now  been  made;  and  I  hope  the  honorable 
members  will  realise  that. 

It  was  also  complained,  Sir,  that  some  doctors  do  not  look  pleasant, 
but  look  at  the  patients  in  a  terrible  way.  Sir,  no  one  is  responsible 
for  his  appearance.  It  is  not  all  people  who  are  gifted  with  a  winning 
personality  or  pleasant  or  suave  manners.  The  question  is  different  if 
they  are  really  rude  to  patients.  I  am  sure  honorable  members 
know  some  doctors  who  are  really  very  good  as  doctors  but  who  do 
not  possess  what  one  calls  pleasant,  a  bed-side  manner.  That  certainly, 
is  not  a  matter  for  which  the  doctor  can  be  held  responsible. 

Again,  Sir,  the  allegation  has  been  made  that  the  richer  people 
are  giveD  better  treatment  in  hospitals  than  the  poor.  In  this  matter 
also  I  have  found  during  inspections  that  some  in-patients  who  are  well- 
to-do  bring  to  the  hospital  their  own  furniture  and  kit  and  make  them¬ 
selves  comfortable.  The  lookers  on  imagine  that  these  conveniences 
are  given  to  the  richer  patients  by  the  staff-  Such  complaints  have 
reached  me. 

It  has  also  been  stated  that  patients  have  to  wait  for  medicines, 
and  that  medicines  are  not  properly  mixed.  In  institutions  where 
there  are  more  than  150  out-patients,  it  is  quite  natural  that  the 
patients  have  to  wait  to  get  their  medicines.  There  are  many  institu¬ 
tions  in  which  there  is  only  one  compounder.  Here  the  patients  will 
certainly  have  to  wait  and  take  their  turn.  More  compounders  are 
necessary  in  some  institutions.  It  is  because  we  have  to  find  free 
medicines  and  comforts  for  the  rich  and  poor  alike  that  we  are  not 
able  to  spend  as  much  on  staff  and  other  necessary  items  in  really 
deserving  institutions  and  the  poor  do  not  get  all  that  they  should. 
I  hope  that  the  speech  of  the  Dewan-President  this  morning  will  make 
the  honorable  members  think  seriously  about  this  matter,  and  that 
they  will  realise  that  they  also  have  to  help  the  Government  to  supple¬ 
ment  their  finances  by  private  philanthropy  medical  institutions. 

With  regard  to  the  payment  made  to  compounders,  I  understand 
that  there  have  been  some  instances.  Iu  their  cases  action  has  been 
taken. 

Sir,  a  charge  was  made  that  the  mortality  rate  in  the  hospitals  is 
low  because  the  patients  are  sent  away  from  the  hospitals  by  the 
doctors  when  they  are  about  to  die.  I  think  that  honorable  mem¬ 
bers  will  realise  that  among  Indians—  the  majority  of  them  at  any 
rate—  do  not  like  their  relations  dying  in  hospital.  When  I  was  in 
charge  of  the  Women  and  Children’s  Hospital  I  know  relations  have 
come  to  me  from  time  to  time  enquiring  whether  they  can  take  away 
the  patients  because  they  did  not  want  those  patients  to  die  in  the 
hospital.  But  there  are  cases  in  which  the  patients  are  brought  in 
such  a  hopeless  state  to  the  hospital  that  nothing  can  be  done  to  help 
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them  and  then  the  dootors  may  tell  the  relatives  the  exact  condition  of 
the  patient.  But  these  should  not  be  quoted  as  instances  of  daily 
occurrence.  Think  of  the  hundreds  and  thousands  of  serious  cases 
that  are  cured  in  the  hospitals.  Not  a  word  is  heard  about  them,  I  know. 
Sir,  that  there  are  doctors  who  work  daily  in  the  different  stations  from 
8  in  the  morning  till  two  or  three  in  the  afternoon,  and  then  practi¬ 
cally  run  home  for  their  meal,  (for  they  have  only  an  hour’s  interval), 
and  then  return  to  Hospital  for  the  afternoon  work.  They  are  doing 
their  work  most  honestly  and  most  conscientiously. 

Then,  Sir,  I  was  really  sorry  to  see  that  Mr.  Janardanan  Nair 
misunderstood  the  statements  made  by  me  in  the  Assembly  last  year 
when  a  question  was  asked  whether  remuneration  could  be  received 
by  doctors.  What  I  said  was  not  that  fees  were  to  be  accepted  in 
hospitals,  but  that  if  patients  after  treatment  felt  that  they  should  show 
their  gratitude  and  remunerate  the  doctor,  there  was  no  objection  to  re 
ceiving  such  remuneration.  That  is  quite  different  from  saying  that 
dootors  are  corrupt,  or  that  after  my  statement  last  year  corruption  is 
high.  That  is  very  very  unfair  to  me  and  to  the  department  as  a  whole. 

Sir,  tips  to  menial  servants  to  are  quite  different  from  payment  of 
fees  to  doctors.  There  are  menial  servants  who  may  do  some  special 
work  for  the  patients,  and  when  such  patients  leave  the  hospital  they 
are  pleased  to  give  them  tips. 

Sir,  it  was  said  that  medicines  are  removed  by  doctors.  I  ask 
why  should  they  be  removed  ?  The  doctors  are  allowed  private 
practice  and  their  private  patients  can  get  medicines  at  present  free 
from  the  Government  institutions.  Then  why  should  the  doctor  taken 
away  the  medicines.  The  other  day  I  got  an  anonymous  petition  that  a 
particular  doctor  had  removed  medicines  from  a  hospital.  I  Went 
to  the  place  and  found  that  no  such  thing  had  occurred.  This  is  the 
sort  of  general  complaint  about  doctors  and  compounders. 

The  question  of  transferring  the  medical  officer  at  Karunagapalli 
was  brought  to  my  notice,  Sir,  by  the  honorable  member,  but  nothing 
was  said  against  the  doctor  except  that  he  had  been  in  that  institution 
for  about  3  years  and  that  he  belonged  to  a  particular  community  It 
was  not  possible  to  transfer  him  then.  Sir,  I  am  not  in  favour  of 
transferring  doctors  every  thee  years  or  every  two  years  simply  be¬ 
cause  he  happens  to  be  in  a  station  for  a  certain  length  of  time. 

Then,  Sir,  honorable  member  made  mention  of  a  boy  who  was 
kept  in  quarantine  for  plague.  Sir,  I  know  that  case  quite  well  because 
I  happen  to  have  first-hand  information  about  it.  It  was  at  the  time 
when  plague  broke  out  in  Alleppey  that  the  boy  came  to  Trivandrum 
and  he  had  certain  symptoms  such  as  enlargement  of  glands  whieh  at 
that  time  was  thought  to  be  plague.  At  any  rate  the  boy  had  come 
from  an  infected  area  and  as  he  had  come  to  Trivandrum,  the  capital 
town  it  was  only  right  that  the  doctors  who  were  in  charge  felt  that  he 
should  be  kept  in  quarantine  and  so  he  was  removed.  Supposing  that 
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case  really  turned  out  to  be  plague  and  the  infection  spreadin  the 
town  of  Trivandrum?  What  a  different  tale  would  be  told  !  The  doctors 
could  not  take  risks,  so  the  boy  was  removed.  Honorable  members  are 
aware  that  when  persons  go  from  here  to  Ceylon  when  small  pox  or 
other  infectious  diseases  are  prevalent  here,  they  are  kept  in  quaran¬ 
tine,  the  treatment  accorded  to  the  boy  was  nothing  extraordinary. 
Such  precautions  have  to  betaken  for  the  safety  of’jthe  general  public 
When  it  was  found  out  after  examining  his  blood  Shat  he  was  not  suffer¬ 
ing  from  plague,  he  was  sent  back  safely.  That  certainly  does  not  show 
the  uiter  callousness,  indifference  or  cruelty  on  the  part  of  the  doctors. 
On  the  other  hand  it  just  showed  that  they  were  doing  their  duty  pro¬ 
perly. 

Mention  was  made  that  the  instruments  at  Parassala  are  rusty. 
In  some  institutions  the  instruments  are  old  and  I  have  already  brought 
to  the  notice  of  Government  the  necessity  for  replacing  many  articles  in 
our  institutions. 

Reference  was  also  made  to  the  General  Hospital.  Honorable 
members  may  be  aware  that  there  is  to  be  very  soon  re-distribution 
of  hospitals  and  better  equipment  of  some  of  the  hospitals.  I  have 
already  sent  a  preliminary  recommendations  to  Government  regarding 
the  re  distribution  of  hospitals  and  their  better  equipment.  The  Geueral 
Hospital,  as  the  premier  institution  in  the  State,  will  be  considered  first. 

It  is  only  a  question  of  finance.  This  matter  in  ordinary  limes  would, 
have  been  placed  before  this  House.  Now  Government  are  anxious  to 
inprove  the  institution  and  the  matter  will  be  taken  up  shortly. 

Sir,  it  is  not  true  to  say  that  urgent  cases  that  require  immediate 
attention  are  being  directed  by  the  General  Hospital  to  be  taken  to 
Madras.  Instances  where  patients  are  advised  to  go  to  Madras  are  very 
very  rare.  If  patients  go  to  Madras,  it  is  not  because  they  have  been 
asked  by  the  doctors  here  to  go  there,  but  it  is  because  of  other  reasons. 
Urgent  cases  are  not  sent  to  Madras  but  are  treated  in  our  institutions. 

What  I  have  to  say,  Sir,  is  that  this  general  condemnation  of  the 
Department  in  these  terms  is  not  at  all  fair.  I  wish  that  honor¬ 
able  members  would  bring  specific  cases  of  misconduct  to  my  notice. 

I  am  really  anxious  to  see  the  Medical  Department  improved.  I  have 
seen  medical  institutions  in  different  cities  in  India  and  also  in  Great 
Britain  very  recently.  lean  say  that  our  medical  men  and  women 
are  in  no  way  inferior  to  the  doctors  outside,  only  they  have  not  got 
all  the  facilities  ihat  others  outside  have.  It  is  up  to  you  to  render  them 
all  help  by  making  those  facilities  available  to  them  by  coming  for¬ 
ward  and  helping  Government  to  supplement  their  finances. 

Mr.  PUUYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI :  May  I  know  from  the 
member  her  views  about  the  extreme  necessity  for  deputing  an  assis¬ 
tant  to  the  Ckengnnnur  dispensary  in  view  of  the  largest  number  of 
patients  there  ?

DEMAND  X— PUBLIC  HEALTH  AND  SANITATION. 

Mr.  M.  K.  GOPALA  PILLAI:  Sir,  I  beg  to  move  for  a  grant  not 
exceeding  Rs,  2,56[410  under  Demand  X — Pablic  Health  and  Sani- 
tation. 
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Motion  No,  369. 

MR.  C.  JEBAMONY  NADAR  (Kallculam  cum  Vilacankod) :  Sir,  I 
move  to  reduce  the  allotment  of  Rs.  4,8oO  .for  Director  of  Public 
Health  by  Be  1  in  order  to  discuss  its  policy  and  administration  of 
the  Public  Health  Department.  So  far  as  this  Department  is  con¬ 
cerned,  I  take  it  that  the  work  consists  more  in  preventing  diseases 
than  in  curing  them.  So  far  as  the  curing  of  diseases  is  concerned, 
there  is  the  Medical  Department.  In  the  matter  of  such  preventive 
work,  firstly,  there  is  the  question  of  good  drinking  water,  secondly, 
water  for  bathing  purposes  and  thirdly,  prevention  of  certain  infectious 
and  coutageous  diseases.  Regarding  cholera,  it  is  admitted  that  South 
Travancore  is  attacked  more  than  other  parts  of  the  State  and  the  main 
cause  of  it  is  said  to  be  due  to  bad  water.  I  ask  what  is  it  that  the 
Department  has  done  till  now  in  order  to  prevent  such  bad  water  being 
drunk  by  the  people  and  thereby  prevent  the  root  cause  of  cholera  in 
those  places.  In  fact  there  are  certaju  areas  in  the  south  where  no  drink¬ 
ing  water  is  available-  For  example,  the  pakuthiesof  Midalam,  Keezh- 
midalim,  Killiyoor,  Nattalam,  etc  ,  want  of  good  drinking  water  admit¬ 
tedly  seriously  affects  public  health.  I  ask  what  is  it  that  the  Depart¬ 
ment  has  done  so  far  to  supply  this  fundamental  and  necessary  relief 
which  those  localities  require  ?  Similarly, [there  are  various  localities 
in  Suuth  Travancore  where  no  water  is  available  for  bathing  purposes. 
There,  are  no  public  tanks  there.  Now  what  is  it  that  this  Department 
has  done  for  those  localities  ?  Government  knows  the  existence  of  such 
difficulties  in  those  localities  and  people  in  those  location  have  brought 
these  matters  to  the  notice  of  Government.  Yet  nothing  has  been  done 

There  are  yet  other  localities  inhabited  by  illeterate  people,  far¬ 
away  from  towns.  These  days  of  motor  traffic,  unfortunately,  make  it 
difficult  for  officers  to  get  into  actual  contact  with  the  rural  areas 
because  many  of  those  areas  are  far  away  from  the  public  and  cartable 
roads.  There  was  a  time,  we  are  told,  when  the  Division  Petshkars 
were  able  to  go  to  each  and  every  village  and  ascertain  local  needs. 
To  the  extent  there  were  roads,  they  travelled  in  country  carts  and  in 
other  places  they  travelled  on  foot-  But  with  the  advent  of  motor  cars, 

I  am  compelled  to  remark,  there  is  some  laziness  and  reluctance  on  the 
part  of  officers  to  go  to  interior  parts.  They  go  only  as  far  as  their 
cars  go,  and  then  return  back  without  knowing  the  condition  of  the 
people  and  their  needs.  So,  my  point  is  that  the  public  Health  De¬ 
partment  officers  should  go  into  the  rural  parts,  find  out  the  needs  of 
the  poor  inhabitants,  and  attend  to  their  needs.  There  is  the  best  op¬ 
portunity  and  scope  for  the  department  to  do  the  maximum  good. 
Government  have  allotted  a  deceut  amount  for  sinking  wells  and  tanks. - 
I„  is  for  the  department  t0  see  what  that  particular  locality  is  which  is 
in  immediate  need  of  wells,  tanks  or  other  facilities.  There  are  ever 
so  many  places  which  keenly  feel  such  needs.  As  I  said  earlier,  the 
need  arises  mo.re  in  areas  occupied  by  illiterate  people  and  communi¬ 
ties  who  are  backward  in  education.  It  is  the  prime  duty  of  the  de¬ 
partment  to  see  what  the  actual  needs  of  those  poor  people  are, 
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In  the  matter  of  prevention  of  contageous  and  infectious  diseases 
it  so  happens,  the  department  goes  to  the  places  of  occurrence  only 
after  there  is  an  outbreak  of  a  disease.  For  instance,  in  Katkulam  and 
its  suburbs  there  were  some  cases  of  attack  of  malaria,  but  the  Public 
Health  Department  have  done  nothing  to  prevent  the  spread  of  this 
disease  in  that  locality.  When  matters  are  allowed  to  go  like  this  the 
disease  becomes  intense  and  serious  consequences  ensue  and  so  that  it 
becomes  difficult  to  control  the  malady. 

Again,  there  are  certain  places  in  which  the  wells  contain  only 
brackish  water  unfit  for  drinking.  That  is  admitted  by  Government 
with  reference  to  Eraniel.  Water  in  every  well  there  is  brackish. 
What  is  it  that  the  department  has  done  there  till  now  ?  In  moving 
this  motion  it  is  also  my  hope  that  the  department  would  do  more 
useful  work,  in  the  coming  year,  but  utilising  the  money  allotted  by 
Government  in  the  best  interests  of  the  suffering  people  and  especially 
to  meet  the  needs  of  those  localities  which  are  inhabited  by  backward 
communities.  With  these  words  I  commend  this  motion  for  the  ac¬ 
ceptance  of  the  House. 

Mr.  T.  C.  KESAVA  PILLAI  {Ealhulam  cum  Vilavavkod) :  Sir,  in 
supporting  the  motion  I  wish  to  speak  a  few  words.  It  is  the  duty  of 
the  representatives  of  the  people  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  Government 
the  public  health  needs  of  their  respective  localities.  During  1104,  due 
to  attack  of  malaria  in  Vilavankod  and  Neyyattinkara,  several  deaths  oc- 
cured.  A  systematic  work  was  organised  by  the  Public  Health  Depart, 
ment  to  combat  malaria  and  it  pro \  ed  effective  to  a  certain  extent. 
I  have  to  congratulate  the  Head  of  the  Department  for  the  useful  way 
in  which  the  sanitary  subordinates  stationed  in  various  pakuthics 
carried  on  their  work.  It  is  true  that  water  is  one  of  the  essentials 
for  human  lives  to  pull  on,  like  air.  It  is  praiseworthy  that  a  definite 
programme  of  work  has  been  chalked  out  by  the  department  to  be 
carried  out  in  rural  parts  of  Kalkulam,  Vilavancod  and  Neyyattinkara. 
On  behalf  of  the  people  of  Ka'kulam,  I  thank  the  Government  for  their 
future  programme  of  work.  The  Government  have  set  apart  Es.  32,000 
for  the  supply  of  drinking  water  in  Muttom.  That  is  a  very  important 
village  with  a  population  of  about  2900.  If  a  rateable  distribution  is 
made,  the  amount  set  apart  for  Muttom  is  extraordinary.  We  have  to 
congratulate  Government  on  that  idea. 

We  thank  Government  for  the  series  of  steps  taken  to  eradicate 
malaria.  It  is  found  in  hilly  tracts  from  where  it  spreads  to  coastal 
regions  as  well.  There  are  attacks  cf  typhoid,  malaria  and  even 
cholera  in  Vilavancod  and  Neyyattinkara.  I  am  glad  the  department 
is  taking  steps  to  prevent  them .  Some  officers  were  deputed  to  pre¬ 
pare  an  estimate  for  the  construction  of  wells.  The  estimate  that  has 
been  prepared  amounts  to  Es.  2  lakhs  or'so.  I  have  to  request  Govern¬ 
ment  to  sanction  that  item  as  early  as  possible.  Now  the  supply  of  water 
is  from  irrigation  channels.  We  are  thankful  to  Government  for  the 
timely  help  rendered  by  them.  Another  sum  to  the  extent  of  Es.  10,000 
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has  been  sanctioned  by  Government  fur  sinking  wells  before  the  matter 
was  initiated  by  the  Public  Health  Department  and  for  that  purpose  I 
should  specially  thank  Government,  All  these  amounts  have  been 
sanctioned  for  the  supply 'of  water.  There  is  also  the  5  years  pro¬ 
gramme  chalked  out  by  the  Public  Health  Department.  I  am  sure 
that  will  give  immense  benefit  to  the  poor  population  in  rural  areas. 
With  these  words,  I  strongly  second  the  motion. 

MR.  E.  P.  VARGHESE  (Amlalapuaha  cum  Shertala)  :  Sir,  I  wish 
to  make  a  few  observation  on  this  motion.  I  propose  to  preface  my 
remarks  with  the  following  quotation  from  the  Census  report.  “Sher- 
tallai  is  an  unfortunate  taluk.  It  his  the  highest  proportion  of  per¬ 
sons  afflicted  with  deaf,  mutism,  leprosy  and  elephantiasis.”  So  the 
department  has  to  bestow  its  greatest  attention  on  this  unfortunate 
taluk.  Shertalla  is  one  of  the  most  thickly  populated  taluks  m  the 
State.  It  ranks  fourth  in  point  of  population.  But,  it  has  only  one 
hospital  and  one  dispensary.  I  know  that  the  Public  Health  Depart¬ 
ment  is  doing  something  towards  the  control  of  mosquito  trouble. 
But  that  is  not  enough.  Most  of  the  diseases  are  due  to  bad  water. 
I  am  sorry  to  say  that  in  spite  of  repeated  representations  made  liy 
the  people  as  well  as  by  the  representatives,  nothing  has  been  done 
towards  the  supply  of  good  drinking  water  in  at  least  important  centres 
of  the  taluk.  Medical  aid  is  also  wanting  in  the  taluk.  As  I  said,  one 
dispensary  and  one  hospital  are  not  enough  to  meet  the  needs  of  such 
a  thickly  populated  taluk. 

Propaganda  in  rural  parts  is  not  being  done  to  the  extent  it  ought 
to.  It  is  difficult  for  the  department  to  reach  every  nook  and  corner 
for  public  health  lectures  due  to  the  absence  of  roads,  But  the  general 
principles  of  hygiene  should  be  preached  to  every  villager  so  that  he 
may  be  enabled  to  prevent  the  spread  of  diseases.  So  the  chief  items 
of  work  to  be  immediately  attended  to  by  the  Public  Health  Depart¬ 
ment  in  Shertalla  taluk  are,  the  control  of  mosquito  trouble,  supply  of 
good  drinking  water,  medical  aid,  and  dissemination  of  the  knowledge 
of  general  principles  of  preventive  hygiene.  With  these  remarks  I 
support  the  motion. 

MR.  K.  KUNJUPANICKAR  (1’a.ticlikura,  cum  Kuimattur) :  Sir,  I 
support  the  motion,  Shertalla,  as  my  friend  submitted,  is  one  of  the 
most  troublesome  centres.  The  Government  themselves  have  made 
some  provision  for  remedying  the  particular  illnesses  from  which  the 
people  there  are  suffering.  But  there  are  other  areas  also  which 
equally  deserve  the  attention  of  Government,  A  distance  of  about  18 
to  20  miles  composed  of  coastline  between  sea  and  backwaters  is  with¬ 
out  good  drinking  water.  This  matter  was  placed  before  Government 
time  after  time  and  year  after  year  and  it  appears,  they  had  made 
promises  to  siink  either  wells  or  tanks  in  those  areas.  But  as  yet, 
nothing  has  been  done  especially  on  the  western  side  of  Karthigapaily, 
Karunagapalli  and  a  part  of  Ambalapuzha.  The  inhabi'.ants  there  are 
in  need  of  good  drinking  water.  Because  of  the  scarcity  of  good  water 
for  drinking  purposes,  diseases  set  in  there.  As  soon  as  the  hot  season 
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commences,  malaria  and  cholera  visit  regularly  those  areas.  On 
account  of  water  scarcity,  even  the  most  important  town  of  Kottayam 
also,  I  submit,  is  without  drinking  water  in  summer  season,  from 
Kumbham  to  Idavam.  Kottayam  is  one  of  the  most  important  towns 
in  our  land.  People  living  there  even  purchase  water  during  that 
season.  I  also  submit  that  on  account  of  the  scarcity  of  drinking  water- 
in  the  town  during  summer  season,  just  as  in  rural  areas  which  cannot 
be  easily  taken  care  oi  by  I  he  Public  Health  Department.,  Kottayam 
town  also  is  being  regularly  visited  with  all  sorts  of  contagious  diseases. 
The  attention  of  Government  therefore  should  be  drawn  first  to  the 
supply  of  water.  Next  to  air,  water  is  the  most  important,  element  that 
a  living  being  bas  to  secure.  Water  is  also  needed  in  certain  parts  of 
Mavelikara  and  Kunnathur.  The  special  attention  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  is  to  be  urgently  directed  to  those  parts  of  the 
State. 

The  people  are  not  sufficiently  educa'ed  to  know  as  to  how  they 
should  look  after  their  health.  The  publicity  and  the  propaganda 
work  of  the  Health  Department  do  not  reach  the  mofussil  areas  of 
Mavelikara  and  Knnnatlmr  with  the  result  that  smallpox  and  other 
contagious  diseases  like  influenza  often  pay  their  visits  in  those  taluks. 

I  submit  that  the  Department  should  pay  particular  attention  to  the 
public  health  of  those  two  taluks. 

Another  matter  which  is  equally  important  and  which  I  want  to 
mention  is  with  reference  to  the  availability  of  the  assistance  of  the  mid- 
wives  to  mofussil  women.  Health  Units  are  established  in  some  areas 
where  malaria  is  prevalent.  Health  Units  are  not  needed  at  such  a 
large,  scale  at  other  centres  as  they  are  run  now  in  malarial  centres. 
Therefore,  the  Department  should  establish  centres  with  jurisdiction 
of  about  2  to  2|  square  miles  from  where  ready  assistance  of  midwives  can 
be  had  to  the  suffering  women  and  thus  the  health  of  our  womenfolk 
can  be  duly  safeguarded. 

With  these  remarks  I  support  the  motion.

IVIR.  VARKALA  K.  MADHAVAN  ( Ghirayinhil  cum  Nedumangad );  Sir, 
I  support  the  motion.  In  doing  so  I  wish  to  make  a  few  observations. 
The  villages  of  Nedumangad  are  badly  affected  with  malaria  which  is 
rampant  there.  It  is  seen  to  be  persistent  among  the  poorer  classes  of 
the  population.  The  Chief  reason,  I  think,  for  the  prevalence  .of 
malaria  among  the  rural  population  is  their  sad  economic  condition. 
Most  of  these  people  are  underfed  and  they  do  not  possess  proper 
clothing  even  to  cover  their  nakedness.  Really,  their  condition  is  very 
pitiable.  I  will  not  say  for  a  moment  that  the  Public  Health  Depart¬ 
ment  is  negligent  in  this  respect.  I  know,  that  they  have  done  much 
good  work  in  this  direction  when  the  epidemic  broke  out  in  its 
virulent  form  a  few  years  ago.  But  now  they  are  not  paying  such 
attention  to  the  villages  of  Nedumangad.  T.  P.  So  far  as  the  Chirayinkil 
taluk  is  concerned  the  conditions  prevailing  in  the  coastal  villages, 
there,  are  much  worse  than  the  conditions  prevailing  in  Sbertallai 
Good  drinking  water  is  not  available  to  the  people  of  Vakkom,  Kaikara 
and  Kovilvattom.  The  money  which  has  already  been  spent  in  sinking 
tube  wells  in  these  parts  will  be  a  waste,  unless  those  works  are 
completed  in  the  nearest  future. 

Sir,  another  rampant  evil  which  is  manifest  in  these  parts,  especi¬ 
ally  in  the  villages  of  Vakkom,  Kaikara  and  even  in  Varakala  is  the 
prevalence  of  that  deplorable  disease-leprosy.  We  cannot  walk  in  any 
of  these  villages  for  two  miles  without  meeting  at  least  one  leper.  So, 
my  submission  is  that  it  would  be  better  to  segregate  these  lepers  and 
shut  them  up  in  the  leper  colony.  With  these  words  I  support  the 
motion. 

Mr.  M.  KESAVA  PANICKAR  (Neyyaltinlcara  cum  Trivandrum)'.  Sir, 
I  rise  to  support  the  motion.  I  have  tabled  a  similar  motion.  I 
should  like  to  say  a  few  words  with  regard  to  the  prevalence  of 
malaria  with  particular  reference  to  the  taluks  of  Neyyattinkara, 
Vilavancode  and  Nedumangad.  Sir,  it  is  gratifying  to  find  that  the 
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Government  have  realised  the  fact  that  malaria  is  “a  menace  to 
public  health  ml  eonssquently  a  source  of  great  anxiety  to  Government”' 
It  is  encouraging  to  find  that  Government  have  recently  established 
3  new  dispensaries  at  Vellanad,  M alayinkizh  and  Moolakkonam  and 
a  sum  of  Bs.  5000  has  been  alloted  for  relief  measures  in  the  budget 
for  the  ensuing  year.  Bat,  Sir,  this  allotment  is  not  at  all  satisfactory. 
Let  us  examine  the  death  rate  resulted  from  this  disease  of  the 
various  pakuthies  of  the  Neyyattinkara  taluk  and  Nednmangad  for 
the  months  from  Chingom  to  Idavom  .1114.  The  following  figures 
will  show  that  the  disease  takes  a  heavy  toll  of  human  lives  from 
these  parts.

Let  me  point  out,  Sir,  that  poverty  is  one  of  the  'chief 
reasons  for  the  prevalence  of  this  disease  among  the  rural  populations. 
Therefore,  I  would  suggest  the  Government  will  be  pleased  to  adopt 
relief  measures,  such  as  free  distribution  of  rice,  immediately,  to  the 
poor  people  of 'those  parts.  Wih  these  words,  I  support  the  motion. 

Mr.  E.  E.  PANOARATHIL  ( Jenmies  South) :  Sir,  although  the  sense  of 
individual  cleanliness  is  very  high  in  our  country,  in  the  matter  of  the 
sense  of  collective  or  common  hygiene  we  are  wanting  very  much.  We 
are  progressing  in  this  direction  but  slowly..  In  any  case,  I  should  say 
that  any  amount  of  public  education  in  this  matter  would  not  -  be  too 
much.  I  hope  Sir,  that  the  institution  [of  the  broadcasting  scheme 
will  be  made  better  use  of  In  this  direction  also  by  broadcasting  in¬ 
structions  on  hygienic  principles  to  the  listeners  all  over  the  State. 

These  two  years,  after  a  larger  number  of  people  have  been  ad¬ 
mitted  into  our  temples,  the  occasion  has  been  so  abundantly  availed  of 
that  most  of  the  tanks  are  now  unfit  for  bathing  purposes-  because  in 
Malabar,  among  the  Hindus  it  is  the  custom  to  take  a  dip  bath  before 
worshipping  the  deity.  And  the  condition  of  these  tanks  has  gone  on 
worse.  I  think  that  the  Government  should  take  early  steps  to  im¬ 
prove  these  tanks  for  the  sake  of  improving  the  public  health  of  the 
country. 

Our  utsavoms  and  other  festivals  in  the  temples  attract  eorwds  of 
people  who  congregate  in  the  temple  premises  and  as  a  result  of  which 
these  places  become  so  insanitary  that  they  can  demonstrably  be  used 
as  a  model  of  neglect  of  sanitation  and  to  educate  people  in  respect  of 
public  hygiene  by  public  lectures  etc.  With  these  few  Words  I  support 
the  motion-

MR.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  (Patumapuram  cum  Shencotta)  '■ 
Sir,  I  wish  to  make  only  one  observation  'and  that  is  with  reference  to 
the  registration  of  vital  s'  afcistics.  I  Was  much  interested  to  see  some 
of  the  graphs  incorporated  in  the  Admimstration-Beport  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  for  1113.  They  are  set  opposite  to  pages  4  and  9 
of  the  Beport.  It  will  be  observed  therefrom  that  the  birth  rate  in 
conservancy  towns  are  higher  than  those  of  the  municipal  towns  and 
these  again  are  higher  than  the  rate  in  rural  areas.  Similarly  the 
death  rates  in  conservancy  towns  are  higher  than  those  of  the  muni¬ 
cipal  towns  and  these  rates  are  higher  than  the  death  rates  in  rural 
areas.  These  indica  e  ihat  the  registration  of  vital  statistics  is  not 
satisfactory.  There  cant  ot  be  sm’h  divergence  of  figures.  It  is  also 
interesting  to  see  that  the  birth  rates  and  death  rates  in  those  taluks 
where  the  health  organisations  have  been  costituted  and  are  function¬ 
ing  are  higher  than  those  of  other  taluks.  These  figures  are  very 
significant  and  call  for  improvement  in  the  methods  of  registration  of  vital 
statistics.  Registration  of  vital  statistics  on  a  very  correct  basis  is  very 
important  from  the  point  of  vie  77  of  the  public  health  of  the  State.  These 
statistics  serve  as  a  valuable  guide  to  Government  in  formulating 
proposals  of  a  far  reaching  icharaoter  regarding  public  health.  Sir,  I 
leave  it  at  that  and  wish  to  draw  the  pointed  attention  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  to  devise  measures  to  r  egister  vital  statistics  more 
efficiently  and  reliably. 

MR.  K.  DOMINIC  JOSEPH  (Vaikom  cum  Kottayam) :  Sir,  I  would 
support  the  motion  in  order  to  bring  to  the  prominent  attention  of 
Government  —  - — - 

PRESIDENT  :  The  Honourable  member  will  kindly  raise  his  voice. 

Mr.  K,  DOMINIC  JOSEPH:  Sir,  I  was  saying  that  I  do  support  the  motion, 
in  order  to  bring  to  the  prominent  attention  of  Government  the  condition 
of  the  Peel-made  taluk.  It*  is  well  known  that  the  High  Ranges  are  the 
most  malarial  places  in  the  whole  State.  I  take  it  that  the  disease  is  so 
widespread  there  because  of  the  lack  of  good  drinking  water.  The 
Scarcity  of  drinking  water  in  Peermade  I  presume  has  attracted  the 
attention  of  the  Government.  Both  the  Government  and  the  Depart¬ 
ment  should  take  this  into  their  particular  attention.  Sir,  several 
deaths  occur  in  the  High  Ranges  unknown  to  anybody  and  uncared  for 
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by  any  people.  It  is  most  probably  due  to  the  fact  that  Peermade  is 
situated  far  away  from  the  capital  that  very  scant  attention  is  being 
paid  by  the  Department  to  the  hygienic  needs  of  the  locality.  S0  I 
submit  that  the  Public  Health  Department  should  bestow  increasing 
attention  to  the  pakuthies  in  the  High  Eanges  so  far  as  the  people’s 
need  with  regard  to  their  health  is  concerned. 

MR.  M.  RAMAIAH  PiLLAI  (Glurayiulcil  cum  Ne'luo/angad)  :  Sir,  I 
beg  to  support  the  motion.  In  doing  so  I  would  like  first  of  all  to  con¬ 
gratulate  the  Government  on  behalf  of  my  constituency  for  opening  a 
dispensary  at  Vellanad  in  the  Nedumarigad  Taluk.  Sir,  the  Nedu- 
mangad  Taluk  is  spcially  unfortunate  in  the  matter  of  the  incidence  of 
this  fell  disease.  The  only  request  that  I  can  make  to  Government  at 
this  juncture  is  that  they  should  make  some  proper  arrangement  for 
the  liberal  distribution  of  quinine  and  other  aids  to  the  people  who  are 
suffering  from  Malaria.  With  these  words  I  support  the  motion. 

MR.  P.  V.  MATHAI  CHEMPARATHY  (Ueenachil  cum  Todvpvzha )  : 
Sir,  I  too  support  the  motion.  In  doing  so  I  will  confine  my  remarks 
to  the  deplorable  conditions  of  our  tea  shops  and  hotles  in  the  towns  so 
far  as  cleanliness  and  sanitation  is  concerned.  It  is  high  time  for  the 
Government  to  bring  forward  and  pass  a  suitable  legislation  in  order 
to  improve  the  condition  of  these  tea  shops.  The  surroundings  of  these 
places  are  rather  very  dirty,  I  know  these  conditions  cen  be  improved 
by  suitable  legislation.  So  much  about  that. 

Then  there  is  another  question  to  which  I  draw  the  immediate 
attention  of  the  Government  and  the  Department.  This  is  the  pro¬ 
blem  of  beggars  who  suffer  from  coniageous  diseases  who  roam  about 
in  towns  and  villages.  To  stop  this  also  suitable  legislation  is  neces¬ 
sary.  We  see  very  many  of  these  beggars  in  fected  wi  h  leprosy  and 
other  contageous  diseases  mixing  with  people  in  market  places.  It  is 
in  this  way  that  the  disease  spread.  So,  it  is  high  time  for  the 
Department  to  pay  their  particular  attention  in  this  matter. 

Sir,  I  would  be  failing  in  my  duty  if  I  do  not  mention  about  my 
taluk  i.  e,,  Thodupuzha.  Thodupuzlia  is  a  conservancy  town.  But 
there  is  not  a  siDgle  urinal  or  latrine  anywhere  in  the  town.  I  hope 
that  the  Public  Health  Department  would  pay  their  special  attention 
in  this  matter  and  afford  suitable  facilities  to  satisly  the  primary  needs 
of  the  the  people.  With  theBe  remarks  I  support  the  motion. 

MR.  N.  NARAYANA  KURUP  ( Ambalapuzha  cum  Sherlalla)  :  Sir,  I 
support  the  motion.  In  doing  so  I  wish  to  make  a  few  observations. 
In  the  first  place  I  want  to  stale  that  the  Director  of  Public  Health  is 
very  unkind  to  my  constituency.  My  constituency  consists  of  two 
taluks,  Shertallai  and  Ambalapuzha.  The  coastal  regions  of  these  two 
taluks  are  very  insanitiry  and  there  is  no  good  water  for  drinking 
purposes.  The  people  are  affected  with  one  disease  or  another.  The 
other  parts  of  my  constituency  consist  of  water-logged  areas.  Means 
of  communications  m  both  these  parts  are  very  scanty.  In  this  respect 
the  Chief  Engineer  has  also  been  very  unkind  tto  my  constituency, 
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So  I  want  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  tie  Director  of  Public  Health  tr 
pay  more  attention  to  these  parts  of  my  constituency.  It  was  told 
that  the  Department  has  done  a  great  deal  in  the  matter  of  control¬ 
ling  the  'mosquitoes  in  the  water-logged  areas  in  Shertallai  and  in 
Alleppey.  Of  course,  I  appreciate  the  work  they  have  dons  so  far. 
This  mosquito  controlling  Work  was  conducted  very  satisfactorily  so  far. 
Now,  I  understand  that  the  Municipality  of  Alleppey  have  decided  that 
they  would  not  give  any  more  funds  for  this  work.  So  I  submit  that 
either  the  Government  should  find  funds  or  they  should  make  the 
Municipality  to  pay  to  continue  this  work-  If  it  is  impossible  the  Pro- 
Vice  Chancellor  should  be  asked  to  get  the  services  of  his  Marine 
biologist  or  soologist  to  find  out  some  birds  to  eat  all  these  mosquitoes, 
as  he  ha3  found  out  a  kind  of  fish  to  eat  water  mosquitoes’ 

Sir,  about  the  water-logged  areas  in  Kuttanad,  I  wish  to  make  a 
few  observations.  If  the  Director  were  to  pass  along  the  rivers  and 
canals  of  my  constituency  he  will  be  able  to  see  a  good  number  of 
privies  opening  down  into  the  water.  It  needs  no  further  explanation 
to  understand  that  this  evil  practice  among  the  people  there  will  affect 
the  public  health  of  that  locality  to  a  very  great  extent.  Sir,  this 
practice  can  be  checked  only  bypassing  a  penal  legislation  in  this 
respect.  In  this  connection  I  wish  to  make  one  suggestion  to  the 
Director  of  Public  Health.  He  may  submit  a  scheme  to  Government 
to  make  Kuttanad  a  Public  Health  unit.  An  assistant  Surgeon  must  be 
in  charge,  He  may  arrange  for  several  lectures  on  Sanitation  and 
public  health  in  those  localites.  He  may  also  recommend  to  Govern¬ 
ment  to  promulgate  laws,  penalising  the  pollution  of  drinking  water 
in  any  manner.  He  may  a'so  find  out  a  system  of  cheap  privies  to  be 
constructed  by  the  people  in  there  compounds. 

Por  about  three  months  in  the  year,  get  only  brackish  water. 
Hence  he  may  recommend  to  Government  for  the  construction  oi 
public  wells  in  each  pakathy  in  Kuttanad  to  provide  good  drinking 

If  such  a  scheme  of  work  is  started,  and  the  people  of  my  con¬ 
stituency  are  given  good  drinking  water,  I  believe  that  we  may  live  a 
happy  longer  life  of  100  or  120  years. 

Secondly,  the  medical  aid  being  Scanty  the  Surgeon  General  may 
be  pleased  to  come  to  our  rescue  by  starting  with  a  definite  programme 
to  a  moving  Allopathic  Dispensary  in  boat  touch  all  the  water-lo  ged 
areas.  That  would  help  us  rauch  in  the  matter  of  medical  aid.  With 
these  observations  I  support  this  motion. 

Mr.  S.  KRISHNA  AIYAR  ( Nominated )  :  May  I  know  whether  his 
constituency  does  not  posses  the  only  perennial  artisan  well  ? 

Mr.  N.  NARAYANA  KURUP  :  Yes,  Sir.  It  is  at  Thottappalli  where 
the  population  is  Scanty.  It  is  not  at  all  useful  to  us.  But  we  may 
boast  of  that,  as  we  boast  of  having  such  departments  as  the  Industrial, 
Agricultural  and  the  co-operative.  Even  the  water  is  hopeless. 
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Mr.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI :  May  I  know  whether  the 
honourable  memher  is  aware  of  a  new  provision  being  made  in  the 
next  year’s  Budget  for  the.  control  of  philariasis  ? 

MR.  N.  NARAYANA  KURUP  :  Yes.  But  that  decease  is  not  known  to 
water  logged  areas. 

MR.  P.  S IV  ARAM  A  PILLAI :  May  I  now  from  the  Pro-Vice-Chancellor 
whether  the  Marine  Biologist  can  do  anything  in  the  matter  of  bring- 
jug  up  birds  to  swallow  mosquitoes '? 

MR.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  :  Sir,  on  a  point  of  order.  May 
I  know  whether  a  question  can  be  put  to  a  member  who  is  not  in  pos. 
session  of  the  House? 

PRESIDENT :  Quite  so. 

Mr.  KOTTALIL  P.  ABRAHAM:  (/If uvattupwzha  cum  Devicolam).  Sir 
I  want  only  to  impress  upon  the  Government  and  the  head  of  this 
Department  the  condition  of  malaria  in  Kothamangalam.  The  Ad¬ 
ministration  lteport  for  1113,  pages  36  and  37  shows  that  the  number 
of  patients  treated  for  malaria  in  the  Kothamangalam  Dispensary  during 
1113  was  9,321.  The  number  noted  for  the  previous  year,  viz.,  1112 
was  very  much  larger,  it  being  over  14,000.  These  figures  amply  show 
the  wide  spread  nature  of  the  malaria  in  that  part  of  Muvattupuzha 
taluk.  I  do  not  know  what  the  department  have  done  towards -alleviat¬ 
ing  the  distress,  of  the  people  of  Kothamangalam  in  this  respect.

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SRY.  T.  NARAYANI  AMIVIA  ( Nominated )  :  Sir,  in  supporting  this 
motion,  I  wish  to  point  out  that  there  is  a  great  necessity  for  the 
appointment  of  more  lady  doctors,  nurses  and  midwives  to  serve  in  the 
rural  areas  of  the  State.  I  need  hardly  point  out  that  women  patients 
would  prefer  to  be  treated  by  women  doctors  and  midwives.  Owing 
to  the  lack  of  trained  mid  wives  and  lady  doctors  in  the  rural  areas 
maternity  mortality  is  greater  there  than  in  the  towns.  Then  again 
for  the  treatment  of  special  diseases  like  tuberculosis  and  leprosy, 
special  institutions  with  all  up-to-date  arrangements  should  be  brought 
into  existence.  With  these  few  words,  I  support  the  motion. 

MR.  P.  KUNJUKRISHNAN  {Quilon  cum  Kottarakara )  :  Sir,  in  support 
of  this  motion,  I  wish  to  make  a  few  observations.  The  first  thing  I 
have  to  refer  to  is  the  inconvenience  felt  by  the  public  of  the  Quilon 
town  for  want  of  a  urinal  or  a  latrine  anywhere  between  the  court  and 
the  railway  station.  I  may  say  that  Quilon  is  one  of  the  busiest  towns 
in  the  state  and  that  because  of  the  absence  of  a  proper  urinal  in  that 
place,  I  mean  between  the  court  and  the  railway  station,  we  find  that 
the  roads  are  being  vitiated  every  day.  It  is  only  just  and  proper  that 
the  Department  looks  to  it  and  sees  that  some  provision  is  made  to¬ 
wards  that. 

Now,  near  the  court  at  Quilon  there  is  one  public  latrine  and  that 
is  kept  in  a  very  deplorable  condition — unclean  and  really  harmful  to 
the  health  of  the  public. 

'  Sir,  with  regard  to  the  general  question  of  contageous  diseases  we 
find  seasonal  attack  of  contageous  diseases  in  almost  all  parts  of  the 
the  State.  There  is  a  season  when  typhoid  infects  the  areas.  There 
a  season  for  the  springing  up  of  small-pox  and  there  is  a  season  for 
malaria  and  cholera.  I  am  glad  to  note  that  the  Public  Health  Depart¬ 
ment  now  and  often  issues  pamphlets  giving  instructions  to  the  public 
to  avoid  these  diseases  and  to  observe  preventive  measures.  But  I  may 
submit  that  this  is  not  quite  enough.  Other  methods  also  which 
would  reach  the  population  in  the  country  parts  should  be  resorted  to. 
The  people  there  should  be  instructed  on  hygienic  principles  so  that 
the  rural  population  may  be  saved  from  the  periodical  attacks  of  these 
contageous  diseases. 

I  may  also  refer  to  the  difficulties  felt  by  the  rural  population  for 
want  of  duly  qualified  midwives.  I  had  tabled  a  motion  under  the 
Medical  Department  for  establishing  Women  and  Children’s  Hospitals 
in  important  parts  of  the  State.  This  is  a  real  necessity  felt 
by  the  people  of  the  State.  We  know  that,  as  a  matter  of  fact, 
Women  and  Children’s  Hospital  at  Trivandrum  and  the  one  we  have 
at  Quilon^are  really  doing  service  to  the  people  and  saving  many  a 
mother  and  many  a  child  from,  early  death.  But,  those  beneficial 
results  have  to  be  extended  throughout  the  State.  In  rural  areas 
women  are  put  to  much  difficulty  for  want  of  duly  qualified  midwives 
so  that  that'  question  also  may  be  taken  up  by  the  Department. 
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With  regard  to  the  problem  of  leprosy  and  the  persons  suffering 
from  contageous  diseases,  roaming  about  ‘the  important  towns  my  sub¬ 
mission  is  that  this  problem  also  should  engage  the  immediate 
attention  of  the  Department. 

I  am  aware  that  there  is  no  legislation  at  present  for  segregating 
lepers.  But,  Sir,  something  has  to  be  done  ;  if  necessary,  legislation 
haB  to  be  introduced,  I  think  the  Legal  Remembrancer  spoke  on  this 
question  while  he  was  a  non-official  member  of  this  House  and  made  out 
a  strong  case  about  the  leper  problem  at  Ochira  and  ihe  Government 
gave  an  assurance  that  the  question  would  engage  their  serious 
attention.  Still,  nothing  has  been  done  so  far.  With  these  observa¬ 
tions,  I  commend  the  motion  for  the  acceptance  of  the  House.

MR.  M.  L.  JANARDHANAN  PILLAI  ( Nominated )  :  Sir,  I  am  sorry  that, 
in  spite  of  the  working  of  the  Publie  Health  Department,  things  relat¬ 
ing  to  public  health  at  Alleppey,  Vaikom  and  Sh'ertalai  and  in  other 
water  logged  areas  have  not  considerably  improved.  Very  recently  I 
had  occasion  to  go  to  Vaikom  where  a  new  factory  has  been  opened.  I 
found  that,  during  the  last  monsoon,  almost  the  whole  town,  particu¬ 
larly  the  lanes  leading  to  the  temple,  was  flooded  for  days  together.  I 
also  heard  complaints  from  the  people  that  they  could  not  get  good 
drinking  water.  Vaikom  is  a  place  between  Kottayam  and  Cochin,  and 
Alleppey  and  Cochin,  and  as  such  very  conveniently  situated 
for  the  establishment  of  several  industries.  'Vaikom  is  even 
more  important  as  an  important  place  of  pilgrimage  for  the  Hindus.  I 
have  heard  several  complaints  about  the  insanitary  condition  of  Vaikom 
in  fact,  several  of  my  non-Travancorean  friends  have  asked  me  why 
the  Government  of  Travtncore,  which  maintains  a  very  well  organised 
Devaswom  Department,  was  not  doing  anything  to  imprive  the  sanita¬ 
tion  of  such  an  important  place  of  pilgrimage  as  Vaikom. 
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Sir,  in  spite  of  the  very  good  work  done  by  the  Public  Health  Da. 
parturient,  cases  of  phikriasis  is  still  on  the  increase  in  Shertalai  and 
Alleppey.  I  am  not  suggesting  that  the  Department  is  not  doing  its 
best ;  but  there  are  circumstances  over  which  they  have  no  control,  for 
instance  paucity  of  funds.  Some  how,  things  are  not  moving  as  fast  as 
they  ought  to.  We  are  now  in  the  year  1939  when  things  are  so  far 
advanced  all  over  the  world,  in  matters  of  public  health  and  sanita¬ 
tion.  Still,  in  a  place  like  Tiavancore  which  claims  to  be  the  foremost 
in  India  in  point  of  education,  things  are  far  behind  many  other  coun¬ 
tries.  As  I  have  already  hinled,  the  main  reason  is  that  the  funds 
allotted  by  Government  year  after  year,  for  this  department,  are  in¬ 
sufficient.  Sir,  although  Alleppey  is  an  important  port,  with  the  recent 
development  of  Cochin,  the  supply  of  Alwaye  river  water  for  Cochin 
and  the  provision  also  of  all  other  amenities  there,  it  is  not  surprising 
that  even  people  who  claim  to  have  business  connections  in  Alleppey, 
prefer  to  locate  their  factories  and  dwelling  houses  not  in  Alleppey  but 
in  Cochin  or  Ernakulam,  It  may  be  interesting  to  you,  Sir,  to  know, 
that  sometime  hack,  the  late  Mr.  Davey  and  the  late  Mr.  P.  J.  John 
who  were  pioneers  in  the  field  of  commerce  and  industrial  enterprises 
in  Alleppey,  made  it  a  point  never  to  stay  within  the  Alleppey  town 
but  to  come  there  every  morning,  attend  office  and  go  back  in  the 
evening,  to  Kottayam  simply  because  the  public  health  of  Alleppey  waB 
very  bad.  Drinking  water  was  not  available  there.  Thanks  to  kind¬ 
ness  of  Government,  we  are  assured  of  it  very  soon.  To  that  extent  I 
am  sure  there  will  be  considerable  improvement  not  only  in  the  public 
health  of  the  town  but  also  in  the  general  well-being  and  prosperity  of 
the  town.  When  Government  are  providing  all  the  necessary  facili¬ 
ties  for  the  improvement  of  the  trade  of  the  Alleppey  port,  when  Go¬ 
vernment  are  so  solicitous  about  the  welfare  of  the  people  of  Alleppey, 
I  fail  to  see  why  they  do  not  allot  adequate  funds  for  the  public  health 
department  in  order  that  they  may  improve  towns  like  Alleppey,  Vaikom 
and  Shertalai.  •  I  hope  this  aspect  of  the  question  will  receive  the  kind 
consideration  of  Government. 

Mr.  S.  GOVINDA  PILLAI  {Chirayinkil  cum  Nedumangad)  :  Sir, 
much  has  been  said  about  the  eradication  of  diseases  liko  malaria, 
filariasis,  etc.,  in  places  like  Alleppey  and  Shertalai.  Even  in  this  town 
of  Trivandrum,  which  is  the  capital  of  the  State,  there  are  hundreds  of 
people  walkmg  about  from  house  to  house  carrying  dreadful  diseases ; 
I  am  referring,  Sir.  to  the  innummerable  beggars  It  may  be  argued 
that  that  is  a  matter  for  the  Trivandrum  Municipality.  I  submit  that 
it  i«  a  matter  also  for  the  Public  Health  Department.  Sir,  these  beg¬ 
gars  who  besiege  us  in  our  houses  and  infest  us  on  the  Public  roads, 
are  Been  almost  everywhere  in  the  town;  some  cf  them  actually  sell 
food-stuffs  in  the  markets.  It  is  high  time  for  Government  and  for 
the  Public  Health  Department  to  direct  their  attention  to  prevent  these 
peopie  from  wandering  in  the  streets.  With  these  words,  I  also  sup¬ 
port  th»  motion.  *

Dr.  HI.  K.  GOPALA  PILLAI  ( Director  of  Public  Health ) :  Sir,  I  am 
thankful  to  the  honourable  members  for  the  kind  sentiments  expressed 
by  them  about  the  work  done  by  ray  department.  1 

Sir,  the  honourable  member  for  Kalkulara  said  that  there  was  very 
great  scarcity  of  water-  in  the  beach  villages  and  also  in  certain  parts  of 
the  Kalkulam  and  Vilavancode  taluks.  The  fault  is  neither  that  of 
the  Government  nor  that  of  the  people.  The  substratum  in  these 
places  is  rocky  ;  in  many  cases,  it  is  only  after  diggings  d0,50  or  even  80 
feet  that  we  have  been  able  to  discover  rock.  That  is  the  position  in 
South  Travancore.  More  than  once  we  have  had  to  abandon  the  sites 
chosen  for  wells,  mainly  on  account  of  the  rock  beneath.  I  may  assure 
the  honourable  member  that  there  has  been  absolutely  no  unwilling¬ 
ness,  on  the  part  of  Government,  to  supply  drinking  water  to  these 
parts. 

MR.  C.  JEBAMONY  NADAR  :  My  only  complaint  was  *  about  the  way 
the  department  was  doing  the  work.  I  never  said  anything  [against  Go¬ 
vernment. 

Dr.  M.  K.  GOPALA  PILLAI :  Sir,  this  is  a  work  in  which  the  diag¬ 
nosis  can  be  had  only  after  having  gone  down  fifty,  sixty  or  seventy- 
feet.  Then  only  you  come  across  the  rocky  substratum.  This  Depart¬ 
ment  is  very  anxious  and  solicitous  to  supply  drinking  water  as 
early  as  possible.  The  Government  recently  have  been  graciously 
pleased  to  sanction  about  Bs.  25,000  for  South  Travancore  and 
Bs.  30,000  for  Muttam  Village  for  the  supply  r.f  good  drinking  water. 
With  this  amount  and  also  with  the  amount  that  this  Department  hopes 
to  realise  by  propaganda  and  persuasion,  from  the  local  inhabitants,  we 
hope  to  dig  as  many  wells  as  possible.  In  this  connection  I  appeal  to 
the  honourable  member  for  Kalkulam  and  enlist  his  sympathy  also  in 
helping  us  in  our  propaganda  and  in  going  from  village  to  village  and 
to  secure  the  interest  of  the  people  in  connection  with  this  important 
work  of  water  supply.  If  the  Department  is  able  to  spend  Bs.  50  on 
a  particular  well  the  people  of  the  locality  should  also  be  able  to  put  an 
equal  amount  so  that  a  well  costing  Bs.  100  may  be  dug  on  a  co-opera¬ 
tive  basis.  Wells  entirely  dug  out  of  Government  funds  and  handed 
over  to  the  villages  are  not  cared  for.  So  we  want  to  rouse  the  in¬ 
terest  of  the  inhabitants  also  in  this  matter,  Unless  you  pay,  you.  do 
not  respect  what  you  get. 

PRESIDENT  :  Or  unless  they  contribute  labour. 

Dr.  HI.  K.  GOPALA  PILLAI  :  Yes,  Sir.  There  is  great  scarcity  of 
water  in  Midalam,  Killiyoor,  Karungal  and  other  villages.  I  know 
every  inch  of  those  places  and  it  is  true  that  the  people  there  are  out 
to  very  great  difficulties.  But  the  honourable  Member  will  be  glad  to 
know  that  in  spite  of  this  scarcity  of  water,  there  -was.  no  cholera.  ,th?re 
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as  he  apprehended.  For  the  last  3  or  4  years  many  taluks  in  South 
Travancore  were  free  from  the  invasion  of  cholera.  For  the  investiga¬ 
tion  of  a  scheme  of  water  supply  in  South  Travancore,  there  is  an  idea 
of  appointing  a  special  officer  to  go  from  village  to  village  and  I  am  sure 
that  within  a  very  short  time  water  scarcity  in  South  Travancore  will 
be  solved . 

It  is  true  that  there  is  malaria  in  Travancore.  An  honourable 
member  said  that  the  authorities  of  the  Public  Health  Department  go 
to  a  place  only  after  the  reports  are  received.  Malaria  has  not  been 
made  a  notifiable  disease  now.  There  is  no  reporting  agency.  As  soon 
as  the  Department  gets  the  information,  it  deputes  its  men  to  the 
affected  areas  and  undertakes  all  necessary  preventive  measures. 

MR.  C.  JEBAMONY  NADAR  ;  Are  there  not  men  working  ,in  every 
locality  ? 

DR.  M.  K.  GOPALA  PILLA1:  In  such  localities  where  our  men  are 
working,  they  will  attend  to  the  preventive  measures. 

With  regard  to  the  brackish  condition  of  water  in  Eraniel 
Mr.  Truscott  and  myself  visited  the  place  sometime  ago.  The  tank 
there  was  considerably  improved  at  a  cost  of  Bs.  1,000.  It  is  true  that 
there  is  no  protected  water  supply  there.  But  there  are  3  or  4  wells 
in  the  locality  and  a  tank  which  meets  the  requirements  of  the  people 
of  the  locality. 

The  honourable  member  for  Sbertalai  said  that  it  was  an  unfortu* 
nate  tract  of  sand.  Other  people  think  that  the  people  of  Shertalai  are 
more  fortunate  in  that  they  are  very  rich. 

Mr.  E.  P.  VARGHESE  :  I  did  not  hear  the  member. 

PRESIDENT  :  The  suggestion  is  that  you  are  very  rich. 

Dr.M.  K.  GOPALA  PILLAI :  It  is  true  that  there  is  this  trouble  of 
mosquito  in  Shertalai  and  Government  have  been  conducting  for  the 
past  six  years  mosquito  control  work  at  Shertalai  and  there  has  been 
considerable  improvement  since  then.  The  honourable  member  will 
be  glad  to  note  that  there  is  a  provision  of  Ks.  10,000  for  the  investiga¬ 
tion  of  supply  of  good  water  for  Shertalai,  Ambalapuzha  and  some  other 
areas.  Lately  considerable  propaganda  has  been  carried  on  in  Shet  ■ 
talai.  Every  year  we  make  it  a  point  to  visit  Shertalai  with  our  pro¬ 
paganda  van  and  in  as  many  places  as  could  be  approached  with  our 
motor  car  such  propaganda  was  carried  out,  In  other  places  magic 
lantern  lectures  were  conducted.  It  is  true  that  all  the  people  at 
Shertalai  did  not  have  the  benefit  of  seing  our  radio  and  our  health 

Honourable  member  Mr.  K.  Kunju  Panickar  also  made  the  same 
complaint  with  regard  to  Shertalai,  Mavelikara  and  Kunnathur.  He 
said  that  sufficient  propaganda  was  not  carried  on  in  those  taluks.  Those 
were  the  places  where  there  was  frequent  visitation  of  small- pox.  The 
honourable  member  will  appreciate  when  I  say  that  there  was  no  small¬ 
pox  in  those  areas  within  the  last  two  years-

With  regard  to  the  posting  of  mid-wives  in  rural  areas,  Govern, 
ment  have  already  anticipated  the  desire  of  some  of  the  honourable 
members  and  ten  midwives  have  been  .posted  in  ten  different  parts  of 
the  country.  At  Kuthiatodn  there  is  a  mid- wife  who  attends  to  rural 
needs.  At  Purakad  there  is  another.  So  within  a  distance  of  30 
miles  there  are  two  rural  mid  wives  in  addition  to  the  midwives  that 
can  be  had  from  the  nearest  hospitals. 

MR.  P.  KUNJUKRISHNAN  •  Has  any  mid-wife  been  posted  to  Kottara- 
kara  by  the  Public  Health  Department  ? 

Dr.  M.  K.  GOPALA  PILLAI  :  There  is  the  Koltarakara  Hospital  an'd 
at  Chadayamangalam  a  mid-svife  has  been  posted.  In  every  area  which 
is  beyond  3  miles  from  thejnearest  hospital  a  mid-wife  was  provided.  In 
Travancore  it  is  difficult  to  find  such  places  and  it  was  after  full  in- 
vestigation  that  we  were  able  to  select  places  for  these  midwives. 

The  Honourable  Member  for  Chirayinkil  said  that  he  is  in  the 
same  unfortunate  position  as  that  of  Shertalai.  Sir,  the  reverse  is  the 
case.  The  people  of  Chirayinkil  are  in  the  same  fortunate  position, as 
those  of  Shertalai,  and  even  more  fortunate  because  the  people  of 
Chirayinkil  do  not  suffer  from  elephantiasis.  There  is  this  mosquito 
trouble  m  doubt  but  the  people  of  Kadaklcavur  are  considered  to  be  as 
rich  as  the  people  of  Shertalai  with  this  differentiation  that  they  have 
no  elephantiasis. 

In  regard  to  the  segregation  of  lepers,  I  am  afraid  that  it  is  not 
possible  to  isolate  them  as  there  is  no  compulsory  legislation.  But 
there  is  the  leper  colony  at  Noornad  where  such  people  as  are  willing 
to  come  will  be  admitted. 

MR.  K.  NARAYANAPERUMAL  NADAR:  May  I  know  tho  number,  of 
lepers  in  the  tloornad  Leper  Colony?  With  regard  to  the  discrepancy 
in  the  birthrate — 

DR.  M.  K.  GOPALA  PILLAI :  About  500.  The  number  of  lepers  for 
the  whole  State  comes  to  between  35,000  and  40,000. 

With  regard  to  the  discrepancy  in  the  birthrate  I  shall  inform  the 
honourable  member  that  in  conservancy  towns  and  municipal  areas  the 
registration  is  more  accurate. 

MR.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALaR  :  That  is  exactly  what  I  Wanted 
to  point  out. 

DR,  M.  K.  GOPALA  PILLAI  :  So,  I  hope  there  is  no  diffence  of 
opinion  about  that. 

With  regard  to  the  improvement  of  tanks  neat  the  temples,  ,  they 
are  Devaswom  properties;  but  the  Department  is  giving  advice  to, the 
Devaswom  authorities  to  repair  such  tanks  and  at  times  to  supply  tfoyn 
with  good  water.  Also  this  department  is  carrying  on  special. sanitary 
arrangements  in  connection  with  festivals  in  temples. 

‘There  is  water  scarcity  in  Vadakkekara  of qParur  Taluk.  .  Twa.or 
three  wells  have  been  dug,  but  unfortunately  the  water  in  those  wells 
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is  brackish-  The  honourable  member  said  thai  it  is  easy  to  have, 
good  drinking  water  there.  I  very  much  doubt  wheat  her  it  is  possible. 
Our  attempts  have  failed. 

With  regard  to  the  insanitary  condition  cf  hotels  and  tea  shops, 

I  may  inform  the  honourable  members  that  a  legislation  is  under 
consideration  by  Government, 

The  honourable  member  for  Muvattnpuzha  said  that  there  is  no 
urinal  or  any  public  convenience  in  Towns.  Most  of  the  Towns  are 
under  municipal  administration.  But  in  Trivandrum  special  arrange¬ 
ments  have  been  made. 

The  Municipality  of  Trivandrum  is  taking  steps  for  providing 
flush-out  latrines  and  urinals  and  public  bath  in  important  centers  of 
the  town  for  the  use  of  the  public  at  large.  There  is  a  public  co  mirt 
station  built  near  the  Central  Railway  Station  wherein  you  find  con¬ 
veniences  for  public  bath,  latrine  and  urinals. 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNAN  :  y  ay  I  know  if  the  Member  would  please 
consider  about  providing  a  public  urinal  at  Qnilon  ? 

Dr.  M.  K.  GOPALA  PILLAI :  Though  that  mailer  comes  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Quilon  Municipality,  I  shall  correspond  with  the 
Municipal  President  there  to  do  the  needful.  I  shell  see  that  one  such 
urinal  is  put  up  there. 

Mr.  KOTTALIL  P.  ABRAHAM  :  May  I  know  from  the  Member 
whether  any  steps  have  been  taken  to  combat  an  jttacb  of  malaria  at 
Kothamangalam  ?

Sir,  with  regard  to  the  provision  of  a  Sanitary  Inspector  at  Man- 
Hamkandom,  I  shall  address  Government  when  the  need  for  the  same 
arises. 

Mr.  Janardkana  Pillai,  t.he  member  representing  the  Commerce 
constituency  said  that  the  public  health  at  Alleppey  is  not  very  satis¬ 
factory.  It  is  true  that  there  is  mosquito  nuisance  even  now  at 
Alleppey.  The  condition  there  will  get  worse  if  the  mosquito  control 
that  is  taking  place  theie  is  discontinued  just  now.  That  will  lead  to 
the  occurrence  of  yellow  fever  which  will  become  a  very  great  problem. 
Therefore,  the  mosquito  control  should  not  be  'diicontinued  at  ali.  In 
Shertallai  also,  it  should  not  be  discontinued.  The  Cochin  Government 
have  already  drawn  up  a  scheme  for  the  control  cif  mosquitoes  both  jet 
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Ernaculam  and  Cocnin.  Allepney  should  not  therefore  stop  mosquito 
control  measures.  I  do  not  know  what  will  be  the  condition  of  Alieppey 
after  three  or  four  years  if  mosquito  control  measure  are  stopped  now.

That  por: ion  of  the  district  called  Kuttanad  has  got  two  or  three 
talr.ks.  It  is  just  like  Venad,  apart  cf  Travancore.  That  area  is  not 
at  all  ne glee  ed  and  the  Public  Health  Department  is  not  at  all  unkind 
towards  Kuttanad.  »No  co-operation  is  received  from  the  people  of  the 
locality.  As  regards  the  provision  of  public  convenience  and  making  an 
outlet  Into  the  rivers,  every  effort  will  be  made  soon.  A  legislation  is 
under  the  consideration  of  Government.  If  the  people  of  the  locality 
co-operate  with  the  Department,  it  is  very  easy  to  put  a  stop  to  such 
nuisance.  It  is  really  a  matter  for  consideration  how  we  were  able  to 
live  so  long  tolerating  all  such  insanitary  conditions.

A  similar 
motion  stands  in  roy  name  also.  It  seems  that  the  subject  has  evinced 
some  interest  in  the  House.  On  a  former  occasion  also  the  matter  was 
discussed  in  this  House  but  no  decision  was  arrived  at  that  day. 

Before  dealing  with  the  subject,  in  addition  to  the  facts  and  figures 
referred  to  by  Mr.  K.  R.  Narayanan,  I  may  refer  the  members  of  this 
House  to  the  statement  of  the  Dewan  President  at  the.  joint  sitting  of 
the  Legislature  on  the  21st  July  1939 

The  statement  reads : 

“This  o  iimtn  possesses  a  total  area  of  jest  under  8,000  eq.  miles  o£  whioh,  between 
a  fourth  and  a  third  are  occupied  by  backwaters  and  hills.  What  does  that 
mean  V  It  means  that  in  an  area  of  about  6,000  to .  miles — perhaps  a  little 

now  anticipated  to  be  about  6  millions  in  the  forthcoming  census.  '6  million 

6,000  *q.  miles.  That  is  a  populahon  the  density  of  which,  is  perhaps  the 
highest  in  Asia  excepting  Java.  It  is  this  predominating  factor  which  has  to 
be  home  in  mind  by  everyone  who  is  concerned  with  the  political  or  the  finan¬ 
cial  administration  of  the  State.” 

I  may  lay  emphasis  on  the  latter  portion;  ie„  "It  is  this  predo¬ 
minating  factor  which  has  toibe  borne  by e.-eryone  who  is  concerned 
with  the  pcilitical  or  the  financial  administration  of  the  State”.  So 
in  my  humble  opinion,  the  subject  does  not  seem  to  be  so  light  as  it 
appears  on  the  face  of  K-.  In  aea'ing  wi 111  this  question,  we  have  to 
deal  with  the  question  of  poverty,  disease,  illhealth  of  mothers  and  infan¬ 
tile  mortality.  The  average  incom  c  of  a  Travancorean  is  far  less  than 
that  of  a  British  Indian,  and  India  is  considered  to  the  poorest  country 
in  the  world.  We  know  that  huge  families  are  unable  to  maintain 
themselves.  As  a  consequence  they  surfer  from  mal-nutiition  and  all 
sorts  of  diseases.  'They  ore  helpless  in  the  matter  of  education  and  the 
ordinary  comforts  of  life.  This  is  the  case  with  almost  the  vast  majority 
of  the  families  in  this  State  except  perhaps  5  per  cent,  of  the  population 
who  are  rich  and  who  live  in  affluent  circumstances.  But  the  vast 
majority  of  the  population;  the  middle  class  as  well  as  the  lower  classes, 
are  finding  themselves  difficult  to  make  both  ends  meet.  Birth  is  the 
most  important  factor  in  one’s  life  and  the  most  important  event  in 
this  world,  and  my  submission  is  that  it  should  not  be  made  an 
accident  but  it  should  be  made  an  incident.  The  problem 
of  poverty,  disease  and  ignorance  are  inseparably  connected  with 
this  question  so  far  as  our  country  is  concerned.  Hence,  unless  the 
alarming  growth  of  population  we  have  at  present  in  our  State  is 
checked  through  proper  channels:  — 

PRESIDENT:  The  honourable  member  will  bring  his  remarks  to  a 
Close  as  soon  as  possible. 

Mr.  P.  KUNJUKRISHNAN  ;  Similarly  there  are  people  suffering  from 
incurable  diseases  and  by  instinct  they  do  not  want  to  reproduce.  But 
where  is  the  proper  instruction  for  them  ?  There  is  absolutely  complete 
dearth  of  knowledge  in  this  direc  ion.  My  proposition  is  that  those 
who  want  to  check  birth  must  be  provided  with  facilities  for  informing 
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themselves  of  it.  That  is  all.  There  must  not  be  any  compulsion  on 
any  man  on  this  acc'unt.  The  only  thing  is  that  those  who  want  to  be 
informed  must  be  given  the  facilities  for  that.  There  are  many 
methods  for  birth  control.  As  soon  as  the  question  of  birth  control 
arises  people  think  of  contraceptives  alone.  There  are  other  methods. 
There  is  th  a  mental  question  also- 

PRESIDENT  :  I  do  not  think  the  honourable  member  need  discuss 
it.  He.may  confine  himself  to  the  general  principles. 

MR.  P.  KUNJUKRISHNAN  :  I  may  submit  that  the  Census  Report  of 
the  State  also  recommends  this  proposition.  For  want  of  time  I  shall 
deal  only  with  the  salient  features  that  come  uppermost  in  my  mind. 
Apart  from  the  author. ties  from  liurope  and  other  western  countries 
we  have  the  authority  of  so  eminent  personages  as  Mahathma  Gandhi 
Swami  Sivananda  Sarasvvathi  of  Rishikesh  and  Justice  Ramesam  of 
Madras.  Swamiji  says  “do  not  produce  too  many  children”.  The  All 
India  Womens’  Conference  which  held  its  sessions  in  Trivandrum  a  few 
years  ago  also  pissed  a  resolution  unanimously  in  support  of  this  motion. 
That  shows  the  trend  of  public  opinion  on  this  question.  So,  in  view 
of  the  sufferings  of  the  innocent  women  of  this  land  among  whom  death 
levies  such  a  heavy  toll,  and  in  the  name  of  the  innocent  children  of  the 
land,  I  submit  that  the  best  facilities  available  in  western  countries  so 
far  as  the  intelligence  of  man  has  been  able  to  fiud  out  may  be  provided 
in  this  couniry  also  so  !  hat  people  who  really  require  it  may  he  in  a 
position  to  inform  themselves  of  it  and  avail  themselves  of  the  advan¬ 
tages  deriving  there  from,  With  these  words  I  commend  the  morion 
for  the  acceptance  of  the  House. 

MR.  E.  P.  VARGHESE  (Am balapuzha  cum  Shertalla ) :  I  opppose  the 
motion.  It  has  been  said  that  birth  control  is  necessary  in  this  country 
because  of  the  appalling  increase  of  population.  The  latest  statistics 
available  for  our  State  shows  that  excess  of  birth  over  death  per  thousand 
of  population  is  only  4:12.  I  do  not  think  that  it  is  an  appalling  in¬ 
crease  of  population-  One  honourable  member  pertinently  puts  the 
question  to  the  mover  of  the  resolution  whether  death  rate  also  is  not 
comparatively  high  as  the  birth  rate.  So  the  plea  of  appalling  increase 
of  population  does  not  stand  the  test  of  statistics,  On  that  ground 
birth  control  is  not  necessary. 

There  is  no  dispute  or  I  do  not  join  issue  on  the  general  question 
of  birth  control.  It  is  on  the  methods  that  are  sought  to  be  propagated 
that  there  is  difference  of  opinion.  It  has  been  said  that  a  great  person 
like  Mahatma  Gandhi  has  advocated  birth  control.  Sir,  I  admit  that 
Mahatma  Gandhi  is  an  advocate  of  birth  control.  But  by  what  method? 
He  advocates  birth  control  by  seif-control.  I  must  say  that  I  have  no 
difference  of  opinion  on  that  point.  The  most  healthy,  the  most  econo' 
mic  and  the  most  effective  method  is  that,  To  quote  Mahatma 
Gandhi,  as  was  done  by  the  honourable  member  who  moved  the  reso¬ 
lution,  as  one  supporting  the  idea  of  introducing  scientific  or  contracep* 
tive  methods  was  misquoting  a  great  man.  It  is  a  question  of  morality. 
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It  has  been  said  that  it  depends  on  the  conception  of  the  standard  of 
morality.  To  me  it  is  definitely  immoral  to  adopt  such  methods  of  birth 
control  as  is  ordinarily  advocated,  it  is  unnatural,  I  am  sorry  I  have 
only  3  minutes.  So  I  cannot  but  leave,  the  subject  by  merely  mentioning 
the  points.  They  may  pooh  pooh  those  who  believe  in  religion.  Some  of 
my  honourable  friends  may  not  have  any  respect  for  religion.  But  as 
one  who  believes  in  religion  I  cannot  but  object  to  this  motion  strongly. 
On  such  a  controversial  matter  which  affects  the  religious  teachings  of 
more  than  II  lakhs  of  the  population  of  the  State.  It  is  not  proper  to 
spend  public  money,  even  according  to  the  conception  of  morality  and 
religious  teachings  of  a  large  section  of  the  population  of  the  world  it  is 
definitely  immoral.  So  I  strongly  object  to  the  establishment  of  cli¬ 
nics  at  public  cost.  If  any  honourable  member  wants  information  on 
this  subject  let  him  get  it  at  his  own  cost.  There  is  enough  literature 
on  the  subject,  and  they  can  resort  to  it  if  necessary.  But  let  not  public 
money  be  utilised  for  this  purpose

Mr.  K.  NARAYANAPERUMAL  NADAR  (Ihova’a  wmfAgasiiswarau)  : 
Sir,  I  beg  to  reduce  the  allotment  of  Es.  36,147  for  establishment  by 
Ee.  1  to  discuss  the  vagaries  committed  by  the  head  of  the  depart¬ 
ment  in  giving  effect  to  confirmation  and  promotions  of  membe»sof  the 
Ministerial  Establishment  of  the  P.  W.  D.  In  the  Chief  Engineer’s 
Office,  the  ratio  of  3  :1  of- graduates  and  undergraduates  is  not  main¬ 
tained.  This  ratio  was  not  applied  on  the  last  occasion  when  confir¬ 
mations  and  promotions  were  made  there.  An  undergraduate  clerk 
who  passed  the  Account  Test  Examination  was  given  preference. 
There  were  many  graduates  passing  Divisional  Test  and  Account  Test. 
The  principle  laid  down  by  the  G.  0.  is  not  followed.  There  is  no  up- 
to-date  gradation  list  in  the  Chief  Engineer’s  office.  These  are  some 
of  the  vagaries  committed  by  the  head  of  the  department.  Therefore 
I  move  this  motion  for  the  acceptance  of  this  House. 

Mr.  S.  SESHA  AIYAR  :  There  are  definite  rules  with  regard  to  the  pro¬ 
motion  and  confirmation  of  the  ministerial  staff  in  the  P.  W.  D.  and  these 
are  common  with  the  ministerial  (Staff  in  other  departments  of  the  Gov¬ 
ernment.  Appointments  to  Es.  20-25  scale  are  made  by  the  Public  Ser¬ 
vice  Commissioner  by  direct  recruitment,.  For  promotions  to  the  Es..  25- 
40  scale  and  upwards  rules  are  the  main  guide,  Prdmotions  are  regu¬ 
lated  in  the  ratio  of  3  :  1  between  graduates  and  non-grad uates  in  the 
order  of  seniority  of  clerks.  Promotions  to  the  next  higher  grade 
i,  Bs.  40-70  will  be  given  to  those  who  pass  the  Travancore  Account 
Test  and  Divisional  Test  Examinations.  There  also,  the  ratio  of  3 :  1 
between  graduates  and  non-graduates  is  maintained.  Promotions  to 
the  next  higher  grade  i.  e-,  Es.  75-100  shall  ordinarily  be  made'  in  the 
order  of  seniority,  the  proportion  of  graduates  and  non-graduates  being 
maintained  as  before.  The  above  rules  have  been  almost  strictly 
followed  in  the  matter  of  confirmation's  and  promotions  in  the  rnims- 
.terial  staff  that  have  been  done  recently.  But  in  certain  <^,ses  clerks 
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■who  have  passed  only  one  best  i.  e  ,  the  Travancore  Account  Test  had 
to  he  given  temporary  promotion  because  of  their  long  service  and 
experience.  Necessary  sanction  of  Government  has  also  been  obtained. 
The  temporary  promotions  were  not  given. effect  to  according  to  the 
wilt  of  the  head  of  the  department.  It  was  done  with  the  sanction 
of  Government.  It  would  mean  sacrifice  of  efficiency  if  we  promote  a 
clerk  on  Es.  20-25  simply  because  he  is  senior  and  has  no  experience 
in  accountancy.  Similarly  some  exceptions  were  made  with  special 
sanction  of  Government  for  the  sake  of  efficiency.  It  may  thus  be  seen 
that  promotions  and  confirmations  are  made  only  in  conformity  with 
rules  and  consistent  with  efficiency  and  that  with  the  special  sanction 
of  Government.  With,  this  explanation,  I  believe,  the  honourable 
member  will  be  satisfied. 

Mr.  K.  NARAYANAPERUMAL  NADAR  :  May  I  know  whether  there 
were  belated  cases  of  confirmations  and  promotions  ? 

MR.  S.  SESHA  AIYAR  :  Yes,  there  are  few  cases.  That  was  on 
account  of  the  several  complications  that  arose  in  the  cases. 

Mfi.  K.  NARAYANAPERUMAL  NADAR  May  I  know  what  those 
complications  were  ? 

PRESIDENT  ;  The  rule  is  inflexible  that  when  one  honourable 
member  stands  up  the  other  honourable  member  sits  down  or  does  not 
yield  his  place.  But  Government  members  are  expected,  as  a  mattes 
of  courtesy,  to  resume  their  seats  as  soon  as  a  non-official  member 
rises  to  ask  a  question. 

Mr.  S.  SESHA  AIYAR  :  One  of  the  rule  for  promotion  is  with 
regard  to  the  ratio  between  graduates  and  non-graduates.  Bor  any 
exceptions  to  this  we  had  to  get  special  .sanction  of  Government  after 
bringing,  the  fact  to  their  notice.  That  caused  some  delay  in  such  - 
particular  cases.  There  are  other  instances  where  we  had  to  take 
special  sanction  of  Government,  as  I  said,  to  ensure  proper  efficiency  in 
•  service. 

Mr.  K.  NARAYANAPERUMAL  NADAR  :  I  beg  permission  of  the  House 
to  withdraw  the  motion.

Mr.  M;  RAMIAH  PILLAI  (Chifayinkil  cum  Ntdumtingad)  :  Sirj  1 
beg  to  move  to  reduce  the  allotment  of  Bs.  4*500  for  Travelling  Allow* 
ance  by  Re,  l-“to  bring  to  the  attention  of  Government  the  urgent 
necessity  of  opening  a  road  from  Aruvikkara  Reservoir  to- Vellanad!,< 
I  need  not  say  that  Aruvikkara  is  one  of  the  most  important,  places  in 
Travancore.  Aruvikkara  is  the  place  from  where  the  life-giving  water 
is  supplied  to  the  Whole  of  Trivandrum.  People  of  Aruvikkara  want 
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means  of  communication  from  that  place  to  Vellanad.  People  of  that 
locality  have  been  praying  for  a  road  for  a  quarter  of  a  century.  The 
poor  ryots  find  it  very  difficult  to  dispose  of  their  commodities  as  they 
have  to  walk  atleast  5  miles  to  site  a  road.  For  instance,  if  we  go  two 
miles  interior  from  Aruvikara  on  the  way  to  Vellanad  there  is  a  .place 
called  Kadambanad-  That  is  a  place  surrounded  by  wet  lands  and 
hilly  tracts.  That  particular  locality  is  best  suited  for  agriculture.  In 
that  place  alone  there  are  more  than  100-150  houses  and  almost  all  are 
tax  payers.  If  the  Chief  Engineer  or  any  responsible  officer  visits  that 
place  he  would  be  convinced  of  the  nature  of  the  hardship  that  the 
poor  agriculturist  have  to  face  in  that  particular  locality.  If  a  road  is 
opened  from  Aruvikkara  to  Velland,  the  travelling  public  from  Trivan¬ 
drum  to  Vellanad  can  save  at  east  7  to  8  miles.  The  new  road  that'! 
requst  to  open  from  Aruvikkara  to  Vellanad  will  be  3  to  3J-  miles  in 
length.  A  traveller  from  Trivandrum  to  Vellanad  will  have  now  to  go 
to  Nednmangad  first  and  then  to  Vellanad  i.  a  distance  of  nearly  17 
miles.  Above  all,  the  poor  agriculturists  toiling  for  livelihood  to  get 
their  daily  necissities  have  to  go  4  to  5  miles  in  any  direction  to  get 
their  provisions.  So,  the  only  request  that  I  can  make  to  Government 
is  to  consider  the  seriousness  of  the  need  and  the  Chief  Engineer  will 
find  provision  for  the  purpose  in  the  next  year’s  budget.  With  these 
words  I  move  the  motion  for  the  acceptance  of  the  House, 

MR.  S.  SESHA  AIYAR  [Deputy  Chief  Engineer)  :  The  need  for  this 
road  was  moved  by  people  from  some  time  earlier  ihan  this.  The  dis  - 
tanoe  between  Aruvikkara  and  Vellanad,  as  stated  by  the  member 
is  about  3  miles.  But  it  is  found  that  just  after  Aruvikkara  we  have  to 
negotiate  a  very  steep  hill  and  the  road  will  have  to  be  taken  in  deep 
cutting  costing  a  very  large  amount  of  money.  All  the  same,  investi¬ 
gations  were  made.  Petitions  were  originally  received  from  the  people 
owning  lands  saying  that  they  would  part  with  the  lands  free  of  compen¬ 
sation.  Those  petitions  were 'taken  to  the  spot  and  on  verification  -it 
wasifound  that  the  land  owners  were  not  willing  to  part  with  the  lands 
and  so  we  have  referred  the  matter  to  the  Land  Revenue  Department  to 
verify  if  the  people  could  be  made  to  part  with  those  lands  free  of 
compensation  and  receive  statements  to  the  effect. 

After  this  is  done  an  estimate  for  constructing  this  road  will  be 
prepared  and  tie  work  will  be  carried  out  when  funds  become  available. 

Mr.  M.  RA  MAN  PILLAI  :  Sir,  in  view  of  the  satisfactory  reply  given 
by  the  Deputy  Chief  Engineer,  I  withdraw  the  motion.

MR.  N.  NARAYANA  KURUP  ( Ambalctpuzha  cam  SU'taliaA,)  :  Sir, 
I  beg  to  move  to  reduce  the  allotment  of  Es.  4,500  for  travelling  allow¬ 
ance  for  Chief  Engineer  by  ids,  10 — to  discuss  about  the  necessity  of  big 
travel  through  water- logged  and  sandy  areas  -to  convince -himself  of  the 
necessity  of  making  roads  and  canals  in  the  taluks  ’of  Atnbal^puzba  and 
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Shertallai.  Sir,  the  object,  as  stated  here,  is  to  bring  to  the  notice  of 
this  House  and  the  Government  that  the  head  of  the  department 
should  travel  along  the  interior  of  the  country  so  that  his  travel  may 
be  really  useful  to  the  people  at  large.  If  he  travels  throughout  the 
length  and  breadth  of  the  country,  he  will  be  able  to  know  the  respec- 
tive  local  needs  and  then  try  to  improve  the  conditions  of  the  villages 
by  giviug  them  adequate  communications  and  other  facilities.  Sir, 
firstly,  I  beg  to  submit  that  all  the  roads  that  we  have,  are  quite  use¬ 
less.  I  would  request  the  President  to  approach  the  Dewan  with  the 
request  to  make  surprise  visits  along  the  roads  to  see  the  conditions  of 
our  public  roads.  The  gravel  in  these  reads  get  loosened  within  two  or 
three  months  after  it  has  been  laid  and  thereafter  the  motor  traffic  in 
these  roads  become  almost  impossible.  Such  is  the  condition  of  the 

Let  me  now  come  to  the  local  needs  of  my  constituency.  I  have 
already  submitted  that  my  constituency  is  composed  of  water-logged 
and  sandy  areas.  Sir,  we  were  under  the  impression  [that  the  Chief 
Secretary  would'  show  some,  local  patriotism  in  this  affair,  but  we 
are  sadly  disappointed.  So,  we  are  making  this  request  to  the  P.  W.  D. 
and  to  the  Government.  Sir,  I  have  to  submit,  in  this  connection, 
that  the  Chief  Engineer,  who  unfortunately  is  not  amidst  us  now 
has  a  very  peculiar  knack  of  seeing  that  everything  is  half  done.  For 
instance,  there  are  two  village  roads  in  my  constituency;  one  is  the 
Alleppey — Thanneermukkom  road  andjthe  other  the  Ambalapuzha- 
Thiruvalla  road.  Both  were  begun  some  ten  years  ago.  But  the 
Alleppey  -^Thanneermukkom  road  has  now  been  finished  except  a  dis¬ 
tance  of  five  miles  the  middle  through  sands.  So  long  as  the  road  is 
inoomplete,  the  people  of  the  locality  will  find  it  impossible  to  take  their 
produce  to  the  several  markets.  Then,  coming  to  the  other  road,  this 
also  is  ten  years  old.  It  is  regrettable  to  note  that  only  a  portion  of 
this  road  has  been  finished  as  yet,  and  even  that  portion  is  not  now 
serviceable,  being  half  finished.  During  flood  time,  whatever  repair 
that  was  effected,  would  be  destroyed  by  the  water.  Unless  the  whole 
road  is  finished  and  completed  as  early  as  possible  no  useful  purpose 
will  be  served-  by  it. 

Sir,  we  are  in  need  of  another  small  road,  that  is  a  short  road  from 
Kokkothatnangalam  to  Chenganda  in  Shertallai.  The  length  of  the 
road  is  about  furlongs.  Here  also,  the  Chief  Engineer’s  ingenuity 
of  leaving  things  half  finished  is  seen.  Only  half  a  furlong  of  this  road 
has  been  finished  and  it  is  now  three  years  since  this  work  has  been 
carried  out.  There  was  a  bridge  in  the  Chenganda  river.  It  is  now 
16  or  17  yeaiy  since  this  bridge  has  been  dismantled.  Even  though 
repeated  representations  were  made,  the  department  has  not  oared  for 
it.  It  nWrt  be  completed  . 

PRESIDENT  :  Order,  order.  I  see  that  following  on  this  there  are 
a  series  of  motions,  the  bulk  of  which  relate  to  the  local  needs  of 
constituencies.  I  see  .that  one  or  other  members  have  certain  urgent 
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needs  to  be  looked  into  by  the  department.  After  a  careful  considera¬ 
tion  of  this  matter,  Government  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that 
perhaps  the  best  way  of  dealing  with  this  question  is  to  constitute  an 
Advisory  Committee  of  nine  members,  four  to  be  elected  by  this  House, 
two  by  the  other  House  and  three  to  be  nominated  by  the  Government 
who  will  advise  the  P.  W.  D.  with  regard  to  matters  of  local  needs  and 
in  carrying  out  a  general  programme.  Steps  will  be  taken  for  the 
election  being  conducted  after  the  business  for  the  day  is  over. 

Mr.  N.  NARAYANA  KURUP  :  That  is  the  very  thing  I  was  going  to 
suggest.  The  P.  W.  E>.  has  not  been  consulting  the  members  of  this 
Legislature.  Therefore  if  an  Advisory  Committee,  as  the  President... 

PRESIDENT  :  If,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  a  general  programme  of  the 
requirements  of  the  village,  such  as  roads,  wells  and  other  things  is 
laid  down  by  the  Advisory  Committee,  naturally  it  will  help  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  to  fix  a  regular  programme.  In  addition,  there  will  be  addi¬ 
tional  champions  in  the  House  to  help  the  department  whereas  the 
Departmental  Head  is  now  simply  handicapped. 

Under  these  circumstances,  do  you  want  to  go  through  the  motion? 

MR.  K.  KUNJU  PANICKER  ;  Sir . 

MR.  N.  NARAYANA  KURUP ;  Sir,  I  have  not  finished. 

PRESIDENT :  1  thought  you  had  finished.  Please  go  on. 

MR.  N.  NARAYANA  KURUP  :  Sir,  in  view  of  the  suggestion  made  by 
the  President,  I  don’t  enumerate  the  list  of  the  needs  in  my  consti¬ 
tuency.  But  the  department  may  be  directed  at  least  this  year  to 
finish  those  incomplete  works  which  I  have  mentioned  above.  I  also 
wish  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  this  House  that  the  department  is  very 
slow  in  doing  things.  Even  if  an  Advisory  Committee  comes  into 
existence,  if  the  department  is  not  very  active  in  the  execution  of  their 
works,  especially  in  such  matters  as  taking  possession  of  grounds 
surrendered  by  the  people  no  useful  purpose  will  be  served  by  that 
committee.  Some  direction  has  to  be  given  to  the  P.  W.  D.  to  expi- 
dite  the  matters. 

I  have  to  mention  about  one  road  in  particular  namely 
the  road  that  branches  off  from  43rd. mile  in  the  Quilon — Alleppey 
road  and  leading  to  the  southern  gate  of  the  Sri  Krishna  temple 
at  Ambalapuzha.  The  people,  at  their  cost,  have  raised  the  ■ 
level  of  this  road.  The  department  may  be  directed  to  provide  fund 
for  the  road  even  this  year.  There  is  yet  another  road  namely 
Arattuvazhi  in  south  Ary&du  which  is  about  three-fourths  of  a  mile 
long.  The  people  have  surrendered  the  lands  some  six  months  ago 
and  made  a  representation  that  some  provision  should  be  made  for 
this  road  in  this  year’s  budget.  I  believe  that  the  Executive  Engineer 
had  included  this  iD  his  budget  for  1115.  But  the  Chief  Engineer 
has  left  it  out  of  his  budget.  Any  way,  Sir,  that  road  is  most  essen¬ 
tial  for  communication  of  the  agriculturists  in  that  locality  which  is 
very  thickly  populated.  So  also,  the  Erothodu  in  Punnappura,  about 
a  furlong  to  reach  the  road  is  very  essential  for  the  people.  The  de¬ 
partment  may  be  advised  to  help  us  soon  in  the  matters  referred  to 
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Mr.  E.  P.  VARUGHESE  (Amhalapuzha  cum  Shertallai):  Sir,  I  am 
going  to  add  one  more  local  need  of  the  Shertallai  people.  It  is  now 
more  than  12  years  since  the  Shertallai— Arattunkel  road  has  been  con- 
Btrncted.  Buti  because  of  the  want  of  a  bridge  the  road  is  not  fully 
utilised  by  the  public.  I  just  want  to  bring  this  to  the  notice  of  the 
Chief  Engineer.  The  construction  of  the  bridge  is  not  a  very  costly 
problem.  But  its  use  is  great.  I  only  want  that  this  should  not  'be  . 
lost  sight  of  owing'  to  the  efflux  of  time. 

Mr.  S.  SESHA  A1YAR  :  Sir,  it  would  be  the  earnest  endeavour  of 
this  department  to  complete  the  incomplete  works  as  far  as  possible. 
Because  we  are  going  to  have  an  Advisory  Committee,  who  will  help 
us  in  securing  lands  and  in  other  respects,  it  will  expedite  our  work 
and  I  hope  it  will  be  possible  to  complete  most  of  the  works  which  have 
been  taken  up,  so  as  to  utilise  the  funds  available  at  our  disposal. 
We  have  allotted  sufficient  money  for  incomplete  roads.  We  will 
try  our  best  to  see  that  the  whole  of  this  amount  is  spent  and  that 
the  roads  completed  as  soon  as  possible. 

Mr.  N.  NARAYANA  KURUP  :  Sir,  I  do  not  press  the  motion. 

The  motion,  by  leave,  was  withdrawn.

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ANNOUNCEMENT  ra-  PUBLIC  WORKS  ADVISORY 
COMMITTEE. 

PRESIDENT  :  An  announcement  that  was  made  by  me  on  another 
occasion  has  been  put  into  formal  shape.  As  announced  at  the  meeting 
of  the  Legislative  Assembly  on  Saturday  the  29th  of  July  1939,  the 
Travancore  Government  hate  resolved  to  constitute  a  Committee  to 
advise  Government  in  the  Public  Works  Department.  The  Committee 
will  consist  of  4  members  elected  by  the  Legislative  Assembly,  2  by  the 
State  Council  and  3  nominees  of  Government  with  power  to  co-opt  2 
more  members;  from  time  to,  time,  in  case  of  need.  The  Committee 
will  continue  in  office  for  a  year  at  a  time  and  the  members  will  be 
eligible  for  re-election  or  re-nomination  os  the  case  may  be,  interim 
vacancies  being  filledmp  in  the  same  manner  as  the  original  appoint¬ 
ments.  The  quorum  for  meetings  of  the  Committee  will  be  5. 

The  Committee  will  examine  and  advise  on  Government’s  pre- 
gramme  with  reference  to  roads,  canals,  and  bridges  and  urban  and  rural 
communications  generally.  It  will  help  to  formulate  a  long-term  plan 
for  carrying  out  in  the  proper  order  of  priority  and  with  advertence  to 
the  financial  resources  available  to  the  department  a  scheme  for  bring¬ 
ing  into  existence,  maintaining  aDd  renovating  adequate  means  of  com¬ 
munication  by  land  and  water  to  serve  the  interests  of  the  State.  The 
Committee  will  also  advise  on  programmes  of  irrigation,  water-supply, 
drainage,  the  relief  of  water  scarcity  and  such  other  problems  as  are 
placed  before  it  at  the  instance,  of  Government  or  the  Chief  Engineer. 
The  Chief  Engineer  or  one  of  his  nominees  will  act  as  Chairman  and 
conyfper  of  the  Committee. 

ADJOURNMENT  MOTION. 

PRESIDENT:  I  have  received  notice  of  a  motion  for  adjournment 
of  the  business  of  the  House  from  -  Mr.  M.  L.  Janardhana  Pillai.  The 
motion  reads  5- 

“  I  beg  to  move  an  adjournment  motion  aa  an  urgent  matter  cf  public  im¬ 
portance  has  arisen  on  account  of  the  statement  published  in  the.Harijsnby 
Mahatma  Gandhi  to  the,  effect  that  there  should., be  no  such  thing  as  the 
polio)’  of  nop- interference  by  the  Paramount  Power  and  that  there  must  let  a 
ohange  in  the  manners  of  all  parties  to  tho  interference  of  Congress  in  Wits 
States,” 

I  have  to  rule  the  motion  out  of  order.  It  consists  of  two  parts. 
The  first  part  relates  to  a  recent  statement  by  the  eminent  personage 
referred  to,  regarding  the  duties  assigned  by  him  to  the  Paramount 
Power.  So  far  as  that  is  concerned,  ihe  question  is  not  within  the 
cognisance  of  this  Legislature,  as  this  Legislature  is  not  competent  to 
discuss  the  mutual  relations  of  the  Paramount  Power  and  the  State 
These  are  governed  by  treaties ;  and  the  maintenance  and  upholding  of 
those  treaties  and  the  rights  of  the  States  and  the  obligations  of  the 
States,  formulated  in  and  inferrable  from  those  treaties,  is  a  mattei 
solely  within  the  cognisance  of  the  Paramount  Power  and  the  Govern¬ 
ment  of  His  Highness  the  Maharaja  acting  in  a  political  capacity, 
That  is  not  open  to  discussion  in  this  House,  I  therefore  rule  that 
portion  out  of  order. 


So  far  as  the  other  portion  is  concerned,  the  discussion  has  to  be 
ruled  out  for  the  simple  reason  that  it  is  not  a  matter  of  recent  occur¬ 
rence  or  of  any  urgency.  The  demand  made  on  behalf  of  some  groups 
in  the  Indian  National  Congress  that  they  should  have  a  controlling 
voice  in  the  internal  affairs  of  Indian  States  has  been  by  no  means  a 
recent  matter.  It  is  a  perfectly  natural  attitude  because  if  it  be 
considered  that  Federation  is  a  pressing  problem  or  is  expected  or 
hoped  or  feared  to  emerge  very  shortly,  and  if  it  be  remembered  that 
the  Lower  Federal  House  consists  of  375  members  of  Whom  125  ap¬ 
pertain  to  the  States  and  250  to  British  India  and  that  out  of  the  250 
the  Mahommadans  are  83.  It  is  obvious  that  the  Congress  cannot 
form  a  ministry  or  control  the  Federation  unless  they  have  either 
Mahommedans  or  the  Indian  States  on  their  side  Naturally,  it  is  the 
political  task  as  well  as  the  preoccupation  of  the  Congress  to  get  the 
Indian  States  on  their  side  or  under  their  control  and  it  is  natural  for  a 
powerful  political  body  like  the  Indian  National  Congress  to  intervene 
in  the  internal  affairs  of  the  Indian  States  and  build  up  their  own 
organisations  within  the  States.  If  honourable  members  of  this  House 
were  in  their  position,  they  would  probably  do  the  same  thing.  At  the 
same  time,  it  has  been  the  declared  policy  of  this  State  to  run  its  own 
administration  without  outside  dictation  and  they  will  endeavour  to  see 
that  no  interference  by  outside  bodies  is  tolerated  or  encouraged  within 
the  State,  All  these  currents  and  cross-currents  have  been  in  opera¬ 
tion  for  some  years  although  recent  months  have  witnessed  an  intensi¬ 
fication,  and  the  statement  referred  to  by  the  mover  does  not  therefore 
raise  a  topic  -of  recent  and  urgent  importance.

PRESIDENT  :  It  has  come  to  my  notice  that  all  the  papers  relating 
to  the  Police  Demand  have  been  sent  over  to  the  Inspector-General  of 
Police  who  had  been  unavoidably  prevented  from  reaching  here  last 
evening  as  it  was  programmed.  He  is  expected  this  evening  and,  that 
being  so,  his  subject  may  be  taken  up  to-morrow  morning  and  necessary 
arrangements  made  accordingly.

MR.  VARKALA  K.  MADHAVAN  :  In  view  of  the  announcement  made 
by  the  Dewan  this  morning,  I  do  not  move  motions  Nos.  405  to  408.

MR,  P.  KUNJUKRISHNAN  :  Sir,  I  move  to  ■'reduce  the  allotment  of 
Rs.  4,500  for  travelling  allowance,  by  Re.  1.  My  object  is  to  discuss 
about  the  local  needs. 

PRESIDENT  :  The  idea  underlying  the  announcement  made  by 
Government  and  the  reason  why  I  reiterated  it  today  was  that  hence 
forward  a  programme  relating  to  P.  W.  D.  AVorks  will  he  somewhat 
like  this.  The  honourable  members  representing  particular  consti. 
tnencies  will  discuss  with  the  members  of  the  Committee  their  needs. 
There  may  arise  problems  such  as  clearing  of  swampy  area,  canal 
versus  roads,  big  and  small  roads.  South  Travancore  needs,  North 
Travancore  requirements,  Central  Travancore  problems  etc.  It  is  very 
difficult  for  Government  to  say  which  is  urgent,  which  is  less  urgent, 
which  should  be  first  undertaken  etc.  It  is  fin  order  to  arrive  at  some 
kind  of  harmonious  adjustment  from  year  to  year,  the  announcement 
of  a  Public  'AVorks  Department  Committee  has  been  made.  The 
honourable  member  is  of  course  at  liberty  to  ventilate  the  needs  of  Ms 
locality  here  Obviously,  that  will  be  transmitted  to  the  committee 
for  disposal.  Let  it  not  be  understood  that  I  am  ruling  out  any  dis¬ 
cussion  relating  to  local  needs.  Notwithstanding  the  appointment  of 
a  Committee,  every  member  is  at  liberty  to  put  forward  any  claim  in 
regard  to  his  local  needs.  That  is  the  result  of  the  .announcement. 

MR.  P.  KUNJUKRISHNAN  :  In  view  of  the  announcement  I  have  only 
to  bring  to  the  notice  of  Government  a  few  important  works  which 
require  immediate  attention  at  the  hands  of  the  Department. 

MR.  E.  P.  VARGHESE  ’•  AVhen  a  out  motion  relating  to  local  needs 
had  been  moved  and  discussed,  is  it  in  order  to  move  another  cat 
motion  to  represent  local  needs  ? 

PRESIDENT  :  There  is  one  aspect  for  consideration.  The  local 
needs  of  one  member  may  not  be  the  local  needs  cf  another  member. 
Under  such  circumstances,  each  member  will  have  to  state  his  own 
local  needs, 

Mr.  E.  P.  VARGHESE  :  Then  all  the  members  have  to  state  their 
local  needs. 

PRESIDENT  :  Therefore  it  is  I  said  it  is  a  matter  of  some  difficulty. 

Mr.  P  KUNJUKRISHNAN:  Speaking  about  the  needs  of  the  Qnilon 
town,  I  may  submit  that  the  roads  iD  Quilon  are  in  a  very  bad  condi¬ 
tion  throughout  the  year.  I  do  not  knew  why  the  reads  in  such  an 
important  town  should  be  kept  in  that  fashion. 

With  regard  to  the  iron  bridge,  I  submit  that  it  is  a  very  impor¬ 
tant  bridge  situated  in  the  heart  of  the  town.  It  is  now  in  a  damage 
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Condition  and  buses  are  not  able  to  ply  along  that  bridge.  The  depart, 
ment  has  taken  up  the  construction  from  a  long  time  past.  But  so  far 
nothing  satisfactory  has  bean  done  with  regard  to  that  bridge.  On 
account  of  the  damaged  condition  of  the  bridge,  the  public  are  put  to 
very  much  inconvenience. 

At  Kottarakara,  the  necessity  of  a  bridge  on  the  Kallada  river  on 
the  Kottarakara-Sasthankotta  road  has  been  brought  to  the  notice  of 
Government  for  a  long  time  past.  Memorials  and  representations  were 
sent  to  Government  on  this  behalf.  On  the  14th  of  Ivarkatakam  1112, 
the  importance  of  the  bridge  was  brought  |to  the  pointed  attention  of 
the  Dewan  and  the  people  were  given  the  assurance  that  the  work  of 
the  bridge  will  be  taken  up  next  year,  if  no-t  the  same  year.  It  was 
the  honourable  the  Legal  Remembrancer  who  was  a  non-official 
member  then  that  led  ihe  deputation.  But  nothing  has  been  done 
sor  far. 

Then  another  point  which  I  wish  to  urge  is  the  necessity  of  a 
bridge  at  Thevalli,  the  connecting  portion  of  Quilon  with  Perinad.  I 
am  fully  aware  that  it  must  be  a  pretty  big  scheme.  One  of  our  former 
Dewans,  the  late  lamented  Mr.  Watts,  was  convinced  of  the  necessity 
for  a  bridge  there,  which  must  necessarily  add  to  the  prosperity  of  the 
town  of  Quilon  and  the  pakuthies  surrounding  it.  This  scheme  is  worth 
considering  as  early  as  possible. 

Speaking  about  roads  in  Kottarakara,  there  is  general  complaint 
that  the  Department  does  not  give  as  much  attention  as  is  necessary. 
The  Taluk  being  a  hilly  region  and  ,he  people  being  agriculturists,  the 
necessity  of  good  and  callable  roads  there  must  engage  the  imme¬ 
diate  attention  of  the  Department.  I  may  refer  to  only  one  or  two 
roads.  There  is  the  Koltarakara-Euzhukonarord  which  has  a  distance 
of  only  3  miles.  Of  this  2  miles  have  been  made  callable  by  the  public 
and  there  is  only  the  remaining  one  mile  to  be  made  callable.  The 
public  were  given  the  assurance  that  this  one  mile  road  would  he 
repaired  and  made  cartable  very  soon.  But  nothing  has  been  done  so 
far.  I  may  submit  that  this  is  a  very  important  road  so  far  as  Kottara¬ 
kara  taluk  is  concerned.  There  are  two  feeder  roads  to  this  road. 
They  are  very  long  in  distance.  That  shows  the  importance  of  this 
road.  It  connects  the  interior  parts  of  Kottarakara  with  the  Railway 
Station.  I  request  that  the  attention  of  the  Department  may  be 
directed  towards  this  road  at  as  early  a  date  as  possible. 

With  regard  to  the  Kottarakara-Puthur  road  also  I  may  submit  a 
word.  It  has  a  distance  of  4  miles.  The  people  of  the  locality  have 
made  it  cartable.  The  only  thing  required  is  a  culvert.  There  are 
several  schools  very  near  the  surroundings  and  also  busy  traffic  along 
the  road.  Ror  want  of  a  culvert  at  Thekkumpurathu,  people  are 
suffering  a  lot.  When  the  road  was  handed  over  to  the  Department, 
an  assurance  was  given  that  the  culvert  will  be  constructed  very  soon 
and  the  road  made  very  useful. 
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T  nav  also  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  Department  the  necsssity  of 
'  ivino  some  facilities  to  the  people  of  Munrothuruthu,  in  the  Astamudi 
fake  The  people  there  have  no  access  to  the  mam  land  especially 
,,  mv  season  for  want  of  bridges.  Dor  want  of  connecting 
links  with  the  main  laud  the  people  there  are  suffering  a  lot.  I  am 
.  .  -  3  thflii  a  bridge  oan  be  constructed  for  Rs.  3o0  or  so  under  the 

ntTLmfof  thebDaveiopment  Deprri.mant  If  that  be  so,  the 
attention  of  the  Department  should  necessarily  be  directed  to  the 
contraction  of  such  cheap  bridges  for  the  relief  of  thousands  of  poor 

people  living  is  that  island. 

Within  the  town  of  Quilon  itself  there  is  a  r*ad  from  the  Small- 
nox  hospital  to  the  backwaters.  That  is  in  a  very  deplorable  condition. 
Then  There  is  the  Marshall  Hpad.  It  is  through  this  road  that  people 
Hying  in  the  coast  take  their  fish  to  the  town.  Tnen  there  is  a  road 
commoting  Cavanad  bazaar  with  Aravilakadavu.  It  is  on  the  Qmlon- 
Neendakara  road  and  the  distance  is  only  about  a  mile  It  jsm  a  very 
deplorable  condition  both  in  winter  and  in  summer.  II  it  is  repaired, 
the  commerce  of  the  place  will  be  improved  and  people  will  be  bene¬ 
fited  much, 

There  is  a  ta  lk  named  Arattukulam  at  Asramam,  People  make 
use  of  it  very  often,  Every  year  the  Arat  procession  from  the 
Asramam  temple  is  taken  to  this  tank.  N ow  there  is  no  water  in  the 
Tank  and  the  tank  cannot  be  called  a  tank  as  it  exists  at  present. 

At  Chathannur  the  necessity  of  a  culvert  is  indispensable.  The 
matter  should  have  been  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  payaztmMt  long 
before.  Prom  the  main  road  a  lane  takes  us  by  the  side  of  the  Verna¬ 
cular  Girls  Middle  School  to  the  paddy  fields  and  at  the  southern  end 
of  The  naddv  fields  there  is  a  spring.  That  small  spring  during  winter 
season  ^tax  as  big  dimensions  causing  big  floods.  This  small  spring 
rcallv  connects  an  area  inhabited  by  more  than  1000  families.  During 
Set  season  there  is  even  loss  of  life.  I  submit  that  the  necessity  of 
a  culvert  on  this  spring  is  unavoidable.

PUUY00R  T.  P.  VEUYtlDHAN  Pit  LAI :  Sir,  I  move  to  reduce 
the  allotment  of  Rs.  33,429  for  Direction  by  Be.  I.  The  object'  of  my 
motion  is  to  discuss  the  desirability  of  the  abolition  of  the  P.  W.  D. 
Toll!  Gates  of 'the- State.  A  similar  cut  motion  was  dicUssed  on  the 
floor  of  the  old  Legislative  Oomicil  some  years  b»*i  and  earned  by  an 
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[Mr.  Puliyoor  T.  P.  Velayudhan  Pillai] 
overwhelming  majority.  Toll  Gates  are  a  source  of  nuisance  and 
oppression  for  poor  cart  owners  and  a  source  of  inconvenience  and 
irksomeness  to  the  car  owners.  We  have  to  wait  long  at  the  toll  gates 
and  there  by  lose  petrol  and  time  some  times  in  getting  the  bamboos  put 
across  the  road  at  the  toll  gates  removed  and  at  other  times  if  it  happens 
to  benight  in  waking  up  the  toll  gate  keepers.  It  is  one  of  the  element, 
ary  rights  of  every  citizen  of  the  State  to  pass  along  the  public  roads 
unobstructed  by  any  authority.  Hence  the  toll  gate  system  which  im¬ 
poses  restrictions  on  this  elementary  right  should  be  abolished  at  the 
earliest  possible  opportunity.  Even  in  the  neighbouring  sister  State  of 
Cochin  ii  one  pays  the  toll  at  one  gate  on  a  particular  day  he  can  go 
freely  from  one  end  of  the  State  to  the  other  without  making  any 
■  other  payment  at  the  other  toll  gates  which  he  has  to  pass.  I  am 
equally  alive  to  the  fact  that  the  Government  will  have  to  suffer  the 
loss  of  a  large  income  which  they  have  been  deriving  from  this  source, 
We1  see  from  the  budget  estimates  and  from  the  Administration  Reports ' 
that  they  have  been  getting  Rs.  5,70,000  from  this  source  in  1113  and 
1114  and  they  anticipate  the  very  same  amount  for  the  next  year  also. 
In  view  of  the  fact  that  we  have  been  asking  for  several  concessions 
even  during  this  session  of  the  budget,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Legislature 
to  enable  the  Government  to  find  funds  for  meeting  all  the  demands  of 
the  representatives  of  the  people.  Jn  order  to  make  up  the  loss  which 
they  will  have  to  sustain  as  a  result  of  the  abolition  of  toll  gates  I 
would  suggest  the  imposition  of  a  tax  on  motor  and  other  vehioles  on 
the  lines  of  the  Madras  Act.  With  these  observations  I  move  the 
motion  for  the  acceptance  of  the  House. 

MR.  P.  NARAYANA  PILLAI :  I  support  the  motion.  This  matter 
has  been  the  subject  of  discussion  in  various  sessions  of  the  Assembly 
and  the  necessity  of  abolishing  toll  gates  has  been  brought  to  the  notice 
of  Government  on  several  occasions.  On  all  those  occasions  the  public 
and  the  owners  of  buses  were  given  the  positive  assurance  that  tolls 
will  be  abolished  within  a  short  time.  But  in  spite  of  all  these  assur¬ 
ances  we  find  that  the  number  of  toll  gates  are  increasing.year  by  year. 
This  is  a  highly  objectionable  form  of  taxation  which  cannot  be 
justified.  In  many  places  where  such  a  system  existed  it  has  been 
given  up. 

PRESIDENT  :  Results  in  Madras  are  rather  unsatisfactory. 

Mr.  P.  NARAYANA  PILLAI:  It  also  indirect!  y  affects  the  travelling 
public.  The  existence  of  toll  gates  are  a  burden  to  the  general  public 
because  the  bus- owners  will  be  increasing  the  fare  to  that  extent. 
Inspite  of  the  repeated  requests  of  this  House  Government  have  done 
nothing  in  this  matter.  I  do  not  think  that  there  is  any  taluk  which 
has  got  a  greater  number  of  toll  gates  than  Mavelikara.  There  are 
half  a  dozen  branches  of  the  Nangiarkulangara  toll  gate  in  Mavelikara 
taluk.  The  continuance  of  these  toll  gates  cannot  in  any  way  be 
justified.  I  hope  that  the  Government  will  take  early  steps  to  abolish 
the  toll  gates  in  the  whole  State.

Mr.  KAINIKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  :  Sir,  I  support  the  motion. 
I  cannot  agree  with  Mr.  Kunjithonimon  in  his  objection  to  registering 
the  cars  anil  taxing  them-  As  you  pointed  out.  Sir,  there  is  a  difference 
of  opinion  as  to  the  oxtont  of  the  succors  of  this  avrangenu  nt  in  British 
India.  But,  Sir,  the  difficulties  consequent  on  the  system  of  toll-gates 
arc  so  serious  that  smile  other  method  has  to  Do  ado], ted  in  its  place. 
Mr.  Narayana  I'iUai  told  us  that  there  is  no  other  taluk  which  has  got 
aa  many  toll-gatos  as  Mavolikara.  But,  I  must  say  that  iliero  is  no 
other  taluk  which,  lias  got  as  many  toll-gates  as  Changanaeherry, 
Mr.  Narayana  Pillai  says  that  there  are  branches  o£  one  toll-gate  in 
different  parts  in  his  taluk.  But  I  say  in  Changanaeherry  wo  have  got 
a  number  of  independent  toll-gates.  At  present  if  one  is  to  travel  from 
Changanaeherry  to  Mundakayam  he  will  have  to  pass  three  toll-gates, 
and  the  distance  from  Ohanganaohorry  to  Mundakayam  is  only  a 
matter  of  about  33  or  34  miles.  Again  if  one  islo  l  ravel  from  ihe 
western  most  of  Changanaeherry,  namely  Uamaukari,  eastwards, 
he  has  to  pay  4  toll-gates.  OhangaiuclieiTy  is  the  one  taluk  which  has 
got  4  toll-gates  from  one  end  to  the  oilier.  Again,  Sir,  toll-gates  are 
placed  at  the  boundary  of  the  towns-  If  we  want  t,o  got  out.  by  car  to 
breathe  good  air  we  have  to  pay  Iff  annas.  There  is  no  other  taluk  in 
Travaneore  which  is  so  suffocated  with  toll-gates  as  Changanaeherry. 
If  I  am  to  go  to  Peormade  from  Changanaeherry  I  will  have  to  pass  4 
toll-gates.  Sir,  we  are  having  toll-gates  with  a  vengeance.  So,  I  am 
not  prepared  to  give  credit  to  Mr.  Narayana  Pillai  for  representing  a 
taluk  which  has  got  the  greatest  number  of  toll-gates. 

Now,  as  to  the  inconvenience  caused  to  the  travelling  public  by 
these  toll-gates.  As  Mr.  T-  B.  Velaymthan  1’illai  pointed  out,  the 
vehicles  have  to  stop  even  at  midnight  at  these  toll-gates,  and  call  up 
the  person  in  charge  of  the  toll-gate  from  his  sleep,  thus  Causing  a  lot 
of  delay.  If  a  person  goes  on  a  bicycle  to  a  hospital  to  call  a  doctor 
for  an  urgent  ease  and  he  forgets  to  take  the  money  to  pay  the  toll  he 
has  to  stop  and  to  place  the  cycle  at  the  toll-gate  and  go  to  the  hospital 
walking.  Sir,  all  these  show  that  freedom  of  movement  is  so  much 
hampered  by  those  toll-gates  and  so  they  have  to  be  abolished. 

I  admit  that  collecting  tolls  in  this  manner  is  an  indirect  way  of 
taxation  and  a  taxation  which  is  equitably  distributed  except  in 
the  case  of  the  taluk  of  Changanaeherry.  It  is  not  a  protest  against 
paying  the  money  but  it  is  only  a  protest  against  the  inconvenience 
caused  to  the  public  which  is  behind  the  motion  before  the  House. 

There  is  also  another  point  to  bo  taken  notice  of.  The  passes 
issued  at  the  toll-gates  are  not  for  ff4  hours  but  are  valid  only  from  6 
a.  m.  to  6  a.  M.  This  arrangement  causes  very  serious  difficulties.  Sir, 
Changanaeherry  is  an  important  market  place  and  on  market  days 
hundreds  of  bullock  carts  enter  the  town  from  rural  parts.  If  they 
pass  the  toll-gate  at  night  they  will  have  to  get  another  pass  to  go  out 
in  the  next  day.  Hundreds  and  hundreds  of  these  bullock  carts  can 
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be  seen  stopping  outside  the  toll-gate  at  night  till  6  a.  m.  the  next  day 
suffering  much  inconvenience.  Thus  all  binds  of  incovenient  rules 
and  modes  of  procedure  are  followed  in  collecting  tolls.  Therefore  we 
must  certainly  emphatically  protest  against  the  existence  of  these  toll- 
gates.  Of  course,  in  British  India  the  system  was  abolished  and  they 
have  sought  out  other  sources  of  revenue  instead.  It  would  be  very 
welcome  to  adopt  some  other  mode  of  taxation  in  lieu  of  these  toll- 
gates.  For  example  petrol  can  be  licensed  as  was  once  suggested  in 
the  Assembly  two  or  three  years  ago.  That  will  be  more  equitable  to 
car  owners.  As  Mr.  Kunjithommen  pointed  out  that  if  a  person  is  not 
frequently  using  his  car  registration  will  be  inconvenient  to  him. 
That  difficulty  can  be  overcome  by  licensing  petrol.  So  also  that  would 
affect  the  car  owners  in  Trivandrum  also  equitably.  Registering  may 
not  be  equitable  to  them.  On  the  contrary  if  petrol  is  licensed  the  car 
owner  need  pay  only  a  fare  in  proportion  to  the  petrol  used  by  them. 

PRESIDENT  :  Unless  you  go  down  hill.  (Laughter). 

Mr.  KA1NIKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI :  Yes  Sir.  Mr.  Truscott, 
the  Chief  Engineer  said  that  he  was  an  enemy  of  bullock  carts.  They 
need  not  he  exempted.  These  bullock  carts  can  also  be  licensed  just 
as  boats  are  licensed.  So,  any  reasonable  arrangement,  instead  of  these 
toll-gates,  would  be  welcome,  "With  these  words,  I  support  the  motion 
brought  forward  by  Mr.  T.  P.  "Velayudhan  Pillai. 

Mr.  J.  W.  TOLSON  :  Sir,  I  oppose  the  motion,  as  I  understand  the 
mover  to  say  that  he  wished  to  abolish  the  rolls  and  institute  taxation 
similar  to  that  in  the  Madras  Presidency.  If  his  motion  had  suggested 
the  abolition  of  the  tolls  and  the  substitution  of  taxation  for  all 
vehicular  traffic  using  the  roads  I  would  have  supported  him. 

I  think,  Sir,  that  it  is  admitted  that  Cart  Traffic  does  more 
damage  to  the  roads  than  any  other  form  of  traffic  and  yet  under  the 
Madias  Act  this  form  of  vehicle  is  exempt  from  taxation. 

Is  it  fair  therefore  that  the  5  lakhs  at  present  raised  from 
the  tolls  should  in  future  be  a  charge  to  motor  transport  only  ? 

I  contend  that  if  the  tolls  are  abolished  and  taxation  introduced  it 
should  include  all  road  users. 

MR.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  :  Has  the  honourable 
member  any  objection  in  bringing  the  bullock  care  also  under  the  pro¬ 
posed  legislation  ? 

MR.  J.  W.  TOLSON  :  No.  Sir. 

MR.  N.  RAMAKR1SHNA  PILLAI  :  Sir,  I  oppose  the  motion.  In  spite 
of  the  fact  that  a  large  number  of  the  travelling  public  are  put  to 
slight  inconveniences  on  the  roads,  I  think  it  is  the  most  equitable 
mode  of  taxation.  People  who  own  motor  vehicles  but  do  not  use 
them  are  not  taxed  because  they  do  not  use  the  roads.  The  incidence 
of  the  tax  should  fall  only  on  those  who  use  the  roads  and  that  only 
when  the  roads  are  used.  I  am  submitting  therefore  that  it  is  the 
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fairer  way  of  taxation  than  registering  every  motor  vehicle  whether 
the  owner  uses  it  or  not,.  It  is  because  damage  is  done  to  the  roads  by 
the  frequent  passage  of  motor  vehicles  such  as  buses  and  lorries  that 
it  becomes  necessary  to  impose  a  suitable  tax  for  the  maintenance  and 
upkeep  of  these  roads.  On  principle  therefore  this  is  a  fair  method 
of  taxation.  Moreover,  the  income  derived  from  tolls  is  not  a  light 
one  but  forms  a  big  item  of  revenue,  bor  the  last  four  or  five  years 
Government  has  been  getting  between  5  to  6  lakhs  of  rupees  yearly  as 
income  from  lolls.  Therefore  we  cannot  neglect  this  income  and 
adopt  some  other  means  of  taxation  which  will  not  give  us  a  very  satis¬ 
factory  return.  The  alternative  suggestion  brought,  forward  here  is 
the  registration  of  motor  cars  and  other  vehicles  and  the  imposition  of 
a  tax  on  petrol.  So  far  as  the  registration  of  vehicles  is  concerned 
there  are  certain  disadvantages  inherent  in  the  system.  The  greatest 
objection  to  this  form  of  taxation  is  that  a  person  who  uses  the  road 
and  a  person  who  docs  not  use  it  are  equally  liable  to  pay.  A  car 
owner  in  town  who  seldom  goes  out,  on  travel  will  have  to  pay  as  much 

as  another  who  travels  very  frequently.  The  distribution  of  the  tax  is 

thus  very  unfair  and  on  this  ground  its  adoption  is  hightly  objection, 
able.  As  to  the  registration  of  carts  and  bicycles  it  may  not  wort 
much  hardship  within  the  municipal  areas.  But  it  is  not  so  if  regis¬ 
tration  of  carts  and  bicycles  is  insisted  upon  in  rural  places,  A  poor 
agriculturist  who  uses  his  cart  only  for  taking'  manure  from  the  forest 
will  have  to  be  taxed.  This  will  hit  him  hard.  And  a  person  who 
uses  his  cycle  in  the  rural  areas  will  have  to  unnecessarily  bear  a 

burden  which  otherwise  he  would  not  have  to  bear.  There  is  bound 

to  be  a  loss  in  income  if  registration  is  resorted  to  in, respect  of  bicycles 
and  carts.  On  a  rough  calculation  it  has  been  computed  that  Govern, 
ment  will  have  to  lose  an  amount  of  not  loss  than  Its.  1J-  lakhs  from 
carts  and  bicycles  alone  if  they  adopt  taxation  by  registration  in  lieu  of 
the  toll -tax. 

Now  let  us  consider  the  question  of  imposing  a  tax  on  petrol.  I 
am  not  sure  if  we  are  competent  at  all  to  impose  a  duty  on  petrol  and 
supposing  we  impose  a  duty  of  one  anna  on  a  gallon  of  petrol  what  is 
the  result?  On  calculation  the  total  revenue  we  can  expect  from  such 
a  tax  will  come  to  only  Ks  9G,p00  a  year.  It  will  not  compensate  for 
the  loss  we  will  have  to  sustain  if  we  are  to  abolish  tolls,  In  Madras 
the  Government  has  incurred  a  heavy  loss  on  account,  of  the  abolition 
of  tolls  and  the  adoption  of  registration  in  its  place.  Now  the  Congress 
Ministry  is  finding  it  difficult  to  re-impose  toll-tax  on  account  of  popular 
opposition  against  it.  So  what  I  want  to  emphasise  is  that  when  yon 
want  to  adopt  a  new  system  you  must  be  sure  that  it  will  not  cause 
a  heavy  loss  to  Government.  Registration  is  also  objectionable  on 
another  ground  namely,  that  it  will  be  very  difficult  to  collect  regis¬ 
tration  fees.  The  registration  fees  on  motor  vehicles  may  range  from 
Rs.  200  to  Rs.  600  per  vehicle  a  year.  The  bus  owners  will  find  it  very 
difficult  to  pay  this  amount  in  a  lump.  Even  as  it  is  now  they  find  it 
difficult  to- pay  tolls.  So  it  will  be  very  difficult  to  collect  these  registra¬ 
tion  fees  and  a  large  establishment  will  be  required  to  collect  the  fees, 
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There  is  also  another  side  of  the  question  to  be  considered.  People 
who  now  own  cars  will  find  it  more  difficult  to  own  and  maintain  these 
vehicles,  if  this  new  system  of  tax  is  brought  into  force.  A  number  of 
these  people  may  even  find  it  necessary  to  sell  their  motor  cars.  Con¬ 
sidering  the  loss  which  may  result  from  the  abolition  of  tolls,  the 
difficulties  that  stand  in  the  way  of  collecting  registration  fees  and  the 
consequent  unnecessary  hardships  which  a  large  number  of  people  will 
have  to  undergo,  I  submit  that  the  toll-gates  should  not  be  abolished. 
I  therefore  oppose  the  motion. 

SRIMATI  T.  NARAYANI  AMMA  :  Sir,  I  support  the  motion.  There 
is  much  force  in  the  plea  forwarded  for  the  abolition  of  the  toll  gates. 
The  present  arrangement  under  which  the  motorists,  especially  when 
they  are  hurrying  in  connection  with  some  piece  of  business,  have  to 
stop  at  every  toll  gate,  is  a  source  of  vexation  and  trouble.  I  do  not 
forget  the  fact  that  the  tolls  constitute  an  important  source  of  revenue 
and  this  revenue  the  Government  cannot  afford  to  lose.  I  heard  the 
suggestion  made  here  that  a  tax  on  motor  cars  on  the  lines  of  what  is 
being  done  in  Madras  may  be  fixed  here  also,  to  meet  the  loss  arising 
out  of  the  abolition  of  the  toll-gates.  1  venture  to  suggest  that  the 
registration  fee  of  the  motor  vehicles  may  also  be  raised.  With  these 
words,  I  support  the  motion.

MR.  KOTTALIL  P.  ABRAHAM :  Sir,  I  rise  to  oppose  the  motion.  Sir, 
as  long  as  there  is  no  proper  and  satisfactory  substitute  for  the  realisa¬ 
tion  of  the  toll  revenue  which  now  comes  to  the  extent  of  Es.  5  lakhs, 
the  present,  system,  I  think,  must  be  continued.  Just  now  we  have 
been  passing  a  series  of  motions  demanding  a  number  cf  roads  to  bo 
newly  constructed.  That  is  a  matter  which  costs  a  good  deal  of  money 
to  be  spent  by  the  Government.  The  people  ask  more  amounts  to  be 
spent.  When  for  meeting  increasing  expenditure  enhanced  revenue 
must  be  found,  it  is  only  fair,  as  a  responsible  body,  on  our  part,  to  see 
that  the  revenue  of  the  Government  be  not  unnecessarily  reduced. 
Now,  it  has  been  suggested  by  the  honourable  member  Mr.  Padrna- 
nabha  Pillai  that  if  some  duty  on  petrol  is  imposed,  there  will  be 
adequate  substitute  for  the  toll-gates  revenue.  I  doubt  in  the  first 
place  whether  it  is  in  the  competence  of  our  Government  to  impose 
such  a  tax  on  petrol.  In  the  next  place,  imposing  a  duty  on  petrol 
will  not  be  a  sufficient  and  proper  method,  because  vehicles  like  bullock 
cart  which  do  the  utmost  damage  to  the  roads  will  not  be  affected  by 
this  duty  on  petrol. 

Mr.  KAINIKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  ;  Will  they  not  bo  affected 
if  they  are  registered? 

Mr.  KOTTALIL  P.  ABRAHAM  :  The  other  remedy  suggested  by  the 
member  is  that  in  the  place  of  the  toll  the  vehicles  may  be  registered. 

Mr.  KAINIKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  :  May  I  know  whether 
there  is  any  objection  in  registering  the  bullock  carts  as  boats  are  now 
registered  ? 
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MR.  KOTTALIL  P.  ABRAHAM  :  There  is  no  objection  in  registering 
the  bullock  carts  :  but  there,  again  the  problem  will  not  be  solved. 
The  difficulty  is  this  vis.,  that  when  the  vehicles  are  registered  those 
which  do  not  use  the  road  also  will  have  to  pay  tax  unnecessarily. 
When  once  the  vehicles  are  registered  it  will  be  incumbent  on  the 
vehicle  owners  to  pay  the  tax  regularly.  When  they  are  using  the 
road  they  will  have  no  objection  to  pay  for  it.  But  then  registration 
would  mean  that  those  who  do  not  use  will  also  have  to  continue 
payment. 

I  however  agree  with  Mr.  Kainikara  Padmanabha  Pillai  when  he 
refers  to'  the  defects  and  inconveniences  in  lire,  present  system  of 
realising  toll.  As  Mr.  Padmanabha  Pillai  pointed  out  some  times  at 
midnight  the  cars  are  stopped  at  the  toll-gate  simply  because  the 
watchers  there,  are  sleeping  at  the  time,  TUven  when  they  rise,  it  often 
happens  that  much  time  is  lost  for  finding  out  their  lamps,  for  writing 
passes,  for  unlocking  the  cross-bars,  and  so  on.  Ideally  much  difficulty 
is  caused  by  the  want  of  responsibility  and  sufficient  alertness  on  the 
part  of  these  toll-gate  watchers.  This  has  to  be  remedied. 

Another  thing  is  the  period  for  which  Ihe.  toll  is  realised.  Now 
toll  is  collected  from  morning  to  morning.  There  is  no  definite 
period  like  a  24  or  30  hours’  duration.  The  difficulty  is  that  people 
using  the  road  for  even  an  hour  or  less  will  often  have  to  pay  the  toll 
twice  a  day.  That  is  really  inconvenient  and  hard.  Sir,  then  also 
the  number  of  tolls  which  one  has  to  pay  is  too  many  in  our  State. 
In  the  neighbouring  Cochin  State,  as  has  been  referred  to  already  by 
the  honourable  member  I  understand  one  need  pay  only  one  toll  a  day 
and  a  car  might  run  from  one  end  of  the  State  to  the  other  on  that 
one  toll.  Sir,  these  are  the  real  difficulties  of  the  present  system. 
These  defects  should  certainly  be  mended.  With  these  remarks  I 
oppose  the  motion. 

PRESIDENT  :  This  matter  has  been  under  the  consideration  of 
Government  and  Government  will  be  glad  to  have  the  various  points  of 
view  properly  ventilated.  I  am,  therefore,  allowing  full  discussion  on 
this  matter.  But  in  order  that  further  discussion  might  proceed  on 
lines  which  may  be  of  assistance  to  Government,  I  think  that  I 
should  point  out  certain  difficulties  attendant  upon  this  problem.  I 
am  not,  as  I  said,  going  to  shut  out  discussion ;  because  it  is  a  very  im¬ 
portant  matter,  in  regard  to  the  future  policy  of  the  State  and  th6 
various  problems  connected  with  the  maintenance  of  roads  and  com¬ 
munications. 

In  the  first  instance,  it  must  be  understood  that  this  system  of 
levying  tolls  is  of  a  very  ancient  origin,  and  like  the  Excise  revenue 
from  drink,  is  atleast  2,300  years  old.  Both  Toll  revenue  and  Excise 
duty  on  drink,  are  elaborately  discussed  in  Kautillya’s  Artha  nostra  as 
early  as- 350  b.  o.  Prom  that  date,  these  have  been  considered  as  an 
ordinary  source  of  revenue.  Now,  apart  from  that  aspect  we  are  faced 
with  a  very  difficult  situation.  Those  who  knew  the  road  from  here 
up  to  Nagercoil  before  the  introduction  of  the  Transport  system,  were 
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aware  of  the  tremendous  amount  of  dust  and  over  crowding  of  buses  on 
the  road.  The  present  transport  system  brought  into  existence  a 
heavier  type  of  vehicles  though  it  lessened  the  number  of  vehicles  ply¬ 
ing  on  the  road.  The  result  was  that  that  type  of  vehicles  ploughed 
the  road  much  more  thoroughly  and,  raised  a  tremendous  amount  of  dust 
and  threatened  to  be  a  source  of  very  serious  consequence,  including 
epidemics  and  spread  of  tubercular  complaints  because  of  the  dust  that 
was  stirred  up  in  the  road  itself,  and  which  spread  on  into  the  house 
and  habitation  nearby.  Not  only  was  this  the  case,  but  this  lead  to  a 
greater  strain  on  the  vehicle  the  road  not  being  quite  fit  and  apt  for  the 
purpose  with  the  result  that  almost  every  day  Government  had  to  pay 
for  broken  springs  and  parts  of  the  Transport  vehicles  which  detached 
themselves  on  account  of  the  vibration  and  shaking. 

On  the  whole  it  was  found  cheaper  to  adopt  some  system  of  con- 
creating  the  road  even  at  cost  of  Es.  14  lakhs,  so  as  to  get  rid  of  that 
difficulty.  I  shall  explain  why  and  how.  Fcr  an  expenditure  of 
Es.  14  lakhs  we  get  a  first  class  concrete  road  likely  to  enure  for  25 
years;  backed  up  by  a  guarantee  for  seven  years  from  the  contractor 
that,  at  his  own  coBt,  he  will  keep  the  road  in  ship. shape  condition  and 
hold  himself  liable  to  make  good  any  deficiency  during  the  period.  It 
is  noted,  as  one  hon’ble  member  stated,  that  it  is  generally  expected’that 
the  ultimate  policy  of.iGovernment  will  be  to  introduce  road  transport 
system  as  a  Government  monopoly  on  the  main  trunk  roads.  But  that 
means  heavy  cost.  It  is  a  matter  of  elementary  knowledge  that  the 
user  of  the  road  must  if  possible  pay  for  the  maintenance  of  the  road. 
Dealing  with  the  problem  from  that  point  of  view,  those  who  spoil  or 
deteriorate  the  road  must  pay  adequately  for  such  deterioration. 
Judged  from  that  standpoint,  even  a  10-ton  motor  vehicle  is  not  as  de¬ 
leterious  to  the  road  as  the  ordinary  bullock  cart.  'That  can  be  proved 
physically  and  mathematically.  The  bullock  cart  is  not  well-sprung, 
and  its  wheels  do  not  move  straight  in  one  vertical  plane  like  motor  cars 
or  even  bicycles.  Therefore,  the  narrow  iron  tyres  of  the  bullock  cart 
act  like  a  wedge  breaking  up  the  surface  of  the  road.  As  I  said,  it  can 
be  proved  mathematically  that  the  bullock  cart  is  probably  the  most 
destructive  agency  invented  for  the  purpose  of  annihilating  the  road 
surface.  It  may  be  even  considered  ultimately  cheaper  to  make  a  pre¬ 
sent  of  rubber  tyres  to  all  the  bullock  cart  owners  id  the  State.  It  was 
actually  argued  that,  considering  the  damage  now  being  done  to  tbe 
roads  by  the  bullock  carts  and  the  very  heavy  cost  of  keeping  our  roads 
in  proper  repair,  it  would  be  cheaper  to  make  a  present  of  rubber  tyre3 
to  all  the  bullock  cart  owners  in  the  State.  But,  in  as  much  as  we  are 
not  producing  rubber  goods  in  the  State,  that  proposition  was  dropped, 
because  it  would  mean  subsidising  a  foreign  rubber-manufacturing 
concern. 

Going  back  to  the  principle  that  the  road  user  must  pay  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  road,  and  applying  that  principle,  the  owners  of 
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bullock  carts  conic  first,  because  they  cause  the  maximum  damage  to 
the  road.  Then  come  the  owners  of  lorries  carrying  huge  loads  and 
spoiling  the  road  next  to  the  bullock  cart.  Thirdly  come  the  Slate 
Transport  buses  which  on  account  of  their  operation  with  Diesel  oil 
and  their  heavier  build,  cause  move  damage  to  the  road  than  the  ordinary 
tourist  pleasure  cars.  Now.  all  those  people  must  pay  their  proper 
share  towards  the  maintenance  of  the  road. 

The  idea  adopted  in  Madras  is  that  bullock  carts  may  escape  al¬ 
together,  and  only  motor  vehicles  need  pay.  Now,  assuming  that  tolls 
are  abolished  altogether,  what  would  happen  here.  Let  us  take  it  that 
]  00  motor  cars  registered  in  Tinuevelly  come  to  Nagercoil  every  day, 
or  that  50  cars  registered  in  Madura  come  to  Trivandrum  every  weak. 
How  are  we  to  realise  any  contribution,  from  these  outside  cais  which 
make  use  of  our  road?  Where  are  these  cars  to  be  slopped,  unless 
there  are  toll  gates  ?  If  we  have  no  toll  gates  we  shall  have  to  keep  a 
band  of  Policemen  all  round  our  frontier  stations  and  get  the  cars 
registered. 

There  is  another  very  important  aspect  to  be  considered.  Take  ihe 
case  of  the  bullock  cart  owner.  What  is  now  suggested,  instead  of  tolls, 

•  is  that  ■including  bullock  carts,  every  vehicle  should  be  registered. 

'  What  about  the  common  agricu’turis .  who  keeps  his  bullock  cait  oDly 
as  a  side  line,  for  purposes  of  transport  of  crops  during  harvest  or 
manure  during  the  cultiva' ion  season,  and  does  not  depend  upon  it  as 
his  means  of  livelihood  throughout  the  year.  Asa  matter  of  fact,  a 
number  of  such  men  have  actually  represented  this  aspect  of  the  case, 
Wow,  are  these  men  to  pay  the  same  amount  of  registration  fee  which 
the  regular,  full  time  owner  and  hirer  of  bullock  cart  is  to  pay  by  way 
of  registration  fee  ?  •  The  former  may  not  take  out  his  vehicle  at  all  for 
the  major  part  of  the  year,  while  the  latter  will  be  using  the  road 
throughout  the  year  and  doing  many  miles  every  day.  The  same 
applies  with  regard  to  the  registration  of, lorries,  buses  and  motor  cars. 

These  are  many  other  aspects  of  the  problem  which  have  to  be 
very  carefully  considered.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  all  the  sympathies  of 
the  Travancore  Government  were  towards  the  abolilion  of  tolls,  Some- 
thing  was  said  about  boa's.  In  so  far  as  our  back-waters  are  used  by 
the  ordinary  boat,  it  does  not  cause  much  damage.  But  even  here,  if 
we  use  a  motor  boat,  by  its  backwash  these  motor  boats  affect 
the  banks,  -so  that  they  too  have  ultimately  to  pay  adequate  com¬ 
pensation  for  the  maintenance  of  the  banks  and  for  periodical 
deepening  of  the  canal;  the  position  is  really  serious  in  the  case  of 
boats  of  heavy  tonnage  Now,  in  the  Suez  Canal  which  canrot 
hold  more  than  two  steamers  at  a  time,  each  steamer  has  to  pay 
about  many  thousands  of  Itupees  every  time  it  passes  through  the 
canal ;  because,  every  steamer  stirs  up  so  much  water  as  to  loosen  the 
banks  to  such  au  ex'ent  that  they  have  to  keep  a  dredger  to  deepen 
the  canal  from  time  to  time  ;  also,  they  have  to  repair  the  banks.  The 
question  of  water  transport  is  not  therefore  so  easy  in  the  case  of 
narrow  cmals. 
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In  the  case  of  roads,  the  question  is  how  to  evolve  a  system  will 
work  equitably  in  respect  of  all  the  users  of  the  road.  No  doubt  Gov¬ 
ernment  are  bound  to  maintain  roads  and  all  communications.  But 
those  who  use  the  roads  must  pay  for  their'  construction  and  mainten¬ 
ance  in  some  equitable  manner.  As  I  said,  it  'has  been  found  that  the 
Madras  'system  has  its  handicaps.  It  lias  resulted  in  loss  to  Govern¬ 
ment.  Secondly,  there  is  a  feeling  that  it  is  not  equally  equitable  to 
all  road  users.  Nobody  is  more  alive  to  the  inconveniences  caused  to 
tbe  travelling ‘public,  on  account  of  the  tolls.  Government  are  aware 
of  the  practical  difficulties  due  to  the  midnight  rousing  of  sleepy  tell 
gate  keepers  who  in  turn  wake  up  the  sleeping  occupants  of  motor  oars. 
Tbe  problem  must  be  solved  in  some  manner  which  will  not  over  tax 
the  unfortunate  bullock  cart  owner,  especially  the  one  who  keeps  it  only 
as  a  subsidiary  occupation  for  sporadic  purposes.  The  question  whether  a . 
person  uses  his  vehicle  constantly  or  only  infrequently  has  to  be> 
considered. 

Petrol  duty  has  been  suggested.  .  In  the. first  place  we  cannot  levy, 
a  higher  import  duty  than  British  India.  It  must  also  be  remembered, 
that,  for  the  future  industrial  and  manufacturing  possibilities  of  the 
State,  it  is  not  desirable  that  we  discourage  the  use  of  petrol  or  the 
motor  owner  to 'any  extent  and  make  people  go  back  to  the  horse  carri¬ 
age  or  to  the  bullock  cart  merely'on  account  of  the  motor  vehicles  being 
taxed  out  of  existence.  That  is  an  aspect  to  be  kept  in  mind  in  dealing 
with  this  problem. 

I  have  placed  these  aspects  before  the  House  mainly  to  show  that, 
the  Government  have  been  alive  to  the  various  aspects  of  the  question 
and  have  been  considering  it  very  carefully  and  seriously. 

The  discussion  may  now  proceed. 

Mr.  DOMINIC  JOSEPH  :  I  support  the  motion.  There  is  no  doubt 
that  it  is  a  difficult  problem  to  so've ;  but  to  me  it  appears  that  it 
cannot  be  beyond  tbe  intelligence  of  a  committee,  appointed  by  Gov- 
ernmen',  to  find  out  ways  and  meansfor  proper  solution  of  the  problem 
in  spits  of  the  various  difficulties  suggested  by  the  President. 

Sir,  a  misapprehension  was  raised,  during  the  course  of  the  debate 
that  the  loss  arising  from  the  abolition  of  the  tolls  should  be  com¬ 
pensated  solely  by  the  motor  vehicles  alone;  but  I  understood  the 
honourable  mover  to  mean  that  the  loss  should  be  shared  by  all  vehicles 
of  all  description,  propelled  by  man,  animal,  steam  or  petrol.  As  has 
been  pointed  out,  there  is  no  doubt  that  very  serious  damage  is  done  to 
the  road  by  the  bullock  cart.  If  bullock  carts  fitted  with  pneumatic 
tyres  are  encouraged  by  some  concession  in  the  matter  of  tells  or  re¬ 
gistration  fees, . 

PRESIDENT  :  In  that  case,  there  would  be  no  harm  even  in  the 
total  exemption  of  bullock  carts  from  tolls.  But  there  is  a  strong  feeliag 
against  doing  that,  either  optionally  or  compulsarily.  It  is  stated  that 
the  bullock  cart  owner  will  be  thereby  deprived  q£  one  of  bis  funda¬ 
mental  rights. 
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Mr.  DOMINIC  JOSEPH  :  My  own  view  is  that,  1  if  such  concession 
is  allowed  many  of  the  bullock  cart  owners  would  go  in  for  the 
pneumatic  tyre  equipment, ;  and  it  will  also  he  a  stimulus  to  the  rubber 
industry  in  Travancore.  Therefore,  Sir,  if  we  can  lay  our  hands  upon 
some  other  method  of  taxation  which  will  be  less  inconvenient  than  tolls 
that  should  be  adopted  and  tolls  abolished. 

Mr.  N.  NARAYANA  KURUP  :  I  also  oppose  the  motion.  I  too  thought 
of  sending  a  cut  motion  to  suggest  the  abolition  of  tolls,-  as  I  too  had 
very  uncomfortable  experience  with  toll  gate  keepers,  who  unnecessarily 
delay  our  cars,  with  their  several  •  legs  Sir,  many  of  these  gates 
have  three  or  four  legs  or  branches,  or  sub-gates.  The  gate  at  Ambala. 
puzha  has  3  branches  or  legs,  so  that  if  I  pay  toll  at  any  one  of  these 
legs  on  a  particular  time,  I  will  be  allowed  to  pass  also  any  of  the 
other  legs  or  branches  till  6  a.  m.  the  next  day,  without  paying  again, 
But,  if  for  some  reason,  it  is  just  at  5'30  in  the  morning,  I  reach  any 
one  of  these  legs,  I  would  not  be  allowed  to  pass  unless  I  pny  the  toll 
for  the  next  day.  That  is  certainly  a  great  inconvenience  and  loss, 
There  are  also  other  .inconveniences  which  have  already  been  ad. 
verted  to. 

All  the  same.  Sir,  I  cannot  support  the  introduction  of  the  system 
now  in  force  in  Madras;  because,  as  the  leader  of  my  party  remarked, 
there  a  person  who  does  not  make  use  of  the  road  at  all,  is  taxed  as 
much  as  another  who  is  always  using  the  road.  That  is  very  hard.  I 
shall  give  one  instance.  Suppose  I  own  a  bicycle.  If  I  am  using  it  re¬ 
gularly,  I  will  be  paying  2  chs.  toll  per  diem.  That  will  work  up  to 
about  Rs.  25  per  annum  which  is  almost  the  price  of  the  bicycle.  'That 
is  really  very  hard  on  the  bicycle  owner.  My  friend  Mr.  Tharakan 
explained  how  a  registration  fee  equal  to  the  price  of  the  bullock  cart 
would  work  as  a  serious  hardship  on  the  bullock  cart  owner.  There  is 
also  another  aspect  of  the  question.  Suppose  I  own  a  car  for  use  in  the 
Alleppey  town.  Under  the  present  arrangement  I  need  pay  only  Ra.  30 
per  annum,  whereas  under  the  Madras  system  I  would  have  to  pay 
Rs  120.  Therefore,  Sir,  while  there  are  some  inconveniences  in  the 
present  system  of  tolls,  there  are  other  inconveniences  in  the  system  of 
-  taxation  now  in  force  in  Madras.  All  things  concerned,  one  would 
rather  have  the  present  arrangement.  I  oppose  the  motion. 

MR.  PUL1Y00R  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI:  I  may  be  permitted 
to  withdraw  the  motion;

Ms.  M.  SIVATHAKU  PULA!  :  Sir,  I  also  agree  with  the  principle 
Underlying  the  motion  before  the  House,  namely,  the  question  of  in¬ 
vestigating  whether  the  present  number  of  Division  officers  is  after  all 
necessary  or  is  Vvai ranted  under  the  circumstances.  One  instance,  Sir, 
that  strikes  me  at  present  and  which  persuades  me  to  speak  on  this 
motion  is  .his.  In  Nagercoil  there  are  at  present  two  Division  officers, 
one  for  the  regular  Public  Works  Department  and  the  other  for  the 
Water  Works.  As  I  understand,  Sir,  the  Division  officer  in  charge  of 
the  Water  Works  there,  has  also  been  empowered  to  control  and  super¬ 
vise  the  work  at  Shencottah.  What  does  that  mean  ?  It  means  that 
officer  draws  his  travelling  allowance  between  Nagercoil  and  Shen¬ 
cottah,  every  time  he  goes  to  Shencottah  and  back  to  Nagercoil.  Whereas 
Alleppey  water  works  have  been  supervised  by  the  P.  W.  Division 
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officer  at  Quilon.  In  this  connection,  I  would  submit  that  one 
Division  Officer  atiNagercoil  would  be  quite  sufficient  to  look  after 
both  the  regular  public  works  and  the  water  works.  I  fail  to  under¬ 
stand  why  there  should  be  any  necessity  for  two  Division  Officers  in 
one  and  the  same  place,  namely,  Nagercoil,  one  for  the  regular  Public 
Works  and  the  other  for  Water  Works.  It  may  be  argued  that  the 
separate  division  officer  is  solely  intended  for  the  supervision  of  water 
works  and  is  desirable  because  the  works  would  be  facilitated  and  there 
will  be  greater  progress.  Prom  my  personal  experience  I  may  say  that 
in  spite  of  a  separate  division  officer  for  water  works,  the  progress  is 
not  at  all  coining  up  to  our  expectations.  Work  is  rather  very  very 
slow  and  there  is  Dot  much  progress.  When  the  work  was  started, 'it 
was  promised  the  work  will  be  completed  and  the  supply  will  begin  at 
the  end  of  2J  years.  Now  it  is  over  3  years  ;  and  we  are  far  from  com- 
pletion.  The  House  has  also  to  remember  in  this  connection  that  the 
expenditure  on  the  water  works  at  Naeercoil  has  got  to  be  shared  by 
the  Municipality  to  the  extent  of  50  per  cent.  When  that  also  is  con¬ 
sidered,  the  question  whether  one  Division  Officer  is  not  quite  sufficient 
to  supervise  both  the  work  of  the  Public  Works  Department  and  also 
the  water  works  has  very  seriously  to  be  considered.  Perhaps  it  may 
be  argued  on  the  other  side  that  one  Division  Officer  will  not  be  able 
to  control  all  the  sub-divisions  as  well  as  she  different  sections  pertaiu- 
ing  both  to  the  regular  P.  W.  D.  and  the  water  works.  Sir,  in  spite  of 
the  fact  that  there  are  hvo  Division  Officers,  one  for  the  regular  P.  W. 
D.  and  one  for  water  works,  instances  are  not  wanting  where  there  is 
abso’utelack  of  control.  For  example,  in  the  Nageicoil  Division  there 
are  three  sections,  Mihdi,  Bhoodapandi  and  Nagercoil  sections.  The 
section  officers  are  also  given  Government  quarters  and  they  are  ex¬ 
pected  to  reside  iu  the  places  where  their  offices  are.  But  the  Section 
Officer  that  is  expected  to  r;  side  in  Miladi  can  alwaye  be  found  in 
Nagercoil  where  he  is  having  his  residence.  Think  of  the  difficulty 
the  ryots  at  Cape  Comorin  will  have  to  go  over  all  the  way  from  Caps 
Comorin  to  Nagercoil  to  see  the  Section  Officer  for  ,the  proper  dis¬ 
tribution  of  water.  They  have  to  travel  10  and  12  miles  to  find  the 
Section  Officer  iu  connection  with  irrigation  of  their  lands  which  may 
not  after  all  yield  even  as  much  as  the  charge  that  they  have  to  pay 
for  frequent  travelling  in  the  bus  for  the  purpose.  What  I  want  to 
say  is,  whether  it  is  n:t  enough  for  one  Division  Officer  for  both  the 
regular  P.  W.  D.  and  the  water  works  or  whether  there’should  be  two, 
one  for  the  regular  P.  W.  D.  and  another  for  water  work',  in  the 
matter  of  control.  The  williognrs  and  the  a'titude  on  the  part  of  the 
subordinates  count  a  great  deal  in  the  matter  of  execn  ion  of  works  and 
not  duplication  of  supervising  agencies.  So  it  is  a  matter  for  Govern¬ 
ment  seriously  to  consider  whether  one  Division  Officer  for  both  .the 
regular  P.  W.  D.  and  water  works  would  not  suffice.  The  money  spent 
on  another  Division  Officer  and  his  staff  will  only  be  throwing  the 
money  to  waste-  With  these  few  words  I  agree  with  the  principle  of 
the  motion. 
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Mr.  S;  SESHA  AIYAR  :  Sir,  I  oppose  the  motion.  Prior  to  1098, 
there  were  eight  divisions  and  eighteen  sub-divisions  in  the  whole 
State.  As  a  result  of  the  re-organisation  of  1098  and  as  a  matter  of 
retrenchment,  two  divisions  and  eight  sub  divisions  were  reduced.  Re¬ 
cently  the  Maramat  Department  has  been  amalgamated  with  the  P.  W. 
D.  That  means  we  have  practically  reduced  the  number  of  divisions 
by  another  division  as  we  have  added  the  duties  of  the  Maramat  De¬ 
partment  to  the  Public  Works  Department  without  increasing'  the 
number  of  divisions.  From  1115  onwards  we  are  going  to  abolish 
the  irrigation  division  and  l hat  is  similarly  equivalent  to  the  reduction 
of  one  more  division-  So,  I  cannot  subscribe  to  the  proposal  to  reduce 
any  more  divisions  or  sub-divisions.  That  will  lead  to  insufficiency  aud 
consequent  waste  of  money.

S. SESHA  AIYAR  :  Now,  due  to  increased  facilities  for  travel 
it  does  not  suffer  very  much  but  at  the  same  time,  I  may  say  that  our 
annual  budget  allotment  has  been  going  down  ever  since  1098. 

But  that  is  the  minimum  number  of  divisions  or  sub-divisions  of 
the  Public  Works  Department  for  proper  management  of  works 
throughout  the  State.  If  any  sub-division  or  division  is  reduced  then 
P.  W.  D.  work  will  suffer  to  a  very  great  extent.

The  Maramath  Department  was 
managed  by  a  separate  Division  Officer,  that  is  by  a  Maramath 
Engineer.  Now  the  work  of  that  department,  is  under  P.  W.  D.  con¬ 
trol.  We  are  working  intensively'  to  that  extent.  Similarly  with 
regard  to  the  Irrigation  Department.  Reduction  in  any  sub-division 
concerning  irrigation  will  not  be  conducive  for  the  proper  working  of 
the  department.

Mr.  K.  NARAYANAPERUMAL  Nadar  :  Mayl  know  why  the  irriga¬ 
tion  sub-divisiun  at  Nagercoil  has  been  transferred  to  Tkuckalay. 
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Mr.  S.  SESHA  AlYAR  :  It  is  not  like  that.  Another  sub-division 
has  been  formed  at  Thuckalay  for  looking  after  works  of  that  sub¬ 
division  including  irrigation. 

Mr.  K.  P.  ABRAHAM:  May  I  know  whether  the  Division  Officer 
finds  enough  time  to  supervise  the  work  of  his  assistants? 

Mr.  S.  SESHA  AlYAR  :  The  Division  Officer  spends  much  of  his 
time  on  inspection,  and  has  practically  very  little  time  to  attend  to 
office  work  in  the  day  time,  but  has  to  work  for  a  number  of  hours  in

MR.  S.  SESHA  AlYAR  :  I  may  even  say  tint  some  Section  Officers 
have  as  much  qualification  as  a  Sub-Division  Officer  or  Division  Officer. 
That  does  not  mean  that  a  Section  Officer  should  be  straightway  ap¬ 
pointed  as  a  Sub-Division  Officer  or  even  as  Division  Officer.  Only  by 
gradual  working  and  training  in  the  Department  a  Supervisor  who  is 
a  B.  E.  or  B.  Sc  ,  (London)  gets  a  chance  to  be  appointed  as  Sub-Division 
Officer  and  after  further  long  experience  as  Division  Officer.  In  other 
words,  after  long  experience  as  Section  Officers  they  are  promoted  as 
Assistant  Engineers  or  thereafter  Division  Officers.  There  is  no  subs¬ 
tance  in  proposing  to  appoint  the  Section  Officers  who  have  B.  E.  quali¬ 
fication  as  Division  Officers,  straightway. 

Mr.  M.  SIVATHANU  PILLAI :  Will  it  not  be  possible  for  the  Division 
Officer  at  Nagercoil  to  look  after  regular  P.  W.  D.  works  as  well  as  the 
Water  Works  Department  ? 

MR.  S.  SESHA  AlYAR  :  A  separate  Division  Officer  has  been  ap. 
pointed  for  looking  after  the  supply  of  water  in  Nagercoil  town.  It  is 
not  possible  to  do  intensive  work  for  the  supply  of  water  without  a 
separate  Division.  That  Division  Officer  has  charge  over  the  water- 
supply  of  Shencotta  also,  There  is  a  Sub-Division  at  Shencottah. 

PRESIDENT  :  What  is  the  period  within  which  water  will  be 
supplied  to  Nagercoil  ? 

MR.  S.  SESHA  AlYAR  :  In  1941.  Therefore  wliat  I  want  to  say  is 
if  the  Nagercoil  Division  Officer  is  shouldered  with  the  responsibility  of 
attending  to  water  works  along  with  his  usual  duties  including  irriga¬ 
tion  matters  bo*h  the  works  will  suffer.  In  my  opinion  amalgamation 
of  water  works  with  the  regular  P.  W.  D.  works  is  not  conducive  to 
the  efficient  working  of  the  Department. 

Mr.  T.  C,  KESAVA  PILLAI  ;  May  I  know  from  the  member  how 
the  Division  Officer,  Nagercoil,  is  more  competent  to  shoulder  the 
work  of  water  supply  as  well  as  regular  P.  W.  D.  work  ? 

Mr.  S.  SESHA  AIYaR  :  All  that  I  say  is  there  should  be  a  separate 
officer  to  look  after  the  duties  of  water  works  department. 
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MR.  M.  SIVATHANU  PILLAI :  In  view  of  {he  fact  that  the  investi¬ 
gation  of  water  supply  is  being  carried  on  for  last  one  year  or  so  I  wish 
to  know' from  this  day  onwards  how  much  time  will  be  taken  up  for 
supply  of  water  to  Nagercoil  Town. 

MR.  S.  SESHA  A1YAR  :  In  1941  water  will  be  supplied  to  Nagercoil.

MB.  M.  L.  JANARDHANAN  PILLAI :  The  motor  and  Steam  boat  ser¬ 
vices  of  the  country  were  started  at  a  time  when  there  was  not  the 
general  impression  either  in  the  minds  cf  the  public  or  the  Government 
that  it  was  the  duty  of  the  Government  to  take  them  up  under  their 
direct  control  and  supervision.  But  it  has  now  become  the  duty  of  the 
present  Government  to  take  up  Transport  as  a  public  system  under 
their  direct  control.  It  has  also  to  be  remembered  that  the  public  ex¬ 
chequer  had  to  meet  an  expenditure  of  several  lakhs  of  rupees  year 
after  year  for  this  purpose  and  the  direct  benefit  was  ihat  it  resulted  in 
the  improvement  of  this  transport  system  to  a  considerable  extent. 
Therefore  it  is  high  time  for  us  to  consider  whether  Government  would 
not  be  justified  in  stepping  in  and  taking  over  the  control  of  motor  and 
steam  boats  that  ply  in  the  waters  of  Travancore.  The  vessels  that  are 
used  at  present,  are,  in  my  opinion, not  scientifically  constructed.  They 
are  dangerous  for  travellers  as  recent  occurrences  must  have  brought  to 
your  notice-  Small  boats  which  are  absolutely  ’unsafe  are  allowed  to 
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ply  in  the  backwaters  of  Travancore.  There  has  been  a  recent  occur¬ 
ence  in  which  a  motorboat  that  was  plying  in  the  Vycome  lake  fell  a 
pray  to  the  gale  and  people  had  to  meet  with  accidents  and  some  of 
them  had  lost  their  lives.  There  is  unhealthy  competition  between 
different  boaf-owners.  They  fix  up  timings  which  it  is  impossible  for 
them  to  carry  out.  If  according  to  one  schedule  of  timings  the  number 
of  passengers  are  not  sufficient  to  start  the  boat,  they  wait,  until  the 
next  timing.  These  Launches  provide  no  safety  or  convenience  to  the 
travelling  public  and  we  hear  year  af.er  year  of  several  accidents  that 
are  happening.  There  are  occasions  when  ladies  are  provided  seats  at 
the  farthermost  end  of  the  boats  where  absolutely  no  convenient  sitting 
stretching  spice  are  provided  for  them.  During  the  hot  months  of 
the  year  these  boats  are  covered  with  zinc  sheets  which  are  producing 
extreme  heat  throughout  the  day  and  the  travelling  public  have  to  bear 
its  heat.  These  are  but  a  few  of  the  experiences  which  the  travelling 
public  have  to  suffer.  It  is  high  time  to  see  that  such  vessels  which  do 
not  provide  ordinary  conveniences  to  the  public  are  not  allowed  to  carry 
on  the  service  No  doubt,  these  boats  are  tested  by  somebody.  We 
know  what  those  testiugs  mean  and  how  inconvenient  t.he  boats  are. 
Now  it  has  been  proved  beyond  the  possibility  of  a  doubt  that  as  against 
manv  unhealthy  competitions  and  indiscipline  that  existed  at  one  time 
we  have  greater  convenience  now  in  the  public  transport  maintained  by 
Government.  If  we  have  got  a  complaint  we  can  go  to  the  responsible 
authorities  of  the  institution  and  present  our  case  and  we  are  sure  that 
they  will  hear  our  complaints.  If  the  institution  does  not  give  us  a 
hearing  we  can  ventilate  our  grievances  to  higher  authorities  and  see 
that  such  inconveniences  are  removed.  We  have  no  such  organisations 
with  regard  to  private  concerns.  I  quite  agree  with  Mr.  P.  S.  Muhammed 
when  he  says  that  during  the  last  general  strike  that  ocurred  in  Alleppey 
these  boats  were  of  great  assistance  in  carrying  cargo  between  Alleppey 
and  Cochin.  In  that  connection  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  requested 
Government  several  days  before  the  general  strike  that  they  should  step 
in  and  take  over  the  canal  and  back  water  services.  After  all  they  are 
national  enterprises  meant  for  the  improvement  and  convenience  of  the 
public  and  probably  Government  thought  that  it  was  not  yet  time  and 
they  wanted  to  w  lit  and  see  the  result  of  the  experiment  already  made. 
Now  it  has  been  proved  beyond  doubt  that  we  want  it.  The  public  are 
asking  for  it.  I  trust  that  Government  will  seriously  consider  this 
aspect  of  the  ques.ion,  namely  ,  the  nationalisation  of  this  important 
transport  service  that  is  now  using  the  backwaters  of  the  State. 

MS.  T.  C.  KESAVA  PlLLAL  I  support  the  motion  moved  by  Mr. 
P.  S.  Muhammed.  When  the  transport  service  was  first  started  there 
were  murmers  throughout  the  country,  but  today  we  are  able  to  realise 
where  we  are.  We  are  able  to  control  and  find  out  a  best  atmosphere 
throughout  the  country.  As  remarked  by  Mr.  M.  L.  Janardhanan 
Pillai  we  find  buses  and  boats  running  without  any  uniformity  and.  there

is  a  lot  of  complaint  with  regard  to  the  convenience  of  passengers.  Now 
we  have  got  an  expert  in  Mr.  Salter.  He  will  be  in  a  position  to 
control  the  boats.  There  seems  to  bo  some  sort  of  ill-feeling  between 
the  P.  W-,  the  Police  ami  the  Transport  Departments.  The  whole 
thing  should  be  put  under  one  important  officer.  By  that  I  mean  that 
the  whole  transport  should  be  under  a  very  responsible  officer  or  orga¬ 
nization  like  Mr.  Salter;  the  boats  and  the  motors  should  all  be  under 
the  Transport  Department.  They  should  not  be  functioning  under 
two  or  three  Departments.  The  buses,  lorries  and  boats  should  all  be 
checked  by  one  Department.  That  means  that  the  Police  officers  will 
have  to  divest  a  portion  of  their  authority  to  the  Transport  Depart-

MR.  T.  C.  KESAVA  PiLLAI  :  One  day  I  myself  had  to  make  a  com¬ 
plaint  with  regard  to  a  conductor. 

PRESIDENT  ■  It  is  for  the  purpose  of  avoiding  conflicts  between  the 
Police  and  P.  W.  Departments  that  Government  have  now  constituted 
a  Board  composing  of  the  Heads  of  different  Departments  who  will  aot 
together  on  all  matters  affeedng  the  whole  Department. 

Mr  T.  C.  KESAVA  PILLAI  .  Now  I  come  to  another  point.  There 
area  few  owners  of  boats  that  ply  in  tho  canals.  Government  have 
full  authority  over  these  canals.  I  strongly  recommend  Government 
to  introduce  a  legislation  to  consolidate  all  owners  of  buses  and  other 
vehicles  to  be  controlled  by  one  Department  in  the  matter  of  fare  and 
other  matters,  Though  the  financial  position  of  Government  at  pre¬ 
sent  may  not  allow  it  some  sort  of  syndicate  arrangement  may  be  made 
between  tb.e  owners  of  buses  and  Government  by  which  all  the  vehicles 
are  brought  under  the  control  of  the  Transport  Department.  With 
these  words  I  strongly  support  the  motion  brought  forward  by  my 
friend  Mr.  P.  S.  Muhammad.

Mr.  M.  SIVATHANU  PILLAI  .  I  was  surprised  to  hear  certain  obser¬ 
vation^  Jnade  incidentally  by  the  mover  of  the  motion.  Mr,  P-  S- 
Mahomed  and  by  Mr.  T.  C.  Kesava  Pillai  to  the  effect  that  the 
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Government  should  more  or  less  take  up  the  postition  of  joining  hands 
with  the  present  owners  of  these  vehicles  and  form  a. Syndicate  with 
them  to  run  bus-service  in  those  lines  run  by  private  owners.

MR.  M.  SIVATHANU  PILLAIr  I  was  listening  to  the  speech  and  I 
understood  him  today  like  that  and  the  Chair  also  intervened  and  asked 
him  to  clear  his  position.  Though  he  was  vague  during  the  former 
portion  of  his  speech  subsequently  he  made  his  position  clear.  But 
Mr.  T.  C.  Kesava  Pillai  observed  that  it  will  be  very  easy  for  Govern¬ 
ment  to  join  hands  with  the  owners  of  these  boats  to  form  a  syndicate 
as  it  were.  Sir,  I  am  opposed  to  it.  It  is  fundamentally  a  wrong  prin¬ 
ciple,  In  this  matter  of  public  conveyance,  Government  have  got  a 
fundamental  duty  to  the  public  at  large.  It  is  the  elementary  duty  of 
the  Government  to  provide  cheap  and  convenient  means  of  transport. 
It  does  not  matter  whether  the  service  is  run  at  a  gain  or  loss,  The 
Sheocottah-Quilon  railway  is  run  at  a  loss.  Still  the  Government  are 
continuing  that  line.  So  there  is  no  question  of  profit  or  loss.  Gov¬ 
ernment  have  realised  that  the  public  should  be  provided  with  cheap 
and  convenient  means  of  transport.  Government  alone  have  got  a 
monopoly  of  these  highways  and  as  such  they  have  not  to  stop  and 
think  whether  it  is  convenient  to  the  owners  of  the  vehicles  to  assume 
transport  service.  Government  can  assume  their  monopoly  right  in 
the  highways  both  land  and  water.  The  monopoly  is  with  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  and  not  with  the  priva'e  owners.  Prom  the  fact  that  ever  so 
many  conditions  are  to  be  observed  to  run  a  line  when  a  license  is 
issued  to  the  owners,  it  is  clear  that  the  Government  have  got  the  mo¬ 
nopoly  of  these  highways.  As  Mr.  Kunjithommen  suggested  there 
should  be  one  line  beginning  from  Cape  Comorin  to  Aroor.  A  passen¬ 
ger  starting  from  Cape  Comorin  must  be  able  to  reach  Aroor,  the  nor¬ 
thern — most  corner  of  the  State,  though  not  in  the  same  bus,  in  odS 
continuous  link  of  buses.  There  may  be  some  loss  of  time  and  incon¬ 
venience  for  the  purpose  of  change  at  different  stations.  So  also  a  boat 
service  from  Quilon  to  Alleppey  and  right  up  to  Brnakulam  may  be 
taken  up  by  Government.  That  will  ensure  safety  and  convenience 
and  the  travelling  public  can  be  confident  that  they  can  reach  a  parti¬ 
cular  place  at  such  and  such  a  rale  and  time.  Even  if  it  is  a  question 
of  loss  as  they  are  now  suffering  in  the  case  of  the  Shencottah— Quilon 
railway  line,  it  is  up  to  the  Government  to  suffer  it.  Private  owners 
may  say  that  it  is  not  proper  to  take  up  these  lines  so  suddenly  without 
giving  them  previous  intimation.  Our  responsive  Government  presided 
over  by  a  legal  luminary  as  you  Sir,  have  declared  during  the  course  of 
adumberating  this  transport  policy  about  2  years  back  that  they  are 
having  in  view  the  gradual  increase  of  Government  owned  services • 
Government  have  already  given  them  a  warning  to  the  private  owners 
that  they  will,  in  the  course  of  one  or  two  years,  have  to  give  up  all  the 
lines  to  Government.  So  the  bus  owners  cannot  now  complain  that 
they  are  now  taken  by  surprise.  With  these  words,  I  support  the  motion. 
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m.  KAIN1KKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PSLLAI ;  I  also  rise  to  support  this 
motion.  Two  years  ago,  when  Gevernrrent  placed  before  this  House 
their  scheme  for  initiating  commercial  transport  and  making  a  small 
experiment  by  taking  up  the  line  he'.ween  Nagercoil  and  Triv&ndrnm 
it  was  attacked  with  optimistic  forecasts  and  intentional  misrepresenta¬ 
tions.  We  know  that  even  during^the  last  Political  agitation  one  of  the 
war  cries  was  the  transport  But'ihis  year,  from  the  beginning  of  this 
session,  we  have  been  hearing  demands  fram  the  non-official  members 
for  extending  the  commercial  transport  to  the  northern  most  part  of 
Travancore.  {Hear,  Hear.)  Now,  Sir,  the  honourable  mover  has 
moved  that  the  scheme  be  extended  not  only  along  the  road  but  also 
along  the  waters  and  that  boat  service  also  should  be  nationalised.  One 
of  the  most  important  factors  that  attracts  a  traveller  in 'Travancore 
is  the  richness  of  her  backwaters  and  the  net  work  of  her  canals  which 
makes  inland  navigation  possible  from  one  end  of  the  State  to  the  other. 
As  pointed  out  by  Mr.  L.  Janardhanan  Pillai,  private  owners  began 
navigation  several  years  ago  when  there  was  no  idea  on  the  part  of  the 
Government  to  enter  into  the  field.  Our  experience  so  far  on  land 
routes  has  proved  that  it  is  a  success.  In  spite  of  the  irresponsible 
utterance  of  a  newspaper  that  13  per  cent,  is  not  a  profit  and  even  that 
it  is  merely  an  amount  cooked  up  and  that  the  result  would  be  quite 
deplorable  when  realities  are  brought  to  notice,  every  reasonable  man 
has  been  convinced  that  transport  has  been  a  success  not  only  from' the 
public  utility  point  of  view  but  also  from  the  financial  point  of  view 
and  it  .is  demanded  that  Government  extend  its  operation  to  canals  also. 
The  industrial  and  commercial  development  of  this  country  is  insepara¬ 
bly  correlated  to  an  efficiently  run  transport  service.  It  must  be  re1' 
gular,  it  must  be  safe  and  it  must  be  punctual.  As  for  safety,  Mr;  Ml 
L.  Janardhanan  Pillai  has  pointed  out  a  recent  tragedy.  When  one 
thinks  of  boat  service  he  is  reminded  of  one  of  the  darkest  tragedies 
which  is  connected  with  the  sad  demise  of  Mr.  Kumaran  Asan  in  a  boat 
accident--  That  is  a  dark  piece  of  history  connected  with  the  naviga* 
tion  in  Malabar.  So  much  for  security.  As  for  punctuality  and 
regularity  the  same  criticisms  can  be  levelled  against  boat  services  as 
against  the  motor  services  on  land  roules. 

One  thing  that  deserves  particular  recognition  in  the  case  of  back* 
waters  and  canals  is,  the  cheapness  of  the  transport.  The  one  most 
important  thing  that  an  agriculturist  or  an  industrialist  require  is  s 
mode  of  conveying  his  articles  at  the  cheapest  cost  and  there  is  nS 
mods  of  conveyance  which  can  compare  with  water  traffic  in  cheapness. 
Therefore,  Sir,  it  is  certainly  the  duty  of  Government  to  take  up  the 
question,  of  navigation  in  inland  waters  and  to  run  it  most  •  reliably, 
conveniently,  and  cheaply  for  the  sake  of  the  agriculturists  With  thfese 
words,.  I -support  the  motion. 

;  .  M*‘:  P.’  KWJUKRl'SHNAN  :  Sir,  I  rise  to  support  this  motion.  Sir  it 

is  hightime  that  the  boat  services  are  taken  up  by  Government  and  a 
dinectooute  opened  up  to  the  northern  frontiers  of  the  State.  It  wai 
WSduneed'&ome  time  ago  that  there  was  an  idea  of  taking  up  the  boat 
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services.  Bat  so  far  this  has  not  been  .effected.  Now,  Sir,  it  is  a  fact 
tbat  the  behaviour  of  the  employees  in  private  vehicles  towards  passen¬ 
gers  is  not  at  all  satisfactory.  So  for  as  I  know,  there  has  not  been 
any  room  for  complaint  with  l-ogard  to  the  young  graduates  employed 
in  the  Transport  Service  as  conduc.ors  and  checking  inspectors.  All 
those  who  have  been  travelling  in  the  boat  service  must  have  been 
struck  by  the  fact  that  they  are  more  or  less  put  to  some  sort  of  incon¬ 
venience  by  the  several  employees  concerned.  So,  on  this  ground 
mainly  I  would  urge  on  the  G-overnment,  the  necessity  of  taking  over 
the  boat  services. 

Then,  with  regard  to  the  question  of  profit  and  loss  I  may  suggest 
that  it-  does  not  arise  here  especially  in  the  Transport  Services.  To  my 
mind  it.  is  a  public  utility  service  and  wo  do  not  mind  whether  we  earn 
or  not-  Our  concern  must  be  that  public  comfort  is  looked  into  and  if 
we  are  able  to  serve  the  public  that  is  enough,  I  must  say,  more  than 
enough.  If  the  boat  service  and  other  lines  on  land  are  taken  up  by 
the  Government,  we  can  have  a  voice  here  and  represent  matters  and 
complaints  regarding  those  services.  Now,  as*matters  stand  at  present, 
however  much  we  may  complain  regarding  private  services,  we  cannot 
generally  represent  matters  inside  the  legislature.  We  have  no  direct 
approach  on  these  matters.  So  on  this  ground,  I  may  urge  that  these 
services  should  be  taken  up  by  the  Government.  "  "  ’ 

Though  people  had  at  first  certain  apprehensions  regarding  the 
success  of  the  Transport  Scheme,  it  is  now  proved  that  the  department 
serves  the  actual  needs  of  the  people  and  that  it  adds  to  their  comfort, 
Moreover,  in  the  Transport  Department  we  have  some  system,  regula¬ 
rity  and  punctuality.  We  can  depend  upon  it.  We  can  depend  upon 
the  time  when  the  buses  start,  we  can  depend  upon  the  words  which 
the  employees  give  and  we  can  depend  upon  the  destination  of  the 
buses.  Now  there  is  a  certainty  as  to  when  a  bus  will  start  and  whether 
it  will  reach  its  destination  or  not.  On  this  ground  also  I  would  urge 
the  Government  to  take  into  their  hands  the  entire  Transport  Service, 
of  course,  giving  sufficient  preparation  time  for  private  owners  so  that 
the  actual  needs  of  the  people  may  be  served.  With  these  words  I 
support  the  motion. 

Mr.  KOTTALIL  P.  ABRAHAM  :  Sir,  I  can  give  oniy  a  qualified  support 
to  the  motion  that  is  now  before  the  House.  I  fullyagree  with  the 
principle  underlying  this  motion,  viz,,  that  Government  should  take  up 
the  whole  water  traffic  of  the  State  and  nationalise  the  water  transport. 

I  also  accept  all  the  reasons  urged  by  the  honourable  members  in  sup¬ 
port  of  the  motion. 

My  difficulty  is  of'a  practical  kind.  Now,  it  is  only  hardly  two  years 
since  the  Government  hate  taken  up  the  road  transport.  It  has  not 
completed  its  full  programme  in  respect  of  the  road  transport  and  we 
cannot  say  that  the  experiment  stage  of  the  road  transport  system 
is  oyer  unless  and  until  the  Government  establishes  its  reputation  for 
having  achieved  asuecess  in  their  programme  by  extending  the  State 
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Transport  system  throughout  the  whole  length  and  breadth  of  Travan- 
oore.  And  I  trust  that  the  Government  will  be’ able  to  achieve  that 
success  in  due  course.  I  submit  that  it  will  not  bo  expedient  financially 
to  take  up  further  experiments  at  this  stage  and  invest  more  big  amounts 
as  the  motion  contemplates . 

Mr.  M.  SIVATHANU  PILLAI  :  Sir,  one  question.  May  I  know  what 
the  member  means  when  he  says  that  the  ‘Government  must  establish 
its  reputation  V’ 

MR.  KOTTALIL  P.  ABRAHAM  :  Sir,  I  only  meant  that  the  Govern- 
ment  should  show  to  the  public  that  the  present  Transport  system 
13,  after  all,  a  complete  success. 

MR.  KAIWIKKARA  M,  PADMANABHA  PILLAI:  May  I  know  what  are  the 
items  which  constitute  a  ‘complete  success’  ? 

MR.  KOTTALIL  P.  ABRAHAM  :  In  the  first  place,  the  road  transport 
should  be  extended  to  all  the  important  roads  in  the  State.  There 
again,  Sir,  I  may  say  that  there  are  people  who  think  that,  unless  some 
four  or  five  years  are  over,  we  are  not  in  a  position  to  say  whether  we 
will  be  able  to  realise  the  value  of  the  buses.  There  ,arc  some  people 
who  apprehend  that,  until  some  more  time  is  over,  the  capital  invested 


PRESIDENT  :  What  is  your  depreciation  fund,  Mr.  Balter  ? 

Mr.  E.  G.  SALTER  :  Sir,  I  should  think  that  it  will  be  about  Es.  3J 
lakhs  by  the  end  of  this  year. 

Mr.  M.  SIVATHANU  PILLAI  :  Sir,  I  don’t  hear  what  the  member  says. 

Mr.  E.  G.  SALTER  :  I  said  that  the  depreciation  fund  will  be  Es.  3J 
lakhs  at  the  end  of  this  year.  By  the  end  of  1115  it  will  be  Es.  5 
lakhs. 

Mr-  K.  KUNJU  PANICKER  :  Sir  I  support  this  motion.  Our  experi¬ 
ence  of  the  road  transport  has  shown  that  it  is  a  very  successful  piece 
of  work  undertaken  by  the  Government.  My  view  is  that  the  Transport 
Department  of  the  Government  should  turn  out  to  be  one  of  the  major 
departments  in  the  State.  Tire  whole  land  route  up  to  the  northern 
moat  limit  should  be  taken  under  the  control  of  the  Government. 
This  should  be  done  not  only  on  the  road  line  but  on  the  canal  aide 
also.  On  the  canal  side,  though  the  traffic  is  cheaper  as  it  is  conducted 
by  private  owners,  we  are  put  to  much  difficulties.  I  myself  have  ex¬ 
perienced  in  boat  travels,  at  time,  such  disasters  as  the  boats  losing 
their  rudders  in  the  middle  of  the  Ashtamudi  lake.  There  have  been 
many  cases  of  boats  stopping  on  account  of  the  lack  of  kerosene-oiL 
That  is  the  way  in  which  the  private  owners  conduct  the  boat  services. 
They  look  to  their  private  funds  and  neglect  the  convenience,  of  the 
people,  who  are  contributing  to  their  profit.  This  sort  of  irresponsibi¬ 
lity  in  the  matter  of  dealing  with  public  conveyance,  I  submit,  should 
be  put  a  stop  to  by  the  Government.  Government  should,  by  unta- 
Ca^1  traffic,  lessen  the  chance  of  the  private  owners  troub¬ 
ling  travelling  public.  The  canal  services  of  the  State  from  .Aroor 
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tip  to  Quilon  and  the  midway  services  between  Kottayam  and  Alleppey, 
and  Kottayam  and  Quilon  should  be  taken  as  early  as  possible  under 
Government  control.  All  the  roads  should  be  managed  under  the 
direction  of  the  Government  by  the  Transport  department.  That 
single  department  can  manage  the  whole  of  this  service.  1  submit 
that  it  is  not  sufficient  for  the  Government  to  have  taken  up  only  a 
portion  of  the  land  route.  If  a  full-fledged  department  is  thrown  open 
to  manage  the  whole  transport  system,  it  would  not  be  difficult  for 
the  Government  to  conduct  the  water  conveyance  also.  The  boats 
which  are  now  used,  it  is  said,  are  examined  by  certain  persons  with 
particular  a'. tention  to  the  defects  of  the  engines  and  the  wooden  portion 
of  them.  Though  there  might  be  pro-forma  examination,  we  find 
that  most  of  the  boats  are  rotten  to  the  very  core.  They  are  being 
run  in  spite  of  their  defects  because,  of  the  connivance  of  those  who 
are  examining  them  I  believe.  If  the  service  is  taken  up  by  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  we  .can  easily  bring  the  hardships  caused  by  such  services 
to  the  notice  of  the  Government ;  wo  can  easily  rectify  the  defects ; 
because  Government  have  the  responsibility  of  responding  to  the 
complaints  of  the  people. 

Prom  the  standpoint  of  transmitting  our  products,  both  agricul¬ 
tural  and  industrial,  I  submit  if  the  system  is  taken  over  by  Gov¬ 
ernment,  it  will  be  of  great  assistance  to  the  people.  The  water 
traffic  is  the  cheapest  method  of  conveyance  and  if  the  Government 
are  to  take  up  the  water  transport  there  would  be  no  practical  diffi¬ 
culty.  During  the  last  civil  disobedience  movement,  when  the  owners 
of  the  canoes  service  struck  work,  we  were  put  to  much  difficulty  in  the 
matter  of  transporting  the  products.  If  the  transport  system  were 
under  the  management  of  the  Government  no  sort  of  malicious  move 
for  a  strike  cculd  have  been  effectively  undertaken  by  anybody.  So,  for 
the  regular  maintenance  t  f  our  transport  system,  not  only  for  the 
transport  of  passengers,  but  also,  for  the  transport  of  our  agricultural 
and  industrial  products,  the  boat-  service  shouicl  be  taken  up  by  our 
Government.  With  these  words,  I  resume  my  seat. 

Mr.  DOMINIC  JOSEPH:  Sir,  I  support  the  motion.  There  are 
large  and  increasing  demands  on  the  public  revenue  of  the  State  to 
satisfy  the  public  demands  regarding  communications.  Dor  that,  funds 
are  necessary.  If  any  increase  in  taxation  is  suggested,  we,  ihe  re¬ 
presentatives  of  the  people  on  this  side,  would  resist  it  with  one  voice. 
Th-.refore,  it  is  incumbent  on  the  Government  to  raise  the  funds  in 
some  manner  as  not  to  prejudice  the  interest  of  the  large  sections  of 
the  people. 

Therefore,  the  running  of  industries  like  Transport,  by 
Government.,  becomes  indispensable.  Water  transport  is  cheaper  and 
more  profitable  than  land  transport.  The  establishment  charges  will 
be  much  less-  There  will  be  no  necessity  io  embark  upon  large  schemes 
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like  concrete  roads.  Therefore,  as  a  commercial  undertaking,  water 
transport  will  be  Mery  profitable.  So,  viewing  the  matter  from  t-hia 
aspect,  I  gupport  the  motion. 

MR.  E.  G.  SALTER:  Sir,  in  opposing  the  motion,  I  submit  that  I 
do  so  not  because  I  differ  from  the  views  of  the  mover  or  of  the 
honourable  members  who  supported  the  motion,  or  because  Govern¬ 
ment  are  oblivious  to  the  many  complaints  enumerated  by  the  mover 
and  elaborated  upon  by  the  various  honourable  members  who  supported 
him,  I  would  jus!,  say  that  the  question  of  the  acquisition  of  water 
transport  has  and  is  engaging  the  attention  of .  Government.  May  I 
also  say,  Sir,  that  the  department  has  not  been  in  operation  for  a 
period  of  18  months  yet  ?  Please  let  us  have  a  chance,  of  developing; 
let  us  walk  before  we  run.  We  have  already  started  walking  very 
fast.  I  can  assure  the  honourable  members  that  it  is  my  honest  in¬ 
tention,  as  the  representative  of  the  Transport  department,  to  carry 
out  the  wishes,  of  the  people,  that  have  been  so  ably  put  forward  in 
this  House  this  afternoon. 

PRESIDENT  :  Before  putting  the  motion  to  vote,  let  me  say,  as 
one  partly  responsible  for  initiating  the  Transport  scheme,  that  it  is  a 
matter  of  great  gratification  that  there  has  not  been  one  dissentient 
voice  in  this  House  with  regard  to  the  Transport  Department  itself, 
its  potentialities,  and  the  transport  programme  of  the  State.  No  doubt, 
like  all  humaD  institutions,  the  Transport  Department  his  been  com¬ 
plained  against  in  some  particular',  and,  probably,  has  its  defects 
which  may  have  to  he  rectified.  But,  as  was  very  justly  and  legiti¬ 
mately  observed,  it  has  to  be  remembered  that  the  Transport  Depart¬ 
ment  is  an  undoubted  asset  to  the  State.  This  House  and  the  other 
House  of  the  Legislature,  representing  the  people  of  the  State,  would 
have  a  voice,  not  only  on  the  floor  of  the  House  but,  perhaps  in  course 
of  time,  through  Committees  constituted  for  the  purpose,  to  bring 
about  improvements  in  the  working  of  the  Transport  Department- 

Now,  having  said  that,  it  is  necessary  for  me  to  point  out  to  the 
honourable  House  that,  some  time  ago,  I  gave  an  undertaking  to 
certain  deputations  that  waited  on  me  urging  me  not  to  be  too 
precipitate  in  starting  new  schemes  of  transport.  They  pointed  dut 
that  many  large  private  interests  would  be  jeopardised  and  were  likely 
to  be  seriously  damaged.  I  thereupon  ga\e  them  the  undertaking  on 
behalf  of  the  Government  that,  while  Government  were  legally  entitled 
to  go  ahead  for  two  years  from  the  date  on  which  I  gave  that  under¬ 
taking,  no  further  or  new  transport  lines  would  he  taken  up  by  Gov¬ 
ernment  for  exploitation  excepting  those  in  regard  to  which  a  begin¬ 
ning  had  been  made.  Those  two  years  expire  in  March  1940,  so  that, 
from  March  1940  Government  will  be  entitled  to  take  upon  itself  the 
work  of  extending  the  land  transport  system  throughout  the  State. 
Government  intend  to  bring  into  existence  a  well-designed  programme 
in  order  to  effectuate  that  object,  as  it  is  now  fairly  clear  that,  from 
the  financial  and  the  convenience  points  of  view,  the  system  has  justi¬ 
fied  its  existence  and  may  be  said  to  be  not  only  a  fait  accompli  but  a 
great  success. 
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The  question  of  water  transport,  is  both  more  simple  and  more 
complicated.  It  is  more  simple  because,  apart  from  the  initial  cost, 
there  is  not  likely  to  be  much  recurrent  cost.  Ordinary  replacements 
and  repair  in  the  case  of  motor  boats  arc  bound  to  be  less  than  in  the 
case  of  road  vehicles  whether  run  on  diasel-or  on  pet-ol.  The  difficulty 
is  to  decide  whether  the  Government  can,  without  setting  up  an 
indeuendent  organisation,  take  upon  itself  the  task  of  running  a  depart¬ 
ment  Which  will  really  be  the  nerve  centre  of  the  trade  and  commerce 
of  the  State.  So  far  as  pH  nafueit  considerations  go,  Government 
feel  that  it  may  be  expedient  to  undertake  this  work.  When  they  can 
do  so,  what  the  priliminary  expenses  wouid  be,  what  arrangements 
would  be  necessary  in  order  to  see  that  nothing  inequitable  or  unjust 
takes  plaie  in  the  case  of  ihose  who  are  air  ady  handling  that  traffic, 
such  are  the  matters  which  have  to  be  considered..  It  may  be  possible 
for  us,  as  a  beginning',  to  purchase  some  if  not  all  of  the  boats  already 
in  use  provided  they  are  fairly  new.  It  might  be  possible  also  to 
enter  into  temporary  arrangements  pending  the  larger  scheme. 

All  these  aspects  are  under  consideration  ;  and,  as  Mr.  Salter  has 
stated,  if  Government  are  not  now  in  a  position  to  say  ‘yes’,  it  is  not 
because  they  do  not  want  to  say  ‘yes’  but  because  they  must  consider 
deeply  and  deliberately  and  evolve  a  carefully  thought  out  scheme 
so  that  they  cannot,  only  say  ‘yes’,  but  do  something  definite  and 
useful. 

MR.  P.  S.  MAHOMED  :  I  withdraw  the  motion.

MR.  N.  NARAYANA  KURUP :  Sir,  I  beg  to  make  the  following 
motion  : — 

‘'To  reduce  the  allotment  of  Rs.  24,79,090  for  Buildings,  communi¬ 
cations  etc. , by  Es.  10.” 
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I  quite  see,  Sir,  that  the  P.  W.  D.  advisory  Board  will  be  con¬ 
stituted  shortly.  But,  before  the  constitution  of  the  Board  actually 
tabes  up  the  worlc  I  would  like  just  to  mention  two  urgent  needs  of  my 
constituency.  Firstly,  there  is  a  big  tank  on  the  western  side  of  the 
Amb-ilapuZlia  temple.  It  is  about  1J  furlongs  long  and  J  a  furlong 
wide. 

PRESIDENT:  The  Board  has  already  been  constituted  ;  only  this 
House  and  the  other  have  to  elect  the  members.  As  such  why  should 
the  constitution  of  the  Board  take  any  time  ?  I  should  think  that  the 
honourable  member  is  paying  a  tremendous  compliment  to  the 
P  W.  D  because  he  really  expects  that,  even  before  the  Board  is. 
constituted,  the  P.  W.  Department  can  actually  effect  the  works  he  has 
in  view. 

Mr.  N.  NARAYANA  KURUP  :  Yes  Sir,  the  Department  should  finish 
this  work  atonce.  Sir,  this  tank  was  actually  being  used  by  the  people 
as  a  bathing  tank  till  about  20  years  back.  Now  it  is  full  of  water 
plants,  which  have  become  a  breeding  ground  lor  mosquitoes.  It  is 
not  possible  for  anybody  to  have  access  to  the  water  ;  even  the  banks 
of  the  tanks  are  dirty,  and  more  or  less  inaccessible.  This  tank  is 
known  as  Puthen  kulam.  We  have  been  repeatedly  appealing  to  the 
Devaswom  Department,  to  the  P.  W.  D.,  and  also  to  the  Department 
of  Public  Health  to  see  that  this  tank  is  put  in  proper  use.  This 
particular  part  of  Ambalapuzha  is  very  thickly  inhabited,  so  that  the 
tank  in  its  present  condition  is  actually  a  source  of  danger  to  the  health 
of  the  people  of  Ambalapukha.  It  is  therefore  highly  essential  that 
the  department  should  take  up  the  work  immediately.  Secondly, 

Sir,  the  Karoo r  Village  trace  from  the  Southern  side  of  the  Sri 
Krishna  Temple,  may  be.  c  inverted  to  a  gravelled  foot  path  next  year. 
With  these  words,  I  move  the  motion. 

MR.  S.  SESHA  AlYAR  :  The  work  of  improving  this  tank  really 
belongs  to  the  Devaswom  Department.  Anyhow,  an  investigation  will 
be  made. 

MR.  NARAYANA  KURUP :  Has  the  P.  W.  D.  informally  assured 
the  representatives  of  the  people  that  this  matter  will  be  consideredV 
Mr.  S.  SESHA  AlYAR  :  I  have  already  stated,  Sir,  that  an  investi¬ 
gation  will  be  made  ;  if  possible  an  estimate  also  will  be  prepared.

HR.  T.  C.  KESAVA  PILLAI  :  I  beg  to  make  the  following  motion  : — 

To  reduce  the  allotment  of  Its  2,G3,S00  for  protective  Irrigation 
by  Be.  1. 

It  has  been  announced  that  a  committee  is  to  be  appointed  which 
will  also  investigate  irrigation  questions.  Sir,  there  is  another  com¬ 
mittee  called  the  Irrigation  Committee  which  has  jurisdiction  over  the 
area  under  the  Kodayar  scheme  It  is  therefore  highly  necessary  that 
there  should  be  some  definite  understanding  about  the  capital  schemes 
to  be  undertaken  within  that  area.  At  present  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Irrigation  Committee  extents  up  to  Parassala  ;  it  covers  the  area  under 
the  Nagercoil  P.  W.  D,  Division  Officer.  We  have  been  expecting 
large  allotments  for  capital  schemes.  Unfortunately,  several  estimates 
are  still  pending  sanction  of  Government.  We  are  thankful  to  Gov¬ 
ernment  for  sanctioning  the  investigation  of  the  Perinjani  scheme,  and 
Ohittar  scheme  and  the  Triparappu  diversion  scheme.  The  relative 
advantages  on  irrigation  schemes  in  the  place  of  the  tanku-estoration 
scheme  have  been  brought  to  the  notice  of  Government.  Within  the 
last  10  or  15  years,  we  have  had  big  capital  schemes  like  the  Neria- 
mangalam-Pallivasal  Boad  and  the  Neendakara  bridge.  I  am  sure 
that  the  moment  the  investigation  of  the  Perinjani  scheme  and  the 
Chittar  scheme  is  completed,  this  Government  will  undertake  those 
schemes  also-  as  they  have  not  got  many  other  capital  schemes  to 
work. 

So,  I  wish  just  to  draw  the  attention  of  Government  to  the  neces¬ 
sity  for  defining  the  functions  of  the  Irrigation  Committee  and  those 
of  the  other  independent  committee  that  is  now  being  constituted. 
The  present  committee  may  have  no  jurisdiction  excepting  the  con¬ 
struction  of  roads  so  far  as  the  Kodayar  Project  is  concerned.  What  I 
am  bringing  to  the  notice  of  Government  is  about  the  co- extensive 
nature  of  the  powers  of  the  two  committees  in  the  same  area.  With 
these  words- 1  move  my  motion. 

MR.  S.  SESHA  AIYAR  :  Sir,  the  Advisory  Committee  that  has  been 
constituted  wilJ  go  into  ihe  question  of  works  coming  under  the 
Keda^ar  Project  as  well  as  communication  and  irrigation  works  in 
other  parts  of  Travancore.  The  Committee  that  already  exists  in 
South  pravancore  is  being  consulted  by  the  Irrigation  Division  Officer 
and  the  Dewan  Peishkar  mainly  with  regard  to  the  distribution  of 
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water.  But  during  the  course  of  their  deliberations  they  may  also 
discuss  the  priority  of  works  that  may  be  taken  up  within  a  particular 
year  and  their  list  may  be  placed  before  the  Advisory  Committee  which 
is  going  to  do  comprehensive  work,  So,  there  will  be  no  conflict  bet- 
ween  the  two  committees 

Mr.  T,  C,  KESAVA  PILLAI :  May  I  know  which  is  more  powerful  ? 

PRESIDENT:  All  committees  depend  for  their  power  upon  the 
people  who  compose  them.  They  can  make  them  more  or  less  power¬ 
ful  as  the  case  may  be. 

MR,  T.  C.  KESAVA  PILLAI :  I  do  not  press  the  motion. 

The  motion  was,  by  leave  of  the  House,  withdrawn. 

Motion  No.  454 

MR.  C.  JEBAMONY  NADAR  :  Sir,  1  move  to  reduce  the  allotment  of 
Bs.  25,100  for  Irrigation — Capital  Accounts  .by  Be.  1,  to  discuss  the 
policy  underlying  and  the  rules  for  collection  of  water  cess  in  areas 
coming  under  the  Irrigation  Project. 

My  object  in  moving  this  token  motiou  is  to  point  out  the  defective 
nature  of  the  Tax  Ttemission  Buies.  They  make  provision  for  karivu 
and  tariau  remission.  So  far  as  karivu  remissions  are  concerned  they 
apply  to  all  parts  cf  the  State  but  tarisu  remissions  as  rules  stand  are 
meant  only  for  cer.ain  parts  of  the  State.  It  may  so  happen  that 
owing  to  wanl  of  water  or  other  causes  beyond  the  control  of  the  ryot 
he  may  not  be  able  to  cultivate  the  land.  In  such  a  case,  the  rule  says 
"  No ;  you  are  not  entitled  to  get  remission.  On  the  other  hand,  sup¬ 
posing  you  wasted  some  money  by  actually  cultivating  the  land  know-' 
ing  full  well  of  a  sure  failure  of  the  crops,  then  alone  you  are  entitled 
to  got  remission.  ”  This  aspect  was  brought  to  the  notice  of  Govern¬ 
ment  on  various  occasions.  •  The  other  day  I  pointed  out  that  for  the 
Kanni  crop  of  1114,  water  was  not  supplied  to  certain  channels  coming 
under  the  Kodayar  Project,  namely,  Colaehel,  Cheramangalam,  Muttam 
and  others  So,  people  were  not  able  to  raise  cultivation  and  they  ap¬ 
plied  for  remission.  But  they  were  told  that  because  the  Tax  Bemission 
B>ule3  did  not  contain  the  necessary  provision,  they  were  not  entitled  to 
get  the  remedy  to  which  they  were  otherwise  entitled.  That  was  the 
reply  which  I  got  from  the  Chief  Engineer.  My  submission  is  that  it 
is. really  hard  to  ask  a  ryot  to  pay  a  water  cess  of  Bs.  7  when  theGov- 
eminent  did  not  and  could  not  supply  water.  As-a  matter  of  fact,  the 
ryots  in  pnthuval  areas  have  had  to  cut  down  productive  trees-  to  bring 
the  area  under  paddy  cultivation  ;  and  thus  such  valuable  trees  as  mango 
tamaiind  and  the  jack  were  removed  years  ago.  Yet  the  Government 
continue  to  realise  tree  tax  for  these  non-existing  trees,  because  they 
were  taxed  by  the  settlement  of  10812.  In  addition  they  are  paying 
also  land  tax  treating  the  land  as  dry.  They  can  now  raise  only  paddy, 
cul  ivatlon  on  those  lands  and  no  dry  cultivation  is  possible.  The'  only 
difficult y__that  stands  m  the  way  of  Government  giving  them  remission 
is  that  the  -.tax  remission  Buies  do  not  permit  to  do  so..  This"can' be 
faetty  remedied-’  Just  attend  the  rules.  Ofcourse  Government  >9 
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exercise  of  their  power  have  been  granting  remissions  on  former  occa¬ 
sions  but  some  how  or  other  this  time  that  was  not  done  so,  for  the 
time  being,  i.  e,  until  the  rules  are  amended.  I  would  appeal  to  the 
Government  to  exercise  their  inherent  powers  under  tb  a  Revenue  Re¬ 
mission  Rules  and  remit  all  rates  for  those  areas  which  remained  fallow 
during  the  Kanni  crop  of  lilt.  I  also  urge  m  on  the  Government  to 
amend  the  Buies  in  such  a  way  so  that  tarisu  remissions  may  be  allow¬ 
ed  as  a  matter  of  right  to  all  parts  of  the  State  when  lands  remain 
fallow  because  of  causes  beyond  the  control  of  the  ryots.  With  these 
words  I  move  the  motion. 

MR.  M.  SIVATHANU  PILLAI  '•  Sir  the  remission  rules  have  got  a  very 
ancient  history.  Ever  since  the  settlement  operations  were  completed, 
there  was  a  set  of  rules  tor  remission  and  those  rules  contemplated  only 
cases  of  karivu,  where  cultivation  was  raised,  plants  grew  to  a  certain 
extent  and  for  want  of  water  they  withered  away.  Recently,  Sir,  about 
a  year  back  Government  modified  those  rules  and  included  within  their 
purview  cases  of  tarisu  as  well.  That  is  cases  of  lands  which  were  Com¬ 
pelled  to  be  left  fallow  were  brought  under  the  amended  rules.  Asa 
result  of  the  modification  of  the  rules,  the  ryots  suffered  hardship,  Be¬ 
fore  the  amendment,  by  virtue  of  the  old  rules  the  ryo:  s  had  a  right  to 
demand  of  Government  remission  of  taxes  in  oases  of  karivu.  But 
tinder  the  modified  rules  which  included  provisions  for  tarisu  also,  the 
ryots  lost  their  former  right  altogether  and  Government  said  that 
remissions  both  for  karivu  and  tarisu  were  only  a  matter  of  concession 
by  Government.  That  is,  remission  cannot  be  claimed  as  a  matter  of 
right  under  the  amended  rules.  It  was  fundamentally  wrong  on  the 
part  of  Government  to  have  taken  away  their  right. 

Mb.  M.  RAMACHANDRA  RAO  :  Has  there  been  any  instance  where 
karivu  remission  has  been  applied  for  and  refused  by  Government  ? 

Mr.  M.  SIVATHANU  PILLAI  :  Certainly  the  Government  grants  re¬ 
mission  in  oases  of  karivu.  I  am  prepared  gladly  to  concede  that  karivu 
remissions,  when  they  are  applied  for,  perhaps  with  the  help  of  the 
Proverthicare  whose  greed  is  satisfied,  are  granted  by  Government.  But 
with  regard  to  tarisu,  remission  cannot  be  claimed  as  a  matter  of  right. 
What  is  the  practical  effect  ?  In  the  old  set  of  rules,  evidently  tarisu 
could  not  have  been  contemplated  because  it  was  thought  that  the 
Kodayar  Project  could  never  fail.  Also  to  enforce  compuisory  cultiva¬ 
tion  tarisu  was  not  provided  for.  But  as  a  result  of  the  change  of 
seasons  Government*  were  convinced  that  tarisu  remissions  had  to  be 
given,  but  not  as  a  matter  of  right.  I  submit  that  the  ryot  must  be 
given  a  right  to  demand  of  the  Government  remission  of  tax,  land  tax 
and  water  cess  in  regard  to  the  Kanni  crop  of  1114.  In  regard  to  the 
Kanni  crop  of  1 1 14  in  the  Ayacut  paddy  fields  under  the  Kodayar  Pro¬ 
ject,  which  had  to  lie  fallow  people  made  representations  to  the  res¬ 
pective  pakuthi  and  taluk  cutcherries.  But  what  was  the  effect?  The 
authorities  did  not  make  any  report  about  them,  because  they  think 
that  tarisu  remissions  are  not  contemplated  by  the  rules.  The  repre¬ 
sentations -are  s- ill  there.  At  ibis  Mme  of  the  year  .it  is  not  possible  to 
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find  out  whether  those  lands  were  lying  fallow  or  not.  Government 
have  to  depend  entirely  on  the  representations  made  by  the  ryots  to  the 
authorities  concerned  and  call  for  a  report.  What  1  mean  to  say,  Sir, 
is  that  if  the  rules  arc  properly  modified  the  subordinates  will  not  have 
the  boldness  to  say  that  because  there  is  no  provision  for  tarisu  they 
will  not  make  an  enquiry.  So  it  is  highly  desirable,  that  Government 
take  the  matter  into  their  serious  consideration  and  see  whether  they 
cannot  provide  in  the  rales  for  cases  of  this  kind,  and  remit  both  water 
cess  and  land  tax.  This  is  only  a  reasonable  request.  The  ryots  could 
not  be  asked  io  cultivate  their  lands  because  there  is  no  water  with 
which  to  cultivate,  'o  it  behoves  any  Government  to  accede  to  this 
demand.  In  cases  of  tarisu  where  the  fault  could  not  be  laid  at  the 
door  of  the  ryots,  Government  must  certainly  grant  remission.

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-MR.  T.  C.  KESAVA  FI  L  LA  I  :  It  is  the  duty  of  Government  fiotn  a 
moral  view  point  that  they  should  giant  reduction  of  water  oes?  for 
areas  coming  under  the  Irrigation  Project  Just  as  a  reduction. Hits 
been  made  in  the  case  ol  land-tax  a  remission  of  tax  is  necessary  for 
lands  where  no  water  was  available  for  cultivation.  Prom  a  perusal  pf 
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the  proceedings  of  the  Assembly  as  well  as  the  old  Sri  Muiam  Popular 
Assembly,  one  could  see  that  during  certain  periods  alone,  this  conces¬ 
sion  was  asked  for  from  Government.  For  the  last  7  years,  seasons 
have  failed  and  consequently  there  was  no  water  in  the  dam.  As  a 
result  of  the  failure  of  the  rains,  lands  were  allowed  to  lie  fallow. 
There  was  also  failure  of  crops.  The  Government  were  placed  in  a 
very  difficult  situation.  Yesterday  I  had  been  to  my  constituency.  I 
found  the  poor  ryots  cultivating  their  lands  without  adeuuate  water. 
What  little  water  was  available  for  them,  Lhey  utilised  it  for  cultiva¬ 
tion.  Suppose  there  had  been  no  water  for  irrigation  facilities.  The 
people  will  have  to  depend  on  the  supply  of  rain  water  for  purposes  of 
cultivation.  It  is  in  that  attitude  the  ryots  of  those  places  utilise  the 
water  available  there  for  the  purpose  of  cultivation.  I  want  to  im¬ 
press  on  the  attention  of  Government  that  there  should  be  a  sort  of 
understanding  with  the  ryot  population  and  treat  their  grievances  with 
a  sort  of  paternal  feeling.  Otherwise,  Government  will  only  be  execut¬ 
ing  the  ryots.  We  know  the  Gazette  publications  containing  thousands 
and  thousands  of  acres  of  lands  that  are  being  auc  ioned  every  week.  The 
ryots  are  under  the  impression  that  the  representatives  of  the  people 
are  noi  voicing  for. h  their  grievances.  On  the  oilier  hand  wears 
ventilating  the.  grievances  of  the  ryots  wherever  necessary.  The  Bev- 
enue  Commissioner  is  a  sympathetic  officer  ;  but  he  is  showing  only 
lip  sympathy.  When  he  takes  the  pen  in  his  hand,  he  really  executes 
the  ryots.  That  is  what  we  actually  see.  The  Government  should  be 
pleased  to  grant  remissions  for  tharisu  as  well  as  luirim  lands  in  such 
a  way  as  to  benefit  the  ryots  Discretionary  powers  vested  in  the  re¬ 
venue  authority  should  also  be  given  to  the  P.  W.  D.  authorities. 
Both  the  P.  W.  D.  and  the  Bevenne  authorities  should  make  a  joint 
inspection  of  areas  that  are  under  lhari'U  and  karim  categories. 
There  are  also  certain  lands  which  were  converted  on '  account  of 
tharisu.  Certain  paddy  lands  were  converted  into  garden  lands  and 
they  are  now  growing  cocoanut,  mango  jack  etc.  Taxation  for  these 
is  very  high.  The  poor  ryot  who  is  not  cultivating  the  land  on  account 
of  tharisu  has  to  pay  tax  to  Government.  That  has  to  be  remedied  I 
also  want  to  urge  that  P.  W.  D.  officers  may  be  entrusted  to  see 
that  no  conversions  take  place  near  the  EraStakara  channel  which  has 
an  area  of  some  2000  acres.  In  this  connection  I  may  join  with  the 
mover  in  requesting  Government  to  revise  the  rules  for  the  collection 
of  water  cess  in  areas  coming  under  the  Irrigation  Project  and  also  to 
modify  the  Tharisu  rules  for  the  benefit  of  manamary  areas  in  Valavan- 
code  Taluk. 

Mr.  M.  RAMACHANDRA  RAO  :  Sir,  as  pointed  out  by  the  previous 
speakers  it  is  true  that  a  remission  was  granted  for  lands 
which  were  under  tharisu  and  karim.  The  Kodayar  Project  was. 
planned  with  a  view  to  provide  water  for  the  cultivation  of  a 
certain  number  of  acres.  A  certain  number  of  channels  was. also 
provided  as  feeders  for  taking  <the  water  for  distant  places.  That 
arrangement  was  a  success  for  a  good  number  of  years.  For  the  last 
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five  or  six  years  there  were  not  enough  rains  in  the  country,  Con. 
sequently,  there  was  not  enough  supply  o£  water  in  the  dam  for  irriga¬ 
ting  the  lands  under  the  Iiodayar  Project.  Such  a  State  of  affairs 
naturally  led  to  complaints  from  the  rvots.  Those  complaints  were 
only  during  the  last  five  or  six  years.  As  a  result  of  representations 
on  this  matter,  Government  were  kind  enough  to  grant  reasonable  re- 
missions  to  the  Manjinad  cultivators. 

By  reason  of  scarcity  of  waier,  certain  lands  were,  converted  into 
garden  lands  Tor  such  lands  the  rata  of  taxation  was  land  tax  plus 
seven  rupees  waier  cess  per  acre.  The  system  of  supplying  water  for 
purposes  of  irrigation  rests  with  the  P.  W.  D.  authorities  and  the 
collection  of  taxis  being  done  by  the  revenue  authorities  It  is  not 
possible  for  the  P.  W.  D.  to  say  in  what  survey  numbers  particular 
lands  lie  and  to  what  lands,  water  is  urgently  required.  They  are  only 
responsible  for  the  supply  of  water,  and  to  control  the  supply.  During 
my  last  circuit,  1  visited  the  lands  in  Neendakara  and  Cape  Comorin 
pakuthies  and  found  that  they  were  some  lands  not  fit  for  cultivation 
purposes  on  account  of  want  of  sufficient  water.  All  the  same,  I  can¬ 
not  say,  that  all  the  lands  were  in  need  of  water.  In  certain  places, 
there  was  enough  water  for  partial  cultivation,  Such,  of  the  ryots  as 
were  entitled  to  remission  under  rules  were  allowed  such  remissions. 

Regarding  the  revision  of  rules,  I  submit  that  this  very  subject 
came  up  for  discussion,  last  time.  I  said  that  the  matter  would  be 
looked  into.  Since  then,  I  got  the  rules  obtaining  in  Cochin,  Mysore 
and  Madras  in  respect  of  this  matter.  Unfortuna.ely  those  rules  do. 
not  go  farther  than  ours.  Tneir  rules  .simply  say  that  whenever, 
lands  lie  fallow,  such  lands  will  get  half  remissions.  Whereas  in  our 
place  Government  have  sanctioned  remissions  and  special  remissions 
also.  That  is  the  position  in  Travancore. 

PRESIDENT  :  The  time  allotted  for  discussion  on  the  grant  now 
elapses.  The  question  before  the  House  is  that  a  grant  of  Rs.  58,68,982 
be  made  under  Demand  XI — Public  Works  Department  including 
Water  Works  and  Drainage.

IVIr.  K.  R.  NARAYANA  AlYAR  :  Sir,  I  move  for  a  grant  of  Rs.  2,32,262 
under  Demand  XIV — Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 

Ms.  K.  DOMINIC  JOSEPH  :  Sir,  I  move  that  the  allotment  of  Rs,  3,900 
for  Director  be  reduced  by  Re.  1. 

MR.  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAl :  Sir,  on  a  point  order.  The  object 
of  the  motion  is  not  stated  by  the  mover  and  so  the  motion  is  out  of 
order. 

MR.  K.  DOMINIC  JOSEPH  :  Sir,  It  is  not  obligatory  on  any  member 
to  specify  the  object  of  his  cut  motion. 

PRESIDENT  :  It  is  an  understood  convention  to  specify  the  object 
in  moving  token  cuts  in  order  that  the  honourable  member  who  is 
in  charge  of  defending  the  grant  should  be  able  to  know  what  are  the 
attacks  which  proceed  from  the  mover  or  his  supporters.  If  it  is  a 
general  censure  on  the  whole  demand  it  is  a  different  matter.  So,  if 
the  honourable  member  intends  to  put  forward  a  specific  point  of  view, 
the  general  convention  is  that  which  is  stated. 

MR.  K.  DOMINIC  JOSEPH  :  Sir,  I  wish  to  make  my  remarks  on  the 
general  working  of  the  Department.  Sir,  it  is  very  gratifying  to  learn 
that  the  Government  has  decided  on  a  reorientation  of  their  agricul¬ 
tural  policy.  Hitherto  a  definiteness  in  the  policy  and  programme  of 
the  Department  was  conspicuous  by  its  absence.  There  has  all  along 
been  a  policy  of  drift  running  in  the  old  groove.  So  much  so,  it  was 
a  matter  of  surprise  on  the  part  of  the  people  why  such  a  Department 
should  be  carried  on  at  the  expense  of  so  much  money.  Now  a  re¬ 
vision  in  the  policy  is  contemplated.  The  question  is  what  shape  this 
policy  is  to  take.  I  submit,  Sir,  that  if  there  is  a  definite  programme 
before  the  Department  it  should  be  carried  out  to  its  very  letter. 
Some  definite  period  should  be  fixed  for  the  working  and  completion 
of  the  programme  Then  it  could  be  said  that  the  Department  has 
justified  its  existence.  Sir,  I  will  suggest  certain  objectives  to  be 
placed  before  the  Department. 

My  first  suggestion  is  that  the  Department  should  set  before  it  the 
ideal  of  achieving  self-sufficiency  in  the  matter  of  production  of  paddy. 
The  desirability  of  achieving  such  an  objective  is  beyond  dispute.  As 
to  the  method  for  carrying  it  out,  I  should  like  to  make  certain  sugges¬ 
tions.  It  can  be  achieved  by  intensive  cultivation,  and  by  extending 
the  area  of  cultivation.  I  do  not  intend  for  the  time  being  to  discuss 
about  intensive  cultivation.  As  for  the  other  viz.,  extensive  cultiva 
tion,  there  are  large  tracts  of  Swampy  lands  in  our  State  which  are  fi 
Vol.  XIV.  No.  8. 
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for  paddy  cultivation.  I  will  refer  to  the  Peermade  tiluk.  A  Com- 
mittee  was  appointed  to  enquire  into  the  possibility  and  desirability  of 
disafforesting  swampy  areas.  That  Committee  reported  in  favour  of 
disafforestation  and  registering  such  areas  in  the  name  of  the  ryots. 
In  the  Vandan  Metu  pakuthy  in  that  taluk  there  are  large  tracts  of 
swampy  areas.  There  is  the  Anakara  Kandom  and  Raja  Kandom 
which  are  extensive  in  areas-  These  areas  can  be  disafforested  and 
made  fit  for  cultivation  without  prejudice  to  the  Forest  Department  as 
the  lands  there  are  devoid  of  timber.  There  would  not  be  any 
practical  difficulty  for  the  Forest  Department . 

Mr.  M.  RAMACHANDRA  RAO:  Sir  a  word  of  explanation.  The 
honourable  member  may  be  informed  that  800  acres  of  Anakara 
Kandom  has  been . 

PRESIDENT:  Order,  Order.  Have  orders  been  passed  on  that  ? 

Mr.  M.  RAMACHANDRA  RAO  :  No  Sir. 

MR.  KAINIKKAR A  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI :  On  a  point  of  order  Sir. 
Is  it  not  a  confidential  matter  ? 

PRESIDENT  :  Until  orders  are  passed  it  is  confidential. 

MR.  K.  DOMINIC  JOSEPH  :  Sir,  it  may  be  asked  whether  the  paddy 
cultivation  in  such  swampy  areas  is  a  practical  proposition.  Certain 
registry  holders  have  cultivated  paddy  in  these  areas  with  conspicuous 
success".  Therefore,  any  attempt  on  a  large  scale  to  cultivate  these 
swampy  areas  may  be  looked  up  to  with  encouragement  and  that  will 
solve  the  question  of  paddy  production  in  Travancore. 

My  second  submission  is  that  the  Department  should  direct  its 
attention  in  introducing  new  commercial  crops  suitable  for  Travaucore 
which  will  increase  the  wealth  of  the  people.  For  example,  I  will 
suggest  that  the  planting  of  cinchona  and  Tungoil  and  walila  which  are 
suitable  for  the  making  of  varnish  wattle  used  for  tanning  purposes  and 
cloves  and  such  other  plants  suitable  for  Travancore  Sub- Tropical 
climate  should  be  introduced.  Now  the  Department  is  conducting 
several  demonstration  farms  like  the  pepper  farm  at  Konni.  From 
time  immemorial  the  people  of  Travancore  were  engaged  in  the  culti¬ 
vation  of  pepper  and  as  such  no  special  instructions  are  needed  from 
the  hands  of  the  Department  to  the  cultivators  of  pepper ;  and  the 
Demonstration  Farm  at  Konni  has  not  given  anything  useful  to  the 
people  in  the  matter  of  pepper  cultivation.  And  the  Administration 
Report  of  the  Agricultural  Department  shows  that  the  expense  needed 
for  maintaining  the  pepper  farm  is  much  more  than  the  income  derived 
from  it.  So,  my  submission  is  that  they  should  start  demonstration 
farms  in  respect  of  new  crops  that  are  suitable  for  being  introduced 

My  third  submission  is  that  definite  steps  should  be  taken  to 
eradicate  the  pests  that  damage  several  crops.  For  cardamoms  there 
ts  a  devastating  pest  called  ‘Thrips’  which  is  causing  much  damage  to 
jhe  crops.  My  submission  is  that  to  solve  this  problem  of  pests 
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research  stations  should  be  established  at  the  planting  centres  and 
demonstrate  to  the  people  the  use  of  suitable  remedies  so  that  they 
may  be  benefited.  It  is  suggested  that  Nicotine  is  a  remedy  to  the 
above-said  pests ;  but  it  is  subjected  to  import  duty  and  as  such  it  is 
very  difficult  for  the  cultivators  to  get  it.  Therefore  the  import  duty 
on  it  may  be  abolished  so  that  the  planters  could  obtain  it  in  large 
quantities.  In  the  matter  of  investigation  regarding  these  pests,  the 
planting  interests  will  not  mind  the  imposition  of  a  cess  so  that  out 
of  the  funds  realised,  the  experiments  may  be  conducted  at  the  plan¬ 
ting  centres  and  the  people  may  be  benefited  thereby.  Therefore  my 
submission  is  that  the  department  should  set  before  it  certain  objectives 
and  concentrate  its  whole  energy  to  achieve  these  objects.  If  this  is 
done  then  it  can  bo  said  that  the  department  deserves  its  existence. 
With  these  words  I  move  the  motion. 

Mr.  M.  L.  JANARDANAN  PllLAI :  Sir,  it  was  indeed  a  relief  for  the 
people  of  the  country  to  be  told  by  the  Dewan  President  that  the  De¬ 
partment  of  Agriculture  so  far  has  inot  been  satisfactorily  working  to 
the  extent  to  which  it  was  expected  from  it,  and  that  therefore  a  re- 
orienation  is  under  consideration.  I  have  been  thinking  over  the 
matter  and  I  felt  that  it  was  a  tragedy  that  the  present  Director  of 
Agr.culture  «hou!d  have  had  an  unfortunate  legacy,  of  bad  work  that 
had  been  done  probably  from  the  very  inception  of  the  Department  be- 
ing  carried  on  to  this  day.  For  that  he  is  not  responsible  nor  it  ii  yet 
time  to  make  it  possible  for  us  to  say  whether  he  will  be  able  to  im¬ 
prove  it  or.  not.  Whether  he  is  responsible  or  not  it  is  the  duty  of  this 
House  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  the  Government  the  fact  that  the 
Agricultural  Department  has  not  been  productive  of  such  good  results 
as  we  have  always  been  expecting  from  it.  In  this  connection  I  am 
inclined  to  compare  it  to  the  case  of  a  Firm  which  had  terrible  over¬ 
head  charges  to  pay.  Those  who  were  in  oharge  of  the  Firm  were 
gone  and  the  subsequent  Manager  found  it  absolutely  difficult  to  shake 
himself  off  or  to  improve  the  position.  Well,  nevertheless,  that  ex¬ 
actly  is  the  position  of  the  Agricultural  Department  now.  As  in  the 
case  of  so  many  other  departments  in  the  State  this  also  has  the  luxury 
of  having  a  number  of  subordinate  offices  as  appendages  of  a  big  para- 
phernalia  which  is  certaintly  necessary  for  a  big  State.  Here  also  we 
are  following  what  is  done  in  the  outside  world.  We  have  not  yet 
adopted  a  consistent  policy  with  regard  to  the  work  of  this  Department. 
Une  of  the  former  heads  of  the  Department  thought  it  good  to  supply 
manure  free  of  cost  to  the  ordinary  ryots.  Some  other  man  took  it 
into  his  head  to  stop  this  practice.  It  was  also  thought  that  We  must 
have  fruit  farms  and  as  a  result  a  fruit  farm  w»s  opened  at  the  Cape. 
If  this  scheme  of  opening  a  fruit  farm  at  Cape  was  considered  in  its 
commercial  aspect  before  it  was  started  they  would  have  realised  that 
it  would  surely  fail  as  has  been  proved  to  be  the  case  now.  Inspectors 
were  appointed  in  different  parts  of  the  country  under  this  Department. 
And  those  Inspectors  go  to  the  different  parts  of  the  country  and  make 
speeches  on  the  advantages  of  using  particular  seeds  selected  by  them 
and  particular  manures,  but  the  speeches  so  far,  have  not  produced 
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any  good  effect,  or  any  special  advantage.  It  never  appeared  to  have 
occurred  to  the  Agricultural  Department  that,  they  should  work  on  a 
scientific  and  commercial  minded  manner.  For  instance,  it  would  hive 
been  easy  for  the  Government  to  get  much  better  sales  of  the  Mannan 
Kandom  lands  if  they  were  to  publish  for  the  information  of  the  Public 
the  extent  of  the  lands  'available  for  particular  cultivations  suited  to 
tb.8  soil  and  all  other  informations,  relating  to  crops  that  could  be 
raised,  transport  facilities  and  all  other  particulars.  None  of  the  in¬ 
formation  was  forthcoming.  It  should  have  been  the  duty  of  the 
Agricultural  Department  to  publish  those  particulars.  In  a  matter 
like  this  there  must  be  sufficient  co-operation  between  the  Agricultural 
and  Revenue  Departments.  If  such  a  co-operation  had  existed  that 
information  would  have  been  given  to  the  public  with  the  result  that 
commercialy  minded  agriculturists  and  other  commercial  men  who 
desired  get  into  the  profession  of  agriculture  would  have  thought  of 
investing  their  money  in  these  lands.  Instances  are  not  wanting 
to  show  that  these  officers  who  tour  all  over  the  country  for  the  sake  of 
T.  A.,  are  doing  little  in  the  form  of  assistance  to  the  agriculturists. 

With  regard  to  the  condition  of  our  cattle  the  quality  of  the  stock 
of  our  cattle  is  readily  deteriorating  and  they  are  going  down  in  num¬ 
bers  year  after  year.  For  finding  out  a  remedy  for  this  nothing  sub¬ 
stantial  seems  to  have  been  done  by  the  Department  or  the  Govern¬ 
ment.  It  may  be  said  that  the  Government  are  taking  themselves  on 
to  the  programme  of  work  adopted  by  the  Government  of  India  on  a 
much  larger  scale.  But  all  the  same  nothing  has  been  done  so  far  by 
Government  in  this  direction.  As  I  said  already,  the  Department  has 
been  functioning  in  the  State  not  for  one  year,  two  years  or  three 
years  bat  for  several  years  and  it  is  time  both  for  the  public  and  the 
Government  to  realise  that  something  is  rotten  in  the  very  system  it¬ 
self  and  that  it  needs  an  immediate  cure.  Sir,  it  is  the  first  time  in 
the  history  of  the  State  for  the  Government  themselves  to  have  had 
the  courage  to  come  forward  and  say  that  '  here  is  something  wrong 
which  we  will  try  to  improve.’  With  this  policy  in  view  and  with  this 
amount  to  be  voted  upon  by  us  let  us  hope  that  something  on  the  lines 
of  modern  and  scientific  agriculture  will  be  taken  up  by  the  people  of 
this  country  as  a  result  of  the  new  and  energetic  activities  of  the  Agri¬ 
cultural  Department  during  the  coming  year.  What  I  mean  is  that 
an  opportunity  should  be  given  to  the  Director  of  Agriculture  on  the 
distinct  understanding  that  the  Director  will  be  able  to  show  substan¬ 
tial  results  during  the  next  year.  On  the  other  hand  if  there  be  no 
improvement  in  the  working  of  the  Department,  inspite  of  all  these 
suggestions  of  the  House,  the  sooner  it  is  ended  the  better. 

MR.  P.  SIVARAMA  PILLAI :  Gn  supporting  the  motion  before  the 
House,  I  would  just  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  Government  a  few  facts. 
Last  year  when  I  was  moving  a  similar  token  motion  I  had  suggested 
that  certain  improvements  should  be  made  in  the  research  section  of  the 
department.  I  particularly  stressed  the  fact  that  the  variety  of  sugarcane 
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cultivated  here  should  he  improved  and  more  useful  research  work 
should  be  carried  on  in  that  direction.  It  should  be  investigated 
whether  more  varieties  of  commercial  crops  cannot  be  introduced  in 
our  country. 

From  the  Civil  List  I  understand  that  an  officer  by  designation 
Plant  Pathologist  was  appointed  on  a  high  salary  two  years  back. 
And  I  learn  that  he  is  carrying  on  researches  with  the  help  of  the  Im¬ 
perial  Council  of  Agricultural  Research.  Sir,  it  is  a  fact  to  be  taken 
notice  of  that  for  the  last  3  or  4  years  the  cocoanut  trees  of  our  coun¬ 
try  particularly  in  the  hilly  parts  of  Minachil  and  Todupuzha  are  suf¬ 
fering  from  some  pests.  ,  I  gave  the  information  to  the  respective 
Inspectors  of  Agriculture  in  Minachil  and  Thodupuzha  of  this  but  I 
don’t  know  how  far  they  have  been  able  to  enquire  into  and  report  the 
matter  to  Government  and  to  find  out  some  suitable  remedy  for  this. 
I  should  like  to  know  whether  the  Plant  Pathologist  has  gone  to  the 
spot  and  inspected  the  disease  and  whether  he  has  found  out  a  remedy 
for  the  same.

I  want  to  know  from 
Government  whether  these  people  are  doing  anything  for  the  improve¬ 
ment  of  agriculture  in  our  land.  With  these  words  I  support  the 
motion.

Mr.  KAINIKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  :  Sir,  1  wish  to  offer  a  few 
remarks  on  the  motion  before  the  House. 

In  this  meeting  of  the  Assembly,  the  Agricultural  Department  is 
the  one  department  which  has  come  up  for  the  greatest  amount  of 
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condemnation  and  criticism.  Thd  administrative  head  himself  was 
unsparing,  and  we  too  have  been  so.  I  do  not  think  even  now  that  I 
can  withdraw  the  remarks  I  offered  during  the  genera!  discussion  of 
the  budget.  The  Agricultural  Director  might  tell  us,  and  tell  us 
honestly,  of  the  different  achievements  of  his  department.  Sir,  I  am 
reminded  in  this  connection  of  a  certain  definition  of  education.  A 
certain  gentleman  has  defined  education  as  “the  difference  between  the 
educated  and  the  uneducated  man.”  It  may  not  satisfy  the  scientific 
requisites  of  definitions;  but  it  satisfies  common  sense.  So  also  when 
we  judge  the  success  of  our  Agricultural  Department  by  a  similar 
practical  test  which  any  layman  would  apply  to  it,  considering  the 
present  condition  of  agriculture  and  what  it  was  when  it  was  first 
organised,  we  must  say  that  the  department  has  not  succeeded.  As  we 
are  now  at  the  demand  for  the  department  I  think  I  might  go  into  the 
question  in  greater  detail 

Now,  Sir,  why  has  the  department,  failed  ?  The  first  Director  of 
Agriculture  in  Travancore  was  Dr.  Kunjan  Pillai,  one  of  the  most 
efficient  officers  we  ever  had,  one  of  the  best  intellects  we  ever  had. 
He  entered  the  office  of  the  Agricultural  Direciorship  with  unexampled 
enthusiasm.  Recalling  my  experience  as  a  child,  I  can  clearly  remem¬ 
ber  the  most  enthusiastic  propaganda  that  he  carried  on  throughout 
the  length  and  breadth  of  the  country  at  that  time.  I  do  not  believe 
that-  any  department  or  any  branch  of  Government  has  carried  out  any 
propaganda  more  efficiently,  more  thoroughly  and  more  usefully.  The 
agriculturists  also  were  impressed  by  the  propaganda.  Various  centres 
actually  took  up  various  kinds  of  new  cultivation.  Various  experiments 
were  undertaken  with  varying  degrees  of  success.  But  such  an 
enthusiastic  beginning  died  out  imperceptibly.  Why'?  Various  schemes 
submitted  by  the  Director  of  Agriculture  were  disallowed  by  Govern¬ 
ment  or  disregarded.  Gradually  the  Agricultural  Department  and  its 
head  receded  into  comparative  inactivity  and  came  to  be  forgotten  by 
the  public.  By  some  fortunate  horoscopic  change,  the  Director’  came 
once  again  into  the  limelight  and  towards  the  close  of  his  official  career 
his  best  services  were  made  available  in  other  spheres  of  activities. 
But  Sir,  the  Agricultural  Department  itself  continued  to  lie  what 

Now,  again  we  have  another  person  as  Director  of  Agriculture  who 
is  also  very  enthusiastic  and  has  in  view  certain  schemes.  But  if  the 
Government  could  pour  cold  water  on  an  imlefatiguable  enthusiast 
like  Dr.  Kunjan  PiUai  and  drive  him  out  disheartened,  I  believe  much 
more  easily  Government  can  cool  down  the  enthusiasm  of  Mr.  Narayana 
Iyer.  If  the  Travancore  Agricultural  Department  has  failed  I  would 
place  the  responsibility  not  so  much  upon  the  department  or  upon 
any  of  its  officers,  as  upon  the  successive  administrative  heads  in  the 
State. 

From  the  speech  you  made  at  the  joined  session,  Sir,  we  find  you 
have  taken  up  this  problem  in  earnestness.  We  have  a  Director  of 
Agriculture  now  who  is  also  very  earnest  about  his  work.  And  there¬ 
fore  we  hope  that  the  results  of  the  work  of  the  department  in  future 
will  be  something  different  from  what  we  have  had  till  now- 
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The  other  day  af  1  er  my  speech  during  the  general  discussion  of 
the  budget  I  met  Mr.  Narayana  Iyer  and  had  a  five  minutes’  talk  with 
him.  I  asked  him  why  it  was  not  possible  to  start  a  colony  as  I  had 
suggested.  He  told  me  that  the  main  difficulty  was  in  getting  proper 
lands.  There  comes  the  question  of  co  operation  of  the  Forest  Depart, 
ruent  or  the  Land  Beventie  Department,  with  the  Agricultural  Depart¬ 
ment.  In  various  ways  the  co-operation  of  the  Irrigation  Department  is 
also  absolutely  necessary  for  the  Agricultural  Department.  Every  year 
we  have  been  'hearing  complaints  in  this  House  about  the  tanks  in 
South  Travaneore  being  sold  away  in  auction  to  private  individuals  or 
not  being  kept  in  proper  repair.  In  Kuttanad  also  we  find  the  same 
difficulty  in  the  case  of  canals.  The  Minor  Irrigation  Committee  has 
put  it  in  a  most  telling  expression  namelyithafc  the  land  owners  in 
Kuttanad  are  prompted  by  “suicidal  selfishness"  when  they  encroach 
upon  canals  and  prevent  the  free  flow  of  water.  Therefore,  Sir  with¬ 
out  the  hearty  cooperation  of  the  Irrigation  Department  it  will  be 
impossible  for  the  Agricultural  Department  effectively  to  carry  out  any 
of  its  programmes.  In  regard  to  manure,  Sir,  there  again  they  require 
the  co-operation  of  the  Forest  Department  as  also,  of  the  Fisheries 
Department.  All  these  departments  must  co-operate  with  each  other 
and  co-ordinate  their  activities.  Such  co-operation  is  a  matter  which 
can  be  achieved  only  by  Government  as  such  and  not  by  any  of  these 
departments.  After  effecting  such  co-operation  and  co-ordination  a 
definite  line  of  action  must  be  chalked  out  for  the  Agricultural  Depart- 
ment  to  follow.  Has  it  ever  be  deen  done  ?  I  ask.  Government 
must  go  into  the  question  not  piecemeal,  department  by  department, 
but  on  general  lines  for  the  development  of  the  country.  The  Develop¬ 
ment  departments  must  have  a  first  rate  officer  at  their  head  so  that 
all  of  them  would  be  brought  together  aud  their  activities  correlated, 
And  then  the  Agricultural  Department  must  be  asked  to  follow  a 
definite  line  of  action, 

Mr.  N.  NARAYANA  KURUP  :  I  also  wish  to  make  some  observations 
on  this  motion. 

The  Agricultural  Department  must  work  with  a  definite  construc¬ 
tive  programme.  In  my  speech  during  the  general  discussion  of  the 
budget,  I  pointed  out  that  our  State  is  composed  of  about  480  villages 
and  that  if  only  every  one  of  those  villages  would  be  made  self- 
sufficient  and  self-contained,  our  State  would  be  happy  and  prosperous. 
That  work  of  making  our  villages  self-contained  aud  self-sufficient 
should  be  entrusted  to  the  Agricultural  Department. 

The  Government  should  be  willing'  to  spend  lavishly  on  rural 
reconstruction.  Instead  of  spending  heavily  on  Town-planing/a  large 
amount,  not  less  than  2  lakhs  of  rupees  should  be  budgetted  every 
year  for  rural  reconstruction.  If  all  the  villages  are  improved,  in  no 
matter  of  cultivation,  means  of  communication,  medical  aid  and 
sanitary  aid  and  so  on,  all  will  be  happy  and  our  State  will  he  the 
ideal  State.

VOTING  OP  DEMANDS  FOR  GRANTS  (contd,) 


DEMAND  XIV — AGRICULTURE  AND  FISHERIES.  ( OOlltd .) 

Motion  No.  539.  ( aontd.)\ 

PRESIDENT  :  Mr.  N.  Narayana  Kurup  was  on  his  legs  when  t'na 
House  adjourned  yesterday. 

MR.  N.  NARAYANA  KURUP  (Amhalapuzha  cum  Shcrtala)  :  I  was 
submitting  yesterday  that  the  motto  of  the  Agricultural  Department 
must  be  the  general  welfare  and  progress  of  the  agriculturists  in  all 
directions.  Instead  of  supplying  Guini,  grass  and  Napier  grass  and 
maintaining  some  agricultural  farms  and  also  giving  grants  to  seed 
balls,  the  Agricultural  Department  should  have  a  definite  programme 
for  rural  reconstruction.  I  may  suggest  that  this  Department  can  be  of 
very  great  use  to  the  agricultural  people  in  general  in  several  ways. 
Even  in  the  matter  of  tax  they  can  help  other  Departments  in  this 
way.  Suppose  the.  tax  of  a  particular  area  is  very  excessive  and  is 
disproportionate  to  the  paying  capacity  of  that  particular  place.  Then 
the  Agricultural  Department  which  knows  better,  the  yielding  capacity 
and  the  nature  of  the  sand  in  that  particular  locality,  can  find  out  the 
rate  of  tax  that  can  be  assessed  and  can  recommend  either  to  the  Land 
Revenue  Department  or  the  Government  that  such  a  hoavy  rate  is 
excessive  and  that  the  people  find  it  difficult  to  pay  such  tax.  In  that 
way  they  can  be  of  help  to  the  Agricultural  Department.  I  may  illus¬ 
trate  an  instance  in  Kuttanad.  This  House  knows  that  KuHaDad  com¬ 
prises  of  Kandukrishi  lands.  Unfortunately  due  to  the  increase  of 
population  and  want  of  land,  people  have  encroached  upon  Kandukrishi 
lands  and  made  certain  improvements.  Now  the  Land  Revenue  De¬ 
partment  takes  it  into  its  head  to  realise  a  penalty  tax  of  5  times  and  a 
multi  penalty  tax  now.  Perhaps  the  im [movement,  might  itself  he  not 
worth  the  value  of  tax  to  be  paid.  If  the  Agricultural  Department  is 
really  to  help  the  agricultural  people  as  a  whole  that  Department  can 
recommend  to  Government  that  this  lax  is  very  high  and  unjust  and 
that  people  are  unable  to  pay  such  tax.  In  this  particular  case  I  can 
suggest  to  the  Agricultural  Department  to  look  to  the  welfare  of  the 
agricultural  classes  as  a  whole  in  taking  the  rural  reconstruction  as  the 
programme  of  the  Department.  Further,  the  Agricultural  Department 
can  take  the  village  as  a  unit  and  find  out  suitable  variety  of  crops  to  be 
cultivated  there.  In  addition  to  that  the  Department  should  find  out 
the  suitable  cottage  industry  to  that  village  and  teach  them,  just  to 
increase  the  income  of  the  villagers  and  if  necessary,  recommend  for 
industrial  loans  to  the  poor  people  of  the  locality  so  that  they  may  earn 
their  livelihood  by  industrial  pursuits  as  well.  Even  though  there  are 
several  departments  for  respective  works,  I  am  of  opinion  that  the 
Agricultural  Department  must  be  the  medium  through  which  the  agri¬ 
cultural  classes  should  get  help  for  their  welfare  and  progress. 

I  will  make  one  or  two  suggestions  for  the  improvement  of  the 
Agricultural  Department  as  it  exists  now.  All  the  unnecessary  append¬ 
ages  should  be  stopped.  I  may  refer  to  the  agricultural  farm  in 
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Alleppey.  It  was  started  when  there  was  real  necessity  for  an  ex¬ 
perimental  farm  like  that.  From  the  Administration  Report  this  House 
can  know  that  the  average  yielding  capacity  is  Bs.  200  per  annum, 
while  the  annual  expenditure  comes  to  Bs.  400.  Therefore  the  Farm 
is  run  at  a  loss  of  Bs.  200  per  year.  All  the  adjacent  lands  are  yielding 
well  and  there  is  no  necessity  for  such  a  farm.  If  the  farm  is  divided 
into  small  blocks  and  sold,  Government  can  realise  a  sum  not  less  than 
Bs.  20,000.  Therefore  instead  of  meeting  a  recurring  loss  of  Rs.  200 
per  annum.  Government  can  gain  an  equal  amount  as  interest  if  the 
sale  amount  is  invested  at  1  per  cent,  interest;  or  the  jvhole  amount 
can  be  utilised  for  other  agricultural  purposes  if  the  farm  is  stopped, 
There  are  ever-so-many  other  farms  which  are  run  at  a  loss  to  Govern¬ 
ment.  I  would  submit  that  the  Department  should  take  care  to  stop 
all  unnecessary  appendages  now  existing. 

With  regard  to  the  veterinary  aid  to  the  agricultural  classes  as  a 
whole  I  may  inform  this  House  that  due  to  the  absence  of  a  veterinary 
hospital  in  the  water  logged  areas  of  Kuttanad,  several  cattle  which  are  . 
supposed  to  be  the  actual  wealth  of  the  agricultural  classes,  meet  with 
untimely  death.  There  is  only  one  Veterinary  Doctor  at  Alleppey 
whom  we  have  to  approach.  It  is  unfortunate  that  he  is  appointed  for 
3  taluks;  Shertalai,  Ambalapuzha  and  Vaicome.  He  has  to  make  his 
travel  for  not  less  than  10  days  per  month.  If  a  cattle  is  taken  to 
Alleppey  on  a  particular  day  the  doctor  may  not  be  there,  People  have 
to  take  cattle  to  Alleppey  from  long  distances  of  18  to  20  miles.  So, 
practically,  there  is  no  use  of  a  hospital  like  that.  The  Director  must 
take  particular  care  in  starting  Veterinary  Hospitals  in  the  central  places 
of  Kuttanad  so  that  agricultural  classes  maybe  benefited  by  such  an 
arrangement.  II  it  is  possible,  I  would  suggest  the  introduction  of  mov¬ 
ing  Veterinary  Dispensaries  in  motor  boats  touching  all  the  important 
water-logged  areas  in  Kuttanad.  That  will  be  of  very  great  help  to  the 
agricultural  classes.  It  may  not  cost  very  much  to  the  Government.  Of 
course,  for  construction  of  the  boat  it  may  cost  about  Bs.  3000  and 
recurring  expenditure  may  not  be  more  than  Bs.  1000  for  medicine. 
Such  a  scheme  will  be  of  very  great  help  to  the  agricultural  classes. 
With  these  observations  I  move  ths  motion  for  the  acceptance  of  the 
House. 

MR.  P.  KUNJUKR1SHNAN  (Quilon  cum  Kotiarahara)  ;  I  rise  to  make 
a  few  observations  on  this  motion.  We  heard  yesterday  a  good  deal  of 
arguments  for  stopping  this  department  altogether.  I  may  suggest 
that  before  stopping  this  department  and  before  taking  such  a  drastic 
step  it  is  for  the  House  to  see  whether  it  will  be  possible  to  try  to  mend 
matters  from  what  we  have  at  present.  We  have  now  a  head  of  the 
Department  well  meaning,  and  enthusiastic  and  he  has  given  us  pro¬ 
mise  that  he  will  leave  no  stone  unturned  in  seeing  that  the  Department 
serves  the  actual  needs  of  the  people  and  that  it  justifies  its  existence. 
We  have  instances  in  European  countries,  in  Japan  and  America 
Where  agriculture  is  taken  to  by  the  people  and '  by  the  Department  on 
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an  intensive  scale  so  that  agriculture,  to  speak  in  general,  has  become 
profitable  in  those  countries.  The  advancement  of  science  has  added 
much  to  this.  Can  we  not  try  to  see  whether  we  can  learn  anything 
from  those  countries.  We  know  that  in  countries  like  Japan  and 
America  by  the  help  of  science  people  are  able  to  produce  30  to  50 
‘rreni’of  products  while  we  are  producing  5  and  6  ‘meni’  in  large 
majority  of  cases.  If  it  is  possible  in  those  countries  to  carry  on  agri¬ 
culture  on  such  profitable  lines,  it  is  up  to  us  to  see  whether  we  can  do 
the  same  here  also. 

Speaking  about  the  Agricultural  Department,  to  me,  it  appears 
that  the  whole  question  in  complex  and  difficult.  It  is  not  to  be  talkrd 
of  so  lightly  as  it  was  talked  of  by  many,  The  entire  State  has  to  he 
taken  into  consideration.  Travancore  is  different  from  many  other 
countries,  It  is  an  agricultural  country.  Agriculture  is  not  a  side  in¬ 
dustry  in  Travancore.  It  is  the  mainstay  of  the  people  and  the  entire 
question  of  poverty,  disease,  the  wealth  of  the  country,  the  produce  of 
the  nation,  all  things  come  up  here.  The  whole  question  of  nation 
building  comes  in.  The  Agricultural  Department  is  entrusted  to  look 
after  the  welfare  of  the  50  or  60  lakhs  of  people  inhabiting  in  the  land 
in  their  manifold  activities  in  supporting  themselves.  So  the  Agricul¬ 
tural  Department  cannot  be  viewed  apart  from  its  nation  building  pro¬ 
gramme.  The  entire  question  of  the  reconstruction  of  the  nation  on 
agricultural  lines  comes  in  ;  all  industrial  and  other  side  businesses  have 
to  be  taken  along  with  this.  Hence  my  submission  is  that  if  we  do 
away  with  the  Agricultural  Department  it  would  not  improve  matters. 
What  appears  to  me  to  he  lacking  is  fund  and  the  hearty  co-operation 
of  the  Government.  Government  itself  with  the  assistance  of  this 
Department  may  launch  on  an  active  and  intensive  nation  building 
programme.  This  is  the  Department  towards  which  the  people  look 
forward  for  help  and  assistance.  It  may  be  that  it  does  not  serve  up 
to  the  standard  to  which  it  is  expected-  I  submit  that  it  is  not  entirely 
due  to  the  fault  of  the  Department  or  the  fault  of  the  former  Director 
or  the  present  Director.  It  is  because  the  whole  question  is  so  complex 
and  so  tough.  With  the  aid  and  active  support  of  the  Government  an 
entire  nation  building  programme  has  to  be  brought  about  so  that  in 
future  we  may  have  progress  instead  of  chocking  in  this  direction.  But 
I  do  not  mean  by  this  that  the  Department  has  justified  its  existence  so 
far.  We  know  that  by  way  of  stopping  the  pest  on  coeoanut  trees 
nothing  has  been  done  so  far.  In  the  matter  of  intensive  cultivation  of 
paddy  and  other  kinds  of  useful  products  nothing  has  been  done 
effectively.  We  know  that  year  after  year  we  are  importing  rice  which 
is  the  staple  food  of  the  country  from  outside  for  crores  of  rupees.  In 
1113  we  imported  rice  to  the  value  of  over  2  crores  and  40  lakhs  of 
rupees.  This  is  in  excess  of  what  we  imported  in  1112  to  the  value  of 
22  lakhs  of  rupees.  Supposing  a  world  war  breaks  out  where  are  we 
to  go  in  for  our  staple  food  ?  Another  point  to  be  considered  is  that  by 
this  import  of  rice  and  by  ourselves  depending  on  foreign  rice  we  are 
draining  our  resources  year  after  year.  Is  it  not  high  time  for  the  head 
of  the  Department  to  see  that  the  people  are  not  to  starve  and  our  re¬ 
sources  drained  in  this  manner.  The  Agricultural  Department  can  do 
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much  with  the  help  of  the  Government  if  the  Government  are  really 
serious  over  the  question.  Again,  the  Department  can  introduce  com¬ 
mercial  crops  such  as  soya  bean,  sugarcane  &e.  They  can  grow  fruit 
trees  and  give  example  to  people.  They  can  see  that  their  marketing 
officers  do  substantial  work  for  the,  benefit  of  the  agricultural  popula¬ 
tion.  They  can  see  that  the  Plant  Pathologist  does  not  sit  quiet  with¬ 
out  justifying  the  high  salary  that  he  receives. 

There  is  another  important  point  also  to  be  considered.  I  would 
draw  the  attention  of  the  Government  and  the  Department  to  the 
necessity  of  active  propaganda  throughout  the  country.  The  Depart¬ 
ment  is  lacking  in  active  propaganda  in  rural  parts  where  it  is  most 
needed.  People  in  rural  parts,  a  vast  majority  of  them  do  not  know 
what  the  Agricultural  Department  does.  They  are  least  benefited  by 
propaganda  which  is  so  much  valued  in  other  civilised  countries.  I  am 
sure  Sir,  that  much  can  be  done  towards  improving  the  agricultural 
prospects  of  our  land. 

I  may- now  turn  to  the  question  of  the  coconut  industry  of  our  land. 
Every  man  in  our  country  is  a  coconut  producer  and  I  am  sure  that  if 
this  vital  question  is  taken  up  by  the  Government  and  if  the  influence 
and  force  of  the  present  administration  are  brought  to  bear  on  the  res¬ 
pective  Governments  concerned  I  think  that  this  all  important  question 
can  be  solved  to  the  satisfaction  and  relief  of  our  agriculturists.  With 
these  words  I  support  the  motion. 

Mr.  KANNANTHODATH  JANARDANAN  NAIR  :  Sir,  I  support  the  motion. 
Because  much  has  been  said  about  the  agricultural  activities  of  this 
Department  I  want  to  say  something  about  the  fisheries.  Our  country 
is  one  which  imports  paddy  to  the  value  of  about  4  crores  of  rupees.  If 
the  Fisheries  Department  could  improve  the  industry  it  may  be  possible 
for  us  to  export  fish  to  the  same  value  or  even  more.  The  extend  of  our 
country  is  about  1/20  of  Germany  but  the  production  of  fish  comes  to  1 
of  what  Germany  produces.  Even  though  Bombay  and  Madras  possess 
coasts,  ten  times  longer  Travancore  produces  fish  which  is  about  1/3  of 
what  Bombay  produces  or  ^  of  what  Madras  produces.  Out  of  the  total 
population  of  200000  of  fishermen  nearly  35,000  are  engaged  directly  or 
indirectly  in  the  industry.  The  total  amount  of  our  annual  catch  is 
Bs.  125  lakhs  i.  e.  Ks.  370  per  head  of  the  population  engaged  in  the 
industry.  The  value  of  our  export  of  fish  comes  to  about  40  lakhs  of 
rupees.  Sir,  what  I,  submit  is  that  it  is  capable  of  unlimited  expansion 
since  the  whole  world  is  our  market  of  this  industry. 

Two  of  the  most  inconvenient  features  are  the  quickly  deteriora¬ 
ting  nature  of  fish  and  the  enormous  changes  in  the  amounts  of  catch 
from  season  to  season.  Fish  in  the  abundant  season  is  cheap  but  it 
cannot  be  dried  in  the  sun  as  that  season  is  often  rainy.  Now  we  have 
to  consider  two  important  factors  in  connection  with  the  expansion  of 
this  trade.  Firstly  we  must  find  out  ways  and  means  to  increase  the 
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production  and  secondly  we  must  find  out  suitable  markets  outside  to 
sell  the  commodity.  We  must  bo  abio  :o  stock  and  keep  fresh  the  fish 
caught  by  the  people.  Caning  and  cold  storage  are  the  only  systems 
which  can  help  those  people.  Then  Government  should  explore  all 
outside  markets  which  would  fetch  better  prices.  At  present  our  mar¬ 
kets  are  the  Tamil  Districts  in  British  India,  the  Island  of  Ceylon 
Federated  Malay  States,  and  Burma.  As  far  as  the  trade  is  concerned, 
now  it  is  absolutely  in  the  hands  of  a  few  rich  merchants  who  have 
formed  themselves  into  a  powerful  combine  and  reduced  the  trade  to 
mere  speculation.  Sir,  the  poor  catcher  and  the  distributor  are  like 
heavy  losers  in  the  business.  About  35,000  of  these  catchers  get  only 
that  much  is  enough  to  keep  them  from  starvation.  Then  again,  there 
is  the  question  of  deep-sea  fishing  which  is  unknown  in  Travanoore  at 
present.  If  it  is  introduced.  I  am  sure  it  will  raise  the  yield  consider¬ 
ably.  As  in  Japan  fish  farms  should  also  be  tried  here.  I  am  sure.  Sir, 
if  sponge  is  transplanted  on  our  coast  either  from  the  Mediterranean  or 
elsewhere  we  could  get  markets  for  that  since  it  is  in  constant  demand. 
In  Japan  and  other  countries  there  are  trade  associations,  fishery  cham¬ 
bers  and  other  marketing  facilities  to  support  and  develop  this  industry. 
By  proper  preservation,  transportation  and  distribution  this  commodity, 

I  am  sure  will  be  advantageous  both  to  the  catcher  and  to  the  consumer 
in  getting  good  prices  but  in  organising.such  agencies  one  thing  should 
be  borne  in  mind.  The  Government  should  on  no  account  tamper 
with  or  compete  with  the  existing  agencies  trasporting  fish  by  boats, 
cycles,  cars  and  lories.  Sir,  a  word  more  about  the  money  lending  busi¬ 
ness  connected  with  this  trade.  The  catcher  approaches  the  money 
lender  whenever  he  needs  money  and  he  borrows  at  an  exorbitant  rate 
of  interest.  The  poor  catcher  in  return  is  forced  to  give  over  all  his 
catch  to  the  money  lender.  The  prices  are  always  fixed  by  the  money 
lender  by  that  the  poor  man  loses  a  good  price  for  his  fish  in  addition  to 
the  high  rate  of  interest  he  is  forced  to  pay.  I  hope  it  is  high  time  for 
Government  to  interfere  in  this  matter  and  pat  a  stop  to  this  pernici¬ 
ous  system,  in  favour  of  these  poor  catchers.  With  these  words  I  sup¬ 
port  the  motion. 

Mr.  C.  JEBAMONY  NADAR  :  Sir,  I  wish  to  say  a  few  words  on  the 
matter  under  debate.  Before  attributing  all  the  blame  for  the  present 
deplorable  state  of  agriculture  in  the  country,  to  the  Agricultural  De¬ 
partment,  we  will  have  to  take  into  account  certain  circumstances  which 
are  likely  to  influence  our  judgments  on  the  question.  They  are  the 
present  depressed  condition  of  the  agriculturists,  all  over  the  country 
continued  drought  in  certain  parts,  failure  of  certain  irrigation  schemes 
failure  of  seasonal  rains,  uneven  listribution  of  rain  fall.and  etc.,  and  these 
are  matters  beyond  the  control  of  man.  My  point  therefore  is  that  in 
a  matter  like  this  it  is  nothing  but  fair  that  this  aspect  of  the  question 
is  kept  in  view  before  we  pronounce  any  judgment  on  the  department. 

I  believe  that  there  has  been  in  this  house  some  misapprehension  re¬ 
garding  the  objcts  of  experimental  and  demonstractive  farms.  My  view 
is  that  they  are  affording  the  greatest  possible  good  to  the  country. 
They  demonstrate  to  the  people  what  ali  plants  or  trees  they  shoqld 
Yol.  XIV.  No.  ?. 
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select  for  cultivation  and  what  all  they  should  discard.  Take  the  case  of 

the  fruit  garden  at  the  cape.  It  has  served  to  establish  what  kind  of 
Grape  Vine  could  he  cultivated  in  the  south.  A  variety  known  as  Black 
Prince  flourishes  excellently  well  and  yields  in  abundance.  Take  again 
mango  cultivation.  What  kinds  could  you  select  ?  This  has  algo  been 
effectively  demonstrated  by  the  fruit  farm  at  Cape.  Various  varieties 
of  mango  plants  were  got  down  from  different  places  such  as  Ban¬ 
galore  etc.  All  of  them  were  planted  in  the  garden,  some  died  while 
others  grew.  Of  these  some  varieties  did  not  flower,  while  a  few  others 
did  not  yield  any  fruits.  But  limited  varieties  produced  good  results  in 
adaptability  and  yield.  Thus  those  farms  demonstrate  to  us  the  parti- 
cular  kind  of  tree  which  we  could  select  for  a  mango  grove.  Govern¬ 
ment  only  could  afford  to  run  such  farms  as  they  are  very  costly  to 
maintain.  Again  but  for  the  fruit  farm  at  Cape  we  would  not  have 
known  of  a  fruit  known  as  safodila  Sir,  that  is  a  very  delicious  fruit 
which  can  be  grown  with  advantage.  The  results  thus  indicated  by 
these  gardens  [ire  as  necessary  as  they  are  useful.  For  these  reasonsl 
think  the  experimental  farms  at  Cape  and  other  places  are  very  neces¬ 
sary.  It  is  wrong  to  view  them  as  commercial  concerns. 

Mr.  K.  NARAYANAPERUMAL  NADAR  :  May  I  know  from  the  member 
whether  these  experimental  farms  as  well  as  demonstration  farms  can 
be  run  on  a  commercial  basis  ? 

MR.  C.  JEBAMONY  NADAR  :  I  do  not  believe  that  they  can  be  run  on 
commercial  basis.  Sir,  Government  must  run  these  farms  not  for  profit 
but  with  a  view  to  advance  the  agricultural  interests  of  the  country. 

Another  matter  which  I  want  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  this 
House  is  that  sufficient  powers  should  be  given  to  the  Agricultural  De¬ 
partment  for  the  execution  of  the  necessary  irrigation  works,  Agricultural 
-Department  can  understand  better  the  real  needs  of  the  agriculturists 
and  so  it  is  only  proper  that  the  irrigation  branch  of  the  P.  W,  D, 
should  be  brought  under  the  control  of  the  Agricultural  Department, 
Sir,  in  this  connection  I  may  quote  what  the  honourable  President  of 
this  House  said  on  a  former  occasion: 

“In  other  words,  the  experience  of  other  countries,  if  it  teaohes  anything  still, 
teaches  this,  that  a  population  solely  depending  upon  agriculture  and  agriculture! 
operations  oannot  be  a  prosperous  or  self  sufficient  community.  Some  subsidiary 
occupation,  some  supplemental  industry  is  necessary  in  order  to  make  for  thi 
happiness,  nay,  for  the  bare  subsistence  on  an  ordinary  level  of  the  agrioal- 
turista.” 

Certainly  this  is  a  very  correct  diagnosis  of  tire  real  position.  That  be¬ 
ing  the  position  of  our  agriculture,  it  is  imperatively  necessary  that  this 
department  should  be  so  reorganised  as  to  meet  these  demands  of  the 
agriculturists  under  these  peculiar  circumstances.  It  might  be  that  such 
a  scheme  of  reorganisation  might  be  entirely  different  from  what  is 
obtaining  in  other  countries.  Yet,  this  is  another  matter  in  which 
Travancore  could  lead  other  parts  of  India  by  constituting  an  iM

Agricultural  Department  best  suited  for  an  agricultural  country,  which 
could  complexly  satisfy,  the  various  needs  of  the  unfortunate  peasant. 

Sir,  now  turning  to  another  topic  that  is  the  problem  of  raising  food 
crops  it  is  high  time  that  the  department  turns  i.s  attention  in  de\ising 
ways  and  means  for  making  the  state  self  sufficing.  It  is  admitted  that 
we  now  depend  upon  other  countries  for  our  rice.  If  the  international 
situation  grows  bad,  I  believe,  we  may  have  to  face  starvation.  That  is 
therefore  a  matter  which  must  engage  the  serious  attention  of  the  de¬ 
partment. 

Now  I  come  to  the  question  of  taxation  as  it  has  a  direct  bearing  on 
the  agriculturists.  It  has  been  conceded  by  Government  that  certain  parts 
of  the  State  are  overtaxed  and  I  again  feel  greateful  to  the  Dewan  Pre 
sident  for  having  announced  that  in  a  statement  which  reads  thus  : 

“  I  may  again  say  in  passing  that  Government  are  fully  alive  to  the  fact  that  theie 
are  certain  parts  of  the  State  whioh  are  very  heavily  taxed  in  comparison  with 
certain  others.  There  is  no  questioning  the  fact  that  portions  of  South  Tra- 
vanoore  pay  proportionately  and  relatively  much  more  than,  for  instance  certain 
parts  of  Central  and  North  Travancure,  which  bear  comparatively  a  lighter  tax 

encroachments,  new  plantations  in  unsurveyed  localities  escape  all  burdens. 

Government  undertake,  it  will  bo  there  object  to  see  to  it  that  the  burden  of 
taxation  is  equalised  as  far  as  possible,  and  that  nobody  escapes  taxation  who 
can  and  ought  to  pay  " 

Yet,  till  now  no  relief  has  been  afforded  to  my  constituency.  Land 
Tax  from  the  people  is  collected  by  the  Revenue  Department  which  is 
however  not  jn  sympa'hy  with  the  poor,  suffering  agriculturists.  There¬ 
fore  if  this  also  is  entrusted  to  the  Agricultural  Department  I  believe 
that  the  rate  payer  could  get  better  sympathy.  Agriculture  in  our  coun¬ 
try  cannot  function  without  successful  and  effective  irrigation  works. 
Suppose  the  Director  feels  the  need  for  a  particular  repair  of  a  petty 
nature  to  a  certain  tank.  He  is  powerless  to  effect  this.  So  my  sugges¬ 
tion  is  that,  the  irrigation  branch  of  the  P.  W.  D.  has  to  be  separated 
from  it  and  placed  under  the  control  of  the  Director  of  Agriculture. 
With  these  words,  I  resume  my  seat.

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PRESIDENT  :  The  honourable  member’s  time  is  over.  I  can  only 
call  upon  two  more  honourable  members  and  I  trust  that  their  remarks 
will  be  brief  because  some  time  will  have  to  be  given  to  the  Director 
to  answer  the  points  referred  to  here. 

Mr.  K.  KUNJU  PANICKER:  Sir . 

PRESIDENT  :  I  can  give  the  honourable  member  three  minutes 
and  then  I  shall  call  another  honourable  member. 

Hr.  K.  KUNJU  PANICKER  (Mavelkam  cum  Kunnatt.ir)  :  Sir,  I 
support  the  motion  before  the  House.  The  Agricultural  Department 
is  the  department  which  we  ought  to  encourage  in  this  land.  But 
unfortunately,  the  result  of  the  working  of  the  Agricultural  Department 
does  not  encourage  our  inclination  to  support  that  depariment.  This  de¬ 
partment  has  to  devise  measures  to  improve  our  intensive  cultivation  and 
the  department  also  can  set  a  model  to  be  followed  by  our  cultivators. 
In  none  of  these  directions  has  this  department  done  anything.  Some 
model  farms  of  wet  lands  and  garden  lands  of  extensive  acres  could  have 
been  undertaken  under  the  supervision  of  the  department  and  by  the 
prosperity  of  the  methods  employed  therein  especially  in  manuring  and 
scientific  cultivation,  they  could  have  induced  our  agriculturists  to  follow 
their  example.  The  department  has  taken  up  some  model-farms,  and 
as  we  have  seen  all  of  ihem  have  failed.  Take,  for  example,  the  ex¬ 
perimental  farm  at  Ochira  for  the  cultivation  of  coeoanut  palms.  The 
plantation  there  has  failed.  The'fate  of  the  ordinary  coeoanut  farms  has 
been  that  of  the  model  farms  also.  Though  the  Taluks  of  Karunaga- 
pally,  Karthigapally,  and  Meenachil  were  infected  by  contageous  diseases 
of  the  coeoanut  tree  etc.,  all  this  time  the  Agricultural  Department,  which 
was  infull  operation  during  the  last  thirty  years,  was  not  uptothis  mom¬ 
ent  able  to  bring  forward  any  remedy.  In  spite  of  their  experiments,  the 
coeoanut  and  arrecanut  trees  are  even  now  exposed  to  contagious  diseases. 
We  are  aware  that  very  many  experts  were  working  in  the  department. 
There  were  the  Biochemist,  the  Entomologist,  the  Economic  Botanist 
the  Mycologist  and  so  many  other  experts.  They  were  working  in  the 
Agricultural  Department  up  to  this  and  now  it  appears  that  those  ex¬ 
perts  are  transferred  to  some  other  department.  Though  they  were 
working  under  .he  Agricultural  Department  we  could  see  no  results 
from  their  work  and  experimental  cultivation.  The  people  had  nothing 
to  gain  from  their  investigations.  I  also  submit  that  ihe  Agricultural 
Department  could  have  given  some  advice  in  the  breeding  of  cows  and 
bulls.  In  that  direction  also  they  have  not  done  anything  successfully. 
They  could  have  supplied  us  with  milk,  one  of  the  primary  necessities 
of  people  living  in  towns.  The  department  has  failed  in  this  direction 
also.  They  could  have  at  least  set  an  example  as  to  how  we  are  to 
breed  the  cows  in  a  better  way  and  how  the  maximum  quantity  of  milk 
could  be  got  from  them.  They  could  have  taught  the  agriculturists 
to  run  the  milk  industry  in  a  profitable  way.  They  could  teach  us 
none  of  these  things.  The  Agricultural  Department  could  have  rendered 
us  without  difficulty  another  service  vit.,  they  could  have  studied  the 
scientific  cultivation  process  and  educated  the  people  in  the  scientific 
method  of  cultivation  carried  on  in  the  civilized  world.  They  could 
_haye  done  sufficient  propaganda  for  the  purpose  through  out  the  land,

Ms.  K.  R.  NARAYANA  A1YAR  :  Sir,  the  debale  on  the  cut  motion 
moved  by  the  honourble  member  Mr.  Dominic  Joseph  has  ranged  over 
so  wide  a  ground,  that  I  do  not  think  that  it  would  be  possible,  within 
the  short  space  of  time,  to  answer  categorically  all  the  points  that  have 
been  raised  therein. 

The  discussions  followed  mainly  along  four  hues.  First  of  all 
most  of  the  members  touched  upon  the  general  policy  of  the  working 
of  the  department.  Secondly  advertance  was  made  to  intensive  and 
extensive  methods  of  cultivation,  Thirdly,  reference  was  made  to  the 
occurrence  of  diseases  and  pests,  chiefly  cn  cocoanuts,  and  on  carda¬ 
moms  in  the  High.  Ranges.  Fourthly,  reference  was  made  to  the 
question  of  impiroving  the  conditions  of  cattle  in  the  State.  Sir,  inci¬ 
dentally  reference  was  also  made  to  the  Fisheries  branch  of  the  De¬ 
partment, 
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Before  dealing  with  the  working  of  the  department,  I  shall  answer 
some  of  the  points  with  regard  t.o  the  cocoanut  palm  disease,  inasmuch 
as  that  was  the  subject  that  was  referred  to,  rather  extensively,  on  the 
floor  of  this  House.  Sir,  the  disease  first  made  its  appearance  in  1897, 
The  Government,  in  the  year  1908  invited  Dr.  Butler,  who  was  then 
the  Imperial  Mycologist  to  visit  the  State  and  examine  the  trouble.  He 
laid  down  certain  measures  by  which  the  disease  could  be  mitigated,  if 
not  absolutely  controlled.  The  measures  recommended  by  him  were 
adequate  manuring,  proper  drainage,  and  efficient  tillage.  The  de¬ 
partment  advocated  these  methods  and  conducted  demonstrations  in 
several,  centres.  These  demonstrations  have  shown  that  by  proper 
nursing  the  affected  trees  can  be  made  to  yield  satisfactorily.  By  that 
I  do  not  mean,  in  the  least,  to  minimise  the  gravity  of  the  disease.  As 
soon  as  this  Government  became  a  member  of  the  Imperial  Council  of 
Agricultural  Besearch,  the  problem  was  placed  before  them.  With  the 
fullest  co-operation  of  the  Council,  financially  and  otherwise,  the  investi¬ 
gation  of  this  serious  problem  has  been  undertaken  recently  in  right 
earnest  by  a  fully  qualified  Plant  Pathologist  with  the  necessary  staff. 
The  results  of  his  investigations  are  hopeful  and  encouraging.  Last 
time,  that  is  about  two  months  ago,  when  I  attended  the  meeting  of 
the  Imperial  Council  I  stressed  this  question.  I  told  the  expert  Com- 
mirtee  “We. 1,  look  here,  the  people  in  my  place  are  vexed  over  this 
problem.  Are  you  confident  that  the  disease,  can  be  mitigated  or  can  be 
cured  ?’’  The  expert  Committee  said  in  reply  that  the  investigations 
of  the  Pathologist  were  proceeding  on  right  lines  and  the  results  were 
such  as  were  likely  to  lead  to  a  solution  of  the  problem,  i  can  there¬ 
fore  assure  the  honourable  members  of  this  House  that,  sooner  or  later, 
we  can  hope  to  be  able  to  bring  the  disease  under  control.  One  thing 
that  has  to  be  borne  in  mind  is  that  it  is  a  very  serious  disease,  and  that 
successful  results  can  be  achieved  'only  after  thorough  research  and 
investigation. 

With  regard  to  the  cardamom  disease,  Sir,  I  have  myself  visited 
all  those  areas  and  it  is  now  established  that  the  disease  mainly  com¬ 
plained  of  is  caused  by  thrips  and  worms.  The  department  is  taking 
steps  to  demonstrate  that  by  spraying  with  tobacco  waste  decoction  and 
fish  oil  soap  these  two  pests  can  be  largely  brought  under  control.  As 
the  honourable  member,  the  mover,  himself  has  admitted,  steps  are 
being  taken  to  reduce  the  duty  on  cheap  tobacco  so  'that  the  remedy 
may  be  effectively  and  easily  applied  by  tho  planters.  As  I  stated 
during  the  general  discussion  of  the  budget,  unless  the  cardamom 
owners  also  co-operate  in  controlling  the  disease,  this  industry  may  alto 
meet  with  the  same  fate  as  the  oocoanut  industry.  It  is  a  matter  for 
gratification,  in  this  connection,  that  the  planters,  represented  by  the 
honourable  member,  are  willing  to  co-operate  in  this  matter  by  contri¬ 
buting  a  cess.  I  must  say  that  it  is  only  fit  and  proper  that  they  should 
contribute  the  cess  towards  the  protection  of  the  cardamom  industry,, 
just  as  we  have  a  cess  for  the  protection  of  tea,  coffee,  cotton  and  jute, 
all  of  which  like  cardamoms  are  plantation  crops. 
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The  second  point  that  was  referred  to  was  the  introduction  of  new 
crops.  This  point  bas  been  borne  in  mind  by  the  department. 

The  endeavour  of  the  department  in  the  direction  of  the  introduc¬ 
tion  of  a.suitable  variety  of  sugarcane  in  the  State  has  produced  fruit¬ 
ful  results.  The  experiments  that  ,we  have  conducted  at  the  Alwaye 
Farm  have  proved  quite  successful  and  the  varitey  of  Java  cane  P.  0, 
J.  2725  introduced  and  acclimatised  has  now  spread  w.ll  nigh  over 
about  3000  acres  This  is  expec'ed  to  bring  in  a  profit  of  at  least  Es. 
1  lath  annually  to  our  sugarcane  cultivators.  It  is  my  hope’that  within 
the  next  four  or  five  years  all  the  15,000  acres  of  land  under  cane  will 
be  replaced  with  this  improved  variety  of  sugarcane,  so  that  the  efforts 
in  this  direction  would  directly  contribute  to  the  material  prosperity  of 
the  State. 

Hr.  K.  NAKAYANAPERUMAL  NADAR  !  Sir,  what  has  become  [of  the 
proposed  sugarcane  farm  in  Puthery  ? 

MR.  K.  R.  NARAYANA  AIYAR  s  That  has  been  dropped  for  the  time 
being,  because  the  conditions  in  South  Travancore  are  not  quite  favour¬ 
able  now,  with  the  inadequate  supply  of  water  for  irrigation. 

Sir,  in  regard  to  sugarcane  cultivation,  the  whole  plan  has  been 
reorientated. 

In  the  matter  of  propaganda,  many  of  the  honourable  member* 
stated  that  intensive  experimentation  should  be  made  and,  as  I  have 
stated  during  the  general  discussion  of  the  budget  necessary  steps  have 
been  taken  to  this  end,  and  Government  have  now  approved  of  a  reorga¬ 
nisation  scheme  in  the  matter  of  propaganda.  Particular  centres  will  be 
selected  where  intensive  cultivation  on  a  scientific  and  co-ordinated 
basis,  and  sale  of  produce  on  co-operative  lines  will  be  followed  up.  An 
economic  survey  of  the  village  will  also  be  made.  The  scheme  will  be 
pursued  in  an  intensive  manner  for  three  or  four  years  at  the  end  of 
which  another  economic  survey  will  be  made  to  find  out  how  far  tha 
new  methods  have  contributed  towards  increasing  the  prosperity  of  the 
village. 

Much  has  been  said  about  the  general  working  of  the  department. 
As  I  have  already  stated  in  my  former  reply,  it  is  the  policy  enunciated 
by  my  predecessor  I  hat  has  been  followed  till  now.  The  general  policy 
of  the  department  perhaps  requires  to  be  changed.  But  it  is  rather 
harsh  on  the  part  of  the  honourable  members  to  make  a  sweeping  con¬ 
demnation  of  the  policy  followed  by  the  department.  A  summary  of 
the  achievements  of  the  department  is  given  in  the  chapter  under  the 
caption  "Retrospect”  in  the  annual  report  of  the  administration  of  the 
department  for  the  year  1104.  Considerable  effort  on  the  part  of  the 
department  has  resulted  in  the  use  of  indigenous?  manures  which  used 
to  be  originally  wasted.  Liming  ha*  become  a  rule  in  ail  puiya  areas. 
Indigenous  manures  are  being  supplemented  with  chemical  ‘fertilisers 
to  the  value  of  over  a  lakh  of  rupees  every  ‘year.  Considerable  saving 
has  been  effected  in  seed  rate  in  Nanjinad.  The  rice  stem  borer  pest 
in  Nanjanad  has  been  brought  under  control  by  tackling  the  pest  ia 
VqI.  XIV.  No.  9- 
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the  nurseries  and  enormous  loss  is  averted  every  year  on  this  account,  ! 
All  these  are  proof  positive  to  show  that  the  Department  has  done  j|j 
■own  quota  and  one  who  knows  the  working  of  the  Agricultural  deperi-  I 
ment  in  other  parts  of  India  knows  that  our  department  is  in  no  way 
inferior  to  any  other  Agricultural  department  in  any  part  of  India, 
The  department  approaches  the  people  with  the  result  of  their  invest 
. 'gations  and  experiments.  But  the  chief  difficulty  is  the  inability  of 
the  agriculturists  to  follow  those  methods  however  much  they  would 
like  to  do  so.  They  have  not  the  wherewithal  to  be  benefited  by  the  ■ 
results  of  our  investigation.  Their  holdings  are  fragmented,  TheygM  i 
immersed  in  debts  . 

That  is  the  crux  of  the  whole,  matter.  .We  can  successfully  pet. 
suade  the  people  to  cultivate  on  improved  lines  if  only  cheap  rural 

credit  is  made  available  to  them.  . 

In  regard  t0  the  experimental  farms,  what  .is  the  criterion  to  be 
applied  ?  No  experimental  farm  can  bo  viewed  as  a  commercial  profit 
and  loss  concern.  Some  of  the  experiments  conducted  may  fail  while 
others  may  succeed.  It  is  one  of  the  utmost  importance  that  only  the 
results  of  those  successful  experiments  that  should  be  passed  on  to  the 
ryots.  If  any  one  of  the  tmproved  strains  raised  in  the  Farm  or  any 
Vnianurial  experiment  conducted  leads  to  greater  income  and  spread! 
among  the  cultivators  that  experimental  station  would  have  more  than 
compensated  the  expenditure  incurred  by  it  for  the  spread  of  the  variety 
•  of  g»ed  or  the  mammal  practice.  That  is  the  .criterion  that  is  to  be 
i;  applied  to  Government  farms.  As  I  stated  during  the  course  of  the 
'  Budget  discussion,  those  farms  which  do  not  stand  up  to  this  test  will 
be  abolished.  But  what  is  required  is  cheap  rural  credit,  co-operation 
and  control  over  matters  like  irrigation.  I  had  been  to  South  Travail- 
core  a  few  days  ago.  I  then  told  the  people  “look  here,  you  are  getting 
down  chillies  worth  Several  thousands  of  rupees.  It  is  a  cash  crop. 
Why  not  you  cultivate  the  crop?”  Sir,  i then  the  ryots  replied  "we 
have  not  got' water.  We  require  about  Rs.  200  to  dig  a  well,  If  yon 
’  can  help  us  we  will  certainly  take  to  the  cultivation  of  this  crop." 
That  is  the  position  in  which  our  ryots  are. 

Because  of  want  of  timeT  am  sorry  I  am  not  able  to  deal  with  the 
other  points  raised  in  the  debate.  I  am.  however  glad  that  the  hononr. 
able  members  of  the  House  have  contributed  to  an  enlightend  discus¬ 
sion  on  the.  policy  of  reconstruction  of  this  department.  The  various 
points  stressed  by  them  will  be  borne  in  mind  and,  in  the  shaping  of 
that  policy  every  effort  will  be  made  to  see  that  the  hopes  and  aspira¬ 
tions  of  the  honourable  members  are  realised.  In  the  circumstances 
I  hope  that  the  honourable  member  will  not  press  his  motion. 

Mr.  DOMINIC  JOSEPH  :  Sir,  from  the  reply  made  by  the  Director 
of  Agriculture,  it  would  be. only  fair  that  we  extend  to  him  all  facilities 
:.  and  co-operate  with  him,  .  T therefore  beg  permission  to-  witbdm 
the  motion,  '  . 
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PRESIDENT  :  Before  putting  it  to  the  House  whether  the  honour¬ 
able  member  is  to  be  granted  leave  to  withdraw  bis  motion,  let  me 
just  wind  up  the  discnssion  by  two  remarks. 

As  has  been  pointed  out  by  the  Director  of  Agriculture,  there  is 
no  reason  to  be  dissa.isfied  with  the  work  of  the  department  in  this 
State  more  than  there  is  reason  elsewhere  to  he  dissatisfied  with  the 
work  of  the  Agricultural  Departments  there.  There  are  very  big  pro¬ 
blems  and.  they  have  to  be  dealt  with  one  after  another  in  the  order 
of  importance  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  our  agricultural  problems 
have  not  all  been  successfully  solved.  There  are  two  special  makers 
in  regard  to  which  the  co-operation  of  this  House  and  of  the  leaders  of 
the  public,  is  absolutely  essential  for  the  successful  working  of  the 
Agricultural  Department.  One  is  the  question  of  demonstration. 

For  many  years  in  India,  demonstrations  have  been  tried  if  a  legal 
expression  can  be  used- ab  extra,  i.  e.,  from  outside.  In  one  or  two 
localities  in  India,  an  alternative  method  is  being  attempted,  namely,  to 
try  the  demonstration  on  the  farmer’s  own.  holding;  in  other  words  to 
take  one  portion  of  the  farmer's  holding  and  cultivate  it  with  the 
scientific  equipment  at  the  disposal  of  the  department,  app.ying  scien¬ 
tific  manure  and  appliances  and  methods.  Bide  by  side,  in  the  conti¬ 
guous  plot,  also  belonging  to  the  same  farmer,,  the  farmer  cultivates 
the  same  crop,  but  according  to  traditional  methods*  If  the  farmei  is 
satisfied  that  in  the  plot  cultivated  by  the  department  the  results,  are 
conspicuously  better  than  in  the  plot  cultivated  by  him,  centaamly, 
the  new  methods  of  the  department  would  appeal  to  him.  That  will 
be  the  best  form  of  propaganda.  The  experiment  has  been  tried  in 
Mysore  and  in  certain  other  places.  That  is  one  of  the  courses  of 
action  which  Government  have  in  view- 

Something  has  been  said  of  cattle.  There  again,  to  a  large  extent, 
it  is  a  matter  for  propaganda.  I  think  it  is  a  demonstrable  fact  that, 
on  account  of  the  rain-fall  and  the  quality  of  fodder  amiable  in  Tra- 
vancore,  cows  are  not  likely  to  thrive  well  here.  The  question  is 
whether  a  more  hardy  animal  like,  the  buffalo  should  not  be  made  more 
popular  than  at  present.  The  milk  products  of  the  buffalo  should  be 
experimented  upon  and  tried  by  the  rural  population  among  whom 
undoubtedly  there  is  at  present  a  prejudice  against  the  buffalo  dairy 
produots.  There  also,  propaganda  is  neces'sary. 

We  shall  he  failing  in  our  duty  if  we  do  not  mention  in ^fhis  con- 
nection  that  the  work  of  the  Travancore  Agricultural  Department  has 
been  greatly  assisted  bv  the  Imperial  Gounod  of  Agricultural  Kesearch. 
They  have  given  ns  some  grants— although  not  as  much  as  we  would 
wish -and  have  also  lent  us  certain  officers  for  research. 

Now  much  morethan  help  from  outside,  as  was  very  rightly  stressed 
and  emphasised  in  this  House,  there  should  be  complete  co-operation 
between  the  various  departments  like  the  Co-operation,  Irrigation, 
Public  Works  and  Agricultural  Departments.  It  is  only  witu .such 
eo-oneration  that  any  good  results  can  be  achieved.  The  cieation  of 
propaganda  centres  in  suitable  localities  is  also  a  matter  of  paramount 
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importance  for  the  successful  working  of  the  Agricultural  Department ; 
because,  it  is  only  by  propaganda  that  you  can  bring  imo  exis'.ence 
@ew  crops,  intensive  cultivation  of  old  crops,  and  better  breeding  of 
cattle. 

I  trust  that  the  department  will  function  on  these  lines  in  such  a 
manner  that  this  House,  on  the  next  occasion  it  meets,  will  acclaim 
the  work  of  the  department  as  worthy  of  praise  and  emulation.

Sir,  it  would  appear  that  the  control  of  traffic  buses  by  the  Police 
Department  stops  with  the  southern  shore  of  the  Alwaye  river,  and 
that  beyond  that,  buses  can  be  run  by  the  conductors,  managers  and 
drivers,  according  to  1  heir  sweet  will  and  pleasure  as  and  when  they 
like.  Sir,  in  moving  this  motion,  it  is  not  my  intention  to  censure  the 
Police  Department.  I  only  want  to  impress  upon  the  department  the 
great  inconvenience  caused  to  the  passengers  now  in  the  buses  running 
between  Alwaye  and  Parin’  having  no  definite  timings.  Up  to  Alwaye 
one  is  more  or  less  safe.  Once  you  lvach  Alwaye  you  have  to  wait 
there  indefinitely  ;  you  do  not  know  when  the  bus  will  leave  Alwaye. 
There  is  no  certainty  about  the  timings  of  buses.  It  is  all  left  to.  the 
sweet  will  and  pleasure  of  the  busmen.  I  would  request  the  Inspector. 
General  to  make  a  note  of  this  fact  and  to  verify  it  when  he  goes  on 
tour. 

Sir,  I  would  appeal  to  the  Inspector-General  of  Police  to  bring 
about  some  fixity  in  the  matter  of  timings  of  these  buses  which  run 
between  Alwaye  aucl  Parin',  Unless  timiu -;s  aro  fixed  and  published, 
people  can  hardly  have  the  benefit  of  bus  service.  Now  they  have  to 
wait  indefinitely  at  the  bus  stands.  Sir,  if  the  State  Transport  buses 
can  follow  fixed  timings  and  still  run  on  profit,  one  cannot  understand 
why  private  buses  -alone  cannot  be  run  at  fixe!  timings.  As  it  is, 
although  timings  may  be  fixed,  it  is  left  to  the  busmen  not  to  run 
the  bus  at  a  particuhr  time  fixed,  and  to  pass  on  to  the  next  timing. 
Sometimes  they  miss  even  two, or  three  consecutive  timings  so  that 
passengers  have  to  wait  for  an  hour  or  an  hour  and  a  half. 

Sir,  Parur  is  the  headquarters  of  a  District.  There  are  courts, 
schools,  hospitals  and  other  public  offices  there,  which  people  from  the 
whole  district  have  to  resort  to.  It  is  therefore  necessary  that  there 
should  be  convenient  and  dependable  bus  service  to  Parur. 

When  the  services  is  neither  dependable  nor  convenient,  at  least 
the  fare  should  be  cheap.  Unfortunately,  the  bus  fare  in  this  line  is 
among  the  highest  in  the  State.  It  is  possible  for  the  State  Transport 
buses  to  run  at  eight  cash  per  passenger  per  mile,  nay,  even  at  five 
cash  between  Quilon  and  Trivandrum;  still  the. bus  .service  between 
Alwaye  and  Parur — as  also  between  Alleppey  and  Arur — do  not  find 
it  possible  to  run  at  eight  cash  or  even  twelve  cash  per  mile  per  pas¬ 
senger.  Ii  is  for  the  Police  Department  to  bring  about  some  unifor.-  . 
mity  in  the  bus  charges. 

I  would  once  more  repeat,  Sir,  the  absolute  necessity  to  have 
definite  timings  ;  let  it  be  once  an  hour  or  even  once  in  two  hours  that 
a  bus  leaves  Alwaye,  But  there  should  be  some  definiteness  about  the 
timings.  That  is  all  I  wan  ,  People  should  know  when  a  bus  Would 
leave  Alwaye  and  when  it  would  reach  its  destination.

MR.  K.  KUNJU  PANICKER  :  Sir,  T  support  the  motion.  Apart  from 
irregularity  in  the  timings,  most  of  tlio  private  buses  are  run  on  old 
broken  tyres  and  bad  tubes  ;  in  most  of  them  the  brakes  are  not  in 
proper  repair  at  all.  The  engines  also  are  not  dependable,  and  cease  to 
function  in  the  middle  of  the  journey.  These  are  all  matters  to  which 
the  Police  Department  should  direct  its  attention. 

My  emphatic  submission  is  that,  in  the  interests  of  the  public  at 
large,  Government  should  extend  their  transport  system  at  least  to  all 
the  trunk  roads  in  the  State.  At  present,  the  few  bus  owners  in  cer¬ 
tain  lines  form  themselves  into  a  Syndicate  and  see  that  buses  leave 
the  starting  station  only  after  they  are  fully  loaded  or  even  overloaded; 
with  that  object,  they  freely  mis  two  or  three  consecutive  timings. 
Because  all  these  buses  are  full  even  when  they  start  there  is  no 
accommodation  for  passengers  waiting  at  the  road  side  on  the  way,  so 
that  these  buses  do  not  serve  the  people  on  the  way. 

All  these  inconveniences  can  be  avoided  by  the  Government 
extending  their  transport  service  throughout  the  State.  At  any  rate 
till  the  Government  do  it,  the  Police  Department  can  exercise  strict 
supervision  on  the  soundness  of  the  buses,  and  on  their  following  the 
timings  fixed  by  the  department.  It  is  a  great  pity.  Sir,  that  some¬ 
times  these  buses  slop  on  the  way  for  want  of  petrol ;  they  do  not  care 
to  have  one  tin  of  petrol  spare.  I  have  myself  experienced  gre8t 
difficulty  by  the  bus  running  without  a  spare  tin  of  petrol.  After 
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KHAN  BAHADUR  G.  S.  ABDUL  KARlFJi  SAHIB  :  sir.  I  am  glad  that  the 
motion  was  confined  to  the  discussion  of  the  inconvenience  caused  to 
the  public  in  a  particular  road.  But  the  Honourable  Members  have 
traversed  a  very  vast  ground.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  I  have  myself 
during  my  surprise  checks  found  the  truth  of  the  observation  and  I 
agree  with  those  members  who  said  that  passengers  have  to  wait.  Of 
course,  this  morning  I  was  asked  whether  the  timings  are  observed  in 
regard  to  the  running  of  buses.  I  said  in  reply  that  they  should  be 
observed  ;  but  I  know  that  this  rule  is  honoured  more  in  its  breach 
than  in  its  observance.  I  have  addressed  the  various  Inspector- 
Generals  of  Police  in  the  major  Provinces  in  British  India  for  a  copy  of 
the  rules  obtaining  in  those  places  and  I  think  I  have  heated  from 
everybody  excepting  from  the  head  of  Police,  Delhi.  I  am  going 
through  those  rules  to  see  if  I  could  bring  out  a  better  system  of  bus 
service.  As  regards  this  particular  route  I  have  information  that  there 
were  originally  18  buses  and  in  the  conference  of  bus  owners  and  the 
Traffic  Superintendent  held  by  my  predecessor  only  8  buses  have  been 
allotted  for  this  road.  On  certain  representations  made  to  me  recently 
I  am  Investigating  whether  that  number  could  not  bo  increased  and  if 
I  arrive  at  the  conclusion  that  mere  buses  are  needed,  certainly  1  shall 
increase  the  number. 

We  were  told  here  that  people  got  on  the  top  of  the  buses.  It  is  a 
fact.  I  have  myself  found  it  and  I  have  charged  and  I  am  not  going 
to  allow  it  any  more.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  we  have  taken  department¬ 
al  action  against  such  other  infringement  cf  rules. 

It  is  said  that  the  people  have  to  wait  until  the  buses  are  full.  I 
know  that  this  happens  in  certain  places.  My  idea  is  to  see  that  these 
buses  go  as  punctually  as  the  railway  trains  or  the  transport  buses 
when  drafting  the  new  rules. 

There  has  been  a  suggestion,  about  the  hanging  of  notice  boards 
about  the  timings  of  the  buses  running  in  any  particular  route.  I 
should  think  that  this  suggestion  is  rather  good  ;  But  I  shall  go 
through  the  rules  and  if  I  find  that  they  exist  elsewhere  there  is  no 
reason  why  we  should  not  adopt  it  here. 

There  has  been  a  suggestion  to  have  only  one  bus  siand  in  a  town. 
Honestly,  I  have  not  gone  into  this  issue.  I  shall  go  into  it  and  if  I 
find  any  merit  in  it,  I  shall  adopt  it.  I  suppose  1  have  met  all  the 
points  raised. 

Mr.  KOTTALIL  P.  ABRAHAM  :  |Has  the  member  any  suggestion  to 
max  with  regard  to  the  fixing  of  the  fare  ? 

KHAN  BAHADUR  G.  S.  ABDUL  KARIM  SAHIB:  That  is  another  point 
which  is  engaging  my  attention. 

Mr.  N.  SIVATHANU  PILLAI;  Is  there  any  monopoly  in  the  Parur- 
Alwaye  line 

KHAN  BAHADUR  G.  S.  ABDUL  KARIM  SAHIB:  Theie  is,  as  I  under¬ 
stand.  To  be  frank  with  youi  I  do  not  want  a  monopoly  on  any  line* 
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MR.  M.  SIVATHANU  PILLAI  :  What-  is  the  difficulty  of'  the  member 
to  allow  more  buses  on  this  line  ? 

KHAN  BAHADUR  G.  S.  ABDUL  KARIIM  SAHIB ;  Formerly  there  were  18 
buses  on  this  line.  Afterwards  they  were  reduced  to  8  and  if  there  is 
a  demand  for  more,  there  is  no  reason  why  I  should  not  incres.se  the 
number. 

MR.  E.  P.  VARGHESE  ••  In  view  of  ihe  assurance  giveD  by  the 
Inspector-General  of  Police  I  do  not  press  the  motion.  But  I  must 
just  say  a  word  in  reply  to  the  member  who  said  that  tbe  Always- 
Par  nr  line  is  one  of  the  best  run  lines.  I  am  surprised  to  hear  that 
from  an  honourable  member  who  comes  from  Parur.  I  am  afraid  that  he 
has  travelled  only  in  that  line.  That  is  why  he  was  not  able  to  have  a 
comparative  idea  of  the  various  lines, 

PRESIDENT  :  There  is  the  divergence  of  human  opinion.

MR.  VARKALA  K.  MADHAVAN  :  Sir,  I  move  to  reduce  the  allotment 
of  Rs.  20,829  for  Office  Superintendent,  Head  Accountant,  Head  Clerk 
etc.,  by  Rs.  10,  to  point  out  the  irregularities  in  the  appintments  and 
promotions  made  by  the  present  Inspector-General  of  Police. 

Sir,  from  some  of  the  answers  given  to  interpellations  !  find  that 
the  Inspector-General  of  Police  is  not  entirely  to  blame  for  certain 
irregularities.  Therefore  I  am  going  to  confine  myself  to  one  point, 
namely  the  test  applied  for  selecting  Sub  Inspectors.  Sir,  a  genera¬ 
tion  ago,  a  certain  European  planter  wanted  to  give  a  costly  present  to 
the  best  kathakali  dancer  in  Travancore.  Therefore  he  called  together 
many  of  the  kathakali  performers.  But  kathakali  is  a  highly  technical 
dancing  art  peculiar  to  Kerala  alone  and  only  Malayalees  could  appre¬ 
ciate  it  properly.  But  this  gentleman  did  not  engage  any  expert  to 
judge  the  merit  of  the  players.  He  himself  judged  their  merit  and  the 
result  was  that  the  costly  present  went  to  the  highest  jumper,  but  not 
to  the  best  dancer-  In  the  same  way  our  Inspector-General  of  Police 
selected  the  best  and  fastest  runner  and  not  the  best  candidate  judged 
from  the  point  of  view  of  high  qualities  of  head  and  heart.  This  is  not  the 
proper  test  to  select  candidates,  especially  for  such  important  posts  as 
those  of  Sub-Inspectors  I  want  at  present  only  to  point  out  this  irregu¬ 
larity  because  I  am  satisfied  that  the  Inspector-General  of  Police  is  a 
man  of  good  intentions.  Therefore  I  place  my  motion  before  th$ 
House,

review  of  the  establishment  list  it  will  be  seen  how  unequal  has  been 
the  patronage  exercised  by  the  department. 

Mr.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI:  But  it  does  not  at  all 

relate  to  appointments. 

PRESIDENT  :  Have  any  recent  appointments  been  made  in  these 
establishments  ? 

KHAN  BAHADUR  G.  S.  ABDUL  KARIM  SAHIB:  Not  to  my  knowledge. 

PRESIDENT  :  Mr.  Narayanan,  you  must  wait  for  some  more 
6propriate  opportunity.

Mr.  Bishop  was  the  Police  Commissioner,  he  instituted  a  promotion 
examination  and  he  has  stated  the  following  at  page  6  of  the  .Admini¬ 
stration  Report  of  the  Police  Department  for  1 105  ; 

“I  felt  dissatisfied  with  the  method  of  promotions  to  the  rank  of 
head  constables.” 

PRESIDENT  :  Order,  order.  As  I.  told  the  Honourable  members 
the  actual  cut  motion  being  with  reference  to  the  establishment  of  the 
Inspector-General  of  Police,  the  general  rules  observed  by  the  Inspector 
General  of  Police  or  not  observed  by  him  with  regard  to  promotions  or 
appointments  in  the  general  cadre  cannot  come  in  under  this  discus¬ 
sion.  Subject  to  that,  if  the  honourable  member  has  to  say  anything 
with  regard  to  the  establishment  of  the  Inspector- General  and  the 
promotions  or  the  depromotious  in  that  office  lie  may  say  so. 

Mr.  K  NARAYANAPERUIWAL  NADAR:  Sir,  I  wanted  to  point  out 
that  at  present  no  principle  is  followed  at  all  in  the  matter  of  giving 
promotions  to  clerks  in  the  Police  Department.  That  is  the  reason 
why  I  was  reading'  a  few  lines  and  if  I  complete  the  reading  of  those 
lines  the  matter  will  be  made  very  clear. 
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So  that-,  one  of  the  previous  Police  Commissioners  Mr.  Bishop, 
formulated  a  certain  principle  in  the  matter  of  giving  promotions. 
But  the  present  Inspector-General  has  not  adopted  any  principle  in 
this  matter.  Only  those  who  have  been  able  to  ingratiate  themselves 
in  his  favour  are  given  promotions.  lain  i  old  by  many  people  that 
even  those  constables  and  Head  Constables  who  do  domestic  service  in 
the  houses  of  Officers  are  given  promotions. 

PRESIDENT  :  Order,  order.  The  motion  is  about  the  establish¬ 
ment  in  the  office  of  the  Inspector-General  of  Police. 

Mr.  K.  NARAYANA PERUSAL  IIAD/R  :  With  these  few  words  I 
support  the  motion. 

KHAN  BAHADUR  G.  S.  ABDUL  KARIM  SAHIB  SUHRAVARDY  :  Sir,  confin¬ 
ing  myseif  to  the  actual  wording  of  tire  motion,  that  is,  to  pomt  out  the 
irregularities  in  the  appointments  and  promotions  made  by  the  present 
Inspector-General  in  the  establishment  of  his  office,  I  should  like  to  say 
that  I  have  not  made  any  appointment.  On  the  other  hand  I  have 
reduced  a  clerk  who  was  promoted  over  the  heads  of  his  seniors  by  my 
predecessor.  There  was  an  appeal  before  me,  I  went  into  the  matter 
and  I  found  that  it  was  a  deserving  case.  So  I  had  the  man  reverted 
and  the  seniormost  man  given  the  place. 

As  regards  the  complaints  made  by  Mr.  Narayanan  about  the  un¬ 
satisfactory  appointments  I  think  I  will  do  well  if  I  bring  home  to  him 
the  following  statements,  about  Ezhavas. 

PRESIDENT  ;  Order,  order-  The  honourable  member  will  only 
deal  with  his  own  establishment.  There  are  several  occasions  on 
which  general  points  can  bo  raised. 

KHAN  BAHADUR  G.  S.  ABDUL  KARIM  SAHIB  SUHRAVARDY  :  In  that 
case,  Sir,  the  remarks  made  by  Mr.  Madhavan  about  the  selection  of 
constables  are  not  also  in  order.  In  asmuch  as  it  is  so,  I  am  not  going 
to  answer  that  point  too.  Mr.  Narayanaperumal  Nadar  also  has  been 
attacking  me  about  the  policy  adopted  by  me  in  the  matter  of  appoint¬ 
ments.  If  he  means  the  appointments  in  the  executive,  I  thuttld  defer 
my  reply  to  some  other  occasion.  So  far  as  the  motion  in  question  is 
concerned,  I  repeat  that  I  have  not  made  any  appointment  in  my  estab¬ 
lishment. 

MR.  VARKALA  K.  IVIADHAVAN  :  I  do  not  press  the  motion. 

The  motion  was,  by  leave  of  the  House,  withdrawn.

MR.  PULIyOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  :  Sir,  I  move  to  reduce  the 
allotment  of  Rs.  20,913  for  Establishment  by  Bs.  1,200  to  impress 
upon  Government  that,  trader  the  existing  arrangements,  it  is  not  at 
all  necessary  to  have  an  Office  Superintendent, 
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Sir,  as  the  result  of  the  recent  "re-organisation  of  the  Police  De¬ 
partment  the  number  of  D.  S.  Ps  was  reduced  from  5  to  4  and  that  of 
the  A.  S.  Ps  increased. from  6  to  7.  Sir,  one  D.  S.  P  .is  now  appointed 
as  the  Deputy  Inspector-General  and  another  A.  S.  P  .is  appointed  ag 
the  Assistant  Inspector- General  of  Police  to  help  the  Inspector-General 
of  Police  in  his  official  duties.  Sir,  when  there  were  no  such  officers  to 
assist  the  Inspector-General  of  Police,  in  his  office,  it  was  found  neces¬ 
sary  to  retain  the  office  of  the  Manager  on  Its.  100-150  scale.  Now, 
Sir,  these  two  officers,  namely,  the.  Deputy  Inspector-General  and  the 
Assistant  Inspector-General  are  there  to  render  him  assistance  in  all 
matters. 

The  Assembly  rose  for  lunch  .at  1  O’clock  and  reassembled  at  2 
O’clock  with  the  Dewan  President  in  the  Chair. 

[MEMBER  SWOKN. 

Mr.  P.  Paramesvaran  Pillai,  Secretary  to  Government,  took  the 
oath  and  signed  the  rolls. 

Motion  No.  477. 

Mr.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI:  Sir,  I  was  discussing 
about  the  fact  that  there  was  absolutely  no  necessity  for  an  office 
Superintendent  in  the  Inspector-General’s  Office.  Before  the  Deputy 
Inspector-General  of  Police  and  the  Assistant,  Inspector-General  of 
Police  were  appointed  to  assist,  the  Inspector  General  of  Police,  there  was 
only  one  Office  Manager  to  manage  the  affairs  of  his  office.  Now,  it 
is  seen  from  page  10G  of  the  budget  for  the  next  year,  that  ‘office 
managership  ’  has  been  abolished  and  the  designation  changed  into 
‘Office  Superintendent’  on  the  very  same  scale  of  nay.  As  I  am  sure 
that  the  D.  I.  G  and  A.  I.  G.  are  very  honest,  efficient  and  enthusiastic 
officers  who  will  be  able  to  cope  with  the  work  in  the  office  of  the 
Inspector-General,  I  do  not  find  my  way  to  subscribe  to  the  view  of  the 
retention  of  the  office  Superintendent.  Moreover,  we  see  from  page 
106  of  the  Budget  that  in  addition  to  the  Office  Superintendent,  there 
is  one  Head  Clerk  and  another  Head  Accountant  in  that  [office.  Under 
these  circumstances  I  think  that  it  is  not  at  all  necessary  to  have  one 
Office  Superintendent  also  in  the  office,  with  these  words  I  move  the 
motion  for  the  acceptance  of  the  House. 

KHAN  BAHADUR  G.  S.  ABDUL  KARIM  SAHIB  SUHRAVARDY :  Sir,  appar¬ 
ently  there  is  a  little  misconception  about  the  substitution  of  the 
‘  Office  Superintendent  ’  in  lieu  of  ‘  Office  Manager’.  So  far  as  the 
financial  side  of  it  is  concerned,  there  is  no  change.  As  for  the  status 
of  the  officer,  the  former  manager  was  an  Inspector,  and  a  Gazetted 
officer.  That  officer  is  now  replaced  by  another,  who  is  a  non-Gazetted 
officer.  Therefore,  from  the  financial  view  point,  there  is  not  much 
change.  But  there  is  one  aspect  to  be  considered  from  the  status  point. 
It  is  something  less  now.  The  question  arises  whether  there  is  any 
necessity  far  me  to  have  this  substitution.  I  thought  that  an  Inspector 
to  be  in  charge  of  an  office  as  a  misnomer.  My  idea  was  that  if  it  ia 
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■io  be  mannedi  it  should  be  only  by  an  office  man.  It  struck  me,  why 
should  an  Inspector,  an  executive  officer,  be  wasted  in  the  office.  That 
is  why  you  would  find  elsewhere  an  Inspector  less.  I  have  not  taken 
one  pie  of  the  tax-payer  so  far  as  this  substitution  is  concerned. 

Another  point  bas  been  raised  by  the  mover,  namely,  that  there 
are  the  D.  1.  G.  and  the  A.  I.  G.  who  can  efficiently  carry  on  the 
office  work.  My  submission  in  this  connection  is  this.  I  will  just  read 
out  the  note  prepared  by  me  detailing  the  duties  of  the  D.  I.  G.  and 
the  A.  I.  G.  from  which  the  members  could  gather  the  importance  of 
the  matter.  I  am  sure  my'  friend  will  be  convinced  that  they  have 
their  duties  to  carry  on. 

Duties  of  the  D.  I.  G.  and  the  A.  I.  (?. 

The  post  of  the  Traffic  Superintendent  »nd  the  0. I.D.  Superintendent  Were  abo¬ 
lished  and  an  officer  of  the  status  of  a  District  Superintendent  of  Police  and 
another  officer  of  the  status  of  an  Assistant  Superintendent  of  Police  were  ap¬ 
pointed  to  help  the  Inspector-General  of  Police  in  his  work. 

The  Deputy  Inspector-General  of  Police  is  in  direct  oharge  of  the  Criminal  Intelli¬ 
gence  Bureau  and  the  Finger  Print  and  the  Traffic  Sections  of  the  Inspector- 
General’s  Offioe.  He  has  to  perform  all  the  duties  of  the  defunot  Traffic 
Superintendent  of  Police,  besides  helping  the  Inspector-General  in  his  executive 
and  offioe  work. 

The  work  of  the  A.  I.  G  is  to  look  after  the  ipeoial  branch  of  0.  I.  D.  work 
whioh  always  involves  a  work  of  trust  and  responsibility.  Ordinarily,  he  may 
not  have  to  go  on  circut,  but  he  has  to  carry  on  oertain  confidential  enqun'es 
connected  with  the  0.  I.  D.  Department.  He  has  to  supervise  the  work  of 
the  Headquarters  office  also.  As  suoh,  when  the  D-  I.  G.  and  sometimes  the 
A»  I.  G  are  away  from  the  Headquarters,  because  there  is  the  out  door  work 
of  the  traffic  branch  and  the  0.  1.  D.  to  bo  attended  to- 1  find  the  necessity 
for  an  Offioe  Superintendent  to  manage  offioe  work.  The  Head  Clerk  and  the 
Head  Aoooimtant  of  my  offioe  have  their  own  work  to  look  after,  whioh  are  of 
a  special  character.  The  financial  side  of  the  Work  is  really  a  technical  sort  of 
work.  Under  these  oiroumstanoes,  I  find  the  necessity  for  an  Offioe  Superin¬ 
tendent. 

Thanks  to  Government,  they  have  given  me  a  Very  good  officer 
and  he  is  good  at  work.  I  think  such  an  officer  is  very  essential  for 
the  proper  discharge  of  work. 

Mr.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLaI  :  Sir,  I  do  not  press  the 
motion. 

The  motion  wa3,  by  leave,  withdrawn. 

Motion  No.  478, 

Mr  .  N.  NARAYANA  KURUP  :  Sir,  I  move  the  following  motion  !— 

To  reduce  the  allotment  of  Es.  2,500  for  travelling  allowance  by  Es.  10 

My  object  is  tc  discuss  about  the  necessity  ’of  opening  more  sta¬ 
tions  and  out  posts  in  Shertalai  and  Ambalapuzha.  Sir,  owing  to  the 
increase  of  population  and  increase  in  the  number  of  crimes  due  to  a 
variety  of  activities  of  the  people  iu  different  parts  of  the  State,  I  have 
to  observe  that  with  the  same  Police  force  of  olden  days,  it  is  not  pos¬ 
sible  to  cope  with  any  extraordinary  situation  whenever  it  arises.  There 
is  no  use  of  complaining  that  the  cost  of  the  administration  will  be 
increased  if  additional  men  are  appointed  to  the  Policeforce.  I  shall 
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illustrate  my  position.  Suppose  in  111  0  the  population  of  the  Alleppey 
town  was  20,000  and  now  it  is  about  50,000  and  we  have  only  the  old 
Police  force  of  80  men  in  that  town  to  look  after  the  offenders  and  to 
take  oare  of  the  general  public.  The  very  same  number  of  police  men 
cannot  do  the  same  work  of  taking  care  of  the  interests  of  50,000  men 
now.  Hence  it  is  essential  that  we  should  increase  the  forces  if  it  is 
necessary.

Sir,  I  see  eye  to  eye  with  the  learned  friend  Mr,  Joseph  KUnju 
Who  suggested  that  other  constituences  also  require  additional  Polios 
stations  and  outposts.  I  have  'been  informing  this  House  that  the 
Pobce  force  have  necessarily  to  be  increased  consequent  upon  the 
increase  of  population  and  crimes.

Therefore  I  want  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  House,  that  we 
must  have  peace  and  order  in  our  State.  If  the  Police  force  has  to  be 
increased,  the  Government  should  increase  it  in  spite  of  the  heavy  cost 
of  administration.  So  far  as  my  constituency  is  concerned  there  was 
a  Police  Station  formerly  in  Iiuthiathodu.  Now  the  charging  station 
is  Arukutty.  That  is  about  12  miles  from  Pattanakad,  one  extremity 
of  Shertallai  taluk.  The  same  station  is  about  12  miles  from  Arooraf 
another  extremity.  If  a  crime  is  committed  in  Pattanakad  it  is  im¬ 
possible  for  the  poor  people  to  walk  through  the  sandy  tract  and  inform 
the  Police  of  the  matter.  The  communication  is  also  difficult  and 
scanty.  There  is  no  facility  for  giving  informations  of  crimes  as  early 
as  possible .  Therefore  it  is  quite  essential  that  Police  outposts  and 
Stations  should  be  established  in  several  parts  of  the  constituency,  con¬ 
sistent  with  its  importance,  so  that  people  might  have  easy  means  to 
complain  about  offences. 

I  wish  to  submit  another  thing.  It  is  not  the  establishment  of  a 
Police  Station  that  is  the  most  essential  thing.  The  recruitment  to 
the  Police  force  should  be  very  severely  scrutinised  by  the  Inspector- 
General  of  Police.  All  and  sundry  should  not  be  recruited  to  the  Police 
force  when  we  can  get  educated,  energetic  youth,  to  our  Police  ranks. 
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There  is  no  use  of  finding  out  men  who  can  successfully  do  long-jump¬ 
ing  and  high-jumping.  There  is  no  substance  in  recruiting  such  people 
to  the  Police  force.  We  can  get  graduates  to  be  entertained  as  Head 
Constables  and  Constables  even.  Therefore,  the  Inspector-General 
should  take  particular  care  to  recruit  people  of  family  siatus,  good  con¬ 
duct  and  of  educational  qualifications,  All  these  things  should  be  care¬ 
fully  considered  in  the  matter  of  recruitment  in  the  Police  ranks.'  I 
have  to  request  the  Inspector-General  of  Police  to  bear  in  mind  another 
thing. 

Our  Pohce  men  are  generally  found  to  be  haughty.  Sometimes 
they  side  with  a  set  of  complainants  and  get  at  the  counter-petitioners. 
It  is  also  reported  that  such  counter  petitioners  are  sometimes  kept  in 
lock-ups,  without  a  crime  being  registered  against  them.  It  is  also 
alleged  that  they  insult  such  people  taken  in  custody  by  several  acts. 
I  believe  that  the  Inspector-General  of  Police  will  take  particular  care 
to  see  such  illegal  acts  are  not  committed  by  his  subordinates  hereafter. 

In  water  logged  areas  where  communication  are  very  scanty,  more 
Police  Siations  and  out-posts  have  to  be  established.  In  short,  Sir,  the 
Inspector-General  of  .Police  may  establish  several  Police  Stations  or 
out-posts  at  different  places  according  to  our  need.  But  he  must  take 
particular  care  about  the  lock-ups.  There  is  no  use  of  increasing  Police 
Stations  without  taking  proper  care  of  lock-ups  where  human  lives  are 
treated  brutally  by  the  Police.  There  is  a  general  and  serious  compla¬ 
int  that  the  under-trial  prisoners  are  very  brutally  treated  by  the  Police. 

PRESIDENT :  How  does  the  increase  of  out-posts  minimise  the 
comforts  to  prisoners  ? 

Mo.  N.  NARAYANA  KURUP  :  lam  requesting  the  Inspector-General 
of  Police  to  establish  certain  Police  Stations.  If  there  is  a  Police  Sta¬ 
tion  then  there  is  attached  to  it  a  look-up  and  the  offenders  will  be  taken 
there  when  they  commit  any  offence.  When  they  are  so  taken  they 
must  be  particularly  cared  for  till  they  are  found  guilty. 

Therefore  I  may  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  Inspector-General  of 
Police  that  the  Police  force  must  set  up  an  example  of  good  behaviour 
and  politeness  to  the  public  and  to  the  under-trial  prisoners.  I  am  not 
so  much  concerned  about  the  convicted  prisoners.  With  these  obser¬ 
vations  I  place  the  motion  for  the  acceptance  of  the .  House.

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KHAN  BAHADUR  G.  S.  ABDUL  KARIM  SAHIB  :  I  am  glad  that  this 
issue  was  raised.  I  may  not,  at  this  moment,  give  an  assurance  to  mv 
friend  that  the  Police  Stations  and  out  posts  referred  to  by  him  will  be 
established  in  that  particular  area.  But  I  may  tell  him  that  like  the 
traffic  I  have  taken  up  this  question  also.  In  my  tours  round  the  State 
I.  have  found  that  the  Stations  here  are  not  properly  located.  Some 
years  ago  this  question  was  taken  up  in  the  neighbouring  provinoe  and 
Mr.  Conningham  was  put  in  charge  of  that  work.  He  went  round  and 
found  that  the  stations  wore  not  properly  grouped  and  located.  A 
village  which  should  have  gone  under  the  jurisdiction  of  A  station  was 
put  under  the  jurisdiction  of  B  station.  He  went  into  the  whole  ques¬ 
tion  and  police  stations  were  located  with  the  result  that  the  police 
work  could  be  looked  after  more  effectively.  I  have  also  some  such  idea 
in  my  head.  I  am  also  going  into  this  question  as  a  general  one  and 
shall  certainly  bear  in  mind  the  points  referred  to  by  the  honourable 
member. 

As  for  the  standard  set  before  me  by  the  mover  of  the  motion 
about  recruitment  that  I  should  look  to  the  status,  good  conduct  and 
education  of  the  candidates  chosen,  surely  these  tests  were  before  me 
when  I  made  the  selection.  Perhaps  my  friend  will  remember  that  the 
selection  so  far  made  is  concerned  only  with  the  temporary  reserve 
created  to  meet  an  unprecedented  situation.  That  is  why  I  had  a  special 
test.  I  wanted  force  to  be  met  by  force  and  violence  by  violence  a  tech¬ 
nique  once  opposed  now  warmly  adopted  by  the  Congress  Government. 
That  was  the  main  idea  with  which  I  selected  the  force.  When  I  come 
to  the  selection  of  regular  force,  certainly,  I  shall  go  into  all  these 
things  and  see  that  only  men  who  are  fit  for  that  job  are  taken. 

In  regard  to  the  under-trial  prisoners — 

PRESIDENT  :  The  honourable  member  need  not  refer  to  matters 
which  are  not  strictly  relevant  to  the  motion. 

KHAN  BAHADUR  G.  S.  ABDUL  KARIM  SAHIB  :  In  that  case  I  have 
finished. 

MR.  N.  NARAYANA  KURUP  :  I  do  not  press  the  motion. 

The  motion,  by  leave,  was  withdrawn. 

Motion  No.  479. 

MR.  KOTTALIL  P.  ABRAHAM  :  Sir,  I  move  to  reduce  the  allotment 
of  Kb.  2,500  for  travelling  allowance  by  Be.  1.  My  object  is  to  bring 
to  the  notice  of  the  Government  certain  defects  in  the  working  and 
composition  of  the  Village  Vigilence  Committees.  Vigilence  Commit¬ 
tees  are  found  under  the  jurisdiction  of  all  police  stations  in  the  State 
except  in  the  Devieolam  Division.  As  far  as  I  know  these  committees 
are  formed  for  the  purpose  of  helping  the  work  of  the  police.  In  each 
station  there  will  be  found  about  a  dozen  people  constituted  as  members 
of  such  a  committee  to  help  the  work  of  the  police  officers.  Against 
such  an  institution,  there  is  a  complaint  that  most  of  the  members  of 
those  vigilence  committees  are,  so  to  say,  some  kind  of  unenviable 
agents  of  the  police  officers.  It  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  system  of 
constituting  these  members  is  defective  in  as  much  as  the  best  type  0{ 
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people  from  each  village  is  not  selected  to  the  committee.  Under  the 
existing'  system  the  members  are  nominated  by  the  Police  Inspectors  of 
the  respective  stations  ;  or  to  be  more  exact,  their  names  are  suggest¬ 
ed  by  the  Inspectors  and  approved  in  the  ordinary  course  by  the  Head 
of  the  Department,  so  much  so,  they  are  more  or  less  the  nominees 
and  consequently  the  dependents  of  the  Police  Inspectors.  Unless  the 
system  of  recruiting  is  changed  by  some  sort  of  election  we  cannot  get 
the  best  available  men.  The  present  system  is  not  at  all  good.  It  does 
more  harm  than  good  :  because  instead  of  aiding  justice  the  committee 
in  very  many  cases  only  serves  to  suppress  crimes  or  charge  the  innocent 
as  the  case  may  be,  with  the  connivance  of  the  local  police.  In  fact, 
the  system  is  abused  because  proper  persons  are  not  recruited  to  the 
committee. 

Again,  the  Vigilenee  Committees  are  presided  over  by  the  Inspec¬ 
tors.  Among  the  members,  I  do  not  deny  that  there  are  some  really 
respectable  gentlemen  who  are  of  the  best  type — and  they  will  be  only  a 
few— but  the  majority  of  the  members  are  said  to  be  more  or  less,  de¬ 
pendents  of  the  Police  officers.  Unless  the  members  feel  that  they 
have  a  status  of  their  own  and  independent  of  their  President  Inspec¬ 
tor,  they  may  not  be  able  to  do  much  by  way  of  justice.  The  members 
of  the  committee  must  be  given  sufficient  opportunities  to  come  into 
easy  contact  with  high  officers  of  this  department  like  the  D.  S.  P.  and 
the  Inspector  General  of  Police.  Unless  the  Vigilenee  Committee  is 
improved  on  the  lines  I  have  just  suggested  it  will  be  better  to  stop 
that  institution  altogether.  It  is  to  bring  this  fact  to  the  notice  of  the 
House  that  I  brought  forward  this  motion.

MR.  G.  VELU  PILLfll  :  Sir,  1  support  the  motion.  The  Vigilen® 
Committee  as  it  exists  today  is  a  most  useless  and  unnecessary  institu¬ 
tion.  Whatever  might  have  been  the  intentions  of  the  originators  of 
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this  institution  it  is  now  doing  more  harm  than  good  to  the  public  at 
large.  It  is  the  Inspectors  who  generally  nominate  the  Members 
to  the  Committee  and  they  only  nominate  such  persons  who  will 
do  things  as  they  like.  Bo  it  is  not  always  possible  to  get  respectable 
people  on  the  committee.  It  is  a  well  known  fact  that  there  is 
corruption  in  the  iower  ranks  of  the  .Police  Department.  Perhaps  there 
is  more  corruption  among  the  members  of  the  Vigilence  Committee. 
Before,  people  had  to  satisfy  only  one  set,  that  is,  the  Police.  Now  they 
have  to  satisfy  a  second  set  of  people,  that  is,  the  members  of  the  Vigi¬ 
lence  Committee.  They  are  placed  now  as  if  it  were  between  Schylla 
and  Charybdis.  If  they  escape  the  one  they  are  caught  by  the  other. 
Therefore,  my  submission  is,  that  if  this  institution  cannot  be  mended 
it  is  better  to  abolish  it.  The  existing  Police  force  is  mere  than  suffi¬ 
cient  for  onr  purposes  now.  We  have  the  armed  reserve,  the  special 
police  and  the  regular  force.  With  these  words,  1  support  the  motion. 

KHAN  BAHADUR  G.  S.  ABDUL  KARIM  SAHIB:  Sir,  the  object  with  which 
this  institution  was  brought  into  being  here  I  fancy,  was  that  it  should 
be  in  line  with  a  similar  institution  existing  in  the  neighbouring  pro¬ 
vince  of  Mrdras  Presidency.  There  a  few  years  ago  this  was  brought 
into  existence  and  it  showed  very  good  results  in  certain  places  and  very 
unsatisfactory  results  in  certain  other  places.  I  suppose,  Mr.  Cunning¬ 
ham  who  was  then  the  Inspector-General  went  into  the  matter.  He 
wanted  to  find  out  why  it  was  working  well  in  one  place  and  not  so  in 
other  places.  He  came  to  the  conclusion  that  it  all  depended  upon  the 
personnel  of  the  Committee.  The  Committee  by  itself  is  a  very  good 
institution.  It  serves  as  a  bridge  between  the  Police  and  the  public. 
The  Police  Inspector  or  for  that  matter  the  Sub-Inspector  cannot  he 
expected  to  be  in  touch  with  the  people  in  all  the  villages.  So,  the 
members  of  the  Vigilence  Committee  are  expected  to  communicate  to 
the  Police  any  hing  of  importance  that  takes  place  in  the  locality  and 
on  their  report  the  Police  take  action.  It  was  to  serve  these  objects,  I 
think,  my  predecessor  started  this  institution  here.  Of  course,  to  a 
certain  extent  it  was  abused.  Well,  I  have  been  looking  into  the  whole 
thing.  And  the  matter  will  be  soon  before  the  Government.  I  will 
take  up  the  question  in  its  entirety  and  see  whether  it  should  exist  or 
not-.  I  suppose  before  we  meet  next  I  would  be  able  to  do  something 
tangible  in  this  connection.  In  the  meanwhile  I  hope  my  honourable 
friends  would  leave  the  matter  in  my  hands. 

Mr.  KOTTALIL  P.  ABRAHAM:  Sir,  in  view  of  the  assurance  given 
by  the  Inspector-tieneral  of  Police  I  withdraw  the  motion. 

The  motion,  by  leave,  was  withdrawn.

Mr.  K.  KUNJU  PANICK6R  :  Sir,  I  move  the  following  motion  :

The  object  cf  my  motion  is  to  discuss  the  necessity  for  giving 
adequate  representation  of  Ezhavas  in  the  Police  Department. 
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MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI :  Sir,  on  a  point  of  order.  On 
former  occasions  similar  motions  under  travelling  allowance  tabled 
for  tbe  purpose  of  discussing  communal  representation  was  ruled  out  of 
order  on  the  ground  that  such  motions  should  be  moved  under  total 
grants. 

Mr,  K.  KUNJU  PANICKER  :  Sir,  I  will  explain.  I  submit  Sir,  that 
if  the  Inspector-General  has  been  travelling  sufficiently  in  the  land  he 
could  have  seen  certain  facts  which  may  go  to  show  there  is  a  real  de¬ 
fect  for  want  of  adequate  representation  in  the  Department  of  the 
Ezhava  community. 

PRESIDENT  :  I  think  that  it  should  come  under  the  total  grant. 

Mr.  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI ;  Sir,  I  refer  to  the  ruling  No.  174  on 
page  110,  a  selection  from  the  Killings  from  the  Chair,  Travancore 
Legislature. 

PRESIDENT  :  The  motion  is  out  of  order. 

The  motion  was  declared  out  of  order. 

Motion  No.  481. 

MR.  P.  KUNJUKRISHNAN  :  Sir,  I  beg  to  move  that  the  total  allotment 
of  Bs.  2,500  for  travelling  allowance  be  reduced  by  Ke.  1.  The  objeot 
of  my  motion  is  to  discuss  about  corruption  in  the  department. 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI:  Sir,  again  Iwishtopoint 
out  to  the  ruling  that  has  already  been  given,  Honourable  members 
who  bring  up  similar  motions  seem  to  support  their  position  by  tbe  ar¬ 
gument  that  if  the  officer  concerned  were  to  travel  he  would  have  dis¬ 
covered  the  defects  prevailing  in  the  working  of  his  department.  Tha 
idea  appears  to  be  far  fetched.  If  the  honourable  members  were  to 
confine  to  the  discussion  of  the  matters  which  come  under  his  travelling 
allowance,  I  think  it  would  have  enabled  us  to  carry  on  the  discussion 
profitably. 

PRESIDENT :  I  think  now  the  time  has  come  when  the  Chair  should 
give  a  ruling  on  the  whole  of  the  subject  which  might  affect  future  dis¬ 
cussions  also  as  there  has  been  a  certain  amount  of  absence  of  uni¬ 
formity  in  the  practice  relating  to  cut  motions.  So  far  as  I  can  seethe 
object  of  the  budget  debate  and  voting  is  to  express  the  opinion  of  this 
honourable  House  on  certain  features  connected  with  the  budget.  Those 
features  may  be  sub-divided  into  two  categories.  One,  general  features 
sneh  as  inefficiency,  corruption,  the  conduct  of  what  may  be  called  the 
Department  as  a  whole  and  its  interaction  with  other  departments.  It 
appears  to  me  that  those  points  can  most  appropriately  and  adequately 
be  dealt  with  in  the  way  of  discussions  of  either  token  motions  for  re¬ 
duction  of  a  rupee  or  motions  for  a  substantial  reduction  if  the  honour¬ 
able  House  takes  the  view  that  the  conduct  has  been  so  bad  that  a  subs- 
tancial  reduction  is  necessary  in  order  to  testify  the  sense  of  the  House. 
There  may  be  other  matters  of  detail  coming  appropriately  under  the 
sub- heading  such  as  a  particular  establishment  say,  for  example,  bhe 
District  establishment  at  ottayam.  There  may  be  something  wilt 
regard  to  such  establishments  or  local  matters  which  might  well  form 
the  subject  of  a  token  motion  in  relation  to  the  sub-categories,  I  there¬ 
fore  rule  that  in  future  this  somewhat  far  fetched  idea  of  discussing 
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under  T.  A.  all  sorts  of  grievances  taking  advantage  of  the  likelihood  or 
possibility  of  the  Inspector  General  discovering  such  inequalities  and 
defects  if  he  were  to  travel  a  little  more  strenously  and  extensively,  be 
not  permitted.  Hereafter  those  questions  relating  to  particular  matters 
connected  with  particular  localities  may  be  adequately  and  properly 
discussed  under  these  smaller  heads.  Reduction  of  total  grants  should 
be  the  proper  occasion  for  discussing  bigger  problems.  If  those  bigger 
problems  are  grouped  together  then  we  know  exactly  what  time  should 
be  allotted  to  each  one  of  these  grants  so  that  this  honourable  House 
may  express  its  opinion  on  these  problems  with  due  regard  to  their  per¬ 
spective.  As  it  is,  what  happens  is  that  sporadic  discussions  take  place 
taking  much  longer  time  with  the  result  that  some  other  very  important 
matters  which  ought  to  engage  the  attention  of  the  House  do  not  come 
up  for  discussion,  for  those  reasons  also  the  ruling  that  I  have  given 
must  be  adhered  to.

Mr.  C.  JEBAMONY  NADAR:  Sir,  I  move  that  Es.  82,499  for 
Inspector  General  of  Police  be  reduced  by  Ee.  1. 

The  object  of  my  motion  is  to  point  out  the  defective  nature  of 
the  charge  sheets  filed  by  the  police,  before  the  Magistrates  Courts. 

Sir,  it  is  generally  seen  that  in  'such  charge  sheets  the  purpose 
for  which  witnesses  are  cited  is  not  mentioned.  In  some  of  these 
cases  they  even  give  the  addresses  of  persons  withouhknowing'them.  So 
more  than  one  process  has  to  be  'issued,  to  get  at  the  person  who  will 
support  the  Police.  Some  men  who  know  nothing  of  the  occurrence 
are  made  to  swear . 

MR.  E.  SUBRAMQNIA  AlyAR  :  Are  the  charge  sheets  now  filed  by  the 
Police  Department  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  the  Criminal 
Procedure  Code  ?  I  doubt  because  there  is  a  provision  in  the  Criminal 
Procedure  Code  according  to  which  a  form  has  to  be  prescribed  by  the 
Government.  I  stand  subject  to  correction  by  the  honourable 
interogator.  I  am  not  aware  of  any  such  form  being  prescribed 
^ . 

PRESIDENT  :  Order,  order,  Mr.  Legal  Bemembrancer. 

MR.  PUTTUPALLY  S.  KRISHNA  PIUAI  f  Sir,  the  present  charge 
sheets  are  strictly  in  adherence  with  the  Criminal  Procedure  Code. 
Only  there  was  6ome  practice  obtaining  before  of  mentioning  these 
details.  But  it  was  found  that  such  details  are  not  necessary  and  to 
keep  them  in  conformiLy  with  the  code  this  has  been  abandoned 
recently. 

MR.  C.  JEBAMONY  NADAR  :  Sir,  my  point  is,  that  the  accused  person 
must  know  what  the  prosecution  witness  is  going  to  swear.  Now,  it  is 
only,  when  the  witness  goes  to  the  box  that  we  are  able  to  know  that. 
Supposing  the  witness  might  swear  to  the  act  or  occurrence  and  with  this 
view  in  mind,  the  accused  might  collect  ever-so-many  documents  and 
informations  to  cross  examine  that  witness.  But  when  the  witness 
enters  the  box  it  might  be  that  he  swears  to  some  other  matters  and 
a  mere  formal  nature  requiring  no  cross  examination.  I  wish  to  avoid 
such  unnecessary  expenses.  In  the  Civil  Courts  when  the  list  of 
witnesses  is  filed  the  purpose  for  which  they  are  cited  must  also  be 
mentioned.  Invariably  this  is  the  practice  in  the  Civil  Courts  and 
also  in  the  Magistrate’s  Courts,  when  a  private  person  figures  as  a 
complainant.  But  there  is  this  distinction  when  the  charge  is  filed 
by  the  Police.  I  believe  this  gives,  a  chance  for  the  Police,  to  act  in 
a  fraduient  way.  I  know  of  a  case  where  information  was  given  to 
the  Police  by  a  person  on  a  certain  evening  and  the  next  day  the 
Police  put  in  a  charge  sheet  giving  the  names  of  18  witnesses  ;  nobody 
knows  when  the  Police  collected  evidence  and  how  they  came  to  know 
of  those  witnesses.  I  submit,  that  on  account  of  this  dubious  form  of 
present  charge  sheet,  the  Police  are  helped  in  shaping  evidence  as 
occasion  rises.  Therefore  in  the  interests  of  justice,  I  would  appeal 
that  this  motion  has  to  be  accepted  by  the  House . 
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PRESIDENT  ;  Mr.  Legal  Bemembrancer,  have  you  got  anything 
to  say  ? 

MR.  PUTHUPALU  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI :  Sir,  I  have  nothing  to  add 
to  what  I  have  stated.  The  present  system  is  strictly  in  accordance 
with  the  Criminal  Procedure  Code.  It  is  stated  that,  because  there  is 
an  insistance  on  what  a  witness  would  swear  to  when  a  list  of  witnesses 
is  filed  by  a  private  complainant',  a  similar  arrangement  must  be  made 
in  regard  to  the  Police  charge  sheets.  The  Police  charge  sheet  is 
entirely  different.  The  laws  themselves  view  it  from  a  separate  or 
distinct  basis.  Certain  privileges  are  given  to  the  Police  Officers  and 
there  are  certain  provisions  made  which  are  calculated  to  promote  the 
ends  of  justice  and  convenience  to  the  Police  authorities  in  charge  of 
these  matters.  When  the  law  itself  makes  the  difference,  I  submit 
that  it  is  not  possible  until  that  law  is  changed  to  bring  about  such  a 
change.  No  doubt,  formerly  there  was  a  system  under  which  the 
charge  sheet  used  to  contain  such  informations.  But  the  practice  that 
is  obtaining  in  British  India  is  the  one  that  we  have  now  resorted  to 
here,  and  in  that  respect  no  reason  or  justification  has  been  alleged 
why  we  should  make  a  departure  from  the  express  provisions  contained 
in  the  Code. 

MR.  E.  SUBRAMONIA  AIYAR  :  Sir,  I  am  not  attending'  original 
criminal  courts,  now  as  I  U3ed  ’to  do  in  times  past.  There¬ 
fore,  I  am  not  able  to  speak  with  any  confidence  on  the  practice  that 
is  now  prevailing  in  the  subordinate  courts.  But  in  those  few  cases, 
which  come  to  my  notice  by  way  of  revision  or  appeal  from  the 
subordinate  courts,  I  am  unable  to  say  that  any  departure  has  been 
made  by  the  Police  in  the  matter  of  preferring  charge  sheets  and 
describing  the  contents  thereof.  I  believe  there  is  a  clear  section  in 
the  Criminal  Procedure  Code  which  states  what  the  charge  sheet 
should  contain.  Generally,  in  the  charge  sheet  towards  the  close,  a 
gem  summary  of  what  the  witnesses  will  say  must  be  given.  But  a 
distinction  has  to  be  made  between  certain  cases.  Generally  the 
Police  give  a  charge  sheet  in  non-cognizabie  offences.  Now.  in  the 
particular  illustration  citei’by  my  honourable  friend,  the  proceedings 
under  Section  EO  give  rise  to  some  difficulties.  Because,  so  far  as 
section  90  of  the  Criminal  Procedure  Code  is  concerned,  the  trial  is 
something  like  that  of  a  summons  case.  Therefore,  strictly,  what  is 
required  is  a  statement  of  facts  or  complaints  by  the  Police  with  the 
lists  of  witnesses,  who  will  be  supporting  the  complaint. 

PRESIDENT:  Has  the  honourable  member’s]  attention  been  drawn 
to  the  actual  wording  of  the  Seotion  ? 

MR.  E.  SUBRAMONIA  AIYAR  :  Yes,  Sir. 

Mr.  C.  JEBAMONY  NADAR  :  May  I  know  whether  it  was  not  the 
practice  some  years  ago,  to  mention  in  all  the  charges  the  purpose  for 
which  the  witness  was  cited  ? 

MR.  E.  SUBRAMONIA  AIYAR:  I  have  explained  the  point.  It 

is  not  a  Police  charge  that  is  contemplated  in  section  90..  What  it 
contemplates  is  only  a  trial  on  the  lines  of  the  summons  case  and. 
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[Mr.  E.  Subramonia  Aiyer.] 

therefore,  what  is  required  is  only  a  complaint.  The  Police  also  can 
state  or  give  a  list  of  witnesses  and  certainly,  when  the  matter  comes 
before  the  court,  the  court  as  the  controlling  authority  calls  upon  the 
Police  and  the  prosecutor  to  state  what  the  point  the  witnesses  are  to 
prove.  So,  in  my  view,  I  don’t  think  i  here  is  much  force  in  the  complaint 
made  by  my  honourable  frieDd. 

Mr.  PUL1YOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  P1LLA1  :  Sir,  I  wish  to  make  a 
few  observations.  The  practice  in  criminal  courts  with  regard  to  the 
private  complaints  is  that  in  the  list  of  witnesses,  they  should  speci¬ 
fically  state  the  purpose  for  which  the  witnesses  are  cited.  The 
omission  to  state  the  purpose  is  doemod  as  a  material  defect  in  the 
matter  of  accepting  that  list.  On  the  other  hand,  in  the  charge  sheets 
filed  by  the  Police  before  the  several  criminal  courts,  it  was  the  usual 
practice  to  state  specifically  the  purpose  for  which  each  witness  was 
cited.  But,  of  late,  it  is  seen  that  no  such  mention  of  the  purpose  is 
made  in  the  charge  sheet.  Sir,  I  have  no  hesitation  to  submit  that  by 
adopting  this  new  course,  the  accused  are  put  to  very  much  incon¬ 
venience  and  difficulty  since  they  arc  not  in  a  position  beforehand  to 
understand  the  point  in  respect  of  which  evidence  is  going  to  be  adduc¬ 
ed  against  them.  In  particular,  I  also  wish  to  submit  that  there  should 
not  be  any  difference  or  distinction  between  a  private  complaint  and  a 
comnlaint  filed  by  the  Police  by  means  of  the  charge  sheet  with  regaul 
to  the  procedure  governing  this  matter.  So,  I  submit  that  it  is  better  to 
have  recourse  to  the  former  procedure  and  remove  all  the  difficulties  that 
have  arisen  as  a  result  of  the  present  practice.  With  these  observations 
I  support  the  motion. 

KHAN  BAHADUR  G.  S.  ABDUL  KARIN!  SAHIB:  Sir,  the  honourable 
member,  the  mover  in  raising  the  point  to  show  the  defective  nature 
of  the  charge  sheet  filed  by  the  Police,  his  practically  charge  sheeted 
the  Police.  He  says  that  the  Police  are  likely  to  make  the  witness 
swear  on  what  they  like,  in  the  absence  of  more  particulars  in  the 
charge  sheet  as  to  what  a  particular  witness  has  to  say.  Well,  I  think 
I  will  do  well  to  read  out  to  my  friend  and  his  supporters  what  exactly 
is  in  the  new  charge  sheet.  The  new  charge  sheet,  as  the  Honourable 
the  Legal  Bemembrancer  said,  is  a  faithful  copy  of  the  charge  sheet 
in  the  neighbouring  Provinces.  Here  you  have  the  space  for  writing 
the  name  of  the  District,  the  Police  Station,  charge  number,  date  and 
all  that.  In  column  I  the  name,  addresses  and  occupation  of  the  com- 
plainant  has  to  be  written.  Column  II  gives  the  names  and  addresses 
of  the  accused  persons,  not  sent  for  trial.  Column  III  gives  the 
particulars  vis.,  whether  arrested  or  not, — including  absconders.  In 
Column  IV  we  have  the  names  of  the  accused  persons  sent  up  for  trial, 
in  custody, 'bail  or  in  cognisance.  Against  column  V — the  list  of  property 
including  weapons  with  particulars  as  to  where  they  were  found,  has 
to  be  written,  The  names  and  addresses  of  witnesses  are  to  be  entered 
against  Column  No.  VI.  Column  No.  VII  is  very  important  from  our 
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point  of  view.  It  deals  with  the  charge  or  information,  name  of 
offence  and  circumstances  connected  with  it  and  under  what  section  of 
law  charged.  Now  the  form  itself  is  very  comprehensive.  You  have  got 
practically  everything  here.  Then  on  the  top  of  it  you  have  got  the 
case  diary  and  then  you  have  got  the  investigator’s  note  Book?  The 
court  is  entitled  to  see  the  case  diary  and  the  note  book  of  the  Inspector. 
What  more  do  you  want  ?  There  is  no  necessity  for  fear  in  this 
matter  You  have  so  many  officers  ;  you  have  the  court  which  looks 
into  all  these  matters. 

MR.  C.  JEBAMONY  NADAR  :  Sir,  I  am  absolutely  unsatisfied  with 
the  explanation.  My  only  point  was  that  the  purpose  for  which  the 
witness  was  cited  is  not  mentioned  in  the  charge  sheet.  Of  course, 
there  are  the  names  and  the  addresses  of  persons.  But  what  is  the 
point  that  the  witnesses  goes  to  prove  ?  - 

KHAN  BAHADUR  G.  S.  ABDUL  KARIM  SAHIB  :  Sir,  I  have  got  an  ex. 
plana tion  and  I  have  given  it.  What  the  witness  has  to  say  is  given 
in  column  7  of  the  charge  sheet  namely,  information  about  names  of 
accused,  circumstances  under  which  the  offence  was  committed,  under 
what  section  of  law  charged  etc.  The  witness  will  have  to  answer  to 
to  these  points.  This  has  been  followed  in  the  neighbouring  Province 
where  there  are  24  disLricts  and  it  is  working  there  without  any 

MR.  M.  SIVATHANU  PILLAI  ;  Has  the  inspector-General  any  objec¬ 
tion  to  issue  orders  to  the  Prosecutors  of  the  Department  to  see  that  in 
future  the  purpose  for  which  the  witnesses  are  cited  is  also  given  in 
the  charge  sheet  ? 

KHAN  BAHADUR  G.  S.  ABDUL  KARIM  SAHIB  :  I  have  absolutely  no 
objection,  but  there  is  no  column  in  the  form. 

MR.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI:  Is  it  not  possible  to  add 
one  more  column  to  the  present  Form  ? 

KHAN  BAHADUR  G.  S.  ABDUL  KARIM  SAHIB  :  I  am  sorry,  Sir  it  is 
not  necessary.  As  I  have  already  stated,  this  is  the  (Form  which  is 
being  followed  in  the  neighbouring  British  Indian  Province ;  as 
stipulated  in  the  Cr.  P.  C-  there  has  been  no  complaint  there. 

MR.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI:  It  is  not  bare  natural 
justice  to  inform  the  accused  of  the  facts  that  are  going  to  be  adduced 
in  evidence  against  him  by  particular  prosecution  witnesses? 

KHAN  BAHADUR  G.  S.  ABDUL  KARIM  SAHIB  :  All  that  information 
can  come  under  the  seven  columns  of  our  present  Form. 

MR.  JEBAMONY  NADAR  :  I  press  the  motion. 

The  motion  was  put  to  vote  and  carried.

Mr.  C.  JEBAMONY  NADAR  :  Sir,  I  beg  to  make  the  following 
motion  : —

Mr.K.  NARAYANA  PERUMAL  NADAR:  Sir,  I  beg  to  male  the  following 
motion : — 

To  reduce  the  allotment  of  Rs.  82,419  fey  Inspcotor-Generbl  of  Polioe 
by  Re.  1. 

(To  speak  of  the  oondition  of  prisoners  in  look-ups). 

Sir,  under  Section  43  (e)  of  the  Police  Act,  IV  of  1093,  any  Police 
officer  who  offers  personal  violence  to  prisoners  is  liab'e  to  be  punished. 
On  October  13,  1938,  the  Inspector-General  has  issued  a  Circular  to 
the  effect  that  Police  officers  who  injure  or  belabour  persons  in  custody 
would  be  seriously  dealt  with.  Now,  Sir,  it,  has  been  found  that 
prisoners,  particularly  State  Congress  prisoners,  have  been  seriously 
handled  by  the  Police  ;  in  fact,  it  is  widely  believed  throughout  the 
State  that  the  late  Sivaraja  Pandiyan  was  actually  done  to  death  cfS, 
by  Police  officers.  > 

PRESIDENT  :  I  suppose  the  honourable  member  makes  himself 
responsible  for  that  very  serious  allegation? 

MR.  K.  NARAYANA  PERUMAL  NADAR  :  I  do  not  know,  Sir.  It  is  believ¬ 
ed  like  tliat.  That  is  all  I  said  {Laughter.) 

PRESIDENT:  Certain  rules  have  to  be  observed  especially  with 
regard  to  serious  charges  of  this  kind.  It  is  no  doubt  the  iright  as  well 
as  the  duty  of  honourable  members,  if  they  are  cognisant  of  any  abuse, 
or  what  they  consider  grave  miscarriage  of  justice  or  flagrant  deriliction 
of  duty,  to  place  it  fearlessly  before  this  House.  To  suggest  that  some 
gentleman  was  killed,  literally  murdered  by  the  Polioe  when  in  lock 
up,  is  a  very  serious  allegation  indeed.  Unless  the  honourable  member 
is  willing  to  implement  that  statement  of  his  by  indicating  the  definite 
reasons  which  impelled  him  to  make  that  statement,  the  position  would 
be  very  grave  and  embarrassing.  I  trust,  the  honourable  member,  if  he 
wants  to  make  the  charge — of  course,  he  is  perfectly  entitled  to  do  it— 
he  can  do  it  after  assuring  Government  that  he  has  enough  evidence 
to  substantiate  the  charge,  so  that,  later  on,  he  may  be  called  upon  by 
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Government  to  produce  such  evidence,  for  necessary  action  being  taken 
against  the  Police.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  a  charge  like  that  is  one  of 
the  most  serious  charges  that  can  be  levelled  against  the  Police — an 
unfortunate  person  being  done  to  death  in 'the  lock  up? 

It  is  entirely  left  to  the  honourable  member  either  to  persist  in 
that  statement  or  not.  But  if  he  does  persist,  he  is  requested  to  do 
only  if  he  has  a  certain  amount  of  evidence  which  he  would  be  pre¬ 
pared  to  place  before  Government  when  called  upon  to  do  so. 

Mr.  K.  NARAYANAPERUMAL  NADAR:  It  is  certain  that,  generally,  State 
Congress  persons  in  the  look-up  are  seriously  handled  by  the  Police 
there  is  no  question  about  that ;  also  the  under-trial  prisoners.  Sir  it  is 
a  fundamental  rule  of  law  that  every  person  should  be  presumed  to  be 
innocent  till  his  guilt  is  proved.  There  is  therefore  no  justification  for 
the  Police  officers  showing  physical  violence  to  the  under-trial 
prisoners. 

With  these  words,  I  place  the  motion  for  the  acceptance  of  the 

KHAN  BAHADUR  G.  S.  ABDUL  KARIM  SAHIB:  lam  thankful  to 
the  honourable  member  for  his  reference  to  my  Circular  :  only  it  has 
been  wrongly  quoted.  Bor  one  thing  it  is  marked  "confidential.” 

PRESIDENT  :  If  the  honourable  member  cannot  enforce  confiden¬ 
tiality  among  his  subordinate  officers,  it  is  so  much  to  his  discredit; 
there  is  no  use  finding  fault  with  Mr.  Nadar  for  having  got  hold  of  a 
copy  of  the  Circular. 

KHAN  BAHADUR  G.  S.  ABDUL  KARIM  SAHIB  :  But,  fortunately,  the 
real  circular  is  not  out  yet. 

PRESIDENT  :  Either  the  Inspector  General  of  Police  complains 
of  the  purloining  of  his  circular,  or  he  does  not. 

KHAN  BAHADUR  G,  S.  ABDUL  KARIM  SAHIB  :  I  am  merely  submitting 
that  only  a  spurious  counterpart  of  my  Circular  had  appeared  in  the 
Press ;  I  am  not  complaining. 

Mr.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI ;  Is  it  the  false  circular 
that  the  honourable  Mr.  Nadar  was  quoting  ? 

KHAN  BAHADUR  G.  S.  ABDUL  KARIM  SAHIB  :  The  portion  quoted  did 
not  from  part  of  my  Circular. 

MR.  K.  NARAYANAPERUMAL  NADAR  :  Is  it  a  fact  that  Dr,  N.  S. 
Pillai  was  seriously  handled  in  the  lock-up  ? 

KHAN  BAHADUR  G.  S.  ABDUL  KARIM  SAHIB:  No,  Sir  ;  as  member  of 

an  unlawful  body  he  was  attacked  when  he  misbehaved. 

Sir,  it  has  been  stated  that  State  Congress  prisoners  and  under- 
trial  prisoners  were  ill-treated.  I  have  yet  to  hear  of  any  complaint 
about  the  ill-treatment  of  State  Congress  prisoners. 

PRESIDENT :  Has  the  Inspector  General  received  any  formal 
complaint  from  any  State  Congress  prisoners,  or  for  that  matter,  from 
any  other  person  ? 
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KHAN  BAHADUR  G.  S.  ABDUL  KARIM  SAHIB  :  No,  Sir  ;  I  was  about  to 
say  that.  In  fact,  some  of  the  State  Congress  people  who  met  me, 
complimented  me  on  the  excellent  treatment  they  were  accorded  in  the 
prison,  at  any  rate  since  I  assumed  charge  of  the  department. 

Mr.  PULIYOQR  T.  P.  VELAYUOHAN  PILLAI:  Was  Dr.  N.  S.  PilJai 
beaten  while  he  was  in  the  lock-up  ? 

KHAN  BAHADUR  G.  S.  ABDUL  KARIM  SAHIB  :  Not  at  all,  Sir.  To 
my  knowledge,  Sir,  the  Police  have  not  ill  treated  State  Congress 
prisoners  or  under-trial  prisoners,  or,  lor  that  matter  even  the  other 
prisoners.  If  specific  complaints  are  made  to  mo  I  am  prepared  to 

MR.  K.  NARAYANAPERUMAL  NADAR  :  I  press  the  motion. 

The  motion  was  put  to  vote  and  lost,  the  mover  alone  voting  for 
the  motion  (Laughter). 

MR.  PAD1YARA  JOSEPH  KUNJU  :  I  demand  a  poll. 

PRESIDENT  :  No.  The  rule  is  clear.  No  member  who  has 
voted  against  the  motion  which  was  lost  can  demand  a  poll.  A  person 
belonging  to  the  victorious  party,  cannot  iry  to  demonstrate  his  victory 
by  getting  a  poll  taken  (Laa g liter).  On  the  other  hand  one  who  has 
been  defeated  can  try,  by  means  of  a  poll  to  convert  the  defeat  into  a 
victory. 

Motion  No.  499. 

MR.  K.  NARAYANAPERUMAL  NADAR  :  Sir  I  beg  to  move  the  follow¬ 
ing  motion  : — 

To  reduce  the  allotment  of  Ks  82,429  for  Inspector  General  of 
Police  by  Be.  1.  To  speak  of  the  utter  inefficiency  of  the 

Sir,  during  the  general  discussion  of  the  budget,  I  said  that  the 
Police  are  supposed  to  be  the  maintainers  of  law  and  order.  Ever 
since  the  present  Inspector  General  of  Police  assumed  office,  it  is 
found  that,  in  the  matter  of  discharging  the  normal  duties  of  the 
Police,  such  as  the  prevention  and  detection  of  offences,  the  work  done 
by  the  police  is  not  at  ail  satisfactory.  Let  us  examine  the  Adminis¬ 
tration  Beport  for  1113  re  percentage  of  crimes  detected. 

In  regard  to  murder  cases,  in  1112  twenty-one  per  cent,  were 
detected;  in  1113  the  percentage  was  43.  Therefore,  Sir,  it  is  clear 
that  if  you  murder  100  persons,  in  57  of  those  cases  you  can  escape 
undetected  (Laughter). 

PRESIDENT:  Honourable  member  is  niis-quoting  figures;  if  100 
persons  commit  murder,  57  of  ihem  can  escape  detection. 

Mr.  K.  NARAYANAPERUMAL  NADAR  ;  In  regard  to  culpable  homicide, 
in  1112  the  percentage  detected  was  cent  per  cent.  But  in  1113  it 
was  only  70  per  cent.  In  the  case  of  s.olen  property  recovered,  it 
was  only  42%  in  1113  ;  in  regard  to  serious  offences  against  person 
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and  property  it  is  stated  that  these  offences  have  slightly  increased, 
namely  by  46  cases  ;  in  other  words,  it  is  3  per  cent,  more  than  in 
1112,  As  regards  the  number  of  warrants  instituted,  while  it  was  133 
in  1113  it  was  much  less  in  1112.  As  regards  proceedings  for  security 
for  good  behaviour,  there  have  been  1,139  cases  in  1113 ;  and 
in  the  case  of  473  persons  such  proceedings  were  pending  disposal  to¬ 
wards  the  close  of  ihe  year.  In  most  of  these  cases,  Sir,  these  pro¬ 
ceedings  have  been  instituted  against  State  Congress  workers  whose 
object  is  to  bring  about  Responsible  Government  in  this  country.  In 
many  cases  the  persons  chosen  for  these  proceedings  are  those  who 
were  not  in  the  good  books  of  the  Police  officers.  Under  8  ciions  90, 
92  and  93  of  Cr.  P.  C.,  these  proceedings  can  be  instituted  only  against 
habitual  offenders,  vagrants,  and  people  who  are  about  to  com¬ 
mit  a  breach  of  the  peace.  But  here.  Sir,  steps  have  been  taken 
under  these  Sections  against  patriots  who  have  been  fightiDg  for  Res¬ 
ponsible  Government  whose  creed  is  truth  and  non-violence  and  who 
are  followers  of  Mahatma  Gandhi  the  great  apostle  of  Ahimsa.  These 
are  people,  Sir,  in  whose  case  it  can  be  taken  for  granted  that  there 
will  be  no  breach  of  the  peace  if  they  address  public  meetings. 

PRESIDENT:  According  to  the  honourable  member  is  it  possible 
to  set  fire  to  another  man’s  motor  car  non-violently  ? 

MS.  K.  NARAYANAPERUMAL  NADAR  :  My  submission  is,  Sir,  that  it 
was  not  right  on  the  part  of  the  Police  to  have  instituted  security  pro¬ 
ceedings  against  leaders  of  the  people. 

MR.  KANNANTHODATH  JANARDHANAN  NAIR  :  I  support  this  motion. 
There  is  no  other  department  in  the  State  more  responsible  for  the 
welfare  and  safety  of  the  masses,  than  the  Police  department.  Of 
late,  there  has  been  a  tendancy  on  the  part  of  the  subordinates  of  the 
Police  depar.ment  to  misuse  their  powers  taking  shelter  under  the 
occurances  of  the  recent  political  agitation.  If  any  Police  officer 
wanted  to  wreak  vengeance  on  an  individual,  immediately  the  political 
agitation  is  exploited  and  that  gentleman  is  apprehanded  and  a  political 
agitator,  arrested  and  victimised.  Sir,  instances  are  not  rare  where 
police  officers  who  are  the  custodians  of  the  peace  and  who  are  respon¬ 
sible  for  the  maintenance  of  law  and  order,  have  been  guilty  of  the 
most  disorderly  and  lawless  acts  of  highhandedness.  I  shall  quote  a 
few  instances  If  a  policeman  is  in  need  of  money,  he  cooks  up  a 
petition  about  some  individual  harass  and  victimise  him  and  then 
squeezes  out  as  much  as  possible  from  him.  Another  practice  prevalent 
in  the  department  is  to  arrest  persons  without  any  warrant,  and  to 
keep  them  in  custody  for  two  or  three  days  and  sometimes  even  a 
week.  One  such  instance  had  been  brought  to  my  notice.  In  the 
police  station  of  Karukachal,  the  Inspector  there  arrested  3  women, 
two  young  and  one  old,  a  two  year  old  babe  and  an  old  man  and  kept 
them  in  the  lock-up  from  the  27  th  Bdavorn  to  the  31st  Edavom 
1114. 

PRESIDENT  :  Order,  order.  Was  that  instance  brought  to  the 
notice  either  of  the  department  or  of  Government? 

Vol,  XIV.  No.  9. 
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MR.  KANNANTHODATH  JANARDHANAN  NAIR  :  Yes,  Sir.  I  sent  in 
an  interpellation  regarding  the  matter  but  it  is  neither  in  the  list  of 
rejected  interpellations  nor  in  the  list  of  admitted  questions. 

PRESIDENT:  What  I  was  asking  was  whether  when  such  an  in¬ 
cident  took  place  it  was  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  department  or 
Government. 

MR.  KANNANTHODATH  JANARDHANAN  NAIR  :  It  was  brought  to  the 
notice  of  the  Inspector-General  of  Police  by  proper  representation  by 
one  Mir.  K.  S.  Sebastian  an  advocate  of  the  local  tar.  The  Inspec¬ 
tor-General  promised  to  do  the  needful  in  tire  matter.  But  unfortu¬ 
nately  nothing  has  turned  up  till  now.  It  is  these  unscrupulous 
underlings  of  the  department  that  drive  people  to  desperation  and 
cause  misunderstandings  not  only  about  the  Head  of  the  department 
but  at  times  about  the  Head  of  the  Administration. 

PRESIDENT  .'  Order,  older.  Is  that  matter  sub-judice,  Inspector- 
General  ? 

KHAN  BAHADUR  6.  S.  ABDUL  KARIM  SAHIB  :  No,  Sir.  The  matter 
has  been  enquired  into. 

MR.  KANNANTHODATH  JANARDHANAN  NAIR  :  I  attribute  such  dis¬ 
orderly  conduct  to  the  policy  of  the  department  in  keeping  uneduca¬ 
ted,  uncultured  and  brutish  inspectors  in  charge  of  stations. 

Sir,  in  this  connection  I  would  suggest  that  graduates  employed 
as  constables,  head  constables  and  clerks  in  the  department  are  not 
given  the  deserved  encouragement.  I  am  sure  that  if  those  inspectors 
who  are  uneducated,  unqualified  and  brutish  are  replaced  by  graduates 
either  from  the  department  or  from  outside  it  will  go  a  long  way  in 
keeping  down  the  corruption  prevalent  in  the  department.

In  doing  so 
I  have  no  complaint  against  the  Police  taking  action  against  the  tur¬ 
bulent  elements  under  Criminal  Procedure  Code  Section  90  or  93.  I 
want  only  to  point  out  that  the  scope  of  the  work  of  the  Police  force 
is  not  made  use  of  in  the  correct  way.  Otherwise  the  police  forces 
would  have  been  more  efficient.  In  the  recent  political  upheaval  I  find 
that  so  many  Ezhavashad  taken  park  I  submit  that  if  competent  Bzhavas 
had  been  enrolledand  entertained  in  the  Police  Department  in  sufficient 
numbers  and  if  all  the  Police  Stations  had  been  well  manned  by  Ezha- 
va  constables  and  head  constables  they  could  have  very  well  diseminated 
the  idea  that  the  recent  political  upheaval  and  the  State  Congress  acti¬ 
vities  were  due  to  a  malicious  movement  directed  against  the  interest 
of  the  Ezhavas  and  other  backwird  commumtus.  Such  a  thing  could 
not  have  been  done  by  the  present  police  force  because  sufficient  num¬ 
ber  cf  Ezhavas  have  not  been  reciuit<d  in  Ihe  police  department.  I 
submit  that  wherever  there  were  Ezliava  constables  and  bead  consta¬ 
bles,  in  all  those  places  they  could  efficiently  educate  the  Ezhava  pub¬ 
lic  opinion  to  make  them  understand  that  they  should  have  nothing 
to  do  with  the  subversive  activities.

The  reason  is— they  form  one  of  the  major 
communities  in  the  land  and  they  are  distributed  all  over  the  country 
If  a  proportionate  number  of  Ezhavas  also  is  recruited,  they  can  easily 
approch  the  Ezhavas  outside  the  Department  and  make  them  under¬ 
stand  the  true  state  of  affairs.  Since  our  people  are  divided  into  so 
many  communities  and  there  is  no  easy  opening  to  have  mutual  in¬ 
terchange  of  ideas,  the  members  of  the  same  community  alone  can 
educate  that  community  as  to  the  actual  stare  of  affairs  in  regard  to 
any  political  activities.  That  cannot  be  done  effectively  by  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  any  other  community  especially  when  the  people  of  one  com¬ 
munity  are  in  the  habit  of  looking  with  suspicion  upon  the  members  of 
other  communities.  If  for  instance  a  Brahmin  or  a  Nair  or  a  Christian 
constable  goes  and  tells  an  Ezhava  that  such  and  such  is  the  state  of 
affairs,  Ihe  Ezhava  political  agitators  may  tell  him  that  such  and  such 
a  man  came  to  you  and  told  you  certain  things  only  to  misguide  you. 
Then  the  poor  Ezhava  might  be  easily  misguided  by  the  agitators. 
That  is  what  has  actually  happened  in  the  recent  civil  disobedience 
movement  So  I  submit  that  a  proportionate  representation,  should 
be  given  to  Ezhavas  in  the  recruitment  especially  in  the  Police  De¬ 
partment  which  is  the  most  efficient  department  to  deal  with  subversive 
activities.  With  these  words  I  support  the  motion.

MR.  C.  KUMARA  DAS  :  Sir,  I  beg  to  move  for  a  grant  not  exceed¬ 
ing  Bs.  2,78,636  under  Demand  XV  -  Industries  including  Clay  Re¬ 
fining  and  Porcelain  Factory.

Mr.  PUUYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI:  Sir,  I  move  to  reduce  the 
allotment  of  Bs.  4,8C0  for  Director  by  Be.  1  The  object  of  this  mo¬ 
tion  is  to  discuss  the  desirability  of  giving  sufficient  work  to  the  Di¬ 
rector  of  Industries  by  the  taking  over  of  the  management  of  the  Tri¬ 
vandrum  Bubber  Factory  under  the  administrative  control  of  the 
Director  of  Industries.  Sir,  it  is  seen  from  the  budget  for  the  next 
year  of  the  Travancore  University  as  well  as  from  the  budget  that  has 
been  placed  before  us  that  several  important  brunches  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Industries  such  as  the  S.  M.  B.  V.  Technical  Institute,  Car¬ 
pentry  Institute,  School  of  Arts,  Technological  Institute,  etc  ,  were 
transferred  from  the  adminis  rative  control  of  the  Director  of  Indus¬ 
tries  to  the  University.  It  is  also  seen,  Sir,  that  the  office  of  the  Trade 
Agent  and  the  sales  Depot  at  Bombay  which  were  'under  the  adm¬ 
inistrative  control  of  the  Director  of  Industrief  was  abolished. 

The  Bubber  Factory  was  also  taken  away  from  the  control  of 
the  Director  of  Industries  and  was  leased  out  to  a  limited  company  from 
the  12th  Makaram  1112.  The  name  of  that  company  is  the  Travan¬ 
core  Cables  and  blubbers  limited.  It  is  obvious  therefore  that  the  Di¬ 
rector  of  Industries  has  not  got  sufficient  work  at  present  to  continue 
to  be  a  full  time  officer.  In  the  circums lances,  I  am  at  a  loss  to  un¬ 
derstand  why  a  large  amount,  should  be  paid  to  the  Director  of  Indus¬ 
tries  by  way  of  salary,  when  he  has  not  been  given  sufficiaut  work  to 
do  in  proportion  to  the  high  salary  that  he  is  drawing  from  the  State 
Treasury.  Of  course,  I  fully  concede  that,  it  is  not  due  to  the  fault 
of  the  present  Director  that  he  has  been  reduced  to  this  position.  Let 
us  consider  a  remedy  for  this  sad  state  of  affairs.  As  I  submitted  be¬ 
fore,  the  Travancore  Cables  and  Bobbers  Ltd.  which  took  the  manage 
ment  of  the  Rubber  Factory  has  to  pay  Bs.  2205  per  mensem  byway 
of  rent  to  Government  under  the  terms  of  the  contract  entered  into 
between  the  Government  and  the  Company  in  question.  It  is  seen 
that  the  company  worked  the  factory  for  about  8  months  in  11 1 3  and 
after  the  month  of  Kumbhom  that  year,  on  account  of  the  inability 
of  ihe  Managing  Director  cf  the  company,  the  factory  had  to  be 
closed.  The  arrears  of  rent  so  far  will  come  to  about  Bs  38,000  and 
on  account  of  the  death  of  Mr.  Swaminathan,  the  managing  Director 
of  the  company,  and  for  various  other  reasons  there  is  absolutely  no 
use  of  waiting  any  longer  under  the  existing  condition.  Therefore, 
I  do  not  think  that  the  Government  will  be  able  to  realise  the  arrears 
of  rent  from  that  company.  There  is  no  use  in  the  factory  remaining 
idle  especially  under  the  terms  of  the  agreement  entered  into  between 
the  Government  and  the  company.  So,  in  the  interests  of  the  industries 
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in  the  State,  and  in  the  interest  of  Government  as  well,  I  think  it  has 
become  absolutely  necessary  that  the  management  of  the  Eubber  Fac¬ 
tory  be  taken  over  by  Government  as  early  as  possible;  With  these 
remarks  I  move  the  motion  for  the.  acceptance  of  the  House.  '  : 

Mr.  P.  SIVARAMA  PILLAI :  Sir,  in  offering  a  few  remarks  on  the 
cut  motion  before  the  House,  I  have  to  state  that  even  before  certain 
branches  of  the  Industries  Department  were  transferred  to  the  Univer¬ 
sity,  I  am  afraid,  the  Director  of  Industries  had  not  sufficient  work.  A 
reference  to  the  Administration  Report  during  the  last  six  years  would 
clearly  show  that  the  same  medley  of  words  is  being  repeated  year  after 
year.  I  referred  to  the  working  of  the  Commercial  School  at  Alleppey 
and  the  futile  results  thereon  in  my  budget  speech.  Then  again, 
there  is  the  Geological  branch  of  the  departmen  where  there  is  a  Geo¬ 
logist  and  an  assistant  for  him  to  attend  to  prospecting  work  of 
minerals.  Then,  there  is  the  Industrial  Engineer  and  the  Chief 
Boiler  Inspector.  For  all  the  different  branches,  there  are  separate 
experts  working  in  the  line,  so  much  so,  there  is  practically  little  work 
remaining  for  the  Industries  Director  to  look  after.  In  the  Textiles 
Branch  also,  there  is  an  assistant  to  supervise  the  work-  Under  those 
conditions,  I  am  at  a  loss  to  understand,  what  work  is  remaining  for 
the  Industries  Director.  It  may  be  said  that  a  Labour  Commissioner 
will  have  to  be  appointed  and  the  duties  of  that  office  will  be  imposed 
on  him.  But,  I  find  from  the  budget  an  allotment  of  about  Es.  50  to 
be  paid  as  allowance  for  supervising  that  item  of  work.  Already  there 
is  no  work  for  him;  a  salary  of  Es.  400  is  paid  to  him.  So,  I  do  not  see 
why  he  should  be  paid  Rs.  50  as  allowancefor  another  branch  of  the 
work.  As  regards  the  taking  up  of  the  Eubber  Factory  and 
running  it  by  Government,  I  do  not  know  how  far  the  Director  of 
Industries  has  got  experience  in  the  management  of  that  industry. 
Whatever  it  is,  one  thing  has  to  be  admitted  and  that  ir,  the  Director 
of  Industries  and  his  several  assistants  have  not  got  sufficient  work- 
Under  chess  conditions,  I  support  the  motion  before  the  House. 

.  MR.  K.  DOvIINIC  J JSEPH  (Vaikom  cum  Eottayam );  Sir,  there  is  no 
denying  the  fact  that  the  condition  of  the  Eubber  Factory  has  become 
an  objeot  of  disgrace  to  all  parties  concerned.  To  all  outsiders  it  ap¬ 
peared  that  ideal  conditions  prevail  here,  for  the  successful  operation  of 
the  rubber  industry.  The  raw  commodity  either  in  the  latex  form  or  as 
sheet,  can  be  had  in  plenty,  and  cheaply  also  at  the  very  doors.  Labour 
is  plentiful  and  cheap  Transport  facilities  are  all  that  could  be 
desired.  Manufactured  articles  need  not  be  exported  to  foreign 
countries  to  find  a  market.  We  have  got  a  home  market,  -the  resources 
of  which,  if  properly  tapped  and  organised,  ,will  be  practically  unlimit, 
ted.  Under  such  conditions,  it  is  very  surprising  how  such  an  industry 
could  fail.  The  Government  policy  appears  to  be  lo  entrust  the 
working  of  the  factory  to  a  private  agency,  capable  enough,  having  the 
expert  knowledge  enough,  having  the  resources  enough,  to  work  the 
factory.  It  is  time  that  they  would  have  approached  the  Government 
by  this  time,  if  there  was  such  a  one.  The  factory  is  remaining  idle 
for  over  a  year  now. 
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Therefore  my  suggestion  is  that  the  Government  should  not  lose 
any  more  time,  should  not  wait  any  longer.  The  Government  should 
undertake  the  working  of  the  factory  and  should  utilise  all  its  resources 
to  make  it  a  success.  If  persons  having  expert  knowledge  in  the 
working  of  the  industry  are  absent,  they  should  be  got  down.  We 
read  in  the  papers  that  some  Jews  who  are  greatly  interested  in  com¬ 
merce,  industry  and  agriculture  have  approached  the  Mysore  Govern¬ 
ment  and  that  Government  has  an  idea  to  establish  a  small  Jewish 
colony 

PRESIDENT  :  It  is  not  the  intention  of  Government,  in  view  of 
the  present  prevalence  of  unemployment,  to  encourage  the  settlement 
of  any  outsider. 

MR.  K.  DOMINIC  JOSEPH  .  I  was  only  suggesting  that  if  we  have 
no  experts,  outside  experts  having  sufficient  knowledge  should  be 
brought  down  and  their  services  utilised  to  add  to  the  prosperity  of 
Travancore. 

MR.  C.  JEBAMONY  NADAR  :  Sir,  I  oppose  the  motion.  The  policy 
of  the  Government  in  the  matter  of  working  of  the  factories  is  to  leave 
it  to  private  agencies.  Of  course,  there  are  practical  difficulties  for  the 
Government  to  maintain  factories  and  take  up  their  actual  working.  Gov¬ 
ernment  have  already  started  other  important  schemes  such  as  Trans¬ 
port,  University  &c.,  and  their  undivided  attention  has  to  be  drawn  to¬ 
wards  those  schemes.  If  all  the  factories  are  to  be  worked,  that  means 
tremendous  amount  of  money  would  be  necessary  for  the  working  of 
them.When  money  is  necessary  for  more  important  matters  of  a  pressing 
nature,  my  submission  is  that  it  is  not  advisable  for  Government  to 
take  up  working  of  a  factory  which  had  a  gloomy  history  about  it. 

MR.  K.  KUNJU  PANICKER  :  Sir,  I  support  the  motion.  My  view  is 
that  the  Industries  Department  should  take  up  some  of  our  important 
industrial  endeavours.  Some  of  the  honourable  members  have  spoken 
about  the  working  of  the  Rubber  Factory  under  the  management  of 
the  Director  of  Industries.  I  submit  that  during  the  course  of  discus¬ 
sion  of  the  Excise  Demand,  there  was  the  reference  about  nationalisa¬ 
tion  of  the  salt  industry.  The  Excice  Commissioner  replied  that  that 
industry  could  not  be  nationalised,  because,  it  could  not  be  run  on  a 
profitable  basis  if  it  is  undertaken  by  Government.  The  declaration 
was  that  the  industry  which  is  being  run  by  private  agencies  on  a 
profitable  basis  could  not  be  undertaken  by  Government  on  a  profitable 
oasis.  If  so,  I  think  that  there  is  something  wrong  some  where.  The 
very  same  attitude  can  be  inferred  here  a'so,  i.  e.,  if  the  rubber  industry 
is  taken  up  under  the  direction  of  the  department  of  industries  it  would 
also  end  in  loss.  There  is  the  Travancore  sugar  industry  w'hich  is 
being  worked  by  a  European  concern.  I  understand  that  it  is  now  run 
on  a  profitable  scale.  Now  the  position  is,  there  are  certain  industries 
which  are  run  on  a  profitable  scale,  when  managed  by  Europeans,  with 
admittedly  higher  salaries,  and  if  they  arc  taken  up  by  Government,  the 
industries  would  end  in  a  heavy  loss.  That  means,  there  is  something 
wrong  with  the  managing  authorities  of  the  Government, 
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PRESIDENT  :  The  honourable  member  forgets  the  fact  that  that 
particular  European  firm  he  refers  to  has  practically  the  monopoly  of 
sugar  production  in  South  India. 

MR.  K.  KUNJU  PAN1CKER  :  I  submit  that  in  the  case  of  ,’the  Rubber 
Factory,  though  a  native  company  undertook  to  run  it  on  a  profitable 
scale,  it  failed  in  the  attempt.  Bu'c  I  submit  that  the  Industries  De¬ 
partment  of  ours  should  set  an  example  by  undertaking  to  run  some 
industries  on  a  large  scale.  That  will  be  a  sort  of  guidance  for  our 
people  to  include  them  to  undertake  such  business.  That  would  not 
only  be  benefitial  to  the  people  but  also  would  bring  profit  to  the 
general  exchequer.  It  would  be  an  inducement  to  our  people.  As  it 
stands,  the  Industries  Department  does  not  propose  to  do  anything  like 
that.  It  simply  exists  merely  as  an  ornament  to  our  Government, 
just  as  other  departments  of  national  development  such  as  Agricultural 
Department. 

Let  us  look  at  the  other  side  of  the  thing.  What  j_is  the  profit 
derived  annually  from  the  working  of  the  Industries  Department  ? 
What  is  the  earthly  benefit  that  the  people  are  going  to  derive  from 
the  working  of  that  department  ?  If  there  is  no  prospect  of  obtaining 
any  profit  and  even  educational  value  from  the  working  of  that  depart¬ 
ment,  my  submission  is  that  it  is  high  time  to  abolish  such  a  depart¬ 
ment,  Either  ii  should  be  mended  or  ended. 

MR.  KOTTAUl  P.  ABRAHAM  :  Sir,  on  a  point  of  order.  The  object 
of  this  motion  is  to  discuss  the  desirability  of  giving  sufficient  work  to 
the  Director  by  the  taking  over  the  management  by  Government  of  he 
Trivandrum  Rubber  Factory  under  the  administrative  control  of  the 
Director.  Therefore,  my  doubt  is  whether  if  this  cut  motion  which 
relates  to  a  specific  allotment  is  carried,  it  will  not  mean  reduction  of 
pay  with  addition  of  work  and  further  a  vote  of  censure. 

PRESIDENT  :  I  think  the  motion  is  in  order.  The  idea  is  . 
that  the  Director  has  not  enough  work  to  do  and  therefore  the  sugges¬ 
tion  is  that  it  is  a  vote  of  censure  on  Government  for  running  the 
department. 

MR.  S.  CHATTANATHAKARAYALAR  (Pattanapuram  cum  Shencottah ): 

Sir,  I  am  inclined  to  support  this  motion,  not  on  the  ground  on  which 
it  has  been  urged  by  the  mover  of  the  motion,  but  on  other  grounds- 
The  mover  has  said  that  the  Director  of  Industries  has  not  got  suffi¬ 
cient  work  to  engage  all  his  time  and  attention  and  therefore  the  work¬ 
ing  of  the  rubber  factory  might  be  found  to  be  a  profitable  occupation 
for  him.  As  I  said,  it  is  not  on  that  ground  that  I  support  the 
motion. 

Mr.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI :  A  word  of  personal  ex¬ 
planation.  I  submitted  that  in  the  interest  of  the  rubber  industry  also 
the  work  may  be  entrusted  to  the  Direotor . 

MR.  S.  GHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  :  I  was  tempted  to  base  my  ob¬ 
servation  on  the  wording  of  the  object  of  the  motion  as  outlined  by  the 
mover.  Our  Government  have  already  very  definitely  declared  their 
policy  that  in  respect  of  the  management  of  industries  except  those  in 
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the  nature  of  monopolies,  the  management  of  such  industries  should  be 
left  entirely  in  the  hands  of  private  agency ,  It  was  in  pursuance  of 
this  definite  policy  that  Government  handed  over  the  management  oi 
this  institution  to  a  private  agency  which  came  forward  to  take  it  up. 
But  unfortunately  the  private  agency  which  took  it  up  has  failed. 

PRESIDENT  :  It  has  not  failed  in  the  usual  sense. 

Mr.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  :  I  put  it  in  the  broad  sense. 
So  we  are  confronted  with  the  situation  in  which  there  is  no  possibility 
of  reviving  it  in  the  near  future  as  apparently  no  private  agency  is  com¬ 
ing  forward  to  take  it  up.  The  question  that  has  to  be  answered  now 
is  whether  in  the  circumstance,  Government  should  take  it  up  and  run 
it  or  whether  Government  should  wait  indefinitely  until  a  private  agen¬ 
cy  comes  forward  to  take  it  up.  We  find  ourselves  in  exceptional  cir¬ 
cumstances  in  which  no  agency  is  coming  forward  to  work  the  institu¬ 
tion.  At  the  same  time  it  has  to  be  remembered  that  the  Government 
has  invested  somewhere  about  Rs.  5  lakhs  in  this  business. 

Mr.  C.  KUIWaRA  DAS  :  About  Rs.  4  lakhs' 

Mr.PULIYCOR  T.P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI:  Is  it  not  Rs.  3,77,000? 

MR.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR:  I  said  roughly  about  11s.  5 
lakhs  If  the  factory  is  allowed  to  remain  idle,  it  would  mean  unwise 
waste  of  money  on  this  project.  So  I  suggest  that  until  a  private  agen¬ 
cy  comes  forward  to  work  it  up,  Government  will  be  well  adviced  to 
work  it  as  a  departmental  concern.  If  and  when  a  private  agency  is 
willing  to  come  forward  and  work  the  institution  on  terms  to  be  settled 
between  the  party  and  the  Government,  it  should  be  handed  over  to 
the  agency.  With  these  words  I  support  the  motion. 

MR.  M.  L.  JANARDHANAN  PILLAI  ( Nominated ):  Sir,  fundamentally 
I  have  objection  to  any  industrial  concern  being  worked  by  Govern¬ 
ment.  In  the  course  of  the  budget  discussion  also  I  said  that  it  is 
rather  dangerous  for  the  Government  to  enter  into  industrial  enterpri¬ 
ses  and  risk  their  money.  But  a3  far  as  the  Rubber  Factory  is  concerned 
we  are  placed  in  a  very  difficult  situation.  As  has  been  pointed  out  in 
the  House,  Government  have  invested  about  Rs.  4  lakhs.  Travancore 
is  the  biggest  producer  of  rubber  and  yet  we  are  not  able  to  active  a 
commercial  success  with  regard  to  the  Rubber  Factory.  I  have  a 
shrewd  suspicion  that  there  is  a  combine  to  make  it  appear 
that  the  factory  is  run  at  a  loss  and  that  the  Government  are  unable 
to  carry  it  on  successfully  and  then  in  due  couise  to  knock  this  factory 
next-to-nothing  price  I  do  not  know  whether  I  am  correct,  V  iewed 
in  that  line  we  haveno  other  alternative  but  to  allow  the  factory  to  be 
worked  by  Governmental  agency.  At  the  same  time,  it  also  affords 
another  opportunity  to  Government  to  tell  the  Director  of  Industries  to 
work  atleast  one  industrial  concern  profitably  and  satisfy  the  Govern¬ 
ment.  The  whole  House  will  agree  with  me  in  thinking  that  the  de¬ 
partment  does 'not  serve  any  useful  purpose  as  it  is  now  run.  It  has 
been  clearly  a  waste  exactly  as  it  had  been  stated  in  the  case  of  the 
Agricultural  Department.  There  are  a  few  schools  here  and  there

teaching  weaving  and  examined  by  the  Director  of  Industries.  Gov¬ 
ernment  have  been  good  enough  to  take  over  the  other  items  to  the 
University  this  year.  So  pracficatly  the  real  work  dons  by  the  depart¬ 
ment  probably  is  hardly  anything.  Therefore  here  is  an  opportunity 
for  the  Government  to  tell  the  Director  of  Industries  definitely  '■  here 
is  a  fictory  fully  equipped.  We  are  going  to  give  you  a  few  lakhs  of 
rupees  more  at d  we  want  to  see  that  the  factory  is  run  well.  Other¬ 
wise  no  more  of  the  IndustriesjDepartment  or  ihe  Office  attached  to  it." 
If  the  Director  of  Industries  himself  would  not  be  in  a  position' to  run 
it  profitably,  what  is  ihe  example  that  he  is  gon  g  to  set  before  the 
country  in  regard  to  running  industrial  concerns  profitably  V  I  con¬ 
cede  ihat,  Government  are  placed  in  a  difficult  position  in  .that  they 
cannot  possibily  find  any  private  firm  at  present  willing  to  come  for¬ 
ward  to  take  up  the  business.  In  these  circumstance  Government  may 
well  run  theKubber  Factory  themselves  through  the  agency  of  the  Dire¬ 
ctor  of  Industries,  obtaining  from  him  the  definite  assurance  as  I  have 
indicated  above. 

Mr.  T.  C.  KESAV A  PILLAI  :  I  support  the  principle  of  the  cut  mo¬ 
tion  moved  by  Mr.  Velayudban  Pillai.  Rubber  is  one  of  our  raw  pro¬ 
ducts.  Travancore  is  an  important  centre  where  large  quantities  of 
raw  rubber  are  produced.  We  may  at  times  have  to  make  use  of  the  ex¬ 
cess  production  over  and  above  the  quamity  that  is  sarclioned  by  the 
International  Committee.  Under  suoh  circumstances,  Government  can 
control  the  manufacture  of  raw  rubber  and  utilise  it  for  the  benefit  of 
the  public  at  large.  The  Dewan  President  made  the  suggestion  of  the 
utilisation  of  the  inner  tubes  produced  in  our  factory  for  the  Transport 
Department.  In  that  case  I  am  sure  the  m/jor  portion  of  the  products 
of  the  Rubber  Factory  would  be  utilised  and  the  factory  will  never  be  a 
losing  concern.  Either  ths  Industries  Department  or  that  Department 
in  consul.ation  with  the  Transport  Department  which  is  deemed  to  be 
a  commercial  department  may  make  an  advance  and  run  the  factory. 
In  that  case  it  will  afford  labour  to  iso  many  unemyloyed.  Tho  road 
question  of  South  Travancore  is  taken  up.  I  am  sure  roads  in  North 
Travancore  will  also  have  to  be  cemented.  At  that  time  it  will  become 
a  question  of  very  great  importance  and  it  will  discourage  the  use  of 
iron-wheeled  carriages.  So  under  the  circumstances,  it  is  better  that 
Government  take  up  the  business  in  a  miniature  scale  rather  than  allow 
it  to  remain  like  this  or  to  hand  it  over  to  foreign  concerns.  With 
these  words  I  heartily  support  the  principle  of  the  motion. 

—  MR.  E.  SUBRAMONIA  AIIAR  :  I  snpport  the  principle  of  the  motion 
apart  from  the  question  whether  or  not  ths  Director  of  Iudustries  has 
sufficient  work.  No  doubt  it  has  been  the  declared  policy  of  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  to  take  up  only  public  utility  services  and  not  to  enter  into  the 
domain  of  commerce  or  industry  for  commercial  purposes.  So- far  as 
the  Subber  Factory  is  concerned,  in  my  view,  that  objection  cannot  hold 
good.  No  doubt,  there  are,  as  has  already  been  observed,  certain  handi¬ 
caps  wi.h  the  Government  in  this  matter.  It  may  not  fce  possible  for 
them  to  work  successfully  a  commercial  enterprise  which  requires 
initial  enterprise  and  proper  direction  on  the  part  of  the  people.  But 
there  is  a  limit  to  those  handicaps. 
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When  dealing  with  public  utility  services,  training  has  to  be  given 
to  the  officers  anti  the  recruits  to  such  services  must  have  the  necessary 
qualifications.  Therefore  if  the  Government  is  to  take  up  and  develop 
a  particular  industry  the  only  real  requisite  to  get  men  with  !necess;ary 
qualifications,  Whether  the  Government  should  resume  such  a  res¬ 
ponsibility  at  this  stage  is  the  qnestion  for  the  consideration  of  the 
Government  as  well  as  the  country.  As  has  been  pointed  out,  we  have 
not  become  sufficiently  trained  for  the  purpose.  The  time  may  come 
when  we  may  have  a  number  of  trained  people  to  do  this  business  and 
Government  will  be  able  to  do  it  most  efficiently.  But  as  a  large  am¬ 
ount  of  money  has  been  invested,  something  must  be  done.  Therefore 
my  view  is  that  the  Government  must  take  it  up  and  so  constitute  the 
department  as  to  get  the  requisite  trained  men  to  work  it  successfully 
on  commercial  lines.  There  must  be  a  person  who  must  be  competent 
to  direct  the  operations  of  ihe  department.  Certainly  the  suggestion 
is  that  the  Director  of  Industries  is  the  proper  person  for  that,  and 
that  is  beyond  any  doubt.  With  these  words  I  support  the  motion. 
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MS.  J.'  E,  A.  PEREIRA  ( Commerce  and  Industry  South):  Sir,  I 
oppose  not  only  what  is  contemplated  in  the  cut  motion  but  also  the 
suggestion  that  ihe  Government  may  work  the  Factory.  Dealing  with 
.  the  latter  first,  I  oppose  both  on  principle  and  from  a  practical  point  of 
view.  I  shall  confine  myself  for  the  present  to  the  practical  difficul¬ 
ties,  An  analogy  has  been  drawn  by  an  honourable  member  between 
the  Transport  Scheme  and  Rubber  Factory.  The  analogy  is  wrong 
and  there  is  a  vast  difference  between  the  two.  In  the  case  of  Trans¬ 
port  Scheme,  all  that  is  necessary  being  the  motor  buses  being  kept  in 
trim  and  collect  the  fares  and  pocket  the  difference  between  the  receipts 
and  the  expenditure,  whereas  in  the  case  of  Rubber  Factory,  we  have 
to  find  out  a  mar’  et  for  the  various  goods  and  successful  marketing 
requires,  so  much  detailed  and  constant  attention.  Further,  in  order 
'  to  make  it  a  complete  success,  we  have  to  go  outside  Travancore  to 
market  this.  What  happens  then  is,  we  come  into  conflict  with  very 
big  vested  interests,  people  like  Dualop3  who  have  even  opened  a  factory 
in  India  itself.  Without  understanding  all  the  forces  that  are  at  work, 
it  is  no  use  talking  lightly  over  the  matter. 
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If  a,t  all  Government  should  undertake  it,  it  must  be  under  (the 
charge  cf  a' lull' time  officer  in  as  much  as  the  person  as  tbe  Director 
of  Industries  cannot  be  expected  to  deal  with  sudden  telegrams  which 
conveys  very  big  business  and  in  most  cases,  an  immediate  reply  is 
necessary. 

What  strikes  me  is,  in  as  much  as  we  have  to  compete  ‘with  such 
powerful  people  as  Dunlops,  this  may  bo  a  reason  for  private  capital 
not  forthcoming  to  undertake.  In  order  to  compete  with  such  power¬ 
ful  people,'  which  may  necessitate  building  up  very  heavy  stocks,  it 
strikes  me  that  it  is  best  to  devise  a  scheme  combining  Government 
and  Private  agency  is  as  much  as  very  heavy  outlay  is  necessary,  Ip 
view  of  all  these,  I  oppose  the  motion. 

PRESIDENT:  I  see  that  there  is  a  considerable  amount  of  specula¬ 
tion  regarding  the  'Bubbar  Factory  and  also  that  the  motion  is  worded 
in  such  a  manner  as  to  make  it  incumbent  on  Government  to  find 
something' by  way  of  occupation  for  the  Director  of  Industries  from 
.Whom',  it  is  stated,  much  work  has  been  taken  away.  Nevertheless, 
the  whole  question  of  working  the  Factory  has  come  on  the  tapis  and 
inasmuch  as  the  matter  involves  very  large  questions  of  policy,  before 
asking  the  Director  of  Industries  to  reply  on  the  particular  matter  con¬ 
cerning  his  own  Department  and  the  work  he  has  to  do,  I  think  if  is 
necessary  to  clarify  the  position.  When,  about  three  years  ago,  Gov¬ 
ernment  took  up  conspectus  or  a  bird’s  eye  view  of  the  industries 
established  here,  they  found  two  industries  which  vyere  then  admitted 
as  not  conducted  on  profitable  or  even  economic  lines.  One  of  those 
industries  was  the  sugar  industry  and  the  other  the  rubber  industry. 
In  these  caRes,  it  must  be  remembered,  that  there  is  a  common  feature 
concerning  them  and  that  is  both  in  regard  to  sugar  and  rubber  the 
article  produced  may  be  described  as  a  '''world”  commodity,  the  produc¬ 
tion  and  marketing  ot  which  involves  world  competition,  expending  not 
only  to  manufacturing  process  but  to  the  process  which  is  called  rationa¬ 
lisation  at  the  present  moment.  Sugar  and  rubber  must  encounter 
problems  in  regard  to  rate  cutting  and  in  ruthless  competition.  In  the 
nature  of  things,  any  Government,  however  well-meaning  and  efficient 
according  to  its  lights  and  within  its  own  domain,  is  incapable  of 
organising  forces  against  and  combating  world  competition.  The  reason 
is  obvious,  world  competition  means  propaganda.  Propaganda  some¬ 
times  paeans,  if  the  available  evidence  is  to  be  believed,  commissions, 
rebates,  financial  arrangements  of  a  similar  character,  the  employment 
of  agents  who  are  remunerated  in  propostim  to  the  profits  obtained,  and 
underselling  of  a  competitor  even  at  the  risk  of  temporary  loss.  As  a  very 
early  share-holder  of  one  oft  he  steamshipicompanies  which  were  started 
underthe  Swe.dashi  slmulus,  I  amaware  of  thecircumstances  that  attend¬ 
ed  at  a  particular  stage  one  of  our  shipping  concerns  when  a  rival  company 
allowe^  people  to  go  from  Tuticorin  to  Colombo  for  nothing.  The 
company  in  which  I  was  interested  also  reduced  their  fare  to  nil.  But 
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the  other  company  gave  one  angavastrcim  to  every  man  who  travelled 
in  that  steamship  along  that  route  and  the  result  was  that  our  company 
collapsed.  Now,  in  order  to  face  the  competition  of  the  great  rubber 
industrialists  who  are  starting  work  in  India  with  regard  to  the  fabrica¬ 
tion  of  motor  tyres  and  tubes,  we  shall  have  to  take  up  a  very  high 
financial  responsibility  if  competition  is  to  be  conducted  against  this, 
an  aspect  which  must  not  be  forgotten  in  this  discussion.  It  was  also 
borne  in  very  strongly  upon  Government  that  the  sugar  industry,  for 
instance,  did  not  thrive  not  because  of  the  lack  or  inferiority  of  the  raw 
materials  or  the  insufficiency  or  the  inadequacy  of  the  machinery,  but 
solely  and  purely  because  the  marketing  and  the  sale  of  the  sugar  and 
sugar  products  were  difficult  and  because  of  the  competition  from  a 
very  powerful  concern.  Messrs  Parry  &  Co.,  by  virtue  of  the  circum¬ 
stance  that  they  run  the  Samalkot  Factory  in  Northern  Sircars,  run 
the  Vellore  Factory  and  run  the  Tinnevelly  Factory,  practically  enjoy 
a  part  monopoly  of  sugar  production  in  the  South.  By  virtue  of  the 
arrangement  that  they  have  entered  into  with  the  Mysore  Government, 
Messrs.  Pany  &  Co.,  enjoy  a  privileged  position  in  the  Mysore  State. 
The  problem  that  once  came  up  before  the  Government  under  these 
state  of  things  was  whether  the  Government  should  take  and  work  the 
factory  in  the  face  of  the  competitive  enterprises  of  Messrs.  Parry  & 
Co.,  or  enter  into  some  arrangement  with  them  to  eliminate  competi¬ 
tion  and  thus  secure  the  fruits  of  Government  investments.  Govern¬ 
ment  came  to  the  conclusion  that  the  best  solution  of  the  difficulty 
would  be  to  float  a  limited  liability  company  and  offer  the  shares  to 
Travancore  investors  and  to  enter  into  an  arrangement  with  Messrs. 
Parry  &  Co.,  for  the  management  of  the  company  on  cer'ain  very 
favourable  terms,  namely,  that  a  portion  of  the  profits  of  the  company 
should  go  to  the  Government  and  that  special  rates  in  regard  to  the 
pharmaceutical  products  of  the  company  should  be  given  to  us  and  so 
on.  In  the  result.  Government  and  the  company  stand  to  gain  very, 
considerably  by  virtue  of  this  arrangement,  which  has  already  proved 
profitable  to  Government. 

Now,  in  the  case  of  the  rubber,  the  position  is  very  different,  Let 
me  narrate  the  history  of  .this  Rubber  Factory.  The  Government 
have  put  into  that  Factory  Rs.'4  lakhs.  The  Government  tried  to  run 
it’ as  a  Government  concern.  What  at  that  time,  when  Government 
had  not  embarked  upon  the  Transport  Project,  Government,  had  hoped 
to  produce  by  . way  of  competing  with,  other  rubber  producers  through¬ 
out  the  world,  there  are  no  records,  to  enable  ,  me  to  relate  now,.  Bui 
I  have’ no  doubt  that  very  weighty  arguments  prevailed ,  with  those 
pepole  who  were  responsible  for  starting  that  factory.  ...It  was  started. 
Under  the  guidance  of  an  expert  and  it  produced  beautiful  little  knick, 
knacks,  paper  weights,  table-covers,  lamp  stands  and  large  numbers  of 
contraeeptives'some  thousands  of  them.  I  think  many  articles  then 
produced  repose  on  the  shelves  of  the  Rubber  Factory  at  this  moment, 
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Now,  two  or  three  things  are  perfectly  obvious  from  what  has 
happened.  One  thing  is  that  the  products  of  the  Factory  were 
generally  pronounced  to  be  up  to  the  mark,  they  were  useful,  durable 
and  artistic.  But  the  question  still  remained  as  to  who  was  to  buy  the 
articles  so  beautifully  turned  out,  so  durable  and  so  thoroughly  appro¬ 
priate.  The  demand  of  certain  commodities  did  not  come  up  to  the 
expectation.  The  net  result  was,  that  while  the  Factory  produced  a 
lot  of  goods  there  was  no  market,  available.  There  was  an  agent  and 
the  less  said  about  the  agency  the  better.  After  an  year  and  half  a 
Travaneore  company  was  started  for  taking  up  the  work.  Government 
was  very  hopeful  about,  the  venture.  Quo  ot  the  gentlemen  in  that 
company  was  supposed  to  be  a  financier  of  some  backing,  He  is,  un. 
fortunately,  no  more.  He  died  an  early  death  and  his  financial  status 
was,  perhaps  not  as  good  as  was  generally  believed  at  that  time. 
Nevertheless,  he  was  there  rmd  there  were  reputable  gentlemen  with 
him,  who  took  up  the  Rubber  Factory,  The  idea  of  Government  was 
to  hand  it  over  to  the  Travaneore  company.  Unlike  the  sugar  concern 
the  marketing  of  rubber  goods  was  not  in  the  hands  of  an  existing  firm 
and  these  new  firms  with  comparatively  little  experience  in  this  variety 
of  business  had  to  be  started.  Shares  were  subscribed  to  the  extent 
of  nearly  Rs.  5  lakhs  but  Government  have  nut  taken  any  shares. 
Other  important  individuals  took  shares  and  the  shares  were  subscribed 
for  to  a  large  extent  by  Travaneore  inhabitants.  Now,  Rs.  4  lakhs 
were  as  I  have  stated  invested  by  Government.  This  company  agreed 
to  pay  Government  about  Rs.  lakhs  for  the  materials  that  we  had. 
The  Company  has  paid  about  !is.  2,000  odd  by  way  of  rent  for  some 
months  in  addition  to  certain  other  dues,  and  the  work  was  started 
under  favourable  auspices.  But  that  company  committed  exactly  the 
same  mistake  as  the  Government,  inasmuch  they  went  on  producing 
goods  on  the  lines  already  initiated  and  did  not  bring  into  existence 
a  well-equipped  marketing  oiganisation.  That  is  the  difficulty  that 
the  State  has  to  meet  in  almost  every  business,  namely,  cocoanut, 
copra  and  coir  produce. 

Now,  this  factory  has  stopped  working  for  financial  reasons.  We 
have  a  legal  right  to  take  charge  of  the  factory  if  the  lessees  do  not  pay 
the  amount  promised  under  the  agreement  to  Government.  After 
taking  it  over  where  are  wo  ?  We  have  to  face  the  problem  of  pro¬ 
duction,  and  we  are  asked  to  run  the  factory  as  a  commercial  concern. 
Assuming  that  there  are  25  canvassing  agents  under  Mr.  Kumara  Das, 
they  are  paid  heavily  and  come  back  empty  handed.  The  House  will 
Wish  to  know  the  reason  for  this.  Some  of  the  agents  have  to  pay 
commissions.  The  house  will  scrutinise  this  payment.  Government 
in  short  will  have  to  adopt  commercial  methods  which  are  not  normal 
to  it  and  which  do  not  come  within  their  usual  range  of  operations. 
Presents  may  have  to  be  made  and  other  inducements  offered  which 
are  within  a  firm's  programme  but  not  in  a  Government’s.  Not  being 
a  commercial  concern  not  being  entitled  or  able  to  adopt  those  very, 
legitimate  methods  of  commercial  pushing,  Government  cannot  do 
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much  in  the  direction  and  ihat  is  why  sve  come  back  to  this  basic  posi¬ 
tion.  We  are  producers  of  rubber.  Here  is  a  factory  which  is  very 
well  equipped.  Its  history  shows  that  it  can  protlu  e  very  good  things. 
What  shall  we  do  with  that  factory?  After  very  careful  consideration 
of  all  these  aspects  G-overmnent  have  come  to  a  tentative  conclusion 
and  it  is  in  order  to  get  the  opinion  of  this  House  on  such  conclusion 
that  I  have  just  now  permitted  myself  to  speak  at  some  length  on  this 
matter.  The  tentative  conclusion  is  this. 

Now,  there  is  a  chance  of  utilising  and  selling  some  of  the  pro¬ 
ducts  of  this  factory  to  tho  Transport  Department  and  to  bicycle  users 
so  that  We  need  not  start  on  a  clean  slate.  We  have  some  definite 
possibilities,  some  chances  of  marketing  our  products.  With  these  as 
the  background,  let  us  run  it  ourselves  if  necessary  for  the  time  being, 
being  on  the  look  out  always  for  a  suitable  private  agency,  and 
adequately  equipped,  financially  sound  and  thoroughly  rationalised  and 
reliable  commercial  concern,  to  takeover  the  concern  under  proper 
safeguards.  In  that  tentative  manner  alone  can  Government  run  this 
essentially  commercial  concern. 

Mr.  C.  KUMARA  DAS:  Sir,  the  policy  of  Government  in  regard  to 
the  rubber  factory  has  been  so  clearly  and  authoritatively  placed  before 
this  House  by  the  Dewan-President  that  I  have  nothing  more  to  say  on 
the  point.  However,  there  is  just  a  little  that  I  have  to  say  fo  defend 
myself  against'  one  or  two  things  that  were  said  about  me. 

It  is  true,  Sir,  that  a  few  institutions  ware  recently  taken  over 
from  my  Department  and  placed  under  the  Travancore  University; 
of  course,  to  that  extent,  my  work  haB  been  reduced.  I  admit  that. 
But,  that  is  no  ground  for  the  conclusion  that  the  major  part  of  my 
work  has  been  taken  away  from  me  and  -that  I  have  practically  no  work 
now;  because,  the  few  institutions  that  have  been  transferred  to  the 
University  are  very  small ;  and  they  were  more  or  less  independent 
institutions  while  they  formed  part  of  my  Department. 

Further,  Sir,  it  is  now  only  about  8  months  since  those  institu¬ 
tions  were  transferred  to  the  University;  and  during  these  8  months, 
my  Department  has  been  trying  to  do  more  intensive  work  in  other 
important  directions.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  we  are  now  doing  more 
work  than  ever  before.  1  shall  explain  how. 

In  recent  months,  there  has  been  very  intensive  prospecting  of 
minerals.  The  expediting  of  this  useful  work  involves  a  good  deal  of 
Work  on  my  Department;  and  I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  say  that  the 
results  achieved  are  very  encouraging.  I  can  assert  that  this  item  of 
new  work  alone  would  more  than  compensate  for  the  relief  given  to 
the  Department  by  transferring  a  few  institutions  to  the  University. 
The  Mines  Act  has  come  into  force,  and  an  Inspector  of  Mines  has  been 
appointed;  our  Geologist  has  been  appointed  to  that  post  under  the  Act. 
His  hands  are  now  full;  he  has  to  prepare  and  keep  a  good  number  of 
returns.  A  good  deal  of  administrative  and  executive  work  has  now 
to  be  done  under  the  Mines  Act. 

Mr.  P.  SIVARAMA  PILLAI :  How  many  mines  are  there  in  Trayan- 

core,  cow  ?  -  . 
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Mr.  C.  KUMARA  DAS  :  Six;  there  are  about  15,000  people  working 
in  all  the  6  mines  put  together.  Sir,  it  is  not  the  number  of  mines' 
that  counts,  so  much  as  the  number  of  people  working  id  them  because, 
under  the  Act,  we  have  to  look  after  the  condition  of  the  workers  in 
the  mines. 

The  Ceramic  Factory  has  commenced  work;  some  of  its  products 
are  already  in  the  market.  The  control  and  inspection  of  the  factory, 
and  its  business  activities  entail  a  great  deal  of  work  on  our  part. 

The  work  of  analysing  and  certifying  of  the  pharmaceutical  drugs, 
manufactured  by  the  Travaneore  Sugars  and  Chemicals  Ltd.,  Ijas  now 
been  entrusted  to  this  Department.  The  Travaneore  Sugars  are  using 
the  alcohol  manufactured  in  the  Nagercoil  Distillery  for  which  Govern¬ 
ment  have  given  them  a  license.  To  prevent  loss  of  excise  duty,  some 
official  authority  has  to  certify  to  the  quantity  of  alcohol  produced,  both 
for  local  consumption  and  for  export.  The  Travaneore  Sugars  are  now 
entering  into  an  agreement  with  the  Cochin  Government  regarding  the 
supply  of  pharmaceutical  drug's  to  the  Medical  Department  of  Cochin. 
They  will  not  take  these  drugs  unless  certified  by  a  competent  authority, 
on  test,  as  to  the  proportion  of  alcohol  content  in  them.  The  testing 
and  certification  of  drugs  manufactured  by  the  Travaneore  Sugars  have 
been  undertaken  by  my  Department. 

We  are  also  doing  field  work  in  the  salt  factories.  It  is  our  idea 
to  make  good  use  of  our  over-production  of  salt  by  manufacturing 
sodium  hydroxide  and  sodium  carbonate  out  of  the  excess  over  and 
above  what' is  required  for  local  consumption.  This  can  be  done  by 
electrolysis.  For  electrolysis,  it  is  absolutely  necessary  that  the  salf 
is  absolutely  pure.  One  of  the  greatest  drawbacks  of  local  salt,  even 
after  the  introduction  of  improved  methods'  of  manufacture,  is  the 
presence  of  magnesium  salts  in  it.  The  magnesium  is  very  deleterious 
for  electrolysis  as  it  eats  away  the  electrodes.  It  L  therefore  essential 
that  we  eliminate  even  the  slightest  traces  of  magnesium  salts  from 
onr  salt.  Experiments  are  being  conducted,  in  some  of  the  salt  pans, 
with  that  object  in  view.  I  may  say  that  we  have  already  succeeded 
in  elimiriatihg  more  than  75%  of'this  impurity  from  salt, 

I  hope  it  will  now  be  clear  to  the  House  that,  in  spite  of  the  recent 
transfer  of  some  institutions  to  the  University,  my  Department  is  having 
en'ough  of 'very  useful  and  important'  work. 

Sir,  it  was'stated  that  this  Department  has  not  been  able  to  show 
any  profit,  and  that  therefore  it  should  be  ended.  Sir,  this  Department, , 
like  some  other  development  Departments,  cannot  ha  expected  to  yield 
any  great  profit,  like  factories  or  commercial,  concerns,  itowever,  I’, 
aih  in  a  position  to  show  to  the  House  how,  due  to  the  work,  of  thisj 
Department,  profit  has  actually  been  made  by  the  country  and  by  the 
Government,  indirectly  though  not  directly. 

Sir,  it -was  after  we  started  the  S.  .M.  B  V.  Institute  and  demon¬ 
strated  to  the  people  the  advantages  of  the  fly-shuttle  loom  for  weaving, . 
that  the  improved  loom  became  popular  in  Travanpore;  and  ,now  there 
areWdut  20,0^0  doom's '  workiig'  in  thie"  State.  The  House  can  verjr 
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well  imagine  the  huge  business  which  the  numerous  weavers  are  now 
having  on  account  of  these  looms.  The  quantity  of  clothing  that  is 
being  woven  by  all  these  20,000  looms  can  be  imagined  by  the  hon’ble 
members  themselves.  I  do  not  think  it  will  be  denied  that  the 
Department  should  be  given  some  little  credit  for  introducing  and 
popularising  this  loom  here. 

It  has  been  stated  by  the  Financial  Secretary  in  his  speech  intro¬ 
ducing  the  Budget,  that,  Government  have  secured  Bs.  87,000  from 
one  mining  company.  Although  it  was  Government’s  right,  it  was 
the  Industries  Department  that  drew  the  attention  of  Government  to 
this  matter. 

Again,  let  us  take  chemical  analysis  work.  This  work  cannot  be 
undertaken  by  everybody.  It  requires  certain  qualifications  prescribed 
by  statutes;  only  men  with  those  qualifications  can  issue  certificates  of 
analyses.  On  an  average,  we  analyse  about  150  to  200  samples  every 
year  and  issue  certificates,  both  for  Government  and  for  private  parties. 
We  do  not  charge  any  fee,  for  the  simple  reason  that  that  will  reduce 
the  number  of  persons  who  seek  our  help  in  the  matter.  If  you 
evaluate  the  service,  each  analysis  is  worth  between  Bs,  20  and  SO; 
according  to  accepted  rates;  If  reckoned  in  actual  cost  the  annual  value 
should  be  between  Bs.  4,000  and  5,000.  The  results  will  be  followed, 
and  the  certificates  will  be  relied  upon,  by  courts  of  law  and  by  com¬ 
mercial  concerns  interested  in  the  products  analysed.  Although  we  do 
not  actually  receive  any  fee,  the  work  is  of  real  value  to  the  public. 
These  are  the  ways  in  which  the  Department  does  really  profitable 
work,  although  I  would  again  repeat  that  this,  like  some  of  the 
other  development  departments,  is  riot  intended  to  he  a  profit-making 
department. 

MR.  PUIIY00R  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI:  In  view  of  the  very 
convincing  statement  from  the  Chair,  I  beg  leave  to  withdraw  the 
motion. 

The  motion  was,  by  leave,  withdrawn. 

Motion  No.  5<S4. 

.  MR.  K.  NARAYANAPERUMAL  NADAR  I  Sir,  T  beg  to  make  the  follow¬ 
ing  motion  : 

To  reduce  the  allotment  of  Bs.  4,800  for  Director  by  Re.  1.  To  Bpeak  of  oil 
industry. 

Sir,  there  are  very  many  rare  oils  in  the  State.  If  these  oils  are 
refined  and  developed  their  potentialities,  are  unlimited.  We  have  an 
industrial  laboratory,  an  Industrial  Chemist,  and  an  Assistant  to  that 
Chemist,  The  Director  himself  is  an  expert  in  analysing  and  refining 
oils;  he  is  an  oil  chemist.  Still,  none  of  these  experts  is  helping  the 
people  of  the  Slate  in  the  matter  of  refining  our  rare  oils.  The  position 
is  like  “gathering  grapes  from  the  thistle,” 

Sir,  there  are  different  kinds  of  oils,  fish  oil,  shark  liver  oil,  etc. 
The  oil  of  the  small  fish  called  Seir/r^picSsSr  which  is  available  in  plenty 
in  South  Travancore,  and  which  is  very  cheap  and  sold  at  100  or  so 
for  a  ehuckiam,  is  a  very  valuable  oil,  If  these  oils  are  refined,  we 
can  have  a  good  trade  in  oils, 
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Equally  valuable  is  the  cashew  shell  oil.  Ac  page  5  of  the 
Administration  Report  of  the  Industries  Department  for  1113  it  ia 
stated  that,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  laboratory  was  not  sufficiently 
equipped,  it  was  not  possible  for  the  Department  to  push  through  its 
programme  of  work.  Siri  this  reminds  me  of  the  old  proverb  ‘A  bad 
worker  always  complains  of  his  tools’.  Sir,  when  the  Madras  Univer¬ 
sity  Commission  visited  our  College  of  Science,  its  laboratories  ard  our 
Industrial  Laboratory  some  years  ago,  they  stated  that  our  laboratories 
were  the  best  equipped  ones  in  the  whole  of  the  Madras  Presidency, 
and  that  they  even  had  unnecessary  apparatus.  There  is  therefore' 
no  meaning  in  saying  that  our  Industrial  Laboratory  is  not  wen 
equipped. 

There  are  many  kinds  of  oil  in  the  forests.  It  is  said  that  there 
are  32  different  kinds  of  oils.  If  these  are  investigated  and  properly 
developed,  I  think  the  industrial  possibilities  of  the  State  can  be  "'very 
well  improved.  With  these  few  words  I  move  my  motion  for  the 
acceptance  of  the  House. 

Mr.  C.  KUMARA  DAS  :  Sir,  it  is  true  that  there  are  many  kinds  of 
oils  which  can  be  obtained  in  the  State. 

PRESIDENT  :  Is  noi  shark  liver  oil  now  being'  used  in  the  hospitals? 

Mr.  C.  KUMARA  DAS  :  Yes,  to  some  extent.  There  are  oils  and 
oils,  and  some  of  these  oils  cannot  be  used  on  nil  industrial  scale.  Some 
are  medicinal  oils  which  may  be  extracted  from  leaves,  flowers  or  nuts. 
As  things  stand  at  present,  i  is  not  possible  for  the  Industries  Depart¬ 
ment  to° undertake  their  preparation. 

We  have  been  doing  some  woik  on  fish  oils  and  on  shark  liver  oil 
also  I's  vitamin  content  D  being  studied  and  as  has  been  reported  it 
is  due  to  lack  of  equipment  that  we  are  not  able  to  make  much  head 
way.  One  great  difficulty  in  utilising  these  od  a  commercial  scale  is 
the  want  of  steady  supply.  The  member  says  that  ldathy  can  be 
obtained  at  100  per  chukram.  But  that  will  be  perhaps  once  in  five 
years.  It  is  not  possible  to  establish  any  industry  in  fish  oils  when  the 
raw  materials  could  be  had  only  once  iu  five  years.  The  catches  are 
so  rare  and  the  seasons  come  at  such  unforeseen  intervals  that 
much  has  to  'be  wasted.  Cashew  shell  oil*  we  have  got  in  fairly 
large  quantities  and  it  has  been  growing  into  larger  and  larger 
proportions  during  the  last  two  years.  Experiments  are  being  carried 
on  not  only  for  refining  the  oil,  which  as  it  is  obtained  contains  a  great 
deal  of  carbon  particles  which  it  is  very  difficult  to  remove.  Experi¬ 
ments  are  being  conduo.eJ  for  extracting  the  oil  without  spoiling  the 
kernel  and  without  the  oil  being  contaminated  by  carbon  par'icles.  The 
equipment  in  tlm  laboratories  in  the  State  may  be  the  best  in  South 
India  so  far  as  the  teaching  of  the  students  in  the  Intermediate  and 
B.  A.  classes  is  concerned,  hut  for  carrying  on  research  work  in  these 
rare  oils  it  is  very  necessary  that  there  should  be  special  apparatus, 
With  the  University  coining  into  being  and  a  very  efficient  research 
institute  to  be  inaugurated  there  we  hope  wejshali  have  sufficient  equip¬ 
ment  tq  carry  on  this  work. 
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m.  K.  NARAYANAPERUMAL  NADAR:  May  I  know  whether  anv 
investigation  is  carried  on  with  regard  to  laurel  oil  ? 

Mr,  C,  KUMARA  DAS  :  It  has  been  carried  on  and  it  has  been  found 
that  the  cost  of  refining  the  oil  is  very  heavy. 

Mr.  T.  C.  KESAVA  PiLLAI :  May  I  know  whether  any  mineral  oil 
is  available  in  Travancore  ? 

Mb.  C.  KUMARA  DAS ;  No,  Sir. 

MR.  K.  NARAYANAPERUMAL  NADAR  :  I  do  not  press  the  motion.

Mr.  S.  NARAYANA  PILLAI :  Sir,  I  move  to  [reduce  the  allotment  of 
fes,  35,257  for  Direction  by  Ee.  1  to  point  out  that  a  comprehensive 
scheme  for  organisation  of  existing  industries  may  be  taken  up. immsdi. 
Stely. 

Sir,  it  is  evident  that  with  the  inauguration  of  the  Pallivasal 
Hydro-Electric  Scheme,  cheap  power  in  very  large  quantities  will  he 
available  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  State.  This  chief  power  is  intended 
for  the  industrialisation  of  the  State. 

PRESIDENT:  Honourable  member  will  kindly  raise  his  voice. 

Mr.  S.  NARAYANA  PILLAI :  The  Pallivasal  Project  will  be  'able  to 
supply  cheap  power  to  a  very  large  extent.  The  Government  or  the 
industries  Department  should  make  arrangements  so  that  such  power 
could  be  utilised  for  the’  variouB  small-scale  industries  of  the  State. 
Prom  the  Administration  Deport  of  the  Department  I  find  that  the 
Department  is  carrying  on  its  rmal  rouiine  activities  which’  it  was 
Carrying  on  for  a  long  time  p?st.  It  is  said  that  schemes  are  being 
Yel.  XtV.So.  9 
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evolved  to  organise  the  existing  industries  and  to  devise  new  industries 
suited  to  our  country.  If  such  a  scheme  is  not  devised  without  delay 
the  large  amount  of  power  that  will  be  available  from  the  Palliyaaal 
Project  will  not  be  of  great  use  to  the  inhabitants  of  Travancore  except 
to  the  capitalists  who  carry  on  large  scale  industries. 

We  have  got  certain  industries  which  are  peculiar  to  Malabar. 
These  are  now  run  on  uneconomic  and  crude  lines.  They  are  run 
without  capital,  without  organisation  and  without  adequate  marketing 
facilities.  If  a.  'comprehensive  survey  of  these  industries  is  made  by 
the  Department  and  suggestions  are  made  for  improving  them  on  effi¬ 
cient  and  economic  lines,  the  masses  will  be  able  to  take  great  advantage 
of  the  immense  investments  made  by  the  Government  for  the  benefit 
of  the  people. 

In  regard  to  certain  industries  which  we  have  been  carrying  on 
for  a  long  time  past,  first  and  foremost  is  the  coir  and  coir-matting 
industry.  The  coir  industry  is  still  being  carried  on  in  the  old  crude 
lines  with  the  help  of  cheap  and  crude  machinery  and  as  a  cottage 
industry.  If  the  Department  makes  a  survey  of  this  industry  it  will 
find  that  the  people  carry  the  produce  to  the  market  and  give  it  to  the 
middleman  who  dictates  his  own  terms.  I  wish  the  Department  will 
be  able  to  find  out  some  me  ms  by  which  the  production  might  be 
quickened  and  the  labourer  may  get  better  returns. 

There  is  the  weaving  industry  for  which  South  Travancore  is 
famous.  This  industry  is  also  run  by  the  aid  of  old  fashioned 
machinery.  If  the  Department  tries  to  invent  up-to-date  methods  of 
production,  this  industry  can  be  run  on  very  profitable  lines  and  the 
power  that  will  become  available  can  be  utilised  for  the  purpose. 

There  are  other  industries  which  are  suffering  for  want  of  support 
and  organisation  and  up-to-date  implements.  I  may  mention  the 
following  : — 

Batfcan  and  basket  making  industry.  The  difficulty  in  regard  to 
this  is  about  marketing  the  commodities.  They  cannot  be  very  easily 
transported  to  places  where  there  is  demand  for  them. 

The  embroidery  industry.  A  large  number  of  women  are  engaged, 
in  this  industry  which  is  suffering  for  want  of  marketing  facilities. 

Wood  carving  and  furniture  making.  This  is  also  peculiar  to 
Travancore.  Under  the  advice  of  the  Government’s  Development 
Officer  I  hope  that  it  will  be  possible  to  carry  on  this  industry  in  a 
better  manner. 

Lacquer  work  and  screwpine  work,  aloe  works,  pottery  works, 
bell  metal  industry,  lock  making,  leather  works,  all  these  industries  are 
now  being  carried  on  in  various  parts  of  the  country  without  any 
organisation,  without  capital,  without  marketing  facilities.  If  the 
Industries  Department  makes  a  survey  of  these  industries  and  suggests 
paeans  to  organise  these  industries  on  co-operative  or  other  line3  so 
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that  they  may  he  carried  on  more  efficiently,  more  speedily  and  so 
that  they  may  get  adequate  markets  outside,  it  would  be  a  great  bless, 
ing  to  the  inhabitants  of  this  State 

MR.  C.  KUMARA  DAS  :  Sir,  the  motion  is  apparently  for  a  survey  of 
the  industries  in  the  State  first  and  to  organise  them  in  such  a  way  as 
to  bring  better  wealth  into  the  State.  As  the  Dewan-President 
announced  at  another  meeting  of  this  Assembly  when  a  resolution  was 
brought  before  this  House  for  an  industrial  survey,  in  the  coming 
census  a  very  eleborate  and  comprehensive  survey  will  bo  made  of  the 
industries  of  the  State  and  .when  that  survey  is  completed  we  shall 
have  sufficient  information  at  our  hands  to  enable  us  to  formulate 
sohemos  which  will  give  some  sort  of  direction  to  the  further  develop¬ 
ment  of  the  industries.  At  present,  it  is  not  possible  for  us  to  carry 
out  a  comprehensive  survey.  However,  we  have  just  made  a  begin¬ 
ning  in  the  direction  of  finding  out  the  development  land  scope  of  the 
weaving  industry  in  the  State.  Statistics  are  being  collected  in  regard 
to  the  number  of  looms  that  are  plying,  the  number  of  people  who  are 
working,  the  materials  they  are  using,  the  counts  of  yarn  that  find 
ready  acceptance  by  the  people,  the  amount  of  cloth  woven,  the  maxi¬ 
mum  count  of  yarn  that  can  be  used,  the  yarn  as  well  as  the  loom 
accessories  that  are  required,  the  market  facilities,  and  the  inconveni¬ 
ences  that  the  weavers  have  to  face.  But  that  is  only  with  regard  to 
the  weaving  industry.  But  we  hope  that  we  shall  have  a  great  deal  of 
information  cellected  with  regard  to  all  the  industries  that  are  being 
carried  on  in  the  State  and  when  that  information  becomes  available, 
schemes  can  be  formulated  for  making  the  industries  well  organised 
and  thrive  in  the  way  in  which  they  should. 

About  the  Pallivasal  Scheme,  it  was  said  that  we  ought  to  make 
full  use  of  the  electricity  that  will  be  produced  there.  There  are  two 
ways  in  which  it  can  be  used.  One  is  in  the  form  of  power  to  drive 
machinery  and  the  other  is  to  use  it  for  bringing  about  chemical 
changes,  that  is  for  electrolysis.  There  are  already  some  schemes 
which  are  being  considered  by  Government  in  regard  to  utilisation  of 
electricity  in  the  State,

With  reference  to  your  letter  R.  0.  C.  No.  242/Mis.  98,  dated  the 
17th  June  1924,  regarding  the  disafforestation  of  dry  lands  around  the 
swampy  areas  ordered  to  be  thrown  out  of  the  reserves  in  the  Peermade 
and  Ohanganacherry  taluks,  I  have  the  honour  to  inform  you  that  the 
object  of-having  a  narrow  belt  of  dry  land  around  the  swamps  is  not 
only  for  the  provision  of  homestead,  farmstead  pasture,  ete.,  but  also 
for  the  prevention  of  inroads  of  animals  such  as  deer,  pigs,  etc.,  which 
eat  away  the  crops  raised  by  the  settlers.  In  the  circumstances  now 
explained  by  you,  Government  generally  accept  your  suggestion  that 
the  area  of  (he  belt  should  not  exceed  one-fourth  of  the  area  of  the 
swamp  subject  to  this  limitatian  viz.,  that  a  belt  of  land  should  be  pro¬ 
vided  around  the  swamps  wherever  possible  without  serious  prejudice 
to  the  interests  of  forest  conservancy.  The  exact  width  of  such  areas 
to  beset  apart  in  future  cases  should  be  reported  by  you. 

2.  In  the  case  of  the  disafforested  swamps  in  the  Peermade  and 
Cbanganacherry  taluks  were  alone  the  disafforestation  of  additional 
strip  of  dry  land  has  been  sanctioned  hitherto,  I  request  that  you  will 
be  so  good  as  to  arrange  for  the  actual  area  of  the  belt  to  be  set  apart 
being  marked  out  by  the  Divisional  forest  Officers  concerned  with  due 
regard  to  the  interests  of  forest  conservancy  and  the  principles  en¬ 
unciated  in  paragraph  1  above  and  reported  to  Government.  On  receipt 
of  yorrr  reply,  the  G.  O’s  sanctioning  the  disafforestation  of  lands  from 
the  two  taluks  will  be  suitably  modified.

and  helplessness  oausod  to  Travanoorcans,  already  suffering  from  the  dumping 
of  Ceylon  oopra  and  the  imposition  of  prohibitive  import  duties  on  several 
Travanoore  goods,  by  the  reoent  ban  imposed  in  iho  immigration  of  unskilled 
Indian  labour  into  Ceylon  and  the  disbanding  of  daily  paid  workers  in  Ceylon 

The  matter  is  of  urgent  public  importance  and  I  consider  that  the 
motion  can  be  discussed.  I  wish  to  know  whether  anybody  objects  to 
that. 

Since  no  objection  is  forthcoming,  the  motion  will  be  discussed 
tomorrow  after  the  other  business  of  Government  is  over.

MR.  C.  KUMARA  DAS  :  Sir,  I  was  explaining  last  evening  what  was 
being  done  in  regard  to  the  organising  of  the  smaller  industries.  I 
have. also  indicated  how  it  is  proposed  to  take  up  the  question  of  a 
survey  of  our  industries,  along  with  the  next  census.  I  was  dealing 
with  the  question  of  the  utilisation  of  electricity  for  the  development  of 
our  industries,  when  the  House  adjourned  last  evening. 

Sir,  ele  :lricity  can  be  used  mainly  for  two  or  three  industrial 
purposes,  (1)  as  motive  power,  (2)  to  bring  about  chemical  changes, 
and  (3)  to  induce  magnetism  for  the  separation  of  mineral  sands.  Of 
these  three,  we  are  mainly  concerned  only  with  the  first  two, 
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In  regard  to  the  question  of  u'ilising  electricity  as  motive  power 
for  our  industries,  the  department  has  been  trying  to  introudce  power 
looms  in  place  of  the  fly  shuttle  looms  which  are  now  in  use  in  large 
numbers.  We  are  trying  it  wherever  possible.  Government  are  not 
taking  up  this  work  but  are  trying  to  induce  the  people  to  take  to  power 
looms.  Electricity  may  also  be  used  for  oil  mills,  lathes  and  equipment 
like  that  in  workshops,  and  also  for  turning  wheels  in  potteries.  Govern- 
ment  are  quite  alive  to  the  necessity  for  making  the  best  use  of  the 
electricity  that  will  be  available  shortly. 

As  regards  the  utilisation  of  electricity  for  bringing  about  chemical 
changes,  that  cannot  be  done  on  [any  cottage  industry  scale;  it  can  be 
done  only  on  a  large  factory  scale.  As  I  stated  under  another  mo;ion, 
Government  have  already  gone  into  the  question  of  the  possibility  of 
manufacturing  caustic  soda,  washing  soda  etc.,  out  of  salt.  A  proposal 
to  manufacture  alluminium  is  now  before  Government;  if  that  fructifies, 
it  will  be  a  great  consumer  of  electricity.  As  I  have  already  stated, 
Government  are  fully  alive  to  the  need  for  utilising  our  electricity  which 
will  be  available  very  shortly ;  and  some  investigations  have  already 
been  made  with  a  view  to  acheving  that.

MR.  M.  L.  JANARDHANAN  PILLAI :  Sir,  I  an:  very  happy  io  agree  with 
many  of  the  observations  made  by  the  Honourable  member 
Mr.  P.  S.  Muhammed.  It  is  indeed  a  matter  for  considerable  ■'rati¬ 
fication  that,  during  the  last  two  or  three  years,  there  has  been  a 
systematic  atiempt  on  the  prat  of  Government  to  help  labour  in  very 
many  material  ways.  Many  labour  1  iws  have  recently  been  enacted. 
The  employers  now  recognise  that  Government  have  always  been 
solicitous  for  the  welfare,  of  labour,  and  as  a  body  the  employers  in 
Travancore  are  quite  willing  to  co-oper-te  with  Government  in  all  their 
attempts  to  bring  about  friendly  rela.ions  with  the  employees 

But  for  the  fact  that  certain  unfortunate  political  activities  and 
sentiments  had  been  imbibed  by  the  labour  world  and  but 
for  the  fact  that  labour  world  t-hcpght  that  they  could  terrorise 
both  capital  and  the  Government  in  Travancore  at  a  particular- 
psychological  moment,  the  progress  both  to  labour  and  to  industry 
would  have  been  considerable.  Thanks  to  one  particular  fact 
viz  Government  did  not  lose  their  head  over  all  this  trouble,  now  peace 
and  tranquillity  has  been  restored  in  the  industrial  world  as  well  as 
the  labour  world  and  I  trust  that  good  sense  will  prevail  and  make  it 
possible  to  continue  the  harmonious  relationship  which  has  now 
almost  come  to  stay  and  for  which  certainly  Government  deserve  the 
thanks  both  of  the  industrial  community  as  well  as  of  the  labour  com¬ 
munity. 

In  regard  to  the  particular  motion  under  discussion,  I  have  to  offer 
a  few  remarks  in  regard  to  the  Sales  Depot.  It  has  been  opened  by 
Government  with  a  very  good  object  in  view,  But  I  have  to  point  out 
that  my  information  is  that  during  the  years  1111,  1112,  and  1113, 
the  sales  have  been  gradually  going"  down  in  the  Sales  Denot  and  the 
commission  earned  has  also  been  going  down.  1  belive  1  can  say  that 
the  total  amount  of  loss  to  Government  is  somewhere  in  the  neighbour¬ 
hood  of  Its.  3,500  during  the  last  three  years  The  Sales  Depot  is 
organised  here  in  order  that  it  might  afford  to  the  tourists  and  other 
people  who  visit  Trivandrum  opportunities  of  buying  some  of  our  finest 
industrial  products.  At  the  same  time,  I  am  decidedly  of  opinion  that 
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it  must  be  run  as  a  commercial  concern.  Otherwise  it  will  be  a  failure 
as  can  be  seen  from  the  past  result-  1  have  been  trying  to  understand 
whit  articles  are  sold  there.  They  are  articles  which  could  be  had  in 
any  other  shop  in  Trivandrum  excepting  perhaps  one  or  two  articles. 
No*  only  that.  There  seems  to  be  no  endeavour  on  the  part  of  those 
who  are  in  charge  of  the  Sales  Depot  that  it  must  be  a  self-supporting 
institution.  They  are  only  there  to  sell  the  articles  to  whomsoever 
that  comes  and  asks  for  certain  articles.  Other  arrangements  must  be 
made  by  Government  to  see  that  i  t  is  at  least  not  run  incurring  loss 
year  after  year.  Otherwise,  those  who  ace  in  charge  of  the  Sales  Depot 
have  no  justification  for  running  it  and  earning  their  salary.  If  it  is 
not  possible  to  run  it  without  incurring  a  loss,  it  must  be  given  to 
private  agencies.  The  difficulty  appears  to  be  that  somewhere  about 
Rs.  50,000  worth  of  goods  are  entrusted  by  various  private  organisa¬ 
tions  and  therefore  if  anybody  is  to  be  entrusted  with  the  running  of 
this  institution  he  will  have  lo  offer  adeguate  security  to  Government 
before  taking  it  up. 

PRESIDENT:  Apart  from  the  things  already  entrusted  to  Govern¬ 
ment  by  private  individuals,  is  there  any  organisation  willing  to  take 
up  the*  running  of  the  Sales  Depot  ? 

MR.  M.  L.  JANARDHANAN  PiLLAI  Well,  Sir,  that  idea  was  put  for¬ 
ward  by  the  Dewan-PresidenL  only  now  before  the  country, 

PRESIDENT :  Are  they  willing  to  consider  the  question  of  running 
the  Sales  Depot ? 

Mr.  M.  L.  JANARDHANA  PILLAI:  Undoubtedly.  I  trust  tha.  this 
aspect  of  the  question  will  receive  the  consideration  of  Government  so 
that  it  may  be  possible  for  private  individuals  or  commercial  concerns 
to  take  it  up. 

PRESIDENT :  Order,  order.  There  has  been  no  hesitation  about 
the  policy  pursued  by  Government  that  in  all  matters  of  commercial 
exploitation  and  sale,  the  less  Government  has  to  do  whh  that  branch 
of  activity  the  better.  For  the  last  three  years  Government  have  been 
appealing  to  the  chambers  of  commerce  and  other  commercial  organisa¬ 
tions  to  take  up  that  work.  That  offer  stands  and  will  stand  unless  and 
until  it  is  taken  up  and  implemented.  Government  does  not  want  to 
run  the  Sales  Depot  but  what  could  it  do  till  it  is  taken  up  by  a  private 
agency?

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MR.  U.  KUMARA  DAS :  I  am  very  grateful  to  the  honorable  mem¬ 
ber  Mr.  Muha  rmed  for  the  very  helpful  suggestion,  that  he  gave  which 
would  be  of  help  to  us  in  finding  out  the  sort  of  agency  which  could 
maintain  the  cordial  relations  between  faclory  industries  and  cottage 
industries,  Government  are  quite  alive  to  the  fact  that  one  of  the 
most  important  things  they  have  to  care  about  is  the  main.ananoe  of 
cordial  relations  between  capital  and  labour  and  it  is  with  that  end  in 
view  they  have  passed  certain  legislative  measures  and  they  will  be 
coming  into  force  very  soon.  It  is  hoped  that  in  the  matter  of  pre¬ 
serving  peaceful  relations  between  capital  and  labour  these  laws  will  go 

One  great  difficulty  which  the  cottage  industries  people  find  is  in 
the  marketing  of  their  goods.  I',  is  true  that,  in  certain  cases  the  pro¬ 
ducts  of  cottage  industries  cannot  compete  with  the  products  coming 
from  the  factories.  Another  factor  also  has  to  be  considered.  In  the 
matter  of  cottage  industries  the  time  taken  toe  work  is  not  be  coun.ed. 
Sometimes  they  may  work  for  two  hours,  sometimes  for  10  hours  and 
sometimes  for  a  greater  period.  Also  the  people  who  work  are  some- 
times  able  to  produce  goods  at  a  rate  at  which  they  are  even  able  to 
com  -ete  with  factory  goods.  However  the  difficulty  is  ihere  and  when 
the  goo  k  are  brougut  .0  the  market  it  is  alwiys  difficult  to  sell  their 
goods  as  they  have  very  little  to  help  them  against  the  more  organised 
systems  of  marketing  which  the  factory  industries  people  have.  Gov¬ 
ernment  are  trying  to  find  out  whether  the  cottage  industries  people 
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aad  the  factory  industries  people  could  be  brought  together  and  some 
means  could  be  devised  whereby  this  cut-throat  competition  could  be  re¬ 
duced  to  some  extent.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  manufacturers  of  coir 
mats  and 'matting  at  Alleppey  have  been  trying  to  evolve  a  scheme 
which  will  be  satisfactory  both  to  capital  and  labour  and  both  to  foreign 
and  Indian  capital.  It  is  somewhat  discouraging  to  find  that  even 
among  capitalists  they  have  not  been  able  to  come  to  some  sort  0f 
understanding.

PRESIDENT  :  I  am  afraid  I  must  uphold  the  point  of  order.  When 
the  motion  relating  to  the  total  grant  comes  up  the  honourable  mem- 
ber  can  speak  on  this  matter.

,,  kmuyaMAPERUMAL  NADAR  :  Sir,  I  move  to  reduce  the 

1  to  speak  of 
allotmem  oi  ’  Overloading  in  the  buses  is  an  offence  under 

r/SotorVehicles  Regdation  but  overloading  in  the  transport  buses 
has  never  b  -en  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  authorities  by  the  officeis 
5f  the  Police  Department.  In  the  pre-transport  service  days,  if  there 
waroverloading  even  by  one  man  in  the  Pioneer  bus,  it  was  brought 
to  the  notice  of  the  authorities  concerned  and  the  driver  and  conductor 
were  taken  to  a  court  of  law  and  either  or  both  of  them  were  punished 
Moreover  they  were  also  departmental^’  punished.  .  In  the  present 
however!  I  do  not  think  there  is  even  a  single  instance  m  which 
a  conductor  or  a  driver  has  been  charged  for  overloading.  There  are  3 
causes  for  overloading.  The  first  is  the  paucity  of  buses.  I  Re¬ 

ferred  to  that  on  various  occasions  and  therefore  I  do  not  deal  with 
that  point  now.  The  second  is  that  some  buses  actually  lie  on  the 
road  On  the  Gape  Comorin-Na-gercoil  road  certain  old  transport 
buses  have  been  actually  lying  not  only  for  2. or  3  hours  but  they  have 
been  lying  for  12  hours  and  even  for  24  hours  sometimes.  I  do  not 
Know  the  reason  for  that  but  that  has  actually  happened  not  only  on 
the  Cape  Comorin-Nagercoil  road  hut  also  on  the  Nagercoil- Trivan¬ 
drum  road.  The  third  reason  is  that  there  is  a  covenant  between  the 
Government  and  Mr.  Salter  under  which  the  latter  gets  5  per  cent,  of 
the  proceeis  if  they  exceed  a  certain  percentage  of  the  capital  outlay. 
Therefore  it  is  the  duty  of  Mr.  Salter  to  see  that  the  service  is  run  on 
a  commercial  line  and  that  he  gets  his  5  per  cent,  of  the  proceeds  and 
so  he  does  not  care  much  for  the  welfare  of  the  travelling  public.  All 
that  he  cares  is  only  for  the  enhancement  of  the  revenue.  I  use  to 
travel  often  from  Kottar  to  Nagercoil,  a  distance  of  one  mile.  Invari¬ 
ably  I  used  to  stand  in  the  bus.  Many  people  used  to  tell  me— ‘  why 
not  you  represent  the  rnatier  in  ihe  Assembly  and  point  out  ihe  defects 
in  the  Transport  service?”  It  is  for  that  reason  that  I  have  brought 
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Two  months  back,  a  Brahmin  District  Court  Vakil  and  myself 
happened  to  travel  from  Nagercci!  to  Thuckalay.  The  District  Court 
Vakil  is  almost  a  leader  of  the  Bar  and  he  had  to  stand  all  the  way 
from  Nagercoil.  Somehow  I  managed  to  get  a  seat.  It  is  a  known 
fact  that  there  is  overcrowding  in  the  bus*  But,  recently  some  15  to 
20  buses  have  been  purchased  from  the  Pioneer  Company  and  added 
on  to  the  Transport  Service  and  to  the  extent  of  that,  over-crowding 
has  minimised.  I  cannot  say  that  overcrowding  has  completely  dis¬ 
appeared.  To  the  extent  there  is  over  crowding,  there  is  some  sort 
ohdis  comfort  to  the  travelling  public.  I  hope  it  will  engage  the 
attention  of  Government  and  Mr.  Salter. 

On  a  previous  occasion  I  wrote  a  complaint  about  the  overloading 
in  a  bus  that  was  serving  in  the  Nagercoil  Cape  line.  Unfortunately 
no  reply  was  received  by  me.  Perhaps  the  head  of  that  department 
Mr.  Salter  had  not  even  the  courtesy  to  reply  to  that.  With  these  few 
words,  I  move  the  motion  for  the  consideration  and  acceptance  of  the 

MR.  G,  JABAMONY  NADAR  :  Sir,  1  have  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the 
House,  only  one  aspect  of  the  matter,  in  connection  with  this  motion 
and  that  is  with  regard  to  the  provision  relating  to  “standing  accommo¬ 
dation.”  In  town  buses,  we  find  inscribed  21  sitting  and  4  standing  and 
in  the  other  line  buses,  it  is  “23  sitting  and  7  standing.”  The  latter  rule, 
viz.  “7  standing”  is  applicable  to  all  buses  plying  between  Trivandrum 
and  Nagercoil  and  Trivandrum  and  Quilcn.  So  I  see,  overloading  is 
allowed  for  short  as  well  as  long  distances.  But  it  is  noteworthy  that  in 
short  distance  travel,  lesB  number  of  people  are  allowed  to  stand. 
The  principle  underlying  this  difference  is  not  clear.  But  in  long 
distance  travel,  taking  nearly  3  hours  the  standing  passengers  do  ex¬ 
perience  great  inconvenience  cannot  be  disputed.  Probably  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  and  the  head  of  the  department  Mr.  Salter  are  not  aware  of  the 
fact  that  this  practice  leads  to  sentimenial  objections  also.  I  will  just 
illustrate  the  position.  Take  the  case  of  buses  in  which  seats  are  arranged 
breadthwise.  Each  seat  could  accommodate  two  individuals.  Suppose 
both  the  seats  on  the  same  line  are  occupied  by  ladies.  The  intermedi¬ 
ate  space  is  only  about  a  foot  and  that  is  to  be  used  by  standing  passengers 
and  that  becomes  a  matter  of  legal  right  because  the  rules  authorise  the 
same.  For  the  sake  of  decency,  some  men  may  avoid  standing  bet¬ 
ween  those  sea's.  But  there  might  be  others  who  might  think  that 
they  can  with  impunity  occupy  the  limited  space  between  the  seats 
occupied  by  ladies.  Such  acts  must  necessarily  cause  annoyance  to  the 
ladies  and  others.  Even  though  such  practice  might  be  obtaining  in 
European  or  cold  countries  that  cannot  be  accepted  here.  It  is  causing 
great  inconvenience  to  the  travelling  public  and  offends  very  often 
their  sentiments. 
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There  is  another  aspect  to  he  considered.  It  is  said  that  buses 
start  from  Nagercoil  or  Trivandrum  once  in  every  twenty  minutes, 
•There  is  no  rival  company.  There  is  no  competition.  Therefore  the 
question  of  standing  accommodation  cannot  be  justified  even  on  a  com¬ 
mercial  view.  There  are  people  who  come  from  Tinnevelly  and  other 
parts  to  Travancore.  They  might  take  their  ladies  with  them.  Now. 
a-days  even  those  who  fellow  the  Gosha  system  have  begun  to  travel 
in  public  conveyances.  Public  expect  every  possible  convenience  and 
comfort  in  matters  such  as  travelling.  The  present  transport  system 
no  doubt  has  certain  advantages,  The  Government  have  said  that  it 
is  their  duty  to  take  up  and  maintain  a  State  transport  system.  Con¬ 
sistent  with  this,  why  should  not  Government  see  that  no  inconve¬ 
nience  is  caused  to  passengers  ?  So  far  as  I  could  see,  there  is  no  justi¬ 
fication  for  the  standing  accommodation  and  which  in  any  view  amounts 
to  a  scandal  and  nuisance.  Just  imagine  the  case  of  an  old  man  of  the 
age  of  80  or  more  who  gets  into  a  State  bus.  If  he  has  to  stand  all  the 
way  from  Nagercoil  to  Trivandrum,  he  will  certainly  feel  what  it  is. 
Uules  of  cleanliness  cannot  be  insisted  on  nor  is  it  possible  in  a  country 
like  ours,  to  expect  that  every  traveller  would  be  neatly  attired.  If 
Government  are  to  respect  hygenic  principles  this  is  another  reason 
against  standing  accommodation  in  transport  buses  owned  by  the 
Government. 

PRESIDENT:  What  is  the  interval  allowed  between  one  bus  and 
another  when  starting  from  Nagercoil  ? 

MR.  E.  G.  SALTER  :  Once  in  20  minutes  a  bus  leaves  Nagercoil  to 
Trivandrum. 

MR.  C.  JABAMONY  NADAR  :  Over  and  above  the  prescribed  full  load 
of  sitting  and  standing  passengers,  namely,  30,  certain  conductors, 
without  the  least  regard  for  the  convenience  of  the  people,  who  trivel, 
take  in  every  man  available  and  fill  every  available  space  in  the  bus  so 
as  even  to  affect  breathing,  It  may  happen  that  the  passenger  who 
stands  near  the  entrance  may  be  an  old  man. 

PRESIDENT :  That  old  man  can  prefer  to  wait  for  the  next  20 
minutes  when  he  can  get  the  next  bus.  He  must  decide  between  the 
two  alternatives,  either  standing  or  waiting  for  20  minutes. 

MR.  C.  JABAMONY  NADAR :  The  conductor,  thus  brings  about  a 
position  involving  the  risk  of  falling  down,  apart  from  the  other  in¬ 
convenience  of  standing  for  full  3  hours.  Sometimes  the  buses  experience 
violent  shakes.  Even  within  the  bus,  unless  one  has  the  support,  of 
his  neighbours  who  are  sitting,  it  is  not  possible  to  stand  safelv.  My 
surprise  is  that  this  provision  for  standing  is  painted  at  the  back  side  of 
the  bus,  on  a  prominent  place.  I  hope  that  at  least  that  painting 
must  be  removed.  There  are  special  occasions  when  there  will  be  rush 
of  passengers  when  overload  may  he  tolerated  but  not  always  and  yet  to 
paint  this  provision,  namely,  “7  standing”  in  a  State  bus  is  certainlyno 
credit  to  the  Government,  With  these  words  I  support  the  motion 
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Mr.  T.  C.  KESAVA  PILLAI  :  In  supporting  of  the  motion  [I  wish  to 
offer  a  few  remarks  in  regard  to  the  administration  of  the  transport 
service.  There  was  a  bit  of  exaggeration  in  the  remarks  that  fell  from 
my  predecessors.  That  might  have  been  done  with  the  best  of  inten- 
tions  and  not  to  attribute  any  motives.  I  am  one  of  those  who  frequent¬ 
ly  travel  in  the  transport  service  from  Trivandrum.  There  is  provision 
for  very  confortable  accommodation  in  transport  buses.  Whether  you 
travel  for  long  distances  or  short  distances,  from  my  experience,  I  can 
say  that  no  discomfort  is  caused  to  the  travelling  public.  Moreover, 
there  is  proper  management  of  the  service  by  respectable  and  educated 
men.  The  conductors  in  the  buses  nfien-times  stand  for  a  distance  of 
20  to  30  miles  and  thus  oblige  to  the  convenience  of  the  passengers. 
There  is  another  point  which  I  wish  to  say  in  this  connection.  In  im¬ 
portant  stations  auch  as  Neyyattinkara  and  Kuzhiihura,  the  buses  are 
allowed  to  halt  for  5  minutes.  The  speed  of  the  bus  is  not  properly 
regulated . 

PRESIDENT  :  Are  there  any  time  limits  for  halting  in  important 
stations  ? 

Mr.  E.  G.  SALTER  :  In  important  places  the  bus  is  allowed  some 
time  for  halt. 

MR.  T.  C.  KESAVA  PILLAI  :  Whatever  may  be  the  inconvenience 
caused  from  the  standpoint  of  Mr.  Nadar  I  wish  to  submit  that  in  my 
travels  I  have  not  experienced  any  discomfort.  Notwithstanding  the 
overloading  in  the  bus,  I  find  it  extremely  comfortable  to  travel  in  the 
transport  bus.  I  was  also  one  who  entertained  some  antipathy  for 
transport  service  at  its  beginning.  Now,  on  account  of  the  comfort  in 
travel  as  well  as  cheapness  of  the  system,  I  have  to  request  Government 
that  transport  service  may  be  run  even  on  smaller  distances.  I  want 
to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  Superintendent  that  the  fare  between 
Kuzithurai  and  Neyyattinkara  is  chs.  7  and  it  is  toe  much.  The  charge 
to  small  distances  less  than  one  mile  is  chs.  ‘2  near  Kuzhithurai.  I 
hope  the  rates  would  be  revised  by  the  Superintendent.  With  these 
remarks  I  resume  my  seat. 

Mr.  P.  KUNJUKRISHNAN  :  Sir,  1  also  rise  to  support  the  motion.  In 
regard  to  the  big  bus  which  was  first  introduced,  we  feel  so  much  heat, 
inside  the  bus  especially  in  seats  nearer  the  machine  and  there  is  also 
much  noise,  shake  and  smoke.  I  think  all  this  is  dne  to  the  nature  of 
the  machine.  With  regard  (o  the  body,  it  is  alright.  When  the  bus 
stops  especially  there  is  much  shake  and  intense  smoke.  In  the  bus 
that  is  just  introduced,  there  is  nothing  of  the  kind,  There  is  no  heat, 
or  smoke,  or  noise  or  shake.  This  newly  introduced  bus  is  much  more 
comfortable  for  travel.  If  the  machines  which  have  been  introduced 
now  or  adjusted  with  the  bodies  of  the  former  buses,  I  think  that  will 
give  more  comfort  and  convenience  for  the  travelling  public. 

With  regard  to  over-loading,  that  subject  has  been  dealt  with  in 
detail  here  by  members  who  have  had  experience  uf  that  on  several 
occasion?.  There  is  a  lot  of  difficulty  caused  on  that  score.  I  must 
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also  suggest  that  on  account  of  the  seating  arrangements  in  the  forme* 
bases  there  is  trouble  due  to  bags.  Another  aspect  I  wish  to  point  out 
ig  that  it  will  be  more  convenient  to  have  two  outlets  in  the  saloon 
body  from  the  point  of  view  of  passengers'  convenience.  I  put  this  as  a 
suggestion  for  the  consideration  of  the  Superintendent-  Exit  and  entry 
through  one  opening  in  the  bus  causes  great  inconvenience  to  the  lady 
passengers  in  particular  and  that  has  to  be  avoided. 

With  regard  to  appointments  in  the  Transport  Department,  it  was 
answered  this  morning  that  the  Transport  Department  is  run  on  a 
commercial  basis  arid  as  such  Government,  at  piesent,  have  no  hand  in 
the  matter  of  appointments,  in  that  branch.  I  may  submit  that  since 
the  department’engages  a  number  of  educated  young  men,  the  question 
of  giving  adequate  representation  to  un-represen:ed  communities  may 
he  taken  into  consideration  by  the  Head  of  the  Department  and  by 
Government  as  well. 

Sir,  I  also  support  the  motion.  I  beg  to  submit  in  this  connection 
that  the  Government  transport  system  had  been  found  to  be  of  great 
convenience  to  all.  Therefore  I  would  emphasise  that  that  system 
should  at  least  be  introduced  on  all  trunk  roads  as  early  as  possible. 
Those  who  come  from  the  northernmost  limits  of  Travancore  and  from 
central  parts  of  it,  are  put  to  much  inconvenience  on  account  of  private 
bus  owners  resorting  fco  all  sorts  of  inconvenient  methods,  soley  with 
a  view  to  get  profit  and  profit  alone.  With  the  particular  object  of 
emphasising  the  necessity  of  extending  transport  service  to  northern 
taluks,  I  support  the  motion. 

MB.  E.  G.  SALTER  :  Sir,  I  have  listened  with  considerable  interest 
to  the  suggestions,  comments' and  criticisms  levelled  by  certain  hon’ble 
members  of  this  House.  In  regard  to  the  allegations  of  overloading  in 
buses,  I  may  take  this  opportunity  of  explaining  to  the  House  that  the 
large  buses  are  of  three  ton  capacity.  They  could  accommodate  50 
passengers  very  conveniently  and  that  could  not  be  characterised  as 
overloading.  I  am  not-  putting  this  forward  as  a  suggestion  that  this 
may  not  detract  from  ibe  comfort  of  the  passengers.  I  really  wish  to 
bring  to  the  notice  of  the  House  that  it  is  not  possible  to  overload  the 
large  buses  in  any  sense  of  the  term.  Nothing  short  of  removing  the 
seats  and  packing  the  passengers  like  Saidans  in  a  Vim  would  result  in 
overloading.  The  only  rules  under  Ihe  motor  Vehicles  Llegnlation, 
which  defines  the  capacity  of  a  passenger  transport  vehicle  is  under  the 
conditions  attached  to  permits,  but  the  number  of  passengers  who  may 
be  carried  on  any  particular  vehicle  is  not  defined. 

PRESIDENT  :  What  the  honourable  members  mean  is  not  over, 
loading  in  the  engineering  sense  hut  overcrowding  in  the  popular 

Mr.  E.  G,  SALTER  :  In  regard  to  the  overcrowding  of  passengers, 
may  I  remind  the  hon’ble  members  that  the  construction  of  the  vehicles 
employed  by  this  department  with  the  exception  of  those  which  have 
been  recently  purchased  from  the  Pioneer  company  is  known  as  saloon 
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type.  Everybody  will  be  aware  of  the  two  rows  of  seals  and  the  gang¬ 
way  in  the  middle.  There  is  every  convenience  for  seated  passengers 
and  the  objection  to  those  who  stand  is  a  matter  of  personal  considera¬ 
tion  only.  From  the  point  of  view  of  safety  no  argument  could  be 
raised  that  the  standing  passengers  are  a  menace  to  the  safety  of  the 
abated  passengers,  or  to  themselves.  The  construction  is  such,  that 
both  the  seated  as  well  as  the  standing  passengers  are  equally  safe, 
an  arrangement  which  could  not  be  advanced  in  regard  to  the  country 
type  of  buses. 

Eeference  was  made  in  regard  to  the  alleged  paucity  of  buses  in 
the  Nagercoil-CJnpa  line.  By  paucity  of  buses  I  conclude  that  the 
honourable  member  means  that  the  service  in  final  is  too  great  to  the 
service  frequency  and  too  little.  If  it  is  the  member’s  point  that  more 
services  should  be  institu  ed  I  can  understand  such  a  proposition,  but 
I  have  before  me  an  analysis  of  loadings  of  the  transport  service  between 
Nagercoil  and  the  Cape,  in  respect  of  the  passenger  traffic  for  the  first 
week  of  Karkatakam  1114.  This  indicates  that  there  is  every  justi¬ 
fication  for  a  reduction  rather  than  an  increase  of  service  on  that  rate. 
Iwould  inform  the  honourable  members  that  the  receipts  per  mile  avera¬ 
ges  5  chuckrains,  which  at  half  a  chuckram  per  mile  -  indicates  an 
average  of  10  passengers  per  mile.  As  the  present  service  running  in 
that  line  is  operated  by  buses  each  of  which  can  accommodate  23 
passengers-  I  do  not  think  there  is  any  scope  for  complaint. 

The  honourable  member  referred  to  over-crowding  in  the  Cape  line 
between  Nagercoil  and  Kottar.  The  fare  is  1  chuckram  over  that  sec¬ 
tion.  I  am  ready  to  concede  that  there  are  occasions  at  unexpected 
hours  of  the  day  and  on  certain  days  when  inadequacy  of  bus  service  is 
noted.  The  frequency  of  service  on  that  section  is  one  bus  every  15 
minutes.  Generally  people  walk  the  distance  and  save  their  one  chuc¬ 
kram  rather  than  avail  themselves  of  the  bus  service. 

The  House  adjourned  for  lunch  at  1  P.  M.

MR.  E,  G.  SALTER:  Sir,  I  was  dealing  with  the  allegation  of  in¬ 
adequacy  on  the  section  of  the  Nagercoil — Cape  Comorin  line.  I 
would  explain  to  the  honourable  members  of  this  House  that  a  section 
erists  in  the  Transport  Department  known  as  the  Development 
Section  which  prepares  statistics  of  passenger  loading  from  day  to  day 
with  a  view  to  Time  Table  modification  to  suit  the  demands  of  the 
public.  As  an  example,  peak  traffic  such  as  that  existing  during  the 
School  hours  in  the  Trivandrum  town  is  dealt  with  by  adjustment  of 
timetable.  In  so  far  as  the  Nagercoil  -  Cape  Comorin  route  is  con* 
eerned,  no  regular  peaking  is  apparent,  although  I  am  ready  to  concede 
that  occasionally  it  is  noticed  that  one  or  two  passengers  are  left  behind 
at  Kottav.  But  I  am  sure  the  honourable  member  would  not  advocate

introduction  of  an  additional  bus  to  cater  for  the  needs  of  one  or  two 
passengers  that  are  occasionally  left  behind  over  a  one  chuckram  fare 
stage,  in  spite  of  the  allegation  that  the  services  are  operated  with 
consideration  only  for  my  personal  enrichment,  astatement  wiih  which 
I  am  sure  the  honourable  member  in  his  innermost  heart  does  not 
really  agree. 

Reference  was  made  to  standing  passengers  on  the  Nagercoil — 
Trivandrum  section  and  the  awful  consequences  which  may  result  if 
passengers  are  required  to  stand  for  44  miles.  In  reply  to  that,  I  may 
say  that  I  have  never  known,  apart  from  buses  operated  on  private  hire 
basis,  any  bus  to  operate  from  Trivandrum  to  Nagercoil  without  inter¬ 
mediate  passengers.  In  that  case  the  necessity  for  passengers  to  stand 
for  the  whole  journey  is  definitely  non-existent. 

The  honourable  member  Mr.  Narayanaperumal  Nadar  referred  to 
3  reasons  for  standing;  inadequacy,  which  I  have  already  explained, 
breakdown  and  the  desire  to  make  profit. 

MR.  K.  NARAYANAPERUMAL  NADAR  :  May  I  know  why  some  of 
these  buses  stop  after  runnig  one  or  two  hours  and  lie  on  the  road 
like  huge  crocodiles  1 

MR.  E.  G.  SALTER  :  The  buses,  being  essentially  mechanical 
contrivances,  necessarily  there  will  be  break  at  times.  Even  Aero¬ 
planes  are  known  to  breakdown  with  frequently  disastrous  conse¬ 
quences  to  their  occupants,  a  fate  which  fortunately  is  not  shared  by 
the  passengers  of  a  brokendown  bus. 

As  for  the  breakdowns,  I  may,  for  the  information  of  honourable 
members,  say  that  the  average  breakdown  during  the  past  five  weeks 
have  been ‘6  per  day.  When  one  considers  that  the  Transport  De¬ 
partment  operates  over  12,000  miles  per  day  the  number  of  break¬ 
downs  per  1,000  miles  operated  compares  favourably  with,  most  large 
passenger  Transport  concerns. 

MR.  K,  NARAYANAPERUMAL  NADAR  :  May  I  know  whether  it  is  fact 
that  transport  buses  are  overworked  ? 

MR.  E.  G.  SALTER  :  Perhaps  the  honourable  member  will  be  good 
enough  to  explain  what  he  means  by  1  overwork  ’.  Frankly,  I  am  at  a 
loss  to  understand  the  meaning  of  it.  As  I  explained  any  mechanical 
contrivance  is  liable  to  breakdown. 

PRESIDENT  :  I  take  it  that  the  icoDdition  of  the  road  has  some¬ 
thing  to  do  with  the  breakdown. 

Mk.  E.  G.  SALTER  :  It  has  had  a  very  considerable  effect  on  break¬ 
down.  I  regre':  I  have  to  state  t  hat  on  one  occasion  9  vehicles  broke 
down  in  one  day  with  broken  road  springs  and  it  required  the  entire 
services  of  the  mechanical  staff  of  the  Department  working  thoughout 
the  night  to  put  the  vehicles  into  condition  to  permit  of  operation 
next  day.  I  am  sure  that  honourable  members  will  appreciate  that 
the  advantages  to  be  gained  from  the  introduction  of  concrete  roads 
will  be  such  that  breakdowns  would  be  few  and  far  between, 
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In  further  regard  to  standing  passengers  let  us  suppose  a  bus  with 
20  passengers  aboard  meets  with  a  breakdown  and  the  second  bus  also 
comes  along  with  20  passengers.  The  Department  is  confronted  with 
the  necessity  of  desirability  of  accommodating  40  passengers  in  ona 
bus,  or  on  the  contrary,  of  accommodating  three  out  of  the  broken 
down  bus  and  requiring  the  remaining'  seventeen  to  wait  indefinitely 
until  a  bus  comes  along  with  a  sufficient  number  of  vacant  scats.  It  is 
for  that  reason  that  arrangements  were  made  for  a  maximum  of  seven 
passengers  being  carried  in  any  one  of  these  buses.  If  it  is  the  desire 
of  the  public  of  Travancoro  that  standing  passengers  should  not  bo 
allowed  accommodation  in  any  bus  I  am  sure  the  honourable  member 
who  is  responsible  for  moving  this  resolution  will  not  come  along 
later  with  interpellations  or  cut  motions  saying  that  passengers  have 
been  forced  to  wait  throe  or  four  hours  in  a  disabled  bus  because  the 
conductor  would  not  allow  them  to  stand  in  the  bus.  It  seems  to  be 
suggested  that  there  is  general  inadequacy.  May  I  inform  the  House 
that  the 'average  receipts  on  the  Trivandrum — Nagercoil  sect’ on  are 
between  7  and  7J  ohuckrams  per  mile  and  as  honourable  members  are 
aware,  the  fare  is  based  on  8  cash  per  mile  basis  which  indicates 
an  average  load  of  15  passengers  for  a  mile  of  journey. 

Mr.  Narayana-Perumal  Nadar  referred  to  a  letter  which  was  sent 
to  me  and  accused  me  for  laok  of  courtesy.  I  regret  that,  such  a  letter 
appears  not  to  have  been  received  in  my  office.  If  I  had  received  such 
a  letter  I  most  certainly  would  have  answered  it  as  I  have  frequently 
done  so  in  the  case  of  other  honourable  members  of  this  House  and 
ihe  public  who  have  written  to  me. 

Mr.  P,  Kunjukrislinan  referred  to  three  difficulties  or  troubles 
from  the  buses ;  heat,  noise  and  smoke.  In  regard  to  the  former  I  am 
prepared  to  make 'a  confession.  I  may  inform  honourable  members 
that  I  have  found  as  a  result  of  experiment  that,  the  rear  entrance  type 
of  body  as  erected  on  the  Corumer  Chassis  is  not  satisfactory  iu  this 
country  because  of  heat  and  dust.  I  do  not  want  to  go  into  technical 
details  to-. explain  the  reasons,  but  it  is  noted  that  front  ontranace  type 
of  vehicles  do  not  permit  of  the  ingress  of  dust  whilst  the  vehicle  is 
stopping  and  for  (he  same  reason  dissipate  heat  from  the  engine. 
Honourable  members  will  note  that  all  buses  which  have  been  put  into 
service  since  the  Commer  buses  are  of  the  front  entrance  type  and  no 
complaints  have  been  received  regarding  this  type.  Snne  of  tko 
Commer  buses  now  in  operation  have  covered  1,00,000  miles  without 
overhauling.  It  is  far  too  much.  We  should  have  started  overhauling 
in  October  or  November  during  which  period  the  country  was  in  a  state 
o'f  upheaval  and  discord  which  made  is  necessary  to  maintain  service 
to  the  utmost  meet  with  the  political  situation  with  the  resuti  that  the 
overhaul  of  many  cf  the  buses  is  long  overdue.  Purchase  of  new  vehicles 
from  the  Pioneer  Company  has  qnabled  the  Department  to  withdraw 
buses  which  are  in  urgent  heed  of  overhaul.  When  these  vechiclas  are 
overhauled  they  a'fe  coming  out  in  very  goaefc.  condition  as  when  they 
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were  first  introduced  into  service.  And  I  do  not  think  there  is  any 
reason  to  complain  of  noise,  smoke  or  anything  of  that  nature  in 
respect  of  the  overhauled  vehicles. 

It  is  also  suggested  that  the  buses  we  have  purchased  from  the 
Pioneer  Company  are  more  comfortable  than  the  buses  which  we  had 
originally  in  service.  Honourable  members  will  be  interested  to  know 
that  a  number  of  requisitions  have  been  received  from  passengers 
on  the  Cape  Comorin-Nagercoil  and  Trivandrum-Qnilon  lines  to  put 
back  again  Commet  buses  as  they  are  infinitely  more  comfortable. 

"Reference  was  made  to  the  esistance  of  bugs  in  buses.  I  ara  sure 
with  all  these  shortcomings  which  may  be  alleged  against  the  Transport 
Department  it  would  never  be  suggested  that  the  bugs  have  been  put 
into  the  buses  by  the  department.  I  may  say  that  the  buses  are  re¬ 
gularly  disinfected  with  insecticide  with  a  view  to  keeping  the  nuisance  to 
a  minimum.  But  it  will  not  remove  the  defect  entirely  as  nothing 
short  of  fumigation  in  an  air-tight  chamber  will  entirely  destroy  this 
pest  and  this  cannot  be  done  without  damage  to  the  mechanical  parts 
of  the  vehicle  With  these  words  I  oppose  the  motion.  Reference 
was  made  to  the  appointments  made  in  the  Department  and  I  doh’t 
want  to  deal  with  that  just  at  present. 

PRESIDENT:  There  are  other  opportunities  to  deal  with  that  mat¬ 
ter.  The  honourable  member  will  just  make  his  remarks  relating 
to  the  motion. 

MR.  K-  KUNJtl  PANICKER  :  May  I  know  what  the  honourable  member 
has  tossy  about  my  suggestion  of  extending  the  Transport  service  to  the 
northern  parts  of  Travancore  ? 

PRESIDENT :  It  is  dependent  on  the  decision  of  Government 
and  the  Transport  Superintendent  has  nothing  to  say  on  this. 

MR.  M.  S1VATHANU  PILLAI  :  May  I  know  what  the  Superinten¬ 
dent  has  to  say  to  the  suggestion  that  he  gets  5  per  cent,  commission 
on  the  business  and  whether  he  is  prepared  to  work  the  Department 
under  the  Travancore  Service  Regulation? 

Mr.  E,  G.  SALTER  :  Sir,  I  must  say  at  the  outset  that  I  did  not 
come  to  Travancore  with  the  idea  of  making  a  fortune.  When  I  arri¬ 
ved  the  whole  Transport  scheme  was  but  an  idea  and  it  is  for  the 
honourable  House  to  judge  whether  I  have  succeeded  in  bringing  it 
within  the  sphere  of  practicability.  At  any  rate  it  is  for  Governmentto 
decide  it. 

PRESIDENT  :  Order,  Order.  The  honourable  member  is  not  to 
deal  with  the  future  intentions  of  Government. 

Mr,  M.  SIVATHANU  PILLAI :  Am  I  to  understand  that  Mr.  Salter  is 
to  be  engaged  on  this  commission  basis  in  future?  ■ 

PRESIDENT:  Order,  Order.  It  is  not  for  this  honourable  House 
to  make  contrary  v 
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One  aspect  of  the  matter,  in  regard  to  this  question,  raised  in  the 
discussion,  is  as  to  the  break-downs.  Government  too  have  been  noti¬ 
cing  the  break-downs  which  have  occurred  at  times,  We  have  been  wat¬ 
ching  them  very  anxiously  and  carefully  ;  because  it  is  the  present  in¬ 
tention  of  Government  that  they  must  be  absolutely  sure  that  there 
would  not  be  such  break-downs  in  fulure,  if  possible.  It  was  in  the 
course  of  investigating  the  causes  for  such  break-downs  that  Government, 
came  to  the  conclusion  that  heavy  buses  of  this  kind  must  have  ade¬ 
quate  ’and  appropriate  roads  in  order  to  lessen  the  shocks  and  vibrations 
occasioned  to  the  machinery.  That  is  why  the  project  has  been  very 
seriously  assailed  and  Government  made  up  their  minds  to  have  a  kind 
of  model  road  made.  Government  have  realised  very  vividly  that  for 
that  purpose  they  have  to  purchase  cement  from  outside  and  to  have 
to  utilise  agencies  which  they  may  not  otherwise  utilise.  It  is  purely 
experimental  at  present  and  this  experimental  scheme  has  to  be  ex¬ 
tended.  I  hope  it  will  soon  be  extended  to  the  other  parts  of  the 
State.  And  that  extension  will  take  place  only  on  tire  following 
conditions  :  — 

We  should  make  our  own  cement.  (.Hear,  hear).  The  point  arises 
this  way.  The  concreting  of  the  roads  depends  upon  cement  and  on 
granite  pieces  which  we  get  here  in  plenty.  It  depends  upon,  to  a 
small  extent,  asphalt,  shellcrete  and  tarcrete,  etc.  It  is  psssibleto  make 
cement  here.  That  is  what  the  Geological  department  is  trying  to  in¬ 
vestigate  just  now.  That  department  is  prospecting  for  lime  stone 
which  is  essential  for  the  manufacture  of  cement.  The  moment  lime¬ 
stone  is  discovered  in  sufficient  quantity  and  range  in  order  to  start  a 
cement  manufactory,  we  will  start  operations.  We  know  that  cement 
is  a  world  commodity  and  as  such  we  will  have  to  encounter  world 
competition,  But,  it  would  be  guite  enough  to  start  the  cement  fac¬ 
tory  for  our  own  use  especially  for  our  transport  system.  The  ex¬ 
tension  of  the  transport  system  is  therefore  largely  connected  with 
the  solution  of  the  Geological  work  of  discovering  limestone.  Just  as 
the  industrial  basis  of  the  future  of  this  country  is  to  no  small  extent 
dependent  on  the  international  situation — say  for  the  production  of  sul¬ 
phuric  .  acid  we  have  to  import  sulphur  from  Sicily  as  stated  in  the 
Administration  Beport — these  matters  are  all  interconnected.  But 
this  particular  experiment  of  making  cement- concrete  roads  is  a  direct 
consequence  of  a  conspectus  of  these  breakdowns  of  buses  as  a  result  of 
which  we  thought  we  could  enter  into  the  contract  for  a  concrete  road. 
The  contractors  have  guaranteed  to  maintain  the  road  for  a  period  of 
7  years  at  their  cost  ;  they  are  giving  the  financial  guarantees  for  that 
purpose ;  and  also  incidently,  they  dig  100  to  200  wells  on  the  way. 
The  idea. of  Government  is  that,  by  such  construction  of  roads,  break¬ 
downs  will  be  reduced  to  a  minimum. 

So  far  as.over-erowding  is  concerned,  Government  will  see  to  it 
that  Mr.  Salter’s  profit  does  not  enter  into  this  question.  I  do  not 
think  that  Mr.  Sailer  particularly  wants  over-crowding  in  order 
tp  put  more  profits  into  his  pocket.  Government  also  supervise  the 
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working  of  the  depirtment,  and  I  am  sure  that  any  such  suggestion  i  s 
really  not  necessary,  nor  expedient.

Mr.  K.  KUNJU  PANICKAR  :  Sir,  I  support  the  motiptj.  Theine^t 
motion  is  tabled  by  mejon  the  very  same  topic. 
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PRESIDENT :  The  honourable  member  who  has  spoken  now,  al¬ 
though  he  is  for  extending  the  transport  service  mainly  discussed  about 
the  entertainment  of  hands. 

MR.  E.  G.  SALTER  :  The  motion  tabled  by  the  previous  honourable 
member  who  sooke  appears  to  have  as  its  basis  criticism  on  the  appoint¬ 
ment  of  drivers’  in  respect  of  the  Coehin-Mannar  Service. 

I  think  it  will  be  well  to  explain  to  the  honourable  House  the  policy 
which  has  been  adopted  by  the  Department  since  its  inception  with 
regard  to  the  appointment  of  drivers.  It  cannot  be  denied  that  when 
the  Department  starts  its  services  in  any  route,  it  means  the  displace¬ 
ment  of  a  number  of  drivers,  many  of  whom  might  have  been  em  ployed 
for  a  number  of  years.  It  has  been  the  policy  of  the  Transport  Depart¬ 
ment  to  appoint  those  men  and  those  men  alone  and  nobody  will  deny 
their  prior  right  in  this  connection.  For  this  reason  the  drivers 
of  private  cars  were  not  given  an  opportunity  in  the  matter  of  appoint¬ 
ment.  I  have  definitely  set  my  face  against  any  application  from 
drivers  who  have  not  been  previously  engaged  on  the  route  on  which 
we  have  commenced  services.  But  I  would  respectfully  bring  to  the 
notice  of  the  honourable  members  that  the  Cochin-Munnar  route  has 
brought  about  the  displacement  of  nobody.  The  service  there  has  bean  ’ 
introduced  in  lieu  of  the  present  service  of  aerial  rope  way,  bullock 
carts  and  railway  from  Munnar  to  Trivandrum  via  Bodinayakannur, 
hence  I  was  justified  in  absorbing  more  men  from  South  Travancore 
who  could  not  otherwise  be  engaged  by  reason  of  the  reduced  number 
of  vehicles  operating  in  that  area.

MR.  E.  G,  SALTER  •  In  reply  to  that  statement  I  would  say  that 
the  honourable  member  himself  has  previously  stated  that  owing  to  the 
decrease  in  the  number  of  buses  operating  from  Nagereoil  to  Trivan¬ 
drum,  it  was  unfortunate  that  the  Department  has  not  been  able  so  far 
to  do  anything  to  absorb  all  of  the  men  who  were  displaced  in  that 
route.  In  regard  to  the  question  of  the  number  of  staff  for  the 
14  lorries,  reference  was  made  to  the  driverB.  I  would  point  out  that 
in  the  first  month,  we  broke  the  record  for  the  quantity  of  the  Kannan 
Devan  Hills  Produce  Company’s  monthly  report. 

PRESIDENT  :  What  is  the  tonnage  ? 

Mr.  E.  G.  SALTER:  It  is  given  in  pounds  in  my  figures,  but  the 
total  tonnage  is  approximately  1,000,  to  Cochin  and  720  in  the  reverse 
direction.  Nobody  will  suggest  that  drivers  should  work  7  days  a  week. 
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A  return  journey  from  Cochin  Harbour  to  Muunar  is  188  miles,  and  7 
days  operating  of  such  a  service  is  quite  unreasonable  and  beyond  the 
bounds  of  human  endurance.  Consequently  it  was  necessary  to  in¬ 
troduce  a  reserve  staff.  As  the  honourable  members  know  14  vehicles 
are  plying  in  that  route  and  30  drivers  are  engaged  to  drive  them. 
For  the  information  of  the  House  I  would  say  that  only  14  men  were 
selected  from  the  Trivandrum  Garage  and  the  remaining  were  selected 
from  those  who  have  been  driving  in  the  Alwaye-Munnar  area. 

With  these  remarks  T  oppose  the  motion. 

MR.  K.  P.  KOCHUKORATHARAKAN  :  I  withdraw  the  motion. 

The  motion  by  leave,  was  withdrawn.

MIR.  K,  KUNJU  PANICKER  :  I  beg  to  move  to  reduce  the  allotment 
of  Es.  44,215  for  administration,  management  and  control  of  Transport 
Services  by  Ee.  1  to  discuss  about  the  policy  of  Transport  Department 
both  on  land  and  on  water.  Sir,  it  has  been  admitted  on  all  hands  that 
•the  Transport  service  system  taken  up  by  the  Government  and  tried  in 
South  Travaucore  has  been  a  thorough  success.  In  Central  Tra van- 
core  and  Northern  Travancore  the  services  are  being  managed  by 
private  agencies.  These  private  agencies  look  for  their  private  gains 
rather  than  for  the  convenience  of  the  passengers  aud  the  goods  to  be 
conveyed.  So  the  passengers  and  the  population  in  Central  and  North 
Travancore  were  feeling  the  immense  inconvenience  caused  by  Uie 
system  of  private  management  of  transport.  In  the  recent  political 
upheaval,  owners  of  the  canoes  plying  in  the  backwaters  and  to  a 
certain  extent  the  land  conveyances  also  endeavoured  to  suffocate  the 
peaceful  activities  of  the  civil  population  by  a  sort  of  strike  which 
they  had  resorted  to.  I  submit  that  if  the  system  of  transport  both 
of  land  and  water  was  under  the  management  of  the  Government  such 
an  attempt  to  strike  work  and  put  the  whole  country  into  confusion 
would  not  have  beeD  attempted.  At  leas*  to  avoid  such  a  predicament 
hereafter  the  thing  ought  to  be  undertaken  by  the  Government.  We 
find  that  the  Transport  service  system  undertaken  and  managed  under 
Government  control  is  not  only  very  convenient  to  the  passengers  but 
also  gives  a  sort  of  definiteness  with  regard  to  their  time  table.  We 
can  reach  our  destination  at  the  appointed  time.  We  can  expect  to  start 
from  a  particular  place  also  at  the  fixed  time.  As  matters  stand  at 
present  in  Central  and -North  Travancore,  the  private  agencies  have 
joined  in  certain  Syndicate  'Services  and  all  the  buses  are  put  into  the 
syndicate  arrangement.  The  result  is  that  several  timings  are  taken 
and  they  run  their  buses  only  when  they  get  a  full  load  in  their  vehicles. 
Such  an  arrangement  is  causing  immense  inconvenience  to  the  public 
at  large.  So  to  avoid  that  difficulty  some  regularity  and  some  respon¬ 
sibility  should  be  introduced  in  the  transport  system.  All  these  things 
be  safeguarded  successfully  by  the  Government  undertaking  the 
Transport  Services,  As  it  is  suggested  from  the  Chair  in  answer  to 
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a  previous  discussion,  the  services  to  the  north  of  Quilon  can  be  under" 
taken  by  the  Government  after  March  1940  beep, use  there  is  a  sort  of 
understanding  entered  into  between  some  private  agencies  and  the 
Government.  I  submit  that  I  press  the  motion  before  this  House  only 
to  bring  to  the  notice  of  Government  Shut  no  more  extension  should 
bs  granted  after  that  period.  The  Government  should  be  prepared  for 
undertaking  all  the  transport  services  just  when  the  underteking  period 
of  contract  expires.  No  more  preparation  time  should  interv.  no  between 
the  starring  of  the  business  by  Government  and  the  expiry  of  the  under¬ 
taking  period.  1  submit  that  when  Government  undertakes  the  exten¬ 
sion  of  the  transport,  system  to  the  north,  the  same  should  be  extended 
to  the  water  traffic  also,  because,  nowin  North  T,  uviiuuar  ■  the  cheap 
conveyance  is  the  water  course  which  is  not  available,  in  Soirih  Travan- 

With  these  words,  I  beg  to  submit  the  motion  for  the  acceptance 
of  the  House.

Mr.  P.  SIVARAMA  PILLAI ;  As  one  who  has  always  been  advocating 
the  nationalisation  of  all  public  utility  services  in  Travanoore,  I  would 
like  to  offer  a  few  remarks  on  this  motion. 

When  first  the  Transport  soheme  was  brought  before  this  House 
about  two  years  ago,  a  lot  of  criticism,  justifiable  or  unjustifiable,  was 
levelled  against  it.  Now  it  has  been  shown  that  it  has  already  yielded 
13  per  cent,  profit;  and  when  the  Cochin -Munnar  service  begins  to 
Operate  in  full  swing,  I  am  sure  the  profit  will  be  much  higher. 

Sir,  in  the  nationalisation  of  the  public  utility  services,  I  would,  as 
Mr.  Kunjithommen  remarked,  urge  upon  the  Government  not  to  mind 
even  small  losses,  if  need  be,  in  particular  routes.  By  that  I  do-  not 
mean  to  say  that  Government  should  cease  to  consider  this  department 
as  a  commercial  department. 

The  hardships  and  inconvenience  caused  at  present  to  passengers 
north  of  Quilon,  I  need  not  enumerate.  In  the  Kottayam — Erattupettah 
line,  for  instance,  there  are  two  bus  concerns  each  competing  with  the 
other.  It  is  highly  necessary  that  Government  should  take  up  the  bus 
service  atleast  Jin  the  important  routes  like  the  Kottayam — Erattu- 
pattah  line,  Quilon — Shencotta  line,  and  Kottayam — Kumili  line,  in 
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fact  all  important  lines  in  the  M.  0.  Boad.  I  am  sure  Government 
will  he  able  to  make  very  good  profit  in  addition  to  .doing  good  service 
to  the  people. 

MR.  P.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  :  Sir,  I  do  no.  think  any  other  scheme 
has  stood  so  much  of  public  criticism  as  our  State  Transport  system  ; 
the  very  idea  of  its  introduction  was  revolting  to  certain  sections  of  the 
public  and  even  to  some  of  the  honourable  members  of  the  Legislature. 
In  spite  of  such  criticism,  Government  introduced  the  Transport 
system;  fortunately,  it  has  now  survived  the  stage  of  adverse  comment 
and  is  now  acclaimed  universally  a  great  success.  Even  those  who  op. 
posed  it  at  the  outset  now  consider  it  a  great  success,  as  a  remunerative 
enterprise  and  as  a  service  of  great  utility  and  advantage  to  the  people; 
they  even  want  the  system  to  be  extended  throughout  the  country. 
One  cannot  think  of  a  better  indicat:on  of  the  fact  that  people  1  ave  now 
realised  fully  the  advantages  of  the  system.  I  wholeheartedly  support 
the  proposition  that  Government  should  extend  their  Transport  service 
from  one  end  of  the  country  to  another.  It  will  be  detrimental  to  the 
interests  of  the  public  to  give  monopolies  over  particular  lines  to 
private  companies  ;  lienee  it  is  that  we  want  Government  to  extent  the 
service  throughout  the  State.  But  I  cannot  subscribe  to  the  view  that 
Government  should  run  the  service  on  purely  business  lines.  The 
primary  concern  of  Government  should  be  to  afford  all  facilities  and 
convenience  to  all  sections  of  ihe  public,  to  make  use  of  Government 
Transport  service  ;  for  that  purpose,  fares  should  be  reduced,  if  necess¬ 
ary.  It  may  not  be  that  Government  are  now  charging  more  than 
private  concerns;  but  the  only  objective  of  private  companies  is  to  make 
profits.  That  should  not  be  the  case  with  Government  also.  That  is 
why  I  say  that  Government  should  reduce  the  fares  if  necessary.  Even 
if  fares  are  reduced,  I  am  sure  Government  will  be  making  substantial 
profit ;  because,  in  spite  of  unfavourable  conditions,  they  have  already 
made  a  profit  of  13  per  cent.  There  is  no  doubt  that,  under  normal 
conditions,  the  profit  will  he  double  that. 

PRESIDENT  :  The  idea  of  Government  is  that  the  Transport  De¬ 
partment  should,  out  of  its  profits,  maintain  the  roads  on  which  its 
buses  run,  so  thi  t  the  amounts  now  being  spent  on  these  roads,  by  the 
P.  W.  D.,  can  be  made  available  for  the  improvement  of.  village  roads, 
village  communications,  feeder  lines,  and  so  on.  The  trunk  roads  on 
which  the  Transport  buses  run  should  ultimately  be  maintained  by  the 
Transport  Department.  That  is  the  idea  of  Government. 

Mr.  P.  NARAYANA  PILLAI :  My  point  is  that,  for  the  maintenance  of 
various  road,  other  sources  of  income  should  be  tapped,  if  necessary,  and 
the  Transport  service  should  be  employed  to  afford  easy  and  convenient 
means  of  travel  to  all  sections  of  the  public,  if  necessary  by  substantial 
reduction  of  the  fares.

MR.  E.  E.  PANDARATHIL  :  Sir,  it  has  horn  a  bIoiiuo  ehnntfn  here, 

to-day  and  during  the  last,  couple  of  days,  to  hoar  a  chorus  at  praise . 

and  justifiable!  praise . 

PRESIDENT  :  It  is  only  potential  praise. 

Mb  E.  E.  PANDARATHIL:  According  to  me.  Sir,  those  potentialities 
will  be  manifested  very  soon. 

It  has  been,  as  I  said,  a  welcome  change  to  hoar  a  chorus  of  praise 
after  a  piping  cry  ot  criticism  and  misgivings  about  tins  scheme  when 
it  was  ushered  into  existence.  It  is  no  wonder  to  hear  this  praise, ; 
because  from  what  we  have  seen  so  far  of  the  system,  it,  has  vindicated 
itself.  It  not  only  paves  its  way  and  makes  profit,  but  literally  -as  yon 
have  just  now  stated  is  going  to  pave  its  own  way  by  concrete. 

In  the  matter  of  over-loading  itself,  Sir,  .1  have  to  say  something 
in  favour  of  Transport  Department  in  contra-distinction  to  other  buses. 
In  the  bigger  char-a-banc  models  of  buses  like  those  u-od  by  the  Trans¬ 
port  'Department,  it  is  usual  in  other  civilised  countries  to  afford 
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facilities  for  strap-hanging  for  short  distances.  There  is  no  harm  in 
that,  except  perhaps,  as  was  expressed  under  another  motion,  when 
ladies  are  present,  and  the  way  to  seats  is  obstructed. 

In  the  hope  that  new  roads  will  be  constructed  on  modern  methods 
as  is  to  be  done  in  the  south,  I  would  request  Government  to  put  these 
bigger  buses  in  the  Northern  roads  also  so  that  there  would  be  necessity 
for  the  Government,  on  account  of  the  heaviness  of  the  buses,  to  make 
concrete  roads  in  the  north  also  when  the  Transport  system  is  extended 
there.  The  13  per  cent,  of  profit  which  has  so  splendidly  justified  the 
prophesy  when  the  scheme  was  adumbrated,  in  spite  of  the  opposition 
at  the  time  of  the  introduction  of  the  scheme,  will  justify  the  extension 
of  the  Transport  scheme  to  North  Travancore  at  the  earliest  possible 
opportunity. 

Mr.  T.  C.  KESAVA  PILLAI :  Sir,  in  supporting  the  motion  I  have  to 
place  before  the  House  the  grievances  of  the  people  of  South  Travau- 
core  who  are  living  in  the  coastal  villages  between  Nagercoil  and  Triv¬ 
andrum.  Sir,  the  most  thickly  populated  area  in  South  Travancore 
is  the  tract  of  land  that  lies  to  the  southern  side  of  the  M.  S.  road. 
There  are  some  branch  roads  to  the  M.  S.  road.  In  those  roads  some 
eight-seaters  and  some,  buses  were  running.  After  the  introduction  of 
the  Transport  scheme  and  under  the  idea  that  these  roads  also  will  get 
the  benefit  of  that  scheme,  many  of  the  bus  owners  have  stopped  their 
business  and  the  people  in  the  coastal  villages  are  put  to  very  great 
difficulty  on  account  of  that.  As  such  I  request  the  Government  either 
to  extend  the  water  communication  or  immediately  to  sanction  the  run¬ 
ning  of  transport  buses  between  Nagercoil  and  Thangapatanam  via 
Golachel  and  also  between  Poovar  and  Trivandrum  via  Vizinjom. 
These  would  surely  be.  very  profitable.  With  these  words  I  support 
the  motion. 

Mr.  E.  G.  SALTER  :  Sir,  I  thank  the  honourable  members  for  the 
confidence  that  they  have  reposed  in  the  transport  department  as 
evinced  by  the  speeches  made  requesting  Government  to  extend  its 
activities  throughout  the  State.  But  the  motion  is  a  cut  motion  on  my 
grant  and  as  such  I  oppose  it. 

PRESIDENT  :  It  is  probably  suggested  by  the  honourable  members 
that  the  department  certainly  can  survive  the  one  rupee  cut. 

Mr.  E.  G.  SALTER;  Moreover,  in  regard  to  the  further  extension 
of  the  activities  of  the  department,  I  can  assure  the  honourable  mem¬ 
bers  that  Government  will  take  early  opportunities  of  giving  effect  to 
the  requests  of  the  House  as  the  representatives  of  the  people  of  Trav- 
ancore  to  extend  the  transport  service  throughout  the  State ;  and  I  can 
assure  the  honourable  members  that  the  department  will  devote  every 
possible  energy  and  effort  to  making  that  success  which  has 
attended  the  present  service. 

PRESIDENT  :  Order,  order.  Certain  remarks  fell  from  hono¬ 
rable  members  as  to  the  expedition  with  which  this  extension  should 
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take  place.  I  think  I  have  made  it  clear  that  I  stated  definitely  to  a 
deputation  that  waited  upon  n  e  sometime  ago  that  until  March  11)40 
there  will  be  no  large  scale  extension  north  of  Quilon.  So,  until 
March  1940  Government  are  bound  by  that  declaration  that  there  will 

be  no  large  scale  extension  north  of  Quilou,  and  that  will  give  ample 
notice  and  time  for  existing  concerns  and  people  to  make  their  own 
arrant' ements.  Subject  to  that  and  subject  to  the  consideration  of 
strengthening  and  improving  our  roads  so  as  not  to  repeat  the  experi¬ 
ment  which  we  have  had  in  the  south,  the  underlying  idea  is  welcomed 
by  Government  as  being  a  vindication  of  the  policy  in  which  they 
initiated  sometime  ago.

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Sir,  the  object  of  my  motion  is  to  discuss  the  desirability  of  having' 
a  duly  qualified,  full  time  Co-operative  Begistrar,  In  doing  so,  I  would 
like  to  bring  to  the  pointed  attention  of  Government  two  important 
factors  for  the  improvement  of  the  co-operative  movement  in  the  State 
viz.,  (1)  that  Government  should  appoint  as  Co-operative  Begistrar  one 
who  is  duly  qualified  to  guide  and  develop  the  movement  and  (2)  that 
there  should  be  a  full  time  Co-operative  Registrar.  Sir,  I  have  already 
discuss  id,  in  connection  with  the  cut  motion  under  Demand  I  Land 
Revenue  and  Inoome  Tax— the  undesirability  of  allowing  the  present 
Land  Kevenue  and  Income  Tax  Commissioner  to  be  the  Begistrar  of 
Co-operative  Societies  also.  Sir,  I  do  not  for  a  moment  dispute  the 
statement  of  the  Co-operative  Registrar  that  he  has  all  along  been 
making  strannous  and  honest  efforts  to  improve  the  condition  of  the 
societies  in  the  S‘ate.  But,  Sir,  I  am  constrained  to  submit  that  under 
the  present  arrangement,  that  is  to  say,  investing  the  duties  of  the 
heads  of  two  departments  in  one  and  the  same  officer,  it  may  not  be 
naturally  possible  for  him  to  devote  as  much  attention  to  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  the  co-operative  department  as  it  deserves.  Sir,  the  whole 
difficulty,  in  my  opinion,  lies  in  the  fact  that  Government  have  not 
been  appointing  as  Co-operative  Begistrar  duly  qualified  men  who  will 
have  some  special  interest  in  promoting  the  co-operative  movement  in 
the  State.  After  the  appointment  as  Registrar  of  Co  operative  societies, 
naturally  they  will  take  no  interest  in  the  movement.  On  the  other 
hand,  they  will  be  trying  their  level  best  to  go  out  of  the  Department 
as  soon  as  an  opportunity  affords  itself.  Sir,  in  answer  to  my  question 
No.  130.  Government  have  stated  on  the  floor  of  this  House  that  out 
of  1704  co-operative  societies  at  the  end  of  the  year  111  3,  642  societies 
were  declared  by  the  Head  of  the  Department — and  that  statement  was 
accepted  by  the  Government  also — to  be  absolutely  hopless  societies 
and  that  out  of  1613  societies  the  present  Registrar  of  co-operative 
Societies  who  is  the  Land  Revenue  Commissioner  also  could  inspect 
only  230  societies  during  the  current  year.  Sir,  this  is  rather  a  very 
sad  state  of  affairs  and  I  fully  believe  that  it  is  on  account  of  the  fact 
that  the  Registrar  of  Co-operative  Societies  has  to  discharge  the  duties 
of  the  Land  Revenue  Commissioner  also-  The  present  difficulty  can 
very  well  be  .obviated  by  putting  the  department  under  a  separate 
departmental  head. 

Sir,  as  you  have  stated  .yesterday,  I  am  sure  that  if  there  is 
sincere  co-opsration  between  the  Agricultural  Department  and  the 
Co-operative  Department,  many  useful  things  can  be  done  in  the  way  of 
improving  co-operative  societies.  Sir,  we  know  that  there  are  two 
agricultural  schools  maintained  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
in  the  State.  If  it  is  made  possible  for  those  two  schools  to  give 
instructions  to  the  students  in  the  science  of  co-operation  also 
I  think  that  it  would  benefit  the  movement  to  a  very  considerable 
extent.  The  Department  no  doubt  stands  in  need  of  a  full  time  and 
duly  qualified  Registrar  who  will  devote  his  learning,  time  and  atten¬ 
tion  for  the  improvement  of  the  Department.  With  these  remarks  I

MR.  P.  KUNJUKRISHNAN  :  I  rise  to  oppose  this  motion.  Arguments 
for  and  against  this  question  have  been  threshed  out  on  the  floor  of 
this  House  on  more  occasions  than  one  and  I  do  not  want  to  go  in 
detail  in  opposing  the  motion.  By  experience  we  have  seen  that  the 
working  of  the  Department  under  successive  Departmental  heads  has 
not  improved  matters.  Now  a  new  experiment  has  been  tried  and  I 
think  it  is  up  to  us  to  see  that  the  new  arrangement  is  given  time  to 
work.  Let  us  see  whether  it  improves  matters.  With  these  words  I 
oppose  the  motion. 

MR.  KAINIKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  :  I  wish  to  offer  a  few  re- 
marks  on  this  motion.  Members  who  opposed  the  motion  have  invari¬ 
ably  proceeded  on  the  or>e  assumption  that  the  co-operative  department 
is  a  department  that  has  to  be  stopped.  If  that  is  the  standard  taken 
by  anybody,  I  am  unable  to  answer  it.  If  a  member  really  believes 
that  co-operation  is  objectionable  and  Co-operative  Department  deserves 
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to  be  killed  at  the  earliest  possible  opportunity,  I  have  nothing  to  say  to 
him-  I. only  beg  to  differ  from  him.  The  position  is  siroply  this.  It 
is  admitted  by  everybody  that  co-operative  'activity  of  Travancore  has 
failed- 

The  failure  was  inherent  in  the  beginning  and  it  .was  inevitable. 
The  mistakes  committed  were  fundamental-  The  patent  mistake  was 
in  the  establishment  of  co-operative  societies  merely  for  the  purpose  of 
credit.  And  the  credit  side  of  the  co-operative  system  was  abused  and 
abused  in  all  possible  ways-  But  for  a  person  who  must  know  co-opera¬ 
tion  bettor,  in  portraying  the  movement  as  L  is  available  now  in  Tra¬ 
vancore,  to  suggest  oi.her  the  movement  should  be  run  on  better  lines 
or  the  surgeon’s  knife  should  be  applied  to  it,  is  very  unsympathetic  to 
the  ideals  of  the  movement.  Sir,  to  app'y  the  surgeon’s  knife  on.  the 
co-operative  movement  is  something  which  no  educated  man  would 
justify.  The  movement  was  tried  not  only  here  in  Travancore  but  also 
mother  civilised  countries.  And  the  whole  prosperity  of  some  of  those 
countries  depend  on  co-operation  and  co-operation  alone.  In  spite  of 
the  fact  that  the  movement  has  not  made  much  head  way  in  Travancore 
we  cannot  forget  what  it  has  done  to  the  betterment  of  the  people  else¬ 
where  and  it  is  not  fair  and  justifiable  on  our  part  to  say  that  it  must  be 
killed  and  not  encouraged,  fostered,  nursed  and  promoted  in  this  coun¬ 
try.  Sir,  we  have  heard  speeches  in  this  Assembly  even  during  this 
session  about  the  improvement  of  scientific  cultivation  in  Travancore. 
We  have  heard  remarks  about  the  starting  and  encouraging  of  cottage 
industries.  And  we  have  heard  also  that  we  can  succeed  in  these 
'endeavours  only  by  real  co-operation.  We  have  heard  ambitious  pro¬ 
grammes  regarding  the  rural  uplift  work  which  inseparably  dependent 
on.  the  Co-operative  Department.  Therefore,  I  am  surprised  to  see  a 
member  standing  up  and  saying  that  a  surgeon’s  knife  should  be  applied 
on  the  co-operative  department.  And  in  this  respect  I  entirely  disagree 
with  that  honourable  member  and  others  with  his  line  of  thinking. 

I  am  not  concerned  with  that  aspect  of  the  question  whether  a 
separate  head  should  or  should  not  be  appointed  for  that  Department. 
It  is  quite  immaterial  to  me.  The  most  important  matter  is  whether 
the  Department  is  to  be  killed  or  not.  Sir.  it  is  outrageous  to  think 
of  ending  the  Department  when  wa  see  what  Co  operation  has  done 
to  other  countries.  We  have  got  schemes  like  rural  uplift,  develop¬ 
ment  of  cottage  industries,  colonisation,  development  and  expansion  of 
our  marketing  etc.  The  one  anchor  hold  for  us  in  all  these  ventures  is 
Co-operation.  Therefore,  Sir  in  the  light  of  some  observations  made  in 
this  Assembly  and  in  the  light  of  some  reflections  from  the  President  of 
this  Assembly  it  is  time  for  Government  to  consider  ways  and  means  to 
improve  the  condition  of  the  Department.  And  if  for  a  re-orientation 
of  the  Department,  and  if  for  a  speeding  up  of  the  industrialisation  of 
the  country,  and  if  for  changing  the  whole  policy  of  the  Department,  a 
Wfasate  officer  is  found  to  be  necessary  he  should  be  appointed.  I 
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would  certainly  request  the  honourable  members  who  said  that  Co¬ 
operation  should  be  killed  to  weigh  what  they  have  said  in  the  light  of 
what  they  have  learned  fro  u  other  coun  riss  where  it  has  been  the 
Bource  of  their  wealth  and  happiness.  And  I  may  request  them  once 
again  to  think  before  :hey  speak. 

Hr.  T.  C.  KEbAVA  PILLAI:  May  1  know  whether  the  honourable 
member  is  aware  of  the  fact  that  the  present  head  of  the  Department 
is  the  head  of  the  Ecconomic  Development  Board  ? 

Mr.  KAINi'IARA  M.  PADVIANABHA  PILLAI :  That  makes  no  difference  in 
what  I  have  said. 

MR.  M.  SIVATHANU  PILLAI :  I  am  afraid,  Sir,  that  this  question  has 
far  strayed  out  of  its  rut.  The  main  point  for  the  House  to  consideris 
whether  a  full  time  duly  qualified  Registrar  is  necessary  or  not.  I  don’t 
think  Sir,  that  my  honourable  friend  Mr.  Kainikara  could  infer  from 
the  speeches  of  Mr.  Kunjithommen  and  Mr.  ID  R.  Narayanan  that  they 
were  out  to  kill  or  murder  in  broad  day  light  the  Co-operative  Move¬ 
ment. 

MR.  KAINIKARA  PA3MANABHA  PIU-AI  :  Sir,  a  word  of  personal 
explanation.  It  was  not  an  inference  but  it  was  what  they  said. 

PRESIDENT :  Now  Mr.  Sivathanu  Pillai  may  proceed  with  the 
■murder,  (i  aughier ) 

Mr.  M.  SIVATHANU  PILLAI:  What  I  understood  from  them  is  this. 
The  Co-operative  movement  as  obtained  in  Travancore  has  reached  a 
stage  at  which  it  is  thought  to  be' impossible  to  mend  it- 

Sir,  I  was  and  I  am  even  now  one  with  them  to  say  that  the  move¬ 
ment  of  co-operation  in  Travancore  should  be  run  on  right  lines.  As 
I  had  already  s  ated  on  the  floor  of  this  Chamber  a  few  days  ago  when 
the  Demand  for  the  Land  Revenue  Department  was  before  the  House, 
the  present  state  of  the  movement,  is  in  a  crisis.  Most  of  ihe  societies 
deserve  only  liquidation  and  not  nourishing.  That  was  the  pronounce¬ 
ment  given  by  the  Land  Revenue  Commissioner  also,  He  said  that 
over  70  per  cent  of  the  number  of  societies  deserve  to  be  liquidated  and 
not  to  be  allowed  to  continue  to  exist.  If  that  position  is  accepted,  I 
ask  the  honourable  member  who  have  just  spoken  in  favour  of  the 
motion  what  should  be  done  next.  Of  course,  the  only  solution  is  that 
all  the  bad  societies  should  be  liquidated.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  I  may 
Assure  the  honourab'e  members  of  this  House  that  I  am  second  to  none 
in  the  zeal  for  promoting  the  co-operative  movement  and  co-operative 
activities  in  the  State.  And  I  do  realise  the  fact,  that  some  western 
countries  working  entirely  through  co-operative  production  and  sale 
have  increased  their  wealth  and  safeguarded  the  welfare  of  their  coun¬ 
try.  Have  we  got  here  the  correct  spirit  of  the  movement  prevailing 
among  the  public  at  large?  Moreover  are  we  like  the  westerners  in  re¬ 
gard  to  our  economics  and  social  leanings  —apart  from  the  fact  that 
we  are  all  purely  agriculturists.  Here  we  cannot  tolerate  another 
coming  up.  We  wish  ill  of  others  and  well  only  of  ourselves.  That  is 
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why  real  co-operation  does  not  flourish  here.  It  is  true  Sir,  that  move¬ 
ment  here  has  developed  cnly  its  credit  side.  Much  has  been  said  by 
Mr.  Kainifcara  Padmanabha  Piilai  on  Ihis  and  he  was  of  the  opinion 
that  the  Department  committed  a  fundamental  mistake  to  stress  so 
much  on  the  credit  side.  But  I  am  of  opinion  Sir  as  is  the  opinion  of 
many  great  distinguished  co-operators  of  India,  that  if  the  movement  is 
to  do  good  to  the  agriculturists  its  credit  side  also  has  to  be  developed. 
The  ordinary  villager  has  really  understood  and  appreciated  the  bene¬ 
fits  of  the  credit  side  of  the  movement.  In  my  place  there  are  a  few 
societies  started  with  the  purpose  of  helping  the  ryots  by  giving  them 
credit  for  the  purchase  of  cattle,  ploughs  and  manures  and  thus  to  help 
them  to  carry  on  their  agricultural  operations.  In  that  way  credit  side 
ought  to  be  appreciated.  Otherwise,  the  poor  agriculturists  will  be 
greatly  handicapped.  It  all  depends  on  the  purpose  for  which  it  is 
utilised. 

Sir,  in  towns  there  are  very  many  societies  like  the  provision  dis¬ 
tribution  societiis  which  o  :ght  to  be  encouraged.  1  am  not  going  to 
speak  on  the  non-credit  side  of  the  movement  which  is  to  be  equally 
encouraged  and  developed.  I  am  only  pointing  out  that  credit  side 
should  not  be  too  much  condemned. 

Now  let  us  examine  the  question  whether  we  want  now  as  the 
head  of  the  Department  a  separate  officer  duly  qualified  in  co-opera¬ 
tion.  Sir,  what  is  at  present  required  for  the  Department  to  improve  is 
to  liquidate  all  the  deserving  societies  Por  that  purpose  I  don’t  think 
a  separate  officer  is  necessary.  Then  what  is  the  qualification  to  be 
fixed  if  a  separate  officer  is  to  be  appointed.  Sir,  I  myself  claim  to  be 
a  duly  qualified  candidate  for  the  post,  T  was  for  over  9  years  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Taluk  Bank  of  Niger  coil  .  I  can  speak  with  a  certain 
amount  of  authority  on  co-operation.  It  is  enough  to  read  half  a 
dozen  books  on  co-operation  to  become  profficient  in  the  principles  of 
co-operation.  Are  these  the  qualifications  prescribed  I  ask?  Sir,  the 
real  thing  needed  for  the  head  of  the  co-operahve  department  is  the 
spirit  of  sympathy  and  co-operation  with  a  sense  of  humanity.  If 
this  sympathy  is  guaranteed  then  a  correct  understanding  of  half  a 
dozen  text  books  on  co-operation  will  make  anyone  fit  to  guide  the  move¬ 
ment.  The  present  head  of  the  Department,  the  Jand  Revenue  and 
Income  Tax  Commissioner  has  this  sympathy  and  knowledge  of  oo- 
operation  coupled  with  a  capacity  for  controlling  his  Department.  How 
could  it  be  assumed  that  Mr.  Karimpu  “Vilakam  Govinda  Piliai  had  the 
necessary  qualifications  to  be  the  head  of  that  Department  when  he 
was  appointed  as  Registrar  of  Co-operative  Societies?  Perhaps,  the  fact 
was  that  he  had  read  some  text  books  on  co-operation;  and  he  had  also 
gone  somewhere  in  British  India  to  study  the  practical  working  of  the 
movement  there.  Could  he  be  called  a  duly  qualified  person  for  the  pur¬ 
pose?  But  to  lead  the  movement  in  Travancore  it  is  not  essential  that 
pue  should  go  outside  and  stud  y  conditions  there.  On  the  other  hand 
he  must  be  intelligent  and  thoroughly  conversant  with  the '  conditions 
prevailing  here.  In  my  humble  opinion,  the  present  condition  of  the 
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movement  in  Travancore  requires  thorough  overhauling  and  a  person 
who  has  got  the  necessary  sympathy  with  the  people  whom  he  has  to 
guide  to  do  it.  The  Begistrar  of  Co-operative  Societies  is  supposed  to 
be  the  friend,  philosopher  and  guide  of  the  co-operators.  None  of 
these  Registrars  were  either  a  friend  or  a  philosopher  or  a  guide  to  the 
people  but  they  were  governed  by  red -tap ism  ;  So  I  wish  to  say  let 
tbe  honourable  mover  of  this  motion  not  go  away  with  the  impression 
that  the  Co-operative  Registrar  does  not  require  any  qualification  in 
that  line  but  it  is  very  essential  that  he  should  be  one  of  human  sym¬ 
pathy  and  a  friend  of  the  poor-  Hence  it  is  Sir,  that  I  find  it  difficult  to 
appreciate  the  difficulty  of  the  honourable  mover  in  having  no  duly 
qualified  Begistrar,  if  the  motion  be  intended  for  any  o.her  purpose,  I 
have  no  objection. 

Sir,  another  thing  I  want  to  mention  before  I  close.  I  agree 
atleast  in  this  one  instance  with  my  honourable  friend  Mr.  Vela 
Achari.  He  caught  the  right  point.  The  other  day  when  the  princi¬ 
ple  of  the  same  question  was  discussed  and  very  satisf'ac'ory  explana¬ 
tion  from  the  Land  Bevenue  Commissioner  was  heard,  the  House 
thought  that  the  motion  should  be  withdrawn.  In  other  words,  the 
House  was  satisfied  with  the  explanation.  Now  Mr,  Yelu  Achari 
struck  the  correct  note  when  he  said  that  there  was  no  meaning  in 
raking  it  up  again  in  some  other  form.  Aad  in  this  case  also  I  expect 
the  House  would  record  the  same  verdict.  With  these  words,  I 
oppose  the  motion. 

MR.  M.  RAMACHANDRA  RAO  :  Sir,  the  debate  has  brought  in  amoDg 
other  questions,  a  discussion  about  the  qualification  of  the  Begistrar. 
All  the  points  raised  in  the  course  of  discussion  were  answered  by  me 
before  the  House  and  wdelt  at  length  by  the  Dewan  President.  There 
are  only  some  points  which  I  would  bring  to  the  notice  of  this  House. 

The  co-operative  movement,  as  the  House  well  knows,  should 
begin  from  the  people  and  the  improvement  should  come  from  them. 
The  Government  will  not  interfere  with  the  programme  of  that  move¬ 
ment.  Government  have  not  been  interfering  and  should  nut  interfere  in 
the  internal  working  of  any  co-operative  society.  The  managing  Direc¬ 
tors  look  after  the  affairs  of  the  societies.  If  they  manage  it  badly  the 
Society  suffers.  The  Government  are  only  responsible  for  the  following 
in  the  co-operative  movement  viz.,  propaganda  among  the  people  and 
guidance  and  supervision  of  Co-operative  Societies.  For  that,  Govern¬ 
ment  have  got  the  Begistrar,  the  Assistant  Registrars  and  about  50  Ins¬ 
pectors.  Now,  if  this  position  is  to  be  accepted,  we  should  consider  why 
the  movement  has  failed  here.  The  movement  failed  for  the  main  reason 
that  all  the  societies  which  were  opened  were  Credit  Societies.  It  was 
explained  fully  well  by  the  Dewan  President  that  the  credit  business 
should  be  a  side  line  and  that  tbe  main  business  should  be  of  the  non- 
credit  type.  In  the  ease  of  the  credit  societies,  the  managing  directors 
did  not  work  it  well.  It  is  seen  that  out  of  1,600  and  odd  societies  in 
the  State,  about  1,560  societies  are  credit  societies,  and  65  per  cent  of 
the  latter  are  today  useless.  It  is  true  that  in  one  of  the  interpellation^ 
Voli  uy  flo.  JO, 
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I  have  stated  that  I  have  inspected  213  societies.  By  that  I  meant 
that  I  have  inspected  so  many  societies  which  arc  now  functioning  and 
examined  their  books  and  accounts.  On  the  whole  I  inspected  over  5u0 
societies  including  those  which  are  now  useless.  But  there  is  no  use  of 
recording  such  inspection  of  Defunct  societies-  Now,  as  the  object  of 
Government  is  not  to  kill  the  co-operative  movement  but  only  to  set  it 
right  and  set  it  on  its  legs,  Government  thought  it  best  to  entrust 
it*to  the  Laud  Revenue  C  jrnmis-sioner,  because  it  is  the  Land  Revenue 
Department  which  with  its  heirarchy  of  officers  from  the  Proverticar  to 
the  Land  Revenue  Commissioner  could  possibly  do  good  propaganda 
arnung  the  people-  It  is  !hey  who  are  in  touch  with  the  masses.  As 
1  submitted  the  other  day  I  think  that  that  was  the  only  consideration 
which  weighed  with  Government  in  this  policy  Incidently  a  large  sum 
of  money  could  also  be  saved  by  way  of  savings  from  salary  and  T.  A. 
I  can  assure  the  house  that  the  object  of  Government  is  certainly  not 
to  kill  the  movement-  It  is  to  remove  all  these  defunct  societies  and  ; 
if  possible,  to  open  more  non-credit  societies  in  several  divisions  of  the 
Stale  and  to  do  propaganda  on  right  lines  and  to  guide  and  supervise 
the  work  of  the  healthy  societies  in  the  right  direction.  As  for  my 
being  in  charge  of  the  Department,  Government  have  asked  me  to  take 
up  the  work,  for  one  year  and  there  are  two  and  a  half  months  more  to 
run  it  and  afterwards  it  is  open  far  Government  to  alter  the  arrange¬ 
ment  if  found  necessary. 

PRESIDENT  '■  Before  asking  Mr.  Velayudhan  Pillai  to  speak,  inas¬ 
much  as  ihere  seems  to  be  some  kind  of  misconception  as  to  the  origin 
and  scope  of  this  experiment,  it  may  be  necessary  to  clear  the  air.  In 
view  of  the  observations  that  have  fallen  from  some  honourable  mem- 
mers,  let  it  be  clearly  understood,  that  the  animating  purpose  of  Gov¬ 
ernment  is  not  to  kill  or  throttle  the  Co-operative  movement  but  to 
enable  it  to  rehabilitate  itself  so  as  to  serve  the  great  purposes  whioh 
can  be  served  by  the  movement  if  and  when  properly  run. 

Government  was  faced  with  this  problem  in  tfiis  shape.  There 
were  a  large  number  of  societies,  that  is,  some  one  thousand  five  hun¬ 
dred  of  them,  many  of  whom  were  moribund— some  actually  defunct, 
others  working  with  a  limited  scope,  and  all  of  them  working  with  a 
sense  of  impending  failure,  operating  in  their  minds.  The  real  difficulty, 
no  doubt,  was  that  all  these  societies  started  on  the  basis  of  supply  of 
cheep  credit  as  their  ideal.  In  order  to  supply  cheap  credit  and  to  do 
it  in  the  real  co-operative  sense,  each  society  should  have  started  trade 
pioneer  propaganda  work  and  developed  those  qualities  of  mutual 
helpfulness,  ol  thrift  and  character  development,  under  watchful  though 
kindly  criticism,  without  which  co-operative  societies,  co-operative 
lending  and  borrowing  are  mearly  other  names  of  money-lending  and 
borrowing  from  the  equivalent  a  sowcar.  The  idea  of  co-operative 
enterprise  is  that  the  societies  should  be  run  on  the  basis  of  strict 
thriftness,  with  a  public  opinion  against  needless  expenditure  and 
wrong  or  extravagant  use  of  money  machinery,  tools  and  land  and 
grops  ao'mg  by  way  of  warning,  and  inspiration.  That  is  the  ideal  0 
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the  co-operative  movement.  It  would  have  been  sufficient  if  a  few  co¬ 
operative  societies  had  been  started  on  that  basis  in  promising  localities 
where  there  are  no  mutual  factions  and  no  communal  dispues,  but  some 
kind  of  understanding,  fellow  feeling  and  sympathy  among  the  units  of 
the  co-operative  societies.  If  such  a  society  had  worked  with  that  co¬ 
operative  ideal  in  view,  and  thrift  had  been  promoted  .instead  of  mis- 
concived  relief  of  fictions  needs  as  their  main  ideal,  things  would  have 
been  different.  But  for  reasons  into  which  it  is  unnecessary  to  enter 
just  now,  it  was  found  that  a  large  extension  of  the  movement  instead  of 
increasing  the  intensiveness  of  the  same,  was  the  programme  for  some 
time. 

The  Government  had  this  situation  to  face.  In  facing  this  problem, 
Government  came  across  another  difficulty.  Like  the  11  egi  strati  on 
Department,  or  the  Anohal  Department-,  the  Co-operative  Department 
was  regarded  as  a-  minor  department  to  be  manned  by  somebody,  whose 
tenure  is  an  interim  arrangement  to  tide  over  the  passage  from  one 
promotion  to  another  and  who  had  for  a  time  to  wander  about  the  co¬ 
operative  societies  presiding  over  co-operative  conferences  piloting 
German  books  or  Danish  books,  Now,  the  other  departments  thought 
that  the  Co-operative  Department  was  a  secondary  department.  They 
did  not  extend  their  full  support  and  were  not  inclined  to  treat  the  Co- 
operative  Department  as  one  of  the  premier  departments  discharging 
one  of  the  fundamental  duties  of  the  State.  The  status  of  the  depart¬ 
ment  had,  therefore,  to  be  raised.  In  other  words  Government  had  to 
realise  how  veiy  official  ridden  we  are  in  these  matters-  If  the  head 
of  a  department  is  a  second  grade  officer  like  the  rural  uplift  people,  if 
he  goes  to  the  Tahsildar  or  to  the  Peishkar,  they  don’t  carry  out  her 
plans  with  alacrity  or  enthusiasm.  That  is  human  nature  and  it  is 
happening  here  as  elsewhere  though  such  instances  will  be  dealt  with 
suitably.  Therefore,  it  was  found  that  the  Co-operative  Department 
suffered  from  this  inferiority  complex. 

In  regard  to  the  ideals  of  the  Department  and  its  status,  the  second 
handicap  that  it  suffered  from  was  this  ;  that  its  mam  wo; k  had  to  be 
done  and  was  not  done  through  the  village  administrative  unit  aud  the 
village  organisation.  The  Department,  should  work  as  a  village  re¬ 
public,  as  a  vi  Jage  kingdom.  In  order  to  do  that  the  Proverthicar  and 
the  Tahsildar  were  found  to  be  essential  unit  m  the  actual  propaganda. 
The  Assistant  Registrar  for  Co-operative  Socie.i'es,  fresh  from  the  College 
or  some  other  department  with  his  academical  co-operative  training,  if 
he  has  got  it,  says  something  about  the  dairy  or  fanning  enterprises  in 
Denmark  or  about  the  mutritive  content  of  llie  milk  and  the  bewildered 
public  smiles  and  goes  about  the  business  in  the  old  way.  Bat  when 
the  Proverthicar  goes  about  in  the  course  of  his  revenue  work  he  sh  mid 
talk  with  the  village  people  about  their  daily  life,  their  wants  and  the 
remedy  for  their  troubles  and  if  incidental  y,  bn  speaks  to  them  of  the 
co-operative  movement,  they  will  listen  to  him.  Now--,  it  was  with  re- 
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haa  been  tried  by  entrusting  the  department  to  the  Lai.d  'Revenue 
Commissioner,  who  is  both  the  friend  and  occasionally  the  Yama  of  the 
ac.ual  agriculturist..,  so  that  partly  in  the  hope  of  benefits  adequately 
brought  home  to  him  and  partly  by  taking  advantage  of  the  heirarchy  of 
officials  which  the  Revenue  Commissioner  has  under,  him  the  peasent 
may  be  properly  educated  with  a  co-operative  frame  of  mind.  Our 
attempt  is  definitely  experimental.  It  may  be  that  at  the  end  of  a  year 
this  experiment  may  fail.  It  may  be  that  Government  have  to  get 
special  experts,  but  I  hope  that  the  experiment  will  succeed.  I  think 
that  local  knowledge,  lccal  sympathy,  local  feeling,  local  popularity  in 
the  village  unit  are  what  are  necessary  more  than  expert  or  abstract 
knowledge  though  this  item  is  of  course  valuable.  Let  me  add  that  the 
Co-operative  Depariment  is  at  a  crisis.  It  can  he  brought  back  from 
the  crisis  and  rehabilitated  and  refund  only  if  (a)  it  gives  up  the  money- 
lending  out  look  and  bias  fbl  it  reorganises  itself  into  a  mutual  trust 
and  confidence  association... this  being  the  essence  of  the  movement — 
and  (c)  if  if  does  something  which  will  immediately  prove  successful 
such  as  taking  uic  a  new  venture  like  dairying  or  the  introduction  of  a 
new  c-conomic  crop  or  the  marke1  ing  of  some  Agricultural  product  — 
cereal,  dr  fruit  or  bean,  do  many  experiments  have  been  tried  that 
the  department  itself  is  feeling  very  dispeirited  over  the  position.  It  is 
hoped  that  the  Department  will  try  to  do  something  which  brings  suc¬ 
cess  in  its  train  and  animated  and  inspired  by  it  the  Department  may 
set  its  house  in  order.  I  think  the  Land  Revenue  Commissioner  is  per¬ 
fectly  right  when  he  stated  that  the  co-operative  movement  should  he  a 
movement  from  within.  But  just  now  Government  have  to  step  in 
because  the  situation  has  deteriorated.  Certain  experiments  are  being 
tried  by  and  through  the  Land  Revenue  Commissioner.  Though  we  are 
not  absolutely  certain  of  the  success  of  those  experiments,  its  result 
largely  depends  on  the  success  or  failure  of  the  co-operative  movement. 

Mr.  PUUYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI :  Sir,  I  withdraw  the 
motion.

Ms.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  ;  Sir,  I  heg  to  move,  for  a  grant  of 
Rs.  36,  029  for  the  uplift  of  .backward  communities,  under  Demand 
No.  XVITI. 

Motion  No,  613, 

Mr.  K.  KUN1U  PANICKER  :  Sir,  I  beg  to  move  the  following  motion  . 

“To  reduce  the  allo'ment  of  Rs.  1,400  for  travelling  allowance  by 
Re  1 — to  discuss  about  the  policy  of  extending  the  system  and  alloting 
more  money  for  the  Department,” 
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Sir,  this  department  is  one  of  the  most  benefieient  of  all  Govern¬ 
ment  departments.  The  backbone  of  the  country  is  our  backward 
community  whose  well  being  is  the  question  here.  Sir,  backward 
communities  were  left  uncared  for,  for  a  good  number  of  years.  Thank 
God,  our  present  Government  is  very  sympathetic  towards  them  that 
we  now  have  a  Protector  of  Backward  communities,  an  officer  specially 
appointed  to  look  after  the  well- being  of  these  communities. 

Sir,  my  submission  is  that,  although  Government  have  appointed 
a  Special  officer  to  look  ofter  the  affairs  of  these  communities,  the  allot¬ 
ment  made  in  the  budget  for  the  purpose  is  too  meagre.  It  is  true 
that  a  few  colonies  have  recently  been  established  houses  have  been 
built  in  them  and  all  facilities  have  been  provided  for  to  cert-an- 
members  of  the  backward  communities.  My  only  submission  is  that, 
considering  the  very  large  number  of  people  to  be  benefited  by  this 
department,  the  allotment  made  in  the  budget  is  very  inadequate. 
Therefore  consistent  with  their  declared  policy  and  intention,  Govern¬ 
ment  should  allot  larger  amounts  for  this  department. 

Hence  I  move  this  motion.

Mr.KAVIYOOR  KOCHUKUNJU:  Sir, . 

PRESIDENT  :  I  do  not  want  to  curtail  discussion  on  this  matter- 
But,  there  seems  to  be  some  misconception.  I  am  therefore  calling 
upon  the  Pro-Yice-Chancellor  now,  to  explain  the  position  fully.  Other 
honourable  members  can  speak  afterwards. 

Mr.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN :  Sir,  as  you  have  indicated,  onr 
total  expenditure,  for  the  uplift  of  backward  communities  is  several 
times  in  excess  of  the  allotment  for  this  department.  The.  report  of 
this  department  is  in  the  hands  of  the  honourable  members;  they  wi'l  see 
in  its  closing  paragraph,  a  detailed  statement  showing  the  various  items 
of  expenditure  incurred  by  Government,  under  this  head,  during  1113. 
On  the  whole,  Sir,  we  spend  nearly  Bs.  2  labhs,  although  the  budget 
allotment  for  the  department  of  Protection  of  Backward  communities 
is  only  about  Bs.  30,000.  Under  educational  concessions,  fee  conces¬ 
sions,  we  spend  more  than  a  lakh,  both  in  the  shape  of  loss 
of  revenue  under  fee  income  and  by  actual  compensation  paid  by  Gov¬ 
ernment  to  grant-in-aid  schools,  towards  such  fee  concessions.  Simi¬ 
larly,  a  considerable  sum  is  being  spent,  though  not  directly,  under 
Band  Bevenne,  by  way  of  concessional  registry  of  land  in  favour  0 
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backward  communities  The  Department  of  Public  Health  is  also 
assisting  us  by  sinking  wells  in  certain  localities.  The  Department  of 
Industries  is  assisting  us  by  training  members  of  the  Backward 
Communities  in  weaving;  that-  department  sends  round  its  itinerant 
weaving  parlies  for  the  purpose. 

Now,  Sir,  adding  all  these  items  together  it  will  be  found  that  the 
total  amount  expended  by  Government  for  the  benefit  of  the  Backward 
Communities  is  nearly  Bs,  2  lakhs  per  annum.  Taking  the  allotment 
for  the  department,  by-  itself,  I  agree  with  Mr.  Adichan  that  the 
allotment  for  1115  is  a  little  less  than  for  1114.  In  1114,  there  was  a 
big  item  of  expenditure,  namely,  the  establishment  of  the  Kurichi 
Colony  for  which  a  special  allotment  of  Bs.  10,000  had  been  made. 
That  Colony  has  now  been  established;  and  the  running  expen¬ 
diture  for  the  Colony  for  1115  will  be  very  much  less  than  the  original 
expenditure  which  we  had  to  incur  during  1114. 

I  may  inform  the  House,  Sir,  that  we  have  now  taken  up  the 
Harijan  Hostel,  the  big  hostel,  which  was  being  run  by  the  Harijan 
Sevak  Sangh  for  which  we  were  giving  a  small  grant  in  previous  years. 
That  institution  has  now  become  the  Sri  Chitra  Hostel,  run  by  the 
Department  for  the  Protection  of  Backward  Communities;  and  a  sum  of 
Bs.  4,000  has  been  allotted  for  the  purpose,  in  the  budget  for  1115. 

During  the  last  3  years,  under  the  inspiring  guidance  of  the 
Dewan-President,  a  new  programme,  for  the  uplift  of  the  backward 
communities,  has  been  formulated  as  the  result  of  a  conference  held 
in  the  Secretariat  under  the  Chairmanship  of  the  Dewan-President. 
The  main  feature  of  the  new  programme  is  intensive  work  in  two  or 
three  selected  centres,  along  with  the  more  extensive  work  of  sinking 
wells  and  providing  burial  grounds  and  other  amenities,  throughout  the 
country. 

During  the  last  3  years,  quite  apart  from  the  great  spiritual  change 
as  a  result  of  the  Temple  Entry  Proclamation  which  has  almost  effected 
a  revolution  in  the  mental  outlook  of  these  backward  communities,  quite 
apart  from  the  great  momentum  of  psychological  value  produced  by 
the  Proclamation,  not  only  in  Travaneore  but  throughout  South  India, 
quite  apart  from  all  those  spiritual  aspects  of  the  matter,  on  the 
material,  the  economic  side,  there  has  been  very  remarkable  improve¬ 
ment  indicative  of  great  solicitude  of  the  Government  of  His  Highness 
the  Maharaja,  for  the  welfare  of  the  Backward  communities.  .'We  now 
have  three  field  officers,  one  for  each  division,  to  whom  the  represen¬ 
tatives  of  the  backward  communities  can  go  for  the  reddress  of  their 
definite  grievances.  During  1115  three  colonies  will  start  working; 
the  land  has  been  acquired.  In  one  of  the  colonies  we  have  already 
begun  building  houses. 

Then  again,  Sir,  if  you  look  at  the  record  of  the  number  of  wells 
sunk  during  1113  and  1114,  or  the  number  of  burial  grounds  provided 
for  these  communities,  or  the  various  forms  of  educational  concessions, 
granted  directly  by  the  department  for  tho  Protection  of  Backward 
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Communities  in  addition  to  those  gianted  by  the  Education  Department 
ot  instance,  there  are  23  Harijan  girls  in  the  Mahilamandiram  fiSreach 
of  whom  we  pay  Es.  4  a  month,  we  supply  books  free;  we  present  text¬ 
books  to  all  Harijan  pupils  in  the  3rd  and  4th  classes  of  all  Primary 
Schools,  which  alone  costs  us  about  Es.  4,OOC  a  year— you  will  see  that, 
compared  with  the  previous  years,  during  the  last  three  years,  this 
department  has  been  getting  more  funds  from  Government.  And,  I 
can  assure  the  honourable  House  that  if  this  department  embarks  upon 
any  new  programme,  Government  will  ungrudgingly  afford  the  neces- 
sary  financial  assistance,.  The  deep  sympathy  and  the  great  considera¬ 
tion  of  Government  for  this  movement  for  the  uplift  of  the  backward 
communities  is  assured.

MR.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN;  One  of  the  proposals,  at  that  con‘ 
ference  I  spoke  of  was  the  opening  of  a  colony  at  Enadimangalam.  On 
further  investigation  it  was  found  that  it  was  not  possible  to 
get  suitable  land,  in  one  block.  That  proposal  had  therefore  to  be 
dropped.

Mr.  C,  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN:  Technically,  the  Varnavar  Com¬ 
munity  does  not  come  under  “Backward  Communities”  eligible  for 
concessional  registry  of  lands  and  other  such  concessions, enjoyed  by 
communities  like  Pulayas,  Parayas  and  Kuravas.  The  varions  branches 
of  the  Varnavar  community  are  eligible  for  half-fee  concession  in 
schools.

PRESIDENT:  I  have  allowed  the  honourable  member  to  deal  with 
what  may  be  called  the  helplessness  of  most,  communities.

MR.  M.  SIVATHANU  PILLA!  :  Sir,  I  wish  to  congratulate  Govern- 
ment  for  making  it  possible  in  our  Skate  for  other  communities  who 
are  not  backward,  to  come  forward  and  claim  that  they  also  should  be 
classed  among  ‘backward  communities’,  so  that  they  may  also  come 
under  the  paternal  care  of  the  Government. 

PRESIDENT  :  It  is  not  peculiar  here.  It  has  happened  elsewhere 

also. 

MR.  M.  SIVATHANU  PILLAI :  Then  I  withdraw  my  congratulation. 
But,  nobody  can  dispute  this,  our  State  bestows  great  attention  to 
this  question  in  our  State.  The  question  of  uplifting  backward 
communities  has  been  given  its  due  importance.  In  fact,  its  impor¬ 
tance  here  is  more  than  what  is  obtaining  in  the  whole  of  the 
British  Empire ;  and  is  in  the  lead  that  Our  State  gave  to  others 
in  the  matter  of  Temple  Entry  Proclamation.  That  is  what  it  has 
come  to.  There  is  one  other  point  to  be  noted.  A  most  popular 
officer  in  the  official  heirarchy,  an  officer  in  the  person  of  the  Pro  Vice 
Chancellor,  the  foremost  educationist,  has  been  appointed  to  take  up  the 
responsibility  of  guiding  the  destinies  of  the  backward  communities. 
Of  course  it  may  be  true  that  in  other  places  also,  some  officers  may  be 
entrusted  with  the  task  of  looking  after  the  upliftment  of  the  so-called 
backward  communities.  But,  the  status  of  the  officer  who  is  called 
upon  to  do  that  here  is  certainly  high;  and  that  shows  how  earnest 
and  sincere  our  Government  intend  to  lift  the  backward  community 
from  their  lowliness  and  poverty. 

Sir,  I  wish  to  sound  a  note  of  warning  in  the  matter  of  choosing 
persons  for  field  work  or  for  entrusting  work  in  this  connection.  I  have 
come  across  very  many  persons  who  go  about  professing  that  they  are 
also  equally  interested  in  the  matter  of  uplifting  the  backward  com¬ 
munities  and  act  as  intermediaries.  Sometimes  they  successfully 
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impose  upon  themselves  that  work  of  upliftment  and  then  approach 
the  necessary  quarters  for  certain  concessions  on  their  behalf 
all  the  while  taking  such  concessions  and  advantages  to  them- 
selves.  I  have  to  warn  the  Government  that  they  should  not 
aive  credence  to  such  pretenders.  And,  South  Travancore  is  certainly 
a  place  which  is  fully  infested  with  such  imposters.  They  style 
themselves  as  their  trne  guardians  and  make  the  maj  .rity  of  the 
people  believe  that  they  are  really  interested  in  the  matter  of 
uplifting  the  backward  communities  but  in  the  end  it  will  be  found 
they  fatten  themselves  at  the  expense  of  the  poor  people  of 
the' backward  class.  For  example,  in  a  place  called  Mangamalai 
and  its  sub  irbs,  in  Tovala  Taluq  persons  belonging  to  Sambavar  deno¬ 
mination  f  f  the  backward  community  had  in  their  possession  a  large 
tract  of  jui  gle  land,  cleared  the  jungle  and  raised  cultivations  such  as 
cocoanuts,  limes,  tapioca,  and  plantains.  They  had  spent  considerable 
sweat  and  labour  to  raise  that  cultivation.  Now  it  is  reported  that 
one  of  thei  ■  class  who  goes  about  making  people  believe  that  he  is  also 
one  interes.ed  in  their  uplift,  that  imposter,  saviour,  attempts  ousting 
these  poor  people  from  their  cultivation  and  securing  the  cultivated 
area  for  h  mself  and  for  himself  alone.  Invariably,  such  people 
manage  to  ret  cerfcah,  puduval  lands  fit  for  cultivation  registered  in 
their  nsme  for  purposes  of  distribution.  But  afterwards  they  take 
them  for  themselves.  One  such  particular  instance  has  come  up  to 
my  notice.  One  of  she  men  in  the  Salvation  Army  is  found  to  pos¬ 
sess  about  15  to  20  acres  of  land  on  the  pretext  that  he  is  the  fittest 
person  to  look  after  the  distribution  and  registry  of  lands  to  the  poor 
backward  class.  To  what  extent,  such  a  gentleman  has  qualifications 
of  character  and  antecedents  to  havethe  authority  of  himself  distributing 
concessions  to  these  poor  people.  I  am  not  able  to  realise.  But  the 
land  enjoyed  at  present  by  that  particular  man  represents  the  registry 
on  behalf  of  many  depressed  class  fellow-men  of  his  place.  By  the  side 
of  Balamore  in  Tovala  taluk  there  is  a  place  called  Valayathu  V  ayal 
(.uoa®asvw«t).  About  30  to  40  members  of  the  depressed  classes 
chanced  to  get  there  some  piece  of  land  for  cultivation.  As  a  result, 
they  grew  cocoauut,  lime  etc.  in  those  places.  Three  months  back,  a 
complaint  was  brought  to  me  saying  that  those  people  were  to  be 
driven  away  from  the  places  on  the  pretext  that  the  lands  were 
registered  m  the  name  of  another  perron.  So,  what  I  wish  to  point  out 
is,  no  matter  howsoever  big  may  he  the  amount  shotted  year  after  year 
in  the  matter  of  uplifting  the  backward  classes,  Government  should 
take  extreme  care  to  find  out  the  real  men  who  can  deliver  the  goods 
in  the  way  of  bringing  up  the  backward  communities  and  then  entrust 
with  them  special  concessions  in  that  behalf.

Hr.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  :  Sir,  the  fact  is  that  we  have  a 
library  in  the  Harijan  Hostel  where  we  provide  the  more  important 
text-books  that  the  boys  need.  But  it  is  only  fair,  Sir,  that  she  small 
amount  of  money  available  as  grant  for  buying  books  should  be  used 
more  for  the  benefit  of  harijan  boys  who  are  notin  the  Hostel.  The 
boys  in  the  Hostel  are  fed  free.  They  do  not  have  to  pay  room  rent. 
They  do  not  have  to  pay  any  boarding  fee.  ■  So,  whatever  money  is 
available  would  be  spent  more  equitably  if  I  gave  grants  for  the 
purchase  of  books  to  Harijan  students  who  are  not  in  the  Hostol. 

Sir,  I  have  Very  little  to  add.  I  have  to  thank  Mr.  Kesavan  Sastri 
for  the  very  appreciative  terms  in  which  he  has  spoken  about  the  work 
of  the  department.  Mr.  Koohukunju,  complains,  Sir,  that  he  has  a 
Serious  grievance  because  the  various  branches  of  the  Varna va  com¬ 
munity  such  as  Mannans,  Pathivans,  etc.,  are  not  included  among  the 
communities  to  whom  land  is  given  on  concessional  terms.  It  is  fer 
him  as  the  leader  of  that  community,  and  for  others  of  his  community, 
Ycl^XV.  NoiiO 
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to  convince  the  Government  that  their  economic  condition  is  as  back¬ 
ward  and  as  bad  as  the  condition  of  the  Pulayas,  Parayas,  Kuravas, 
etc.  If  the  Government  and  the  department  are  convinced  that  their 
condition  is  equally  bad,  I  see  no  reason  why  they  should  not  get  the 
same  concessions  and  the  same  treatment.  There  will  soon  be  a  census 
taken  and  the  Census  Report  will  deal  authoritatively  with  the  econo¬ 
mic  conditions  of  all  classes  of  the  population.  The  department  and 
the  Government  will  be  guided  by  the  Census  Report  in  these  matters. 

As  regards  Mr.  Sivathanu  Piilai’s  very  welcome  warning  which 
he  has  given  to  the  Government  regarding  the  assignment  of  lands 
under  concessional  terms,  I  have  to  state,  that  this  work  is  not  under¬ 
taken  by  the  department  which  is  under  my  control.  That  matter 
rests  entirely  with  the  Land  Revenue  Commissioner  and  I  am  quite 
sure,  the  Revenue  Commissioner  will  look  into  the  matter.  If  there 
are  any  such  confidence  tricksters  who  go  about  and  try  to  get  hold  of 
lands  in  the  name  of  uplifting  the  backward  classes,  Government  will 
certainly  be  able  to  stop  it. 

Mr.  T.  C.  KESAVA  PILLAI  :  May  I  know  what  the  department  has 
done  to  help  the  Kanikkars  in  the  reserve  forests  ? 

MB.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN :  The  Education  department  has 
allowed  some  concessions  to  the  Kanikkars.

My  object  is  to  discuss  the  need  for  introducing  appropriate . 
legislation  so  as  to  declare  permanent  rights  of  occupancy  over  house 
sites  occupied  by  members  of  the  backward  communities.  It  is  a 
matter  known  to  all  that  mostly,  members  belonging  to  backward  com¬ 
munities  have  no  house  sites  of  their  own.  They  occupy  either  the 
lands  belonging  to  the  Government  or  other  registerd  owners.  In  certain 
cases,  they  'occupy  lands  under  mortgages  and  leases  granted  by  the 
owners.  So  far  as  the  lands  under  this  category  are  concerned  since' 
it  is  a  matter  of  contract,  nothing  could  be  done.  Then,  Sir,  in  the 
case  of  poravnboke  lands  occupied  by  them,  Government  of  their  own 
accord— apart  from  the  Puthuval  Rules — can  afford  certain  further  con¬ 
cessions  to  these  poor  people  fijr  occupation.  They  can  register  those 
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lands  in  their  favour,  either  at  a,  nominal  value  or  even  free.  Then, 
there  remains  the  next  class  of  house  sites  that  were  enjoyed  by  these 
people  for  generations.  Probably  that  arose  like  this.  The  ancestors 
of  these  people  might  have  been  the  domestic  servants  of  a  big  land 
owner,  who  in  his  own  interest  might  have  invited  thun  to  take  up 
their  residence  there  or  these  ancestors  might  have  been  taken  there  to 
take  care  of  those  lands .  ,

It  is  not  as 
universal  as  yours  in  its  application. 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Nedummgad)  :  Even  under  the'Tlivil  Procedure 
Code,  in  our  State,  women  ave  exempted  from  arrest  and  detention  in 
civil  prison.  I  am  told  that  there  was  a  time  even  in  Travancove 
when  the  debtors  among  women  also  were  arrested  and  kept  in  civil 
jail.  But  that  barbarous  sustain  was  done  away  with  by  the  State  as 
a  sort  of  symbol  of  morality  and  of  civilisation.  So  I  request  the 
members  of  this  House  to  support  the  general  principle  of  this  Bill 
unanimously  without  any  dissenting  voice. 

Mr.  R.  SAMBASIVA  AIYAR  ( Kunnatnad  II)  ;  I  oppose,  Sir,  the 
introduction  of  this  Bill.  My  reason  is  that  there  are  provisions  in 
the  present  Civil  Procedure  Code  exempting  really  deserving  debtors 
from  arrest  and  detention-  I  refer  to  clauses  3,  4  and  5  of  Section  47 
of  the  Civil  Procedure  Code. 

Clause  3  of  Section  47  says  : 


"Where  a  judgment  debtor  is  arreated  in  execution  of  a  decree  for  the  payment  of 
money  and  brought  before  the  Court,  the  Court  may  inform  him  that  ho  m&y 
apply  to  badeolared  an  insolvent,  and  that  ho  will  be  discharged  if  he  has  not 
committed  any  act  of  bad- faith  regarding  the  subject  of  the  application  and  he 
complies  with  the  provisions  of  the  law  of  insolvency  for  the  time  being  in 

Clause  4  of  the  Section  reads '

insolvent  and  furnishes  security,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Court,  that  he

“Where  a  judgment-debtor  appears  before  the  Court  in  obedience  to  a  notice  issued 
under  Rule  35,  or  is  brought  befor  the  Court  after  being  arrested  in.  execution 
of  a  decree  for  riie  payment  of  money,  and  it  appears  to  the  Court  that  the 
judgment-debtor  is  unable  from  poverty  or  other  sufficient  cause  to  pa}  the 
amount  of  the  decree  or,  if  that  amount  is  payable  by  instalments,  the  amount 
of  any  instalment  thereof,  the  Court  may,  upon  such  terms  . (jf  any)  as.it 
thinks  fit,  make  an  order  disallowing  the  application  for  his  arrest  and 
detention,  of  directing  his  release,  as  the  case  may  be.” 

Therefore  my  submission  is  that  there  are  provisions  in  the  Civil 
Procedure  Code  investing  the  Court  with  ample  discretion  in  releasing 
debtors  arrested  and  brought  before  the  Court,  and  also  in  refusing 
applications -for  arrest.

KHAN  BAHADUR  G.  SAIYED  ABDUL  KARIM  SAHIB  SUHRAWARDY :  During 
the  early  part  of  the  year,  political  situation  in  the  country  was  tense 
audit  became  necessary  to  have,  besides  the  regular  Police,  a  sufficient 
number  of  able  .hands  to  cope  witk  the  disturbances.  Hence  it  was 
decided  to  have  a  temporary  Armed  Reserve  to  put  down  the  violent  and 
subversive  activities  of  the  law-breakers.  At  first,  it  was  thought  that 
sufficient  number  of  required  men  could  be  got  through  the  advice  of 
the  Public  Service  Cnpimissiouer.  Out  of  100  men  recommended  by 
him,  54  men  were  selected  by  my  predecessor,  and  it  was  discovered  that 
they  could  not  be  used  without  intensive  training.  Moreover,  the  can¬ 
didates  advised  were  not  of  the  type  required  for  an  unprecedented 
emergency.  It  also  turned  out  that  it  would  not  be  possible  to  get 
immediately  the  required  number  by  routine  recruitment.  Hence  Gov¬ 
ernment  were  addressed  and  sanction  obtained  for  enlisting  persons 
with  special  experience  to  be  tested  by  the  Head  of  the  Department 
without  reference  to  the  Public  Service  Commissioner.  Accordingly 
136  Ex-Military  men  of  the  State  Forces— mostly  Nairs  selected  by  the 
Commandant,  State  Forces— and  85  Ex-Military  men  of  Madras  and 
Bangalore  consisting  of  different  caste3  and  communities  selected  by  me 
and  Mr.  Gray,  A.  S.  P.,  A.  R.  were  enlisted.  The  remaining  225  men 
were  enlisted  from  various  groups  and  by  promotions  from  the  Special 
Constabulary.  The  number  of  candidates  arranged  according  to  com¬ 
munities  is  shown  separately. 

The  main  considerations  that  weighed  in  making  the  above  recruit¬ 
ment  were  the  physical  fitness,  experience,  character,  antecedents  and 
in  addition  and  particularly  the  political  leanings  of  the  candidates.  It 
is  thus  evident  that  the  recruitment  to  the  temporary  Armed  Reserve 
has  to  be  made  in  all  alacrity  with  a  view  to  meet  the  special  situation 
with  the  suitable  materials  readily  available  at  the  moment.  If  in  the 
above  selection  some  communities  have  not  received  sufficient  represen¬ 
tation  it  is  obviously  due  to  any  of  the  following  reasons  : — 

(i)  Paucity  of  candidates  from  certain  communities  ; 

(ii)  Failure  to  satisfy  the  tests ; 

(iii)  Unwillingness  or  nervousness  on  the  part  of  some  groups  to 
come  forward  and  serve  in  the  police  force  at  a  time  of  need  and  crisis

THE  TBAYANCORE  BANKEBS,  BOOKS  EVIDENCE  BILL. 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI :  I  beg  to  introduce  the  Tra¬ 
vancore  Bankers’  Books  Evidence  Bill.  I  may  he  permitted  to  speak  a 
few  words  explaining  the  objects  of  the  Bill  and  the  principles  under¬ 
lying  it. 
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[Mr.  Puthapalli  S.  Krishna  Pillai.] 

Under  the  law  of  evidence,  secondary  evidence  of  the  contents  of 
documents  is  admissible  only  under  certain  circumstances.  It  has  been 
found  in  actual  experience  that  this  rule  operates  to  the  detriment  of, 
and  is  seriously  inconvenient  to,  companies  carrying  on  the  business  of 
banking  in  the  State.  With  a  vie\y  „to  remedy  this  defect  a  legislation 
similar  to  the  present  Bill  has  been,  enacted  and  brought  into  force  in 
British  India  and  in  several  Indian  Slates. 

The  Travancore  Banking  Enquiry  Committee,  appointed  for  the 
purpose  of  going  into  the  question  as  to  how  far  and  to  what  extent  the 
condition  of  banks  working  in  Travancore  could  be  improved,  have  re¬ 
commended  that  a  statute  similar  to  the  British  Indian  Bankers’  Books 
Evidence  Act  should  be  enacted  here  also.  The  matter  has  been  pend¬ 
ing  consideration  at  the  hands  of  Government.  Now  Government  have 
finally  decided  to  adopt  the  present  Bill  which  is  calculated  to  comply 
with  the  recommendation  made  by  the  Banking  Enquiry  Committee. 

As  honourable  members  might  have  noticed,  there  is  one  impor¬ 
tant  respect  in  which  this  Bill  deviates  from  the  British  Indian  Act. 
This  Bill  purports  to  confer  the  benefits  of  its  provision  on  the  banks 
mentioned  in  it;  no  power  is  reserved  with  Government  for  extending 
the  applicability  of  the  Bill  to  any  other  Banking  institution  in  the 
Slate.  In  British  India,  such  power  has  been  reserved  with  the  Gov¬ 
ernment.  The  Government  of  Travancore  consider  that  they  would  be 
satisfied  for  the  present  with,  the  provisions  conferring  privileges  on 
Banking  Companies  incorporated  under  the  new  Companies  Act. 

I  may  also  'invite  the  attention  of  the  House  to  clause  6  of  the 
Bill  corresponding  to  which  there  is  no  provision  in  the  British  Indian 
Act.  The  British  Indian  Act  does  not  expressly  provide  for  the  pro¬ 
duction  of  hankers’  hooks  and  other  documents  for  inspection  or  peru¬ 
sal  by  the  Court  if  it  considers  that  such  inspection  is  necessary  in  the 
interests  of  j  ustice ;  apparently,  they  rely  on  the  inherent  jurisdiction 
vested  in  all  courts  to  compel  the  production  of  any  or  all  documents 
necessary  for  the  purpose  of  deciding  any  matter  before  the  courts.  We 
thought  that  it  would  be  better  to  make  an  express  provision  vesting  the 
court  with  power  to  compel  the  production  of  books  in  original. 

It  is  hoped,  Sir,  that  this  Bill  will  advance  the  cause  of  banking 
institutions  in  the  State  and  would  save  them  from  ths  difficulties  they 
now  experience.  I  move  that  the  Bill  be  read  in  the  Assembly. 

MR.  V.  R.  SANKARANARAYANA  PILLAI :  I  second  it. 

1  MR.  JEBAMONY  NADAR  :  May  I  ask  whether,  under  tbe  existing 
law,  Government  can  call  for  bankers’  books  unless  as  per  a  judicial 
requisition? 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI :  Under  Travancore  Com¬ 
panies  Act,  there  are  specific  provisions  enabling  the  Registrar  of  Joint  ■ 
Stock  Companies  to  call  for  and  inspect  or  audit  the  accounts  of  bank¬ 
ing  concerns, 


ADJOURNMENT  MOTION. 


SECRETARY:  The  title  of  the  Bill  shall  be  The  Travancore 
Bankers’  Books  Evidence  Bill. 

HR.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  ( Pattanaparam  rcum  Shencotta) : 
I  wish  to  make  one  observation.  So  far  as  the  principle  of  the  Bill 
goes,  I  am  in  agreement  with  it.  The  definition  of  the  expression  ‘Bank’, 
occuiing  in  the  Bill,  does  not  include  the  Travancore  Credit  Bank. 
According  to  that  definition,  it  is  only  banks  registered  under  our  Com¬ 
panies  Act  that  will  be  banks  under  this  Bill  and  will  be  entitled  to 
claim  the  privileges  under  this  Bill. 

PRESIDENT  :  Your  point  is  that  since  the  Credit  Bank  was  brought 
into  being  under  a  special  legislation,  it  will  not  come  under  this 
Bill  ? 

MR.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  ••  Yes,  Sir.  I  suggest  therefore, 
that  the  definition  of  the  word  ‘bank’  should  he  amended  so  as  to  in¬ 
clude  within  its  scope  ‘The  Travancore  Credit  Bank’  also. 

Mr.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  P1LLAI  :  T  hat  matter  will  be  atten 
ded  to. 

I  beg  to  move  that  the  Bill  be  referred  to  a  Select  Committee

ADJOURNMENT  MOTION. 

MR.  KAINIKKAR  A  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI :  I  beg  leave  to  move  the 
Adjournment  of  the  business  of  this  House  to  discuss  a  definite  matter 
of  urgent  public  importance  namely  the  increasing  hardship  and  help¬ 
lessness  caused  to  Travancoreans,  already  suffering  from  the  dumping 
of  Ceylon  copra  and  the  imposition  of  prohibitive  import  duties  on 
several  Travancore  goods,  by  the  recent  ban  imposed  in  the  immigration 
pf  unskilled  Indian  labour  into  Ceylon  and  the  disbanding  of  daily  paid 
workers  in  Ceylon  Government  service. 
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[Mr.  Kainikkara  M.  Padmanabha  Pillai.] 

Sir,  an  A.  P.  I  message  from  Colombo  dated  -July  31  reads  as  follows: 

‘‘It  is  understood  that  the  Government  of  India  will  be  imposing  a  ban  on  Indian 
immigration  to  Ceyion  with  effect  from  tomorrow  and  the  Ceylon  Government 
have  just  been  notified  the  decision  by  telegram.  According  to  the  ban,  from 
tomorrow  no  IndiaD  belonging  to  unskilled  working  classes  will  be  allowed 
to  cross  to  Ceylon  without  the  speoial  permission  of  the  Government  of  India. 
About  800  Indian  daily-paid  workers  will  be  retired  from  Government  service 
from  today.  It  is  understood  that  railway  warrants,  bonuses  etc.,  have  all 
been  arranged  to  enable  these  people  to  leave  for  India.11 

Two  interpretations  are  possible  about  the  action  taken  by  the 
Government  of  India.  One  is  that  the  measure  is  intended  as  a  retalia¬ 
tory  measure  to  bring  pressure  on  the  planters  in  Ceylon  who  depend 
upon  Indian  labour  for  the  successful  working  of  their  plantations  and 
through  the  planters  to  bring  an  indirect  pressure  on  the  Ceylon  Gov¬ 
ernment.  The  Ceylonese  seem  to  have  put  this  interpretation  on  the 
action  but  are  not  alarmed,  in  the  words  of  the  ‘Colombo  Observer.’ 
On  the  other  hand  it  might  be  taken  to  be  a  measure  purely  to  safe¬ 
guard  the  Indian  labourers. 

The  A.  P.  I.  message  from  Simla  dated  August  1,  supports  this 
view.  It  states  that  “  the  intension  is  to  prevent  Indian  labourers  con¬ 
tinuing  to  flow  into  Ceylon  under  conditions  which  make  it  certain  that 
they  will  be  stranded  there.  ”  In  any  event  this  measure  will  not 
touch  even  the  fringe  of  the  problem  confronting  us  and  as  it  stands 
will  only  add  to  our  difficulties  by  shutting  yet  another  door.  The 
British  Indian  politicians  and  the  Government  of  India  have  all  along 
been  very  reluctant  to  take  effective  steps  for  the  purpose  of  protecting 
the  vital  interests  of  Travancore  against  the  inequitous  competition  by 
Ceylon.  Travancore  has  been  making  repeated  representations  for 
several  years  for  enhancing  the  import  duty  on  copra,  but  neither  the 
British  Indian  politicians  nor  the  Government  of  India  have  apparently 
taken  the  matter  seriously.  Sir,  at  this  point  I  might  be  permitted  to 
pause  for  a  moment  and  speak  in  some  detail  on  the  cocoanufc  problem 
that  confronts  us- 

The  total  acreage  of  cocoanut  cultivation  in  India  is  14  lakhs  of 
which  5,77,000  acres  is  in  Travancore.  The  investment  on  cocoanut 
cultivation  in  India  is  estimated  between  Bs.  85  crores  and  Bs.  150 
erores.  Thus,  it  might  be  seen  that  Travancore  has  invested  between 
85  and  62  crores  of  rupees  on  cocoanut  cultivation.  This  is  not  made 
up  of  big  investments  by  speculators  intent  upon  large  profits,  but  is 
made  up  of  the  investments  of  a  vast  number  of  small  landholders  who 
depend  entirely  on  the  produce  of  the  cocoanut  for  their  daily  existence. 
As  the  Dewan  remarked  in  his  statement  at  the  Joint  8ession,  in  Tra- 
vancore  “  the  production  of  cocoanut  is  intrinsically  and  solely  a  cottage 
industry.  Each  poor' man  with  his  backyard  or  field  of  half  an  acre  or 
an  acre  owns  a  few  trees  and  out  of  the  proceeds  of  these  he  expects  to 
fill  that  gap  of  livelihood  between  necessity  and  starvation.  ”  It  is  this 
industry  that  is  threatened  to  be  ruined  by  the  unfair  competition  from 
Ceylon. 


ADJOURNMENT  MOTION, 


What  is  tho  nature  and  extent  of  this  competition  from  Ceylon  ? 
I  give  below  a  statement  showing  the  import  of  cocoanut  produced  from 
Ceylon  for  some  years  past.

The  figures  for  1937  are  the  latest  data  I  have  got.  ,  Thus  it  will 
be  seen  that  the  total  import  in  terms  of  copra  that  stood  at  3,73,000 
cwts.  in  1930  rose  to  1?,41,00D  in  1S37.  There  was  some  demand  for 
cocoanut  produce  in  European  markets  during  a  few  months  in  1937 
and  therefore  there  was  a  small  fall  in  the  import  into  India.  By  1938 
if  has  again  gone  up. 

As  a  result  of  this  competition  the  price  of  copra  per  candy  of  645 
pounds  which  stood  at  Rs.  138  in  1929  has  fallen  to  Rs.  79-14  as  in 
1936.  As  stated  above,  in  1937  Ceylon  got  a  chance  of  exporting  some 
of  its  cocoanut  produce  to  foreign  markets  and  the  price  rose  to  Rs,  73 
in  April  1937,  but  again  fell  within  12  months  to  Rs.  37  in  April  1938. 

This  has  increased  our  agricultural  indebtedness.  This  has  upset  the 
economic  equilibrium,  This  has  weakened  our  purchasing  power  and 
impoverished  the  country  in  general.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  consump¬ 
tion  of  kerosene  oil  in  1929-30  in  Travancore  was  worth  Rs.  61,32,000 
but  it  fell  in  1936  to  Rs.  28,64,000.  The  value  of  cotton  goods  im¬ 
ported  in  1929-30  was  Rs.  14,90,000.  In  1930-37  itwasRs.  71  lakhs, 
that  is  to  say,  just  50  per  cent.  On  the  other  hand,  it  will  be  noticed 
that  the  arrears  in  land  revenue  rose  from  Rs.  1,13,000  in  1929-30  to 
Rs.  7,84,000  in  1636-37  and  the  arrears  in  agricultural  loan  rose  from 
Rs.  78,000  in  1030-31  to  Rs.  5,54,000  in  1930-37, 
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Th's  state  of  affairs  can  be  remedied  only  by  the  imposition  of  a 
specific  enhanced  import  duty  on  the  cocoanut  produces  imported  into 
India.  We  have  been  demanding  that  there  must  be  a  minimum  im¬ 
port  duty  of  Rs.  100  per  ton.  The  imposition  is  thoroughly  justifiable 
because  Ceylon  is  selling  cocoanut  products  in  India  at  a  distress  price. 
It  is  seen  that  on  the  27th  of  June  1938  the  average  price  at  Colombo 
for  a  ton  of  Copra  was  Ks.  99  The  actual  cost  of  export  from  Colombo 
to  Bombay  works  up  to  Rs.  61  per  ton.  Therefore,  the  total  landed 
cost  at  Bombay  comes  to  Rs-  1 60  per  ton.  But  copra  was  actually  sold 
at  Bombay  at  Es.  137,  thus  Ceylon  incurring  a  loss  of  Es.  23  per  ton 
on  their  exports  to  India.  This  is  what  we  mean  by  selling  things  at  a 
distress  price.  It  will  also  be  seen  that  large  cocoanut  plantations  in 
Ceylon  owned  by  big  companies  and  big  capitalists  have  not  given  any 
dividend  during  the  pist  several  years. 

An  objection  that  is  raised  against  the  enhancement  of  import  duty 
is  that  the  cocoanut  produce  in  India  cannot  meet  the  dsmand  m  India. 
India  produces  about  1‘20  varieties  of  oil  seeds  and  nuts  and  exports 
nearly  a  million  tons  of  oil.  Therefore,  it  is  apparently  wrong  to  say 
that  India  is  in  need  of  oils.  The  only  valid  argument  can  be  that  India 
is  in  need  of  cocoanut  oil.  Cocoanut  oil  is  used  for  commercial  purposes 
mainly  in  making  high-class  soaps  and  it  is  used  illegally  for  adulterat¬ 
ing  ghee.  These  are  the  two  broad  lines  in  which  cocoanut  oil  is  being 
used  in  India  on  a  commercial  scale.  The  fact  therefore  is  not  that 
India  is  not  self-sufficient  in  cocoanut  but  that  by  offering  cocoanut  oil 
at  a  very  cheap  price  an  artificial  interest  and  attraction  has  been  created 
in  the  market  for  cocoanut  oil.  If  cocoanut  oil  is  available  at  a  price 
at  which  cheaper  oils  can  be  obtained,  certainly  persons  go  in  for  cocoa- 
nut  oil.  That  is  what  has  been  done  in  India  and  the  result  is  that  the 
cocoanut  oil  is  used  not  only  for  legitimate  purposes  but  also  for  illegiti¬ 
mate  purposes. 

Again,  as  I  pointed  out  above,  from  January  to  May  1G37  Ceylon 
got  a  profitable  market  in  Europe  and  Canada.  They  exported  a  large 
portion  of  their  goods  to  these  countries.  The  import  into  India  dwind¬ 
led  and  yet  we  heard  of  no  scarcity  of  cocoanut  oil  or  copra  in  India. 
That  clearly  shows  that  the  demand  is  something  that  is  artificial. 

Again,  Sir,  in  1931,  the  total  import  in  terms  of  copra  was  3,44,000 
cwts.  Next  year  it  was  11,73,000.  It  is  impossible  tobelieve  that  any 
reasonable  or  legitimate  expansion  of  industry  in  India  could  necessitate 
a  sudden  leap  from  3,44,000  to  11,73,000  cwts,  in  one  year.  Thus.it 
will  be  clearly  seen  Lhat  there  is  demand  for  cocoanut  oil  merely  because 
cocoanut  oil  is  platted  at  the  door  at  a  price  even  cheaper  than  that 
of  the  lowest  varieties  of  oi'. 

Another  objection  that  is  raised  against  the  enhancement  of  im¬ 
port  duty  is  that  Ceylon  might  retaliate.  It  is  pointed  out  that  the' 
balance  of  trade  is  to  the  advantage  of  India.  First  of  all,  it  has  to  be 
borne  in  mind  that  exports  from  India  for  consumption  in  Ceylon 
amounted  in  1933- 34  ta  1'94  crores,  while  exports  under  goods  which 
are  re-exported  from  Ceylon  amounted  to  Rs.  3’83  crores.  Therefore 
out  of  5'77  crores,  3‘8 crores  worth  of  articles  were  exported  from  India 
to  Ceylon  to  here-exported  from  Ceylon  to  other  places  and  I'll  crores 
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of  rupees  worth  of  articles  alone  were  exported  to  Ceylon  for  consum¬ 
ption  by  the  Ceylonese.  Moreover,  it  is  net  realised  that  India  in  im¬ 
porting  goods  from  Ceylon  worth  about  Es  15J  milli  ms,  gives  prefer¬ 
ence  to  96  per  cent  of  the,  Ceylon  goods  imported  to  India  whereas 
Ceylon  in  importing  Indian  goods  worth  Es.  46  millions  gives  preference 
oniy  to  40  percent.  Against  the  96  per  cent,  preference  given  by  India 
we  obtain  only  40  per  cent.  That  is  less  than  half.  And,  atter  all,  if 
it  is  really  a  question  of  commercial  retaliation,  what  is  the  relative 
position  ?  The  export  from  India  to  Ceylon  ia  1'5  per  cent,  of  our  total 
exports.  The  import  into  India  from  Ceylon  is  6  per  cent,  of  the  total 
export.  That  means  that  the  export  trade  of  Ceylon  to  India  is  four 
times  the  proportionate  export  from  India  to  Ceylon  and  ofoourse  we 
can  believe  that  the  Ceylonese  know  sufficient  arithmetic  to  try  this 
experiment. 

A  third  criticism  raised  against  the  suggestion  is  that  the  Travan- 
core  Government  is  imposing  an  export  duty  on  cocoanut  produce. 

PRESIDENT  :  That  argument,  I  think,  was  advanced  mainly  by 
our  own  representative  who  was  in  Simla. 

MR.  XAIN1KKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLA1  :  Yes,  Sir.  It  is  rather  un¬ 
fortunate  to  note  that  even  several  of  the  Travancore  worthies  consider 
that  a  serious  obstacle  in  the  enhancement  of  import  duty.  The  reason 
for  continuing  the  export  duty  has  been  explained  by  the  Dewan  in  the. 
statement  issued  in  the  Joint  Session  and  he  has  told  us  that  the  mo¬ 
ment  the  Interportal  Trade  Convention  can  be  revised  to  our  advantage 
he  will  abolish  the  export  duty  forthwith.  Bat  even  apart  from  it,  the 
comparative  incidence  of  taxation  per  acre,  including  the  export  duty- 
on  cocoanut  produce  in  Travancore  is  found  to  be  lighter  than  in 
Malabar  or  Cochin.  Cochin  does  not  impose  an  export  duty.  The  com¬ 
parative  incidence  of  taxation  per  acre  stands  as  follows  ■  Travancore 
Bs.  9-3-14  ps.  (including  export  dutyl  ;  Malabar — Es.  9-8-0  and  Cochin 
Es.  9-6-0. 

The  Government  of  India  have  not  merely  afforded  no  protection 
to  the  legitimate  interests  of  the  cocoanut  cultivator  in  Travancore  but 
have  quite  passively  watched  Ceylon  imposing  an  exhorbitant  and  pro¬ 
hibitive  import  duty  on  several  Travancore  produces,  such  as  eggs.  The 
poor  cultivator  in  Travancore  has  been  ruined  and  pushed  down  to  the 
rock  bottom  of  penury  even  by  the  importation  of  copra.  And  then 
some  of  the  most  important  produces  that  are  exported  from  Travan. 
core  have  been  prohibited  by  import  duties  in  Ceylon.  The  duty  on 
100  eggs  is  Es.  3  ;  on  fish  Es.  2  per  cwL-  ;  on  ginger  Es.  5  per  cwt.  ;  on 
vegetables  Es.  2  per  cwt.  This  has  practically  extinguished  the  trade 
in  these  articles  for  Travancore.  This  matter  was  brought  to  the  notice 
of  this  Assembly  by  means  of  an  adjournment  motion  moved  on  the 
floor  of  this  House,  but  even  though  it  is  six  years  since  the  duty  was 
imposed,  we  have  had  no  relief  even  on  that  point. 

On  the  top  of  it  all  comes  the  new  scheme  of  repatriation.  With 
the  explicit  purpose  of  avoiding  misunderstandings  and  misrepresenta¬ 
tions  the  Governor  of  Ceylon  has  himself  analysed  the  scheme  and 
given  it  in  12  clear  cut  points.  He  says  that  there  is  no  cumpulsory 
repatriation.  He  says  that  Government  are  merely  giving  passage 
money  and  retirement  bonus  to  such  daily  paid  employees  who  might 
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apply  for  them  on  discharge  or  retirement.  So  far,  so  good.  The  ter¬ 
mination  o£  services  of  non-Ceylonese  before  those  of  Ceylonese  is  said 
to  be  a  principle  of  retrenchment,  and  bonuses  were  offered  to  those  non- 
Ceylonese  who  voluntarily  agreed  to  retire  this  year  to  avoid  the  risk  of 
retrenchment.  It  is  also  stated  that  the  discharge  under  special  law  is 
but  the  application  of  the  rights  of  an  employer.  Thus,  the  voluntary 
repatriation  is  a  choice  between  leaving  for  India  now  with  the  passage 
money  and  a  bonus,  and  rotting  in  Ceylon  as  a  result  of  the  discharge 
under  special  law  or  discriminatory  retrenchment  against  Indians. 
That  is  our  position. 

As  I  have  stated  in  the  adjournment  motion,  our  position  is  hard 
and  apparently  helpless.  We  have  been  complaining  for  the  lest  many 
years  and  with  no  result.  At  the  same  time  what  do  we  find  in  the 
case  of  other  produces  ?  The  rubber  cultivation  which  is  only  one-tenth 
of  the  cocoanut  cultivation  and  so  also  tea,  have  been  protected  by 
restvijtive  rules.'  They  say  the  demand  for  cocoa  nuts  is  greater  than 
the  supply.  That  is  a  wrong  statement.  But  the  demand  for  wheat 
is  really  greater  than  the  supply  and  yet  wheat  is  protected.  Cotton 
goods,  yarn  and  several  other  articles  produced  in  British  India  have 
been  protected  by  duties  and  we  are  also  paying  the  price  for  it  through 
indirect  taxation.  Why  ?  Even  in  the  question  of  repatriation  we  find 
the  British  Indian  politicians  and  the  British  Government  moving, 
because  it  affects  some  people  in  British  Iudia.  The  question  of  repatri¬ 
ation  has  not  affected  as  many  persons  as  our  cocoanut  problem.  Yet 
whit  do  we  find  ?  When  questions  concerning  the  financial  interest  of 
British  India  comes  u  p  the  objections  that  are  raised  against  the  en¬ 
hancement  of  import  duty  on  copra  does  not  weigh  with  the  Govern- 
ment  of  India  or  with  the  British  politician.  We  have  been  sending 
deputations  both  official  and  non  official  and  they  have  been  meeting 
officia's  and  non  officials.  Even  now  the  British  Indian  Politicians  say 
that  it  is  not  possible  to  mix  up  the  question  of  copra  with  repatriation. 
Repatriation  touches  the  British  Indian  people  more  than  the  question 
of  copra.  Sir,  I  think  we  have  waited  long  patiently.  We  have  brought 
repeated  motions  on  the  floor  of  this  House.  We  have  submitted  re¬ 
peated  memorials  to  Government.  And  the  Government  have  made 
several  attempts  to  remedy  the  situation,  hut  with  no  result.  That  is 
the  reason  why  I  have  stated  that  our  position  seems  helpless., 

It  is  high  time  for  you  to  tell  us  whether  Our  position  is  helpless, 
whether  the  one  country  that  is  importing  the  greatest  percentage  of 
Jaffna  tobacco  should  passively  submit  to  these  repeated  attacks. 
Travancore  has  taken  practically  cent  per  cent,  of  Ceylon’s  out-put  of 
tobacco  despite  the  fact  that  Ceylon  has  put  an  extraordinary  protective 
duty  on  Travaneore  eggs.  We  have  been  receiving  sledge  hammer 
blows  one  after  another,  and  even  then  with  an  international  spirit 
rarely  found  in  the  present  century  we  have  refrained  from  taking  any 
action  to  combat  it.  We  want  you  to  tell  us  whether  your  representa¬ 
tions  to  the  Government  of  India  are  going  to  bring  us  any  appreciable 
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improvement  in  the  situation  in  ihe  near  future.  We  want  you  to  tell 
us  whether  the  Travancore  Government  can  do  anything  by  itself. 
Ofcourse  an  apparan1  suggestion  is  that  we  should  increase  the  import 
duly  on  Jaffna  tobacco.  One  might  ask  the  question  whether  it  would 
not  a  little  bit  affect  the  income  of  Travancore  It  is  true  that  a  cer¬ 
tain  percentage  of  the  people  have  a  particular  liking  for  Jaffna  tobacco 
but  when  once  Jaffna  Tobacco  is  prevented  from  entering  into  Travan¬ 
core,  those  persons  will  take  to  Coimbatore  tobacco.  I  can  quote  a 
parallel  in  this  connection,  A  few  years  ago  we  heard  the  honourable 
members  of  the  House  complaining  against  Tiavancore  salt  and  saying 
that  they  should  get  the  Bombay  salt  for  consumption.  The  Govern¬ 
ment  took  a  decisive  slop  in  that  matter.  What  do  we  find  now.  Those 
persons  that  were  accustomed  to  the  use  of  Bombay  salt,  had  to  use 
Tiavancore  salt  only.  Has  that  brought,  any  complaint  now.  Ho.  In 
the  same  manner  persons  who  arc  habituated  io  use  only  Jaffna  tobacco 
will  certainly  desist  from  using  it  once  it  is  prevented  from  entering 
our  country.  It  is  all  queslion  of 'what  one  gets  himself  accustomed  to. 

Therefore,  Sir,  if  it  is  not  possible  for  the  British  Government  to 
move  effectively,  and  give  us  some  relief  in  the  near  future,  if  it  is  not 
possible  to  create  any  sympathy  in  tLe  minds  of  the  British  Indian 
public  in  our  favour,  we  would  request  the  Travancore  Government  to 
take  decisive  steps  in  at  least  prohibiting  the  import  of  Jaffna  tobacco 
by  impossing  the  maximum  duty  which  is  in  the  power  of  this  Govern¬ 
ment.  Let  us  have  relief.  If  not,  relief  let  its  have  at  least  vengeance. 
That  is  the  demand  from  the  public. 

I  will  put  one  word  more.  For  the  last  several  years  we  have 
been  placing  this  matter  before  Government  and  they  Lave  been  moving 
in  the  matter.  'The  people  by  themselvns  have  not  done  anything. 
The  people  of  Travancore  can  boycott  Jaffna  Tobacco.  The  people  have 
not  resorted  to  that  course.  That  is  a  step  which  is  within  our  province 
and  power.  We  have  not  doue  it,  not  because  we  are  promoted  by  altruis¬ 
tic  motives  towards  the  Ceylonese  or  towards  the  Bombay  Mill  owners, 
bat  because  we  did  not  want  to  embarass  the  Travancore  Government. 
If  we  do  not  find  any  hope  from  British  Government,  from  the  British 
Indian  public  or  from  Ceylon,  and  if  we  find  the  Travancore  Govern¬ 
ment  are  afraid  of  moving,  I  ask,  is  it  not  necessary  for  us  to  take 
some  steps  ourselves.  Is  it  not  time  we  launch  on  a  campaign  of  boy¬ 
cott  of  Jaffna  tobacco  and  the  Bombay  piece  goods? 

Therefore  I  request  you  to  give  us  an  encouraging  and  Soothing 
reply  by  assuring  us  some  relief  in  the  near  future.  We  demand  some 
solution  either  by  the  action  of  the  Government  of  India  or  by  direct 
action  by  the  Government  of  Travancore. 

Mr.  T.  C.  KESAVA  PILLAI :  Sir,  1  beg  to  second  the  motion  that 
is  placed  before  the  House.  A  similar  motion  to  safeguard  the  interest 
of  the  cocoanut  grower  in  regard  to  the  products  of  cocoanut  was  once 
discussed  in  this  House  and  certain  arrangements  were  made  by  Gov¬ 
ernment.  The  Economic  Development  Board  in  the  course  of  the:-  - ; 
ceedings  also  passed  a  resolution  to  that  effect  and  that  was  for  o.crded 
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*0  Government  for  necessary  action.  Our  Government  approached 
the  Imnerial  Government  and  requested  them  to  improve  the  position 
of  the  cocoanut  grower  in  Travancore.  Unfortunately,  the  request 
fell  on  deaf  ears.  Now  the  Travancoreans  have  to  face  a  difficult  situa¬ 
tion  so  to  say.  There  is  dumping  of  ooooanuts  into  India,  not  only 
from  Ceylon  but  from  Java,  Sumatra  etc.  But  on  account  of  the  facility 
rendered  to  the  Ceylon  Exporter,  cocoanut  and  its  products  are  dumped 
into  British  India  in  an  increasing  measure.  In  that  way  Travancore 
cocoanuts  do  not  find  a  market  elsewhere,  Added  to  that  our  cocoanuis 
are  affected  by  pests.  On  that  account,  there  is  less  yield  from  cocoanut 
trees.  So  then,  there  are  two  distinct  disadvantages  for  a  Travancore 
producer.  One  is  that  there  is  no  outside  market  for  his  cocoanut  and 
secondly  there  is  no  yield  from  his  cocoanut  trees.  In  other  words, 
there  is  deterioration  in  the  number  of  nuts  coupled  with  imports  of 
nuts  from  foreign  countries. 

Before  the  dumping  of  copra  from  Ceylon  into  British  India,  the 
Travancore  cocoanut  producer  was  getting  the  full  advantage  for  his 
products.  Now  the  reverse  is  happening.  The  cocoanut  producer  is 
ruined.  Hereafter,  with  the  introduction  of  legislation,  in  Travancore 
those  who  possess  a  licence  alone  could  deal  in  cocoanuts  and  thus 
cocoanut  products  coming  Irorn  Ceylon  would  be  treated  as  counter- 
band  articles.  This  is  the  recommendation  made  by  the  Economic 
Development  Board.  This  provision  helps  the  Travancore  producer 
greatly.  Regarding  the  export  of  eggs,  animals,  punnac,  etc., 
a  prohibitive  duty  has  been  imposed  on  Travancore  goods.  In  all  ex¬ 
ports  practically,  the  Travancore  producer  is  hit  hard.  The  anology  of 
a  parent  feeding  his  children  alone  is  applicable  to  the  Travancore 
Government  towards  dealings  with  the  Travancore  producers. 

Ceylon  is  much  smaller  than  Travancore  in  natural  resources. 
Our  country  is  rich  enough  in  her  materials.  Many  important  articles 
are  exported  from  Travancore.  In  the  same  way  there  are  some  im¬ 
ports  into  Travancore  chillies  come  from  Bengal,  lima  conies  from 
Kadayan.  Like  that  there  is  the  Jaffna  tobacco  coming  from  Ceylon. 
We  have  ample  opportunities  of  telling  the  Ceylon  Government  to  be 
reasonable  in  their  imposition  of  duties  on  Travancore  products.  If 
our  telling  the  Ceylon  Government  has  not  produced  desirable  results 
we  must  take  retaliatory  measures  against  their  goods.  Only  in  that 
way  lies  a  remedy. 

Again  there  are  excellent  sea  ports  in  Travancore.  There  is  the 
Leepuram  Port;  Coalchel  Port  and  the  Trivandrum  Port.  These  places 
can  be  developed  into  harbours.  In  other  words  there  are  deep  water 
anchorages  fairly  close  in  shore  at  all  important  ports,  especially  at 
Trivandrum  and  Colachei.  Therefore,  no  piloting  to  moorings  is  neces¬ 
sary.  Further  the  ports  of  Travancore  are  favourably  situated  to  all 
trade  route  between  the  European  Continents  on  the  one  hand  and  the 
Far  East  on  the  other.  Why  not  our  Government  develop  those 
places  into  harbours.  Why  do  we  require  mediators  or  brokers  either 
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for  selling  our  piece  goods  or  for  the  cocoanuts.  We  have  ample 
finances.  The  importance  of  Colombo  is  mostly  to  its  trade  and  if  some 
important  port  receives  such  goods  the  prominanee  of  Colombo  would 
come  for  Travancore  ports  and  affect  the  Tutuuorin  Port.  We  have 
a  good  acreage  of  the  pud uval  lands.  We  have  a  good  system  of  irri¬ 
gation  such  as  no  other  country  possesses. 

Then  there  are  minerals  such  as.  monozite,  ilminite,  sillimini  te, 
limestone,  mica,  gmphite  etc.,  in  abundant  measure  and  on  investiga¬ 
tion  it  is  found  that  will  bring  wealth  to  this  land.  In  every  way  our 
country  is  rich  in  men  and  material.  Wo  can  impress  on  Ceylon  our 
wants.  We  must  make  them  uudtrstaud  that  we  do  not  want  to  take 
extreme  measures.  It  is  within  out  might  to  make  Ceylon  amenable 
to  reasonable  request.  Why  not  our  Government  find  ways  and  means 
to  bring  about  that  state  of  affairs.  Then  we  have  our  transport 
system.  There  are  easy  and  cheap  means  of  communication  to  Tinne- 
velly  and  other  neighbouring  Districts,  Our  country  is  rich  in  forest 
resources.  So  far  as  production  of  electricity  goes,  there  are  Hydro 
Electric  Projects  which  are  nearing  completion.  There  is  every  con¬ 
venience  in  our  State  to  produce  power  in  any  quantity  at  a  very  cheap 
cost.  In  regard  to  fish  and  its  products,  there  is  the  provision  of  Cold 
Storage,  to  see  that  fish  and  its  products  are  kept  safe  for  any  periods 
Again  why  should  we  take  foreign  licenses  for  our  cocoanuts.  We  can 
sell  them  I  mean  the  teuder  cocoanuts  at  one  Chuckram  per  cocoanut 
in  our  land  to  substitute  for  soda  and  lemonade. 

Industrially  and  materially,  our  country  has  immense  resources,' 
Under  the  guidance  of  our  enlightened  and  able  Dewan,  I  trust,  ways 
and  means  must  be  found  out  forthwith  to  remove  the  ban  on  Travan¬ 
core  goods  in  Ceylon  and  other  places.  With  these  rent  arks  I  strongly 
support  the  motion. 

Ms.  M.  L.  JANARDHANA  PILLAl  :  Sir,  I  have  very  great  pleasure  to 
support  the  adjournment  motion  so  ably  moved  by  my  friend  Mr.  Pad- 
manabha  Pillai.  In  his  survey  of  the  subject,  be  has  covered  the  whole 
ground,  by  quoting  facts  and  figures  and  he  has  shown  how  the  cocoanut 
grower  in  Travancore,  or  Cochin  or  Malabar  is  in  a  very  disadvanta¬ 
geous  position  ever  since  it  has  become  possible  for  Ceylon  to  dump 
her  copra  and  cocoanut  oil  into  Indian  Markets.  In  this  connection. 
Sir,  it  may  be  interesting  lor  this  House  to  know  that  there  was  a 
powerful  organisation  at  work  that  was  responsible  in  the  past  for  secur. 
mg  a  considerable  reduction  in  the  freight  be'  ween  Ceylon  and  Bombay, 
an  advantage  which  no  ether  country  can  immediately  offer  itself-  If 
you  go  deeper  in  o  the  matter,  you  will  know  that  the  number  of 
steamers  engaged  for  the  transport  of  copra  from  Ceylon  to  Bombay 
had  been  on  the  increase  and  it  passes  ones  unders  anding  how  a  low 
rate  of  freight,  was  secured  particularly  with  regard  to  refuud  relates. 
That  particular  aspect  has  o  be  noted.  When  it  is  remembered  that 
Ceylon’s  representative  in  India,  I  mean  Mr.  Khanddewalla  was  going 
about  in  the  Bombay  Presidency  for  developing  the,  trade  in  Ceylon- 
copra  and  oil  simultaneously,  and  rebate  on  freight  was  also  freely 
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allowed;  there  is  something  mors  than  what  appears  on  the  surface. 
That  state  of  affairs  is  no',  ordinarily  an  advantage  brought  about  by 
mere  trade  conditions  but  by  something  more.  We  are  no  doubt  in  an 
unfortunate  position.  We  are  faced  with  an  unfortunate  competition 
from  an  area  which  has  produced  larger  output  of  copra  than  ours  but 
also  backed  up  by  considerable  resources  directly  from  commercial 
agencies  in  India  and  from  some  hidden  agency  in  Ceylon.  At  the 
same  time  there  is  another  unfortunate  aspect,  namely,  that  we  are  not 
able  to  enlist  the  sympathy  of  the  British  Indian  public.  Por  obvious 
reasons  they  (British  Indian  public;)  are  not  prepared  to  come  forward 
openly  ana  argue  the  case  of  the  Malabar  or  Cochin  or  Travancore  cocoa, 
nut  grower.  It  was  even  published  two  days  ago  in  ihe  press  that  the 
tendency  on  the  part  of  British  Indian  politicians  appears  to  be  not  to 
offend  the  Ceylon  cocoanut  grower  or  the  Ceylon  Government  for  the 
simple  reason  that  they  do  not  want  their  own  trade  with  Ceylon  to  be 
affected.  That  clearly  shows  the  attitude  of  the  people  of  that  country. 
We  have  to  realise  the  fact  that  we  have  to  look  up  for  help  aud 
guidance  oDly  to  the  Travancore  Government  and  not  to  any  extraneous 
agency  as  it  is  now  evident  from  the  various  speeches  made  by  British 
Indian  politicians.  Recently  an  official  connected  with  the  Indian 
National  Congress  put  forward  that  as  his  view. 

PRESIDENT  :  Does  not  honorable  member  know  for  certain  that  a 
representative  of  the  Indian  National  Congress  aired  such  a  view?  I 
think  he  might  have  declined  to  air  his  view. 

Mr.  M.  L.  JANARDHANA  PILLAI ;  In  fact  Mr.  Acharya  Kripalani 
has  published  a  statement,  to  the  effect  that  India  is  not  prepared  to 
offend  the  feelings  of  Geybn  Government  even  in  regard  to  re¬ 
patriation. 

PRESIDENT  :  I  do  not  think  the  statement  could  be  so  specific 
like  that.  A  member  of  that  organisation  might  bave  said  that  the 
Congress  could  not  do  any  thing  in  the  matter. 

Ms.  M.  L.  JANARDHANA  PILLAI  :  So,  my  submission  is  that  if  we 
want  our  cocoanut  industry  to  be  protected,  consistently  with  the 
interests  of  Travancore,  as  our  experience  in  regard,  to  export  of  eggs 
and  other  produce  shows,  we  have  to  take  immediate  action.  There  is 
no  chance  of  our  expecting  any  help  from  outside  quarters.  It  was  also 
pointed  out  in  the  12  statements  issued  by  the  Governor  of  Ceylon  that 
it  is  not  proposed  to  stop  immigration  of ’Indian  labour  as  far  as  estates 
are  concerned.  That  is  clearly  a  po'nt  which  must -make  us  to  realise 
that  the  Sinhalese  labour  of  Ceylon  is  not,  at  present  considered  as 
good  labour  fur  the  e  tales  now'  working  in  Ceylon. 

We  have  been  doing  all  sorts  of  things  We  have  been  sending 
delegations  to  Delhi.  All  this  have  fallen  on  deaf  ears  and  if  there  is 
no  likelihood  of  our  voice  being  hear!  the  only  way  in  which  we  can 
retaliate  is  by  either  completely  shut.ing  out  Jaffna  tobasco  and  carry¬ 
ing  on  an  intensive  agitation  even  for  the  prevention  of  the  import  of 
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Bombay  piece  goods  into  Travancore  so  long  as  Bombay  and  other 
places  are  not  prepared  to  come  '  our  rescue.  It  may  be  a  difficult 
matter.  I  know  that  the  pro'  ■  .  has  got  so  many  complications. 
Interportal  convention  and  treal.es  between  British  India  and  Travan. 
core  Government  may  make  it  very  difficult  to  put  these  suggestions 
into  practice.  Bat  all  the  same  we  have  come  to  a  state  of  absolute 
helplessness  and  the  sooner  we  realise  the  position  and  take  up  the 
matter  in  all  its  seriousness  and  earnestness  the  better.  With  these 
words  I  support  the  motion. 

MR.  DOMINIC  JOSEPH  (Vail-on  cum  Kottayam)  :  I  support  the 
motion  for  the  adjournment  of  the  business  of  the  House.  The  honour¬ 
able  member  has  presented  a  strong  case  supported  by  facts  and  figures 
aud  has  established  that  strong  action  should  be  taken  by  the  Govern¬ 
ment  to  protect  the  interests  of  the  cocoanut  growers  of  Travan  core. 
I  shall  confine  myself  to  certain  other  aspects  covered  by  the  adjour- 
ment  motion  namely  the  policy  of  repatrialion  and  the  prohibition  of 
the  emigration  of  Indian  labour  into  Ceylon.  The  recent  mission  to 
Ceylon  appears  to  have  failed  to  produce  any  tangible  results  with 
regard  to  the  repatriation  policy  pursued  by  the  Ceylon  Government, 
which  that  Government  now  euphemistically  discribe  as  the  policy 
of  retrenchment.  Ou  this  side  the  India  Government  has  indefinitely 
postponed  the  starting  of  the  Trade  negotiations  with  Ceylon  and  has  also 
passed  orders  prohibiting  emigration  of  Indian  labour  to  Ceylon.  This 
prohibition  is  bound  to  have  serious  repurcussion  on  Ceylon’s  Planting 
Industry.  Because  as  a  result  of  the  new  planting  rights  sanctioned  by 
the  International  Committee,  new  plantations  on  a  large  scale  are 
being  opened  up  with  vigour  through  the  support  of  the  Ceylon  Gover- 
ment.  It  is  estimated  that  Ceylon  was  short  of  8000  labourers  to 
carry  on  this  programme  and  it  was  hoped  that  this  labour  could  be 
recruited  from  South  India.  But  by  the  passing  of  this  order  it  has 
become  impossible  for  the  Ceylon  Government  to  help  this  labour.  In 
a  situation  like  this  prudence  will  dictate  us  to  find  out  exactly  the 
actual  economic  situation  of  the  country  which  we  have  to  reckon 
with,  her  strong  points  and  her  vulnerable  points. 

Ceylon  is  nearly  four  times  as  large  as  Travancore.  Her  popu¬ 
lation  is  nearly  the  same  as  that  of  this  country.  Ceylon  is  primarily 
a  planting  country,  her  prosperity  depending  upon  her  rich  plantations. 
She  is  reputed  to  be  the  world’s  tea  garden.  She  has  tea  covering  an 
area  of  5  lakhs  and  58  thousand  acres  which  is  nearly  §  of  the  total 
Indian  acreage.  She  has  six  lakhs  and  5000  acres  of  rubber  which  is 
nearly  5  times  the  rubber  area  of  Travancore.  According  to  the 
statistics  published  by  the  Imperial  Economic  Committee — 1937,  Ceylon 
had  14000  acres  of  tobacco  in  1936.  The  value  of  the  total  export 
trade  of  Ceylon  for  1937  was  30  orores  and  97  lakhs  of  rupees  while  the 
total  value  of  imports  in  the  same  year  was  24  crores  and  26  lakhs. 
Ninety-one  per  cent,  of  the  export  trade  of  Ceylon  is  accounted  for  by 
tea,  rubber  and  cocoanut,  the  percentages  being  55  percent,  and  21J 
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percent.  15J  per  cent  respectively.  One  notable  feature  of  the  import 
trade  of  Ceylon  is  that  it  is  dependant  on  other  countries  for  its  food 
stuffs  and  other  requirements.  In  1937  she  imported  5  crores  and  7 
lakhs  of  rupees  worth  of  rice  mainly  from  Burma,  Siam  and  British 
India,  and  43  lakhs  of  other  food  stuffs  like  vegetables,  potatoes,  chillies 
and  onions  from  India.  It  is  well  known  that  the  major  portion  of 
what  is  called  the  Jaffna  tobacco  exported  from  Ceylon  is  consumed 
in  Travancore.  These  are  some  of  the  salient  features  of  the  economic 
position  of  the  country  which  we  have  to  reckon  with. 

PRESIDENT  :  I  wish  to  have  the  views  of  the  House  as  to  whether 
we  will  proceed  and  finish  the  business  with  regard  to  the  adjourn¬ 
ment  motion  and  the  election  and  then  finally  adjourn  for  lunch  even 
though  we  have  to  sit  for  half  an  hour  or  so  more  or  adjourn  at  the 
usual  time  and  then  come  back.  I  am  willing  to  be  bound  by  the  wish 
of  the  House. 

M?.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  :  We  will  go  and  then 

IMS.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  :  I  am  also  of  that  view. 

IMS.  DOMINIC  JOSEPH  :  Sir,  Indian  labour'and  Indian  enterprise 
had  a  good  deal  to  do  in  making  Ceylon  what  she  is  today.  The 
ordinary  Indian  labourer  excelled  the  Sinhalee  in  efficiency,  perseverance 
and  dependability  so  much  so  regular  propaganda  was  conducted  in 
South  India  by  Ceylon  to  attract  the  Indian  labour  to  that  Island.  At 
present  the  Indian  labourers  in  the  estates  alone  comes  to  nearly 
7  lakhs  besides  an  equal  number  enagaged  in  other  avocations  of  life. 
It  is  really  unjustifiable  that  the  people  who  have  been  at  the  very  first 
stages,  invited  to  go  to  that  country  and  who  have  expended  energy, 
time  and  labour  for  improving  the  country  should  be  so  unceremoni¬ 
ously  asked  to  go  back.  As  the  cocoanut  question  has  been  dealt  with 
in  extenso  by  the  honourable  mover,  I  do  not  wish  to  touch  that 
question.  Therefore  I  wish  to  submit  that  all  possible  steps  should  be 
taken  by  this  Government  and  strong  pressure  should  be  brought  to 
bear  upon  the  Government  of  India  so  that  suitable  action  maybe 
taken  with  regard  to  this  question. 

MR.  M.  K.  NILAKANTA  AIYAR  :  Sir,  the  resolution  covers  two  points; 
(1)  hardships  and  helplessness  caused  to  Travaneoreans  from  the  dump¬ 
ing  of  Ceylon  copra  and  the  imposition  of  prohibitive  import  duties  on 
several  Travancore  goods  and  (2)  the  recent  ban  imposed  in  the  immi¬ 
gration  of  unskilled  Indian  labour  into  Ceylon  and  the  disbanding  of 
daily  paid  workers  in  Ceylon  Government  Service. 

With  regard  to  the  first  part,  the  dumping  of  Ceylon  copra  into 
Travancore,  as  the  honourable  members  are  aware,  a  deputation  con¬ 
sisting  of  Dr.  N.  BLunjan  Pillai,  who  was  then  Chief  Secretary  to 
Government,  Mr.  M.  G  •  Haydon,  Chairman  of  the  Chamber  of  Com¬ 
merce  and  Mr.  Changanacherry  K.  Parameswaran  Pillai,  President  of 
the  Travancore  Cocoanut  Plantation  Association  was  sent  to  Simla  in 
May  1J38  They  represented  to  the  Govaramont  of  Ind  ia  the  case  for 
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tailing  immediate  action  to  prevent  importation  of  cocoanut  into  India 
at  depressed  prices.  The  deputation  submitted  a  note  to  the  Govern¬ 
ment  of  India.  Certain  additional  particulars  were  called  for  by  the 
Government  of  India.  A  supplementary  memorandum  vras  sent  up 
on  the  1st  May  1938.  Certain  additional  particulars  were  still  called  for 
and  a  third  memorandum  was  sent  up  on  1  Oth  October  1938.  Subse- 
ently  when  the  Federation  Special  Officer  was  in  Simla  in  connection 
with  other  matters,  he  was  directed  by  the  Government  to  discuss  the 
matter  with  theCommerce  Member  to  theGovernment  of  India.  Matters 
were  discussed  and  this  Government  have  been  assured  that  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  will  be  given  to  Travancorc  to  present  its  case  during  the  trade 
negotations  between  India  and  Ceylon  which  are  likely  to  lake  place 
soon. 

Mr.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR:  What  has  happened  to  the 
trade  negotations  ?  Are  they  not  indefinitely  postponed  ? 

MR.  M.  K.  NILAKANTA  AIYAR  :  No. 

The  Anti-Indian  agitation  in.  Ceylon  is  not  of  recent  origin.  It 
appears  to  have  been  started  more  than  a  decade  ago.  In  1928  the 
report  of  the  Donomere  Commission  on  Ceylon  reforms  was  published 
in  Ceylon.  The  key  note  of  their  recommendation  was  adult  Franchise. 
The  Sinhalese  politicians  opposed  adult  universal  suffrage  and  insisted 
on  the  imposition  of  the  literary  test.  This  was  mainly  intended  to 
deny  large  number  of  Indians  who  were  mostly  labourers  the  benefit  of 
the  Franchise.  The  motion  introducing  the  literary  test  was  passed  in 
the  Ceylon  Council  by  a  narrow  majority  of  three.  The  Donomere 
Commissioner’s  recommendation  under  which  residence  in  Ceylon  of 
any  person  for  a  period  of  five  years  could  be  accepted  as  independent 
qualification  for  registering  an  Indian’s  came  as  voter  was  disregarded 
and  the  Council  by  a  majority  adopted  the  Stanley  scheme  which  pres¬ 
cribes  as  qualification  for  Franchise  where  domicile  cannot  he  proved 
five  years  residence  and  a  certificate  of  permanent  settlement.*,  How 
these  changes  operated  against  Indians,  it  is  not  necessary  for  me  to 
deal  with. 

In  1930,  as  the  result  of  the  economic  depression  which  threw  out 
of  employment  a  large  number  of  Sinhalese  working  classes,  another 
agitation  was  started.  The  number  of  Indians  in  Ceylon  is  estimated 
at  eight  lakhs.  There  is  a  large  number  of  Malayalees  in  Ceylon  the 
majority  of  whom  belong  to  Cochin  and  Travancore.  It  is  estimated 
that  the  number  will  be  about  60,000.  About  60  per  cent,  of  these  are 
engaged  as  daily  labourers  in  Government  establishments,  commercial 
firms  and  factories.  About  15  per  cent,  are  engaged  in  independent 
trades  qs  merchants.  The  economic  depression  of  1930  which  had  the 
effect  of  throwing  out  of  employment  a  large  number  of  Sinhalese 
employees  did  not  affect  the  Malayalees  who  were  allowed  to  retain 
their  jobs  mainly  for  the  reason  that  they  were  much  superior  to  the 
Sinhalese  in  point  of  work.  This  together  with  the  simple  life  and  the 
consequent  better  economic  position  of  the  Malayalees  and  the  political 
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agitation  against  them  started  by  soma  of  the  selfish  and  interested 
leaders,  led  to  indiscriminate  assaults  on  the  Malayalees  and  minor  riots. 
The  Agent  to  the  Government  of  India  interfered,  and  as  the  result, 
the  agitation  ceased  for  a  time.  But  the  agitation  resulted  to  a  certain 
extent  in  the  employment  of  Malayalees  being  banned  m  certain  Gov¬ 
ernment  departments. 

In  1936,  there  was  a  move  in  the  Ceylon  State  Council  to  stop 
future  immigration  of  Indians,  especially  Malayalees,  and  a  resolution 
was  moved  recommending  the  appointment  of  a  Committee  to  consider 
and  report  upon  the  problem  of  non-Ceylonese  workers  in  Ceylon,  the 
idea  mainly  beiug  to  restrict;  the  immigration  into  Ceylon  of  Indians 
and  particularly  the  Malayalees.  This  lead  the  Malayalees  in  Ceylon  to 
form  a  Ceylon  Malta, j, ana  Babha  comprehending  all  Malayulam  speaking 
people  in  the  island.  The  Sabha  sent  in  their  representations  to  this 
Government  and  the  Cochin  Stale  and  the  Government  of  India  were 
addressed  both  by  this  Government  and  the  Cochin  State. 

On  the  30th  March  1939,  a  telegram  was  received  from  the  Ceylon 
Malayalee  Mahajana  Sabha  alleging  that  the  Ceylon  Government  dis¬ 
banded  about  6.000  daily  paid  Indian  labourers  and  proposed  i;o  disband 
2,000  more  from  the  various  other  departments  on  the  pretext  of  afford¬ 
ing  scope  for  employment  to  local  people  and  to  repatriate  them. 

The  bulk  of  the  labourers  in  Ceylon  come  from  Travancore  and 
Cochin,  and  the  retain  of  the  Travanenroans  fe>  Travancore  must  neces¬ 
sarily  add  to  our  difficulties  in  the  matter  of  uuemployim  ni.  Govern¬ 
ment  are  fully  aware  of  the  seriousness  of  the  situation  and  have  done 
and  are  still  doing  all  that  they  can  do  in  the  matter. 

PRESIDENT  :  Before  adjourning  for  lunch  I  think  it  is  as  well  that 
the  attitude  of  Government  should  bo  made  clear  so  that  in  any  debate 
that  takes  place  hereafter  honourable  members  may  have  the  advantage 
of  knowing  Government’s  policy. 

In  the  first  place,  I  do  not,  think  there  will  be  any  difference  of 
opinion  as  regards  the  efficient  presentation  of  the  case  tint  has  been 
made  by  the  mover  of  the  adjournment  motion.  It  has  been  the  en¬ 
deavour  of  Government  to  try  and  put  themselves  in  the  position  of  the 
people  who  are  suffering  from  thedisalolHins  and  difficulties  which  have 
been,  in  such  an  effective  and  convinrl  g  manner,  put  before  the  House 
by  Mr.  Kainikkara  Padmanabha  Pillai. 

The  problem  is  not  as  well  understood  outside  Travancore,  Cochin 
and  British  Malabar  as  it  might  be.  It  is  not  for  me  to  indulge  in  any 
facile  criticism  in  regard  to  the  working  of  political  bodies  functioning 
outside  the  State,  even  although  they  now  and  then  attempt,  to  func¬ 
tion  here.  When  we  reflect  over  the  economic  difficulties  and  the 
tremendous  handicaps  from  which  over  ten  million  people  are  suffering, 
it  is  no  doubt  rather  strange  to  hear  that  it  would  be  difficult  to  in¬ 
augurate  conversation  regarding  eccoanuts  and  cocoanut  products  when, 
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what  was  called,  a  peace  mission  went  to  Ceylon.  Of  course,  those  are 
matters  of  high  policy  dealt  with  by  the  premier  political  organisation 
of  British  India  with  which  wc  in  this  House  have  very  little  connec¬ 
tion.  The  main  result,  of  the  peace  mission  would  seem  to  be  that  it 
is  now  absolutely  clear  that  the  people  of  the  West  Coast,  and  of  Tra- 
vaacore  in  particular,  have  to  rely  upon  themselves  exclusively  for 
the  solution  of  the  problem  and  not  roly  on  any  one  else.  That  is  a 
lesson  that  baa  been  borne  in  upon  us  and  I  trust  that  that  lesson  will 
not  be  forgotten. 

The  other  matter  is  in  regard  to  what  is  to  bo  done  with  our 
eoeoanuts.  Kvidontly  the  Bombay  Government  having  launched  a 
great,  prohibition  drive  is  fully  aware  of  the  dilUeullies  of  its  own 
cocoanut  and  lapping  problem.  They  have  now  directed  the  Hafkine 
Institute  of  Boml  ay  to  investigate  the  merits  of  sweet  toddy.  The 
Director  of  the  Hafkine  Institute  has  promptly  submitted  a  report  to 
the  Bombay  Government  and  one  of  the  conclusions  ol’  the  report  ia 
that  sweet  tod.ly  is  a  drink  of  unexpectedly  nutritive  value  and  that 
it  can  ho  preserved  with  all  its  properties  intact.  The  scheme,  it  is 
stated,  if  given  effect  to  by  the  Government,  will  keen  tappers  employed, 
besides  providing  work  for  many  mi  re  than  those  who  will  be  un¬ 
employed  when  Bombay  goes  dry.  The  words  which  follow  are  instruc¬ 
tive.  “  The,  collection  and  distribution  of  sweet  toddy  will  be  entirely 
under  Government  control."  It  is  thus  clear  that  confronted  with  the 
cocoanut  and  toddy  tpmstion  side  by  side  with  prohibition,  the  manu¬ 
facture  and  control  of  sweet  toddy  has  been  chosen  as  a  convenient  and 
useful  solution  and  therefore  the  production  of  sweet  toddy  will  be  a 
Government  enterprise.  There  is  of  course  the  risk  of  sweet  toddy 
turning  into  intoxicant  after  two  or  three  hours,  but  Government  will 
take  care  to  avoid  all  such  untoward  results.  The  lesson  that  the 
Bombay  Government's  efforts  will  bring  home  to  us  is  that  we  must 
also  make  more  use  of  our  own  cocoanut  trees,  and  if  necessary,  resort 
to  tapping  for  sweet  toddy  in  an  even  more  organised  fashion.  It  is  for 
that  reason  that  I  am  citing  the  example  of  an  enlightened  Government 
which  knows  how  to  conduct  propaganda  for  its  own  eoeoanuts  and  for 
the  most  extensive  use  within  the  State  of  toddy — of  course  I  mean 
sweet  toddy.  The  production  of  the  unexpectedly  nutritious  sweet  toddy 
and  the  proa  otion  of  its  consumption  in  its  non-intoxicating  stage  are 
matters  for  consideration  in  Travancore,  But  the  main  point  is  that 
cocoanut  and  cocoanu^products  must  be  more  fully  utilised  within  the 
State.  That  ia  the  fust  step  that  has  to  be  taken  and  very  deliberate 
propaganda  is  necessary.  Get  us  look  at  the  manner  in  which  Osylon 
tea  or  somebody’s  soap  or  somebody’s  cocoa  is  being  advertised  all  over 
the  world.  We  must  repeal  such  propaganda  and  it  is  up  to  those  who 
are  interested  in  the  cocoanut  enterprise  to  increase  the  consumption  of 
cocoanut  and  cocoanut  products  not  only  within  but  outside  the  State. 

The  next  si  cp  is  the  improvement  of  the.  use  of  cocoanut  products  in 
British  India-  That  is  another  point  which  honourable  members  will 
bear  in  mind.  The  ideal  cf  economic  self-sufficiency  and  the  new 
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doctrines  of  national  self-determination  and  self-sufficiency  have  been 
responsible  for  our  difficulty  as  well  as  that  of  Ceylon.  In  olden  days 
both  from  Travancore  and  Ceylon  a  great  deal  of  cccoanut  oil,  in  addi¬ 
tion  to  coir  products,  went  to  American  and  European  markets.  What 
Italy,  France  and  United  States  of  America  have  done  is  that  they  do 
not  now  rely  upon  Indian  or  Ceylon  cocoauut  products  or  oil  but  ex¬ 
ploit  their  own  tropical  plantations  and  colonies  with  the  result  that 
Travancore  cocoanut  oil  has  ceased  to  have  a  market  in  Marseilles 
France  herself  being  very  busy  developing  her  own  colonies  in  this  res¬ 
pect.  Ceylon,  driven  from  markets  like  Prance,  Germany,  Italy  and  the 
United  States  had  to  place  its  cocoanuts  somewhere  and  it  chose  British 
India.  Now,  there  again,  it  was  really  on  account  of  the  lack  of  propa¬ 
ganda  and  enterprise  that,  we  have  lost  ground.  As  I  have  often  men¬ 
tioned  to  various  persons  and  deputations,  our  market  in  India  is  still 
extensive  and  not  wholly  tapped.  If  we  go  to  any  part  of  Rajputana 
what  do  we  find  ?  There  is  no  cocoanut  grown  there.  We  go  to  a  house 
there,  and  if  the  owner  is  a  religious  man,  in  his  pooja  room,  you  can 
see  two  old  and  dried  cocoanuts  placed  for  being  trotted  out  on  certain 
religions  occasions  and  afterwards  to  be  pul  back  into  the  pooja  room. 
It-  is  very  difficult  to  get  cocoanuts  there.  So  they  keep  them  as  a 
kind  of  token  or  symbol.  There  is  a  great  deal  of  propaganda  by 
which  in  places  like  the  Punjab,  like  Sind  and  Rajputana,  Travan¬ 
core  cocoanuts  and  cocoanut  products  might  be  sold. 

The  other  side  of  the  question  of  course,  is  how  to  deal  with  this 
terrific  competition  which  is  facing  us.  Now,  the  figures  outlined  by 
the  mover  of  the  motion  have  undoubtedly  reinforced  an  argument 
which  has  become  very  familiar,  vis.,  that  it  is  not  a  normal  trans¬ 
action  or  an  ordinary  series  of  transactions  by  Ceylon,  but  a 
dumping  of  cocoauut  products  by  Ceylon  into  British  India  at 
prices  which  are  essentially  and  intrinsically  uneconomic.  Tra- 
vancore  cannot  compete  on  these  line  but  at  the  same  time 
as  I  have  stated  earlier,  it  is  as  much  our  fault  as  of  Ceylon  that 
we  do  not  compete  as  efficiently  as  we  might  even  with  our  limited 
opportunities.  In  Ceylon,  cocoanut  plantations  are  carried  on  on  a  huge 
scale  by  great  capitalists  backed  by  the  propaganda  of  influential  British 
merchants,  leaders  of  industry  and  leaders  of  journalism,  some  journalists 
being  also  great  cocoanut  planters.  All  their  propaganda  machinery  and 
their  influence  are  utilised  in  favour  of  their  own  goods.  Added  to 
it  also  there  is  this  fact  that,  so  far  as  Ceylon  copra  is  concerned, 
Ceylon  is  a  great  purchaser  of  many  articles  from  British  India,  not¬ 
ably,  the  products  of  the  Bombay  textile  mills  and  the  Lancashire 
mills.  I  do  not  wish  to  make  any  comment  on  this  aspect  beyond  this, 
that  in  an  essentially  Indian  problem  where  the  economic  future,  nay, 
the  bare  economic  subsistence  of  ten  millions  of  Indians  is  concerned 
much  enthusiasm  has  not  been  elicited  or  evoked  from  our  commercial 
friends  in  Bombay,  v’ho  control  t0  a  certain  extent  that  very  great 
political  organisation,  tke  Indian  National  Congress,  and  who  kelp  to 
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keep  up  the  prestige  of  one  of  the  most  so'vent  political  institutions  iu 
the  country.  The  reason  is  obvio.m  i.  e.,  that  they  arc  keen  business¬ 
men  and  rely  upon  business  maxims  and  business  standards. 

Summarising  the  position,  let  me  ask,  where  do  wo  find  ourselves? 
The  distress  is  here.  We  are  the  largest  Indian  producers  of  coco&nuts 
and  our  acreage  is  the  largest  in  India,  taken  unit  by  unit.  We  pro¬ 
duce  on  a  cottage  industry  basis  and  our  usual  markets  have  come  to  an 
end  New  markets  are  difficult  to  be  established  and  we  are  being 
driven  to  the  wall  and  tha  economic  life  of  this  country  is  dislocated, 
as  anybody  who  has  to  conduct  the  daily  administration  of  the  State 
knows.  Now,  our  recourse  in  the  circumstances  is  naturally  to  the 
Government  of  India  because  the  import  and  export  policy  of  the 
country  as  a  whole  is  vested  now,  and  after  and  if  the  Federation 
Scheme  emerges,  will  be  vested  in  the  central  machinery  of  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  of  India.  To  that  Government,  deputations  have  gone.  That 
Government  have  been  made  aware  of  our  economic  position  due  to 
this  dumping  of  cocoanuts.  That  Government  know  exactly  where 
our  shoe  pinchei  and  I  may  say  this  :  we  have  today  at  the  head  of 
the  Commerce  Deportment  of  the  Government  of  India,  a  Minister 
who  does  not  yield  to  any  one  for  the  clarity  of  his  intellect  or  his  cour¬ 
age.  It  is  not  too  much  to  hope  that  Sir  Bamaswami  Mudaliar 
will  bring  to  play  upon  this  very  difficult  problem,  his  undoubtedly 
great  capacities.  I  feel  sure  that  with  him  and  the  Finance  Member  at 
our  back  we  might  be  entitled  to  demand  all  the  help  that  the  Govern¬ 
ment  of  India  can  render  to  a  unit  of  the  continent  of  India,  au  import¬ 
ant  economic  unit  of  this  vast  sub-continent.  What  can  the  Govern¬ 
ment  of  India  do  in  this  matter?  It  is  not  too  much  to  expect  that 
they  would  exercise  a  discrimina  ion  in  this  matter  and  favour  Travan- 
sore,  Cochin  and  Malabar  against  Ceylon  by  the  levy  of  adequate 
import  duties  against  non-Indian  Cocoanut  products.  Dumping  of 
goods  uneconomically  and  the  selling  at  uneconomic  prices  of  articles 
from  outside  are  not  fair  trade  but  they  are  intended  to  bring  about 
those  results  which  are  being  inveighed  against  in  international  gather¬ 
ing  like  the  League  of  Nations— though  it  is  not  certain  when  the 
international  atmosphere  of  those  conferences  ceases  to  operate 
and  other  ideals  do  not  come  upon  the  scene.  We  can,  therefore,  expect 
and  we  have  a  right  to  expect  the  Indian  Government  to  exercise,  in 
favour  of  the  Indian  unit,  a  political  and  economic  unit  of  no  small 
importance,  such  powers  as  may  enable  them  to  show  no  undue  favour, 
no  active  protection,  no  subsidy,  and  no  bounty  but  only  protection 
against  unfair  competition.  That  is  what  we  hope  that  the  Government 
of  India  will  do  and  the  strongest  possible  arguments  have  been  ad¬ 
vanced  in  favour  of  our  case.  The  bare  statement  of  the.  case  and  of 
the  figures  is  the  best  argument  that  can  be  made  use  of.  But  all  the 
possible  views  have  been  put  forward  in  regard  to  this,  to  the  Govern¬ 
ment  of  India  and  this  honourable  House  may  feel  sure  that  no  effort 
will  be  spared  in  regard  to  the  pressing,  pressing  again  and  pressing  a 
third  time  of  the  case. 
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There  is  another  aspect  of  the  matter.  What  more  can  we  do? 
There  has  been  a  certain  amount  of  misconception  with  regard  to  the 
increased  duty  on  Jaffna  tobacco.  This  particular  increase  of  Bs.  135 
to  200  is  not  intended,  was  not  intended  and  should  not  be  construed 
as  either  a  retaliatory  or  a  punitive  procedure.  A  certain  amount  of 
fall  in  revenue  had  been  noticed  in  the  case  of  Jaffna  tobacco-  Jaffna 
tobacco  produced  about,  five  lakhs  two  years  ago  and  produced  four  lakhs 
last  year.  Therefore  there  was  a  gap  of  a  lakh  of  rupees.  That  gap 
may  have  been  due  to  two  or  three  causes.  It  might  be  (a)'  due  to  the. 
feeling,  perhaps,  in  certain  quarters,  certain  juvenile  quarters,  that 
the  smoking  of  beedi  is  a  more  civilised  way  of  using  tobacco  than  the 
chewing  of  Jaffna  tobacco.  That  it  is  more  than  a  possibility  is  shown 
by  the  statistics  of  the  beedi  consumed,  ( b )  The  second  causative 
factor,  may  be  that  people  might  have  been  converted  to  the  view,  by 
the  propaganda  carried  on  in  many  places,  that  chewing  of  tobacco  is 
productive  of  certain  diseases.  It  may  be  that  this  had  some  kind  of 
reaction,  (r;)  It  may  also  be  that  the  generation  which  has  cultivated 
a  taste  for  the  peculiar  curing  of  Jaffna  tobicco  is  reconciling  itself  to 
the  economic  depression  and  su'bslitu  ing  cheaper  tobacco  for  the  Jaffna 
variety-  'Whatever  may  be  the  causes,  there  was  a  gap  of  Bs.  1  lakh. 
The  raising  of  the  duty  was  really  to  fill  that  gap  and  give  us  about  a 
lakh  ol  rupees-  As  I  have  stated  in  the  beginning  of  my  budget  re¬ 
marks,  this  raising  of  the  duty  on  Jaffna  tobacco  is  a  purely  revenue 
measure.  It  is  not  a  retaliatory  measure.  Now,  if  Ceylon  will 
pursue  the  same  policy  of  dumping  cocoanufcs  into  India  and 
thereby  starving  us  wholly  or  partially,  and  if,  in  addition, 
Ceylon  invokes  arguments  on  her  own  side  for  strangling  and 
annihilating  our  egg  trade,  our  vegetable  trade  and  our  dried- 
fish  trade  with  her,  it  cannot-  be  regarded  as  something  particul¬ 
arly  iniquitous  and  wicked  if  Travancore  exercises  its  statutory 
and  inherent  power  and  raised  this  duty  on  Jaffna  tobacco  even  if  we 
lose  ultimately  by  the  process.  One  argument  advanced  is  that  the 
people  affected  by  the  raising  of  this  duty  are  not  responsible  for  what 
is  being  done  in  the  case  of  cocoanuts.  In  other  words,  what  is  asser¬ 
ted  is  that  the  production  of  Jaffna  tobacco  is  almost  entirely  in  the 
hands  of  our  Indian  brethren  from  South  India.  Situated  in  one  corner 
in  what  is  rea'ly  an  island  oft  the  coast  of  Ceylon  these  people  cultivate 
and  cure  the  Jaffna  tobacco  for  the  purpose  of  their  Indian  brethren  in 
Travancore.  It  is  also  pointed  out  to  the  Travancore  Government 
that,  so  far  from  encouraging  the  attitude  of  the  Ceylon  Government, 
the  Jaffna  people  have  been  protesting  as  hard  as  they  can  against  the 

policy  which  the  Ceylon  Government  is  pursuing  and  it  is  stated  that 

in  return  for  all  the  help  that  they  have  rendered  to  India  they  have 
been  nearly  taxed  out  of  existence.  That  is  the  argument  advanced. 
Bat  after  all,  in  politics  what  we  have  to  consider  in  the  matter  of 
taxation  is  the  country  as  a  whole.  The  question  is,  if  the  Ceylon 
policy  is  something  that  is  openly  antagonistic,  that  policy  has  to  be 
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tackled  in  a  particular  manner,  notwithstanding  individual  or  local 
hardships. 

Let  it  be  understood  that  all  these  remarks  are  not  addressed  by 
way  of  threat  or  bragging  or  that  they  are  fulminatory  in  character.  We 
want  to  live  and  to  let  live.  So  long  as  prohibitive  and  prohibitory 
duties  are  not  imposed  on  Travancore  goods  by  Ceylon,  Ceylon  goods 
will  not  be  taxed.  But  if  Ceylon  resorts  io  taxing  a  particular  variety 
of  oar  goods  we  have  to  put  similar  taxations  on  Ceylon  goods, —  as  a 
matter  of  self-defence,  for,  after  all,  the  best  form  of  defence  may  be 
an  attack.  Now,  I  come  to  the  question  of  repatriation.  The  question 
of  6,000  or  10,000  or  20,000  people  being  repatriated  is  not  of  vital 
importance  compared  to  the  distress  caused  to  4  millions  out  of  the  5 
million  people  of  our  land  on  account  of  the  cocoannt  problem. 
It  can  be  confidently  asserted  that  out  of  the  5  millions,  4  mil¬ 
lions  or  thereabouts  must  be  affected  vitally  by  this  problem. 

Compared  with  such  wide  distress  the  question  of  repatriation  is 
nothing,  practically  nothing.  No  doubt  it  raises  the  very  large  issues 
of  national  self-respect,  and  of  discrimination  between  two  component 
parts  of  one  great  ethnic  sub-group.  These  are  matters  which  have  to 
be  considered  from  different  stand-points.  But  from  the  purely  eco¬ 
nomic  point  of  view,  the  question  of  repatriation  is  very  small.  But,  if 
it  is  found  that  Travancore  citizens  are  subjected  to  inequitable 
measures  of  a  retaliatory  character,  it  might  become  the  duty  of  the 
Travancore  Government  to  devise  methods  to  counteract  such  retalia¬ 
tory  measures. 

I  have  finished.  A  question  was  raised  with  regard  to  cotton  goods. 

It  was  asserted  that  Travancore  was  importing  a  much  larger  quantity 
of  cotton  goods  from  England  and  Bombay  than  most  other  places  in 
India,  It  is  an  undoubted  fact  that,  population  for  population,  unit 
for  unit,  we,  in  Travancore,  are  bigger  consumers  of  Bombay  and 
Manchester  cotton  goods  than  most  other  people  in  India  ;  there  is  no 
doubt  that,  with  regard  to  Manchester  goods,  we  occupy  a  fairly  high 
position  amongst  Indians.  But  the  question  is  whether  the  Manchester 
manufacturers  or  the  British  Parliament  are  sufficiently  aware  of  the 
marketing  possibilities  of  Travancore  and  will  pay  any  attention  to  nr. 
This  again  should  be  pari  of  our  propaganda,  lhe  question  whether  we 
can  press  upon  the  Government  of  India  the  necessity  cf  helping  us  at 
this  juncture,  to  give  to  hem  some  kind  of  ultimatum  are  matters 
which  I  do  not  propose  to  consider  at  this  juncture.  Speaking  for 
myself  and  for  the  Travancore  Government,  our  policy  is  not  the  policy 
of  ultimata ;  our  policy  in  these  high  matteis  is  a  policy  of  negotiation. 
In  that  light,  we  shall  proceed ;  and  it  is  hoped  that,  with  public 
opinion  behind  us — instructed  public  opinion,  not  crude  or  prejudiced 
or  ignorantly  influenced  public  opinion — with  well-directed  propa¬ 
ganda  behind  us— better  propaganda  than  what  we  had  in  the  im¬ 
mediate  past,  we  shall  arrive  at  success,

MR.  K.  G.  GOVINDAN  :  Sir,  Ceylon  is  what  it  is  today  due  to  Indian 
labour,  Indian  capital  and  Indian  industry.  From  time  immemorial, 
Ceylon  and  India  have  been  tied  together  by  bonds  of  civilisation,  cub 
turn  and  religion.  The  Indian  people  have  been  emigrating  to  Ceylon 
from  very  early  times  ;  they  have  contributed  to  the  posterity  of  Ceylon 
to  a  very  great  extent.  That  cordiality  between  India  and  Ceylon  has 
recently  been  almost  broken  by  the  order  of  the  Government  of. Ceylon 
practically  dismissing  the  Indians  engaged  in  Ceylon  Government  ser¬ 
vice  on  daily  wages.  Now,  about  8,000  Indians  of  whom  a  good  many 
are  Travancoreans  are  affected  by  this  order  of  the  Government  of 

Sir,  one  of  the  reasons  adduced  in  support  of  this  order  is  that  they 
want  to  solve  the  problem  of  unemployment  among  the  Sinhalese  in 
Ceylon.  I  am  not  going  to  criticise  the  pol  cy  of  the  Ceylon  Govern¬ 
ment  ;  hut,  to  me,  it  seems  that  it  is  not  very  likely  that  they  are  going 
to  succeed  in  reducing  unemployment  there  to  any  great  extent,  Sir, 
the  majority  of  these  Indians,  who  have  now  been  dismissed,  have 
married  Sinhale  women  ;  therefore,  it  is  not  very  likely  that  they  will 
come  back  to  India.  Further,  they  have  no  homes  in  India.  These 
people  will  therefore  hang  behind  in  Ceylon  adding  to  the  number  of 
unemployed  persons  there. 

Sir,  it  is  gathered  that  the  present  erder  of  dismissal  of  Indians 
earning  daily  wages  under  the  Ceylon  Government  service  is  the  first 
step  in  a  general  policy  of  repatriation  of  Indians  from  Ceylon  launched 
by  the  Government  of  Ceylon.  In  adopting  this  African  policy  of  re¬ 
patriation,  the  Ceylon  Government  have  gone  a  step  further.  Every 
Indian  landing  in  Ceylon  has  first  to  repoit  himself  to  a  Police  Officer, 
and  then  sign  a  card  showing  the  purpose  of  his  visit,  the  duration  of 
his  stay  in  Ceylon  and  his  residence  there.  It  seems  they  are  going  to 
pass  Acts  to. the  effect  that  the  number  of  Indians  employed  in  private 
factories  should  not  exceed  a  certain  percentage  of  the  total  employees 
there,  and  that  any  employer  who  wants  to  entertain  more  Indians 
should  pay  a  heavy  additional  tax  for  every  such  additional  Indian  to  be 
employed  by  him. 

It  has  been  said  that  this  policy  of  repatriation  will  affect  only  the 
Indian  employees  under  Government  service.  It  can  very  well  be  seen 
that  this  policy  wiil  affect  the  vast  number  of  Indians  employed  in  the 
very  large  plantations  of  Ceylon,  because  the  planter  wants  the  help  of 
the  Government  for  the  prosperity  of  hie  business.  So,  the  planter  would 
much  against  his  will,  be  forced  to  adopt  the  policy  of  the  Government 
in  the  mat'er  of  repatriation  and  he  will  be  forced  to  send  away  many 
of  the  Indian  coolies  employed  by  him. 

Pandit  Nehru  in  his  speech  on  his  return  to  India  ’aher  his  recent 
mission  to  Ceylon  has  said  that  the  enmity  against  Indians  is  not  preva¬ 
lent  very  much  amidst  the  common  people  of  Ceylon.  But  »  very  lear¬ 
ned  writer  in  a  recent  article  published  in  the  Ceylon  Times  has  sai 
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that  the  enmity  against  Indians  is  rampant  amongst  the  common  people 
in  Ceylon,  so  much  so  that  the  shops  managed  by  the  Indians  are  being 
boycotted  and  that  also  there  is  the  cry  of  “Ceylon  for  Ceylonese’’  very 
prevalent  in  Ceylon.  But  there  is  a  ray  of  hope  in  this  very  dark  at¬ 
mosphere  in  the  fact  that  the  Government  of  India  has  already  moved 
in  the  matter.  Mr.  Ilamdas  Pantulu  on  his  return  to  Madras  after 
participating  in  a  meeting  of  the  Immigration  Committee  at  Simla,  re¬ 
cently  made  a  speech  at  Madras  and  he  assured  the  audience  there  that 
the  Govern  i.eot  of  India  have  already  moved  in  the  matter  and  also 
that  the  Government  of  India  has  Bent  a  strongly  worded  despatch  to 
the  Government  of  Ceyion  and  that,  unless  the  Government  of  Cylon 
yields  to  the  demands  made  by  the  Government  of  India,  then  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  of  India  would  be  prepared  to  consider  retaliatory  measures 
against  Ceylon.  So,  my  submission  is  that  our  Government  should  take 
necessary  steps  to  bring  pressure  upon  the  Government  of  India  in  order 
that  they  may  taiie  the  necessary  retaliatory  measures  against  Ceylon. 

MR.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  :  Sir,  in  supporting  this  motion 
I  rise  to  make  a  few  observations.  The  motion  consists  of  two  parts. 
The  first  part  relates  to  the  distress  created  by  the  dumping  of  Ceylon 
copra  and  the  imposition  of  prohibitive  import  duties  on  several  Travan- 
core  goods  and  the  second  part  relates  to  the  hardship  that  has  been 
caused  by  the  orders  of  the  Ceylon  Government  recently  pas3ed  repatri¬ 
ating  Indian  settlers. 

Sir,  so  far  as  the  first  part  is  concerned,  it  needs  no  fresh  argu¬ 
ments  to  convince  this  House  of  the  acute  distress  that  has  been  caused 
by  the  dumping  nf  Ceylon  copra  and  Ceylon  products.  The  honourable 
mover  of  the  m  otion  has  furnished  this  House  with  facts  and  figures  to 
show  how  far  Travancore  has  been  affected  by  the  action  of  Ceylon  in 
dumping  o  ipra.,  I  do  not  propose  therefore  to  elaborate  that  point. 

Then  Sir,  in  regard  to  the  distress  oreated  by  the  imposition  of 
prohibitive  impor,  duties  on  several  Travancore  goods,  I  may  remind  the 
House  that  this  was  the  subject'  matter  of  an  adjournment  motion  about 
four  or  five  years  ago  in  this  very  House  and  this  House  carried  that 
adjournment  motion  unanimously.  As  a  result  of  that  motion  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  of  Travancore  moved  the  Government  of  India  to  take  very 
prompt  and  effective  steps  to  bring  about  cordial  relations  between  this 
Government  and  the  Government  of  Ceylon  by  reducing  the  prohibi¬ 
tive  import  duties.  Sir,  it  was  then  pointed  out  that  there  was  a  very 
flourishing  trade  between  Travaueore  and  Ceylon  in  respect  of  eggs, 
poultry  fish  and  fish  oil.  That  was  a  flourishing  trade  and  that 
affected  the  economic  prosperity  of  a  very  large  section  of  Travan- 
coreans.  Sir,  m  spire  of  the  fact  that  this  House  passed  unanimously 
that  mo  ion  and  in  spi'  e  of  the  fact  that  the  matter  was  brought  promi¬ 
nently  to  t^e  notice  of  the  Government  of  India,  the  state  of  affairs  is 
still  continuing  with  the  result  that  the  Travancore  trade  in  eggs, 
poultry  and  fish  and  fish  oil  has  been  completely  destroyed. 

Now,  Sir,  comes  the  last  stroke  and  that  is  the  policy  recently  adop¬ 
ted  by  the  Government,  of  Ceylon  in  regard  to  the  disbandment  of 
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Indian  residents  and  the  emigration  policy  of  the  Government  of  Ceylon, 
Sir,  more  than  the  economic  aspect  of  this  particular  matter,  what 
really  is  of  importance  to  us  is  the  attitude  of  the  Government  in  rela¬ 
tion  to  this  particular  matter.  That  really  is  a  matter  in  which  the 
dignity  arid  self-respect  of  Indians  is  concerned  more  than  the  question 
of  economic  advantage  involved  in  it.  Sir,  this  agaiD  I  point  out  just 
to  show  how  the  Government  of  Ceylon  is  dealing  with  Travancore. 
First  of  all,  they  tried  to  dump  Ceylon  copra  into  Travancore.  Secondly 
they  tried  to  impose  prohibitive  duties  on  the  articles  which  were  pur¬ 
chased  by  Ceylon  from  Travancore.  And,  lastly,  they  have  taken  up 
the  question  of  the  treatment  of  Travancoreans  in  Ceylon.  That  shows 
Sir  that  they  have  been  systematically  following  a  very  aggressive 
policy  of  hostility  towards  Travancore  and  Travancore  interests.  It  is 
high  time,  Sir,  that  wo  lake  up  a  very  definite  attitude  in  this  matter. 
A3  you  rightly  pointed  out,  Sir,  the  remedy  lies  mom  in  our  hands  than 
in  the  hands  of  other  ptople.  We  have  tried  our  level  best  to  impress 
upon  the  Government  of  India  as  to  how  hard  we  have  been  pressed  and 
how  badly  we  have  been  hit  by  the  economic  measures  that  have  been 
adopted  by  the  Ceylon  Government.  All  these  have  been  a  cry  in  the 
wilderness.  Now,  Sir,  we  have  got  to  take  very  effective  steps. 

In  this  connection,  I  would  refer  to  the  action  cf  the  Travancore 
Government  taken  recently  in  enhancing  the  duty  on  Jaffna  tobacco 
from  Es.  135  to  Es.  '200  per  candy  with  effect  from  the  first  of 
July  1939.  Sir,  this  action  of  our  Givernment  has  been  taken,  as  you 
assured  us, solely  for  revenue  purposes.  But  this  has  been  interpreted 
in  certain  quarters  in  Ceylon  as>a  retaliatory  measure  taken  by  this 
Government  in  regard  to  the  policy  of  repatriation,' adopted  by  the 
Ceylon  Government. 

PRESIDENT:  We  have  to  consider  that.  The  real  retaliation  will 
have  to  be  considered  later. 

Mr.  S.  CHAT  rANATHA  KARAyALAR  :  But  this  has  been  interpreted 
in  certain  quarters  in  Ceylon  a',  a  measure  of  retaliation  taken  by  this 
Government.  But  Sir,  you  have  already  assured  this  House  and  through 
this  House  the  public  in  Ceylon  that  it  was  purely  a  measure  of  revenue 
and  not  a  retaliatory  measure.  Supposing  for  one  moment  it  were  to 
be  regarded  as  a  retaliatory  measure,  is  it  not  justifiable  on  our  part  to 
do  it?  What  is  it  that,  the  Ceylon  Government  have  been  doing  in  the 
past  and  what  is  the  present  attitude  of  that  Government  ?  We  would 
be  perfectly  justified  in  taking  retaliatory  measures  for  the  purpose  of 
redressing  our  grievances. 

PRESIDENT If  it  is  to  be  considered  as  a  retaliatory  measure/the 
import  duty  should  have  been  fixed  at  Es.  800. 

Mr.  $.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  :  Yes,  Sir,  Therefore,  if  the 
attitude  of  Ceylon  does  not  improve  by  all  sorts  of  persuasion  that  are 
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brought  to  bear  on  them,  it  will  be  time  for  us  to  take  a  definite  atti¬ 
tude  and  as  a  retaliatory  measure  to  enhance  the  duty  on  Jaffna  tobacco 
to  the  maximum  level  that  we  can  raise  it  to.  Sir,  the  Government  of 
India  have  indicated  their  attitude  to  us  sufficiently  well  in  regard  to 
the  question  of  dumping  Ceylon  copra  and  they  have  also  in  a  way  in¬ 
dicated  their  feeling  of  resentment  in  the  matter  of  repatriation  by  their 
resent  notification.  As  you  said  Sir,  in  regard  to  the  solution  of  this 
vexed  question,  it  is  better  to  rely  upon  ourselves  and  t  ike  such  measures 
as  we  can  legitimately  take  and  enforce  them  upon  the  perverse  Ceylon 
Government.  With  these  observations,  I  support  the  motion. 

MB.  J,  W.  TOLSON  :  Sir,  I  wish  to  associate  royself  with  all  the 
mover  has  said  in  support  of  his  motion. 

There  is  one  point  however  I  have  to  emphasise  an!  that  is  the 
discrimination  and  injustice  again3t  the  people  of  Travancore.  .  I  am 
aware  that  the  question  is  partly  economical  but  the  British  Empire 
has  been  the  home  of  tolerance  and  freedom  and  I  hope  that  it  will  not 
be  long  before  the  intense  racial  prejudice  existing  to-day  will  fade  into 
the  background  and  all  races  will  work  together  not  for  the  benefit  of 
a  minority  but  for  the  common  good. 

Mrf.  N.  RAMAKRISHNA  PILLAI  {Vaikom  cum  Kottayam )  •.  Sir  I 
have  very  great  pleasure  to  support  the  motion  before  the  House.  All 
the  actions  of  Ceylon  seem  to  be  particularly,  directed  towards  the 
people  of  the  Malabar  coast,  especially  the  people  of  Travancore, 
There  was  a  time  when  the  M  ilabar  coast  had  received  preferential  and 
cordial  treatment  at  the  hands  of  Ceylon.  The  Malavalee’s  preference 
for  Jaffna  tobacco  is  ODly  one  instance  of  the  preferential  trade  relation¬ 
ship  which  Ceylon  had  with  Malabar  from  time  immemorial.  Those 
days  are  gone  and  Ceylon  is  now  bent  upon  striking  at  the  very  root  of 
the  sustenance  of  the  people  of  Malabar.  There  is  now  dumping  of 
Ceylon  copra  and  other  cocoanut  products  in  Indian  markets  and  in 
spite  of  the  fact  that  we  have  been  agitating  for  some  kind  of  inter¬ 
ference  by  the  Government  of  India,  it  has  not  yet  been  possible  to  get 
any  kind  of  relief  from  this  unfair  competition  from  Ceylon.  Now  the 
Travancore  ryot  takes  mere  kindly  to  the  cultivation  of  cocoanut  trees 
than  to  the  'cultivation  of  paddy  fields,  for  they  yield  better  profits  and 
are  less  liable  to  be  effected  by  unfavourable  seasons  which  may  bring 
about  a  total  failure  of  wet  crops.  The  result  has  been  an  enormous 
extension  of  cocoanut  cultivation  throughout  the  Malabar  coast  during 
the  last  half  a  century.  That  there  has  been  very  great  extension  of 
garden  lands  in  preference  to  paddy  fields  and  the  actual  conversion  of 
paddy  fields  into  garden  lands,  will  amply  be  borne  out  by  the  fact  that 
more  than  25  per  cent,  of  the  garden  lands  during  the  last  settlement 
are  actually  conversions  of  lands  entered  as  wet  lands  during' the 
previous  settlement,  and  that  assessment  have  been  made  on  the  basis 
of  their  being  converted  dry  lands.  It  is  impossible  now  to  out  down 
these  trees  and  adopt  some  other  kind  of  cultivation  on  these  lands. 
By  the  very  nature  of  this  planting  industry,  it  is  impossible  for  a 
Travanoore  ryot  to  resort  to  any  other  system  of  cultivation,  He 
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entirely  depends  on  the  cocoanut  tree  and  i+s  products-  It  has  become 
almost  the  only  source  of  his  susteuance.  It  is  this  industry  that  has 
been  ruined  by  the  importa  tion  of  cocoanuts  from  Ceylon-  The  question 
of  repatriation  of  Indians  is  a  minor  matter  compared  to  the  great  injury 
that  is  inflicted  on  the  entire  population  of  the  Malabar  coast  especially 
Travancore.  The  harm  resulting  from  repatriation  is  really  insignificant 
when  compared  to  the  ruin  that  stares  in  the  face  of  10  millions  of 
people.  The  Indian  National  Congress  thought  it  necessary  to  send  a 
plenipotentiary  to  negotiate  with  Ceylon  and  bring  about  an  amicable 
settlement  of  the  recent  repatriation  question.  Though  the  Congress 
works  for  the  welfare  of  the  masses  in  India,  it  is  surprising  to  us  to 
see  that  they  had  not  a  sing'e  word  to  say  in  regard  to  (he  ruin  of  a 
whole  population  on  account  of  this  dumping  of  cocoanuts  from  Ceylor. 
We  do  not  know  why  the  Indian  National  Congress  would  not  take  up 
this  quest;on.  We  are  not  in  a  position  to  enlist  British  Indian  public 
opinion  in  our  favour.  Neither  are  we  able  to  move  the  Government 
of  India  on  this  mat'.er.  Though  a  resolution  was  passed  a  few 
months  ago  in  the  Indian  Legislative  Assembly  to  safeguard  the 
interests  of  the  Indian  cocoanut  cultivators  no  action  has  yet  been  taken 
by  the  Imperial  Government.  When  as  a  matter  of  fact  no  action  is 
taken  by  the  Government  of  India  or  the  British  Indian  public  in 
regard  to  a  matter  of  such  vital  importance  to  us,  it  is  necessary  to 
resort  to  whatever  lies  in  our  power  to  counter-act  the  policy  pursued 
by  Ceylon  against  us.  Though  we  are  not  able  to  act  in  selfdefence 
and  to  meet  the  situation  there  is  at  least  cne  weapon  at  our  d'sposal 
which  we  can  utilize.  We  have  got  the  privilege  of  levying  our  own 
duty  on  Jaffna  tobacco.  An  increase  of  duty  on  Jaffna  tobacco,  may 
not  be  sufficient  to  induce  the  people  of  Ceylon  to  act  in  any  manner 
beneficial  to  the  interests  of  this  country.  But  it  will  at  least  serve  to 
show  how  strong  is  the  feeling  we  entertain  against  the  policy  pursued 
by  Ceylon. 

It  is  necessary  to  adopt  retaliatory  measures  to  show  our  resent¬ 
ment  at  any  rate  at  the  ac.ion  of  the  Ceylonese  people  and  the  Cey¬ 
lonese  Government  against  us.  I  think  representations  should  also  be 
made  to  the  Government  of  India  until  the  Imperial  Government 
realises  that  a  large  section  of  the  population  in  India  is  being  reduced 
to  starvation  on  account  of  the  failure  i  f  the  India  Government  to  take 
action  to  help  them.  While  taking  the  only  retaliatory  act  we  can 
against  Ceylon  it  may  be  possible  for  our  Government  to  contiuue  to 
make  representations  to  the  Government  of  India.  I  submit  that  if 
negotiations  do  not  bear  fruit  we  should  exercise  the  previlege  of  levy¬ 
ing  the  highest  duty  on  Jaffna  Tobacco  imported  into  this  country. 
There  is  sufficient  justification  for  this  because  on  account  of  the  recent 
tariff  policy  of  Ceylon  imposing  heavy  duties  on  Travancore  eggs, 
hides  and  other  articles  imported  into  Ceylon  our  trade  with  Ceylon  has 
also  been  completely  crippled.  These  considerations  ought  10  weigh 
with  the  Government  and  early  opportunity  should  be  taken  to  show  our 
attitude  in  regard  to  the  whole  policy  adopted  by  Ceylon  with  reference 
i  to  the  question  of  our  immigrants,  our  cocoanut  industry  and  our  trade 
£  generally.  I  therefore  support  the  motion. 
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Mr.  PULlyOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI :  Sir,  I  support  the  motion. 
Waring  the  discussion  on  a  similar  motion  regarding  the  sanction  given 
by  the  Ceylon  Government  to  the  protective  tariff  affectmg  eggs,  ghee 
etc.  exported  to  Ceylon  from  Trava-  core,  Travancore  Government 
a.ated  on  the  floor  of  this  House  that  they  would  do  everything  in  their 
power  and  make  a  strong  recommendation  to  the  Government  of  India 
forwarding  a  copy  of  the  proceedings  of  the  House  regarding  that 
motion.  But,  Sir,  I  am  not  aware  whether  any  useful  result  has  ensued 
out  of  that  attempt.  Now,  the  serious  situation  caused  by  the  policy  of 
the  Anti-Indian  Drive  of  the  Ceylon  Government  can  well  be  imagined 
from  a  large  number  of  public  meetings  held  in  and  outside  the  State 
and  also  from  the  visit  of  Pandit  Jawaharlal  Nehru  to  Ceylon.  Daring 
the  discussion  in  the  Ceylon  State  Council,  Mr.  I,  X.  Pereira  stated 
that  the  total  number  of  Indians  employed  in  estates  including  Travan- 
coreans  comes  to  not  less  than  6i  lakhs  of  which,  I  believe  about  70,000 
are  Travanc  means.  Not  contented  with  sending  away  Indians  includ¬ 
ing  Travancoreans  employed  in  Ceylon  Government  Service  I  am  given 
to  understand  that  the  Board  of  Ministers  in  Ceylon  proposes  to  drive 
out  all  Indians  engaged  in  private  employments  as  well  by  imposing 
a  quota  system  and  the  levy  of  a  special  tax.  It  is  gratifying  to  note 
in  this  connection  that  even  the  ‘Times  of  Ceylon’  commenting  on  this 
action  has  emphatically  protested  against  it.  Sir,  the  decision  of  the 
Boaid  of  Ministers  of  Ceylon  constitutes  an  attack  on  Indian  com¬ 
munity  including  a  large  number  of  Travancore  employees  both 
Government  and  private.  If  this  policy  is  going  to  be  given  effect  to, 
all  business  moralities  between  the  employers  and  the  employees  in 
Ceylon  will  come  to  an  end.  So,  I  submit  that  it  is  a  matter  for  serious 
consideration  both  for  the  Imperial  and  Iho  Travancore  Governments 
because  this  measure  will  affect  the  Indian  population  more  than  it 
would  effect  the  Travancoreans.  The  paralysis  on  the  cocoanut 
industries  on  account  of  the  dumping  of  Ceylon  copra  into  India 
continues  with  unabated  vigour  and  when  it  is  in  full  swing  we  have 
to  fare  another  trouble  from  Ceylon.  I  wou'd  request  the  Government 
to  take  effective  and  s.rong  steps  to  see  that  the  life  and  property  of  the 
Travancoreans  in  the  Island  are  safe  and  secure.  The  object  with 
which  the  Anti  Indian- Drive  policy  is  going  to  be  adopted  by  Ceylon 
Government  is  alleged  to  be  for  providing  the  Ceylonees  with  jobs. 
I  have  absolutely  no  quarrel  on  this  account.  I  would  ask  the  Ceylon 
Government  in  all  Seriouness  whether  it  is  justifiable  or  proper  to 
provide  the  Geylone  s  with  jobs  after  driving  away  the  innocent  Indian 
population  including  a  large  number  of  Travancoreans  who  have  all 
along  been  devoting  their  life  for  increasing  the  prosperity  of  Ceylon 
for  a  pitta:  ce  and  who  have  already  formed  part  and  parcel  of  the 
Ceylon’s  population.  This  policy  is  against  ah  the  known  cammon  of 
business  morality.  Hence  I  have  my  great  pleasure  1o  support  the 
motion  so  ably  moved  by  my  friend  Mr.  Kainiiskara  Badmanabha 
Pillar,  '  ' 
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Mr  M.  SIVATHANU  PULA!  (Tm-ala  cum  Agastisvaran, ):  Sir,  I  too 
want  to  make  a  few  observation  on  this  motion  by  way  of  supporting  it. 
The  motion  before  tlie  House  deals  with  the  continuously  increasing 
strained  relationship  between  tbe  Travancore  State  and  Ceylon. 
Honourable  Member,  Mr.  Kainikara  Padmauabha  Pillai  who  moved  the 
motion  was  able  to  picture  to  us  the  steady  and  wanton  and  at  the  same 
time  iniquitous  steps  persistently  taken  up  by  the  Ceylou  Government 
against  Travancore  by  means  of  dumping  their  cppra  products  here  as 
well  as  in  British  India,  and  by  the  levy  of  an  unjustifiable  and  in- 
iquitous  imports  duty  on  Travancore  articles  such  as  eggs,  dried  fish  etc. 
Now  as  matters  have  reached  to  such  a  pitch  we  are  fo  reed  to  stop  for 
a  moment  and  inquire  how  to  get  over  this  difficulty.  What  is  the 
present  position  of  Travancore  V  It  is  a  component  part  of  the  British 
Empire  as  Mr-  Tolson  said,  equally  so  is  the  Island  of  Ceylon,  as  also 
the  British  Indian  Provinces.  Sometime  back  when  there  was  a 
veritable  onslaught  on  Indians  as  a  race  m  Burma,  a  great  stir  was 
caused  in  British  India,  so  much  so,  our  neighbouring  British  province 
of  Madras  agitated  and  tried  its  best  to  ease  the  situation  and  make 
Burma  realise  that  Indians  have  both  a  jilace  in  their  mother  country 
as  well  as  in  Burma.  That  was  the  attitude  taken  by  the  provincial 
governments  in  respect  of  Burma’s  (anti -Indian- drive).  It  has  been 
very  often  repeated  in  the  course  of  advancing  arguments  to  interfere 
in  the  States  for  the  political  advancements  of  the  (State  subjects)  that 
there  is  no  natural  barrier  between  British  India  and  Indian  States. 
If  at  all  there  is  any  barrier  it  is  only  an  artificial  barrier.  Further  it 
is  also  said  that  there  is  a  continuous  flow  in  and  flow  out  so  much  so, 
the  woes  of  the  British  Indian  people  are  our  woes  and  vice  versa. 
And  so,  it  is  their  duty  to  interfere  in  this  matter  of  politic al  advance¬ 
ment  of  the  States.  Thus  say  the  leaders  of  the  great  political  party 
namely  the  National  Congress.  I  ask  that  political  body,  the  Indian 
National  Congress,  the  leaders  of  that  political  body  what  is  their 
present  attitude  in  respect  of  this  question  of  Ceylon  dumping  of  cocoa- 
nut  products  to  the  ruin  of  Travancore.  Is  it  because  that  this  is  an 
economic  problem  or  is  it  because  that  their  relationship  with  us  is  only 
political  that  they  keep  silent  and  Pandit  Nehru  brushed  aside  the  self- 
imposed  cocoanut  emissary  ol  Travancore  who,  in  the  name  of  Ghandi- 
jis  relation  by  marriage,  recently  approached  Pandilji  at  Colombo. 
That  is  all  sham,  Sir.  The  pity  of  it  is,  and  I  am  rather  ashamed  to 
say  that  our  people  go  to  such  people  for  the  attainment  of  their  politi¬ 
cal  salvation. 

PRESIDENT:  The  honourable  member  will  confine  his  remarks  to 
the  topic  of  the  motion. 

Mr,  M.  SIVATHANU  PILLAI:  The  honourable  member  the  mover 
wound  up  his  remarks  by  saying  that  you,  Sir,  should  give,  in  this 
critical  juncture  words  of  assurance  and  words  of  consolation  and  of 
hope.  Accordingly  i  eaw,  in  your  remarks  as  the  head  of  the  adminis¬ 
tration,  words  of  assurance  and  of  hope.  Tou  also  referred  to  the 
apparition  of  the  interportal  convention.  Now,  Sir,  that  is  a  conven¬ 
tion,  and  the  convention  is  interportal.  Is  there  no  way  out  of  this, 
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as  it  is  only  convention.  And  it  is  well  at  this  juncture  to  remember 
what  His  Excellency  said  in  reply  to  the  toast  given  by  the  Governor 
of  Orissa  Province.  This  is  what  he  said  :  “That  this  is  a  time  when 
there  should  be  perfect  harmony  between  the  Indian  States  and  the 
neighbouring  provinces  and  there  should  not  be  any  dissonance.”  But 
the  relationship  which  now  exists  between  Travancore  and  Ceylon  is 
rather  much  strained  and  it  is  nothing  but  dissonance  and  disharmony. 
It  is  really  a  matter  of  shame  to  be  told  that  one  of  our  representatives 
who  was  deputed  to  present  our  case  to  the  India  Government  with 
regard  to  the  dumping  of  Ceylon  copra  betrayed  us  by  saying  that 
Travancore  Government  should  abolish  export  duty  on  copra.  We 
were  thinking  all  along  that  the  Government  of  India  would  come  to 
our  rescue  snd  the  recent  words  of  His  Excellency  the  Viceroy  will  be 
given  effect  to,  by  active  steps  takes  by  India  Government.  But  as  yet 
there  is  no  prospect  of  any  relief  from  Ceylon  copra,  for  Travan- 

Sir,  the  only  remedy  that  I  can  suggest  is  propaganda  as  you 
suggested.  Propaganda  work  I  say  must  be  immediately  started  in 
our  Slate  itself.  In  this  connection  I  may  ask  the  honourable  mem. 
bers  to  ponder  seriously  over  the.  situation.  The  help  sought  from 
British  India,  is  not  forthcoming  and  there  is  no  visible  sympathy  from 
them.  We  have  estranged  their  sympathy  by  our  short  sighted  clamour 
of  “Travancore  for  Travancoreans.”  Recently  while  presiding  over  a 
meeting  in  Tinneveli  District  I  was  confronted  with  a  question  this 
way.  “If  you,  Travancoreans  can  treat  us,  as  foreigners  only  should 
we  treat  you  as  of  ours.  Why  should  you  ask  us  help”.  That  question 
I  did  not  answer  because  I  could  not.  In  this  connection,  I  am  re¬ 
minded  of  the  desperate  and  reckless  but  true  answer  given  by  the 
Pro-Vice-Chancellor  to  a  question.  He  said  that,  after  30  or  40  years 
.stay  and  service  in  this  land  that  he  is  not  reckoned  as  a  Travancorean. 
Then  it  is  no  wonder  to  see  that  the  people  of  our  neighbouring  pro¬ 
vince  looking  at  us  with  ridicule  when  we  need  their  help.  Let  us 
treat  others,  our  neighbours,  as  we  would  wish  to  be.  Of  course,  our 
Government  have  tried  their  best  in  strongly  presenting  our  case  before 
the  Government  of  India.  As  the  leader  of  the  Peoples’  Party  sug¬ 
gested  that  at  least  for  the  tribute  that  we  pay  to  the  British  Govern¬ 
ment  they  ought  to  come  to  cur  rescue  though  not  in  the  form  of 
military  help.  Sir,  we  are  justified  in  imposing  a  duty  on  an  article 
coming  from  a  neighbouring  province  as  Ceylon  if  they  think  it  fit  to 
do  the  same  with  regard  to  our  articles,  Let  it  he  a  measure  of  retalia¬ 
tion.  Why  should  our  Government  profess  that  it  is  a  matter  of  re¬ 
venue  to  have  enhanced  the  impor  t  duty  on  Jaffna  tobacco  and  not  re¬ 
taliation.  Let  that  import  duty  be  brought  up  to  the  level  in  Briiisli 
India.  Instead  of  Bt.  200  let  it  be  the  tame  as  in  British  India 
Bs.  1000  and  odd.  Let  us  retaliate.  There  is  all  ihe  moral  sanction 
for  it.  We  need  not  mind  it.  And  my  view7  of  the  mat  ter  is  that 
Government  ought  to  have  done  this  long  ago.  The  honourable  mem¬ 
bers  of  this  House  have  a  duty  to  augment  what  cur  Government  Lave 
done  by  way  cf  imposing  a  higher  duty  on  Jaffna  tobacco.  They 
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must  give  tbeir  moral  support  to  what  the  Government  have  done.  I 
ask  whether  it  is  not  justifiable  on  our  part  to  organise  a  hurricane 
campaign  of  boycott  of  Ceylon  articles.  Why  not  we  ask  our  own 
people  here  not  to  use  tbeir  Copra  though  it  is  cheap  and  tell  them 
that  it  is  poisonous.  In  British  India  they  have  tried  this  method  of 
boycott  against  British  goods  and  found  successful.  Then  why  not  we 
do  it.  Let  us  conduct  a  campaign  to  boycott  all  the  Ceylon  goods  that 
are  dumped  here. 

Now,  I  come  to  the  question  of  repatriation.  This  problem  has 
wounded  our  self-respect.  It  is  true  that  Pandit  Jawaharlal  Nehru 
has  gone  over  to  Ceylon  and  let  us  hope  that  his  mission  wiil  he  sue 
cesful.  At  any  rate  we  should  not  keep  quiet. 

The  Government  of  India  was  watching  the  result  of  Pandit 
Nehru’s  negotiations  with  the  Ceylon  ministry  on  the  subject  of  this 
repatriation  question.  It  was  a  well  advised  move  on  the  part  of 
Government  of  India,  Now  for  some  weighty  and  justifiable  reasons 
the  Government  of  India  have  come  out  with  a  notification  prohibiting 
Indian  emigration  to  Ceylon.  Let  us  watch  its  effect  on  the  Ceylon 
Government  and  on  the  Ceylon  planters.  I  do  not  know,  Sir,  whether 
this  Government  of  India  notification  banning  emigration  to  Ceylon, 
covers  Travancoreans. 

PRESIDENT:  Yes. 

MR.  M.  SIVATHANU  PILLAI  :  According  to  the  repatriation  policy 
as  explained  by  the  Ceylon  authorities  persons  repatriated  will  get  their 
fare  back  to  their  homes  and  retirement  bonus.  That  is  intended  as  an 
inducement.  Well,  Sir,  if  Indians  are  returning  home  let  them  not  be 
accompanied  by  Ceylonese  women  or  children  born  to  them  whether 
legitimate  or  illegitimate.  I  wish  that  our  Government  might  suggest 
to  the  India  Government  and  persuade  them  to  add  a  clause  in  the  noti-  • 
fication  prohibiting  Ceylonese  relations  to  Indians  as  wives  or  children 
of  Ceylon  nationality,  from  accompanying  and  entering  India  with 
repatriated  Indians. 

PRESIDENT  :  What  is  the  point  ? 

Mr.  M.  SIVATHANU  PILLAI:  The  point  is  this.  In  that  repatria¬ 
tion  policy  recently  explained  by  the  Governor  of  Ceylon  there  were 
twelve  points.  One  of  the  points  in  that  policy  is  this  that  if  a  non- 
Ceylonee,  who  has  teen  found  to  have  married  a  Ceylon  woman,  then 
he  will  not  be  affected  by  this  repatriation.  Thera  is  another  point 
which  exempts  a  non-Cey  lonee  from  this  scheme  who  has  got  regis¬ 
tered  his  name  as  father  of  a  legitimate  Ceylonese  child,  in  Ceylon. 
Thirdly  a  non-Ceylonee  person  whose  spouse  is  employed  in  the  Ceylon 
Government  service  is  also  left  cut  from  the  scope  of  this  repatriation 
policy.  Supposing  we  offer  inducement  to  the  non-Ceylonese  men  as 
referred  just  now  to  return  to  India  and  shut  out  all  their  Ceylonese 
wives  and  children  born  to  them  legitimately  or  illegitimately,  and 
their  Ceylonese  spouses  from  accompanying  their  Indian  husbands  and 
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fathers  it  will  serve  as  an  eye  opener  and  carry  home  to  them  the  con¬ 
viction  that  this  absurdity  cannot  be  practised  at  length.  If  they  can 
effectively  shut  out  from  their  country  Our  men  why  could  we  not  shut 
our  doors  against  the  Ceylonese  women,  children  and  spouses  howsoever 
faithful  they  might  bo  to  their  Indian  husbands,  and  fathers  etc.  who  may 
be  compelled  to  leave  them.  It  is  a  pertinent  question  to  be  brought 
home  to  the  Government  of  India  so  as  to  make  this  an  adjunct  to  that 
notification,  viz.,  that  no  Ceylonese  can  be  permitted,  howsoever  faith 
ful  she  be  to  accompany  her  husband  (Indian  of  course)  who  may  be  the 
father  of  children  bom  legitimately  or  illegitimately  when  such  Indians 
also  should  be  indirectly  induce!  or  compelled  to  return  10  India. 

PRESIDENT  ••  The  honourable  member  might  bring  his  remarks  to 
a  close. 

HR.  HI.  S1VATHANU  PILLAI:  In  other  words,  it  is  one  form  of 
effective  retaliation,  Sir ,'thia  discrimination  in  Ceylon  reminds  me  of  q 
discrimination  adopted  by  our  Government.  I  know  that  very  recently 
there  were  appointments  made  by  our  Government  with  a  condition 
that  when  qualified  Travancoreans  become  available  all  non-Travan- 
coreans  so  appointed  should  vacate.  It  warned  the  non-Travancoreans 
at  the  time  of  employment  that  they  had  to  vacate  their  places  in  Gov¬ 
ernment  service  when  duly  qualified  Travancoreans  become  available. 
It  is  true  that  several  non-Travancoreans  were  appointed  and  some 
justification  weighed  with  Government  in  doing  so,  But  subsequently 
our  Government  feeling  such  discrimination  is  bad  morals  revised  the 
order  and  retained  those  non-Travancoreans  in  ierviee.  (Bell). 

MR.  KAIN1KKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI:  Sir,  I  must  certainly  thank 
the  Dewan  President  for  the  encouraging  reply  that  he  gave  us 
explaining  the  position  of  the  Government  in  the  problems  concerning 
us.  I  fully  perceive  the  grace  of  your  statement,  namely,  the  attitude 
that  we  have  to  take  is  not  one  of  issuing  ultimatums,  but  one  of  nego¬ 
tiations.  The  Travaucore  Government  for  the  last  several  years  have 
been  following  that  policy  and  if  you  believe  that  that  policy  can  still  be 
continued  with  benefit,  certainly  the  House  must  give  you  time  to  try 
and  convince  yourself  of  the  actual  results  of  the  policy. 

Sir,  I  have  brought  this  motion  to  this  House  and  the  non-official 
members  have  been  supporting  it  for  the  single  reason  that  we  have 
become  hopeless.  If  Government  still  believe  that  they  require  time 
and  that  the  negotiations  might  ultimately  end  in  success,  we  are  pre¬ 
pared  to  wait  and  see  the  result.  I  am  sure  that  tho  Ceylon  Govern¬ 
ment  are  not  going  to  leave  us  here.  They  began  with  copra.  They 
continued  it  through  imposition  of  prohibitive  import  duties  and  now 
the  prohibition  has  been  extended  to  human  beings.  Therefore,  Iibelieve, 
that  their  creative  genius  will  give  rise  to  greater  troubles  so  that  it  is 
only  fair  that  this  suspension  is  some  how  put  to  an  end.  We  want 
to  know  whether  the  Government  of  India  will  come  to  help  us 
and  whether  the  Travancore  Government  will  do  its  duty.  With  these 
words,  I  beg  leave  to  withdraw  the  motion. 

The  motion,  by  .leave,  was  withdrawn. 
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PRESIDENT:  The  business  of  the  House  being  over,  the  election 
of  two  members  to  the  Public  Accounts  Committee,  two  members  to 
the  Standing  Finance  Committee,  one  member  to  the  Board  of  Agri¬ 
culture  and  four  members  to  the  P.  W.  D.  Committee,  will  now  take 
place. 

Mr.  KOTTALIL  P.  ABRAHAM  :  Sir,  regarding  the  election  of  mem¬ 
bers  to  the  P.  W.  D.  Advisory  Committee  I  wish  to  make  a  suggestion. 
This  House  is  to  elect  four  members  to  that  Committee.  We  have 
got  three  revenue  Divisions  in  the  State,  namely,  Trivandrum,  Quiion 
and  Kottayam.  It  will  be  convenient  and  expedient  to  have  the  elec¬ 
tion  to  the  Committee  conducted  in  such  a  way  as  to  enable  each  of 
those  3  Divisions  to  get  at  least  one  member  in  the  Committee  from 
among  the  members  of  this  House  who  represent  places  or  taluks 
w'thin  the  particular  Division. 

■  PRESIDENT  :  1  understand  that  the  honourable  member’s  sugges¬ 
tion  is  that  in  the  course  of  election  a  convention  should  be  estab¬ 
lished  that  all  the  organised  parties  should  be  adequately  represented. 
I  am  sure  that  the  good  sense  of  the  honourable  House  will, bej  exercised 
with  due  advertance  to  these  principles  because,  I  am  sure  the  sense 
of  equity  will  prevail  in  the  House. 

The  House  will  now  adjourn  and  meet  again  at  eleven  of  the 
clock,  torumorrow  morning.

Mr.  G.  NARAYANAN  TAMPI  :  In  our  adverfcismenfc  for  a  suitable 
person  to  organise  the  State  Transport  Department,  this  additional 
inducement  was  also  offered. 
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PRESIDENT  :  This  offer  of  a  small  share  in  the  net  profits  of  this 
commercial  enterprise  is  intended  as  an  incentive  for  the  officer  in 
charge  to  run  the  department  as  an  efficient  and  profitable  commercial 
concern  ;  that  is  what  every  civilised  Government  does  when  it  starts 
commercial  enterprises.  Otherwise,  these  commercial  departments 
also  will  begin  to  be  run  by  the  officer  in  charge,  just  like  every  other 
Government  department  the  officers  going  to  the  office  precisely  at 
10'80  in  the  morning  and  leaving  it  exactly  at  5  o’clock  in  the  evening, 
disposing  of  as  many  files  as  possible  during  the  interval,  and  disfiguring 
sheets  of  paper  by  staining  them  with  ink,  a  process  mostly  unnecessary 
for  a  profit-making  department.  If,  on  the  other  hand  the  head  of  the 
department  is  told  that  he  would  get  a  share  of  the  net  profits,  he 
would  naturally  have  an  incentive  to  see  that  it  yields  the  maximum 
profits  possible.  That  is  why,  as  I  said,  civilised  Governments  which 
undertake  such  commercial  ventures,  proceed,  to  work  them  on  com¬ 
mercial  lines,  if  necessary  by  offering  inducements  in  the  shape  of  com¬ 
mission,  or  what  in  Government  parlance  may  be  called  bribes.  That 
is  why  many  Governments  are  chary  of  undertaking  such  commercial 
concerns;  you  do  not  know  where  commission  stops  and  bribes  start. 
In  some  cases,  it  is  considered  more  advisable  even  to  reduce  the  salary 
and  to  enhance  the  commission. 

In  the  case  of  our  Transport  Department,  after  deducting  de¬ 
preciation  on  building,  machinery  and  rolling-stock,  and  interest  on 
capital,  we  get  a  net  profit  of  seven-and-a-half  per  cent,  while  we  are 
not  able  to  get  more  than  3  1/2  or  3  per  cent  on  money  which  we  in¬ 
vest.  7  1/2  per  cent  on  a  commercial  venture  of  this  kind  is  a  very  big 
income.  It  is  further  proposed,  later  on  to  provide  also  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  roads  and  to  deduct  such  provision  also  from  the  gross 
income,  before  calculating  the  net  profit.  In  other  words,  in  future, 
depreciation  on  buildings,  machinery  and  rollingstock,  interest  on 
capital  and  also  provision  for  the  maintenance  of  roads,  it  is  only  after 
having  made  provision  for  all  these  items,  that  the  net  income  will  be 
calculated  ;  and  it  will  be  only  out  of  such  net  income  that  the  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Transport  will  get  his  small  share.  If  he  is  able  to  make 
more  profit,  he  will  get  more.  Human  nature  being  what  it  is,  if  you 
want  to  make  your  commercial  venture  yield  more  profit  to  you,  it  is  a 
much  better  idea  to  give  that  inducement  in  the  shape  of  commission. 
Half  of  the  ill-success  of  the  commercial  ventures  started  not  only  by 
this  Government  but  by  most  Governments  is  due  to  the  fact  that 
such  commercial  concerns  also  are  run  just  Hke  other  Government 
departments.

PRESIDENT  :  Tbe  elections  to  the  Public  Accounts  Committee,  to 
the  Standing  Finance  Committee  to  the  Agricultural  Board  and  to 
the  P.  W.  D.  Advisory  Committee  were  conducted  by  the  Deputy 
President  and  the  following  are  the  results : 

Public  Accounts  Committee  :  Mr.  M.  G.  Kesava  Pillai  got  39  votes 
and  Mr.  P.  Narayana  Pillai  got  35  votes.  These  two  honourable  mem¬ 
bers  are  declared  elected. 

Standing  Finance  Committee  :  Mr.  M.  L.  Janardana  Pillai  got 
34  votes  and  Mr.  Varkala  K.  Madhavan  got  31  votes.  These  two 
honourable  members  are  declared  elected. 

Board  of  Agriculture :  Mr.  T.  Kochuthomruen  got  30  votes  and 
he  is  declared  elected. 

P.  W.  I).  Advisory  Committee'.  Mr.  M.  L.  D'Cruz  got  29  votes, 
Mr.  K.  R.  Narayanan  26  votes,  Mr.  M.  Sivathanu  Pillai  24  votes  and 
Mr.  Kannanthodath  Janardanan  Nair  23  votes.  All  of  these  four 
honourable  members  are  declared  elected. 

THE  TRAVANCORE  KRISHNANVAGA  MARUMAKKA- 
THAYEE  BILL. 

MR.  T.  Cl  KESAVA  PILLAI:  Under  Section  112  of  the  Legislative 
Rules  I  move  that  the  Travancore  Krishnanvaga  Marumakkathayee  Bill 
betaken  up  for  consideration. 

Ms.  M.  G,  KESAVA  PILLAI :  I  second  it. 

Mr.  R.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( Co-opted ) :  Sir,  I  support  the  Bill  and 
wish  to  make  the  following  few  observations.  Sir,  the  Marumakia- 
thayani  Section  of  the  Krishnanvaga  community  is  one  of  the  minority 
communities  of  the  State  following  the  Marumakkathayam  system  of 
inheritance.  I  do  not  propose  to  discuss  the  principles  of  Marumakka¬ 
thayam  nor  the  evils  that  that  system  has  spread  upon  the  sooiety- 
That  the  Marumakkathayam  system  is  very  antiquated  and  that  it  does 
not  fit  in  with  the  present  requirements  of  society  are  facts  which  are 
accepted  beyond  a  doubt.  And  hence  it  is,  Sir,  that  we  find  in  all  pro¬ 
gressive  communities  a  gradual  conversion  from  the  Marumakkathayam 
Bystem  to  the  Makkathayam. 

Now,  Sir,  it  is  more  than  a  decade  since  many  of  the  major  com¬ 
munities  of  the  State  who  were  for  generations  past,  following  the 
Marumakkathayam  system  of  inheritance  have  got  separate  Reg-n 
latioasto  govern  their  personal  laws  of  marriage,  inheritance,  partition 
and  the  like.  Sir,  the  customs  and  manners  that  are  being  observed  by 
the  Marumakkathayees  of  the  Krishnanvaga  community  are  practically 
the  same  as  those  prevalent  among  the  Nairs  and  hence  it  is  that  the 
mover  of  the  Bill  thought  it  better  to  draw  up  a  Bill  on  the  lines  of 
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the  Nail-  Regulation.  Hence  Sir,  the  Bill  as  it  stands  before  this  House 
for  discussion  is  one  which  is  practically  a  copy  of  the  Nair  Regulation 
with  a  few  amendments  here  and  there,  rendered  necessary,  by  the 
Judicial  decisions  and  the  practical  difficulty  experienced  in  the  working 
of  the  Nair  Regulatiin. 

Sir,  the  various  provisions  of  this  Bill  as  it  now  stands  before  this 
House,  have  gone  through  a  series  of  discussions  in  the  other  House  of 
the  Legislature  and  as  a  member  of  the  community  for  the  benefit  of 
which  this  Bill  is  sought  to  be  passed,  I  am  of  opinion  that  this  Bill  is 
the  one  and  the  only  one  that  is  best  suitable  for  the  welfare  of  the  com¬ 
munity.  And,  Sir,  let  me  assure  this  House,  that  there  is  the  hearty 
co-operation  of  all  the  educated  members  of  the  community  and  no  less 
that  of  the  other  members  also  in  seeing  this  Bill  taking  effect  and 
finding  its  place  in  the  Statute  Book.  Sir,  with  these  observations  I 
once  again  support  the  Bill  that  has  been  introduced  into  this  House. 

MR.  M.  SIVATHANU  PILLAI :  Sir,  I  wish  to  move  at  this  stage  that 
the  consideration  of  the  Bill  be  adjourned.  I  understand  that  this 
Krishnanvaga  community  has  got  a  population  of  only  800  or  at  any 
rate  that  it  is  well  within  a  thousand.  In  the  constituency  which  I 
represent  there  are  about  a  couple  of  hundred  persons  belonging  to  this 
community,  and  as  a  matter  of  fact,  to  be  very  frank,  I  do  not  know 
very  much  of  the  views  of  those  persons  in  regard  to  this  Bill.  That 
is  the  only  difficulty  with  me  to  participate  in  the  discussion  of  this 
Bill. 

PRESIDENT  :  Honourable  members  would  no  doubt  have  noticed 
that  in  order  to  meet  the  objections  of  those  members  of  the  com¬ 
munity  who  stated  that  Government  had  committed  a  mistake  in  hav¬ 
ing  nominated  as  persons  especially  qualified  to  deal  with. this  matter 
men  who  did  not  belong  to  the  Marumakkathayam  group  but  only  to 
the  Makkathayam  group,  the  honourable  member  who  spoke  last  has 
been  nominated ;  and  he  has  expressed  his  view—  presumably  we  must 
take  his  view  as  having  been  the  result  of  a  consultation  with  the  other 
members  of  his  community  and  I  take  it  that  I  am  justified  in  this 
belief.  Mr.  Nilakanta  Pillai,  are  you  in  a  position  to  speak  for  your 
community  and  have  you  consulted  the  other  members  of  your  com¬ 
munity  ? 

MR.  R-  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ;  Ties,  Sir. 

MR.  M.  SIVATHANU  PILLAI  :  Sir,  it  is  far  from  me  to  dispute  the 
position  that  has  been  assigned  to  the  honourable  member  here.  What 
I  wish  to  submit  is  that  in  order  that  the  House  may  be  enabled  to  con¬ 
sider  the  Bill  at  this  stage,  sufficient  information  as,  to  the  peculiar 
customs  in  respect  of  marriage,  devolution  of  party,  etc.,  has  got  to  be 
gathered  by  the  members.  I  am  only  pleading  my  inability  to  offer 
any  useful  remarks  on  this  Bill,  especially  when  I  have  to  consider  the 
interest  of  the  members  of  the  community  residing  in  my  constituency 
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because  o£  the  simple  reason  that  I  have  not  got  any  information  from 
them.  If  the  House  could  do  its  duty  without  a  correct  and  detailed 
information  on  the  subject,  I  have  no  objection  to  the  Bill  being  pro¬ 
ceeded  with.  Hence  it  is,  that  I  move  the  consideration  of  this  Bill 
be  adjourned. 

Ms.  C.  JEBAMONY  NADAR  .  Sir,  I  also  sail  in  the  same  boat  as  the  • 
honourable  member  Mr.  Sivatbanu  Pillai. 

PRESIDENT  :  Why  should  this  boat  be  much  in  requisition  ?  Dur¬ 
ing  all  this  peried  honourable  members  might  well  have  documented 
themselves  and  got  all  the  information  they  wanted. 

Mr  .  C  JEBAMONY  NADAR  :  I  am  relying  upon  Buie  113  which 
says  that  when  permission  is  sought  for  the  consideration  of  the  Bill, 
only  the  general  discussion  will  proceed  but  not  a  detailed  debate. 

PRESIDENT  :  Why  not  honourable  members  mate  themselves 
fully  qualified  to  enter  upon  the  discussion  ? 

MR.  T.  C.  KESAVA  PILLAI  :  Sir,  I  oppose  the  motion  that  the  con¬ 
sideration  of  the  Bill  be  adjourned  The  honourable  members  who 
moved  the  adjournment  motion  and  who  supported  it  should  feel  shy  at 
their  ignorance,  of  the  various  stages  of  the  Bill.  The  Bill  came  up 
before  the  Sri  Chitra  State  Council  and  there  it  underwent  ever  ao 
many  operations.  So  far  as  the  Krishnanvaga  Marumaklathayam  com¬ 
munity  inhabiting  in  my  constituency  and  the  principle  of  the  Bill  are 
concerned,  the  view  of  the  community  will  thoroughly  preclude  the 
view  of  the  individual  honourable  members.  There  was  very  great  op¬ 
position  even  in  the  Sri  Chitra  State  Council  when  a  Makkathayee 
member  was  nominated.  To  overcome  that  difficulty  Government 
have  been  pleased  to  sanction  the  nomination  of  a  member  of  the 
Marumakk  ithay am  community  itself.  He  is  an  advocate  of  the  Tra- 
vancore  High  Court  and  an  enlightened  young  gentleman  and  as  such 
if  the  representatives  coming  from  my  constituency  to  speak  for  the 
adjournment  of  the  consideration  of  the  Bill,  their  act  would  be  sus¬ 
pected. 

PRESIDENT  :  No  honourable  member  is  entitled  to  suspect  another 
honourable  member. 

Mrt.  T.  C.  KESAVA  PILLAI :  It  is  not  a  reflection  upon  any  parti¬ 
cular  individual.  There  is  so  much  controversy  in  the  matter  because 
it  is  a  question  of  partition  in  an  undivided  Marumakkateayam  family. 
We  have  seen  before  the  passing  of  the  Nair  Act  ever  so  many  civil, 
criminal,  revenue  and  other  cases  going  on  between  individual  members 
ana  karanavans  of  the  tarwads.  Most  probably  some  such  thiDg  might 
have  come  up  for  the  abeyance  of  this  Bill.  Though  the  community 
number  is  only  800  or  1,200,  ithe  Bill  is  a  sheer  necessity  and  that 
community  really  feels  the  necessity  for  partition  of  their  family  pro- 
perty.  They  simply  wanted  to  follow  the  Nair  Act.  In  the  State 
Council  one  member  wanted  to  adopt  the  community  into  the  Nanjinad 
Vellala  community,  another  member  wanted  it  to  be  taken  in  some  other 
direction,  The  Marumakkathayam  system  that  they  follow  is  according 
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to  the  system  followed  by  Nairs,so  much  so  that  they  fully  support  the 
principles  of  the  present  Bill  which  has  not  spontaneously  come  before 
this  House.  It  has  been  carefully  considered  by  the  members  of  the 
State  Council  and  it  has  been  referred  to  a  Select  Committee.  I  could 
not  express  my  surprise  at  the  attitude  of  a  member  coming  from  my 
own  constituency.  Mr.  Jebamony  Nadar  So,  I  emphatically  oppose 
the  motion  for  adjournment  moved  by  Mr.  Sivathanu  Pillai. 

Mr.  K.  NARAYANAPERUMAL  WADR  :  Sir,  I  fully  endorse  the.  view 
expressed  by  the  honourable  member  Mr.  T.  C.  Kesava  Pillai  and 
stoutly  oppose  the  motion  for  adjournment  moved  by  the  honourable 
member  Mr.  Sivathanu  Pillai. 

MR.  PUL1Y00R  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  :  Sir,  I  rise  to  a  point  of 
order.  I  wish  to  know  from  the  Chair  whether  it  is  open  lo  this 
House  just  at  present  to  discuss  the  necessity  for  such  a  Bill,  since  the 
Bill  has  already  been  passed  by  the  other  Chamber.  I  wish  to  point 
out  the  attention  of  the  Chair  to  Buie  40.  •  According  to  that  Buie  the 
only  objection  that  can  be  raised  in  the  chamber  appears  to  be  one  re¬ 
garding  the  ra-committal  of  the  Bill  to  a  Belect  committee. 

PRESIDENT  :  Order,  order.  There  are  certain  general  rules 
empowering  every  legislative  and  deliberative  body  to  adjourn consider- 
tion  of  any  matter  which  comes  up  before  it  in  any  form  or  shape. 
That  is  a  rule  which  appertains  to  the  dignity  and  what  may  be  called 
self-sufficiency  of  every  legislative  or  deliberative  body.  These  are 
called  ancillary  or  anxiliary  rules.  The  right  of  every  body  to  say  that 
it  shall  consider  or  shall  not  consider  any  motion  or  that  any  matter 
shall  be  adjourned  sine  die  or  for  definite  period  is  an  inherent  right 
of  procedure. 

The  question  that  the  further  consideration  of  the  Bill  might  be 
adjourned  was  put  to  vote  and  declared  lost. 

The  question  that  the  Bill  be  considered  in  Assembly  was  then 
put  and  declared  carried  and  the  Bill  was  taken  into  consideration. 

Clauses  1  and  2. 

Tlffiquestion  that  clauses  1  and  2  do  stand  part  of  the  Bill  was 
put  and  carried  and  the  clanses  were  added  to  the  Bill. 

Clause  3. 

MR.  PULIYO0R  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  :  Sir,  I  move  the  follow¬ 
ing  amendment : 

PRESIDENT  :  Honourable  members  will  no  doubt  notice  that  if 
any  of  these  amendments  are  carried,  it  would  mean  considerable  delay. 
That  is  a  matter  entirely  for  the  honourable  members  to  consider  before 
moving  the  amendments. 

MR.  PUUYOOR  T.P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI;  Some  cf  ibese  amend¬ 
ments  are  very  material,  I  move — 
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In  clause  3  sub-clause  (2)  line  4:  Between  the  words  “force”  and 
“or”  insert  the  words  “and  subsisting  on  such  date”. 

If  my  amendment  is  accepted,  clause  3  (2)  will  read  thus  — 

“Any  male  other  than  a  Krishnanvaka  Marumakkathayee  with 
whom  conjugal  union  is  permitted  according  to  recognised  social  custom 
and  usage  openly  solemnised  by  the  presentation  of  cloth  to  the  female 
by  the  male  whether  so  solemnised  before  the  date  on  which  this  Act 
comes  into  force  and  subsisting  on  such  date  or  so  solemnised  subsequent 
to  that  date  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  valid  marriage  for  all  legal  pur- 

In  order  that  a  marriage  solemnised  before  this  Act  comes  into 
force  should  be  deemed  to  be  valid  marriage,  it  must  be  subsisting  on 
the  date  on  which  this  Act  comes  into  force.  Sir,  the  question  involv¬ 
ed  in  this  amendment  is  one  of  public  policy.  If  this  amendment  is 
not  accepted,  the  rights  that  havs  become  already  vested  as  a  result 
of  the  longstanding  custom  in  the  community  will  be  unsettled  by  the 
operation  of  the  present  clause,  Sir,  the  Bill  was  drafted  on  the  lines 
of  the  Travancore  Nair  Act,  Act  II  of  1 100  and  with  the  exception  of 
Sab-clauses  (b)  and  (c)  of  clause  39  all  the  provisions  of  the  Bill  are 
identical  wilh  the  provisions  of  Act  II  of  1100.  In  the  corresponding 
section  in  the  Nair  Act  also  we  can  see  the  words  “and  subsisting  on 
such  date.’’  This  is  the  provision  in  the  Nair  Act. 

“Openly  solemnised  by  the  presentation  of  cloth  to  the  female  by 
the  male  whether  so  solemnised  before  the  date  on  which  Regulation  I 
of  108S  came  into  force  and  subsisting  on  such  date  or  so  solemnised 
subsequent  to  that  date,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  valid  marriage  for  all 
legal  purposes.” 

Sir,  the  Ezhava  Act,  III  of  1100,  was  also  drafted  and  passed  on 
the  lines  of  the  Nair  Act  There,  Section  5  reads  thus : — 

•  -  “The  conjugal  union  of  an 'Ezhava  male,  subject  to  the  restrictions 
of  consangunity  and  affinity,  with  an  Ezhava  female  openly  solemnis¬ 
ed  by  the  presentation  of  cloth  or  by  tying  mangalya  sutram,  whether 
so  solemnised  before  the  date  on  which  this  Regulation  comes  iDto 
force  and  subsisting  on  such  date  or  so  solemnised  after  this  Regula¬ 
tion  comes  into  force  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  valid  marriage  for  all  legal 
purposes." 

Sir,  the  amendment  proposed  is  absolutely  necessary  when  we 
consider  the  question  on  its  merits  also.  If  we  do  not  insert  the  words 
“and  subsisting  on  such  rate”  also  in  the  existing  clause,  a  marriage 
dissolved  50  years  ago  either  by  the  death  of  one  of  the  parties  to  the 
marriage  or  by  an  order  of  dissolution  passed  by  a  competent  court  or 
by  mutual  agreement  evidenced  by  a  registered  instrume  will  be 
deemed  to  be  a  valid  marriage  under  the  provisions  of  this  Bill  for  all 
legal  purposes.  That  will  be  very  dangerous,  Sir,  because  on  the  date 
when  this  Act  comes  into  force,  even  though  the  marriage  was  once 
valid  it  should  not  be  deemed  to  be  a  valid  marriage  if  it  was  dissolved 
for  any  one  of  the  reasons  stated  in  the  subsequent,  clause.  Sir,  I  wish 
to  know  the  opinion  of  the  Legal  Remembrancer  on  this  point. 
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IVIR  K.  KUNJU  PANICKER  :  Sir,  I  second  the  amendment. 

MR.  TC.  KESAVA  PILLAI  :  Sir,  I  oppose  the  amendment  for  the 
following  reasons.  According  to  the  Nayar  Regulation,  there  was  a 
prior  Regulation  that  of  1088.  Therefore  the  expressions  “subsisting 
on  such  date"  was  found  necessary.  In  regard  to  the  Krishnanvaka 
Marumakkatbayee  Bill,  there  is  no  prior  Regulation  existing  at  all. 
Secoudiy  by  the  inclusion  of  those  words,  the  scope  of  the  Bill  would  be 
narrowed  down.  The  clause  reads  — 

“  Any  male  other  than  a  Krishnanvaka  Marumakkalhnyec  with  whom  conjugal 
union  is  permitted  according  to  recognised  social  custom  and  usage, 
openly  solemnised  by  the  presentation  of  cloth  to  the  female  by  the  male, 
whether  so  solemnised  before  tho  date  on  which  this  aet,  comes  into  force  or 
so  solemnised  subsequent  to  that  date,  shall  bo  deemed  to  he  a  valid  marriage 
for  all  legal  purposes.'’ 

My  submission  is  that  this  Bill  comes  into  operation  from  1st  Chingam 
1115.  Relations  recognised  by  the  community  till  31st  Adi  1114 
has  to  be  considered  as  valid.  Suppose  between  the  husband  and  wife 
there  was  a  divorce  or  the  marriage  was  dissolved  either  by  death,  or 
otherwise,  the  issues  do  not  take  any  property  of  the  deceased.  Acc:  rding 
to  the  provisions  of  this  Bill,  whether  the  marriage  was  subsisting  or 
not,  the  children  of  the  deceased  or  divorced  parents  could  inherit  tho 
properly,  i.  c.,  the  children  can  inherit  the  property  of  the  father.  If 
the  proposed  amendment  forms  part  of  this  clause,  then  the  children 
cannot  inherit  the  property  of  the  father.  The  question  of  the  legal 
transfer  of  the  rights  of  the  father  will  be  affected  by  the  suggested 
amendment  to  this  section.  That  will  cause  some  absurdity. 

In  the  Nayar  Act  even  according  to  the  Act  of  1088,  there  were 
certain  provisions.  So  when  the  next  Act  came  into  force,  the  then 
existing  provisions  were  copied  out.  There  is  no  comparison  between 
the  Nayar  Act  and  the  Krishnanvaka  Marumakkathayee  Act  or  the 
Ezhava  Act  and  the  Krishnanvaka  Marumakkatbayee  Act. 

MR.PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  :  What  does  the  member 
say  with  regard  to  Section  5  of  the  Ezhava  Act. 

MR.  T.  C.  KESAVA  PILLAI :  We  do  not  deal  with  Ezhavas  now.  I 
therefore  oppose  the  amendment  moved  by  Mr.  T.  P.  Velayudhan 
Pillai. 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHHA  PILLAI  :  {Legal  Remembrancer)  : 
Sir,  one  argument  advanced  by  the  mover  of  ithis  amendment  is  that 
this  Bill  being  drafted  on  the  lines  of  the  Nayar  Bill  should  conform 
to  the  provisions  of  that  Act  in  every  detail.  Apart  from  that  position 
there  does  not  appear  to  be  any  good  reason  why  his  amendment  should 
be  accepted.  The  argument  advanced  by  the  member  was  that  if 
those  words  were  not  inserted  in  the  Bill,  it  might  appear  that  this 
Act  confers  some  privilege  on  the  parties  to  a  marriage  which  was 
dissolved  either  by  death  of  one  of  the  parties  or  by  divorce  or  dissolu¬ 
tion  by  mutual  consent.  I  will  refer  the  honourable  member  to  clause 
44  of  the  Bill  which  provides. 

“Nothing  in  this  Act  shall  confer  any  rights  on  the  parties  to  a  marriage  dissolved 
.  before  this  Aot  comes  into  force.” 
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In  the  face  of  that  clear  expression,  I  think  that  it  is  not  absolutely 
necessary  that  these  two  words  should  be  inserted  there.  How  a 
marriage  is  dissolved  everybody  knows,  it  is  eiiher  by  death  or 
dissolution,  or  mutual  agreement  or  divorce.  These  are  some  of  the 
modes  of  terminating  a  marriage.  Therefore,  the  absence  of  these  two 
words  would  not  create  any  difficulty  in  properly  applying  the  provisions 
of  this  Bill.  Again  it  will  be  found  that  this  provision  is  mixed  up 
with  another  important  provision  contained  in  this  clause,  i.e.,  sub¬ 
clause  (b)  of  Clause  44  All  that  it  says  is,  nothing  in  this  Act  shall 

confer  any  rights  on  the  parties . The  intention  is  that  this  Act  will 

not  confer  any  benefit  on  the  parties  to  the  marriage.  But  the  children 
■or  descendants  of  parsons  who  were  married  before  the  Act  came  into 
force,  will  be  entitled  to  succeed  on  intestacy  to  their  father’s  estate, 
that  is  to  say,  their  children  become  entitled  to  claim  any  of  the  rights 
conferred  by  this  act. 

MR.  K.  KUNJU  PANIGKER  :  May  I  know  if  this  clause  is  not  introduced 
will  it  not  affect  projudicially  against  the  vested  interests  of  the  Maru- 
makkatbayee  heirs  of  the  deceased  man  ? 

MR.  PUTHUPALU  S.  KRISHNA  PILtAl :  In  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Act.  Chapter  IV  deals  with  intestate  succession.  An 
estate  is  opened  up  after  the  Acts  comes  into  force.  That  estate  will 
be  inherited  by  those  who  are  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act  declared 
to  be  entitled  to  such  estate.  Amongst  that  classs  of  people,  children 
born  of  marriages  which  were  celebrated  before  the  Act  came  into 
force,  but  which  were  not  subsisting  on  the  date  of  the  Act,  will  become 
entitled  to  it.  That  is  the  reason  why  those  two  words  were  omitted 
from  this  Bill.  If  it  is  the  intention  of  the  honourable  members  that 
children,  bom  of  union  brought  into  existence  before  the  Act  came 
into  force,  should  not  be  entitled  to  father’s  property  even  though  that 
father  dies  after  the  passing  of  this  enactment,  it  is  better  to  indicate 
such  a  provision,  when  a  consequential  amendment  will  have  to  be 
made  to  clause  44,  Suppose  during  the  debate  of  this  Bill,  the 
mother  dies.  This  Bill  comes  into  force  on  the  1st  Chingam  1115. 
Is  it  the  honourable  member’s  view  that  though  the  proper. y  becomes 
available  for  distribution  after  this  date,  the  children  should  not 
become  enritled  to  it  ?  'Then,  for  the  sake  of  clearness,  such  a  provi¬ 
sion  may  be  inserted  The  section  as  it  stands  is  in  order.  But  if  the 
members  think  that  all  the  conditions  which  prevailed  in  the  Nair 
community  in  respect  of  validity  of  marriage  should  be  imported  into 
the  Krishnanvaka  Marumakkathayee  Community  also,  then  the  expres¬ 
sions  used  in  the  Nayar  Act  miy  be  copied  out  here  also.  My  submis¬ 
sion  is  that  there  is  no  necessity  for  that. 

Mr.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VEtAYUDHAN  PILLAI:  May  I  know  whether 
he  is  aware  that  such  a  provision,  clause  44.  is  oniitted  in  both  the 
Nayar  as  well  as  the  Ezhava  Act  ? 

MR.  PUTHUPALU  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  :  That  is  why  I  said,  apart 
from  the  fact  that  these  two  words  occur  in  the  other  Acts,  there  is  no 
other  justification  for  the  argument. 
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MR.  N.  RAMAKR1SHNA  PILLAI  ( Vaikom  cum  Eottayam)  :  May  I 
know  whether  the  omission  of  the  expression  was  deliberate  or  active  ? 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI :  On  examination  of  the 
printed  papers  of  the  Select  Committee  it  appears  that  these  words  did 
not  occur  in  the  original  Bill.  It  was  not  considered  necessary  to  put 
these  words  into  the  clause.  On  a  discuosion  it  was  understood  that  the 
children,  born  or  union  which  came  to  termination  before  the  Act  came 
into  force  would  be  entitled  to  property.  Therefore  the  Select  Committee 
and  the  other  Chamber  considered  this  Bill  with  reference  to  the  exist¬ 
ing  provision  contained  in  the  Nayar  Act  of  1088, and  1.100  and  also  the 
Ezhava  Act  and  it  was  after  a  comparative  study  of  these,  they  con¬ 
cluded  that  the  existing  provision  would  suffice.  If  the  member  is  in 
a  position  to  point  out  that  there  are  inherent  defects  in  that  clause  on 
account  of  the  omission  of  those  words,  I  can  understand.  I  will  then 
either  accept  his  suggestion  or  oppose  it.  An  argument  built  on  the 
existence  of  a  few  words  in  other  analogous  statutes  does  not  appear  to 
be  acceptable. 

MR.  E.  SUBRAMONIA  AIYAR  :  Sir,  clause  3  (ii)  of  the  Bill  reads  — 

“  The  conjugal  union  of  a  Krishn&nvaku  Mammakkathayee  female . with  any 

male  other  than  a  Krishuaovaka  Marumakkathayee  with  whom  conjugal  union 
is  permitted  acoordiog  to  reoognised  sooial  custom  and  usage,  openly  solemnised 
by  the  presentation  of  cloth  to  the  female  by  the  male . . 

Now,  the  member’s  apprehension  is  that  if  these  words  were  not 
introduced,  certain  results  that  the  mover  did  not  desire  would  follow. 
As  I  understand,  the  position  is  this  ;  the  children  born  by  the  union 
of  marriage  which  might  have  ceased  its  existence  either  by  divorce  or 
other  causes,  may  acquire  rights  to  the  property  left  behind  [after  this 
Act  has  come  into  force.  Apart  from  the  question  whether  the  Bill 
as  it-  stands  would  indicate  such  result,  the  object  of  the  mover  seems  to 
be  that  such  consequences  should  not  follow.  That  again  involves  a 
question  of  principle.  I  will  illustra.e  my  point.  Just  before  the  Act 
comes  into  force,  a  marumakkathayee  husband  divorces  his  wife  imme¬ 
diately.  Under  the  present  law  it  may  be  done.  A  man  who  possesses 
property  and  who  has  produced  a  lot  of  children  for  some  reason  or 
other,  divorces  his  wife  immediately.  After  the  Act  has  come  into 
force,  he  may  remain  single  or  may  marry  and  subsequently  die.  The 
question  will  naturally  arise  whether  his  first  wife  whom  he  had  di¬ 
vorced  for  no  fault  of  hers  and  the  children  who  are  begotten,  should 
go  without  anything  whatsoever.  In  such  a  case  I  do  not  see  why, 
after  the  Act  has  come  into  force,  they  should  not  inherit  the  property 
left  behind.  In  the  case  of  non  Krishnanvaka  Marumakkathayee  male — 
I  would  put  it — non  Marumakkathayee  Krishnanvaka  male,  I  would 
invite  the  attention  of  the  House  to  clause  21  of  the  Bill  and  scrutinise 
the  required  provision.  So  far  as  non-Mar umakkath ay ee  Krishnanvaka 
people  are  concerned,  the  Bill  has  made  clear  the  position  that  the 
marriage  must  be  subsisting  if  the  property  is  to  be  takan  by  the 
so-called  children  of  the  first  wife.  If  there  is  any  doubt,  it  is  with 
respect  to  marriages  of  actual  Marumakkathayees,  that  is  among  them¬ 
selves.  Bor  children  born  of  the  union  of  non-Marumakkathayee  and 
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Marumakkatbayee,  ample  provision  has  been  made  under  clause  21  of 
the  Bill  regarding  succession  to  property.  As  the  learned  Legal  .Re¬ 
membrancer  has  pointed  out  there  is  also  Section  44  which  says  — 

“Nothing  in  this  Aot  shall : 

(a)  affect  the  existing  rales  of  Marumakkathayam  law,  custom,  or  usage 
except  to  the  extent  hereinbefore  expressly  provided  for  ;  or 

(b)  confer  any  rights  on  the  parties  to  a  marriage  dissolved  before  this  Act 

There  need  not  be  any  apprehension  that  the  surviving  individual 
can  exercise  any  right  over  the  other  party  of  the  marriage. 

Section  9  of  the  Act  says— 

“  The  wife  and  minor  children,  except  married  daughters  under  the  guardianship 
of  their  husbands  shall  be  entitled  to  be  maintained  by  the  husband  or  father 
as  the  oase  may  be.” 

So  if  a  marriage  is  dissolved  under  Section  34  after  the  Act  comes 
into  force  it  is  clear  that  the  husband  or  the  father  shall  not  be  entitled 
to  the  guardianship  of  minor  children.  What  I  desire  to  point  out  is 
this.  The  Bill  has  taken  special  care  to  see  that  certain  rights  which 
might  be  exercised  by  either  party  of  the  marriage  after  the  marriage 
is  dissslved  should  not  be  exercised  by  such  a  parry. 

I  have  one  other  observation  to  make.  The  conjugal  union  openly 
solemnised  shall  be  deemed  valid.  So  far  1  can  understand.  But  a 
conjugal  union  openly  solemnised  and  subsisting  on  such  date  shall  be 
valid,  does  not  seem  to  be  a  correct  way  of  putting  it.  Conjugal  union 
is  not  the  marriage  ;  and  subsisting  on  that  day — What  is  to  subsist  ? 
I  can  understand  subsisting  marriages.  If  divided,  that  section  would 
read,  the  conjugal  union  of  two  people  celebrated  in  a  particular  way 
shall  be  a  marriage.  A  further  explanation  may  be  added,  if  the  House 
thinks  so,  that  a  marriage  which  does  not  subsist  on  the  date  of  this 
Act  is  no  marriage  at  all  for  the  purpose  of  this  Act.  I  can  understand 
iti.  In  point  of  form  as  well  as  point  of  substance,  to  me,  it  appears 
thai,  the  defining  of  marriage,  of  conjugal  union  subsisting  on  a  parti¬ 
cular  day  is  not  quite  correct.  That  Section  i3  a  defining  section, 
What  is  a  marriage  under  the  present  Act  ?  A  marriage  is  a  conjugal 
union  openly  solemnised  ;  the  union  is  openly  solemnised.  The  section 
goes  further.  It  does  not  wish,  to  prevent  a  union  subsisting  on  a  parti¬ 
cular  date.  To  me  it  appears  that  the  intention  of  the  mover  is  that 
a  marriage  which  does  not  subsist  on  the  date  of  the  Act  should  not  be 
deemed  to  be  a  marriage  and  that  it  is  better  to  add  a  separate  clause. 
With  these  observations  I  oppose  the  amendment. 

Mr.  N.  RAMAKR1SHHA  PIU-AI ;  I  oppose  the  motion.  The  expres¬ 
sion  “subsisting  on  such  date”  has  got  a  great  legal  value,  its  reten¬ 
tion  would  mean  that  if  one  of  the  parties  to  a  marriage  was  dead 
before  the  date  of  the  passing  of  the  Act,  the  children  of  such  union 
had  no  right  to  inherit.  Only  the  children  of  a  subsisting  marriage 
will  obtain  such  right  if  the  expression  subsisting  on  such  date”  is  re¬ 
tained  in  the  section.  Whether  that  expression  should  remain  or 
should  be  omitted  is  a  matter  which  depends  upon  the  desire  of  the 
Vol  XIV  l'!o.  12 
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commtmitv  affected  by  this  Act.  If  the  community  wants  that  the 
children  of  a  marriage  which  had  ceased  to  exist  on  the  date  of  the 
Act  should  also  get  the  right,  then  certainly  the  expression 
should  be  omitted.  If  on  the  other  hand  the  intention  of  the  commu¬ 
nity  is  to  restrict  the  right  of  inheritance  to  the  children  of  a  marriage 
subsisting  on  the  date  of  the  Act,  then  the  expression  should  be  added. 
Therefore  the  question  is  whether  the  omission  of  the  expression  in  this 
Bill  was  deliberate  or  accidental.  I  think  the  intention  of  the  framer 
of  the  Act  was  not  to  retain  the  expression  as  in  the  other  Regulations 
referred  to.  Whatever  that  be,  the  position  has  been  made  clear  by 
the  other  provisons  of  the  Act  particularly  by  the  provision  pointed  out 
by  Mr.  B.  Subramonia  Iyer. 

“Nothing  in  this  Act  shall : 

(a)  affect  the  existing  teles  of  Marmnattathayam  law,  custom,  or  usage 
excopt  to  the  extent  hereinbefore  expressly  provided  for  ;  or 

(b)  confer  any  rights  on  the  parties  to  a  marriage  dissolved  before,  this  Ao 
comes  into  force,” 

So  it  will  be  clear  that  the  object  of  the  Bill  is  to  exclude  from  in¬ 
heritance  the  offspring  of  a  marriage  which  does  not  exist  on  the  date 
of  the  Act. 

The  fact  that  this  expression  occurs  in  the  Nayar  and  the  Ezhava 
Acts  is  not  a  sufficient  reason  why  it  should  be  retained  in  this  Bill  also. 
I  should  think  that  it  is  even  an  improvement  of  these  Acts  in  that  its 
omission  while  validating  prior  marriages  does  not  create  new  rights 
inconsistent  with  the  scheme  of  the  Act.  I  therefore  oppose  the  motion 

MR.  K.  G.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  (Neyyattinkara  cum  Trivandrum)  : 
I  oppose  the  amendment  mainly  on  two  grounds.  The  first  ground,  as 
has  been  stated  by  the  honourable  member,  Mr.  E.  Subramonia  Iyer, 
is  that  the  Section  is  a  defining  section  and  to  such  a  section  to  add  the 
words  '“and  subsisting  on  such  date”  is  inappropriate-  A  marriage 
openly  solemnised  either  before  or  after  a  particular  date  is  a  marriage, 
That  is  the  first  objection  to  this  amendment. 

The  second  objection,  as  has  been  pointed  out  by  the  learned  legal 
Remembrancer  is  that  a  legal  marriage  before  the  date  of  the  Act  must 
get  the  benefit  of  this  Act.  It  is  no;  correct  to  say  that  a  law  shall  be 
so  framed  that  while  recognising  a  marriage  valid  for  certain  purposes 
should  allow  certain  diametrically  opposite  consequences  to  follow. 
My  submission  is  that  the  omission  of  the  words  is  deliberate  and  it 
is  well  founded  in  law  and  equity.  On  these  grounds  I  oppose  the 
amendment. 

MR.  E.  SUBRAMONIA  A1YAR  :  Does  not  Section  21  give  protection  ? 

MR.  K.  G.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI :  Yes,  Sections  21  and  44  give 
the  necessary  protection. 

The  amendment  was  put  to  vote  and  declared  lost. 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S,  KRISHNA  PILLAI :  Amendment  numbers  2,  3 
and  4  are  due  to  misprint. 

The  first  amendment  is  “In  clause  3,  Proviso,  last  line,  substitute 
the  words  ‘‘by  the  party  or  parties  concerned”  for  the  words  “as  the 
party  or  parties  concerned.”  The  only  change  is  the  substitution  of 
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the  word  “as”  lor  the  word  “by,”  Printing  mistakes  are  noted  by 
the  Select  Committee  in  a  separate  list  and  sent  on  to  the  Press  for 
incorporation.  Sometimes  they  omit  to  cote  them,  I  am  prepared 
to  accept  the  same  if  the  honourable  member  would  only  move  them. 

MR.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI :  I  am  glad  that  the  Legal 
Remembrancer  is  ready  to  accept  the  amendment.  „  What  I  submit  is 
that  the  wording  was  the  same  in  the  original  bill,  in  the  bill  as  re¬ 
vised  by  the  Select  Committee  and  in  the  bill  as  passed  by  the 
Council. 

PRESIDENT  :  The  Secretary  will  take  more  care  in  future  that 
such  misprint  do  not  appear. 

MR.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI :  I  move  that  in  Clause  3, 
Proviso,  last  line,  substitute  the  words  “by  the  party  or  parties  con¬ 
cerned’'  for  the  words  “as  the  party  or  parties  concerned.’’ 

MR.  PUTHUPALLY  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  :  Does  not  the  amendment 
really  amount  to  the  substitution  of  the  word  “by”  for  the  word  “as”? 

I  accept  it.  It  is  merely  a  clerical  mistake. 

The  amendment  was  put  to  vote  and  carried. 

The  Clause  as  amended  was  put  to  vote  and  carried. 

The  Clause  was  added  to  the  Bill. 

Clauses  4  to  6. 

The  question  that  Clauses  4  to  6  do  form  part  of  the  Bill  was  put 
to  vote  and  carried. 

The  Clauses  were  added  to  the  Bill. 

Clause  7. 

Mr.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI :  Sir,  I  ;beg  to  move  that 
in  Clause  7,  sub-clause  (vii)  substitute  the  word  “co-respondent”  for  the 
word  “co-respondents”. 

MR.  K.  KUNJU  PANIKKAR  :  I  second  it. 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI :  The  latter  ‘s’  is  unneces 
sary.  I  accept  the  amendment. 

The  amendment  was  put  to  vote  and  carried. 

The  question  that  Clause  7  do  lorm  part  of  the  Bill  was  put  to 
vote  and  carried, 

The  clause  was  added  to  the  Bill. 

Clauses  8  to  35. 

The  question  that  Clauses  8  to  35  do  form  part  of  the  Bill  was  put 
to  vote  and  carried. 

The  Clauses  were  added  to  the  Bill. 

Clause  36. 

Mr.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI :  I  move  that  in  Clause  36, 
line  2,  substitute  the  words  1  shall  also”  for  the  words  “also  shall”. 

Mft.  K,  KUNJU  PANIKKAR:  I  second  it. 
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MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILL.AI  :  I  accept  the  amendment. 

The  amendment  was  put  to  vote  and  earned. 

The  question  that  Clause  36  do  form  part  of  the  Bill  was  put  to 
vote  and  carried. 

The  Clause  was  added  to  the  Bill. 

Clauses  37  and  38. 

The  question  that  Clauses  37  (and  38  do  form  part  of  the  Bill  was 
put  to  vote  and  carried. 

The  Clauses  were  added  to  the  Bill. 

Clause  39. 

MR.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  :  I  beg  to  move  that  in 
Clause  39,  sub-clause  (c),  line  3,  between  the  words  “members”  and 
“such”  insert  the  words  “and  pays  proper  court  fee  on  the  market  value 
of  such  share”.  I  may  be  permitted  to  move  amendments  5  and  6 
together.  If  my  amendment  is  accepted  Clause  39,  sub-clause  (c)  will 
read  thus : 

“If  in  any  suit  referred  to  in  clause  id)  any  other  member  or  group  o 
members  entitled  to  claim  partition. demands  in  writing  a  partition 
of  the  share  due  to  such  member  or  group  of  members,  and  pays 
proper  court  fee  on  the  market  value  of  such  share”. 

We  do  not  find  these  two  sub-clauses  (b)  and  (c)  in  Seclion  39  of 
the  Travancore  Nayar  Act*  and  I  believe  these  2  sub-clauses  are  em¬ 
bodied  in  the  present  bill  as  the  result  of  a  Fuller  Bench  Ruling  of  the 
Travancore  High  Court  reported  on  page  778  of  10  T.  L.  T.  Sir,  my 
submission  is  that  mere,  expression  of  the  intention  to  divide  made  in  a 
written  statement  filed  by  the  defendant  should  not  be  sufficient  for 
entitling  him  to  get  the  share.  That  is  to  say  the  principle  that  is 
made  applicable  to  a  plaiiftiff  must  also  be  made  applicable  to  the  defen¬ 
dant.  The  plaintiff  has  to  file  a  suit  on  payment  of  court  fee  on  the 
value  of  his  share  and  mere  expression  of  his  intention  to  divide  with 
out  filing  a  suit,  is  not  sufficient. 

MR,  E.  P.  VARUGHESE  :  What  does  the  member  'say  with  regard  to 
the  defendant  who  is  unable  to  pay  ? 

MR.  PULIYOOR  T.  P,  VELAYUDHAN  PIUAI :  Cf  course  the  provi¬ 
sions  in  the  Travancore  Civil  Procedure  Code  with  regard  to  the  suit 
filed  in  “forma  pauperis”  may  be  very  well  applied  in  the  case  such 
a  defendant  also  as  contemplated  in  Order  XXXIII  of  the  Travancore 
Civil  Procedure  Code  or  the  provisions  contained  in  Order  XL1II  of 
the  Civil  Procedure  Code  regarding  the  appeals  in  forma  pauperis  may 
be  made  applicable  to  such  cases. 

Mr.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI:  Suppose  the  plaintiff  pays 
and  the  'defendant  is  unable  to  pay  and  he  has  no  other  property  than 
the  one  which  is  involved  in  the  suit  ? 

or  MR.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI .  He  can  file  a  written 
statement  or  file  a  separate  suit  for  partition  in  forma  pauperis  as  pro¬ 
vided  for  such  persons  in  Order  XXXIII  and  LXIII  of  the  Travancore 
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Civil  Procedure  Code.  I  have  no  objection  in  regard  to  such  provisions 
being  made  in  the  bill .  My  submission  is  that  those  who  arc  able  to 
pay  court  fees  should  not  be  given  their  share  simply  by  filing  a 
written  statement  expressing  the  intention  to  devide  without  paying 
court  fee. 

MR.  K.  KUNJU  PANIKKAR  :  Sir.  I  second  the  motion, 

Mr.  E.  SUBRAMANYA  A1YAR :  Here  again  we  have  to  see  what 
exactly  is  contemplated  in  the  till.  So  far  as  those  rulings  are  con¬ 
cerned,  they  were  the  results  of  a  construction  put  upon  the  provision 
in  the  Nayar  Act  corresponding  to  Section  39  here.  This  is  what  the 
Section  says : — 

(o)  Until  partiti od,  no  member  of  the  tarwad  Bhall  be  deemed  to 
have  a  definite  share  fn  tarwad  property  liable  to  be  seized  in 
execution  nor  shall  such  member  be  deemed  to  have  any 
alienable  or  heritable  interest  therein. 

(fi)  If  a  member  or  group  of  members  entitled  to  claim  partition 
under  the  foregoing  provisions  o!  this  Chapter  institute  a 
suit  for  partition  of  the  share  due  to  such  member  or  group 
of  members  such  share  shall  be  ideemed  to  have  become 
partitioned  as  from  the  date  on  which  such  suit  is  insti¬ 
tuted. 

(c)  If  in  any  suit  referred  to  in  clause  (bpany  other  member  on  group 
of  members  entitled  to  claim  partition  demands  In  writing  a 
•  partition  of  the  share  due  to  such  member  or  group  of  mem¬ 
bers,  such  share  shall  be  deemed  to  have  become  partitioned 
as  from  the  date  on  which  such  ^demand  is  made,” 

Cases  came  to  the  High  Court  and  the  words  “until  partition”  in 
that  Section  was  ruled  by  the  High  Court  as  not  the  date  of  actual 
partition  but  ithey  said  that  it  only  meant  the  date  of  filing  a  suit  for 
that  partition  by  the  plaintiff.  This  interpretation  was  set  aside  by 
another  ruling  of  the  High  Court  which  was  again  further  changed  by 
a  Full  Bench  and  subsequently  by  a  fuller  or  a  fullest  bench.  There 
was  again  a  vacilation  of  opinion  and  they  adhered  to  wbat  was  said 
earlier.  Therefore  it  can  be  seen  that  so  far  as  the  Nayar  Act  is  con¬ 
cerned  the  provison  has  under-gone  many  changes  and  now  it  is  thought 
that  as  soon  as  the  notice  was  issued  to  be  served  on  to  the  parties  on 
the  opposite  side  that  date  may  be  taken  as  the  partition  date  for  the 
purpose  of  this  provision.  Sir,  I  am  not  here  to  canvas  the  correctness 
of  that  dictum.  But  what  I  say  is  that  when  we  intend  to  pass  a  legis¬ 
lation  we  must  see  that  we  pass  it  most  clearly  and  unambiguously  so 
that  theseTittle  doubts  should  not  arise.  After  giving  a  right  to  the 
share  of  the  property  of  the  Tarwad  under  Section  38  which  says 
“Any  individual  or  Thavazhee  mentioned  in  Seciions  34  and  37  shall 
be  entitled  to  so  much  of  the  tarwad  properties  as  will  fall  to  such 
individual  or  to  the  members  of  such  Thavazhee  as  a  whole  if  a 
division  per  capita  were  made  among  all  the  members  of  tfce 
tarwad  at  the  time  of  partition.” 
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Is  it  right  or  justifiable  to  give  that  privilege  by  the  right  hand 
and  then  to  take  it  away  by  the  left.  Then  you  cannot  have  any  credit 
at  all  until  partition  and  your  children  will  not  hope  to  get  those  pro¬ 
perties.  And  then  you  leave  it  to  be  dependant  upon  the  will  or  wish  of 
the  large  number  of  other  persons.  Even  if  files  a  suit  for  the  partition 
of  his  share  of  the  tarwad  consisting  of  15  members,  unless  and  until 
every  member  of  the  tarwad  has  paid  the  court  fees  he  Twill  not  be 
able  to  get  his  share 'and  his  children  may  also  be  deprived  of  it 
after  his  death.  My  question  is,  are  we  to' wait  for  these  valuable  rights 
to  bear  fruition  depending  upon  such  conditions  ?  Suppose  there  is  an 
old  Karnavan  of  a  tarwad,  say  75  years  old.  He  wants  his  share  of  the 
property.  He  files  a  suit  and  makes  a  demand.  Other  members  of  the 
tarwad  also  do  likewise.  And  in  the  meanwhile  the  old  man  croaks. 
Then  there  is  an  end  of  the  matter.  Whatever  the  Act  might  have 
said  it  is  the  duty  of  this  House  to  make  it  clear  and  to  see  that  such 
things  do  not  arise.  Why  should  jwe  presume  that  the  tarwad  cannot 
disintegrate.  I  cannot  understand  that.  Not  only  with  reference  to 
this  community  but  with  reference  to  Nayars,  Ezhavas,  Eehatriyas  and 
every  community  which  follows  the  M&rumakkathayam  law,  the  process 
of  disintegration  of  their  tarwad  is  going  on  space.  I  have  been  aware 
that  there  is  the  Muslim  Act  regarding  this  which  makes  disintegrating 
of  tarwads  impossible.  But  no  Marumakkathayee  Muslim  ,  is  entitled 
get  any  share  from  partitions-  There  are  Marumakkathayee  Christians 
in  Neyyattinkara  and  we  have  got  the  Krishnanvakai  community  here 
but  they  are  very  few  in  numbers. 

So  it  is  better  to  make  the  law  precise  in  this  respect.  If  the 
desire  of  the  community  is  to  have  partition  it  is  to  be  considered  when 
the  partition  should  be  effected.  It  would  have  been  much,  better  to 
say  that  the  partition  can  be  effected  when  a  person  makes  a  demand 
for  it  on  the  Karnavan  of  the  tarwad.  Because  the  High  Court  have 
said  that  the  court  fees  should  be  paid  before  getting  a  share  and  that 
the  demand  is  not  necessary  it  is  not  incumbent  on  this  House  to  enact 
laws  in  the  line  of  the  ruling  of  the  High  Court.  So  far  as  legislation 
is  concerned  we  are  not  to  be  influenced  by  their  rulings.  Out  first 
consideration  must  be  to  promote  the  well-being  of  the  community  and 
that  is  the  only  question  which  this  Legislature  has  to  consider.  Even 
though  the  court  fee  as  was  suggested  here  may  be  very  little  the 
plaintiff  may  file  a  suit  for  the  partition  of  his  tarwad.  At  the  same 
time  there  is  a  provision  in  the  Court  Eees  Act  which  says  that  in  a 
suit  for  partition  or  account  it  is  not  obligatory  to  pay  court  fees  at  the 
initial  stage.  Einaliy  then  the  power  is  given  to  the  court  to  allot  the 
share  to  any  member  who  is  a  decree  holder  after  payment'of  court  fee  is 
given.  The  Court  Eee  Act  says  that  it  is  enough  to  pay  court  fees  at  the 
final  stage.  Therefore  my  submission  is  that  the  conditions  as  given 
in  the  provision  is  sufficiently  restrictive  and  the  court  fees  may  be 
made  to  be  paid  at  the  final  stage  of  the  partition.  So  in  my  view  there 
is  no  more  to  be  added  on  to  the  clause. 
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MR.  E,  P.  VARGHESE  :  Sir,  I  wish  to  make  a  few  remarks  on  this 
amendment.  Clauses  (6)  and  (a)  were  added  to  the  bill  by  the  Select 
Committee.  As  they  are  they  place  both  The  plaintiff  and  the  defen¬ 
dant  on  the  same  footing.  But  the  amendment  has  made  the  provision 
unfair  to  the  defendant.  According  to  the  amendment  if  the  defendant 
wants  a  share  he  must  pay  court  fees.  But  if  the  plaintiff  wants  his 
share  of  the  property  he  need  net  pay  any  court  fees  forthwith.  When 
we  legislate  with  all  our  experience  and  the  rulings  of  the  High  Court 
before  us  we  must  be  fair  to  both  the  parties.  If  a  person  who  wants 
a  share  appears  as  a  plaintiff  there  is  a  provision  in  the  Civil  Procedure 
Code  that  he  need  not  pay  court  fees,  as  Mr.  E.  Subramonia  Aiyar 
pointed  out  till  he  applies  for  execution  of  the  decree  in  the  partition 
suit.  Why  should  we  make  the  position  of  the  defendant  different, 
from  that  of  the  plaintiff  who  can  sue  in  forma,  pauperes.  The  amend¬ 
ment  makes  it  incumbent  on  the  defendant  to  get  a  share  of  the  pro¬ 
perty  only  after  paying  court  fees  for  the  same  while  the  mere  filing  of 
a  suit  effects  a  partition  in  the  case  of  the  plaintiff.  The  clause  as  it  is, 
places  both  the  parties  in  the  same  position.  In  the  case  of  the  defen¬ 
dant  when  he  files  a  written  statement  demanding  his  share  there  is 
partition  as  in  the  case  of  the  plaintiff  when  he  files  the  plaint.  But 
by  the  amendment  it  is  made  different  for  the  defendant.  I  think  it  is 
not  fair  and  so  it  is  better  to  leave  the  clauses  as  they  are  or  introduce 
a  similar  amendment  is  clause  (b)  also. 

MR.  PUTHUPALU  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI Sir,  I  oppose  the  amend¬ 
ment.  As  was  pointed  out  by  some  honourable  members  these  two 
sub-clauses  were  inserted  by  the  Select  Committee  for  the  reasons 
stated  by  them,  namely,  that  though  this  bill  is  based  on  the  provisions 
of  the  Nayar  Act  it  was  thought  by  the  Committee  that  the  Krishnan- 
vaka  community  should  be  relieved  of  the  inconveniences  arising  from 
an  Act  similar  to  the  Nayar  Act  The  Section  39  ol  the  Nayar  Act  is  a 
Section  which  gave  room  for  a  very  heated  controversy  when  the  Bill 
was  under  consideration  in  the  Legislative  Council.  Some  membeis 
thought  that  immediately  the  Act  comes  into  force  the  members  of 
the  community  who  would  either  claim  to  become  divided  or  were 
desirous  of  becoming  divided  might  immediately  become  divided  and 
that  their  creditors  might  rush  in  and  force  a  sale  of  the  properties  to 
the  detriment  of  the  other  members  who  do  not  want  to  become  divid¬ 
ed.  This  is  what  the  Section  says : 

' Until  partition  no  member  of  the  tarwad  shall  be  deemed  to  have  a 
definite  share  in  tarwad  property.” 

But  subsequent  to  the  enactment  it  was  found  that  such  a  clause 
would  be  detrimental  to  the  members  of  the  tarwad.  Arguments  were 
advanced  on  the  exact  scope  of  the  word  partition.  It  was  argued  that 
it  must  be  partition  by  mete3  and  bounds.  And  it  was  also  argued  that 
it  means  only  legal  partition.  It  led  to  various  rulings  of  the  High 
Court,  A  ruling  came  from  a  Single  Bench,  and  another  from  the 
Division  Bench,  and  a  third  from  the  Bull  Bench  and  yet  a  fourth  from 
a  Duller  Bench..  The  Duller  Bench  ruling  was  more  or  less  the  same 
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as  that  of  the  Division  Bench  ruling.  The  ratio  decendendi  of  the 
decision  is  supported  on  the  principle  of  stare  decis.  The  Select  Com¬ 
mittee  had  the  benefit  of  that  ruling  of  the  Puller  Bench.  They  did 
not  want  the  community  to  be  in  the  same  position  in  which  the  Nayar 
stands  at  present  in  respect  of  this  decision.  Referring  to  the  defen¬ 
dant’s  position  it  is  said  there  in  paragraph  13  as  follows  : 

“  The  next  point  for  consideration  is  whether  in  [a  suit  for  parti¬ 
tion  the  defendants  who  by  written  statements  claim  their  share  may 
be  treated  as  having  become  separate  in  interest  from  the  other  mem¬ 
bers.”  In  paragraph  14  they  said  that  prima  facie  in  the  case  of  de¬ 
fendants  who  file  written  statements  claiming  their  share  must  be 
deemed  to  have  become  severed  in  interest  from  the  date  of  the  written 
statement.  They  relied  on  the  observations  of  the  Bombay  High 
Court  regarding  payment  of  Court  fee  in  such  cases.  But  they  never 
said  that  the  defendant  shall  become  divided  only  if  he  paid  Court 
fee. 

MR.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PiLLAI:  Paragraph  16  says 
“  And  in  such  cases  the  rule  in  Travaneore  is  to  call  upon  the  defen¬ 
dant  who  claims  a  share  to  pay  the  necessary  Court  fee  thereon  before 
the  Court  passes  a  final  decree  allotting  to  him  hi3  -share”  Is  it  the 
opinion, of  our  High  Court  or  the  Bombay  High  Court  ? 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI :  Paragraph  16  says  that  the 
Court  is  bound  to  separate  his  share.  And  in  such  case3  the  rule  in 
Travaneore  is  to  call  upon  the  member  who  claims  a  share  to  pay  the 
necessary  court  fee  before  the  Court  passes  the  final  decree  allotting 
the  share.  My  learned  friend  does  not  realise  the  significance  of  the 
expressi  on  final  decree  in  partition.  Severance  in  interest  takes  place 
long  before  the  final  decree.  It  inevitably  happens  by  the  preliminary 
decree.  The  Bill  provides  that  it  happens  by  the  filing  of  the  written 
statement.  Under  a  final  decree  for  partition,  the  properties  are 
divided  by  metes  and  bounds  and  allotted  to  every  one  of  the  share 
holder.  If  you  want  to  take  proceedings  for  getting  a  final  decree  you 
must  pay  down  the  court  fee.  Divided  status  does  not  depend  on  the 
Court  Pees  Act. 

PRESIDENT  :  The  Council  will  now  adjourn  to  meet  again  at  2. 

The  House  adjourned  for  lunch  at  1  and  re-assembled  at  2  p,  m. 
with  the  Dewan- President  in  the  Chair. 

Mr.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI :  Sir,  I  was  pointing  out  that 
the  Puller  Bench  decision  referred  to  by  the  honourable  member 
does  not  say  that  a  defendant  claiming  his  share  of  the  property  would 
be  partitioning  his  property  or  .would  be  deemed  to  ihave  partitioned 
only  on  payment  of  the  Court  fee.  The  decision  says,  as  in 
1925,  Madras  Weekly  Notes,  330,  the  Court  will  direct  payment 
of  court  fee  before  the  final  decree  is  passed,  i.  e„  before  the 
property  is  allotted  in  species  upon  division  by  metes  and  bounds. 
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The  Select  Committee,  and  subsequently  the  other  Chamber, 
did  not  want  to  involve  this  community  in  the  difficulties  which  con¬ 
front  the  Nayar  community  on  account  of  the  provision  contained  in 
Section  39.  Therefore,  they  proposed  these  amendments.  These 
amendments  are  calculated  to  carry  out  the  rules  already  referred  to 
and  given  in  the  Puller  Bench  decision.  But,  at  the  same  time,  care 
has  been  taken  not  to  strangle  the  rule  with  further  restrictions  and 
conditions.  If,  by  the  institution  of  a  suit,  the  plaintiff  will  be  deemed 
legally  to  have  become  divided,  by  a  similar  claim  made  in  the  written 
statement,  the  defendant  also  should  be  deemed  to  havebecome  divided. 
The  defendant,  in  other  words,  is  also  entitled  to  claim  that  his  share 
is  partitioned.  The  question  of  payment  of  court  fee  will  come  only  at 
a  later  stage.  It  may  be  suggested  that  it  is  to  the  advantage  of  the 
Government  if  we  provide  that  the  court  fee  should  be  paid  before  he 
is  deemed  to  have  become  partitioned.  Among  the  Marumakathayees, 
a  large  number  of  suits  appear  to  be  instituted  in  forma  pauperis.  All 
the  properties  of  the  plaintiff  are  the  properties  comprised  in  the  suit. 
The'dircar  does  not  lose  because,  the  suit  is  instituted  in  forma  pau¬ 
peris.  When  the  final  decree,  is  passed,  his  properties  will  be  liable. 
Here,  if  we  adopt  this  principle  that  whenever  he  claims  his  share  he 
becomes  divided  automatically  ;  his  share  also  becomes  divided  ;  then  he 
cannot  put  in  the  plea  that  he  is  a  pauper.  In  any  case,  the  same 
privileges  are  given  to  the  defendant  as  are  available  to  the  plaintiff. 
The  High  Court  have  interpreted  Order  33  of  the  C.  P.  G.  regarding 
in  forma  pauperis  suit  that  the  provision  can  he  applied  to  the 
defendant  setting  up  a  claim  before  court.  Therefore,  the  introduction 
of  these  words  in  clause  (c)  would  only  unnecessarily  curtail  the  liberty 
and  the  right  that  the  other  Chamber  has  sought  to  give  to  the  defen¬ 
dant  in  a  suit.  That  which  is  available  to  the  plaintiff  must  also  he 
made  available  to  the  defendant  and  his  share  must  be  ascertained  as 
on  the  date  of  the  filing  of  the  written  statement  just  as  ii  is  treated 
in  tb e  case  of  the  plaintiff  by  the  institution.  With  these  words,  Sir, 

I  oppose  the  amendment, 

Mr.  PUUYOOB  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  :  Sir,  the  question  relates 
to  the  payment  of  court  fee.  If  the  Sirkar  is  not  very  particular,  I  beg 
leave  to  withdraw  the  motion. 

The  motion,  by  leave,  was  withdrawn.

Mr.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI :  There  were  two  substantial 
amendments  proposed,  One  was  withdrawn  and  the  other  rejected. 
The  other  amendments  are  only  verbal  and  the  President  can  suspend 
the  standing  order. 

PRESIDENT  :  The  amendments  are  clerical  in  character.  So,  the 
question  before  the  House  is  that  the  Bill  he  passed  into  law. 

The  question  was  put  to  vote  and  carried, 

The  Bill  was  passed. 


THE  TRAVANCORE  CHILD  MARRIAGE  RESTRAINT 
BILL. 

SRIMATI  T.  NARAYANI  AMMA  :  Sir,  I  beg  to  move  “in  clause  11 
substitute  the  word  ‘individual’  for  the  word  ‘family’,  in  line  2." 

Sir,  the  amendment  speaks  for  itself. 

The  clanse  as  amended  reads  as  follows 

“Our  Government  may,  by  notification  in  the  Government  Gazette,  exempt  any  in¬ 
dividual  in  Travauoore  from  the  opeiation  of  this  Act,  on  application  made  in 
that  behalf  within  six  montha  of  the  passing  of  this  Act.” 

It  is  hardly  necessary  for  me  to  speak  at  length  on  this.  I  need 
hardly  point  out  that  clause  11  will  nullify  the  effect  of  the  Bill  when  it 
is  passed  into  law.  The  word  ‘family’  is  a  wide,  one  and  if  any  family 
can  be  given  exemption  a  large  number  of  people  can  manage  to  be 
outside  the  purview  of  the  law.  Indeed,  the  inhabitants  of  a  whole 
village  can  in  some  way  or  other  claim  to  be  connected  to  an  exempted 
family  with  results  which  practically  make  the  law  null  and  void.  I 
am  emphatically  of  opinion,  Sir,  that  to  allow  the  act  to  be  made  a  dead 
letter  by  the  retention  of  such  a  clause  will  be  a  blot,  a  stain,  on  the 
fair  name  of  this  progressive  State.  If  in  exceptional  cases  exemptions 
are  found  necessary  the  purpose  will  be  amply  served  bv  exempting  the 
individuals  concerned.  But,  why  should,  I  ask,  whole  families  be  ex- 
empted  from  the  provisions  of  this  Act  except  it  be  with  the  express 
intention  of  defeating  the  object  of  the  Bill  ?  R  wiU  not  be  inappro¬ 
priate-  .If  I  mention  m  this  connection,  that  when  Mr.  B.  Das’s  Bill 
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was  being  discussed  iD  the  Central  Assembly,  the  mover  read  a  tele¬ 
gram.  This  telegram  was  once  read  by  me  in  this  Assembly  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  a  previous  amendment.  I  feel  it  is  worthy  of  repetition  any 
number  of  times  and  so  with  your  permission  T  shall  read  it. 

“As  humble  praotical  thanks-giving  for  noble  support  by  Government,  Congress  and 
oiher  Members  to  Das’s  Bill  to  Btiffeu  Sards  Act,  I,  on  behalf  of  our  daughters 
and  sons,  offer  Ra,  5,000  for  erecting  a  column  on  Assembly  grounds  for  ins¬ 
cribing  in  gold  names  of  benevolent  supporters  and  in  blaok  of  opposers  for 
our  progeny  to  know  our  saviours  and  destroyers.  I  appeal  all  to  stop  early 
marriage  which  brings  sickness,  weakness,  tuberculosis,  early  death  and  omt- 
oiatoa  ths  uatk-n.  Cheque  'of  Rs.  1 ,000  -sent  to  Honourable  Home  Member, 
bilauoe  to  follow  on  aooeptanoe  of  proposal  ” 

Sir,  this  telegram  speaks  for  itself.  This  shows  the  enthusiasm 
with  which  the  Bill  was  received  in  the  Assembly  and  I  have  reason  to 
believe  that  in  Travaneore  there  is  considerable  popular  enthusiasm  in 
favour  of  the  reform  which  my  Bill  stands  for.  It  will  be  a  great  dis¬ 
appointment  to  all  those  supporters  of -this  Bill  if  this  Bill  cannot  be 
made  as  useful  as  possible.  I  hope  therefore  that,  there  cannot  be  any 
objection  to  my  amendment,  the  object  of  which  is  to  exempt  any  indi¬ 
vidual  child  from  the  operation  of  the  Act.  The  object  of  those  who 
want  an  exemption  being  provided  for  to 'deal  with  exceptional  cases, 
will  be  fully  satisfied  by  substituting  the  word  individual  child  for  the 
word  ‘family’.  I  therefore  crave  the  permission  of  the  House  to 
support  my  amendment  for  the  substitution  of  the  words  “individual 
child.’’  I  request  that  the  whole  House  including  the  Official  Benches 
will  lend  their  support. 

Mr.  PUTHUPALU  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI :  Sir,  1  wish  to  ascertain 
whether  she  is  moving  an  amendment  to  the  amendment  she  has  al¬ 
ready  moved  ? 

PRESIDENT :  Yes.

Mr.  K.  R.  RAMASUBBA  SASTRI :  I  beg  leave  to  oppose  the  amendment. 

I  am  very  sorry  to  adopt  the  unusual  attitude  of  having  to  oppose  the 
whole  of  that  amendment  moved  by  a  member  of  the  opposite  sex. 
But  unfortunately  the  amendment  seems  to  be  very  much  wanting  in 
clearness  of  expression,  In  the  f  irst  place  w©  ar©  asked  to  substitute 
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the  word  ‘individual’  for  the  word  ‘family’  in  line  two.  I  will  now  read 
the  amendment  as  it  would  be  when  amended  as  proposed  by  'the  lear¬ 
ned  mover. 

,l  Onr  Government  my,  by  notification  in  the  Government  Gassette,  exempt  any 
individual  in  Travanoore  from  the  operation  of  this  Act,  on  application  made 
in  that  behalf  witnin  six  months  of  the  Passiug  of  this  Act.” 

Now  the  substitution  of  the  word  ‘individual’  would  mean  that  the 
application  should  be  made  by  the  very  individual  who  wants  exemption. 
Now'  the  child  marriage  bill  is  supposed  to  be  a  restrained  on  marriages 
of  children.  So  it  is  the  children  who  have  to  move  for  exemption 
from  the  operation  of  the  Act.  ‘Individual’ is  not  qualified  by  saying 
guardian  or  father  so  far  as  it  goes.  So,  from  the  wording,  as  it  stands 
it  would  mean  that  the  individual  who  is  to  apply  for  the  exemption 
must  be  the  individual  who  seeks  the  benefits  of  the  Act.  That,  I  sub¬ 
mit,  is  a  proposition  which  may  look  senseless. 

Sir,  this  is  an  unfortunate  piece  of  legislation  which  does  not  seek 
to  affect  marriage  as  it  is, but  which  |  rovides  for  the  punishment  of  per¬ 
sons  who  take*  part  in  the  marriage;  the  marriage  itself  is  considered 
valid  in  law,  and  will  be  covered  by  the  doctrine  of  faclum  valet  under 
Hindu  Law.  This  measure  is  perhaps  unique  in  that  it  does  not  seek 
to  prevent  the  offence  being  committed  but  seeks  to  punish  what  it 
calls  offenders,  after  allowing  them  to  commit  the  offence.  Even  the 
purohits  who  attend  the  marriage  and  the  invitees  who  go  and  receive 
betii  and  cocoanut  will  a'so  be  liable  to  punishment. 

According  to  the  present  amendment,  Sir,  if  a  child  is ‘to  be  mar¬ 
ried,  the  child  itself  has  to  apply  for  exemption  from  this  Act.  If  its 
father  or  g'uardian  applies  and  gets  the  exemption,  and  then  celebrates 
th  1  marriage,  as  the  amendment  stands  at  present,  there  is  nothing  to 
prevent  all  the  parties  involved  being  prosecuted  for  violation  of  this 
Act  and  then,  there  is  nothing  to  prevent  the  Magistrate  from  taking 
the  present  amendment  literally  and  holding  that  the  exemption  grant¬ 
ed  was  not  granted  to  the  individual  child  but  only  to  its  guardian  or 
father,  and  therefore  was  no  valid  exemption.  The  .Magistrate  will  be 
perfectly  within  his  rights  if  he  decides  like  that;  he  cannot  be  found 
fault  with  for  not  putting  sense  into  the  amendment. 

Sir,  I  should  think  it  is  the  privilege  of  the  ocb.er  sex  to  introduce 
provisions  which  may  not  mean  any  sense  at  all  (.laughter).  With 
great  deference  to  the  other  sex,  they  seem  to  be  swayed  more  by  the 
spirit  of  opposition  than  by  a  spirit  of  co-operation  with  man  in  family 
life,  in  domestic  management,  or  in  religion:  so  far  as  I  can  see  that 
semis  to  be  the  case  not  only  in  the  so  ca'ied  civilised  coun’.  ries  but  also 
“th®  so  called  un  civilised  countries  approaching  the  monkey  kingdom 

PRESIDENT:  In  the  kingdom  referred  to  by  the  honourable  mem¬ 
ber,  both  sexes  are  generally  supposed  to  be  working  together  in  a 
spirit  of  co-operation,  at  any  rate  in  their  quest  for  food  (laughter). 
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HR.  K.  R.  RAMASUBBA  SASTRI  :  With  great  deference,  Sir,  the 
members  of  the  sexto  which  the  mover  of  the  Bill  belongs  are,  accord¬ 
ing  to  Hindu  Theology,  in  the  Kingdom  of  Heaven,  the  niters  of  the 
universe.  Parvati  rules  the  whole  universe:  it  is  Lakshmi  that  distri¬ 
butes  all  favours  in  the  universe. 

PRESIDENT  :  What  is  the  argument  which  the  honourable  mem¬ 
ber  deduces  from  all  that? 

MR.  K.  R.  RAMASUBBA  SASTRI  :  As  I  have  already  submitted,  Sir, 
the  amendment,  as  it  is,  is  senseless.  Secondly,  it  was  in  a  spirit  of 
co-operation  and  compromise  that  the  ‘word’  communities,  in  the  ori¬ 
ginal  exemption  clause,  was  substituted  by  the  word  families’.  That 
is  the  bare  minimum  to  enable  those  who  have  serious  objection  to  the 
present  Bill,  on  grounds  of  orthodoxy,  to  save  themselves,  at  the  option  of 
Government,  by  means  of  exemption.  It  was  purely  an  act  of  grace  on 
the  part  of  the  Government  towards  the  conscientious  objectors  1 1  this 
Bill. 

Sir,  under  modern  conditions,  with  the  dowery  system  and  many 
other  conditions  introduced  by  western  civilisation,  any  unfortunate 
person  who  begets  a  daughter  is  sure  to  lose  one  half  of  his  wealth 
which  he  will  have  to  transfer  as  it  were  to  a  stranger  to  the  family 
who  may  or  may  not  support  the  girl  after  the  marriage.  Under 
Hindu  Law,  the  girl  gets  all  the  benefits  of  the  marriage,  its  Iha'nasha 
feasting .  . 

PRESIDENT  .  Feasting,  Certainly,  is  not  confined  to  the  girl 
{laughter). 

MR.  K.  R,  RAMASUBBA  SASTRI :  Compared  to  our  boys,  our  girls  get 
more  out  of  our  family  properties  as  a  matter  of  fact;  but  it  is  all 
wasted  in  different  ways  without  even  the  girl  getting  much  of  it. 
The  giri  under  Hindu  Law  has  no,  responsibility  towards  her  parents. 
On  the  other  hand,  even  in  the  case  of  a  fa'.lier  who  does  not  leave  any 
property,  the  son  is  bound  to  perform  Sradh,  and  is  also  under  a  pious 
obligation  to  discharge  debts  incurred  by  his  father  in  order  to  give 
peace  to  the  father’s  soul.  That  is  the  position  of  the  boy. 

What  I  am  therefore  trying  to  point  out  is  that  the  supporters  of 
the  Bill  who  think  that  they  are  helping  our  girls  by  this  measure,  by 
postponing  their  marriage,  are  really  mistaken;  because,  it  is  when  the 
father  is  bound  to  perform  the  marriage  of  his  daughter  before  she 
attains  puberty,  that  she  gets,  out  of  the  family,  even  more  than  her 
brother.  Sir,  Mahomed  was  a  Prophet;  he  was  a  wise  person.  He 
cared  more  for  the  present;  that  is  why  I  call  him  wise.  ^  He  laid  it 
down  early  enough  that  the  girl  should  get  half  of  the  boy’s  share;  and, 
fearing  the  rule  of  perpetuity,  in  order  to  save  one’s  family  perpetually 
from  poverty,  he  provided  that  every  man  can  create  a  wakf  of  half  of 
of  his  property. 

Sir,  I  am  stating  all  these  to  show  that  this  Bill  has  been  chosen 
merely  to  bring  about  the  extinction  of  an  unfortunate  ccrnmnnity 
which  is  already  dying,  a  minority  community,  among  whom,  even  in 
the  present  day,  there  are  a  few  who  believe  in  religion. 
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PRESIDENT  :  It  appears  to  me  that  the  discussion  is  travelling  to 
a  much  wider  ground  than  can  be  contemplated  in  the  present  discus¬ 
sion.  The  question  now,  so  far  as  I  can  see,  is  of  the  practical  applica¬ 
tion  of  an  idea  already  accepted  by  the  House.  I  take  it  that,  byway 
of  a  compromise,  this  House  accepted  the  principle  of  exemption  being 
granted  in  certain  cases.  How  is  that  exemption  to  bs  worked?  What 
is  the  exemption  about?  The  exemption  is  about  marriage.  A 
marriage  may  involve  either  a  major  or  a  minor  member  of  the  family. 
In  the  case  of  a  major  member,  there  is  no.  question.  In  the  case  of  a 
minor  member  the  application  has  to  be  put  in  by  some  other  person. 
Apparently,  that  was  the  reason  why,  the  word  ‘family’ was  put  in, 
although  somewhat. hastily.  Anyhow;  the  idea  underlying  the  use  of 
the  word ‘family’ is  clear  what  was  meant  was  that  every  family  will 
have,  in  its  corporate  capacity,  a  head  or  manager,  usually  speaking 
and  acting  on  behalf  of  the  family,  especially  on  behalf  of  the  minors 
belonging  to  the  family.  How  the  question  is  whether  the  word 
‘family’ is  vague,  whether  it  conveys  the  idea  of  the  House  correctly 
and  definitely,  and  whether  that  word  has  to  be  substituted,  by  some 
other  word.  The  question  of  the  root  idea  of  the  Bill  or  its  possibili¬ 
ties  do  not  arise  in  the  discussion  at  the  moment 

Ml.  K.  R.  RAMASUBBA  SASTRI :  I  beg  to  submit,  Sir,  that,  perhaps. 
I  was  not  quite  clear  in  expressing  my  ideas.  What  I  was  submitting 
was  that,  the  substitution  of  the  word  ‘individual’  for  the  word  ‘family’ 
would  make  the  provision  senseless,  It  will  reduce  the  Bill  to  a  penal 
measure  pure  and  simple.  The  word  ‘family’  the  whole  of  the  clause 
relating  to  exemption,  was  adopted  after  deliberate  consideration  of  the 
House.  It  was  as  a  compromise  that  the  word  ‘community’  was  substi¬ 
tuted  by  the  word ‘family’.  This  provision  for  exemption  was  consi¬ 
dered  absolutely  necessary,  by  this  honourable  House,  to  safeguard  the 
interests  and  religious  observances  of  a  minority  community  which  this 
House  thought  was  entitled  to  the  sympathetic  consideration  at  the 
hands  of  this  House.  Now’,  Sir,  if  the  word  ‘family’  is  substituted  by 
the  word  ‘individual’,  the  benefit  of  the  provision  for  exemption  will  be 
taken  away  altogether.  If,  however,  the  House  is  going  to  consider 
this  new  proposition,  1  would  appeal  to  the  House  to  revert  to  the  ori¬ 
ginal  wording  of  the  provision,  and  to  substitute  the  word  ‘community’ 
instead  of  the  word  ‘family’.  But,  Sir,  that  may  not  be  possible  at 
this  stage  it  is  no  use  puding  back  the  chord.  I  may  once  again  invite 
the  attention  of  the  House  to  the  fact  that  it  was  after  careful  consi¬ 
deration  and  due  deliberation-  that  the  present  provision  in  the  Bill  has 
been  adopted,  solely  with  a  view  to  save  a  minority  community  from 
this  penal  legisla. ion.  I  may  also  point  out  that  it  was  because  this 
provision  for  exemption  was  agreed  to  by  the  House  that  the  further 
passage  ot  this  Bill  became  easy  and  rapid. 

Now,_  what  do  we  find  ?  The  whole  position  is  relegated  and  we 
are  now  thrown  back  to  the  original  position  and  we  have  to  fight  the 
way  from  the  beginning  over  again.  I  submit,  in  that  case  why  not  be¬ 
gin  the  whole  legislation  over  again?  Why  not  begin  with  the  first 
leading,  go  through  all  the  formality  and  then  take  the  opinion  of  the 
community  most  affected  by  this  Bill  ? 
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PRESIDENT:  All  this  procedure  is  not  in  order  now. 

MR.  K.  R.  RAMASUBBA  SASTR1 :  AH  that  I  submit  is  why  kill  a  horse 
which  will  die  a  natural  death  in  a  few  days? 

PRESIDENT  :  Even  the  Travancore  Child  Marriage  liestrained 
Bill  is  not  an  occasion  for  so  much  pessimism. 

MR.  K.  R.  RAMASUBBA  SASTRI  :  I  am  unfortunately  an  emotional 
man  and  when  this  Bill  came  up  and  I  was  called  upon  to  speaK  on 
this  Bill,  it  affected  me  very  much  and  it  went  to  the  sushma  nadi 
or  nerve  of  my  being'.  The  better  portion  of  our  existence  is  abovo  the 
navel  and  the  worse  portion  of  our  cxiatense  is  below  the  nevel  The 
religious  scruples  of  the  community  against  whom  alone  this  malignant 
provisibn  seems  to  have  been  brought  in  would  be  extinguished  in  co¬ 
urse  of  time  of  their  own  accord,  They  have  no  leaders  and  there  is 
no  organisation  for  them.  Why  kill  them  even  before  their  time?  I 
therefore  submit  for  the  sympathetic  consideration  of  the  House  that 
this  word  "individual”  if  adopted  would  leave  it  in  the  power  of  any 
first  class  magistrate  to  punish  all  and  sundry.  He  may  say  that  the 
word  "individual”  applies  to  the  child  and  so  let  him  apply  and  who 
are  you  to  apply  for  him?  Is  there  anything  which  will  say  that  the 
father  of  the  individual  or  the  community  of  the  individual  or  the 
family  of  the  individual  should  apply?  Are  all  Magistrates  bound  by 
any  sense  in  administering  the  letter  of  the  law?  He  may  say — I  am 
to  administer  it  as  I  find  it.  So  I  submit  that  this  amendment  which 
seems  to  be  brought  under  the  provisions  of  the  Atharvaveda  pur¬ 
ely  to  extinguish  a  religious  community  ought  not  to  be  accepted.  If 
this  amendment  has  the  sanction  of  the  House,  I  think  the  word 
"community”  may  be  substituted. 

MR.  C.  JEBAMONY  NADAR  :  I  support  the  amendment.  I  think  that 
there  is  sufficient  sense  in  the  amendment.  To  say  otherwise  is 
certainly  unwise.  As  for  the  difficulty  in  a  minor,  putting  in  an  appli¬ 
cation,  I  am  not  aware  of  any,  so  far  as  applications  to  Government  are 
concerned.  It  is  true  that  when  a  party  has  to  appear  before  a  court 
of  law,  if  he  be  a  minor,  he  has  to  appear  through  his  guardian.  I  do  not 
think  that  such  a  rule  applies  to  petitions  to  Governmen  .  Even  other¬ 
wise  there  will  be  no  difficulty  because  a  guardian  could  always  apply 
on  behalf  of  a  minor. 

Then  again,  when  you  say  that  a  family  can  apply,  I  should  think 
that  it  is  unreasonable.  For,  there  might  be  an  old  gentleman  who 
might  happen  to  be  the  manager  of  that  family  and  there  might  be  junior 
members  who  may  not  like  child  .marriage  and  their  wishes  may  be 
against  the  wishes  of  the  old  gentleman.  Then  there  will  be  a  conflict, 
and  there  will  be  no  chance  to  such  junior  members  to  exercise  their 
discretion.  On  the  other  hand,  the  amendment  gives  equal  inde¬ 
pendence  to  all  the  members  of  the  family. 

MR.  K.  R.  RAMASUBBA  SASTRI :  If,  after  all,  this  Hindu  Law  with 
‘ts  peculiar  features  is  so  very  objectionable,  why  are  Nayars,  Ezhavas 
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and  the  Krishnanvaga  community  trying  to  change  the  marumakka- 
thayam  system  of  inheritance  to  makkathayam  system  under  the  Hindu 
Law. 

Mr.  C.  JEBAMONY  NADAR:  They  all  desire  a  change  from  one 
system  to  another.  Here  also  we  desire  a  change. 

Even  as  the  amendment  stands,  every  person  who  is  now  alive 
can  get  exemption.  Even  a  child  that  is  born  today  or  within  6 
months  from  the  passing  of  the  Act  can  get  exemption.  Thus  the 
present  generation  can,  if  so  desired  be  free  from  the  operation  of  the 
Act.  On  the  other  hand,  if  you  do  not  accept  the  amendment,  the  Act 
itself  would  be  a  dead  letter,  for  exemption  would  be  to  a  family  for 
ever  and  that  is  what  the  clause  as  it  s.ands,  means. 

Mr.  K.  R.  RAMASUBBA  SASTRI :  What  about  the  child  in  the  womb 
whose  sex  cannot  be  determined  ? 

Mr.  C.  JEBAMONY  NADAR  :  The  future  generation,  I  hopes  would 
have  more  refined  views. 

Soj  I  think  that  the  amendment  is  reasonable  and  that  it  deserves 
the  support  of  this  house. 

MR.  E.  SUBRAM0N1A  AIYAR  :  Sir,  though  Ido  not  claim  to  be  as  emo¬ 
tional  as  my  friend  Mr.  Sastri,  yet  1  am  not  touched  by  this  illconsidfer- 
ed — if  I  may  say  so— amendment.  Let  us  read  the  Section  as  it 
stands. 

“Our  Government  may,  by  notification  in  the  Government  Gazette,  exempt  any 
family  in  Travancore  from  the  operation  of  this  A«t,  on  application  made'  i* 
that  liehalf — (it  does  not  atop  there)— within  six  months  from  the  passing  of 

So  far  as  the  language  goes,  it  is  not  seeking  permission  to  do  any 
particular  act.  We  should  not  lose  sight  of  that  fact.  The  section 
does  not  run  with  these  words:  “If  a  person  applies  to  Government 
lor  conducting  a  child  marriage,  permission  may  be  granted  to  him” 
on  certain  conditions  or  without  any  condition  whatsoever.  If  the 
Section  had  been  to  that  effect,  that  is,  if  the  Section  had  been  that 
if  the  head  of  a  family  applied  to  Government  for  performing  an  act 
which  is  to  be  done  in  the  near  future,  I  can  understand  the  amend¬ 
ment  to  such  a  provision  by  saying— let  that  individual  who  is  to 
perform  the  marriage  apply  and  obtain  that  permission.  That  is  not 
the  scheme  of  the  Act  itself.  That  provision  relates  to  the  question  of 
exemption,— exempting  a  family  from  the  operation  of  the  Act,  the 
limitation  being  that  an  application  should  be  made.  It  was  very 
carefully  and  cautiously  stated  “on  application  made”.  It  was  not 
stated  “on  application  made  by  any  person”.  So  it  is  exempting  a 
family  from  the  operation  of  the  Act  and  n.t  granting  permission  to  a 
family  to  do  a  particular  thing.  I  emphasise  this  aspect  of  the  matter 
to  remove  an  entire  misconception,  if  I  may  be  permitted  to  do  so, 
which  appears  to  have  been  entertained  by  my  honourable  friend  Mr.Nadar. 
He  seems  to  think  that  it  is  a  sort  of  asking  permission  for  doing  a 
particular  act  and  that  people  having  more  refined  views  will  have  to  be 
liberated  under  the  new  system  and  that  they  may  be  able  to  take  a 
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better  and  more  comprehensive  view  of  the  whole  matter.  I  do  not 
want  to  join  issue  with  him  on  the  question  whether  the  coming  genera¬ 
tion  or  the  generations  yet  to  come  are  going  to  have  more  refined 
views  than  those  persons  who  at  present  are  afraid  of  departing  from 
well-recognised  institutions  which  to  their  knowledge  do  not  affect  them 
in  any  way  and  which  have  not  touched  them  in  their  advancement  one 
way  or  the  other.  It  is  only  a  privilege.  To  take  the  illustration  of 
the  honourable  membe'.  There  is  an  old  man  like  Mr.  Subramania 
Aiyar  who  has  got  very  old  views  on  these  matters. 

Mr.  PUTHUPALU  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI :  Which  Subramania  Aiyer  ? 

Mr.  E.  SUBRAMONIA  AIYAR  :  Mr.  E  Subramania  Aiyar.  His  son 
may  have  more  advanced  views.  I  apply  to  the  Government  and 
sanction  is  given  to  me  and  my  family  is  exempted  from  the 
operation  of  this  Act.  If  my  son  has  advanced  views,  is  he  prevented 
from  marrying  his  daughter  in  her  2Eth  year?  The  House  should  not 
lose  sight  of  this  fact  that  granting  exemption  to  a  family  does  not 
mean  that  members  of  that  family  are  debarred  from  performing 
marriages  as  they  please  They  are  not  bound  to  perform  child 
marriages. 

MR.  C.  JEBAMONY  NADAR  :  Is  there  any  provision  in  the  Bill  to 
cancel  an  exemption  which  is  once  granted  ? 

Mr.  E.  SUBRAMANIA  AIYAR ;  Without  my  answer  the  learned 
member  is  able  to  see  that  there  is  no  provision  cancelling  the  exempt¬ 
ion.  But  at  the  same  time  if  the  honourable  member  had  listened  to  the 
logic  of  my  argument  he  would  not  have  put  this  question  at  all.  Eor, 
if  a  person  is  granted  exemption  under  the  provisions  of  the  Bill,  that 
is,  given  the  privilege  of  performing  child  marriage  without  subjecting 
himself  to  the  penalties  therefor,  does  the  Act  anywhere  say  that  he  is 
bound  to  perform  child  marriage  ?  Tn  such  a  case  where  is  the  neces¬ 
sity  for  cancellation  ?  The  agreement  advanced  was  that  an  old  man 
may  apply  for  permission  and  he  may  get  it.  Subsequently,  the  junior 
member  with  advanced  views  will  be  bound  by  that  permission.  Where 
is  the  binding  nature  of  the  permission  ?  There  is  all  the  distinction 
between  exemption  from  a  disability  and  an  obligation  to  do  a  particular 
thing.  So,  there  is  nothing  in  that.  The  fact  that  an  exemption  is 
once  granted  does  not  mean  that  anybody,  even  the  person  who  has 
obtained  the  exemption,  is  bound  to  make  use  of  it.  All  that  is  pointed 
out  is  that  if  he  has  got  the  exemption,  he  can  if  he  chooses  perform  the 
child  marriage  and  will  not  be  punishable.  That  aspect  of  the  matter 
must  be  kept  in  view. 

I  began  by  saying  that  this  Section  is  not  granting  permission  to  a 
particular  person  to  do  a  particular  act.  If  it  were  so,  probably  the 
substitution  of  the  word  “individual”  for  the  word  “family”  may  not 
make  such  difference.  But  this  word  “family”  had  been  introduced 
with  another  object.  Apart  from  the  argument  advanced  that  the  origi¬ 
nal  word  was  community  and  that  subsequently  it  was  changed  to 
“family”  in  a  spirit  of  co-operation,  apart  from  all  those  facts.  I  do  nob 
contend  for  a  moment  that  there  should  be  estoppel. 
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Estoppel  is  not  of  the  question,  It  is  open  to  this  House  to  say 
that  we  voted  for  “family  ”  then,  but  now  we  do  not  want  it.  Though 
there  is  no  question  of  estoppel,  I  request  the  House  to  view  that 
amendment  in  the  spirit  in  which  that  was  first  made.  Apar,  from 
that,  the  word  ‘  family  ’  was  used  then  with  this  object.  There  are 
several  Sections  in  this  Bill.  For  instance— 

“(a)  Whosv.jr,  beiug  above  eighteen  years  Of  age  and  below  twolity  one,  contracts 
a  child  marriage  shall  be  punishable  with  fine  which  may  extent  to  one 
thousand  rupees. " 

‘‘(b)  Whoever  being  above  twentyone  years  of  age,  contracts  a  child  marriage  shall 
be  punishable  with  simple  imprisonment  which  may  extend  to  one  month  or 
with  fine  which  may  extond  to  one  thousand  rupees  or  with  both  ”  and  so  on’, 
so  the  cruk  of  the  problem  is  this.  There  is  the  performance  of  a  child 
marriage.  Several  persons  who  took  part  in  it  directly,  actively,  or 
indirectly  are  held  answerable  for  it.  That  is  how  this  Bill  proceeds 
to  function.  If  an  ‘  individual  ’  is  exempted  from  this  bill,  what  does 
it  mean  ?  Suppose  a  Brahmin  priest  gets  exemption  under  Clause  II 
from  Government.  Suppose  all  the  Brahmin  priests  in  Trivandrum 
make  an  application  to  Government  that  they  should  be  exempted 
from  the  operation  of  this  bill,  'We  will  take  it  that  the  Government 
grant  it.  Wbat  does  it  mean  ?  The  implication  is  that  those  priests 
can  therefore  take  part  in  a  child  marriage.  They  can  conveniently  be 
warded  off  from  punishment,  because  they  have  the  exemption  from 
Government.  So,  the  exemption  that  is  applied  for  is  granted,  and 
then  it  means,  that  a  person  has  got  permission  to  do  a  part  cular 
thing.  I  am  only  elaborating  the  sense  of  that  provision,  I  am  not 
for  saying  that  the  amendment  that  has  been  brought  forward  is  sense¬ 
less.  I  am  making  a  general  remark,  you  may  make  sense  or  nonsense 
out  of  it.  Let  us  see,  what  are  the  implications  of  that, — whether  the 
provision  will  be  appropriate  wi  h  the  word  “family”.  These  are  the 
matters.  It  is  not  a  mere  verbal  amendment  that  is  now  sought  for. 
We  should  not  forget  that  fact.  It  is  not  an  improvement  on  the 
amendment.  It  must  be  remembered  that  the  principle,  the  idea 
underlying  the  section,  as  I  said,  is  exemption.  Suppose  a  number  of 
priests  apply  for  exemption.  It  may  be  granted  or  not.  If  the  ex¬ 
emption  is  granted,  it  means  that  they  can  perform  child  marriage 
wherever  they  like.  Suppose  I  get  exemption.  Ido  not  seek  permission 
for  performing  child  marriage.  So,  I  am  saved.  In  other  wonls.  who¬ 
ever  conducts,  whoever  performs,  whoever  directs  a  child  marriage,  I 
can  take  part  in  it.  In  this  manner,  I  say  I  can  get  a  number  of  people, 
marry  them  and  make  myself  the  guardian  of  that  scheme  of  things, 
because  there  is  exemption  for  me.  I  am  exempted  from  the  penal  pro¬ 
visions  of  this  bill. 

The  object  of  the  proposed  amendment  seems  to  me  that  a  certain 
disability  is  sought  to  be  imposed  upon  the  free  activities  of  certain  in¬ 
dividuals  in  the  matter  of  conducting  marriages  or  attending  marriages 
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especially  in  certain  communities.  I  ask,  is  it  not  a  mere  individual 
act?  This  bill  is  not  aimed  at  marriage  between  individuals.  It  is 
aimed  at  that  class  of  marriage  where  it  is  not  merely  a  matter  of 
individual  volition  between  parties.  If  this  bill  could  apply  to  those 
communities  where  a  marriage  is  a  matter  of  volition  between  two 
individuals,'  I  can  understand  a  restricting  of  the  activities  of  the 
individual  or  individuals.  But  it  is  the  contrary.  This  bill  is  aimed  at 
certain  communities  where  marriages  are  not  the  free  act  as  we  under¬ 
stand  it.  I  do  not  say  that  it  is  the  result  of  free  volition  on  the  part  of 
the  parties  to  the  marriage.  It  is  to  apply  where  the  bridegroom  and 
the  bride  are  brought  together  and  bound  together  by  persons  who 
are  interested  in  the  welfare  of  those  parties.  So,  it  is  to  those  cases 
that  the  bill  is  applied.  This  is  a  case,  therefore,  where  ihe  family 
system  prevails,  The  word  ‘  family  ’  has  been  cautiously  used,  be¬ 
cause  it  is  to  apply  to  those  communities  where  the  family  system 
prevails.  When  you  refer  to  the  Ezhava  Act  or  to  the  Nair  Act  or 
other  Acts  where  the  group  system  prevails—  we  use  the  word  ‘family’. 
In  Travaucore  we  know  what  family  is  and  in  which  families,  marriages 
are  being  brought  about  by  persons  other  than  those  members  of  the 
family.  So,  the  word  ‘  family  ’  has  been  used.  A  Hindu  undivided 
family  is  the  chief  institution  aimed  at  for  the  purpose  of  this  bill.  No 
doub‘,  in  our  society  we  are  advancing1.  If  disintegration  is  the  only 
process  of  advancement,  I  have  nothing  to  say.  We  have  recognised 
certain  systems  which  may  be  similar  to  systems  elsewhere,  but  some¬ 
times  dissimilar.  That  is  a  group  nursing,  living,  working  on  ideas  of 
cohesion  and  collectiveness.  They  from  the  background  of  the  institu¬ 
tion  upon  which  our  society  is  aimed  at. 

MR.  N.  RAMAKRISHNA  PILLAI  :  May  I  know  from  the  member 
whether  ;.he  exemption  referred  to  is  applicable  to  one  act  alone  or  to 
several  acts  ? 

MR.  E.  SUBRAMONIA  A1YAR  :  The  Section,  as  it  stands,  if  applied, 
entitles  him  to  perform  any  number  of  child  marriages  with  one  ex¬ 
emption  I  am  only  pointing  out  that  we  have  certain  recognised 
customs  in  performing  marriage  in  afamily^  Our  family  is  an  institu¬ 
tion.  It  is  our  unit  no  doubt.  Even  now  we  have  not  completely  given 
up  that  system.  A  time  may  come  when  those  systems  may  disappear. 
Exen  today  we  read  the  Hindu  Law  ;  we  administer  the  Hindu  Law  ; 
we  adopt  that  law  as  well  as  customs  and  manners.  Our  family  is  the 
Hindu  famdy.  I  am  putting  that  word  ‘family’  as  it  is  the  recognised 
unit  in  the  system  where  this  sort  of  marriage  is  prevalent,  so,  there 
is  the  family  unit.  Now  if  you  say  that — 

MR.  KOTTALIL  P.  ABRAHAM:  Does  the  act  contain  a  family  ? 

MR.  E.  SUBRAMONIA  AIYAR  :  It  is  not  necessary  to  answer  that,  be¬ 
cause  it  does  not  contain  it.  But,  if  the  object  of  the  question  is  to 
elucidate  what  in  meant  by  the  word  ‘family  ’,  well,  I  have  begun  by 
sayinn  it  is  better  I  don’t  deny— everybody  must  know  what  it  is  and 
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why  a  ‘family'  has  been  used.  This  so-called  system  of  practising 
child  marriage,  it  is  said,  is  prevalent  in  certain  communities.",  That  is 
recognised  where  a  marriage  is  brought  about,  not  according  to  free 
lover  not  according  to  mutual  fascination  between  one  party  and  the 
other,  but  through  the  intercession  of  persons  who  have  got  with  them 
an  ultimate  voice  in  it.  There  are  certain  communities  of  such  de¬ 
scription.  Why  should  there  be  a  legislation  ?  Legislation  is  never 
contemplated  by  anybody.  We  are  legislating  with  respect  to  the 
systems  and  institutions  which  are  prevalent  here.  It  is  aimed  at  those 
communities  wherein  this  system  of  child  marriage  is  prevalent,  namely 
an  undivided  Hindu  family.  As  was  observed  by  the  Dtwan-President 
the  other  day,  it  refercs  to  an  agnatic  Hindu  family  and  not  a  cognatic 
Hindu  family.  So,  what  is  attempted  here  is  a  family  in  which  child 
marriages  take  place.  It  consists  of  a  father,  mother  and  children,  so 
far  as  the  unit  is  concerned.  I  am  not  concerned  with  the  old  Homan 
family  or  some  such  family.  A  family  consists  of  these  individuals  and 
child  marriages  take  place  in  those  families.  What  is  sought  for  is  an 
exemption  for  a  family  under  the  operation  of  this  bill,  so  far  as  ap¬ 
plication  is  needed  in  that  behalf.  It  means  that  the  sense  of  child 
marriage  in  that  family  is  not  a  prohibited  thing  and  thiraby  anybody 
can  do  it.  In  o’her  words,  if  I  attended  a  child  marriage  and  took  the 
betel  and  cocoanut,  I  am  held  liable  for  being  a  party  to  it.  Though  I 
do  not  go  so  far,  yet  what  I  am  pointing  out  is  the  idea . 

PRESIDENT  :  Does  the  honourable  member  say  that  the  receiving 
of  cocoanut  an  act  of  promoting  marriage  ? 

Ms.  E,  SUBRAMONIA  AIYAR  Yes,  Sir. 

I  am  only  trying  to  explain  the  idea . Suppose  there  is  »  child 

marriage  in  a  family  which  ordinarily  is  prohibited  and  if  that  particular 
family  is  exempted— a  child  marriage  there  is  not  an  act  which  iB  pro¬ 
hibited.  Therefore  all  persons  must  co-operate  in  that  marriage  as  be- 
.  fore.  The  attempt  is  not,  as  I  began  by  saying,  getting  p  rmiesion  for 
the  family  to  do  a  particular  act.  immediately  or  in.the  mar  future. 
Having  that  view  of  the  matter,  my  idea  is  this  — 

MR.  K.  R.  RAMASUBBA  SASTRI :  My  friend  referred  to  cccoanuts.  In 
that  cocoanut  itself,  the  upper  half  which  contains  a  growth  is  the 
male  and  the  lower  half  is  the  female,  Cocoanut  comes  to  help  you  in 
this  way.  The  fact  of  giving  cocoanut  itself  is  significant  in  that  the 
welfare  of  the  parties  concerned  is  not  free  love.  That  is  the  result  of 
consideration  of  the  elders  of  the  family.  The  giving  of  cocoanut  is 
based  on  hygienic  principles,  and  not  on  mere  parentage,  or  colour,  or 
other  considerations,  free  love  etc. 

«»•  E.  SUBRAMONIA  AIYAR  :  I  am  not  aware  of  all  that.  I  am  not 
an  adept  in  the  mysticism  of  cocoanuts  either.  But  I  know  this  much. 
I  was  trying  to  place  before  the  House  what  is  the  basic  idea  underly¬ 
ing  it. 

At  the  cost  of  repetition,  after  all  this  elaboration,  it  cornea  to  this. 
Ihe  clause  11  is  not  requesting  permission  from  the  Government  for 
»ny  person  to  do  »ny  particular  act  today  pr  tomorrow. 
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It  is  a  Section  which  contemplates  application  to  the  Government 
to  exempt  a  person  or  persons  from  the  operation  of  this  Act.  What  is 
prevented  by  the  Act,  what  you  shall  no;  do,  without  submitting  your¬ 
self  to  a  penality  is  a  child  marriage.  Child  marriages  take  place  in 
Hindu  families.  In  Hindu  families  there  is  a  fear  that  the  members  of 
the  family  viz.  the  father,  mother,  brother,  or  sister  who  take  part  in  the 
marriage  will  be  subject  to  prosecution.  Even  ethers  who  might  take 
part  in  the  marriage  will  be  subject  to  punishment  To  avoid  all  that, 
if  a  child  marriage  in  a  particluar  family  is  not  such  an  obnoxious  thing, 
Government  might  grant  exemption  to  a  particular  family.  If  the  family 
is  exempted  every  one  can  conscientiously  and  cpenl)  attend  marriages 
conducted  there.  If  the  family  sys.em  is  an  absolute  hinderance  to  the 
progress  of  marriage  in  general  and  it  has  no  right  to  exist,  then  I 
have  nothing  to  say.  Exemption  does  not  mean  permission.  I  am  not 
bound  to  marry  my  daughter  when  she  is  10  years  old.  I  can  marry 
her  in  her  55th  age  is  she  lives  to  that  age.  Draw  a  distinction 
between  exemption  and  permission.  If  you  get  an  exemption,  then 
the  other  argument  becomes  a  dead  letter.  It  is  absolutely  meaningless. 
Are  all  the  families  in  Tra'-'ancore  going  to  ask  for  exemption  ?  If  so 
what  do  s  .hat  mean  ?  It  means  that  this  measure  is  opposed  to  the 
good  sense  and  propriety  of  th  ise  whom  it  ties.  If  on  the  other  hand 
the  views  are  advanced  and  nobody  wants  child  marriage,  why  all  this 
prohibition  ?  Are  you  going  to  legislate  without  having  any  regard  to 
the  wishes  of  the  community  which  it  affects  ?  In  that  case  I  appeal 
with  all  earnestness  to  the  numbers  for  a  more  sympefhetic  considera¬ 
tion.  I  do  not  wish  to  say  whether  it  is  senseless  or  full  of  sense.  It 
is  a  subject  where  no  question  of  cbivolry  or  colour  should  mar  your 
decision.  Let  us  look  at  the  question  unbiased.  Are  you  going  to  give 
an  exemption  ?  Then  to  whom  are  you  going  to  give  it 't  Is  it  to  the 
family  or  to  the  individual  ?  Put  that  plain  question  to  you.  So  my 
submission  is  that  this  amendment  is  mischievous  and  therefore  should 
be  thrown  out. 

Mb.  PUTHUPALLY  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI :  May  I  know  whether  the 
exemption  will  continue  or  cease  to  operate  in  the  case  of  a  family 
which  is  exempted  under  the  present  clause  when  it  is  divided  ? 

MR.  E.  SUBRAMONIA  AIYAR  :  We  are  legislating  for  the  present. 
When  the  Nay.tr  Act  was  passed,  Section  39  remained  operative  so 
long  as  the  family  remained  undivided.  Any  member  of  the  family 
has  got  capital  share.  Judges  interpreted  like  thatiand  even  now  the 
same  interpretation  continues.  Let  us  consider  this  ques' ion.  There 
is  a  family.  The  head  of  the  family  is  exempted.  That  family  is 
divided  into  1000  parts.  The  question  is  whether  the  exemption  will 
be  taken  advantage  of  by  all  those  1000  units  which  come  under  the 
family  or  not  It  will  be  time  for  us  to  consider  it  when  those  matters 
arise.  My  point  is  that  it  may  or  it  may  not.  But  so  long  as  the 
family  remains  undivided  the  exemption  will  apply  to  that  family. 
Whether  that  exemption  can  be  made  use  of  by  the  branches  of  the 
family,  well,  we  do  not  know.  More  interested  members  may  come  to 
the  legislature.  They  may  even  repeal  the  who'e  law  or  even  make  a 
new  law.  But  so  far  as  the  present  generation  is  concerned  the  word 
1  individual  ”  is  neither  clear  nor  definite. 
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MR.  JOSEPH  VITHAYATHIL :  I  beg  to  oppose  the  amendment. 
Daring  the  second  reading  stage  of  the  Bill,  Mr.  K.  Subramonia  Iyer 
and  the  cn-oped  members  brought  forward  important  amendments, 
Mr.  E.  Subramonia  Iyer  then  su  'gested  that  if  this  exemption  clause 
would  be  accepted  by  the  House  he  and  his  friends  would  withdraw  the 
ether  amendments-  Then  discussion  proceeded  on  the  exemption 
clause.  In  the  course  of  the  debate  Mr.  E.  Subromonia  Iyer  was  in 
the  first  instance  asked  to  give  up  his  claim  in  favour  of  any  non- 
brahmin  community  and  to  speak  on  behalf  of  iha  Brahmin  commuuuy 
alone.  Af'erwards  he  was  asked  to  limit  his  demand  to  the  Brahmin 
“family".  Then  the  interpretation  of  the  word  “family”  became 
the  subject  matter  of  discussion  and  the  President  asked  Mr-  Subra¬ 
monia  Iyer  whether  he  did  not  mean  the  agnatic  family  and  Mr. 
Subramonia  Iyer  said  that  he  meant  so. 

PRESIDENT  :  Without  attempting  to  choke  discussion  or  deflect  if, 
I  am  bound  to  point  out,  speaking  for  the  moment  purely  as  a  lawyer 
that  there  are  certain  difficulties  attendent  both  upon  the  amendment 
and  uoon  the  bill,  as  it  stands  at  this  moment.  It  would  not  do,  I 
think,  for  this  honourable  House  to  rush  through  and  pass  a  bill  and 
adopt  certain  formulae  which  may  either  be  canvassed  very  strenously 
in  court  or  may  lead  to  results  which  this  honourable  House  had  not 
in  contemplation- 

Let  me  ins' once  some  of  the  difficulties  which  have  occurred  to  me 
as  I  was  hearing  the  discussion  here.  Let  us  take  a  Mohamedan  family, 
for  instance.  It  will  be  remembered  that  this  Section  does  not  make 
any  difference  between  Hindus  and  Mohamedans 

“Our  Government  may,  by  notification  in  the  Government 
Gazette,  exempt  any  individual  in  Travancore  from  the 
operation  of  this  Act,  . ” 

In  the  case  of  a  Mohamedan  family,  it  will  be  remembered  that 
the  personal  laws  relating  to  Mohamedans  are  very  different  from  the 
personal  haw  relating  to  Hindus,  and  the  lawyers  in  this  House  know 
that  there  are  practical  difficulties  in  defining  the  scope  of  the  word 
“family"  under  Mohamedan  Jurisprudence  so  as  to  be  operative  in 
cases  of  this  kind  especially  in  view  to  the  basic  differences  in  tbe 
Marriage-Laws  and  Inheritance  Laws. 

Secondly,  the  use  of  the  word  “individual  ”  leads  to  many  difficul¬ 
ties,  especially  as  the  question  may  arise  as  to  who  is  to  apply  or  to  asx 
for  the  exemption.  One  member  may  ask  for  exemption  and  the  others 
may  object  to  it.  The  question  as  to  who  is  to  be  treated  as  the 
guardian  or  representative  for  the  purpose,  in  case  there  is  no  father 
to  exercise  what  may  be  called  “  P  atria  Potestas  "  for  the  time  may 
also  arise.  There  are  other  aspec'.s  which  have  to  be  considered  by 
this  Legislature.  Suppose  there  is  a  father  and  his  sole  daughter  and 
his  wife.  Suppose  the  father  and  mother  differ,  what  happens  ?  Now 
the  question  has  been  raised,  and  this  is  common  ground,  tl.at  the  word 
family  was  thought  of  on  the  spur  of  the  moment,  on  the  last  occasion. 
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CHITTIES  ACT  (AMENDMENT)  BIEL. 

I  would  suggest  that  the  House  should  take  some  more  time  to  consider 
this  matter.  There  will  be  another  meeting  of  this  House  within  a 
couple  of  months  or  three  months  at  the  most  as  there  is  a  tremendous 
volume  of  legislative  business  pending.  For  the  moment,  I  am  not 
thinking  of  the  religious  side  of  the  question  or  any  other  aspect,  but 
purely  from  the  point  of  view  of  draftsmanship  so  that  it  may  not  be 
open  to  any  criticism  by  courts.  Very  often  courts  are  act  to  say  that 
the  legislature  should  have  known  be.ter,  and  they  cannot  go  beyond 
the  four  corners  of  the  Section.  We  ought  not  hurry  and  push  through 
a  particular  portion  of  the  bill  which  may  not  be  regarded  as  conducing 
to  the  dignity  and  the  legislative  capacity  of  this  honourable  House.  I 
am  suggesting  that  because  this  House  has  waited  so  long  and  will  be 
meeting  again  very  shortly,  honourable  members  may  consider  the 
matter  more  deeply  and  put  forward  their  respective  contentions. 

I  am  sure  that  adequate  legal  formulae  will  be  found  and  both 
sides  could  put  forward  arguments  and  the  House  may  accept  the  best 
solution  possible, 

MR.  JOSEPH  VITHAYATHIL  :  In  view  of  the  pronouncements  from 
the  Chair  I  move  for  a  postponement  of  the  further  discussions  on  this 
Bill. 

SRIMATHI  T.  NARAYANI  AMMA  :  I  accept  it  Sir. 

The  motion  was  put  and  carried. 

THE  TB  AVANCOBB  CHITTIES  ACT  (AMENDMENT)  BILL. 

MR.  E.  P.  VARGHESE  :  Sir,  under  Standing  Order  34  I  move  for 
leave  to  introduce  the  Travancore  Chitties  Act.  and  I  move  that  the  Bill 
be  read  in  the  Assembly. 

MR.  C.  JEBAMONY  NADAR  :  I  second  it. 

MR.  PUTHUPALLY  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  :  On  this  question,  I  wish  to 
make,  a  few  observations.  It  is  a  one  clause  bill  and  seeks  to  amend 
the  Chitties  Act.  Prom  the  statement  of  objects  and  reasons  it  appears 
that  its  intention  is  to  give  some  sort  of  redress  to  the  defaulting  s'  bs- 
cribers.  When  the  debt  relief  question  itself  is  in  the  hands  of  an 
expert  committee  who  will  be  going  into  all  these  questions  in  great 
detail  it  is  for  the  honourable  members  to  consider  whether  we  should 
proceed  with  the  further  stages  of  the  bill  or  whether  it  cannot  be  post¬ 
poned  with  advantage  for  a  future  date.  I  can  further  assure  the  ho¬ 
nourable  members  that  this  matter  will  be  brought  to  the  pointed  at¬ 
tention  of  the  Committee  now  appointed. 

PRESIDENT  :  In  otherwords,  it  is  suggested  that  this  question  will 
be  considered  by  the  Committee  first  and  then  by  the  House. 

Mr.  E.  P.  VARGHESE  In  view  of  the  assurance  given  by  the 
Legal iBemembrancer,  I  agree  to  the  postponement  of  the  further  con¬ 
sideration  of  the  Bill.

SRIMATHI  T.  NARAYANI  AMMA  :  I  beg  to  move  for  leave  to  introduce 
the  Travancore  Anti-Dowry  Bill. 

MB.  PUTHUPALL1  S.  KRISHNA  P1LLAI  :  It  is  supposed  that  the  hono¬ 
urable  member  should  speek  a  few  words  in  support  of  the  motion. 

ItlR.  K.  NARAYANAPERUMAL  NARAR  :  Sir,  I  oppose  the  motion  for 
leave  being  granted  to  introduce  the  Travancore  Anti-Dowry  Bill,  The 
bill  is  one  which  if  passed  will  considerably  affect  several  communities 
that  follow  the  Hindu  Mithakshara  law,  particularly  the  Hindu  Nadar 
community. 

MR,  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADUANABHA  PILLAI  :  Because  the  honourable 
member  has  opposed  the  motion  for  leave  to  introduce  the  Bill,  he  is 
not  entitled  to  speak  now.  It  is  for  the  member  in  charge  of  the  Bill 
to  explain  the  object  of  the  Bill. 

PRESIDENT:  Yes  at  the  time  when  she  was  introducing  the  bill 
she  could  have  explained.  Now,  Srimati  Narayani  Amma  will  explain 
the  obj  ret  of  the  Bill. 

SRIMATHI  T.  NARAYANI  AMMA  :  Sir  I  shall  briefly  explain  the  main 
features  of  the  Bill.  Its,  object,  Sir,  is,  as  stated  in  the  preamble  of 
the  Bill,  to  restrain  the  custom  of  taking  or  offering  dowry  in  marri¬ 
ages-  Whatever  may  be  the  origin  of  the  dowry,  there  is  no  doubt 
whatever  that  it  is  now  considered  by  the  vast  majority  of  persons 
affected  as  a  great  social  evil  which  calls  for  immediate  removal.  In 
British  India  there  is  a  growing  volume  of  public  opinion  in  favour  of 
its  removal,  and  speakers  and  writers  have  vividly  described  the  evil 
effects  of  the  custom.  The  Sind  Assembly  has  passed  an  Anti-Dowry 
Bill  and  in  the  Bombay  and  Behar  Assemblies,  Dowry  Bestraint  Bills 
have  been  introduced.  The  speeches  delivered  in  the  Sind  and  Behar 
Assemblies  by  those  in  favour  of  this  measure  show  the  strength  of 
popular  feeling  in  regard  to  the  custom  of  Dowry.  In  the  course  of  the 
discussion  during  the  introduction  of  the  Dowry  Bestraint  Bill  in  the 
Behar  Assembly  it  was  stated  on  behalf  of  the  Government  that  the 
Dowry  Bystem  was  recognised  on  all  hands  to  be  an  evil  and  that  the 
Government  would  not  stand  in  the  way  of  the  Assembly  making  am 
effort  to  put  down  the  custom.  And  speakers  observed  that  the  contract 
of  marriage  should  not  be  tainted  with  petty  considerations  of  money. 
In  Turkey,  the  giving  of  Dowries  has  recently  been  declared  illegal. 
The  evils  of  the  Dowry  system  in  Hindu  marriages  is  felt  so  acutely 
that  it  has  been  made  the  theme  of  a  Telugu  film.  When  the  first 
screening  of  this  film  took  place  in  Madras,  Mrs.  Muthulekshmi  Beddi 
the  well  known  social  worker  who  presided  on  the  occasion,  appeal  to 
the  Government  of  Madras  to  introduce  Anti- Dowry  Legislation. 

Conditions  in  Travancore  with  regard  to  the  dowry  system,  may 
be  somewhat  different  from  those  which  obtain  elsewhere.  But  here 
also  they  are  bad  enough  to  merit  notice.  There  are  several  communi¬ 
ties  which  are  affected  by  it.  The  learned  author  of  the  Report  of  the 
last  Travancore  Census  says  that  the  Dowry  marriage  ig  the  universal 
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custom  among  Brahmins  and  that  it  is  also  prevalent  among  Chris¬ 
tians  and  is  becoming  prevalent  among  Nairs,  Ezhavas  and  Nanjinad 
Vellalas.  It  is  also  stated  that  the  “practice  of  parents  procuring 
husbands  for  their  daughters  either  by  payment  in  cash  or  by  meeting 
the  expenses  of  their  higher  education  in  Indian  or  foreign  Universities, 
is  also  coming  into  vogue  among  Nairs  and  other  Marumakkathayam 
communities”. 

There  is  a  growing  feeling,  Sir,  among  the  public  that  the  custom, 
which  vitiates  the  sacredness  of  marriages  and  is  very  often  the  cause 
of  unhappy  alliance,  breaches  of  agreement  and  family  quarrels,  should 
be  put  to  a  stop  to. 

It  is  with  this  object,  Sir,  that  I  seek  to  introduce  the  Anoi-dowry 
Bill.  It  is  a  modest  measure  and  does  not  iD  any  way  prevent  the 
taking  or  offering  of  small  presents  voluntarily  and  spontaneously  as  a 
token  of  natural  love  and  affection. 

My  only  object  is  to  sea  that,  the  sacredness  of  marriages  is  not 
tainted  with  ideas  of  purchase  and  sales,  and  that  the  economic  condi¬ 
tion  of  poor  families  is  not  affected  by  a  pernicious  custom.  I  fully 
trust  that  the  principle  underlying  the  Bill  will  be  endorsed  by  all 
sections  of  this  House. 

MR.  K.  NARAYANAPERUMAL  NADAR  :  Sir,  the  Hindu  Nadar  com¬ 
munity,  though  they  were  under  enumerated  by  the  census  enumerators 
are  numerically  larger  than,  any  other  Hindn  community  except  the 
Nairs  and  the  Ezhavas.  They  are  followers  of  the  Mithakshara  law. 
According  to  the  Mithakshara  law  a  woman  is  not  entitled  to  her 
father's  property.  When  once  the  marriage  takes  place  she  becomes 
a  member  of  her  husband’s  family.  But  she  is  entitled  to  get  the 
dowry.  But  when  this  Bill  is  passed  into  law  she  does  not  become 
entitled  to  the  dowry.  The  piactice  a*  present  prevailing  among  the 
Hindu  Nadar  community  is  that  the  fathers  give  dowries  to  their 
daughters.  The  mover  of  the  bill  is  against  it. 

PRESIDENT  :  Say,  for  offering  not  less  than  a  lakh  of  rupees  to  his 
daughter  5  days  before  or  10  days  after  the  marriage — what  happens 
thaen  I  don’t  find  anything  in  the  bill  to  prevent  it. 

MR.  K.  NARAYANAPERUMAL  NADAR  :  Now,  sub-section  (6)  of  Section 
2  says  as  follows : — 

“  ‘‘Dowry”  maans  and  inoludes  stipulations  made  in  connection  with  marriages' 
using  the  quantity  or  quality  o£  things  to  be  paid  for  in  cash  or  kind  on  oere- 
monial  or  other  oooasions  before  or  after  the  marriage  and  the  giving  and  re¬ 
ceiving  of  presents  m  oash  or  kind, 

PRESIDENT:  Order.  Order.  Supposing  it  is  made  not  on  the 
occasion  of  the  marriage  but  two  months  before  or  six  months  after  the 
marriage. 

Mr.  K.  NARAYANAPERUMAL  NADAR  :  But  this  sub-clause  does  not 
say  anything  enabling  ladies  to  receive  dowries.  And  I  am  for  it 
Section  28  of  the  Christian  Succession  Act  makes  provision  for  the 
grant  of  dowry.  I  endorse  this  provision.  But  if  this  provision  in  the 
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Bill  introduced  just  now,  is  passed  into  law  the  Hindu  Nadar  woman 
will  not  get  anything  by  way  of  dowry.  But  I  am  for  the  principle 
that  the  son  and  daughter  should  get  equal  shares.  But  if  this  bill  is 
passed  into  law  it  would  be  a  tragedy  of  high  intention  self  defeated. 

Mr.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI ;  May  I  know  whether  the 
Hindu  Nadars  marry  from  other  communities  ?  Or  do  marriages  take 
place  between  members  of  the  same  community  ? 

MR.  K.  NARAYANAPERUMAL  NADAR  :  We  do  not  marry  from  other 
communities. 

PRESIDENT  :  Under  Standing  Order  31  I  will  now  put  the  ques¬ 
tion  to  vote. 

The  motion  for  leave  to  introduce  the  Bill  was  put  to  vote  and 
carried- 

Leave  was  granted.

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Mr.  T.  G.  KESAVA  PlUAl  :  Sir,  the  resolution  is  an  important  one 
and  I  have  to  place  before  this  House  one  important  point.  The  dis¬ 
afforestation  of  swampy  areas  from  the  reserved  forests  was  once 
proposed-  There  was  a  committee  appointed  in  connection  with  that 
and  it  sent  up  a  report  wherein  Valia  Ela  in  Kalial  pakuthy  adjoining 
the  Kodayar  Reservoir  was  included.  It  contains  nearly  1,U00  acres  of 
paddy  land.  The  remains  of  an  old  Brahmin  village,  with  its  temples 
and  so  on,  are  visible  in  the  said  area.  I  hope  the  Conservator  of 
Forests  will  take  special  note  of  it  and  see  that  disafforestation  would 
no  way  affect  the  irrigations!  facilities  below  the  Kodayar  catchment 
area. 

Another  point  that  I  want  to  press  on  the  attention  of  Government 
is  that  though  Survey  Number  2997  was  registered  to  the  depressed 
classes,  it  was  allowed  to  be  sold  in  Government  for  arrears  of  tax. 
Unfortunately  there  is  no  use  in  giving  these  lands  to  these  people  in 
scattered  areas.  I  would  therefore  strongly  request  Government  to 
give  them  a  compact  area  of  say  SOU  or  600  acres  to  be  registered  in 
some  place  under  something  like  a  colonisation  scheme.  Otherwise, 
there  is  no  use  of  giving  any  land  to  the  backward  communities  in 
scattered  places. 

About  the  kanipat  lands  iq  Neyyattinkara  and  Vilavancod  Taluksi 
that  is,  in  the  pakuthies  of  Ottasekharamangalam,  Kunnathukal  and 
Kalial,  whenever  registry  is  asked  for,  Government  always  say  that 
there  is  a  civil  case  pending.  But  the  civil  case  refers  only  to  a  parti¬ 
cular  survey  number.  I  hope  that  Governrpent  will  get  a  very  good 
revenue  also  if  they  register  the  land  under  the  Puduval  Rules  and  not 
tg  persons  who  have  fraudulently  obtained  documents  from  thekanikars 
of  the  locality. 

I  api  extremely  happy  to  hear  the  honourable  member  Mr.  Kesayan 
Sastri  extending  the  privilege  of  the  registry  to  the  members  belong¬ 
ing  to  other  communities  also.  That  the  representative  of  one  of  the 
backward  communities  should  request  Government  to  extend  the 
privilege  of  registry  to  members  of  other  communites  who  on  account 
of  partition  have  lost  their  properties  and  who  are  without  any  property 
at  the  present  time,  is  a  new  state  of  affairg.

MR.  P,  RAMAN  PILLAI  {Conservator  of  Forests)  :  Sir,  the  resolution 
before  the  House  is  that : — 

“This  Assembly  recommends  to  the  Government  that  Bmall 
woodlands  which  do  not  yield  much  income  be  exempted  from  the 
reserves  and  assigned  to  the  public.”  Mr.  Kasavan  Sastri  in  com¬ 
mending  this  resolution  to  the  House  has  explained  to  the  House  what 
he  meant  by  this  resolution.  He  was  enumerating  the  number  of  small 
reserves  from  the  south  to  the  north  and  requested  the  House  to  allow 
the  disafforestation  of  these  lands  to  be  registered  in  the  name  of  the 
backward  communities.  This  is  not  the  first,  time  that  this  question  of 
disafforestation  has  come  up  for  discussion.  This  has  been  the  subject 
matter  of  representation  in  the  old  Sri  Mulam  Popular  Assembly  and 
has  appeared  again  in  the  reformed  Legislative  Councils.  Unfor¬ 
tunately,  the  assumption  made  by  the  member  is  based  on  two  wrong 
VoL  XI7,  No.  12. 
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notions.  Ho  has  not  considered  how  milch  we  have  disafforested  and 
how  much  we  should  reserve  for  our  own  safety. 

I  have  also  heard  Mr.  Kuujithommen  telling  us  that  the  depart¬ 
ment  is  keeping  one- third  of  ihe  area  as  reserve  forests. 

As  far  as  the  area  is  concerned,  it  is  more  or  less  true.  I  will 
pause  for  a  moment  and  see  how  far  this  area  which  is  said  to  be  useful 
for  other  purposes  is  really  useful  for  the  purposes  which  they  can  be 
put  to.  Out  of  2400  Sq.  miles  of  the  reserve  forests,  not  even  1500  Sg. 
miles  are  available  for  the  growth  of  timber.  In  the  year  1907,  Govern¬ 
ment  took  up  this  question  very  seriously  and  consulted  the  Heads  of 
Departments  at  the  time,  lhen  a  conference  of  officers  was  convened 
at  Quilon  and  the  whole  question  of  reservation  and  disafforestation  of 
lands  was  discussed  thoroughly  in  all  its  aspects.  It  was  decided  that 
ai  least  1500  Sq.  miles  of  forest  would  be  absolutely  required  to  meet 
the  demands  of  timber  and  other  requirements  of  the  people  in  the 
State.  That  was  decided  as  long  ago  as  1907. 

We  all  know,  how  much  our  country  has  progressed  and  the 
population  has  increased  since  then.  The  population  of  our  State  is 
just  6  millions.  Considering  the  alarming  increase  of  population  at  the 
rate  of  1  lakh  per  year,  we  will  be  able  to  know  that  the  land  at  our 
disposal  is  quite  insufficient  for  meeting  our  own  demand  such  as 
timber,  fuel,  fodder,  etc.  Government  have  decided  that  ne  more  land 
should  be  disafforested  out  of  the  1500  Sq.  miles  of  forest  that  is 
reserved  for  future  use.  Whenever  and  wherever  Government  have 
found  lands  within  the  forests  which  could  be  safely  brought  under 
cultivation  to  the  benefit  of  the  people  such  land  has  been  disafforested 
and  thrown  open  for  cultivation  from  time  to  time.  I  shall  presently 
read  a  list  of  the  disafforested  areas  from  the  year  1907  to  1937.  The 
honourable  members  will  then  realise  how  far  Government  have  been 
magnanimous  enough  in  acceding  to  the  requests  of  the  people  on 
different  occasions. 

(i)  As  per  G.  O.  No.  3444  F  &  M.  R.  dated  18-4-1917  Govern- 
ment  have  sanctioned  the  disafforestation  of  all  swampy  areas  available 
in  blocks  of  more  than  100  acres.  The  total  area  thus  disafforested 
would  come  to  about  2100  acres. 

(ii)  The  demand  for  land  became  more  and  more  clamorous  and 
in  consequence  Government  thereupon  appointed  committees  in  10 
taluqs  consisting  of  officials  and  non-officials  to  inspect  and  select  all 
the  swampy  areas  available  in  the  reserves  which  could  he  disafforested 
for  assignment  to  the  public  for  cultivation.  I  have  myself  served  in 
two  of  these  committees  and  accompanied  the  members  to  various 
portions  of  the  distant  and  different  reserves  situated  even  far  away  from 
inhabited  areas.  As  per  the  recommendation  of  this  committee  about 
2900  acres  ot  swampy  areas  were  disafforested  and  made  available  for 
registry. 
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(iii)  Along  the  Trivandrum- Sheneotta  road  about  200  acres  were 
disafforested  and  handed  over  to  the  Revenue  Department  for  assign¬ 
ment  to  the  public.  Besides  the  disafforestation  of  these  swampy  areas, 
large  areas  for  formation  of  village  sites  for  occupation  and  cultivation 
have  also  been  disafforested  and  made  available  to  the  public. 

(iv)  To  make  the  western-outlet  road  popular  an  area  of  1200 
acres  at  Kuttampuzha,  550  acres  at  Pooyamkuity  and  6000  acres  at 
Perumpazhuthur  were  disafforested.  Even  lemon  grass  is  not  properly 
cultivated  in  this  locality. 

(v)  The  village  site  at  Kulathupuzha  in  the  Yerur  Reserve 
approximating  to  about  1111  acres  was  also  made  available  for  registry. 

(vi)  In  the  Mannankandom  valley  along  the  Neriaoiangalom- 
Pallivasal  road  about  2800  acres  of  land  were  disafforested  for  paddy 
cultivation. 

(vii)  Very  recently  Government  have  sanctioned  the  disafforesta¬ 
tion  of  140  acres  of  wet  and  dry  lands  in  the  Karimannoor  pakuthy  for 
assignment  to  the  public. 

(viii)  Another  2000  acres  have  now  been  proposed  to  be  thrown 
out  of  the  reserve  along  the  Kuruili-  Devicolam  road  for  cultivation. 
Thus  it  would  be  seen  that  the  Department  has  allowed  the  disafforesta¬ 
tion  of  more  than  13,800  acres  to  make  them  available  for  occupation 
and  cultivation.  The  administration  report  for  last  year  will  show  that 
the  area  of  the  reserved  forests  was  reduced  by  1  sq.  mile  and  41  acres. 

Prom  the  above  instances  it  is  abundantly  clear  and  sufficiently 
convincing  that  the  Government  and  the  Department  are  fully  cognisant 
of  the  needs  of  the  increasing  population  of  the  State  by  adopting  the 
policy  of  judicious  disafforestation. 

I  am  sorry  that  I  have  to  point  out  in  this  connection  that  several 
extensive  blocks  of  land  already  assigned  are  lying  uncuUfivated  and 
uncared  for,  For  instance,  the  land  disafforested  along  the  railway  line 
between  Aryankavu  and  Kalduritty  remain  still  uncultivated  on  account 
of  the  indifference  of  the  absentee  landlords.  A  cursory  inspection  of 
the  lands  lying  along  the  M.  C.  road  in  the  taluqs  of  Nedumangad, 
Kottarakkara,  Kunnathur,  Mavelikara,  Muvattupuzha  and  Kunnaihunad. 
will  show  that  extensive  areas  are  still  lying  fallow  for  want  of  proper 
cultivation.  The  evil  lies  in  the  accumulation  of  extensive  areas  in  the 
hands  of  the  capitalists  who  seldom,  eare  io  cultivate  lands  in  their 
possession.  Instead  of  asking  for  more  and  more  lands,  I  would  request 
the  honourable  members  to  induce  the  people  who  keep  their  lands  idle 
to  cultivate  them  or  make  facilities  for  others  to  cultivate  them.  In 
ruy  opinion,  it  is  therefore  necessary  that  legislation  should  be  introduced 
making  it  penal  to  allow  lands  to  lie  idle. 

I  think  I  have  sufficiently  explained  the  position  in  regaid  to  this 
question.  We  have  had  a  lot  of  applications  from  several  individuals 
for  registry  of  land  within  the  reserves.  If  extensive  areas  are  available 
and  if  Government  consider  them  fit  for  registry,  the  department 
would  Dot  raise  any  objection  to  their  registry.  With  these  observa¬ 
tions,  I  oppose  the  motion.

Mr.  P.  NARAYANA  PILLAI:  I  move  the  following  resolution  : 

“This  Assembly  reoomraendi  to  the  Government  that  in  making  fresh  appoint¬ 
ments  of  teachers  in  Government  schools  not  less  than  50  per  cent,  be  recruited 
from  among  thoso  in  private  schools-” 

In  making  fresh  appointment  of  teachers  to  departmental  schools 
I  would  request  the  Government  to  make  it  a  principle  to  recruit  a  fixed 
proportion  from  among  teachers  in  private  schools.  Tuition  given  in 
private  schools  is  not  in  any  way  inferior  to  that  of  the  departmental 
schools.  Since  private  school  teachers  have  to  satisfy  the  departmental 
authorities  as  well  as  the  public,  I  trust  that  they  will  be  doing  their 
work  with  a  certain  amount  of  earnestness  which  cannot  always  be 
found  in  the  case  of  departmental  school  teachers.  The  private  school 
teachers,  especially  teachers  of  the  vernacular  primary  schools  deserve 
every  sympathy  and  consideration  at  the  hands  of  Government  with  a 
remuneration  of  Bs.  8  per  mensem  their  work  is  not  far  from  being 
an  onerous  one  and  it  is  in  no  way  inferior  to  the  work  turned  out  by 
the  departmental  school  teachers. 

MR.  P.  SIVA'RAMA  PILLAI:  May  I  know  whether  their  absorption 
in  Government  schools  will  not  prove  beneficial  both  in  the  interest  of 
the  students  and  the  teachers  concerned  ? 

Mr.  P.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  -  Their  absorption  will  be  most  advanta¬ 
geous  to  the  students  .as  well  as  teachers.  These  people  are  now  lead¬ 
ing  a  miserable  life  without  any  chance  of  promotion  or  any  prospect 
whatever,  Their  recruitment  in  Government  schools,  besides  giving 
them  enhancement  in  pay,  will  enable  the  department  to  raise  the 
standard  of  efficiency  of  the  teaching  staff  in  Government  schools,  be¬ 
cause,  people  of  15  or  20  years  of  teaching  experience  will  come  forward 
as  against  persons  who  are  fresh  and  who  have  no  such  teaching  ex¬ 
perience.  Apart  from  giving  encouragement  to  the  private  school 
teachers,  this  measure  would  enable  the  department  to  provide  better 
staff  in  Government  schools.  Considered  in  all  aspects  of  the  matter 
I  am  of  opinion  that  this  proposal  will  not  only  be  beneficial  to  the 
department,  but  to  the  private  school  teachers  as  well.  With  these 
observations  I  commend  my  resolution  far  the  kind  acceptance  of  the 
House.

MR.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  :  I  support  the  principle  of 
the  motion  ;hat  has  been  moved  by  Mr.  Narayana  Pillai.  There  is  an 
admitted  disparity  between  the  remuneration  paid  to  teachers  of  Gov¬ 
ernment  schools  and  those  in  private  schools.  That  disparity  is  not 
due  to  the  nature  of  the  work  done  by  the  two  sets  of  the  people. 
This  matter  has  very  often  been  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Govern¬ 
ment  and  one  of  the  arguments  put  forward  was  that  some  encourage¬ 
ments  will  be  given  tp  them  by  recruiting  them  to  Government  school 
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wherever  possible.  Therefore,  without  placing  any  special  emphasis 
on  the  percentage  fixed,  I  also  support  the  principle  of  the  motion  and 
recommend  the  Government  that,  as  fat  as  possible,  this  principle  must 
be  accepted  in  the  matter  of  future  recruitments. 

I  think  one  point  that  has  been  raised  daring  the  course  of  dis¬ 
cussion  deserves  a  word  of  reply  from  me  also.  .Mr.  Kunjithommen 
who  is  the  most  famous  protagonist  in  these  days  has  been  unable  to 
satisfy  me  that  the  representation  in  private  schools  is  according  to  the 
basis  of  communal  representation. 

Sir,  I  do  not  deny  the  fact,  that  the  .Catholics  must  be  employed 
more  in  numbers  than  Nail's  or,  for  that  matter  the  Anglicans  must 
also  be  employed  .more  than  Hairs.  But  the  statistics  read  by 
Mr,  Kunjithommen  is  the  proportion  of  Hairs  and  not  the  Syrian 
Catholics.

I  must  be 
a  big  fool  to  believe  that  the  Syrian  Catholics  should  be  appointed  in 
equal  numbers  as  that  of  Nairs.  But  the  Ezhavas  form  double  jfcheir 
population.  Are  they  not  to  get  a  proportionate  number.  Mr.  Kunji- 
thommen  l»js  the  emphasis  when  the  balance  of  statistical  advantage 
is  in  favour  of  him  by  a  comparison  with  the  number  of  Nairs.  When 
it  is  a  question  of  Nairs  and  Syrian  Catholics  he  says  that  Nairs  are 
disproportionately  appointed'  Butin  a  question  where  his  community 
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tops  the  list  to  the  detriment  of  others  he  comes  with  the  argument 
by  saying  that  the  Roman  Catholics  are  not  represented  in  adequate 
numbers  and  thus  bring  forward  a  different  formula.  He  was  finding 
fault  with  the  official  members  and  asking  them  to  give  the  number  of 
Syrian  Catholics.  When  I  asked  for  a  comparison  of  the  numbers 
regarding  Syrian  Catholics  and  Nairs  he  gave  the  figure  of  Roman 
Catholics.  This  kind  of  manipulation  from  Mr.  Kunjithommen  has 
become  an  ordinary  practice  with  regard  to  him  in  his  arguments  for' 
fair  and  impartial  communal  representation.

G6.  The  proposal  for  the  continuance  of  the  five  temporary  Second 
Judges’  Courts,  the  five  temporary  Munsiffs’  Courts  and  the  staff  attach¬ 
ed  thereto,  as  also  the  Assistant  Accountant-General  and  his  staff  and 
the  Court  Fee  Inspectors  attached  to  the  .High  Court,  and  the  provi¬ 
sion  of  a  total  sum  of  Es.

THE  TRAVANCORE  BANKERS’  BOOKS  EVIDENCE  BILL. 

An  act  to  amend  the  Law  op  Evidence  with  respect  to 
Bankers’  Books, 

Whereas  it  is  expedient  to  amend  the  law  of  Evidence  with  reipeot  to 
Bankers’  Books  ;  It  is  hereby  enacted  as  follows  :~ 

1.  (1)  This  Act  may  bo  called  the  Travancora  Bankers’  Books  Evidence 

Act. 

Title,  extent,  and  1 2)  It  extends  to  the  whole  of  Travancore  and  it 
commencement.  shall  come  into  force  at  once. 

2.  In  this  Act,  unless  there  is  something  repugnant  in  the  subject  or

Statement  op  Objects  and  Reasons. 

According  to  the  law  in  Travancore  secondary  evidence  of  the  con¬ 
tents  of  a  document  Is  admissible  only  in  certain  cases,  and  such  admis¬ 
sibility  is  regulated  by  the  principles  underlying  the  Indian  Evidence  Act. 
In  the  matter  of  account  books  however,  several  representations  have 
been  made  to  Government  that  bankers  feel  considerable  inconvenience  and 
obstruction  to  business  if  the  books  are  produced  in  Court  and  detained 
therein  for  any  time.  The  Banking  Enquiry  Committee  have  also  recom¬ 
mended  the  necessity  of  an  enactment  on  the  model  of  the  Bankers’  Books 
Evidence  Act  in  British  India  (vide  para  206  of  their  Report  Vol.  I).  It  is 
therefore  proposed  to  amend  the  law  so  far  as  to  permit  copies  of  the 
account  books  of  bankers  »s  defined  in  the  Bill  to  be  received  in  evidence 
instead  of  tho  books  themselves  reserving  power  however,  to  the  Court  to 
oall  for  the  original  whenever  justice  requires  the  Production  and  inspec¬ 
tion  thereof.

Statement  of  objects  and  reasons. 


Chitties  form  toe  bulk  of  toe  debts  of  the  people  of  this  land.  With 
the  fall  in  tbe  price  of  agricultural  produces,  it  has  become  impossible 
for  many  a  chitty  subscriber  to.  pay  toe  -instalments  regularly.  Once  toe 
prized  subscriber  default?,  he  is  according  to  toe  usual  terms  of  our  chitty 
security  bonds  bound  to  pay  toe  whole  of  the  future  subscriptions  in  a 
lump  with  interest  from  the  date  of  default  or  from  toe  date  of  demand 
in  writing,  This  is,  no  doubt,  a  very  heavy  penalty  imposed  on  toe  prized 
subscribers.  It  seemsunconscionableto  demand  from  a  defaulted  .subscri¬ 
ber  the  entire  future  subsoriptioiis  in  :a  lump  with  interest  as  stated 
above,  although  the  chitty  will  ibe  terminating  only  after  some  years. 
The  Travanoore  Agriculturists’  Relief  Act  and  the  Amendment  Bills  now 
before  the  Legislature  do  not  seem  to  provide  any  measure  of  relief  in 
this  matter.  This -amendment  .will  .he  a  real  source  of  relief  to  the  vast 
majority  of  the  debtors  of  io.ur.  land.  While .  at  relieves  the  debtors  It  does 
not  place  the  creditor  in  any  disadvantage.  The  chitty  foreman  will  be 
getting  y  hat  the  subscribers  are  really  bound  to  pay  namely,  the  defaulted 
subscriptions  with  interest  from  the  dates  of  each  default.  The  claim  for 
payment  of  the  future  subscriptions  in  a  lump  with  interest,  -although  in 
accordance  •with  the  terms  of  the  security 'bonds,  is  not  wh«t  is, reason¬ 
ably  due  and  can  be  claimed  under  ordinary  circumstances  but  for  the 
terms  Cf  the-security  bond.  This  amendment  ignolelya  measure  of  relief 
as  can  be  seen  from  the  iperktdsdf  its  operation  mentioned  in  it.

2.  In  this  Act,  unless  there  is  anything  repugnant  in  the  subject  or 
context,  the  following  words  and  expressions  are  used  in 
Interpretation.  the  following  senses. 

(1)  “Residents  of  Travancore”  means  permanent  residents  of 
Travancore. 

(2)  “Travancoreans  by  nationality”  includes  persons  who  are  Travan¬ 
coreans  by  nationality  be  reside  outside  Travancore  for  purposes  of  business 
or  employment. 

(3)  “Boy  or  Girl”  means  any  male  or  female  irrespective  of  his  or 

(4)  “Valuable  consideration”  melans  money  or  any  property  that 
can  be  converted  into  money. 

(5)  “Anything  valuable”  means  anything  of  valuable  consideration. 

(6)  “Dowry”  means  and  includes  stipulations  made  in  connection 
with  marriage3,  fixing  the  quantity  or  quality  of  things  to  be  paid  for  in 
cash  or  kind  on  Ceremonial  or  other  occasions  before  or  after  the  marriage 
and  the  giving  and  receiving  of  presents  in  cash  or  kind. 

(7)  “Exchange”  means  an  act  of  giving  or  receiving  presents  in 
connection  with  marriages. 

(8)  “Ceremonial  and  other  occasions”  means  festival  days  or  aus¬ 
picious  days  which  are  recognised  by  custom  as  being  days  for  making  and 
receiving  presents  in  connection  with  marriages.

Gifts  that  are  voluntary  and  spontaneous  and  are  in  consideration  of 
natural  love  and  affection,  can  be  given,  provided  that 
Exception.  the  value  of  such  gifts,  whether  they  are  in  cash  or  kind 
does  not  exceed  one  thousand  rupees  all  told,  and  pro¬ 
vided  that  they  are  given  at  the  time  of  marriage,  or  within  twelve  months 
thereof.  The  payment  of  anything  in  excess  of  one  thousand  rupees  shall 
be  punishable. 


4.  Whoever  enters  into,  or  bargains  to  enter  into,  any  fixed  stipulations 
in  connection  with  the  ceremonial  or  other  occasions

(o')  The  tribunal  shall  hold  an  enquiry  and  shall  make  a  report 
within  three  months  from  the  date  of  its  appointment,  to  the  District  Magis¬ 
trate,  uniess  the  time  is  extended  by  the  District  Magistrate. 

(ill  The  proceedings  of  the  Enquiry  Court  shall  be  in  camera,  aod 
no  pleaders  shall  be  allowed. 

(iii )  The  summons  issued  by  the  Enquiry  court  would  have  the 
same  force  as  the  summon?  of  the  ordinary  Court,  and  any  disobedience  of 
such  summons  or  wilful  feilureto  appear  in  the  Court  will  be  punishable 
by  the  ordinary  Court  under  the  existing  law. 

(iv)  The  report  of  the  majority  of  the  members  of  the  Enquiry 
Court  shall  ordinarily  be  accepted  by  the  District  Magistrate  unless  the 
Distriot  Magistrate  is  o!  opinion  that  the  report  is  perverse  and  against  the 
principles  of  equity  and  good  conscience. 

(v)  The  District  Magistrate  stall  pronounce  judgmont  under  the 
provisions  of  this  Act,  after  the  report  of  the  Tribunal. 

9.  (1)  At  any  time  after  examining  the  complainant  and  before  issuing 

process  for  compelling  the  attendance  of  the  accused, 
Bond  ti  be  executed  the  Court  shall,  except  for  reasons  to  be  recorded  in 
writing,  require  the  complainant  to  execute  a  bond,

Statement  op  objects  and  Reasons, 

Among  the  social  evi  ls  prevalent  among  many  prominent  communities 
in  Travancore  which  call  for  immediate  removal,  a  prominent  place  may 
rightly  be  given  to  the  dowry  system.  It  has  been  pointed  out  that  dowry 
marriage  evolved  from  purchase  marriage,  the  higher  classes  leading  the 
way  and  the  great  masses  following  them.  And,  so  far  as  marriage  by 
Purchase  is  concerned,  it  is  described  as  a,  “system  under  which  the  bride- 
groom  pay’s  a  bride’s  pries  to  her  father”,  and  it  is  stated  to  be  common 
among  the  primitive  tribes,  Thus  the  very  origin  of  the  dowry  system 
proclaims  the  faettbat  it  is  ill-suited  to  the  spirit  of  the  times.  The  Tra¬ 
vancore  Census  Report  says  that  dowry  marriage  is  the  universal  custom 
among  Brahmins  and  that  it  is  also  prevalent  among  Christians  and  becom¬ 
ing  prevalent  among  Hairs,  Ezhavas  and  Nanjanad  velhlas.  It  is  also 
stated  that  '‘the  practice  of  parents  procuring  husbands  for  their  daughters, 
either  by  payment  in  cash  or  by  meeting  the  expenses  of  their  higher 
education  in  Indian  or  foreign  Universities,  isalsc^  coming  into  vogue 
among  Nail)?  and  other  Marumakkathayam?  communities” 

There  Is  a  growing  feeling  among  the  public  that  the  dowry  system,  be 
whatever  name  it  is  called  and  in  whatever  form  it  is  observed,  vitiates  the 
sacredness  of  marriage  and  is  very  often  the  cause  of  unhappy  alliances  and 
family  quarrels.  Indeed,  the  eoonomic  condition  of  many  families  and 
communities  may:ako  be  said  to  be  affected  by  the  dowry  system, 

The  object  of  my  Bill  is  to  prevent  such  unfortunate  happenings  and 
to  see  that  the  sacredness  of  marriages  is  in  no  way  vitiated  by  ideas  of 
purchase  and  sale.  At  the  same  time,  the  taking  or  ofiering  of  small 
presents  voluntarily  and  -spontaneously  as  a  token  of  natural  love  and 
affection  is  not  sought  to  be  prevented-

THE  TRAVANCORE  CUCHY  MEMONS.  BILL. 

A  Bill  to  amend  the  Law  relating  to  intestable,  succession  among  the 
Cuchy.  Memon  Muslims  of  Travancore . 

Whereas  it  is  expedient  to  amendand  define  the  rules  of  Jaw  applicable 
to  intestate  succession  among  the  Cuchy  Memon 
Preamble.  Muslim  governed  by  the  Hindu  law  of  inheritance  ;  It 

is, enacted  as  follows  : — 

Short  title.  (i)  This  Act  may  be  called  The  Travancore  Cuchy 

Memons  Act  of  Ill  . 

And'it  shall  come  into  force  immediately. 

Local  extent-  (ii)  It  extents  to  the  whole  .of  Travancore. 

(iff)  It  applies  to  all  Cuchy  Memons  of  Travancore  whether  domi¬ 
ciled  or  otherwise  who  are  governed  by  the  Hindu  law 
of  inheritance  and  also  in: respect  of  properties  belong¬ 
ing  to  them  within  Travancore  to  such  Momons  domi¬ 
ciled  outside  Travancore  who  are  governed  by  the 
above  said  law  of  inheritance. 

2-  A  person  is  considered  to  die  intestate  in 
respect  of  all  properties  which  he  has  not  made  .a 
testamentary  disnosition  capable  of  taking  effect. 


3.  Such  property  shall  devolve  upon  his  heirs  m 
the  order  and  according  to  the  rules  of  Muhamedan 
Law,  notwithstanding  any  custom  or  law  to  the 
contrary. 

OBJECTS  AND  REASONS, 

TO  The  Cuchy  Memons  in  Travancore  have  been  following  the  Hindu  law 
of  inheritance.  They  are  Muslims  and  their  religion  is  Islam.  It  is  obli¬ 
gatory  on  every  Muslim,  whether  he  be  a  Cuchy  Memon  or  a  Pattanto 
follow  Islamic  law  in  all  matters.  According  to  the  opinions  of  the 
Islamic  jurists  a  Muslim  who  follows  a  non-Islamic  Code  for  inheritance  is 
outside  the  sphere  of  Islam.  The  Islamic  Code  of  inheritance  is  acoepted 
by  all  authorities  of  Jurisprudence  as  one  of  the  best  Codes  available  on 
the  subject.  In  Snodern  days  the  tendency  of  the  law  is  to  give  wide 
powers  to  individuals  to  manage  their  own  affa’rs.  People  believe  that 
Individuality  is  the  keynote  of  progress.  Joint  family  System  is  against 
the  principle  of  Muhamedan  law,  A  Muslim  whether  he  be  a  Cuchy 
Memon”  or  “Mappilai”  desires  that  his  property  should  devolve  upon  his 
male  as  well  as  his  female  children.  Under  the  Hindu  law  his  daughter 
does  not  get  any  share  of  his  properties  along  with  his  sons.  The  com¬ 
munity  as  a  whole  is  very  anxious  to  get  rid  of  this  system  of  inheritance.

In  British  India  the  above  system  was  introduced  among  the  Cuchy 
Memoirs.  Even  in  Coohin  a  law  has  been  passed  lor  bringing  the  Cuchy 
IMemOns  nnder  the  Mnhamedan  law.  The  Cuchy  Memons  of  Travancore 
had  risen  to  the  occasion  and  asked  the  Government  to  change  their  iaw 
into  Muhamedan  Law.  In  the  old  Sri  Mulam  Assembly  and  in  the  old 
Legislative  Council  late  Mr.  S.  Adam  Sait  asked  the  Government  to  bring 
a  Bill  for  them.  Government  replied  that  Government  would  render  all 
reasonable  help  provided  a  non-official  Muslim  member  would  bring  a  Bill 
for  the  purpose. 

In  1032  I  sought  for  sanction  from  Government  for  introducing  a  Bill 
for  changing  the  system  of  inheritance  of  the  Cnchy  Memons.  I  got 
Sanction.  On  13th  August  1932,  the  Legislative  Council  gave  me  permis¬ 
sion  to  introduce  the  Bill.  Vol.  XXI  No.  14  of  the  Old  Legislative  Council 
proceedings  will  bear  witness  to  this  fact.  The  Bill  was  referred  to  a  Select 
Committee,  At  this  juncture  the  Legislative  Council  was  dissolved.  None 
of  the  Muslim  members  who  followed  me  in  the  Legislature  did  not  care  to 
take  charge  of  my  bill  and  hence  my  Bill  was  not  made  to  progress 
further. 

The  necessity  for  making  a  law  for  Cuchy  Memons  have  been  more 
keenly  felt  now.  Both  in  British  India  and  in  Cochin  the  Cuchy  Memon 
in  the  State  have  .relations.  Every  day  new  marriage  alliance  -with 
Cochinites  has  been  going  on.  Hindu  law  of  inheritance  in  Travancore 
and  Muhamedan  iaw  of  inheritance  in  Cochin  and  British  Indian  Provinces 
have  began  to  create  complications  in  the  matter  of  new  marriage  alliance 
between  Travancoreans  and  non-Travancoreans.  There  are  several  other 
inconveniences  under  which  the  community  has  been  labouring  at  present 
on  account  of  the  continuance  of  the  present  system  of  inheritance.  The 
community  as  a  whole  is  in  favour  of  changing  the  present  law  and  of 
accepting  Muhamedan  law  in  its  place.  This  Bill  Is  only  an  attempt  to 
give  recognition  to  this  wish. 
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
